First  meeting  of  the  City  Council  of  the  year 
1932,  in  the  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  10 
a.  m.,  Councilor  COX,  senior  member,  presiding, 
and  all  the  members  present. 

Chairman  COX,  in  calling  to  order,  said: 

Gentlemen,  the  meeting  will  come  to  order. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inform  the 
Mayor  that  the  Council  is  now  assembled.

The  committee  appointed  retired  at  10.16  a.  m. 
and  presently  returned  escorting  his  Honor  Mayor

Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Mayor  took  the  chair,  rapped  to  order,  and 
said:

May  those 
who  have  come  here,  of  many  kindreds  and  many 
tongues,  live  together  in  friendship  and  harmony, 
a  happy  community;  may  we  all  live  as  children 
of  one  great  Father.  Bless  with  wisdom  those 
chosen  to  govern;  may  they  be  blessed  with  sound 
minds  and  hearts;  may  they  look  to  Thee  for 
guidance  and  understanding.  Show  to  them  the 
way  to  care  for  those  in  need,  the  sick  and 
dependent.  We  thank  Thee  for  our  Christian 
institutions,  for  our  welfare  agencies,  for  righteous- 
ness in  our  government.  Increase  truth  among  us; 
teach  us  to  guard  virtue  and  to  defend  the  inno- 
cent from  the  assaults  of  evil.  Guard  our  homes. 
Bless  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Mayor  of 
the  city,  and  all  others  in  authority,  and  so  re- 
plenish them  with  the  grace  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit 
that  they  may  always  do  Thy  will  and  follow  in 
Thy  ways.  And  grant  that  the  people  of  the  city 
may  be  blessed  in  wise  laws,  and  that  they  may 
be  obedient  to  those  laws.  We  ask  all  through 
JeBus  Christ  our  Lord.

MAYOR'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

His    Honor    Mayor    Curley   made   his    annual 
address,  as  follows: 
Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council. 

In  conformity  with  law  and  custom  we  assemble 
for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  city  government 
of  Boston  for  the  year  1932. 

It  is  fitting  at  the  outset  that  we  give  expres- 
sion of  our  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  the  mani- 
fold blessings  permitted  us  during  the  period  of 
world  travail  during  the  year  that  has  just  ended. 

The  year  1932,  upon  which  we  are  entering, 
marks  the  bi-centennial  of  the  birth  of  America's 
greatest  citizen  and  the  first  President  of  the 
Republic  —  George  Washington.  Entering  as 
we  do  upon  the  third  year  of  world  depression  it 
is  fitting,  in  essaying  the  task  of  solving  the  com- 
plex problems  resulting  from  world  conditions, 
that  we  consider  with  care  the  method  and  manner 
in  which  similar  though  even  greater  problems 
were  solved  by  the  Father  of  our  Country  and 
those  associated  with  him  in  those  brave  days 
when  the  Republic  had  its  birth. 

The  Great  Emancipator,  Abraham  Lincoln, 
once  stated  that  through  recourse  to  the  writings 
of  the  Fathers  he  never  failed  to  find  a  solution 
of  any  problem  confronting  him  during  the  greatest 
internecine  struggle  the  world  had  known.  In 
the  crisis  confronting  us  at  the  present  time,  the 
more  speedily  our  Federal  law-making  officials 
follow  the  example  of  Washington,  Jefferson  and 
their  associates  in  hours  of  greatest  trial,  the  more 
speedily  will  our  problems  be  solved  and  pros- 
perity be  restored  to  our  country. 

We  are  starting  the  third  year  of  one  of  the 
greatest  depressions  ever  experienced  in  the  his- 
tory of  our  country  and  we  are  apparently  com- 
mitted to  the  policy  of  sacrificing  America  for  the 
benefit  of  Europe.  The  sooner  we  start  thinking 
in  terms  of  America  and  the  welfare  of  its  people, 
the  nearer  will  be  the  end  of  our  difficulties. 

In  our  endeavors  to  preserve  Europe  from  Com- 
munism there  is  a  serious  danger  of  losing  that 
which  is  more  dear  —  our  own  Government  and 
our  own  country  —  and  our  first  duty  should  be 
to  them. 

During  the  war  and  the  years  subsequent  to 
the  war  we  have  been  pouring  out  an  endless 
stream  of  gold  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  coun- 
tries of  Europe  at  the  expense  of  our  own  people. 

It  is  now  apparent  to  every  individual  that  there 
is  scant  likelihood  that  America  will  ever  receive 
any  portion  of  the  principal  represented  by  the 
loans  made  to  European  governments  and  there 
is  every  indication  that  repudiation  by  one  govern- 
ment will  be  Beized  upon  as  an  excuse  by  every 
other  European  government  to  do  likewise. 

In  anticipation  of  that  which  is  inevitable, 
namely,  repudiation,  we  find  the  financial  institu- 
tions conserving  their  resources,  or,  as  they  term 
it,  maintaining  their  assets  in  a  liquid  condition, 
with  the  result  that  the  American  merchant  or 
manufacturer,  regardless  of  the  standing  or  repu- 
tation of  the  concern  which  he  represents,  finds 
it  difficult,  and  in  most  cases  impossible,  to  secure 
the  necessary  financing  for  the  conduct  of  his 
business  which  is  the  life-blood  of  the  community 
in  which  his  enterprise  is  located. 
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Propaganda  started  some  tliree  months  ago.  and 
which  appears  to  have  become  formidable,  mas- 
querading as  economy  and  having  for  its  purpose 
the  prevention  of  a  program  of  constructive  expan- 
sion for  the  absorption  of  the  unemployed,  will, 
unless  checked,  speedily  double  the  already  too 
large  army  of  discontent,  found  in  every  section  of 
the  entire  country. 

The  experience  of  Great  Britain  in  the  matter  of 
the  dole,  which  in  recent  years  has  approximated 
S200,000,000  each  year  until  1929  when  it  ap- 
proached $300,000,000  and  in  1930  more  than 
$350,000,000,  is  apparently  being  disregarded. 

In  common  with  every  American,  I  view  with 
abhorrence  the  adoption  of  a  system  destructive  of 
self-reliance,  initiative  and  ambition  on  the  part  of 
the  citizen  and  the  depletion  of  the  assets  of  the 
nation  without  tangible  return. 

There  is  but  one  alternative,  either  a  program  of 
construction  so  that  opportunity  for  work  may  be 
provided  the  people  or  the  adoption  of  the  dole.  It 
is  the  height  of  folly  for  the  American  Government 
or  American  financiers  to  send  to  Europe  the  money 
that  is  needed  in  America,  in  the  vain  hope  that  by 
so  doing  they  may  recoup  that  which  is  apparently 
lost  and  which  can  be  collected  only  through  re- 
course to  war;  and  even  if  a  successful  war  were 
waged  the  exchange  of  the  loss  of  life  of  the  youth 
of  the  land  would  be  too  great  a  price  to  pay. 

The  Father  of  our  Country  in  his  Farewell  Ad- 
dress said:  "The  great  rule  of  conduct  for  us  in 
regard  to  foreign  nations  is,  in  extending  our 
commercial  relations,  to  have  with  them  as  little 
political  connection  as  possible.  So  far  as  we  have 
already  formed  engagements,  let  them  be  fulfilled 
with  perfect  good  faith.  Here  let  us  stop." 
Thus  he  outlined  a  policy  which  if  pursued  might 
have  saved  us  from  the  disasters  of  the  past  two 
years  and  which,  if  adopted  now,  might  preserve 
something  from  the  wreckage. 

We  have  been  obsessed  for  more  than  two  years 
with  fear  as  to  what  might  take  place  in  Europe 
and  have  overlooked  the  all-important  fact  that  we 
should  be  more  concerned  about  what  is  taking 
place  in  America. 

Fear  never  deterred  the  Father  of  our  Country 
from  the  promulgation  and  the  consummation  of  a 
program,  and  great  as  have  been  the  privations  and 
the  sufferings  of  a  large  element  of  the  American 
population  during  the  past  two  years,  it  is  in  no 
measure  comparable  to  that  undergone  not  for  a 
period  of  two  years  but  for  eight  years  by  General 
Washington  and  his  followers. 

It  is  interesting  to  review  our  present  situation 
and  to  compare  it  with  that  of  Washington's  day. 
We  have  lost  not;  an  acre  of  land  through  this  de- 
pression; our  population  has  increased;  there  has 
been  no  suspension  of  our  agricultural  activities. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  30,000,000  more  men 
and  20,000,000  more  women  engaged  in  gainful  oc- 
cupations than  in  the  days  of  Washington.  We 
lead  the  world  in  natural  resources,  in  manufactures 
and  in  undeveloped  and  unoccupied  territory. 

The  inventive  genius  of  our  people  coupled  with 
mass  production  makes  inevitable  not  only  a  shorter 
working  week  but  in  the  immediate  future  a  shorter 
work  day  and  it  is  fear  alone  which  prevents  the 
immediate  adoption  of  those  measures  so  essential 
to  the  unemployed  of  our  land  and  so  necessary  to 
the  peace,  prosperity  and  progress  of  the  people.  I 
have  an  abiding  faith  that  we  shall  solve  our  prob- 
lems and  emerge  from  this  long  continued  and  un- 
necessary depression,  animated  by  a  more  profound 
realization  of  the  importance  of  adopting  an 
American  viewpoint  to  attain  a  higher  and  more 
humane  destiny  than  ever  before  known. 

The  year  that  has  closed  represented  increased 
expenditures  each  month  by  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  for  the  sustenance  of  the  unemployed 
and  the  needy.  The  expenditure  in  normal  years 
has  never  been  in  excess  of  $2,250,000,  yet  the  year 
1931  represented  the  huge  total  of  nearly 
$7,000,000.  There  is  no  way  of  definitely  determin- 
ing the  peaks  that  may  be  reached  during  the  com- 
ing winter,  but  the  path  of  duty  to  provide  for  the 
needy  and  the  unemployed  is  clearly  defined  and 
we  must  meet  the  situation  as  it  arises  regardless 
of  cost. 

While  we  cannot  determine  when  prosperity 
may  be  restored  to  our  land,  there  is  every  indica- 
tion that  the  financial  interests  in  America  are 
reluctantly  accepting  the  belief  that  the  American 
people  do  not  look  with  favor  upon  the  program 
of  discharging  European  indebtedness  through  the 
strangulation  of  our  own  industrial  life. 

Under  the  circumstances  we  enter  the  year  1932 
with  faith  in  God,  our  country  and  our  fellowman, 


determined  that  no  needy  or  unemployed  indi- 
vidual —  man,  woman  or  child  —  within  the  con- 
fines of  our  beloved  city  shall  be  deprived  of  food, 
shelter  or  fuel. 

Public  Health. 
Health  Department. 
In  submitting  a  resume  of  the  activities  of  the 
Department  of  Health  for  the  year  1931  it  is  in- 
deed gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  an  improve- 
ment in  the  general  health  of  the  people  of  Boston 
and  a  marked  decrease  in  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  pneumonia,  cancer,  measles,  scarlet 
fever,  diphtheria  and  intestinal  disorders  among 
the  young.  This  situation  is  particularly  gratify- 
ing in  view  of  the  usual  effect  of  poor  economic 
conditions  upon  the  human  being  with  its  toll  of 
malnutrition,  lowered  efficiency  and  increase  in 


Child  Hygiene. 
In  view  of  the  generally  accepted  public  health 
principle  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  a  com- 
munity is  an  index  of  its  intelligence,  it  is  gratify- 
ing to  report  a  decrease  in  our  infant  mortality 
rate  as  compared  with  previous  years,  which  may 
be  interpreted  as  significant  evidence  of  the  fact 
that  our  campaign  for  the  promotion  of  health 
and  the  prevention  of  disease  among  the  young  is 
accomplishing  most  satisfactory  results.  There  is 
nothing  so  appealing  to  the  intelligence  of  the 
people  as  readable  facts  and  figures,  easy  of 
analysis,  and  it  is  therefore  pleasing  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  reduction  of  unnecessary 
waste  of  lives  among  the  young  has  resulted  in 
1,500  fewer  deaths  annually  during  the  first  year 
of  life  as  compared  with  recent  years.  It  is  an 
answer  to  the  challenge  that  every  child  has  a 
right  to  be  born  under  wholesome  conditions  and 
to  live.  This  is  made  possible  by  wise  expendi- 
ture of  money  for  child  life  conservation.  Sixty- 
five  thousand  visits  made  by  intelligent  mothers 
with  their  children  to  the  Health  Department 
units  and  other  city  clinics  is  presented  as  evidence 
of  a  constantly  growing  interest  in  the  health  of  the 
young.  Diphtheria  was  responsible  for  over  200 
deaths  annually  in  Boston  within  recent  years 
and  because  of  successful  campaigns  for  immuniza- 
tion against  this  enemy  of  mankind  there  were 
only  twelve  deaths  this  year  of  Boston  residents. 
It  is  pertinent  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
more  than  3,500  children  were  immunized  in  the 
Health  Department  clinics  within  the  last  twelve 
months.  Boston,  in  common  with  other  intelli- 
gent communities,  ha3  set  a  goal  of  accomplish- 
ment —  "No  deaths  from  diphtheria." 

Health  Units. 

Our  faith  in  the  development  of  a  chain  of  heilth 
units  in  such  sections  of  the  city  as  appeared  to 
need  them  the  most  has  been  justified,  not  only  by 
the  part  they  are  playing  in  the  coordination  of 
health  and  welfare  service  to  the  people  of  the  dis- 
tricts in  which  they  are  located  but  in  the  pattern- 
ing and  planning  of  similar  structures  in  other  cities 
of  the  United  States,  perhaps  the  most  notable 
example  being  our  neighboring  city  of  New  York 
which  has  officially  committed  itself  to  the  erection 
of  twenty  health  units  to  be  built  within  the  next 
five  years. 

I  might  say  in  passing,  that  at  the  present  time 
there  are  more  than  1,300  health  units  in  operation 
throughout  the  world,  some  of  them  being  located 
in  such  far  away  places  as  New  Zealand  and 
Australia. 

The  eighth  unit  planned  for  the  people  of  the 
upper  South  End  and  Roxbury  districts  will  do 
much  in  solving  the  health  problems  of  that  par- 
ticular section  of  our  city. 

Dental  Program. 
Over  50,000  children  received  90.000  dental " 
treatments  at  the  health  units,  which  signifies  and 
emphasizes  the  volume  and  importance  of  this 
health  service.  This  work,  carried  on  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary,  not 
only  means  sounder  teeth  and  cleaner  mouths  for 
this  small  army  of  our  young,  but  also  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  general  health  of  these  children. 

Refraction  Clinics. 
The  value  and  significance  of  normal  eyesight 
cannot  be  overestimated  and  the  clinic  for  the 
refraction  of  eyes  of  school  children  carried  on  at 
the  North  End  Health  Unit  is  constantly  crowded 
and  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  to  expand 
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this  service  at  some  reasonably  future  time  by  the 
establishment  of  similar  services  in  the  other  health 
units. 

Communicable  Diseases. 
Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  marked 
diminution  of  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria 
and  deaths  from  the  same,  and  this  holds  true  of 
other  communicable  diseases.  Of  the  forty-seven 
cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported  in  Boston  during 
the  last  year  almost  all  were  traced  to  infection 
contracted  outside  of  Boston.  Boston  was  for- 
tunate in  having  but  177  cases  of  infantile  paralysis 
reported  in  the  outbreak  of  this  year  as  compared 
to  500  cases  in  1916. 

Nursing  Service. 
The  public  health  nurse  has  been  very  aptly 
characterized  as  the  bridge  between  the  home  and 
the  public  health  clinic,  and  the  nurses  of  the 
Health  Department  have  indeed  played  a  most 
important  part  not  only  in  active  participation  in 
the  tuberculosis  clinics,  the  child  health  con- 
ferences, visits  to  the  homes  where  communicable 
diseases  existed  and  visits  to  the  parochial  schools 
and  day  nurseries,  but  also  in  the  general  promo- 
tion of  health  education.  In  order  to  further  the 
knowledge  of  the  nursing  staff,  lectures  of  interest 
to  those  engaged  in  public  health  nursing  have  been 
constantly  sponsored,  the  most  recent  example  of 
which  being  a  course  of  ten  lectures  given  in  co- 
operation with  the  Massachusetts  Society  for 
Mental  Hygiene. 

Division  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  control  of  tuberculosis  is  not  only  dependent 
upon  the  active  treatment  of  the  persons  suffering 
from  the  disease,  but  also  on  the  early  rounding  up 
of  those  defined  as  "Contacts,"  in  order  that  this 
latter  group  may  be  examined  to  determine  if  they 
are  afflicted  because  of  exposure  to  this  disease. 
The  tuberculosis  division  has  concentrated  partic- 
ularly on  the  rounding  up  of  the  "Contacts"  as 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  while  there  has  been 
less  tuberculosis  reported  than  in  previous  years, 
there  were  over  15,000  examined  in  1931,  or 
approximately  650  more  visits  were  made  to  the 
clinics  than  in  1930.  The  problem  of  early  hospital- 
ization, exceedingly  difficult  in  former  years,  has 
been  in  a  marked  measure  reduced  because  of  the 
opening  of  a  new  building  in  Mattapan.  The  very 
harmonious  relationship  between  this  institution 
and  the  Health  Department  has  made  possible  the 
expeditious  admission  of  more  than  450  cases 
referred  from  tuberculosis  clinics  in  the  health  units 
maintained  by  the  city.  The  tuberculosis  pre- 
ventoria  on  the  roofs  of  the  health  units  have  been 
crowded  with  pre-tubercular  children  exposed  to 
active  tuberculosis  in  their  homes  and  each  child 
highly  susceptible  because  of  malnutrition  and 
other  physical  deficiencies.  Building  up  the 
resistance  of  these  children  will  mean  a  saving  in 
later  years,  not  only  in  the  prevention  of  tuber- 
culosis but  in  the  development  of  healthy  citizen- 
hood. 

Sanitary  Division. 

The  Sanitary  Division  as  in  previous  years  has 
been  concerned  with  the  abatement  of  nuisances, 
removal  of  sources  of  filth,  inspection  of  tene- 
ments, yards  and  alleys,  and  the  maintenance  of 
convenience  stations  under  authority  conferred  by 
the  ordinances  and  statutes  of  the  city.  The 
problems  of  this  division  have  been  keener  than 
ever  because  of  the  unemployment  situation 
resulting  frequently  in  the  seeking  of  shelter  by 
many  persons  in  the  lower  priced  lodging  houses 
with  consequent  overcrowding. 

Dairy  Division. 
The  increasing  recognition  of  the  fact  that  milk 
is  as  nearly  perfect  food  as  is  humanly  possible  to 
obtain  has  increased  the  responsibility  of  the  Dairy 
Division,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  a  substantial 
improvement  in  the  quality  of  milk  and  its  by- 
products. The  recent  attempt  of  certain  interests 
to  lower  the  price  of  milk,  with  the  resultant 
lowering  of  standards,  prompted  the  issuance  of  an 
order  forbidding  the  bringing  into  Boston  for  the 
purpose  of  sale  any  milk  not  the  productof  the 
dairies  regularly  inspected  by  representatives  of 
the  Boston  Health  Department. 

Hospital  Department. 
The  program  for  the  extension  of  hospital  facili- 
ties embarked  upon  in  1922  is  rapidly  approaching 
completion.     During  the  past  year  the  Administra- 
tion   Building,    representing    an    expenditure    of 


$375,000,  was  completed,  and  the  old  administra- 
tion building  converted  into  wards  for  the  care  of 
children,  pending  the  erection  of  the  new  Pediatric 
unit.  An  electrical  distribution  center  building  was 
constructed  at  a  cost  of  $100,000,  and  on  June  8, 
1931,  the  cornerstone  was  laid  for  the  Pediatric 
Building  at  a  cost,  when  completed  and  furnished, 
of  $700,000.  This  building  will  provide  accommo- 
dations for  two  hundred  and  fifty  children  under 
fourteen  years  of  age,  and  will  be  equipped  with 
every  facility  for  their  care  and  treatment.  The 
Pathological  Building  and  Mortuary  now  located 
upon  the  main  hospital  grounds  will  be  razed  and 
modern  buildings  erected  at  a  cost  of  $750,000  upon 
a  site  at  Albany  street  and  Massachusetts  avenue, 
to  which  title  has  been  taken  by  the  city. 

Plans  also  have  been  prepared  for  a  laundry 
building,  incinerator,  ice-making  plant,  garbage- 
freezing  plant  and  an  ambulance  station;  also  for  a 
paint  shop,  carpenter  shop,  machine  shop  and 
storehouse.  The  transfer  of  these  activities  from 
the  main  hospital  grounds  to  the  newly  acquired 
property  has  long  been  desired  by  the  trustees  and 
the  fire  officials,  both  as  a  health  and  fire  preventive 
measure. 

It  was  my  purpose  to  seek  legislative  sanction 
for  the  completion  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
building  construction  program  in  the  sum  of 
$3,000,000,  of  which  amount  $1,000,000  will  be  nec- 
essary for  a  ward  building,  to  cost  $840,000,  and  a 
nurses'  home,  $160,000,  to  be  erected  in  the  South 
Department  Division,  and  the  remaining  $2,000,000 
to  be  expended  upon  construction  at  the  central 
hospital.  Due,  however,  to  the  generosity  of  a  dis- 
tinguished Boston  citizen,  the  late  Charles  H. 
Tyler,  who  in  his  will  bequeathed  $1,000,000  for  the 
erection  of  a  surgical  building  with  pathological 
laboratories,  it  will  be  possible  to  reduce  the  amount 
needed  for  the  completion  of  the  program  to 
$2,000,000.  It  is  proper  at  thiB  time  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  this  generous  benefactor 
of  Boston  not  only  for  his  generosity  but  for  his 
vision,  since  provision  was  made  that  one  half  of 
the  benefaction  be  utilized  to  cover  maintenance 
cost  of  the  surgical  building  and  the  pathological 
laboratories  provided  for  in  his  will. 

TuBEBCTTLOSIS    HOSPITAL. 

The  Tuberculosis  Hospital  additions  have  been 
completed,  including  a  recreational  center  sufficient 
in  size  to  accommodate  at  religious  services  or  enter- 
tainment 500  persons.  Notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  in  the  past  five  years  accommodations  have 
been  increased  more  than  100  per  cent,  additional 
accommodations  will  be  required  in  the  immediate 
future.  The  section  of  the  city  where  the  Sanato- 
rium Division  is  located  is  an  inviting  section  for 
the  building  of  homes,  and  immediate  action  should 
be  taken  toward  acquiring  such  additional  land  as 
may  be  needed  to  meet  future  requirements. 
Accordingly,  I  favor  the  immediate  purchase  of  the 
property  adjoining  the  Tuberculosis  Hospital  and 
also  the  land  fronting  upon  the  Neponset  river  and 
located  on  River  street,  directly  opposite  the 
hospital,  so  that  light  and  air,  two  prime  essentials 
to  the  restoration  to  health  of  the  inmates,  may  be 
conserved. 

Park  Department. 

The  completion  of  the  L  Street  Bath  House,  the 
largest  and  best  equipped  municipal  bathing  estab- 
lishment in  the  world,  at  a  cost  of  $450,000,  repre- 
sents a  notable  contribution  to  the  recreational  and 
health-giving  opportunities  which  Boston  provides 
for  its  citizens. 

During  the  year  1931  more  than  400,000  persons 
patronized  the  L  Street  Bath  House,  and  requests 
were  received  from  many  of  the  leading  hospitals 
that  chronic  patients  might  be  permitted  the  use 
of  the  violet  ray  solarium  with  its  health-giving 
properties.  In  the  opinion  of  medical  authorities 
its  value  is  so  great  that  its  use  should  be  extended 
to  the  women's,  girls'  and  boys'  departments  at 
L  Street  and  it  is  my  purpose  to  recommend  at  the 
earliest  possible  opportunity  that  sufficient  money 
be  provided  to  cover  such  installations. 

The  approaeh  to  Castle  Island  with  facilities 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  island  for  the  parking  of  2,000 
automobiles  will  be  available  for  public  use  during 
the  present  year  and  there  is  every  indication  of 
their  utilization  to. maximum  capacity  during  the 
coming  summer  season. 

The  popularity  of  the  bathing  beaches  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Strandway  and  along  Dorchester 
Bay  was  even  greater  during  the  past  year  from  a 
standpoint  of  attendance  than  that  at  Nantasket 
Beach  or  Revere  Beach,  and  it  is  my  purpose  during 
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the  present  year,  provided  conditions  will  permit,  to 
provide  sufficient  money  for  the  enlargement  and 
improvement  of  bathing  facilities  at  Tenean  Beach 
and  Carson  Beach.  During  the  past  summer  more 
than  125,000  persons  daily  bathed  at  these  beach 
resorts  and  their  increasing  popularity  justifies  a 
generous  expenditure  of  public  money. 

Enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  Airport 
are  progressing  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner,  and 
the  completion  of  present  contracts  will  result  in  the 
addition  of  more  than  17,000,000  square  feet  to  the 
area  of  the  Airport.  The  most  recent  contract 
provided  for  the  reclamation  of  300  acres  of  land 
and  the  award  was  made  at  a  price  of  twelve  cents 
per  cubic  yard  for  dredging,  which  is  the  lowest 
price  ever  received  for  work  of  this  character  either 
by  city  or  state. 

Facilities  will  be  provided  at  the  Airport  for 
3,500-foot  runways,  with  one  runway  a  mile  in 
length,  which  will  place  Boston  in  the  forefront  for 
landing  field  accommodations,  and  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Porter  street  improvement  and  the 
East  Boston  Traffic  Tunnel  will  give  Boston  s 
Airport  first  place  from  the  standpoint  of  aceess,- 
bility  and  convenience. 

The  new  Municipal  Golf  Course  located  in  Hyde 
Park  and  West  Roxbury,  upon  which  work  was 
started  in  May  of  1931,  will  have  twelve  holes 
available  for  play  in  June  of  the  present  year, 
and  there  is  every  likelihood  that  the  entire  eighteen 
holes  will  be  available  by  August  1.  This  course 
has  been  named  in  honor  of  George  Wright,  the 
pioneer  golfer  of  America.  The  popularity  of 
this  outdoor  sport  is  such  that  it  is  conservatively 
estimated  that  more  than  five  million  persons  in 
America  enjoy  the  game  at  the  present  time. 
Notwithstanding  the  depression  of  1931  the  re- 
ceipts at  Franklin  Park  were  820,000  in  excess  of 
expenditures.  In  my  opinion  a  golf  course  can 
be  properly  considered  as  a  profitable  investment 
for  any  municipality,  not  only  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  appreciation  of  land  and  the  promo- 
tion of  public  health  but  from  the  fact  that  if 
properly  constructed  and  located  it  should  prove 
a  profitable  investment  almost  from  the  start,  and 
I  am  satisfied  that  the  revenue  from  the  Wright 
Golf  Course  will  within  two  years  be  sufficient 
annually  to  meet  the  debt  requirements  covering 
the  loan  issued  for  its  construction.  During  the 
past  year  some  400  men  were  employed  at  various 
times  upon  the  construction  of  this  golf  course 
and  at  present  300  welfare  workers  are  employed 
there. 

At  the  North  End  bathing  beach  a  bath  house 
for  women  and  a  departmental  laundry  equipped 
with  the  most  approved  machinery  have  been 
completed  at  a  cost  of  $140,000,  while  at  Marine 
Park  the  Recreation  Pier  has  been  renovated  at 
a  cost  of  $71,000.  At  Franklin  Park  new  buildings 
have  been  constructed  upon  the  animal  range  and 
a  contract  will  shortly  be  awarded  for  an  Antelope 
House.  During  the  past  year  a  Rock  Garden  was 
constructed  at  Franklin  Park  with  an  ornamental 
fountain,  with  the  result  that  the  attendance  at 
the  Rose  Garden  and  Rock  Garden  during  the 
months  of  June  and  July  numbered  a  total  in 
excess  of  one  million  persons,  or  a  number  greater 
than  ever  recorded  at  the  Kew  Gardens  in  London, 
or  elsewhere.  Extensive  improvements  have  been 
made  in  the  Back  Bay  Fens,  including  a  Lagoon 
and  Rose  Garden,  which  have  proved  most  popular. 

The  Park  Department  Baseball  League  con- 
sisted of  practically  every  uniformed  team  in  the 
city.  One  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  games  of  baseball  were  played,  and  in  addi- 
tion 10,550  boys  participated  in  the  summer  play- 
ground program.  During  the  winter  months 
4,720  boys  took  part  in  the  Basket  Ball  Leagues, 
playing  275  games,  and  utilizing  nine  buildings 
for  this  purpose.  Similar  activities  will  be  ex- 
tended to  the  smaller  playgrounds  as  rapidly  as 
circumstances  permit. 

It  is  impossible  in  a  message  of  this  character 
to  enumerate  in  detail  the  improvements  that 
have  been  made  in  the  playgrounds  of  our  city. 
Among  the  improvements  that  are  worthy  of  note 
are  the  following:

This  list,  while  lengthy,  does  not  include  all  of 
the  improvements  made  during  the  year  just 
closed.  The  work  in  many  cases  represented  a 
part  of  the  program  for  providing  work  to  the 
unemployed.  I  am  extremely  desirous,  so  far  as 
our  means  will  permit,  that  a  similar  program  be 
conducted  during  the  year  1932. 

Among  the  improvements  that  should  receive 
early  consideration  are  the  construction  of  double 
barreled  roadways,  over-passes  and  under-passes 
upon  parkways  to  facilitate  travel,  both  by 
pedestrians  and  vehicles. 

The  increasing  popularity  of  Boston  bathing 
beaches  makes  necessary  the  erection  of  an  addi- 
tional laundry,  and  also  additional  bathing  ac- 
commodations at  Columbus  Park  Bath  House, 
Tenean  Beach  Bath  House  and  Savin  Hill  Beach. 
Upon  the  completion  of  the  widening  of  Charles 
street  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  early  action  not 
only  upon  the  establishment  of  the  Nashua  Street 
Playground  but  the  reconditioning  and  recon- 
struction of  the  Charlesbank  Outdoor  Gymnasium. 

During  the  summer  season,  the  anchorage  facili- 
ties at  Pleasure  bay  and  Dorchester  bay  are  taxed 
to  capacity.  In  fact,  the  number  of  pleasure 
craft  to  be  found  upon  these  waters  during  the 
summer  season  is  greater  than  upon  any  other 
water  basin  in  the  world,  and  there  is  immediate 
need  for  the  establishment  of  a  yacht  basin, 
preferably  in  Pleasure  bay,  with  the  possibility  of 
utilizing  the  Recreation  Pier  as  a  public  landing. 

Rapid  Transit. 
Governor  Square. 

The  work  of  Boston  during  the  past  year  in  the 
development  of  transportation  improvements  has 
been  of  major  importance. 

The  construction  of  the  Governor  Square  Ex- 
tension of  the  Boylston  Street  Subway  has  pro- 
ceeded speedily  and  satisfactorily.  Started  on 
July  21,  1930,  it  is  now  75  per  cent  completed  and 
unless  unforeseen  difficulties  appear  it  will  be  ready 
for  use  before  the  end  of  this  year. 

For  years  passengers  on  trolley  cars,  motorists 
and  pedestrians  have  suffered  inconvenience  and 
delay  ^  and  have  been  subject  to  constant  danger 
due  to  conditions  at  this  location.  Here  we  had 
a  situation  where  great  traffic  arteries  such  as 
Commonwealth  avenue,  Beacon  street  and  Brook- 
line  avenue  converged,  with  a  consequent  maze  of 
motor  and  trolley  cars,  affecting  alike  trolley 
passengers,  motorists  and  pedestrians,  and  seriously 
interfering  with  the  entire  Elevated  schedule. 

With  the  opening  of  this  extension  to  public 
travel  the  trolley  conditions  of  today  will  be 
eliminated,  automobile  traffic  will  be  afforded  a 
freer  flow  and  the  ever  present  danger  to  pedestri- 
ans will  be  removed. 

The  Boylston  Street  Subway  cars  will  pass 
underground,  coming  to  the  surface  on  Common- 
wealth avenue  at  Blandford  street  and  on  Beacon 
street  at  the  farther  side  of  St.  Mary's  street, 
Brookline. 

The  cost  of  this  long  needed  improvement,  esti- 
mated at  $4,935,000,  is  to  be  met  by  rentals 
received  from  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company. 

Unlike  the  custom  followed  in  the  building  of 
our  great  tunnel  and  subway  system,  the  Legis- 
lature adopted  my  request  that  authority  be 
provided  in  the  act  to  do  the  work  by  day  labor 
forces  of  the  city.  As  a  result  employment  was 
provided  for  over  1,500  men  at  the  prevailing 
rates  of  pay,  an  outstanding  example  of  construc- 
tive relief  by  the  city  (in  these  trying  times  of 
unemployment.  It  is  interesting  to  note  in  this 
connection  that  the  city  has  saved  an  amount  in 
excess  of  $750,000  which  it  would  have  been 
called  on  to  expend  in  Soldiers'  Relief. 

Today  men  want  employment  and  this  work  to 
the  extent  of  $5,000,000  met  that  want. 
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Traffic  Tunnel. 

The  half-century  of  planning  and  discussion  for 
a  suitable  connection  between  Boston  Proper  and 
East  Boston  came  to  an  end  when  on  March  23 
last,  actual  construction  of  the  Traffic  Tunnel  was 
begun.  The  importance  of  this  tunnel  in  its 
relation  to  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  highway 
problem  of  Boston  will  soon  become  evident. 

The  entrance  on  the  Boston  end  will  be  located 
on  Cross  street,  between  North  and  Hanover 
streets,  necessitating  the  widening  of  North  and 
Cross  streets,  with  the  result  that  when  the  work 
is  completed  the  city  will  have  direct  routes  from 
the  south  and  west  to  the  tunnel.  With  the 
widening  of  Cross  Street  Extended,  a  link  in  the 
proposed  central  artery  extending  from  Nashua 
street  at  the  North  Station  past  the  tunnel  en- 
trance and  following  a  southerly  route  to  Albany 
street  will  have  been  completed. 

The  entrance  on  the  East  Boston  end  will  be  on 
Porter  street,  between  London  and  Havre  streets, 
and  this  in  turn  will  fit  in  with  the  route  to  the 
North  Shore  and  the  Newburyport  Turnpike,  and 
will  provide  our  growing  airport  with  an  approach 
unsurpassed  by  that  of  any  of  the  great  metro- 
politan cities  of  the  country. 

In  general,  the  tunnel  will  not  only  meet  the 
requirements  of  rapid  transit  for  vehicular  traffic 
but  will  supply  that  necessary,  but  long  delayed, 
impetus  to  the  development  of  our  waterfront. 

The  cost  of  this  tunnel  will  be  816,000,000  and  it 
is  estimated  that  it  will  be  opened  in  the  fall  of  1933. 
Under  the  legislative  act  this  Work  is  being  clone  by 
contract.  This  improvement  is  another  example 
of  the  response  of  Boston  to  the  call  of  the  times  for 
the  construction  of  public  works  in  a  period  of 
stress. 

Recommendations. 
Experts  are  in  agreement  that  the  outstanding 
transportation  requirement  is  a  rapid  transit  line  by 
subway  to  Jamaica  Plain,  substantially  along  the 
lines  of  Huntington  avenue,  from  the  Brookline  line 
to  Stuart  street,  thence  by  Stuart  street  to  the  Park 
square  district,  thence  under  the  Common  connect- 
ing with  the  Cambridge  Tunnel  at  Park  street  and 
the  East  Boston  Tunnel  at  Bowdoin  square,  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  $15,000,000.  This  will  fur- 
nish high-speed  train  service  without  change  from 
Brookline  Village  to  Maverick  square,  East 
Boston,  and  will  provide  a  marked  relief  from  the 
intolerable  congestion  at  Park  street. 

A  bill  is  being  prepared  for  submission  to  the 
Legislature  asking  that  this  be  authorized  early  in 
the  forthcoming  session,  as  the  Transit  Depart- 
ment has  available  plans  to  commence  this  work 
immediately. 

Fihe  Department. 
Fire  Prevention. 
The  increased  activities  of  the  Fire  Prevention 
Bureau  should,  undoubtedly,  result  in  a  substan- 
tial reduction  in  the  fire  loss  for  this  year.     I  might 
say  that  this  was  written  before  the  fire  of   this 
morning.     The  inspection  work  and   the  compre-  * 
hensive   study   of   existing   building   conditions   in 
relation  to  fire  hazards  should  make  a  large  con- 
tribution to  this  end. 

Arson. 

Authority  to  investigate  fires  of  suspicious  origin 
in  Boston  was  transferred  by  the  Legislature  from 
the  State  Fire  Marshal  to  the  Fire  Commissioner 
last  August. 

An  arson  squad  was  immediately  organized  and 
has  been  most  active  in  investigating  suspicious 
fires.  Since  the  squad  was  organized  fourteen 
inquests  were  held  and  as  a  result  seven  eases  were 
presented  to  the  Grand  Jury  for  investigation  in  its 
December  Session.  Of  these  seven  cases  indict- 
ments were  found  in  six  and  warrants  have  been 
issued.  The  number  of  cases  presented  and  the 
number  of  indictments  returned  marks  a  new 
record  in  the  handling  of  cases  of  this  character. 
In  addition  to  any  punishment  which  may  be 
meted  out  to  the  'persons  who  may  be  found  guilty 
the  thoroughness  and  speed  with  which  these 
offences  are  now  being  handled  by  the  Fire  De- 
partment will  undoubtedly  have  a  deterring 
effect  on  persons  who  are  contemplating  the 
raising  of  funds  by  defrauding  insurance  companies. 

Fire  College. 
In  November,  a  fire  college  was  established  in 
the  department  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  the 
officers  and  men  in  their  duties  and  to  establish 


standards  in  fire  fighting.  A  course  of  lectures  re- 
quiring forty  days  attendance  and  covering  every 
subject  relating  to  the  work  of  the  department  has 
been  established.  It  is  the  most  complete  course 
followed  by  any  fire  department  in  the  country, 
and  for  this  we  are  indebted  to  the  cooperation 
received  from  the  heads  of  other  city  departments 
and  public  service  corporations.  It  is  proposed  to 
compel  every  officer  and  private  in  the  department 
to  attend  the  college.  Its  results  will  be  reflected 
in  increased  efficiency.  The  necessity  for  such  a 
college  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  so  many  requests 
for  admission  were  received  from  cities  and  towns 
outside  of  Boston  that  it  was  necessary  to  deny 
these  requests. 

New  Fireboat. 
A  new  fireboat,  the  "Matthew  J.  Boyle,"  was 
completed  and  put  in  service  during  the  year. 
The  boat  cost  8350,000  and  was  much  needed  to 
replace  a  boat  which  had  been  in  service  more  than 
forty  years. 

New  Fire  Stations. 

Early  in  1931  funds  were  provided  to  purchase  a 
site  and  erect  a  new  fire  station  at  K  and  Fourth 
streets,  South  Boston.  This  new  station  will  take 
the  place  of  two  very  old  buildings  housing  single 
companies,  namely,  Engine  2  and  Ladder  19.  Con- 
siderable delay  resulted  in  response  to  the  district 
they  were  to  cover  because  of  poor  location  and, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  they  were  in  narrow  streets, 
great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  the  appa- 
ratus in  and  out  of  the  houses.  The  new  station 
at  the  new  location  will  overcome  all  these  deficien- 
cies and  when  completed  the  fire  protection  in 
South  Boston  will  be  greatly  improved. 

A  similar  condition  exists  in  other  parts  of  the 
city  and  I  recommend  that  funds  be  provided  this 
year  for  the  erection  of  two  new  fire  stations. 
Many  buildings  are  over  fifty  years  of  age,  erected 
before  some  of  the  towns  were  annexed  to  Boston, 
and  were  adequate  for  the  needs  of  their  time  and 
day,  namely,  one  piece  of  horse-drawn  apparatus, 
perhaps  two  horses,  with  one  or  two  permanent 
men.  We  still  have  some  of  these  same  houses, 
modernized  to  a  degree,  in  which  we  are  placing 
two  pieces  of  heavy  duty  motor  apparatus  and 
fifteen  to  twenty  men.  The  locations  are  far 
from  satisfactory  and  in  a  few  instances  combina- 
tions of  two  houses  holding  single  companies  could 
be  effected  which  would  result  in  efficiency  of 
operation  and  economy  in  maintenance. 

High  Pressure. 

During  the  year  the  high  pressure  station,  for- 
merly located  at  the  power  plant  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  on  Commercial  street,  was  moved 
to  the  new  power  station  of  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  on  Kneeland  street.  Lack 
of  room  at  the  Elevated  Station  required  this  and 
the  city  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  on 
short  notice  accommodations  at  the  Edison  plant. 

Because  of  the  effectiveness  of  high  pressure,  I 
trust  it  will  be  possible  to  continue  gradually  the 
extension  of  this  system  so  that  it  will  protect  more 
and  more  territory  each  year. 

Police  Department. 

The  outstanding  accomplishment  during  the 
past  year  has  been  the  installation  of  new  equip- 
ment in  the  Police  Signal  Service,  whereby  the 
citizens  may  call  police  assistance  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  Fire  Department  is  signalled  in  case 
of  fire.  Another  feature  of  this  new  signal  system 
is  that  it  allows  all  police  officers  on  duty  in  a  divi- 
sion to  be  given  information  accurately  and 
secretly  within  a  very  few  minutes  of  the  time  it 
is  received  at  the  division  headquarters.  Four 
police  divisions  of  the  city  are  already  equipped 
with  this  system  and  a  fifth  is  now  being  equipped. 
This  system  is  the  invention  of  a  member  of  the 
Police  Department,  and  it  will  give  to  the  City 
of  Boston  the  most  rapid  wire  system  of  police 
signals  in  the  world.  Furthermore,  consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  instal- 
lation is  very  moderate  as  compared  with  the 
benefits  which  it  provides  in  the  way  of  additional 
police  protection. 

The  increased  use  of  automobiles  by  criminals 
makes  it  necessary  to  motorize  police  departments. 
During  the  past  year,  out, of  the  regular  appropria- 
tion, twenty-eight  automobiles  have  been  pur- 
chased and  the  number  of  sidecars  for  motorcycles 
has  been  increased. 

The  required  money  has  been  appropriated  and 
properties   taken  for  the  construction  of  a  police 
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station  to  house  the  units  now  located  in  Divi- 
sions 4  and  5,  and  the  necessary  appropriation 
has  been  made  and  work  is  now  in  progress  upon 
the  construction  of  a  station  to  house  the  police 
heretofore  located  at  Station  1  in  addition  to  the 
facilities  that  will  be  necessary  for  the  supervision 
and  operation  of  the  East  Boston  Tunnel,  when 
completed. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Police  Commissioner  many 
of  the  station  houses  are  inadequate  and  unsuited 
either  for  the  housing  of  officers  or  prisoners,  and 
should  be  replaced  as  speedily  as  possible.  The 
most  pressing  needs  at  the  present  time  are  for 
stations  to  replace  the  West  Roxbury  Unit,  and 
also  Station  12  at  South  Boston  and  Station  3  at 
the  West  End. 

A  survey  has  been  conducted  at  the  request  of 
the  commissioner  by  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology,  relative  to  ways  and  means  of 
modernizing  the  entire  system  of  communication 
in  the  Police  Department,  which  has  undergone 
but  slight  improvement  since  its  installation  some 
forty  years  ago.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of 
this  work  will  approximate  $200,000.  Provided 
that  the  finances  of  the  city  will  permit,  it  is 
a  matter  which  should  receive  most  serious 
consideration. 

Librart  Department. 

,  The  year  has  witnessed  a  marked  increase  in 
circulation  and  in  registration  of  borrowers  through- 
out the  system.  From  all  indications  the  year's 
circulation  will  be  more  than  four  and  a  half  million 
volumes. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand,  two  hundred 
and  fifty-seven  books  were  added  to  the  library's 
collection,  of  which  108,391  were  acquired  by  pur- 
chase and  6,866  acquired  by  gift  and  otherwise. 
The  city  appropriation  of  $175,000  for  the  purchase 
of  books  was  entirely  expended,  and  also  $16,457.48 
of  the  accumulated  income  of  the  trust  funds. 

The  first  two  branch  buildings  constructed  under 
a  comprehensive  building  program  were  completed 
during  the  year.  The  Parker  Hill  Branch  was 
opened  to  the  public  on  May  22,  and  the  Mattapan 
Branch  was  opened  to  the  public  on  June  22.  The 
new  buildings  have  provided  good  working  condi- 
tions for  the  staff  and  comfortable  surroundings 
for  the  patrons  of  the  library  system  in  the  localities 
which  they  serve.  The  new  buildings  now  under 
construction,  which  continue  this  building  program, 
are  located  in  the  Faneuil  district  of  Brighton  and 
in  the  Boylston  district  of  Jamaica  Plain.  Recon- 
struction work  on  two  buildings  in  the  Jeffries 
Point  district  of  East  Boston  for  the  Jeffries  Point 
Branch  is  under  way.  It  is  expected  that  all  three 
of  these  projects  will  be  completed  early  in  1932. 
The  Phillips  Brooks  Branch  at  Readville,  which 
was  closed  on  December  31,  1924,  was  reopened 
to  the  public  on  May  18. 

The  report  of  the  Library  Trustees  that  there  has 
been  a  marked  increase  in  circulation  during  the 
year  1931  is  unquestionably  due  in  large  measure  to 
the  adoption  of  a  policy  of  erecting  two  branch 
libraries  annually.  In  my  opinion  this  program 
should  be  continued,  and  at  the  proper  time  I  shall 
submit  to  your  honorable  body  a  recommendation 
making  provision  for  the  same. 

Public  Welfare  Department. 

We  are  now  passing  through  the  third  winter  of 
the  depression.  Unemployment  and  distress  are  all 
around  us  and  more  in  evidence  than  a  year  ago. 
In  Boston  we  have  a  well-organized  system  of  public 
relief,  with  a  background  of  more  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty  yeare. 

The  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  require  that 
the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare  shall  see  that 
the  poor  and  needy  residing  within  the  city  are  suit- 
ably aided,  relieved  and  employed.  This  is  the  law, 
and  we  have  not  only  provided  aid  and  relief  for  the 
poor  and  needy,  but  we  have  provided  employment 
for  them  while  receiving  aid.  Aid  is  given  only 
when  needed  and  after  careful  investigation  by 
trained  investigators  of  the  department.  Each 
head  of  a  family  aided  on  account  of  unemployment 
is  required  to  do  such  work  as  he  is  able  to  perform 
in  return  for  the  aid  given,  and  only  those  who  are 
physically  unable  are  exempted  from  work.  At 
present  approximately  85  per  cent  of  the  7,000 
heads  of  families  receiving  aid  from  the  city  on 
account  of  unemployment  are  working  on  city 
projects  in  return  for  the  aid  given,  in  the  Park 
Department,  Public  Works  Department,  and  in 
many  other  departments  where  their  services  can 
be    utilized.     Requiring   the   recipient    of   aid   to 


work  for  it  not  only  preserves  his  self-respect,  but 
it  promotes  good  citizenship,  and  gives  to  the 
taxpayer  who  provides  for  him  something  in  return 
for  the  aid  given.  If  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth are  followed  in  this  respect  there  can  be  no 
dole,  and  under  the  present  system  there  will  be  no 
dole  in  Boston. 

The  number  of  families  aided  on  account  of  un- 
employment in  Boston  has  risen  from  1,004  in  June 
of  1910  to  over  7,000  at  the  present  time.  In 
addition  to  that  number,  the  department  is  at 
present  caring  for  6,000  additional  families  on 
account  of  other  causes,  such  as  sickness,  disability, 
desertion,  mothers'  aid,  and  old  age  assistance. 
At  present  Boston  is  daily  giving  aid  and  relief  to 
more  than  13,000  families,  including  more  than 
50,000  men,  women  and  children,  or  a  population 
in  excess  of  that  of  the  city  of  Chelsea. 

The  cost  of  public  relief  in  Boston  has  risen  from 
two  and  one  half  million  dollars  in  1929  to  more 
than  seven  million  dollars  in  1931.  The  increased 
cost  is  due  mainly  to  unemployment  relief,  and 
the  entire  cost  has  been  met  out  of  public  revenue. 
To  the  twelve  men  and  women  who  have  daily 
given  their  services  as  members  of  the  Board  of 
Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare  I  give  the  highest 
praise.  The  Public  Welfare  Department  has  been 
overwhelmed  with  work  in  the  emergency,  and 
the  officials  and  employees  have  rendered  valuable 
service. 

_  No  worthy  family  in  Boston  has  been  denied 
aid  and  none  will  be.  The  department  is  vigilant 
in  its  check-up  on  those  who  are  being  aided,  and 
under  its  system  no  one  can  successfully  work 
for  a  living  wage  and  at  the  same  time  receive 
city  aid.  The  Board  of  Overseers  and  its  present 
staff  of  150  investigators,  clerks  and  supervisors, 
see  to  it  that  every  possible  safeguard  is  placed 
over  the  proper  expenditure  of  public  funds  for 
the  aid  of  the  worthy  poor  in  Boston.  In  its  work 
the  department  is  constantly  aided  by  and  works 
in  cooperation  with  all  the  private  charitable 
societies  in  Boston.  The  work  of  these  societies  is 
commendable  and  the  city  is  grateful  for  their 
continued  cooperation.  There  is  one  common 
goal  in  the  matter  of  relief, — that  the  worthy  and 
needy  families  be  aided,  relieved  and  employed. 
To  this  end  the  City  of  Boston  has  sustained  the 
major  part  of  the  burden,  and  the  private  charitable 
organizations  have  done  their  share  with  credit  to 
themselves  and  to  the  city.  The  proof  lies  in  the 
fact  that  up  to  the  present  time  there  have  been 
no  bread  fines  or  soup  kitchens  in  Boston,  and  it  is 
my  intention  that  there  shall  be  none. 

So  great  has  been  the  cost  of  maintaining  public 
relief  during  the  past  year  that  it  has  become 
necessary  to  appeal  to  the  public  for  funds  for 
unemployment  relief.  I  have  appointed  an 
emergency  committee  on  unemployment  which 
has  developed  a  plan  which  will  involve  not  only 
the  raising  of  money,  but  also  the  creating  of 
employment  and  stabilization  of  business.  On 
^this  committee  are  the  leading  men  and  women 
of  the  city,  selected  from  all  walks  of  life  and 
representative  of  every  group.  An  appeal  has 
been  made  for  funds  for  unemployment  relief 
and  a  consolidated  drive  for  funds  for  the  unem- 
ployed will  be  made,  the  proceeds  of  which  will 
be  divided  between  the  private  charitable  organi- 
zations in  Boston  and  the  Overseers  of  the  i-ublic 
Welfare,  to  be  expended  for  unemployment  relief. 
The  sum  of  $3,000,000  is  the  goal  to  be  reached, 
and  the  sacrifice,  assistance  and  support  of  every 
person,  business  and  institution  in  Boston  is  needed. 
I  might  say  in  this  connection  that  I  had  hoped 
it  would  be  unnecessary  to  seek  for  assistance  in 
the  matter  of  securing  the  funds  necessary  to  pro- 
vide for  the  unemployed  of  our  city;  but  I  find 
on  investigation  that  there  are  many  in  a  position 
to  contribute  who  are  not  subject  to  taxation  in 
Boston  and  who  have  escaped  up  to  the  present 
time  the  contribution  of  a  single  dollar,  who  might 
thus  be  given  an  opportunity  to  contribute  or  to 
refuse  to  contribute.  I  might  also  say  that  I 
find  upon  examination  that  substantially  every 
one  of  the  charitable  and  social  organizations  ■ — 
whether  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society,  the  He- 
brew Aid  Society,  the  Italian  Society,  or  others  — 
have  practically  reached  the  limit  of  their  re- 
sources and  that  we  are  receiving  continuous  calls 
for  immediate  assistance.  Therefore,  they  will 
all  be  glad  to  join  with  the  city  in  dispensing  aid, 
which  will  thus  be  afforded  through  the  private 
organizations  and  the  Public  Welfare  Department 
of  the  city. 
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City  Planning  Boabd. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  city  a 
long-term  program  of  public  improvements  has 
been,  at  my  request,  prepared  by  the  City  Planning 
Board,  together  with  specific  suggestions  for  proj- 
ects to  be  undertaken  during  this  year.  This 
study,  based  upon  estimates  submitted  by  the 
various  city  departments,  although  still  in  tenta- 
tive form,  will  be  of  immediate  assistance  in  devel- 
oping a  legislative  program  for  this  year;  and  this 
when  perfected  may  become  a  valuable  and  de- 
pendable guide  for  future  activities  and  expendi- 
tures. 

The  major  Thoroughfare  Plan  submitted  by 
the  Board  during  the  first  year  of  the  present 
administration  has  provided  a  background  against 
which  sporadic  recommendations  for  street  im- 
provements may  be  measured.  It  has  also  served 
as  the  basis  for  conferences  between  state  and 
city  officials  on  such  important  connecting  links 
as  Brookline  avenue,  Huntington  avenue  and 
Longwood  avenue  in  their  intersection  with  the 
Riverway,  the  North  Shore  Radial  in  its  relation 
to  the  northerly  end  of  the  East  Boston  Tunnel, 
the  Canterbury  Street  Boulevard,  authorized  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Works,  extending 
from  Blue  Hill  avenue  at  Franklin  Park  to  Cum- 
mins highway  in  Roslindale,  a  distance  of  2.1 
miles,  following  substantially  the  lines  of  the  Can- 
terbury Parkway  as  laid  down  by  the  Boston 
Thoroughfare  Plan,  and  the  "West  Roxbury  by-pass, 
also  authorized  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works,  extending  from  the  West  Roxbury  Parkway 
to  Spring  street  and  following  closely  the  line  of 
the  Brook  Farm  Parkway  as  proposed  by  the  City 
Planning  Board. 

The  construction  of  the  traffic  circle  at  Cam- 
bridge and  Charles  streets,  with  the  underpass 
under  the  Longfellow  Bridge,  accomplished  through 
the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners, the  Transit  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  State  Departments  of  Public  Works 
and  Public  Utilities,  is  a  significant  example  of 
the  effectiveness  of  city  planning  in  solving  a 
traffic  problem  which  was  not  only  a  source  of 
annoyance  and  delay  but  constituted  an  actually 
dangerous  condition  as  well. 

Twenty  of  the  leading  professional,  civic  and 
educational  groups  in  the  city  are  cooperating 
with  the  City  Planning  Board,  by  my  invitation, 
in  a  study  of  the  suppression  of  unnecessary  noises 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  Dr.  Henry  A.  Christian, 
Physician-in-Chief  of  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham 
Hospital,  nominated  by  the  Harvard  Medical 
School,  is  acting  as  chairman  of  the  group.  Actual 
noise  measurements  have  been  made  in  sixty-three 
locations  throughout  the  city  and  more  than  two 
thousand  complaints  have  been  received  and 
classified.  It  is  demonstrable  that  noise  not  only 
bears  a  distinct  relation  to  public  health  but  les- 
sens the  efficiency  of  the  worker  and  thereby 
becomes  an  economic  factor  as  well. 

For  the  seventh  time  the  City  Planning  Board 
cooperated  in  the  work  of  the  trustees  of  the 
George  Robert  White  Fund  by  defining  the  area 
for  the  location  of  the  Health  Unit  in  the  Roxbury 
Crossing  district.  Public  convenience  station 
facilities  in  various  sections  of  the  city  playground 
locations,  public  building  sites  and  street  widen- 
ings  and  extensions  have  been  reported  upon  in 
every  case  as  the  result  of  detailed  studies  of  popu- 
lation trends,  property  valuations  and  general 
community  conditions. 

Commebcial,  Industrial  and  Publicity 
Bubeau. 

In  previous  messages  to  the  City  Council,  I 
have  stressed  the  importance  of  the  obligation 
which  the  municipality  owes  to  commerce  and 
industry  as  potential  agencies  in  providing  em- 
ployment to  those  whose  sustenance  depends,  in 
a  very  large  measure,  upon  daily  labor.  Nearly 
200,000  persons  are  employed  in  the  nineteen 
leading  lines  of  manufacture  in  this  city,  and  this 
number  does  not  include  many  other  thousands 
who  find  employment  in  the  various  mercantile 
and  retail  establishments. 

The  only  means  devised  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  sympathetic  and  cooperative  con- 
tact with  these  vitally  necessary  interests,  which 
exercise  an  immediate  and  direct  influence  on  the 
social  and  economic  well-being  of  so  many  of  our 
people,  is  through  the  Commercial,  Industrial  and 
Publicity  Bureau. 


The  functions  of  the  Bureau  are  almost  entirely 
promotional  in  character,  and  the  realization  of 
some  of  the  more  important  matters  with  which 
it  has  been  concerned  rests  with  the  future,  in 
which  all  of  us  must  have  some  hope.  The 
Bureau  is  well  known  throughout  the  country, 
and  to  some  extent,  abroad,  as  indicated  by  the 
communications  which  come  to  it  regarding  the 
city's  commercial  and  industrial  advantages.  This 
is  the  result  of  effective  advertising  and  publicity, 
much  of  which  has  been  obtained  at  no  great 
expense,  and  to  the  Bureau's  activity  in  attracting 
conventions  to  this  city. 

Despite  the  discouraging  business  outlook  that 
has  prevailed  throughout  a  large  part  of  the  coun- 
try, Boston  has  not  fallen  back  in  attracting  new 
business  enterprises,  and  much  of  the  credit  for 
this  increase  may  be  assigned  to  the  efforts  of  the 
Bureau.  A  larger  number  of  conventions  have 
been  held  in  Boston  during  1930  than  in  any 
previous  year  in  its  history,  the  attendance  being 
close  to  1,000,000.  The  Bureau  has  been  active 
in  the  preliminary  arrangements  for  many  of  these 
gatherings,  and  has  been  identified  with  most  of 
them,  not  merely  in  the  preliminary  steps,  but  in 
providing  literature  of  general  interest,  and  other- 
wise contributing  to  the  success  of  such  gatherings. 

Institutions  Department. 

The  institutional  population  during,  the  year 
1931  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  depart- 
ment. At  the  Long  Island  Hospital  the  average 
number  of  inmates  was  1,230,  and  the  maximum 
number  1,288.  In  the  Child  Welfare  Division 
the  average  number  of  children  cared  for  was 
1,245,  the  maximum  number  1,298.  The  Regis- 
tration Division  accepted  3,352  cases  in   1931. 

During  the  year  further  progress  was  made  in 
the  rehabilitation  of  the  plant.  The  outstanding 
features  of  the  general  cleanup  were  the  repair 
of  the  roadways,  concrete  walks,  and  the  painting 
of  the  chapel,  main  kitchen,  women's  dormitory 
and  hospital,  and  the  hospital  wards,  part  of  the 
plant  receiving  paint  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years.  The  work  was  all  done  by  department 
employees  at  a  great  saving. 

The  channel  at  the  East  Wharf  was  dredged 
at  an  expense  of  $2,590,  and  the  wharf  itself  was 
extensively  repaired  at  a  cost  of  85,490. 

The  morgue  was  completely  renovated  and 
modernized.  Provision  was  also  made  for  a  chemi- 
cal laboratory  for  the  student  nurses.  The 
expense  was  $5,642. 

The  steamer  "George  A.  Hibbard"  is  about 
twenty-five  years  old.  The  repairs  on  it  for  1931 
amounted  to  about  $8,000.  Another  boat  is 
needed  and  it  is  estimated  that  a  new  boat  to 
meet  the  transportation  requirements  of  a  popu- 
lation of  2,000  people  would  cost  about  $225,000. 

The  Welfare  Board  created  last  year  to  manage 
the  canteen  shows  a  fine  record  for  the  year.  The 
profits  of  the  canteen  will  be  over  $3,000  for  the 
year,  and  more  than  that  sum  has  been  spent  dur- 
ing the  past  twelve  months  for  entertainments, 
recreations,  tobacco,  pipes  and  candy,  magazines 
and  religious  articles. 

Work  on  the  recreation  building  is  going  for- 
ward very  rapidly,  and  it  is  expected  to  be  ready 
for  occupancy  May  1.  It  will  cost  $250,000,  and 
is  the  first  of  its  kind  anywhere. 

The  Child  Welfare  Division  has  continued  to 
care  for  those  of  Boston's  children  who  are  de- 
prived of  their  homes  because  of  death  or  sickness 
of  their  parents,  or  because  of  other  grave  tragedies. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1931  there  were  in  care 
of  the  Division  1,293  children  of  whom  874  are 
boarded  in  families,  281  partially  free  in  families, 
58  boarded  and  80  free  in  institutions  for  special 
training  and  care,  including  hospitals  and  sanatoria. 
Six  hundred  and  forty-four  homes  are  in  use  for  the 
1,555  children  who  are  placed  in  families. 

The  Registration  Division  makes  an  investiga- 
tion of  all  applications  for  institutional  care. 
During  the  past  year  974  cases  were  committed  to 
insane  hospitals,  four  drug  addicts  sent  to  State 
Farm,  Bridgewater,  1,124  to  State  Infirmary  and 
about  1,250  to  Long  Island  Hospital. 

The  total  expenditure  for  maintenance  during 
the  past  year  reached  a  total  of  $1,103,114,  in- 
cluding

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Soldiers'  Relief. 
B  The  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  for  the  year 
1931  received  4,695  reapplications,  and  of  that  num- 
ber 1,954  were  rejected  because  of  no  settlement, 
court  records,  ownership  of  automobiles  or  prop- 
erty, or  for  failure  to  comply  with  departmental  re- 
quirements. 

There  were  1,265  original  applications  made,  and 
of  this  number  717  were  rejected  because  of  the 
same  reasons  as  stated  in  the  foregoing  paragraph. 

Notwithstanding  the  enormous  demands  made 
upon  the  department  for  1931,  there  has  been  only 
an  increase  of  8  per  cent  over  the  expenditures  for 
Soldiers'  Relief  for  the  year  1930.  In  1930  the  de- 
partment expended  $424,472,  and  in  1931  $455,072, 
with  the  month  of  December  estimated. 

These  expenditures  for  1931  would  have  been 
trebled  but  for  the  fact  that  work  was  provided  for 
approximately  1,500  veterans  in  connection  with 
the  Governor  square  improvement. 

Municipal  Employment  Bureau. 

A  representative  from  the  United  States  Federal 
Labor  Board  in  1930  declared  the  City  of  Boston 
Employment  Bureau  was  the  best  functioning 
Municipal  Employment  Bureau  in  the  United 
States.  During  the  year  1930  the  Bureau  placed 
more  than  6,000  men  and  women  in  positions,  and 
during  the  year  1931,  notwithstanding  unprece- 
dented unemployment  conditions,  succeeded  in 
placing  more  than  5,000  persons  in  positions.  In 
my  opinion  this  department,  which  today  main- 
tains contact  with  employers  throughout  Greater 
Boston,  enjoys  the  confidence  of  both  press  and 
business  interests,  and  is  a  most  important  branch 
of  municipal  service. 

The  year  1931  unquestionably  has  been  a  most 
difficult  year  in  the  accomplishment  of  results  by  a 
department  of  this  character,  and  if  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  provide  positions  for  a  majority  of  the 
applicants  seeking  such,  the  fault  does  not  lie  with 
the  Bureau  which  can  obtain  positions  only  when 
positions  are  available. 

The  reports  of  the  Public  Welfare  Departments 
of  Boston  and  elsewhere  indicate  that  the  policy  of 
discharging  help  has  been  followed  on  a  larger 
scale  since  September  first  than  at  any  previous 
time  during  the  depression,  and  it  is  not  unreason- 
able to  assert  that  the  present  number  of  men  un- 
employed in  America  is  in  execss  of  ten  millions. 
I  base  that  estimate  on  the  reports  of  the  Public 
Welfare  Department,  and  taking  the  mounting 
figures  required  for  relief  in  the  Public  Welfare 
Department.  In  November  the  figure  had 
climbed  to  $600,000,  and  in  December  reached  the 
staggering  total  of  nearly  $900,000.  So  with  the 
unemployed  throughout  the  United  States,  esti- 
mated in  April  by  the  census  at  5,000,000,  it  is  not 
unreasonable  to  suppose  that  the  number  has 
doubled  and  is  today  in  excess  of  10,000,000. 
Under  conditions  such  as  these,  patience  and  con- 
fidence combined  with  persistence  are  the  essentials, 
and  cessation  of  activities  would  be  indefensible. 

Printing  Department. 
The  Municipal  Printing  Plant  will,  after  June 
first  of  the  current  year,  be  operated  in  a  modern 
structure  equipped  with  the  most  approved  type 
of  machinery  and  paid  for  entirely,  both  plant 
and  equipment,  out  of  profits  derived  from  the 
work  of  the  plant.  During  the  period  of  opera- 
tion it  has  been  necessary  to  move  many  times, 
rather  than  pay  the  increased  rental  sought  by 
the  owners  of  property  leased  for  short  periods  of 
time  by  the  department.  Apparently,  there  was 
but  one  escape  from  this  condition,  namely,  the 
construction  of  a  plant  by  the  municipality. 
Notwithstanding  decreased  business  and  intense 
competition,  the  net  profits  for  the  year  1931 
were  in  excess  of  $30,000,  and  the  indications  are 
that  the  annual  earnings  in  the  new  plant  will  be 
greater  than  ever  before. 

Street  Laying-Out  Department. 

During  the  year  just  closed  a  total  of  119 
streets,  mostly  residential,  were  ordered  laid  out, 
widened  and  constructed,  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $1,910,215. 

Centre  street,  West  Roxbury,  is  not  included  in 
this  list  as  it  is  being  done  under  a  special  loan. 

This  is  a  record  far  exceeding  anything  of  the 
kind  in  the  history  of  the  department  for  a  single 
year.

For  sewer  purposes  159,425  square  feet  of  land 
were  taken,  and  orders  were  passed  for  the  con- 
struction of  182  sewers. 

Several  streets,  which  are  of  major  importance 
and  of  general  public  utility  are  included  in  the 
119  above  mentioned.  One  is  Arlington  street, 
city  proper,  to  be  widened  from  near  Columbus 
avenue  to  Tremont  street.  This  is  an  improve- 
ment which  had  been  demanded  for  many  years. 
With  its  construction  there  will  then  be  com- 
pleted a  fine  crosstown  thoroughfare  from  Beacon 
street  to  the  South  End  of  the  city,  which  will 
give  much-needed  relief  to  traffic  on  Tremont 
street,  between  Stuart  street  and  Arlington  square. 
The  estimated  cost  is  $400,000,  which  does  not 
include  a  new  bridge  over  the  railroad,  at  the 
Arlington  square  end  of  the  street. 

The  widening  of  Charles  street,  from  Cambridge 
to  Leverett  street,  and  the  construction  of  an 
underpass  close  to  the  Longfellow  Bridge,  to- 
gether with  the  making  of  two  traffic  circles,  one 
at  Cambridge  and  Charles  streets,  the  other  at 
Leverett,  Nashua  and  Charles  streets,  have  been 
practically  completed  and  are  now  in  use. 

This  is  one  of  the  best  highway  improvements 
that  has  been  made  in  downtown  Boston  in  recent 
years.  It  has  already  proven  of  great  advantage 
to  all  kinds  of  vehicular  traffic  in  a  territory  which 
heretofore  suffered  greatly  by  congestion  and  long 
tie-ups.     The  estimated  cost  is  $1,000,000. 

Centre  street  is  now  being  widened  between 
South  street  and  the  Arborway.  It  is  a  continua- 
tion of  a  widening  of  Centre  street,  between  South 
and  Spring  streets,  made  about  twelve  years  ago. 
It  is  a  much-needed  development  of  a  way  which  is 
the  main  artery  of  travel  to  Providence  and  other 
important  business  centers  to  the  south  of  Boston. 

With  the  completion  of  this  improvement  dur- 
ing the  coming  year,  there  should  be  a  wide  devel- 
opment of  large  tracts  of  land  for  residential 
purposes,  not  far  removed  from  this  thorough- 
fare, with  the  better  transportation  facilities  which 
it  will  then  afford. 

North  Harvard  street,  Brighton,  has  been 
widened  and  constructed  after  many  years  of 
effort.  This  is  an  important  avenue  of  crosstown 
travel,  practically  in  the  heart  of  Brighton.  It 
now  affords  a  fine  approach  to  the  Harvard 
Stadium  and  Soldiers  Field  Road. 

Preble  street,  South  Boston,  another  long- 
awaited  highway  improvement,  is  now  about 
completed,  giving  a  much-needed  approach  to 
Columbus  Park,  the  Strandway,  the  new  L  Street 
Baths,  and  the  Aquarium  at  City  Point. 

In  connection  with  the  Charles  street  widening, 
and  the  improvements  along  the  Charles  river,  the 
suggestion  is  made  that  the  name  of  Nashua  street 
might  be  changed  to  Charles  street,  thus  giving  a 
single  name  to  a  highway  extending  from  Boylston 
street,  at  Park  square,  to  the  North  Station,  and 
bordering  the  Charles  river  for  a  great  part  of  its 
length. 

Now  that  the  two  traffic  circles,  created  in  con- 
nection with  the  widening  of  Charles  street,  are 
about  completed,  consideration  might  be  given  to 
the  naming  of  the  circles.  This  is  within  the  prov- 
ince of  the  City  Council.  In  connection  with  the 
city's  program  for  the  observance  in  1932  of  the 
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bicentennial  of  the  birth  of  George  Washington, 
I  recommend  for  the  consideration  of  your  honor- 
table  body  that  one  circle  be  named  in  honor  of  the 
Father  of  our  Country,  "Washington  Circle,"  and 
the  other  in  honor  of  a  former  prominent  Boston 
benefactor,  "Storrow  Circle." 

Public  Works  Department. 

During  the  past  year  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment has  provided  part-time  employment  for  nearly 
2,000  men  receiving  Public  Welfare  aid  and  arrange- 
ments are  now  being  made  for  the  installation  of  a 
block  system  through  which  these  men  may  be 
assigned. 

Funds  made  available  by  legislative  enactment 
and  from  the  tax  levy  were  expended,  through  the 
medium  of  the  several  divisions,  for  work  done  by 
contract  and  by  department  day  labor  forces. 
Nearly  all  the  construction  work  has  been  done  by 
contract,  the  work  done  by  the  city  department 
forces  being,  for  the  major  part,  repairs  and  main- 
tenance. 

Sincere  and  close  surveillance  has  been  exercised 
relative  to  employment  on  contract  work,  with  the 
result  that  the  utilization  of  alien  labor  has  been 
kept  to  a  minimum. 

Highway  Division. 

The  street  construction  program  embarked 
upon  partially  as  a  relief  measure  in  1930  resulted 
in  the  addition  of  permanent  smooth  thorough- 
fares of  a  greater  area  than  in  any  preceding  five- 
year  period.  Construction  of  nearly  100  new 
streets,  laid  out  by  the  Street  Commissioners,  has 
been  undertaken,  and  most  of  these  have  been  com- 
pleted. One  hundred  and  twenty-seven  streets 
were  reconstructed,  and  nearly  all  of  these  have 
been  completed  with  smooth  pavements  and 
granolithic  sidewalks.  In  addition,  granolithic 
sidewalks  were  laid  in  50  streets.  Several  widen- 
ings  of  highways  have  been  made  and  underpasses 
constructed,  greatly  relieving  traffic  congestion  in 
locations, where  the  necessity  therefor  was  impera- 
tive, notably  Charles  street,  between  Cambridge 
and  Leverett  streets.  Preble  street,  South  Boston, 
and  Centre  street,  West  Roxbury,  are  two  other 
outstanding  projects  now  under  progressive 
construction. 

The  total  expenditure  for  all  the  work  afore- 
mentioned is  about  $2,720,000. 

New  installations  of  electric  street  lights  have 
been  made  in  several  districts,  greatly  improving 
the  efficiency  and  appearance  of  the  street  lighting 
systems. 

I  have  made  arrangements  with  the  Edison  Com- 
pany whereby  we  have  received  a  reduction  in  street 
lighting  rates,  resulting  in  a  large  saving  to  the  city, 
at  the  same  time  increasing  the  schedule  from 
3,828  to  4,000  lighting  hours. 

Such  has  been  the  improvement  in  street  lighting 
that  it  has  resulted  in  placing  the  City  of  Boston  in 
the  group  of  cities  listed  as  "The  Best  Lighted  in 
America." 

Sewek  Division. 

Twenty-five  miles  of  sewers,  surface  drains  and 
appurtenances  have  been  built,  including  pipe  and 
concrete  structures.  The  major  portion  of  this 
work  has  been  built  in  connection  with  the  con- 
struction  and   reconstruction   of  highways. 

The  principal  projects  were  the  the  extensions  of 
the  main  channels  of  Stony  brook,  Roslindale,  May- 
woods  brook,  Roxbury,  Sumner  brook,  Hyde  Park, 
Savin  Hill  sewerage  works,  Dorchester,  and  the 
installation  of  a  new  45,000,000  gallon  per  day 
sewage  pump  at  the  Calf  Pasture  pumping  station. 

A  total  of  nearly  $1,700,000  has  been  expended 
for  sewerage  works  construction. 

Nine  thousand  catch-basins  were  cleaned  by  con- 
tract, and,  in  addition,  7,000  were  cleaned  by  the 
city's  day  labor  forces. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  an  increase  of  100 
per  cent  in  the  allotment  for  sewerage  works  to  sup- 
plement surface  construction  and  it  is  my  intention 
to  petition  the  Legislature  for  authority  to  expend 
the  sum  of  $1,000,000  for  this  purpose  during  the 
current  year. 

Water  Division. 

As  a  result  of  petitions,  7.2  miles  of  new  water 
pipes  have  been  laid  in  streets,  principally  in  Dor- 
chester, West  Roxbury  and  Brighton.  Three 
miles  of  old  water  pipes  have  been  removed  and 
replaced  by  new  pipes  laid  in  densely  populated 
streets  in  Roxbury,  South  Boston  and  city  proper. 

The  high  pressure  fire  system  was  extended  by 
the  laying  of  1.63  miles  of  new  pipes,  in  addition  to 


connecting  up  various  dead  end  pipes  in  the  area 
served  by  this  system,  resulting  in  greatly  improv- 
ing the  efficiency  of  the  system. 

Two  high  pressure  water  pumps  were  removed 
from  the  power  station  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  at  Lincoln  Wharf  and  installed  in  a  loca- 
tion at  the  Kneeland  Street  Edison  plant. 

The  cost  of  work  on  the  high  pressure  system 
aforementioned  totals  about  $275,000. 

In  addition  to  the  high  pressure  total  aforemen- 
tioned $257,000  has  been  expended  for  contract 
work. 

It  is  important  that  the  water  supply  for  the 
Dorchester  district  be  increased,  not  only  because 
of  increased  consumption  but  because  of  the 
necessity  of  additional  pressure  and  the  replace- 
ment of  existing  mains  which  have  been  in  use  for 
more  than  eighty  years.  The  replacement  of  the 
present  main  should  be  undertaken  and  if  possible 
completed  during  the  present  year.  I  am  ex- 
tremely desirous  that  this  work  be  performed  on  a 
day  labor  system  since  it  will  afford  opportunity 
for  the  employment  of  a  large  number  of  men. 

Bridge  and  Ferry  Division. 

The  major  projects  completed  in  1931  were  the 
rebuilding  and  widening  of  the  Morton  Street 
Bridge,  Dorchester,  and  the  rebuilding  of  the 
bridges  on  Shawmut  avenue  and  Albany  streets, 
city  proper.  A  foot-bridge  has  been  constructed 
over  the  railroad  tracks  at  Butler  street,  Dor- 
chester, and  under  the  railroad  tracks  at  Bellevue 
Station,  West  Roxbury.  A  number  of  bridges 
have  been  repaired,  resurfaced  and  generally  im- 
proved. Every  ferryboat  has  received  repairs. 
Numerous  minor  repairs  and  replacements  have 
been  made  elsewhere  in  this  division. 

The  total  expenditure  for  the  aforementioned 
improvements  approximates  $535,000. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Federal  and  municipal 
authorities  the  Chelsea  North  Bridge  should  be 
replaced  at  once  and  this  replacement  will  represent 
an  expenditure  of  about  $1,500,000,  and  since  it  is 
necessary  it  should  be  undertaken  without  delay. 

Sanitary  Division. 

A  new  contract,  effective  July  1,  1932,  has  been 
entered  into  for  the  disposal  of  garbage  and  refuse 
from  certain  districts  of  the  city  for  a  period  of 
ten  years,  which  will  accommodate  an  estimated 
population  of  half  a  million  of  our  residents.  The 
expenditure  under  this  contract,  covering  the  ten 
years,  will  approximate  a  total  of  $3,780,000. 

Contracts  amounting  to  a  total  of  about  $400 ,000 
will  be  awarded  on  yearly  bases  for  the  disposal  of 
garbage  and  refuse  from  certain  other  districts. 

Street  cleaning  and  oiling  of  roadways  has  been 
progressively  carried  on  during  the  open  seasons. 

Part-time  employment  has  been  provided  for 
men  furnished  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare,  approximating  a  total  of  30,095  days' 
labor. 

The  sale  of  city  property  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  at  North  Grove  and  Fruit  streets 
makes  it  necessary  to  provide  for  a  new  and  more 
desirable  sanitary  and  street  cleaning  yard  at 
Commercial  street  in  the  vicinity  of  Charlestown 
Bridge.  The  site  to  be  selected  is  now  owned  by 
the  Boston  Elevated  Street  Railway  Company 
and  can  be  purchased  by  the  city  at  a  reasonable 
cost.  This  property  is  located  on  the  ship  channel 
with  a  direct  outlet  to  sea  without  obstruction 
bridges  and  it  is  my  purpose  during  the  year  to 
locate  upon  the  property  a  garage  of  sufficient 
size  to  house  the  ever  increasing  equipment  of  the 
Public  Works  Department. 

Public  Celebrations. 

With  the  immediate  trend  of  national  affairs  a 
matter  of  grave  concern  to  all  citizens  it  would 
appear  improper  to  relax  in  our  observance  of 
patriotic  days  in  our  national  year.  It  will  be 
possible,  however,  to  effect  considerable  saving  in 
the  celebrations  through  the  elimination  of  many 
of  the  customs  heretofore  in  use  without  loss  of 
dignity  or  patriotic  fervor.  The  cooperation  of 
all  patriotic  organizations  will  materially  assist  in 
reducing  the  costs  for  1932. 

In  the  event  that  it  becomes  the  honor  and 
privilege  of  the  city  to  entertain  distinguished 
guests  in  1932,  it  is  proposed  that  such  occasions 
be  financed  by  the  subscription  of  interested 
citizens  who  are  able  to  participate. 
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Law  Department. 
The    legislative    measures    enacted    upon    my 
recommendation  during  1931  include: 

(a)  Removal  of  elevated  structure  at  Adams 
Square  Station. 

(b)  Appropriation  to  improve  airport. 

(c)  Appropriation  for  Centre  street  widening. 

(d)  Creation  of  Charles  street  traffic  circle. 

(e)  Transfer  of  land  from  School  Committee 
to  Park  Department  tor  playground  purposes  at 
Dunbar  avenue,  Dorchester. 

(f;     Appropriation  for  East  Boston  Strandway. 

(g)  Appropriation  for  widening  of  L  and 
Summer  streets. 

(,h)  Transfer  of  land  from  Institutions  De- 
partment to  Park  Department  for  playground 
purposes  at  Parker  Hill. 

(i)  $1,000,000  authorized  for  reconstruction  of 
accepted  streets. 

(j)  Bill  increasing  borrowing  capacity  by 
$500,000. 

lk)  Bill  authorizing  city  to  establish  fees  for 
licenses  and  permits. 

(1)  Bill  placing  second  assistant  assessors 
under  civil  service. 

(m)  Bill  giving  authority  to  Fire  Commis- 
-  sioner  of  Boston  to  investigate  fires  and  to  have 
the  same  powers  as  the  fire  marshal. 

(n)  Bill  authorizing  the  erection  of  a  new  police 
station  and  printing  plant  on  land  of  the  Transit 
Commission  at  North  square. 

(o)  Bill  authorizing  construction  of  two  new 
high  schools. 

(p)  Bill  permitting  the  School  Committee  to 
purchase  from  net  proceeds  of  athletic  contests 
uniforms  and  other  athletic  wearing  apparel  for 
students. 

(q)  Bill  authorizing  the  Fire  Commissioner  to 
place  underground  certain  overhead  wires  for  a 
lurther  five-year  period. 

(r)  Bill  eliminating  mandatory  provision  that 
the  city  appropriate  five  cents  on  each  one  thousand 
dollars  of  valuation  for  teachers'  non-contributory 
pension. 

The  Law  Department  will  have  expended  by  the 
end  of  the  year  approximately  $90,000  in  highway 
accidents,  which  is  just  a  little  more  than  the  pre- 
vious year  1930,  in  which  year  was  expended 
$83,276.47,  as  compared  with  $176,343.14  in  1929. 
The  Investigating  Division  ot  the  department  has 
more  than  justified  its  existence  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  we  are  now  able  to  procure  immediate 
investigations  and  eliminate  to  a  great  extent  false 
and  exaggerated  claims. 

As  a  result  of  legislation  giving  to  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner similar  powers  with  reference  to  arson 
cases  as  the  fire  marshal,  the  Law  Department  has 
assigned  one  of  its  members  to  attend  all  hearings 
on  suspected  fires,  and,  due  to  this  tact,  the  Fire 
Department  has  been  able  to  submit  much  infor- 
mation to  the  Grand  Jury,  which  has  resulted  in 
several  indictments  for  arson. 

As  a  result  of  the  endeavors  of  one  of  the  assistant 
corporation  counsel  assigned  to  the  Building  De- 
partment no  more  complaints  are  brought  in  the 
equity  court  for  building  violations.  Instead,  all 
complaints  are  brougnt  in  the  criminal  court  where 
results  are  obtained  within  one  or  two  weeks  by  a 
fine.  This  helps  to  defray  the  expense  involved  in 
prosecuting  and  results  in  speedy  action  in  remov- 
ing nuisances  and  correcting  building  violations. 
As  a  result  of  this  new  procedure  all  building 
violations  up  to  the  present  time  have  been  taken 
care  of  and  there  are  no  complaints  pending. 
When  the  work  was  taken  over  there  were  several 
hundred  cases  pending  as  a  result  ot  the  practice 
of  taking  complaints  into  the  equity  court. 

The  work  of  the  Conveyancing  Division  has  more 
than  doubled  during  the  last  year,  due  to  the 
numerous  takings  for  street,  park,  school  and  other 
improvements,  and  despite  the  large  number  of 
people  involved  to  whom  payment  had  to  be  made, 
the  Conveyancing  Division  is  fairly  well  caught  up 
and  there  are  comparatively  few  matters  now 
pending.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  approximately 
three  hundred  examinations  of  titles  were  made 
and  money  paid. 

The  Law  Department,  together  with  the  Boston 
Port  Authority,  has  been  engaged  during  the  year  in 
the  so-called  port  differential  lighterage  case  before 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  A  volu- 
minous record  was  prepared  for  the  commission  and 
a  brief  of  over  three  hundred  pages  filed  but  re- 
cently, together  with  a  reply  brief  of  approximately 
one  hundred  thirty  pages.  It  is  felt  that  some  re- 
lief will  be  secured  from  the  Interstate  Commerce 


Commission  in  this  matter,  for  if  the  railroads  serv- 
ing the  Port  of  New  York  are  required  to  impose 
lighterage  charges  for  services  which  are  now  ren- 
dered free  of  charge,  this  will  give  to  Boston  her 
share  of  export  business  which  is  now  directed  to 
the  Port  of  New  York  because  of  the  assumption  of 
Ughterage  charges  by  the  railroads  serving  that 
port.  If  these  lighterage  charges  are  imposed  it 
will  be  cheaper  for  the  shippers  to  send  their  com- 
modities from  the  Port  of  Boston  rather  than 
through  the  Port  of  New  York. 

The  Law  Department  also  argued  before  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massachusetts  the  case 
to  eliminate  the  gas  service  charge  of  50  cents  now 
being  imposed  by  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company.  The  case  was  initiated  before  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Utilities  who  ruled  that  they 
had  the  legal  right  to  impose  a  service  charge.  An 
appeal  was  taken  from  the  commission's  ruling  to 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  where  the  case  is  now 
pending  and  a  decision  is  expected  at  any  time.  If 
the  city  is  successful,  it  will  mean  a  return  of  ap- 
proximately four  million  dollars  to  the  gas  con- 
sumers of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  department,  by  my  direction,  actively  par- 
ticipated in  the  automobile  insurance  controversy 
at  the  State  House  during  the  special  session  of  the 
Legislature.  As  a  result  of  my  recommendation  at 
the  meeting  of  mayors  and  selectmen,  a  committee 
of  city  solicitors  was  appointed,  of  which  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  made 
chairman,  and  this  committee  of  city  solicitors 
presented  a  program  to  the  Legislature  which,  if 
adopted,  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee, 
have  helped  the  situation  materially.  Unfor- 
tunately, this  program  of  the  City  Solicitors'  Com- 
mittee was  not  adopted.  It  was  interesting  to 
note,  however,  that  the  program  of  this  committee 
and  that  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission were  the  principal  matters  before  the 
special  session;  in  fact,  the  entire  controversy  of 
the  Legislature  revolved  about  the  city  solicitors' 
program. 

I  have  endeavored  at  great  length  to  present  an 
outline  of  the  task  confronting  the  City  Council 
and  myself  as  directors  of  this  municipal  corpora- 
tion. Unquestionably,  the  situation  is  more 
serious  in  character  than  any  previously  known  in 
the  past  three  quarters  of  a  century  but  it  is  not 
impossible  of  solution,  provided  there  is  a  proper 
exercise  of  patience  and  intelligent  cooperation 
between  the  Mayor  and  the  membership  of  the 
Citv  Council. 

The  Council  has  been  most  considerate  during 
the  two  years  that  have  passed  of  every  important 
recommendation  submitted  by  me  and  I  sincerely 
trust  that  the  cordial  relations  which  have  marked 
the  past  two  years  will  continue  in  evidence  dur- 
ing the  year  1932. 

It  is  highly  important  that  every  expenditure  be 
scrutinized  with  care  and  that  appropriations  be 
made  only  for  projects  of  major  importance  and 
which  will  not  permit  of  delay.  This  course  will 
be  necessary  in  order  to  prevent  additional  burdens 
upon  the  taxpayers,  a  majority  of  whom  are  today 
experiencing  great  difficulty  in  meeting  their 
obligations. 

Both  the  membership  of  the  Council  and  I  will 
unquestionably,  due  to  public  tension,  be  the 
targets  for  attack  by  the  informed  and  uninformed, 
principally  the  latter.  But  this  is  one  of  the 
penalties  for  the  holding  of  public  office.  Public 
office  is  transitory.  Public  officials  regardless  of 
titles  come  and  go  and  in  nearly  every  case  are 
forgotten.  The  nation  and  its  subdivisions,  how- 
ever, endure,  and  the  value  of  a  public  official  to 
the  nation  or  to  a  subdivision  of  the  nation  is 
invariably  measured  by  the  character  of  service 
rendered. 

In  the  matter  of  criticism,  just  and  unjust,  I 
find  consolation  by  recourse  to  Abraham  Lincoln, 
who,  in  a  similar  critical  period,  said: 

"If  I  were  trying  to  read,  much  less  answer  all 
the  attacks  made  on  me,  this  shop  might  well  be 
closed  for  any  other  business.  I  do  the  best  I 
know  how,  the  very  best  I  can;  and  I  mean  to  keep 
on  doing  it  to  the  end.  If  the  end  brings  me  out  all 
right,  what  is  said  against  me  will  not  amount  to 
anything.  If  the  end  brings  me  out  all  wrong,  then 
ten  angels  swearing  I  was  right  would  make  no 
difference."      (Applause.) 

The  Mayor  began  speaking  at  10.26  a.  m.  and 
concluded  at  11.30  a.  m.,  after  which  the  Mayor 
and  suite  retired  from  the  Council  Chamber. 
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PROCEEDINGS   OF   COUNCIL. 

After  the  Mayor  and  suite  had  retired,  Chair- 
man COX  called  the  Council  meeting  to  order. 
The  clerk  called  the  roll,  and  all  the  members 
were  present. 


ELECTION   OF  PRESIDENT. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Council  now  proceed  to  the 
election  of  a  President  for  the  municipal  year  1932. 
•  The  order  was  passed,  and  Chairman  COX 
directed  the  clerk  to  call  the  roll. 

All  the  members,  except  Coun.  Gallagher, 
who  was  not  recorded,  voted  for  Edward  M. 
Gallagher  as  President  of  the  Council  for  the  year 
1932,  and  he  was  declared  elected,  amid  applause. 

Chairman  COX  appointed  as  a  committee  to 
escort  the  newly  elected  President  to  the  chair, 
1  Coun.  Kelly  and  McGrath.  The  committee 
attended  to  the  duty  assigned  at  11.40  a.  m. 

President  GALLAGHER,  on  taking  the  chair, 
said: 

Fellow  councilors,  with  all  my  heart  I  thank 
you  for  the  honor  you  have  done  me.  I  have 
enjoyed  our  association  during  the  past  four  years, 
and  it  is  now  most  gratifying  to  me  to  receive 
from  you,  my  colleagues  in  this  body,  this  vote 
that  makes  me  your  presiding  officer.  My 
predecessor  has  established  a  record  for  fairness 
which  will  serve  me  well  as  an  example.  I,  too, 
shall  try  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances 
to  be  fair,  and  I  trust  that  you  will  always  find 
me  so.  With  respect  for  and  good  will  towards 
one  another,  seeking  no  advantage  other  than  the 
public  good,  and  trusting  in  God,  let  us  enter  upon 
our  work.  Gentlemen,  I  deeply  appreciate  this 
honor,  and,  as  I  said  a  moment  ago,  I  hope  you 
will  always  find  me  fair.  (Applause.)  The 
Chair  awaits  the  pleasure  of  the  Council.

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  twelve  years 
ago  this  great  nation  passed  a  law  which  is  con- 
sidered to  have  caused  more  real  trouble  in  America 
than  any  law  passed  since  the  slave  law  of  slavery 
days.  And  twelve  years  ago  this  government, 
through  its  administration  of  prohibition,  at- 
tempted to  enforce  the  law  in  certain  wet  centers. 
We  had  here  in  Boston  weekly  headlines  in  the 
newspapers,  which  were  continually  filled  with 
accounts  of  so-called  prohibition  raids.  But  the 
government  finally  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
spectacularness  was  giving  the  government,  this 
nation,  a  bad  name  throughout  the  world,  with 
the  result  that  no  governmental  agent  today  in 
the  prohibition  service  is  allowed  to  go  to  the 
newspapers  or  tip  off  sources  of  publication  in 
regard  to  raids  that  are  to  come,  and  with  the 
result  that  we  have  had  no  more  Harold  Wilson- 
Quincy  House- White  Horse  episodes  in  the  papers 
and  no  more  Smedley  Butlers;  and  Mabel  Wille- 
brandt  has  thrown  up  the  sponge  and  is  now 
sponsor  for  the  California  Wine  Growers'  Asso- 
ciation. Throughout  the  land  our  government 
is  putting  the  quietus  on  such  efforts;  so  much 
so  that  when  a  week  ago  a  Philadelphia  police 
officer,    a    member    of    the    United    States    Naval 


Reserve  Force,  in  his  uniform,  effected  some  ar- 
rests, within  twenty-four  hours  one  of  our  leading 
men,    Charles   Francis   Adams,    the    Secretary    of 
the  Navy,  issued  an  order  that  that  police  officer's 
name  be  stricken  from  the  roll  of  the  United  States 
Naval  Reserve  Force.     That  is  now  the  attitude 
of  our  government  towards  spectacularness  in  the 
matter  of  enforcing   the  prohibition  law.     There 
is  one  night  in  the  year  when  most  of  the  people 
of  Boston  and  most  of  the  people  of  the  civilized 
world  go  out  to  enj  oy  themselves,  and  the  officials 
of   the   leading   police   forces   of   the   world   have 
issued  statements  that  the  people  may  go  out  and 
enjoy  themselves  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the 
reasonable  administration  of  the  law.     That  has 
been  the  position  of  Lord  Byng,  head  of  the  metro- 
politan police  force  of  London,  and  of  Jean  Chiappe, 
head  of  the  Paris  Prefecture  of  Police,  recognized 
as  one  of  the   outstanding  police  officials  of  the 
world,   if   not  absolutely   the  leading   one.     Such 
officials    have    issued    instructions    that    on    that 
evening    leniency    shall     be    shown;    and    in    our 
great  city  of  New  York,  where  on  42d  street  we 
have  the  greatest  concourse  of  people  to  be  found 
in  any  part  of  the  world,   Mr.  Mulrooney,  head 
of  the  New  York  Police  Department,  has  enjoined 
on  the  officers  of  his  department  that  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  law  that  day  they  be  lenient.     But 
here  in  Boston  what  do  we  find?     We  find  the 
united   press   of   this   city   carrying   word   to   the 
people  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  world  that 
we  were  the  most  disorderly  city  in  the  world  on 
last  New  Year's  Eve,  over  one  hundred  and  fifty 
people   being  locked   up,    photographed   and   put 
through   the   Bertillon  system,   with   one   veteran 
being   taken   to   police   headquarters,   locked   up, 
and,   because  he  refused  to  sign  a  waiver,   being 
threatened  by  officials  in  the  Police  Department, 
acting  under  the  instructions  of  our  present  Police 
Commissioner, — the   most   audacious   act    in    the 
history  of   our  Boston  Police  Department, — that 
he  would  be  charged  with  the  crime  of  murder, 
and  then   being  charged  with  that  crime.     I  ask 
if  that  sort  of  thing  is  fair,  if  that  is  the  procedure 
that  the  citizens  of   Boston  are  in  favor  of?     Is 
Boston    a    law-abiding    city?     The    Wickersham 
report  showed  that  it  was,  and  Professor  Fraenkel 
of  the  Harvard  Law  School  claimed  that  Boston 
was  one  of  the  most  law-abiding  cities  in  America. 
Various  criminologists  dealing  with  different  cities 
point   out  the  fact  that   Boston's  citizens,   made 
up  in  considerable  part  of  those  of  the  Irish  race, 
are  not  gun  carriers,  are  not  Leopold  Loebs,  are 
not  torch-carriers,  and  are  not  such  men  as  were 
involved  in  the  Valentine  Day  massacre.  .  Boston's 
citizens   are    naturally   law-abiding    citizens,    and 
we  are  not  given  to  those  crimes.     Boston  is  a 
law-abiding  city,  and  should  not  have  been  given 
that  publicity  over  the  week-end.     What  is  the 
reason  for   this  sort   of   thing?     I   told   Governor 
Allen  two  years  ago,  when  he  appointed  the  present 
Police    Commissioner    of    Boston,    "Your    Excel- 
lency,  this  is   the   most  important  position   that 
you  have, to  give  out,  more  important  than  the 
appointment    of    a    Supreme    Court    justiceship," 
which  Governor  Walsh  felt  was  the  most  important 
appointment    he    had    to    make,    but    afterwards 
changed  his  mind.     The  appointment  of  a  Police 
Commissioner  by  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth is  his  most  important  appointment.     And 
why?     In  the  last  ten  years  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner of  Boston  had  led  in  one  instance  directly 
to  the  election  of  a  President  of  the  United  States; 
in  a  second  instance,  it  led  to  the  driving  to  an 
early  death  of  a  commissioner;    and  in  the  third 
instance,   to   the   driving   of   the   Police   Commis- 
sioner into  oblivion.     It  is  an  important  position. 
Boston  has  been  known  in  the  last  few  years  more 
through  its  Police  Commissionerships  than  through 
any    other    official    of    our    city.     Of    course,    the 
present  Police  Commissioner  is  an  honorable  man, 
a  man  of  reputation  and  integrity,  one  who  seeks 
to   do  right.     He   has   never   stooped   to   use   his 
position  improperly  for  emolument.     At  the  same 
time,  he  is  a  man  who  has  an  inordinate  desire 
for  publicity.     When  he  was  Fire  Commissioner 
of  Boston,  hardly  a  day  passed  when  he  was  not 
in    the    headlines    with    different    statements, — 
"Somebody  has  put  water  into  the  gasolene  for 
driving  the  fire  engines  of  this  city";   then,  shortly, 
a  statement  of  this  sort  would  come  out,   "The 
floors  that  hold  up  the  fire  engines  in  some  of  the 
houses  of  the  Fire  Department  of  Boston  are  not 
properly   buttressed,   and  the  engines  are  apt  to 
drop  through," — giving  the  impression  that  when 
the  fire  alarm  sounded  the  homes  of  our  citizens 
might  not  be  properly  protected.     I  asked  a  high 
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official  at  that  time  to  stop  that  publicity  pro- 
cedure, to  stop  arousing  our  citizens  to  a  condition 
of  panic,  in  order  that  the  Fire  Commissioner 
might  have  his  name  and  picture  in  the  papers 
continually.  I  could  go  on  with  other  instances 
of  what  he  did  along  the  same  line  while  he  was 
Fire  Commissioner  of  Boston.  We  can  only 
analyze  his  character  by  his  record  in  public  life. 
Since  he  has  been  Police  Commissioner  the  office 
has  been  in  a  continual  turmoil.  There  has  been 
a  constant  battle  between  him  and  Traffic  Com- 
missioner Conry,  both  on  the  same  floor,  in  offices 
that  are  side  by  side,  yet  carrying  on  continuous 
strife.  I  don't  know  who  is  right  in  that  contest 
and  have  not  attempted  to  find  out,  but  I  do 
know  that  there  is  cause  for  studying  who  is 
right.  Awhile  later  we  find  that  when  an  arrest 
is  made  pictures  are  taken  of  everybody  there. 
This  sort  of  thing  is  something  new,  something 
that  is  not  practiced  in  any  other  city  of  America. 
We  find  here  on  Province  street,  near  City  Hall, 
after  a  certain  sequence  of  time,  that  the  Mayor's 
car  is  tagged,  and  I  demanded  that  the  Police 
Commissioner  go  through  and  enforce  the  law  on 
the  Mayor  as  he  would  against  the  humblest 
citizen.  Three  weeks  later,  from  a  source  of  which 
I  had  to  take  cognizance,  came  the  report  that 
the  Police  Commissioner,  long  before  that  car 
was  tagged,  knew  what  was  going  to  take  place. 
Good  friends  and  colleagues,  the  Police  Commis- 
sionership  of  Boston  is  an  important  position. 
We  have  had  this  recent  incident.  The  law  of 
twelve  years  ago  was  unfair.  Those  citizens  on 
New  Year's  Eve  were  taken  in  police  wagons  and 
rushed  to  the  police  station  and  forced  to  sign 
waivers.  One  man  said,  "I  have  done  nothing, 
and  I  will  not  sign."  He  was  then  threatened 
that  unless  he  signed  he  would  be  charged  with 
murder,  and  he  was  charged  with  murder.  Never 
in  the  history  of  our  local  judiciary,  never  in  the 
long  history  of  Pemberton  square,  have  we  seen 
such  an  audacious  act  against  our  citizenship. 
For  that  reason  I  ask  that  this  resolution  be  re- 
ferred to  the  proper  committee,  so  that  I  may  have 
the  opportunity  of  further  discussion  of  this 
matter  later  in  committee  and  on  the  floor  of  the 
Council. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with  my 
colleague  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton)  that  we 
have  in  Boston  the  most  law-abiding  citizens  in 
America,  and  I  also  agree  that  it  was  rather  unfor- 
tunate for  one  of  our  World  War  veterans  to  have 
been  taken  into  custody  on  New  Year's  Eve  in 
such  a  manner.  I  want  to  say  that,  in  my  opinion, 
however,  we  have  the  best  Police  Department 
in  America.  I  cannot  agree  with  my  colleague 
from  Ward  18  that  the  resolution  at  the  present 
time  before  this  body  is  a  proper  one.  These 
things  have  happened,  and  as  a  result,  the  news- 
papers inform  us,  his  Excellency  the  Governor  has 
asked  for  a  report.  After  all,  the  Police  Com- 
missioner of  Boston  is  subservient  to  the  Governor 
of  this  Commonwealth.  It  is  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  who  appoints  the  Boston  Police 
Commissioner,  and  it  is  to  the  Governor  that  the 
Police  Commissioner  is  responsible.  It  is  rather 
unfortunate  that  this  undue  publicity  was  made 
necessary  through  the  happenings  of  New  Year's 
Eve  but  if  we  are  to  pass  j  udgment  on  the  matter 
in  one  way  or  another,  is  it  not  also  proper  for  the 
City  Council  as  a  legislative  body  to  take  cogni- 
zance of  the  present  situation  in  our  city  which 
probably,  in  my  opinion,  necessitated  to  some 
degree  what  took  place  on  New  Year's  Eve.  We 
don't  know  yet  who  was  responsible  for  these  hap- 
penings, and  we  don't  know  yet  whether  these 
happenings  were  justifiable  or  not.  The  Governor 
of  this  Commonwealth  has  aslced  for  a  report. 
And  I  think  it  would  be  well  for  us  to  await  the 
result  of  the  inquiry  made'  by  the  Governor.  It 
will  be  well  for  us  to  take  cognizance  of  the  state- 
ments that  may  be  made  in  explanation  of  the 
affair  by  the  Police  Commissioner,  for  whom  I  have 
the  highest  regard — but  whom,  nevertheless,  I  have 
criticized  on  the  floor  of  this  Council.  I  have  so 
criticized  him  in  connection  with  the  matter  of 
equipping  the  Police  Department  with  the  radios. 
I  felt  that  he  should  not  be  taking  the  time  he  has 
taken  in  his  investigation  of  the  question  of  prop- 
erly equipping  the  department  with  a  radio  system. 
Nevertheless,  Mr.  President,  this  New  Year's  Eve 
situation  was  caused,  I  understand,  because  of 
something  that  has  been  happening  in  Boston 
within  the  last  two  weeks,  which  has  been  regretted 
by  everybody.  I  do  not  believe  it  is  the  province 
of  this  Council  at  the  present  time  to  ask  for  the 
removal  of  any  police  official,  because  the  depart- 


ment is  now  engaged  in  trying  to  find  those  guilty 
•  of  some  of  the  most  audacious  murders  that  have 
been  perpetrated  here.  If  it  becomes  necessary 
for  the  Police  Department,  whether  the  ordinary 
patrolman,  superintendent,  deputy  or  commis- 
sioner, to  take  certain  steps  which,  in  their  opinion, 
may  remedy  the  present  situation,  we  should  not 
unduly  interfere.  We  all  read  the  statement  by  the 
Police  Commissioner  in  yesterday's  paper,  in  which 
he  said: 

"In  our  search  for  the  men  who  were  implicated 
in  the  recent  brutal  murders  in  the  North  End, 
the  Police  Commissioner  ordered  that  all  places 
known  to  the  police  as  barricaded  speak-easies 
be  searched  on  New  Year's  Eve.  All  places 
searched  were  known  to  the  police  as  common 
nuisances  where  intoxicating  liquor  is  sold,  and 
often  visited  by  criminals.  Therefore,  they  are 
places  where  the  police  naturally  expect  to  find 
criminals." 

And  he  goes  on  to  say: 

"If  so-called  'reputable  citizens'  patronize  barri- 
caded speak-easies  they  must  remember  that  these 
places  are  likely  to  be  searched  at  any  time,  and 
further  that  these  places  cannot  exist  without  the 
patronage  of  this  type  of  'reputable  citizen.'" 

I  think  under  the  circumstances  our  Police 
Department  were  performing  their  duty  as  they 
saw  it,  and,  in  the  absence  of  any  further  informa- 
tion,, I  don't  think  we  have  a  right  to  assume  that 
the  Police  Commissioner  is  one  who  looks  for  undue 
publicity.  I  think  the  Police  Department  has 
been  carried  on  very  efficiently  during  the  regime 
of  the  present  commissioner,  and,  especially  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  I  am  an  enrolled  Republican 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  if  I  vote  in  favor  of 
this  resolution  I  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  usurping 
the  prerogative  of  a  Democratic  Governor,  I  do  not 
think  on  that  score  alone  I  would  be  justified  in 
voting  for  this  resolution.  I  trust  that  the  Coun- 
cil will  bear  in  mind,  Mr.  President,  the  fact  that 
the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  is  investi- 
gating this  situation,  and  until  he  takes  some 
action  I  think  it  is  our  duty  to  refrain  from  so 
doing.     I  trust  that  the  resolution  will  be  defeated. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  resolution  will 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  when 
appointed. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  don't  desire 
to  take  issue  with  either  the  gentleman  from  Hyde 
Park  (Coun.  Norton)  or  the  gentleman  from 
Dorchester  (Coun.  Ruby),  but  I  feel  this  way, 
that  this  City  Council  appropriates  enough  money 
to  pay  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  his  adviser,  a  gentleman  by  the  name 
of  Schwartz,  and  that  therefore  we  have  some 
interest  in  the  matter.  Mr.  President,  the  situa- 
tion has  come  down  to  this.  The  councilor  from 
Dorchester  is  not  immune  from  going  into  speak- 
easies; neither  is  anyone  here 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
hear  that.     (Laughter.) 

Coun.  DOWD — Do  you  desire  to  hear  it  again? 
I  say  that  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  is  not 
immune  from  going  into  speak-easies,  and  I  would 
like  to  know  how  he  would  like  to  have  his  name 
taken,  to  be  fingerprinted  and  photographed  at 
police  headquarters,  simply  for  going  into  a  place 
and  saying  "Hello"  to  somebody.  (Applause 
from  the  galleries.) 

Coun.  NORTON— Thank  you. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  would  move 
an  amendment  to  Councilor  Norton's  resolution. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  taxpayers  of  the  City 
of  Boston  pay  Commissioner  Hultman's  salary 
and  also  pay  the  salary  of  his  aid,  Mr.  Leo 
Schwartz,  I  would  move  as  an  amendment  that 
they  both  be  summoned  up  here  today  before  we 
adjourn.     (Applause  from  the  gallery.) 

President  GALLAGHER — The  amendment  is 
out  of  order,  Councilor  Dowd.  The  resolution 
has  been  referred  to  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  pardon  me, — 
you  say  that  my  motion  is  out  of  order?  Regard- 
less of  the  fact  that  the  City  Clerk  may  say  it  is 
out  of  order,  it  is  not  out  of  order. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  so  rules, 
Councilor  Dowd. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  have  the  floor. 
I  don't  want  to  have  it  taken  up  in  executive, 
but  want  to  have  it  right  here. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
the  colleague  to  yield. 

Coun.  DOWD — For  what  purpose? 

Coun.  NORTON — For  the  purpose  of  making 
a  statement. 
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Coun.  DOWD — I  will  yield  for  that  purpose. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  there  have  been  no  committees  appointed  as 
yet,  I  understand  that  before  this  matter  can  be 
acted  upon  it  should  first  go  to  committee;  but 
at  the  same  time  I  believe  the  colleague  from 
Roxbury  (Coun.  Dowd)  is  substantially  right  when 
he  asks  to  have  the  body  pass  upon  it  at  the 
present  time. 

Coun.  DOWD — I  press  my  motion,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent. 

President  GALLAGHER — The  proper  motion 
to  make,  Councilor  Dowd,  would  be  to  recall  the 
resolution  from  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  we  are  not 
meeting  in  executive. 

President  GALLAGHER — It  has  been  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  DOWD — I  don't  desire  to  have  it  so 
referred.  I  want  to  have  it  acted  upon  openly 
here. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  resolution  has 
been  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the 
Police  Commissioner  and  Leo  Schwartz  be  sum- 
moned to  appear  before  this  body. 

President  GALLAGHER  put  the  motion  and, 
being  in  doubt,  Coun.  NORTON  asked  for  a  roll 
call. 

The  motion  to  summon  Police  Commissioner 
Hultman  and  legal  adviser  Leo  Schwartz  to  appear 
before  this  meeting  was  defeated  by  roll  call, 
yeas  5,  nays  17: 

Yeas — Coun.  Dowd,  Fish,  Kelly,  Lynch, 
Norton — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke,  Cox, 
Curtis,  Donovan,  Englert,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher, 
Gleason,  Green,  Hein,  McGrath,  Murray,  Power, 
Roberts,  Ruby — 17. 


POWER   OF   VETO   BY   COUNCIL. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  be  instructed  to  file  a  petition  with 
the  Legislature  restoring  to  the  Boston  City 
Council  the  right  to  over-ride  the  Mayor's  veto  by 
a  two-thirds  vote. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  in  1909  the 
Legislature  saw  fit  to  take  from  the  Boston  City 
Council  certain  rights.  One  of  the  rights  it  took 
from  the  present  body  was  the  right  to  over-ride 
the  Mayor's  veto.  That  is,  if  our  honorable  body 
should  see  fit  to  pass  certain  legislation  of  impor- 
tance to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  and  we  passed  it 
unanimously,  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  with  a  single 
stroke  of  his  pen,  could  say  to  the  twenty-two 
members  of  the  City  Council,  "That  is  not  proper 
legislation,  and  I  will  not  sign  it."  The  Legisla- 
ture, both  branches,  have  the  right  to  over-ride  the 
Governor's  veto  by  a  two-thirds  vote.  The  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  has  the  right  by  two- 
thirds  vote  to  over-ride  the  President's  decision. 
Every  city  and  town  in  this  state  and  every  city 
and  town  in  the  entire  country,  and  every  city  and 
town  under  republican  form  of  government  in 
Europe  has  a  right  through  its  city  government  to 
over-ride  the  Mayor's  veto  by  a  two-thirds  vote; 
and  why  that  right  was  taken  from  the  Boston 
City  Council  in  1909  I  don't  know.  I  feel,  how- 
ever, knowing  many  members  of  the  present 
Legislature,  that  when  this  matter  is  brought  to 
their  attention  by  our  Legislative  Committee  they 
will  surely  return  to  the  Boston  City  Council  the 
right  by  a  two-thirds  vote  to  over-ride  the  Mayor's 
veto.  The  power  at  present  given  to  the  Mayor  of 
this  city  is  too  much  power  to  repose  in  any  one 
man,  and  I  think  any  member  of  this  Council  who 
perhaps  two  years  from  today  will  make  a  logical 
jump  and  be  the  next  Mayor  of  Boston  would  not 
resent  a  restriction  being  placed  upon  him  to  the 
effect  that  if  fifteen  members  of  this  Council  say 
he  is  wrong  he  must  be  wrong.  I  sincerely  hope 
we  will  pass  this  order  under  suspension  of  the  rule 
and  that  our  new  Legislative  Committee  will  take 
the  matter  up  with  the  incoming  Legislature;  and 
I  feel  that  in  all  fairness  they  will  give  to  the 
Boston  City  Council  the  same  power  possessed  by 
every  city  council  in  America  and  every  city 
council  in  a  democratic  country  in  Europe,  by 
two-thirds  vote  to  over-ride  the  Mayor's  veto. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


POWER  OVER  MAYORAL  APPOINTMENTS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  be  instructed  to  file  a  petition  with 
the  Legislature  granting  the  power  to  the  Boston 
City  Council  to  confirm  or  reject  appointments  of 
heads  of  departments  by  the  Mayor. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  here  is  another 
right  that  every  other  Council  in  every  city  of  this 
state  and  other  states  of  the  United  States  has,  to 
vote  on  every  appointment  of  the  Mayor  of  the 
head  of  a  department.  In  1909  the  Legislature 
took  from  the  Boston  City  Council  this  right.  I 
don't  know  why  it  did  so,  while  it  allowed  every 
other  city  of  the  Commonwealth  to  have  the  right 
by  majority  vote  to  confirm  or  reject  all  the  ap- 
pointments of  the  Mayor.  Up  to  1930.  while  that 
provision  applied  as  against  the  City  Council,  there 
was  a  restriction  through  legislative  action  that 
appointments  by  the  Mayor  of  heads  of  depart- 
ments had  to  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  state 
Civil  Service  Board  of  three  members  In  1930 
the  Legislature  in  its  fairness  to  the  City  of  Boston 
removed  that  restriction,  and  now  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  has  the  peculiar  and  extraordinary  power 
to  appoint  a  department  head  without  even  con- 
sulting any  member  of  the  City  Council.  I  say 
that  it  is  an  injustice,  that  it  is  unfair,  and  I  am 
asking  our  legislative  agents  to  go  before  the 
incoming  Legislature  and  petition  them  to  restore 
to  us  this  right  that  should  be  ours. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


FOUR- YEAR  TERM  FOR  CITY 
COUNCILORS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  be  instructed  to  file  a  petition  with 
the  Legislature  making  the  term  of  office  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Boston  City  Council  to  run  for  four 
years,  concurrently  with  the  Mayoral  term  of 
office. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  the  terms  of 
members  of  the  Legislature  are  the  same  as  the 
term  of  the  Chief  Executive  of  our  Commonwealth, 
namely,  two  years.  In  every  other  city  of  this 
state  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or 
City  Council  are  elected  for  the  same  term  as  the 
Mayor.  But  for  some  unknown  reason  the 
Legislature  in  1909,  the  act  becoming  effective  in 
1910,  made  the  term  of  office  of  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  four  years  and  of  the  then  Board  of  Alder- 
men two  years.  I  say  it  is  unfair,  and  my  reason 
is  this,  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  with  his  four- 
year  term,  facing  the  twenty-two  members  of  the 
City  Council  with  their  two-year  term,  has  what 
is  known  as  the  whip  hand  on  every  one  of  the 
twenty-two  members  of  the  Council  in  the  first 
two  years  of  their  administration.  That  does  not 
tend  to  help  the  government  in  this  city,  to  allow 
any  man  to  have  such  a  whip  over"  another  elected 
official.  Somebody  may  say  that  he  has  no  whip. 
Well,  we  only  need  to  go  back  to  about  a  month 
ago  when  certain  political  contests  were  being 
decided  in  this  city,  and  when  we  saw  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  not  only  had  the  whip  but 
attempted  to  use  it — although  we  saw  that  in  the 
three  instances  in  which  he  attempted  to  bring 
down  the  whip,  instead  of  bringing  it  down  on  those 
three  members  of  this  body,  the  whip  was  taken 
from  his  hands  and  brought  down  upon  himself. 
And  so  I  say,  especially  to  the  five  new  in-coming 
members  of  this  body,  that  I  feel  that,  for  the 
time  being  at  least,  the  whip  has  been  taken  away 
from  the  Mayor  and  that  they  have  nothing  to 
fear  if  at  times  they  see  fit  to  differ  with  the  Chief 
Executive  of  our  city,  who  feels  that  he  never 
should  be  differed  with.  In  his  inaugural  address 
he  says  he  wants  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
to  give  to  every  motion,  every  loan  order,  every 
proposed  expenditure  he  sends  before  us,  the 
utmost  consideration.  Well,  when  certain  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council  in  the  past  two  years 
have  seen  fit  to  give  that  same  consideration  to 
different  loan  orders  of  vast  importance  to  the 
taxpayers,  such  action  on  their  part,  done  in  an 
honest  way,  was  misconstrued  by  the  Chief  Execu- 
tive of  -our  city.  It  angered  him  exceedingly — 
and  still  he  says  in  his  inaugural  address  today 
that  he  wishes  every  loan  order  to  be  given  proper 
consideration  by  the  twenty-two  members  of 
the  Council.  I  hope  that  the  members  of  the 
Council   during    the   next   two   years,    now   that 
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the  whip  has  been  taken  away  from  the  dictator, 
will  use  their  own  judgment.  Accordingly,  as 
one  means  of  restoring  power  to  this  body,  I  am 
introducing  this  order,  which  I  am  going  to  ask 
you  members  to  pass  under  suspension  of  our  rule. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  shall 
be  very  brief.  I  do  not  propose  to  vote  for  any 
such  order  as  will  look  to  the  election  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  body  for  four  years.  I  think  such  an 
order  is  highly  improper.  For  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  Council,  today,  our  proceedings 
have  been  taken  up  in  this  manner,  when  we  have 
simply  come  here  to  organize  and  attend  to  the 
ordinary  routine  business  attendant  upon  this 
meeting,  and  when  we  are  due  to  appear  in  another 
place  at  twelve  o'clock.  Certainly,  the  time  of  the 
body  is  being  taken  up  unnecessarily,  and  I  am 
against  any  such  order,  looking  to  our  election 
as  members  of  the  body  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
If  you  want  to  give  a  tyrannical  mayor,  or  any 
official,  power,  give  him  a  four  years'  term.  I  am 
against  these  long  terms  for  anybody.  I  think 
the  Mayor  should  be  elected  for  two  years,- and 
that  the  members  of  this  body  should  not  be 
elected  for  more  than  two  years.  Then,  if  their 
action  has  not  been  proper,  the  voters  can  turn 
them  out.  The  more  frequent  check  we  can  have 
on  officials  of  all  kinds  the  better.  I  shall  vote 
against  any  such  order. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order, — Where  has  the  Council  got  to  go  at 
twelve  o'clock?     To  a  banquet? 

President  GALLAGHER — The  question  is  on 
the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
Councilor  Fitzgerald  of  Ward  3  that  we  did  have 
a  luncheon  appointment  with  the  Mayor  at 
twelve  o'clock,  but  I  do  say  this,  and  I  am  speak- 
ing here  as  one  of  the  twenty-two  elected  city 
officials  in  this  body,  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
after  delivering  his  inaugural  this  morning  left  the 
Council  Chamber  at  ten  minutes  of  twelve.  Does 
he  expect  that  he  can  take  up  the  time  of  the 
body  for  one  and  three  quarter  hours  and  that 
the  twenty-two  members  of  the  body  must  transact 
their  business  and  get  through  in  ten  minutes? 
I  do  not  criticize  him  for  taking  one  and  three 
quarter  hours  for  his  inaugural,  but  why  should 
he  think,  or  why  should  the  councilor  from  Ward  3 
(Coun.  Fitzgerald)  think  that  twenty-two  elected 
city  officials  here  should  do  their  business  in  ten 
minutes  in  order  to  keep  such  an  appointment 
with  the  Mayor?  I  think  that  this  order  should 
be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  do 
not  wish  to  enter  into  any  lengthy  debate  on  this 
matter,  but  in  voicing  my  public  opinion  I  am 
voicing  my  private  opinion  as  well.  I  have  always 
been  against  four-year  terms  for  any  official;  have 
never  believed  in  it.  I  believe  that  two  years  is 
a  long  enough  term;  and  I  do  not  believe  the 
gentleman  is  sincere  in  advocating  a  four-year 
term  for  the  members  of  this  City  Council.  The 
oftener  we  are  required  to  give  an  account  of  our 
stewardship  the  better.  If  I  had  my  way  there 
would  be  elections  every  year,  and  the  people 
would  then  have  a  chance  to  get  what  is  coming 
to  them  in  the  way  of  government. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
recess,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  there  is  a  motion 
before  the  house.  Please  don't  railroad  this 
thing. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  an  order 
before  our  honorable  body,  and  I  am  going  to 
press  for  a  vote  one  way  or  the  other. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  Coun. 
Kelly's  order.  The  Chair  being  in  doubt  ordered 
a  raising  of  hands,  and  the  order  was  rejected, 
5  to  13. 


CITY   FUNDS  IN   FEDERAL   NATIONAL 
BANK. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  file  with  the  City 


Council  a  written  statement  as  to  the  amount  of 
City  of  Boston  funds  deposited  in  the  Federal 
National  Bank  at  the  time  it  was  closed. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  been  in- 
formed recently  that  the  City  of  Boston  had  de- 
posited a  considerable  amount  of  the  rmoney  of 
the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  a  bank  that 
has  been  said  by  the  comptroller  at  Washington  to 
be  insolvent.  I  am  asking  the  Mayor  to  have  the 
City  Treasurer  inform  us  how  much  money  the 
city  had  in  this  particular  bank  that  has  gone 
under.  We  know  that  the  City  of  Boston,  only  a 
few  months  ago,  in  another  bank  that  went  under, 
due  to  mismanagement,  had  deposited  $116,000 
out  of  a  possible  maximum  of  §120,000  that  the 
city  could  put  in  that  bank.  I  refer  to  the  In- 
dustrial Bank  and  Trust  Company,  recently  closed, 
and  perhaps  it  will  not  pay  20  cents  on  the  dollar. 
I  am  now  interested  to  know  what  the  Federal 
National  Bank  has  on  deposit  of  the  City  of 
Boston's  money.  It  will  be  very  interesting  to 
know  how  such  banks  can  come  in  and  obtain  from 
the  city  treasury  of  Boston  preference  in  the 
matter  of  deposits.  I  am  therefore  going  to  ask 
that  this  order  of  mine  be  passed  under  suspension 
of  the  rule.

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  inquiry  be  made  to  ascertain  why 
any  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  should 
vote  against  having  the  Police  Commissioner 
appear  before  the  City  Council  on  this  date. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  a  motion  of  mine 
was  recently  lost  by  a  vote  of  17  to  5.  I  would  like 
to  know  if  there  is  any  councilor  here  who  can 
stand  up  on  the  floor  and  question  my  motive  in  the 
matter  of  having  Police  Commissioner  Hultman 
and  his  legal  adviser  Schwartz  summoned  here 
before  us.  If  they  think  they  can  do  so,  I  want 
them  to  get  up  and  debate  the  matter  with  nje. 
Those  officials  are  both  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  paid  very  good  salaries,  and  if  any  councilor 
here  thinks  for  a  moment  that  he  can  prevent  or 
defer  these  people  coming  before  us,  I  think  he  is 
absolutely  wrong.  If  there  is  any  councilor  here 
who  has  that  opinion,  I  want  him  to  debate  with 
me  the  question  of  whether  or  not  they  should 
come  before  the  entire  Council,  before  us  as 
representing  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  would  like  to  have  anybody  try  to  defend  the 
claim  that  they  should  not  come  up  here.

Dear  Sir, — With  reference  to  the  accompanying 
order  as  to  the  possibility  of  constructing  a  bridge 
at  Shirley  Gut  to  connect  Deer  Island  to  the  main- 
land, I  beg  to  submit  the  following: 

Shirley  Gut  is  and  has  been  for  years  a  recog- 
nized w'aterway,  and  any  change  contemplated  as 
to  bridging  this  waterway  would  require  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Federal  Government.  A  survey  was 
made  this  fall  in  regard  to  the  same,  and  a  report 
rendered  suggested  a  causeway  to  be  built  across 
the  gut  with  a  trap  at  the  entrance  and  an  opening 
under  causeway  for  the  passage  of  small  boats. 

If  federal  permission  could  be  obtained  it 
might  be  feasible  to  install  a  cantilever  bridge,  or 
to  fill  in  the  gut  entirely  or  to  build  the  above 
suggested  causeway. 

Of  course  the  gut  until  very  recently  has  always 
been  a  safeguard  to  Deer  Island  in  the  matter  of 
easy  exit  of  inmates,  and  has  for  many  years 
helped  the  Penal  Department  in  that  neither  a 
fence  nor  a  wall  had  to  be  built  at  the  island  as  a 
deterrent  for  escape.  Naturally  a  bridge,  a  cause- 
way or  a  complete  fill-in  would  necessitate  fencing 
or  walling  Deer  Island  for  considerable  distance 
at  both  sides  of  the  approach. 

If  further  study  and  report  is  desired  I  shall 
gladly  submit  a  more  comprehensive  and  detailed 
report.

Dear  Sir, — As  requested  by  the  order  of  the 
City  Council  passed  November  30,  1931,  for  a 
comprehensive  plan  for  the  modernization  of  the 
present  correctional  structures  at  Deer  Island,  I 
beg  to  submit  the  following. 

In  addition  to  the  suggested  bridge,  causeway 
or  fill-in,  if  and  when  the  financial  condition  of  the 
city  and  county  warranted,  the  following  com- 
prehensive plan  should  be  started. 

Any  attempt  to  make  over  the  old  structures 
at  Deer  Island  and  fit  them  for  modern  require- 
ments could  not  be  justified,  in  that  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  money  involved  would  do  nothing  to 
aid  orderly  and  intelligent  grouping  of  buildings 
for  correctional  purposes.  If,  however,  a  plan  is 
undertaken  to  group  the  buildings  as  to  relative 
location,  much  can  be  accomplished. 

The  actual  needs  at  Deer  Island  are  the  following: 

1.  A  new  administration  building  to  replace 
the  present  building  erected  approximately  three- 
quarters  of  a  century  ago. 


2.  A  dormitory  for  the  officers.  They  are  at 
present  scattered  throughout  the  island. 

3.  A  staff  building  for  living  quarters  of  the 
administrative  and  clerical  force. 

4.  A  hospital  to  take  care  of  the  medical  and 
surgical  needs  at  the  institution.  At  the  present 
time  long  enduring  medical  and  surgical  cases 
must  be  sent  to  Long  Island. 

5.  A  shop  building.  A  building  should  be 
erected  to  centralize  all  the  activities  of  the 
industries  at  the  island. 

6.  A  dormitory  should  be  constructed  in  place 
of  the  Old  Prison  for  the  housing  of  those  sent  to 
the  island  for  minor  infractions  of  the  law. 

7.  The  present  Hill  Prison  should  be  remodeled 
in  order  that  the  inmates  could  be  fed  there.  The 
building  also  would  serve  for  those  who  require 
cells  for  their  detention. 

8.  With  the  Hill  Prison  so  used,  a  recreation 
building,  chapel  and  library  should  be  built,  in 
order  to  properly  look  after  the  religious,  recrea- 
tional and  educational  needs  of  the  inmates. 

9.  The  power  plant  should  have  an  additional 
boiler,  and  underground  service  should  be  main- 
tained for  supplying  the  various  buildings  of  the 
island  with  heat. 

10.  The  main  water  lines  supplying  the  island 
were  laid  in  1871,  and  this  main  trunk  should  be 
replaced  as  quickly  as  possible  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  getting  proper  water  supply. 

11.  If  and  when  possible,  a  new  fire  house 
should  be  built  for  sufficient  apparatus  to  properly 
cover  the  island's  needs  in  event  of  fire. 

Minor  improvements  should  be  made  in  the 
reconstruction  of  barns,  stables,  grading  roads  and 
the  like.  It  is  estimated  that  this  plan  would 
probably  entail  the  gross  expenditure  of  approx- 
imately $2,000,000.

USE   OF   ENGLISH   BATH   STONE. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  2,  1931. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  have  personally  directed  an 
investigation  of  charges  presented  by  the  Central 
Council  of  Irish  County  Associations  that  the 
installation  of  English  imported  bath  stone  in 
certain  schools  and  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
has  totaled  an  expenditure  of  $75,000. 

The  facts  in  this  case  are  as  follows: 

Administration  Building.  City  Hospital:  Eng- 
listubath  stone,  3,865  square  feet,  costing  about 
$3,800  was  substituted  for  imitation  Italian 
travertine.     It    was    approved    by    architect   and 
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hospital  trustees  as  a  much  better  material  at  no 
increased  cost.  James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates, 
architects. 

Mary  E.  Curley  School,  Jamaica  Plain:  English 
bath  stone,  substituted  for  Italian  travertine,  as 
the  architect  felt  that  the  effect  in  the  lobby  was 
better  obtained  by  using  this  material.  About 
1,200  feet  was  used  here  at  a  cost  of  $1,800,  which 
was  no  increase  over  the  travertine.  McLaughlin 
and  Burr,  architects. 

General  Taylor  Elementary  School:  Approxi- 
mately 1,000  square  feet  of  English  bath  stone 
substituted  for  artificial  stone.  Saving  in  price, 
$900.  Bath  stone  valued  at  $1,500,  which  was 
obtained  for  $600.  Schoolhouse  Department 
architects. 

General  Edwards  School:  Approximately  1,000 
feet  of  English  bath  stone  used  contrary  to  specifi- 
cation, all  of  which  has  been  ordered  removed  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Construction,  Department 
of  School  Buildings,  and  payment  stopped  on  the 
contract  until  this  is  accomplished. 

I  find  that  but  approximately  6,065  square  feet 
of  English  bath  stone,  at  a  cost  of  $6,200,  has  been 
used  instead  of  $75,000,  as  charged  in  the  com- 
munication, According  to  Mr.  Rourke,  Super- 
intendent of  Construction,  Department  of  School 
Buildings,  no  English  bath  stone  is  specified  in  any 
contemplated  construction. 

American  products  are  used  in  all  municipal 
construction,  where  possible,  with  preference  given 
those  of  Massachusetts  and  New  England.  This 
policy  will  be  maintained  and  department  heads 
have  been  so  instructed.

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  in  the  short 
time  I  had  to  peruse  the  different  legislative 
matters  here  referred  to,  pertaining  to  the  tax- 
payers of  the  City  of  Boston,  I  found  at  least  one 
with  no  provision  made  giving  the  City  Council 
the  right  to  accept  this  act.  In  other  words, 
when  the  Legislature  passes  the  act,  for  which 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston  must  pay,  the  City 
Council  has  nothing  further  to  do  with  it.  It  is 
then  entirely  left  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Treasurer.  So  I  am  going  to  move  you,  sir,  that 
we  amend  every  proposed  piece  of  legislation 
there  which  needs  amending  in  order  to  preserve 
our  powers  properly.  I  think  the  City  Cierk  can 
tell  which  ones  need  amending.  I  think  there 
should  be  an  amendment  to  the  effect  that  upon 
the  passage  of  the  act  by  the  Legislature  there 
must  be  an  acceptance  by  the  Boston  City  Council. 

Coun.  KELLY  moved  to  amend  the  resolutions 
wherever  necessary  by  adding  a  proviso  that  the 
legislation  asked  for  should  contain  a  referendum 
to  the  City  Council. 

The  amendment  of  Coun.  Kelly  was  adopted, 
and  the  resolutions  as  amended  were  passed. 


PROPOSED   REINSTATEMENT   OF 
JAMES  J.   TANSEY. 

Coun.  GLEASON  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  authorizing 
the  reinstatement  of  James  J.  Tansey  in  the 
Department  of  School  Buildings,  formerly  the 
Schoolhouse  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
provided  that  said  legislation  includes  a  referen- 
dum to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

The  resolution  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule  on  motion  of  Coun.  GLEASON. 


POSITION   OF  LEGAL  ADVISER   TO   CITY 
COUNCIL. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered.  That  the  position  of  legal  adviser  iu 
the  City  Council  be  hereby  established,  at  a  salary 


to  be  determined  by  the  members  thereof,  whose 
duty  it  will  be  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  City 
Council  at  the  State  House  on  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
also  to  give  legal  advice  and  render  opinions  to 
any  member  of  the  City  Council  requesting 
same  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  transaction  of 
the  city's  business. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  the  reason  for 
the  introduction  of  this  order  is  the  fact  that  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  has  a  legislative 
agent  at  Beacon  Hill  to  whom  the  taxpayers  pay 
So, 000  a  year.  We  also  have  a  Corporation 
Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  whom  we  pay 
-510,500  or  $11,000  a  year,  to  look  out  for  the 
rights  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  city.  But  it  seems 
that  in  the  past  year  about  all  the  Corporation 
Counsel  has  done,  as  far  as  the  Legislature  was 
concerned,  was  to  protect  the  rights  of  his  Honor 
the  Mayor.  I  feel  that  this  honorable  body  of 
twenty-two  members  should  have  a  legislative 
agent  on  Beacon  Hill  to  protect  the  rights  of  the 
City  Council.  I  need  only  to  call  your  atten- 
tion, Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  Council,  to 
recent  legislation  of  this  past  year.  First,  there 
was  the  East  Boston  Strandway,  some  of  the 
members  of  this  body  voting  to  accept  the  act, 
feeling  that  in  the  near  future  they  would  have  the 
right  to  act  upon,  either  passing  or  rejecting,  a 
loan  order;  and  after  we  had  passed  it  we  found 
to  our  surprise  that  we  had  nothing  further  to 
do  with  it,  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  his  little 
chap  down  on  the  first  floor,  the  City  Treasurer, 
were  the  ones;  that  the  minute  after  we  had 
accepted  the  act  we  were  completely  out  of  it. 
Then,  of  course,  you  all  remember  the  courthouse 
act,  which  we  have  had  before  us  within  a  few- 
weeks,  under  which  $5,000,000  was  to  be  ex- 
pended for  the  construction  of  the  courthouse, 
$3,500,000  of  which  was  to  be  paid  by  the  tax- 
payers of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  remember  well 
that  all  the  power  we  had  in  regard  to  that  par- 
ticular act  was  to  accept  or  reject  the  act,  and  then 
the  Mayor  of  Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the 
City  Treasurer — mind  you,  another  $10,000 
appointive  official — was  to  say  whether  or  when 
the  courthouse  of  Boston  could  be  started.  But, 
while  the  state  paid  but  $1,500,000  towards  the 
construction,  the  act  provided  that  the  Governor 
and  his  Council  would  also  have  power  to  approve 
the  loan  order.  We,  as  a  City  Council,  should 
have  been  equally  recognized  in  that  bill.  But 
when  we  have  up  there,  in  the  present  Corporation 
Counsel,  a  man  whose  sole  ambition  is  to  protect 
the  Chief  Executive  of  the  city,  he  himself  being 
an  appointee  of  that  Chief  Executive,  I  say  that 
our  interests  and  rights  are  not  protected,  but 
that  we  need  a  legislative  counsel  to  protect  our 
rights.  Many  times  we  have  matters  come 
before  us  here  in  executive  session,  and  have  to 
send  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City 
of  Boston  to  get  advice  upon  them.  Many  times 
a  right  and  fair  opinion  rendered  on  a  matter 
would  perhaps  be  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the 
Chief  Executive  of  our  city.  In  spite  of  that 
fact,  the  only  person  we  have  to  send  for  is  Mr. 
Samuel  Silverman,  having  him  come  down  here  and 
render  an  opinion,  and  we  know  that  in  opinions 
he  has  rendered  to  us  he  has  not  been  fair  and 
has  not  protected  our  rights.  I  don't  suppose 
we  should  pay  much  attention  to  that  particular 
gentleman  at  11  Beacon  street,  the  head  of  the 
Law  Department.  Surely  he  does  not  respect 
this  honorable  body.  So  one  of  my  reasons 
for  introducing  this  order  is  that  in  the  future  he 
will  respect  our  legislative  counsel  if  he  does  not 
respect  us.  Within  about  three  weeks  Samuel 
Silverman  attended  a  banquet  within  the  confines 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  told  the  newly  elected 
member  of  the  City  Council  who  had  his  friends 
gathered  there  that  he  was  about  to  join  a  group 
of  men  one  half  of  whom  thought  they  knew  some- 
thing, and  the  other  half  didn't  know  anything. 
Of  course,  I  do  not  need  to  apologize  to  Mr. 
Silverman  for  speaking  behind  his  back,  because 
I  told  him  to  his  face  what  I  thought  of  him. 
But  I  do  think  he  owes  to  the  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  elected  to  come  here  by 
their  constituents,  a  public  apology  for  his  state- 
ment. I  recall  Mr.  Silverman  out  in  Dorchester 
years  ago.  He  ran  for  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives. After  a  few  contests  he  was  finally  success- 
ful, but  when  he  came  up  for  a  second  term  trie 
people  repudiated  him,  sent  him  back  to  private 
life.  That  is  the  kind  of  appointive  official  we 
have  in  that  office,  criticizing  the  twenty-two 
members   of   this   body,   eighteen   of   whom   have 
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successfully  passed  the  test  of  re-election  one  or 
more  times,  being  more  honored  by  their  con- 
stituency in  that  respect  as  members  of  this  body 
than  Mr.  Silverman  in  the  past.  I  claim — 
and  I  do  not  make  any  reference  to  myself  in'this 
statement — that  there  are  members  of  this  Council 
who  have  forgotten  more  law  accidentally  than 
Mr.  Samuel  Silverman  will  ever  know  purposely. 
I  say  it  is  time  that  this  gentleman  was  summoned 
down  here  and  taught  to  respect  the  twenty-two 
members  of  this  Council.  I  feel  that  the  members 
of  the  Legislature,  if  this  matter  is  brought  to  their 
attention,  will  in  their  fairness  give  to  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  the  right,  after 
accepting  any  act  passed  by  the  Legislature  and 
submitted  to  them  for  acceptance,  to  also  later 
approve  of  the  loan  order  that  is  necessary  to  put  it 
into  effect.  I  now  see  why  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
wanted  his  own  little  particular  pet  as  City 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  twenty- 
two  members  of  this  Council,  in  my  estimation, 
are  twenty-two  times  as  great  and  powerful  as  the 
Chief  Executive  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I 
think  I  am  perhaps  putting  the  figure  very  small. 
Certainly,  I  feel  that  we  are  entitled  to  considera- 
tion. We  are  the  fellows  who  had  to  bear  the 
brunt;  we  are  the  fellows  who  may  seek  another 
term  in  the  City  Council,  whereas  the  Chief 
Executive,  after  he  gets  through  the  next  two 
years  cannot  come  before  the  public  again  as  a 
candidate  for  Mayor.  But  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  can  come  before  the  public,  and  they 
are  held  responsible  for  every  expenditure  made 
by  the  City  Council.  If  we  do  not  look  out  for 
ourselves,  if  we  do  not  protect  our  rights,  as  we 
are  entitled  to  do,  we  must  suffer  the  consequences 
when  we  go  before  our  people.  I  think,  inasmuch 
as  the  City  Council  is  comprised  of  two  branches, 
the  upper  one  consisting  unfortunately  but  of  one 
member,  while  we,  the  lower  branch,  consist  of 
the  twenty-two  members  of  this  body,  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  should  insist  that  the  Mayor 
approve  of  this  order,  giving  us  legislative  counsel 
to  protect  our  rights  on  Beacon  Hill  and  also  to 
protect  our  rights  in  executive  session,  or  wherever 
our  rights  as  representatives  of  the  people  of  the 
City  of  Boston  need  protection.  I  move,  there- 
fore, a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

The  order  was  declared  passed  under  suspension 
of  the  rule. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  KELLY  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  unanimous  consent 
to  change  my  order  with  regard  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  legislative  counsel  for  this  body.  I  wish 
to  amend  it,  after  consultation  with  the  City 
Clerk,  so  as  to  establish  the  salary  of  such  counsel 
at  $5,000  per  year,  the  same  as  is  at  present  paid 
legislative  counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  to 
have  our  legislative  counsel,  acting  for  the  Coun- 
cil, elected  by  majority  vote  of  the  City  Council. 

The  vote  adopting  the  order  was  reconsidered, 
and  the  question  came  on  the  amendments  offered 
by  Coun.  Kelly. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  think 
that  this  has  gone  about  far  enough.  We  voted 
for  the  order  as  it  was  introduced,  and  I  doubt 
if  the  member  was  really  sincere.  I  want  to 
know  why  this  Council  needs  any  more  official 
positions  connected  with  it.  Everybody  is  talk- 
ing about  cutting  salaries  and  reducing  expenses, 
and  why  should  we  now  create  a  needless  and 
unwarranted  position?  I  certainly  cannot  under- 
stand why  we  should.  The  City  Council  needs  no 
legislative  counsel  to  advise  it.  I  think  we  can 
advise  ourselves  pretty  well  as  far  as  legislation 
is  concerned.  It  is  up  to  us  to  watch  the  legis- 
lation that  goes  through  affecting  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  when  a  member  proposes  the  creation 
of  a  position  of  this  sort,  at  a  salary  of  $5,000 
a  year,  certainly  it  is  not  to  be  taken  seriously. 
There  are  other  needs  of  more  importance  to  the 
welfare  of  this  city  than  creating  more  positions 
that  are  not  needed.  I  certainly  do  not  believe 
at  this  time  in  voting  for  any  such  salary,  any 
more  than  I  feel  like  voting  for  any  such  position. 
I  did  not  believe  in  the  order  when  it  was  intro- 
duced and  voted  against  it  on  the  voice  vote. 
A  couple  of  members  near  me  said,  "It  does  not 
amount  to  anything,  and  what  is  the  sense  of 
taking  up  a  lot  of  time  of  the  Council?"  I  do 
feel,  however,  that  no  such  order  should  be  passed, 
that  if  there  is  any  money  to  be  spent  there  are 
other  ways  in  which  it  is  certainly  more  important 
to  spend  it  than  for  legislative  counsel  for  the 
Council.  Our  Committee  on  Legislative  Affairs, 
comprised  of  members  of  the  City  Council,  can 


look  after  matters  on  Beacon  Hill.  When  matters 
come  up  that  affect  the  City  Council  or  the  City 
of  Boston  it  is  our  duty  to  look  them  up.  We 
can  readily  see  and  understand  what  is  right  and 
what  is  not  right.  We  have  had  some  experience 
in  such  matters,  and  I  think  we  can  certainly 
profit  by  it.  We  do  not  need  any  such  advice. 
For  many  years  we  had  a  City  Solicitor  and  a 
Corporation  Counsel.  In  thooe  days  supposedly 
one  represented  the  Council  and  one  the  Mayor. 
But  the  law  was  changed,  and  the  City  Solicitor 
was  wiped  out.  There  are  other  more  serious 
matters  confronting  us  than  creating  a  position 
of  this  sort,  in  my  opinion.  It  is  absolutely  not 
needed,  particularly  in  these  times,  when  there 
are  so  many  struggling  to  get  a  livelihood  and 
when  there  are  so  many  people  walking  the  streets 
out  of  employment.  No  doubt  a  large  portion 
of  the  people  in  the  gallery  today  are  out  of  em- 
ployment. People  are  demanding  relief  from 
taxes.  They  cannot  pay  their  taxes.  Men  own- 
ing property  do  not  receive  their  rents,  and  this 
Council,  in  the  face  of  that  condition,  to  my  mind, 
certainly  should  not  pass  any  such  order  as  this 
today,  to  create  a  position  that  is  absolutely 
needless  and  unwarranted,  a  position  that  would 
be  absolutely  nothing  but  a  sinecure  in  any  event. 
Somebody  would  undoubtedly  be  appointed  for 
his  good  looks  or  equally  important  reason,  and 
after  he  got  the  job  would  be  simply  a  charge 
upon  the  city  treasury  of  $5,000  a  year;  and  after 
he  got  the  job,  as  is  getting  so  popular  nowadays, 
he  would  probably  hold  a  banquet  and  charge 
the  people  who  went  to  it  $5  a  plate.  There  is 
nothing  more  ridiculous  than  the  way  this  sort 
of  thing  is  going  today,  in  my  opinion.  If  a  man 
gets  a  good  job  he  is  not  content  with  that,  but 
wants  to  hold  a  banquet.  I,  for  one,  do  not 
approve  of  it.  I  believe  it  is  an  outrageous  prop- 
osition. I  certainly  am  not  going  to  vote  today 
in  favor  of  the  creation  of  any  such  needless  posi- 
tion with  a  salary  of  $5,000  a  year. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  CURTIS,  the  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules.

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  the  order  of  the  City 
Council: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
compensate,  in  conformity  with  law,  those  police 
officers  forced  to  work  extra  hours  under  orders 
now  in  force," — 

I  would  say  that  this  order  as  passed  by  the 
Council  is  not  clear,  first  the  words  "in  conformity 
with  law."  Practically  all  officers  of  this  depart- 
ment work  a  very  considerable  number  of  hours 
overtime  every  year,  for  which  I  am  not  authorized 
to  pay  them.  The  nature  of  police  work  necessi- 
tates this  extra  police  protection  due  to  parades, 
emergencies  and  circumstances  which  are  con- 
stantly arising. 

As  I  have  said  in  the  past,  I  believe  it  is  im- 
possible and  undesirable  to  have  police  officers 
work  on  the  time  clock  system  ordinarily  used  in 
industry.  I  know  of  no  way  to  compensate  police 
officers  for  working  extra  hours.  The  proper 
method  for  compensating  police  officers  is  to  pay 
them  sufficient  wages  to  compensate  them  for  the 
work  which  they  may  be  called  upon  at  any  time 
to  perform,  and  then  distribute  the  extra  work 
fairly  and  equitably. 

Further,  the  words  "extra  hours  under  orders 
now  in  force."  Just  what  these  words  refer  to  is 
not  clear.  Some  of  the  members  of  this  depart- 
ment are  almost  always  working  extra  hours  at 
any  one  particular  time,  and  are  under  orders. 
This  department  has  put  in  many  hours  of  extra 
duty,  for  example,  during  the  recent  dock  strike 
that  has  just  terminated  in  the  city,  members  of 
this  department  performed  45,000  hours  of  extra 
duty,  for  which  they  received  no  additional  com- 
pensation. Situations  are  constantly  arising 
which  require  extra  hours  of  work  of  all  members 
of  this  department  who  have  cheerfully  rendered 
their  services  as  police  officers  whenever  the 
necessity  has  arisen.

APPROPRIATIONS    FOR    CITY    HOSPITAL. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  18,  1932. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  am  advised  by  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  that  in 
order  to  complete  the  construction  program  author- 
ized under  chapter  237  of  the  Acts  of  1928,  the 
sum  of  $1,026,000  should  be  appropriated  at  this 
time.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
legislative  act  previously  mentioned,  fifty  per  cent 
of  the  required  appropriation  will  be  issued  within 
the  debt-incurring  power  of  the  city,  and  the 
balance,  outside  the  statutory  limit  of  indebted- 
ness. The  projects  included  in  this  recommen- 
dation are  as  follows: 

New  Pathological  Building $650,000 

Power  Plant  Improvements 246,000 

New  Laundry  Building 84,000 

Tunnel  for  Hospital  Buildings 46,000 

The  construction  of  the  Pathological  Building 
should  be  started  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  that 
the  old  building  may  be  demolished,  leaving  room 
for  the  construction  of  a  new  Surgical,  Operating 
and  Ward  Building  on  the  site  now  occupied  by 
the  old  building. 

Because  of  the  increased  demands  on  the  power 
plant  of  the  hospital  resulting  from  new  construc- 
tion, further  additions  and  improvements  are  im- 
perative. During  1932  the  following  improve- 
ments should  be  made:  New  chimney,  new  oil 
tanks,  two  new  boilers,  and  general  reconstruction. 


On  January  12  bids  were  opened  for  the  New 
Laundry  Building.  Eleven  bids  were  received, 
the  lowest  of  which  was  $257,500.  At  the  present 
time  $186,000  is  available  for  the  construction 
of  this  building,  and  in  order  to  award  the  con- 
tract under  the  bids  received,  it  is  estimated  an 
additional  appropriation  of  $84,000  will  be 
required. 

When  the  original  appropriation  was  made  in 
1930  the  requirements  in  the  building  for  special 
ventilation,  special  piping,  chutes,  carriers,  and 
othjer  labor-saving  devices  were  not  fully  developed. 

Further,  since  that  time  the  ultimate  bed  capac- 
ity of  the  hospital  has  been  increased  from  1,800 
to  2,100,  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  enlarge  the 
plans  of  the  Laundry  Building  in  order  to  provide 
for  this  increase  in  capacity. 

In  order  that  new  buildings  now  under  con- 
struction may  be  properly  connected  with  the 
regular  hospital  plant,  it  is  desirable  that  a  tunnel 
be  constructed  to  connect  the  main  buildings 
with  the  Pathological  and  Laundry  Buildings. 

I  submit  herewith  the  necessary  appropriation 
orders,  and  respectfully  recommend  their  adoption 
by  your  honorable  body.

President  GALLAGHER  called  up,  under 
unfinished  business,  No.  5  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

5.  Ordered.  That  to  provide  temporarily  money 
to  meet  the  appropriations  for  the  financial  year 
1932.  the  City  Treasurer  issue  and  sell,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  amounts  as  he  may  deem  best, 
notes  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City  of 
Boston  not  exceeding  thirty  million  dollars  in  the 
total,  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  current 
municipal  year;  that  all  such  notes  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  be  dated  the  day  the  money  for  the 
same  is  received,  be  made  payable  with  the  in- 
terest thereon  within  one  year  of  their  date  from 
the  taxes  of  the  year  1932,  and  bear  interest  from 
their  date  until  the  same  are  made  payable  at  such 
rate  as  the  City  Auditor,  the  City  Treasurer  and 
the  Mayor  may  determine. 

On  January  4,  1932,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  22. 

The  order  was  given  its  second  and  final  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  19,  nays  0. 


AUTOMATIC  ANNUAL  INCREASES. 

Coun.  RUBY  and  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  goes 

on  record  as  opposing  the  plan  of  his  Honor  the 

Mayor  to  cancel  for  this  year  the  automatic  annual 

increase  in  the  wages  of  policemen  and  firemen. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  believe  that 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  doing  a  wonderful  j  ob  in  his 
advocacy  of  the  strictest  economy  for  the  present 
year,  and  I  believe  he  has  done  yeoman  work  with 
reference  to  the  distribution  of  welfare  assistance 
to  the  unfortunates  of  our  city.  But,  in  my 
opinion,  there  are  times  when  there  can  be  such 
a  thing  as  a  mistake  in  the  practice  of  certain 
economies  even  in  a  city  such  as  ours.  I  believe 
that  the  uniformed  members  of  the  Fire  and  Police 
Departments  when  they  receive  their  appoint- 
ments are  guided  by  certain  representations  with 
reference  to  what  will  follow  the  appointment.  A 
police  officer  when  first  appointed  receives  the  sum 
of  $1,600  a  year,  and  he  is  told  that  he  can  hope,  if 
he  remains  a  member  of  the  Police  Department  for 
six  years,  to  receive  the  highest  possible  amount  of 
salary  that  can  be  received  by  a  member  of  the 
department,  in  the  munificent  sum  of  $2,100  a  year. 
So  he  goes  to  work  for  the  City  of  Boston  at  $1,600. 
a  year  and  after  deducting  the  four  per  cent  he  is 
required  to  contribute  to  the  pension  system  his 
salary  is  $28  a  week,  or  $4  a  day.  He  works  for 
that  amount  with  the  hope  that  he  will  receive  in- 
creases from  year  to  year,  so  that  when  he  receives 
the  maximum  he  will  get  a  salary  of  $2,100,  or 
approximately,  after  the  proper  reductions,  about 
$36  a  week,  or  $5  a  day.  I  sometimes  wonder, 
even  in  these  times  of  emergency,  why  under  'the 
circumstances  such  jobs  are  attractive;  and 
remember  that  this  salary  has  been  in  effect  for  a 
number  of  years,  that  there  has  not  been  an  in- 
crease for  patrolmen  in  the  Police  Department 
certainly  in  our  time  here.  That  is,  after  six  years, 
with  increases  of  $100  a  year,  he  arrives  at  a 
maximum  of  $2,100,  and  if  >the  present  move  goes 
into  effect,  even  though  this  may  be  his  sixth  year, 
he  will  receive  but  $2,000.  I  believe  that  any 
man  wearing  a  uniform  or  any  man  in  the  employ 
of  the  City  of  Boston  should  receive  at  least  $5  a 
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day  for  a  day's  work,  and  that  is  practically  the 
maximum  amount  for  those  so  employed  in  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments.  We  should  bear  in 
mind  the  fact  that  no  other  employee  of  the  City 
of  Boston  is  required  to  do  more  than  a  day's  work 
of  eight  hours  without  receiving  an  additional 
cent  of  remuneration.  A  police  officer  works  his 
usual  eight  hours,  anyway,  and  in  case  of 
emergency,  such  as  we  saw  a  few  weeks  ago  in 
the  longshoremen's  difficulty,  men  out  doing 
active  duty  on  the  street  for  their  full  day,  were 
compelled  to  remain  in  the  station  house  to  meet 
any  emergency  that  might  arise,  and  for  that 
they  received  no  compensation.  During  our 
election  periods,  the  police  who  are  supposed  to 
take  charge  of  the  polling  places  in  the  precincts 
receive  no  extra  compensation.  When  parades 
are  held  in  Boston  or  when  other  duties  are  neces- 
sary requiring  the  police  to  do  extra  work,  they 
get  no  compensation  for  it  beyond  their  usual 
salaries.  In  other  words,  they  are  peace-time 
soldiers  doing  twenty-four  hours  of  duty  a  day; 
and  I  think  in  a  city  such  as  ours,  even  in  such 
times  as  these  where  the  strictest  economy  must 
be  practiced,  we  should  recognize  the  principle  of  a 
fair  day's  pay  of  S5  or  So. 25  to  men  wearing  the 
policeman's  or  fireman's  uniform.  Let  me  re- 
mind you,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  that  the 
maximum  pay  of  a  police  officer  in  Boston  is  S400 
less  than  the  minimum  pay  for  the  same  kind 
of  police  officer  in  the  city  of  New  York  and  S900 
less  than  the  maximum  for  the  New  York  police- 
man, and  I  believe  that  our  men  do  as  much,  if  not 
more  work  in  the  performance  of  their  duty. 
If  there  were  a  tremendous  amount  of  money 
involved  in  this  situation  there  might  be  a  different 
argument;  but,  after  all,  taking  the  figures  given 
to  me  this  afternoon  by  the  Budget  Commis- 
sioner, there  are  only  530  patrolmen  in  Boston 
who  have  not  reached  their  maximum,  and  there 
are  only  203  privates  in  the  Fire  Department 
who  have  not  received  their  maximum.  So  that 
the  amount  involved  for  the  733  men  will  mean 
an  expenditure  of  little  over  $73,000 — or,  taking 
the  figures  which  we  are  accustomed  to  use  in 
comparison  with  the  tax  rate,  not  more  than  3 
cents  in  a  thousand  dollars  on  the  tax  rate  of 
our  city.  I  believe  that  the  2,200  men  doing 
police  duty  in  Boston,  plus  the  2,000  or  more 
men  in  the  Fire  Department,  are  doing  a  special 
kind  of  work  where  they  must  be  kept  at  least 
satisfied  in  so  far  as  any  agreements  that  may  have 
been  made  with  them  expressedly  or  impliedly 
are  concerned,  and  I  believe  it  would  be  unwise 
economy  to  stop  the  step-rate  increase  this  year, 
because,  after  all,  it  is  not  an  increase  in  pay  in 
the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word.  It  is  simply 
carrying  out  an  implied  agreement  with  the  men 
who  have  gone  to  work  in  our  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  that  they  will  obtain  a  certain  salary 
at  the  end  of  a  certain  period  of  time.  It  is  not 
like  the  increases  that  might  be  given  in  other 
departments,  and  I  was  rather  surprised  at  reading 
an  editorial  in  one  of  the  leading  papers  of  the  city 
this  morning  criticizing  those  of  us  who  feel  that 
we  ought  to  stand  by  these  faithful  public  servants 
with  whom  these  implied  agreements  have  been 
made.  Certainly,  the  burden  of  having  satisfied 
employees  in  Boston  rests  somewhat  upon  this 
Council,  and  we  ought  to  be  sure  that  certain  steps 
which  are  proposed  to  be  taken  are  steps  in  the 
right  direction.  While  I  will  commend  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  for  the  valuable  work  he  is  doing,  both 
in  the  line  of  economy  and  in  the  supervision  of 
public  wefare,  which  in  my  personal  opinion  is 
second  to  no  such  effort  in  this  country  today, 
having  in  mind  the  manner  and  method  in  which 
the  money  has  been  distributed,  nevertheless,  I 
think,  Mr.  President,  that  the  members  of  this 
body  should  ask  that  the  practice  of  economy 
should  not  be  extended  to  a  point  which  will  take 
away  from  these  men  the  $73,000  which,  in  my 
opinion,  is  justly  due  them.  I  ask  for  a  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  resolution. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I,  too,  have  an 
order  which  I  intended  to  present  here,  reading  as 
follows: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  reconsider  his  decision  and  allow  the 
members  of  the  Boston  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments, who  do  not  receive  the  maximum  of  $2,100 
in  salary,  to  receive  the  $100  increase  which  they 
were  promised  when  they  joined  these  depart- 
ments." 

I  had  intended  to  introduce  this  order  but,  inas- 
much as  the  councilor  from  the  neighboring  ward 


has  introduced  a  resolve  similar  to  this,  and  inas- 
much as  I  am  in  accord  with  everything  he  has 
said,  I  am  going  to  ask,  with  his  consent,  that  his 
resolve  be  made  a  joint  resolve,  offered  by  Coun- 
cilor Ruby  and  Councilor  Kelly. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President.  I  have  no  objec- 
tion. 

(It  was  agreed  that  the  resolve  offered  by  Coun. 
Ruby  should  be  considered  a  joint  resolve  offered 
by  Coun.  Ruby  and  Coun.  Kelly.) 

Coun.  KELLY — Now,  Mr.  President,  just  a 
few  words  on  some  of  the  matters  I  was  going  to 
discuss  if  I  had  introduced  this  order  of  mine 
today.  I  feel  that  when  these  men  came  to  work 
for  the  City  of  Boston  at  $1,600  a  year,  it  was 
agreed  by  the  city,  and  the  promise  was  made, 
that  they  would  receive  $100  additional  each 
succeeding  year,  until  the  maximum  of  $2,100 
was  reached.  I  believe,  therefore,  that  it  would 
establish  a  bad  precedent  for  the  City  of  Boston 
not  to  comply  with  that  promise  made  to  these 
men  entering  the  employ  of  the  city.  I  believe 
when  such  a  promise  is  made  by  any  department 
to  any  men  or  women  entering  the  employ  of  the 
city,  it  should  be  carried  out.  I  have  a  few  sta- 
tistics from  neighboring  cities  and  towns,  and  I 
find  no  other  city  or  town  in  this  state  where  the 
step-rate  is  employed  which  is  considered  cutting 
it  out  this  year.  I  have  also  been  surprised  to 
find  out  that  in  the  city  of  Cambridge,  when  a 
police  patrolman  goes  to  work,  he  starts  at  $1,782.50 
a  year,  while  here  in  Boston  they  start  at  but 
$1,600 — in  Boston,  the  capital  city  of  the  state. 
I  find  that  in  the  second  year  a  patrolman  in  the 
city  of  Cambridge  receives  $200  more,  making 
$1,982.50,  and  in  the  third  year  he  receives  a 
little  better  than  $200,  making  a  maximum  of 
$2,190  per  year.  In  other  words,  he  works  there 
two  years  to  get  the  maximum,  which  happens 
to  be  $90  more  a  year  than  is  paid  to  a  patrolman 
in  the  Boston  Police  Department.  I  find  that 
in  the  small  town  of  Belmont  they  start  a  police 
officer  in  at  $1,900  a  year,  that  the  second  year 
he  gets  $2,000  a  year,  and  the  third  year  $2,100, 
and  then  the  fourth  year  they  give  him  $2,200  a 
year.  In  other  words,  a  police  officer  in  the  town 
of  Belmont  receives  in  his  fourth  year  S100  more 
than  a  patrolman  in  the  City  of  Boston  receives 
in  six  years.  I  certainly  do  not  think  that  is 
fair.  In  the  town  of  Watertown,  they  think 
enough  of  the  protection  of  the  lives  and  safety 
of  the  public  to  start  the  men  in  at  what  we  give 
our  men  as  a  maximum.  They  give  them  $2,100 
a  year  the  first  year  they  go  to  work,  and  the 
second  year  they  receive  the  maximum  of  $2,200 
a  year.  In  the  town  of  Milton  they  start  their 
men  at  $1,700  a  year,  and  they  are  raised  each 
year  until  they  reach  a  maximum  of  $2,200.  I 
have  consulted  with  the  officials  in  these  different 
towns  and  cities  and  they  say  that  the  men  who 
come  under  this  step-rate  proposition  are  not 
going  to  be  cut  this  year.  I  certainly  don't  think 
it  is  fair  that  they  should  be.  I  think  we  should 
also  take  official  notice  of  the  fact  that  the  police- 
men and  firemen  have  been  donating  regularly 
to  our  unemployment  fund  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  Public  Welfare  Fund.  I  think  we  must  take 
that  into  consideration  when  we  now  ask  that 
this  step-rate  be  allowed  this  year  as  in  previous 
years.  We  must  also  remember,  in  connection 
with  the  recent  Police  Ball  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
that  the  Police  Department  agreed  for  the  first 
time  in  history  to  give  $20,000  of  their  earnings 
from  the  Police  Ball  to  the  unemployment  fund 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  claim  that  the  City  of 
Boston  is  in  bad  enough  shape  as  it  is,  and  let  us 
at  least  encourage  these  men  who  are  defending 
our  lives  and  property,  the  men  in  the  Fire  and 
Police  Departments.  Let  us  at  least  show  them 
that  we  stand  back  of  them,  that  we  are  not  going 
to  carry  this  economy  measure  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  deprive  them  of  the  increases  that  the  city 
promised  them  when  they  went  to  work.  I  think 
it  is  poor  policy  to  cut  these  men,  and  I  do  not 
hesitate  to  go  on  record  as  saying  that  we  should 
pass  this  resolve — which  is  a  joint  resolve — under 
suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  would  offer 
an  amendment  to  the  joint  resolve, which  I  trust 
will  be  agreeable  to  both  Councilor  Kelly  and 
Councilor  Ruby — 

"That 'the  Police  Commissioner,  the  Budget 
Commissioner,  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
called  before  the  Executive  Committee  in  regard 
to  the  step-rate  increase  in  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments." 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  de- 
clare the  amendment  out  of  order,  the  question 
being  on  the  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  would  appear 
to  me  that  what  we  are  debating  this  afternoon 
is  simply  a  question  of  economy  on  the  part  of 
his  Honor  the  Mayor.  Could  I  for  a  minute 
believe  that  he  was  consistent  and  was  really 
in  earnest,  I  would  vote  against  the  sliding  scale. 
But  I  cannot  allow  myself  to  believe  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  is  consistent  and  in  earnest, 
when,  after  coming  out  in  public  statements  and 
orders  to  department  heads  to  cut  out  lead  pencils, 
to  cut  out  the  roping  of  streets,  $1,500,  to  cut  out ' 
public  documents,  representing  a  few  thousand 
dollars,  and  then  comes  out  in  the  same  breath 
and  says,  "I  am  going  to  spend  $35,000,000 
this  year  for  public  improvements."  Oh,  why 
cannot  he  be  consistent?  He  comes  out  and 
accuses  Police  Commissioner  Hultman  of  using 
Japanese  vellum  paper,  at  $2  a  pound,  although 
within  a  few  short  months  there  were  spent  thou- 
sands of  dollars  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  the 
entertainment  of  the  Japanese  prince  at  one  of 
the  leading  hotels  in  the  City  of  Boston.  So, 
why  should  we  allow  ourselves  to  deprive  these 
men,  who  entered  the  service  of  the  City  of  Boston 
with  the  understanding  that  within  five  years  they 
would  receive  $2,100  a  year,  of  the  raise  that  they 
have  a  right  to  expect  under  that  promise  this 
year?  In  New  York  the  maximum  is  $50  a  week, 
in  Los  Angeles  $54  a  week,  in  Baltimore,  a  city 
of  about  the  same  size  as  Boston,  $45  a  week,  while 
in  our  city  the  firemen  and  policemen  have  to  go  to 
work  for  $1,600  a  year  and  are  ultimately  raised 
to  only  $2,100.  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  President  and 
members  of  the  Council,  that  just  so  long  as  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  will  allow  money  to  be  spent  in 
building  lagoons  and  riverways,  placing  beautiful 
flower  gardens  in  the  Fens,  and  just  so  long  as  he 
will  allow  the  departments  of  the  City  of  Boston 
to  reek  with  graft  and  corruption,  I  cannot  allow 
myself  to  believe  that  he  is  sincere  when  he  says, 
"I  am  not  going  to  give  these  city  employees  this 
step  increase  this  year,  because  it  is  going  to  cost 
$72,000  a  year."  Why,  Mr.  President,  $72,000 
is  nothing  but  a  drop  in  the  bucket.  Frank  Good- 
win says  that  the  Mohawk  Packing  Company 
steals  $125,000  a  year,  and  you  don't  hear  the 
Mayor  say,  "We  are  going  to  stop  the  Mohawk 
Packing  Company  from  doing  business."  Oh, 
no,  but  he  wants  to  deprive  these  firemen  and 
policemen  of  that  to  which  they  are  justly  entitled. 
I  say  to  the  members  of  this  Council  that  it  is 
about  time  that  we  brought  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
to  his  milk.  I  know  that  this  resolve  is  going  to 
pass,  because  it  is  probably  a  popular  one.  That 
is,  we  might  think  it  is,  although  on  the  other 
hand  the  outside  public  think  it  is  unpopular. 
But  I  am  voting  for  it  on  the  merits  of  the  case. 
I  firmly  believe  that  any  fireman  or  policeman 
who  risks  his  life  in  the  performance  of  his  duty 
is  entitled  to  some  recompense.  Over  the  week 
end  what  happened?  Six  hold-ups,  twenty  breaks, 
twenty-three  motor  cars  stolen.  Instead  of 
refusing  to  give  these  men  what  they  are  justly 
entitled  to,  the  Mayor  ought  to  try  to  take  steps 
to  see  that  400  more  men  are  placed  on  the  Police 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston.  But  what 
do  we  see  done?  In  the  City  Hospital  they  have 
installed  six  new  refrigerators — and  I  don't  know 
the  cost  of  them,  and  have  put  on  burglar  alarms, 
so  that  if  in  the  middle  of  the  night  a  nurse  wants 
to  get  a  little  bite  to  eat  the  alarm  rings  and  the 
supervisor  runs  up  to  see  what  it  is  all  about; 
and  the  next  day  dozens  of  chickens  and  tubs  of 
butter  are  stolen.  Is  that  economy?  I  say  that 
the  time  is  now  ripe  for  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to 
realize  that  this  Council  is  a  power.  If  we  are 
going  to  sit  here  this  afternoon  and  vote  "yes" 
on  this  order  and  then  forget  all  about  it,  we  are 
not  doing  our  duty  by  the  policemen  and  firemen 
of  the  city.  The  only  way  in  which  we  can  do 
our  duty  is  to  say  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  "Unless 
you  grant  this  increase,  some  of  your  pet  projects 
will  not  go  through."  Oh,  $70,000  is  not  a  lot  of 
money.  Why  not  start  at  the  top  of  the  ladder, 
with  the  boys  receiving  $9,000  and  $10,000?  It 
would  not  take  long  then  to  make  up  the  $72,000. 
If  I  remember  correctly,  and  I  think  I  do,  65  per 
cent  of  your  department  heads  have  outside  jobs 
and  are  drawing  incomes  from  other  sources. 
So  I  say  the  place  to  start  is  not  with  the  firemen  and 
policemen.  They  are  entitled  to  what  we  prom- 
ised them  when  they  entered  the  service  of  the 
city.  If  any  men  or  women  must  suffer,  I  say 
that    the    ones    who    should    suffer    are    the    men 


and  women  receiving  large  salaries.  And,  Mr. 
President  and  members  of  the  Council,  when  the 
budget  comes  before  us,  if  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
does  not  allow  this  sliding  scale  increase  to  go 
through,  as  he  should,  I  for  one  stand  ready  to 
introduce  an  ordinance  reducing  the  salaries  of 
department  heads;  and  I  say  to  the  members  of 
the  Council  voting  for  this  resolve  today,  if  you 
are  sincere  in  your  attitude  toward  the  firemen 
and  the  poUcemen  and  the  Mayor  does  not  grant 
what  we  desire,  when  we  propose  to  change  the 
ordinances  I  want  you  to  vote  with  us  in  that 
matter  and  not  against  us. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  you  ruled  my 
proposed  amendment  out  of  order.  I  did  not 
want  to  question  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  as  one 
of  my  first  official  acts.  I  want  to  treat  the  Chair 
with  all  the  courtesy  in  the  world.  But  I  feel, 
after  the  action  that  the  Mayor  took  on  my  order 
of  a  week  ago,  an  order  which  went  through  this 
body  under  suspension  of  the  rule,  asking  for  an 
increase  for  both  policemen  and  firemen,  saying 
that  we  had  no  jurisdiction  in  the  matter,  that 
we  would  have  no  jurisdiction  in  this  matter  of 
step  increases.  That  is  why  I  would  like  to  get 
an  opinion  from  somebody  in  authority  in  regard 
to  that. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  would 
state  that  this  is  simply  a  resolution.  It  reads 
simply  a  resolution.  The  question  is  on  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  does  the  joint 
resolution  of  Councilor  Ruby  and  Councilor 
Kelly  include  firemen  and  policemen? 

President  GALLAGHER— Yes.  Councilors 
Ruby  and  Kelly  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule 
for  the  passage  of  the  resolution. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  agree 
with  most  of  what  has  been  said,  I  think,  but 
I  feel  that  this  is  one  of  the  big  questions  pend- 
ing how  and  that  we  ought  not  to  pass  the  resolu- 
tion under  suspension  of  the  rule.  We  have 
been  told  that  certain  things  were  facts,  and 
it  seems  to  me  to  be  our  duty  to  look  into  those 
facts  a  little  more  carefully  before  we  pass  the 
resolution.  I,  for  one,  would  like  to  know  what 
the  Police  Commissioner  and  the  Budget  Com- 
missioner, for  example,  have  to  say  about  it. 
I  feel  very  sure  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  did 
not  make  a  suggestion  of  this  kind  without  giv- 
ing it  a  great  deal  of  attention.  The  suspen- 
sion of  a  step-rate  of  this  kind  is  something  that 
none  of  us  would  be  inclined  to  favor,  unless 
we  saw  that  there  was  very  strong  reason  for  it. 
We  all  want  to  be  fair  with  the  men  in  the  Police 
Department  and  the  Fire  Department,  but  in 
being  fair  in  times  like  these  we  also  have  to  con- 
sider those  connected  with  private  industries 
who  are  walking  the  streets  looking  for  work  and 
who  regard  anybody  holding  a  steady  job  as 
fortunate.  In  their  eyes  the  employees  of  the 
city  who  are  thus  steadily  employed  are  very 
fortunate.  I  think  this  is  a  matter  that  should 
be  looked  into,  and  I  move,  therefore,  at  this 
time,  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  if  in 
order,  I  would  move  as  an  amendment  to  Coun- 
cilor Curtis'  motion  that  the  matter  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 

President  GALLAGHER — In  order  to  en- 
tertain such  a  motion  the  request  for  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  resolution  will  have 
to  be  first  voted  down.  Councilors  Ruby  and 
Kelly  have  asked  that  the  rule  be  suspended  and 
that  the  resolution  be  adopted  at  this  time. 

The  rule  was  declared  not  suspended.  Coun. 
RUBY  doubted  the  vote,  and  the  rule  was  declared 
not  suspended,  by  a  show  of  hands. 

President  GALLAGHER — It  has  been  moved 
now  that  the  resolution  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  what  was  the 
vote  on  suspension  of  the  rule? 

President     GALLAGHER— Nine  to  six. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  further 
doubt  the  vote  and  ask  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 
There  are  twenty-two  members  here. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President.  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  order,  that  the  member  is  too  late. 
The  matter  has  already  been  decided  and  the 
vote  announced,  and  you  have  put  the  motion 
that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  point  of  order 
is  not  well  taken.  The  question  is  on  suspension 
of  the  rule,  and  the  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 
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The  rule  was  suspended,  and  the  order  passed, 
yeas  16,  nays  6: 

Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke,  Cox, 
Donovan,  Dowd.  Englert,  Fish,  Gallagher,  Gleason, 
Hein,  Kelly,  Murray,  Norton,  Power,  Ruby — 16. 

Nays — Coun.  Curtis,  Fitzgerald,  Green,  Lynch, 
McGrath,  Roberts — 6. 


PETITIONS  FOR    ABATEMENT  OF  TAXES. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  to  expedite 
action  on  petitions  for  abatement  of  taxes  by 
shortening  the  time  from  four  months  to  two 
months,  provided  that  said  legislation  includes  a 
referendum   to   the   Mayor  and   City   Council. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  at  present 
section  6,  chapter  583,  of  the  General  Laws,  gives 
the  Board  of  Assessors  the  time  limit  of  four  months 
in  which  to  pass  upon  a  petition  for  abatement. 
In  my  opinion,  in  a  period  like  this,  when  there 
is  great  suffering  and  hardship  on  the  part  of  per- 
sons who  own  real  estate,  to  wait  four  months 
before  they  can  be  notified  whether  or  not  they 
are  entitled  to  abatement  is  a  hardship.  I  believe 
that  the  time  should  be  shortened.  There  is  at 
present  a  bill  filed  in  the  Legislature  to  cut  this 
period  from  four  months  to  two  months,  which  I 
believe  gives  ample  time  for  the  Board  of  Assessors 
to  make  their  investigation  and  to  pass  upon  any 
petition  that  is  filed  for  abatement.  It  is  my 
understanding  that  since  last  September  there 
has  not  been  an  abatement  granted.  The  Board 
has  made  a  practice  of  using  the  entire  four  months 
which  they  are  allowed  under  this  section  of  the 
law,  and  in  a  great  many  cases  have  not  taken 
any  action,  and  in  many  other  cases  the  petitions 
have  died  through  lack  of  action.  I  believe  at 
such  a  time  as  this  the  people  are  entitled  to 
consideration  of  their  petitions  within  a  short 
period,  and  the  action  now  proposed  in  the  Legis- 
lature would  shorten  the  period  from  four  months 
to  two  months,  which  gives  the  department  ample 
time  to  make  the  necessary  investigation.  I  hope 
the  rule  will  be  suspended  and  that  the  resolution 
will  be  passed. 

The  resolution  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


POLICEMEN  NAMED  FOR  HEROIC 
ACTION. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  reconsider  his  decision  and  allow  the  $25  in- 
crease in  pay  per  year  to  members  of  the  Boston 
Police  Department  who  were  named  and  decorated 
by  the  Police  Commissioner  recently  for  outstand- 
ing heroic  actions. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  was  recently 
very  much  surprised  to  find  that  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  with  graft  going  on  all  around,  stooped 
so  low  as  to  refuse  to  allow  this  $25  increase  to  ten 
members  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  who 
took  their  lives  in  their  hands  to  render  heroic 
service  to  the  public  of  Boston,  service  that  they 
might  easily  have  avoided.  As  I  say,  they  took 
their  lives  in  their  hands  and  some  of  them  were 
wounded,  and  this  $25  increase  is  not  to  be  allowed 
to  them — amounting,  for  these  ten  men,  to  the 
small  sum  of  $250  per  year.  I  was  "flabber- 
gasted" when  I  read  such  a  statement.  It  has 
been  the  policy  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  since  1898 
to  allow  this  $25  to  men  who  were  declared  by  the 
Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
deserve  it.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  has  served 
for  ten  years  as  chief  executive  of  this  city  and 
never  once  before  has  he  refused  to  grant  this  $25 
increase.  Of  course,  we  all  know  that  the  Police 
Commissioner  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston  are  not 
getting  along  together  any  too  well.  They  are  not 
agreeing.  But  that  is  no  reason  why  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston  should  take  out  the  feelings 
that  he  has  against  the  Police  Commissioner 
on  these  ten  heroes.  I  say  this  is  no  place  for 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  show  his  anger,  no  way 
for  him  to  attempt  to  get  even  with  the  Police 
Commissioner.  We  all  know  that  Boston  today 
needs  the  best  protection  it  can  possibly  get,  with 
so  many  gunmen  abroad.  We  want  to  encourage 
our  police  officers,  and  I  think  the  Council  is 
going  on  record  as  favoring  the  members  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  who  are  taking  their 


lives  in  their  hands  and  doing  everything  they 
can  to  apprehend  these  criminals,  these  gun- 
toters,  who  infest  our  city.  We  don't  want  to 
have  them  ducking  into  doorways  and  letting 
the  criminals  get  away.  We  twenty-two  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  want  to  show  them  by  our 
unanimous  vote  today  that  we  appreciate  their 
protection  of  the  public  when  they  take  their 
lives  in  their  hands  and  go  out  and  apprehend 
criminals,  when  they  might  easily  duck  and 
nobody  would  know  the  difference.  There  are 
some  things  that  are  very  funny.  The  man 
who  is  chief  adviser  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  a 
legal  capacity,  Samuel  Silverman,  at  11  Beacon 
street,  does  not  hesitate  when  he  wants  an  increase 
for  his  department.  He  is  the  gentleman  who 
puts  the  words  into  the  Mayor's  mouth  and  says 
that  these  men  are  not  entitled  to  an  increase. 
But  little  Sam  Silverman  sent  a  request  to  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  last  December  that  one  of  the 
clerks  in  his  office  be  given  an  increase  of  $300 . 
Just  bear  in  mind  that  these  are  matters  of  public 
record.  That  request  was  made  on  December  2, 
and  was  approved,  if  you  can  believe  it,  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  on  December  4, — $300;  in  other 
words,  $50  more  than  would  take  care  of  these 
ten  heroes  with  their  $25  increase.  I  am  certainly 
surprised!  And  when  I  recall  what  has  been  done 
by  that  gentleman  who  supposedly  advises  the 
Mayor  to  fight  any  increases,  I  wonder  if  that 
gentleman  is  sincere.  It  seems  that  in  1930  he 
came  before  our  honorable  body  and  asked  for  a 
$1,000  increase,  from  $9,000  a  year  to  $10,000 
a  year.  Due  to  the  fact  that  I  was  a  new  member 
of  the  body,  I  foolishly  allowed  my  vote  to  be' 
cast  for  such  an  outrage.  And  now  he  wants  to 
deprive  these  men  who  take  their  lives  in  their 
hands,  these  heroes,  of  this  $25  increase, — this  man 
who  is  getting  $10,000  a  year  as  head  of  the  Law 
Department  and  who  had  a  raise  of  $300  given 
to  one  of  his  clerks  a  month  ago.  He  makes  his 
$10,000  up  there  very  easily,  and  spends  very 
little  time  in  his  office.  Sam  Silverman  is  spending 
time — and  I  think  you  should  all  take  judicial 
notice  of  this — for  which  the  taxpayers  pay  him 
$200  a  week  in  outside  enterprises.  I  think,  now 
that  this  has  been  brought  to  public  attention, 
that  perhaps  from  now  on,  when  the  case  of  faithful 
city  employees  is  brought  up  before  him,  their 
obtaining  increases  to  which  they  are  entitled,  that 
Mr.  Samuel  Silverman  will  forever  hold  his  peace, — 
or  I  certainly  trust  that  he  will.  I  hope  that 
this  order  will  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  must  say 
that  I  agree  most  heartily  with  the  order  which 
has  just  been  submitted.  It  seems  to  me  that  to 
deprive  these  valuable  members  of  the  Police 
Department  of  this  raise  is  carrying  economy  too 
far.  I  think  it  is  ridiculous,  and  I  certainly  hope 
the  proposed  action  will  not  be  taken. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— And  I  should  also  like  to  be 
recorded,  Mr.  President,  in  favor  of  the  councilor's 
order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CONTRIBUTIONS  BY  CITY  EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  heads  of  all  city  departments 
be  instructed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  not  to  re- 
quire city  employees  to  contribute  one  day's  pay  a 
month  to  the  Unemployment  Fund  where  such  a 
contribution  would  work  a  hardship  on  the  em- 
ployee's family. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  we  all  realize 
that  the  Mayor  has  issued  a  very  good  order  as 
applied  to  the  average  case  in  having  city  em- 
ployees contribute  one  day's  pay  a  month  to 
the  unemployment  fund  of  the  City  of  Boston; 
and  I  think  the  average  city  employee  feels  that 
there  is  a  moral  obligation  upon  him  to  con- 
tribute to  that  fund  such  an  amount  each  month. 
But  over  the  week-end  a  number  of  laborers 
came  to  me,  men  receiving  $28.40  a  week  from 
the  City  of  Boston,  the  most  they  ever  will  receive. 
They  have  reached  their  maximum,  and  they  say 
that  taking  a  day's  pay  out  of  their  pay  will  mean 
that  in  one  week  every  month  they  will  bring 
home  only  $23,  which  is  going  to  work  a  hardship 
on  them.  One  of  the  men  has  nine  children, 
the  oldest  sixteen,  and  nobody  working  but 
himself,  and  he  is  trying  to  keep  the  family  to- 
gether— his  wife,  himself  and  the  children — on  that 
amount  per  week.     So  I  am  asking  his  Honor  the 
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Mayor  to  instruct  the  heads  of  his  departments  to 
tell  the  employees  coming  under  their  scope  that 
if  it  will  work  a  hardship  on  them  and  their  families 
to  contribute  one  day's  pay  a  month,  they  will  not 
be  required  to  do  it.  I  would  hope  that  the  heads 
of  the  departments  would  not  embarrass  an 
employee  who  for  bona  fide  reasons  does  not 
contribute  his  day's  pay.  So  I  trust  that  the 
order  will  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  over  a  year 
and  a  half  ago  I  introduced  into  the  Council  an 
order  asking  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  select  a 
committee  composed  of  representatives  from  each 
department  of  the  city  to  collect  a  cent  from  each 
dollar  of  salary  that  was  received  per  month  by  the 
employees  to  help  relieve  this  unemployment 
situation.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  three  weeks 
later  sent  back  to  us  word  to  the  effect  that  to  do 
that  would  mean  double  taxation,  that  therefore 
it  was  illegal  and  therefore  should  not  be  done. 
That  was  a  year  and  a  half  ago.  The  great  wave 
of  depression  coming  down  on  our  city  was  just 
as  visible  then  as  today.  If  my  order  introduced 
at  that  time  had  been  accepted  and  put  into  effect 
with  enthusiasm,  today,  instead  of  taking  a  day's 
pay  a  month  from  the  lowest  paid  city  employees, 
we  would  be  taking  one  dollar.  The  official  record 
speaks  for  itself. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INFORMATION  AS  TO  RAISE  FOR 
RICHARD   TOBIN. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
submit  to  the  City  Council  the  facts  surrounding 
the  recent  $400  raise  in  salary  for  Richard  Tobin  of 
70  Westville  street,  Dorchester,  a  visitor  in  that 
department,  and  also  to  inform  the  City  Council 
if  said  visitor  worked  for  the  city  on  the  last  elec- 
tion day  and  the  six  days  preceding  the  election. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  perhaps  if  the 
Mayor  had  not  been  doing  so  much  talking  about 
pay  raises  some  of  these  orders  would  not  have 
been  offered  and  some  of  my  remarks  would  not 
be  made  here  today.  This  is  a  case  where  I  am 
asking  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner  to  sub- 
mit to  the  Boston  City  Council  the  facts  sur- 
rounding the  raise  of  $400  a  year  in  December, 
just  a  month  ago,  to  one  Richard  Tobin,  of 
70  Westville  street,  Dorchester,  whom  I  want 
to  say  incidentally  happens  to  live  in  the  ward 
that  I  have  the  honor  to  represent.  I  have  gone 
carefully  over  the  auditor's  records  downstairs 
and  I  find  that  this  Mr.  Tobin,  a  city  employee, 
was  raised  on  December  4,  1931,  from  $1,600  to 
$2,000  a  year.  You  wouldn't  mind  if  he  had  had 
a  change  in  rating,  if  he  went  to  a  better  job, 
but  as  a  visitor,  at  $1,600  a  year,  Mr.  Tobin 
goes  to  a  visitor  at  $2,000  a  year.  We  also  find 
that  Mr.  Tobin  has  been  a  visitor  in  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  for  less  than  two  years  and 
that  there  are  other  employees  up  there  who 
have  been  much  longer  in  the  service  in  point  of 
time  than  Mr.  Tobin  who  are  not  getting  a  raise. 
I  am  also  asking  that  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Com- 
missioner give  us  a  few  facts  as  to  where  Mr. 
Tobin  spent  his  time  for  six  days  before  election 
day  and  on  election  day.  I  have  this  letter  to 
the  Mayor  from  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner. 
Just  notice  the  date  on  the  letter: 
"Hon.  James  M.  Curley, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sir, — 
— and  this  is  dated  December  8,  1931, — 

"Subject  to  the  approval  of  your  Honor,  I  shall 
promote  Richard  F.  Tobin,  visitor  in  this  depart- 
ment at  an  annual  salary  of  $1,600,  to  the  position 
of  visitor  at  $2,000,  same  to  be  effective  as  of 
Friday,  December  4,  1931." 

In  other  words,  Mr.  Lydon's  letter  wants  the 
new  pay  roll  to  take  effect  four  days  before  'he 
writes  the  letter.  And  let  us  see  if  this  was 
approved  by  the  Mayor.  Of  course,  I  presume 
he  knew  it  would  be  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
and  it  was  approved  December  14,  1931,  signed 
"James  M.  Curley,  Mayor  of  Boston."  That  is, 
it  was  approved  December  14,  to  take  effect  not 
December  14  but  ten  days  before  December  14, 
on  December  4.  Now,  let  me  bring  these  facts 
to  the  attention  of  the  President  and  members  of 
this  Council.  Shortly  after  my  election  of  two 
years  ago  I  was  approached  by  Mr.  Tobin  and 
asked  if  I  would  use  my  influence — and  I  under- 


stood I  had  a  small  amount  at  that  time — with  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  have  him  transferred  from  a 
certain  department  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department,  a  much  better  job, 
he  said.  So  I  used  my  small  amount  of  influence 
at  that  time,  at  the  beginning  of  1930,  and  I  have 
a  letter  at  home  signed  by  Cornelius  Reardon, 
the  Mayor's  secretary,  telling  me  that  he  was 
glad  to  comply  with  my  request,  and  to  place 
Mr.  Tobin  in  this  new  position  at  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department.  Incidentally,  I  might  remark 
here  that  that  particular  individual,  in  my  first 
election,  was  with  the  then  Councilor  Thomas  W. 
McMahon,  was  one  of  his  best  workers.  And  still, 
after  he  came  to  me  after  election,  because  I  had 
no  friends  interested  in  the  same  job,  I  went  to 
the  front  for  him  like  a  fool  and  had  him  placed 
up  there  in  this  department.  Mr.  Tobin  took  one 
week  off  for  himself  before  this  last  election.  Mr. 
Tobin,  being  a  very  grateful  gentleman,  came  out 
into  my  ward  and  solicited  my  job  for  my 
opponents  for  Bix  days  before  my  election.  On 
election  day  Mr.  Tobin,  when  he  should  have 
been  working  in  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department, 
was  given  a  day  off  to  see  that  Kelly  did  not  return 
to  the  Council.  But  despite  Tobin,  and  despite  a 
thousand  Tobins,  Kelly  returned  to  the  Council. 
Now,  let  me  go  a  step  farther  and  show  you  just 
how  people  in  political  life  will  act  toward  some- 
body they  should  be  grateful  to.  We  all  at  elec- 
tion time  have  certain  people  who  are  loyal  to  us 
and  who  work  their  heads  off  for  no  pecuniary 
consideration.  They  are  not  looking  for  the 
dollar,  but  they  like  the  man,  and  I  had  occasion 
to  have  certain  people  in  Ward  13  with  me,  work- 
ing night  and  day  against  money  and  interest,  to 
see  that  I  was  reelected.  One  of  my  workers,  a 
war  veteran  whom  I  had  had  occasion  two  months 
before  to  obtain  soldiers'  relief  for,  in  the  paltry 
sum  of  $5  a  week,  a  veteran  who  could  not  obtain 
employment  and  who  had  seen  better  days,  a 
few  days  before  election,  as  any  man  who  is  tired 
might  do,  saw  fit  to  take  a  few  drinks,  and  an 
officer  in  Station  11  

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  ques- 
tion of  information. 

President  GALLAGHER — Does  the  gentleman 
yield? 

Coun.  KELLY — I  don't  wish  to  yield. 

President  GALLAGHER — The  councilor  does 
not  yield. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  had  got  to  the  point,  before  I 
was  rudely  interrupted,  of  saying  that  I  had 
obtained  soldiers'  relief  to  the  amount  of  $5  a  week 
for  this  unfortunate  war  veteran.  A  short  time 
before  election  he,  as  one  of  my  wrorkers,  saw  fit 
to  take  one  drink  too  many — at  least,  that  is  what 
a  certain  police  officer  in  Station  11  claimed — 
and  he  was  incarcerated  in  the  local  Bastille,  in 
Station  11.  (Laughter  from  the  gallery.)  I  had 
occasion  to  be  informed  of  this  man's  temporary 
detention 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order,  that  we  are  here  to  transact  the  business 
of  the  city,  and  I  don't  think  the  Council  should 
be  a  vaudeville  show  for  the  gallery.  I  trust  that, 
a  certain  order  having  been  presented  by  the 
councilor  now  speaking,  that  he  will  confine 
himself  to  that  order. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  ask 
the  councilor  to  do  so. 

Coun.  KELLY — And  I  shall  be  glad  to  do  so, 
Mr.  President. 

President  GALLAGHER— And  the  Chair  will 
ask  those  in  the  gallery  to  refrain  from  laughing. 
If  they  want  to  retain  their  seats  they  must  remain 
quiet.  I  must  insist  on  the  rule.  There  must  be 
no  more  applause  and  laughing  in  the  gallery.  I 
do  not  want  to  ask  the  police  officers  to  close  the 
galleries,  but  I  certainly  will  do  so  if  this  continues. 

Coun.  KELLY — Anyway,  Mr.  President,  in  the 
course  of  events  I  had  this  man  for  whom  I  had 
obtained  soldiers'  relief  released  from  court.  The 
matter  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  Captain 
Wright  by  this  same  Tobin,  because  he  knew  that 
this  was  one  of  my  ardent  supporters.  Now,  I 
want  to  know  why  it  is  that  these  men  are  given 
time  off  to  assist  certain  individuals  to  be  elected  to 
public  office,  and  why  they  are  entitled  to  a  $400 
raise  when  ten  policemen  who  take  their  lives  in 
their  hands  cannot  receive  $25  a  year — or,  in  other 
words,  a  total  of  $250?  I  think  that  is  information 
that  this  Council  should  have,  and  I  am  going  to 
move  you,  sir,  that  this  order  be  passed.  One 
more  word.  I  happen  to  know  the  wife  of  this 
gentleman,  and  nobody  can  speak  in  anything  but 
the  highest  terms  of  his  wife's  family.     Only  for 
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them,  knowing  that  they  are  among  the  most 
respected  and  best  people  in  Boston,  I  would  have 
something  more  to  say  about  this  trimmer,  Richard 
F.  Tobin. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  have  agreed 
with  the  colleague  from  Dorchester  on  a  number  of 
occasions  in  the  last  two  years  and  undoubtedly 
will  frequently  agree  with  him  in  the  coming  two 
years.  But  in  this  particular  case  I  certainly 
think  it  is  unfortunate  to  throw  into  the  news- 
papers this  sort  of  thing  simply  because  we  feel 
that  we  have  a  grievance  against  somebody.  In 
this  particular  case,  the  gentleman  named  was 
the  Soldiers'  Relief  agent  in  my  ward,  I  believe, 
from  the  time  he  came  into  the  department  until 
a  few  weeks  ago,  and  as  Soldiers'  Relief  agent, 
while  I  personally  never  had  ten  minutes  conversa- 
tion with  him,  I  found  him  efficient  and  always  on 
the  job;  and  when  I  found  that  he  was  paid  only 
SI. 600  a  year,  in  looking  over  the  rolls  a  year  ago, 
I  felt  that  there  was  one  man  who  was  entitled  to  a 
little  more.  I  do  not  question  so  much  in  these 
times  the  men  getting  SI, 600  or  S2.000  a  year  as 
the  men  who  are  getting  over  S2,500  a  year.  This 
man  has  been  an  efficient  investigator  in  the  Sol- 
diers' Relief  Department.  That  is  work  that 
calls  for  diplomacy,  tact,  understanding.  I  felt 
that  he  was  one  of  the  few  we  had  out  there  who 
really  had  these  qualities  and  capabilities.  As  to 
men  in  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  getting 
days  off,  that  is  something  that  is  done  quite  often 
in  different  departments.  I  have  been  chairman, 
as  I  say,  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Committee  of  this 
Council,  and  I  have  been  visiting  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Commissioner's  office  at  least,  on  the  average, 
twice  a  month.  I  have  felt  that  the  man  referred 
to,  working  under  the  Soldiers  Relief  Commis- 
sioner, the  gentleman  attacked  here  to  day,  was  on 
the  job  and  doing  what  I  thought  was  an  efficient 
job. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  say  that  I  shall  vote  against  any  order  where 
the  argument  in  favor  of  it  seems  to  violate  confi- 
dences reposed  in  members  of  the  Council.  It 
seems  to  me  when  our  constituents  come  to  us 
with  their  personal  affairs  they  are  reposing  confi- 
dence in  us,  and  I  would  hesitate  very  much  before 
broadcasting  things  like  that.  For  that  reason  I 
am  going  to  vote  against  suspension  of  the  rule  in 
this  case. 

The  Council  refused  to  suspend  the  rule,  and  the 
order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


RADIO   EAR  PHONES   FOR  HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  include  in  their  budget  for  this  year  a 
sum  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  installation  of  ear 
phones  for  radio  programs  in  each  ward  of  the 
hospital. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  all  I  want  to 
say  in  this  order  is  that  the  different  City  Hospital 
buildings  are  all  wired  for  the  installation  of  ear 
phones.  The  sum  involved  will  be  very  insig- 
nificant, and  it  will  bring  a  tremendous  amount  of 
happiness  to  those  who  are  more  unfortunate 
than  ourselves,  who  have  to  stay  in  the  hospital 
with  surgical  or  medical  ailments.  It  is  a  very 
small  item.  If  it  were  a  large  item  I  perhaps 
would  not  consider  it  at  this  time.  Last  year  it 
passed  this  honorable  body  unanimously,  but  I 
understand  that  this  year,  in  the  make-up  of  the 
budget  of  the  City  Hospital,  it  has  not  been  in- 
cluded. That  is  the  reason  for  my  introducing 
this  order  to  ask  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  to  include  in  their  budget  the  small 
amount  that  would  be  required  to  install  ear 
phones  at  every  bed,  that  the  patients  may  or 
may  not  use  as  they  see  fit.  I  am  going  to  ask 
for  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REINSTATEMENT  OF  CLARENCE  H.  BALL. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston  here- 
by approves  the  enactment  of  legislation  to  pro- 
vide for  the  reinstatement  of  Clarence  H.  Ball  in 
the  Fire  Department  provided  that  said  legislation 
includes  a  referendum  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


AUTOMOBILES  FOR  STATION  15. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  equip 
Station  15  with  high-powered  automobiles  to 
replace  its  present  inadequate  automotive  equip- 
ment, which  is  useless  to  successfully  pursue  wild 
and  drunken  and  criminal  drivers. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


WORK  ON  HYDE  PARK  MUNICIPAL  GOLF 
LINKS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  immediately  withdraw  from  work  on  the  Hyde 
Park  municipal  golf  links  such  workers  sent  there 
from  the  Welfare  Department  as  are  working 
under  the  supervision  of  a  contractor. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  some  time  ago 
we  appropriated  quite  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
completion  by  contract  of  the  Hyde  Park  golf 
links.  I  have  no  objection  to  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  men  going  out  there  and  doing  any 
work  that  is  to  be  done,  but  I  certainly  object  to 
sending  men  out  there  who  are  being  paid  by  the 
city  and  having  them  work  under  the  direction  of 
some  contractor  who  is  given  S250.000  to  com- 
plete the  Hyde  Park  golf  links.  I  don't  believe 
that  sort  of  thing  should  be  allowed.  As  I  have 
said  before,  I  have  no  objection  to  these  men  going 
out  there,  but  if  men  who  are  being  sent  out  there 
from  the  Welfare  Department  are  paid  by  the 
city,  when  we  have  already  given  S250.000  to 
complete  the  job,  I  say  it  is  time  that  we  called  a 
halt. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  think 
perhaps  a  few  words  of  explanation  of  that  last 
order  may  be  necessary.  At  the  present  time  I 
understand  it  is  the  practice  of  a  first  assistant 
assessor,  on  receiving  petitions  for  abatement 
from  the  deputy  assessors,  to  pass  on  the  question 
of  whether  or  not  the  petition  should  be  allowed. 
It  is  also  my  opinion  that  in  many  cases  the  first 
assistant  assessor  does  not  leave  his  office,  but 
denies  or  allows  the  petition,  as  the  case  may  be, 
without  any  examination  of  the  property  what- 
ever. I  realize  that  it  is  impossible  for  an  assessor 
to  remember  every  parcel  of  property  in  his  par- 
ticular section,  so  I  feel  that  a  system  should  be 
followed  whereby  a  report  is  made  by  the  assessor 
of  his  reason  for  rejecting  or  allowing  a  petition. 
As  it  is,  however,  you  simply  have  the  words  on  a 
petition,  "Strike  out"  or  "Denied,"  that  is  all, 
and  have  to  rely  entirely  on  your  imagination  to 
get  at  what  the  man  had  in  his  mind,  bo  that  it  is 
really  difficult  to  tell  whether  a  square  deal  has 
been  given  to  the  taxpayer.  I  might  add  that  to 
my  mind  it  is  imperative  at  this  time  to  have  this 
carried  through,  because  there  is  at  present  great 
hardship  and  suffering  to  many  people  who  have 
invested  their  life's  earnings  in  real  estate.  I 
submit  that  at  this  time  the  order  should  pass. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

1.  Whether  accurate  and  properly  classified 
records  are  now  kept,  making  it  impossible  to  find 
bills  for  merchandise  recorded  in  the  auditor's 
office  as  paid,  yet  recorded  in  the  Supply  Depart- 
ment as  undelivered  and  so  not  yet  payable. 

2.  Does  the  Supply  Department  now  obtain 
competition  from  reliable  merchants  in  the  pur- 
chase of  meats,  fruits,  vegetables;  if  so,  please 
describe  briefly  the  system  used;  if  not,  please 
state  why  not. 

3.  During  the  month  of  January,  1932,  did  the 
city  purchase  anything  from  the  Mohawk  Packing 
Company,  and  if  so,  on  what  sort  of  contracts 
were  the  purchases  made.  Was  there  any  com- 
petition with  respect  to  such  contracts. 

4.  Does  the  Supply  Department  now  write  its 
purchase  orders  in  such  detail  that  proper  inspec- 
tion can  follow;  and  either  make  inspection  itself 
or  satisfy  itself  that  proper  inspection  is  made  of 
deliveries;  and  take  proper  steps  to  safeguard  the 
interests  of  the  city  when  it  is  found  that  mer- 
chandise of  defective  quality  has  been  delivered; 
such  as  by  making  claim  for  reduction  in  the  price 
to  be  paid  on  account  of  such  defective  quality. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  will  say  just 
a  word  as  to  the  reason  for  submitting  this  order. 
We  had  not  long  ago  a  report  from  the  Finance 
Commission  which  showed  a  distressing  state  of 
affairs  in  the  purchasing  of  supplies  by  the  city  — 
one  might  say  a  disgraceful  state  of  affairs  —  and 
I  believe  it  is  the  duty  of  the  body  to  follow  up 
that  report  and  see  if  steps  cannot  be  taken  to 
have  that  business  done  in  a  better  way.  They 
found  an  unfortunate  situation  in  the  institutions 
which  were  receiving  cold  storage  chicken  and 
pork  when  the  city  was  paying  for  fresh  chicken 
and  pork,  for  instance.  I  ask  a  suspension  of  the 
rule  for  the  passage  of  the  order,  so  that  we  may 
follow  up  this  matter  and  see  that  a  different 
arrangement  is  made  down  there. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

TRAFFIC  CONTROL  SIGNALS, 
WARD  16. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  install 
automatic  traffic  control  signals  at  the  junction 
of  Old  Colony  Parkway  and  Tolman  street.  Old 
Colony  Parkway  and  Redfield  street,  and  Old 
Colony  Parkway  and  Walnut  street,  Ward  16. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  for  two  years  I 
have  been  trying  to  get  traffic  lights  at  these 
various  intersections  mentioned  in  that  order,  and 
for  two  years  the  Traffic  Commissioner  has  been 
passing  the  buck  to  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission.  And  while  he  is  passing  the  buck 
the  people  of  my  district,  who  are  obliged  to  cross 
these  intersections,  are  being  tossed  in  the  air 
right  and  left  by  passing  automobiles.  He 
claims  that  the  City  of  Boston  has  no  jurisdiction 
or  control  of  traffic  on  this  boulevard.     If  so,  I  ask 


Mr.  Conry  why  he  as  Traffic  Commissioner 
installed  traffic  lights  at  the  junction  of  Centre 
street  and  the  Metropolitan  Boulevard  out  in 
West  Roxbury?  I  claim  that  if  Mr.  Conry  gave 
less  time  to  the  Police  Department  and  more 
time  to  the  traffic  fights,  he  would  be  earning  his 
salary.  I  think  the  Police  Commissioner  can 
well  take  care  of  his  department  without  the 
assistance  of  Traffic  Commissioner  Conry  and  his 
gilded  cane;  and  if  Mr.  Conry  cannot  carry  on 
the  duties  of  Traffic  Commissioner,  I  say  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  let  him  appoint  somebody  who 
can  carry  on  the  duties  of  Traffic  Commissioner. 
I  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of 
the  order.

PUBLIC  HEARING  IN  RE  MOHAWK 
PACKING  COMPANY. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  be  directed  to  conduct  a 
public  hearing  in  reference  to  the  Mohawk  Packing 
Company  on  Thursday.  January  28,   1932. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  order  I  have 
just  introduced — now  that  I  have  some  able 
assistance  from  my  colleague  from  the  Back  Bay 
(Coun.  Curtis) — calls  for  a  hearing  in  reference  to 
the  Mohawk  Packing  Company  a  week  from 
Thursday.  I  do  not  need  to  tell  you  why  I  am 
calling  for  this  hearing.  You  will  remember  that 
the  Boston  Post  of  December  15  came  out  with 
the  headlines  "Frozen  Chicken  and  Pork  delivered 
to  Hospital  in  place  of  Fresh  Meat."  And  the 
Boston  Herald  of  the  same  date  said,  "Curley 
Orders  Prompt  Reform  in  Purchasing."  That 
was  December  15.  If  the  Mayor  had  ordered 
prompt  reform,  I  would  be  the  last  one  to  criticize. 
But  what  happened?  Since  November  7,  the 
date  of  the  Finance  Commission's  report,  the  same 
conditions  that  prevailed  previously  have  been 
still  going  on.  The  Mohawk  Packing  Company 
has  received  since  November  7.  to  date,  over 
S40.000.  and  the  bills  for  1931  are  not  paid  yet. 
I  don't  need  to  tell  you  what  this  report  says; 
I  don't  need  to  tell  you  that  when  the  market 
price  for  loins  of  beef  was  25  cents,  the  city  paid 
38  cents,  that  for  stickers  trimmed  the  market 
price  was  10  cents  and  the  City  Hospital  paid  21 
cents.  I  do  not  need  to  tell  you  that  the  City 
Hospital  paid  for  potatoes  S3. 10  a  bag  when  the 
market  price  was  SI. 30.  I  say,  God  help  the  city. 
We  have  now  come  to  another  winter,  the  taxes 
are  going  up,  and  the  Mayor  is  trying  to  screech 
"Economy."  I  have  show-n  conclusively,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Council,  by  records  that  Edmund 
L.  Dolan,  the  City  Treasurer,  is  the  man  who  is 
directly  back  of  the  Mohawk  Packing  Company. 
And  so  I  am  asking  for  a  public  hearing  in  regard 
to  the  Mohawk  Packing  Company  a  week  from 
Thursday,  in  order  to  find  out  the  facts  in  the  case. 
According  to  Mr.  Goodwin's  statement,  the 
stewards  did  not  go  to  the  Mohawk  Packing 
Company,  but  went  to  the  big  packing  houses  and 
bought  their  stuff,  and  then  had  the  bills  sent  to 
the  Mohawk  Packing  Company,  who  adjusted 
the  prices  to  suit  themselves.  I  say  it  is  about 
time  that  this  inefficiency  and  graft  was  stopped. 
The  Mayor  knows  about  it.  If  he  is  sincere,  if 
he  wants  to  keep  taxes  down,  why  does  he  not 
take  some  action?  I  asked  him  on  December  21 
to  stop  doing  business  with  the  Mohawk  Packing 
Company,  but  he  has  not  done  so.  So  I  say,  let 
us  have  a  public  hearing  and  find  out  if  Mr. 
Goodwin's  statement  is  or  is  not  true. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 
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.SOLDIERS'    RELIEF. 

Coun.  NORTON,  for  the  Committee  on  Soldiers' 
Relief,  submitted  report  recommending  passage 
of  order  for  payment  of  aid  to  soldiers  and  sailors 
and  their  families  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
month  of  January,  1932. 

Report  accepted ;  said  order  passed. 


PAYMENT   TO   OLIVE   P.   GATELEY. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  authoriz- 
ing an  extension  of  time  within  which  the  City  of 
Boston  may  pay  a  claim  of  Olive  P.  Gateley,  as  set 
forth  in  a  bill,  accompanying  a  petition  of  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  like  legislation  to 
accomplish  the  same  ends,  provided  that  said 
legislation  includes  a  referendum  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CONTRIBUTIONS  BY  CITY  OFFICIALS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  matter  of  requesting  every  city 
official  receiving  a  salary  of  $2,500  or  more  to  con- 
tribute 6  per  cent  to  the  Public  Welfare  Bureau 
during  the  present  economic  emergency  when 
over  60,000  men,  women  and  children  of  Boston 
are  dependent  upon  the  city  for  charity,  and  a  10 
per  cent  contribution  in  the  case  of  those  receiving 
$3,500  or  more. 

Coun  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  started 
out  on  a  study  of  the  21,600  city  employees  three 
weeks  ago  and  I  found  that  we  have  over  4,000 
receiving  $2,500  or  more,  among  whom  there  has 
been  no  organization  whatever  regarding  con- 
tributions to  the  Welfare  Department.  At  that 
ti  me  I  felt  that  if  there  was  no  organization  among 
that  high  salaried  group  looking  to  a  proper 
contribution,  their  pay  should  be  cut,  that  they 
should  perhaps  be  reduced  to  $2,000.  After 
surveying  the  field  and  remembering  the  contro- 
versy of  two  years  ago  in  regard  to  corruption  and 
waste,  I  was  the  individual  who  was  ordered  before 
the  Finance  Commission,  and  I  had  the  audacity 
to  stand  up  before  that  tribunal  across  the  street 
and  ask  for  an  investigation  of  possible  corruption 
in  the  Supply  Department.  As  a  result  of  the 
hearing  across  the  street — and  I  ought  to  add 
that  other  colleagues  in  the  Council  were  brave' 
enough  to  stand  as  adamant  in  the  matter — we 
finally  forced  a  hearing  that  brought  a  report  from 
the  Finance  Commission  in  regard  to  favoritism 
and  graft.  The  time  may  come  when  it  will  be 
impossible  to  continue  municipal  work  in  this 
city  without  decreases  all  the  way  along  the  line. 
I  know  of  no  opportunity  that  has  existed  to 
obtain  a  better  municipal  government  in  the  last 
two  years  than  now  exists  as  a  result  of  this 
economic  depression.  Instead  of  first  selecting 
the  laborer  for  a  cut,  however,  let  us  select  some 
of  the  high  salaried  men.  I  introduced  an  order 
some  time  ago  for  a  contribution  of  one  cent  per 
dollar  a  week,  which  Mayor  Curley  declared  was 
unconstitutional  and  threw  out  the  window;  and 
we  now  have  this  proposition  that  takes  five  times 
the  amount  from  the  laborer  and  the  low-paid 
salaried  employees.  The  time  may  come  here 
when  we  may  have  to  cut  our  pay  rolls  down 
drastically.  A  dozen  large  cities  in  this  country 
are  unable  to  pay  their  employees,  and  some  of  the 
cities  are  facing  bankruptcy.  New  York  City, 
the  largest  city  in  the  world,  would  have  been 
unable  this  week  to  meet  its  expenses  if  bankers 
had  not  come  to  the  rescue.  In  the  second  largest 
city  in  the  country,  Chicago,  school  teachers  and 
teachers  have  not  been  paid  for  months;  in  the 
third  largest  city,  Philadelphia,  thousands  have 
been  laid  off.  In  Detroit  it  is  the  same.  When 
Mayor  Frank  Murphy  of  Detroit  was  on  here 
awhile  ago  at  a  Legion  meeting,  he  said  to  me, 
"Norton,  I  will  never  fire  anybody  except  as  a 
last  resort."  But  the  New  York  Times  carried  a 
story  yesterday  that  4,000  employees  in  Detroit 
have  been  let  go.  We  are  in  a  world-wide  de- 
pression and  no  man  here  can  prognosticate  when 
it  will  be  over.  We  have  been  told  that  victory 
was  around  the  corner,  but  those  who  have  made 
that  statement  have  been  over-optimistic.  I  think 
the  American  people,  when  they  know  the  truth. 


have  sufficient  heroism  and  backbone  to  face  the 
issue.  We  are  going  into  a  situation  upon  which  I 
have  dwelt  for  the  last  year  and  a  half,  world-wide 
in  its  bearings.  Where  we  are  going  to  get  money, 
enough  to  run  the  city  for  the  next  two  years,  no 
man  knows.  But  you  colleagues  should  just 
remember,  when  the  budget  comes  in,  and  when 
there  is  an  opportunity  to  do  something  for  the 
welfare  of  the  city,  that  so  far  as  possible  we  should 
insist  on  favored  contractors  being  driven  out  of 
the  Purchasing  Department,  that  we  Bhould  insist 
on  things  being  done  on  the  level,  and  that  the 
contributions  to  be  expected  from  the  high-salaried 
employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  should  be  at 
least  equal  to  those  levied  on  the  laborers  and  the 
lowest  salaried  men.  The  Mayor  says  that  the 
budget  must  be  cut  25  per  cent.  I  wonder  if 
Joe  Tomasello,  Singarella,  the  Mohawk  Packing 
Company  and  the  Quinn  Electric  Company  are  to 
be  cut.  I  wonder  if  those  who  have  been  looting 
the  city  for  the  last  two  years  are  to  be  cut.  Until 
that  is  done,  I  am  going  to  object  to  the  lowering 
of  the  lower  class  salaries  in  this  city. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
be  recorded  as  not  favoring  the  passage  of  that 
order,  for  probably  a  personal  reason.  Up  to 
recently  I  had  the  honor  of  being  president  of  the 
Federal  Employees  Union,  and,  having  been 
president  of  that  organization,  I  know  how  hard 
it  is  for  employees  of  any  government  to  secure 
increases  in  wages  or  in  rights,  and  to  maintain  an 
organization  strong  enough  to  bring  to  bear  on  the 
powers  that  be  in  Congress  sufficient  weight 
to  get  proper  legislation  through.  Only  last  year 
the  Saturday  afternoon  half-holiday  pasBed;  only 
last  year  the  reclassification  bill  of  the  United 
States  Government  came  into  existence.  At  the 
present  time  the  federal  employees'  organization  is 
trying  to  assist  employees  in  getting  living  con- 
ditions, and  any  attempt  through  the  City  Council 
to  detract  from  or  lower  the  wages  or  conditions 
of  municipal  employees  will  be  only  an  excuse 
that  will  be  used  by  other  branches  of  the  govern- 
ment and  other  corporations  to  do  likewise.  I  say 
that  such  a  procedure  will  not  help  the  depression. 
If  the  councilor  can  think  of  other  means  to  main- 
tain the  high  caliber  of  the  city  employees  and  to 
protect  them,  I  shall  certainly  be  glad  to  assist. 
You  have  heard  Councilor  Kelly  tell  about  one 
man  in  the  city  employ  doing  work  for  another 
candidate  at  election  time,  and  the  same  thing 
has  happened  in  other  quarters  recently.  In 
regard  to  a  councilor  from  South  Boston,  municipal 
employees  were  called  into  the  Mayor's  office  and 
told  to  work  for  a  certain  man.  In  my  district 
the  same  thing  took  place.  I  say  that  the  city 
employees  should  not  be  interfered  with  by 
politicians  but  should  be  given  every  opportunity 
to  do  their  work  efficiently  arid  to  earn  their 
salaries,  and  one  thing  to  always  bear  in  mind  is 
that  salaries  should  be  commensurate  with  existing 
conditions.  Such  an  order  as  this,  to  my  mind,  is 
only  calculated  to  defer  the  passing  of  the  depres- 
sion. If  the  City  of  Boston  starts  to  reducing 
wages  of  its  employees,  the  New  England  Telephone 
Company  and  other  large  corporations  in  Boston 
will  say,  "The  City  of  Boston  has  decreased  its 
wageB,  and  why  shouldn't  we?"  And  what  will 
be  gained  by  it?  I  believe  this  Council  should 
appoint  a  committee  to  delve  into  the  situation  as 
it  exists  and  devise  some  plan  that  will  help  to 
eliminate  the  depression  to  some  extent,  rather 
than  taking  such  action  as  is  proposed  here.  I 
want  to  be  recorded  as  in  favor  of  keeping  the 
salaries  of  all  municipal  employees  at  their  present 
level  and  as  against  any  reduction  in  any  salary 
whatever  unless  it  shall  later  become  absolutely 
necessary.  I  would,  therefore,  like  to  offer  as  an 
amendment  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  a 
committee  chosen  by  the  President  for  the  purpose 
of  studying  the  situation  and  reporting  back  to 
this  body. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  have  a  study  made  of  the  situation  to  this  ex- 
tent— why  the  laborers  and  under-paid  men  for 
two  years  have  been  held  up  for  contributions, 
and  why  such  men  as  are  mentioned  in  that  order 
are  invariably  against  a  contribution.  I  am 
talking  of  the  $2,500  a  year  and  more  men,  of  whom 
there  are  4,000  here. 

President  GALLAGHER — The  question  is  on 
suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  wasn't  there  an 
amendment  offered? 

President  GALLAGHER — The  question  comes 
first  on  suspension  of  the  rule. 
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Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  personally  I  am 
glad  to  see  that  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park 
(Coun.  Norton)  has  changed  his  maximum  from 
S2.000  to  §2,500,  because  I  know  there  are  per- 
haps 20,000  or  30.000  more  employees  who  would 
be  affected  under  the  §2,000  salaries  that  will  not 
be  affected  with  the  $2,500  limit.  I  refer  to 
employees  like  school  teachers,  policemen  and 
firemen.  On  the  condition  that  this  is  not  manda- 
tory on  the  part  of  the  city  employees,  I  am  going 
to  be  recorded  as  voting  for  the  measure. 

Coun.  DOWD — In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  and  all  department  heads  have 
come  to  some  agreement,  I  can  hardly  conceive  of 
how  it  is  going  to  do  us  any  good  to  pass  an  order 
of  this  kind.  As  I  understand  the  situation,  it 
has  been  agreed  with  department  heads  that  a 
day's  pay  per  month  should  be  given.  I  per- 
sonally do  not  favor  that  idea.  I  would  favor  it 
in  the  case  of  employees  receiving  over  §1,500, 
but  I  don't  believe  that  the  men  receiving  SI, 500 
or  less  should  be  compelled  to  give  a  day's  pay. 
But  in  view  of  the  fact  that  all  the  high-salaried 
men  have  already  been  taken  care  of.  I  think  it 
will  make  the  Council  ridiculous  to  vote  for  such 
an  order. 

Coun.  GREEN— Mr.  President,  I  rather  agree 
with  the  councilor  from  Roxbury  in  some  of  his 
remarks.  I  think  it  is  ridiculous  for  us  to  take 
such  action  this  afternoon,  looking  to  the  reduction 
of  city  employees'  salaries  because,  after  all,  charity 
begins  at  home.  I  remember  only  ten  short  years 
ago  when  they  increased  the  cost  of  our  carfares 
from  5  to  10  cents.  It  was  the  big  interests  that 
tried  it  out  in  Boston,  first,  and  they  are  now 
trying  to  help  along  the  reduction  of  salaries  in 
this  Council  Chamber.  This  reduction  will  be 
felt  from  Portland.  Maine,  to  Portland,  Oregon, 
and  I  am  flat-footedly  against  the  reduction  of  the 
salary  of  any  city  official.  I  don't  think  any 
member  of  this  body  could  exist  on  the  salaries 
we  are  supposed  to  receive  for  the  duties  we  per- 
form here.  Every  man,  from  the  President  down 
the  line,  has  some  private  enterprise  in  which  he  is 
interested  on  the  outside,  which  helps  him  to  eke 
out  an  existence.  I  don't  know  why  we  should 
attack  the  pay  rolls  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I  am 
unalterably  opposed  to  it. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  as  I  understand 
the  order,  it  does  not  contemplate  a  reduction  in 
salaries  but  a  contribution. 

President  GALLAGHER — The  question  comes 
on  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  may  I  make  a 
motion  that  we  lay  the  matter  on  the  table? 

President  GALLAGHER— The  motion  is  out  of 
order.  The  question  comes  on  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  have 
listened  with  some  regret  to  the  remarks  of  the 
gentleman  from  Charlestown  (Coun.  Green).  I 
listened  yesterday  to  Frank  R.  Kent,  of  the 
Baltimore  Sun,  in  his  forum  talk.  Bob  Norton 
and  others  were  down  there.  He  talked  on  some 
of  the  great  men  of  the  country,  and  he  regards 
Borah  as  the  greatest  Senator,  looking  upon  him 
as  a  man  of  the  old  Patrick  Henry  type.  When 
asked  why,  he  said  that  he  was  one  of  the  few- 
Senators  in  Washington  who  refused  to  put  words 
in  the  mouth  of  an  opponent  and  then  accuse  the 
opponent  of  saying  what  he  never  did  say.  In  this 
particular  instance  we  have  heard  a  reference  to 
salary  reductions  from  the  gentleman  from  Charles- 
town.  As  I  have  declared  here,  it  is  not  a  reduc- 
tion but  a  contribution.  I  also  declared  that  the 
city  laborer  and  the  lower-priced  man  have  been 
making_  three  or  four  times  the  contribution  in 
proportion  to  his  salary  or  wages  that  has  been 
made  by  the  upper  class  employee.  That  is  the 
objection  I  have  been  making  in  this  whole  matter, 
and  until  the  upper  class  man  makes  a  contribution 
at  least  equal  to  that  being  made  by  the  lower  class 
man,  on  the  basis  of  wages  or  salary  paid,  I  am 
against  the  reduction  of  the  lower  class. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  a  short  time  ago 
I  made  a  motion  to  lay  the  matter  on  the  table, 
and  you  ruled  it  out  of  order.  Far  be  it  from  me  to 
differ  with  your  adviser,  but  Rule  15  says  that: 

"When  a  question  is  under  debate  the  following 
motions  only  shall  be  entertained,  and  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand 
arranged : 

"1.     To  adjourn. 

"2.  To  lay  on  the  table."  And  so  forth  and 
so  on. 


So,  Mr.  President,  the  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  comes  next  after  the  motion  to  adjourn.  Am 
I  right  in  my  contention? 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  has  ruled 
that  the  question  is  on  suspension  of  the  rule. 
Those  in  favor  will  say  "Aye,"  those  opposed 
"  No,"  and  it  is  not  a  vote. 

Coun.  KELLY — Do  I  understand,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  you  had  closed  off  debate  in  order  to 
put  that  motion? 

President  GALLAGHER— No,  sir. 

Coun.  KELLY — Then,  isn't  a  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table  in  order? 

President  GALLAGHER — The  motion  is  now 
in  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Then,  Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  we  lay  this  matter  on  the  table. 

Coun.  Kelly's  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was 
carried. 


RECESS. 

LYNCH,  the  Council  voted, 
at  4.08  p.  m.,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the  call  of 
the  President.

INFORMATION  AS  TO  CITY'S  BANK 
DEPOSITS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  advise  the  City 
Council  the  amount  of  money  of  the  City  of  Boston 
on  deposit  in  each  bank  in  Boston  at  the  time  of 
the  closing  of  the  Federal  National  Bank  and  also 
to  advise  the  City  Council  if  any  money  was  on 
deposit  at  the  Federal  National  Bank  when  it 
was  closed  which  was  being  used  to  purchase 
clothes  for  persons  receiving  aid  from  the  city. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  some  time  ago 
I  was  very  much  amazed  to  find  that  $1,091,000 
of  the  city's  money  was  on  deposit  at  this  defunct 
bank.  I  am  going  to  have  more  to  say  about  the 
bank  situation  a  little  later,  but  I  do  want  to  get 
figures  from  the  City  Treasurer  as  to  what  was 
deposited  in  other  banks  of  the  city  at  that  par- 
ticular time.  I  further  understand  that  funds 
being  used  to  give  worthy  people  in  different 
sections  of  the  city  clothes  orders  from  the  Public 
Welfare  are  tied  up  in  this  particular  bank,  and 
for  that  reason  that  the  visitors  down  at  the 
Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare,  no  matter  how 
worthy  a  case  is,  cannot  issue  an  order  for  money 
from  that  fund  for  clothes  for  the  unfortunate. 
I  want  to  know  if  this  fund  is  deposited  in  the 
Federal  National  Bank.  In  the  City  Treasurer's 
account  he  makes  no  report  of  such  a  fund  being 
tied  up,  but  visitors  at  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment are  informing  me  confidentially  that  funds 
are  so  tied  up,  and  that,  because  they  are,  worthy 
people  of  this  city  cannot  obtain  clothes  orders 
from  the  city.  It  is  bad  enough  that  in  no  case, 
no  matter  how  worthy  it  may  be,  can  a  man 
receive  more  than  $15  a  week.  I  have  introduced 
an  order  in  the  Council  asking  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  in  worthy  cases  to  make  a  larger  allowance. 
But  it  is  even  worse  to  find  out  that  this  fund  has 
been  tied  up  and  that  no  provision  can  be  made 
so  that  these  poor  unfortunates  with  nine,  ten  and 
eleven  children,  receiving  but  $15  a  week,  cannot 
receive  the  clothes  orders  they  should  receive. 
So  I  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


Coun.  ROBERTS — I  would  like  to  move  an 
amendment,  that  the  order  read  "at  the  close  of 
business  when  the  Federal  Bank  ceased  doing 
business."  I  don't  suppose  the  councilor  will 
have  any  objection  to  that? 

Coun.  Kelly  accepted  the  amendment. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
informed  that  the  money  of  the  Federal  National 
Bank  has  given  out  on  checks,  and  I  understand 
that  those  who  received  money  from  the  Welfare 
Department  did  so  on  checks.  I  shall  vote  against 
the  order  for  this  reason,  that  it  might  cause  runs 
on  the  banks,  and  it  might  affect  a  number  of 
banks. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  am  inclined  to 
agree  with  the  councilor  from  Ward  19  (Coun. 
Murray).  I  think  now  is  an  inopportune  time, 
for  this  reason.  If  the  councilor  from  Ward  15 
(Coun.  Kelly;  desires  the  information  he  seeks, 
that  information  is  available  to  any  citizen  of 
Boston,  and  the  councilor  can  get  that  information 
downstairs,  because  it  is  a  matter  of  public  record. 
Furthermore,  I  don't  think,  unless  I  am  mis- 
informed, that  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston 
could  give  us  the  information  desired  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  15,  because,  if  my  informa- 
tion is  correct,  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  Public 
Welfare  are  a  separately  constituted  corporation 
with  their  own  treasurer  and  have  entire  super- 
vision over  the  funds  that  they  receive.  So  if 
that  money  is  deposited  in  any  bank  in  Boston 
it  would  not  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  but  under  the 
treasurer  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare. 
I  think  we  ought  to  be  careful  in  this  matter,  that 
we  ought  to  be  guided  by  the  suggestion  of  the 
councilor  from  Ward  19  (Coun.  Murray).  While 
this  inquiry  may  be  innocent  and  there  is  no 
ulterior  motive  behind  it,  it  might  be  misunder- 
stood, as  was  other  information  that  left  City 
Hall  a  few  weeks  ago  which  necessitated  the 
replenishing  of  one  of  our  leading  banks  in  Boston 
because  of  ugly  rumors.  We  should  be  the  last 
persons  in  Boston  to  innocently  or  otherwise  do 
anything  to  cause  greater  trouble  than  has  already 
been  caused.  For  that  reason,  I  trust,  with  all 
due  respect  to  the  councilor  who  has  offered  the 
order,  and  without  any  doubt  that  his  motive  is 
of  the  best,  that  the  order  will  not  be  passed 
today. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  think  I  do 
not  misunderstand  the  duties  of  a  City  Councilor. 
Perhaps  the  public  did  not  send  me  or  other 
members  of  the  Council  here  to  see  what  is  hap- 
pening to  the  cash  of  the  City  of  Boston  that 
belongs  to  the  taxpayers.  Perhaps  we  were  not 
sent  here  for  that  reason.  But  I  construe  it  to  be 
my  duty  as  a  City  Councilor,  and  the  duty  of 
every  City  Councilor,  to  find  out  just  where  our 
money  is,  to  know  in  what  particular  banks  it  is 
deposited.  We  have  already  had  the  scandal  in 
this  city  of  the  Industrial  Bank  and  Trust  Com- 
pany, where  $116,000  out  of  a  possible  $120,000 
of  the  city  was  put  in.  Perhaps  I  might  be  out 
of  order  if  it  were  not  for  such  happenings,  and  if 
we  did  not  have  the  closing  down  of  the  Federal 
National  Bank,  the  comptroller  at  Washington 
stating  that  it  was  insolvent,  and  I  then  find  that 
over  a  million  dollars  of  the  taxpayers'  money  has 
been  deposited  in  that  bank,  and  we  don't  know 
what  percentage  of  that  is  to  be  paid  back  to  the 
taxpayers.  I  tell  you,  Mr.  President  and  every 
member  of  the  Council  here,  that  with  the  condi- 
tion of  affairs  we  see  in  this  city,  with  the  banks 
closing,  it  is  the  solemn  duty  of  every  member 
when  the  matter  is  brought  to  his  attention  to 
vote  for  an  order  requiring  such  information  as  I 
have  asked  for  to  be  submitted  to  our  honorable 
body  by  the  man  who  knows  where  this  particular 
money  is  deposited.  I  am  going  to  have  plenty 
more  to  say  on  the  bank  situation,  but  I  want  the 
facts  and  figures  before  our  honorable  body  first, 
so  that  every  member  of  the  Council,  whether 
he  agrees  or  disagrees  with  my  argument,  may 
have  the  facts  and  figures  right  before  him.  Per- 
haps if  I  did  this  a  year  ago  we  would  not  have 
had  the  scandal  which  has  been  connected  with 
the  administration  of  the  Industrial  Bank  and 
Trust  Company.  It  is  up  to  us  to  protect  the 
city's  money.  Where  the  city's  interests  are 
affected  nobody  should  avoid  doing  his  duty. 
We  are  all  held  accountable,  and  will  be  held 
accountable  when  we  come  next  before  the  electo- 
rate. It  is  our  duty  to  watch  out  for  city  funds, 
to  watch  the  administration  of  city  finances  and 
to  protect  the  rights  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  city. 


JANUARY    18,    1932.

BURKE — Mr.  President,  this  is  in  con- 
junction with  a  prior  amendment  that  I  contem- 
plated placing  some  time  ago  before  the  body  at 
the  beginning  of  the  meeting.  I  think  this  honor- 
able body  can  devise  ways  and  means  to  assist  to 
some  extent  at  least  in  relieving  the  unemployment 
situation  in  Boston.  I  have  in  mind,  of  course, 
that  the  President  will  use  his  own  discretion  in 
appointing  the  committee.  There  can  be  a  contact 
with  the  business  houses  of  Boston,  and  possibly 
something  can  be  done  along  the  line  of  employing 
only  Bostonians  in  business,  so  as  to  relieve  the 
unemployment  situation  in  our  city  as  it  exists 
at  the  present  time.

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GARBAGE  CONTRACT   OF  W. 
NICKERSON.

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  abrogate  the  present  garbage  contract  of  W.  P. 
Nickerson  in  the  Hyde  Park  district,  for  failure 
to  comply  with  the  terms  of  said  contract. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  a  short  time 
ago  the  Mayor  of  Boston  signed  a  contract  for 
garbage  removal  in  five  different  districts  ri 
Boston.  It  seems  strange  to  relate  that  the 
gentleman  who  received  the  contract  for  Hyde 
Park  lives  in  Norwood.  I  think  it  would  be 
pretty  difficult  for  any  citizen  of  Boston  to  go 
to  the  town  of  Norwood  and  get  a  pick  and  shovel 
job,  to  say  nothing  of  a  contract  for  the  removal 
of  ashes  or  garbage,  such  as  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
has  given  to  Mr.  Nickerson.  By  a  singular 
coincidence,  we  find  that  Mr.  Nickerson  is  not 
even  the  lowest  bidder.  The  amount  submitted 
by  the  lowest  bidder  was  S790,  and  we  find  that 
Mr.  Nickerson,  the  fifth  highest  bidder,  received 
the  contract  at  S900— despite  the  fact  that  he 
comes  from  the  great  town  of  Norwood — to 
collect  ashes  and  garbage  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Well,  we  might  even  overlook  that,  but  what  do 
we  find?  We  find  that  this  Nickerson  is  the  same 
sort  of  contemptible  grafter  that  most  contractors 
are  when  it  comes  to  paying  the  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  called  for  in  the  contract.  The  contract 
calls  for  a  wage  of  621-  cents  an  hour,  and  if  the 
contractor  does  not  live  up  to  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  to  abrogate  the  contract  immedi- 
ately. I  thought  our  former  President,  Abraham 
Lincoln,  had  freed  the  slaves,  but  apparently  that 
does  not  concern  this  man  Nickerson.  By  the 
way,  we  have  an  employment  office  that  we  are 
paying  $35,000  a  year  to  maintain,  and  they 
probably  don't  know  yet  that  Hyde  Park  has 
been  annexed  to  Boston.  But  this  man  Nickerson 
goes  to  the  Eastern  Labor  Agency,  this  man  who 
has  obtained  this  contract  from  the  city  which  has 
in  it  this  provision  in  regard  to  the  amount  that 
shall  be  paid  for  labor.  And  how  does  he  pay 
them?  Here  is  a  slip  from  the  Eastern  Labor 
Agency,  which  neither  Nickerson  nor  any  other 
man  can  deny.  Nickerson  hired  Edward  McNabb. 
a  citizen  and  resident  of  Boston,  and  agreed  to 
pay  him  the  magnificent  salary  of  $25  a  month, 
with  board  and  room  in  Norwood.  How  long  is 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  going  to  allow  such  con- 
ditions to  prevail?  He  cannot  deny  it.  Here 
it  is.  Here  is  the  absolute  proof  of  what  Nickerson 
does.  Well,  how  about  Nickerson?  When  you  go 
to  any  convention  Nickerson  is  the  cheer  leader, 
and  there  is  the  possibility  that  here  he  is  getting 
paid  for  his  cheers — because,  after  all,  he  is  the 
fifth  highest  bidder,  in  the  first  place,  haying  no 
right  to  the  job.  and  in  the  second  place,  is  there 
a  man  in  this  room  wrho  can  say  that  $25  a  month 
is  proper  wages  to  pay  any  man,  especially  when 
the  scale  calls  for  62  *•  cents  an  hour?  I  have  here  a 
written  statement  signed  by  Edward  McNabb. 
who  does  not  live  in  my  district  but  in  the  district 
of  the  councilor  from  the  West  End,  on  27  Thacher 
street,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  as  follows:  "January 
22,  1932.  To  whom  it  may  concern:  This  is  to 
state  that  I,  Edward  McNabb,  worked  for  William 
P.  Nickerson  collecting  ashes  and  garbage  in  the 
Hyde  Park  district  on  City  of  Boston  contract, 
working  from  6.45  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  at  night,  and 
received  my  room  and  board,  at  Mr.  Nickerson's 
house  at  Norwood  and  received  S25  per  month  in 
addition  to  my  board.  I  was  hired  by  the  Eastern 
Labor  Agency,  for  which  I  paid  $4  for  said  position. 
The  above   statement  is   the   truth. 

Edward  McNabb, 
27  Thacher  street." 
So  my  order  calls  upon  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
where  this  man  does  not  live  up  to  the  contract, 
to  abrogate  the  contract  immediately  without 
further  discussion  so  far  as  Nickerson  is  concerned. 
as  I  do  not  feel  that  he  is  entitled  to  any  con- 
sideration whatever.  Any  man  who  received  an 
ashes  or  garbage  removal  contract  from  the  City 
of  Boston  in  any  district  in  this  city  should  live 
up  to  the  provision  in  regard  to  paying  the  pre- 
vailing rate  of  wages,  62i  cents  an  hour,  and  if  he 
is  not  doing  so  the  inspectors  in  the  various  dis- 
tricts should  see  that  he  does.  This  here  gives 
the  absolute  proof.  It  is  McNabb's  own  state- 
ment ^in  regard  to  his  employment  through  the 
Eastern  Labor  Agency,  for  which  he  paid  them  $4. 
So  I  am  now  calling  upon  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to 


send  this  gentleman  back  where  he  lives  in  the 
town  of  Norwood,  and  if  any  contracts  are  to  be 
let  for  the  removal  of  ashes  or  garbage  in  this 
city  let  him  give  them  to  Boston  citizens. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President.  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  councilor  a  question.  How  did 
you  come  in  contact  with  this  man  McNabb? 

Coun.  DOWD — I  presume  the  man  had  read 
about  me  or  heard  about  me  once  or  twice  in  my 
yi  ung  life,  and  came  to  me  in  regard  to  the 
matter. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— You  know  that  he 
really  exists? 

Coun.  DOWD— Yes.  I  do. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— And  he  lives  at  27 
Thacher  street? 

Coun.  DOWD— Yes,  sir. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ADDITIONAL    NURSES   FOR    CITY 
HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  appoint  twenty-five 
additional  nurses  for  service  at  the  hospital. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  we  have  now  a 
condition  existing  in  the  City  Hospital  similar  to 
the  conditions  that  existed  before  the  recent 
hospital  investigation.  There  are  some  twelve 
hundred  patients  there  and  cots  take  up  every 
possible  bit  of  space  at  the  present  time.  I  say 
that  it  is  false  economy  to  discharge  employees, 
whether  orderlies,  porters  or  others  working  in 
the  hospital;  that  the  employees  should  be  re- 
tained in  their  jobs  in  the  City  Hospital  at  the 
present  time,  with  conditions  as  they  are.  Lobar 
pneumonia  prevails  there,  and,  unless  there  is 
some  relief  afforded  through  hiring  a  sufficient 
number  of  nurses  and  other  help,  I  am  afraid 
that  a  good  many  of  our  citizens  will  pass  to  their 
just  reward.

SPECIFICATIONS  FOR   BRICK. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  School- 
house  Construction  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  advise  the  Boston  City 
Council  the  reason  for  noncompliance  with  the 
specifications  relative  to  bullnose  brick  in  the 
interior  work  of  the  Mary  E.  Curley  School. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  realize  that 
after  the  horse  has  been  stolen  from  the  barn  it 
is  rather  useless  to  talk  about  or  bring  to  light 
any  harm  that  has  been  done,  but  I  say  that 
contractors  who  obtain  jobs  from  the  City  of 
Boston,  whether  from  the  Sehoolhouse  or  any 
other  department,  should  live  up  to  their  specifica- 
tions. These  few  favored  contractors,  of  course, 
underbid  everybody  else,  the  reason  why  they 
can  do  so  being,  of  course,  that  after  they  get  a 
job  they  are  not  compelled  to  live  up  to  the  speci- 
fications but  can  get  away  with  anything.  You 
gentlemen  can  go  up  to  the  Sehoolhouse  Depart- 
ment and  read  the  specifications  in  the  contract 
for  the  building  of  the  Mary  E.  Curley  School. 
The  contract  calls  for  bullnose  brick  near  the 
sides  of  the  doors,  but  what  do  we  find?  We  find 
sharp-edged  brick  at  every  corner  so  that  if  any 
of  the  youngsters  should  fall  against  those  bricks 
they  are  apt  to  split  their  heads  open.  Why? 
Because  it  saves  the  contractor's  money  to  put 
in  such  brick  at  say  S30  a  thousand,  where  the 
bullnose  brick  would  cost  $60  a  thousand.  I  say 
to  Matt  Cummings,  the  contractor,  and  to  the' 
director  of  construction  of  the  Sehoolhouse  Depart- 
ment, that  there  i3  absolute  collusion  between  the 
inspectors  and  this  contractor.  This  contractor 
has  saved  for  himself  an  average  of  S6  on  every 
door  in  the  Mary  E.  Curley  School,  and  $6  on 
each  of  300  doors — and  I  think  that  is  a  fair 
estimate — means  a  saving  to  the  contractor  of 
$1,800.  You  don't  have  to  take  my  word  for  it. 
Just  take  a  look  at  the  specifications,  as  I  did, 
and  see  the  loss  to  the  city  on  just  that  one  item. 
When  we  find  that  things  of  this  sort  are  being 
done  by  a  few  favored  contractors  who  are  under- 
bidding everybody  else,  I  say  that  it  is  up  to  the 
Law  Department  to  bring  immediate  suit.     So  I 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


submit  that  immediate  suit  should  be  brought  to 
recover  at  least  $1 ,800  from  Matt  Cummings  for 
the  City  of  Boston.

BAND  CONCERTS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  rescind  his  order  canceling  band  con- 
certs in  the  public  parks  during  the  coming  summer 
season. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  nobody  in  the 
City  Council  has  talked  economy  more  than  I 
have,  but  I  want  to  see  economy  that  will  be  of 
a  real  material  benefit  to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston. 
I  don't  think  it  is  economy  for  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
to  say,  "We  are  not  going  to  open  the  libraries 
until  one  o'clock,"  cutting  out  the  usefulness  of 
many  of  these  educational  centers,  or  that  "we  are 
going  to  save  $10,000  on  band  concerts,"  because 
after  all,  the  poor  people  of  Boston  —  in  the  South 
End,  East  Boston,  Roxbury,  Dorchester,  South 
Boston  and  other  sections — like  to  have  the  drab- 
ness  of  their  lives  lightened  occasionally  by  listen- 
ing to  band  concerts.  And  so  I  say  to  the  Mayor 
of  Boston,  if  he  wants  to  effect  real  economy,  why 
not  save  $500,000  on  patchwork,  not  giving  con- 
tracts to  Mike  Ward  or  a  few  favored  contractors 
along  that  line,  but  allowing  the  streets  of  Boston 
to  go  along  without  patching  for  a  year?  I  say 
that  it  is  false  economy  to  save  S10.000  a  year  on 
band  concerts,  and  I  object  to  it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PAYMENT  TO  PARENTS  OF  THERESA 
KENNEDY. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  approves  the  enactment  of  legislation  to 
authorize  the  city  to  pay  a  sum  of  money  to  the 
parents  of  Theresa  Kennedy,  who  was  killed  by  the 
breaking  of  a  swing  in  the  Sweeney  Playground. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


TRANSFERRING  OF  SCHOOL  PUPILS. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to 
rescind  its  order  effective  April  1,  transferring  the 
seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grade  pupils  from  the 
Minot  and  Mary  Hemenway  School  districts  to. 
the  new  Woodrow  Wilson  School.

BILLBOARD  ADVERTISING  BY  CITY. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested, 
as  a  measure  of  economy,  to  discontinue  during 
the  current  year  all  outdoor  billboard  advertising 
paid  for  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  we  have  heard 
during  the  past  few  days  a  lot  of  wild  statements 
from  the  gentleman  downstairs  about  the  econo- 
mies he  is  going  to  put  into  effect  for  the  year 
1932.  It  is  all  very  nice  to  hear  such  statements, 
but  I  now  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  to  his  Honor's 
attention  certain  matters  where  there  could  be 
economies  as  a  result  of  which  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston  would  not  suffer.  We  find  for  the  year 
1930-31  that  the  magnificent  sum  —  you  can  be- 
lieve it  or  not  —  of  $32,000  being  given  to  the 
E.  C.  Donnelly  Company  of  Boston  to  maintain 
billboards.  You  wouldn't  mind  if  the  billboards 
were  located  in  Boston  or  if  the  billboards  in  their 
entirety  advertised  the  City  of  Boston,  but  we 
find  billboards  down  on  the  Cape  —  in  fact,  all 
over  the  state  —  of  Mr.  E.  C.  Donnelly,  inviting 
the  people  of  other  states  to  come  to  Boston,  and 
you  will  find  at  the  bottom  the  advertisement  of 
James  Myself  Curley.  Is  that  a  proper  thing  for 
the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  pay  out 
$32,000,  a  campaign  appropriation  for  the  present 
Mayor  of  Boston  in  his  state-wide  fight  the  present 
year  for  Governor?  It  is  high  time  that  that  sort 
of  thing  was  cut  out.  If  he  is  really  practising 
economy,  Councilor  Dowd  has  shown  how  he  could 


economize  in  a  few  things.  But  he  is  proposing 
to  cut  out  band  concerts  and  the  opening  of 
libraries  in  the  morning,  places  where  the  unem- 
ployed can  go  and  at  least  while  they  are  idle 
have  an  opportunity  for  a  short  time  to  read  some 
literature  that  will  perhaps  increase  their  learning. 
That  is  no  way  to  cut  down,  to  economize,  for  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston.  It  is  no  way  to  economize 
to  take  away  from  ten  police  heroes  who  took 
their  lives  in  their  hands  the  "measly"  sum  of 
$25  a  year  given  by  the  Police  Commissioner. 
The  taxpayers  of  Boston  don't  want  to  see  that 
sort  of  thing  and  they  don't  want  to  see  a  discon- 
tinuance of  the  $100  step  increases  that  were 
promised  to  the  patrolmen  when  they  became 
members  of  the  department.  And  so,  Mr.  Mayor, 
if  you  are  sincere  in  your  efforts  at  economy,  cut 
out  the  $32,000  for  advertising  in  this  way;  cut 
out  the  payments  made  perhaps  in  return  for 
favors  rendered  to  you,  sir,  in  your  last  mayoralty 
campaign.  Cut  out  this  use  of  billboards  all  over 
the  state  by  this  same  company,  the  sort  of  thing 
thus  represented  by  taking  $32,000  of  the  tax- 
payers' money  and  giving  it  to  Mr.  E.  C.  Donnelly 
to  reward  him  for  his  advertising  in  the  past. 
Another  prominent  billboard  concern  in  Boston, 
I  understand,  which  has  as  many  good  places  for 
advertising  purposes  as  the  E.  C.  Donnelly  Com- 
pany and  which  has  a  fine  reputation  as  a  large 
advertiser,  the  F.  H.  Birch  Company,  received  in 
the  last  year  only  $3,500,  and  that  was  during  1930. 
We  find  that  one  of  the  latest  payments  to  Don- 
nelly, however,  was  in  October  of  1931,  only  three 
months  ago,  $9,500.  That  advertising  is  not 
doing  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  any  good  and  is 
not  doing  the  applicants  to  the  Public  Welfare 
Board  any  good.  Here  is  a  chance  to  save  $30,000 
to  $50,000  in  the  next  two  years  by  cutting  -out 
that  sort  of  thing.  That  is  why  I  have  introduced 
this  order,  and  I  ask  that  it  be  passed  under  sus- 
pension of  the  rule.

Its  object  is  to  allow  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  to  obtain  funds  through  the  collection 
prematurely  of  taxes  that  will  be  due  the  city. 
In  other  words,  it  proposes  that  the  taxpayers  be 
allowed  to  pay -their  taxes  prior  to  the  time  when 
they  are  expected,  and  if  they  do  so  entitling 
them  to  the  same  interest  that  would  be  paid  by 
the  city  on  money  raised  by  it  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.  I  have  heard  the  Mayor  say  that  he  was 
having  difficulty  in  raising  loans  from  the  banks. 
So  I  thought  if  the  taxpayers  were  allowed  to  pay 
their  taxes  ahead  of  time  and  a  reduction  in  the 
form  of  a  payment  of  interest  were  allowed  them 
if  they  did  so,  the  city  could  then  have  the  advance 
use  of  that  money.  I  feel  that  there  are  many 
taxpayers — such  as  trustees  of  large  estates  and 
persons  who  have  money  available — who  would  be 
willing  to  take  advantage  of  this  sort  of  thing,  as 
suggested  in  ray  order,  if  it  were  allowed.

Sir, — Eef erring  to  memorandum  requesting  an 
investigation  of  this  location,  I  report  as  follows: 

The  building  is  three  stories  in  height,  of  second- 
class  construction,  built  in  1902,  and  has  been 
occupied  until  recently  as  a  stable.  The  building 
is  52  feet  deep,  125  feet  front,  45  feet  high,  owned 
by  Mr.  Edward  G.  Stanley. 

On  December  15,  1931.  an  application  for  a 
license  was  made  to  the  Street  Commissioners  to 
maintain  a  private  garage  in  this  building,  which 
was  disapproved  by  the  district  chief  because  it 
would  be  in  violation  of  section  6,  paragraph  (a) 
of  the  current  Garage  Regulations. 

The  first  floor  is  subdivided  into  three  parts, 
each  of  the  following  dimensions:  38  by  52  feet, 
approximately  1,976  square  feet  of  floor  area. 
One  of  these  sections  has  been  so  altered  and  is 
now  used  for  garage  purposes  and  the  housing  of 
eleven  motor  trucks.  The  upper  two  floors  of 
this  building  are  now  vacant  and  no  doubt  may 
be  utilized  for  some  purpose  other  than  for  garage 
purposes  if  a  tenant  could  be  secured. 

I  fail  to  see  where  this  department  can  approve 
of  this  condition  as  the  Garage  Regulations  plainly 
state  that  all  garages  within  the  fire  limits  shall 
have  to  be  of  first-class  construction,  and  this 
department  has  no  authority  to  modify  or  waive 
the  conditions  put  forth  in  such  regulations. 

It  is  also  intended  that  the  two  remaining  ground 
floor  sections  are  to  be  altered  and  renovated,  so 
that  when  completed  there  would  be  approxi- 
mately from  thirty  to  thirty-five  commercial 
trucks  with  gasolene  in  the  tanks  of  the  same 
housed  therein.

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BUDGET   FOR    1932. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Under  the  provisions  of  section  3 
of  the  City  Charter  the  Mayor  is  required  to 
submit  the  budget  within  thirty  days  after  the 
beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Under  existing  law  the  city  may  raise  $6.52  on 
each  one  thousand  of  the  average  valuation  for 
three  years,  less  abatements,  for  general  municipal 
purposes,  exclusive  of  schools.  Since  1918  the 
statutory  figure  has  proven  inadequate  to  provide 
for  the  needs  of  the  city.  As  a  result  it  has  been 
necessary  to  appeal  annually  to  the  Legislature 
for  an  increase  in  the  statutory  tax  limit. 

Boston  is  the  only  city  in  the  Commonwealth 
which  is  forced  to  make  an  annual  petition  of  this 
kind.  Believing  that  Boston  should  enjoy  the 
same  measure  of  home  rule  in  so  far  as  appropria- 
tions are  concerned  as  the  other  cities  of  the 
Commonwealth,  I  have  requested  the  Legislature 
this  year  to  remove  the  tax  limit.  Until  this 
request  is  acted  upon  it  is  impossible  for  me  to 
submit  to  your  honorable  body  the  annual  budget 
in  full  segregated  form. 

In  order  to  avoid  any  question  being  raised  as 
to  the  submission  of  a  budget  within  the  time 
limit  stated  in  the  city  charter,  I  submit  herewith 
a  budget  in  lump  sum  form.

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water 
Service,  current  expenses  and  the  payment  to  the 
state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the 
Acts  of  1895  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment 
thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements 
or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes  be  met  by 
the  income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over 
income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for 
Printing  Department  be  met  by  the  department 
income  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes; 
and  the  appropriation  for  City  Record  be  met  by 
the  income  of  said  publication  and  any  excess  over 
income  from  taxes;  that  the  other  appropriations 
hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the  money 
remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business 
on  December  31,  1931,  exclusive  of  the  money 
raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  require- 
ments of  any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appro- 
priation, and  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1932,  and  taxes  to  the  amount 
of  $18,262,541.73  and  that  said  amount  be  raised 
by  taxation  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of 
Boston.

payable  on  the  fifteenth  of  September,  1932;  that 
interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remaining 
unpaid  after  the  third  day  of  October,  1932,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  59, 
section  57,  of  the  General  Laws,  until  paid,  except 
the  taxes  assessed  upon  shares  of  national  banks, 
which  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent 


per  annum  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  September, 
1932,  until  paid,  and  that  all  interest  which  shall 
have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and 
be  part  of  such  taxes.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CLAIMS. 

Coun.  DOWD,  for  the  Committee  on  Claims, 
submitted  report  on  the  petition  of  James  B. 
Roche  (referred  July  13,  1931),  for  reimbursement 
for  judgment  against  him  on  account  of  his  acts  as 
a  member  of  the  Boston  Police  Department, 
recommending  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order  viz. : 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $4,000  be  allowed  and 
paid  to  James  B.  Roche  in  reimbursement  for  the 
amount  of  a  judgment  against  him  on  account  of 
his  acts  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment, said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  -Reserve  Fund. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  that  report  says 
that  the  act  happened  in  1927.  The  police  officer, 
in  the  line  of  duty,  injured  and  maimed  for  life 
a  woman.  The  matter  went  to  court,  where  a 
judgment  of  $6,000  was  rendered  against  the 
officer.  Our  Corporation  Counsel  and  Mayor 
flatly  refused  to  pay  $6,000,'  and  an  agreement 
was  finally  reached  agreeable  to  all  parties  that 
the  sum  of  $4,000  be  paid.  That  is  the  sum  that 
the  committee,  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Police  Commissioner  and  the  Law  Department, 
has  now  reported  favorably  upon. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  what  the  injury  consisted  of,  what  was 
the  cause  and  how  this  officer  came  to  commit 
this  act? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  all  the  data  is 
there,  and  I  will  ask  the  Clerk  to  read  it. 

The  Clerk  read  the  following:

In  re  James  B.  Roche  v.  City  of  Boston. 
Dear  Sir, — This  is  a  claim  for  reimbursement 
for  damages  awarded  to  Madeline  P.  Gillis  against 
James  B.  Roche,  a  police  officer  attached  to 
Division  10. 

On  November  3,  1927,  Officer  Roche  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duty  was  operating  a  motor  cycle, 
owned  by  the  City  of  Boston,  on  Calumet  street, 
when  it  struck  and  injured  Miss  Gillis. 

Suit   was   brought   against   Officer    Roche    and 
after  trial  a  verdict  rendered  against  him  in  the 
sum  of  $6,000  and  costs,  $61.10,  a  total  of  $6,061.50. 
In  this  case  I  recommend  an  award  of  $4,000.

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  it 
appears  to  me  that  we  have  been  passing  a  large 
number  of  these  orders  during  the  past  two  years. 
It  is  only  within  the  past  few  years  that  this  sort 
of  thing  has  been  going  on  and  growing  here. 
When  I  was  a  member  of  the  committee,  for  two 
years,  we  never  had  any  of  these  cases  and  did 
not  try  tto  bring  them  in.  I  don't  see  anything 
there  to  indicate  that  anybody  was  being  pursued 
by  the  policeman  and  that  there  was  anything 
that  happened  on  that  account.  The  fact  is  that 
the  jury  decided  against  the  officer,  and  the  City 
of  Boston  is  now  merely  asked  to  pay  this  money. 
Of  course,  clever  lawyers  try  cases  and  have 
influence,  but  I  don't  think  it  is  right.  We  are 
here  now  trying  to  save  expense  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  employees  of  the  city  have  to  lose  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  their  salaries  and  wages,  and  here 
we  are  having  these  reports  come  in  right  along, 
recommending  the  payment  of  $4,000  and  $5,000 
to  certain  police  officers  who  have  suffered  in 
court  because  of  certain  things  they  have  done. 
This  is  the  only  place  where  that  sort  of  thing 
happens.  In  other  cities  they  don't  get  away 
with  it.  But  we  allow  this  sort  of  thing  to  go  on 
in  Boston.  The  fact  is  that  the  jury  decided 
against  this  officer,  and  such  a  case  is  to  be  placed 
in  the  same  category  as  that  of  any  other  citizen 
who  has  a  verdict  go  against  him  in  a  like  manner. 
You  and  I  have  no  such  protection,  if  we  are 
brought  into  court  in  a  case  of  this  sort.  We 
must  find  means  to  meet  the  verdict  against  us. 
Every  time  such  cases  have  come  in  here  I  have 
opposed  them.  I  don't  think  it  is  right  that  this 
city  should  pay  such  bills  of  police  officers,  unless 
their  acts  were  acts  occurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duty.  It  does  not  say  here  that  this  did 
occur  while  the  officer  was  in  the  performance  of 
his  duty.  He  may  have  been  simply  enjoying  a 
ride.  We  see  patrol  wagons  racing  along  certain 
streets  at  certain  times.  Within  two  weeks, 
going  along  Cambridge  street,  I  saw  two  officers  in 
a  car  drive  by  the  lights.  They  didn't  even  stop, 
and  they  were  not  in  the  performance  of  their 
duty.  They  drove  by  the  light  at  Temple  street 
at  a  time  of  day  when  people  were  going  back 
and  forth  from  the  State  House,  and  it  was  a 
wonder,  under  such  circumstances,  that  somebody 
was  not  hit.  Those  men  have  no  more  right  to 
dash  through  the  streets  than  has  a  private  citizen. 
This  officer  may  have  been  enjoying  a  ride  along 
the  street,  trying  to  show  his  skill,  and  was  possi- 
bly showing  off  to  some  lady  who  was  looking 
him  over,  or  something  of  the  sort. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  have  no  sym- 
pathy with  a  police  officer  in  such  a  case  as  the 
councilor  has  referred  to.  But  it  was  not  the 
police  officer  of  whom  our  committee  was  thinking 
when  we  passed  the  order.  Whether  a  police 
officer,  myself  or  some  other  member  of  the 
Council  is  driving  an  automobile,  accidents  will 
happen.  The  facts  are  simply  these.  This 
woman  was  perhaps  maimed  for  life.  The  police 
officer  hasn't  any  property  that  can  be  attached 
to  protect  that  woman.  I  have  the  utmost 
respect  and  regard  for  any  jury  sitting  in  Suffolk 
County.  The  jury  in  this  case  heard  the  evidence 
and  found  that  the  woman  was  absolutely  correct 
and  the  police  officer  was  wrong.  Now,  if  we  don't 
pay  this  money  the  officer  has  to  go  into  court  and 
take  the  poor  debtor's  oath,  and  the  woman,  who 
was  maimed  for  life  by  a  man  employed  by  the 
city  in  the  line  of  his  duty  gets  not  a  five-cent  piece. 
I  say  the  time  has  not  come  for  the  city  to  refuse  to  ■ 
pay  in  such  a  case,  a  just  and  honorable  debt,  when 
a  woman  is  so  injured  on  our  streets  by  a  member  of 


the  Police  or  Fire  Department  in  the  line  of  duty. 
I  don't  know  any  party  in  the  case.  But  there 
was  a  meeting  of  the  committee  held,  last  week,  and 
we  went  into  every  detail  of  the  matter.  I  say  we 
must  either  pay  this  woman  $4,000  or  the  police 
officer  will  take  the  poor  debtor's  oath  and  the 
poor  woman,  who  is  maimed  for  life,  will  not  get  a 
five-cent  piece.     I  hope  the  order  will  pass. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  it  is  all 
very  well  for  the  councilor  from  Roxbury  to  talk 
about  the  woman.  We  all  have  sympathy  with 
the  woman.  But  take  the  case  of  a  woman 
injured,  say,  by  falling  from  the  sidewalk  or  by  a 
slate  coming  off  the  roof,  in  the  district  where  the 
councilor  lives.  There  is  then  no  liability  of  the 
city,  and  what  then  happens  to  her?  She  may 
have  a  few  thousand  dollars  in  a  house  and  may  be 
carrying  a  mortgage.  But  she  has  no  redress. 
It  is  all  very  well  to  defend  this  man,  but  the  time 
was  when  they  couldn't  put  over  this  kind  of  legis- 
lation. He  says  that  if  this  is  not  done  the  officer 
will  take  the  poor  debtor's  oath.  Well,  the 
ordinary  citizen  against  whom  such  a  charge  is 
made  may  also  take  the  poor  debtor's  oath.  A 
person  injured  may  get  a  verdict,  and  then  get 
nothing  out  of  it.  Are  we  going  to  continue  to 
encourage  this  sort  of  thing,  whenever  such  a  case 
comes  in  paying  the  money  out  of  the  city  treasury? 
If  you  are  going  to  allow  these  things  to  go  on, 
there  will  be  no  end  to  them.  Police  Commis- 
sioner O'Meara  and  others  made  the  officers  in 
these  cases  toe  the  mark.  I  remember  a  time  when 
Judge  Bolster  told  an  officer  that  he  would  have  to 
pay  in  such  a  case  or  go  to  jail.  I  cannot  see, 
simply  because  a  man  happens  to  be  an  employee 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  why  the  treatment  in  his 
case  should  be  any  different  from  that  of  the 
ordinary  citizen,  the  man  who  works  by  the  sweat 
of  his  brow  digging  a  trench,  and  has  to  put  up 
with  all  kinds  of  trials  and  tribulations.  I  see  no 
reason  why  a  person  who  is  guaranteed  a  good 
position  at  a  nice  salary  should  be  treated  differ- 
ently from  any  other  citizen.  They  may  have  a 
vote,  but  so  do  all  these  others  not  on  the  pay  roll 
of  the  city  have  votes,  and  those  outside  of  the 
city  pay  rolls  comprise  the  great  majority.  There 
are  many  men  in  politics  who  get  a  false  idea  that 
these  people  are  controlling  a  great  many  votes, 
and  they  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  those  not  on 
the  city  pay  rolls  have  many  more  votes.  And 
when  a  man  in  this  body  is  voted  out  of  office,  and 
gets  out  of  the  picture,  see  how  soon  he  is  forgotten 
I  do  not  believe,  this  is  a  good  order,  and  I  am  not 
going  to  vote  for  it. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee  who  voted  for  this,  I  think 
the  gentleman  who  has  just  spoken  is  taking  a 
wrong  position.  We  are  not  trying  to  protect  a 
police  officer  more  than  we  would  protect  a  private 
individual.  On  the  other  hand,  we  are  trying  to 
put  this  officer  in  the  same  position  as  any  in- 
dividual working  for  a  private  corporation  would 
be  placed  in.  If  a  man  working  for  a  private 
corporation  in  the  City  of  Boston  causes  an  injury 
in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  his  employer  is 
liable,  the  man  who  causes  the  injury  being  the 
agent  of  that  employer.  The  situation  is  the  same 
with  a  police  officer,  except  that  the  city  is  im- 
mune from  suit  by  a  private  individual  unless  it 
consents  to  be  sued.  In  this  case,  it  was  as- 
certained that  the  accident  occurred  while  the 
police  officer  was  in  the  performance  of  his  duty. 
It  was  definitely  decided  that  no  criminal  action 
lay  against  the  police  officer.  He  was  not  prose- 
cuted criminally,  and,  if  he  had  been  in  the  wrong, 
that  course  of  action  lay  against  him,  in  addition 
to  a  civil  suit.  It  having  been  definitely  decided 
that  the  accident  occurred  while  the  officer  was  in 
the  city's  employment,  it  seems  to  me  it  is  up  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  protect  this  individual  who 
was  so  badly  injured  that  there  is  little  hope  that 
she  will  recover  during  the  rest  of  her  life.  We  all 
know  that  a  police  officer  is  entitled  to  some  pro- 
tection if  he  commits  an  act  of  this  sort  in  the 
course  of  his  employment,  and  we  are  trying  to 
give  him  that  kind  of  protection.  If,  on  the  con- 
trary, this  woman  is  forced  to  depend  on  her 
private  action  against  the  police  officer,  all  she 
could  ever  obtain  would  be  the  small  stipend  that 
she  might  receive  from  time  to  time.  I  think  it 
is  a  meritorious  claim,  and  that  the  report  should 
be  accepted  and  the  order  passed. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  neither 
the  councilor  nor  the  chairman  has  yet  told  the 
Council  what  this  man  was  doing.  What  was  he 
doing?  There  apparently  was  no  pursuit  of  a 
criminal.     They  say  that  it  was  in  the  performance

of  duty.  Well,  you  haven't  told  the  Council  what 
the  duty  was.  As  far  as  the  woman  is  concerned, 
of  course  we  all  sympathize  with  her,  but  I  ask 
what  the  man  was  doing. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  officer  was 
a  motor  cycle  officer,  and  we  all  know  the  ground 
that  they  have  to  cover  in  the  various  districts. 
The  man  was  covering  his  district  when  this 
happened.  You  or  I  might  go  out  with  an  auto- 
mobile today  and  accidently  hit  somebody,  through 
no  fault  of  ours,  just  through  an  unfortunate 
accident.  This  officer  was  in  the  performance  of 
his  duty,  touring  the  district  to'  which  he  was 
assigned  by  his  superior  officer. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  if  the  driver 
were  a  laborer,  instead  of  a  police  officer,  has  it 
been  the  rule  of  the  Council  to  reimburse  the  in- 
dividual against  whom  the  verdict  was  rendered? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  under  a  law 
\vhich  has  just  been  accepted  within  six  months,  he 
would  be  reimbursed.  Previous  to  six  months 
ago  that  would  not  be  the  case,  because  the  legisla- 
tion up  to  that  time  only  applied  to  policemen  and 
firemen.  But  under  a  recent  act  of  the  Legislature 
the  driver  of  an  ash  wagon  is  given  the  same  right 
to  be  compensated  if  a  judgment  is  rendered 
against  him  because  of  an  injury  that  he  com- 
mitted; so  that  employees  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  or  other  departments  can  be  treated 
now  the  same  as  it  is  proposed  to  treat  the  police 
officer  in  this  case. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  have  a  lot  of 
sympathy  with  the  lady  who  was  injured,  but  as  a 
matter  of  information,  I  would  like  to  know  if 
anything  has  been  done  in  the  matter  of  the  in- 
surance of  those  driving  city  vehicles  against 
accidents  of  this  sort.  If  not,  I  would  raise  the 
question  whether  it  would  not  be  a  good  idea  in 
the  future  to  have  city  carts  or  vehicles  insured,  so 
that  if  anything  happens  the  individuals  driving 
them  are  protected. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  would 
state  that  city  vehicles  are  not  insured. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order   passed.

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  we  have 
hundreds  of  men  in  the  Welfare  Department 
who  can  go  out  on  our  streets  with  a  broom, 
but  the  suggestion  is  made  that  if  it  is  desired  that 
they  do  real  work  the  kind  of  labor  suggested  here 
is  possible.  If  we  could  get,  say,  fifty  steam 
rollers,  a  thousand  tons  of  cement,  a  thousand 
tons  of  gravel,  a  thousand  tons  of  rock,  and  so  on, 
roads  could  be  built.  The  work  that  they  are 
doing  now  is  not  of  a  nature  that  anyone  can  really 
call  constructive  work.  Out  in  our  ward  we  have 
more  unaccepted  than  accepted  streets,  and  I  am 
sure  that  every  member  of  the  Council  has  streets 
in  his  ward  that  he  would  like  to  have  placed  in 
proper  condition. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


COAL   DISTRIBUTION   BY   PUBLIC 
WELFARE. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  conduct  a  thorough  investigation  of 
their  coal  distributing  department. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  par- 
ticularly interested  in  the  question  of  how  much 
coal  any  family  is  allotted  during  the  year.  I  say, 
if  anybody  gets  more  than  his  allotment,  good  luck 
to  him.  But  I  do  object  very  much  to  the  fact 
that  there  are  hundreds — yes,  thousands — in  the 
City  of  Boston  unable  to  get  coal  from  the  Public 
Welfare  Department,  while  others  get  more  than 
their  share.  Any  department  spending  $7,000,000 
a  year  rapidly  develops  into  a  high-class  racket. 
I  have  asked  the  Mayor  of  Boston  time  and  time 
again  to  put  auditors  on  the  books  there  to  find 
out  where  the  money  is  going  and  who  gets  it, 
but  he  has  refused  to  do  it.  I  have  here  the  name 
of  an  individual,  however,  receiving  aid,  and, 
while  hundreds  and  thousands  of  families  are 
unable  to  get  coal,  here  is  a  family,  according 
to  the  records  of  the  Metropolitan  Coal  Company, 
a  worthy  organization,  to  which  on  the  7th  of 
January,  the  9th  of  January  and  the  27th  of 
January,  on  each  date,  a  half  ton  of  coal  was 
delivered,  or  a  ton  and  a  half  of  coal  to  one  family 
in  one  month,  when  the  allotment  is  half  a  ton  and 
when  hundreds  of  other  families  are  unable  to  get 
coal  of  any  kind.  This  simply  bears  out  statements 
I  have  made  recently  that  collusion  and  graft 
exist  among  the  employees  of  the  Public  Welfare 
Department.  I  am  not  placing  the  blame  on  any 
individual's  shoulders,  but  somebody  is  to  blame 
when  $21  worth  of  coal  is  sent  to  one  family  in 
one  month  and  others  can't  get  any  coal  what- 
soever. If  this  sort  of  thing  happens  in  the  case 
of  the  one  family  where  I  have  been  able  to  detect 
it,  I  ask  you  how  many  more  famihes  are  being 
taken  care  of  in  the  same  way  and  how  many 
dollars  are  being  looted  from  the  City  of  Boston 
through  the  Public  Welfare  Department?  That 
is  the  reason,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  of 
the  Council,  why  individuals  giving  to  this 
$3,000,000  fund  do  not  in  so  many  cases  favor  the 
Public  Welfare  Department,  but  say  that  they  wish 
the  money  they  contribute  to  go  to  a  private 
agency,  because  they  have  lost  faith  in  the  depart- 
ment. There  is  a  situation  that  costs  the  City 
of  Boston  thousands  and  thousands  yearly. 
I  have  the  name  of  that  one  family,  and  I  will 
give  it  to  anybody  who  wants  the  name,  and  they 
can  go  to  the  Metropolitan  Coal  Company  and 
cheek  up  on  it,  the  same  as  I  have  done.  I  am 
asking  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  investigate  the 
coal  department  there  in  order  that  families  who 
haven't  received  coal  all  winter  may  get  some 
and  in  order  that  this  practice  of  sending  $21 
worth  of  coal  in  one  month  to  one  family  may  be 
stopped. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


HIRING    OF    CITIZENS    FOR    GOVERNOR 
SQUARE  TUNNEL. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Transit  Commission  be  re- 


quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  hire 
only  citizens  of  Boston  and  the  United  States  on 
the  Governor  square  tunnel  job. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  any  of  you  who 
have  seen  the  progress  of  the  Governor  square 
job  have  seen  the  big  signs  stating  that  only 
veterans  will  be  employed  on  the  job.  But  what 
do  we  find  there?  We  find  that  they  are  laying  off 
veterans  and  citizens.  How  do  they  get  around 
it?  They  are  sending  to  the  unions  and  locals  and 
saying,  "This  is  an  emergency,  and  we  want  20 
to  30  men,"  and  then  two  thirds  of  the  men  sent 
to  them  cannot  speak  English,  are  not  even  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  do  not  even  live  in  Boston. 
As  you  know,  the  unions  of  Boston  do  not  care  in 
that  respect,  as  long  as  men  are  members  of  their 
*  own  organization;  and  I  say  that  the  Transit 
Commission  is  not  living  up  to  its  agreement  that 
the  men  hired  on  that  job  should  be  veterans  and 
veterans  only.  If  there  are  no  veterans  on  the  list, 
they  can  then  hire  citizens.  But  if  Colonel  Sullivan 
wants,  veterans  can  be  fired  and  the  next  day 
twenty  men  can  be  placed  at  work  from  the  unions, 
under  the  guise  of  an  emergency. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  will  move  that 
this  order  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Committee 
and  that  one  of  the  members  of  the  Transit  Depart- 
ment be  sent  for  this  afternoon. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  order  will  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


LEGAL  AUTHORITY  FOR  DEDUCTION  OF 
EMPLOYEES'  PAY. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  inform  the  City  Council  under  what 
statute  he  derives  his  authority  to  order  the  City 
Treasurer  to  deduct  a  day's  pay  from  the  salary 
of  each  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  am  heartily 
in  accord  with  the  idea  that  those  in  position  to 
give  a  day's  pay  should  give  it.  When  this  City 
Council  voted  last  week  to  give  a  day's  pay  for 
five  months,  we  at  least  had  the  consideration 
accorded  us  of  being  allowed  to  vote  to  do  it. 
If  any  member  of  the  Council  said  "  No,"  it  would 
not  be  taken  from  his  pay.  But  in  the  City 
Hospital,  for  example,  we  have  a  great  many 
employees — scrubwomen,  chambermaids  and 
others — making  $12,  $13  and  $15  a  week,  many 
of  them  with  a  family  to  support,  and  they  are 
not  asked  to  give  a  day's  pay.  It  is  simply 
taken  out  of  their  envelope,  in  spite  of  the  hard- 
ship that  it  may  entail.  Of  course,  this  drive 
for  $3,000,000  is  going  over.  There  is  no  question 
about  it.  But  there  is  no  thanks  due  in  that 
respect  to  the  people  in  Boston  who  have  money, 
no  thanks  due  to  the  bankers.  The  only  ones 
we  have  to  thank  are  the  men  and  women  who  are 
working  for  a  bare  living.  Of  the  money  collected 
up  to  date  75  per  cent  has  been  taken  from  the 
envelopes  of  the  poor  people  of  the  City  of  Boston — 
the  laboring  men,  for  example,  who  are  getting 
but  $1,500  a  year,  and  who  are  receiving  but 
$28.50  a  week.  In  many  cases  these  people 
have  mothers  and  fathers,  brothers  and  sisters, 
children,  to  support,  and  they  cannot  afford  to 
have  this  day's  pay  taken  out  of  the  envelope.  It 
should  be  voluntary.  If  a  man  says,  "Yes,  take 
it,"  all  right,  let  them  take  it.  But  I  defy  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  show  any  statute 
or  ordinance,  city  or  state,  which  allows  this 
money  to  be  taken  involuntarily  out  of  the 
envelope.  I  think  it  is  unjust,  unfair,  because 
God  knows  the  man  who  is  getting  $1,500  or  less 
in  many  cases  has  little  enough  to  take  care  of  his 
immediate  family.  The  money  should  be  taken 
out  of  the  rich  men  and  women  of  Boston,  in- 
stead of  75  per  cent  of  the  amount  collected  to 
date  coming  out  of  poor  people.  Many  a  young 
girl,  earning  only  a  few  dollars  a  week,  and  with 
a  family  to  support,  has  this  demand  on  her  to 
give  one  day  a  month  pay,  when  she  cannot 
afford  it.  I  say  that  it  is  not  fair.  I  say  that 
city  employees,  if  they  do  not  desire  to  give, 
because  of  the  circumstances  in  their  case,  should 
not  have  any  obligation  imposed  upon  them  to 
do  so.  There  is  no  law  that  will  compel  them 
to  give,  and  in  many  cases  they  should  not  be 
required  to  give. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  agree 
with  the  councilor  in  his  remarks,  because  I  don't 
think  the  Mayor  in  his  directions  intended  that 
any  individual  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston 
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who  could  not  afford  to  give  would  have  to  con- 
tribute a  day's  pay  a  month  for  five  months. 
I  think  it  was  truly  told  to  us,  certainly  in  all 
meetings  that  I  had  occasion  to  attend,  that, 
regardless  of  who  the  person  was,  if  he  or  she  was 
unable  to  give,  he  or  she  would  not  be  compelled 
to  give.  4It  is  nothing  but  a  voluntary  drive, 
no  matter  who  it  strikes.  It  puts  us  in  quite  an 
unusual  position  to  have  an  order  of  this  kind 
offered  here,  because  I  think  we  ought  to  be  the 
ones  to  stand  up  and  defend  the  actions  of  those 
in  charge  of  this  drive  in  Boston.  This  is  the 
last  large  city  in  the  United  States,  I  am  informed, 
that  has  resorted  to  a  drive  of  this  kind  to  help  the 
unemployed.  With  a  quota  of  S12 ,000,000  in 
New  York,  S18,000,000  was  raised;  with  a  quota 
of  S5,000,000  in  Philadelphia,  S9,000,000  was 
raised,  and  like  amounts  have  been  raised  in 
other  large  cities  of  the  country.  It  is  a  voluntary 
campaign,  and  I  think  it  has  never  been  intended 
to  be  anything  else.  So  far  as  the  employees  of 
the  City  of  Boston  are  concerned,  we  ought  to 
encourage  it.  This  is  an  unusual  emergency, 
where  everybody  who  has  a  job  ought  to  be 
thankful  that  he  has  it  and  should  be  glad  of  the 
opportunity  to  give,  so  that  somebody  less  fortu- 
nate may  have  things  made  a  little  bit  easier 
and  brighter.  I  don't  think  we  ought  to  criticize 
anything  connected  with  this  drive  at  the  present 
time.  I  have  listened  to  those  in  charge  of  the 
drive  explain  its  purpose  and  object  and  the 
manner  in  which  it  is  being  conducted,  and  when 
they  tell  us,  Mr.  President,  that  a  drive  in  wrhich 
it  is  proposed  to  raise  S3 ,000,000  in  a  city  like 
ours  is  going  to  cost  less  than  one  half  of  1  per 
cent  for  expenses,  I  say  that  they  are  doing  a 
mighty  fine  job.  Of  course,  we  have  critics, 
but  I  want  to  tell  you,  Mr.  President  and  gentle- 
men, that  those  working  in  the  various  sections 
of  Boston  on  this  drive  should  be  given  medals 
of  honor,  instead  of  the  criticism  that  has  been 
heaped  upon  them.  Of  course,  workers  on  an 
undertaking  of  this  kind  have  to  expect  criticism 
to  a  certain  extent.  But  I  don't  think  it  has  been 
the  intention  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  or  of  that 
wonderful  gentleman  at  the  head,  Mr.  Charles  F. 
Weed,  to  ask  anybody  in  the  City  of  Boston  to 
give  one  nickel  unless  he  can  afford  to  do  so.  I 
don't  think  anybody  has  been  asked  or  will  be 
asked  to  do  more  than  his  share.  City  em- 
ployees and  employees  in  private  concerns  in 
Boston  are  simply  being  asked  to  contribute  a 
day's  pay  a  month  for  five  months  so  that  poor 
families  in  Boston  who  have  not  got  light,  heat, 
shelter  or  food,  may  get  them.  If  the  reports 
are  true,  that  the  city  has  spent  a  million  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor  in  December,  and  if  that  amount 
is  to  be  exceeded  in  January  of  this  year,  I  ask 
those  who  are  interested,  where  are  we,  the  citizens 
of  Boston,  going  to  raise  this  money  out  of  our 
City  of  Boston  funds  to  take  care  of  this  unem- 
ployment situation?  These  people  are  entitled 
to  be  taken  care  of,  and  I  think  it  is  the  honorable 
thing  for  everyone  to  contribute  one  day's  pay 
for  five  months  to  help  out  those  who  are  more 
unfortunate.  I  don't  think  it  is  obligatory,  but 
it  is  a  voluntary  contribution,  and  I  have  yet  to 
find  in  going  about  town  one  individual  employed 
in  the  City  of  Boston  who  has  expressed  dis- 
satisfaction with  this  request  made  of  them. 
The  Police  Department,  who  has  just  been  refused 
a  S100  step-rate  increase,  are  not  only  giving  one 
day's  pay  a  month  for  five  months,  but  their 
Relief  Department  has  contributed  S20,000, 
and  there  has  not  been  'a  murmur  of  dissatis- 
faction. I  say  that  we  who  are  able,  who  are  in 
a  better  position  than  the  less  fortunate,  ought  to 
be  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  so  contribute,  and 
I  don't  think  an  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston 
who  has  certain  financial  obligations  which  would 
not  warrant  his  being  expected  to  give  a  day's 
pay  a  month  for  five  months  will  be  required  to 
give  it,  if  the  situation  is  made  known  to  the 
department  head. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  think  this 
order  introduced  by  the  councilor  from  Roxbury 
today  is  a  proper  one,  because  on  January  18  we 
passed  an  order  unanimously  in  this  Council 
calling  upon  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  instruct  all 
heads  of  departments  to  inform  all  the  city  em- 
ployees of  their  particular  departments  that  if 
contributing  one  clay's  pay  a  month  would  work 
a  hardship  on  them,  they  would  not  have  to  do  it. 
But  up  to  date — and  I  have  checked  this  and 
know  whereof  I  speak — no  department  head  of 
the  City  of  Boston  has  received  any  instruction 
from  the  Mayor  to  so  inform  the  men.  The 
average    city    employee — and   in    this    I    disagree 


with  the  councilor  [from  Ward  14  (Coun.  Ruby) 
thinks  he  must  contribute  that  day's  pay.  If 
the  Mayor  has  not  seen  fit  to  recognize  our  order 
of  January  18,  of  course  a  further  order  today  is 
the  proper  thing.  I  had  occasion  last  week  to 
have  a  man  come  to  my  home,  a  man  who  lives 
in  my  district,  and  who  has  three  children.  He 
is  receiving  but  S16  a  week  at  the  Sanatorium  in 
Mattapan.  He  told  me — and  I  think  he  was 
right — that  a  day's  pay  this  coming  week  was 
going  to  be  taken  from  his  pay  envelope.  That 
is  the  way  it  has  been  done.  It  has  not  been 
voluntary.  For  instance,  they  give  an  employee 
in  a  city  yard  S24  a  week,  or  something  like  that, 
and  give  a  check  of  S4  to  the  City  of  Boston,  to 
put  right  back  in.  If  that  is  not  putting  pressure 
on,  I  don't  know  what  is.  I  know  of  another  man 
with  eight  children,  getting  a  maximum  of  S17.50 
a  week,  and  he  feels  that  he  has  to  contribute  a 
day's  pay  the  coming  week.  I  say  it  is  about 
time  that  this  was  brought  home  clearly  to  the 
city  employees,  that  the  Mayor  has  no  right 
under  the  law  to  compel  any  employee  to  give 
a  day's  pay.  I  say  it  is  a  good  thing  for  a  man  to 
give  a  day's  pay,  if  he  can  afford  it,  but  some 
cannot  afford  it.     So  I  hope  the  order  will  pass. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  this  united 
unemployment  drive  has  been  going  on  in  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  last  six  or  seven  days.  I 
have  been  so  much  interested  that  I  have  been 
giving  my  entire  time  to  the  drive  and  have 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  getting  out  folders 
in  Ward  17.  I  know  at  the  present  time  of. 
hundreds  and  perhaps  thousands  of  people  in 
Boston  who  are  in  need  of  funds  to  get  the  bare 
necessities  of  life  and  I  don't  think  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury  should  introduce  an  order  of  this 
kind  at  this  time,  which  will  simply  serve  to 
impede  the  progress  of  the  drive  and  cause  dissen- 
sion in  the  ranks.  At  the  present  time  we  have  a 
splendid  spirit  throughout  the  City  of  Boston. 
Everyone  seems  to  want  to  do  everything  he  can 
to  put  the  drive  across,  to  make  it  successful,  and 
any  interference  of  this  sort,  which  will  be  pro- 
mulgated in  the  newspapers  and  among  the  people 
of  Boston,  will  have  a  tendency  to  make  contribu- 
tors reluctant  to  give  money  to  the  drive.  I 
think  we  should  do  everything  we  can  to  make 
the  drive  successful,  to  keep  it  going,  to  accomplish 
what  we  have  set  out  to  do,  and  if  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury  (Coun.  Dowd)  will  withhold  the 
order  until  the  final  day  of  the  drive,  he  can  then 
introduce  and  advocate  an  order  to  investigate 
the  matter  and  see  whether  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
intends  to  allow  anything  in  the  way  of  compulsion 
to  be  exercised  on  the  underpaid  employees  of  the 
city  departments.  I  move,  therefore,  that  the 
order  be  laid  on  the  table  until  the  drive  is  over. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  so  as  to  remove 
any  misunderstanding,  let  me  say  that  I  am  not 
criticizing  in  any  way  any  individual  connected 
with  the  drive.  There  are  city  employees  who 
may  properly  be  expected  to  contribute.  But 
why  are  not  laborers  and  scrubwomen,  making 
S900,  81,000,  or  less  than  S1.500  a  year,  justified 
in  saying,  "We  will  give  if  we  possibly  can"?  But 
they  are  not  accorded  that  privilege.  I  am  not 
criticizing  those  conducting  the  drive,  but  I  am 
criticizing  the  action  of  the  Mayor  when  he  says 
that  the  city  employees  have  to  give  a  day's  pay. 
Those  getting  less  than  SI, 500  a  year  if  they  are 
not  in  a  position  to  give  should  not  be  expected  to 
give.  Of  course,  anybody  who  can  afford  to  give, 
should  give,  and  will  undoubtedly  desire  to  give. 
But  I  do  want  it  understood  by  the  councilor  from 
Dorchester  that  I  am  not  criticizing  in  any  way, 
shape  or  manner  this  drive,  but  the  way  the  city 
employees  are  being  held  up.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
more  than  75  per  cent  of  the  amount  that  has  been 
already  raised  has  been  taken  out  of  poor  people, 
and  not  from  those  who  have  money. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  on  October  27, 
1930,  over  a  year  ago,  I  submitted  an  order  here 
requesting  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  consider  the 
matter  of  requesting  from  each  employee  of  the 
City  of  Boston  a  donation  of  one  cent  per  month 
for  each  dollar  received  in  salary  as  a  contribution 
to  an  unemployment  fund  during  the  coming, 
winter  period,  to  be  administered  by  the  Overseers 
of  the  Public  Welfare.  That  order  was  sent 
back  to  us  subsequently  by  the  Mayor  as  illegal, 
unconstitutional  and  un-American.  But  in  less 
than  a  year  the  Mayor  completely  turned  around 
on  this  whole  matter.  I  knew  then,  as  I  know 
now,  that  this  depression  we  are  in  is  the  worst 
that  civilized  man  has  ever  known  in  the  annals 
of  all  history.  Of  course,  we  have  all  been  hearing 
this  sunshine  and  around-the-corner  talk  that  has 
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been  so  current,  but  when  you  refer  to  financial 
authorities  who  really  know  what  they  are  talking 
about,  it  is  a  very  different  story.  For  instance, 
take  what  perhaps  the  greatest  financial  genius 
living,  Montague  Norman,  the  Governor  of  the 
Bank  of  England,  says  about  the  probable  duration 
of  the  depression  we  are  in,  or  what  such  a  great 
economist  as  John  Maynard  Keynes,  at  the  head 
of  the  economic  department  of  Oxford  University, 
says  in  "Vanity  Fair,"  for  January,  1932,  about 
the  probable  length  of  this  economic  depression. 
They  both  expect  it  to  continue  for  a  long  time  to 
come.  With  these  facts  in  mind,  and  thoroughly 
convinced  that  we  were  in  for  a  long  seige,  over  a 
year  ago  I  asked  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  consider 
a  one-cent  per  dollar  contribution  from  city 
employees — and,  as  I  have  stated,  the  reply  we 
got  from  the  Mayor  was  to  the  effect  that  it  was 
illegal,  unconstitutional  and  un-American.  The 
present  plan  is  not  a  contribution;  it  is  a  pay  cut. 
The  thing  which  is  now  under  way  is  a  pay  cut. 
It  was  so  termed  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of 
Boston  in  last  Saturday's  papers  and  he  said  he 
refused  to  take  part  in  a  subterfuge  for  a  pay  cut. 
I  have  felt  that  those  getting  big  pay,  $2,500  or 
over,  should  go  on  the  sliding  scale.  My  idea  of 
over  a  year  ago  was  thrown  in  the  waste  basket, 
and  the  present  plan  is  being  applied  to  the  low-paid 
men  who  have  suffered  most  from  this  depression. 
It  may  be  that  in  a  year  or  more  from  now  no 
money  can  be  obtained  from  anybody.  Four 
great  cities  in  America  are  facing  conditions  the 
like  of  which  they  never  faced  before — New  York, 
Chicago,  Philadelphia  and  Detroit.  A  colleague 
says,  "Salem."  Well,  we  don't  have  to  go  far 
from  Salem  now.  I  was  in  Lowell  yesterday  and 
was  speaking  to  City  Solicitor  Gilbride,  and  we 
discussed  the  situation  as  it  affected  Lowell.  The 
question  arose  whether  the  banks  were  going  to 
take  care  of  them — and  Mr.  Gilbride  has  as  good 
an  economic  head  as  most  men,  and  his  knowledge 
of  municipal  finance  would  represent  a  good 
batting  average.  He  said  to  me,  "The  chances 
are,  Norton,  that  before  we  finish  out  the  year,  we 
will  have  only  skeleton  police  and  fire  forces." 
These  are  very  serious  times.  I  repeat  that  I 
suggested  over  a  year  ago  the  one-cent  idea,  but 
nothing  was  done  about  it.  Before  we  are  through, 
watch  out! 

On    motion    of    Coun.    BURKE,    the    Council 
voted  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table.

KELLY — Mr.  President,  this  may  sound 
like  a  very  small  matter  to  be  discussing  here  before 
such  an  important  body  as  the  Boston  City  Council, 
asking  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  use  simply  for 
official  business  the  auto  connected  with  his  office 
and  paid  for  by  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
who  also  pay  for  a  chauffeur  to  run  it.  But  one 
of  the  reasons  why  I  am  introducing  the  order  is 
this,  that  the  Mayor  recently  has  taken  away  from 
different  department  heads  telephones  in  their 
homes;  has  taken  away  telephones  from  men  in 
the  Police  Department  and  in  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, who  may  be  called  on  in  times  of  emergency, 
and  has  also  cut  down  the  use  of  cars,  requiring  the 
departments  to  use  the  "  Drive-Yourself  "  cars 
instead  of  cars  in  the  different  departments.  Of 
course,  it  is  very  nice  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to 
use  his  car  for  official  business  only,  although  last 
Friday  he  saw  fit  to  go  over  to  New  York  in  his 
official  car,  and  besides  going  over  there  in  the 
official  car,  he  stopped  off  a  short  time  and  delivered 
the  delegates  from  the  New  England  States  to 
Governor  Roosevelt  for  the  Presidency.  Yester- 
day I  sent  to  the  Mayor  a  letter,  and  I  am  going  to 
ask  that  it  be  incorporated  in  the  records  along 
with  this  order.  If  any  member  of  the  Council 
wants  it  read,  it  will  be  an  extreme  pleasure  for 
me  to  read  it. 

Coun.  BURKE — I  would  like  to  have  the  letter 
read. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  thank 
the  councilor  from  Ward  17.     (Reading.)

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  I  don't  think  this  is  in  order.  We 
don't  want  to  have  personal  letters  to  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston  read  here. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  a  member  of 
the  Council  wanted  to  have  it  read,  and  I  think 

out  of  respect  to  the  gentleman  I  should  read  it 

"and  I  was  amazed  at  your  brazenness" 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  would  again 
like  to  say  that  this  is  a  personal  letter  to  the 
Mayor,  and  I  don't  see  that  it  has  anything  to  do 
with  any  matter  before  this  body.  I  say  that 
political  speeches  here  are  not  in  order. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  the  letter  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  doings  of 
the  Council. 

Coun.  KELLY — Now,  Mr.  President, "I  was 

amazed  at  your  brazenness  in  delivering  to  Gov- 
ernor Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  not  only  the  vote 
of  every  delegate  in  Massachusetts" 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  has  ruled 
the  reading  of  the  letter  out  of  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  the  Chair  does 
not  know  the  contents  of  this  letter,  and  it  is  very 
unfair  for  the  President  to  make  such  a  ruling. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  withdraw  my 
request  that  the  letter  be  read. 

Coun.  KELLY — "Not  only  the  vote  of  every 
delegate  in  Massachusetts,  who,  incidentally,  have 
not  as  yet  been  elected,  but  also  the  delegates  of 
the  other  New  England  States,  with  the  possible 
exception  of  Maine." 

President  GALLAGHER— Does  the  councilor 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair? 

Coun.  KELLY — You  know,  Mr.  President,  how 
ridiculous  it  is  for  one  member  here,  just  myself,  to 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair.  But  you 
know  deep  down  in  your  heart  that  it  is  an  unfair 
decision  for  you  to  make,  that  this  letter  should 
not  be  read,  when  you  don't  know  the  contents  of 
it.  _  I  ask  you,  for  that  reason,  to  withdraw  your 
decision. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  has  so 
ruled. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  we 
take  a  recess,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair. 

President  GALLAGHER— Those  in  favor  say 
"Aye"  (a  number  responded).  Those  opposed, 
"No"  (a  number  responded),  and  the  motion  is 
carried. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order,  that  we  have  business  before  the  Council, 


and  there  is  no  logical  reason  for  anybody  at  this 
point  calling  for  a  recess.  I  have  orders  that  I 
desire  to  introduce  and  there  is  business  that  we 
have  to  conduct  this  afternoon,  and  why  anybody 
should  ask  for  a  recess  at  a  time  like  this  I  don't 
know.  I  doubt  the  vote  and  ask  for  a  roll  call. 
I  certainly  think  we  should  not  take  a  recess  while 
there  is  business  before  the  house. 

President  GALLAGHER— Coun.  DOWD  doubts 
the  vote  and  asks  for  a  roll  call. 

The  Council  voted  to  take  a  recess,  yeas  9,  nays  S :

RECESS. 

The  Council  went  into  recess  at  3.42  p.  m.  and 
returned  to  the  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order 
by  President  GALLAGHER  at  4.42  p.  m. 
The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of  Coun. 
Kelly's  order,  introduced  before  the  recess,  as 
follows : 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  use  the  automobile  attached  to  his  office,  and 
which  was  paid  for  by  the  taxpayers,  only  in 
connection  with  official  business  in  keeping  with 
his  policy  of  strict  economy. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  far  be  it  from 
me  to  embarrass  yourself — for  whom  I  have 
great  respect — or  any  other  member  of  the  City 
Council,  and  far  would  it  be  from  me  if  there 
were  any  objection  by  any  member  of  the  Council, 
to  read  this  particular  letter.  If  there  is  objection 
from  members  of  the  Council,  I  am  going  to  ask 
that  the  letter  be  incorporated  in  the  record. 
If  I  am  not  interrupted  wnile  speaking,  I  will 
read  the  letter,  but  if  I  am  interrupted  and  if 
members  don't  wish  to  have  it  read  in  public,  I 
will  ask  that  it  be  incorporated  in  the  record. 
If  there  is  no  objection,  I  will  read  the  letter,  Mr. 
President. 

President  GALLAGHER — I  belive  there  are  no 
objections  to  your  reading  the  letter.  Are  there 
any  objections?  (No  response.)  Hearing  none, 
the  councilor  will  proceed. 

Coun.  KELLY— (Reading) : 

"January  30th,  1932. 
"Hon.  James  M.  Curley, 

"City  Hall,  Boston. 
"Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

"Your  recent  jaunt  to  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and 
happenings  during  this  trip  were  closely  followed 
by  the  writer  and  I  was  amazed  at  your  brazenness 
in  delivery  to  Gov.  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  not 
only  the  vote  of  every  delegate  in  Massachusetts 
(who  incidentally  have  not  as  yet  been  elected) 
but  also  the  delegates  of  the  other  New  England 
States  with  the  possible  exception  of  Maine. 

"I  know  for  a  fact  that  you  had  no  permission 
to  speak  as  agent  for  the  three  real  Democratic 
leaders  holding  public  office  in  this  State,  Walsh, 
Ely  and  Coolidge,  and  I  know  that  you  would  not 
have  been  speaking  for  delegates  that  have  not  as 
yet  been  elected  by  the  people. 

"You  know  that  if  you  were  a  sincere  supporter 
of  Al  Smith  four  years  ago  and  not  trying  to 
benefit  your  own  candidacy  for  Mayor  of  Boston 
the  next  year,  as  I  have  always  claimed,  that  you 
should  wait  until  Al  Smith  decides  whether  he 
will  be  a  candidate  or  if  not  a  candidate,  you 
should  support  the  man  who  he  withdraws  for. 

"When  you  realize  that  Al  Smith  in  receiving 
over  fifteen  million  votes  in  his  contest  for  President 
received  more  votes  than  any  other  man  who 
ever  ran  for  President  or  who  ever  was  President 
of  this  country,  Democratic  or  Republican,  with 
the  one  exception  of  Herbert  Hoover,  and  that  he 
carried  the  Republican  State  of  Massachusetts, 
you  ought  to  realize  what  the  Democrats  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  whole  country  think  of 
this  man. 

"If  you  realize  this  you  should  be  willing  to 
wait  for  his  decision  and  then  follow  it  as  all  real 
Democrats  will  do. 

"You  could  not  even  deliver  the  votes  of  the 
people  of  the  city  of  which  you  are  Mayor  to 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  if  Al  Smith  is  a  candidate 
or  if  not  a  candidate  beat  the  man  whom  he 
withdraws  in  favor  of. 

"How  can  you  hold  yourself  out  as  a  sincere 
Democrat  to  the  people  when  you  are  now  against 
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Al  Smith  who  brought  this  state  back  in  the 
Democratic  ranks  in  1928  after  it  had  been  Repub- 
lican for  many,  many  years. 

"How  can  you  hold  yourself  out  as  a  sincere 
Democrat  to  the.  people  when  only  two  years 
ago  you  were  against  the  present  Democratic 
Governor  of  Massachusetts  who  was  always  and 
still  is  an  open  supporter  of  Al  Smith  and  whom 
Al  Smith  came  on  from  New  York  in  1930  to 
speak  for  during  his  campaign  for  Governor  and 
who  restored  Massachusetts  to  the  Democratic 
column  after  a  lapse  of  fifteen  years,  as  our  last 
Democratic  Governor  was  Hon.  David  I.  Walsh 
in  1915. 

"How  can  you  hold  yourself  out  as  a  sincere 
Democrat  to  the  people  when  your  name  has  not 
even  been  placed  on  the  state  ticket  for  Presidential 
candidates  by  the  leading  Democrats  of  our  state, 
and  therefore  it  is  fair  to  say  that  you  will  not  be  a 
delegate  and  you  will  not  even  have  an  opportunity 
to  help  nominate  any  candidate  for  the  office  of 
President.  /• 

"How  can  you  hold  yourself  out  even  as  a 
leader  to  the  people  in  our  state  when  the  only 
time  you  ever  ran  for  Governor  you  were  badly 
defeated  and  when  you  realize  you  barely  won 
your  last  contest  for  Mayor  of  Boston  in  1929? 

"How  can  you  call  yourself  a  sincere  Democrat 
when  only  a  week  ago  at  the  Tammany  Ball  you 
walked  arm  and  arm  with  Whitfield  Tuck  of 
Winchester  (that  grand  old  Democratic  faker) 
who  has  set  himself  up  as  President  of  the  Roosevelt 
Club  of  Massachusetts  and  who  was  the  only 
delegate  or  alternate  delegate  in  1928  in  Massa- 
chusetts who  refused  to  go  on  the  ballot  as  pledged 
to  Alfred  E.  Smith.  So  much  of  a  traitor  to  the 
party  was  this  Whitfield  Tuck  that  the  Demo- 
cratic State  Committee  of  Massachusetts  in  1928 
saw  fit  in  an  attempt  to  keep  him  out  of  their 
convention  that  they  made  up  a  slate  of  four 
loyal  Democrats  pledged  to  Smith  and  ran  them 
against  Tuck  on  stickers.  I  also  notice  this  Tuck, 
at  all  gatherings  where  you  are  present,  leads  three 
cheers  for  Curley  for  Governor.  I  wonder  if  you 
haven't  got  him  on  the  city  pay  roll  or  perhaps 
giving  him  some  of  the  contract  work  of  the  city. 

"I  now  wish  to  inform  you  that  I  shall  head  a 
delegation  from  the  12th  Congressional  District

district  will  repudiate  your  tactics  and  send  you 
and  your  slate  down  to  an  ignominious  defeat.

Coun.  KELLY — I  sent  that  letter  Saturday. 
The  Mayor  perhaps  received  it  today  and,  of 
course,  I  realize  that  I  have  made  statements  of 
many  facts  in  the  letter  and  facts  that  cannot  be 
denied,  so,  of  course,  there  will  be  no  answer  to  this 
particular  letter.  I  am  saying  in  my  order  that 
I  believe  the  Mayor  of  Boston  should  set  an  example 
for  heads  of  departments,  in  the  interest  of  econ- 
omy, to  use  "Drive-Yourself "  cars,  and  to  get 
along  without  unnecessary  telephones.  Let  the 
cars  paid  for  by  the  taxpayers  be  used  simply  on 
official  business.  Let  us  not  take  the  cars  paid 
for  by  the  taxpayers  and  go  over  to  New  York  and 
— of  course,  this  is  of  no  importance,  anyway, — to 
deliver  the  people  of  Boston  and  of  New  England 
to  Franklin  Roosevelt.  I  ask,  therefore,  that  the 
order  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  while  I  made 
an  effort  to  keep  that  letter  out,  not  feeling  that  it 
was  properly  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  City 
Council,  if  the  members  of  the  Democratic  party 
here  enjoy  such  letters,  I  as  a  Republican  must 
withdraw  my  objection,  Therefore,  I  withdraw 
it. 

Coun.  KELLY — Thank  you,  councilor. 

The  rule  was  declared  not  suspended. 

Coun.  KELLY  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
a  roll  call,  but  before  the  clerk  called  the  roll, 
Coun.  KELLY  withdrew  the  doubt,  and  the  order 
was  rejected.

Hospital   be   requested,    through   his   Honor   the

died  at  the  hospital  during  his  cancer  research 
work. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  some  time  ago 
I  introduced  an  order  in  the  Council  referring  to 
the  death  of  one  of  the  nurses  in  the  City  Hospital, 
who  died  in  the  performance  of  her  duty,  as  a 
result  of  a  disease  that  she  caught  while  attending 
one  of  the  patients.  This  order  is  along  the  same 
line,  and  I  am  going  to  ask  —  and  the  amount 
expended  does  not  have  to  be  large  —  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  suitable  memorial  to  Doctor  Glover,  who 
passed  away  while  endeavoring  to  find  a  way  for 
cure  for  cancer. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

CONTRACT. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Executive  Committee  con- 
duct a  public  hearing  on  Friday,  February  5,  1932, 
at  2.30  p.  m.,  in  the  matter  of  W.  P.  Nickerson, 
contractor  for  the  removal  of  garbage  and  ashes 
in  the  Hyde  Park  district. 


FEBRUARY    1,    1932. 
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Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  a  week  ago  I 
made  the  charge  against  this  concern  that  they 
are  paying  employees  but  $25  a  month,  board  and 
room,  which  is  absolutely  against  the  contract 
made  with  the  City  of  Boston.  Since  that  time, 
I  have  obtained  an  affidavit  and  a  copy  of  the 
signed  contract,  stating  specifically  what  a  man 
received.  I  have  talked  with  Mr.  Carven,  Acting 
Public  Works  Commissioner,  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  after  talking  with  him  that,  as  usual,  a 
well-defined  plan  is  under  way  to  whitewash  my 
charges.  The  charges  I  made  are  now  substan- 
tiated. If  charges  are  going  to  be  whitewashed 
and  if  a  contractor  is  going  to  be  allowed  to  pay 
S25  a  month  and  board  and  room,  against  the 
rate  of  wages,  62}  cents  an  hour,  provided  for  by 
the  contract,  in  this  case,  every  other  contractor 
may  do  the  same  thing.  It  is  more  than  a  scrap 
of  paper,  Mr.  President.  One  of  the  leading 
papers  of  Boston  carried  an  editorial  stating  that 
something  should  be  done  about  it.  I  have  here 
a  check  on  the  Norwood  Trust  Company,  made 
out  by  William  P.  Nickerson  to  Edward  McNabb. 
The  man  came  to  me  with  the  check,  and  I  cashed 
the  check  for  him.  Mr.  Nickerson  cannot  deny 
his  check  or,  if  he  wants  to  try  to  do  so,  the  place 
is  here.  The  Public  Works  Commissioner  is  not 
going  to  whitewash  these  charges.  If  the  Mayor 
wants  to  allow  contractors  to  pay  S25  a  month 
to  these  men,  that  is  his  lookout.  But  this 
Council  ought  to  do  something.  Here  is  a  bona 
fide  check,  made  out  by  Mr.  Nickerson,  for  wages 
paid  in  full  to  date  to  Edward  McNabb.  I  want 
to  have  a  showdown  on  this.  I  want  to  find  out 
if  contractors  can  violate  their  contracts  with  the 
city  or  not.  I  want  to  find  out  if  the  Mayor  is 
going  to  uphold  such  violation  of  contracts.  If 
so,  every  contractor  is  justified  in  cutting  wages 
he  is  supposed  to  pay  under  his  contract.  And 
so,  I  say,  let  us  get  Mr.  McNabb  and  Mr.  Nicker- 
son and  the  foreman  of  the  Sanitary  District  in 
here  and  find  out  who  is  telling  the  truth.  This 
is  the  first  time  since  I  have  been  in  the  Council 
that  I  have  succeeded  in  getting  the  goods  on  any 
contractor,  through  a  check  signed  by  himself. 
There  is  certainly  no  reason  why  the  Mayor 
should  not  at  once  abrogate  the  contract,  awarded 
to  the  fifth  from  the  lowest  bidder.  A  man 
named  Bryan  of  951  Canterbury  street,  Hyde 
Park,  had  the  contract  for  many  years,  but  he 
has  lost  it  to  this  Nickerson,  despite  the  fact  that 
Nickerson  lives  in  Norwood.  In  spite  of  these 
facts  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  this  Nickerson 
was  the  fifth  from  the  lowest  bidder,  Nickerson 
got  the  contract.  There  is  the  answer.  I  want 
to  find  out  if  these  contracts  are  to  be  treated  as 
scraps  of  paper. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  over  a  year 
ago  {  introduced  an  order  looking  to  the  cancella- 
tion of  the  contract  with  this  William  P.  Nicker- 
son of  Norwood  for  the  collection  of  ashes  and 
garbage  in  Ward  18.  I  am  surprised  at  the  size  of 
the  check  paid  to  this  employee,  as  referred  to  by 
the  colleague  from  Roxbury  (Coun.  Dowd),  S25. 
I  have  been  led  to  believe  that  in  some  cases  the 
remuneration  is  as  low  as  S10  a  month.  I  am 
not  going  to  read  from  the  record  what  I  stated 
at  that  time,  over  a  year  ago,  because  the  col- 
league from  South  Boston  might  object;  but  I  at 
that  time  agreed  with  what  the  colleague  from 
Roxbury  states  at  the  present  time.  For  some 
time  Tom  Bryan  collected  the  ashes  and  garbage 
of  Ward  18,  and  did  a  fine  job.  In  fact,  he  did  a 
wonderful  job,  but  the  reason  why  he  did  not  get 
the  contract  the  last  time  was  because  he  was 
not  strong  on  the  "three  cheers."  That  is  the 
answer.  I  wish  something  might  be  done  to  help 
us  remedy  the  situation  in  Hyde  Park,  where  the 
ashes  and  garbage  are  neglected  for  weeks  at  a 


time,  being  then  done  by  some  poor,  unfortunate, 
broken-down  fellows  %vho  are  trying  to  make  a 
few  dollars  here  and  there.  I  requested  over  a 
year  ago  that  the  Mayor  take  steps  to  prevent  a 
continuance  of  that  state  of  affairs,  and  I  went  as 
far  as  I  could  go.  The  ashes  and  garbage  are 
being  collected  in  our  ward  as  it  was  being  done 
fifty  years  ago.  They  go  around  with  a  broken- 
down  vehicle,  and  scatter  the  ashes  all  over  the 
district,  and  the  way  the  garbage  is  being  handled 
causes  a  continuous  menace  from  mosquitoes. 
They  are  particularly  fond  of  letting  it  stand  out 
on  the  street  in  the  business  center,  for  instance, 
in  front  of  an  ice  cream  store.  As  I  say,  Mr. 
President,  it  is  being  handled  today  just  as  it  was 
being  handled  fifty  years  ago.  That  is  the  reason 
why  I  objected  to  tying  the  city  up  to  ten  more 
years  of  this  hokey  pokey  wagon  business.  I  was 
the  only  one  who  was  against  the  contract,  and 
the  reason  was  that  in  our  outlying  district  we  did 
not  care  to  have  this  stuff  collected  and  handled 
as  it  was  forty  or  fifty  years  ago,  having  it  let  out 
to  a  man  like  Nickerson,  who  will  hire  some  poor 
unfortunate  whom  he  can  get  for  a  few  dollars  a 
month.  It  is  not  a  pleasant  thing  not  to  have 
this  garbage  collected  for  weeks  at  a  time,  which 
is  the  actual  condition  in  sections  of  Ward  18. 
They  take  it  to  nearby  piggeries,  and  when  the 
piggeries  are  loaded  up,  no  more  collections  are 
made  until  the  stuff  that  is  brought  to  them  is 
eaten  up  by  the  pigs.  The  trouble  is  that  they 
do  not  eat  it  rapidly  enough,  and  then  the  people 
of  the  ward  must  suffer  until  they  have  occasion 
to  make  another  collection. 
The  order  was  passed.

There 
seems  to  be  a  sort  of  film  on  it,  even  when  it  is  not 
raining,  and  vehicles  will  waltz  all  over  the  road 
with  a  reverse  motion,  and  not  the  kind  of  reverse 
motion  that  they  have  in  South  Boston.  So  I 
would  like  to  ask  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
for  a  little  information  on  the  question  whether 
a  nonskid  road  cannot  be  built  just  as  well  as  a 
skid  road.

President  GALLAGHER— If  there  is  no 
objection,  it  will  be  made   a  joint  resolution. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order,  that  the  resolution  has  been  re- 
ferred to  Executive. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  gentleman's 
point  of  order  is  not  well  taken. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
suppose  there  should  be  any  trouble  in  passing 
this  particular  order  in  our  honorable  body  to- 
day, when  we  realize  that  Alfred  E.  Smith  four 
years  ago,  in  the  presidential  election,  carried 
this  state  by  close  to  100,000  votes.  I  happened 
to  be  in  New  York  during  the  past  week,  just 
returning  this  morning,  and  I  conceive  it  to  be 
the  duty  of  the  Boston  City  Council  to  indorse 
the  candidacy  of  the  greatest  Democrat  of  all 
time.  Mr.  Smith  has  proven  that  he  is  the 
Democratic  leader  of  this  country,  receiving 
15,000,000  votes  when  he  ran  for  president — 
more  votes,  in  fact,  than  have  been  received  by 
any  candidate  for  the  office  of  president,  victorious 
or  defeated,  with  the  exception  of  President  Hoover. 
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I  have  always  maintained  that  Governor  Smith 
would  allow  his  name  to  be  used  this  year  as  a 
candidate  for  president,  although  in  making 
that  statement  earlier  I  have  been  regarded  as  a 
laughing  stock  by  certain  other  members  of  the 
Council.  I  said  there  was  no  truth  in  the  rumor 
that  he  would  not  stand  for  the  presidency,  re- 
gardless of  the  fact  that  our  Mayor  visited  New 
York  recently  and  was  supposed  to  deliver  the 
votes  of  every  Democratic  delegate  in  Massachu- 
setts to  Governor  Roosevelt.  I  said  there  was 
no  truth  in  that  at  the  time,  and  that  is  now 
proven  to  be  the  case.  Every  Democratic  leader 
in  the  state  has  enthusiastically  welcomed  the 
candidacy  of  Alfred  E.  Smith,  except  the  supposed 
Democratic  leader,  our  Mayor,  who  was  asked 
for  a  comment  in  regard  to  the  Smith  candidacy 
last  evening  and  refused  to  make  any,  for  the 
simple  reason  that  he  knew  he  was  wrong,  and 
that  there  was  no  truth  behind  his  so-called 
delivery  of  the  votes  of  the  Massachusetts  dele- 
gates to  Governor  Roosevelt.  And  so  I  say 
that  we,  sitting  here  as  councilors  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  should  express  the  views  of  our  people, 
having  in  mind  the  tremendous  showing  that 
Smith  made  four  years  ago.  We  should  not  be 
at  all  worried  about  the  attitude  of  our  Mayor. 
We  have  our  own  destinies  to  work  out,  and  I 
hope  that  we  will  pass  such  a  resolution  under 
suspension  of  the  rules.  I  would  suggest  that  the 
resolution  be  passed  in  this  form  in  which  I  now- 
present  it,  as  I  believe  it  is  the  more  correct  form. 
I  have  been  so  informed  by  the  City  Clerk. 

Coun.    KELLY    offered    the    following    as    a 
substitute. 

Resolved,  That  those  members  of  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  elected  from  Democratic 
constituencies  hereby  record  themselves  as  being 
in  favor  of  the  nomination  of  Alfred  E.  Smith  of 
New  York  as  the  Democratic  candidate  for 
President. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  the  reason  why 
I  feel  that  the  resolution  should  more  properly 
be  passed  in  this  form  is  that  those  representing 
Republican  districts  in  this  city  should  not  be 
embarrassed  by  voting  upon  a  resolution  that 
affects  the  Democratic  party.  That  is  the  reason 
why  I  offer  this  substitute,  and  I  hope  it  will  pass 
under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  resolution  submitted  by  Coun.  Kelly  was 
substituted  for  the  one  offered  by  Coun.  Fish, 
and  Coun.  Kelly's  substitute  resolution  was 
adopted.

Whole  num- 
ber of  ballots,  16;  yeas  16,  and  the  appointments 
were  confirmed. 


PROPOSED  INTRODUCTION  OF  LETTER. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  here  a 
copy  of  a  short  letter  that  I  sent  in  reply  to  a 
statement  made  by  the  Mayor  in  answer  to  my 
remarks  on  the  floor  last  Monday,  and  I  would 
like  to  have  this  incorporated  in  the  record — 
unless  some  of  the  members  desire  it  read,  it  being 
only  a  short  letter,  in  which  case  I  shall  be  pleased 
to  read  it. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  councilor  will 
please  submit  the  letter  to  the  Chair. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  think  I  heard 
Councilor  Ruby  say  that  he  would  like  to  have  it 
read. 

(The  letter  was  submitted  to  the  Chair.) 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will 
have  to  rule  the  letter  out  of  order,  as  it  has  no 
bearing  on  the  Council's  work. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  of  course  I 
might  have  known  what  the  decision  would  be, 
but  I  want  to  inform  you  that  last  Tuesday 
morning's  Posl,  a  very  reputable  paper  in  this 
city,  made  certain  statements  about  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  not  doing  what  he  was  requiring  the 
executives  of  the  city  under  him  to  do  —  not  to 
use  city  cars  on  other  business 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  There. is  no  order  before  the 
house. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  rule 
the  point  of  order  well  taken  and  will  declare  the 
councilor  out  of  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Then,  Mr.  President,  may  I 
ask  unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement? 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  object. 


CHARLESTOWN    JUNIOR    HIGH    SCHOOL. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  School- 
house  Construction  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  conduct  a  thorough  inspection 
of  the  Charlestown  Junior  High  School  from  the 
foundation  to  roof  before  said  building  is  opened, 
and  a  report  made  to  the  Boston  City  Council, 
including  the  names  of  contractor  and  subcon- 
tractor; names  and  addresses  of  all  men  employed 
on  this  job;  wages  paid;  whether  they  were  union 
or  nonunion;  names  of  inspectors  assigned  to  the 
building,  and  a  copy  of  their  reports. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


RECESS. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  LYNCH,  the  Council 
voted  at  2.43  p.  m.,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled  in 
the  Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
President  GALLAGHER  at  2.56  p.  m. 


ASSIGNMENT   OF   GARBAGE    CONTRACT. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Acting  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be 
requested  to  inform  the  Council  as  to  his  reasons 
for  approving  the  assignment  by  the  low  bidder 
of  the  ten-year  garbage  and  ash  removal  contract, 
the  Brooklyn  Ash  and  Removal  Company,  to  the 
second  low  bidder,  Coleman  Brothers  Company. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  one  of  the 
last  acts  of  the  Council  last  year  was  to  approve 
the  ten-year  contract  for  disposal  of  rubbish, 
ashes  and  garbage  in  Boston,  a  contract  which 
would  bind  the  city  for  ten  years,  until  1942. 
At  that  time  there  were  five  bidders.  Three  of 
the  bidders  were  straw  bidders,  because  they  had 
no  dump  locations  and  owned  no  machinery  for 
reduction  on  Spectacle  Island.  We  now  find 
that  the  Brooklyn  Ash  and  Removal  Company, 
which  was  awarded  the  contract,  has  sublet  it  to 
Coleman  Brothers.  That  leaves  one  group  in 
control  for  this  ten-year  period  of  rubbish  and 
garbage  disposal  in  this  city.  Last  week  the 
colleague  from  Roxbury  (Coun.  Dowd)  introduced 
ironclad  evidence  showing  that  in  Ward  18,  the 
Hyde  Park  area,  the  collection  was  being  carried 
on  by  methods  which  might  have  been  expected 
fifty  years  ago,  that  the  work  was  not  being 
properly  handled,  and  that  the  wage  which  was 
provided  for  under  the  contract  was  not  being 
paid. 
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Mr.  President,  on  May  11,  1930,  over  a  year 
and  a  half  ago,  I  introduced  an  order  which  was 
passed  by  this  honorable  body,  requesting  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  discharge  one 
William  Nickerson,  collector  of  ashes,  rubbish  and 
garbage  from  Ward  18.  At  that  time  I  mentioned 
the  poor  equipment  and  the  small  amount  of  salary 
this  contractor  was  paying  his  help.  Last  week, 
the  councilor  from  Roxbury  presented  evidence 
obtained  from  one  of  his  constituents  in  the  form 
of  a  monthly  check  for  salary  from  this  contractor 
amounting  to  $25.  Under  the  law,  a  minimum 
of  62 1  cents  an  hour  was  agreed  to  be  paid  by  this 
contractor  to  his  employees.  With  these  facts 
in  mind,  I  was  the  only  member  of  the  Council 
to  vote  against  awarding  the  main  City  of  Boston 
removal  contract  for  ashes  and  garbage  for  a  ten- 
year  period  from  1932  to  1942,  because  this  con- 
tract did  not  take  in  Ward  18  and  leaves  us  to  the 
same  methods  of  collection  that  we  have  had  for 
the  past  twenty-five  years.  Regarding  the  main 
contract,  might  I  state  that  on  November  18, 
1931,  the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  opened  bids  for  the  disposal  of  garbage, 
rubbish,  ashes  and  other  materials  for  a  ten-year 
period  beginning  July  1,  1932.  The  bids  sub- 
mitted were  as  follows: 

Brooklyn  Ash  and  Removal  Company. .   $3,780,000 

Coleman  Brothers  Company 4,299,900 

C.  J.  Maney  Company 4,763,000 

Reynolds  Brothers 5,115,000 

C.  &R.  Construction  Company 4,154,000 

The  Public  Works  Department  specified  that  in 
filing  a  bid  the  bidders  should  designate  the  loca- 
tion of  the  dumps  to  be  used  for  the  disposal  of 
rubbish  and  ashes.  Only  the  two  lowest  bidders 
specified  in  their  bids  the  location  of  their  dumps. 
The  other  three  bidders  were  unable  to  name  their 
dump  locations,  hence,  according  to  the  proposals, 
these  bids  should  have  been  thrown  out.  There 
were  two  legitimate  bidders.  Now  the  lowest 
bidder  has  sublet  the  contract  to  the  6econd 
lowest.  There  are  only  three  available  dumps  in 
Boston  and  unless  one  has  an  option  on  these 
dumps,  it  is  impossible  to  bid  on  this  contract. 
The  group  that  has  had  this  contract  for  thirty 
years  controls  the  dumps.  Under  the  terms  of 
the  contract,  the  successful  bidder  is  practically 
forced  to  get  rid  of  the  garbage  by  what  is  known 
as  the  "reduction  process."  The  expensive 
machinery  for  this  process  is  located  on  Spectacle 
Island,  Boston  Harbor,  and  is  owned  by  the  group 
that  has  had  this  contract  for  thirty  years. 
Clearly,  no  person  would  have  a  ghost  of  a  chance 
of  successfully  competing  for  this  contract  unless 
arrangements  were  first  made  with  the  group  that 
owns  this  machinery,  for  the  city  contract  is  so 
worded  that  the  garbage  must  be  eliminated  by 
what  is  known  as  the  "reduction  method  "  and  the 
machinery  for  this  method  cannot  be  located  on 
the  mainland  of  Boston,  but  outside  the  mainland 
and  still  in  Boston.  An  island  in  the  harbor  is 
the  only  spot  that  can  be  used  and  as  Spectacle 
Island,  belonging  to  the  city,  is  alone  available, 
the  successful  bidder  muBt  use  this  island.  The 
expensive  machinery  used  in  the  "reduction 
method"  at  Spectacle  Island  is  owned  by  the 
group  that  has  had  this  contract  for  thirty  years. 
For  the  purpose  of  letting  this  contract  the  City 
of  Boston  estimated  that  in  the  past  ten  years  the 
average  home  in  Boston  had  an  increase  of  65  per 
cent  in  the  amount  of  garbage  to  be  eliminated 
and  a  41  per  cent  increase  in  the  amount  of  rub- 
bish, ashes,  etc.  I  question  these  figures.  I  do 
not  believe  that  in  my  home  we  have  65  per  cent 
more  garbage  than  ten  years  ago  and  41  per  cent 
more  rubbish  and  ashes,  etc.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  tendency  has  been  all  the  other  way.  Better 
grades  of  coal,  gas  and  oil  heating  has  tended  to 
eliminate  ashes.  Modern  methods  of  buying 
groceries  tends  to  eliminate  waste  in  the  form  of 
garbage.  No  other  American  city  reports  such 
an  increase  as  this.  Were  these  figures  deliber- 
ately boosted  in  order  to  favor  the  group  that 
has  had  this  contract  for  thirty  years?  Why 
this  great  increase  in  the  amount  of  garbage  and 
ashes  to  be  collected?  The  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  Division  of  Municipal  and 
Industrial  Research,  in  a  study  dated  October, 
1931,  estimates  that  the  per  capita  production 
of  garbage  is  about  200  pounds  per  year,  that  is, 
for  every  person  in  the  city,  you  can  figure  on 
200  pounds  of  garbage  per  year  to  dispose  of. 
For  the  purpose  of  letting  this  contract  our  city 
officials  estimate  it  at  272  pounds.     In  the  matter 


of  disposing  of  rubbish,  and  ashes,  etc.,  city 
engineers  figure  that  for  the  1932  to  1942  ten-year 
period  there  will  be  a  41  per  cent  increase  over  the 
1922  to  1932  ten-year  period.  Mr.  Guy  C.  Emer- 
son, Consulting  Engineer  to  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission,  and  an  expert  on  this  matter,  esti- 
mates that  with  the  new  area  to  be  served,  there  will 
be  30,000  tons  less  of  refuse  to  handle  per  year. 
Mr.  Emerson  figures  30,000  tons  less  and  city  offi- 
cials 41  per  cent  more.  Who  is  right?  Do  you  be- 
lieve that  in  your  home  you  have  an  increase  of  41 
per  cent  in  the  amount  of  rubbish  and  ashes  over 
ten  years  ago?  My  ward,  Ward  18,  was  not 
included  in  this  contract  but  we  object  to  collect- 
ing ashes  and  garbage  in  Ward  18  in  the  same 
unsanitary  way  that  they  were  collected  twenty 
years  ago.  An  old  broken-down  wagon  or  truck 
with  the  wind  blowing  ashes  all  over  the  district. 
An  unsanitary  "hokey-pokey"  wagon,  wide  open, 
with  overflowing  garbage  filling  the  neighborhood 
with  pungent  odors,  flies,  mosquitoes,  etc.  The 
contract  to  collect  garbage,  rubbish  and  ashes  in 
our  ward  is  let  out  yearly  to  the  lowest  bidder. 
This  means  that  men  are  employed  for  a  few 
dollars  a  week,  as  cheap  as  possible.  Equipment 
is  in  poor  condition  and  ashes  and  garbage  go 
uncollected  for  weeks  at  a  time.  The  garbage 
from  Ward  18  is  carted  to  near-by  piggeries  in  the 
adjacent  country.  When  the  pigs  are  unable  to 
dispose  of  the  garbage  quick  enough,  and  the 
farms  have  all  the  garbage  they  can  handle  for 
the  time  being,  collections  of  garbage  in  the  ward 
are  not  made  for  days  at  a  time.  This  is  the 
eighteenth-century  method.  Ward  18  objects  to 
having  this  method  imposed  upon  it  for  ten  long 
years  more  from  1932  to  1942.  Up-to-date  cities  of 
the  world  have  long  ago  disposed  of  their  rubbish 
and  garbage  by  modern,  sanitary  methods.  Her- 
metically sealed  tank  trucks  make  regular  calls 
at  homes  for  garbage.  Properly  constructed  ash 
trucks  eliminate  the  possibility  of  the  wind  blow- 
ing ashes  all  over  the  district.  Milwaukee,  New 
York,  Berlin,  and  other  cities  of  the  world,  at  a 
lower  per  capita  cost  than  Boston  is  now  paying, 
handle  these  problems  in  a  modern  way.  Why 
should  Boston  today  be  handling  this  problem 
in  Ward  18  in  the  same  manner  as  it  was  handled 
fifty  years  ago?  Apparently,  before  binding  the 
City  of  Boston  to  ten  years  more  of  the  present 
methods,  no  study  was  made  of  modern  methods. 
The  Mayor  of  New  York,  going  to  Germany  last 
summer,  could  think  of  no  better  reason  to  give 
for  his  going  than  that  he  was  taking  his  Health 
Commissioner,  Doctor  Schroeder,  along  with  him, 
in  order  to  study  the  new  German  method,  known 
as  the  "plunger  method,"  of  disposing  of  garbage. 
The  Council  was  supplied  with  no  information  re- 
garding improvements  in  the  "reduction  method" 
of  garbage  disposal.  According  to  the  experts, 
Hering  and  Greeley,  there  have  been  a  number  of 
improvements  made  in  this  system  which  originated 
in  Austria  and  was  introduced  to  America  at 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  in  1886.  It  is  one  form  of  this 
system  that  is  now  used  at  Spectacle  Island,  Bos- 
ton. No  information  was  offered  regarding  the 
"Beccari  System"  of  garbage  disposal  developed 
by  Dr.  Giuseppi  Beccari  in  Italy  and  used  by  cities 
in  that  country  since  1914.  By  awarding  this 
ten-year  contract,  we  voted  to  have  ten  more 
years  of  dumps.  In  1923  the  George  A.  Johnson 
Company,  Consulting  Engineers,  New  York,  at  a 
cost  of  $20,000  to  the  City  of  Boston,  reported 
that  the  dumps  were  in  a  deplorable  state  with 
rats,  mice,  flies,  mosquitoes,  fires,  etc.  Before 
contracting  for  a  ten-year  period  on  this  all- 
important  matter,  a  thorough  study  should  have 
been  made.  I  was  the  only  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil to  vote  against  the  awarding  of  this  contract 
for  the  above  reasons. 

Coun.    Norton's  order   was   passed   under  sus- 
pension of  the  rule. 


CODMAN  SQUARE  COMMUNITY  HEALTH 
UNIT. 
Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Health    Commissioner    be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  in- 
vestigate  and   report   to   the   City   Council   with 
reference  to  sanitary  conditions   at  the  Codman 
Square  Community  Health  Unit. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  am  sub- 
mitting that  request  in  view  of  the  fact  that  on 
divers    occasions    a    request    has    been    made    to 
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change  conditions  at  the  Codman  Square  Health 
Unit.  I  happened  to  be  there  while  examinations 
were  made  by  the  doctor,  and  I  found  that  it  was 
necessary  to  examine  people  in  the  hallway,  where 
there  was  no  heat,  and  where  conditions  were 
such  as  might  bring  forth  pneumonia,  grippe  or  a 
cold.  That  condition  has  existed  in  my  ward 
over  the  last  ten  years.  Dorchester  at  the  present 
time  has  no  White  Health  Unit.  An  attempt  is 
going  to  be  made  by  me  and  other  councilors  in 
Dorchester  to  secure  a  White  Health  Unit  out 
there,  if  possible.  But  until  such  time  as  such  a 
project  can  be  undertaken,  and  when  we  may 
possibly  have  a  White  Health  Unit,  arrangement 
should  surely  be  made  so  that  people  who  go 
there  may  be  examined  under  proper  conditions. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


L   STREET   WIDENING. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Street  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
advise  the  City  Council  the  full  details  concerning 
the  taking  of  land  for  the  so-called  L  street  widen- 
ing. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  if  the  report 
published  in  one  of  the  Boston  papers  last  Satur- 
day is  true,  the  owner  of  property  at  728  East 
Fourth  street,  valued  by  the  assessors  at  816,700, 
at  a  time  when  every  piece  of  property  in  the  city 
is  deflated  from  10  to  60  or  7(5  per  cent  in  value, 
was  awarded  by  the  city  $46,600,  nearly  300  per 
cent  of  its  assessed  value.  For  property  at  the 
corner  of  Broadway  and  L  street,  assessed  at 
$8,600,  an  award  of  $15,750  was  made.  For 
property  at  No.  1  L  street,  assessed  at  $4,800,  an 
award  of  $9,000  has  been  made  to  Giuseppe 
Denissi.  For  property  at  73  L  street,  assessed  at 
$2,500,  an  award  of  $6,000  has  been  made.  For 
another  piece  of  property,  at  75  L  street,  assessed 
for  $2,500,  an  award  of  $6,000  was  made.     Under 


the  circumstances,  at  a  time  when  the  city  is  in 
financial  distress,  apparently  due  to  economic  con- 
ditions and  to  unemployment,  I  think  it  would  be 
well  for  the  Council  to  know  why  those  figures 
were  paid  in  connection  with  a  street  widening  in 
South  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REPAYING   OF   GUILD   ROW. 

Coun.  ENGLERT,  for  Coun.  Gleason,  offered 
the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  repave  with  smooth  pavement  Guild 
row,  Ward  9. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ANNUITY   TO   WIDOW   OF   FRANK    J, 
GRUTTNER. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  authorizing 
the  city  to  pay  an  annuity  to  the  widow  of  Frank 
J.  Gruttner,  late  member  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
go  on  record  as  memoralizing  the  Congress  of 
these  United  States  to  take  favorable  action  on 
the  bill  covering  the  immediate  payment  of  the 
Adjusted  Compensation  Certificates  in  full.

HEARING   BY   SOLDIERS'   RELIEF 
COMMITTEE. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President  and  members  of 
the  Council,  I  am  making  a  motion  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Soldiers'  Relief  give  a  public  hearing  on 
Thursday  next.  My  reason  for  asking  for  a  public 
hearing  is  that  many  instances  of  abuse  by  the 
present  Commissioner  of  Soldiers'  Relief  of  poor 
veterans  have  been  brought  to  my  attention.  His 
power  is  very  large  under  the  statute  creating  his 
office,  and  I  have  positive  proof,  Mr.  President 
and  members  of  the  Council,  especially  members 
of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Committee,  that  the  present 
commissioner  has  abused  the  discretionary  power 
given  to  him  under  the  statute.  Remember  this, 
that  in  the  statute  creating  the  office  of  Commis- 
sioner of  Soldiers'  Relief  it  specifically  says  that 
every  claim  of  a  veteran  shall  be  passed  upon 
individually  by  members  of  the  City  Council,  and 
in  order  to  relieve  the  City  Council  of  a  lot  of  work 
we  had  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Committee  appointed 
many  years  ago.  This  fellow  upstairs  has  posi- 
tively been  cruel  to  the  veterans,  the  men  who 
took  their  lives  in  their  hands  to  save  the  Ameri- 
can people.  I  have  positive  proof  of  it,  and  will 
present  fifteen  or  sixteen  different  cases  where  he 
has  tried  to  make  paupers  of  veterans,  something 
that  he  has  no  right  to  do,  having  them  go  down 
to  the  Public  Welfare  Department  for  aid.  That 
is  something  that  no  veteran  should  be  asked  to  do. 
I  can  show  you  a  case  of  a  man  who  is  a  veteran,  a 
married  man  with  a  family,  whom  he  refuses  to 
relieve  because  the  man  has  a  telephone  in  his 
house.  He  had  it  there  so  that  he  could  get  in 
touch  with  possible  outside  business,  but  he  was 
unable  to  get  relief  from  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Com- 
missioner because  he  had  that  telephone.  The 
relief   was  stopped  to  that  man   and  his  family 


until  the  telephone  should  be  taken  out.  And  if  a 
man  takes  a  drink  today  he  cannot  get  aid  for  six 
months.  That  is  the  ruling  of  the  fellow  upstairs. 
I  say  it  is  time  that  we  put  in  as  a  department 
head  a  man  who  will  not  abuse  the  people  of  Bos- 
ton. We  are  the  representatives  of  the  people, 
and  the  veterans  have  to  look  to  us,  and  I,  as  a 
nonveteran,  ask  that  the  rights  of  the  veterans  in 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  respected  by  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner.  The  present  com- 
missioner, John  Lydon,  has  abused  his  power,  and 
so  I  trust  that  these  hearings  will  be  given,  begin- 
ning on  Thursday  next,  at  2.30  p.  m. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I,  too,  have  re- 
ceived complaints  in  regard  to  the  commissioner 
upstairs,  and  I  am  a  veteran.  I  think  the  sug- 
gestion of  Councilor  Kelly  is  a  very  good  one,  that 
he  should  be  brought  down  here  and  questioned, 
so  that  we  may  see  where  he  gets  the  power  to  turn 
down  these  veterans. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  matter  is  called 
to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  on  Soldiers' 
Relief  who,  no  doubt,  will  call  a  hearing  if  it  seems 
in  their  judgment  proper  that  it  should  be  done. 


CONTRACT   OF  W.   P.   NICKERSON. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  abrogate  the  contract  of  W.  P.  Nickerson  in 
the  Hyde  Park  section. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  a  short  time 
ago  I  introduced  an  order  in  this  body  calling  for 
a  public  hearing  relative  to  the  W.  P.  Nickerson 
contract  in  Hyde  Park.  That  public  hearing  was 
held,  and  those  councilors  who  attended  the 
public  hearing  realize  only  too  well  that  every 
charge  I  made  at  the  time  was  substantiated  and 
that  this  man  Nickerson  had  violated  his  contract 
in  all  respects.  The  question  did  come  up  that 
the  violation  was  of  his  contract  of  1931.  Mr. 
President,  his  1932  contract  started  February  1, 
and  we  showed  by  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Nickerson 
himself  that  he  was  still  employing  aliens  on  the 
job.  There  is  no  individual  who  can  tell  me  that 
there  are  not  citizens  of  Boston  or  of  the  United 
States  who  are  anxious  and  willing  to  go  to  work 
for  any  individual  at  $30  a  week.  Mr.  Carven, 
the  Acting  Public  Works  Commissioner,  admitted 
openly  that  the  contractor  was  violating  his  con- 
tract. Well,  the  people  of  Boston  are  going  to 
lose  faith  in  the  contracts  that  are  drawn  up  by 
that  department  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  today  when  it  appears  that  Nickerson,  and 
probably  other  men,  are  hiring  men  at  $25  a 
month  and  their  board,  and  are  also  hiring  aliens. 
I  believe,  Mr.  President,  that  this  contract  should 
be  abrogated  at  once.  If  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
does  not  do  it,  there  is  no  sense  in  the  Public  Works 
Department  or  any  other  department  making 
contracts.  Nickerson's  testimony  before  the 
committee  at  the  public  hearing  was  very  plain. 
He  admitted  that  he  paid  only  $25  a  month,  and 
when  the  foreman  was  called  back  to  the  stand  he 
admitted  that  aliens  were  working  on  the  job 
under  the  new  contract,  as  well  as  the  old  con- 
tract. Under  the  new  contract  he  has  been  em- 
ploying aliens,  and  that  certainly  is  a  violation  of 
the  contract.  There  has  not  been  an  attempt 
made  by  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  to  bring 
Nickerson  into  a  court  of  law  to  compel  him  to  pay 
the  additional  amount  of  wages  that  he  would  be 
required  to  pay  in  order  to  meet  the  prevailing  rate, 
and  I  now  call  upon  the  Mayor  to  ask  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  to  abrogate  immediately,  in 
view  of  the  testimony  we  received  in  the  public 
hearing,  the  contract  with  Mr.  Nickerson. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  record  I  wish  to  say  that  for  the  last 
year  and  a  half  I  have  attempted  to  have  this 
contract  abrogated.  I  want  not  only  the  Hyde 
Park  contract  but  the  main  contract  with  the  City 
of  Boston  abrogated.  The  contractor  who  has  been 
doing  that  work  has  been  collecting  garbage  in 
accordance  with  the  methods  of  fifty  years  ago. 
The  one  who  received  the  contract  agreed  to  put 
in  $250,000  for  modern  machinery  for  the  Spectacle 
Island  plant.  That  contract  has  now  been  sublet, 
and  I  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  whether  that, 
$250,000  is  going  to  be  put  by  the  contractor  who 
now  takes  over  the  contract.  So  I  want  not  only 
the  Hyde  Park  contract  abrogated,  but  also  the 
main  contract;  I  believe  that  contract,  which 
was  let  a  few  weeks  ago,  should  also  be  abrogated. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


HEARINGS  IN  RE  CONTRACTS  WITH  CITY. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That,  beginning  Friday,  March  4, 
1932,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil conduct  hearings  concerning  all  individuals 
and  corporations  having  contracts  with  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Coun.  DOWD —  Mr.  President,  my  main  reason 
for  introducing  this  order  is  because  of  the  fact 
that  I  know  of  my  own  personal  knowledge  that 
men  working  for  every  contractor  in  the  City  of 
Boston  who  has  a  contract  calling  for  the  pre- 
vailing rate  of  wages — which,  to  my  mind,  is 
62  J  cents  an  hour — is  not  paying  that  rate.  To 
substantiate  that,  we  have  the  testimony  of  Mr. 
Carven,  the  Acting  Public  Works  Commissioner. 
When  I  asked,  "I  assume  from  your  last  remark, 
Mr.  Carven,  that  you  doubt  very  much  if  the 
contractors  do  pay  the  62|  cents  an  hour,"  Mr. 
Carven  replied,  "Yes,  I  doubt  very  much  if  they 
do."  Now,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  if 
Mr.  Carven,  the  Acting  Pulbic  Works  Commis- 
sioner, is  correct,  and  I  know  he  is,  and  every 
councilor  here  present  knows  that  he  is,  there  is 
not  a  contractor  in  the  City  of  Boston  who  is 
paying  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  and  there  is 
not  a  contractor  in  the  City  of  Boston  who  does 
not  employ  nonresidents  of  Boston  and  non- 
citizens.  It  is  about  time  that  they  were  cleaned 
out.  The  order  I  have  introduced  is  very  broad. 
It  might  take  a  month  or  more  to  make  the  inves- 
tigation, but  I  submit  to  you  that  if  any  contractor 
enters  into  a  contract  with  the  City  of  Boston 
based  on  paying  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages, 
he  should  be  compelled  to  pay  the  prevailing  rate 
of  wages  in  every  instance.  Accordingly,  I  am 
asking  that  every  contractor  and  every  individual 
having  a  contract  with  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
be  questioned  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
starting  in  Friday  and  continuing  our  public 
hearings,  to  see  if  we  cannot  clear  up  that  situa- 
tion, which  has  existed  for  years.  Let  us  see 
if  we  cannot  place  at  work  Boston  citizens,  clean- 
ing out  the  aliens,  and  giving  our  citizens  a  chance 
to  earn  a  decent  day's  wages. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  say, 
that  when  this  public  hearing  is  opened,  I  have 
twelve  affidavits  signed  before  notary  publics 
substantiating  the  charges  I  am  going  to  make. 
There  is  a  certain  contractor  in  Dorchester  who 
has  contracted  for  the  last  four  years  to  remove 
garbage  and  rubbish  from  the  Dorchester  dis- 
trict, including  Wards  13,  14,  15,  16,  17,  and  a 
small  part  of  Ward  18.  The  terms  of  the  con- 
tract call  for  his  removing  garbage  at  least  twice  a 
week,  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  end 
of  the  year.  It  is  not  like  some  sections  where 
they  simply  make  that  provision  for  the  summer 
months.  His  particular  contract  calls  for  the 
removal  of  garbage  twice  a  week,  and  for  the 
collection  of  rubbish  once  a  week.  To  be  fair 
with  him,  I  think  he  does  collect  the  rubbish 
once  a  week,  but  the  rubbish  contract  specifically 
states  that  he  must  return  the  container  from 
which  he  takes  the  rubbish  to  the  place  Where 
he  obtained  it.  What  happens?  I  don't  blame 
the  employees,  because  their  work  is  very  hard. 
There  is  such  a  rush,  and  they  are  pushed  so  hard 
that  they  leave  the  barrels  on  the  sidewalk,  and 
they  are  sometimes  destroyed.  I  have  affidavits 
in  regard  to  many  that  have  been  destroyed, 
not  being  returned  to  the  proper  places.  I  will 
further  prove,  substantiating  what  Councilor 
Dowd  has  said,  that  the  man  who  took  the  con- 
tract, whom  it  was  assumed  would  hire  citizens 
of  Boston,  hires  citizens  of  Maiden,  who  work  for 
him  right  in  my  own  district,  along  Dorchester 
avenue.  I  will  further  show  that  when  he  took 
the  contract  it  specified  that  he  should  pay  the 
prevailing  rate  of  wages,  62$  cents  an  hour,  or, 
in  other  words,  $5.50  a  day  for  an  eight-hour 
day  or  $30  a  week,  it  being  a  full  six-day  week 
I  will  show  that  employees  are  getting  but  $27 
a  week.  I  will  bring  that  out  at  the  public  hear- 
ing. What  does  that  mean?  The  contract  runs 
at  the  rate  of  $16,800  per  month  for  the  Dorchester 
district.  In  other  words,  it  is  close  to  $200,000 
a  year, — and  he  is  not  picking  up  the  garbage 
twice  a  week,  according  to  the  contract,  and 
in  one  place,  in  Councilor  Ruby's  ward,  he  is  only 
doing  it  once  in  three  weeks,  I  understand.  I 
understand  that  we  will  have  people  here  from  all 
the  Dorchester  wards  showing  that  these  men 
are  not  living  up  to  their  contracts.  So  I  think 
it  might  be  well  for  the  councilors  on  Friday  and 
later  to  do  some  overwork  in  cleaning  house  for 


the  city.  We  are  the  ones  representing  the 
citizens  and  the  duty  is  upon  us.  And  so  I  wish 
to  ask  for  an  explanation  from  the  contractors 
of  these  conditions  in  Dorchester  on  Friday  and 
subsequent  days,  hearing  people  who  will  give 
to  us  the  evidence  that  they  have  had  right  in 
front  of  their  eyes  in  the  five  Dorchester  wards, 
showing  the  breaking  of  the  conditions  of  the 
contract. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


USE   OF  WALDORF   LUNCH   BOOKS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Overseers  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  dis- 
continue the  use  of  Waldorf  Lunch  books. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  seems  that 
every  time  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  get  a  few  million  dollars  together  they 
sit  at  a  round  table  and  start  in  conniving  and 
scheming  what  to  do  with  it.  And  we  see  them 
working  in  with  the  chain  stores  and  paying  no 
attention  to  the  independent  grocer  or  the  corner 
stores.  And  so,  as  a  result  of  this  scheming, 
lo  and  behold,  in  the  interest  of  the  chain  stores, 
we  see  this  wonderful  scheme  of  giving  out  Wal- 
dorf Lunch  tickets  to  the  men  who  apply  there 
for  aid.  What  happens?  A  man  goes  down 
there,  a  man  without  a  family  and  who  has  been 
supposed  to  receive  $5  in  cash.  He  now  gets 
$2  in  cash  and  this  ticket  on  the  Waldorf  Lunch 
System  for  $3.  That  makes  the  magnificent 
sum  of  42  cents  a  day  to  eat  in  the  Waldorf  Lunch 
System.  I  have  no  objection  to  giving  them  lunch 
tickets,  but  why  should  the  Waldorf  Lunch  be 
picked  out?  Oh,  there  is  a  reason  for  all  these 
things,  and  the  same  old  reason, — somebody  is 
"in,"  at  the  expense  of  the  poor  people  of  Boston, 
to  at  least  10  per  cent  of  every  book  that  the 
Waldorf  System  disposes  of.  And  why  should 
a  man  getting  but  $5  a  week  be  expected  to 
eat  at  the  Waldorf?  I  say  that  the  man  getting 
$5  a  week  cannot  afford  to  eat  at  the  Waldorf 
Lunch.  He  has  to  go  to  restaurants  where  he 
can  get  a  meal  for  15  or  20  cents,  and  a  meal 
that  is  substantial.  I  ask  the  Public  Welfare 
what  their  motive  is  in  giving  out  Waldorf  books? 
Why  shouldn't  such  an  opportunity  be  given  to 
every  lunch  place  in  the  City  of  Boston?  Did 
the  Waldorf  Lunch  contribute  to  make  the  $3,000,- 
000  drive  a  success?  No,  it  was  the  individual 
lunch  places  in  the  City  of  Boston  who  helped 
more  than  the  Waldorf  Lunch,  and  if  any  money 
is  to  be  given  out  in  the  way  of  tickets  it  certainly 
should  not  be  confined  to  the  Waldorf.  Why 
are  they  not  fair  in  the  matter,  giving  these 
individuals  $5  in  cash?  One  answer  they  will 
give  to  you  is  that  if  they  give  a  man  $5  he  will 
spend  it  on  rum.  That  is  not  so.  There  is  no 
reason  in  the  world  why  98  per  cent  of  the  men 
who  go  down  there  should  be  persecuted  because 
2  per  cent  do  not  utilize  their  money  properly. 
So  I  am  asking  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  discontinue 
at  once  this  practice. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  think  it 
is  also  unfair  to  the  men  receiving  but  $5  a  week 
to  have  to  report  down  there  four  or  five  days  in 
the  week,  and  pay  the  necessary  carfare  back 
and  forth.  That  takes  a  dollar  right  out  of  the 
amount  given  to  them.  And  if  they  are  given 
a  lunch  ticket  book  amounting  to  $3,  I  don't 
know  how  they  can  be  expected  to  pay  their  room 
rent  on  the  small  amount  left.  I  believe  there 
should  be  some  place  in  each  local  district  where 
single  men  can  report  and  not  have  to  pay  carfare 
back  and  forth. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  at  the  time 
of  the  commencement  of  the  unemployment  fund 
drive  it  was  stated,  I  believe,  in  the  press  and  in 
various  places  that  the  money  bo  collected  was 
not  to  be  paid  out  for  anything  except  orders 
for  coal.  It  has  come  to  my  attention  four  or 
five  times  in  the  last  few  weeks  that  money  so 
collected  has  been  paid  to  the  Waldorf. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


WORKMEN  NOT  RESIDENTS  OF  BOSTON. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That   the   Board   of   Trustees   of   the 
Boston   City   Hospital   be  requested,    through   his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  direct  the  contractor  on  the 
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new  City  Hospital  building  to  immediately  dis- 
charge all  workmen  on  said  building  who  are  not 
residents  of  the  Citv  of  Boston. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  know  that 
there  is  not  a  legal  obligation  on  a  contractor 
working  upon  any  building  under  a  City  of  Bos- 
ton contract  to  hire  residents  of  Boston,  but  I  am 
mindful  of  the  fact  that  it  is  stipulated  in  the 
contracts  in  Cambridge,  Somerville  and  Medford, 
places  outside  of  Boston,  that  residents  of  those 
respective  cities  shall  be  hired  on  such  jobs.  We 
sit  here  weekly  and  monthly  and  appropriate 
huge  sums  of  money  for  building  contracts,  the 
contractors  get  the  jobs,  and  that  is  all  the  City 
Council  has  to  do  with  it.  I  have  in  mind  that 
when  the  hospital  building  was  going  up  a  Boston 
man  with  ten  children,  a  resident  and  taxpayer 
in  this  city  all  his  life,  was  laid  off  Friday  evening 
by  the  contractor.  I  immediately  went  down  on 
Saturday  morning  and,  not  stating  who  I  was  at 
first,  talked  to  the  various  men  working  on  the 
building.  I  then  went  to  see  the  boss.  He 
advised  me  that  he  would  not  put  this  man  back 
at  work.  What  did  I  find  there?  In  one  group 
alone  there  were  twenty-four  bricklayers,  two  of 
whom  came  from  Quincy,  one  from  Stoneham, 
one  from  Hollis,  two  from  Medford  and  one  from 
Wollaston,  working  on  a  Boston  building  paid 
for  by  the  money  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  I  don't  know  how  we  are  going  to  allevi- 
ate the  so-called  unemployment  situation  here 
while  conditions  like  that  exist  in  this  city.  They 
cannot  do  it  in  any  other  city.  In  other  cities 
they  employ  their  own  citizens,  but  here  the  con- 
tractor told  me  very  plainly  that  he  would  hire 
whomever  he  pleased.  Well,  that  may  be  so, 
but  so  long  as  I  am  a  member  of  this  Council  I 
will  never  vote  for  any  appropriation  until  the 
Trustees  of  the  Hospital  or  any  other  department 
come  in  here  and  assure  me  that  they  will  employ 
only  residents  and  citizens  of  Boston.  We  are 
going  to  be  called  on  today  to  vote  over  a  million 
dollars  for  the  City  Hospital.  I  voted  for  it  in 
the  Committee  on  Finance,  because  I  was  not 
aw-are  of  this  situation,  but  I  will  not  vote  for  it 
today  until  the  trustees  come  in  here  and  fire 
those  men  working  up  there  who  are  living  within 
a  radius  of  thirty  miles  of  Boston,  and  employ 
Boston  men.  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  President  and 
members  of  the  Council,  that  if  you  are  fair  with 
the  people  who  elect  you  to  office  here  you  cannot 
allow  this  situation  to  exist.  So  I  am  asking  the 
trustees  to  demand  that  the  contractor  imme- 
diately fire  the  out-of-town  men  working  there 
and  employ  Boston  citizens. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  about  three 
or  four  weeks  ago,  as  I  recollect  it,  at  a  meeting  of 
our  Executive  Committee,  we  had  the  present 
president  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Federation 
of  Labor  and  delegates  from  three  or  four  depart- 
ments of  the  building  trades.  The  question  of 
employment  of  Boston  residents  and  citizens 
of  Boston  only,  on  Boston  jobs,  was  brought  up, 
and  at  that  time  I  think  Mr.  Johnson,  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Building  Trades  Council,  said  it  was 
absolutely  impossible  for  them  to  enforce  the  law. 
He  said  that  in  the  city  of  Somerville  they  were 
building  a  city  building,  and  those  in  charge  of 
the  city  administration  in  Somerville  insisted 
that  none  but  Somerville  men  be  employed  on 
the  building.  The  representatives  of  the  State 
Federation  of  Labor  went  into  Somerville  and 
served  notice  on  them  that  the  men  on  the  job  were 
union  men  and,  regardless  of  whether  they  came 
from  Somerville  or  other  cities,  if  they  would  not 
carry  them  through,  the  union  representatives 
would  feel  obligated  to  go  into  every  city  and 
town  in  Massachusetts  and  refuse  employment 
there  to  every  resident  of  Somerville,  whether 
he  was  a  member  of  the  craft  or  not.  So  this  is 
not  a  problem  that  it  is  within  the  province  of 
the  Boston  City  Council  to  solve.  If  the  con- 
tractor doing  work  for  the  City  of  Boston  sends 
to  the  organized  labor  craft  for  bricklayers,  they 
and  they  alone  are  responsible  for  the  men  who 
are  sent,  and  for  the  residence  of  the  men  who  are 
sent.  Therefore,  if  we  are  going  to  forward  a 
communication  of  this  kind,  it  should  be  forw-arded 
to  organized  labor — and  where  we  already  have 
their  view  on  the  matter,  it  is  useless.  For  any 
member  to  stand  here  and  say  that  we  as  directors 
of  this  corporation  of  Boston  are  responsible,  is  to 
make  a  statement  that  is  not  true.  We  are 
absolutely  powerless  in  that  matter;  and  the 
only  reason  for  introducing  such  an  order  is  to 
please  those  within  hearing  of  our  voices  who 
are  looking  for  work.  I,  for  one,  am  getting  sick 
and  tired  of  merely  talking  to  hungry  men  walking 


the  streets  of  Boston  and  "bunking"  them.  If 
they  are  looking  for  work,  they  want  work  and 
not  conversation  from  this  body.  Until  such 
time  as  we  are  in  a  position  to  do  something  con- 
structive, let  us  stand  up  like  men  and  stop  fool- 
ing. They  are  hungry,  sir;  they  want  work. 
They  don't  want  conversation  or  "bunk."  We 
are  powerless  to  act  on  this,  and  let  us  not  fill  up 
our  records  with  things  that  are  none  of  our  busi- 
ness. We  have  plenty  on  hands  if  we  do  our 
job,  do  the  work  we  are  elected  for.  Let  us 
stop  passing  the  "buck."  We  cannot  change 
the  situation,  sir,  and  why  indulge  in  such  "  bunk?" 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  it  is  very  inter- 
esting to  listen  to  the  distinguished  member  from 
a  neighboring  ward,  but  I  think  it  would  be  very 
hard  for  us  to  tell  the  people  of  Boston  that  we 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  question  of  who 
shall  work  on  construction  jobs  for  this  city 
when  the  City  of  Boston  is  paying  the  bills.  We 
are  the  city  fathers  of  this  city,  the  twenty-two 
of  us  together  with  the  Mayor.  These  are  prob- 
lems that  we  are  supposed  to  solve.  We  are  not 
taking  this  thing  upon  ourselves;  it  is  something 
that  we  should  be  interested  in.  I  do  not  think 
Councilor  Dowd  introduced  this  order  on  his  own 
account,  but  he  introduced  it,  as  I  know  I  am 
talking  on  it,  because  people  in  his  ward  and  my 
w  ard  have  come  to  him  and  to  me  seeking  to  get 
jobs  at  some  of  these  places,  where  work  is  being 
done  for  the  city,  and  where  they  find  citizens  of 
Maiden,  Somerville  and  other  cities  working  on 
jobs  that  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  are  paying  for. 
Mr.  E.  A.  Johnson,  secretary-treasurer  of  the 
Building  Trades  Council  of  Boston  and  Vicinity, 
is  not  concerned  with  the  working  men  of  Boston. 
All  he  is  concerned  with  is  his  job  as  trustee  of 
the  Boston  Elevated,  for  which  he  receives  $5,000 
a  year,  and  in  his  salary  as  secretary-treasurer 
of  the  Building  Trades  Council,  for  which  he 
receives  a  like  amount.  Mr.  Johnson  has  not  at 
heart  the  interests  of  the  union  men  who  are 
walking  the  streets  of  Boston  today.  So,  there- 
fore, it  is  up  to  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
to  take  up  the  cudgels,  to  go  to  the  front  for  the 
local  union  men  of  Boston.  I  can  substantiate 
the  facts  that  on  buildings  in  Newton  and  Cam- 
bridge— although  our  Mayor,  backed  up  by 
Sammie  Silverman,  the  man  whom  he  has  ap- 
pointed as  Corporation  Counsel,  says  it  is  illegal — 
the  contracts  for  the  buildings  in  those  cities 
contain  a  provision  that  those  wrorking  on  the 
construction  shall  be  bona  fide  residents  of  Newton 
and  Cambridge.  I  think  if  there  is  one  thing 
that  is  the  business  of  our  honorable  body  it  is 
to  look  after  these  contractors  who  are  taking  the 
money  from  the  City  of  Boston  on  its  contracts 
and  turning  it  over  to  union  men  from  other 
cities.  The  heads  of  the  State  Federation  of 
Labor  cannot  assist  us.  They  are  interested 
only  in  the  union  men  of  the  state,  not  in  the 
union  men  of  Boston  in  preference  to  anybody 
else.  But  we,  as  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  can  and  should  stand  up  for  the  union 
men  whom  we  ask  to  vote  for  us  when  we  are 
running  for  office.  We  are  the  ones  to  look  after 
those  union  men,  and  not  leave  it  to  E.  A.  John- 
son, who  turned  traitor  to  the  union  men  of 
Boston  years  ago.  I  don't  think  I  have  anything 
more  to  say  on  the  matter,  but  I  could  not  help 
rising  and  trying  to  advance  my  argument  to  the 
members  of  the  Council  and  you,  sir,  showing 
why  I  figure  that  this  is  certainly  the  business 
of  the  city  fathers  of  Boston,  who  seek  the  union 
vote  of  Boston  every  two  years  when  they  come 
up  for  office.  Certainly,  if  there  is  one  class  in 
whom  we  are  interested  it  is  not  in  the  contractors 
of  Boston,  not  in  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  but  in 
the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  agree 
with  the  councilor  on  my  right  (Coun.  Kelly)  in 
this  matter.  I  agree  with  the  councilor  on  the 
left  (Coun.  McGrath)  that  this  is  a  matter  that 
is  not  within  the  province  of  the  City  Council,  not 
because  we  do  not  want  this  particular  right  or 
power  but  because  we  have  not  the  right  or  power 
to  interfere  with  a  contract  after  the  contractor  has 
entered  into  it.  It  is  not  fair  to  have  one  or  two 
members  of  our  body  stand  here  week  after 
week  and  try  to  get  us  in  a  muddle  on  these 
propositions  by  attempting  to  have  the  Council 
take  action  that  cannot  have  any  force  or  effect. 
I  have  before  me  the  form  of  contract  that  the 
City  of  Boston  signs  with  contractors,  whether 
for  the  removal  of  ashes  or  garbage,  or  for  the 
construction  of  public  buildings.  In  section  2, 
on  page  11,  of  the  particular  contract  before  me, 
it  is  specifically  stipulated: 
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"No  persons  other  than  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  employed  on  any  public  work 
being  done  by — 

"  (a)     The  City  of  Boston; 

"(b)     Any  contractor  with  the  City  of  Boston; 

"  (c)  Any  subcontractor  with  such  contractor." 
And  I  invite  the  councilor  on  my  right,  who  has 
a  contract  of  a  similar  nature  on  his  desk,  to  look 
at  the  contract  for  the  collection  of  garbage, 
where  he  will  find  the  same  stipulated  clause, 
providing  that  if  a  contractor  hires  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  he  covers  the  law.  Of  course,  we 
would  all  like  to  see  men  who  live  in  Boston  at 
work  on  Boston  public  works,  buildings  or  other- 
wise; but  if  we  are  powerless  there  is  nothing  we 
can  do,  and  it  is  not  fair  for  us  week  after  week 
to  even  vote  on  these  questions  so  that  there  may 
be  recorded  for  future  reference  the  fact  that  we 
have  voted  saying  that  Boston  citizens  should  be 
employed  on  certain  works  when  we  honestly  and 
conscientiously  know  that  our  vote  can  be  of  no 
avail.  If  these  matters  are  of  importance  we 
ought  not  to  stop  with  a  resolution  here.  If  we 
have  any  right  in  this  matter  let  us  carry  the 
thing  to  a  conclusion  on  some  one  matter,  going 
as  far  as  possible  in  order  to  settle  our  rights,  not 
simply  bringing  in  100  orders  and  resolutions  that 
do  not  mean  anything.  Let  us,  if  we  feel  that  we 
are  right,  see  what  our  rights  are.  But,  if  my 
memory  serves  me  right,  we  have  had  hearings 
in  this  very  Council  time  and  time  again  on  matters 
of  this  kind,  and  have  been  told,  whether  by  the 
present  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston 
or  by  previous  Corporation  Counsels,  that  if  a 
contractor  carries  out  the  form  of  this  contract 
and  hires  citizens  of  the  United  States,  we  are 
powerless  to  do  anything  about  it.  While  we 
would  like  to  do  these  things,  the  fact  that  we 
simply  put  in  these  orders  does  not  help  us  a  bit. 
I  will  say  this  for  myself, — I  will  never  vote  to 
stop  work  of  construction  on  a  hospital  simply 
because  one  of  the  employees  working  on  the  con- 
struction of  the  building,  while  a  citizen  of  this 
Commonwealth  is  not  a  citizen  of  Boston. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  have  listened 
to  the  debate  that  has  been  going  on  here  relative 
to  the  employment  of  citizens  of  Boston  on  the 
various  projects  that  the  City  of  Boston  is  paying 
for,  with  a  good  deal  of  interest.  I,  being  an 
officer  of  a  union,  and  a  union  delegate,  want  to 
be  recorded  as  being  absolutely  in  favor  of  making 
arrangements  with  the  various  crafts  of  the  union 
so  that  the  people  of  Boston  who  belong  to  the 
union  will  be  given  preference  over  and  above 
citizens  of  other  outlying  places  who  do  not  live 
in  Boston.  No  matter  what  may  be  said  about 
our  duties  or  powers,  as  members  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  the  fact  remains  that  whatever 
powers  we  do  have  are  very  small,  are  limited  to 
a  great  extent,  and  there  is  not  much  we  can  do 
beyond  what  can  be  done  by  other  citizens,  other 
than  coining  here  and  attending  meetings  of  the 
Council  and  having  an  opportunity  to  vote  on 
various  matters  coming  before  the  body,  to  be 
properly  presented  to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval. 
If  he  does  not  approve  of  our  action  and  the  thing 
comes  back  to  us,  we  have  no  right  to  veto  his 
disapproval, — which,  of  course,  takes  this  par- 
ticular body  of  men  out  of  the  category  of  men 
who  have  the  power  and  the  final  "say-so."  In 
other  words,  whatever  we  might  do  in  every 
instance  can  be  overridden  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  if  it  comes  back  to  us  we 
have  to  sit  back  and  say  that  it  must  be  right. 
In  regard  to  the  employment  of  citizens,  I  don't 
see  why  this  Council  cannot  take  some  construc- 
tive action  in  order  to  assist  citizens  of  Boston  to 
secure  work  that  is  going  to  be  done  in  Boston. 
For  instance,  in  looking  over  the  recent  book 
containing  names,  addresses  and  salaries  of  em- 
ployees of  the  city  and  county,  I  found  in  that 
book  that  we  have  men  working  in  two  jobs  at 
the  same  time.  That  can  be  eliminated,  and  I 
think  a  committee  could  be  appointed  that  might 
look  into  that  matter.  Awhile  ago  in  this  Council 
I  asked  to  have  a  committee  appointed  from  the 
Council  to  help  alleviate  the  unemployment 
situation,  thinking  at  the  time  that  they  could 
probably  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Employ- 
ment Bureau,  making  contacts  with  the  various 
corporations  of  the  City  of  Boston  with  a  view 
to  employing  Bostonians  and  citizens  of  Boston 
who  are  out  of  work.  I  think  that  committee 
could  function  in  this  instance,  making  contact 
with  the  contractors  getting  money  from  the 
City  of  Boston  and  looking  into  the  question  of 
evasions  from  the  legal  standpoint.     I  think  they 


would  at  least  acquiesce  in  any  suggestions  we 
might  make  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  Chair  will 
make  arrangements  to  appoint  that  unemploy- 
ment committee,  and  I  think  it  might  result  in 
something  constructive — not  simply  sitting  here 
meeting  after  meeting  and  listening  to  what 
should  be  done  and  what  could  be  done,  as  set 
forth  by  some  of  the  councilors  here,  but  giving 
the  Council  an  opportunity  to  see  what  really  can 
be  done  to  change  economic  conditions  so  far  as 
unemployment  in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the 
present  time  is  concerned. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  notice  in 
the  contract  made  by  the  City  of  Boston,  whether 
through  the  Department  of  Public  Works  or 
other  departments,  a  lot  of  specifications  in  regard 
to  certain  gauges,  boilers,  all  that  sort  of  thing, 
and  I  don't  see,  if  that  can  be  done,  why  contracts 
cannot  be  made  by  which  citizens  of  Boston 
shall  be  employed  when  they  are  obtainable.  I 
believe  that  could  be  done,  and  I  believe  it  would 
eliminate  the  trouble  we  are  having  now.  If 
they  can  specify  these  other  things  in  a  contract, 
why  cannot  they  put  in  the  contract  that  citizens 
of  Boston  shall  be  employed  when  available? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  is  evident 
that  the  contractors  hire  whomever  they  desire. 
But  when  I  see  a  man  who  has  lived  in  Boston 
all  his  life,  a  bricldayer,  singled  out  for  discharge 
on  a  Boston  contract,  when  seven  men  coming 
from  outside  of  Boston  are  retained,  I  say  that 
this  Council  should  take  some  action  in  the  matter. 
I  don't  know  that  we  are  supposed  to  come  up 
here  and  sit  down  like  lambs  and  have  everything 
stuffed  down  our  throats.  I  am  not  to  blame  if 
I  have  introduced  order  after  order  looking  to 
the  remedying  of  conditions;  and  I  don't  think 
they  are  "bunk"  orders,  because  I  have  never 
changed  my  mind  on  the  matter  since  I  have 
commenced,  and  when  the  test  has  come  I  have 
always  taken  the  same  position  that  I  took  at 
first.  We  hear  a  lot  of  talk  about  "bunk."  We 
have  had  a  whole  lot  of  "bunk"  about  step-rate 
increases  for  firemen  and  policemen.  Let  us  see 
whether  that  is  "bunk"  or  not.  The  members 
will  have  their  opportunity  to  do  something  when 
the  budget  comes  up,  and  I  wonder  how  some 
of  the  councilors  who  have  screeched  at  times 
for  the  firemen  and  policemen  will  vote  on  the 
matter.  I  wonder  if  they  will  allow  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  to  get  away  with  it.  Now,  when  you 
say  that  we  have  no  rights  in  this  matter,  I  say 
that  we  have.  We  appropriate  the  money. 
The  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  furnish  the 
money.  The  taxpayers  pay  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
his  salary  and  pay  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
City  Hospital  his  salary,  and  they  pay  our  salaries. 
I  am  simply  asking  for  what?  The  discharge  of 
nonresidents  of  Boston.  I  heard  Mr.  Johnson 
and  the  rest  of  the  labor  men  here.  I  don't  know 
of  any  man  in  Boston  who  has  been  more  in 
accord  with  labor  than  I  have  during  my  public 
career.  I  know  the  position  that  is  taken  in 
these  contracts  in  Somerville,  Medford  and 
other  cities.  In  Medford,  as  in  other  cities,  they 
state  in  their  specifications  that  citizens  of  Medford 
are  to  be  employed.  We  can  do  the  same  thing 
in  Boston  if  it  is  desired.  If  the  members  of 
this  Council — and  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  abide 
by  their  judgment — think  it  is  perfectly  right  to 
discharge  a  Boston  man  and  allow  seven  men  not 
living  in  Boston  to  continue  on  the  job,  they 
can,  of  course,  defeat  my  order.  If  it  goes  through, 
and  the  Mayor  wants  to  alleviate  the  situation, 
he  can  put  Boston  bricklayers  and  other  Boston 
men  at  work,  instead  of  having  Boston  men  dis- 
charged and  keeping  men  from  Stoneham,  Hollis 
and  other  places  on  the  job.  The  order  is  not 
introduced  so  that  I  can  talk  to  the  galleries. 
Those  in  the  galleries  already  understand  my 
position,  and  I  don't  have  to  start  in  telling  them 
now.  The  order  is  introduced  in  order  that  the 
trustees  may  discharge  these  out-of-town  men 
and  put  Boston  men  on  the  job,  not  compelling 
our  Boston  people  to  go  for  charity  to  the  Welfare 
Department  at  Hawldns  street. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  have  no  fault 
to  find  with  the  order  offered  by  the  councilor 
from  Ward  8.  But  I  have  been  here  for  a  number 
of  years,  and  we  know  the  kind  of  orders  that 
have  been  introduced  in  this  body.  I  may  not  be 
as  intelligent  as  the  gentleman  from  Ward  8, 
(Coun.  Dowd),  but  for  the  life  of  me  I  would  like 
to  know  by  what  authority  the  Trustees  of  the 
City  Hospital  can  discharge  an  employee  of  a 
contracting  concern  who    may  be  doing  masonry

work  or  any  other  work  on  one  of  these  buildings. 
There  is  trouble  I  am  finding  with  this  order. 
I  say  that  it  is  not  within  our  province,  nor  is  it 
within  the  province  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
City  Hospital — for  whom  I  have  the  highest 
regard  and  who  ought  not  to  have  the  "buck" 
passed  to  him.  I  maintain  that  he  has  no  authority 
in  the  matter;  that  he  has  no  authority  whatever 
so  far  as  the  contractor  is  concerned.  His  authority 
is  only  as  Superintendent  of  the  City  Hospital, 
in  carrying  out  the  duties  that  are  supposed  to  go 
with  what  position,  when  a  building  is  constructed. 
Bids  are  asked  for  and  are  approved  and  accepted 
by  the  trustees,  if  you  please,  not  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  City  Hospital,  and.  while  every 
man  in  the  body  would  like  to  see  City  of  Boston 
work  done  by  City  of  Boston  citizens — there  is  no 
question  about  that — we  ought  not  to  be  misled — 
unintentionally,  if  you  please — into  the  idea  that 
the  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  can  go  out  in 
the  yard  of  the  City  Hospital  and  fire  a  mason 
doing  work  there  under  a  contractor  because  he 
does  not  live  in  Boston. 

(The  clerk  read  the  order  at  request  of  Coun- 
Kelly.) 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  if  you  feel,  sir, 
that  that  order  is  not  within  our  power,  I  have 
an  amendment  to  offer.  I  don't  know  how  you 
feel  about  it,  Mr.  President. 

President  GALLAGHER — In  my  judgment,  I 
would  say  that  the  trustees  have  not  the  power 
to  do  it.     That  is  merely  my  opinion. 

Coun.  KELLY— Then,  Mr.  President,  I  ask 
that  we  eliminate  the  trustees  from  the  order 
amending  it  eo  as  to  cover  the  fellow  who  has 
power,  the  man  downstairs  on  the  second  floor, 
the  man  who  has  been  asked  to  do  this  sort  of 
thing  on  six  or  seven  occasions  and  who  has 
refused  to  do  so,  the  man  who  has  the  last  word  in 
the  signing  of  every  contract.  Of  course,  in  the 
last  analysis,  it  is  not  the  trustees  who  are  running 
the  city.  I  think  the  only  man  running  the  citj 
is  the  gentleman  downstairs.  I  would  therefor* 
like  to  ask  the  gentleman  downstairs  to  immediately 
order  the  contractor  not  to  have  these  men  from 
adjoining  cities  appear  on  the  job  tomorrow  morn- 
ing— notify  them  immediately  this  afternoon,  at 
five  o'clock,  that  they  are  discharged.  I  know 
that  the  Mayor  does  not  want  to  antagonize 
workmen  from  other  cities.  But  he  is  getting 
$20,000  a  year  from  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  I 
know  that  he  has  aspirations  to  be  Governor 
and  that  he  thinks  it  may  help  him  to  stand  well 
with  people  in  other  cities  and  towns.  I  know 
that,  but  I  say  it  is  high  time  that  the  gentleman 
downstairs  ordered  the  contractors  to  discharge 
everyone  of  these  noncitizens  of  Boston  and  let 
the  citizens  of  Boston  go  to  work  in  their  place, 
and  you  can  bet  your  life  that  if  the  man  down- 
stairs will  say  that  to  a  contractor  such  men  will 
not  work  out  a  full  day. 

Coun.  GLEASON— Mr.  President,  I  want  you 
to  put  the  blame  on  the  proper  people.  I  want 
you  to  put  the  blame  on  the  union  people,  and  not 
on  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  Those  are  the  people 
who  are  bringing  people  in  here  from  outside  of 
Boston,  and  not  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  Therefore, 
I  move  the  previous  question. 

Coun.  POWER— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 

ask  unanimous  consent 

President  GALLAGHER — The  question  comes 
on  Councilor  Kelly's  amendment. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  raise  a  point 
of  order  on  the  amendment.  I  personally  don't 
think  the  order  itself  or  the  amendment  are  in 
order,  because  we  all  know  that  the  contract  has 
been  executed  between  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  contractor,  that  when  a  contractor  gets  a 
contract  he  is  protected  under  the  United  States 
Constitution,  and  there  isn't  anyone  who  has  a 
right  to  interfere  with  him  in  any  way.  The  only 
way  it  can  be  taken  care  of  is  by  the  Mayor 
requesting  the  contractor  to  do  thus  and  so  in 
the  future.  If  there  is  not  a  clause  in  the  contract 
restraining  the  contractor  from  employing  men 
who  are  not  citizens  of  Boston  we  cannot  touch 
that  contract.  So  I  would  suggest  that  the 
order  should  be  amended  by  taking  out  the  word 
"direct"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"request." 

Coun.  GLEASON — I  am  asking  you,  Mr. 
President,  to  place  the  blame  for  this  on  the  proper 
authority.  I  am  asking  you  to  place  it  on  the 
union  heads  of  the  City  of  Boston.  They  are 
the  people  who  are  running  these  jobs  and  bringing 


people  in  from  outside  of  Boston,  and  not  the 
Mayor  of  Boston.  Therefore,  I  move  the  previous 
question. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  rule 
the  amendment  and  the  order  out  of  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  my  amend- 
ment  ■ 

President  GALLAGHER — The  amendment  and 
the  order  are  out  of  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
that  is  a  fair  ruling.  I  object  to  the  ruling  of 
the  Chair. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  glad, 
after  forty  minutes  of  debate,  that  you,  Mr. 
President,  on  advice,  have  decided  that  my  order 
is  out  of  order.  But  my  order  is  not  out  of  order, 
Mr.  President.  I  have  never  appealed  from  the 
decision  of  the  Chair  since  I  have  been  in  the 
Council,  and  I  would  not  appeal  from  it  now,  be- 
cause I  know  an  appeal,  as  a  rule,  is  useless,  but 
I  cannot  allow  myself  to  see  a  Boston  man  dis- 
charged on  such  a  job  and  seven  men  living  out- 
side of  Boston  retained. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to 
a  point  of  order.  I  do  not  believe,  if  the  order  is 
out  of  order,  that  debate  upon  it  at  this  time  is 
in  order.  The  Chair  has  ruled  that  the  order 
and  the  amendment  are  out  of  order. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  has  so 
ruled. 

Coun.  DOWD — Then,  Mr.  President,  I  appeal 
from  your  decision,  and  I  believe  under  our  rules 
that  when  a  member  appeals  from  your  decision 
he  is  entitled  to  five  minutes  to  explain  why  he 
is  doing  so.     Am  I  correct? 

President  GALLAGHER— Proceed. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
second  the  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair 
on  Councilor  Dowd's  order. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  I  am  entitled  to  five  minutes  to  state  why  I 
am  appealing.  This  order  was  introduced  because 
of  the  fact  that  a  Boston  man  was  discharged 
and  seven  nonresidents  of  Boston  were  kept  at 
work.  If  this  Council  wants  to  go  on  record  as 
saying  that  the  President  is  absolutely  right 
in  ruling  the  order  out  of  order,  I  say  that  you  are 
extending  an  invitation  to  the  residents  of  every 
city  and  town  outside  of  Boston  to  apply  for  work 
on  City  of  Boston  jobs. 

Coun.  GLEASON"— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
ask  the  gentlemen  if  all  union  men  are  compelled 
to  be  United  States  citizens?  Will  you  answer 
the  question? 

Coun.   DOWD— Of   course  not. 

Coun.  GLEASON — Then,  why  can  the  con- 
tractors be  expected  to  confine  themselves  to 
citizens  of  Boston  when  the  union  has  the  say  in 
this  matter  and  when  it  will  not  allow  a  man  to 
go  to  work  on  a  job  who  is  not  a  union  man? 
Will  you  answer  the  question? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  the  members 
of  the  Council  sustain  your  ruling,  they  are  saying 
that  we  don't  want  Boston  men  to  go  to  work  on 
city  jobs  in  the  City  of  Boston.  (Applause  from 
the  galleries.)  I  reiterate  that  my  order  is  similar 
to  four  or  five  orders  that  we  have  passed  this 
afternoon,  and  it  is  similar  to  thousands  and 
thousands  of  orders  that  have  been  passed  in  this 
body.  But  because  it  is  a  reflection  on  the  ad- 
ministration, because  it  calls  on  him  to  do  some- 
thing he  does  not  care  to  do  or  will  not  do,  you 
rule  the  order  out  of  order.  I  say  to  you,  Mr. 
President,  that  it  is  unfair,  and  I  don't  think  the 
members  of  the  Council  should  uphold  your  ruling. 
We  all  ought  to  take  a  stand  on  these  matters,  and 
I  think  it  is  a  fair  question  for  me  to  ask  you: 
Do  you  believe  that  residents  of  Boston  should 
be  given  jobs  in  Boston  on  work  paid  for  by  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston,  or  that  men  from  Hollis, 
Quincy,  Stoneham  or  other  places  should  be  given 
the  preference?  Mr.  President,  I  appeal  from 
your  ruling. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  state 
that  he  did  not  rule  the  order  out  of  order  until 
the  question  was  raised  by  Councilor  Burke. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  want  things 
here  placed  in  a  proper  light,  and  I  don't  want 
the  councilor  from  Roxbury  or  a  councilor  from 
any  other  district  to  make  statements  that  are 
erroneous.  He  definitely  stated  that  if  we  should 
vote  against  allowing  an  appeal  we  were  voting 
against  the  idea  of  having  only  BostonianB  work 
on  Boston  work.  I  want  it  clearly  understood 
that  I  am  definitely  in  favor  of  having  only  Bos- 
tonians  work  on  Boston  work,  and  believe  that 
citizens  of  Boston  should  be  allowed  to  work  on 
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projects  paid  for  by  the  citizens  of  Boston.  But 
I  am  not  going  to  vote  to  sustain  his  appeal,  be- 
cause I  think  his  order  is  out  of  order.  I  believe 
it  is  out  of  order  because  the  contractor  is  pro- 
tected by  the  United  States  Constitution. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  I  understand 
it,  an  appeal  from  a  ruling  of  the  Chair  must  be 
seconded  by  another  member  of  the  Council.  So, 
as  Councilor  Dowd  has  appealed  from  the  ruling 
of  the  Chair,  which  I  think  is  unfair,  I  wish  to 
be  recorded  as  seconding  his  appeal  from  the  ruling 
of  the  Chair. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury  asks  whether  we  are  in  favor  of 
having  Boston  men  given  the  preference,  if  possible, 
on  Boston  contracts.  I  will  answer  the  question 
yes,  that  I  am  in  favor  of  that.  But  I  shall  vote 
to  sustain  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  in  this  case,  be- 
cause it  seems  to  me,  in  view  of  the  contract  which 
has  been  entered  into,  that  we  have  no  right  to  tell 
the  contractor  to  fire  somebody.  His  obligations 
under  the  contract  are  governed  by  the  wording 
of  the  contract  which  has  been  already  signed, 
and  I  don't  think  anybody  has  a  right  to  go  to 
him  and  ask  him  to  fire  a  man  if  he  is  living  up 
to  his  obligation  under  his  contract. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  question  is, 
Shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Council? 

The  ruling  of  the  Chair  was  sustained,  yeas  18, 
nays  2: 

Yeas — Coun.  Brackman,  Burke,  Cox,  Curtis, 
Donovan,  Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Gleason, 
Green,  Hein,  Lynch,  McGrath,  Murray,  Norton, 
Power,  Roberts,  Ruby — 18. 

Nays — Coun.  Dowd,  Kelly — 2. 


DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS  WILLED  TO 
CITY. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Auditor  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  advise  the  City 
Council  whether  any  private  trust  fund  willed  to 
the  City  of  Boston  for  disbursement  by  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Public  Welfare,  has  been  applied  to  any 
use  other  than  that  specified  in  the  provisions  of 
the  will. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  some  day  we 
are  going  to  have  the  greatest  scandal  we  have 
had  for  a  number  of  years.  I  have  tried  re- 
peatedly to  get  a  certified  public  accountant  to 
go  into  the  PuDlic  Welfare  Department  and  give 
it  a  thorough  examination,  but  to  no  avail.  I 
understand  now  that  over  $11,000,000  of  the 
taxpayers'  money  is  to  be  spent  by  that  depart- 
ment this  year.  We  have  asked  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  to  put  on  fifty  more  investigators,  but 
he  has  refused  to  do  so.  If  he  had  done  so,  at  least 
$50,000  a  month  would  be  saved.  We  have 
people  coming  from  Providence  and  other  places 
to  the  City  of  Boston  seeking  public  welfare  and 
getting  money  from  the  department  without 
investigation.  You  cannot  blame  the  inves- 
tigators because  in  my  district  alone  our  visitor 
has  900  families.  I  have  heard  that  certain  gentle- 
men in  the  City  of  Boston  during  the  last  200 
years  have  left  money  in  trust  under  wills,  to  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  to  be  used  for  specific 
purposes  as  outlined  in  their  respective  wills, 
but  I  understand  things  have  been  so  lax  down 
there  that  they  are  even  dipping  into  that  fund 
against  the  wishes  of  those  benefactors  who  left 
the  money  to  the  City  of  Boston.  Oh,  I  say  to 
you  that  some  day  we  will  realize  the  situation 
down  at  43  Hawkins  street,  some  day  we  will 
realize  that  our  citizens  who  apply  for  relief  down 
there  after  all  are  human  beings  and  entitled  to  a 
civilized  and  courteous  tongue  when  they  go  there 
to  get  aid.  What  I  am  after  now  is  to  have  our 
auditor  of  the  City  of  Boston  advise  us  as  to 
whether  certain  moneys  that  have  been  left  to  such 
a  fund  in  the  past  have  been  dipped  into. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  because  of  my 
high  regard  for  the  Auditor  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
I  am  going  to  ask  that  this  order  go  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  that  we  ask  Mr.  Carven,  the 
City  Auditor,  to  appear  before  the  Executive 
Committee  this  afternoon. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


NON-ABOLITION   OF   CITY   HOSPITAL 
POSITIONS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That   the   Board   of   Trustees   of   the 
Boston  City   Hospital   be  requested,   through   his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  not  abolish  any  more  positions, 
on  the  rolls  of  the  City  Hospital. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  will  simply 
say  in  regard  to  this  order  that  we  had  there  a 
woman  with  two  children,  a  cook's  assistant, 
working  in  the  City  Hospital.  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  we  were  led  to  believe  by  the  Mayor 
that  no  employee  would  be  discharged  from 
any  of  our  city  institutions,  here  is  a  letter  that 
was  sent  to  this  woman  recently: 

"Because  of  the  absolute  necessity  for  economy 
in  expenditures  under  the  budget  this  year  in  the 
Hospital  Department,  it  becomes  necessary  to 
abolish  the  position  which  you  now  hold,  as  of 
March  1.  The  trustees  are  sorry  to  be  compelled 
to  do  this,  but  there  is  no  alternative." 

I  say  that  before  a  woman  like  that,  with  two 
children,  and  getting  but  $16  a  week,  is  discharged, 
it  would  be  well  to  look  into  the  situation  on  Church 
street,  where  employees  are  drawing  $1,500  to 
$3,000  a  year.     (Applause  from  the  galleries.) 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  must 
again  remind  those  in  the  gallery  that  applause 
will  not  be  allowed.  If  you  attach  any  value  to 
the  seats  you  are  holding,  you  will  observe  my 
request.  I  shall  ask  the  police  officer  to  clear 
the  gallery  if  there  is  any  more  applause. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


PROPOSED  REFUND  TO  CITY 
EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  refund  to  each 
temporary  employee  of  the  city  any  amount  that 
he  may  have  deducted  from  his  salary. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  have  intro- 
duced that  order  because  of  the  fact  that  just  a 
week  ago  such  a  reduction  was  made  from  the  pay 
of  the  men  who  have  just  gone  to  work  for  the 
city  for  ninety  days,  and  a  delegation  of  those  men 
have  waited  on  me  in  regard  to  the  matter.  When 
they  had  worked  only  one  week,  a  day's  pay  was 
deducted.  I  say  that  that  is  entirely  unfair.  It 
is  bad  enough  to  have  the  deduction  made  com- 
pulsory from  the  pay  of  men  and  women  working 
for  $1,500  a  year,  but  where  men  are  working  for 
simply  ninety  days,  temporarily,  and  find  that 
when  they  have  worked  only  a  few  days  a  day's 
pay  is  deducted,  I  think  it  is  time  to  call  a  halt. 
I  have,  therefore,  introduced  this  order  requesting 
the  treasurer  not  to  touch  these  February  men  and 
to  give  them  back  the  day's  pay  already  deducted. 
I  think  they  have  been  treated  very  unfairly. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ANNUAL     LISTING     OF     BOSTON 
RESIDENTS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  have  the  annual  listing  of  residents  of  Boston 
done  by  citizens  otherwise  unemployed  (not  those 
on  the  rolls  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare) 
rather  than  by  officers  of  the  Police  Department. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SWIMMING  POOL,  ROXBURY   MEMORIAL 
HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  advise 
the  City  Council  what  use,  if  any,  is  to  be  made  of 
the  swimming  pool  in  the  Roxbury  Memorial  High 
School. 

Coun  DOWD — Mr.  President,  we  have  in  the 
Memorial  High  School  in  Roxbury  a  swimming 
pool  which  cost  the  taxpayers  over  $75,000,  which 
they  say,  due  to  faulty  or  unsanitary  construction, 
has  never  been  used,  or  they  will  not  use  it.  It 
covers  an  area  of  6,000  square  feet.     It  seems  to 
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me,  with  the  crowded  condition  of  the  school,  that 
if  they  do  not  intend  to  use  the  pool,  which  has 
been  there  for  eight  or  ten  years  now,  some  action 
should  be  taken  to  utilize  the  space  taken  up  by 
the  pool.  Either  more  money  should  be  spent  to 
put  the  pool  into  sanitary  condition,  or  it  should 
be  covered  up  or  done  away  with  and  the  space 
used  for  some  other  purpose. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  as  this 
happens  to  be  in  my  own  district,  I  will  say  that 
I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  Councilor  Dowd's  order. 
I  have  made  many  attempts,  both  while  in  public 
office  and  prior  to  entering  public  life,  to  give  the 
School  Committee  sufficient  money  to  use  this 
swimming  pool.  They  have  spent  a  tremendous 
amount  upon  it,  practically  S100.000,  I  under- 
stand. When  I  took  the  matter  up  with  the 
School  Committee  the  only  answer  I  could  get 
was  that  they  didn't  have  a  sufficient  appropria- 
tion to  maintain  the  swimming  pool  from  year  to 
year.  The  actual  cost  would  be  from  S10.000  to 
$15,000  a  year.  As  Councilor  Dowd  has  stated, 
it  seems  a  weak  excuse,  after  an  expenditure  of 
practically  $100,000  for  this  swimming  pool,  that 
they  cannot  scrape  up  money  enough  to  maintain 
it  year  after  year  and  cannot  provide  the  children 
of  our  district  with  a  proper  place  to  swim,  par- 
ticularly in  the  winter  season,  when  such  a  pro- 
vision would  be  very  important.  I  hope  the 
order  will  pass. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


STANDEES  IN  BUSES. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Public  Trustees  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  be  requested,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  comply  with  the  city  or- 
dinance relative  to  standees  in  buses. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  during  the  last 
few  years  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  has  made 
two  attempts  to  get  through  the  Council  an  ordi- 
nance allowing  from  10  to  25  per  cent  of  standees 
in  buses  in  this  city.  On  both  occasions  we  have 
defeated  the  ordinance.  I  find  that  the  Boston 
Elevated  have  discharged  bluecoat  men  and  have 
taken  buses  off  practically  every  route  in  the 
entire  city.  Therefore,  when  a  bus  comes  along 
loaded  to  seating  capacity,  it  is  only  natural  that 
people  should  be  willing  to  stand  anywhere  in 
order  to  get  some  accommodation  and  get  to  their 
destination.  It  is,  however,  contrary  to  the  law 
and  ordinances  that  the  Elevated  should  allow 
standees  in  the  buses,  and  it  would  not  be  necessary 
to  do  so  if  they  had  not  fired  the  bluecoat  men  and 
taken  buses  off  the  route.  I  ask  Mr.  Dana  to  live 
up  to  the  city  ordinances  and  to  put  more  buses 
on  and  more  men  to  handle  them. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REDUCTION   IN   SALARIES    OF   PUBLIC 
UTILITY  EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  goes 
on  record  as  protesting  against  any  reduction  in 
the  salaries  of  employees  of  public  utility  corpora- 
tions, either  by  direct  cut  or  by  placing  them  on  a 
five-day  week. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 


PROCEEDINGS  IN  RE  INDUSTRIAL  BANK 
AND   TRUST  COMPANY. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  District  Attorney  for  Suffolk 
County  is  hereby  requested  to  inform  the  City 
Council,  acting  as  County  Commissioners,  whether 
the  proceedings  now  being  conducted  against  the 
officers  and  directors  of  the  Industrial  Bank  and 
Trust  Company,  at  the  expense  of  the  County  of 
Suffolk,  should  not  have  been  instituted  and 
carried  on  by  the  Attorney-General  at  the  expense 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  under 
chapter  167  of  the  General  Laws,  and,  if  so,  that 
the  District  Attorney  be  requested  to  turn  over  to 
the  Attorney-General  the  further  prosecution  of 
these  cases. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  chapter  167  of 
the  General  Laws,  in  sections  4  and  5,  says  that 
the  Commissioner  of  Banks  may  report  violations 


of  the  banking  law  to  the  Attorney-General  of  the 
Commonwealth,  who  shall  forthwith  prosecute 
the  same.  The  Attorney-General,  however,  pre- 
sumably in  order  to  relieve  his  department  from 
the  inconvenience  and  expense  of  prosecution, 
sent  this  case  down  to  the  District  Attorney  of 
Suffolk  County,  who  proceeded  to  prosecute  the 
case  at  an  expenditure  of  over  $500  a  day.  So  the 
case  proceeding  for  three  months  would  mean  an 
expenditure  of  §50,000  against  the  county. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  order,  that  this  order  has  no  place 
here;  that  we  have  no  right  to  dictate  in  this 
matter. 

President  GALLAGHER— It  is  simply  a 
request. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  that 
makes  no  difference.  We  should  not  be  made 
ridiculous;  should  not  interfere  with  these  matters. 
Indictments  have  been  returned,  and  the  matter 
is  now  before  the  court.  We  should  not  be  made 
ridiculous  here. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  why  should  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston  bear  the  expense,  when  they 
are  not  supposed  to  do  so?  The  councilor  from 
the  West  End  (Coun.  Fitzgerald)  has  stated  in 
this  body  that  he  wants  to  economize.  Here  is  a 
good  chance  to  start  in. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  would 
state  that  he  does  not  think  the  order  is  out  of 
order,  because  it  is  simply  a  request. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  BRACKMAN,  the  order 
was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


NUMBER     OF     GUARDS     ON     ELEVATED 
TRAINS. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD,  for  Coun.  Barker,  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  The  present  deplorable  unemployment 
situation  is  caused  by  the  business  depression,  and 
all  public  agencies  are  seeking  a  solution  to  relieve 
the  widespread  hardship  among  the  unemployed; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Elevated  Railway  is  a 
public  institution  whose  dividends  are  guaranteed 
by  the  Metropolitan  District,  insuring  the  stock- 
holders from  loss;   and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Elevated  Railway  is 
equipping  its  rapid  transit  trains  with  an  electrical 
device  which  will  make  it  possible  for  one  guard  to 
operate  all  doors  on  four  cars  of  a  train,  and  which, 
when  in  operation  will  eliminate  one  hundred 
twenty-nine  men  at  present  employed,  adding 
them  to  the  numbers  of  those  without  work;  be  it 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  go  on 
record  as  deploring  such  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  and  request  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature  to  enact  into  law  Senate  Bill 
No.  21  now  before  its  Committee  on  Transporta- 
tion, an  act  regulating  the  number  of  guards  upon 
trains  of  street  railway  companies;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  all  Boston  representatives  and 
senators  be  requested  to  use  their  influence  in 
behalf  of  this  bill. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 


ARC   LIGHT,   WARD   2. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  this  order  ia 
directed  to  the  Traffic  Commissioner,  and  I  sup- 
pose he  will  come  back  with  the  answer  that  there 
are  no  available  funds.  But  let  me  inform  him 
that  two  years  ago  we  passed  an  appropriation  of 
$100,000,  and  that  this  was  supposed  to  be  in- 
cluded in  that  appropriation,  for  lights  outside 
the  downtown  city  limit.  I  want  to  know  what 
has  held  the  thing  back  and  why  he  had  not  gone 
ahead  with  the  project. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INFORMATION  IN  RE  DEDUCTIONS  FROM 
EMPLOYEES'  PAY  ROLLS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  inform  the  City 
Council  his  reason  for  making  deductions,  for 
unemployment  contributions,  from  employees  on 
weekly  pay  rolls  in  the  last  week  of  the  month. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  the  reason  why 
I  have  introduced  this  order  is  that  I  understood 
during  the  last  campaign  for  $3,000,000  it  was 
understood  to  be  a  campaign  of  donations  of  men 
who  voluntarily  gave  to  the  fund.  Now,  I  under- 
stand that  the  city  employees  are  agreeable  to 
donating  a  day's  pay  in  most  cases.  There  is  no 
question  probably  about  the  cases  where  the 
employees  get  the  higher  salaries  and  where  they 
can  afford  it.  I  agree  that  private  corporations 
throughout  the  city  and  that  the  city  employees 
should  contribute  to  this  fund,  but  I  object  to  the 
way  in  which  the  money  is  taken  away  from  them. 
You  will  remember  that  the  members  of  our  hon- 
orable body,  when  they  went  down  to  the  City 
Treasurer's  office  on  the  20th  of  last  month,  had  a 
day's  pay  deducted,  but  also  remember  that  we 
gave  permission  to  have  that  done  through  an 
order  that  was  passed  unanimously  in  this  body. 
The  city  employees  generally,  however,  did  not 
give  permission  to  the  City  Treasurer  or  to  the 
Mayor,  to  take  out  a  day's  pay  on  the  20th  of  the 
month,  rent  week.  I  say  that  this  is  nothing  but 
confiscation,  the  illegal  assessment  on  the  funds  of 
an  employee  without  his  consent.  Let  us  not  try 
to  fool  people  in  these  matters.  It  is  all  right  to 
say  that  this  shall  be  done  with  the  employees 
generally,  but  I  happened  to  see  the  Mayor's  check 
downstairs  and  I  didn't  see  a  day's  pay  taken  from 
him,  on  Friday  of  this  week.  It  is  all  right  for 
him  to  come  back  here  from  Havana,  where  he 
has  given  away  800  silver  dollars  to  people,  while 
the  people  of  Boston  are  out  of  work  and  are 
starving 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.     I  doubt  the  presence  of  a  quorum  here. 

President  GALLAGHER— Councilor  Cox  doubts 
the  presence  of  a  quorum. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  a  roll 
call. 

President  GALLAGHER — The  presence  of  a 
quorum  being  doubted,  the  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

(The  clerk  called  the  roll,  and  thirteen  members 
responded.) 

President  GALLAGHER — A  quorum  appears  to 
be  present. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  I  said,  it  is 
very  nice  for  the  Mayor  to  go  away  on  these  trips, 
to  go  to  Havana  and  give  away  800  silver  dollars 
to  foreigners.  But  what  do  the  poor  people  of 
Boston,  who  have  this  day's  pay  taken  away  from 
them  without  their  consent  even  being  asked 
think  about  it?  Of  course,  the  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston  who  can  afford  to  give  a  day's  pay 
will  voluntarily  do  so.  But  it  would  be  a  proper 
thing  to  have  a  representative  of  the  employment 
committee  down  there  asking  them  for  the  day's 
pay  when  they  receive  their  pay  envelope  from  the 
City  Treasurer.  I  see  the  tioys  walking  out,  and 
I  am  just  wondering  who  is  going  to  doubt  the 
presence  of  a  quorum.  Perhaps  they  don't  want 
to  hear  what  I  have  to  say  about  the  Florida 
philanthropist,  silver-dollared  Jimmy  Curley,  our 
silk-topper  and  cane-carrying  Mayor. 


Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order,  that  the  gentleman  is  not  confining  him- 
self to  the  order  he  presented.  If  he  did  so,  there 
would  be  less  disturbance  and  fewer  attempts  to 
break  a  quorum,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  the 
clown  of  the  Council  will  confine  himself  to  the 
order  he  has  presented. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  let  me  say  to  the 
councilor  who  has  just  interrupted  me  that  I  think 
perhaps  I  should  request  the  City  Messenger  to 
get  a  high  chair  so  that  the  councilor  can  be  seen 
at  least,  as  well  as  heard,  or  perhaps  a  magnifying 
glass  for  the  other  twenty-one  members  might 
answer  the  same  purpose. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order,  that  the  councilor  on  my  right  has  intro- 
duced an  order  and,  whether  he  wants  to  be  funny 
or  not,  he  should  confine  himself  to  discussion  of 
that  order,  under  strict  parliamentary  rules.  Until 
he  does  that,  I  ask  for  a  ruling  on  my  point  or  order. 

President  GALLAGHER— If  the  councilor 
indulges  in  personalities  with  regard  to  any  other 
member  of  the  Council  again,  I  will  declare  him 
out  of  order. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
we  take  a  recess. 

President  GALLAGHER — Councilor  Roberts 
moves  that  we  take  a  recess. 

Coun.  Roberts'  motion  was  declared  carried. 
Coun.  KELLY  doubted  the  vote,  and  asked  for  the 
yeas  and  nays. 

The  Council  voted  to  take  a  recess,  Subject  to 
the  call  of  the  Chair,  yeas  10,  nays  5: 

Yeas — Coun.  Cox,  Donovan,  Englert,  Fitz- 
gerald, Gallagher,  Green,  Hein,  McGrath,  Roberts, 
Ruby— 11.

Immediately  following  the  recess,  Coun.  Kelly's 
order,  debated  above,  was  passed,  under  suspension 
of  the  rule.

Rose  Schweda,  Steinert  Hall,  March  4;  Kath- 
erine  D.  O'Gorman,  Repertory  Theater,  May  2, — ■ 
recommending  that  leave  be  granted. 

Report  accepted;  leave  granted  under  usual 
conditions. 

2.  Report  on  petition  of  Mary  Wolfe  (referred 
January  18)  to  be  paid  an  annuity  on  account  of 
the  death  of  her  husband,  John  P.  M.  Wolfe, 
late  member  of  the  Police  Department, — recom- 
mending passage  of  the  accompanying  order,  viz. 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
182  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  as  amended  by  chapter  241 
of  the  Acts  of  1930,  an  annuity  of  one  thousand 
dollars  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Mary  Wolfe,  widow 
of  John  P.  M.  Wolfe,  a  member  of  the  Police

Report  accepted;   said  order  passed. 

3.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that 
District  Attorney  inform  the  Council,  acting  as 
County  Commissioners,  whether  proceedings  now 
being  conducted  against  officers  and  directors  of 
Industrial  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  at  expense 
of  County  of  Suffolk,  should  not  have  been  insti- 
tuted and  carried  on  by  Attorney-General  at 
expense  of  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
under  chapter  167  of  General  Laws,  and,  if  so, 
that  District  Attorney  be  requested  to  turn  over 
to  Attorney-General  the  further  prosecution  of 
these  cases, — recommending  that  same  ought 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

(The  order  was  read,  on  request  of  Coun.

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  cannot 
understand    what   the   City   Council   is    thinking 
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about  when  it  interferes  with  a  matter  that  so 
vitally  concerns  not  only  many  people  in  Boston 
but  in  other  places  as  well.  This  matter  is  now 
before  the  courts.  It  seems  to  me  the  Council  is 
placing  itself  in  a  very  ridiculous  position  in 
interfering  at  this  time  in  a  matter  of  this  kind. 
Indictments  have  been  brought  and  proceedings 
are  pending.  This  Council  under  this  order  is 
placing  itself  on  record  as  being  opposed  to  any 
action  being  taken  on  this  vital  matter,  and  I 
move,  therefore,  that  the  order  be  laid  upon  the 
table. 

The  order  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

4.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  City 
Auditor  be  requested  to  advise  Council  whether 
any  private  trust  fund  willed  to  city  for  disburse- 
ment by  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare  has  been 
applied  to  any  use  other  than  that  specified  in 
provisions  of  the  will, — recommending  that  same 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed. 

5.  Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that 
Executive  Committee  conduct  hearings  concerning 
all  individuals  and  corporations  having  contracts 
with  the  City  of  Boston, — recommending  passage 
of  the  accompanying  new  draft,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  beginning  Friday,  March  4, 
1932,  a  committee  of  five  members,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President,  conduct  hearings  con- 
cerning all  individuals  and  corporations  having 
contracts  with  the  City  of  Boston. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed.  President 
GALLAGHER  appointed  as  said  committee 
Coun.  Dowd,  Power,  Norton,  Brackman  and 
Kelly. 


REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE    ON    FINANCE. 

Coun.  COX,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  orders 
(referred  January  18)  authorizing  loans  of 
$1,026,000  for  completion  of  City  Hospital 
construction  program, — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  for  the  information 
of  the  Council  let  me  say  that  I  have  before  me  a 
blueprint  showing  the  location  of  the  proposed 
buildings  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  that  will  be 
erected  under  the  appropriations  requested. 

The  Pathological  Building  is  really  a  combina- 
tion building  to  serve  three  departments.  One 
department  is  for  the  Suffolk  County  Medical 
Examiner  and  the  public  morgue  for  the  handling 
of  Suffolk  County  cases  whether  they  originate  in 
the  hospital  or  not,  and  also  to  handle  the  deaths 
that  occur  at  the  hospital.  The  present  morgue 
accommodates  sixty-two  and  is  terribly  crowded, 
and  the  new  one  is  planned  to  accommodate  one 
hundred  and  four.  The  ambulances  and  other 
motor  vehicles  belonging  to  the  Hospital  Depart- 
ment are  badly  housed  and  terribly  crowded  in  the 
old  Ambulance  Station  —  a  structure  that  the 
Building  Department  has  been  threatening  for 
three  years  or  more  to  condemn  and  have  not  done 
so  only  because  of  the  promise  that  a  new  one  was 
to  be  built.  This  Ambulance  Station  will  house 
twenty  vehicles,  consisting  of  ambulances,  light 
and  heavy  trucks,  and  the  official  cars  of  the 
hospital.  The  Pathological  Department  will  be 
in  this  new  building,  and  also  the  experimental 
work  on  aDimals  that  will  be  conducted  at  the 
hospital. 

The  improvements  to  the  Power  Plant  consist 
of  replacing  the  present  four  boilers  that  are 
twenty-five  years  old  with  two  large  modern 
boilers  of  the  same  type  as  those  installed  four 
years  ago.  It  is  hoped  the  appropriation  will  be 
sufficient  to  provide  a  third  boiler,  which  will 
serve  as  a  spare  in  case  of  emergency,  as  the  two 
new  boilers  that  will  take  the  place  of  the  four  old 
ones  will  both  be  in  operation  throughout  the 
winter.  The  heating  and  electric  load  is  constantly 
increasing,  as  the  size  of  the  hospital  grows,  and 
these  proposed  improvements  are  really  impera- 
tive, as  a  real  danger  exists  at  the  present  time  of 
inadequate  heating  if  there  is  a  failure  in  any  of 
the  four  old  boilers.  With  .these  boilers,  of  course, 
there  will  be  the  necessary  pumps,  and  a  new 
chimney  will  be  required  because  the  present 
chimney  has  reached  its  capacity,  and  in  addition 
to  that  the  appropriation  will  provide  two  50,000- 
gallon  underground  oil  tanks  to  be  located  in  the 
yard  near  the  Roxbury  canal.  This  will  combine 
with  the  present  tanks  to  give  the  hospital  ade- 
quate oil  service  for  a  reasonable  length  of  time. 
The  Laundry  Building  is  a  modern  factory  type, 


plain  building,  four  and  one-half  6tories  above  the 
ground,  with  five  working  floors  in  all.  The  area 
of  each  floor  is  7,056  square  feet,  and  the  total 
usable  floor  area  is  slightly  in  excess  of  41,000 
square  feet.  The  cubic  contents  are  558,000  cubic 
feet;  and  the  cost  per  cubic  foot,  including  all 
trades,  is  45.9  cents.  The  cost  based  on  the  lowest 
figure  received  in  open  competition  is  $257,500. 
This  is  a  low  price,  and  is  just  about  one-half  of 
the  cubic  foot  cost  of  any  of  the  recent  hospital 
buildings  erected  in  Boston  or  elsewhere.  Two 
years  ago  an  appropriation  of  $186,000  was  granted 
for  the  laundry.  That  was  at  the  time  that  it 
was  proposed  to  use  part  of  the  old  laundry  in 
connection  with  the  new  one,  and  the  capacity 
of  the  hospital  at  that  time  was  to  be  1.S00  beds. 
Because  of  the  proper  utilization  of  the  land,  it 
was  deemed  advisable  to  place  the  laundry  on  the 
other  side  of  Albany  street,  and  the  bed  capacity 
of  the  hospital  also  was  increased  to  2,200  beds. 
Consequently,  the  previous  appropriation  proved 
to  be  insufficient.  An  appropriation  was  granted 
nearly  two  years  ago  for  the  purchase  of  the  neces- 
sary machinery,  such  as  washers,  mangles,  ex- 
tractors, ironers,  etc.,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the 
trustees  to  put  in  sufficient  machinery  at  this  time 
to  handle  the  linen  necessary  for  1,800  patients. 
Provision  must  be  made  for  10  pounds  of  material 
to  be  washed  per  patient  every  day  so  that  the 
capacity  of  the  machinery  to  be  installed  at  this 
time  is  18,000  pounds  of  washing  per  day:  or,  in 
other  words,  9  tons.  Provision  is  made,  however, 
for  the  addition  of  machinery  as  the  number  of 
beds  in  the  hospital  increases,  and  ultimately  the 
laundry  will  be  handling  24,000  pounds  of  material 
a  day,  or  12  tons.  The  bedding  and  laundry  will 
be  brought  from  the  main  hospital  in  electric  trucks 
through  the  tunnels  and  delivered  at  the  basement 
level.  The  trucks  will  be  wheeled  on  to  elevators 
and  carried  up  to  the  fifth  floor,  which  is  the  soiled 
clothes  sorting  floor.  In  this  story  also  is  a  large 
blanket  drying  room  and  a  room  for  the  salvaging 
of  gauze  by  picking  and  washing.  As  this  material 
is  sorted,  it  will  be  dropped  through  chutes  to  the 
floor  below  where  it  will  be  fed  directly  into  the 
washers.  On  this  floor  also  are  the  extractors, 
tumblers,  soap  tank  room,  doctors'  clothes  sorting 
room  and  toilet  rooms.  The  material  will  then 
drop  through  chutes  again  to  the  second  floor. 
On  this  floor  are  the  ironers  of  various  types,  the 
starch  room  (for  such  material  as  is  to  be  starched), 
a  clean  linen  storage  room,  and  a  small  room  for 
doctors'  clean  linen  (which  means  their  white 
coats  and  trousers).  In  addition  to  that,  there 
will  be  a  small  office  for  the  head  laundress,  and  the 
necessary  toilets.  Such  material  as  is  to  go 
through  the  large  ironers  will  not  stop  on  that 
floor,  but  will  continue  down  through  the  chutes 
to  the  first  floor  where  there  will  be  three  large 
flat  work  ironers  and  a  large  clean  linen  storage 
room.  As  the  material  is  needed  at  the  hospital, 
it  will  be  taken  from  this  clean  linen  room,  put  on 
the  elevators,  dropped  one  more  story  to  the 
tunnel  level,  and  taken  through  the  subway  under 
Albany  street  for  distribution.  In  the  lower 
story  at  the  tunnel  level  are  the  various  storage 
rooms  for  such  things  as  soap,  starch,  padding, 
etc.  There  is  also  a  room  provided  for  a  future 
large  flat  ironer  and  a  clothes  delivery  room, 
which  is  directly  below  the  clean  linen  room  of  the 
first  floor.  At  this  lower  level  there  is  a  loading 
platform,  so  that  the  trucks  coming  from  the 
Relief  Stations  and  Convalescent  Home  will 
deliver  the  soiled  linen  and  take  away  the  clean 
linen  after  it  has  been  washed  and  ironed. 

Of  course,  with  the  tremendous  amount  of  heat 
and  steam  generated,  it  is  necessary  to  provide  air 
conditioning  and  proper  ventilation  and  the 
removal  of  the  steam  and  foul  air,  so  as  to  provide 
comfortable  and  suitable  working  conditions  for 
the  employees.  For  economy,  so  that  it  will  not 
be  necessary  to  do  any  unnecessary  rewashing  of 
linen,  the  air  taken  into  the  building  is  passed  over 
water  and  purified,  as  the  laundry  is  located  in  a 
manufacturing  district,  and  right  adjacent  to  the 
Power  Plant  with  a  great  deal  of  oil,  creosote,  and 
soot  floating  in  the  air.  It  is  necessary,  therefore, 
for  the  protection  of  the  clean  linen  to  have  this 
air  purified  before  it  is  delivered  to  the  building. 
This  briefly  describes  the  requirements  of  the 
proposed  Laundry  Building.  A  tunnel  is  planned 
from  the  old  hospital  over  to  the  new  building, 
and  this  new  improvement  is  going  to  increase  the 
capacity  of  the  hospital  from  some  1,800  to  some 
2,200  patients,  making  about  as  large  a  hospital  as 
there  is  now  in  the  United  States.  I  understand 
that  the  Bellevue  Hospital  in  New  York  has  a 
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capacity  of  about  2,200  patients.  The  present 
hospital,  as  you  all  know,  is  overcrowded  and  at  the 
present  time  they  are  compelled  to  put  cots  in  the 
corridors,  and  so  forth.  I  think  the  order  should  be 
passed  at  once,  so  that  the  hospital  authorities 
may  go  ahead  with  their  program. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  several  orders 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  19,  nays  0. 


LEASING   OF  42   BLOSSOM   STREET.

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  advise  the  City  Council  as  to  whether,  in  the 
subletting  of  the  ten-year  ash  and  garbage  removal 
contract  to  the  third  low  bidder,  Coleman  Brothers, 
by  the  low  bidder,  the  Brooklyn  Ash  and  Disposal 
Company,  the  Coleman  Company  will  agree  to  do 
what  the  Brooklyn  Ash  and  Disposal  Company 
agreed  to  do  when  they  filed  their  bid,  namely, 
change  the  so-called  Arnold  reduction  process  for 
garbage  now  in  use  at  Spectacle  Island,  and  sup- 
plant it  with  an  up-to-date  "Cobwell  Mertze"  re- 
duction process  machinery. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  believe  that 
it  is  well  understood  among  reduction  engineers 
that  in  the  last  ten  years  there  has  been  consider- 
able improvement  made  in  reduction  machinery, 
so  much  so  that  when  the  low  bidders  for  the  dis- 
posal contract,  the  Brooklyn  Ash  Removal  Com- 
pany, submitted  their  bid,  they  stated  that  they 
would  spend  $250,000  for  the  machinery  of  what 
is  known  as  the  Cobwell-Mertze  reduction  process. 
The  present  system,  which  has  been  at  Spectacle 
Island  for  the  past  ten  years,  the  Arnold  system, 
is  rather-out  of-date.  In  subletting  this  contract 
from  the  low  bidder,  the  Brooklyn  Ash  Removal 
Company,  to  the  third  lowest  bidder,  Coleman 
Brothers  Disposal  Company,  who  have  had  the 
contract  for  thirty  years,  I  would  like  to  know 
whether  the  Coleman  Company  now  proposes  to 
install  the  up-to-date  Cobwell-Mertze  reduction 
machinery. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


BRANCHES  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  decentralize  the  main  office  and  establish 
branches  in  municipal  buildings  in  the  various 
sections   of   Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
down  to  Hawkins  street  at  least  a  dozen  times 
in  the  last  few  months,  and   I   think  it  is  unfair 
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to  ask  poor  unfortunates  from  Readville,  Roslin- 
dale,  Hyde  Park  and  other  outlying  sections,  to 
journey  in  here  three  times  a  week,  to  what  can 
be  called  the  "bull  ring"  on  Hawkins  street.  I 
don't  know  whether  you  have  been  in  what  is 
known  as  the  wood  yard.  I  would  like  to  have 
the  members  go  down  there  and  see  where  their 
constituents  are  forced  to  go  in  order  to  get  from 
the  Welfare  Board  something  to  eat.  I  don't 
believe  there  is  a  municipality  in  the  country  that 
subjects  unfortunates  asking  for  relief  to  the  sort 
of  thing  we  subject  them  to  in  Boston.  People 
from  Hyde  Park  and  Readville  have  to  report  at 
Hawkins  street,  when  we  have  beautiful  buildings 
in  Hyde  Park  lying  idle,  such  as  the  Hyde  Park 
High  School  and  the  municipal  building.  With 
those  wonderful  buildings,  those  unfortunates  are 
compelled  to  go  week  after  week  to  Boston  and 
stand  in  long  lines  in  that  dark  bull  ring.  I  say 
it  is  not  fair.  I  don't  know  how  long  it  will  take 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  or  his  twelve  Overseers 
to  understand  that  this  is  a  problem  of  years 
standing,  and  that  it  has  not  come  up  recently. 
I  attended  a  hearing  on  a  bill  at  the  State  House 
where  the  Mayor  asked  that  he  be  given  power 
to  appoint  a  director  and  two  assistants,  eliminat- 
ing the  board  of  twelve  trustees.  Those  who 
appeared  at  the  hearing  felt  that  the  Overseers 
had,  under  the  circumstances  and  conditions,  done 
a  phenomenal  job.  The  Welfare  Society  stood 
up  for  them,  stating  that  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  doing  a 
splendid  job.  I  asked  the  committee  and  those 
listening  to  just  go  to  the  bottom  of  the  hill  and 
look  over  the  proposition  there  at  Hawkins  street, 
to  see  the  situation  that  has  existed  for  the  last 
eighteen  months.  Constituents  of  every  colleague 
are  compelled  to  go  back  and  forth,  many  of  them 
from  distant  places,  and  when  they  go  down  there 
they  are  put  into  line.  I  know  that  the  Overseers 
of  the  Public  Welfare  have  a  great  problem  on 
their  hands,  and  never  had  a  greater.  At  the 
same  time,  I  see  no  reason  why  this  whole  business 
cannot  be  decentralized,  and  why  there  cannot  be 
in  South  Boston,  East  Boston,  West  Roxbury, 
and  the  Roslindale  area,  branch  offices  into  which 
these  unfortunates  may  go  and  make  their  appli- 
cation. I  do  not  believe  that  by  two  years  from 
now  it  will  be  possible  to  carry  on  the  system  that 
is  now  being  carried  on,  with  fifty  investigators 
where  they  ought  to  have  500.  The  Mayor  says 
it  is  up  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  had  trouble 
in  his  past  administration  and  doesn't  want 
trouble  with  the  present  board.  I  believe  if  the 
evils  of  the  present  situation  are  not  corrected  the 
Board  ought  to  be  removed.  I  ask  any  member 
of  the  Council  to  go  down  there  to  Hawkins 
street  and  view  the  conditions  that  exist  there. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


"SET"  FIRE  HAZARD. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Fire  Underwriters  be 
requested,  thorugh  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  advise 
the  City  Council  what  procedure  they  are  adopting 
to  eliminate  the  so-called  "set"  fire  hazard. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
how  long  our  fire  insurance  companies,  if  this 
depression  continues,  are  going  to  stand  up.  This 
is  February  29,  1932.  What  I  am  saying  may 
sound  a  little  far-fetched,  but  two  years  from  now, 
if  living,  I  am  going  to  call  it  to  your  attention. 
At  the  present  time  in  Boston  we  have  a  fire 
situation  such  as  we  never  had  before.  I  believe 
there  were  more  alarms  sent  in  during  the  last 
two  months  than  ever  before  in  our  history,  and  I 
believe  as  the  depression  continues  the  number  of 
alarms  will  increase.  The  average  family  has 
gone  through  a  lifetime  without  a  fire,  but  we 
now  have  a  certain  class  in  Boston  resorting  to 
fire  insurance  as  a  source  of  income.  We  have 
placed  our  city  in  Class  1  of  the  cities  of  America 
from  the  standpoint  of  high  pressure,  fire  engines 
and  fire  equipment.  The  chief  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment stated  several  months  ago,  however, 
that  two  out  of  three  fires  in  the  Boston  business 
section  were  set,  and  last  week  Chief  Caulfield  of 
the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  called  attention  to  the  large  proportion 
of  set  fires.  Many  of  you  men  around  the  City  of 
Boston  are  going  to  hear  more  fire  engines  going 
past  your  doors  in  the  next  two  months  and  two 
years  than  you  have  ever  heard.  We  have  pro- 
tected the  city  in  the  way  of  high-pressure  installa- 


tion, fire  engines  and  number  of  firemen  per  square 
foot,  equal  to  or  superior  to  what  may  be  found  in 
any  other  city  in  the  world,  but  we  still  see  this 
extraordinary  number  of  fires.  The  matter  was 
discussed  at  a  legislative  hearing,  where  it  was 
asked  if  these  increased  facilities  had  arrested  the 
increase  in  number  of  fires.  The  answer  was  no. 
The  increase  in  fire  insurance  in  Boston,  Mr. 
President,  is  going  up  quite  drastically,  regardless 
of  the  fact  that  we  have  met  as  a  municipality 
every  requirement  of  the  Fire  Underwriters  of 
America.  I  have  been  wondering  where  the  thing 
was  going  to  end  when  I  have  seen  accounts  of 
firemen  who  have  been  hurt  and  maimed,  and  I 
now  predict  that  we  will  hear  increasingly  the  fire 
engines  and  will  see  the  boys  continually  more  on 
the  jump.  I  think  it  is  time  for  the  Mayor  to 
get  together  with  the  fire  insurance  people  to 
consider  what  can  be  done.  As  fire  increase,  you 
and  I  and  every  family  in  Boston  has  to  pay  the 
added  expense  of  insurance. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


BUSES   BETWEEN   FIELDS   CORNER   AND 
HARRISON  SQUARE. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  provide  a  regular  schedule  of  motor 
bus  transportation  between  the  Fields  Corner 
rapid  transit  station  and  Harrison  square. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CONGRATULATIONS    TO    EAMON    DE 
VALERA. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
extends  its  congratulations  and  best  wishes  to 
Eamon  DeValera  on  the  occasion  of  the  election  of 
the  party  headed  by  him  to  control  of  the  Irish 
Free  State. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  perhaps  there 
may  be  a  laugh  as  I  offer  this  particular  order; 
perhaps  some  of  the  members  may  think  that  this 
resolution  has  no  business  in  this  body.  But  I 
would  like  to  bring  a  few  facts  to  the  attention 
of  the  honorable  Council,  and  I  think  before 
I  get  through,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen, 
you  will  surely  agree  with  me  that  this  resolution 
is  perfectly  in  order  and  may  result  in  benefit  to 
the  entire  population  of  Boston  as  well  as  to  the 
business  concerns  and  the  poor  of  Boston.  For 
some  reason  or  other,  there  was  considerable  hard 
feeling  between  the  newly  elected  head  of  the 
Irish  Free  State,  Eamon  de  Valera,  and  the  former 
Irish  Free  State  President.  We  must  remember 
that  the  Port  of  Boston  is  one  day  nearer  to  Ireland 
than  any  other  port  in  this  entire  country.  We 
must  remember  that  the  people  of  Ireland  spend 
§200,000,000  a  year  in  purchases  from  different 
countries,  and  we  want  to  encourage  them  to  come 
here  and  do  their  purchasing  as  far  as  possible. 
I  feel  that  it  is  our  duty  to  do  this;  and,  feeling 
as  I  do,  I  have  introduced  this  resolution  extending 
congratulations  to  that  great  Irish  leader,  De 
Valera,  born  in  New  York  and  now  about  to 
become  President  of  the  Irish  Free  State,  trusting 
that  he  may  be  encouraged  to  look  to  Boston  for 
some  of  his  purchases.  For  some  reason  or  other, 
when  he  was  a  guest  of  the  city  a  few  years  back 
he  was  insulted  on  two  public  occasions  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  For  that  reason  there  has  been 
considerable  feeling  on  the  part  of  De  Valera  and 
the  Irish  people,  which  has  undoubtedly  resulted 
in  preventing  many  purchases  of  the  Irish  Free 
State  from  being  made  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
On  the  first  occasion  when  he  came  here  a  majority 
of  the  Senators  in  the  State  House  requested  that 
they  have  the  pleasure  of  hearing  from  the  dis- 
tinguished statesman,  but  the  notorious  Edward  T. 
McKnight,  then  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
recently  president  of  the  Industrial  Bank  and 
Trust  Company,  refused  to  allow  that  great 
statesman  to  go  before  the  Legislature  to  speak . 
I  know  that  he  has  remembered  that  insult.  The 
other  insult  was  at  the- time  when  a  distinguished 
doctor  from  Charlestown,  a  prominent  Democrat 
of  Irish  extraction,  visited  the  office  of  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Mayor  insulted  Mr. 
De  Valera  by  telling  him  that  he  wanted  nothing  to 
do  with  his  policy,  and  he  did  much  to  ridicule 
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De  Valera,  who  has  now  demonstrated  his  ability 
and  the  confidence  that  the  Irish  people  have  in 
him,  the  statement  coming  from  the  office  of  the 
Mayor  at  that  time  being  printed  in  papers  in 
Ireland  and  England  with  a  heading  similar  to 
this, — -"De  Valera  Reprimanded  by  the  Mayor  of 
Irish  Boston."  That  was  printed  over  there  four 
hours  before  De  Valera,  in  company  with  this  dis- 
tingushed  doctor  of  Charlestown,  visited  the  office 
of  the  then  and  the  present  Mayor.  I  want  to 
show  to  Mr.  De  Valera  and  to  the  people  of  the 
Irish  Free  State  that  the  people  of  Boston,  through 
their  city  fathers,  extend  to  him  their  best  wishes 
and  that  the  fact  that  he  was  insulted  by  McKnight 
and  Curley  is  not  symbolic  of  the  feeling  of  the 
people  of  Boston  towards  him.  The  people  of 
Boston  want  good  relations  with  the  people  of 
the  Irish  Free  State. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the 
presence  of  a  quorum. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  know  that  we 
have  a  quorum. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  a  quorum  is  present. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  perhaps  the 
gentleman  from  Jamaica  Plain  is  desirous  of  going 
home.  I  am  going  to  ask,  however,  that  this  order 
be  not  sent  to  the  Committee  on  Rules,  but,  in 
order  to  show  the  new  Irish  regime  that  the  people 
of  Boston,  despite  those  two  insults,  are  heartily 
in  favor  of  De  Valera's  attempt  in  good  faith  to 
obtain  freedom  for  the  people  of  Ireland  in  the 
very  near  future,  I  ask  that  the  resolution  be 
passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  for  fear  that  we 
might  insult  some  of  the  other  members  of  the 
Irish  party,  I  would  like  to  add  an  amendment 
that  we  extend  our  congratulations  to  the  entire 
Irish  party. 

Coun.  KELLY — That,  Mr.  President,  is  cer- 
tainly in  order.  When  I  referred  to  De  Valera, 
it  was  as  the  head  of  the  new  regime.  Mr.  De 
Valera's  position  is  undoubtedly  just  like  yours, 
Mr.  President.  When  elected  President  of  the 
Council,  you  would  naturally  like  to  receive  the 
best  wishes  of  people  in  other  cities  and  other 
countries,  and  I  am  sure  that  De  Valera,  after  his 
victory  in  the  last  campaign,  and  after  the  insults 


he  has  received  in  Boston,  will  be  pleased  to 
receive  the  congratulations  and  best  wishes  of 
Boston  through  this  body. 

The  resolution  as  amended  was  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule.

I  beg  to  advise  that  there  are  ninety-two  vacancies 
in  the  grade  of  patrolman  from  the  total  number 
permitted  under  the  table  of  organization. 

In  the  interest  of  economy  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner early  in  1931  adopted  the  policy,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  of  not  filling  vacancies 
occurring  in  the  grade  of  patrolman.  This  plan 
did  not  increase  unemployment  by  throwing  any 
one  out  of  a  job  and  the  saving  effected  in  1931  in 


salaries  amounted  to  over  $50,000.  By  not  filling 
vacancies  in  the  grade  of  patrolman,  it  made  it 
necessary  for  other  members  of  the  department  to 
perform  more  service  which  they  cheerfully  and 
successfully  handled,  as  shown  by  the  record  of  the 
department  last  year  in  the  creditable  control  of 
crime  in  this  city. 

Close  attention  is,  of  course,  being  given  to  the 
efficient  and  effective  utilization  of  man-power  in 
the  prevention  and  punishment  of  crime,  and  if  it 
becomes  necessary  to  fill  these  vacancies  provi- 
sion has  been  made  in  the  estimates  of  police 
expenditures  for  1932,  as  submitted  by  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  the  Mayor,  so  that  adequate  pro- 
tection may  be  had  of  life  and  property  of  our 
citizens. 

The  procedure  which  has  been  followed  in  the 
Police  Department  with  substantial  money  saving 
is,  I  believe,  a  safe,  proper  and  prudent  practice  of 
governmental  economy  which  the  public  has  a 
right  to  expect  in  these  trying  times.

The  entire  matter  of  the  purchase  of  supplies  for 
city  departments  has  been  for  the  past  few  months 
and  is  now  being  considered  with  a  view  to  making 
such  changes  as  will  eliminate  sources  of  waste  and 
inefficiency.  With  this  end  in  view  the  services  of 
an  expert  have  been  engaged  and  this  gentleman 
is  now  making  an  extensive  investigation  and 
examination  of  this  department.  When  this  re- 
port is  completed  I  shall  indeed  be  very  glad  to 
inform  the  City  Councilor  as  to  his  proposed  recom- 
mendations together  with  changes  which  have 
been  instituted  by  me. 

With  respect  to  the  question  concerning  the 
Mohawk  Packing  Company,  during  the  month 
of  January,  1932,  the  City  of  Boston  purchased 
meats  to  the  amount  of  S12.541.22  from  this  com- 
pany. These  purchases  were  made  on  the  daily 
contract  basis  but  the  prices  paid  were  established 
on  a  competitive  basis  upon  comparison  with 
prices  furnished  by  United  States  Government.

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor, — With  reference  to  the 
recommendations  made  by  your  Honor  in  your 
Annual  Address  to  the  City  Council  on  January  4, 
that  a  traffic  circle  at  Charles  and  Cambridge 
streets  be  named  "George  Washington  Circle,"  this 
committee  wishes  to  record  its  approval  of  the  plan 
and  to  express  the  wish  that  the  naming  and  dedi- 
cation be  accompanied  with  formal  ceremonies  as  a 
feature  of  the  city  program  for  the  George  Wash- 
ington Bicentennial  of  this  year. 

As  the  construction  work  is  not  yet  completed , 
and  as  weather  conditions  will  be  more  satisfactory 
a  little  later  for  outdoor  ceremonies,  this  committee 
offers  the  suggestion  that  the  date  of  the  dedication 
be  set  for  Patriots'  Day,  April  19,  or  April  30, 
which  is  the  anniversary  of  the  inauguration  of 
President  Washington,  as  well  as  Arbor  Day. 
At  the  same  time  the  committee  offers  its  services 
in  making  such  provision  for  suitable  ceremonies 
as  may  be  desired. 

The  committee  understands  that  it  is  neces- 
sary for  an  order  to  be  sent  to  the  City  Council 
officially  designating  the  area  by  the  proposed 
name.

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LOAN  ORDERS  FOR  1932. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  3,  1932. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  borrowing  power  for  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  year  1932  is  84,437,298.78. 
I  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  loan  budget  in  the  sum 
of  $3,400,000,  which  with  the  $513,000  for  Hospital 
Department  improvements  pending  before  your 
honorable  body,  represents  a  total  of  $3,913,000. 

The  list  as  here  submitted  consists  of  items  that 
in  the  opinion  of  the  department  heads  are  abso- 
lutely necessary. 

The  sum  of  51,000,000  for  sewerage  works  does 
not  represent  the  full  amount  that  could  be  ex- 
pended advantageously,  and  yet  a  less  sum  than 
the  amount  as  here  recommended  would  not 
suffice.  The  minimum  requirement  for  making  of 
highways  as  here  recommended  is  in  the  sum  of 
$750,000,  and  provided  conditions  would  permit, 
this  sum  might  very  well  be  increased  to  an  amount 
four  times  as  great  as  that  which  is  requested. 

The  sum  of  $500,000  which  is  here  recommended 
for  reconstruction  of  streets  will  I  trust  be  aug- 
mented by  a  similar  amount  to  be  authorized 
outside  of  the  debt  limit  by  the  General  Court, 
and  represents  the  minimum  rather  than  the 
maximum  amount  required  for  this  important 
work. 

The  steamboat  service  to  Long  Island  and  Deer 
Island  should  be  improved  at  once,  since  the  two 
means  of  conveyance  to  the  institutions,  namely, 
the  "Michael  J.  Perkins"  and  the  "George  A. 
Hibbard"  have  been  so  long  in  use  that  the  annual 
upkeep  is  becoming  a  most  expensive,  annually 
recurring  item,  and  a  new  steamer  is  necessary  at 
once,  for  which  the  sum  of  $350,000  is  recom- 
mended. 

The  policy  of  providing  adequate  police  and  fire 
stations  throughout  the  city  for  the  replacing  of 
obsolete  and  unsanitary  structures  now  in  use 
should  be  continued. 

Providing  conditions  permit  the  sum  of 
$2,000,000  might  very  well  be  expended  for  these 
purposes  in  these  two  departments.  Conditions, 
however,  will  not  permit  of  an  expenditure  in 
excess  of  the  absolute  minimum,  and  I  have 
accordingly  in  this  loan  budget  made  provision 
for  $800,000  for  new  police  stations  and  $300,000 
for  new  fire  stations. 

The  program  of  establishing  two  branch  libraries 
at  a  cost  of  $100,000  each,  which  was  inaugurated 
in  1930,  provided  the  same  is  adhered  to,  should 
in  a  period  of  ten  years  make  possible  distribution 
facilities  and  opportunity  for  study  under  inviting 
conditions  of  a  more  pleasing  order  than  today 
obtains  in  any  city  throughout  the  world,  and  I 
accordingly  recommend  a  continuance  of  the 
policy  in  the  sum  of  $200,000  for  this  purpose. 

The  total  loan  budget  within  the  debt  limit, 
plus  the  hospital  items  pending  before  your  body 
represents  $3,913,000,  leaving  available  the  sum 
of  $524,298.78  as  a  reserve  for  such  emergencies 
as  may  arise  or  for  such  other  municipal  purposes 
as  may  be  deemed  absolutely  essential.

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $750,000  be,  and 
hereby  is,  appropriated  for  Highways,  Making  of, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  393  of  the  Acts  of 
1906,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time, 
upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $500,000  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  for  Reconstruction 
of  Streets,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the 
City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to 
time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 


Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $350,000  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  appropriated  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Penal  Institutions  Com- 
missioner for  New  Institutions  Steamer,  and  that 
to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be 
authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  re- 
quest of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $300,000  be,  and 
the  same  hereby  is,  appropriated  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Buildings  for  New  Police  Stations  and  Addi- 
tions to  and  Improvement  of  Existing  Police 
Stations,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriations  the 
City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time 
to  time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $300,000  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  appropriated  to  be  expended  under

BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  have  pre- 
sented that  order  after  a  pretty  thorough  investi- 
gation into  the  matter,  not  myself  but  through 
three  other  men  connected  with  various  veterans' 
organizations,  and  we  feel  that  the  second  deputy 
commissioner,  who  previously  worked  in  the  Sol- 
diers' Relief  Department,  should  never  have  been 
dropped.  That  action  was  taken  in  the  interest 
of  economy  at  the  time,  but,  since  the  last  influx 
of  new  claims  into  the  department,  we  feel  that 
the  deputy  commissioner  should  be  reinstated, 
that  the  commissioner  should  have  two  deputies 
instead  of  one,  and  at  least  five  new  visitors,  so 
that  the  work  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department 
can  be  carried  out  as  it  should  be.

PURCHASE   OF   LAND   IN  EAST   BOSTON. 

Coun  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  advise 
the  City  Council  why  it  was  necessary  to  expend 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  seven  thousand  dollars 
for  the  purchase  of  land  in  the  East  Boston  district. 
Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  was  somewhat 
surprised  to  read  in  the  paper  about  the  Park 
Department  buying  611,774  square  feet  of  land 
over  there  at  a  price  of  $107,000.  I  went  so  far 
as  to  call  up  the  Park  Commissioner  and  also 
the  auditor  and  make  an  inquiry  as  to  where  the 
money  came  from,  and  they  advised  me  that  it 
came  out  of  the  loan  order  for  $1,250,000  that 
this  Council  passed  last  year.  I  think  perhaps 
the  members  of  the  Council  will  remember  that 
when  that  order — and  I  voted  against  it — was 
passed,  we  had  the  assurance  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor   that  arrangements  had   been  made  with 
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the  Government  to  take  over  Governor's  Island, 
and  that  there  was  where  the  money  was  going 
to  be  spent.  Within  two  days  after  the  Council 
voted  the  money,  with  two  dissenting  votes,  we 
found  that  no  agreement  whatever  had  been 
made  with  the  Government  for  taking  over 
Governor's  Island.  The  appropriation  was  secured 
in  the  first  place  by  fraud  and  misrepresentation, 
and  what  do  we  find  now?  We  find  the  Park 
Department  buying  over  000,000  square  feet  of 
land  in  the  East  Boston  district.  Of  whom?  Of 
the  Boston  Port  Development  Company,  which 
means  William  J.  McDonald,  the  real  estate 
operator  and  the  close  personal  friend  of  the 
Mayor, — the  same  man  who  received  a  huge 
abatement  of  his  taxes  on  land  near  the  Copley- 
Plaza,  and  the  same  man  whose  land  was  taken 
when  the  million-dollar  Strandway  was  put  through 
over  in  East  Boston.  I  say  that  the  land  that 
the  City  of  Boston  bought  through  Mr.  McDonald 
of  the  Boston  Port  Development  Company  was 
not  worth  $50,000,  no  matter  whether  there  was 
000,000  or  1,000,000  square  feet.  It  is  absolutely 
no  good.  I  have  inspected  the  land,  and  if  we 
should  ever  attempt  to  make  it  good  for  airport 
purposes  another  million  would  have  to  be  expended 
to  fix  it  up.  That  is  where  this  money  is  going, 
the  $107,000.  At  a  meeting  of  the  City  Council 
last  year,  as  appears  in  the  minutes  of  June  15, 
1931,  the  Park  Commissioner  sent  up  to  us  an 
estimate  of  how  he  was  going  to  spend  the  $1,- 
250,000.  He  itemized  it.  It  is  a  matter  of  public 
record,  and  in  that  record  there  is  not  one  word 
said  about  spending  money  to  buy  any  worthless 
waste  land  from  the  Port  Development  Company. 
The  schedule  calls  for  various  things,  but  nothing 
is  said  about  spending  the  taxpayers'  money  in 
order  to  enrich  the  Boston  Port  Development 
Company.  As  though  it  was  not  bad  enough  to 
put  through  the  million-dollar  Strandway,  we 
now  find  that  $107,000  has  been  given  for  land 
worth  at  most  $50,000,  and  nobody  else  aside 
from  the  City  of  Boston  would  ever  think  of 
buying  that  land  for  any  purpose  whatsoever. 
I  say  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  that  it  is  about 
time  that  he  cut  out  this  sort  of  thing.  We  know 
the  situation  of  the  City  of  Boston  today  in  the 
matter  of  taxes.  We  know  that  home-owners  at 
the  present  time  cannot  pay  any  taxes  whatever, 
many  of  them.  I  read  with  interest  the  Mayor's 
attack  on  Commissioner  Hultman  because  he  was 
buying  uniforms  made  in  Philadelphia.  But 
there  was  nothing  said  about  contractors  at 
Norwood  or  about  crackers  from  the  city  of 
Chicago.  If  he  has  the  interest  that  he  claims 
in  the  taxpayers,  why  doesn't  he  stop  the  Park 
Department  from  spending  $107,000  for  a  piece 
of  land  not  worth  $50,000,  which  is  being  done 
simply  because  it  is  going  into  the  pockets  of 
real  estate  experts  who  are  very  friendly  with  the 
administration. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


USE  OF  OUTSIDE  MULTIGRAPHING  AND 
MAILING   CONCERNS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  discontinue  placing  business  with  outside  multi- 
graphing  and  mailing  concerns. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  believe  that 
in  the  City  of  Boston  we  have  a  civil  service 
list  of  persons  who  could  be  placed  at  work  under 
the  civil  service  on  just  such  work  as  is  referred 
to  in  this  order.  What  do  we  find,  however? 
We  find  that  in  this  administration  during  the 
last  year  a  certain  concern  which  I  have  no  objec- 
tion to  naming,  sir, — the  Dewell  Company, — 
received  the  staggering  figure  of  $41,993.95  for 
clerical  work  from  the  city,  and  in  addition  to 
that  were  allowed  to  use  part  of  City  Hall  to 
do  their  work  in.  Forty-one  thousand  dollars  is 
a  lot  of  money  for  work  of  this  sort — such  work 
as  is  done  by  the  girls  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds — 
and  would  help  out  a  great  deal  in  relieving  unem- 
ployment in  this  city.  We  all  know  what  these 
multigraphing  houses  pay  girls.  They  are  slave 
drivers  and  give  the  girls  $8,  $9,  $10  and  $11  a 
week,  and  70  per  cent  of  them  do  not  even  reside 
in  Boston.  A  number  of  girls  residing  in  the 
City  of  Boston  could  be  placed  at  work  by  the 
city  at  a  decent  wage  with  this  amount  of  money, 
and  I  see  no  reason  why  the  Dewell  Company 
should  be  given  in  the  course  of  a  year  over  $41,000 
for  clerical  work — especially  when,  as  I  say,  70 


per  cent  of  the  girls  they  employ  do  not  even 
reside  in  Boston.  If  the  Mayor  is  in  earnest  in 
wishing  to  give  employment  to  the  unemployed 
of  Boston,  he  ought  to  take  off  the  civil  service 
lists  to  do  this  work  Boston  men  and  girls,  and 
pay  them  proper  compensation  for  the  work  done. 
The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


MARCH   17   CELEBRATION. 

Coun.  DONOVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  heads  of  departments  be 
authorized  to  allow  all  city  employees  whose 
services  can  be  dispensed  with  without  detriment 
to  the  service,  a  half-holiday  without  loss  of  pay 
on  Evacuation  Day,  March  17. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  have  cleaned  and  put  in  proper  order  not  only 
the  streets  over  which  will  pass  the  Evacuation 
Day  parade  on  March  17,  but  all  the  other  streets 
in  South  Boston,  so  that  the  thousands  who  visit 
the  district  on  that  day  will  find  it  in  a  condition 
creditable  to  the  City  of  Boston.

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

RADIOS    IN   POLICE   CARS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  recon- 
sider the  matter  of  installing  radios  in  police  cars. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  some  time 
ago  the  Council  requested  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner to  look  into  the  matter  of  the  use  of  radios 
on  police  cars.  One  of  the  questions  asked  was 
whether  the  interference  with  radio  in  the  down- 
town section  of  Boston  would  be  an  obstacle  to 
putting  this  system  into  effect.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  I  understand  that  the  Edison  Company  is 
able  to  overcome  any  such  difficulty  here,  and  in 
New  York,  where  there  would  undoubtedly  be  more 
interference  with  the  operation  of  the  radio  than 
here,  the  thing  has  been  put  into  successful  opera- 
tion. I  understand  from  the  papers  that  they 
have  so  equipped  fifty-five  cars  throughout  the 
city,  and  that  the  thing  has  worked  very  success- 
fully, with  very  slight  interference  from  surround- 
ing steel  structures.  Fifty-five  cars  there  were 
equipped  with  radio  and  went  cruising  about  the 
city.  Mayor  Walker,  according  to  the  papers, 
opened  the  police  radio  system  by  calling  for  a  car 
cruising  near  Corlears  Slip.  One  minute  and  50 
seconds  later,  after  the  cruising  police  had  com- 
municated with  headquarters,  the  Mayor  said: 
"The  response  is  something  wonderful."  The 
Mayor  experimented  again.  He  instructed  a  car 
in  Harlem,  then  one  in  Washington  Heights,  to 
report  by  telephone.  In  both  instances  the  cars 
had  called  Commissioner  Mulrooney's  office 
within  three  minutes.  High  police  officials, 
including  all  the  deputy  commissioners,  were  in 
Mulrooney's  office  when  the  Mayor  opened  the 
system  at  12.21  p.  m.  After  he  had  signed  the 
log  book  charting  the  first  three  calls,  Mayor 
Walker  inspected  the  broadcasting  plant.  Only 
fifty-five  automobiles,  all  in  Manhattan,  were 
waiting  for  calls  when  the  new  system  was  opened. 
The  remainder  of  the  220  scout  and  control  cars, 
in  other  boroughs,  will  be  in  operation  within  a 
week.  The  New  York  paper  of  February  25  also 
tells  how  the  thing  worked  out  in  practical  opera- 
tion, how  it  sent  nine  detectives  closing  in  on  two 
men  accused  of  forgery,  rushed  reserves  to  mid 
town  to  clear  crowds  blocking  five  detectives  who 
had  captured  a  desperate  gunman,  and  sent  squad 
cars  hurrying  to  the  scene  of  a  holdup  in  Columbus 
avenue.  Also,  a  radio  call  assembled  reserves  in 
front  of  the  Hotel  Somerset  in  West  47th  street, 
when  five  detectives  cornered  a  Cleveland  gunman 
in  the  street  and  attracted  a  large  crowd  by  draw- 
ing their  pistols  and  struggling  with  their  prisoner. 
Two  police  cars,  one  from  Sixth  avenue  and  42d 
street,  one  from  Twelfth  avenue  and  59th  street, 
responded  to  the  call.  They  helped  the  detec- 
tives get  their  prisoners  clear.  A  number  of  other 
instances  are  also  cited  here,  showing  rapid  work 
by  the  police  through  the  use  of  this  contrivance. 
Police  Commissioner  Mulrooney  was  very  much 
pleased  with  the  way  the  radio  system  works.  It 
would  seem,  with  such  experience  in  the  greatest 
city  in  the  world,  with  police  car  radios  that,  with 
the  large  amount  we  are  spending  on  our  Police 
Department,  more  per  capita  than  is  spent  by  any 
city  in  America,  and  with  the  large  number  of 
police  cars  we  have  and  the  efforts  being  made  to 
thoroughly  motorize  the  department,  there  would 
be  much  greater  efficiency  if  radios  were  installed 
on  the  police  cars  here. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  as  the  original 
offerer  of  the  order  to  have  something  of  this  sort 
done  in  Boston,  some  months  ago,  and  with  the 
§8,000  that  has  been  appropriated  so  that  the 
Police  Commissioner  might  make  a  thorough 
investigation  of  the  matter,  I  had  intended  myself 
to  introduce  an  order  to  get  a  partial  report  from 
the  commissioner  as  to  the  .result  so  far  of  the 
investigation  that  is  being  made.  I  do  believe 
that  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  for  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  have  made  a  proper  investigation, 
however,  and  for  that  reason  I  trust  that  this  order 
will  pass  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  recognize 
the  councilor  from  Dorchester  (Coun.  Ruby)  as  the 
original  sponsor  of  this  thing,  but,  in  answer  to  his 
statement,  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  understood 
the  technical  question  raised  by  the  Police  Com- 


missioner and  the  matter  which  he  was  endeavoring 
to  have  solved,  was  whether  conditions  in  Boston 
were  such  as  to  interfere  with  the  proper  use  of  the 
radio  on  the  police  cars.  It  would  certainly  seem, 
after  the  investigation  that  has  been  made  in  New 
York  City,  where  I  think  it  will  be  admitted  that 
the  obstruction  or  interference  would  be  greater 
than  here,  that  if  New  York  can  successfully 
operate  these  radios  in  police  cars,  it  can  certainly 
be  done  in  Boston. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  recently  had  a 
talk  with  the  Police  Commissioner  in  regard  to  the 
progress  that  was  being  made  in  the  way  of  investi- 
gation, under  the  S8.000  appropriation,  and  he 
stated  that  he  expected  to  have  a  final  report  ready 
within  the  next  few  days. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PROPOSED  ACCEPTANCE  OF  LORNA 
ROAD. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  accept  and  lay  out  Lorna  road,  Ward  18,  as  a 
public  highway. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


INFORMATION  FROM  BOARD   OF 
ASSESSORS. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  compile  and 
submit  to  the  Boston  City  Council  a  complete 
list  of  all  the  property  to  be  taken  in  proposed 
improvements,  the  numbers  of  the  buildings  and 
lots  of  land,  also  the  income  from  said  properties, 
over  a  period  of  five  years  at  least,  the  present 
assessments  and  what  the  assessments  were  for 
the  last  five  years.

WELFARE   STORES.

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
inform  the  City  Council  as  to  the  advisability 
of  setting  up  of  welfare  stores  for  welfare  appli- 
cants in  various  parts  of  the  city. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  there  have 
come  to  my  attention  some  instances  where  money 
given  to  welfare  applicants  in  some  cases — perhaps 
they  are  exceptional  instances — has  been  spent 
by  the  member  of  the  family  who  happened  to  be 
in  control  of  the  funds  for  other  than  the  actual 
needs  of  the  family.  It  has  been  suggested  that, 
since  Boston  was  the  second  highest  list  of  the 
list  on  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation,  as  given  to 
the  press  about  two  months  ago,  on  amounts  given 
for  charitable  purposes,  that  we  should  make  some 
provision — such  as  is  being  done  in  Hartford, 
Connecticut,  and  in  Chelsea,  Mass.,  for  the 
giving  out  of  clothes,  and  so  on.  At  the  present 
time  grocery  orders  are  given  out,  which  are  taken 
to  chain  stores.  Other  cities  are  making  provisions 
for  the  supply  of  food,  groceries  and  clothes, 
and  it  might  be  feasible  in  Boston  to  carry  out 
the  same  idea.  I  am  one  of  those  who  feel  that 
a  year  from  today  we  will  find  it  extremely  hard 
to  take  care  of  our  unfortunates.  I  believe  if 
we  study  financial,  business  and  local  conditions, 
we  are  led  to  that  conclusion.  I  think  it  might 
we  well  in  the  Hyde  Park  section  and  in  other 
sections  to  afford  an  opportunity  to  hungry  people 
to  go  to  a  store  to  get  groceries  and  also  to  get 
clothes.  I  think  the  thing  can  be  worked  out 
in  such  a  way  as  to  perhaps  take  better  care  of 
families  than  is  the  case  at  the  present  time.  That 
is  the  reason  why  I  introduce  this  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INSTRUCTION   TO    COLEMAN   COMPANY. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
ask  you,  sir,  to  request  the  Clerk  of  Committees 
to  instruct  Coleman  Brothers  on  Wednesday  of 
this  week,  at  the  public  hearing  to  bring  before 
the  members  of  this  Council  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  men  whom 
Coleman  claims  are  working  for  him.  I  made  a 
charge  some  time  ago  that  Coleman  Brothers  were 
not  living  up  to  their  contract,  and  I  intend  to 
prove  it,  regardless  of  the  pressure  that  is  brought 
to  bear  upon  me,  perhaps  in  the  form  of  ridicule, 
to  stop  me  from  carrying  this  investigation  to  a 
conclusion.  I  will  say  that  this  contractor,  Cole- 
man Brothers,  is  employing  noneitizens  of  Boston, 
because  he  is  a  pet  contractor  and  a  friend  of  the 
Mayor  of  Boston.  He  is  taking  up  the  garbage 
in  the  Dorchester  district  once  a  week,  once  in 
ten  days,  or  once  in  fifteen  days,  although  it  is 
specifically  stated  in  his  contract  that  it  shall  be 
clone  twice  a  week.  I  will  back  up  the  statements 
I  have  made.  I  always  intend  to  substantiate 
statements  I  make,  Mr.  President,  although  I 
was  pressed  unfortunately  in  the  matter  last 
week,  through  no  fault  of  my  own,  and  was  made 
subject  to  ridicule  in  one  of  Boston's  leading  news- 
papers. I  will  show-,  however,  on  Wednesday, 
in  spite  of  the  provision  in  the  contract  against  it, 
that  more  than  one  noncitizen  of  Boston  has 
been  working  for  Coleman  Brothers  and  that  they 
are  still  working  for  that  concern.  I  will  show 
that  Coleman  has  helped  out  the  Mayor  in  his 
campaign  and  that  he  is  therefore  showing  friend- 
ship to  him  now  and  has  been  doing  it  for  the 
last  four  years.  I  will  show  that  these  men 
working  for  the  Coleman  Company  do  not  place 
the  barrels  and  containers  back  in  the  place  from 
which  they  took  them,  and  I  will  also  show  that 
the  company  is  not  paying  the  prevailing  rate  of 
wages,  62J  cents  an  hour.  I  will  show  further 
that  men  are  working  ten  hours  a  day  at  a  wage  of 
$4.50.  I  would  like  to  see  anybody  try  to  pre- 
vent me  from  showing  these  things.  Last  week 
I  was  subjected  to  a  little  ridicule  in  this  matter, 
but  let  them  try  it  this  week.  I  want  you  to  be 
sure  to  instruct  Coleman  next  Wednesday  after- 
noon to  bring  in  the  names  and  addresses  of  every 
one  of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  men  who 
work  for  the  company,  so  that  we  can  check  them 


up,  as  I  have  already,  and  show  that  Coleman, 
in  addition  to  being  a  fakir  and  a  contributor 
to  the  Mayor's  campaign,  is  allowed  to  get  away 
with  murder  against  the  people  of  the  five  Dor- 
chester wards  and  a  part  of  Ward  8,  part  of  Ward 
12  and  part  of  Ward  18. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  ask 
the  committee  to  take  due  notice  of  Councilor 
Kelly's  request. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  would  say 
that  Coleman  was  requested  in  the  committee 
to  bring  in  the  pay  roll,  and  I  assume  that  he  will 
do  so.  He  expressed  no  objection  to  doing  so. 
If  it  is  desired  that  he  shall  bring  in  the  entire 
set  of  books,  I  shall  be  glad  to  have  him  requested 
to  do  that. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  from  what 
I  have  found  out  since  last  Friday,  there  is  going 
to  be  a  "phony"  set  of  books  in  here,  eliminating 
the  addresses  of  the  employees.  They  are  going  to 
eliminate  the  addresses  of  people  who  live  outside 
of  Boston.  So  I  make  this  request  today  60  that 
nobody  in  respect  to  these  matters  will  embarrass 
me  later  as  I  was  embarrassed  last  Wednesday, 
before  the  committee  hearing. 


WARD    13    IMPROVEMENTS. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
repave  Thornley  street,  Ward  13,  as  it  is  a  main 
thoroughfare  from  Uphams  Corner  to  the  Savin 
Hill  section. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
install  an  electric  arc  lamp  in  front  of  No.  37 
Romsey  street,  Ward  13.

INVESTIGATION    OF    RUMORED    ILLICIT

bawdy  houses  in  the  Latin  countries.

PRICES   FOR  FOOD   SOLD   TO   SCHOOL 
CHILDREN. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  inves- 
tigate the  prices  charged  for  milk  and  other  food- 
stuffs sold  to  the  pupils  of  the  Boston  public 
schools. 


Coun.  DOWD — In  reference  to  that  order,  I  was 
quite  amazed  in  visiting  one  of  our  public  schools 
today — namely,  the  Lewis  School  in  Roxbury — to 
discover  the  condition  which  has  led  me  to  intro- 
duce this  order.  When  the  ordinary  individual 
goes  to  the  store  to  purchase  a  quart  of  milk,  he 
is  able  to  buy  it  for  8  cents.  That  is  a  well  known 
fact,  and  the  price  paid  in  many  of  the  retail 
stores  in  Boston  today  is  6J  cents  a  quart.  We 
find  that  the  one  organization  that  has  been 
given  by  the  School  Committee  the  privilege  of 
selling  milk  and  other  foodstuffs  to  pupils  in 
grammar  schools  throughout  the  City  of  Boston 
charge  the  amazing  price  of  16  cents  a  quart,  or 
4  cents  for  half  a  pint.  I  say,  Mr.  Chairman  and 
gentlemen  of  the  Council,  that  children  of  the 
grammar  schools  of  the  City  of  Boston  ought  to 
be  given  the  benefit  of  any  price  reductions  in 
foodstuffs.  That  constitutes  practically  143  per 
cent  profit.  Anyone  of  us  can  go  to  the  Waldorf 
or  practically  any  restaurant  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  buy  a  glass  of  milk,  which  contains  half  a 
pint,  for  5  cents.  But  here  in  the  schools  we  find 
little  children  whose  parents  in  many  cases  are 
unable  to  pay  any  more  than  they  are  now  required 
to  pay  in  the  stores  of  this  city  forced  to  pay 
16  cents  a  quart.  Also,  the  same  thing  applies  to 
other  foods.  There  are  what  are  called  salad 
sandwiches,  with  a  bit  of  salad  and  bread  and 
mayonnaise,  sold  for  6  cents.  I  think  no  depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston  should  go  into  racke- 
teering. As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  schools  in  other 
parts  of  our  land  undernourished  children  are 
supplied  with  free  milk.  But  we  find  in  the 
Boston  schools  a  system  pervading  the  department 
whereby  children  are  compelled  to  pay  a  profit  of 
143  per  cent  on  milk  as  well  as  being  obliged  to 
pay  more  than  they  should  for  other  things. 
I  will  admit  that  any  organization  is  entitled  to  a 
fair  profit,  but  I  do  believe  that  this  or  any  depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston,  under  such  conditions, 
should  supply  these  things  to  the  children  prac- 
tically at  cost.  I  say  the  present  system  is  unfair 
and  that  the  School  Committee  should  discontinue 
it;  that  it  is  time  they  got  out  of  the  racketeering 
game.

VALUATION  OF  SUBURBAN  REAL  ESTATE.

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  on  the  first  of 
April  the  deputy  assessors  and  their  assistants  will 
go  through  the  City  of  Boston  reassessing  the 
value  of  property.  I  contend  that  property 
throughout  the  City  of  Boston,  especially  in  the 
suburban  districts,  is  over-assessed,  and  that  in 
some  other  parts  of  the  city  it  is  not  assessed  at 
its  full  value,  at  the  present  time.  Of  course,  we 
all  realize  that  where  $200,  $300  or  $500  is  put  on 
to  the  property  owner  owning  a  two  or  three 
family  house,  it  is  going  to  help  lessen  the  tax  rate 
this  coming  year.  But  I  say  that  it  is  unfair  to 
increase  this  year  property  valuations  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  particularly  in  the  suburban  and  resi- 
dential districts.  For  that  reason  I  am  requesting 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  ask  the  assessors  not  to 
raise  the  valuation  of  family  property  in  the 
suburban  districts. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


WARD    12   IMPROVEMENTS. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  provide  for  the  installation  of  an  arc  light  on 
Paulding  street,  Ward  12,  in  front  of  the  school.

PAYMENT  OF  ADJUSTED  COMPENSATION 
CERTIFICATES. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  Chairman,  might  I  move  at 
this  time,  with  the  approval  of  Councilor  Burke, 
who  is  a  co-offerer  of  the  resolution  on  adjusted 
compensation  certificates  which  was  ^introduced 
on  February  29,  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules,  that  that  be  taken  from  the  Committee 
on  Rules  and  sent  to  the  Executive.  Committee? 
That  motion  has  the  approval  of  Councilor  Burke. 

Coun.  Ruby's  motion  was  carried,  and  the  reso- 
lution (referred  February  29)  was  taken  from  the 
Committee  on  Rules  and  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


LAYING  UFF  OF  PUBLIC  UTILITY 
EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  It  has  been  brought  to  my  attention 
that  the  public  utilities  companies,  gas,  electric 
and  telephone,  are  about  to  lay  off  employees  and 
cut  salaries;   and 

Whereas,  Public  utility  companies  have  not 
decreased  their  charges  to  the  public;  be  it  there- 
fore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  con- 
demns any  action  by  these  public  utility  com- 
panies in  either  the  laying  off  of  men  or  cutting  of 
salaries. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  it  has  been 
brought  to  my  attention  that  these  public  utility 
companies — the  gas  and  electric  companies  and 
the  telephone  company — have  been  laying  off 
employees  and  are  going  to  continue  to  lay  off 
employees.  It  has  been  further  brought  to  my 
attention  that  some  of  those  employees  have  been 
cut  in  their  salaries  and  that  the  managers  are 
contemplating  further  cuts.  So  I  think  it  is 
appropriate  and  in  order  at  this  time  that  the 
Boston  City  Council — and  we  all  have  in  our  wards 
many  of  the  employees  of  these  companies — should 
go  on  record  as  condemning  the  action  of  those 
public  utility  companies  in  cutting  salaries  and 
laying  off  employees.  When  you  know  and  I 
know,  Mr.  President,  that  the  public  utility  com- 
panies have  not  decreased  any  of  their  rates  to 
the  public,  although  prices  of  food  and  other  com- 
modities have  come  down,  when  we  still  have  to 
pay  the  same  rate  for  the  use  of  the  telephone  and 
for  gas  and  electricity,  it  seems  clear  that  these 


companies  should  reduce  their  charges,  or  that 
they  should  not  cut  the  wages  of  their  employees. 
I  move  you,  sir,  that  the  order  be  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  the  order  is  not  in  proper  form,  and  that  it  will 
have  to  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The     order     was     referred     to     the    Executiv

SPECIFICATIONS  OF  GARBAGE  DISPOSAL 
CONTRACT. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  advise 
the  City  Council  whether  Coleman  Brothers,  con- 
tractors for  the  removal  of  garbage  and  ashes  in 
the  Dorchester  district,  are  required  to  live  up  to 
the  terms  of  the  specifications  of  their  contract, 
or  whether  they  are  just  supposed  to  comply  with 
the  custom  and  disregard  the  terms  of  the  contract. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  perhaps  you 
were  present  here  last  Thursday  at  the  public  hear- 
ing given  to  residents  of  Dorchester  relative  to  the 
contractors  out  there  not  living  up  to  the  terms  of 
their  contract  in  the  matter  of  removal  of  garbage 
and  ashes,  and  perhaps  you  recall  Mr.  Post,  the 
engineer  for  the  Sanitary  Division  of  the  Public 
Works  Department,  saying  that,  regardless  of  the 
terms  of  the  contract  that  Coleman  Brothers  must 
collect  garbage  twice  a  week  from  every  home  owner 
in  Dorchester.  Mr.  Post  said — and  Mr.  Harnden, 
our  official  stenographer,  will  back  up  the  state- 
ment— that  all  the  contractors  are  compelled  to 
do  is  to  carry  on  their  work  according  to  custom. 
I  say,  if  specifications  of  contracts  are  no  good,  let 
us  do  away  with  them,  because  it  costs  money  to 
draw  up  contracts.  We  have  always  been  led  to 
believe  that  contractors  were  required  to  live  up 
to  the  specifications  of  their  contracts.  So  I  am 
asking  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  give  a  fair 
opinion  to  the  City  Council — if  it  is  possible  for 
him  to  give  such  an  opinion — in  regard  to  the 
matter.  I  ask,  therefore,  that  the  order  be  passed 
under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  may  I  suggest, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  committee  has  been 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Council  to 
investigate  this  matter  and  has  not  yet  reported, 
that  it  is  the  province  of  the  committee  which  has 
been  appointed  to  submit  a  report  to  us,  with 
recommendations  if  deemed  necessary  on  the 
matter  when  they  have  completed  their  hearing, 
and  that  we  should  not  at  this  time  adopt  such  an 
order. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will 
simply  say  that  this  is  a  request  on  the  part  of  the 
councilor  for  information.  The  question  comes 
on  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  repave  with  smooth  paving  Dorchester  avenue, 
from  Savin  Hill  avenue  to  Fields  Corner.      • 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SUBSTITUTION   OF   DAY   LABOR. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  report  to  the  City  Council  as  to  the  advisability 
and  feasibility  of  substituting  day  labor  for  the 
present  contract  system  on  all  public  works  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  contractors  now  doing  work  in  the  City 
of  Boston  apparently  are  not  living  up  to  their 
contracts — at  least,  have  not  carried  out  the  pro- 
visions of  their  contracts  in  the  manner  in  which 
the  specifications  of  the  contracts  call  for — and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment now  does  most  of  the  work  that  the  contrac- 
tors are  called  upon  to  do,  we  might  consider  the 
question  whether  the  Public  Works  Department 
cannot  take  over  the  work,  particularly  in  regard 
to  removal  of  garbage  and  ashes,  and  handle  it 
better  than  the  contractors  are  now  doing.     I  feel

sure  that  if  the  Public  Works  Department  did 
handle  it  it  would  give  work  to  citizens  of  Boston, 
and  the  work  would  be  done  much  cheaper  than 
it  is  now  done  by  the  contractors.

USE  OF  LAND  BY  JAMAICA  PLAIN  HIGH 
SCHOOL  PUPILS.

Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  allow 
students  in  the  agricultural  class  of  the  Jamaica 
Plain  High  School  to  use  the  land  adjoining  said 
school  for  experimental  purposes  in  connection 
with  their  studies,  and  which  land,  at  the  present 
time,  is  in  a  deplorable  condition. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  we  now  have 
adjacent  to  that  school  land  which  might  well  be 
taken  and  used  by  the  School  Department  in  con- 
nection with  the  training  of  children  in  agricultural 
matters.  The  children  are  now  taken  away  in  a 
truck  to  other  parts  of  the  district  or  the  city  to 
use  land  distantly  situated  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses. I  believe  that  the  city  would  save  money 
by  taking  this  land,  the  children  being  able  to 
come  out  of  school  and  do  this  work  right  next 
door,  along  the  agricultural  lines  that  they  are 
now  teaching  in  the  schools. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  the 
councilor  before  I  vote  on  the  proposition,  how 
many  square  feet  there  are  in  this  piece  of  land? 

Coun.  MURRAY— I  don't  know,  Mr.  President. 
I  might  call  up  Mrs.  Connors  and  find  out. 
[Laughter.]     She  may  tell  me.

Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  advise  the  City  Council  the  reason  for 
the  closing  of  the  Convalescent  Home  in  Dorchester. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  ADDITIONAL  NURSES. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  authorize  the  employment  of  twenty- 
five  additional  nurses  for  the  institutions  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  this  is  the  re- 
introduction  of  an  order  that  I  introduced  about 
six  weeks  ago,  upon  which  no  action  has  been 
taken.  I  noticed  a  very  interesting  article  in 
yesterday  morning's  Post,  quoting  a  letter  of  Dr. 
Charles  Malone,  of  Jamaica  Plain,  and  a  reply  by 
Dr.  Charles  F.  Wilinsky,  Deputy  Health  Com- 
missioner of  Boston.  The  heading  of  the  article 
is  as  follows:  "Defends  Welfare  Nurses — Are 
Doing  Important  Work,  Declares  Doctor 
Wilinsky."  Mr.  President,  I  contend  that  our 
inmates  at  Long  Island,  the  City  Hospital  and 
Mattapan,  should  be  given  more  attention  than 
they  are  being  given  at  the  present  time.  The 
trustees  are  asking  for  §2,000,000  more,  saying 
that  they  have  two  hundred  and  fifty  more  patients 
than  the  hospital  will  hold.  I  had  occasion  to  go 
through  some  of  the  wards  of  the  hospital  last 
week  and  saw  that  in  some  instances  they  were 
housing  sixty  to  sixty-five  patients,  with  one  nurse 
in  attendance.  I  say  that  the  same  conditions 
now  exist  in  the  City  Hospital  that  existed  pre- 
viously, leading  up  to  the  investigation  that  we 
conducted.  No  one  nurse  can  rightly  take  care 
of  sixty  or  sixty-five  patients,  and  I  do  not  believe 
in  practising  an  economy  in  our  city  institutions 
which  will  mean  that  the  inmates  are  not  properly 
cared  for.  So  I  ask  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  place 
more  nurses  at  work  in  our  city  institutions. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CHANGE   IN   PROHIBITION   LAW. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  Boston  is  represented  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Senate  by  seven  senators;   and 

Whereas,  The  public  in  these  senatorial  districts 
have  on  past  occasions  expressed  a  desire  for  a 
change  in  the  prohibition  law  by  a  vote  of  over 
three  to  one;   and 
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Whereas,  Representative  Joseph  A.  Logan  of 
Hyde  Park  has  had  a  bill  passed  through  the 
House  of  Representatives  favoring  an  increase  in 
non-intoxicating  beverages  from  2.75  per  cent  to 
i\  per  cent  by  weight;    therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
the  enactment  into  law  of  this  bill  which  is  now 
before  the  Massachusetts  Senate. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SPACE   IN   PRIVATE   HOSPITALS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  obtaining, 
through  rental,  space  in  private  Boston  hospitals 
that  the  City  Hospital  is  unable  to  furnish. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  is  attempting  to  take  care  of  the 
largest  number  of  patients  in  its  history  since  the 
inception  of  the  institution  in  1860,  and  it  is  very 
apparent  that  in  the  coming  months  those  num- 
bers will  be  increased.  I  understand  that  there 
are  a  number  of  private  hospitals  in  Boston  where 
there  is  plenty  of  room  for  patients,  and  it  does 
seem  in  this  emergency  in  the  City  of  Boston  that 
arrangements  could  be  made  to  take  care  of  some 
of  the  City  Hospital  patients  in  these  other  hos- 
pitals, such  as  the  Massachusetts  General,  the 
Beth  Israel,  and  so  on. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


BONDING   OP   CONTRACTORS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  eliminating  the  bond- 
ing of  contractors  performing  city  work. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
rather  interested  to  find  out  that  in  some  states  of 
the  Union  in  the  past  five  years  they  have  been 
eliminating  the  bonding  of  contractors.  Perhaps 
the  foremost  road  engineer  in  America,  Colonel 
Green  of  New  York  State — the  man  who  was  in 
charge  of  the  building  of  roads  in  France  and  who 
has  been  in  charge  or  road  building  in  New  York 
State  under  Governors  Miller,  Smith  and  Roosevelt 
— favors,  as  a  matter  of  judgment  on  his  part, 
the  eliminating  of  bonding  of  contractors  on  road 
construction.  He  claims  this,  that  it  is  possible 
to  pay  for  a  road  in  installment  payments,  so 
that  if  the  contractor  does  not  live  up  to  the 
specifications  a  quarter  or  a  half  of  the  payment 
can  be  kept  back.  I  understand  also  that  through- 
out the  country  in  many  cases  where  road  builders 
have  not  lived  up  to  their  specifications  and 
have  not  filed  bonds,  the  public  still  has  been 
protected  through  this  method  of  payment. 
Colonel  Green  of  New  York  states  that  the  head 
of  the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  Empire 
State  is  the  man  who  champions  this  method 
at  the  present  time,  through  the  New  York  Legis- 
lature, and  if  it  is  good  for  New  York,  that  builds 
more  roads  in  a  normal  year  than  half  the  rest 
of  the  states  of  the  Union  put  together,  I  feel 
that  it  might  be  a  good  method  for  our  Public 
Works  Department  here. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  think  the  Council 
should  rather  hesitate  before  passing  such  a 
measure  as  that.  If  you  remove  the  right  to 
bond,  the  small  contractor  is  out  of  luck.  Most 
of  these  contractors  doing  work  today  cannot 
afford  to  wait  five  years  to  get  their  payments. 
With  all  due  respect  for  Colonel  Green,  I  want 
to  say  that  under  the  present  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner we  have  had  some  very  fine  roads 
built  in  Boston,  and  have  had  them  built  at  about 
two  thirds  of  the  estimated  cost,  through  our 
Public  Works  Commissioner.  I  personally  know 
that  very  fine  roads  are  being  built  in  this  city 
under  the  supervision  of  our  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment. This  measure  might  be  all  right  for  the 
large  contractors  with  sufficient  capital  so  that 
they  can  wait  three,  four  or  five  years  for  their 
money,  but  the  poor  unfortunate  small  fellow, 
while  he  might  be  the  best  workman  in  the  country, 
would  not  be  able  to  compete  or  to  bid  on  the 
roads.     Therefore,  I  am  opposed  to  that  order. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  it  is  wonderful 
at  times  to  see  the  ephemeral  reasoning  that  can 
be  adduced,  and  to  see  of  what  curious  mental 


processes  the  human  mind  is  capable,  when  a 
reasonable  request  of  such  a  nature  as  this  is 
brought  forward.  This,  Mr.  President  and 
members,  is  merely  a  request,  merely  asks  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  through  its  Public  Works 
Commissioner,  to  consider  this  matter  in  its 
light  of  what  has  been  done  in  another  part  of  the 
country.  If  the  argument  of  the  colleague  from 
West  Roxbury  is  correct,  we  will  have  it  returned 
by  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  and  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  with  that  argument  set  forth.  I  am 
merely  calling  the  attention  of  the  Council,  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  and  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  to  the  fact  that  there  are  states  in  this 
Union,  including  the  largest  state,  where  this 
practice  is  being  put  into  effect.  With  regard  to  a 
small  contractor  waiting  five  years  for  his  money, 
he  can  cover  himself,  so  far  as  the  City  of  Boston 
is  concerned,  with  merely  an  indemnity  bond 
through  some  insurance  company  that  handles 
such  bonds  between  the  contractor  and  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  as  I  understand  it, 
then,  the  gentleman  intends  to  dispose  of  one 
bond  by  the  taking  on  of  another? 

Coun.  NORTON — Once  again,  Mr.  President,  I 
must  repeat,  in  so  far  as  bonding  is  concerned, 
this  policy,  which  has  been  adopted  and  which  is 
recommended  by  Colonel  Green  of  New  York, 
has  been  found  entirely  satisfactory  in  its  practical 
working — in  fact,  far  more  satisfactory  than  the 
system  which  has  hitherto  been  in  vogue.  There- 
fore, I  think  we  should  look  into  it,  and  see  why 
here  in  Boston  it  is  not  possible  to  pursue  the  same 
policy.  I  am  not  asking  that  the  present  practice 
be  summarily  stopped.  All  I  ask  is  that  the 
Mayor  and  Public  Works  Commissioner  consider 
this  matter.  I  do  not  believe,  if  this  is  put  into 
effect,  that  there  would  be  a  higher  percentage 
of  contractors  in  Boston  who  would  think  it 
necessary  to  take  out  bonds — perhaps  one  out  of 
ten — to  protect  themselves  in  connection  with 
their  work  under  the  Public  Works  Department. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  again 
reiterate  that  the  passage  of  an  order  like  this 
would  without  question  prevent  the  small  con- 
tractor from  bidding  on  our  roads;  that  unless  he 
has  sufficient  capital  to  finance  himself  he  will 
not  be  in  a  position  to  bid  on  those  roads.  There- 
fore, the  number  of  contractors  bidding  on  con- 
struction of  streets  will  be  limited,  and  the  prices 
will  be  raised.     I  am  opposed  to  this  order. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  clarity  we  will  say  that  I  am  Exhibit  No.  1 , 
a  small  contractor  interested  in  contracts  with  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  go  to  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner and  bid  on  a  contract.  At  the  present 
time,  when  I  put  in  my  bid,  I  also  put  in  my  bond 
as  the  proposal  requests.  Under  the  method 
suggested  in  the  order  here,  if  it  became  a  regula- 
tion of  the  City  of  Boston,  instead  of  my  filing  the 
bond  with  my  bid,  if  I  wished  to  protect  myself 
from  one  of  the  departments,  I  would  have  a  bond 
with  an  insurance  indemnity  company,  simply 
between  the  indemnity  company  and  myself.  In- 
stead of  harming  the  little  fellow,  it  would  be  my 
expectation  that  it  would  assist  him. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  for  the  purpose  of 
clarity,  I  suppose  I  will  have  to  admit  that  I  am 
an  example  of  density,  but  still  I  cannot  see  the 
difference  between  doing  away  with  one  bond  and 
taking  on  another. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  in  favor  of  this  order,  but  I  am  surprised  to 
learn  that  my  colleague  from  Ward  18  (Coun. 
Norton)  is  a  small  contractor. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order,  in  order  to  have  the  record  straight. 
I  am  not  a  contractor,  Mr.  President.  Sometimes 
I  wish  that  I  were.  I  merely  used  that  as  an 
analogy,  taking  myself  as  a  hypothetical  No.  1 
exhibit,  in  order  to  try  to  clarify  the  issue  here. 
It  was  simply  used  for  purposes  of  explanation, 
as  a  supposititious  case,  and  not  a  reality. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  in  favor  of  this  order,  and  am  going  to  suggest 
a  point  that  perhaps  did  not  occur  to  either  of  the 
councilors  who  have  spoken  upon  it.  I  think 
there  is  going  to  be  a  terrible  calamity  here  in 
Boston  if  this  particular  order,  or  what  is  aimed  at 
in  the  order,  should  be  put  into  effect.  There  is 
going  to  be  a  certain  poor  boy  across  the  street,  in 
the  bonding  business,  who  gets  bond  business  from 
the  present  administration,  who  will  be  badly  hit. 
That  poor  boy  is  the  Mayor's  brother,  John  J. 
Curley,  and  I  say  it  is  going  to  be  a  calamity  if 
this  business  is  taken  away  from  him.     That  is 
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why  I  am  in  favor  of  taking  it  away  from  him. 
But  I  don't  think  the  Mayor  will  take  that  business 
away  from  his  poor  brother  John,  who  does  the 
bonding  for  the  contracting  business  with  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  as  the  spon- 
sor of  this  measure,  I  object  to  the  use  of  any 
names.  I  have  heard  a  lot  of  stories  in  this  Coun- 
cil, and  as  we  go  through  life  we  hear  a  lot  of 
stories.  Of  course  we  cannot  pass  on  the  correct- 
ness or  incorrectness  of  all  the  stories  we  hear, 
and  I  will  simply  say  that  I  had  nothing  of  the 
kind  in"  my  mind  in  introducing  the  order.  I 
merely  introduced  it  because  various  other  cities 
have  adopted  this  procedure  and  I  thought  it 
might  be  well  to  at  least  study  the  proposition. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  before  this  measure 
goes  to  a  vote,  I  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  councilors  to  the  fact  that  they  owe  to  the 
people  in  their  wards  a  duty.  The  cost  of  new 
streets  is  apportioned,  so  much  on  the  city  and  so 
much  on  the  abutter.  For  the  protection  of  the 
abutter  I  say  it  is  necessary  that  the  contractor  be 
bonded.  There  are  a  good  many  things  that  enter 
into  the  building  of  streets.  There  is  the  question 
of  the  slope,  the  condition  of  the  soil,  and,  on  the 
question  of  your  granolithic  sidewalks,  for  in- 
stance, whether  they  are  going  to  crack  after  eight, 
nine  or  ten  months.  Unless  you  have  some  hold 
on  the  contractor,  you  haven't  any  comeback. 
Therefore,  I  feel  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  coun- 
cilor here  who  has  the  interests  of  the  taxpayers 
of  his  district  at  heart  to  vote  to  continue  the 
present  method. 


President     GALLAGHER— Councilor     Norton 
asks   that   the  rule  be  suspended  and   the   order

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  for  considera- 
tion by  your  honorable  body,  an  order  providing 
for  an  appropriation  of  $6,000  to  be  used  in  com- 
pleting the  work  of  preparing  radiotone  pictures 
of  the  veterans  of  this  city  who  lest  their  lives, 
in  the  service  of  their  country,  in  the  World  War. 

The  original  appropriation  of  $14,000,  made  by 
your  honorable  body  last  year  for  this  purpose, 
was  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  number  of 
pictures,  to  be  reproduced,  would  be  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  nine  hundred.  A  final  check  up 
through  the  War  Department  on  the  war  dead  of 
this  city,  indicates  that  the  total  number  of 
pictures  which  must  be  prepared  is  eleven  hundred 
and  forty-seven.  It  follows,  therefore,  to  provide 
for  this  excess  number,  an  additional  appropriation 
is  necessary. 

I  accordingly  recommend  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  order.

APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
AND  SOLDIERS'  RELIEF  DEPARTMENTS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  21, 1932. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
320  of  the  Acts  of  1889  each  city  department  may 
expend,  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  budget,  one 
third  of  the  entire  amount  appropriated  for  the 
department  for  the  previous  year.  Because  of 
the  delay  in  the  fixing  of  the  tax  limit  by  the 
Legislature,  it  has  been  impossible,  to  date,  to 
submit  the  budget  for  1932  to  your  honorable 
body.  As  might  be  expected  in  view  of  existing 
economic  conditions,  two  city  departments  have 
practically  reached  the  limit  of  expenditure 
authorized  under  the  act  previously  mentioned. 

In  1931  the  appropriations  of  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  totaled  $7,019,988.73.  Under  the 
statute  previously  mentioned,  the  expenditures 
of  this  department,  prior  to  the  passage  of  the 
budget  for  the  current  year,  are  limited  to  approxi- 
mately $2,300,000.  The  expenditures  of  the 
department  for  relief  alone,  up  to  the  present  time 
practically  equal  this  statutory  limit,  so  that 
unless  immediate  action  is  taken  by  your  honorable 
body,  it  will  be  necessary,  during  the  present 
week,  to  suspend  relief  payments  by  the  Public 
Welfare  Department. 

Last  year  the  appropriations  of  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  totaled  $534,725.42.  Under 
the  statute  previously  mentioned,  the  expenditures 
of  this  department,  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  1932 
budget,  are  limited  to  approximately  $178,000. 
The  expenditures  of  the  department  for  relief 
alone  in  the  first  two  and   one  half  months  of  this 


year  totaled  approximately  $150,000.  It  is  evident, 
therefore,  that  the  statutory  limit  of  expenditure 
for  this  department,  prior  to  the  passage  of  the 
annual  budget  will  be  reached  on  or  before  the  end 
of  this  month. 

In  order  to  avoid  any  suspensions  in  the  payment 
of  aid  and  relief,  I  submit,  herewith,  an  appro- 
priation order  providing  amounts  sufficient  to  cover 
the  probable  expenditures  in  this  respect  in  the 
two  departments  concerned  for  the  first  four 
months  of  the  current  .year..  I  respectfully 
recommend  immediate  consideration  and  adoption 
of  this  order  so  that  no  suffering  or  distress  may 
be  felt  by  those  citizens  of  the  community,  who, 
at  the  present  time,  are  dependent  upon  the  city 
.for  aid  and  relief,  because  of  the  widespread 
unemployment.

Dear  Sir, — This  is  to  acknowledge  your  letter  of 
March  8th  advising  of  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
of  Boston,  requesting  the  Boston  fire  underwriters 
to  advise  what  procedure  they  are  adopting  to 
eliminate  the  so-called  "set"  fire  hazard. 

The  functions  of  the  Boston  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers, Inc.,  as  they  apply  to  reduction  of  the  fire 
loss  of  the  city,  are  limited  to  the  inspection  of 
risks  and  the  recommendation  to  owners  of  physical 
improvements  that  will  eliminate  the  hazardous 
conditions  that  may  cause  fire  and  the  installation 
of  protective  devices  that  will  hasten  the  discovery 
and  extinguishment  of  fires  when  they  occur.  The 
conditions  that  bring  about  incendiary  fires  are 
outside  of  the  direct  control  of  this  organization 
but  everything  possible  in  the  way  of  cooperation 
with  the  public  authorities  and  others  directly 
charged  with  the  suppression  of  crimes  of  this  sort 
that  can  be  done  by  this  organization  is  eagerly 
undertaken. 

We  believe  that  the  most  effective  measure  under 
consideration  at  the  present  time  is  the  Model 
Arson  Law  now  before  the  Legislature,  and  this 
Board  is  already  aligned  with  the  Boston  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers, the  Massachusetts  Fire  Chiefs  Club,  the 
National  Fire  Frotection  Association  and  other 
prominent  organizations  in  active  support  of  this 
bill,  which  will  greatly  strengthen  the  present 
laws  on  this  subject,  and  will  undoubtedly  make 
the  conviction  of  crimes  of  this  nature  much  more 
certain,  and  so  discourage  the  activity  of  the  in- 
cendiary. 

Trusting  this  bill  may  also  have  the  support  of 
your  Honor  and  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  I  am,

Ordered,  That  until  otherwise  ordered,  the  City 
Auditor  be  authorized  to  allow  for  payment  to  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner  such  sums,  not 
exceeding  seventy-five  hundred  dollars  in  each 
week,  as  the  said  City  Auditor  in  his  discretion 
may  determine  to  be  required;  the  sums  so  allowed 
to  be  expended,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Soldiers'  Relief, 
or  in  his  absence  by  any  other  member  of  said 
committee,  by  the  said  commissioner  in  affording 
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immediate  relief  to  persons  entitled  to  aid  under 
chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  and  acts  in  amend- 
ment thereof  and  in  addition  thereto;  said  sum  to 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Soldiers' 
Relief. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ROPING   OFF  STREETS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Messenger  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  authorized  to  rope  off  Union  Park  street 
and  Harrison  avenue  in  the  vicinity  of  Union  Park 
street,  between  two-thirty  and  four-thirty  p.  m. 
on  Saturday,  April  9,  for  the  cross-country  run 
of  the  Cathedral  Athletic  Association,  the  expense 
incident  thereto  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  City  Council,  Flags,  Ropes  and  Stakes. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


AMENDMENT   OF  HOUSE  BILLS   1021 
AND    1238. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  consider 
the  advisability  of  instructing  the  Corporation 
Counsel  of  Boston  to  amend  House  Bills  1021  and 
1238  respectively,  providing  for  street  widenings 
in  connection  with  the  entrances  to  the  East 
Boston  Vehicular  Tunnel  and  for  the  replacement 
of  the  Chelsea  North  Bridge  so  that  the  question 
of  authorizing  the  specific  loans  for  these  projects 
may  come  before  the  Boston  City  Council  for 
consideration. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  last  year  the 
Council  was  somewhat  surprised  to  find  that  the 
so-called  East  Boston  Strandway  was  passed 
through  this  body  undqr  rather  a  misunderstand- 
ing. We  had  been  given  to  understand  that 
in  order  to  introduce  a  bill  into  the  Legislature 
it  was  first  necessary  under  the  state  law  to  have 
the  Council  here  accept  that  bill.  We  also  under- 
stood that  when  it  came  to  specific  authorization 
of  the  appropriation  necessary,  that  question,  too, 
would  come  back  to  the  Council.  But  the  wording 
of  the  East  Boston  Strandway  bill  was  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  eliminate  the  necessity  of  asking  the 
Council  to  approve  the  appropriation.  I  feel 
that  on  future  bills  the  Council  should  not  only 
indorse  the  bill  but  should  also  have  something 
to  say  about  the  appropriation.  There  are  now 
two  bills  before  the  Legislature  which  are  in  point. 
We  have  accepted  them  in  the  sense  of  giving  the 
city  officials  authority  to  file  them  in  the  Legis- 
lature, but  unless  there  is  some  provision  attached 
by  which  the  City  Council  has  some  authority 
in  the  matter  of  the  appropriations  in  connection 
with  those  bills — the  East  Boston  vehicular  tunnel 
and  the  Chelsea  North  Bridge — we  will  have 
nothing  further  to  do  with  them.  Therefore, 
under  my  order,  I  respectfully  ask  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  to  request  the  Corporation  Counsel  to 
amend  those  bills  so  that  the  approval  of  appro- 
priations will  come  back  to  this  body. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  a  question.  Does  the  gentleman  suggest 
that  we  have  already  accepted  these  bills,  before 
they  have  been  passed  by  the  Legislature? 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  the  legislative  procedure  is  this.  Before  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  can  introduce  a  bill  affecting  the 
city  into  the  Legislature,  it  is  necessary  for  this 
body  to  accept  the  bill.  What  the  legislative 
connotation  is,  I  am  unable  to  state,  but  I  have 
been  given  to  understand  that,  in  the  case  of  those 
two  bills,  this  body  has  accepted  them.  We  have 
accepted  here  in  the  last  year  or  two  eight  or  ten 
bills  affecting  the  City  of  Boston.  We  have 
always  accepted  them  when  they  have  been  passed 
by  the  Legislature.  They  have  then  been  supposed 
to  come  back  to  this  body  for  passage  of  the  specific 
appropriation  in  each  case. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Well,  do  the  bills  provide  that 
they  will  have  to  be  accepted  by  the  body? 

Coun.  NORTON — These  bills  are  worded  exactly 
the  same  as  the  East  Boston  Strandway  bill  is 
worded,  and  the  necessity  of  our  passing  upon  the 
subsequent  appropriation  in  that  case  has  been 
eliminated  and  at  the  present  time  the  Legislature 
seems  to  have  ruled  that  we  have  nothing  further 
to  do  with  the  appropriation  after  we  have  given 
our  preliminary  acceptance. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  th 
rule. 


PERMISSION   FOR    DEDUCTION   OF   PAY. 

Coun.  BURKE,  for  Coun.  Kelly,  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  not  to  deduct  a 
day's  pay  from  city  employees  this  month  without 
their  permission  and  that  on  no  condition  should 
he  take  a  day's  pay  from  city  employees  earning 
$17.50  a  week  or  less. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


SCHOOL  LUNCHES. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  there  is  no 
objection  I  would  like  to  make  a  statement  at  this 
time  in  reference  to  an  order  that  I  introduced 
last  week. 

President  GALLAGHER — With  unanimous 
consent,  the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  was  in  hope 
that  a  report  from  the  School  Department  would 
be  before  us  today  in  reference  to  the  order  I 
introduced  last  Monday  in  reference  to  the  prices 
charged  for  lunches  in  sehoolhouses  throughout 
the  City  of  Boston.  As  we  all  know,  this  busi- 
ness has  been  turned  over  to  the  Women's  Edu- 
cational and  Industrial  Union,  a  supposedly 
charitable  organization.  This  organization  does 
not  pay  a  five-cent  piece  for  rental  in  any  of  the 
schools  of  Boston.  We  find  that  they  were  in- 
corporated as  a  Massachusetts  corporation  on 
March  11,  1914,  and  at  that  time  occupied  one 
room  at  264  Boylston  street.  From  1914  up  to 
the  present  time  they  have  developed  rather 
rapidly.  The  records  of  the  assessors'  office  show 
that  at  270  Boylston  street  they  own  a  building 
assessed  for  $500,000,  at  264  Boylston  street  they 
own  a  building  assessed  for  S150.000;  at  123-125 
Broadway  they  own  a  building  assessed  for 
$100,000,  and  at  129  Broadway  they  own  a  build- 
ing assessed  for  §50,000.  This  so-called  Women's 
Educational  and  Industrial  Union,  which  started 
in  1914  with  nothing,  is  assessed  today,  in  other 
words,  for  §800,000.  Well,  who  are  the  directors 
in  this  organization  which  tells  the  pupils  of 
Boston  what  they  shall  eat?  First,  we  have 
Mary  Morton  Kehew,  Mabel  H.  Warren,  Andrew 
Pierce,  George  Crocker  and  Edmund  Billings. 
Check  up  on  them  and  find  out  where  they  reside. 
The  editors  of  Boston  have  been  rather  unfair  in 
their  editorials  on  this  matter,  having  taken  the 
word  of  the  union  that  they  are  not  making  any 
money  on  what  they  sell.  Well,  I  would  like  to 
know  if  the  schools  of  Boston  are  compelled  to  stand 
for  the  pay  rolls  of  the  Women's  Educational  and 
Industrial  Union.  I  would  like  to  know  if  the  pupils 
of  Boston  are  compelled  to  stand  the  overhead 
expense  of  four  buildings  assessed  for  $800,000 
that  the  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial 
Union  own;  and  I  would  like  to  know  if  the  people 
of  Boston  are  required  to  stand  for  this  sort  of 
thing  in  connection  with  our  schools.  They  say 
that  the  milk  costs  them  3f  and  3|  cents  a  half- 
pint.  I  know  the  kind  of  milk  that  they  serve 
in  the  schools.  It  is  the  same  kind  that  I  use  in 
my  own  household,  for  which  I  pay  8  cents  a 
quart,  and  I  say  that  when  they  claim  that  they 
are  paying  almost  15  cents  a  quart  they  are  not 
telling  the  truth,  because  the  price  at  which 
Grade  A  milk,  with  4  per  cent  butterfat,  is  selling 
in  Boston  retail  today  is  14  cents  a  quart.  Then, 
see  the  price  that  they  are  charging  for  their 
sandwiches,  6  cents  apiece,  making  143  per  cent 
profit.  I  have  here  two  of  the  sandwiches  that 
I  purchased  today  at  6  cents  apiece.  Here  is 
what  they  call  a  lettuce  sandwich  [holding  up 
sandwich].  There  is  your  lettuce,  and  there  is 
your  smear  of  mayonnaise.  Is  there  any  single 
individual  here  who  will  say  that  they  are  not 
making  143  per  cent  profit  on  that;  I  dare  say 
that  that  sandwich  at  most  does  not  cost  more 
than  2  or  2\  cents.  Then,  I  have  here  a  ham 
sandwich  [holding  up  sandwich].  Bear  in  mind 
that  these  high  school  boys,  fourteen  years  or 
over,  want  something  to  eat.  I  suppose  they 
call  that  a  type  of  ham  sandwich.  Of  course, 
the  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union 
are  going  to  say  that  they  are  not  making  money 
on  it,  but  here  is  the  proof  of  the  kind  of  sandwich 
that  they  are  delivering  there.  Any  member  of 
the  Council  can  go  to  any  school  in  Boston  to- 
morrow and  get  the  same  type  of  sandwich  there. 
One  of  the  members  of  the  Council  told  me  the 
other  day  that  he  gave  his  boy  twenty-five  cents 
for  lunch  and  asked  him  what  he  got  with  it,  and 
the  boy  said  he  got  a  piece  of  cake,  a  sandwich 
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and  a  glass  of  milk  for  the  twenty-five  cents. 
I  wonder  why  it  is  that  one  of  our  chain  stores 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  one  of  the  big  chain  stores, 
having  come  in  three  years  ago  and  having  been 
willing  to  give  $50,000  for  this  concession,  has 
not  even  been  considered.  I  can  go  to  any  restau- 
rant in  the  City  of  Boston  and  get  a  better  sand- 
wich than  this  for  5  cents.  Of  course,  they  say 
that  they  have  made  only  $1,900  in  ten  years 
from  this  sort  of  thing.  Well,  the  school  year  is 
practically  242  school  days,  and  they  mean  to 
tell  an  intelligent  public,  charging  the  prices  they 
do,  that  they  only  make  on  these  eatables  in  the 
neighborhood  of  75  cents  a  day.  That  is  ridicu- 
lous, of  course.  We  know  how  they  went  to 
Commonwealth  Pier  a  short  time  ago,  and  the 
minute  they  got  there  raised  their  prices.  I  say 
to  this  high-brow  outfit — because  that  is  what 
they  are — that  the  people  of  my  district,  Jewish, 
Irish  or  Italian,  are  used  to  getting  a  real  sand- 
wich at  home,  and  not  a  little  bite  such  as  this 
Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union  is 
furnishing  them  at  the  present  time.  So  I  say 
before  the  editors  write  the  editorials  they  do 
in  regard  to  the  matter,  they  should  investi- 
gate thoroughly.  I  have  looked  into  it  thoroughly, 
and  have  had  the  milk  tested  by  a  milk  ex- 
aminer, who  advises  me  that  the  milk  is  not 
Grade  A  milk,  and  you  can  see  for  yourself 
here  the  type  of  sandwich.  You  don't  have  to 
take  my  word  for  it.  You  can  go  to  any  school 
in  Boston  and  buy  the  same  type  of  sandwich 
for  6  cents,  and  nobody  can  tell  you  that  this 
sort  of  thing  would  cost  over  2  or  2J  cents.  So, 
regardless  of  what  the  newspapers  may  say,  I 
am  sure  that  I  am  right.  So  you  can  see  what 
this  high-brow  organization  at  264  and  272  Boyls- 
ton  street  is  taking  out  of  the  people.  They  play 
their  whist,  and  all  that  sort  of  thing,  and  the 
pupils  in  our  schools,  and  their  parents,  are  paying 
for  the  fancy  frills  that  this  Women's  Educa- 
tional and  Industrial  Union  is  conducting. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  there  is  no  order  before  the  house,  but  I 
would  ask  unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  GALLAGHER — If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion, the  gentleman  may  proceed. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  the  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial 
Union  is  an  educational  organization  with  various 
branches.  It  may  be  said  that  in  some  of  its 
activities  it  seekB  to  make  money,  but  I  under- 
stand, so  far  as  the  supplying  of  food  to  the  school 
children  of  Boston  is  concerned,  it  is  doing  a 
philanthropic  work,  and  does  not  intend  to  make 
money.  I  also  know,  as  far  as  its  property  is 
concerned,  that  it  carries  mortgages  to  a  con- 
siderable extent.  Speaking  personally,  let  me  say 
that  I  was  for  four  years  in  a  high  school  where 
food  was  served  by  the  organization,  and  I  am  at 
a  loss  to  understand  the  charge  of  profiteering 
made  against  the  union.  I,  like  many  other 
pupils,  did  not  have  much  money  when  I  went  to 
school,  but  I  did  not  feel  that  we  were  being  over- 
charged. Of  course,  many  statements  are  made 
on  the  floor  of  this  body  which  may  or  may  not 
be  true,  and  the  question  here  is  whether  they 
are  not  charging  the  Women's  Educational  and 
Industrial  Union  with  something  that  is  not  the 
fact.  I  don't  see  how  they  can  be  charged  with 
making  money  here  if  their  books  show  that  for 
the  last  ten  years  they  have  only  averaged  about 
$190  a  year.  Their  books  are  open  and  can  be 
examined.  As  I  say,  when  I  was  in  the  high 
school  I  did  not  feel  that  the  charges  made  to  us 
were  exorbitant.  The  colleague  has  referred  to 
the  editorial  in  the  Boston  Post  of  last  week. 
I  understand  that  the  paper  put  on  some  men  to 
run  down  some  statements  that  were  made.  It 
makes  me  think  of  the  arguments  here  a  few 
months  ago  against  that  great  Boston  institution, 
down  in  the  West  End,  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital,  to  which  I  had  occasion  to  be  brought 
as  a  child.  I  could  not  sit  here  then  and  listen 
to  charges  made  against  that  world-famous  insti- 
tution, charges  which  I  thought  were  unfair. 
And  such  is  the  case  here.  I  simply  repeat  that 
in  my  four  years  of  buying  lunches  furnished  by 
the  Women's  Industrial  and  Educational  Union 
when  I  was  in  high  school,  I  did  not  feel  that 
their  prices  were  exorbitant  then. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  the 
councilor  through  the  Chair  one  question? 

Coun.  NORTON— Certainly. 

Coun.  DOWD— Does  the  councilor  feel  that  an 
organization  such  as  this  has  the  right  to  charge 
the  same  price  today  that  it  did  six  years  ago? 


Coun.  NORTON— That,  of  course,  can  be 
answered  in  either  the  negative  or  the  affirmative. 
I  have  not  the  figures  here  in  regard  to  decreased 
cost  of  living,  sent  out  by  the  United  States 
Bureau.  I  understand  that  there  has  been  a  cer- 
tain percentage  of  decrease  in  some  of  the  food 
categories.  Whether  it  applies  to  milk  and  sand- 
wiches, I  do  not  know.  So  that  is  a  question 
which  is  capable  of  being  answered  in  two  ways. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  remind 
the  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union 
and  this  councilor  that  the  cost  of  living  during  the 
last  six  years,  according  to  the  latest  statistics 
furnished  by  the  United  States  Government,  has 
decreased  28  per  cent.  So  I  don't  think  there  can 
be  any  argument  in  that  respect  in  so  far  as  the 
sandwiches  they  serve  are  concerned.  You  have 
seen  the  samples  that  I  have  shown  here  today. 
In  so  far  as  their  books  are  concerned,  we  know 
that  every  organization  can  juggle  its  books  as  it 
sees  fit.  Now,  what  happened  in  the  case  of  the 
boycott  in  the  Dorchester  High  School?  Every 
piece  of  food  left  over  was  sent  to  charitable  organi- 
zations, not  a  five-cent  piece  was  given  for  it,  and 
still  that  food  was  charged  up  to  the  Dorchester 
High  School.  So,  if  they  had  200  sandwiches  and 
100  pieces  of  cake  left,  it  was  all  sent  to  some 
charitable  organization  and  charged  up  to  the 
school.  The  best  argument  in  regard  to  the  profit 
made  on  this  sort  of  thing  was  when  one  of  the 
chain  stores  some  few  years  ago  offered  $50,000 
for  that  concession.  They  were  in  the  business 
and  knew  what  they  were  doing,  and  if  it  was 
worth  that  to  them,  it  is  worth  it  to  this  organiza- 
tion. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  if  it  is  in  order 
I  would  like  to  present  an  order  that  the  School 
Committee,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be 
requested  to  make  an  examination  into  these 
charges.  It  might  be  well  to  examine  into  the 
question  of  whether  the  Waldorf  Lunch,  or  any 
other  concern,  is  willing  to  sell  cheaper  to  the 
schools  and  supply  equally  good  food.  If  they  are, 
that  answers  the  question.  So,  if  in  order,  I 
would  ask  to  introduce  a  motion  that  the  School 
Committee,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be 
requested  to  look  into  this  matter. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  state 
that  the  councilor  can  prepare  such  an  order  and 
introduce  it  at  any  time  during  the  session.

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  accept  and  lay  out  Lincoln  park  and 
Barnard  place,  Ward  6,  as  public  highways. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

NORTON — Mr.  President,  for  purposes 
of  the  record  I  want  the  Mayor  to  again  look  into 
the  advisability  of  decentralizing  the  Public 
Welfare  Department  and  increasing  the  help 
three  or  four  fold,  in  order  to  have  better  super- 
vision and  more  efficiency  in  the  handling  of  the 
amounts  paid  out,  in  the  interest  of  the  taxpayers.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  I  am  opposed 
to  this  order,  because,  although,  of  course,  I  feel 
that  we  should  do  everything  possible  for  the 
veterans,  and  for  the  memory  of  those  killed  in 
the  war,  I  think  the  cost  of  these  pictures  is  too 
great.  The  School  Committee  appropriated 
$22,000,  we  have  already  appropriated  $14,000, 
and  today  we  are  asked  to  appropriate  $6,000 
more,  making  $42,000,  and  I  understand  that 
the  School  Committee  is  also  asked  to  appropriate 
more  money.  When  this  thing  came  in  before 
it  was  my  understanding  that  it  was  the  idea 
to  put  in  the  schools  pictures  of  graduates  of  the 
schools  who  had  been  killed  in  the  war,  and  nobody 
would  object  to  that.  But  now  it  seems  that 
a  picture  is  to  be  made  of  every  veteran,  whether 


a  graduate  of  a  school  or  not,  these  expensive 
pictures  being  made  at  $30  apiece,  and  that  they 
are  being  put  around  in  the  municipal  buildings 
and  elsewhere,  where  I  don't  think  citizens  of 
Boston  will  get  enough  out  of  it  to  justify  this 
expense. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  be 
recorded  as  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  this  order, 
the  reason  being  that  this  is  really  a  monument 
to  the  veterans  who  died  during  the  war,  from  the 
citizenry  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Some  six  years 
ago,  before  I  was  in  the  Council,  the  original  order 
providing  $14,000,  I  understand,  was  passed. 
Work  was  commenced  and  it  has  been  going  on 
since  that  time,  involving  a  great  deal  of  difficulty, 
it  having  been  found  necessary  to  send  to  the 
Adjutant  General's  office  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  to  the  United  States  Veterans'  Bureau,  to 
delve  into  the  records  and  find  the  necessary 
information  in  regard  to  these  men  who  gave  their 
lives  for  democracy.  I  feel  that  the  City  of  Boston 
owes  a  duty  to  the  memory  of  these  men  and 
that  we  should  deem  it  a  privilege  to  vote  an 
appropriation  for  such  pictures  to  be  placed  on  the 
walls  of  the  schools  and  the  municipal  buildings, 
to  be  an  inspiration  in  patriotism  to  the  children 
now  growing  up,  an  inspiration  to  succeeding 
generations.  I  therefore  wish  to  go  on  record 
as  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  order  appropriat- 
ing S6,000  more  to  complete  this  work  which  has 
already  been  started. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  we  all  agree 
with  the  remarks  of  the  gentleman  from  Dor- 
chester when  he  speaks  of  inculcating  patriotism 
in  the  minds  of  our  young  people.  Nobody  ques- 
tions the  desirability  of  that.  But  this  is  not  a 
question  of  inculcating  patriotism;  it  is  a  question 
of  whether  we  wish  to  pay  these  large  amounts 
to  a  grafting  concern.  The  problem  is,  are  we 
to  be  held  up  here  by  a  New  York  picture-making 
house,  the  Imperishable  Arts,  Incorporated, 
New  York?  These  pictures  are  made  in  New 
York,  not  in  Boston,  and  it  is  not  simply  a  ques- 
tion of  appropriating  $6,000.  That  is  a  mere 
drop  in  the  bucket  to  what  is  coming.  In  this 
particular  case  it  will  mean  an  expenditure  alto- 
gether of  $42,000  or  more  by  the  city  and  by  the 
School  Department  for  1,147  pictures,  and  that 
will  not  be  the  end.  This  company  is  getting  in 
everywhere.  Nobody  is  opposed  to  pictures  of 
veterans  who  have  died  and  gone  on.  There  is 
nothing  better  than  pictures  to  keep  in  memory 
the  boys  who  have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice. 
But  pictures  do  not  have  to  be  made  at  an  exor- 
bitant price  by  the  Imperishable  Arts,  Incor- 
porated, of  New  York,  pictures  costing  S30  or 
more  apiece,  the  work  upon  which  is  done  in 
New  York.  I  asked  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  call 
on  the  Police  Commissioner  not  to  award  a  con- 
tract for  uniforms  to  a  Philadelphia  concern  that 
was  furnishing  them  at  14  per  cent  under  a  Boston 
concern.  I  ask  in  this  particular  case  whether 
pictures  cannot  be  furnished  by  a  Boston  concern. 
If  money  is  to  be  spent  for  this  purpose,  I  think 
it  can  be  much  better  spent  for  equally  good  or 
better  pictures  furnished  by  a  Boston  concern,  and 
not  by  the  Imperishable  Arts  Corporation  of 
New  York.  This  company  has  been  getting  in  in 
different  places — in  Cambridge,  for  instance, 
where  they  finally  tossed  the  pictures  out  in  the 
yard.  They  are  trying  to  get  into  every  City 
Hall  in  the  Commonwealth,  under  the  cloak  of 
furnishing  pictures  of  the  veterans.  As  I  say, 
we  all  want  proper  pictures  of  the  veterans  who 
gave  up  their  lives,  but  we  don't  want  such  con- 
tracts to  go  to  the  Imperishable  Arts  Corporation 
of  New  York. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  as  I  understand  it, 
this  particular  kind  of  picture  is  protected  by  a 
patent  right,  and  I  understand  that  no  other 
concern  in  Boston,  Philadelphia  or  any  other  city, 
can  make  these  pictures.  When  you  bring  up  as 
a  similar  matter  the  question  of  the  furnishing  of 
uniforms  by  a  Philadelphia  concern,  that  is  not 
at  all  a  similar  case.  This  is  a  patented  propo- 
sition, and  it  is  controlled. 

Coun.  NORTON— Yes,  like  Warren  Brothers, 
a  patented  proposition,  and  nobody  else  has  a 
look  in.  Pictures  just  as  well  made,  however, 
and  just  as  good  or  better,  can  be  furnished  by 
Oppenheim,  Bachrach,  or  other  studios  in  this 
city,  can  be  obtained  in  the  open  market,  as  I  am 
informed,  and  we  are  not  limited  to  any  such 
process  as  is  claimed  to  be  so  important  here. 
But  they  raise  the  cry  of  the  veteran,  and  if  you 
speak  against  it  you  are  told  that  you  are  against 
the  veteran.     The  time  has  come  when  we  should 
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fight  this  proposition  from  beginning  to  end. 
We  are  in  unfortunate  times,  when  help  is  needed 
by  a  great  many  men  and  women,  and  when  we 
should  give  them  real  help.  Let  us  vote  every- 
thing possible  for  such  help,  but  don't  let  us  be 
misled  by  this  cry  of  standing  by  the  veterans  or 
preserving  the  memory  of  the  boys  who  died  in 
the  war.  Preserve  their  memory,  by  all  means, 
have  pictures,  and  good  pictures,  but  we  are  not 
limited  in  the  matter  to  this  Imperishable  Arts 
Corporation  of  New  York.  This  is  a  piece  of 
imposition,  Mr.  President,  and  if  anybody  says 
that  nobody  but  this  firm  can  furnish  the  proper 
kind  of  pictures,  that  the  only  people  in  the  world 
who  can  do  so  are  the  people  who  have  this  wonder- 
ful process,  I  say  that  is  all  wrong.  And  when 
any  gentleman  stands  on  the  floor  of  the  body  and 
says  that  these  are  the  only  kind  of  appropriate 
pictures  of  the  veterans  to  be  placed  in  our  schools 
or  public  buildings,  I  must  stand  on  the  floor 
and  respectfully  disagree.  Certainly,  nobody  has 
a  better  right  to  stand  up  in  this  body  as  a 
veteran  and  as  a  man  who  has  been  decorated  for 
heroic  service  in  the  World  War,  than  the  member 
of  our  body  who  has  opposed  this  order  (Coun. 
Curtis). 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
that  I  have  been  unjustly  accused  of  attacking 
the  patriotism  of  my  colleague  who  sits'  in  the 
chamber  with  me.  Certainly  any  such  idea  was 
farthest  from  my  mind,  and  if  anybody  feels  that 
there  was  any  such  insinuation  on  my  part,  I  would 
wish  my  remarks  rescinded  and  recalled.  I  do 
want  to  say  this,  that  these  pictures  are  well  on 
their  way  to  completion,  and  that  just  this  amount 
is  necessary  to  complete  them.  Therefore,  I  think 
we  should  look  at  this  matter  from  a  business 
standpoint.  We  have  already  incurred  an  expense 
of  some  $40,000,  and  the  amount  necessary  to 
complete  the  work,  which  has  already  been  started 
and  is  approaching  completion,  is  but  $6,000. 
I  want  to  bring  forth  the  thought  that  was 
advanced  by  Councilor  Cox,  when  he  stated 
that  this  is  a  patented  type  of  picture,  a  picture 
that  is  in  a  permanent  form,  made  by  a  process 
that  is  controlled  by  a  concern  that  does  not 
happen  to  be  a  Boston  concern.  I  would  remind 
the  members,  also,  that  on  Memorial  Day  the 
veterans  and  the  people  of  this  country  generally 
are  once  again  going  forth  to  pay  respect  to  those 
who  have  given  their  lives  for  their  country,  and 
that  this  order  and  the  orders  that  have  pre- 
ceded it  simply  look  to  the  placing  of  pictures 
of  the  boys  who  have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice 
in  the  schools  of  Boston  from  which  they  graduated 
and  in  our  public  buildings,  so  that  parents  and 
others  who  go  there  may  be  inspired  by  them  to 
deeds  of  heroism  in  the  future. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  the 
colleague  on  the  right  (Coun.  Burke)  if  this  is 
to  be  the  last  appropriation  called  for  for  these 
pictures, —  if  he  knows? 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
after  investigating  that  this  appropriation  will  be 
sufficient  to  complete  the  work,  and  I  think  it  is 
a  good  investment  to  pay  $6,000  to  complete  a 
commendable  work  that  has  already  cost  $40,000. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  referring  to  these 
as  "pictures"  is  more  or  less  misleading.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  they  are  not  pictures  in  the  sense 
of  being  merely  photographs.  They  are  copper 
etchings,  made  by  engraving,  and  they  have  the 
name  "Imperishable,"  because,  as  far  as  can  be 
foretold,  they  will  last  for  all  time, — which  is  not 
true  of  the  ordinary  photograph. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  17,  nays  2: 

Yeas — Coun.  Brackman,  Burke,  Cox,  Donovan, 
Dowd,  Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher, 
Green,  Hein,  Lynch,  McGrath,  Murray,  Power, 
Roberts,  Ruby— 17. 

Nays — Coun.  Curtis,  Norton — 2. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  the  order  having 
been  passed,  I  don't  think  we  want  to  go  into  it 
any  further.  „         ., 

President  GALLAGHER— Councilor  Cox 
objects. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
thank  the  councilor. 


PROVISIONS  OF  CHAPTER  4,  SECTION  25. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  4,  sec- 
tion 25,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925. 


Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  everyone  of  us 
members  of  this  Council,  when  we  took  our  oath 
of  office,  agreed  to  comply  with  the  ordinances  of 
the  city, — the  Mayor  of  Boston  being  likewise 
included.  In  taking  his  oath  of  office  he  swore  to 
uphold  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I 
am  asking  now  that  he  comply  with  section  25  of 
chapter  4  of  the  Revised  Ordinances,  which  reads 
as  follows: 

"No  salaried  officer  or  employee  of  the  city,  not 
elected  by  popular  vote,  shall  be  an  officer  of  any 
political  caucus  or  a  member  of  any  political 
committee  or  convention." 

I  contend,  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the 
Council,  that  the  Mayor  has  deliberately  violated 
one  of  our  city  ordinances  by  placing  on  a  certain 
political  slate  a  man  and  a  woman  who  are  on  the 
pay  roll  of  the  City  of  Boston,  something  which 
is  absolutely  forbidden  by  this  section  and  chapter. 
I  call  on  him  to  have  regard  for  his  oath  of  office 
and  to  remove  those  city  employees. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  stand 
by  quietly  when  this  order  is  introduced,  because 
I  think  one  of  the  persons  mentioned  by  the 
councilor  lives  in  my  district  and  happens  to  be  a 
candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate  to  the  conven- 
tion, and  she  is  not  now  an  employee  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  She  is  on  a  leave  of  absence  without  pay, 
and  I  assume  that  the  other  person  mentioned 
might  be  in  the  same  position.  I  do  not  think, 
unless  we  are  positively  satisfied  that  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  is  violating  that  rule,  we  should  go  on 
record  as  requesting  him  to  stop  doing  something 
that  we  are  not  positive  he  is  doing.  As  I  say,  I 
know  that  one  of  the  two  persons  referred  to  is  not 
violating  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston,  nor 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  doing  it  in  that  case,  because 
within  the  last  three  hours  that  particular  person 
told  me  that  she  is  on  leave  of  absence  without  pay. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
the  order  presented  by  the  gentleman  from  Rox- 
bury,  and,  while  we  are  on  this  subject  of  employees 
of  the  city  taking  part  in  caucuses,  it  seems  to  me 
we  should  consider  the  question  of  the  employees 
of  the  city  being  practically  forced  to  take  part  in 
political  campaigns.  I  think  we  should  voice  the 
objection  of  the  Council  to  such  procedure,  and 
also  to  using  the  City  Record  for  campaign  purposes. 
Again  and  again  these  days  we  find  the  City  Record, 
which  is  printed  at  the  expense  of  the  citizens, 
containing  long  articles  by  one  person  or  another 
that  should  not  be  there.  I  hold  one  such  article 
in  my  hand  now,  in  the  City  Record  of  March  12, 
1932.     This  is  the  heading: 

"Former  Governor  Smith  Not  Candidate  for 
President.  Mayor  Curley  quotes  from  statement 
of  eminent  New  Yorker  to  prove  assertions  in 
address  at  Manchester,  N.  H. — Champions  cause 
of  Governor  Roosevelt  before  voters  on  eve  of 
primary  election — earns  that  Democratic  success 
only  salvation  of  country  in  present  crisis." 

Now,  I  must  voice  objection  to  using  the  City 
Record,  paid  for  by  the  taxpayers  of  the  city,  for 
such  campaign  purposes. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  de- 
sirous of  entering  into  any  political  presidential 
contest,  but  I  do  know  that  if  any  member  of  the 
City  Council  were  violating  the  ordinances  the 
Corporation  Counsel  and  the  Mayor  would  be  the 
first  to  tell  us  that  we  were  doing  so,  and  that  we 
were  not  allowed  to  do  so  under  the  law.  Regard- 
less of  what  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  has 
said,  I  do  say  that  the  Mayor  has  broken  the 
ordinance  in  using  the  names  of  those  two  people 
for  political  purposes,  because  they  both  drew 
salaries  last  Friday  and  were  then  on  the  nomina- 
tion papers.  Now,  there  is  the  record  and  there  is 
the  ordinance.  Nobody  can  dispute  the  ordinances 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  nobody  can  dispute  the 
fact  that  both  of  these  people  I  refer  to  drew 
salaries  last  Friday,  when  the  Mayor  put  their 
names  on  the  paper.  In  doing  so,  he  automati- 
cally broke  this  section  25  of  chapter  4  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  want  to 
feel  that  the  councilor  who  has  just  spoken  is 
misleading  or  misstating  the  facts,  but  I  am  talk- 
ing now  for  one  of  the  two  whom  I  think  the 
councilor  has  in  mind.  That  woman  is  Mrs. 
Galvin  who  was  an  employee  of  the  Employment 
Bureau  on  Church  street  and  who  lives  on  Strath- 
more  road  in  my  ward,  and  she  is  on  a  leave  of 
absence  without  pay.  If  the  councilor  has  au- 
thentic information  to  the  contrary,  I  would  like 
to  see  that  information.  I  am  not  satisfied  with 
the  statement  made  that  on  last  Friday  they  drew 
their  pay.     So  at  this  time,  knowing  the  circum- 
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stances  as  I  do  with  reference  to  Mrs.  Galvin,  I 
am  not  satisfied  to  vote  upon  the  order.  For  that 
reason  I  move  that  it  lie  on  the  table. 

The  Council  voted  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the 
vote  and  ask  for  a  roll  call. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  question  is  on 
laying  on  the  table,  and  the  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
the  councilor  if  this  request  to  lay  on  the  table  is 
in  order  to  find  out  whether  the  order  itself  is  in 
order? 

Coun.  RUBY— Yes,  Mr.  President,  I  am 
desirous  of  ascertaining  whether  these  people 
are  taking  a  leave  of  absence.  If  they  have 
taken  a  leave  of  absence,  they  have  just  as  much 
right  to  be  candidates  for  delegates  or  alternates 
as  any  one  of  us  may  have.  For  that  reason, 
I  desire  to  receive  that  information.  If  the  order 
had  been  introduced  earlier,  I  would  have  asked 
that  it  be  referred  to  Executive. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  prevailed,  yeas  17, 
nays  2: 

Yeas — Coun.  Brackman,  Burke,  Cox,  Curtis, 
Donovan,  Englert,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Green, 
Hein,  Lynch,  McGrath,  Murray,  Norton,  Power, 
Roberts,  Ruby— 17. 

Nays — Coun.  Dowd,  Fish — 2. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  now  move 
you,  sir,  that  the  City  Messenger  be  asked  for 
the  pay  roll  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  the 
pay  roll  of  the  Employment  Bureau. 

Coun.  HEIN — For  this  week  or  next  week? 

Coun.  DOWD — This  week.  I  see  no  reason 
why  the  Council  should  go  on  record  as  in  favor 
of  the  absolute  breaking  of  one  of  our  city 
ordinances. 

Coun.  Dowd's  motion,  that  the  City  Messenger 
be  asked  to  obtain  the  pay  rolls  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  and  the  Employment  Bureau,  was  declared 
carried. 

Later  in  the  session,  President  GALLAGHER 
said: 

The  City  Messenger  has  brought  up  the  pay 
roll  ending  March  3.  We  have  sent  for  last 
week's  pay  roll,  but  the  City  Auditor,  I  am 
informed,  is  unable  to  furnish  it  at  this  time. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  I  am  sponsor  of  that  motion,  I  would 
like  to  have  _  the  City  Messenger  get  it  in  the 
morning,  get  it  speedily,  so  that  there  will  be  no 
tampering  with  it  whatsoever. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
whether  it  is  in  order  or  not,  but  I  don't  think 
that  statement  ought  to  go  unchallenged,  because 
I  think  everyone  of  us  has  the  highest  regard  for 
the  Auditor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  Mr.  Carven. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order  that  this  is  out  of  order,  there  being 
no  order  before  the  house. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  point  of  order 
is  well  taken. 


CLOSING  OF  CITY  HALL  ON  GOOD 
FRIDAY. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  close  City  Hall  between  the  hours  of  12  and 
3  p.  m.,  on  Good  Friday,  March  25,  1932. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

PLANS   FOR  EXPENDITURE   OF   $1,250,000 
FOR  AIRPORT. 

Coun.  CURTIS  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  advise  the  City 
Council  what  the  present  plans  are  for  expenditures 
from  the  appropriation  of  §1,250,000  for  airport 
development. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  this  order  calls 
upon  the  Park  Commission  to  let  us  know  now 
what  its  plans  are  for  spending  the  money  appro- 
priated, §1,250,000,  by  this  Council  during  the 
past  year.  At  the  time  of  that  appropriation 
the  Park  Commissioner  came  up  here  with  de- 
tailed figures  showing  what  the  money  was  needed 
for  and,  as  our  colleague  from  West  Roxbury  has 
properly  said  on  a  previous  occasion  and  with 
regard  to  another  matter,  the  order  was  passed 
under  a  misapprehension.  This  Council  was 
informed  that  the  money  was  needed  in  order  to 
make  Governor's  Island  suitable  for  airport 
purposes.  A  few  days  after  the  order  was  passed 
that  plan  was  abandoned.  The  order  was  evi- 
dently considered  sufficiently  elastic  so  that  the 
amount  appropriated  could  be  used  by  the  adminis- 
tration and  the  Park  Department,  as  they  saw  fit. 
Therefore,  under  the  circumstances,  I  think  we 
are  entitled  to  know  what  the  plans  are,  so  that 
this  will  not  happen  another  time  and  so  that 
money  appropriated  in  that  way  may  not  be 
afterwards  used  to  buy  a  narrow  strip  of  land, 
recently  filled  in  on  the  theory  that  the  land  was 
needed  to  protect  the  airport  from  high  buildings, 
for  $107,000.  I  think  this  body  should  protest 
against  any  such  expenditures.  The  money  was 
obtained  under  a  misapprehension.  I  think  any 
one  knowing  anything  about  the  airport  would 
say  that  if  protection  were  needed  it  would  be 
much  cheaper  to  fill  in  the  flats  farther  down, 
owned  by  the  city,  than  to  buy  that  land  from  the 
Development  Company  at  an  exorbitant  price, — 
land  assessed  for  four,  five  and  seven  cents  a 
foot,  for  which  the  city  has  paid  17  cents  a  foot, 
land  perhaps  assessed  for  §20,000,  for  which  the 
city  has  paid  §107,000.  So  I  am  now  asking  that 
we  have  an  accounting  made,  and  a  statement  of 
the  plans  there,  so  that  we  may  not  labor  under 
any  such  misapprehension  in  the  future  in  regard 
to  money  appropriated  by  the  Council  for  a 
certain  purpose. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  gentleman  a  question  through  the  Chair. 
I  would  like  to  ask  him  if  this  land  is  assessed 
for  only  four  or  five  cents  a  foot? 

Coun.  CURTIS — Four,  five  and  seven  cents  a 
foot,  I  understand,  and  the  the  city  has  paid  17 

Coiin.  DOWD— Assessed  for  about  $20,000, 
and  the  city  has  paid  §107,000? 

Coun.  CURTIS— Something  like  that. 

Coun.  DOWD— Well,  Mr.  President,  I  would 
inform  the  gentleman  from  the  Back  Bay  that 
the  gentleman  who  owned  the  land  is  Mr.  Mc- 
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Donald   of  the   Boston  Port   Development  Com- 
pany, a  political  friend  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the. 
rule. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  CURTIS  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  unanimous  consent 
to  make  a  short  statement,  just  correcting  a  few 
figures  that  I  gave  you.  I  always  wish  to  be 
sure  that  I  get  everything  right  and  do  justice 
to  everybody.  Giving  approximate  figures  in 
regard  to  land  taken  over  at  East  Boston,  I  said 
that  the  tax  value  of  the  land  was  $20,000.  I 
meant  approximately  that.  I  went  to  the  asses- 
sors' office  to  get  the  assessors'  value  on  that 
land,  and  I  found  that  one  parcel  was  assessed 
for  4  cents  and  a  fraction,  another  for  7  cents 
and  a  fraction,  and  that  there  was  some  assessed 
between  those  two  figures.  I  should  imagine 
that  the  total  assessed  value  would  be  perhaps  not 
$20,000  but  possibly  $30,000. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr,  President,  I  would 
request  unanimous  consent  to  ask  a  question. 
Wasn't  there  over  600,000  feet  of  land,  or  over 
15  acres,  involved  in  the  purchase? 

Coun.  CURTIS — I  don't  think  there  was  as 
much  as  that.

PICTURES   OF   BOSTON  VETERANS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Art  Commission  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make  a  study  of 
the  present  pictures  of  Boston  men  who  gave  their 
lives  in  France  and  which  are  now  being  placed  in 
Boston  schools,  and  report  to  the  City  Council 
whether  these  pictorial  memorials  are  worthy  of 
the  purpose  intended. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
whether  or  not  in  appropriating  this  money  we 
are  buying  the  right  kind  of  picture,  and  I  don't 
know  whether  anybody  knows.  Before  I  came  to 
City  Hall  I  never  saw  a  picture  like  this  (holding 
up  a  picture  of  a  past  member  of  the  Council). 
I  understand  that  these  pictures  cost  the  tax- 
payers of  Boston  $75  apiece  and  that  we  are 
going  to  load  up  our  schools  and  public  buildings 
with  this  sort  of  picture.  Mind  you,  my  criticism 
is  that  these  pictures  are  being  procured  at  an 
exorbitant  cost,  from  a  single  firm.  I  may  be 
wrong,  because  we  are  told  that  this  picture  is 
copyrighted,  but  I  am  wondering  if  it  could  not  be 
duplicated,  or  if  a  better  picture  could  not  be  pro- 
duced, at  half  the  price.     We  are  throwing  away 


thousands  of  dollars,  and  we  are  going  to  throw 
away  more  thousands.  We  are  not  only  spending 
17  cents  a  foot  for  land  that  is  worth  four,  five  and 
seven  cents  a  foot,  but  we  are  paying  far  more  for 
these  pictures  than  they  are  worth. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  question  is  on 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  be 
recorded  as  not  being  in  favor  of  the  request, 
made  by  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  (Coun. 
Norton).  I  want  to  state  at  this  time  that  the 
reason  why  this  gentleman  has  introduced  this 
additional  order  is  so  that  he  could  get  before 
the  Council  this  picture.  If  he  were  sincere  in 
asking  this  information  from  the  Art  Commission, 
I  would  be  glad  to  vote  for  the  order,  but,  because 
it  is  a  subterfuge  I  wish  to  be  recorded  as  not  in 
favor  of  it. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  those  words 
sound  rather  inaccurate.  I  do  not  wish  to  get 
into  any  picture  controversy,  beyond  what  has 
already  been  stated  in  our  proceedings.  I  am 
showing  to  the  colleagues  here  this  picture  which 
cost  $75  at  a  time  when  we  are  spending  $6,000 
more  of  the  city's  money  for  pictures  of  that  sort. 
The  order  is  not  introduced  as  a  subterfuge,  and 
what  I  have  to  say  at  this  time,  or  what  I  have 
had  to  say  at  any  time  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 
veterans,  but  simply  with  a  grafting  concern  that 
sells  these  pictures  to  the  taxpayers  at  double 
what  they  are  worth.  I  would  like  to  know  from 
the  Art  Commission  whether  or  not  these  are 
proper  pictures  to  have  loaded  onto  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  be  placed  in  our  schools  and  in  our 
municipal  buildings,  the  same  as  we  have  these 
pictures  here  in  City  Hall.  I  understand  from 
photographers  that  just  as  good  and  just  as 
indestructible  pictures  can  be  obtained  for  half 
the  figure  only  they  are  under  the  ban  down  stairs 
and  we  are  not  allowed  to  get  them.  They  do 
not  belong  to  the  McDonald  real  estate  company. 
Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  a  committee  was  appointed  at  the  time 
when  this  contract  was  entered  into,  and  that  the 
members  of  that  committee  were  well  versed  in 
matters  of  art  and  submitted  a  report  favoring 
the  purchase  of  this  particular  type  of  picture. 
I  feel  content,  therefore,  in  taking  their  "say-so" 
for  it,  and  I  don't  think  it  is  necessary  to  ask  the 
Art  Commission  to  look  into  something  when  the 
transaction  has  been  already  completed. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  simply  wish  to 
say  that  when  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park 
(Coun.  Norton)  exhibits  a  picture  here  and  refers 
to  it  as  costing  $75,  there  may  be  a  feeling  in  the 
minds  of  some  that  the  pictures  now  being  arranged 
for  are  costing  $75  each.  I  am  interested  in  the 
statement  of  the  councilor  that  such  a  picture 
could  be  made  for  half  the  amount.  I  assume 
that  he  was  referring  to  the  $75  picture,  which  is 
now  being  made,  as  I  understand  it,  for  $30, 
much  less  than  half.  Sol  simply  rise  to  clear  up 
any  misunderstanding  there  may  be  as  to  the 
type  of  pictures  to  be  furnished.  We  are  not 
having  pictures  made  at  $75  apiece. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  we  are  not 
having  pictures  made  at  $75,  but  the  $75  will  be 
cut  down  to  $30,  I  understand.  This,  however 
[holding  up  councilor's  picture],  is  a  $75  picture, 
and  I  also  understand  that  these  are  the  only 
people  in  the  world  who  can  furnish  the  City  of 
Boston  with  that  kind  of  a  picture.  I  see  no 
particular  superiority  in  this  picture  from  the 
standpoint  of  art  or  permanence.  Of  course, 
I  cannot  project  myself  into  the  far  distant  future 
and  tell  you  how  long  a  picture  of  this  kind  will 
last,  but  I  am  informed  by  photographers  who  are 
taxpayers  of  Boston  that  they  can  produce  some 
thing  as  good  that  will  perhaps  last  better,  that 
will  be  better  from  the  standpoint  of  clearness, 
and  that  will  not  cost  anything  like  the  amount 
that  is  asked  for  these  pictures.  What  will  happen, 
if  this  sort  of  thing  is  allowed  to  go  on?  In  a  few 
months  we  will  be  lobbied  to  have  our  own  pictures 
made  in  this  way,  at  a  cost  of  so  much  apiece  to 
the  city.  I  am  glad  that  the  colleague  brought 
up  the  question  of  clarity.  I  will  have  to  plead 
guilty  to  density! 

The  Council  refused  to  suspend  the  rule,  and 
the  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

House  located  at  Roxbury  to  colonial  lines  has 
long  been  advocated  by  the  patriotic  organizations 
of  our  city.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  an  order  from  the 
City  Council  that  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested to  advise  the  City  Council  why  it  was 
necessary  to  expend  the  sum  of  $107,000  for  the 
purchase  of  land  in  the  East  Boston  district. 

The  land  in  question  is  situated  to  the  north- 
west of  the  existing  airport  in  East  Boston  and 
adjacent  to  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  and  Lynn 
Railroad  location,  is  zoned  for  unrestricted  busi- 
ness buildings  not  to  exceed  155  feet  in  height. 
The  area  is  approximately  2,000  feet  long  and 
300  feet  wide, — if  built  upon  and  the  buildings 
constructed  to  any  such  height  would  create  a 
very  serious  menace  at  the  airport  and  would 
seriously  destroy  the  effectiveness  for  the  taking 
off  and  landing  of  airplanes.  A  building  155  feet 
in  height  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  field,  figuring 
on  a  basis  of  a  gliding  angle  of  7  to  1,  would  mean 
that  the  effective  width  of  the  airport  would  be 
cut  down  approximately  1,000  feet. 

In  July  of  1932,  this  department  tried  to  have 
the  zoning  laws  amended  restricting  the  height  of 
buildings  in  the  area  immediately  adjacent  to  the 
East  Boston  Airport.  This  was  the  second  attempt 
the  department  has  made. 


A  decision  of  the  Law  Department  informed  this 
department  that  section  20  of  chapter  488  of 
the  Acts  of  1924  prohibits  the  Zoning  Board 
from  in  any  way  reducing  the  area  of  the  155-foot 
district.  The  following  provision  is  contained  in 
this  section: 

"The  board  shall  not  reduce  in  any  way  the 
area  of  the  one  hundred  fifty-five  foot  district 
established  by  this  act." 

The  Corporation  Counsel  advised  that  "if  the 
municipal  airport  is  seriously  affected  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  immediately  adjacent  to  it  is  land 
zoned  for  a  155-foot  industrial  district,  the  city 
should  take  by  eminent  domain  so  much  of  said 
land  as  will  remedy  the  situation  rather  than 
attempt  by  legislation  to  further  restrict  such 
land  to  the  loss  and  detriment  of  the  present 
owners." 

Serious  consideration  was  given  to  this  and  it 
was  deemed  advisable  by  the  Board  of  Park  Com- 
missioners to  request  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners to  take  by  right  of  eminent  domain 
said  land. 

After  a  number  of  hearings  the  department  was 
advised  that  as  a  result  of  the  study  by  the  city 
real  estate  expert  and  after  his  conferences  with 
a  representative  of  the  owners,  that  the  price  of 
17J  cents  a  square  foot  that  the  land  could  be 
obtained  for  without  litigation  was,  in  his  opinion, 
fair  to  the  city. 

The  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  made  said 
taking  on  December  24,  1931,  and  January  22, 
1932.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — At  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  held  today,  a  notice  from  the  City 
Clerk,  transmitting  an  order  of  the  City  Council 
whereby  the  trustees  are  requested  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  give  the  reasons  for  the 
closing  of  the  Convalescent  Home  in  Dorchester, 
was  presented,  and  the  trustees  requested  me  to 
reply. 

The  Convalescent  Home  has  been  open  for 
many  years.  It  contains  thirty-four  beds.  The 
daily  average  number  of  the  past  few  years  has 
been  approximately  fourteen,  many  times  dropping 
to  three  or  four. 

We  have  found  that  patients  leaving  the  hos- 
pital desire  to  go  to  their  own  homes  on  discharge 
rather  than  go  to  a  convalescent  home,  and 
despite  the  fact  with  campaign  after  campaign  we 
have  not  been  able  to  keep  the  numbers  higher 
than  the  average  quoted  above.  In  fact,  although 
it  is  a  rule  of  the  trustees  that  the  stay  shall  be 
two  weeks,  in  many  instances  we  have  allowed 
patients  to  remain  there  very  much  longer  in 
order  to  keep  the  place  partially  filled. 

To  take  care  of  the  average  number  of  patients, 
we  have  employed  two  nurses  and  five  employees, 
and  at  various  times  in  the  year  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  send  from  the  Main  Hospital  laborers,  etc., 
so  that  in  the  interest  of  economy,  the  trustees 
have  deemed  it  wise  to  curtail  activities  at  the 
Convalescent  Home  until  such  time  as  it  may  be 
considered  wise  to  open  it  again  for  the  reception 
of  patients.

DOWD — Mr.  President,  supplementing 
that  order  I  might  say  that  fire  apparatus  respond- 
ing to  an  alarm  struck  and  demolished  a  wagon 
and  injured  a  horse,  a  month's  medical  care  being 
required  for  the  horse.  Damages  were  found 
against  Mr.  Burke  in  the  Municipal  Court  of  the 
Roxbury  District  in  the  sum  of  $221,  together 
with  costs  of  $14.80,  making  a  total  of  $235.80, 
for  which  he  seeks  to  be  reimbursed. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  passed. 


PURCHASE    LAND    IN    EAST    BOSTON. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  directed 
to  investigate  the  recent  purchase  in  East  Boston 
by  the  city  of  approximately  six  hundred  eleven 
thousand  square  feet  of  land,  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  which  is  twenty-six  thousand  dollars, 
and  for  which  the  city  paid  one  hundred  seven 
thousand  dollars,  and  to  submit  a  report  in  the 
premises  to  the  Boston  City  Council. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  reference  to 
that  order,  mention  has  been  made  of  this  situation 
in  the  last  two  City  Council  meetings  and  I  have 
checked  up  on  it  thoroughly  with  the  engineer  of 
the  Assessing  Department,  and  I  find  out  that  the 
land  is  practically  a  dump,  worthless  to  any  indi- 
vidual, and  assessed  for  the  sum  of  $26,000.  Each 
individual  here  knows  that  if  he  has  any  property 
to  sell  at  the  present  time  he  is  more  than  willing  to 
take  the  assessed  value  of  it,  but  in  this  case  the 
city  paid  8107,000,  or  more  than  400  per  cent  of 
what  the  land  is  assessed  for.  I  say  it  is  about 
time  that  this  highway  robbery  in  the  City  of 
Boston  was  stopped.  We  hear  a  lot  about  over- 
taxation, and  yet  what  is  being  done?  I  contend 
that,  through  a  coalition  of  the  present  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Commission,  Mr.  Goodwin,  and 
the  present  Mayor  of  Boston,  no  attempt  is  being 
made  to  run  this  government  on  any  kind  of  an 
honest  basis.  I  can  mention  specifically  four  or 
five  different  land  deals  within  the  last  year  where 
the  same  condition  has  prevailed.  Of  course,  we 
have  a  high  tax  rate  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that 
is  the  reason, — graft,  corruption  and  collusion  in 
practically  every  department  of  the  city,  and  no 
attempt  made  to  check  up  on  it.  Here  we  have 
$107,000  paid  for  this  land  by  the  City  of  Boston 
against  an  assessed  valuation  of  $26,000.  Mr. 
President,  it  is  nothing  but  a  systematic  campaign 
to  rob  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  I  wonder  who  the 
gentleman  was  who  assessed  this.  I  wonder  if  it 
is  the  same  gentleman  who  lives  in  Quincy  and  who 
during  the  present  administration  has  received 
over  860,000  for  going  around  and  assessing  prop- 
erty? I  say  that  the  present  City  Council  should 
protest  vigorously  against  such  methods.  I  claim 
and  maintain  that  if  they  had  a  man  on  the  job 
on  the  Finance  Commission  this  wholesale  robbery 
of  the  City  of  Boston  would  be  stopped.  If  it  is 
not,  the  City  of  Boston  will  go  into  bankruptcy 
within  the  next  few  years. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


AUTOMATIC  TRAFFIC  CONTROL, 
COLUMBIA  ROAD. 

Coun.  RUBY,  McGRATH  and  KELLY 
offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  install  a 
system  of  automatic  traffic  control  signals  along 
Columbia  road,  Dorchester,  from  Blue  Hill  avenue 
to  Upham's  Corner. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  that  affects  my 
ward  in  part,  and  I  think  I  should  also  be  included 
with  Coun.  Ruby  and  McGrath  in  the  offering  of 
the  order.  I  am  interested  in  that  part  of  Colum- 
bia road  which  is  in  my  ward. 

Coun.  RUBY — That  is  perfectly  agreeable  to 
me,  Mr.  President. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  order  is  offered 
by  Coun.  Ruby,  McGrath  and  Kelly. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


WAGE   CUT   FOR   UNION   MEN. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  papers  of  Sunday,  March 
27,  1932,  stated  that  the  officers  of  the  Building 
Trades  Council  of  Boston  have  recommended  that 
the  men  belonging  to  that  organization  accept  a 
15  per  cent  cut  in  wages  for  one  year,  and 

Whereas,  It  has  taken  many,  many  years  of  hard 
fighting  to  establish  the  present  scale  of  wages  for 
union  men  belonging  to  said  Building  Trades  Coun- 
cil, be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  goes  on 
record  as  opposing  any  wage  cut  for  any  period  of 
time  in  any  trade. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  seeing  a  lot 
of  heads  getting  together  here  I  am  wondering 
who   is  going  to  get  up  and  ask   that  this  order 
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be  ruled  out  of  order,  or  something  like  that.     So 
far  as  the  order  is  concerned,  I  noticed  that  yester- 
day   morning's    papers    carried    headlines    to    the 
effect   that   the   officers    of    the   Building   Trades 
Council  of  Boston  and  vicinity  were  to  recommend 
to  the  men  in  the  ranks  a  15  per  cent  cut  in  wages, 
to  go  into  effect  between  April  1,  1932,  and  April 
1,    1933.     Some   time   ago — four    or   five   months 
ago — the  records  of   the   City   Council   will  show 
that  I  prophesied  just  what  was  going  to  happen. 
I   knew  that  certain  labor  fakirs,  so-called  repre- 
sentatives of  the  union  men  of  Boston,  were  going 
to   put  something   of   this  sort  over  on   the  men 
whom  they  were  supposed  to  represent  and  who 
trusted  them.     I  expected  that  it  would  be  done 
in  February  or  March,   and  here  is   March,  and 
we    see   this   attempt   made,    proving    once   more 
that  Mr.   Kelly  knows  what  he  is  talking  about. 
I  knew  that  this  was  going  to  be  done  by  a  man 
getting    $90    a    week   from    the    Building    Trades 
Council,    and   a   man   who    also   received   at   the 
hands   of   Governor  Allen  the  appointment  to  a 
ten  years'  term,  ending,  I  think,  in  1938,  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way, at  $5,000  a  year.     I  termed  him  then,  and 
I    term    him    now,     an    outright   labor    faker.     I 
foresaw    then     what    happened    yesterday,     that 
Mr.  E.  A.  Johnson,  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the 
Building  Trades  Council,  who  signed  this  notice 
to  the  subsidiary  branches  of  the  Building  Trades 
Council   to   be   taken   up   at   their   meeting,    was 
working   against   the   interest   of   the   men   whom 
he  was  supposed  to  represent;   and  we  see  now 
that  he  is  urging  a  favorable  reply  to  this  request 
that  they  voluntarily  accept  a  15  per  cent  reduc- 
tion in   their  pay.     Mr.   Johnson  has  done  what 
many  elective  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
many  in   other   parts   of   the  state   have   done, — 
when   they   have   attained   the   offices   they   were 
seeking  they  then  sell  out  the  people  who  placed 
them   there.     And  that   is   what   Mr.   Johnson   is 
doing  here — a  man  getting  $90  a  week  from  the 
union  men  who  are  walking  the  streets  of  Boston, 
and   who   in   the   next   breath   is   double-crossing 
them,    selling    them    out    to    the    contractors    of 
Boston  and  vicinity,  and  he  is  being  assisted  by 
our  chief  executive,  James  Mohawk  Curley,  who 
gets    the    name    "Mohawk"    from    the    Mohawk 
Packing    Company,    a    company    which    has   sold 
rotten  beef  to  the  City  Hospital  and  to  the  Long 
Island      Institutions.     Perhaps      other      members 
listened  in   at  2.30   yesterday   afternoon   to   that 
gentleman  who  has  been  elected  Chief  Executive 
of  this  city,  a  man  who  has  received  the  suffrage 
of  the  workingmen  in  this  community,  and  who, 
when    the    opportunity    comes    to    show    his    real 
position,   proves   that   he   is   not   a   friend   of   the 
working  man.     And  today  we  have  a  few  of  these 
labor   fakers   taken   over   under   the   arm   of   Mr. 
James  M.  Curley  to  the  open  forum  at  333  Wash- 
ington street,   where  they  are  supposed  to  assist 
in  lining  up  the  working  men  of  Boston  for  the 
"  workingman's  friend,"  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  I 
say  that  if  the  Mayor  of  Boston  was  really  the 
friends  of  the  union  men,  he  should  have  thrown 
those  fakers  out  the   window  as  far  as   he   could 
throw   them.     I   say  that  it  is   criminal  for  any 
man  who  has  grown  up  in  the  ranks,  and  who  is 
supposed  to  represent  the  union  men  of  Boston, 
to    deliver    them    over    to    the    contractors.     But 
that  is  the  sort  of  deal  we  see  going  on  between 
the  officers  of   the  Building  Trades   Council  and 
those   who  do  not  have   the  real   interest  of  the 
working   men  at   heart.     I   shall   have   something 
more  to  say  about  the  Building  Trades  Council 
fakirs  before  I  am  through.     I  will  say  in  closing 
that    the    prevailing    wage    that    union    men    in 
Boston   are   supposed   to   get   is   $1.37^   an   hour. 
They  have  had  to  work  for  many  years  to  get  up 
to   that   prevailing    wage   scale.     Now,    the   labor 
fakers  come  along  and  try  to  tell  the  men  in  the 
ranks   that   they   should   vote   to   accept   this    15 
per  cent  reduction  for  one  year,  that  it  will  simply 
be  for  one  year.     But  if  they  do  it,  Mr.  President, 
they  can  never  again  get  back   the  prevailing  rate 
of  wages  for  which  they  have  fought  for  so  many 
years.     I  don't  think  any  member  of  the  Council 
will  dare  say  that  this  is  not  official  business  of 
our   body,    with    so    many    of    our    constitutents, 
union  men,  working  on  different  jobs  in  the  city. 
But  here  we  have  these  so-called  representatives 
of  labor,  like  Mr.   E.   A.   Johnson,  men  who  are 
supposed  to  uphold  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages 
for  which  the  men  have  fought  for  so  many  years, 
now  suggesting  to  the  men  that  they  accept  the 
15    per    cent    cut.     Mr.    President,    those    labor 
fakirs  are,   in   my  opinion,   in   collusion   with    the 
contractors   of   Boston,    who   in    many   cases   are 


now  paying  the  men  but  80  cents  an  hour,  not 
sufficient  to  keep  their  wives  and  children  from 
starving.  Those  so-called  leaders  are  the  ones 
who  should  be  doing  their  utmost  to  see  that  the 
few  union  men  who  are  working  shall  get  what 
they  are  supposed  to  get.  We  saw  the  carpenters 
four  or  five  months  ago  take  a  15  per  cent  cut. 
They  were  told  by  these  labor  fakers  that  they 
should  do  so,  that  it  would  stimulate  building  and 
that  more  men  would  go  to  work  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton despite  the  fact  that,  whether  the  rate  of  wages 
is  $1.37i  or  80  cents  an  hour,  there  will  be  little 
building.  And  so  I  say  that  Mr.  E.  A.  Johnson 
and  the  other  labor  fakirs,  whom  I  will  name 
later  on,  should  represent  the  men  whom  they 
are  supposed  to  represent  and  not  stand  in  with 
the  contractors,  that  they  should  do  what  they 
can  to  see  that  the  men  whom  they  are  supposed 
to  represent  get  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages. 
I  ask  that  these  resolutions  be  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
that  order  should  pass.  It  seems  to  me  it  is  a 
gratuitous  insult  to  the  union  men  in  this  city. 
We  have  had  union  men  coming  before  the  body 
from  time  to  time,  and  I  have  the  greatest  respect 
for  those  who  have  appeared  before  us.  The 
questions  confronting  them  are  difficult  and 
complicated  questions,  and  I  don't  think  it  is  our 
business  to  try  to  tell  the  union  men  of  Boston 
how  to  run  their  affairs. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  Ward  5  apparently  did  not  understand  what 
I  said.  I  am  not  telling  the  union  men  how  to 
run  their  business,  but  I  am  attempting  to  show 
how  these  so-called  labor  leaders  are  misleading 
the  men  in  the  ranks  and  double-crossing  them, 
that  that  is  the  way  the  men  whom  they  represent 
are  being  treated  by  some  so-called  heads  of  the 
organization.  I  think  the  resolutions  are  perfectly 
in  order  and  that  they  should  be  passed  in  the 
interest  of  the  union  men,  especially  as  those 
union  men  indorsed  many  of  us  as  representatives 
in  this  body.  I  feel  that  now  is  the  time  and  here 
is  the  place  when  we  should  vote  to  show  the 
union  men  that  their  elected  officials  are  against 
the  labor  fakirs  who  are  trying  to  get  them  to 
voluntarily  agree  to  a  wage  cut. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  if  they  are 
being  duped  by  anybody,  I  think  they  are  clever 
enough  to  know  it,  and  that  they  are  intelligent 
enough  to  control  their  own  action. 
The  rule  was  declared  not  suspended. 
President  GALLAGHER— The  resolution  will 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  KELLY — Just  a  moment,  Mr.  President, 
before  the  resolutions  are  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules.  I  doubt  the  vote  and  ask  for  a  roll  call. 
Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  while  the 
colleague  from  Dorchester  (Coun.  Kelly)  was 
speaking,  I  happened  to  look  over  a  report  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  that  I  have  here,  of 
recent  date,  and  I  find  it  stated  that  62  per  cent  of 
the  Building  Trades  Council  are  loafing,  that 
36.8  per  cent  of  the  metal  workers  are  loafing, 
that  49  per  cent  of  the  musicians  are  loafing,  and 
that  47  per  cent  of  the  water  transport  men  are 
loafing.  I  don't  believe  that  we  should  try  to 
step  in  and  tell  the  Bistcn  Building  Trades  how 
they  should  run  their  business.  They  are  intelli- 
gent enough  to  know  whether  or  not  their  leaders 
are  faithful,  and  I  don't  see  what  business  it  is  of 
this  Council. 

The  Council  refused  to  suspend  the  rule  for  the 
passage  of  the  resolution,  yeas  1,  nays  19: 
Yeas — Coun.  Kelly — 1. 

Nays — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke,  Cox, 
Curtis,  Donovan,  Dowd,  Englert,  Fitzgerald 
Gallagher,  Gleason,  Green,  Hein,  Lynch,  McGrath, 
Norton,  Power,  Roberts,  Ruby — 19. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  resolution  will 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  the  resolutions 
are  defeated,  that  is  all.  It  is  not  a  question  of 
referring  them  to  the  Committee  on  Rules.  They 
are  defeated. 

President  GALLAGHER — The  question  was 
on  suspension  of  the  rule,  and  a  two-thirds  vote 
was  necessary  to  suspend  the  rule  for  passage. 
Nineteen  voted  against  suspension  of  the  rule, 
and  one  in  favor.  Therefore,  the  resolutions  will 
now  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
this  on  behalf  of  the  union  men  of  Boston,  and  I 
am  speaking  on  their  behalf,  Mr.  President? 
The  Committee  on  Rules  is  known  to  be  the 
graveyard    of   orders   introduced    in    the   Council 
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May  I  ask  that  these  resolutions  be  considered  at 
the  early  convenience  of  the  committee,  and  that 
within  the  next  two  weeks  the  committee  make  a 
report  back  one  way  or  the  other  to  the  City 
Council? 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Committee  on 
Rules  no  doubt  will  give  attention  to  the  request 
that  the  councilor  has  made. 


LEASING    OF    MARY    L.    BROCK    SCHOOL- 

Coun.  HEIN  and  GALLAGHER  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  hereby 
authorized  to  lease  to  the  Brighton  Allston  Post  17, 
American  Legion,  the  Mary  L.  Brock  School, 
Chestnut  Hill  avenue  and  Chiswick  road,  Brighton, 
on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  School  Com- 
mittee shall  consider  advisable. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


WARD   21    IMPROVEMENTS. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  accept  and  lay  out  the  continuation  of 
Colonial  road,  Ward  21,  as  a  public  highway. 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  accept  and  lay  out  Colonial  Path,  Ward  21, 
as  a   public   highway. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  repave  Strathmore  road,  Ward  21, 
with   smooth   paving. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Kilsyth  road,  from 
Lanark  road  to  Brookline  boundary  line,  Ward  21, 
in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon;  said  side- 
walk to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter 
adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to 
be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite  edgestones, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1917.

CONDITIONS  NEAR  COLUMBIA  STATION. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  confer  with  the  owners  of  the  land  adjacent  to 
the  Columbia  station  of  the  rapid  transit  system, 
on  both  sides  of  the  railroad  tracks,  with  a  view  to 
removing  or  burying  the  abandoned  automobiles 
and  large  boxes  and  crates  that  present  such  an 
unsightly  appearance  upon  emerging  from  the 
tunnel  that  it  has  depreciated  the  value  of  all 
Dorchester  real  estate  in  the  aggregate  several 
hundred  thousands  of  dollars. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


USE   OF   SCHOOL  YARDS. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  open 
up  all  school  yards  after  school  hours,  and  on 
Saturdays  and  holidays,  for  the  purpose  of  allow- 
ing local  children  to  play  therein.  This  order 
shall  not  be  construed  as  requiring  additional 
supervisors  for  the  children,  but  is  for  the  purpose 
of  allowing  them  to  play  in  the  school  yards 
rather  than  on  the  streets,  with  a  view  to  decreas- 
ing the  number  of  small  children  who  are  hurt 
because  the  street  is  the  only  outdoor  spot  in 
which  they  can  play. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  might  I  say 
that  my  reason  for  including  in  this  order  the 
remark  about  supervisors  for  the  children  is  occa- 
sioned by  the  fact  that  every  time  an  order  of 
this  character  has  been  introduced  the  opposition 
centers  around  the  fact  that  there  is  no  money  in 
the  budget  to  employ  supervisors  to  properly 
direct  the  children  in  their  play.  A  week  ago 
I    was  on   Tyler  street  in  the  South  End,  and   I 


noticed  there — on  that  very  busy  street — a  num- 
ber of  children  playing  marbles  in  the  middle  of 
the  street  adjacent  to  a  school  yard  with  an  old 
fashioned  iron  fence  with  prongs  on  the  top  of  it, 
which  would  almost  disembowel  a  child  who  tried 
to  get  over  them.  The  lock  on  the  gate  was  the 
kind  you  would  see  on  one  of  the  old  prehistoric 
castles.  I  found  after  introducing  a  similar  order 
four  years  ago  that  the  only  opposition  to  the  order 
centered  around  school  janitors  who  feel  that  when 
the  time  has  come  for  children  to  get  out  of  the 
school  yard,  some  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes 
after  closing  time,  they  are  opposed,  and  are 
also  opposed  on  Saturdays  and  holidays,  to  having 
that  property  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston  used 
by  the  children.  There  is  a  continual  demand 
from  the  crowded  communities  of  Boston  for 
playgrounds,  particularly  since  automobiles  have 
become  so  numerous  and  the  children  have  no 
place  other  than  the  street  for  playgrounds. 
When  you  pick  up  the  morning  paper  you  will  see 
that  some  little  one  has  been  killed  or  maimed  for 
life;  and  still  you  will  find  in  these  crowded 
sections,  where  the  only  playgrounds  are  the 
streets  and  ways,  hundreds  of  acres  of  city-owned 
school  land,  for  which  the  taxpayers  have  paid, 
and  simply  because  the  school  janitors  feel  so 
inclined  the  gates  are  locked  and  the  yards  can- 
not be  used  by  the  children.  Under  this  order  it 
would  be  possible  for  the  little  children  especially 
to  go  back  after  play  periods  in  the  yard  where 
they  are  taught  to  play  in  school  periods,  for 
recreation.  The  police  officers  can  tell  the  chil- 
dren to  get  off  the  street  and  onto  that  acre  of 
land.  We  are  told  about  damage  to  buildings. 
They  are  talking  about  damage  to  city  buildings 
only,  because  in  crowded  sections  where  children 
are  playing  they  break  the  windows  in  the  build- 
ings of  private  individuals,  as  they  might  possibly 
do  in  the  schools.  But  that  is  healthy.  You  and 
I  have  broken  windows  in  our  day,  and  that  is  a 
result  of  the  play  of  childhood.  They  have  to 
develop  the  body  as  well  as  the  mind,  and  the 
city-owned  school  yards  are  the  places  for  them 
to  play.  It  is  a  pitiful  sight  to  go  through  Charles- 
town,  the  North  and  West  Ends,  the  South  End, 
Roxbury  and  the  lower  end  of  the  Dorchester 
wards,  and  see  children  playing  on  the  streets, 
children  hardly  old  enough  to  walk  and  who 
are  forced  to  play  on  the  streets  and  in  the  gutters, 
because  the  gate  of  the  school  yard  has  been  locked 
or  barred  against  them.  The  time  has  come  when 
there  should  be  some  argument  advanced  aside 
from  the  inconvenience  to  a  school  janitor  or  lack 
of  money  in  the  budget  to  supervise  them  properly, 
for  the  defeat  of  an  order  of  this  kind.  Under  the 
order  I  have  offered  there  could  be  more  proper 
supervision  in  the  school  yards  for  the  children 
playing  than  there  can  possibly  be  in  the  streets, 
and  certainly  very  much  greater  safety.  There- 
for, I  hope  the  school  yards  can  be  opened  up  for 
the  children  of  this  city. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Coun.  LYNCH  and  Coun.  DONOVAN  offered 
the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  repave  M  street,  from  Broadway  to 
Columbia  road,  Wards  6  and  7,  with  smooth 
paving. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  repave  N  street,  from  Broadway  to 
Columbia  road,  Wards  6  and  7,  with  smooth 
paving. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
repave  L  street,  from  Emerson  street  to  Columbia 
road,  Wards  6  and  7,  with  smooth  paving. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

3.  Report,  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  that  sum  not  in  excess  of  $35,000 
be  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  Municipal 
Employment  Bureau,  under  direction  of  Mayor, — 
recommending  passage  of  the  order. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  far  be  it  from 
me  to  allow  this  proposed  $35,000  appropriation 
for  the  so-called  bull  pen  on  Church  street  to  go 
unchallenged.  Throughout  the  entire  year  the 
Mayor  has  preached  to  the  public  in  all  his  public 
statements  economy  in  all  departments.  He  has 
told  the  fire  and  policemen  that  they  would  not 
get  their  $100  step-raise.  Commissioner  Hult- 
man  informed  us  the  other  day  that  it  would 
take  only  $22,000  for  the  men  in  the  Police  De- 
partment to  get  their  step-raise.  And  yet  here  is 
an  order  which  we  are  asked  to  pass  appropriating 
an  additional  $35,000  for  the  Municipal  Employ- 
ment Bureau.  For  what?  Is  there  any  member 
of  the  City  Council  who  can  stand  on  his  feet 
and  state  truthfully  that  the  employment  office 
of  the  City  of  Boston  is  of  any  material  benefit 
to  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston?  Knowing 
that  this  order  was  coming  in,  I  purposely  placed 
an  intelligent  woman  there  last  week  to  find  out 
the  routine  of  the  employees  of  the  so-called 
employment  office.  What  is  the  routine?  They 
arrive  between  the  hours  of  nine  and  ten.  When 
they  all  get  together  they  send  one  of  the  boys  out 
for  doughnuts  and  coffee,  and  from  ten  to  eleven 
they  sit  behind  the  rail  in  the  employment  office, 
while  hundreds  of  people  who  are  applying  to  the 
office  for  aid  wait  for  them.  From  eleven  to 
twelve,  when  it  is  their  duty  to  see  the  citizens, 
they  practically  insult  them  by  telling  them  there 
are  no  jobs,  or  giving  so-called  jobs,  which  require 
the  payment  of  20  cents  in  carfare,  and  when 
they  get  to  the  place  that  is  designated  they  find 
that  at  those  places  they  had  not  even  asked  the 
employment  office  for  any  help.  There  was  a 
time  when  councilors  could  go  there  and  get  fair 
treatment  but  that  time  has  gone  forever.  At  the 
time  of  the  last  snowstorm,  when  there  was  a 
chance  to  put  men  at  work,  would  it  surprise  you 
to  know  that  two  members  of  the  Council  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  seventy-five  and  one  hundred 
men  work,  while  others  were  able  to  get  no  work 
to  speak  of  for  their  constituents?  Then,  from 
twelve  to  one  they  go  out  and  have  their  lunch 
hour,  and  from  two  to  five  they  have  a  social 
function.  I  was  about  to  introduce  an  order  this 
afternoon  to  ask  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  to  take  the  card  tables  out  of  the  em- 
ployment office  so  that  the  help  could  not  play 
cards  between  the  hours  of  two  and  five,  when 
they  are  supposed  to  be  looking  for  jobs  for  citizens 
of  Boston.  I  say  that  it  is  disgraceful  for  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  and  the  City  Council  to  give 
to  that  department  $35,000 — in  view  particularly 
of  the  Mayor's  preaching  the  necessity  for  economy 
— when  that  amount  would  go  so  far  in  taking 
care  of  500  families.  It  is  outrageous,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, for  such  an  order  to  be  introduced  at  this 
time.  Only  five  or  six  weeks  ago  we  passed  an 
order  to  provide  $7,000  for  this  department,  and 
this  would  bring  the  amount  up  to  $42,000  so  far 
this  year  to  run  the  office.     I  have  already  called 


attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are  two  married 
women  working  up  there,  the  husband  of  one  of 
whom  is  running  a  trucking  concern  from  which 
he  makes  $12,000  to  $15,000  a  year,  while  she  is 
obtaining   a   substantial  salary   from   the   depart- 
ment, and  the  husband  of  another  one  is  an  em- 
ployee of  the  Boston  Fire  Department  at  $2,100 
a  year,  while  she  receives  $1,500.     In  the  mean- 
time,   we    have    thousands    of    men    and    women 
walking  the  streets  of  Boston,  and  we  continually 
hear  the  Mayor  of  Boston  crying  out  about  the 
terrible   unemployment   situation   and   the   neces- 
sity   for    economy.     Oh,     what    a    joke!     I    can 
readily    understand    why    the    Mayor    of    Boston 
took  up  my  speech  as  he  did  last  week,  when   I 
asked  him  to  observe  the  so-called  Burrage  ordi- 
nance.    I    did   not   mention    any    names,    of   any 
Catholic    orders    or    any    others,    in    my    speech. 
I   asked   him    to    carry    out   his   duty    under   the 
ordinance.     One   of  the  employees  referred  to,   a 
woman,  who  was  said  to  be  on  leave  of  absence, 
received  pay  last  Friday.     The  Mayor  said  that 
I  insulted  the  entire  Catholic  Order  of  Foresters 
here,    with    60,000    members.     I    say    that    he    is 
the  one  who  insulted  them  by  bringing  that  great 
order   into    one    of    his   personal    contests,    as    he 
has  done  at  this  time.     I  say  to  the  Council  that 
if  we  pass  this  order  for  $35,000  for  that  depart- 
ment, we  are  allowing  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  go 
to   work  immediately  and   place   on   the   pay   roll 
at  least  a   dozen   more  people  so   that  they   can 
go   out  and   help   him   politically   in   this   or   any 
other   contest   he   may    have   in    mind.     I   repeat 
that   one   woman   who   is   on   leave   of   absence   is 
still  on   the  pay  roll.     I  say   that   the   Mayor  of 
Boston  should  in  justice  not  allow   to  remain  in 
positions     in     that     department     women     whose 
husbands   are   already   receiving   a   good   income, 
in   times  like   these.     When   a  fireman   is  getting 
$2,100  a  year  his  wife  should  not  be  allowed  to 
hold  an  appointive  job  in  this  department,  from 
which  she  gets  $1,500,   when  the  Mayor  can  re- 
move her  immediately,  and  while  there  are  thou- 
sands   unable    to    obtain    any    employment    who 
should  be   first  considered.     I   am  not  criticizing 
any    individual    in    that    department.     I    realize 
full  well  that  there  are  some  good  men  and  women 
working  in  the  employment  office.     But  I  do  say, 
as  far  as  the  head  of  the  office  is  concerned,  that 
there    was    never    a    bigger,    more    colossal    faker 
placed  in   public   office   than   the  gentleman   who 
at  present  is  in  charge.     I  don't  know  how  many 
of  you   men  have  had  occasion   to  visit  the  em- 
ployment office,  but  I  have  done  so  many  times, 
and    I    know    what    they    are    doing.     They    are 
practically    worthless,    and '  the    Mayor's    position 
in  this  matter  is  one  that  insults  the  Council  and 
the   taxpayers    of    Boston.     I    could   go    on    here 
for  three  hours  presenting  facts  and  figures,   but 
it  would  not  do  any  good.     I  know  that  you  are 
going    to    give    this    money    to    the    employment 
office,  because  the  Mayor  sees  fit  to  do  so.     But 
I   am   going  to   vote  against  it.     I   contend   that 
70  per  cent  of  the  employees  of  the  office  do  not 
raise  their  hand  to  do  any  useful  work.     All  they 
do   is   to   insult   the   poor   people   who   pay   their 
salaries.     I  repeat,  therefore,  that  for  the  reasons 
I  have  stated  I  am  going  to  vote  against  this  order. 
Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.   President,   I   would 
move    that    $35,000    be  stricken    out    and    that. 
"$5,000"  be  inserted  in  place  thereof.     I  wish  to 
agree,   in   part,   at  least,    with   the   words   of   my 
colleague  in  regard  to  the  amount  that  it  is  pro- 
posed to  appropriate  for  the  carrying  on  of   this 
Employment  Bureau.     In  the  short  space  of  time 
I  have  been  a  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
I  have  been  unable    to  understand  what  purpose 
this   Employment   Bureau    serves,  especially  in  a 
time  such  as  this,  when  we  have  so  many  thousands 
of  people  out  of  employment  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
In   my   personal  experience   I   have  found   it   im- 
possible to  get  aid  for  anybody  through  the  Em- 
ployment Bureau.     I  do  not  doubt  that  it  serves 
some  purpose,  that  over  a  period  of  time  it  accom- 
plishes some  good.     For  this  reason  I  feel  that  the 
bureau  should  be  given  at  least  some  money  to 
carry  on  its  work  for  some  time.     For  that  reason, 
1  offer  the  amendment  reducing  the  sum  of  $35,000 
to  $5,000,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  amend- 
ment will  be  adopted. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  would  move  as 
an  additional  amendment  that  the  $35,000  be 
stricken  out  of  the  original  order  and  that  in  place 
thereof  $20,000  be  inserted. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  we  have  got  to 
make  up  our  minds,  and  we  might  as  well  do  it 
today,  whether  or  not  we  want  this  employment 
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office  to  be  continued.  The  introduction  of  such 
amendments  as  have  been  proposed  are  simply 
camouflage  and  nothing  else.  I  have  great  respect 
for  the  councilor  from  Roxbury  who  has  intro- 
duced the  new  amendment.  I  know  that  he  is  a 
new  member  and  that  he  does  not  know  the  work- 
ings of  the  office  as  well  as  I  do.  But,  after  all, 
what  will  be  accomplished  by  the  amendment? 
If  you  give  the  bureau  $5,000  today,  a  month  later 
they  will  come  back  for  $5,000  more,  and  before 
the  end  of  the  year  we  will  find  them  coming  in  for 
more  from  time  to  time.  So  let  us  say  now 
whether  or  not  we  want  to  continue  this  sort  of 
thing.  For  that  reason  I  am  against  any  amend- 
ment. I  feel  that  the  amendment  is  nothing  but 
camouflage. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
what  the  colleague  has  just  said,  and  I  do  not  see 
why  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  pass  upon  the  matter 
today,  anyway.  The  Budget  Commissioner  says 
that  he  expects  the  budget  to  be  ready  for  the 
Council  in  another  week.  At  that  time  the 
question  of  the  appropriation  for  this  bureau  will 
come  up.  I  would  ask,  therefore,  as  a  point  of 
information,  whether  the  appropriation  is  asked 
for  to  keep  that  office  running  until  it  gets  the  new 
appropriation? 

President  GALLAGHER— There  will  be  no 
appropriation  in  the  budget  for  the  employment 
office.     This  money  is  charged  to  Reserve    Fund. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  will  withdraw 
my  amendment,  and  will  be  glad  to  let  the  pro- 
posed $5,000  amendment  stand. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  was  glad  to 
hear  Councilor  Dowd's  remarks  concerning  the 
Mayor's  reference  to  an  order  which  I  have  the 
privilege  of  belonging  to,  an  order  which  the 
chief  executive  of  our  city  has  dragged  into  cheap 
politics,  namely,  the  M.  C.  O.  F.,  the  Massa- 
chusetts Catholic  Order  of  Foresters.  It  would 
seem  as  though  the  Mayor  of  Boston  would  have 
done  much  better  if  he  had  kept  race  and  religion 
out  of  politics.  One  would  think  that,  as  this 
order  is  regarded  by  the  Mayor,  it  was  the  Massa- 
chusetts Curley  Order  of  Foresters.  But  that 
honorable  order,  Mr.  President,  was  in  existence 
long  before  James  M.  Curley  was  ever  heard  of. 
That  order  was  insulted  by  the  Mayor  last  week 
when  he  dragged  it  into  politics,  when  he  claimed 
that  the  Massachusetts  Catholic  Order  of  Foresters 
was  insulted  because  one  member  of  the  City 
Council  took  issue  with  one  member  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Catholic  Order  of  Foresters  who  works 
in  the  Employment  Bureau,  claiming  that  that 
person  was  in  politics.  If  you  and  I  have  a  dis- 
pute, Mr.  President,  if  there  is  something  that 
comes  up  between  us  personally,  if  I  attack  you  on 
account  of  that,  I  don't  think  I  can  be  accused  of 
insulting  all  of  the  orders  to  which  you  belong. 
If  you  happen  to  belong  to  ten  or  twelve  civic 
orders,  am  I  insulting  the  orders  because  I  take 
issue  with  you?  You  know  better  than  that, 
Mr.  President,  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston  should 
know  better  than  that.  I  hope  that  within  the 
next  few  months  the  Mayor,  who  has  been  claim- 
ing that  religion  and  race  should  be  kept  out  of 
politics,  will  himself  keep  the  Massachusetts 
Catholic  Order  of  Foresters  and  other  organiza- 
tions out  of  his  cheap  politics. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  it  was  not  many 
weeks  ago  that  we  appropriated  some  thousands 
of  dollars  for  this  Employment  Bureau,  and  I 
think  they  still  have  money  enough  to  keep  them 
going  for  a  few  weeks.  I  move,  therefore,  that 
this  order  lie  on  the  table. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  declared 
lost.  Coun.  FISH  doubted  the  vote  and  the 
motion  was  lost  by  a  rising  vote. 

Coun.  Braekman's  amendment,  to  strike  out 
$35,000  and  insert  in  place  thereof  $5,000,  was 
carried,  yeas  17,  nays  1:

KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  think  you  do 
have  power  to  make  the  request,  and  I  ask  you 
to  request  the  chairman  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Committee  to  bring  in  a  report  upon  that  matter. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  again 
state  that  he  has  no  more  power  in  that  matter 
than  the  councilor. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
the  Chair  is  stating  the  situation  correctly.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  an  order  from  the 
City  Council  that  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested to  advise  what  the  present  plans  are  for 
expenditures  from  the  appropriation  of  $1,250,000 
for  airport  development. 

The  present  contract  for  filling  and  bulkhead 
work  brings  the  field  to  a  rough  grade.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  do  certain  grading,  surfacing  and 
drainage  work,  laying  of  electrical  conduits,  to 
complete  a  portion  of  the  extension  of  the  airport 
so  it  can  be  made  usable. 

A  part  of  this  work  can  be  started  in  July,  which 
will  give  us  a  runway  approximately  3,500  feet  to 
4,000  feet  long  east  and  west  and  a  north  and 
south  runway  2,800  feet  to  3,000  feet  long;  also  an 
additional  runway  northeast  and  southwest  which 
wilt  eliminate  the  taking  off  over  any  buildings. 

It  is  advisable  to  enter  into  this  work  just  as 
soon  as  possible  in  order  to  take  advantage  of 
present  low  prices. 

Following  is  an  estimate  of  the  approximate 
cost  for  doing  this  work:

DISAPPROVAL       OF       ACCEPTANCE       OF 
CHAPTER  94. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  30,  1932. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith  without  my 
signature,  and  disapproved,  the  order  for  the 
acceptance  of  chapter  94  of  the  Acts  of  1932, 
which  permits  taxpayers  to  pay  ninety  per  cent 
of  their  taxes  in  advance  and  obligates  the  city 
to  pay  six  per  cent  interest  on  any  money  so  paid. 
I  submitted  the  acceptance  of  this  act  to  the 
City  Council  with  two  objects  in  view.  The  lend- 
ing of  millions  of  dollars  by  the  banks  to  munici- 
pal corporations  in  anticipation  of  tax  receipts 
has,  in  the  past,  been  a  transaction  in  the  normal 
course  of  business,  and  with  a  normal  profit  to 
the  lender.  This  year,  for  reasons  which  may  or 
may  not  have  been  founded  on  logic  and  common 
sense,  the  situation,  between  August,  1931,  and 
January,  1932,  took  a  sudden  change. 

Loans  to  municipalities  whose  financial  condi- 
tion was  perfectly  sound  have  been  refused  in 
many  cases,  and  in  others  attempts  have  been 
made  to  substitute  government  by  the  lenders  for 
government  by  the  duly  elected  representatives 
of  the  people. 

Such  loans  as  were  made  were  at  a  rate  of  in- 
terest ranging  from  five  and  one  half  to  over  six 
per  cent.  If  such  profits  are  to  be  made  on  the 
people's  money  deposited  in  the  banks  one  of  the 
objects  which  would  be  accomplished  by  the 
acceptance  of  the  act  would  be  to  permit  the 
taxpayer,  who  was  willing  to  lend  his  money  to 
the  city,  to  get  his  share  of  these  profits. 

The  other  object  in  mind  was  that  the  prospect 
of  obtaining  money  from  the  taxpayers  direct 
might  serve  not  only  to  lessen  the  dependency  of 
the  city  upon  the  good  will  of  the  financial  interests 
but  also  tend  to  reduce  the  high  rate  of  interest. 
I  am  satisfied  from  recent  developments  that 
the  prospect  of  the  adoption  of  the  act  has  accom- 
plished this  purpose  and  in  view  of  the  probability 
that  the  city  can  obtain  temporary  money  during 
the  rest  of  the  year  at  such  rates  that  the  payment 
of  six  per  cent  interest  in  advance  tax  payments 
would  be  an  unjustifiable  burden  from  a  financial 
standpoint,  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my 
approval  of  the  order. 

There  is  nothing,  however,  to  prevent  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor  from  accepting  this  act 
on  short  notice  if  conditions  during  the  next  few 
months  warrant  it.

BUDGET  RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR   1932. 

The  following  was  received. 

Office  of  the  Mayor, 
Boston,  April  4,  1932. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — In  compliance  with  section  3  of  the 
amended  city  charter,  I  submit  herewith  my  budget 
recommendations  for  the  fiscal  year  1932  in  full 
segregated  form  in  substitution  for  the  lump  sum 
recommendations  submitted  on  January  26,  1932. 

These  recommendations  cover  five  main  appro- 
priation divisions,  namely,  city  maintenance  within 
the  tax  limit,  city  debt  requirements,  county 
maintenance,  county  debt  requirements,  and 
revenue  department  requirements.  The  appro- 
priations recommended  for  the  first  four  divisions 
will  be  included  in  the  computation  of  the  tax 
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rate  by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  while  the  appro- 
priations for  the  last  division  will  be  met  from  the 
income  received  by  the  several  revenue  departments 
of  the  city. 

The  grand  total  of  the  recommendations  for  the 
year  1932,  including  the  amounts  already  appro- 


priated for  Public  Welfare  and  Soldiers'  Relief,  is 
$53,374,601.05.  This  amount  represents  a  decrease 
of  $1,352,087.64  from  the  total  of  similar  budget 
recommendations  in  1931.  The  following  table 
indicates  in  comparative  form  the  appropriations 
by  divisions  for  this  year  and  last.

The  following  detailed  explanations  are  offered 
in  connection  with  the  five  groups  in  question: 

City  Maintenance. 
The  allowances  recommended  for  city  depart- 
ments within  the  tax  limit  total  $38,447,365.65. 
This  total  represents  a  reduction  of  $6,716,169.34 
from  the  estimates  as  originally  submitted  by 
department  officials,  and  is  $1,010,551.78  less 
than  the  total  of  appropriation  recommendations 
submitted  in  1931.  A  complete  statement  cover- 
ing the  changes  reflected  in  this  year's  budget 
from  that  of  last  year  was  submitted  by  the 
Budget  Commissioner  to  the  Committee  on  Munici- 
pal Finance  of  the  Legislature  on  February  17, 
1932.  This  statement  appeared  in  the  Febru- 
ary 27th  edition  of  the  City  Record,  and  for  this 
reason  it  is  not  considered  necessary  in  this  message 
to  repeat  the  facts  and  figures  as  there  presented. 

Appropriations  for  city  maintenance  are  listed 
in  this  year's  budget  under  64  departments  or 
divisions.  Of  this  number  47  show  appropria- 
tions less  than  in  1931;  three  show  appropriations 
the  same  as  in  1931;  one  indicates  an  increase  of 
less  than  $500;  seven  show  increases  of  less  than 
$5,000,  while  six  show  increases  ranging  from 
$15,000  to  $700,000. 

The  following  brief  comment  is  offered  in  con- 
nection with  reductions  made  in  certain  of  the 
departments  whose  appropriations  for  1932  are 
less  than  those  of  the  previous  year.  In  the 
Traffic  Commission  appropriations  made  in  former 
years  for  an  extensive  painting  program  during  the 
summer  months  and  for  the  installation  through- 
out the  city  of  traffic  signs,  beacons,  etc.,  have 
been  materially  reduced.  It  is  planned  this  year 
to  utilize  in  connection  with  any  painting  program 
that  may  be  necessary  the  services  of  men  now 
on  the  Public  Welfare  rolls.  In  view  of  the 
amounts  expended  within  the  last  year  for  the 
installation  of  automatic  traffic  signals,  it  iB  felt 
it  will  not  be  necessary  to  expend  this  year  the 
amount  spent  in  prior  years  for  signs,  beacons, 
and  other  traffic  devices.  In  the  Building  De- 
partment several  vacancies  existing  in  the  inspec- 
tional  forces  have  not  been  filled  for  the  reason 
that  the  falling  off  in  building  construction  would 
appear  to  make  such  positions  at  the  present  time 
unnecessary.  A  policy  has  been  established  this 
year  whereby  in  the  printing  of  City  Documents 
all  redundant  and  superfluous  material  will  be 
eliminated.  It  is  anticipated  material  savings 
will  result  from  such  a  policy.  In  the  Fire  De- 
partment anniversary  increases  for  privates  have 
been  suspended,  purchase  of  new  motor  apparatus 
has  been  reduced  to  the  minimum,  and  advantage 
has  been  taken  of  favorable  market  prices  prevail- 
ing so  as  to  effect  savings  in  the  purchase  of  uni- 
forms, hose,  fuel,  and  many  other  equipment  and 
supply  items.  In  the  Health  Department  savings 
are  anticipated  because  of  the  transfer  to  the 
Sanatorium  at  Mattapan  of  practically  all  Boston 
settled  cases  which  in  prior  years  have  been  taken 
care  of  in  State  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria.  This 
step  will  mean  a  material  reduction  in  the  payments 
made  in  former  years  to  the  state  for  the  hospitali- 
zation of  such  cases.  In  the  Hospital  Department 
advantage  has  been  taken  of  favorable  market 
prices,  and  material  savings  are  anticipated  in  the 
budget  items  for  food,  fuel,  medicines,  and  medical 


supplies.  In  the  Library  Department  it  has  been 
possible  because  of  the  amount  spent  in  recent 
years  for  repairs  and  alterations  at  the  Central 
Library  and  the  various  branches  to  make  a  mate- 
rial cut  this  year  in  the  appropriation  for  Plant 
Repairs.  The  appropriation  for  books  has  also 
been  slightly  reduced,  on  the  assumption  that 
because  of  general  price  reductions  it  will  be 
possible  to  purchase  at  least  the  same,  if  not  a 
greater  number  of  books  this  year  on  a  reduced 
allowance.  Appropriations  for  Public  Celebra- 
tions and  Conventions  have  been  reduced  to  the 
lowest  possible  minimum.  In  the  Park  Depart- 
ment advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  fact  that 
the  income  from  the  Parkman  Fund  may  be  used 
for  strictly  maintenance  purposes.  For  this 
year,  at  least,  no  special  construction  appropria- 
tions will  be  made  from  the  Parkman  Fund  in- 
come, and  the  money  so  released  will  be  used 
largely  for  the  pay  rolls  of  employees  working  on 
the  parks  and  playgrounds  to  which  the  income 
from  this  fund  may  be  applied.  In  the  Police 
Department  sliding  scale  increases  for  patrolmen 
have  been  suspended,  and  material  pay  roll  sav- 
ings have  been  made  through  an  agreement  with 
the  Police  Commissioner  that  vacancies  occurring 
in  the  ranks  of  patrolmen  will  not  be  filled  during 
the  current  year.  Savings  have  been  effected 
throughout  the  Public  Works  Department  by  the 
nonfilling  of  vacancies,  reductions  in  appropria- 
tions for  Plant  Repairs  and  purchase  of  new 
equipment,  by  taking  advantage  of  favorable 
market  prices  now  prevailing,  and  by  utilizing 
in  practically  every  branch  of  the  department  the 
services  of  those  men  who  are  receiving  unemploy- 
ment aid  from  the  Public  Welfare  Department. 

In  connection  with  those  departments  of  the  city 
whose  appropriations  show  an  increase  over  the 
allowances  for  1931  the  following  comments  are 
offered:  In  the  Assessing  Department  an  addi- 
tional allowance  of  $50,000  has  been  made  in  order 
to  facilitate  the  completion  of  block  plans  of  the 
city  by  the  end  of  the  current  year.  It  is  believed 
that  when  this  work  has  been  accomplished  it  will 
be  possible  to  put  into  effect  throughout  the  city  a 
uniform  and  equitable  system  for  the  assessment 
of  real  property.  Owing  to  the  fact  the  presi- 
dential and  state  elections  are  to  be  held  this  year, 
the  Election  Department  will  be  called  upon  to 
administer  two  election  functions  in  excess  of  last 
year.  These  extra  functions,  together  with  the 
creation  of  twenty-three  additional  precincts  in 
congested  wards,  have  made  necessary  an  addi- 
tional grant  of  approximately  $80,000  in  this 
department.  It  has  been  necessary  to  provide 
approximately  $50,000  additional  this  year  in 
the  appropriations  for  the  Long  Island  Hospital 
and  the  Sanatorium  at  Mattapan.  At  both  of 
these  institutions  the  opening  of  new  buildings 
during  the  past  year  has  resulted  in  increased 
population,  thus  making  necessary  additional 
grants  for  increased  personnel,  food,  fuel  and 
medicinal  supplies  and  equipment.  In  addition, 
at  the  Mattapan  Sanatorium  the  resident  medical 
staff  has  been  expanded  in  order  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health.  In  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  persons 
being  aided  by  the  city,  together  with  the  fact 
payments  under  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Act  will 
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be  made  for  a  full  year  as  against  four  months  in 
1931,  have  made  it  necessary  to  materially  increase 
the  appropriations  for  this  department.  The 
relief  appropriations  allowed  in  the  budget  total 
$7,000,000,  or  approximately  the  amount  expended 
by  the  department  last  year.  Since  at  the  present 
time  it  appears  the  total  expenditures  for  the  year 
will  equal  $10,000,000,  it  is  evident  that  additional 
appropriations  will  be  necessary  later  on  in  the 
year.  Just  how  much  more  will  be  required  will 
depend  largely  on  the  collections  to  be  realized 
from  the  pledges  secured  last  January  in  the  drive 
conducted  by  The  United  Boston  Unemployment 
Relief  Committee.  The  total  subscriptions  re- 
ceived at  that  time  were  in  excess  of  $3,000,000, 
and  under  the  plan  of  the  committee,  two  thirds 
of  the  total  collections  are  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  of  the  city  for  the 
relief  of  the  unemployed.  In  the  event  a  100  per 
cent  collection  of  pledges  is  realized  there  will  be 
made  available  for  disbursement  by  the  city  ap- 
proximately $2,000,000,  which,  with  the  appro- 
priations included  in  the  budget,  will  make  approxi- 
mately $9,000,000  available  for  disbursement  by 
the  Public  Welfare  Department.  The  collection 
of  pledges  will  not  be  completed  until  the  end  of 
June.  At  that  time  it  will  be  possible  to  determine 
more  accurately  just  what  additional  allowances 
may  be  necessary  within  the  tax  levy.  Appro- 
priations for  Soldiers'  Relief  included  in  the  current 
budget  equal  approximately  the  amount  expended 
by  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  in  1931.  From 
present  indications  the  expenditures  of  this  depart- 
ment will  run  in  excess  of  last  year.  Hence,  here 
again  a  supplementary  appropriation  may  be 
necessary  before  the  declaration  of  the  tax  rate. 


In  the  Supply  Department  a  new  system  for 
handling  requisitions  and  purchasing  supplies  is 
being  installed.  The  cost  of  this  installation, 
together  with  increased  personnel  necessary  to 
administer  the  same,  has  made  necessary  an  in- 
crease in  the  appropriations  for  this  department. 

City  Debt  Requirements. 
Appropriations  recommended  in  this  budget  for 
debt  requirements  of  the  city  during  the  current 
year  show  an  increase  of  $78,863.91  over  the  total 
requirements  of  last  year.  Because  of  the  uncer- 
tainty surrounding  the  interest  rates  which  the 
city  will  have  to  pay  during  the  year  on  temporary 
loans,  no  provision  has  been  made  for  this  item  in 
the  debt  requirements  herein  submitted.  It  is 
hoped  as  the  year  progresses  that  the  high  rate  of 
interest  in  effect  during  the  early  part  of  the  year 
will  be  materially  reduced.  In  order  that  a  closer 
approximation  of  the  interest  requirements  on 
temporary  loans  may  be  made  than  is  possible  at 
the  present  moment,  it  has  been  deemed  expedient 
to  defer  the  necessary  appropriation  for  this  item 
until  later  on  in  the  year. 

County  Maintenance. 

Appropriations  for  county  maintenance  herein 
recommended  are  $260,997.33  less  than  the  esti- 
mates submitted  by  county  officers  and  $91,645.54 
less  than  the  total  appropriations  made  for  county 
purposes  in  1931. 

The  following  table  indicates  by  groups  the 
manner  in  which  county  appropriations  have  been 
allocated:

The  item  of  overlay  in  the  above  table  represents 
the  additional  cost  which  must  be  borne  this  year  as 
a  result  of  pay  roll  adjustments  made  during  the 
course  of  the  previous  year.  Since  these  adjust- 
ments were  effective  for  only  a  part  of  1931,  it  was 
not  necessary  in  that  year  to  appropriate  on  a  full 
year  basis.  The  necessity  is  present,  however, 
this  year,  and  as  a  natural  result  increased  pay  roll 
allowances  must  be  made.  Provisions  have  been 
made  in  the  county  service  for  five  new  positions. 
Three  of  these  have  been  allowed  in  the  custodial 
service  at  the  courthouse  in  order  to  provide  for 
the  proper  cleaning  and  maintenance  of  court 
rooms  and  various  county  offices  in  this  building. 
An  additional  fireman's  position  has  been  allowed 
at  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  in  order  to  properly 
balance  the  power  room  force  at  this  institution. 
In  the  Dorchester  District  Court  an  extra  clerical 
assistant's  place  has  been  provided  because  of 
the  great  increase  in  business  which  has  occurred  in 
this  court  within  the  last  nine  months.  Because 
of  the  fact  the  current  year  is  a  leap  year  carrying 
with  it  one  extra  day  of  service,  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  provide  for  those  county  employees  paid  on 
a  per  diem  basis  additional  amounts  in  order  to 
compensate  for  the  extra  day's  work  to  be  per- 
formed during  the  current  year.  In  accordance 
with  the  general  policy  maintained  in  city  depart- 
ments, certain  reductions  or  savings  have  been 
realized  by  not  filling  vacancies  wherever  possible. 
In  addition,  savings  have  also  been  realized  under 
the  workings  of  the  County  Compensation  Plan 
because  of  the  fact  where  it  has  been  necessary  to 
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fill  vacancies  caused  by  retirement  or  death,  such 
appointments  have  been  made  at  the  minima  of 
the  various  groups. 

Appropriations  for  temporary  employees  and 
for  overtime  payments  have  been  reduced  in 
accordance  with  a  general  budgetary  policy  of 
limiting  sucli  appropriations  to  the  lowest  possible 
minimum. 

Contractual  Service. 

County  appropriations  under  this  group  show  a 
decrease  of  .$75,894.70  from  similar  appropriations 
of  last  year.  This  reduction  is  caused  largely  by 
estimated  savings  in  the  operation  of  the  central 
courts  of  the  county.  The  estimates  received 
from  these  courts  show  anticipated  reductions  in 
the  expenditures  for  jurors,  master's  services  and 
witness  fees,  stenographic  service,  transportation 
charges  in  connection  with  the  return  of  prisoners 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  county,  and  finally  in 
the  printing  and  binding  of  county  lists  and 
dockets.  Whether  these  anticipated  savings  will 
be  actually  realized  will  depend  largely  on  the 
volume  of  business  handled  by  the  courts  during 
the  current  year. 

Equipment. 

County  appropriations  under  this  group  show 
a  reduction  of  $20,664.03  from  similar  appropria- 
tions for  last  year.  Under  a  general  budgetary 
policy  of  limiting  the  purchase  of  equipment  dur- 
ing the  current  year  to  items  of  absolute  neces- 
sity, it  has  been  possible  to  reduce  appropriations 
for  office  furniture  and  fittings,  office  equipment, 
and  motor  vehicles.  A  material  saving  has  also 
been  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  County 
Classification  Plan  in  the  item  covering  the  pur- 
chase of  uniforms  for  court  officers.  In  former 
years  it  was  mandatory  to  provide  for  such  uni- 
forms each  year,  but  as  matters  now  stand  uniforms 
are  provided  at  the  expense  of  the  county  only 
when  actually  needed. 

Supplies. 
County  appropriations  under  this  group  show 
a  reduction  of  $18,891  from  similar  appropriations 
of  1931.  Despite  increases  in  population  at  the 
two  county  correctional  institutions,  it  has  been 
possible  to  realize  savings  in  the  purchase  of  food- 
stuffs and  fuel  because  of  favorable  market  prices 
now  prevailing.  This  last  factor  has  also  con- 
tributed to  reductions  made  in  the  appropriations 
for  office  supplies  in  the  various  county  depart- 
ments, together  with  an  expressed  willingness  on 
the  part  of  county  officials  to  economize  this  year 
in  this  particular  item. 

Materials. 
The  almost  negligible  increase  indicated  under 
this  particular  group  is  occasioned  by  the  necessity 
of  providing  improved  exterior  lighting  facilities 
at  the  House  of  Correction  because  of  the  rapid 
filling  in  of  Shirley  Gut,  the  stretch  of  water  which 
separates  the  institution  from  the  mainland. 

Special  Items. 
The  increase  of  approximately  $2,200  indicated 
under  this  group  may  be  attributed  to  economic 
conditions     prevailing     within     the     community 


Under  existing  law  the  county  is  obliged  to  con- 
tribute to  the  support  of  families  of  prisoners  when- 
ever it  is  apparent  the  sentenced  man  is  the  main 
support  of  the  family.  Because  of  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  inmates  at  the  two  county  correc- 
tional institutions,  appropriations  for  Care  of 
Dependents  show  an  increase  of  approximately 
$6,000  over  those  of  last  year.  This  increase  has 
been  offset  within  the  group  by  reductions  in  the 
appropriations  for  Pensions  and  for  Workmen's 
Compensation.  In  these  latter  items  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  persons  entitled  to  such  payments 
is  responsible  for  the  decrease. 

Miscellaneous. 
The  increase  of  $565  indicated  under  this  group 
is  occasioned  by  increased  requirements  by  the 
Probation  Departments  of  the  different  courts  in 
the  matter  of  travel  and  other  expense  items  in- 
curred in  the  investigation  of  cases. 

County  Debt  Requirements. 

County  debt  requirements  for  the  current  year 
are  $2,373.49  less  than  similar  requirements  in 
1931.  This  reduction  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
amount  of  county  debt  maturing  during  the  year 
1931  exceeded  the  amount  issued,  thus  result- 
ing in  a  reduction  in  the  outstanding  debt  of  the 
county.  Because  of  this  fact,  interest  require- 
ments for  the  year  1932  are  less  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

Revenue  Departments. 

Appropriations  for  the  Printing  Department, 
Publication  of  the  City  Record  and  for  the  Water 
Service  show  a  reduction  of  $326,380.74  over 
appropriations  for  last  year.  The  major  part  of 
this  reduction  is  to  be  found  in  the  appropriations 
for  the  latter  division,  where  economies  similar  to 
those  described  for  the  regular  departments  of  the 
city  have  been  put  into  effect. 

Conclusion. 
I  regret  that  it  is  necessary,  once  again,  for  me  to 
direct  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  necessity 
for  giving  prompt  and  immediate  consideration  to 
the  budget  recommendations  herewith  submitted. 
Under  existing  law  departments  may  expend,  prior 
to  the  passage  of  the  budget,  amounts  not  in  excess 
of  "one-third  the  entire  amount  appropriated  for 
the  department  during  the  previous  year."  The 
time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  this  limit  will 
be  reached  in  many  of  the  city  departments,  hence 
it  is  desirable,  in  order  that  there  may  be  no  estoppel 
of  municipal  activities,  that  an  early  passage  of 
the  budget  be  secured.  This  recommendation  is 
made  without  any  desire  or  intent  to  interfere  with 
the  orderly  and  careful  consideration  of  the  budget 
by  your  honorable  body.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
under  the  workings  of  the  tax  limit  law,  it  is  impos- 
sible to  submit  the  budget  to  the  Council  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  city  charter  — 
namely,  within  thirty  days  after  the  beginning  of 
the  fiscal  year.  I  respectfully  recommend  adop- 
tion of  the  appropriation  and  tax  orders  herewith 
submitted.

OPENING   OF  STORES  FOR  BUSINESS  ON 
HOLIDAYS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  attention  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  has  been  directed  to  a  plan  practically 
decided  upon  by  the  Retail  Trade  Board  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to  keep  retail  establish- 
ments, including  department  stores,  open  for 
business  on  Patriots'  Day  (April  19) ;  and 

Whereas,  For  the  third  successive  year  this 
group  has  sought  to  destroy  a  patriotic  spirit  of 
observance  of  days  set  apart  to  do  honor  to  our 
nation's  heroes,  first,  by  a  deliberate  ignoring  of 
Armistice  Day  since  its  adoption  as  a  legal  holi- 
day; second,  by  adding  Bunker  Hill  Day  last  year, 
and  this  year  the  added  insult  of  substituting  com- 
mercial greed  for  patriotic  principle  in  the  observ- 
ance of  that  day  set  apart  to  do  honor  to  the 
patriotic  sons  of  Massachusetts  whose  valor  and 
heroism  on  the  fields  of  Concord  and  Lexington 
ushered  in  that  war  upon  the  outcome  of  which 
our  liberties  were  made  possible;  and 

Whereas,  Prompted  solely  by  motives  that  are 
distinctly  commercial,  the  membership  of  this 
Board,  will,  unless  checked,  continue  to  nullify  the 
purposes  for  which  our  holidays  were  established, 
and  by  publicly  manifesting  a  love  of  money  in 
preference  to  love  of  country,  contribute  to  the 
stifling  of  patriotic  impulse;  and 

Whereas,  The  forces  of  anarchy  and  communism 
are  waging  incessant  battle  to  destroy  our  cher- 
ished institutions  and  to  substitute  the  red  flag 
for  our  stars  and  stripes,  it  is  our  judgment  that 
those  who  have  faith  in  America,  who  have  pros- 
pered under  her  ennobling  banners,  have  enjoyed 
her  liberties  and  rest  secure  in  the  folds  of  her  pro- 
tection, derive  their  livelihood  within  the  confines 
of  her  land,  and  receive  the  patronage  of  her  citi- 
zens, should  be  leaders  in  the  fight  to  keep  American 
liberties  intact  rather  than  serve  as  allies  of  her 
enemies;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  in  meeting  assembled,  this  fourth 
day  of  April,  1932,  do  hereby  register  emphatic 
protest  against  this  unpatriotic  action,  and  give 
indorsement  to  such  legislation  that  may  be 
necessary  to  insure  the  proper  observance  of  all 
legal  holidays  strictly  in  accord  with  the  manner 
that  the  Sabbath  is  today  observed  through  legis- 
lative enactment. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  resolutions  will 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  these  resolutions 
are  presented  for  the  purpose  of  setting  forth  the 
importance  of  allowing  the  people  to  properly  cele- 
brate legal  holidays,  so  that  our  younger  children 
may  be  inspired  by  the  deeds  of  our  heroes  of  the 
past.  There  has  been  an  attempt  on  the  part  of 
the  Boston  Retail  Board  to  do  away  with  the  cele- 
bration of  holidays  to  the  extent  of  keeping  busi- 
ness houses  open  on  those  days.  I  would,  there- 
fore, like  to  ask  the  President  of  the  Council  to 
refer  these  resolutions  to  the  Executive  Committee 
instead  of  to  the  Committee  on  Rules,  so  that  we 
may  have  presented  in  the  Executive  Committee 
the  arguments  pro  and  con.  I  would,  therefore, 
ask  the  President  to  change  his  ruling  and  refer 
this  to  the  Executive  Committee,  where  it  can  be 
argued.

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  arrange 
for   the   assignment   of   a   traffic   officer,   day   and 
night,  at  the  intersection  of  West  Newton  street, 
Columbus  avenue  and  Warren  avenue,  Ward  4. 

Coun.      ROBERTS— Mr.     President,     over     a 
period  of  two  years,  according  to  the  records  of 


the  Traffic  Commissioner,  there  have  been  forty- 
four  accidents  at  these  intersections,  twenty-six 
of  which  have  involved  serious  injury  and  one  of 
which  recently  has  resulted  fatally,  due  to  a  colli- 
sion between  a  truck  and  a  gasolene  car.  The 
street  was  flooded  with  gasolene  at  the  time,  and 
if  it  had  not  been  for  speedy  action  by  the  Fire 
Department  and  by  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment there  might  have  been  extensive  damage 
to  the  city.  I  say  that  if  the  city  cannot  afford  to 
place  traffic  lights  there  it  should  certainly  place  a 
traffic  officer  there  day  and  night. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  OF  RULES. 

Coun.  CURTIS  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  rules  of  the  City  Council  be 
amended  bv  adding  the  following  two  paragraphs 
to  Rule  12: 

Any  motion,  order  or  resolution  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  presiding  officer  does  not  have  a 
direct  bearing  on  the  business  of  the  Council  shall 
be  referred  without  debate  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules  and  shall  not  be  further  considered  by  the 
Council  except  upon  report  by  that  committee. 
There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
Chair  hereunder,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  subject 
to  suspension. 

The  Committee  on  Rules  may  report  that  any 
motion,  order  or  resolution  so  referred  to  it  is  out 
of  order  because  not  having  a  direct  bearing  on  the 
business  of  the  Council,  and  its  report  shall  be  a 
final  disposition  of  the  matter,  subject  to  an  appeal 
which  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  provisions 
as  those  governing  appeals  from  rulings  of  the 
presiding  officer. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
ask  that  this  order  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules.  Mr.  President,  we  have  seen  in  this 
honorable  body  an  ever-increasing  tide  of  orders 
and  resolutions  introduced  on  matters  which  have 
not  the  slightest  relation  to  the  business  of  the 
Council.  There  is  a  danger  that  the  dignity 
and  importance  which  should  attach  to  the  City 
Council  of  this  city  will  be  impaired  through  such 
unparliamentary  proceedings.  The  spectacle  of 
our  galleries  crowded  with  people  who  are  ap- 
parently anticipating  a  vaudeville  performance 
and  whose  expectations  are  sometimes  not  dis- 
appointed, is  part  of  the  evidence  of  this  danger, 
and  the  conduct  of  some  of  the  spectators  who 
applaud  occasional  examples  of  unparliamentary 
language  and  behavior  is  cumulative  evidence  of 
the  same  thing.  There  is  a  wide  field  of  endeavor 
open  to  the  members  of  the  City  Council  to 
improve  the  service  of  the  city  by  healthy  criti- 
cism and  inquiry,  and  no  one  is  more  ready  than 
I  to  oppose  any  measure  which  does  not  seem 
in  the  interest  of  the  city,  but  criticism  and  inquiry 
can  be  conducted  without  unwarranted  intrusion 
into  extraneous  affairs.  One  would  think  that 
with  the  normal  business  of  the  Council  augmented 
by  the  problems  brought  on  by  the  depression 
of  the  last  two  years  there  would  be  sufficient 
business  to  occupy  the  attention  of  the  members 
of  the  Council.  But  such  business  is  occasionally 
too  confining  for  efforts  of  members,  and  from  time 
to  time  we  find  ourselves  involved  in  the  settle- 
ment of  the  problems  of  the  whole  world.  One 
day  we  pledge  allegiance  to  "Al"  Smith,  the 
next  day  we  take  sideB  in  the  election  in  Ireland. 
We  tell  the  public  utilities  corporations  how  to 
run  their  business,  we  pass  resolutions  on  the 
eighteenth  amendment,  the  veterans'  bonus,  the 
reduction  of  armaments,  the  agricultural  market 
act.  Nearly  all  of  these  matters  outside  the  scope 
of  city  business  are  matters  which  are  subjects 
for  consideration  by  some  other  legislative  body 
elected  by  the  people  and  in  possession  of  facts 
and  arguments  of  which  we  have  no  knowledge 
or  opportunity  for  knowledge.  It  may  be  well 
to  pause  and  consider  what  our  attitude  would  be 
if  the  Legislature  or  Congress  attempted  to  tell 
us  how  to  act  on  a  city  matter.  So  far  we  have 
not  congratulated  or  sympathized  with  Mahatma 
Ghandi  or  Von  Hindenburg  or  Mussolini,  but 
it  is  only  a  matter  of  a  short  time  before  we  will 
be  called  upon  to  do  so,  unless  there  is  a  change 
in  our  ways.  I  find  no  fault  with  any  individual 
member,  in  fact,  we  are  all  more  or  less  at  fault. 
The  custom  has  slowly  grown  up  and  I  believe 
that  it  has  resulted  in  harm  to  the  prestige,  value 
and  dignity  of  the  Council.  This  body  has  in  my 
humble  opinion  accomplished  a  lot,  and  has 
assisted  in   a  great  many  improvements  in   city 
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affairs,  and  it  would  in  my  opinion  be  a  mis- 
fortune for  this  body  to  undermine  or  negative 
its  efforts  and  its  influence  by  further  indulgence 
in  intemperate  debate  and  intrusion  in  matters 
in  which  our  participation  causes  resentment  and 
in  which  our  influence  is  zero. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  before  this 
order  is  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules,  which 
I  believe  is  known  as  the  graveyard  of  the  City 
Council,  I  would  like  to  say  just  a  word.  I 
don't  know  who  is  the  instigator  of  this  order 
that  our  charming  Back  Bay  councilor  has  intro- 
duced here  today;  but  I  think  when  the  time 
arrives  that  the  members  of  the  City  Council  do 
not  have  freedom  of  speech  on  the  floor  of  this 
chamber,  it  will  be  high  time  to  disband  the 
Council.  Perhaps  the  councilor  from  Ward  5 
(Coun.  Curtis)  is  in  close  contact  with  the  affairs 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  It  is  possible,  however, 
that  he  does  not  have  people  running  to  him  with 
their  troubles,  going  to  his  office  or  appealing  to 
him  in  City  Hall  or  at  his  home,  as  is  the  case 
with  a  number  of  other  members  of  the  body. 
I  might  say,  from  my  two  and  one-half  years' 
experience  in  the  City  Council  and  around  this 
chamber — and  I  do  not  say  this  in  an  insulting 
sense — that  I  have  never  seen  the  councilor  from 
Ward  5  here  mornings  or  afternoons,  except  on 
our  meeting  days. 

Coun.  CURTIS — I  have  been  here  a  great  deal. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  know  that  people  come  to  me 
with  all  kinds  of  requests  to  do  this,  that  and  the 
other,  and  I  think  it  is  getting  to  a  pretty  bad 
pass  when  a  member  cannot  stand  up  here  and 
represent  40,000  or  50,000  people,  men,  women 
and  children,  in  his  district  or  in  this  city,  upon 
matters  in  which  they  are  interested.  As  I  look 
at  it,  that  is  what  we  are  here  for.  So  I  simply 
wish  to  say  these  few  words  before  the  order  is 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules,  the  grave- 
yard of  the  City  Council.  When  the  time  arrives 
that  members  of  this  City  Council  cannot  say 
anything  on  the  floor  of  the  body  upon  matters 
affecting  those  whom  they  represent,  in  any 
respect,  it  will  be  time  for  the  City  Councilors  to 
go  to  that  window  and  dive  out,  and  the  member 
of  the  Back  Bay  should  be  the  first  one  out. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules. 


VACANCIES    IN    POLICE     DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  fill 
all  vacancies  now  existing  in  the  police  force  and 
to  assign  the  new  appointees  to  the  Dorchester 
district. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  for  the  last  two 
or  three  months  Dorchester  has  been  a  hotbed  of 
burglaries  and  hold-ups.  It  has  got  so  bad  out 
there  that  people  are  afraid  to  venture  out  of 
their  homes  evenings  for  fear  that  they  will  be 
waylaid  in  the  dark,  or  that  their  homes  will  be 
robbed  when  they  are  out.  I  know  of  no  better 
way  to  deal  with  the  situation  than  to  fill  the 
vacancies  in  the  Police  Department,  and  I  then 
trust  that  a  proper  number  of  men  will  be  assigned 
to  Dorchester. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

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Commission  to  thoroughly  investigate  the  award- 
ing of  and  the  completion  of  the  contract  for  the 
building  of  the  police  boat,  "Stephen  J.  O'Meara," 
together  with  the  circumstances  under  which  the 
drawing  up  of  the  specifications  were  awarded  to 
Munroe  &  Munroe. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  we  have  an 
order  before  our  body  asking  for  an  appropriation 
of  $350,000  for  a  boat  or  boats  for  the  Institutions 
Department.  In  that  connection,  we  all  know 
that  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  criticism  of  the 
"Michael  J.  Perkins,"  since  it  went  into  operation, 
and  I  understand  that  it  might  be  ordered  out  of 
the  service  by  the  inspectors  at  any  time.  I  be- 
lieve it  would  be  well  at  this  time,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, with  the  city  boat  situation  as  it 
exists  in  our  harbor,  for  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
request  the  Boston  Finance  Commission  to  thor- 
oughly investigate  the  awarding  of  and  the  com- 
pletion of  the  contract  for  the  building  of  the 
police  boat  "Stephen  J.  O'Meara,"  a  boat  which  I 
understand  has  cost  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars. 
That  boat  has  never  been  right,  and  can  never  be 
made  right.  It  would  be  better  for  the  city  to 
take  her  out  of  the  water  than  to  go  on  with  her. 
She  is  the  talk  of  the  waterfront.  Her  engines  are 
not  right,  the  boilers  are  not  right,  the  construc- 
tion from  the  hull  up  is  not  right,  and  she  is  unable 
to  properly  operate.  Even  when  the  Police  Com- 
missioner made  the  trial  trip  on  her,  she  broke 
down.  We  are  now  asked  to  approve  an  appropria- 
tion of  $350,000  for  a  new  steamer  for  the  Institu- 
tions Department,  and  that  matter  is  in  committee 
at  the  present  time.  Therefore,  I  would  like  to 
call  attention  at  this  time  to  what  has  been  going 
on  in  this  matter  of  steamers  in  the  service  of  the 
city  in  our  harbor,  so  that  we  may  at  least  have 
in  mind  that  things  are  not  right  and  have  not 


been  right,  and  take  warning  for  the  future.  We 
have  in  this  steamer  "Stephen  J.  O'Meara"  a 
boat  which  is  unable  to  operate.  I  understand 
that  the  plans  were  drawn  up  by  a  concern  one 
member  of  which  was  merely  a  yachtsman  in  the 
summertime,  for  'a  few  months,  and  the  other 
fellow  a  draftsman  connected  with  a  yachting 
company,  and  entirely  unfamiliar  with  naval 
architecture  or  engineering.  The  result  is  that 
the  engines  are  not  of  the  proper  type  for  the  con- 
densers, that  the  condensers  are  not  of  the  proper 
type,  that  old  Scotch  boilers,  considered  old- 
fashioned  fifty  years  ago,  have  been  installed;  that 
she  is  unable  to  do  anything  in  the  harbor  when 
the  wind  is  blowing, —  and  there  is  a  brand  new 
boat  that  has  cost  the  City  of  Boston  a  quarter  of 
a  million  dollars. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ANNUITY    TO    WIDOW    OF    WILLIAM    M. 
LYNCH. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following:

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.School  Committee  failed  to  secure  the  appropriat- 
ing power  necessary  to  carry  out  this  program 
it  was  necessary  to  exclude  grading  and  similar 
items  and  concentrate  upon  actual  building  needs. 
The  Jamaica  Plain  High  School  item  was  therefore 
eliminated. 

It  now  seems  to  the  committee  that  it  will  be 
advisable  to  endeavor  to  care  for  urgent  grading 
items  from  unexpended  balances  of  land  and 
building  items  that  may  from  time  to  time  be 
available  for  the  purpose.  The  committee  trusts 
that  in  this  way  it  will  be  possible  eventually  to 
provide  for  the  grading  of  the  land  adjoining  the 
Jamaica  Plain  High  School.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RULES. 

Coun.  GREEN,  for  the  Committee  on  Rules, 
submitted  report  as  follows: 

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  April  4)  that 
Rule  12  of  City  Council  rules  be  amended  by 
adding  that  any  motion,  order  or  resolution 
which  in  opinion  of  presiding  officer  has  not  direct 
bearing  on  business  of  Council  be  referred  without 
debate  to  Committee  on  Rules  and  not  be  further 
considered  by  Council  except  upon  report  by  that 
committee,  there  being  no  appeal  from  decision 
of  Chair,  and  the  rule  not  subject  to  suspension; 
also  that  committee  may  report  any  motion, 
order  or  resolution  so  referred  as  out  of  order,  said 
report  to  be  a  final  disposition  of  the  matter, 
subject  to  appeal — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  have  that  order  read  again,  so  that  I  may  be 
sure  what  I  am  talking  upon. 
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(The  clerk  again  read  the  order.) 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  hope  that 
the  councilor  from  the  Back  Bay  who  introduced 
this  order  did  so  of  his  own  volition,  that  he  was 
not  an  agent  for  any  individual  or  concern  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  It  seems  to  me,  however,  that 
the  order  had  its  origin  on  the  second  floor  of 
City  Hall,  in  the  Mayor's  office,  and  that  the 
councilor,  perhaps  unconsciously,  was  the  victim 
of  trickery  in  introducing  this  order  which  would 
cut  off  freedom  of  speech  on  the  floor  of  the  Coun- 
cil. I  had  intended  to  sit  through  the  meeting 
today  and  have  nothing  to  say,  but  I  cannot 
allow  an  injustice  of  this  kind  to  go  by  without 
at  least  expressing  my  opinion.  Mr.  President, 
I  know  that  the  people  of  my  district — I  don't 
know  about  other  districts — send  me  here  to 
express  what  is  in  my  mind  of  matters  of  interest 
to  them,  not  only  the  business  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  but  other  matters  in  which  they  are 
concerned.  I  certainly  do  not  know  why,  after 
so  many  years  of  functioning  without  any  such 
rule,  such  a  peculiar  rule  now  comes  before  the 
members  of  the  Council  for  adoption.  For  years 
and  years  the  City  Council  has  been  allowed  to 
memorialize  Congress  on  matters  of  legislation 
that  the  members  thought  beneficial  or  prejudicial 
to  their  constituents.  Why  it  is  that  now,  when 
we  are  going  into  the  third  year  of  this  adminis- 
tration, such  an  order  as  this  is  introduced,  to 
stop  fair  criticism  by  members  of  the  City  Council, 
is  something  that  I  cannot  understand.  I  suppose 
the  answer  is  that  the  Mayor  realizes  that  the 
minority  in  the  City  Council  are  finally  control- 
ling the  city,  that  they  have  the  sympathy  of 
four-fifths  of  the  people  of  Boston,  because  the 
people  know  that  the  minority  of  the  City  Council 
are  not  getting  up  here  for  the  fun  of  it,  are  not 
wasting  their  energy  on  foolish  orders,  but  are 
expressing  their  views  upon  things  as  they  see 
them.  Whether  some  members  of  the  Council 
on  the  Rules  Committee  dissented,  I  do  not  know. 
Certainly,  I  cannot  understand  why  we  should 
not  continue,  as  we  have  in  the  past,  to  memo- 
rialize members  of  the  Legislature  or  of  Congress 
upon  matters  affecting  the  interests  of  our  con- 
stituents. We,  in  a  sense,  Mr.  President,  are  a 
branch  of  the  Legislature,  and  if  the  Legislature 
has  the  power  to  memorialize  Congress  on  some 
matter  that  deeply  concerns  the  people  of  Boston 
or  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  so  far  as  it  affects 
the  constituents  in  our  respective  districts,  cer- 
tainly the  City  Council  should  have  the  same 
power.  Again,  Mr.  President,  with  all  due 
respect  to  you,  sir,  I  feel  that  the  power  here 
proposed  is  too  much  power  for  any*  President  to 
have.  The  President  is  only  a  member  of  the 
City  Council  who  happens  to  have  the  sanction 
of  the  man  downstairs  on  the  second  floor,  in 
order  to  be  President  of  the  Council  for  one  year. 
But  he  does  not  differ  from  any  other  member 
of  the  Council,  and  perhaps  in  many  oases — I 
do  not  say  that  it  is  so  in  your  case,  Mr.  President, 
— he  is  not  half  as  good  as  some  other  members 
of  the  Council  may  be.  But  I  certainly  do  not 
believe  that  the  President  should  have  the  power, 
when  a  minority  man  in  the  City  Council  intro- 
duces an  order  memorializing  the  Legislature  or 
Congress  in  regard  to  certain  legislation  that  is 
before  either  body,  or  introduces  any  order  upon 
a  matter  of  interest  to  the  people  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  cut  off  debate  upon  it.  I  think,  for 
instance,  that  the  people  of  Boston  are  very 
much  interested  in  the  labor  movement.  I  think 
the  people  of  Boston  want  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  and  want  the  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  speak  up,  when  they  see  their  so-called 
leaders  double-crossing  and  selling  out  the  men 
in  the  ranks.  So,  I  think  it  is  up  to  us  to  Bpeak 
up  in  such  cases.  I  think  the  people  of  Irish 
extraction  here  in  Boston  want  to  see  a  free 
Ireland  in  the  future,  and  after  the  treatment 
that  was  received  by  de  Valera  when  he  appeared 
here,  at  the  hands  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  I  think 
it  was  only  fitting  and  proper  that  I  should  have 
introduced  an  order  some  time  ago  putting  the 
Council  on  record  as  wishing  de  Valera  well  in 
his  attempt  to  get  for  the  Irish  what  they  are 
entitled  to,  and  what  almost  every  other  country 
has — independence.  I  say  further,  that  it  is 
time  for  the  Council  to  dissolve  if  we  are  to  shut 
off  debate  when  a  councilor  introduces  an  order. 
I  say  that  debate  is  a  healthy  thing.  Debate 
often  brings  out  facts  and  arguments  on  one  side 
that  those  on  the  other  side  did  not  realize  existed. 
Many  a  time  I  have  opposed  orders  introduced 
by  the  members,  and  after  they  have  spoken  I 
have  seen  the  logic  of  the  orders  and  have  accord- 


ingly changed  my  vote,  favoring  orders  that  I 
had  previously  opposed.  I  know  that  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  City  Council,  before  he  is  elected  to 
that   office,    has    to    have    the   sanction    and    the 

0  K  of  the  czar  of  Boston,  James  Myself  Curley; 
and  this  rule  is  undoubtedly  introduced,  among 
other  reasons,  to  stifle  any  member  of  the  City 
Council  who  favors  Smith  for  President — and  there 
are  two  such  members  on  the  Smith  slate — from 
having  his  say  before  the  presidential  primaries 
on  April  26,  That  is  one  of  the  reasons  why 
this  rule  is  being  put  through  here  today.  The 
order  was  introduced  last  week,  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Rules,  and  you  report  favor- 
ably upon  it  today.  I  have  had  orders  introduced 
since  the  first  of  January  this  year  that  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  no  report 
was  brought  back  one  way  or  the  other  upon 
them.  Now,  if  the  councilor  from  the  Back  Bay 
(Coun.  Curtis)  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  as  his 
boss,  think  they  are  going  to  cut  off  Councilor 
Kelly  from  having  his  say  in  favor  of  the  greatest 
Democrat  of  all  time,  and  the  man  whom  the 
Democrats  of  the  City  of  Boston  will  vote  for 
10  to  1  on  April  26,  they  are  greatly  mistaken. 
The  Mayor  only  a  week  ago  Friday  came  into 
my  district  and  made  a  statement,  starting  off 
by  saying — knowing  that  I  was  not  there — "If 
there  is  any  man  who  haB  any  reason  why  he 
should  not  be  for  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  for 
President,  let  him  step  forward  and  state  it." 
He  waited  a  moment,  and  then  made  the  remark, 
"Well,  it  is  the  same  way  all  over  the  city." 
Some  of  the  boys  came  down  to  my  home  and 
informed  me  that,  in  the  central  part  of  my  ward, 
in  the  school  I  graduated  from,  any  person  was 
challenged  to  take  the  platform  and  give  any 
bona  fide  reasons  why  he  was  not  with  Roosevelt. 

1  accordingly  waited  until  the  Mayor  got  through 
and  he  had  received  his  applause,  and  then  I 
accosted  him — although  the  papers  did  not  print 
it,  saying,  "Mr.  Mayor,  do  you  want  to  know 
why  I  am  with  Al  Smith  for  President?"  He 
simply  said,  "Go  away!  Go  away!"  Now,  the 
councilor  from  the  Back  Bay  or  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  may  think  they  are  going  to  accomplish 
the  purpose  of  cutting  off  anything  of  that  sort, 
by  introducing  this  rule,  and  that  is  why  we  have 
a  favorable  report  come  out  from  the  Committee 
on  Rules  so  quickly.  But  I  am  sure  that  the 
members  of  the  Council,  when  they  are  put  on 
roll  call — and  I  am  going  to  place  them  on  roll 
call — will  not  be  a  party  to  any  rule  that  is  going 
to  shut  off  one  or  two  members  who  happen  to 
have  the  honor  of  being  on  the  Smith  slate  from 
having  something  to  say  about  the  greatest 
Democrat  of  all  time.  The  people  want  to  hear 
about  that  man,  even  though  you  may  say  it  is 
a  national  matter.  The  people  of  my  district 
are  concerned  on  the  question  of  who  is  to  be 
the  next  President,  and  they  want  me  to  go  out 
and  do  my  best  for  the  man  whom  they  think 
is  best  qualified  to  represent  them.  And  I  think 
that  man,  without  question  of  doubt,  is  none 
other  than  "Al"  Smith.  I  trust  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  today  will  not  vote  to  sustain 
the  report  of  the  Rules  Committee,  so  that  when 
a  man  introduces  an  order  he  cannot  have  his 
say  at  that  time,  but  will  have  to  wait  until 
afterwards,  until  a  time  when  his  remarks  will 
do  no  good.  Under  this  proposed  rule,  if  another 
member  of  the  City  Council  or  myself  introduces 
an  order,  and  it  is  immediately  decided  to  be  out 
of  order,  there  can  be  no  remarks  or  explanation 
of  it.  Do  not  deny  to  a  man  who  is  elected  by 
the  voters  of  the  city  an  expression  of  his  views 
upon  an  order  which  he  has  introduced  dealing 
with  a  matter  in  which  his  constituents  are  inter- 
ested. In  closing,  I  trust  that  the  members  of 
this  Council  will  not  vote  upon  roll  call  to  sustain 
this  report,  even  though  they  may  like  to  agree 
with  the  Chairman  of  the  Rules  Committee,  the 
councilor  from  Charlestown  (Coun.  Green). 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  being  a  member 
of  the  Rules  Committee — although  I  was  not 
present  at  the  meeting — and  being  also  a  staunch 
supporter  of  "Al"  Smith,  I  want  to  tell  the  chair- 
man and  other  members  of  the  committee  that 
I  am  heartily  opposed  to  the  order.  For  four 
years  I  have  sat  in  this  Council  Chamber  and 
have  seen  resolutions  and  orders  go  to  the  Rules 
Committee,  and  I  have  yet  to  see  one  acted  upon 
so  rapidly  as  this  one  introduced  by  the  councilor 
from  the  Back  Bay  has  been  acted  upon.  Per- 
haps it  was  done  for  fear  that  I  might  present 
an  order  indorsing  "Al"  Smith,  which  I  would 
be  glad  to  do  at  any  time.  I  certainly  am  opposed 
to  this  proposed  new  rule. 
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Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  we  are  going 
to  draw  the  line  at  all  let  us  draw  it  so  that  we 
will  not  go  into  the  executive  part  of  the  govern- 
ment in  any  way  whatsoever.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  Mr.  President,  you  and  I,  everyone  con- 
versant with  city  politics,  realizes  that  eight- 
tenths  of  the  orders  and  resolutions  we  introduce 
are  absolutely  out  of  order,  because  they  inter- 
fere with  the  executive  branch  of  this  government 
of  ours.  So  I  say  to  the  members  of  the  Council, 
if  they  are  going  to  try,  after  this  Council  has 
been  in  existence  for  seven  years,  to  enforce  such 
a  rule  as  is  here  proposed,  they  should  make  it  a 
little  stronger,  a  little  more  stringent.  I  have  no 
fear  so  far  as  I  myself  am  concerned,  because  in 
my  seven  years  only  one  order  introduced  by  me 
has  been  ruled  out  of  order.  I  am  not  worried 
about  the  Smith  or  Roosevelt  situation.  I  quite 
agree  with  the  gentleman  who  introduced  the 
order  when  he  said  that  orders  not  pertaining  to 
business  of  the  City  Council  should  be  ruled  out 
of  order  or  sent  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  with- 
out debate.  I  quite  agree  on  that  point.  But 
bear  in  mind  that  there  are  orders  introduced  by 
members  of  the  Council  which  do  have  a  bearing 
on  business  pertaining  to  the  city,  and  debate 
upon  which,  if  such  a  rule  as  this  were  adopted, 
the  President  could  in  his  wisdom  and  judgment 
— and  1  am  not  questioning  at  all  the  proper  exer- 
cise by  the  President  of  his  wisdom  and  judgment 
at  all  times — if  he  sees  fit,  shut  off  immediately, 
without  regard  to  the  merits  of  the  orders.  I  say 
to  the  members  of  the  Council  that  I  am  not 
fearful  so  far  as  I  am  concerned  in  any  way  what- 
soever, because  every  order  I  have  introduced 
has  had  some  merit  and  has  resulted  in  some 
good  to  the  people  of  Boston.  But  I  do  say  that 
if  debate  in  this  Council  is  to  be  shut  off  under 
any  such  rule  as  is  proposed  here,  it  simply  means 
that  we  believe  that  the  man  whom  we  elected 
to  be  president  is  not  able  to  handle  the  job. 
There  is  no  need  for  such  a  rule,  Mr.  President, 
in  regard  to  any  order  that  may  be  offered  in  the 
body.  We  have  an  experienced  City  Clerk, 
who  knows  parliamentary  law  better  than  even 
our  Corporation  Counsel.  We  have  great  faith 
in  his  judgment,  and  nine  times  out  of  ten  when 
the  City  Clerk  has  said  that  an  order  presented 
to  the  Council  is  out  of  order,  we  have  abided  by 
his  judgment.  So  why  is  it  necessary  to  enforce 
any  such  rule  as  is  proposed  here?  If,  for  in- 
stance, Kelly,  Dowd,  Norton,  Burke,  or  anybody 
else,  introduces  an  order  detrimental  to  the  admin- 
istration, and  the  President,  whoever  he  may  be, 
is  on  friendly  terms  with  the  administration, 
and  wishes  to  sidetrack  the  order,  he  can  very 
easily  shut  you  off  without  debate,  sending  it  to 
the  Rules  Committee.  So  I  say  that  this  proposed 
rule  is  unfair  and  un-American,  as  well  as  being 
unnecessary.  We  have  elected  our  President  and 
he  should  stand  on  his  own  feet  on  questions  of 
parliamentary  law.  If  any  member  here  intro- 
duces an  order  not  pertinent  to  the  city's  busi- 
ness, it  is  your  duty,  Mr.  President,  as  presiding 
officer,  to  rule  it  out  of  order.  I  have  introduced 
four  or  five  orders  in  the  last  six  months  that  have 
been  referred  to  the  Rules  Committee,  and  we 
have  not  heard  from  them.  They  have  simply 
gone  to  their  deathbed.  There  has  never  been  a 
committee  meeting  on  them.  But  we  see  this 
rule  reported  by  the  committee  hastily.  I  say 
that  in  doing  so  you  are  misjudging  your  own 
Council.  I  quite  agree  that  we  should  not  intro- 
duce orders  not  pertinent  to  city  business,  but 
after  all,  how  many  orders  have  been  introduced 
within  a  year  or  two  years  not  pertinent  to  city 
business?  We  memorialized  Congress  on  the 
bonus  bill.  Some  of  us  are  veterans  and  many  of 
our  constituents  are  veterans,  and  we  had  a  per- 
fect right  to  do  it.  We  have  a  perfect  right  to 
memorialize  the  Legislature  on  matters  affecting 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  But  if  you  pass  this 
order  you  are  saying  to  citizens  of  Boston  that 
debate  is  to  be  shut  off  on  matters  in  which  they 
are  interested.  Councilor  Burke  at  our  last 
meeting  introduced  an  order  which  was  laid  over 
a  week,  in  regard  to  Patriots'  Day.  That  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  finances  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  but  still  it  is  a  proper  matter  of  city 
business.  Still,  such  an  order  would  have  to  be 
shut  off  under  this  rule  without  debate,  being 
sent  to  the  Rules  Committee.  That  is  unfair, 
and  I  challenge  the  right  of  any  members  here  to 
say  to  other  members  that  they  cannot  introduce 
orders  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  the 
city  or  state.  We  have  a  president  and  a  city 
clerk,  and  if  anyone  introduces  an  order  that  is 
not  properly  pertinent  to  city  business,  it  is  your 


business  and  your  duty,  if  you  feel  that  is  the 
case,  to  rule  it  out.  But  I,  for  one,  am  not  going 
to  allow  myself  to  be  gagged.  This  is  not  a  per- 
sonal affair,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned.  Go  back 
over  your  records  and  see  how  few  orders  have 
been  introduced  in  the  past  seven  years  that  do 
not  pertain  to  city  business  in  one  respect  or 
another.  You  will  find  only  a  handful.  So  I  say 
to  the  members  of  the  Council  that  this  proposed 
action  is  not  right.  We  should  not  cause  any 
such  rule  to  be  passed.  At  some  time  we  may 
want  to  pass  a  resolution  in  reference  to  matters 
that  properly  concern  the  residents  of  our  own  dis- 
tricts, and  yet  under  this  proposed  rule  it  would 
be  sent  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  would 
have  no  effectiveness  whatever.  Frequently  the 
only  time  when  consideration  of  a  resolution  or 
order  in  this  body  will  do  any  good  is  when  it  is 
introduced.  If  the  President  then  rules  that  it 
is  out  of  order,  very  well.  But  the  decision 
now  rests  with  you,  Mr.  President,  and  with 
no  one  else.  This  rule  is  absolutely  not  only 
unfair  but  unnecessary. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  as  chairman 
of  the  Rules  Committee  I  will  say  that  every 
member  of  the  committee  was  notified  of  the 
meeting  of  the  committee.  The  councilor  from 
Roxbury  (Coun.  Dowd)  has  made  reference  to 
our  parliamentarian,  Mr.  Doyle.  We  invited 
Mr.  Doyle  before  our  committee  and  got  an 
opinion  from  him.  This  order  does  not  muzzle 
any  member  of  the  body.  It  does  not  prevent 
Councilor  Dowd,  Councilor  Kelly  or  anybody  else 
from  getting  up  and  criticizing  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  or  any  member  of  the  body.  I  don't 
know  whether  we  are  holding  a  meeting  of  the 
City  Council  today  or  a  rally.  When  I  hold  a 
rally,  I  go  out  and  hire  a  hall.  We  are  supposed 
to  be  carrying  on  city  business.  This  is  a  place 
for  city  business,  not  for  a  presidential  fight,  and  I 
think  it  ill  becomes  any  member  of  the  Council 
to  criticize  other  members  of  the  Council  as  has 
been  done  here  today.  I  saw  to  it  that  the  coun- 
cilor from  Dorchester  was  invited  to  attend  the 
meeting.  If  he  was  in  a  state  of  coma  when  the 
meeting  was  held,  he  cannot  blame  me.  Every 
member  was  notified  that  the  meeting  was  held, 
and  if  he  was  absent,  that  was  his  lookout.  But 
I  might  say  that  this  order  was  reported  out 
unanimously. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
involved  in  any  political  intrigue  so  far  as  the 
presidential  election  is  concerned,  neither  am  I 
involved  in  any  other  way  so  that  I  am  not  able  to 
express  my  own  opinion.  I  believe,  also,  that  the 
President  of  our  organization  is  the  fountainhead 
of  power,  and  if  we  take  away  from  him  the  final 
"say-so"  and  determination  on  any  order  intro- 
duced in  the  Council,  the  right  to  decide  that  it  is 
out  of  order,  we  are  taking  from  him  something 
to  which  he  is  entitled  under  ordinary  parlia- 
mentary rules.  But  I  do  not  think  any  order 
put  in  here  by  a  councilor  should  be  referred  to 
the  Rules  Committee,  as  is  here  proposed.  The 
President  of  the  Council  should  have  the  right  to 
say  whether  an  order  is  in  or  out  of  order.  There- 
fore, I  wish  to  go  on  record  as  favoring  the  ordinary 
line  of  parliamentary  procedure  in  these  matters, 
as  favoring  the  way  in  which  they  have  been  and 
should  be  handled,  in  a  proper  spirit  of  coopera- 
tion, and  I  shall  not  vote  for  the  order. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  might  I 
say,  as  one  of  the  members  of  the  Rules  Com- 
mittee, and  as  one  who  voted  to  report  out  this 
rule,  that  what  the  last  speaker  has  said  should  be 
the  right  and  the  duty  of  the  President  is  clearly 
defined  in  the  order,  under  which  there  is  given 
to  the  President  the  sole  right  to  say  whether  or 
not  an  order  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules.  We  go  further  than  that.  Believing 
the  majority  should  at  all  times  rule,  and  not  the 
minority — which  is  good  democratic  doctrine — we 
allow  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair  when 
the  Rules  Committee  have  reported  against  an 
order.  When  any  twelve  members  of  this  body, 
Mr.  President,  stand  against  the  Rules  Committee, 
that  takes  the  power  out  of  your  hands  and  places 
at  all  times  in  the  hands  of  any  twelve  members 
of  the  body  the  right  to  Bay  what  shall  go  in. 
If  ever  there  was  an  exhibition  of  the  necessity 
for  this  order  it  was  when  the  first  speaker,  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  15  (Coun.  Kelly)  stood 
here  and  talked  on  everything  except  city  business. 
He  went  all  around  Robin  Hood's  barn  and  tried 
to  take  care  of  everything  other  than  the  things 
you,  he  and  I  were  elected  for.  I  have  been  told 
that  within  three  weeks  there  was  a  man  arrested 
in  the  Annex  of  this  hall  for  what  is  considered  in 
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the  Hall  a  crime — minding  his  own  business; 
and  1  traced  it  down  and  i  rind  that  it  is  a  false- 
hood, that  there  are  few  men  in  this  Hall  minding 
their  own  business!  If  this  order  were  entitled 
"A  mind-your-own-business"  order,  it  would  be 
well  termed,  sir.  We  settle  grave  international 
problems,  we  settle  problems  that  Congress  is 
powerless  to  settle,  we  settle  affairs  of  state, 
out  we  fail  to  settle  city  affairs,  for  which  we  were 
elected.  The  man  who  sits  in  the  chair  that  you 
occupy,  Mr.  President,  is  no  stronger  on  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  chair,  when  properly 
warranted,  than  any  twelve  members  who  form 
this  body;  but  we  have  here  placed  in  your  hands 
and  the  hands  of  those  who  will  succeed  you  the 
power  to  preserve  decorum  in  the  body,  to  prevent 
the  carrying  on  of  comedy  shows  attended  by 
increasing  numbers  week  after  week,  at  times  when 
city  business  should  be  attended  to.  At  any  time 
when  the  man  occupying  your  position,  sir,  fails 
to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Council,  any  member 
appealing  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair  and 
backed  up  by  a  vote  of  twelve  men  in  the  body 
can  take  the  power  out  of  your  hands  and  away 
from  the  Committee  on  Rules,  placing  it  back 
where  it  properly  deserves  to  be,  in  the  hands  of  the 
majority  of  this  Council;  and  if  the  time  has  come 
when  the  majority  must  yield  to  the  minority, 
when  we  must  be  held  up  to  ridicule  week  after 
week  as  attending  to  everything  but  our  own 
business,  then,  sir,  it  is  time  for  us  to  go  out  of 
business.  Majority  rule  is  good  democratic 
doctrine.  I  voted  for  this  order  in  committee, 
and  I  shall  vote  for  it  here  on  the  floor,  sir. 

(The  order  was  read  again  at  request  of  Coun. 
Fitzgerald.) 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  that 
order  was  introduced,  I  understand,  at  the  last 
meeting  and  has  been  brought  in  here  and  re- 
ported today.  I  agree  with  what  Councilor 
McUrath  has  stated.  He  has  put  it  well,  as  has 
the  gentleman  from  Charlestown  (Councilor 
Green).  I  think  the  Chair  was  very  lax  today 
in  allowing  the  gentleman  to  proceed  as  he  did, 
representing  Ward  15.  But  I  am  afraid  that  I 
cannot  vote  for  the  order,  because  to  my  mind 
it  is  a  pretty  broad  proposition,  and  under  it  any 
presiding  ofncer  may  take  a  slant  that  would  not 
be  just  or  right.  Free  speech  has  been  historical 
in  the  City  of  Boston;  many  great  questions 
have  been  debated  here  in  city  governments 
and  at  the  State  House,  resulting  in  greater  liberty 
and  freedom.  So  I  am  afraid  that  I  cannot 
vote  for  the  order,  that  it  is  too  broad.  While 
I  am  willing  to  trust  to  the  judgment  of  our 
presiding  officer,  I  think  this  rule  may  be  danger- 
ous. I  do  not  like  some  of  the  orders  that  have 
been  introduced  by  the  gentleman  from  Ward  15 
in  this  body.  We  have  no  right  to  discuss  here 
labor  problems;  that  is  a  matter  that  belongs 
with  the  Central  Labor  Union.  I  think  on  a 
great  many  things  that  have  been  brought  in  the 
presiding  officer  and  others  have  been  very  lax, 
and  my  memory  goes  back  to  the  days  of  Conry, 
Kiley  and  others,  who  would  not  tolerate  them  for 
one  minute.  The  Chair  has  been  very  lax.  It 
is  in  his  power  to  enforce  certain  rules;  it  is  in 
the  power  of  the  City  Messenger  to  enforce  rules. 
But  it  is  never  done.  When  improper  orders 
are  introduced,  it  is  entirely  within  the  power 
of  the  Chair  to  stop  them,  just  as  it  is  in  the  power 
of  the  Speaker  of  the  House  or  the  President  of 
the  Senate,  to  take  action  in  such  cases.  We 
even  have  police  on  duty  here  whose  duty  it  is 
to  stand  behind  the  presiding  officer  and  to  see 
that  the  rules  of  the  body  are  enforced.  The 
gentleman  from  Dorchester  and  myself  have  been 
members  of  the  Legislature,  and  we  know  that 
at  times  members  up  there  are  named  and  placed 
under  arrest  by  the  sergeant-at-arms.  We  have 
that  same  power  here.  Why  take  a  cowardly 
stand?  Why  not  stand  up  in  our  shoes  when 
it  should  be  done?  It  may  be  said  that  we  are  a 
nonpartisan  body.  True.  But  why  gag  any 
member  as  might  be  done  under  this  rule  when 
it  is  entirely  unnecessary?  The  power  now  exists. 
If  arbitrary  power  is  granted,  some  resolution 
or  order  which  might  be  of  interest  and  which 
might  concern  the  welfare  of  the  city,  state  or 
nation,  might  be  barred  out;  and  if  any  order 
introduced  is  an  improper  one,  the  power  now 
exists  to  bar  it  out.  So  I  do  not  believe  I  can 
bring  myself  to  vote  for  the  order,  because  I 
believe  the  presiding  officer  would  have  too  much 
power  given  him  under  the  order.  He  has  all 
necessary  power  at  present. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  sum 
up,  and  I  shall  be  brief.     I  represent  the  opposition 


to  the  order,  however,  and  I  feel  that  it  is  my 
duty  to  sum  up  the  remarks  of  the  latest  speaker. 
I  just  heard  the  councilor  from  Ward  3  (Coun. 
Fitzgerald;,  the  last  speaker,  make  the  remark 
that  1  should  not  be  allowed  to  say  that  I  represent 
Ward  15.  Well,  if  there  is  any  doubt  whether  I 
represent  Ward  15 

Coun.  FITZ  GERALD— Mr.  President,  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  order.  I  never  made  any  remark 
about  the  gentleman  not  representing  Ward  15, 
but  I  did  say  that  I  did  not  believe  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  15  had  any  right  to  bring  in  to  this 
body  things  concerning  the  Central  Labor  Union. 
That  is  an  independent  matter,  something  that 
does  not  concern  this  body. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  let  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  3  not  get  unduly  excited.  If 
he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  the 
first  thing  taught  up  there  was  that  a  man  should 
keep  his  head.  I  would  like  to  have  the  stenog- 
rapher read  that  part  of  Councilor  Fitzgerald's 
remarks  relating  to  my  representing  Ward  15. 

(The  reporter  repeated  the  words:  "I  think  the 
Chair  was  very  lax  today  in  allowing  the  gentle- 
man to  proceed  as  he  did,  representing  Ward  15. "> 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  "representing 
Ward  15" — isn't  that  what  I  said?  1  guess  it 
proves  that  I  am  right  again.  Now,  another 
gentleman,  representing  Ward  13,  an  ex-president 
of  the  Council  (Coun.  McGrath),  said  that  the 
Council  should  be  represented  by  the  majority 
and  not  the  minority.  Perhaps  that  is  so  and 
perhaps  it  is  not  so.  Jiut  here  is  the  point.  When 
a  member,  supposing  he  is  a  member  of  the  minority, 
introduces  an  order,  it  is  voted  upon  by  every 
member  of  the  City  Council,  and  the  majority 
may  then  vote  as  they  see  fit.  Certainly,  the 
minority  does  not  control  so  far  as  that  vote  is 
concerned.  So  that  argument  of  the  councilor 
from  Ward  13  should  not  be  given  any  serious 
consideration  by  any  other  member  of  the  Council. 
Under  this  oroer  which  has  been  reported  back 
here  today,  there  is  absolutely  no  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  Chair  on  such  matters.  What 
does  that  mean?  Doesn't  that  mean  that  power 
is  taken  away  from  the  minority  or  from  any 
member  of  the  City  Council?  You,  sir,  have  the 
right  under  this  order  to  rule  any  order  out  of 
order.  Now,  you  do  not  need  that  added  power. 
If  an  order  is  not  in  order,  it  is  your  duty  to  rule  it 
out  of  order.  But  under  this  particular  new 
power  which  it  is  proposed  to  give  to  you,  you 
would  have  the  right  to  rule  it  out  of  order  and 
the  member  would  not  have  the  right  of  appeal. 
The  councilor  from  Ward  13  spoke  also  about 
minding  other  people's  business,  and  said  that 
very  few  were  found  around  the  Hall  minding 
their  own  business,  that  it  was  better  for  us  to 
mind  our  own  business.  Let  me  remind  the 
councilor  that — whether  we  may  be  criticizing  or 
suggesting  action  by  Congress  or  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, or  any  other  body — we  get  $2,000  a  year  to 
mind  other  people's  business.  That  is  our  duty, 
to  heli)  other  people  in  their  business  and  in  their 
affairs,  the  people  of  the  ward  we  represent,  and 
the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  general.  And, 
while  I  am  taking  exception  to  the  remarks  of  the 
councilor  from  Ward  13,  I  wonder  if  he  remembers 
six  or  seven  years  ago  when  he  differed  with  the 
then  chief  magistrate  of  this  city,  the  former 
Mayor  Nichols.  I  wonder  how  he  would  have 
liked  to  have  Councilor  Kelly  or  some  other 
member  of  the  City  Council  introduce  at  that 
time  an  order  giving  the  President  the  power 
with  reference  to  any  order  he  might  introduce 
that  he  is  now  attempting  to  give  to  the  President 
with  regard  to  orders  offered  by  other  members? 
Let  us  be  consistent.  Six  years  ago  he  would  not 
have  stood  for  it,  and  I  ask  now  why  he  is  standing 
for  allowing  this  order  to  pass?  Is  it  because  he 
is  one  of  the  favored  councilors  who  was  allowed 
the  privilege  of  sitting  in  your  chair,  Mr.  President, 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Mayor?  I  wonder  if 
that  is  the  reason  why  the  councilor  from  Ward  13 
now  seeks  to  give  the  President  of  the  Council 
more  power?  ifou  have  enough  power  now,  Mr. 
President,  and  there  is  enough  power  in  the  Presi- 
dent, whether  it  be  President  Gallagher,  Councilor 
Cox  or  any  other  member  of  the  City  Council. 
The  President  has  the  right  to  rule  any  qrder 
that  he  feels  is  not  pertinent  to  city  business  out 
of  order.  And  let  me  say  in  reply  to  the  councilor 
from  Charlestown  (Coun.  Green)  that  I  have  not 
conducted  any  rally  here  today.  When  I  conduct 
rallies  there  is  considerably  more  action.  When 
I  conduct  rallies  I  wish  the  gentleman  from 
Charlestown  would  come  and  see  what  goes  on, 
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see  men  clinging  to  the  rafters.  I  don't  see  any- 
body clinging  to  the  rafters  here.  I  only  brought 
in  the  name  of  "Al"  Smith  because  I  felt  sincerely 
that  one  reason  for  this  order  going  through  the 
Committee  on  Rules  so  quickly  was  in  order  to 
shut  off  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  any  remarks 
that  might  favor  the  candidacy  of  Alfred  E.  Smith. 
The  Mayor  is  allowed  to  make  all  the  remarks  he 
wants  to  make  regarding  the  candidacy  of  Franklin 
D.  Koosevelt.  This  order  may  very  likely  be 
passed  today  because  in  the  Council  there  are 
rive  or  sit  members  of  the  delegation  throughout 
Boston  pledged  to  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  and 
perhaps  for  that  reason  the  three,  four  or  five 
members  still  loyal  to  the  great  leader,  Alfred  E. 
Smith,  will  be  voted  down.  I  sincerely  trust, 
however,  that  no  member  of  the  Council  will  pay 
any  attention  to  the  illogical  remarks  made  in 
support  of  the  report  of  the  Rules  Committee, 
but  that  it  will  go  down  to  defeat. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
that  there  is  only  one  real  objection  to  this  order, 
and  that  is  the  argument  that  it  places  in  the 
hands  of  the  Chair  too  much  authority.  I  will 
say  on  that  point,  however,  that,  while  I  am  not 
of  the  same  political  party  as  the  President  of  the 
Council,  I  was  one  of  twenty-one  members  who 
voted  to  elect  him  presiding  officer  of  the  body, 
and  I  am  not  afraid  to  place  in  him  additional 
authority.  I  think  whatever  authority  we  place 
in  the  President  will  be  well  used,  for  the  advantage 
of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  and  I  am  for  this  order. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
wish  to  prolong  the  discussion  much  further,  but 
I  have  sat  here  for  quite  a  while  and  listened  to 
what  has  been  said,  and  I  would  like  to  make  my 
position  clear  on  the  measure  at  this  time.  I  feel 
that  it  is  one  of  the  finest  pieces  of  legislation  that 
has  been  presented  to  the  body  during  the  session. 
It  has  much  merit.  I  do  not  think  anybody  can 
criticize  the  present  President  of  this  body  because 
of  any  acts  of  unfairness.  Certainly,  since  I  have 
been  a  member  of  the  body,  I  have  not  observed 
any  such,  and  I  think  the  so-called  opponents  of 
the  legislation  will  admit  that,  for  instance,  in  the 
matter  of  committee  appointments,  there  has  been 
much  fairness  shown.  1  am  not  seeking  anything 
for  myself  in  making  these  remarks,  but  I  am  try- 
ing to  be  fair,  and  I  am  sure  every  member  of  the 
Council  wants  to  be  fair,  placing  any  blame  that 
may  exist  where  it  belongs  and  giving  credit  where 
it  is  due.  I  can  see  no  harm,  and  cannot  see  any 
rights  taken  from  anybody,  by  passing  this  par- 
ticular legislation.  The  members  are  still  going 
to  have  the  right  to  debate  it  after  it  comes  from 
the  committee.  The  only  additional  power  that 
the  President  has  is  to  determine  at  the  moment 
when  a  resolution  or  order  is  offered,  that  it  should 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  without 
debate.  When  the  committee  reports,  however, 
the  matter  can  be  debated,  and  an  appeal  can  be 
taken  from  the  ruling  of  the  Chair.  I  see  nothing 
unfair  about  that,  and  I  do  see  plenty  of  unfair 
and  wrong  tactics  in  introducing  here  orders  sym- 
pathetic to  the  Smith  campaign  or  having  to  do 
with  other  matters  with  which  this  body  has  no 
concern.  I  think  in  justice  to  the  people  of  Boston 
that  sort  of  thing  should  be  curbed.  They  do  not 
send  us  here  to  discuss  or  act  upon  matters  with 
which  the  City  Council  has  no  legitimate  concern. 
I  am  for  free  speech,  first,  last  and  always,  but  let 
us  confine  ourselves  to  the  business  for  which  we 
are  sent  here,  and  not  waste  time  on  other  matters. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
the  President  of  the  City  Council  if  he  has  a  right 
to  delegate  a  decision  to  a  committee? 

President  GALLAGHER— When  an  order  is 
referred  to  a  committee,  it  is  then  up  to  the  com- 
mittee to  make  the  decision. 

Coun.  BURKE — Assisting  the  President  to  make 
his  final  decision?  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
President  cannot  delegate  that  authority  to  an- 
other person  or  committee,  that  the  President  has 
the  sole  right  to  make  the  decision  whether  an 
order  is  in  order  or  out  of  order. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  rules  can  be  so 
amended.  The  question  is  on  the  acceptance  of 
the  report  of  the  committee. 

The  report  was  declared  accepted,  and  the  order 


Coun.  KELLY  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  called  the  roll,  and  the  report  was 
accepted,  the  order  passed,  and  the  rules  thus 
amended,  yeas  15,  nays  5:

PROPOSED   ABOLITION   OF  EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,    That    the    Executive    Committee    of 
the  Boston  City  Council  be  and  the  same  hereby        , 
is  abolished. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  now  that  we  are 
tightening  the  reins  up  and  putting  the  gag  rule 
on,  let  us  have  our  meetings  out  in  the  open. 
My  order  calls  for  an  abolition  of  the  executive 
meetings  of  the  Boston  City  Council.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  they  are  not  executive  meetings, 
anyway.  An  executive  meeting,  to  my  mind,  is  a 
private  meeting  of  a  board  of  directors,  or  of 
such  a  body  as  we  now  are,  where  the  press  or 
others  are  not  allowed.  At  our  so-called  execu- 
tive meetings  we  have  the  press.  We  meet  here 
at  two  o'clock  and  at  ten  minutes  past  two  we  go 
into  executive  session  and,  if  we  are  lucky,  get 
out  of  executive  session  at  half  past  four  or  five. 
I  say,  if  we  are  going  to  carry  on  business  in 
straight  business  fashion,  let  us  do  away  with  the 
executive  session.  Let  us  say  anything  we  have 
to  say  before  the  public, — because,  after  all,  they 
are  entitled  to  hear  what  we  have  to  say.  They 
are  the  ones  who  pay  us  our  salaries,  and  we  should 
not  go  behind  closed  doors  to  discuss  anything. 
For  these  reasons — knowing,  of  course,  that 
the  President  will  refer  the  order  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules — I  say  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
that  it  is  about  time  that  when  we  come  here 
Monday  afternoons  we  should  sit  in  our  desig- 
nated seats  and  transact  the  city  business  before 
the  public,  and  not  behind  closed  doors. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  order  will  be 
referred  to   the   Committee  on   Rules. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  before  you 
refer  that  to  the  graveyard 

President  GALLAGHER — It  has  been  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Rules  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  may  I  offer  an 
order? 

President  GALLAGHER— The  councilor  will 
kindly  write  out  his  order. 


WHITE  WAY  LIGHTING,  COLUMBUS 
AVENUE. 

Coun.  ROBERTS  and  CURTIS  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  provide  for  the  installation  of  a  white 
way  lighting  system  on  Columbus  avenue,  from 
Park  square  to  Massachusetts  avenue,  Wards  4 
and  5. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


FINANCE    COMMITTEE    REPORTS. 

Coun.  COX,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  loan  orders 
(referred  March  7)  for  appropriation  of  $300,000 
for  New  Police  Stations  and  Additions  to  and  Im- 
provement of  Existing  Police  Stations;  for  §300,000 
for  New  Fire  Stations  and  Additions  to  and  Im- 
provement of  Existing  Fire  Stations;  for  S1,000,000 
for  Sewerage  Works;  for  8750,000  for  Highways; 
for  §500,000  for  Reconstruction  of  Streets — recom- 
mending passage  of  same. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  while  we 
are  all,  of  course,  interested  in  street  widenings 
and  reconstructions,  I  personally  feel — and  I 
think  other  members  may  feel  the  same  way — 
that  if  there  is  any  money  available  inside  the 
debt  limit,  we  would  prefer  to  use  it  for  the  sick, 
for  sick  children,  and  sick  people,  in  connection 
with  our  hospital  work,  that  the  first  considera- 
tion should  be  given  to  them.  Street  and  sewer 
work  is,  of  course,  extremely  important,  and  I 
am  going  to  vote  for  the  street  order  and  the  sewer- 
age order.     If  there  is  additional  money  available, 
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however,  inside  the  debt  limit,  I  should  personally 
prefer  to  see  it  go  towards  hospital  work  rather 
than  to  some  of  the  things  proposed  here,  at  a 
time  like  the  present. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD  asked  that  the  vote  on 
the  different  items  be  taken  separately. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  there  are 
several  items,  several  orders,  that  are  before  us 
here  today.  I  feel,  of  course,  after  what  the  Mayor 
said  to  us  downstairs,  that  everyone  of  us  here  is 
in  favor  of  any  constructive  measure  that  will 
help  in  any  way  to  provide  employment  in  these 
times  of  depression.  But  if  the  proposed  work 
or  improvement  is  out  of  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  employment  to  be  given,  I  say  that  in  that  case 
it  is  not  a  constructive  measure  to  relieve  unem- 
ployment, but  destructive,  and  that  it  will  increase 
the  unemployment  in  the  city  and  the  hardship 
and  depression  we  hear  so  much  about.  I  feel 
that  such  work  as  is  contemplated  in  street  repairs, 
street  construction  and  sewerage  work,  must  go 
on.  But,  as  for  the  $300,000  for  fire  stations  and 
the  8300,000  for  police  stations,  I  feel  that  those 
are  things  which  can  and  should  be  postponed  at 
this  time.  Other  things  can  be  done  that  will 
give  more  employment.  There  have  been  cases 
here  where  we  have  voted  thousands  of  dollars 
for  work  that  was  supposed  to  furnish  employ- 
ment, and  we  have  found  that  when  the  money 
was  expended  but  few  men  were  given  such  em- 
ployment. For  that  reason,  I  am  in  favor  of 
postponing  action  on  some  of  these  orders,  and 
in  favor  of  action  on  others.  I  think  action  should 
be  taken  on  the  orders  separately. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  clerk  will  read 
the  first  order. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order 
providing  81,000,000  for  sewerage  works. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
it  understood  in  voting  for  this  order  that  I  do  not 
expect  that  any  number  of  men  will  be  put  at 
work.  As  I  stated  over  a  year  ago,  we  have  heard 
of  late  the  most  fallacious  argument  that  by  appro- 
priating unlimited  sums  of  money  we  can  help 
out  in  the  unemployment  situation.  Last  year 
the  United  States  Government  voted  millions  to 
the  veterans,  many  people  having  the  idea  that 
that  would  help  out  in  the  depression;  but  did  you 
see  one  ripple  of  prosperity  as  a  result?  Why  go 
on  with  the  orgy  of  spending?  I  am  going  to  vote 
for  streets  and  sewers  because  we  need  them.  I 
wish  I  could  vote  against  putting  six  inches  of 
concrete  on  back  streets,  thereby  helping  con- 
tractors to  get  a  profit,  when  an  inch  is  enough. 
I  predict  that  a  year  from  now  not  a  man  in  this 
Council  would  vote  an  appropriation  for  a  fire 
station  with  the  idea  of  putting  men  at  work,  and 
that  in  the  next  two  years  a  very  difficult  situa- 
tion will  arise  in  the  matter  of  providing  money 
to  keep  our  city  help  at  work.  This  proposed 
building  will  only  give  a  few  foreigners,  who  live 
on  a  few  cents  a  day,  work  for  a  short  time.  Of 
course,  street  work  must  be  done,  but  in  Hyde 
Park,  spending  8110,000,  they  employed  but  fifteen 
men  who  could  not  speak  English,  and  kept  them 
at  work  for  simply  a  few  weeks,  most  of  the  work 
being  done  by  machines  and  concrete  mixers,  and 
a  profit  going  to  Tomasello. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  there  is  no 
objection,  I  would  like  to  see  the  three  orders 
providing  for  sewerage  works,  for  highways, 
making  of,  and  for  reconstruction  of  streets, 
acted  upon  together.  I  believe  there  is  no  ob- 
jection on  the  part  of  anyone  to  those  orders. 

The  three  orders  referred  to,  providing  81,000,000 
for  Sewerage  Works,  S750.000  for  Highways, 
Making  Of,  and  $500,000  for  Reconstruction  of 
Streets,  were  passed,  yeas  21,  nays  0: 

Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke,  Cox, 
Curtis,  Donovan,  Dowd,  Englert,  Fish,  Fitz- 
gerald, Gallagher,  Gleason,  Green,  Hein,  Kelly, 
Lynch,  McGrath,  Norton,  Power,  Roberts, 
Kuby— 21. 

Nays — 0. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  next  order  is 
for  8300,000  for  new  fire  stations  and  additions 
and  improvements  of  existing  fire  stations. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  against  this  order.  While  I  will  probably 
agree  that  we  might  need  a  fire  station  in  the 
district  where  they  are  proposing  to  place  one, 
I  don't  think  the  time  is  ripe  for  us  to  spend 
8300,000  for  new  fire  stations,  and  the  same 
applies  to  police  stations.  I  believe  the  Fire 
and  Police  Commissioners  are  wrong  in  saying 
that  they  need  the  stations  at  this  time.  It  may 
be  so,  in  a  way,  but  now  is  not  the  time  for  us  to 


spend  S600,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  on  these 
projects.  As  Councilor  Norton  said,  and  well 
said,  the  only  ones  who  will  be  employed  are 
those  who  cannot  speak  the  American  language, 
a  few  nonresidents  from  Saugus  and  Lynn,  and 
others  outside  of  Boston.  We  can  recall  a  few 
short  months  ago  when  the  Mayor  of  Boston  said 
that  he  could  not  allow  the  policemen  a  step-rate 
increase  which  would  amount  to  835,000.  Still 
he  is  willing  to  spend  8600,000  for  new  fire  and 
police  stations.  I  want  to  remind  the  Council 
of  this.  Never  in  the  history  of  this  city  has  so 
much  property  been  sold  and  never  was  there 
so  much  as  will  soon  have  to  be  sold,  as  at  this 
time.  Persons  owning  property  are  unable  to 
pay  their  taxes;  and  also  bear  in  mind  that  next 
August  the  tax  rate  will  undoubtedly  be  increased 
by  $2.50  to  84.50.  Nobody  knows  what  the 
increase  will  be.  I  understand  that  the  Mayor 
today  painted  a  terrible  picture,  saying  that 
possibly  in  the  near  future  the  city  men  might  get 
only  three  days'  work  a  week.  If  he  is  right  in 
saying  that — and  he  said  it  only  three  hours 
ago — I  say  that  we  should  not  at  this  time  spend 
8600,000  for  new  fire  stations  and  police  stations. 
This  body  is  responsible  to  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston,  and  we  owe  a  duty  to  them.  I  agree  that 
in  West  Roxbury  they  need  a  new  police  station. 
But  I  say  that  the  time  is  not  ripe  to  spend  the 
money  now,  and  I  am  going  to  vote  against  it. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  these  measures,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  we  are  not  certain  of  the  amount 
that  the  Legislature  will  allow  us  to  spend  outside 
the  debt  limit,  and  certainly  we  should  not  spend 
this  amount  inside  the  debt  limit  at  this  time, 
until  we  know  what  our  situation  is  to  be.  There- 
fore, I  think  we  should  vote  these  orders  down, 
without  prejudice. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  regardless  of  what 
the  tax  rate  of  the  city  may  become,  there  is  an 
obligation  on  the  city  fathers  to  provide  police 
and  fire  protection  first.  In  the  matter  of  the 
police  station  in  West  Roxbury,  the  building 
now  used  to  house  Station  17  was  formerly  a 
club.  It  is  a  wooden  building  and  is  not  of  suffi- 
cient size  to  house  the  number  of  men  necessary 
to  patrol  and  protect  the  district  I  have  the  honor 
to  represent.  In  addition  to  that,  the  whole 
theory  of  police  and  fire  stations  has  changed 
since  the  time  when  this  building  was  taken  for  a 
police  station.  It  is  now  necessary,  as  the  Police 
Commissioner  explained  to  the  committee,  that  we 
have  facilities  for  automobiles,  which  he  does  not 
have  in  the  present  house  in  West  Roxbury.  In 
addition  to  that,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  have  visited 
the  house  and  found  that  some  of  the  beds  that 
the  men  are  asked  to  sleep  in  are  not  fit  for  any 
human  being  to  sleep  in.  I  say  that,  regardless 
of  the  tax  rate,  we  have  an  obligation  to  protect 
the  taxpayers,  both  in  police  and  fire  matters. 
In  the  case  of  a  proposed  fire  station,  I  might 
say  tli  at  it  is  not  in  my  district,  but  it  is  within  the 
shadow  of  where  I  was  born.  I  know  the  par- 
ticulai  nouse  that  they  propose  to  do  away  with, 
and  to  my  personal  knowledge  that  house  was 
there  when  1  was  born,  over  fifty-five  years  ago. 
At  that  time  the  entire  section  was  the  same  as 
West  Roxbury.  Where  the  Mission  Church  now 
stands,  when  I  was  a  boy,  was  an  orchard,  and  at 
the  time  when  this  house  was  built  there  was  no 
great  demand  for  fire  protection.  This  fire  house 
is  requested  largely  because  the  entrance  to  the 
present  fire  house  is  on  Longwood  avenue,  and  the 
street  is  not  sufficiently  wide  to  allow  apparatus 
to  make  a  proper  turn.  In  addition  to  that,  I 
think  you  all  understand  the  situation  in  Coun- 
cilor Power's  district,  where  the  entire  Mission 
Church  section  and  old  Fisher  Hill  are  more  or 
less  unprotected.  It  is  my  understanding  that 
they  propose  to  move  this  fire  house  nearer  to 
Councilor  Dowd's  district,  or  the  Mission  Church 
district,  thereby  furnishing  protection  and  more 
speedy  action  to  that  district  also.  It  is  all  right 
to  talk  about  what  the  tax  rate  has  got  to  be  If 
you  want  to  carry  the  argument  far  enough,  don't 
let  us  spend  any  money.  Let  us  discharge  the 
Police  Department,  let  us  discharge  the  Fire  De- 
partment, let  us  stop  everything, — and  then  what 
will  happen?  So  these  are  things  that  you  have 
to  bear  in  mind  in  regard  to  these  two  orders. 
They  are  absolutely  necessary,  and  I  hope  the 
Council  will  vote  in  favor  of  them. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  the  situation 
now  existing  has  existed  for  many  years.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  Boston  has  too  many  police  stations. 
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The  result  of  the  study  of  the  Russell  Sage  Founda- 
tion shows  that  our  present  system  of  closely 
located  police  stations  grew  out  of  the  situation 
in  the  old  days,  when  they  depended  on  foot  and 
horse.  At  the  present  time,  with  modern  appa- 
ratus, there  is  no  need  for  either  police  or  fire 
stations  being  located  so  near  together.  I  feel 
that  this  order  to  appropriate  $300,000  for  fire 
houses  should  be  held  up  for  the  present.  I  wonder, 
if  it  came  to  a  vote  of  citizens  of  the  district, 
whether  we  would  have  had  such  a  beautiful, 
magnificent  building  as  we  now  have  in  Hyde 
Park  for  a  police  station?  I  want  to  see  no  more 
of  such  buildings  until  this  depression  is  over  and 
we  are  sure  that  we  do  not  have  to  fire  thousands 
of  our  city  help.  I  am  positive  that  we  are  going 
to  literally  annihilate  the  little  city  laborer. 
I  challenge  anybody  here  to  contradict  that  state- 
ment. Within  two  years  from  April,  1932,  I  pre- 
dict that  there  will  be  the  greatest  onslaught  on 
city  help  that  we  have  ever  seen  in  the  history 
of  our  municipality  and  the  cry  will  then  be  that 
we  have  got  no  money.  Over  a  year  ago,  I  pre- 
dicted what  was  coming,  and  you  have  heard  what 
the  situation  is  today.  You  cannot  escape  it, 
and  the  little  fellow  will  be  literally  slaughtered. 
City  employees  will  be  laid  off  by  the  hundreds, 
mark  you!  Our  only  chance  now  is  to  save  what 
little  money  we  can  in  making  these  tremendous 
expenditures.  This  year  over  5,000  homes  have 
had  to  go  and,  mark  you,  this  next  year  there 
will  be  10,000  home  owners  in  Boston,  when  you 
raise  your  tax  rate,  who  will  be  unable  to  pay 
their  taxes.  Therefore,  I  don't  want  to  spend 
8300,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  which  may  be 
useful  in  keeping  those  poor  fellows  at  work  later 
on,  either  $300,000  for  fire  stations  or  $300,000  for 
police  station.  We  have  got  along  for  fifteen 
years,  and  God  knows  we  can  get  along  a  few  years 
more,  until  we  find  out  whether  we  are  going  to 
have  money  enough  to  feed  our  people. 

Coun.  POWER— Mr.  President,  on  this  fire 
order  providing  $300,000  for  new  fire  stations, 
I  thought  I  made  myself  very  clear  to  the  members 
of  the  Council  on  February  2,  1931,  when  I  asked 
for  an  appropriation  for  a  new  firehouse  to  protect 
30,000  or  35,000  people  of  Roxbury.  At  that 
time  I  visualized  just  the  situation  we  were  up 
against  in  Roxbury.  Twenty-five  years  ago  we 
had  a  fire  station  in  my  ward  that  burned  down. 
Since  then  we  have  had  nothing.  I  asked  for 
a  fire  station  that  would  adequately  protect  the 
people  of  my  district.  The  nearest  one  to  my 
district  is  near  the  Brookline  line,  out  on  Long- 
wood  avenue.  At  last  the  Fire  Commissioner  saw 
fit  to  take  action  looking  towards  bringing  it  in  a 
little  closer,  so  that  these  30,000  or  35,000  people 
might  have  some  protection  to  their  lives  and 
property  in  the  district.  I  am  going  to  read  now 
a  few  of  my  remarks  of  a  year  ago  in  this  Council, 
on  February  2,  1931: 

"I  am  going  to  give  you  an  idea  of  some  of  the 
buildings  in  this  district.  There  are  fifteen  hos- 
pital buildings.  There  is  the  largest  institution 
for  girls  and  the  largest  boarding  school  for  boys. 
There  is  the  Little  Wanderers'  Home,  two  high 
schools,  and  fourteen  primary  and  elementary 
schools.  I  bring  these  facts  to  your  attention  to 
show  you  that  it  is  positively  a  district  where  we 
need  fire  protection." 

It  is  now  proposed  to  bring  the  fire  house  to  the 
bottom  of  Parker  Hill,  if  any  of  you  gentlemen 
of  the  Council  know  where  Parker  Hill  is.  It  is 
the  highest  hill  in  the  City  of  Boston,  with  no 
fire  apparatus,  and  now  the  Fire  Commissioner 
at  last  sees  fit,  as  we  have  seen  the  necessity  for 
twenty  or  thirty  years,  to  give  us  adequate  pro- 
tection. Have  regard  for  the  tax  rate,  yes.  I 
would  like  to  hold  the  tax  rate  down.  I  would 
like  to  cure  the  depression.  But  is  there  one 
member  of  the  Council  who  can  answer  me  or  who 
can  answer  the  people  of  my  district  for  the  loss 
of  one  man,  woman  or  child  in  the  district  because 
of  lack  of  proper  fire  protection?  If  any  members 
of  the  Council  will  answer  for  the  loss  of  one  life 
because  of  inadequate  fire  protection,  then  I  will 
vote  against  the  order.  But  I  cannot  see  any 
councilor  voting  against  a  firehouse  in  anybody's 
district,  let  alone  mine,  with  the  results  that 
will  probably  ensue  if  proper  fire  protection  is 
not  afforded.  Is  there  anyone  here  who  is  not 
willing  to  vote  $300,000,  under  the  circumstances, 
when  you  have  already  voted  away  a  million 
dollars  for  sewers?  We  are  dealing  with  matters 
of  life  and  death,  with  valuable  property  interests, 
and  it  is  now  proposed,  after  thirty  years,  that  we 
shall  get  at  least  a  little  protection.     They  are 


proposing  to  bring  this  house  from  the  Brookline 
line  right  into  the  heart  of  our  district,  right  among 
the  hospitals,  the  greatest  hospital  center  in  the 
United  States,  where  we  have  the  Harvard  Medical 
School,  the  Children's  Hospital,  the  two  Brigham 
Hospitals,  and  any  number  of  schools  and  insti- 
tutions. I  trust,  therefore,  that  you  gentlemen 
may  see  your  way  clear  to  vote  for  this  order. 
I  ask  any  councilor  to  show  me  why  he  cannot 
vote  to  spend  $300,000  for  fire  protection  in  a 
district  that  now  has  no  fire  protection,  the  only 
such  district  in  this  entire  city. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  member  a  question.  We  tried  to  question 
the  Fire  Commissioner  as  to  where  he  intended 
to  place  the  firehouse,  and  he  would  not  tell  us. 
The  councilor  now  tells  us  that  it  is  to  be  at  the 
foot  of  Parker  Hill  avenue.  Probably  he  can 
enlighten  us  as  to  where  it  is  going. 

Coun.  POWER— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
other  councilors  understood  me  to  say  that  it 
would  probably  be  at  the  foot  of  Parker  Hill. 
There  are  perhaps  fifteen  or  twenty  streets  leading 
into  Parker  Hill.  I  did  not  say  Parker  Hill 
avenue.  That  is  one  of  the  streets  at  the  edge 
of  the  hill,  and  there  is  not  only  Parker  Hill 
avenue,  but  Frawley  street,  Wait  street,  Calumet 
street,  St.  Alphonsus  street,  and  so  on.  All 
those  streets  lead  into  Parker  Hill.  As  I  gathered 
from  the  Fire  Commissioner  at  the  budget  hear- 
ing, he  said  the  other  day  that  it  would  be  at  the 
foot  of  Parker  Hill,  in  the  section  where  all  these 
hospitals  and  schools  are,  somewhere  around  there. 
It  is  not  going  into  my  ward  but  in  that  vicinity, 
at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  so  that  the  engines  may  have 
an  easy  approach,  instead  of  going  to  Brookline 
and  then  up  the  hill. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  say 
a  word  in  reply  to  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park 
(Coun.  Norton)  when  he  makes  the  statement 
that  if  this  question  was  left  to  the  people  of  my 
district  they  would  vote  against  it.  I  wish  to 
say  that  it  was  at  the  request  of  the  West  Roxbury 
Improvement  Association,  the  West  Roxbury 
Board  of  Trade,  the  Roslindale  Board  of  Trade, 
civic  organizations  of  my  district,  that  I  presented 
this  order  to  the  Council. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  been  so 
favorably  impressed  by  the  remarks  of  the  able 
councilor  from  Ward  10  (Coun.  Power)  with 
reference  to  the  dire  need  of  a  fire  station  in  the 
vicinity  of  his  district,  in  order  to  properly  protect 
the  hospitals,  schools  and  colleges  in  that  section, 
that,  though  it  involves  an  expenditure  of  $300,000, 
and  may  mean  a  slight  increase  of  the  tax  rate, 
I  deem  it  my  duty  to  do  what  I  can  do  to  help 
save  the  lives  and  property  of  the  people  of  the 
Mission  Hill  and  Parker  Hill  districts.  Ac- 
cordingly, I  shall  vote  for  the  $300,000  for  a  new 
fire  station.  In  regard  to  the  police  station, 
however,  nobody  has  impressed  me  with  the  dire 
need  of  a  police  station.  I  think  that  is  a  proposi- 
tion that  can  perhaps  wait  a  year  or  two.  I 
realize  that  it  is  needed,  but  we  also  need  a  new 
City  Hall  and  other  new  buildings,  such  as  a 
courthouse,  and  so  forth.  But  I  think  the  particu- 
lar item  of  $300,000  for  police  buildings  can  wait. 
Accordingly,  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the  much- 
needed  fire  station  from  the  Roxbury  district 
and  against  the  $300,000  for  a  new  police  station 
in  the  West  Roxbury  district,  on  the  ground  that, 
for  the  latter  purpose  it  is  unfair  to  tax  the  tax- 
payers $300,000  this  year,  when  perhaps  next 
year  or  the  year  after,  we  can  easily  pass  it. 

The  order  providing  $300,000  for  new  fire  station, 
additions  and  improvements  to  existing  fire 
stations,  was  passed,  yeas  16,  nays  5: 

Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Burke,  Cox,  Donovan, 
Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Gleason, 
Green,  Hein,  Kelly,  Lynch,  McGrath,  Power, 
Ruby— 16. 

Nays — Coun.  Brackman,  Curtis,  Dowd,  Norton, 
Roberts — 5. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order 
providing  $300,000  for  new  police  station,  addi- 
tions and  improvements  of  existing  police  stations. 

The  order  was  rejected  (two-thirds  not  voting 
therefor),  yeas  12,  nays  9: 

Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Cox,  Donovan,  Englert, 
Gallagher,  Gleason,  Green,  Hein,  Lynch, 
McGrath,  Power,  Ruby— 12. 

Nays — Coun.  Brackman,  Burke,  Curtis,  Dowd, 
Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Kelly,  Norton,  Roberts — 9. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  COX,  the  action  rejecting 
the  order  was  reconsidered,  and  the  order  was 
assigned  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council.

INFORMATION   ON  WELLS   CASE. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  re- 
quested to  furnish  the  Council  with  full  informa- 
tion regarding  the  visit  of  the  late  Walter  Wells 
of  37  Montvale  street,  Roslindale,  to  the  Hay- 
market  Square  Relief  Station  at  4  p.  m.  on  Wednes- 
day, March  30,  1932. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  a  report  was  made  in  regard  to  a  man  who 
never  in  his  life  was  intoxicated,  when  he  was  taken 
to  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station,  that  he 
was  drunk,  and  he  died  a  few  days  later  of  pneu- 
monia. I  have  a  statement  from  his  wife,  under 
oath,  and  I  would  like  to  have  a  report  from  the 
trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  in  regard  to  that  case. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SILAS  MASON  COMPANY  CONTRACT. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be 
requested  to  submit  to  the  City  Council  reports 
of  any  engineering  investigations  which  may 
have  been  made  for  it  on  the  award  of  a  contract 
to  Silas  Mason  Company  for  Section  C  of  the 
East  Boston  Vehicular  Tunnel,  by  means  of  an 
"amendment"  or  "extension"  of  the  contract 
for  Section  A  of  the  tunnel  with  the  same  firm. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
wish  to  delay  the  Council  at  this  time  with  a 
lengthy  statement,  but  I  would  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  submit  this  statement  to  our  ste- 
nographer for  inclusion  in  the  record.  I  understand 
that  Mr.  Guy  C.  Emerson,  the  engineer  for  the 
Finance  Commission,  has  made  a  very  valuable 
report  on  the  so-called  Section  C  of  the  East 
Boston  contract,  where  the  contract  was  given 
to  the  Silas  Mason  Company  without  bid. 

The  statement  submitted  by  Coun.  Norton  is  as 
follows: 

The  newspapers  last  week  contained  a  story, 
emanating  from  the  Finance  Commission,  to  the 
effect  that  it  had  investigated  a  peculiar  transaction 
in  which  the  Boston  Transit  Department  had 
amended  the  Silas  Mason  contract  for  the  under- 
water section  of  the  East  Boston  Vehicular  Tunnel 
by  permitting  that  firm  to  construct  the  East 
Boston  section,  which  is  known  as  _  Section  C. 
We  should  be  grateful  to  the  commission  for  even 
this  slight  crumb  of  information  as  to  its  activities. 
If  there  is  anything  wrong  here,  the  time  in  which 
to  act  for  the  interests  of  the  city  and  the  taxpayers 
is  right  now.  In  fact,  it  may  be  too  late,  for  I 
understand  that  the  "amendment"  was  made 
last  January. 

The  act  which  authorized  the  city  to  build  this 
tunnel  is  very  specific.  It  states  that  "no  contract 
for  construction  work  .  .  .  the  estimated 
cost  of  which  amounts  to  five  hundred  dollars  or 
more,  shall  be  awarded  by  the*  department  under 
this  act  unless  proposals  for  the  same  have  been 
invited  by  advertisements  .  .  .  All  such  pro- 
posals shall  be  opened  in  public."  Now  it  is  a 
very  weak  subterfuge  to  talk  of  this  contract 
being  an  "extension"  or  "amendment"  of  another 
contract.  That  action  is  clearly  a  violation  of 
both  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law  and  it  would 
not  hold  in  court  for  one  minute. 

Why  the  furtive  secrecy?  Over  two  months 
have  gone  by,  and  not  a  word  has  appeared  about 
it  either  in  the  newspapers  or  the  City  Record. 
When  the  city  made  the  contracts  for  Sections  A 
and  B,  the  City  Record  published  all  the  facts  in 
the  very  next  issue.  What  a  change  has  occurred 
since  the  first  administration  of  Mayor  Curley 
when  he  stated: 


"I  am  a  firm  believer  in  the  value  of  publicity, 
and  as  a  sunlight  destroys  the  microbes  that  lurk 
in  the  dark  and  damp  places,  so,  in  my  opinion, 
by  making  the  city's  business  become  the  property 
of  all,  rather  than  the  office  holders  alone,  it  will 
result  in  the  elimination  of  graft  and  corruption 
and  the  development  of  that  degree  of  efficiency 
and  economy  at  this  time  imperative." 

My  particular  interest  in  this  matter  is  to  make 
certain  that  the  cost  of  the  tunnel  is  not  unduly 
increased.  The  whole  idea  of  competitive  bidding 
is  to  give  the  city  the  advantage  of  lower  costs. 
If  a  deficit  results  from  its  operation  the  taxpayers 
must  hold  the  bag. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PROPOSED   ABOLITION   OF   COUNCIL

Ordered,  That  all  the  committees  of  the  City

Dowd)  has  made  an  attempt 
to  abolish  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  City 
Council.  Let  us  now  do  a  complete  job,  and  have 
everything  right  out  in  the  open.  Let  us  abolish 
all  hidden  committee  meetings,  having  our  affairs 
transacted  right  here,  in  the  light.  The  Presi- 
dent referred  the  other  order  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules.  I  sincerely  ask  that  this  may  be  passed 
under  suspension  of  the  rules. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules.

CONFIRMATION  OF  EXECUTIVE

President  GALLAGHER  called  up,  under  un- 
finished business,  No.  1  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

1.  Action  on  appointments  submitted  by  the 
Mayor  April  11,  1932,  of  minor  officers  paid  by  fees 
for  the  term  of  one  year  beginning  May  1,  1932,  as 
contained  in  City  Document  No.  50. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Com- 
mittee, Coun.  Hein  and  Roberts.  Whole  number 
of  ballots  13;  yeas  13,  and  the  appointments  were 
confirmed. 


THE  BUDGET. 

Coun.  CURTIS,  for  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  Annual  Budget  (submitted  by  the 
Mayor  April  4) — recommending  that  same  ought 
to  pass. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  the  majority 
of  the  Appropriations  Committee  are,  I  believe, 
in  favor  of  passing  the  budget  as  submitted.  The 
chairman  believes  that  certain  reductions  should 
be  made,  and  at  least  one  other  member  of  the 
committee  agrees  with  those  reductions  and  ad- 
vocates certain  other  reductions.  As  certain 
members  were  not  present  when  the  last  vote  was 
taken  in  the  committee,  I  cannot  speak  of  their 
views  with  assurance,  but  it  is  my  opinion,  from 
the  votes  passed  by  the  committee,  that  the  ma- 
jority of  the  opinion  is  that  the  budget  should  be 
passed.  On  behalf  of  the  minority  I  wish  to  present 
a  short  minority  report,  which  is  the  report  of  the 
chairman  and,  I  understand,  is  concurred  in  by 
Councilor  Roberts. 

While  the  Administration  and  the  Budget  Com- 
mission have  made  some  substantial  reductions,  I 
believe  that  this  body  would  be  rendering  a  real 
service  if  as  a  result  of  its  deliberations  it  can  sug- 
gest further  economies.  There  is  no  dispute  as 
to  the  need  for  them  at  this  time.  I  advocate,  as 
a  minimum,  the  following  reductions  which  fall 
under  two  heads. 

First:  Certain  reductions  in  supply  and  pay  roll 
items.  In  view  of  decreased  costs  and  better 
purchasing  methods,  I  believe  that,  where  condi- 
tions otherwise  remain  the  same,  10  per  cent 
should,  in  certain  cases,  be  deducted  from  the 
amount  spent  last  year  where  deductions  have 
not  already  been  made.  I  believe  that  depart- 
ments can  with  care  meet  this  figure,  but  that  at 
any  rate  they  should  try  and  a  supplementary 
appropriation  be  passed  later  if  necessary. 

The  policy  of  not  filling  vacancies  will,  I  believe, 
develop  certain  slack  in  the  pay  roll  items  not 
fully  reflected  in  the  budget  as  submitted.  I  am 
suggesting  a  reduction  of  1  per  cent  of  certain  pay 
roll  items  on  this  account,  which  seems  a  very 
moderate  estimate.  The  Fire  and  Police  Depart- 
ments are  not  included,  as  certain  vacancies  there 
are  already  reflected  in  the  budget,  and  as  the 
wisdom  of  applying  this  policy  to  those  depart- 
ments seems  more  questionable  anyway.  An- 
nexed to  this  report  is  a  schedule  showing  reduc- 
tions along  these  lines  amounting  to  about  $340,000 
which  I  believe  could  be  made  with  very  little 
effort  or  hardship. 

These  include  an  estimated  saving  of  $3,000  for 
electric  current  by  turning  off  some  of  the  traffic 
lights  at  off-hours;  and  an  estimated  saving  of 
$30,000  from  a  million-dollar  budget  item  for 
electric  current  for  street  lights  to  be  secured  both 
by  reduced  costs  and  by  possible  saving  in  use  of 
lights.  Only  a  few  minutes  saving  per  day  would 
accomplish  this. 

Second:    I  believe  that  a  5  per  cent  reduction 


should  be  made  in  city  salaries  of  over  $2,500.  In 
mentioning  5  per  cent,  I  take  into  consideration 
the  gifts  from  salaries  to  the  Unemployment  Fund, 
which  if  continued  throughout  the  year  at  the 
present  rate  would  amount  to  3  per  cent.  While 
this  is  something  which  one  approaches  with  great 
reluctance,  still  making  allowance  for  the  present 
increased  value  of  the  dollar  no  real  reduction 
would  result.  Most  of  the  public  have  had  to 
accept  a  decreased  income  and  it  seems  fair  to 
ask  those  holding  permanent  positions  at  more 
than  $2,500  to  accept  this  5  per  cent  reduction. 

This  would  result  in  a  further  reduction  of  the 
amount  of  the  budget  of  perhaps  $160,000,  which, 
with  the  amounts  previously  mentioned  comes  to 
over  half  a  million.  Such  a  reduction,  while  not 
large  in  comparison  with  the  total  budget,  would 
at  least  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

These  are  not  the  only  reductions  which  I  per- 
sonally believe  should  be  made,  but  are  offered 
rather  as  a  minimum  framed  with  the  idea  of  being 
so  reasonable  that  they  might  have  a  real  chance 
of  being  passed  despite  the  known  divergence  of 
views  in  this  body. 

I  believe  that  other  reductions  should  be  made, 
which  might  require  a  real  reorganization  of  some 
of  the  city  activities,  and  a  real  lopping  off  of  some 
activities  which  could  best  be  spared  in  such  times 
as  these;  but  these  are  things  which  this  body 
cannot  effectively  initiate,  particularly  in  the  time 
available  this  year,  we  having  been  advised  that 
some  salaries  will  have  to  be  held  up  unless  the 
budget  is  acted  upon  this  week,  and  it  having  been 
submitted  to  us  only  on  April  4. 

(Coun.  CURTIS  submitted  the  following 
statement  of  proposed  reductions) : 

Estimates  for  Possible  Reductions. 

Estimated  Reductions  in  "A"  Schedules:  The 
printed  budget,  as  submitted  to  the  Council,  in- 
cludes reductions  on  account  of  vacancies  which 
existed  at  the  time  when  the  budget  was  prepared. 
It  is  understood  to  be  the  policy  of  the  Administra- 
tion during  the  period  of  economic  crises,  when- 
ever possible,  not  to  fill  vacancies  as  they  occur. 
In  considering  possible  reductions  in  the  budget, 
it  seems  possible  to  make  certain  reductions  in  the 
"A"  schedules  in  anticipation  of  savings  which 
will  result  from  this  policy.  The  most  applicable 
way  of  setting  up  budget  reductions  resulting  from 
this  source  seems  to  be  to  cut  a  certain  amount 
from  the  most  general  classification  of  employees 
in  the  department  under  consideration,  not  with 
the  idea  that,  as  it  works  out  in  practice,  the 
entire  saving  will  be  realized  in  the  specific  item 
from  which  the  cut  is  made,  but  rather  with  the 
idea  that  such  cut  is  made  in  anticipation  of  slack 
throughout  the  pay  roll  in  Question  which  we  are 
allocating  for  the  present  to  this  one  item.  For 
example,  Item  "A-l"  of  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, Sewer  Service,  on  page  42  of  the  1932 
budget,  is  $419,289.  The  amount  actually  spent 
for  this  same  item  in  1931  was  $402,000.  If  an 
estimated  reduction  is  to  be  made  on  account  of 
anticipated  slack  resulting  from  the  policy  of  not 
filling  vacancies,  the  best  way  to  do  this  appears 
to  be  to  make  the  cut  from  the  item  found  on 
page  85  of  the  budget  (being  Schedule  "A"  appli- 
cable to  this  division),  reading  "Laborers,  114  at 
$5.00  per  day,  $115,000.00."  It  would  seem  en- 
tirely reasonable,  with  this  source  of  saving  in 
view,  to  make  a  cut  of  at  least  one  per  cent  (1%) 
of  the  budget  figure.  As  stated  above,  the  budget 
figure  in  the  1932  budget  for  this  item  is  $419,289, 
of  which  1  per  cent  is  something  over  $4,000.  The 
suggestion  is  therefore  made  below  that  this 
amount  of  $4,000  be  cut  from  the  above  mentioned 
item  on  page  85,  "Laborers,  114  at  $5.00  per  day, 
$115,000.00."  A  similar  policy  is  pursued  in 
other  cases  where  it  seems  to  be  reasonably  possi- 
ble to  make  a  reduction  in  the  "A"  schedules  on 
account  of  this  consideration. 

Unless  otherwise  noted  below,  all  the  reductions 
hereinafter  listed  for  the  "A"  schedules  result 
from  following  out  a  similar  procedure. 

Estimated  Reductions  in  Certain  Items  Covering 
Food  Supplies  (D-2)  and  Other  Supplies:  In  view 
of  the  important  reductions  which  have  taken 
place  in  food  costs,  it  seems  possible  to  make  cer- 
tain reductions  in  the  budget  items  for  food  sup- 
plies and  in  certain  other  similar  cases.  Where 
conditions  affecting  the  amount  of  food  required 
appear  to  be  substantially  the  same  as  last  year,  it 
would  seem  to  be  entirely  reasonable  to  make  a 
reduction  of  10  per  cent  from  the  amount  spent 
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last  year  on  account  of  this  decrease  in  costs. 
Take,  for  example,  the  Long  Island  Hospital  on 
pages  28  and  29  of  the  1932  budget.  There  is 
little  change  in  the  hospital  population  from  last 
year.  The  present  budget  figure  for  Item  D-2  is 
$200,000.  The  amount  spent  for  this  item  in 
1931  was  $190,000.  Ten  per  cent  of  $190,000  is 
approximately  $20,000,  and  the  suggestion  is  there- 
fore made  that  a  cut  of  $20,000  be  made  from  this 
item  in  the  1932  budget. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  if,  as  expendi- 
tures are  made  during  this  year,  this  amount  of 
saving  cannot  be  made  in  this  particular  item,  but 
can  be  made  in  certain  other  supply  items  which 
are  not  now  being  cut,  this  situation  can  be  taken 
care  of  by  transfers  within  the  department,  so  that 
here  again,  as  in  the  ease  of  the  "A"  items  dis- 
cussed above,  this  cut  in  the  food  item  can  properly 
be  regarded  as  being  made  in  anticipation  of  slack 
in  this  or  any  other  supply  items  which  will  result 
on  account  of  the  present  low  costs. 

It  is  believed  that  the  sort  of  reductions  sug- 
gested above  can  be  accomplished  with  the  least 
hardship  of  any  which  are  possible,  and  that  if  in 
future  these  suggested  savings  cannot  be  made, 
that  situation  can  always  be  corrected  by  a  sup- 
plementary budget  or  appropriation  which  under 
the  laws  may  be  passed  at  any  time  until  the  tax 
rate  has  been  definitely  fixed,  which  is  not  usually 
done  until  August. 

Unless  otherwise  noted  below,  all  the  estimated 
reductions  in  the  supply  items  hereinafter  Bet 
forth  are  made  pursuant  to  the  principle  which 
has  just  been  discussed. 

The  estimated  possible  reductions  will  now  be 
taken  up  in  the  order  in  which  they  appear  in  the 
budget.

This  cut  is  proportionately  slightly  larger  than  in 
other  departments,  due  to  the  diminution  in  the 
amount  of  work,  and  is  taken  out  of  "A-3,"  which 
is  used  in  this  department  for  overtime  work,  it 
being  recommended  that  the  overtime  work  be 
taken  care  of  by  the  regular  force  during  regular 
hours.

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
majority  report. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  move  as  an 
amendment  to  that  report  that  we  pass  orders  for 
a  six  months'  instead  of  for  a  twelve  months' 
budget. 

President  GALLAGHER — The  amendment  is 
not  in  order.  The  question  comes  on  the  accept- 
ance of  the  report  of  the  committee. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  budget  orders. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  while  I  agree 
with  many  of  the  things  that  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  and  a  colleague  (Coun.  Roberts)  have 
agreed  to  in  the  minority  report,  I  must  disagree 
when  it  comes  to  cutting  down  the  amount  allowed 
for  food  in  the  City  Hospital,  at  Long  Island,  or  any 
other  city  institution.  Do  I  understand  the 
councilor  correctly  that  he  recommends  a  10  per 
cent  cut  in  the  food  items?  I  would  like  to 
understand  that  point.  Do  those  supply  items 
include  food  for  the  City  Hospital  and  for  Long 
Island,  for  example? 

Coun.  CURTIS— Yes,  they  do. 

Coun.  NORTON — And  you  recommend  a  10  per 
cent  cut  in  those  items? 

Coun.  CURTIS — Yes,  subject  to  the  explanation 
which  I  gave  in  the  report. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  in  agreeing 
with  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  being  also  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  I 
think  it  wise  at  this  time  to  say  that  we  took  into 
consideration   at  the  time  figures  submitted  to  ua 


inregard  to  the  Supply  Department,  understanding 
that  it  is  feasible  to  save  perhaps  over  $100,000  in 
meat  alone  this  year.  Even  if  the  savings  do  not 
amount  to  a  quarter  of  that,  it  is  easily  apparent 
that  the  figures  allowed  by  the  minority  report 
are  ample  to  meet  the  situation 

Coun.  NORTON— Do  I  understand  that  the 
10  per  cent  reduction  figure  was  accepted  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Supplies? 

Coun.  ROBERTS — He  wa=  not  consiilted  about 
it,  Mr.  Councilor. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  for  the 
second  successive  year  I  must  respectfully  vote 
against  the  passage  of  the  Mayor's  budget  be- 
cause by  voting  for  this  budget  I  am  voting  to 
increase  Boston's  tax  rate  which  already  is  the 
highest  adjustable  tax  rate  in  all  the  country 
for  a  city  of  500,000  in  population  or  more.  A 
higher  tax  rate  means  higher  rents.  Never  were 
the  people  of  Boston  in  more  need  of  lower  rent 
bills.  How  can  rents  be  reduced  if  we  keep  piling 
on  higher  and  higher  taxes?  We  already  have 
the  highest  tax  rate  in  the  land  for  a  city  of  our 
size,  how  much  higher  are  we  to  boost  taxes? 
Many  experts  claim  that  even  our  present  high 
tax  rate  is  confiscatory.  In  some  instances  build- 
ings are  being  torn  down  rather  than  pay  ex- 
orbitant taxes.  Chicago,  with  all  its  looting  of 
the  public  treasury,  has  a  tax  rate  lower  than 
that  of  Boston.  New  York,  Philadelphia  Detroit, 
San  Francisco  and  other  leading  American  cities 
all  have  a  lower  tax  rate  that  we  have  in  Boston. 
By  boosting  this  tax  rate  when  every  industry  in 
Boston  is  fighting  for  its  very  life  in  the  midst 
of  this  terrible  all-devasting  world-wide  depression 
which  I  predict  after  an  exhaustive,  minute  study 
of  world  economics,  will  last  for  years,  is  grossly 
unfair.  Two  weeks  ago  Mayor  Curley  publicly 
stated  that  5,000  homes  would  be  sold  this  year 
in  Boston  because  the  owners  did  not  have  the 
money  to  pay  the  taxes.  Last  year,  the  banks 
paid  hundreds  of  tax  bills  in  Boston,  after  a 
direct  request  was  made  by  the  Mayor  asking 
the  banks  to  do  this.  This  year  we  cannot 
expect  this  assistance  from  the  banks.  More 
homes  than  ever  will  go  under  the  hammer.  By 
voting  for  this  budget  and  increasing  the  tax  rate 
taking  into  consideration  the  chronic  and  acute 
nature  of  the  present  world-wide  business  depres- 
sion, it  means  that  perhaps  10,000  homes  will  be 
sold  for  taxes,  in  Boston,  next  year.  Can  we 
possibly  realize  what  this  means?  The  one 
possession  that  a  father  and  mother  will  fight  to 
retain  is  the  roof  over  their  heads  and  that  of 
the  family.  Only  after  every  known  resource  has 
been  absolutely  exhausted  will  they  finally  give 
in  and  admit  that  they  cannot  scrape  enough 
money  together  to  pay  the  tax  bill.  The  family 
that  seeks  to  own  a  small  home  is  the  best  element 
of  our  citizenry.  With  the  breadwinner,  the 
father  now  out  of  work  or  on  part  time,  with  chil- 
dren out  of  work,  today,  at  this  moment  there 
are  thousands  of  fathers  and  mothers  in  Boston 
worrying  and  fretting  over  the  question  as  to 
where  they  are  to  obtain  money  enough  to  pay 
their  taxes.  With  100,000  people  accepting  some 
form  of  charity  in  Boston  today,  one  in  every 
eight,  with  the  largest  number  of  unemployed  in 
our  history,  there  are  thousands  of  families  in 
Boston  today  wondering  where  they  are  to  get 
the  money  to  keep  paying  the  rent.  By  passing 
this  budget  we  vote  to  increase  taxes  which 
means  higher  rents.  I  believe  that  we  should 
send  this  budget  back  to  the  Mayor  with  a  request 
that  he  cut  at  least  $2,000,000  from  it.  If  he  will 
do  this,  it  will  mean  that  the  predicted  $1  increase 
in  the  tax  rate  will  be  unnecessary.  Every  effort 
is  now  being  made  to  keep  the  tax  rate  as  low  as 
possible  until  after  1933,  until  after  the  present 
administration  goes  out  of  office,  then,  after  that, 
the  deluge.  Some  experts  believe  that  the  tax 
rate,  to  reflect  the  true  financial  condition  of  the 
city  should  be  increased  from  $2  to  $5  or  more 
per  $1,000  this  year.  But  we  are  now  only  con- 
cerned with  the  immediate  problem  before  us. 
Friends  of  the  administration  now  in  office  pre- 
dict that  there  will  be  a  tax  rate  increase  of  at 
least  $1  per  $1,000  of  valuation.  This  $1  increase 
will  be  unnecessary  if  the  Mayor  will  cut  from  this 
budget  a  sum  of  $2,000,000.  Personally  I  believe 
that  the  budget  should  be  cut  at  least  by  10  per 
cent  this  year  as  against  the  amount  appropriated 
last  year,  so  that  taxes  could  be  cut  down  10  per 
cent  and  a  corresponding  decrease  in  rents  in 
Boston  take  place.  Economic  conditions  demand 
that  cooperative  banks  and  other  home  loan 
agencies  fall  in  with  this  idea.     Rents  must  come 
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down  but  before  they  can  do  so,  taxes  must  come 
down  first.  It  is  unfair  to  ask  a  member  of  the 
Council  as  to  how  he  specifically  would  cut  down 
expenses.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  has  the  power, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  to  combine 
departments.  The  Mayor  is  the  responsible 
official.  He  and  his  department  heads  are  the 
only  ones  who  understand  the  complicated  prob- 
lems of  city  government  well  enough  to  inaugurate 
necessary  economies.  For  over  two  years  I  have 
requested  that  a  sincere  attempt  be  made  to 
cut  down  city  expenses  by  responsible  city  officials 
but  to  no  avail.  But  during  all  this  period  city 
expenses  have  been  increasing  to  mountainous 
proportions.  However,  I  venture  to  make  the 
following  suggestions  believing  that  the  ordinary 
layman,  after  a  cursory  examination  of  an  im- 
partial nature,  would  arrive  at  the  following 
conclusions:  The  work  now  being  performed  by 
the  Commercial,  Industrial  and  Publicity  Bureau 
could  be  dispensed  with.  The  Division  of  Markets 
work  could  be  performed  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works.  All  that  is  involved  is  the  collect- 
ing of  a  few  rents  in  Faneuil  Hall  market  and 
other  few  incidentals.  The  Registry  and  Statis- 
tics Division  should  be  consolidated  under  the 
City  Clerk.  Furthermore,  according  to  the 
report  of  the  Finance  Commission,  nearly  a 
million  dollars  can  be  saved  this  year  in  our 
Purchasing  Department  by  refusing  in  purchasing 
to  favor  friends  such  as  the  Mohawk  Packing 
Company  or  certain  tire  companies.  Councilor 
Murray  here  can  buy  on  the  Back  Bay  a  single 
tire  as  cheaply  as  it  would  be  purchased  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Supplies  buying  a  large  number. 
By  putting  such  savings  as  that  into  effect  we 
could  undoubtedly  save  from  half  a  million  to  a 
million  dollars  of  the  taxpayers'   money  in   a  year. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  Chairman,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park,  I  would 
like  to  inform  him  that  I  buy  all  my  tires  in  Ward 
19!     (Laughter.) 

Coun.  NORTON— And  I  would  like  to  answer 
why,  Mr.  President!  The  money  now  wasted, 
illegally,  by  publishing  political  speeches,  contain- 
ing thousands  of  words  in  the  Boston  City  Record 
should  be  stopped  at  once.  Vigorous  action  on 
the  part  of  the  Mayor  should  lead  to  legislative 
action  that  will  eliminate  the  unnecessary  Licens- 
ing Board.  The  cost  of  having  the  Port  Authority 
function  is  a  proper  state  charge  and  should  not 
be  borne  by  the  city.  But  I  do  not  worry  about 
this  item  of  transfer  because  the  Port  Authority 
is  doing  excellent  work  and  is  to  be  encouraged. 
In  order  to  lull  us  into  a  sense  of  false  security  it 
is  stated  in  the  press  that  Boston  is  in  splendid 
financial  condition  as  compared  to  other  cities. 
Is  this  so?  Is  Boston  in  splendid  financial  con- 
dition? Aren't  all  New  England  cities,  located 
in  the  northeast  section  of  the  land,  having  a 
diversification  of  industry  that  is  unknown  in 
other  centers,  getting  along  up  to  now  better  than 
Detroit,  dependent  on  one  item,  automobiles. 
Chicago,  dependent  upon  the  railroads.  Pitts- 
burgh, dependent  upon  iron  and  steel.  Is  it  due 
to  magic  leadership  that  Boston  has  escaped  to 
date  or  is  it  because  of  our  geographical  location 
and  diversification  of  industries?  No  New  Eng- 
land city — Bangor,  Me.,  Bridgeport,  Conn., 
Providence,  Rhode  Island,  is  in  the  financial 
difficulty  of  a  Detroit,  a  Chicago,  a  Philadelphia. 
But  who  states  today  that  Boston  is  in  good 
financial  standing  thus  intimating  that  we  can 
afford  to  spend  lots  of  money.  Wait  and  see 
what  the  next  two  or  three  years  bring!  The 
depression  has  been  a  little  slow  in  reaching  us. 
Let  the  man  who  states  Boston  is  in  good  financial 
condition  tell  us  how  many  buildings  in  Boston 
today  can  afford  to  pay  their  taxes?  Do  you 
know  any  hotels  that  are  paying;  any  industries, 
any  commercial  houses?  For  every  one  of  them 
that  can  be  mentioned  as  making  a  dollar  today 
in  Boston,  a  dozen  others  can  be  noted  that  are 
losing  money.  How  many  taxpayers  can  really 
afford  to  pay  higher  taxes  than  ever  this  year  with 
every  home  in  Boston  feeling  this  terrible  depres- 
sion? Then  who  says  that  Boston  is  in  good 
financial  condition  at  this  time  when  we"  are  about 
to  consider  this  budget  in  order  to  have  us  spend 
all  the  money  possible  on  the  theory  that  the  city 
has  got  it!  The  city  has  not  got  it.  Our  popu- 
lation is  stagnant.  We  are  not  increasing  to  any 
appreciable  extent.  Even  the  Bureau  of  Sta- 
tistics admits  that  we  have  not  increased  over 
350  a  year  in  the  past  five  years.  In  1920  Boston 
had  a  net  debt  of  $47,890,000  and  an  additional 
self-supporting    debt    of    S3 1,490 ,000,    making    a 


total  of  878,380,000  odd.  Now  we  find  our  debt 
has  increased  faster  than  our  assessed  valuations. 
This  is  an  unhealthy  condition.  At  present,  our 
assessed  valuations  are  going  down.  We  must 
stop  spending.  As  compared  to  1920,  our  1931 
debt  showed  over  a  40  per  cent  increase  over  that 
of  1920.  As  a  last  resort  and  after  every  other 
resource  for  eliminating  extravagance  and  waste 
has  been  exhausted  I  recommend,  in  order  to  make 
unnecessary  an  increased  tax  rate  and  increased 
rents  this  year  that  a  graduated  amount  be  taken 
from  the  3,077  city  employees  drawing  a  salary 
of  $2,500  or  more  per  year.  This  amount  to  be 
taken  for  the  period  of  a  year  and  to  be  handed 
over  to  the  Public  Welfare  Department  so  that 
the  amount  we  appropriate  here  can  be  likewise 
decreased  and  the  said  increase  in  the  tax  rate 
and  rents  be  made  unnecessary.  All  those  draw- 
ing a  salary  of  $2,500  to  $3,000  to  be  cut  5  per 
cent;  $3,000  to  $4,000,  10  per  cent;  $4,000  to 
$5,000,  15  per  cent;  $5,000  to  $20,000,  20  per  cent. 
I  am  desirous  of  protecting  the  small  salaried 
man.  I  know  that  plans  are  now  on  foot  to  slash 
right  and  left  into  the  lower  paid  workers.  Before 
doing  this,  I  would  first  cut  the  higher  paid  workers 
and  eliminate  waste  and  extravagance  from  all 
city  departments.  It  can  be  done.  It  calls  for 
a  courageous  leader.  If  this  is  not  done,  then  the 
lower  paid  worker  will  be  the  first  to  suffer.  Hun- 
dreds will  be  put  on  a  three  or  four  day  week  or 
let  go  all  together.  I  am  unalterably  opposed 
to  reducing  the  food  item  one  cent  for  any  of  the 
City  Hospitals  or  other  philanthropical  institu- 
tions such  as  Long  Island.  I  believe  that  the 
unfortunates  who  are  forced  to  go  to  Long  Island, 
the  Mattapan  Sanatorium  or  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  should  have  the  best  of  food  and  plenty 
of  it.  And  while  on  this  subject  of  hospitals, 
let  us  appropriate  enough  now  so  that  the  con- 
gestion which  now  exists  at  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital will  be  eliminated.  There  are  100  children 
in  my  ward,  with  tonsils  and  adenoids  to  be  taken 
out  and  some  of  them  have  been  told  that  they 
will  have  to  wait  for  nine  months  to  a  year  before 
this  operation  can  be  performed  at  the  City  Hos- 
pital. Why  should  this  be?  There  is  plenty  of 
space  available  at  the  Beth  Israel  Hospital,  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  St.  Elizabeth's 
Hospital  and  at  other  institutions  around  Boston. 
Why  cannot  the  city  arrange  to  have  this  vital 
work  done  at  one  of  these  institutions?  Waiting 
for  nine  months  to  a  year  for  a  child  with  dis- 
eased tonsils  and  adenoids  may  mean  stunted 
growth  and  a  lifetime  of  Bickness.  Anyone  who 
can  afford  to  pay  should  not  be  allowed  to  enter 
the  City  Hospital.  Many  of  the  other  hospitals 
about  Boston  have  plenty  of  available  space  for 
paying  patients,  but  politicians  and  their  friends 
who  can  afford  to  pay  for  hospital  treatment,  too 
often  fill  up  many  of  the  beds  at  the  City  Hospital 
so  that  when  a  worthy  case  comes  along,  there 
is  no  room  available.  One  resident  of  my  ward, 
with  a  wife  and  four  children,  lay  six  days  at  his 
home  with  an  acute  case  of  scarlet  fever.  There 
was  no  room  for  him  in  the  City  Hospital.  He 
was  finally  sent  to  Waltham.  Long  ago,  medical 
experts  declared  that  the  City  Hospital  should 
arrange  to  take  the  chronic  and  convalescent 
patients  out  of  the  City  Hospital  and  place  them 
at  a  point  such  as  the  hospital  property  in  West 
Roxbury  which  the  city  owns.  It  costs  much 
more  to  take  care  of  acute  cases  than  it  does  the 
chronic  and  convalescent.  The  main  City  Hos- 
pital should  be  used  only  for  acute  cases  such  as 
pneumonia,  a  broken  leg,  scarlet  fever,  etc.  When 
a  patient  is  recovering  and  is  in  the  chronic  or 
convalescent  stage,  he  wishes  to  be  in  a  different 
environment  than  that  offered  at  a  hospital  that 
caters  to  acute  cases.  No  up-to-date  hospital 
in  America  such  as  the  Margaret  Hague  Hospital 
at  Jersey  City,  or  the  Mayo  Brothers  Hospital 
at  Rochester,  Minnesota,  allows  the  three  classes 
of  cases  to  be  mixed.  Undoubtedly  this  is  one 
of  the  major  causes  of  congestion  at  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  today.  Let  us  make  sure  that 
we  have  proper  medical  executiveship  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  and  after  making  sure  of 
this,  let  us  appropriate  enough  in  this  budget  so 
that  no  sick  child  of  Boston  will  be  turned  away. 
And  while  considering  this  budget,  let  us  make 
sure  that  we  have  appropriated  enough  money  to 
properly  take  care  of  the  poor.  There  are  hun- 
dreds of  children  in  my  ward  who  have  not  proper 
clothing,  who  have  not  proper  shoes  on  today. 
There  are  hundreds  of  children  who  are  not  obtain- 
ing enough  food;  some  homes  where  children 
only  obtain  milk  once  a  week.  A  family  of  eight 
children    and   a   mother   and   father,   making   ten 
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all  told,  must  pay  say  $25  a  month  rent;  must 
carry  on  small  items  of  necessity.  How  can  a 
family  of  this  nature  properly  feed,  clothe  and 
house  the  children,  pay  the  rent,  pay  carfares 
when  the  father  is  out  looking  for  a  job,  and  then 
afford  to  buy  clothes  for  the  children,  or  a  pair 
of  shoes  that  costs  at  least  $2  a  pair  for  the  chil- 
dren, on  the  allotment  now  given  to  them  by  the 
City  of  Boston.  We  must  cut  down  our  expenses; 
we  should  see  to  it  that  the  tax  rate  is  not  increased 
and  hence  rents  sent  skyward.  I  believe  that  we 
can  accomplish  this  and  properly  take  care  of 
our  poor  for  the  coming  year  if  we  eliminate  waste 
and  extravagance  and  favoritism  frorh  city  depart- 
ments. Surely,  there  never  was  a  time  in  the 
history  of  our  city  when  the  call  was  greater  to 
reduce  the  tax  load  from  the  backs  of  Bolton's 
citizenry. 

Coun.  DOWD-Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
offer  an  amendment  to  the  original  budget.

15,  $20,000  allowed  for  motorless  vehicle  repairs, 
amend  to  $10,000.  Item  39,  $35,000  allowed  for 
general  plant,  amend  to  $20,000.  Schedule  C, 
Item  4,  $65,000  allowed  for  motor  vehicles,  amend 
to  $40,000.  Schedule  D,  Item  11,  $45,000  allowed 
for  motor  vehicle  supplies,  amend  to  $30,000. 
Schedule  E,  Item  13,  $37,500  allowed  for  general 
plant,  amend  to  $20,000. 


Public  Works  Department,  Sewer  Service, 
Schedule  B,  Item  14,  $13,000  allowed  for  motor 
vehicle  repairs  and  care,  amend  to  $10,000.  Item 
18,  $50,000  allowed  for  cleaning,  amend  to  $40,000. 
Item  39,  $19,800  allowed  for  general  plant,  amend 
to  $10,000. 

Penal  Institutions  Department,  Steamer 
"Michael  J.  Perkins,"  Schedule  B,  Item  39, 
$24,000  allowed  for  general  plant,  amend  to 
$12,000. 

Public  Works  Department,  Water  Service, 
Schedule  B,  Item  39,  $150,000  allowed  for  general 
plant,  amend  to  $100,000.  Schedule  C,  Item  13, 
tools  and  instruments,  $31,000  allowed,  amend  to 
$20,000. 

Park  Department,  Schedule  B,  Item  6,  hire  of 
teams  and  auto  trucks,  $30,000  allowed,  amend  to 
$10,000. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  might  I  state  at 
the  outset  that  I  absolutely  cannot  allow  myself  to 
vote  for  the  budget  as  it  has  been  presented  to  us, 
first,  because  it  means  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate 
of  the  City  of  Boston;  secondly,  I  disagree  with  the 
councilor  from  Hyde  Park  (Coun.  Norton)  because 
I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  many  of  our 
public  officials  at  the  present  time  are  desirous  of 
having  an  opening  wedge  to  reduce  salaries,  and  if 
that  opening  wedge  is  once  allowed  it  will  result 
in  every  scrubwoman  and  every  city  laborer  of  the 
City  of  Boston  having  wages  reduced.  Therefore, 
under  no  circumstances  can  I  allow  myself  to  even 
consider  the  slightest  cut  in  salary.  Neither  can  I 
allow  myself  to  vote  for  a  single  cut  in  the  Over- 
seers of  Public  Welfare  Department,  the  Soldiers' 
Relief,  or  the  Hospital  Department.  But  I  do  wish 
to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  members  of  this 
Council  that  this  is  your  last  important  vote  of  the 
entire  year.  You  have  read  the  reports  that 
have  come  to  us  from  the  Finance  Commission; 
you  have  read  what  I  have  had  to  say  on  this  floor 
in  reference  to  the  Mohawk  Packing  Company  and 
other  concerns,  showing  the  enormous  waste  that 
is  talcing  place  in  the  city's  purchases.  My  amend- 
ments are  as  follows: 

Assessing  Department,  Schedule  B,  Item  28, 
$58,000  allowed  for  expert,  amend  to  $10,000. 

I  am  firmly  convinced  that  we  spend  sufficient 
money  on  high-salaried  employees  who  are  assess- 
ing values  in  this  city,  and  that  we  have  as  Chief 
Assessor  one  of  the  brainiest  men  in  the  City  of 
Boston  on  matters  of  assessing  and  revaluation,  so 
that  there  is  no  logical  reason  why  the  City  of 
Boston  should  spend  that  excessive  amount  for 
assessing  expert,  $58,000.  You  and  I  know  where 
that  money  goes  to,  and  it  is  nothing  but  illegiti- 
mate graft,  every  item  of  it. 

Then,  Item  B-29,  $24,500  allowed  for  steno- 
graphic, copying,  listing,  etc.,  should  be  reduced  to 
$19,500.  That  is  simply  one  of  the  items  that  is 
given  to  a  certain  multigraphing  concern.  I  say 
that  that  item  can  be  reduced,  and,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  it  should  be  reduced,  and  city  employees 
should  be  used  on  such  work.  Also,  here  is  an 
opportunity  to  save  some  money  by  putting  Public 
Welfare  men  into  city  departments  to  do  such 
work,  rather  than  having  some  of  them  working  on 
the  streets  of  Boston  with  a  pick  or  a  broom. 

Boston  Port  Authority,  Schedule  G,  Item  2, 
$20,000  allowed  for  special  investigations,  amend 
to  $10,000. 

Only  two  days  ago  the  Boston  "Port  News" 
came  out  with  an  editorial,  I  understand  written 
by  a  gentleman  of  character  and  reputation  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  saying  that  a  man  by  the  name  of 
Wilder  received  from  the  City  of  Boston  $4,000  in 
this  connection,  and  they  wanted  to  know  what  he 
did  to  get  the  $4,000.  It  apparently  amounts  to 
nothing  more  than  giving  that  money  to  some  one 
that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  desires  to  give  a  year's 
pay  to. 

Boston  Traffic  Commission,  Schedule  C,  Item  17, 
$12,000  allowed  for  general  plant,  amend  to  $6,000. 
Schedule  E,  Item  13,  $6,000  allowed  for  general 
plant,  amend  to  $4,000. 

The  reduction  of  these  general  plant  items  will 
not  affect  a  single  individual  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  only  one  they  will  affect  is  the  contractor  who 
gets  the  gift  job. 

Building  Department,  Schedule  B,  Item  39, 
$2,500  allowed  for  general  plant,  amend  to  $1,500. 

Election  Department,  Schedule  C,  Item  17, 
$2,485  allowed  for  general  plant,  amend  to  $2,000. 

Finance  Commission,  amend  by  eliminating 
entire  appropriation  of  $50,000. 

As  to  the  Finance  Commission,  while,  of  course, 
we  are  governed  by  statute  on  that  $50,000,  my 
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recommendation  is  to  eliminate  the  entire  appro- 
priation of  $50,000.  Then  allow  them  to  go  on  and 
spend  that  amount,  if  they  wish,  and  order  the 
state  to  pay  for  it.  What  good  is  the  Finance 
Commission?  We  are  paying  the  Finance  Com- 
mission $50,000  to  protect  high  class  racketeers 
and  looters.  That  is  what  we  are  paying  the 
money  for,  Mr.  President,  to  protect  men  who  are 
looting  the  treasury  of  the  City  of  Boston  annually 
of  large  amounts  of  money.  According  to  their 
own  report,  they  said  that  the  Mohawk  Packing 
Company  overcharged  Boston  in  one  year  $125,000, 
and  when  the  United  States  Government  inspectors 
inspected  the  beef  furnished  the  City  Hospital,  they 
found  that  the  meat  was  frozen  meat.  That 
would  have  been  all  right  if  they  immediately  had 
discontinued  doing  business  with  the  Mohawk 
Packing  Company,  but  they  are  going  on  just  the 
same,  looting  the  city.  And  the  same  thing 
applies  to  every  land  deal.  The  chairman  of  the 
commission  comes  out  with  a  report  on  the  East 
Boston  end  of  the  tunnel,  given  to  Mason  without 
competitive  bids,  the  chairman  of  the  Transit 
Commission  agreeing  that  it  was  all  right  to  give 
him  the  job  without  a  competitive  bid,  and  then 
later  on  one  of  his  commissioners  discovered  some- 
thing, and  an  investigation  was  ordered — not 
through  the  chairman,  however.  I  say  to  the 
members  of  the  Council  that  we  are  paying  850,000 
of  the  taxpayers'  money  in  order  that  that  com- 
mission on  School  street  may  give  the  proper  pro- 
tection to  the  taxpayers  against  such  concerns  and 
contractors,  while  in  the  meantime  they  are  getting 
so  bold  and  audacious  in  their  dealings  with  the 
city  that  they  feel  that  they  can  do  anything,  be- 
cause they  have  the  protection  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission. Do  you  know  of  one  single  individual  who 
has  even  been  seriously  questioned  by  this  com- 
mission over  there?  They  are  supposed  to  be  there 
for  protection,  and  nothing  else,  and,  while  the 
Finance  Commission  haven't  any  real  power  they 
can  act  in  a  protective  capacity.  I  say  that  we 
should  tell  the  people  of  Boston  frankly  that  we  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  actions  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, and  that  if  left  to  us  entirely  we  would 
abolish  them.  I  certainly  trust  that  we  will 
eliminate  that  item  of  S50.000. 

Fire  Department,  Schedule  B,  Item  39,  $50,000 
allowed  for  general  plant,  amend  to  $35,000. 
Schedule  C,  Item  4,  $70,000  allowed  for  motor 
vehicles,  amend  to  $50,000;  Schedule  D,  Item  11, 
$30,000  allowed  for  motor  vehicles,  amend  to 
$25,000.  Schedule  E,  Item  13,  $35,000  allowed 
for  general  plant,  amend  to  $25,000. 

You  know  that  within  the  last  year — or  during 
the  last  twenty  months,  to  be  correct — the  City 
of  Boston  has  purchased  a  quarter  of  a  million 
dollars  of  fire  apparatus  without  a  competitive 
bid,  spending  $250,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money 
without  allowing  any  concern  whatsoever  to  bid 
on  it,  and  I  contend,  and  I  believe  logically,  that 
25  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  money  spent  for  fire 
apparatus  goes  to  some  individual.  Therefore,  I 
think  that  we  can  well  afford  to  get  along  for  the 
present  without  expending  this  amount  on  fire 
apparatus. 

Health  Department,  Schedule  G,  Item  2, 
$15,000  allowed  for  special  investigations,  amend 
to  $10,000. 

Library  Department,  Schedule  B,  Item  39, 
$19,000  allowed  for  general  plant,  amend  to 
$12,000.  Schedule  C,  Item  10,  $160,000  allowed 
for  library  equipment,  amend  to  $75,000. 

I  do  not  desire  in  any  way,  Mr.  Chairman  and 
gentlemen,  to  destroy  the  functions  of  the  Public 
Library  of  the  City  of  Boston,  but  when  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  has  stated  openly  that  hundreds  or 
thousands  of  city  employees  may  have  to  be  laid 
off,  I  say  that  we  have  two  choices  to  make — one, 
to  continue  to  make  appropriations  of  this  sort, 
unnecessary  expenditures,  and  the  other  to  cut 
them  out  in  order  to  keep  at  work  our  city  employ- 
Park  Department,  Schedule  D,  Item  10,  $15,000 
allowed  for  agricultural  supplies,  amend  by 
eliminating  this  entire  amount. 

In  these  days  we  have  no  right  to  go  out  and 
spend  $15,000  on  agricultural  supplies — plants, 
seeds,  shrubs,  or  anything  else — when  other  more 
imporatant  tilings  are  needed. 

Cemetery  Division,  Schedule  B,  Item  39, 
$20,000  allowed  for  general  plant,  amend  to 
$10,000.  Schedule  D,  Item  10,  $5,900  allowed 
for  agricultural  supplies,  amend  by  eliminating 
this  entire  amount. 

Police  Department,  Schedule  B,  Item  39, 
$44,000    allowed    for    general    plant,    amend    to 


$30,000.  Schedule  C,  Item  4,  $50,000  allowed 
for  motor  vehicles,  amend  to  $30,000.  Item  17, 
$18,000  allowed  for  general  plant,  amend  to 
$12,000.  Schedule  D,  Item  16,  $11,000  allowed 
for  general  plant,  amend  to  $8,000. 

Public  Buildings  Department,  Schedule  B,  Item 
13,  $110,000  allowed  for  general  plant,  amend  to 
$60,000. 

Our  public  buildings  today  are  in  fairly  good 
shape,  and  there  is  no  real,  legitimate,  logical 
reason  why  favored  contractors  should  go  into  the 
Public  Buildings  Department  and  get  jobs  ranging 
from  $100  to  $1,000  on  buildings  that  do  not 
really  need  the  repairs  at  this  time. 

Public  Works  Department,  Bridge  Service, 
Schedule  B,  Item  39,  $22,500  allowed  for  general 
plant,  amend  to  $12,500. 

Public  Works  Department,  Ferry  Service, 
Schedule  B,  Item  39,  $50,000  allowed  for  general 
plant,  amend  to  $25,000. 

Public  Works  Department,  Paving  Service, 
Schedule  B,  Item  14,  $25,000  allowed  for  motor 
vehicle  repairs  and  care,  amend  to  $20,000. 

We  know  where  that  $25,000  is  scheduled  to 
go, — to  different  garages  in  with  the  Administra- 
tion, which  can  charge  almost  anything  they 
desire  for  the  repair  of  automobiles. 

Schedule  C,  Item  4,  $30,000  allowed  for  motor 
vehicles,  amend  to  $20,000.  Schedule  D,  Item  11 , 
$15,500  allowed  for  motor  vehicle  supplies,  amend 
to  $10,000. 

Public  Works  Department,  Sanitary  Service, 
Schedule  B,  Item  14,  $90,000  allowed  for  motor 
vehicle  repairs  and  care,  amend  to  $75,000.  Item 
15,  $20,000  allowed  for  motorless  vehicle  repairs, 
amend  to  $10,000.  Item  39,  $35,000  allowed  for 
general  plant,  amend  to  $20,000.  Schedule  C, 
Item  4,  $65,000  allowed  for  motor  vehicles,  amend 
to  $40,000.  Schedule  D,  Item  11,  $45,000  allowed 
for  motor  vehicle  Supplies,  amend  to  $30,000. 
Schedule  E,  Item  13,  $37,500  allowed  for  general 
plant,  amend  to  $20,000. 

Public  Works  Department,  Sewer  Service, 
Schedule  B,  Item  14,  $13,000  allowed  for  motor 
vehicle  repairs  and  care,  amend  to  $10,000.  Item 
18,  $50,000  allowed  for  cleaning,  amend  to  $40,000. 
Item  39,  $19,800  allowed  for  general  plant,  amend 
to  $10,000. 

Penal  Institutions  Department,  Steamer 
"Michael  J.  Perkins,"  Schedule  B,  Item  39, 
$24,000  allowed  for  general  plant,  amend  to 
$12,000. 

Public  Works  Department,  Water  Service, 
Schedule  B,  Item  39,  $150,000  allowed  for  general 
plant,  amend  to  $100,000.  Schedule  C,  Item  13, 
tools  and  instruments,  $31,000  allowed,  amend  to 
$20,000. 

Park  Department,  Schedule  B,  Item  6,  hire  of 
teams  and  auto  trucks,  $30,000  allowed,  amend 
to  $10,000. 

Now,  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  Council, 
not  one  item  that  I  have  specified  conflicts  with 
any  individual  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  total  cuts  I  have  made 
are  to  the  amount  of  $608,500.  I  do  not  believe 
we  should  criticize  the  budget  unless  we  can  show 
something  constructive  which  will  result  in  real 
service  to  the  city.  I  contend,  Mr.  President  and 
members  of  the  Council,  that  you  ought  to  think 
very  carefully  before  you  vote  for  that  budget 
as  presented  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  The  only 
one  who  is  going  to  feel  in  any  way  the  slash  I 
have  proposed  in  my  amendments  is  the  contractor 
who  gets  his  ill-gotten  gains  because  he  is  a  favored 
man.  He  is  the  only  one  who  is  going  to  suffer, 
and  the  ones  who  are  going  to  benefit  are  the 
taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  the  extent  of  a 
saving  of  about  thirty-one  cents  on  a  thousand. 
I  don't  think  there  is  a  single  individual  item 
which  I  have  proposed  cutting  that  we  cannot  get 
along  without.  Of  course,  department  heads  keep 
coming  in,  as  they  have  done  in  the  last  seven 
years  in  my  experience  and  tell  us  the  same  story, 
that  what  they  propose  is  absolutely  necessary. 
But,  after  all,  the  city  is  the  same  as  our  own 
homes.  If  we  do  not  have  the  money  to  spend  in 
our  own  homes,  we  are  not  spending  it,  and  I  say  if 
the  city  has  not  the  money  to  spend  it  should  not  be 
given  to  these  contractors.  For  that  reason,  and 
for  the  reason  that  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  are 
looking  for  some  relief,  I  am  asking  the  members 
of  the  Council  to  give  these  amendments  some 
consideration,  and  then  vote  as  they  wish. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  don't  see 
how  the  members  of  the  body  can  pass  on  these 
important  suggested  reductions  without  any 
possibility    of    their    going    into    them    in    detail. 
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Why  didn't  the  member  bring  them  up  before  the 
committee,  while  we  were  having  detailed  hearings? 
The  member  has  suggested  cuts  in  plant  items 
that  have  already  been  tremendously  cut  by  the 
Budget  Department.  In  fact,  some  of  the 
criticism  has  been  that  there  has  been  too  much 
cutting  of  these  general  plant  items.  So  I  suggest 
that  these  amendments  should  not  be  adopted 
without  an  opportunity  to  take  them  up  in  detail. 
Coun.  McGHATH — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to, 
what  the  gentleman  from  Ward  5  has  just  said, 
I,  too,  want  to  add  a  word.  The  City  of  Boston's 
budget  is  the  most  highly  segregated  of  any 
budget  in  these  United  States.  Two  weeks  ago 
the  budget  was  submitted  to  this  body  with  a  very 
urgent  suggestion,  that  because  of  the  cuts  in 
various  items,  ranging  from  10  per  cent  to  33  per 
cent,-  the  Council  should  pass  it  without  giving 
it  further  extended  consideration,  as  it  had  already 
been  cut  to  the  tune  of  over  .$1,000,000.  But  the 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
together  with  other  members  of  the  Council,  felt 
that  they  should  spend  a  week  on  the  budget  and 
go  over  the  various  items.  After  having  spent  a 
week,  they  felt  that  they  should  spend  another 
week,  and  from  early  in  the  morning  until  late 
in  the  afternoon  the  members  of  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  have  gathered  in  this  Council 
Chamber  and  have  seen  every  head  of  a  depart- 
ment, together  with  every  secretary  of  the  de- 
partments —  and  in  the  ease  of  a  department 
such  as  the  Public  Works  Department  it  meant 
many  heads  and  officials — and  those  men  have 
submitted  to  the  most  minute  and  detail  question- 
ing. I  sat  in  with  the  committee,  as  did  other 
members  of  the  Council,  and  in  the  final  analysis 
we  said  that  there  were  associations  in  this  city 
who  had  been  given  the  privilege  of  examining 
this  highly  segregated  budget,  even  before  the 
Council  saw  it, — the  Boston  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange 
working  in  conjunction  with  each  other,  the 
Good  Government  Association  across  the  street, 
which  issued  a  booklet  on  this  budget  back  in 
March  and  had  had  a  splendid  opportunity  to  go 
over  every  single  item,  has  issued  a  very  detailed 
report  covering  eight  pages,  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  this  city,  calling  attention  to  the  various 
items,  but  not  making  one  suggestion  as  to  how 
they  could  be  cut, — and  so  I  made  a  suggestion 
to  the  committee  on  Friday  that  we  defiver  by 
hand  an  invitation  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange,  the  Good 
Government  Association,  the  Massachusetts  Real 
Estate  Exchange  and  the  Massachusetts  Home 
Owners  Association  out  in  Dorchester,  giving 
them  an  opportunity  to  come  in  here  with  the 
committee  and  make  whatever  suggestions  they 
might  care  to  make  relative  to  the  cutting  of  the 
budget.  Every  single  association,  with  one  excep- 
tion, failed  to  come  in  here, — with  one  exception, 
— the  Massachusetts  Home  Owners  Association, — 
and  in  total  that  association  did  not  point  over 
$50,000  to  be  cut,  and  those  were  items  that  were 
subject  to  dispute.  And  so  we  have  at  least  robbed 
the  associations  that  ordinarily  criticize  the  laxity 
of  the  Council  of  the  opportunity  of  so  criticizing 
the  Council  this  year.  If  they  did  not  feel  like 
coming  before  the  committee  and  assisting  the 
committee,  upon  invitation,  to  properly  cut  the 
budget,  then  I  say  I  am  not  unfair  in  remarking 
that  they  cannot  criticize  us  after  we  have  passed 
it.  Therefore,  I  think  the  Council  and  the  citi- 
zens of  Boston  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the 
chairman  of  this  Committee  on  Appropriations 
and  every  one  of  the  members  because  of  the  way 
in  which  they  have  done  their  work.  I  know 
that,  no  matter  how  drastic  are  the  cuts  that  have 
been  advocated  here  today,  they  are  advocated 
with  good  intention,  and  with  the  sincerity  of  the 
men  who  propose  them;  but,  sir,  after  we  have 
fought   the   thing  out,   and  having  in  mind   that 


under  the  law  the  Council  cannot  increase,  but 
can  only  reduce,  I  say  that  where  the  proposed 
cuts  now  total  only  such  a  small  part  of  the 
$30,000,000  over  which  we  have  any  control, 
once  those  proposed  reductions  have  been  voted 
down,  there  is  nothing  for  the  twenty-two  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  to  do  but  to  vote  for  the 
budget,  because  if  it  is  not  passed,  it  will  mean 
closing  the  hospitals,  closing  Long  Island,  and 
throwing  the  people  back  on  the  streets,  closing 
the  Public  Welfare  Department,  and  preventing 
the  salaries  and  wages  being  paid  to  26,000  em- 
ployees from  going  into  their  homes.  It  would 
mean  that  the  Fire  Department  would  have  to 
close  down,  with  the  possible  burning  down  of  the 
entire  city.  That  is  not  logic,  sir.  Perhaps 
I  have  a  selfish  motive  in  this  matter,  inasmuch 
as  I  am  one  of  twenty-two  members  of  the  Council 
who  later  on  will  be  criticized  for  not  reducing 
the  taxes  of  the  citizens.  Much  as  I  would  hate 
to  vote  against  the  cutting  of  salaries,  there  may 
be  some  justification  for  what  Councilor  Norton 
has  said.  I  certainly,  like  the  councilor,  hope  that 
the  time  will  not  come  when  we  will  have  to  cut 
the  salaries  and  wages.  But  surely  we  have 
owed  to  the  citizens  to  give  to  this  year's  budget 
the  scrutiny  that  has  been  given  to  it  by  the  com- 
mittee, and  I  know  that  the  committee  has  done 
its  best.  Roughly,  in  order  that  all  may  visualize 
the  situation  and  bring  it  down  to  dollars  and 
cents,  and  in  order  to  show  to  the  people  of  East 
Boston  and  to  the  people  in  your  ward  in  Brighton, 
Mr.  President,  those  who  own  homes  how  their 
tax  rate  this  year  is  affected  by  the  Boston  City 
Council,  might  I  say  that,  roughly,  our  taxes  will 
amount  to  $78,000,000.  As  nearly  as  I  have  been 
able  to  work  it  out  this  will  mean  an  increase  of 
$2.60  per  thousand  in  the  tax  rate,  bringing  it  up 
to  approximately  $34.10.  The  amount  over 
which  the  Council  has  absolutely  no  control  is 
$40,000,000,  which  represents  approximately  a  tax 
of  $19.43  on  a  thousand.  This  leaves  a  balance 
of  $38,000,000,  or  an  approximate  tax  of  $14.67  a 
thousand.  If  the  majority  of  the  Council  will 
not  cut  salaries,  salaries  represent  about 
.$21,000,000,  to  which  Public  Welfare  and  Sol- 
diers' Relief  add  $8,000,000,  these  two  amounts 
totaling  $29,000,000.  Deducting  the  $29,000,000 
from  the  $38,000,000  leaves  but  $9,000,000,  which 
is  represented  by  a  tax  rate  of  $3.61  on  a  thousand. 
After  a  very  thorough  scrutiny  for  two  weeks 
of  every  item  in  this  highly  segregated  budget  by 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  there  was 
allowed  to  stand  ,$8,846,500,  representing  $3.53J 
on  a  thousand.  This  amount  deducted  from  the 
$9,000,000  represents  a  balance  suggested  for 
cut  (minus  salary  cuts)  of  $153,500,  representing 
7J  cents  on  a  thousand.  If  we  deduct  the  amount 
in  these  cuts  that  cover  Fire,  Hospital,  Health, 
Institutions  and  other  departments  for  light, 
fuel,  ice  and  food — $119,000,  representing  a  tax 
of  5J  cents  on  the  thousand — the  amount  left 
open  to  dispute  is  $34,500,  representing  a  tax  of  2 
cents  on  a  thousand,  or  less  than  2  cents  in  the 
tax  rate,  for  which  the  City  Council  is  responsible 
to  the  citizens.  I  am  going  to  file  these  figures 
in  this  detailed  report  with  the  stenographer, 
so  that  the  table  may  be  printed  as  a  part  of  the 
Council  record,  and  so  that  every  single  councilor 
of  the  City  of  Boston  when  he  is  called  upon 
by  the  people  of  his  ward  to  defend  his  part  in 
the  tax  rate  can  say,  "Here  is  the  amount  that 
we  participated  in,  and  if  you  differ,  at  least  we 
have  submitted  the  figures  to  substantiate  it." 
So,  when  those  who  may  later  criticize  put  it  up 
to  members  of  the  Council  we  can  show  this  table 
as  it  is  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  Council, 
where  it  will  remain  open  to  whatever  criticism 
they  make  upon  it.

Coun.  McGRATH— That,  sir,  as  I  see  it  is  the 
total  amount  that  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
of  Boston  from  the  twenty-two  wards  can  be 
blamed  for,  and  no  suggestion  to  "cut  this  budget 
81,000,000  or  S2,000,000"  should  be  in  order,  un- 
less those  proposing  it  specify  the  items  to  be  cut. 
In  fact,  the  councilor  from  Ward  8  (Coun.  Dowd) 
is  the  only  one  who  has  spoken  so  far  who  really 
has  made  specific  suggestions  for  cuts,  item  by 
item.  Whether  we  differ  with  him  or  support 
him,  he  has  at  least  offered  an  honest  suggestion, 
pointing  out  and  specifying  the  items.  Of  course, 
we  are  all  entitled  to  a  difference  of  opinion  be- 
tween ourselves,  but  only  constructive  criticism 
should  be  considered  here  today.  I  may  say  to 
you,  "Cut  the  budget  82,000,000"  or  "Cut  it 
820,000,000,"  any  amount  I  please,  but  unless  I 
can  show  you  after  a  study  of  two  weeks  just  the 
items  that  I  believe  should  be  cut,  I  am  only  criti- 
cizing, sir,  and  am  not  offering  constructive  but 
destructive  criticism.  Therefore,  I  offer  to  the 
stenographer,  to  have  spread  on  our  records, 
these  figures,  which  are  open  to  criticism  from  any 
individual  or  association  in  Boston.  But  I  do 
feel  that  they  will  j  ustify  the  action  of  the  Council 
today  in  passing  the  budget  in  its  entirety. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  listen  with 
interest  to  the  councilor  from  the  neighboring 
ward  at  any  time.  It  is  very  interesting  to  hear 
him  tell  about  the  proportion  of  the  city's  expendi- 
tures over  which  we  have  no  control,  and  to  bring 
that  part  over  which  we  do  have  some  control 
down  to  a  few  cents  on  the  tax  rate.  I  think, 
however,  that  the  budget  is  our  business,  that 
the  wages  and  salaries  of  city  employees  are  our 
business,  that  Public  Welfare,  Soldiers'  Relief, 
anything  concerning  the  affairs  of  the  City  of 
Boston  is  our  business.  The  councilor  has  no 
doubt  given  us  a  conservative  and  fair  estimate 
of  the  probable  increase  in  the  tax  rate,  $2.60 
on  a  thousand.  But  other  cities  and  towns  in 
this  state,  at  least  in  a  majority  of  cases,  are 
keeping  the  tax  rate  the  same  as  it  had  been,  and 
in  many  cases  are  decreasing  their  tax  rate,  and 
they  are  decreasing  their  tax  rate  not  by  cutting 
salaries  but  by  economizing  in  these  different 
items  that  make  up  the  eight  or  nine  millions  in 
the  case  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Even  if  we  should 
cut  to  the  extent  of  two  or  three  millions,  it  would 
perhaps  save  a  rise  in  the  tax  rate  this  year.  I 
certainly  can  see  my  way  clear  to  vote  for  the 
amendments  offered  by  the  councilor  from  Rox- 
bury  (Coun.  Dowd).  I  know  that  he  has  gone 
into  these  different  items  carefully,  that  what  he 
suggests  is  fair,  and  I  think  we  owe  a  duty  to  the 
people  of  Boston  to  properly  consider  the  sugges- 
tions he  has  made.  I  do  notice  that  raises  which 
are  justifiable,  in  my  estimation,  $100  step-raises 
for  firemen  and  policemen  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
are  not  included  in  the  budget.  I  notice  that  a 
little  nurse  out  in  the  City  Hospital,  to  whose 
care  is  perhaps  entrusted  your  mother  or  my 
mother,  is  given  the  magnificent  sum  of  $120  a 
year  in  her  first  year's  service  at  the  hospital. 
Then  they  get  $30  additional,  or  $150,  the  second 
year,  and  reach  the  maximum  of  $180  the  third 
year.  And  those  are  faithful  nurses  who  may 
have  the  lives  of  your  mother  or  my  mother,  or 
members  of  our  families,  in  their  charge,  receiving 
these  paltry  sums.  And  the  same  parsimonious 
policy  is  being  applied  in  the  Police  and  the  Fire 
Departments,  although,  Mr.  President,  the  police- 
men and  firemen  and  the  nurses  are  perhaps  the 
three  most  important  classes  of  city  employees, 
coming  in  closer  and  more  important  contact 
than  any  others  with  the  people  of  Boston.  And 
yet  the  Mayor  has  seen  fit,  in  carrying  out  his  false 
economy,  to  cut  these  worthy  individuals,  the 
policemen  and  firemen  $100  a  year,  and  the  nurses 
$30  a  year.  Mr.  President,  that  is  falBe  and 
foolish  economy.  The  Mayor  also  has  the  foolish 
idea  that  if  we  spend  millions  of  the  city's  money 
it  will  stop  the  depression  in  this  city.  It  is 
extremely  foolish  for  any  man  to  try  to  promote 
that  idea.  The  idea  starts  in  the  national  gov- 
ernment and  works  down  through  your  state 
and  local  government,  your  cities  and  towns. 
How   does  it  work   out  here,   Mr.   President?     A 


large  appropriation  is  made  to  carry  out  so-called 
public  works,  to  help  out  in  the  crisis  and  provide 
work  for  the  unemployed.  Large  buildings  and 
other  works  are  started,  and  what  happens? 
A  contractor  gets  the  job,  and  what  will  you 
find  when  you  go  to  the  job?  You  will  prob- 
ably find  not  more  than  thirty  people  working 
there,  and  fifteen  of  them  will  come  from  out  of 
town,  and  a  number  of  them  will  even  be  non- 
citizens,  while  our  citizens  and  taxpayers,  our 
home  owners,  with  tenements  idle,  so  that  they 
are  forced  to  cut  the  rents,  have  to  meet  these 
large  sums  of  money  through  taxation.  The 
Mayor  may  be  able  to  kid  some  people  along 
with  this  "Spend,  spend,  spend"  idea,  but  he  is 
not  fooling  the  members  of  this  Council,  and  I 
don't  think  he  is  fooling  the  citizens  and  tax- 
payers of  Boston,  who  know  that  the  beneficiaries 
are  these  contractors  who  bring  in  workers,  many 
of  whom  are  not  citizens,  from  adjoining  states. 
We  all  know,  Mr.  President,  of  course,  that  unless 
our  citizens  have  an  opportunity  to  make  money 
they  cannot  be  expected  to  spend  money  in  taxes. 
Perhaps  the  Mayor  is  a  little  confused  in  regard 
to  the  reputation  of  Boston.  But  the  shady  con- 
duct of  Boston  affairs  seems  to  be  recognized  out 
in  Chicago,  when  Mr.  McCormack,  whom  they 
tell  me  is  a  very,  very  smart  man,  with  wonderful 
ability,  a  man  who  knows  what  he  is  talking 
about,  goes  on  the  radio  and  condemns  the  Mayor 
for  his  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  this  city,  while 
the  Mayor,  to  justify  himself,  threatens  a  slan- 
der suit  against  Mr.  McCormack.  How  ridiculous! 
Everybody  is  wise  to  what  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  doing.  As  I  said  two  years  ago, 
when  the  Mayor  started  on  his  traveling  spree, 
if  in  times  like  these  he  would  spend  just  a  little 
more  time  down  on  the  second  floor  attending 
to  the  duties  for  which  we  give  him  $20,000  a 
year,  instead  of  going  to  England  and  hobnobbing 
with  the  king  and  going  to  Palm  Beach,  he  would 
be  less  subject  to  criticism.  And  he  is  now  going 
all  over  the  state  trying  to  advocate  the  candidacy 
of  the  representative  of  a  lost  cause.  I  agree 
with  my  worthy  colleague  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mission should  be  positively  eliminated.  I  also 
agree  with  him  that  it  is  established  by  statute. 
But  if  that  commission  did  not  exist,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, we  would  perhaps  not  have  in  the  City  of 
Boston  this  little  partnership  of  Goodwin  and 
Curley — this  partnership  between  the  Mayor  and 
Mr.  Frank  A.  Goodwin,  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  the  man  whom  the  Mayor  went  up 
to  Mr.  Allen,  when  he  was  Governor  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  asked  that  he  appoint  when  he  came 
into  office,  realizing  that  his  coming  into  office 
would  be  a  certainty  in  1930.  The  Mayor  asked 
Governor  Allen  to  appoint  Mr.  Goodwin  as  his 
personal  friend,  the  man  whom  he  had  some 
years  before  appointed  Street  Commissioner 
when  he  was  Mayor  in  a  previous  administration; 
and  Governor  Allen,  in  order  to  get  Curley's  sup- 
port against  Governor  Ely  two  years  ago,  com- 
plied with  Curley's  wish.  I  say  that  that  $50,000 
appropriated  for  the  Finance  Commission  is  just 
thrown  out  the  window,  Mr.  President.  It  is  a 
shame  that  we  have  to  spend  it.  Once  in  a  while, 
when  some  crooked  work  is  going  on  and  is  de- 
tected, and  I  call  attention  to  it,  somebody  says, 
"Kelly,  you  are  a  copper."  But  Goodwin  is 
paid  $5,000  a  year  for  not  being  a  copper.  He 
knew  what  was  expected  of  him  when  he  took 
the  job.  He  is  a  man  who  has  been  on  the  public 
pay  roll  for  many  years.  I  understand  that  he 
never  did  a  day's  work  in  his  life,  but  always  lived 
on  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts. He  knew  the  nature  of  the  job  when 
he  took  it.  He  was  supposed  to  act  as  a  copper, 
as  a  man  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  city. 
But  this  partnership  was  formed,  this  binding 
partnership,  this  illegal  partnership,  of  Curley 
and  Goodwin.  I  hope  before  the  next  two  years 
are  out,  something  will  come  about  which  will 
compel  these  two  men  to  dissolve  partnership. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  President  will 
ask  the  councilor  to  confine  himself  to  the  question. 
Otherwise,  the  Chair  must  rule  him  out  of  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Don't  get  disturbed,  Mr. 
President.

President  GALLAGHER— Confine  yourself  to 
the  question  under  consideration,  or  I  will  rule 
you  out  of  order.  I  have  given  you  much  more 
latitude  than  you  could  reasonably  expect,  and 
toleration  has  ceased  to  be  a  virtue.  You  must 
confine  yourself  to  the  question,  or  cease. 

Coun.  KELLY— All  right,  Mr.  President.  I 
hope  you  are  not  a  little  peeved! 

President  GALLAGHER— No  personalities  must 
be  indulged  in,  Mr.  Councilor. 

Coun.  KELLY— Now,  Mr.  Roosevelt,— I  mean 

Mr.  President .  , 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  rules 
Councilor  Kelly  out  of  order 

Coun.  KELLY— You  do?     Well,  I  will  stay  on 

the  subject.     Now,  Mr.  President, 

President  GALLAGHER— The  question  now 
comes  on  Councilor  Dowd's  amendment. 

Several  members  addressed  the  Chair,  and  the 
President  recognized  Coun.  Brackman. 

Coun    BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  although 
not  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
I   appeared  here   practically  every   day   with   the 
committee  in  order  to  get  the  information  neces- 
sary  to   enable   me  to   vote   intelligently   on   this 
very  complicated  matter  of  the  budget.     I  believe 
I  attended  practically  every  meeting.     The  entire 
committee  was  present  on  almost  each  occasion, 
and  the  chairman  went  into  every  matter  outlined 
here  in  a  very  thorough  manner.     I  find,  therefore, 
with  the  information  I  received  through  attendance 
at    the    meetings    of    the    committee,    that   I    am 
unable  to  vote  for  such  amendments  as  are  now 
proposed  by  the  councilor  from  Roxbury  at  this 
late   stage   of    the   game,    without   being   able   to 
give    them   any   real   consideration.     I    believe   it 
These    items    mentioned    in    the    amendment    had 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  committee 
at   the    time    when    they    were    investigating    the 
budget  and  holding  hearings,  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments   could    have    been    questioned    as    to    the 
items  and  we  would  be  able  to  form  some  intelli- 
gent  idea   about   them.     For   that   reason,    I   am 
iioino-  to  vote  against  the  proposed  amendments. 
Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  am  also  one 
of   the  few  councilors  now  having  their  first  op- 
portunity to  get  an  idea  of  what  a  budget  is,  and 
I  have  interested  myself  in  the  matter  a  good  deal. 
I     too     finding    it    necessary    to    do    whatever    1 
possibly    could   to    understand    the   budget,    have 
attended    the    meetings    of    the    Appropriations 
Committee     and     have     listened     attentively     to 
the    heads    of    departments.     I    have    interested 
myself  further  bv  seeking  information  from  those 
who   should   know    what    the    various   appropria- 
tions  represent   and   what    items   should   be   and 
what  should  not  be  in   the   budget.     I   feel  that 
the   committee   did   a    wonderful   job,    and   every 
department    head    and    every    person    who    came 
before    the    budget    committee    had    a    splendid 
opportunity   to   tell   whether   or   not   the    various 
items  referred  to  were  or   were  not  necessary   m 
the   carrying   on   of   the   city  government.     After 
the  hearings  were  over,  I  was  surprised  to  see  tne 
minority    report   submitted    by    the    chairman    ot 
the  budget  committee,  in  so  far  as  it  related  to 
reduction  of  salaries.     I  do  not  think  such  a  report 
as    that   minority   report   should   have   been   pre- 
sented    to     this     Council     for     action.     Further- 
more   I   was  surprised  to  hear  the  councilor  say 
in  his  report  that  it  might  be  necessary,  or  would 
be  a  good  idea,   to  cut  off  the  electric  lights  at 
various  hours.     In  so  far  as  the  traffic  lights  are 
concerned,    if   he   had   gone   into   detail   and   had 
perhaps    made    some    provision    for    a    flickering 
light  at   certain   times,   I   might  agree   with   him. 
But  on  the  salary  question  it  is  not  necessary  tor 
me  to  again  voice  my  opposition  to  any  reduction. 
I   don't  think  the  movement  to   cut  the  salaries 
of  employees  has  any  place  in  reconstruction  and 
relief  or  in  stopping  depression  in  the  city,  state 
or  nation.     I  certainly  am  not  in  favor  ot  reduc- 
tion of  the  salaries  of  our  city  employees  at  sucti 
a  time  as  this.     I  feel  that  the  municipal  employees 
are  at  least  25  per  cent  underpaid  as  compared 
with  employees  of   private   corporations,   in  spite 
of  the  talk  of  propagandists  suffering  from  hysteria 
that  we  should  first  strike  at  the  man  working  tor 
the    government.     I    believe    that   any    move    by 
the  Council  to  accept  such  a  report  would  be  an 
affront   to   the   efficiency   and  the   morale   of   our 
municipal  employees;      and   I   stand   here   to   say 
that  I  don't  think  there  is  a  municipality  ot  similar 
size  to  ours  in  the  United  States  that  has  a  better 
equipped  or  more  efficient  corps  of  workers  than 
wQe  have  ,n  the  City  of  Boston.     I  think  we  owe 
them    a   duty    during   these    times    of   stress   and 


depression  to  protect  their  interests.  I  know 
that  the  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  did 
not  have  an  opportunity  to  secure  remuneration 
for  their  services  that  other  men  procured  a  few 
years  ago,  in  all  types  of  business.  It  was  then 
a  time  when  the  salaries  of  everybody  except 
the  employees  of  the  city  were  advancing.  I 
now  want  to  go  on  record  as  saying  that  I  am 
wholeheartedly  in  favor  of  protection  of  our 
employees,  and  I  hope  my  colleagues  in  the 
Council  will  be  with  me  in  preventing  the  passage 
of  any  amendment  or  any  proviso  such  as  is 
suggested  in  the  minority  report. 

Coun.   POWER — Mr.   President,   as  a  member 
of  this  committee  and  one  who  has  advocated  in 
committee  and  out  the  passage  of  the  budget  as 
submitted    by    his    Honor    the    Mayor    and    the 
Budget  Commissioner,  and  as  one  who  wishes  on 
this  floor  to  do  what  he  can  to  advance  the  passage 
of  the  budget  as  submitted,  naturally  I  want  to 
give  my  reasons.     We  are  not  operating  this  govern- 
ment   the    same    as    a    business    corporation.     A 
business   corporation   exists   solely   for   profit  and 
financial  gain.     Government  exists  for  the  benefit 
of  its  citizens.     And  right  here,  when  wage  cuts 
of  city  employees  are  referred  to,  let  me  say  that 
I  am  very  much  against  it,  not  only  in  the  case 
of  city  employees   but  private  employees  of  any 
kind.     If  anyone  can  give  me  a  good  reason  why 
salary   cuts   of    any   kind   are  going   to   help   the 
purchasing  power  of  this  country,  I  would  be  in 
favor  of  them.     But  up  to  now  nobody  has  been 
able  to  show  me  that.     We  have  to  look  at  the 
budget  from  all  angles.     We  have  to  know  when 
an  expenditure  is  an  investment  and  when  it  is 
an  economy;     and  when   a  proposed  economy  is 
merely  representing  a  form  of  fear,  something  is 
wrong.     We  have   to   know   when   and    where   to 
help  the  poor.     Now,  when  I  advocate  the  passage 
of   the   budget   as  recommended,   naturally   some 
of  the  reasons  can  be  found  set  forth  in  the  recom- 
mendations   here.     There    are    sixty-four    depart- 
ments represented  in  this  budget,  probably  3,600 
items.     One  indicates  an  increase  of  $500,  seven 
show  an  increase  of  less  than  $5,000,  while  certain 
others  show  increases  ranging  from  $15,000.   Mr. 
President  and  members  of  the  Council,  the  coun- 
cilor  from   Hyde   Park    (Coun.    Norton)    said   he 
would  raise  the   appropriations  in  this  budget  if 
it  would  help  in  the  Welfare  Department  and  the 
Soldiers'     Relief     Department.     Let    us     take     a 
glance    to    find    out    the   departments    where    the 
increases    come.     There    is    an    increase    in    the 
Election    Department,    on    account    of    an    added 
election.     Then    we    have    hospital    increases    be- 
cause   of    the    Sanatorium    at    Mattapan,    in    the 
Public  Welfare   Department,   the   Soldiers'   Relief 
Department,   and  a  small  one  in  another  depart- 
ment.    To   hear   some   of   the  speakers  here  this 
afternoon,  one  would  think  that  we  are  going  on 
without   any    thought   of    economy    to    spend    all 
the  money  in   the  world.     That  is  not   so.     Let 
us  compare  this  budget  with  the  budget  of  1931. 
The   city   department   heads,    reliable   men,    men 
who  have  had  a  lot  of  experience,  and  who  were 
exerting   all   their   efforts   toward   economy,   came 
in    with    their    budgets.     The    Budget    Commis- 
sioner   and   the   Mayor   sat   down    and   cut   their 
budgets  $7,000,000  or  $S,000,000.      Not  only  that, 
but  this  budget  is  more  than  a  million  and  a  half 
less  than  that  of  1931.     I  wonder  if  these  gentle- 
men have  taken  that  into  consideration?     I  have 
referred  to  the  increases  in  the  Hospital  Depart- 
ment,    the    Welfare    Department,     the    Soldiers' 
Relief   and  Sanitary   and  Long  Island;    and  still, 
with  all  these  necessary  increases,  growing  largely 
out  of  the  depression   and  increase  in  unemploy- 
ment on  all  sides,  we  cut  the  budget  a  million  and 
a  half  or  over  as  compared  with  1931.     And  now 
you  want  us  to  cut  some  more.     True,  the  coun- 
cilor from  Roxbury   (Coun.    Dowd)   says  we  can 
cut  in  some  of  these  special  items,  and  he  names 
the  items.     I   was  unable  to  follow   all  of  them, 
although    I   followed    a   few.     But   practically   all 
the  items   he   suggested  have   been   cut   in    some 
instances  20  or  25  per  cent,  and  he  simply  wants 
to  cut  them  a  little  more.     That  is  about  all  on 
that.     Now,   they  say  we   are  going   to   have   an 
increase  in  the  tax  rate.     This  budget  is  not  the 
cause  of  any  increase  in  the  tax  rate.     The  budget 
as  I  say,  is  less  than  that  of  1931  by  a  million  and 
a  half.     The  increase  in  the  tax   rate  is  coming 
from  other  sources.     For  instance,   there  are  the 
expenses  of  the  state.     The  gentleman  from  Hyde 
Park  also  referred  to  the  payment  of  4}  per  cent 
interest  on  bonds  representing  the  Elevated  sub- 
way   balance  against  the  rentals  charged   to  the 
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Elevated.  Well,  we  are  going  to  pay  the  deficit 
on  the  Elevated  this  year.  There  is  a  material 
increase  there.  There  is,  as  I  say,  the  increase 
in  state  taxes.  Those  are  the  places  where  your 
increases  come.  This  budget  is  not  increasing 
the  taxes.  As  I  say,  it  is  less  than  the  budget  of 
1931.  That  is  the  reason  why  I  am  going  along 
with  it  and  advocating  that  it  be  passed  just  as  it  is. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand the  colleague  to  say  that  this  budget,  if 
passed,  does  not  mean  an  increase  in  taxes? 

Coun.  POWER — It  does  not  mean  an  increase 
in  taxes  over  1931. 

Coun.  NORTON— Well,  Mr.  President,  I  want 
an  answer  to.  that  question.  I  will  restate  the 
question.  Do  I  understand  that  the  colleague 
from  Roxbury  has  the  opinion  that  this  budget 
if  passed  will  not  mean  an  increase  in  the  tax 
rate  of  Boston? 

Coun.  POWER— Mr.  President,  this  budget 
does  not  mean  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate,  in  so 
far  as  it  is  concerned  as  a  budget.  I  say  that 
other  things,  to  which  I  have  referred,  outside 
of  the  City  of  Boston  will  be  responsible  for  any 
increased  tax  rate.  I  have  mentioned  two  sources 
of  increase  over  which  we  have  no  control.  One 
is  a  higher  assessment  in  the  way  of  a  state  tax, 
and  another  is  the  deficit  of  the  Elevated.  Now, 
I  do  not  want  to  go  into  details  on  matters  of 
wages  and  wage  cuts.  As  I  have  stated  before, 
a  wage  cut  helps  no  one,  especially  city  employees, 
who  have  taken  five,  ten,  fifteen  or  more  years 
to  build  up  their  salaries  to  the  point  where  they 
now  are,  and  who  are  probably  getting,  in  a  lot 
of  cases,  a  minimum  wage.  I  can  give  you  an 
instance  in  one  department  in  the  city,  anyway. — 
and  there  are  probably  a  lot  more  like  it, — where 
one  man  occupies  a  position  today  where  he  is 
receiving  less  money  than  the  incumbent  of  the 
position  received  thirty  years  ago.  That  is  one 
instance  of  the  situation  in  which  your  city  em- 
ployees find  themselves.  But  that  is  another 
story,  an  economic  question,  and  let  us  not  go 
into  it.     I  say.  let  us  pass  this  budget  as  it  stands. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — Mr.  President,  as  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  who  concurs 
with  the  chairman  in  the  minority  report,  there 
are  just  a  few  comments  that  I  would  like  to 
make  in  connection  with  the  amended  report  as 
submitted  by  the  chairman.  I  understand  that 
before  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  received 
the  budget,  it  represented  the  work  of  six  hard 
weeks  of  cooperation  between  the  Budget  Com- 
missioner, the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
various  department  heads.  I  understand,  further, 
that  millions  were  cut  from  the  budget  as  sub- 
mitted originally  by  the  department,  heads  and 
that  maintenance  and  other  costs  were  cut  prac- 
tically to  the  bone.  I  think  every  member  of  the 
Council  and  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
has  made  an  earnest  effort  to  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  committee  and  to  see  where  it  might  be 
possible  to  cut  various  items  from  the  different 
pay  rolls  and  items  of  the  budget.  I  think  we 
were  all  agreed  that  we  were  faced  with  two  alter- 
natives, were  we  to  cut  anything  from  the  budget. 
The  first  alternative  would  be  a  wage  cut,  and  I 
feel  sure  that  all  of  the  seven  members  of  the  com- 
mittee at  this  time  were  absolutely  against  a  wage 
cut  of  the  ordinary  workers  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  think  we  were  all  agreed  that  in  most  instances 
they  do  not  get  paid  enough.  Of  course,  the 
largest  item  is  the  personal  service,  which  prac- 
tically remained  unchanged.  The  other  important 
item  was  maintenance  cost.  We  felt  that  the 
Mayor  and  the  Budget  Commissioner  had  already 
cut  thousands  off  maintenance,  and  that  any 
further  cut,  unless  very  carefully  done,  would 
greatly  damage  city  property.  The  second  and 
final  alternative  is  the  one  taken  by  the  minority 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 
If  the  Council  sees  fit  to  advocate  this  minority 
report,  they  will  not  lay  a  single  man  off,  they  will 
not  reduce  the  wages  of  any  working  man  or 
laborer,  or  any  patrolman  or  fireman,  but  they 
will  take  the  small  amount  of  5  per  cent  from  the 
salaries  of  those  best  able  to  stand  it.  They  will 
not  substantially  interfere  with  the  maintenance 
or  alteration  in  any  department  and  if  the  savings 
on  food  are  effected  by  the  Supply  Department, 
amounting  to  $100,000  in  the  course  of  a  year  for 
meats  alone,  the  Hospital  Department  will  have 
more  than  enough  even  with  the  small  cut  that 
they  would  be  taking.  And  this  small  cut  of 
5  per  cent  for  the  time  being,  imposed  on  the 
people  best  able  to  meet  it, —  and  I  now  express 
the  opinion  of  Chairman  Curtis,  as  well  as  myself, 


— is  not  advocated  as  a  permanent  pay  cut.  If 
conditions  change  in  1933,  the  Mayor  can  come 
back  with  the  same  budget  as  the  one  submitted 
this  year,  in  that,  respect.  It  is  not  a  permanent 
cut,  by  any  means.  In  regard  to  the  small  amount 
taken  off  maintenance  costs,  we  feel  sure  that  if  the 
departments  adopt  what  is  already  being  talked 
about,  competitive  bidding,  they  will  save  $100,000 
in  prices  alone,  and  the  Hospital  Department  will 
have  more  than  enough  even  with  the  small  cut 
that  they  would  be  taking.  Of  course,  in  the  total 
amount  we  have  not  saved  a  great  sum,  but  it 
does  represent  a  studied  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
chairman  to  save  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston  some  money. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  will  have  to 
agree  with  the  councilor  from  Roxbury  (Coun. 
Power)  that  there  is  a  reduction  in  the  budget 
this  year  as  compared  with  last,  of  a  million  and  a 
half.  But  that  is  just  about  one  third  of  what  it 
should  be.  The  way  in  which  that  reduction  is 
arrived  at,  I  understand,  is  as  follows.  The 
Mayor  is  putting  off  repairs,  and  then  is  buying 
automobiles,  and  is  going  into  other  items  that 
in  years  to  come  will  make  our  financial  condition 
worse.  I  still  insist  that  this  budget  should  be 
reduced  so  that  we  should  not  have  one  dollar 
increase  in  the  tax  rate. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  just  a  word 
or  two.  I  have  listened  to  the  various  members 
of  the  Council  who  have  spoken  here  today, 
I  have  listened  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  13 
(Coun.  McGrath),  who  is  well  versed  in  real 
estate,  and  who  made  a  very  brilliant  address. 
I  am  willing  to  take  his  statement  as  a  solution 
of  this  problem.  He  says  that  we  are  faced  with 
an  additional  tax  rate  of  $2.60.  Now,  I  say 
that  it  is  up  to  us  to  prune  the  budget  down 
as  much  as  we  possibly  can,  in  times  like  these. 
A  remark  has  been  made  about  department 
heads  %vho  understand  their  business  and  know 
what  they  are  talking  about.  Well,  look  over 
your  department  heads;  look  at  what  they  were 
doing  before  they  were  appointed.  Seventy 
per  cent  of  them  don't  know  what  it  is  all  about, 
and  still  they  ask  me  to  take  their  word  for  it. 
I  have  been  here  seven  years  and  have  gone  through 
seven  long  budgets,  and  I  know  what  they  say 
and  do  up  here.  So  far  as  they  are  concerned, 
I  pay  no  attention  to  them  whatsoever.  There 
has  not  been  a  single  constructive  criticism  made 
of  any  of  my  amendments.  It  is  true,  of  course, 
that  the  Mayor  and  the  Budget  Commissioner 
pruned  seven  and  one  half  millions  from  the 
estimates  of  the  department  heads.  But  we  all 
understand  that  this  year,  as  always,  the  depart- 
ment heads  have  sent  in  estimates  to  the  Mayor, 
making  them  as  high  as  possible,  so  that  it  is 
very  easy  for  the  Mayor  to  cut  seven  and  one  half 
millions  off  their  estimates.  So  that  is  what  you 
are  faced  with.  Do  you  say  that  the  Park  De- 
partment needs  $30,000  for  the  hire  of  teams 
and  trucks,  when  in  every  city  yard  and  stable 
of  the  City  of  Boston  there  are  horses  and  teams 
lying  dormant,  which  can  be  put  to  use?  After 
all,  if  any  of  these  departments  really  have  to 
have  money  later,  we  will  have  to  make  a  trans- 
fer of  funds.  That  is  something  that  we  do  year 
in  and  year  out.  But  the  best  proof  that  my 
amendment  should  go  through  is  that  it  means 
a  saving  of  $608,000,  or  32  cents  per  thousand  in 
the  tax  rate,  in  this  budget.  They  cannot  get 
away  from  the  fact  that  this  does  mean  a  saving, 
and  if  the  budget  is  accepted  as  the  Mayor  presents 
it,  it  means  that  the  Council  has  not  done  one 
thing  to  lessen  the  burden  placed  on  the  taxpayers. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  a  question.  I  have  listened 
to  his  argument  in  which  he  states  the  possibility 
of  pruning  the  budget.  Personally,  I  have  looked 
pretty  carefully  over  the  items  in  the  budget,  and 
find  it  impossible,  except  in  very  few  minor  in- 
stances, to  prune  them,  without  taking  drastic 
action  such  as  reducing  salaries.  I  would  ask  the 
councilor  from  Roxbury  (Coun.  Dowd)  if  he 
has  any  proof  that  these  items  that  he  has  suggested 
cutting  in  his  amendment  will  not  deprive  the 
people  of  Boston  of  rights  they  are  entitled  to 
under  the  law;  whether  or  not  he  can  show  that 
reducing  the  items  he  has  named  in  these  par- 
ticular departments  will  not  deprive  the  people 
of  certain  services  to  which  they  are  entitled? 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
the  councilor,  I  would  say  that  if  he  had  under- 
stood me  thoroughly — and  I  thought  I  made 
myself  clear  in  my  opening  remarks — he  would 
know  that   I  am  absolutely  against   the  slashing 
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of  any  salaries,  that  the  only  ones  these  amend- 
ments hit  are  a  few  favored  contractors  who  will 
not  hire  citizens,  but  who  employ  aliens.  He 
has  now  brought  about  a  controversy.  He  says 
that  he  has  not  seen  any  item  that  we  can  dis- 
pense with.  How  about  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment, with  $58,000  extra  for  experts?  How  about 
the  Boston  Port  Authority,  with  an  item  of  $20,000 
allowed  for  special  investigations,  when  the 
Boston  "Port  News"  last  Friday  came  out  with 
a  strong  statement  to  the  effect  that  a  Mr.  Wilder 
got  $4,000  from  the  Boston  Port  Authority,  and 
they  did  not  know  what  he  got  it  for?  I  say  that 
every  'item  I  have  presented  can  be  slashed. 
I  understand  that  the  point  haB  been  made  that 
it  is  unfair  to  bring  these  items  in  here  today. 
Well,  every  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
has  his  individual  rights.  I  know  the  budget  as 
well  as  any  man  in  the  Council,  having  gone 
through  it  for  seven  long  years.  I  know  it  is  a 
waste  of  time  to  go  into  the  hearings  before  the 
committee  morning  and  afternoon,  that  it  is  a 
joke  simply  listening  to  the  department  heads. 
The  older  members  of  the  Council  can  well  recall 
when  Senator  Parkman  was  chairman  of  the 
Appropriations  Committee,  worked  day  and  night, 
took  $340,000  off  the  budget,  and  on  the  very 
day  when  it  came  in  Mayor  Nichols  sent  for 
every  member  of  the  Council  and  put  him  on  the 
line  for  the  original  budget.  So  I  say  it  is  a 
colossal  joke.  Many  times  we  have  had  heads 
of  departments  come  in  and  say  things  that 
were  deliberately  misleading,  lie  to  us,  and  I  say 
that  70  per  cent  of  the  department  heads  are 
absolutely  unfit  to  hold  the  offices  they  get,  only 
holding  them  because  of  political  pull  and  power. 
Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  cannot  agree 
with  the  councilor  who  has  just  spoken.  I  think 
I  have  given  attention  to  the  budget  as  much 
as  the  average  member  of  the  body,  and  I  cannot 
agree  that  70  per  cent  of  the  department  heads 
of  Boston  are  not  competent.  I  think  if  I  were 
to  mention  names  even  the  councilor  from  Ward 
8  (Coun.  Dowd)  would  agree  with  me  that  they 
were  extremely  competent  men.  We  have  many 
department  heads,  in  my  opinion,  who  in  private 
life  could  get  greater  salaries  by  200  per  cent  than 
they  get  in  the  jobs  that  they  hold,  and  I  could 
very  easily  refer  to  some  of  them.  I  don't  think 
the  councilor  from  Ward  8  would  include  in  the 
70  per  cent  our  genial  Budget  Commissioner; 
I  don  t  think  he  intended  to  include  the  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Assessors;  I  don  t  think  lie  in- 
tended to  include  a  member  of  the  Street  Coin- 
mission  who  has  been  there  for  a  number  of  years; 
I  don  t  think  he  intended  to  include  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner,  the  Health  Commissioner, 
or  numerous  others.  I  could  go  along  naming  a 
long  list  of  department  heads  who,  in  my  opinion, 
from  my  experience,  are  earning  far  more  than 
they  are  getting  from  the  city.  After  you  have 
sat  in  with  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and 
listened,  after  you  have  got  their  figures  from  a 
careful  perusal  not  only  of  the  budget,  but  by  a 
checking  up,  you  arrive  at  certain  conclusions. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  would  be  guided  in  my 
opinion  a  good  deal  by  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations,  because  he  has  given 
individual  private  and  personal  study  to  the 
present  budget,  and  in  his  request  for  reduction 
has  taken  into  consideration  the  statements  ot 
(he  department  heads  who  appeared  before  the 
committee  and  has  availed  himself  of  whatever 
information  he  could  obtain.  But,  as  a  matter  ot 
fact,  while  it  might  seem  offhand  that  the  greatest 
possible  decrease  outside  of  the  A-l  personal 
salaries  of  the  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston 
might  be  made  in  several  of  the  general  flat  items 
the  information  given  to  us  was  that  those  general 
flat  items  had  been  cut  to  the  core,  and  1  think 
most  of  us  were  satisfied  of  that  fact.  One  result 
of  adopting  the  amendments  offered  here  today 
promiscuously  by  the  gentleman  from  Ward  S 
(Coun  Dowd)  would  be  the  elimination  almost  in 
its  entirety  of  the  G-2  item  of  the  Boston  Port 
Authority;  but  we  must  bear  in  mind  the  tact 
that  we  have  already  spent  about  $100,000  in 
making  our  fight  against  the  port  differentials, 
the  matter  covered  in  this  item,  and  if  we  are 
going  to  quit  now  in  this  item,  we  might  as  well 
wipe  out  the  whole  department.  While  not  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
1  feel  that  it  would  be  ridiculous,  in  view  of  the 
past  sums  we  have  already  spent,  to  now  call 
the  whole  thing  off.  Also,  the  councilor  suggests 
cutting  the  C-10  item  of  the  Library  Department, 
the  annual  item  for  the  purchase  of  books,  from 
$100,000    to   $75,000,   a   cut   of   $85,000   on    that 


item.  We  might  just  as  well  save  the  whole 
Boston  Library  appropriation  by  discontinuing 
the  library  for  a  year  or  two,  if  we  are  going  to 
cut  the  budget  in  any  such  way.  « 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  whether  the  people  of  Boston  wouldn't 
rather  have  food  than  books  at  a  time  like  this? 

Coun.  RUBY — Of  course  they  would  rather 
have  food,  and  I  will  agree  with  the  councilor 
from  Ward  19  that  if  we  were  in  a  condition 
where  we  had  to  choose  between  food  and  books, 
the  first  duty  of  the  twenty-two  members  of  this 
Council  would  be  to  resign  and  save  the  City  of 
Boston  $44,000,  in  order  to  give  the  citizens  food 
that  they  might  require.  But  I  am  .not  yet  ready 
to  admit  that  the  City  of  Boston  is  anywhere 
near  that  stage.  I  say  that  the  City  of  Boston 
is  still  solvent  and  in  as  good  condition  as  any 
city  or  town  in  this  country  or  in  the  world.  But 
if  the  time  comes  when  conditions  are  so  bad  that 
the  citizens  of  Boston  need  food,  it  will  be  our 
job,  first,  to  quit  and  to  cut  out  all  the  unnecessary 
departments,  so  as  to  close  City  Hall  and  stop  the 
function  of  our  Police  and  Fire  Departments  and 
other  departments,  so  that  we  will  have  money 
enough  to  buy  food,  clothing,  medicines,  and  the 
first  essentials  of  the  citizens  of  Boston.  Never- 
theless, we  are  met  with  this  situation.  The  only 
part  of  our  budget  that  we  have  any  hand  in  spend- 
ing is  $38,000,000,  and  I  think  if  we  are  con- 
trolled by  nothing  else  than  the  remarks  made  by 
the  councilor  from  Ward  13  (Coun.  McGrath), 
he  showed  clearly  that  if  there  is  an  increase  in 
the  budget  this  year  it  will  not  be  the  fault  of 
the  Council  of  this  city  or  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
because,  after  all,  we  are  getting  a  budget,  and  it 
cannot  be  denied  that  we  are  showing  a  decrease 
in  the  budget  as  compared  with  last  year  of  almost 
a  dollar  on  a  thousand.  Our  present  budget  is 
almost  a  million  and  a  half,  as  the  councilor  said, 
less  than  the  budget  of  last  year.  We  are  not 
responsible  if  later,  through  a  state  tax,  a  larger 
amount  will  have  to  be  raised  than  was  raised 
last  year.  We  have  no  control  over  that,  if  thereby 
the  ultimate  tax  rate  is  increased.  We  have  no 
control  over  charges  that  may  come  to  us  from 
metropolitan  assessments,  or  for  the  Elevated 
deficit  which  we  will  have  to  pay.  Nor  has  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  control  over  that.  I  cannot  at 
the  present  moment  be  guided,  as  was  suggested 
here  Saturday  morning,  by  the  statement  of  one 
of  the  people  who  came  before  us  to  the  effect 
that  we  should  cut  out  the  allowance  for  decorat- 
ing the  graves  of  soldiers  and  sailors  who  have 
passed  to  their  reward  in  order  that  our  country 
may  continue.  We  are  not  at  that  point  yet. 
We  have  not  yet  come  to  the  point  where  we 
must  exercise  our  option  in  deciding  whether  we 
shall  spend  a  dollar  for  necessary  improvements 
or  for  food  for  children.  And  I  hope  that  we  will 
not  get  to  that  point.  The  councilor  from  Ward  5 
(Coun.  Curtis)  in  his  minority  report,  if  I  fol- 
lowed it  correctly,  unfortunately  has  cut  items 
from  the  City  Hospital  and  the  Sanatorium. 
I  would  vote  for  that  cut  today  if  it  were  neces- 
sary but  in  view  of  conditions,  feeling  that  the 
Legislature  acted  with  unsound  wisdom  in  not 
giving  money  to  the  city  for  an  addition  tor  the 
building  of  hospitals,  I  cannote  vote  with  him. 
I  would  go  on  record  today  as  in  favor  of  voting 
an  additional  million  for  hospital  purposes  for 
some  other  appropriations,  if  it  were  possible, 
because  I  have  visited  the  City  Hospital,  con- 
tinuously, and  recently,  and  have  had  within  the 
last  forty-eight  hours  one  family  in  my  district 
with  three  children  suffering  with  scarlet  fever 
out  of  a  family  of  ten  children,  the  father  out  of 
work  He  cannot  send  those  children  to  a  private 
hospital,  and  the  City  Hospital  cannot  take  them 
because  the  institution  is  overcrowded.  1  have 
had  to  visit  the  City  Hospital  within  the  last 
week  and  have  seen  people  maimed  as  the  result 
of  automobile  accidents,  stretched  out  in  any 
place  they  can  find  in  the  corridors  of  the  old 
Administration  Building.  Those  are  facts  that 
can  be  verified.  And  we  are  obliged  to  refuse  to 
supply  additional  aid.  That  is  in  answer  to  those 
who  are  trying  to  practice  economy.  Wise 
economy  is  a  benefit  to  a  city;  unwise  economy 
is  a  detriment.  I  will  agree  with  the  councilor 
from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton)  in  his  last  remarks, 
when  he  says  that  merely  postponing  something 
that  we  will  have  to  do  later  anyway  does  not 
mean  a  real  cut  in  the  budget,  but  means  letting 
something  go  now  that  will  have  to  be  taken  care 
of  later  on  at  possibly  greater  expense.  Ihis 
budget  has  been  so  cut  to  the  core  that  if  we  cut 
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another  dollar  from  it,  in  my  opinion,  we  are 
simply  postponing  the  evil  day.  If  you  cut 
$30,000  or  $40,000  from  the  maintenance  of  public 
buildings,  for  example,  what  are  you  doing?  If 
you  do  not  repair  a  roof  this  year,  you  may  have 
to  spend  three  times  as  much  to  repair  it  next 
year.  Of  course,  we  cannot  postpone  those  neces- 
sary items.  I  am  opposed  to  any  salary  decrease. 
I  do  not  believe  the  time  has  come  when  we  must 
ask  any  city  employee  to  take  less  than  he  is 
getting.  A  while  ago,  when  various  experienced 
mechanics  were  getting  four  or  five  times  the 
amount  that  city  employees  were  getting,  we 
went  on  giving  city  employees  the  much  lower 
amount,  when  the  cost  of  living  was  very  much 
greater  than  it  is  today.  We  did  not  take  care  of 
the  city  employee  then,  but  let  him  go  along  at  a 
starvation  wage.  Is  it  now  proposed  to  cut  10  or 
20  per  cent  from  the  salary  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court,  Civil  Business?  Does  it  mean 
cutting  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Municipal  Court, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Criminal  Session,  the  clerks  of 
the  district  courts?  If  so,  it  ought  to  be  under- 
stood right  here  that  in  passing  this  budget  we 
have  no  authority  to  do  that.  The  pay  of  these 
men  is  fixed  by  ordinance  and  we  cannot  at  any 
time,  even  if  we  so  saw  fit,  make  such  cuts, — 
although  I  would  be  positively  opposed  to  it  any- 
way, because  I  do  not  believe  they  are  getting 
one  dollar  more  than  they  should  be  getting  for 
the  jobs  they  are  doing.  Those  are  things  that 
are  settled  by  ordinance,  and  we  cannot  cut 
salaries  that  are  established  by  ordinance  or  by 
statute.  I  would  not  believe  in  doing  it,  anyway, 
because  it  would  be  an  invitation  to  outside 
private  institutions  to  start  doing  that  sort  of 
thing,  and  we  would  get  that  echo.  I  commend 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  for  his  statement  that  he  is 
absolutely  opposed  to  cutting  the  salary  of  an 
individual  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  taking  the 
last  words  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  14,  when 
he  quotes  the  Mayor  against  cutting  salaries,  I 
would  refer  him  to  the  procedure  by  the  Mayor 
whereby  a  day's  pay  has  been  cut  off  salaries  of 
city  employees,  and  I  say,  if  there  are  to  be  salary 
cuts,  let  them  first  be  applied  to  the  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Municipal  Court  and  to  other  judges  of 
courts,  who  are  well  paid.  First  cut  your  court 
officers.  But  what  friends  these  men  have!  I 
want  to  protect  the  men  who  are  getting  smaD 
salaries.  He  says  that  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Municipal  Court  cannot  stand  a  pay  cut;  he  says 
that  these  court  officers  cannot  stand  a  pay  cut; 
he  says  that  a  man  in  the  library  getting  SI, 000  a 
month  cannot  stand  a  pay  cut.  Mr.  President, 
the  most  liberal  city  in  New  England,  Providence, 
Rhode  Island,  voted  last  Saturday  a  10  per  cent 
cut  in  pay  for  every  man  in  the  employ  of  the  city. 
I  want  to  protect  the  lower  paid  man.  This 
budget  can  be  cut,  and  there  is  no  need  of  increasing 
the  tax  rate,  particularly  at  a  time  like  this,  when 
it  may  very  well  be  that  soon  many  of  our  citizens 
will  not  have  a  roof  over  their  heads.  And  still 
we  are  asked  to  appropriate  §160,000  for  new 
books  for  the  library  next  year;  a  large  amount  of 
entertaining  distinguished  visitors,  possibly  a 
Russian  prince;  8116,000  for  first  and  second 
assessors;  $8,600  for  medical  work  for  the  Retire- 
ment Board,  when  the  great  City  Hospital,  with 
the  finest  doctors  obtainable,  can  be  availed  of — 
and  still  we  are  paying  $8,600  for  medical  services 
for  the  Retirement  Board  downstairs;  $170,000 
for  a  department  that  never  existed  a  few  years 
ago,  and  that  has  not  justified  its  existence  since 
its  inception.  As  for  these  assessors,  the  work 
calls  for  only  a  couple  of  months',  work  a  year. 
Why  can't  some  of  the  able  college  graduates, 
now  on  the  City  Welfare  lists,  do  some  of  this 
work?  And  the  same  with  the  $70,000  spent  for 
election  day  officials?  And  the  same  with  library 
items — such  items  as  $2,500,  for  a  story-teller  to 
lure  the  children  into  forgetting  that  they  are 
hungry.  Then  look  at  your  purchasing  department, 
and  the  amounts  spent  for  automobiles,  for  tires 
and  tubes,  the  amounts  paid  the  Mohawk  Packing 
Company  for  meats,  and  say  there  is  no  way  in 
the  world  to  cut  the  budget?  Gentlemen,  what 
you  are  proposing  will  increase  rents  and  increase 
ta^xes,  and  I  am  against  it. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  did  not  intend 
to  inject  myself  a  second  time  into  the  debate, 
but  it  is  not  fair  to  expect  us  to  sit  here  and  have  it 
misunderstood  that  the  Council  is  against  the 
reduction  of  the  pay  of  a  Municipal  Court  judge 
and  in  favor  of  the  reduction  of  pay  of  a  $5  a  day 
man.     I     say     that     the     man     who     advocates 


reduction  should  start  at  the   top,   if  he   is  con- 
sistent, and  work  his  way  down.     Of  course,  there 
is  not  a  man  in  the  Council  who  wants  the  library 
to  function  in  the  manner  suggested  by  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  18   (Coun.  Norton).     The  coun- 
cilor was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, and  it  was  his  duty,  in  my  opinion,  to 
work  with  the  rest  of  his  committee  in  the  matter. 
If   he  and   other  members   had  worked   with   the 
chairman   and   with   the   councilor   from   Ward   4 
(Coun.    Roberts)    advancing    their   suggestions   in 
the  committee  and  having  them  threshed  out,  we 
might   have  had  a  majority   report  instead   of   a 
minority  report  on  the  budget.     But  it  is  not  fair 
to  ask  us  to  send  this  budget  back  to  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  requesting  him  to  discontinue  the  Licensing 
Board  of  the  City  of  Boston,  for  example,  because 
if  we  have  one  degree  of  intelligence  we  know  that 
the  Licensing  Board  is  fixed  by  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature.    If  it  were  not  for  the  millions  and  millions 
we  are  compelled  to  pay  out,  and  over  which  we 
have  no  control,  it  is  very  possible  that  the  tax- 
rate  of  Boston  for  1932,  instead  of  being  increased 
could  be  decreased  from  S31.50  to  about  $24  or  $25. 
But,  so  long  as  we  are  compelled  to  pay  46  per  cent 
of  the   cost  of  maintenance  of   the   Metropolitan 
District  Commission,  over  wfhich  we  have  no  con- 
trol, and  as  long  as  we  have  to  pay  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Chelsea  Court,  which  takes  care  of 
Chelsea  and  Revere,  as  long  as  we  are  required  to 
meet  expenses  of  that  sort,  over  which  we  have 
no  authority  whatsoever,  just  so  long  will  we  of 
Boston  be  burdened  with  an  ever-increasing  tax 
rate.     That  is  a  question  that  should  be  familiar 
to  everybody.     And  there  are  things,   when  you 
are  talking  of  rising  expenditures,  for  which  the 
City  Council  of  Boston  should  be  given  credit.     We 
had  the  foresight   to  defeat  a  S5, 000,000  project 
which   was   tried   to   be   foisted   upon   us   by   the 
Legislature  of  1929,  under  a  bill  which  involved 
an  expenditure  which  was  not  fair  to  the  City  of 
Boston.     We  had  the  foresight  then  to  send  the 
courthouse  bill  back  where  it  belonged,  with  the 
suggestion  that  they  give    us  a  better  deal.     The 
matter  then  came  into  the  Council  last  year  again 
with  a  saving  of  over  $800,000  to  the  citizens  of 
Boston.     That   was   a   direct   saving.     When    we 
scrutinized   that   courthouse    order,    however,    we 
found  that  the  City  of  Boston  would  have  to  main- 
tain  the    building,    which    would    mean    a    main- 
tenance cost  of  $680,000-odd,  so  we  sent  it  back 
again  with  the  suggestion  that  the  state  take  on  a 
part  of  that  maintenance  cost.     So  when  we  get 
that  back — if  we  do  this  year — we  will  have  saved 
to  the  citizens  of  Boston  over  SI, 000, 000,   or  52 
cents  in  the  tax  rate  of  any  given  year.     That  is 
something   that   the    City   Council   accomplished. 
But  it  is  quite  a  different  thing  to  come  to  us  here 
today,  after  this  budget  has  been  scrutinized  and 
cut  to  the  core,  and  tell  us  to  send  it  back  to  the 
Mayor  for  a  $2,000,000  further  cut,  because  there 
are  items  in  any  budget    which   you    cannot   pro- 
miscuously pick  out  and  say  "Cut."     We  are,  how- 
ever, told  by  the  Budget  Commissioner  that  the 
Chamber   of   Commerce   scrutinized   this   budget, 
that   the   Retail   Board  of   Trade  scrutinized  the 
budget,   that   the   Good   Government  Association 
scrutinized  the  budget,  and,  while  these  organiza- 
tions may  come  in  later  and  criticize  us  for  our 
action,  I  will  simply  say  that  they  were  invited  to 
come  before  the  committee  and  indicate  where  cuts 
might  be  made,  and  did  not  come.     They  were 
invited   to   sit   in   with    the   committee   Saturday 
morning   and  tell   us   where    decreases   might     be 
made,  but  they  did  not  appear.     I  remember  only 
too  well  that  in  1927  and  again  in  1929,  when  I  was 
a  candidate  for  re-election  to  this  body,  the  pam- 
phlet issued  by  that  honorable   body   across   the 
street,  coming  out  against  Councilor  Ruby  because 

he  voted  for  a  budget 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order,  that  the  gentleman  is  not  talking  about 
the  tax  rate  or  about  the  budget. 

[President  GALLAGHER  raps  to  order.] 
Coun.  RUBY — But  nothing  has  been  said  to 
our  committee  by  that  body,  supposed  to  be 
interested  in  public  affairs,  in  spite  of  the  invita- 
tion of  the  committee.  I  say  this  not  in  condem- 
nation of  or  with  any  reflection  upon  the  sincerity 
of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  15  (Coun.  Kelly) 
who  wants  me  to  sit  down;  but  I  say  that  it  is 
our  duty,  as  a  public  spirited,  functioning  body, 
that  if  any  of  these  organizations  have  information 
which  would  enable  them  to  acquaint  members 
of  this  Council  with  ways  in  which  this  budget 
can  be  reduced,  they  should,  in  fairness  to  the 
Mayor   of   Boston,   if    not   to   the   City    Council, 
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acquaint  us  with  knowledge  as  to  where  savings 
may  be  best  effected.  Then,  if  they  have  occasion 
to  criticize  us  afterwards,  they  may  be  justified 
in  their  criticism.  But  they  have  not  come  in 
here  when  the  opportunity  was  afforded  them. 
I  have  studied  the  budget  in  this  body  for  seven 
years.  I  have  sat  in  with  every  Committee  on 
Appropriations  in  practically  all  the  sessions, 
whether  I  was  a  member  of  the  committee  or  not, 
and  I  believe  that  this  body  is  amenable  to  honest, 
sincere  criticism,  expressed  at  the  proper  time. 
Representing  the  City  of  Boston  and  its  citizenry, 
there  is  nothing  that  would  please  us  better  than 
an  opportunity  to  intelligently  decrease  the  taxes, 
instead  of  increasing  them.  In  voting  for  this 
budget  today  I  have  in  mind  the  65,000  men, 
women  and  children  living  in  my  ward,  and  I 
have  in  mind  that  90  per  cent  of  the  people  who 
live  in  my  district  are  either  rent  payers  or  prop- 
erty owners.  I  have  in  mind  also,  Mr.  President, 
that  those  people  who  live  in  my  district  come 
to  me  for  hospitalization,  come  to  me  asking  me 
to  help  in  the  admittance  of  some  unfortunate 
soul  to  the  Boston  Sanatorium.  There  are  many 
such,  afflicted  with  disease  through  no  fault  of 
their  own,  and  when  they  become  so  afflicted  it 
is  the  duty  of  every  member  of  this  body  to  see 
that — whether  man,  woman  or  child — they  get 
the  care  and  attention  that  will  bring  them  to 
possible  health.  That  is  why  these  health  and 
hospital  institutions  must  be  maintained.  I  have 
in  mind  today  that  the  other  representatives  of 
the  people  of  Dorchester,  as  well  as  myself,  are 
being  swamped  with  requests  for  better  protec- 
tion— police,  health,  fire  and  otherwise.  Can  I 
vote  to  decrease  an  item  in  that  budget  that  may 
cause  a  worse  situation  than  the  one  we  are  al- 
ready fighting  against?  Realizing  that,  unless  we 
cut  salaries,  there  is  not  an  item  in  this  budget 
that  can  be  cut,  and  still  properly  protect  our 
citizens,  with  a  resulting  decrease  of  more  than 
10  cents  on  a  thousand,  I  shall  vote  for  the  budget 
as  submitted.  I  do  not  believe  that  any  employee 
of  the  City  of  Boston  should  be  reduced  in  wages. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President. 

President  GALLAGHER — The  question  is  on 
Councilor  Dowd's  proposed  amendments,  and  the 
(Jerk  will  call  the  roll. 

While  the  clerk  was  calling  the  roll,  Councilor 
Kelly    continually    addressed    the   President. 

Coun.  Dowd's  proposed  amendments  were  re- 
jected, yeas  2,  nays  20: 

Yeas — Coun.  Dowd,  Kelly — 2. 

Nays — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke,  Cox, 
Curtis,  Donovan,  Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald, 
Gallagher,  Gleason,  Green,  Hein,  Lynch,  McGrath, 
Murray,   Norton,   Power,  Roberts,   Ruby — 20. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  question  is  on 
the  passage  of  the  bill  as  submitted  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations,  and  the  clerk  will  call 
the  roll. 

The  clerk  started  the  roll  call,  and  several 
members  addressed  the  Chair. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  an  elective 
official  representing  officially  the  people  who 
elected  me 

President  GALLAGHER— The  clerk  will  pro- 
ceed with  the  roll  call. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  special  privilege. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  gentleman  will 
state  his  point. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  we  are  about 
to  vote  $38,000,000.  You  are  President  of  the 
City  Council.  You  are  trying  to  shut  off  debate. 
I  have  a  right  as  an  elected  official  to  say  something 
on  a  matter  affecting  the  entire  City  of  Boston, 
and  I,  as  a  councilor  representing  my  district, 
request  you  to  give  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
time  to  discuss  $38,000,000.  [Applause  from  the 
gallery. 1 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  has  no 
objection  to  Councilor  Dowd  making  any 
statement. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  is  not  for 
myself  that  I  rise  to  make  a  statement,  but  because 
of  the  fact  that  three  or  four  members  were  trying 
to  get  the  floor  when  the  clerk  was  directed  by  the 
President  to  proceed  to  call  the  roll.  The  amend- 
ments presented  by  me  were  sincere,  and  they 
would  have  effected  a  saving  of  over  $600,000  for 
the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  over  30  cents 
in  the  tax  rate.  Those  amendments  were  defeated. 
I  am  not  going  to  retreat  from  my  original  position 
just  because  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  see  fit  to  accept  the  budget  as  presented 


by  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  But  there  is  no  reason 
why,  when  my  amendments  are  defeated,  I  am 
going  to  allow  myself  to  vote  for  this  budget, 
because  after  all  is  said  and  done,  while  the  amend- 
ments I  have  proposed  would  have  saved  to  the 
city  over  $600,000,  I  might  say  that  we  could  very 
well  save  at  least  a  million  or  a  million  and  a  half  if 
we  wanted  to  tackle  the  institutions,  which  none 
of  us  desire  to  do.  My  vote  against  the  budget 
is  simply  a  vote  against  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
against  allow»ng  him  to  get  this  money  regardless 
of  the  taxpayers  and  squander  it,  irrespective  of 
what  any  member  on  the  floor  says,  regardless  of 
how  materially  it  affects  the  taxpayers  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  We  cannot  increase  the  amount, 
that  is  correct,  but  we  can  decrease,  and  we  are 
not  even  attempting  to  decrease.  We  are  simply 
saying  to  the  people  that  we  believe  the  Mayor  is 
absolutely  right,  that  the  budget  as  presented  is 
entirely  right.  I  say  to  the  people  of  Boston  and 
to  the  members  of  the  City  Council  that  the  same 
conditions  that  prevailed  last  year  in  so  far  as  the 
Supply  Department  and  its  conduct  are  con- 
cerned, are  going  to  prevail  this  year,  and  I  say 
that  the  same  coalition  that  has  existed  between 
the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  and 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  will  exist  under 
this  budget.  The  minute  you  vote  this  money 
away  you  might  as  well  stay  home  the  rest  of  the 
year,  because  they  don't  want  anything  else  of 
you.  This  absolutely  means  an  increase  in  the 
tax  rate  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  accordingly 
I  am  going  to  vote  against  it.  Despite  the  argu- 
ment that  "  you  are  voting  against  city  employees," 
I  say  that  I  am  voting  to  protect  them,  because 
if  the  taxes  of  Boston  rise  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  people  are  unable  to  pay  them,  there  will 
be  no  pay  roll.  Accordingly,  I  am  going  to  con- 
tinue to  take  the  original  stand  I  took  in  this 
matter,  against  the  budget,  against  an  increase 
in  our  taxes.  I  shall,  accordingly,  vote  in  the 
negative. 

Coun.   KELLY— Mr.   President. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  clerk  will  call 
the  roll. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  isn't  the  ques- 
tion open  to  debate? 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  you  are  doing 
something  unfair.  You  are  shutting  off  elected 
officials  from  talking  upon  a  matter  that  very 
vitally  concerns  their  constituents.  You  have 
no  right  to  shut  off  debate,  and  I  say  that  I  am  in 
order. 

When  Councilor  Burke's  name  was  reached  on 
the  roll  call,  he  addressed  the  Chair. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  at  a  recent 
meeting,  when  Councilor  Curtis  introduced  his 
order  in  regard  to  amending  the  rules,  it  was  an 
attempt  to  shut  me  off 

President  GALLAGHER — Councilor  Burke  has 
the  floor. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  now  see  what  it  meant, 
Mr.   President. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  be  informed  whether  I  am  voting  on  the  accept- 
ance of  the  majority  report  or  on  the  passage  of 
the   total   budget? 

President  GALLAGHER — The  question  is  on 
the  passage  of  the  budget. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  what  happened 
to  the  minority  report? 

President  GALLAGHER — The  majority  report 
was  accepted  and  that  disposed  of  the  minority 
report. 

Coun.  NORTON— Then,  Mr.  President,  I 
respectfully  offer  an  amendment  that  we  vote 
on  the  budget  for  six  months  instead  of  for  the 
year. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  motion  is  too 
late. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  Before  the  roll  was  called  a  mem- 
ber arose  to  address  the  Chair  and  was  ruled  out 
of  order  or  was  not  recognized.  I  ask  the  City 
Clerk  for  a  ruling  on  that. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  cannot 
recognize  members  during  a  call  of  the  roll. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
register  a  protest.  I  believe  any  member  of  this 
Council  has  a  right  to  speak  on  a  motion,  on  an 
important  matter  before  this  body.  I  register 
a  protest  here,  that  the  colleague  from  Dorchester 
(Coun.  Kelly)  has  not  been  recognized,  and  I 
respectfully    request,    under    Roberts'    rules    that 
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we  are  working  under,  that  he  be  given  that  privi- 
lege. I  think  when  we  try  to  shut  off  debate  at 
the  last  hour,  it  is  wrong.  You  may  be  shut  off 
tomorrow,  Mr.  President.  Under  our  rules, 
before  a  vote  is  taken,  it  is  of  the  utmost  impor- 
tance that  a  colleague  who  desires  to  address  the 
body  shall  be  given  the  right  to  talk. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  make 
a  statement.  Rule  20  of  the  rules  of  the  City 
Council  is  as  follows: 

"Every  member  when  about  to  speak  shall  rise, 
address  the  chair,  and  wait  until  he  is  recognized, 
and  in  speaking  shall  refrain  from  mentioning 
any  other  member  by  name,  shall  confine  himself 
to  the  question  and  avoid  personalities.  Any 
member  who,  in  debate  or  otherwise,  indulges  in 
personalities  or  makes  charges  reflecting  upon  the 
character  of  another  member,  shall  make  an 
apology  in  open  session  at  the  meeting  at  which 
the  offense  is  committed  or  at  the  next  succeed- 
ing regular  meeting,  and,  failing  to  do  so,  shall  be 
named  by  the  President  or  held  in  contempt 
and  suspended  from  further  participation  in  de- 
bate until  said  apology  is  made." 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  abiding  by 
that  rule,  as  you  have  the  right  to  do,  do  I  inter- 
pret it  to  mean  this,  that  when  a  colleague  in  this 
body  is  out  of  order  he  shall  be  immediately  called 
to  order  by  the  Chair?  It  may  be  that  the  col- 
league from  Dorchester  should  be  named  by  the 
President  and  ejected  from  the  body.  It  may  be 
that  the  rule  is  absolutely  right.  But  I  insist 
that  the  time  to  inforce  it  is  the  time  when  the 
act  is  consummated.  The  colleague  asked  the 
floor,  without  having  brought  in  personalities  or 
mentioned  the  names  of  other  members  and  with- 
out inflicting  a  wrongful  act  on  this  body,  and  I 
respectfully  suggest,  under  the  proper  interpreta- 
tion of  that  particular  rule  you  have  quoted, 
that  the  councilor  should  not  have  been  ruled 
out  of  order  at  the  time  when  he  addressed  the 
Chair. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with  my 
colleague  from  Ward  18  that  our  colleague  from 
Dorchester  has  been  done  an  injustice  this  after- 
noon, and  I  would  like  to  see  the  councilor  given 
the  privilege  of  getting  up  here  and  talking  on  this 
budget.  I  believe  that  he  should  have  that  right, 
Mr.  President,  that  he  should  not  have  been 
ruled  out  of  order. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  I  suggest  that  there  has  been  a 
misunderstanding  here.  The  rule  about  naming 
a  member  has  been  quoted.  I  suggest  that  the 
Chair  merely  ruled  the  gentleman  out  of  order, 
without  naming  him. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— No,  Mr.  President,  he 
was  not  named.     That  is  wrong. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  privilege.  I  had  the  floor  before  I 
was  interrupted.  I  am  not  going  to  uphold 
Councilor  Kelly  or  the  conduct  that  he  was 
guilty  of  on  this  floor,  and  I  don't  blame  you  for 
taking  the  attitude  you  took,  because  I  certainly 
believe  he  went  beyond  the  bounds  of  perfect 
decorum.  I  believe  you  were  right  in  ruling  him 
out  of  order,  and  I  told  him  so  at  the  time.  But 
I  do  believe  that  he  should  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  be  named  and  told  that  he  was  in  contempt, 
and  he  could  then  by  following  the  proper  procedure 
have  the  stigma  removed.  But  I  trust  that  the 
gentleman  will  now  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
address  the  Council. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  state 
at  this  time  that  he  has  no  objection  to  allowing 
Councilor  Kelly  to  discuss  the  budget. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
grateful  to  my  colleagues  for  coming  to  the  front 
in  the  interest  of  rendering  fair  play  to  their 
colleague  from  Ward  15.  I  am  very  grateful, 
thank  them  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart,  for 
seeing  that  I  am  given  an  opportunity  to  say 
something  on  the  most  important  thing  to  come 
before  our  body  this  year.  I  wish,  Mr.  President, 
when  I  am  speaking,  that  neither  one  of  the  two 
men,  the  City  Clerk  or  the  Assistant  City  Clerk, 
would  get  up  and  give  you  information.  You 
are  the  President  of  this  body,  and  you  are  the 
one  to  decide  questions  before  the  body. 

President  GALLAGHER — And  I  request  fair- 
ness on  your  part. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  think  the  members  of  the 
Council  will  agree  that  when  I  was  ruled  out  of 
order  I  was  unjustly  ruled  out  of  order,  because 
I  was  talking  about  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  a  body  that  gets  a  large  appro- 
priation from  the  City  of  Boston  and  is  supposed 


to  work  in  the  interests  of  the  city  and  the  citizens. 
They  are  supposed  to  watch  over  the  expendi- 
tures that  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
other  officials  of  the  city  make,  and  I  did  not  see 
you  call  the  City  Clerk  that  time,  Mr.  President. 
Perhaps  you  did. 

President  GALLAGHER— I  did,  councilor. 
Coun.  KELLY — I  think  when  the  time  arrives 
that  I  cannot  talk  about  the  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  helping  to  cover  up  irregu- 
larities of  the  present  administration,  it  is  high 
time  for  me  to  resign  from  this  body.  I  told 
you  at  the  meeting  when  the  order  was  intro- 
duced by  Councilor  Curtis  in  regard  to  changing 
the  rules,  that  I  knew  one  reason  was  to  shut  off 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  15,  and  perhaps  other 
members,  from  having  their  say  on  the  floor  of 
the  City  Council.  I  say  it  is  unfair.  I  am, 
however,  glad  that  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  have  forced  the  President  to  give  me  the 
floor  to  say  a  few  words  regarding  the  budget. 
I  am  against  pay  cuts  of  any  kind.  I  believe  the 
last  thing  we  should  consider  is  pay  cuts.  But 
Councilor  Dowd  has  introduced  amendments  here 
proposing  miscellaneous  cuts  in  supplies  and 
extras  which  can  be  cut,  and  I  say  when  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  8  (Coun.  Dowd)  introduces 
such  amendments,  they  should  be  given  proper 
consideration.  He  was  not  so  fortunate  as  to  be 
placed  on  that  powerful  committee  by  you,  sir, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  But  he  introduced 
the  amendments  in  order  that  there  might  be  a 
decrease  of  over  $600,000  in  the  budget,  and  was 
given  practically  no  consideration  outside  of  a 
short  time  that  was  allowed  him  to  debate.  I 
claim  that  no  member  of  the  Council  should  vote 
for  this  budget  as  it  is.  Certainly  a  great  deal 
of  consideration  should  have  been  given  to  the 
councilor  from  Roxbury,  when  he  went  into  each 
item  very  carefully,  showing  the  items  that  should 
be  cut  and  the  amounts.  I  think  that  serious 
suggestions  of  that  kind  deserve  a  little  more  than 
half  an  hour's  consideration  by  the  President  and 
members  of  the  Council.  I  say  in  closing,  again, 
that  I  will  not  be  a  party  to  or  an  advocate  of 
wage  cuts  of  any  kind.  I  want  it  distinctly 
understood  that  wages  must  stay  up.  But  let 
us  do  away  with  what  can  be  done  away  with  in 
this  39.000,000  for  miscellaneous  supplies  and 
extras,  and,  because  not  a  cent  has  been  deducted 
from  that,  I  must  vote  against  the  budget.

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  the  Committee 
on  Constables,  in  submitting  this  list  this 
afternoon,  have  taken  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  the  term  of  every  constable  appointed 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  who  is  qualified  to 
serve  with  a  bond,  expires  on  April  30,  and 
after  that  time  no  constable  in  Boston  will  be 
able  to  make  service  of  any  legal  paper  within 
his  district.  I  realize  that  it  is  hard  for  us 
to  come  to  any  agreement  with  reference  to 
proper  distribution  of  constables  or  I  might 
even  go  so  far  as  to  say  fair  distribution,  so 
that  every  member  of  the  Council  will  be  satis- 
fied ;  but  I  trust  that  the  members  will  take 
into  consideration  the  fact  that,  simply  because 
one  or  more  members  of  the  Council  may  have 
in  their  district  a  great  many  constables  who 
have  been  appointed  in  previous  years  and 
have  served  in  that  official  capacity  for  a  long 
time,  such  members  of  the  body  should  not 
at  this  time  be  penalized  by  the  reduction  of 
the  number  of  constables  in  their  districts  to 
such  a  great  extent  that  they  may  be  subject 
to  severe  criticism  in  their  districts.  I  take 
into  consideration  the  fact  that  there  are  a 
number  of  members  in  the  City  Council  who 
have  not  more  than  one  or  two  constables  in 
their  respective  wards,  but  that  is  not  the 
fault  of  the  councilor  who  happens  to  live 
in  a  district  where  there  is  an  overabundance 
of  constables.  The  fact  is  that  those  men 
have  in  the  past  been  appointed  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  and  have  been  approved  by  this 
body  as  well  as  by  the  members  of  previous 
bodies  in  years  past.  Therefore,  I  think, 
regardless  of  what  the  varying  situation  in 
this  respect  may  be  in  different  wards,  having 
in  mind  the  history  of  the  whole  thing,  the 
list  ought  to  be  approved  today,  so  that  the 
constables  may  file  their  bonds  and  have  them 
approved  next  Monday.  There  are  still  ap- 
proximately sixty  or  seventy  more  who  can 
be  appointed  under  our  present  ordinances 
and  if  at  any  time  there  should  be  a  number 
of  constables  requested  toy  those  members  of 
the  Council  who  have  not  reached  the  quota, 
it  is  always  fair  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances to  make  the  appointments  elastic,  so 
that  there  may  be  an  adjustment  in  the  future, 
providing  for  wards  which  have  not  a  sufficient 
number  or  a  justifiable  number  of  constables. 
The  ordinance  passed  last  year  was  passed  in 
such  a  way  as  to  recognize  the  existing  situa- 
tion. While  you  may  say  it  is  a  far-fetched 
argument,  nevertheless,  if  we  do  not  approve 
those  constables  who  have  served  five,  ten, 
fifteen  or  more  years,  who  have  families  de- 
pendent upon  their  earnings  for  support,  it 
cannot  be  denied  that  if  we  disapprove  those 
men  we  are  putting  them  in  the  vast  army  of 
the  unemployed.  It  certainly  seems  that  a 
man  who  has  served  as  constable  for  five, 
ten  or  fifteen  years,  merely  because  he  happens 
to  live  in  Ward  14 — and  I  say  Ward  14  because 
it  happens  to  be  the  district  I  have  the  honor 
to  represent  and  because  there  happens  to  be 
a  greater  number  of  constables  there  than  in 
any  other  section  of  Boston — he  should  not  be 
continued  in  that  position.  I  say  that  any 
man  who  has  served  faithfully  as  a  constable 
for  many  years,  and  who  has  a  wife  and 
family  dependent  upon  him,  should  not  be 
penalized  because  he  lives  in  Ward  14  and  that 
ward  has  more  than  seven  constables.  I  say 
if  we  are  going  to  penalize  such  men  we  may 
have  a  lot  to  answer  for.  I  will  admit  that 
if  these  constables  were  to  be  appointed  today 
for  the  first  time,  the  limitation  now  proposed 
might  well  be  recognized,  but  I  do  say,  with 
all  due  deference  to  other  members  of  the  body, 
that  the  situation  existing  in  my  ward  is  an 
outgrowth  of  the  past,  and  that  I  have  not 
asked  the  Mayor  of  Boston  in  the  last  two 
years,  or  the  former  Mayor  of  Boston  in  his 
four  years  in  office,  for  more  than  five  con- 
stables. These  men  in  my  ward  have  been 
appointed  in  past  years,  and,  simply  because 
they   happen    to    live    in    my    ward    or    happen 
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to  live  in  any  ward  where  there  are  more 
than  ten  or  twelve  constables  at  the  present 
time,  I  say  that  they  ought  not  to  be  thrown 
out  and  added  to  the  army  of  the  unemployed, 
simply  because  at  the  present  time,  by  reason 
of  what  has  happened  in  the  last  ten,  fifteen, 
twenty-five  or  thirty  years,  there  happen  to 
be  in  my  ward,  living  there  at  the  present 
time,  those  who  have  been  appointed  at  these 
times  in  the  past  and  who  in  many  eases  at 
the  time  of  their  appointment  came  from  other 
parts  of  the  city.  It  will  certainly  be  a  hard- 
ship to  now  throw  out  those  men  who  have 
served  all  these  years  because  there  happen 
to  be  at  the  present  time  more  constables  in 
the  ward  than  some  of  us  may  feel  there  should 
be.  And  so  the  committee  has  made  this  re- 
port, and  I  now  say  that  I  shall  not  ask  for 
another  constable  who  lives  in  Ward  14  to  be 
appointed  so  long  as  I  am  a  member  of  the 
body.  I  say  that  not  because  I  might  not 
want  to  approve  of  others  for  that  position, 
or  because  I  want  to  shut  myself  out,  but  I 
do  say,  in  connection  with  my  plea  for  those 
now  in  my  ward  who  are  depending  upon  this 
job  for  their  livelihood,  that  I  am  willing  to 
make  that  sacrifice,  if  it  must  be  made,  not 
asking  for  another  single  constable  in  ray 
ward  so  long  as  I  am  a  member  of  the  body. 
Certainly,  however,  those  men  who  now  live 
in  my  ward,  proved  men  against  whom  there 
are  no  complaints,  ought  to  be  approved  by 
this  body  today.  Therefore,  I  ask  the  majority 
of   the   Council   to   approve    them. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  take 
any  issue  with  the  councilor  from  Ward  14 
(Coun.  Ruby).  He  very  ably  represents  his 
district.  He  has,  I  believe,  forty-eight  con- 
stables in  his  district.  I  have  in  my  district 
one.  Of  the  forty-eight  in  his  ward  he  has 
agreed  for  the  present  to  wipe  off  seventeen, 
but  the  fact  remains  that  there  are  on  this 
list  of  ninety-eight  as  reported  today  thirty- 
one  from  his  ward,  or  practically  33  per  cent. 
For  three  or  four  months  I  have  been  trying 
to  get  a  young  man  appointed  as  constable, 
and  I  have  been  told,  because  of  the  limit, 
that  it  was  not  possible  for  me  to  have  that 
young  man  appointed  as  constable.  There  is 
but  one  man  in  my  district  serving  now  as  a 
constable.  When  it  comes  to  the  question  of 
unemployment,  there  is  no  councilor  here  who 
has  not  many,  many  men  out  of  employment 
in  his  district,  and  many  of  them  are  white- 
collar  men  entirely  capable  of  serving  as 
constable.  A  refusal  to  confirm  these  men 
does  not  mean  that  we  cut  down  on  the  num- 
ber of  constables.  The  number  remains  un- 
changed. The  only  question  is  whether  thirty- 
one  of  these  men  will  live  in  one  councilor's 
district,  eighteen  in  another  councilor's  dis- 
trict, and  fourteen  in  another  councilor's 
district.  My  plea  is  simply  this,  for  equitable 
treatment  of  each  and  every  member  here, 
who  is  responsible  for  the  citizens  of  his  dis- 
trict. In  taking  that  position,  I  have  no 
feeling  whatever  against  the  councilor  from 
Ward  14  (Coun.  Ruby).  I  admire  him.  He 
is  always  on  the  floor  in  defence  of  his  district. 
But  there  are  people  in  my  district  who  have 
sent  me  here  for  the  same  purpose,  and  I 
don't  want  to  have  it  said  that  he  has  in  his 
district  thirty-one  times  the  representation  in 
the  matter  of  constables  that  I  have  in  my 
district,  with  just  one  constable.  Therefore,  I 
ask  that  this  be  laid  on  the  table  until  some 
equitable,    just    solution    can   be    reached. 

A  rising  vote  was  taken,  and  the  motion  to 
lay  on  the  table  was  lost,   8  to   8. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  a  roll 
call. 

Coun.    KELLY— Mr.    President. 

Chairman  McGRATH — No  debate  is  in  order 
on   the   motion  to   lay   on   the  table. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost 
upon    roll    call,    yeas    9,    nays    9 :

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  have  a 
ward  where  we  have  perhaps  twelve  or  fifteen 
candidates  for  constable.  It  is  not  every  man 
who  can  or  should  be  a  constable,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent. Furthermore,  a  man  who  wishes  to 
obtain  such  an  appointment  must  have  some 
connection  with  various  law  offices  to  make 
a  living.  I  arri  perfectly  willing,  as  far  as 
my  ward  is  concerned,  to  take  the  number 
allotted  to  us.  I  realize  that  it  is  not  the 
fault  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  14  (Coun. 
Ruby)  that  he  has  in  his  ward  four  or  five 
times  as  many  as  in  other  wards.  That  is 
something  that  he  is  not  accountable  for. 
I  will  say  this,  however,  that  I  have  had 
five  requests  for  appointments  as  constables, 
but  the  men  whom  I  have  seen,  who  are  con- 
stables in  my  ward,  are  rather  indifferent 
at  the  present  time  as  to  whether  they  should 
be    made    constables    or    should    so     continue. 

Chairman  McGRATH — The  question  is  on 
confirmation.  The  Chairman  appoints  as  a 
committee  to  collect,  sort  and  count  ballots 
Councilors     Barker    and    Hein. 

The  committee  performed  the  duty  assigned, 
and  reported  nine  ballots  in  favor  of  confirma- 
tion and  ten  against,  confirmation  being  there- 
by   refused. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  information.  I  would  ask  if  I 
am  in  order  in  doubting  the  vote  and  asking 
for    a    roll    call. 

Chairman  McGRATH — The  gentleman  is  out 
of    order. 

Coun.    RUBY— Mr.     President. 

Chairman  McGRATH — Does  the  gentleman 
ask   for    reconsideration  ? 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
reconsideration.  My  committee  can  hold  it  all 
summer.      I    am    satisfied. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  would  it  be 
in  order  to  ask  that  this  list  be  passed,  elimi- 
nating ten  names  from  any  ward  that  has  a 
large  amount  ?  My  point  is  that  it  would  be 
unfortunate  not  to  have  constables  available 
in  the  City  of  Boston  for  ten  days,  if  we  do 
not    pass    on    anv    of    the    names    today. 

Chairman  McGRATH— The  only  motion  that 
can  be  entertained  at  this  time  is  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  vote  just  taken,  as  the  Council  has 
voted  unfavorably  on  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
for  reconsideration,  and  ask  unanimous  con- 
sent  to   make   a   short   statement. 

The    motion    to    reconsider   prevailed. 

Chairman  McGRATH — The  question  now 
comes  on  confirmation.  Councilor  Ruby  asks 
unanimous   consent   to   make   a   statement. 

There  being  no  objection,  Coun.  Ruby  pro- 
ceeded. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  there  are 
simply  one  or  two  points  that  I  want  to 
emphasize.  I  have  no  objection  to  postpone- 
ment if  it  will  result  in  benefit,  but  the  pe- 
culiar situation  here  is  this.  Even  if  we  pass 
these  men  today,  they  have  to  go  out  and  get 
their  bonds.  Under  the  new  rule  we  have 
here  they  have  to  go  to  a  bonding  company 
and  get  a  surety  bond.  That  is  going  to  take 
two  or  three  weeks  in  many  cases.  If  a 
constable  should  be  fortunate  enough  to  get 
a  bond  this  week,  it  would  have  to  be  passed 
on  by  our  body  next  Monday.  The  term  of 
office  of  every  constable  in  Boston  expires  on 
April  30,  on  Saturday  night  of  this  week,  and 
after  that  they  cannot  serve  process.  It  is 
only  for  that  reason  that  your  committee  met 
last  Friday  and  spent  an  entire  afternoon  on 
this  matter,  meeting  every  applicant  for  the 
position  of  constable  in  this  room.  We  gave  up 
our  private  business  for  that  reason,  coming 
here  and  meeting  them,  and  we  also  held  a 
session  at  eleven  o'clock  this  morning  to  con- 
sider those  in  regard  to  whom  there  were 
some  complaints,  so  that  there  might  be 
speedy  action.  I  cannot  say  any  more  than 
I  have  said,  and  I  simply  trust  that  the  list 
of  constables  as  presented,  approved  by  the 
committee,   will   be   approved   by   the   body. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the   report   be   laid   on   the   table. 

Coun.  Lynch's  motion  to  lay  on  the  table 
was    declared    carried. 
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Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  doubt  the 
vote. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous   consent   to   make   a   statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — The  question  is  on 
solving  the  doubt.  If  there  is  no  objection, 
Councilor    Curtis    may    proceed. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  I  hate  to 
speak  again.  The  only  reason  why  I  do  so 
is  that  I  probably  come  in  contact  with  con- 
stables somewhat  more  than  some  of  the  other 
members  of  the  body.  Constables  are  neces- 
sary officials  in  this  city.  It  will  certainly  be 
highly  inconvenient  to  persons  practicing  law 
not  to  have  any  constables  to  call  upon.  The 
position  of  constable  is  a  highly  specialized 
type  of  business,  and  the  average  unemployed 
man  would  not  make  enough  money  during 
the  year  to  pay  the  $35  that  is  required  under 
the  new  rule.  When  a  man  is  appointed 
constable,  he  has  to  go  out  and  work  up  a 
business.  He  has  to  get  lawyers  with  writs 
to  serve,  and  the  average  unemployed  man 
wouldn't  find  the  job  desirable.  In  the  old 
days  it  was  desirable,  as  being  in  line  with 
city  positions  requiring  constables,  but  now 
that  there  is  a  $35  fee  required  they  wouldn't 
want  the  job  for  that  purpose,  because  they 
would  be  gambling  $35  on  the  very  small 
chance  that  there  would  be  a  vacancy  in  city 
positions  to  which  they  would  be  appointed. 
Gentlemen,  who  is  responsible  for  the  fact 
that  this  thing  has  grown  up  to  a  point  where 
a  large  number  of  the  constables  come  from  a 
certain  one  of  the  wards  ?  We  are.  We  have 
allowed  those  men  to  work  up  a  business,  and 
I  say  it  would  now  be  unfair  for  us  to  suddenly 
turn  about  and  throw  out  a  large  number  of 
men  who  have  been  practicing  that  profession 
for  a  number  of  years,  on  some  new  theory 
that  we  want  to  divide  the  constables  up, 
seven  to  a  ward.  I  say  that  it  would  be  a 
great  mistake  not  to  act  today  so  that  there 
will  be  some  constables  who  can  attend  to 
business  in  this  city,  men  who  will  be  available 
for  the  business  required ;  and  I  feel  that  it 
would  be  utterly  unfair  for  us  today  to  sud- 
denly turn  about  and  throw  out  on  the  street 
a  number  of  men  who  have  made  this  their 
business  for  a  number  of  years,  who  have 
worked  up  a  clientele  and  whose  actions  have 
not  been  subject  to  criticism,  simply  because 
we  want  to  favor  some  of  our  friends  who 
wouldn't    want    the    job    anyway. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — Mr.  President,  as  a  prac- 
ticing attorney  in  the  City  of  Boston,  I  find, 
as  Councilor  Curtis  and  other  members  of 
the  bar  do,  that  constables  are  absolutely  nec- 
essary, and  I  don't  believe  in  the  history  of 
Boston  there  has  ever  been  a  time  when  the 
city  was  without  constables.  Trial  attorneys 
depend  on  constables  to  a  large  extent  to 
get  witnesses  to  court,  and  if  there  are  no 
constables  available  the  business  of  the  courts 
will  to  a  large  extent  be  held  up.  I  do  not 
think  it  is  fair  to  constables,  a  great  many 
of  whom  have  been  in  the  business  for  fifteen 
years  or  more,  to  say  that  no  one  of  them 
shall  be  appointed  until  a  certain  ward  has 
seven  constables.  I  think,  therefore,  that  the 
Council  ought  today  to  ratify  this  report  upon 
these  constables  who  have  been  investigated 
and  against  whom  there  have  been  no  com- 
plaints. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  am  rather  sur- 
prised to  hear  the  councilor  from  the  Back 
Bay  (Coun.  Curtis)  say  that  special  qualifica- 
tions are  necessary  for  a  man  who  wishes  to 
serve  as  constable.  I  ask  him  where  those 
men  served  their  apprenticeship  before  they 
became  constables  and  why  any  man  with 
common,  ordinary  intelligence  cannot  become 
a  constable  ?  I  was  very  much  interested  in 
hearing  the  councilor  from  Ward  14  (Coun. 
Ruby)  make  the  statement,  "Very  well,  we 
can  hold  them  in  our  committee  all  summer," 
and  in  the  next  breath  speak  about  the  dire 
necessity  for  appointing  constables.  You  all 
heard  that  statement.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
I  understand — although  I  am  not  a  lawyer — 
that  deputy  sheriffs  can  serve  summons  and 
process.  This  Council  is  in  agreement  on 
allowing  some   of  these   men   to   be   appointed  ; 


they  are  not  in  agreement  on  allowing  one 
third  of  the  whole  number  to  come  from  any 
particular  ward.  We  also  heard  in  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  that  there  are  at  least  ten 
against  whom  complaints  have  been  made.  I 
am  quite  satisfied  that  in  my  ward  I  can 
find  men  who  were  formerly  in  banks  or 
business  houses,  men  of  honorable  reputation, 
who  will  be  glad  to  serve  as  constables.  One 
of  those  young  men  is  now  studying  law,  and 
for  three  months  I  have  tried  to  have  him 
appointed  as  a  constable.  I  don't  think  I  am 
asking  anything  unreasonable,  and  I  am  not 
speaking  for  myself.  I  am  speaking  for  half 
a  dozen  other  councilors  who  have  only  one 
or  two  constables  in  their  district.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, over  50  per  cent  of  these  constables 
whose  names  are  reported  come  from  three 
wards.  I  say  that  is  not  right,  and  I  say, 
further,  that  just  because  this  condition  exists 
is  no  reason  why  we  should  allow  it  to  con- 
tinue. I  say  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  14 
(Coun.  Ruby)  had  his  opportunity  before  we 
came  in  here  to  appoint  constables  to  be 
confirmed.  I  think  we  might  all  agree  on 
allowing  certain  constables  to  be  confirmed, 
but  I  certainly  will  not  agree  on  allowing 
thirty-one  constables  coming  from  one  ward  to 
be  allowed,  with  a  proposed  limit  of  seven 
to  a  ward. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  ob- 
jection,   the    gentleman    may    proceed. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  am  rather 
surprised  at  hearing  some  of  the  councilors 
state  that  it  is  an  absolute  necessity  to  have 
these  constables  appointed  at  this  time.  I  am 
not  a  lawyer,  but  I  feel,  to  my  mind,  that  it 
would  be  a  good  thing  if  we  took  all  the 
constables  and  threw  them  out  of  the  window. 
I  believe  that  the  City  of  Boston  would  get 
along  better  without  the  constables.  Ninety 
per  cent  of  the  constables  doing  business  in 
the  City  of  Boston  in  this  period  of  depression 
do  not  know  what  it  is  to  use  their  heads. 
I  have  known  of  their  going  into  stores  and 
houses  where  the  people  have  not  paid  the 
last  $5,  $10  or  $15  installment  on  furniture, 
and  treating  them  without  any  heart  what- 
soever. I  say  that  we  should  go  over  the  list 
very  carefully  before  any  are  approved.  I  feel 
that  I  am  entitled  to  appoint  six  or  seven 
constables  in  my  ward,  where  I  believe  there  is 
only  one  now.  I  think  it  is  unjust  to  have 
thirty-one  in  one  ward,  eighteen  in  another, 
and  fourteen  in  another.  When  the  time  comes 
around,  say  in  a  month  from  now,  when  some 
of  us  know  of  a  real  good  friend  whom  we 
want  to  appoint  as  constable,  we  will  find 
that  we  cannot  do  so,  because  the  law  only 
allows  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  altogether. 
So  if  we  are  going  to  allow  three  wards  to 
appoint  50  per  cent  of  the  constables,  we  in 
the  other  wards  cannot  appoint  any  ourselves 
whatsoever.  I  feel  that  it  will  not  hurt  the 
City  of  Boston  one  iota  to  lay  this  on  the  table 
for   a  week. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous    consent   to    address   the   body. 

Chairman  McGRATH— If  there  is  no  ob- 
jection, the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  it  seems 
to  me  it  is  rather  unfortunate  after  many 
men  in  some  of  our  wards  have  faithfully 
served  as  constables  of  the  City  of  Boston 
for  years,  to  now  determine  that  the  number 
of  constables  must  be  confined  to  a  certain 
quota  from  each  particular  district.  I  think 
that  is  going  to  affect  in  my  ward  a  man 
who  has  been  engaged  in  this  duty  for  thirty- 
five  years  and  has  performed  capable  and 
honest  service.  There  are  three  or  four  more 
who  have  served  for  seven  years  and  four,  I 
believe,  for  nine  years ;  and  still  it  is  pro- 
posed to  throw  these  men  out  in  order  to  make 
way  for  somebody  else  who  thinks  that  his 
ward  has  not  been  properly  represented.  I 
certainly  do  not  think  any  member  should 
favor  that  sort  of  thing,  because  he  may  want 
to   build    up   political    patronage,  throwing    out 
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of  office  men  who  have  served  well  and 
honorably  in  the  capacity  of  constable  in  this 
city.  If  we  have  men  not  fit  to  so  serve, 
they  should  be  dismissed ;  and  I  understand 
that  this  Council  has  been  of  great  assistance 
in  eliminating  from  the  rolls,  weeding  out, 
men  who  were  unfit,  bringing  the  number 
down  from  four  hundred  to  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five,  and  I  feel  that  in  doing  that  they 
have  done  a  commendable  job.  Today  what  is 
the  situation  ?  We  find  only  seven  complaints 
against  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  con- 
stables of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  think  that 
shows  that  they  are  a  fine  body  of  men  to 
have,  when  you  get  only  seven  complaints 
against  that  number  of  men.  We  know,  of 
course,  the  situations  with  which  they  have 
to  contend,  that  they  run  into  a  lot  of  cranks, 
people  who  criticize  them  because  their  prop- 
erty has  ibeen  attached,  and  properly  so,  be- 
cause the  constajble  is  doing  his  duty.  Of 
course,  any  man,  under  such  circumstances, 
is  bound  to  be  criticized ;  and  yet,  out  of 
those  seven  complaints,  I  dare  say  that  not 
more  than  one,  if  any,  was  legitimate.  That 
is  something  we  should  be  proud  of  and  yet, 
because  certain  councilors  want  to  build  up 
political  patronage,  they  are  willing  to  throw 
out  a  number  of  men  who  have  families  de- 
pending upon  them  for  support,  men  who  have 
faithfully  performed  their  duties  as  constable 
for  many  years.  That  is  not  the  way  to 
approach  the  subject.  It  is  not  fair  to  any- 
body, and  I  don't  believe  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston  will  consider  that  it  is  an  exhibition 
of  fair  treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  Boston 
City  Council.  If  there  is  need  for  constables 
in    the    district    that    my    colleague    from    West 

Roxbury     (Coun.    Cox)     comes    from 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask   the   gentleman   a    question. 

Chairman  McGRATH — General  discussion  is 
not  in  order.  The  gentleman  is  speaking  with 
unanimous    consent. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — If  other  constables  are 
needed  in  the  councilor's  district,  it  is  very 
proper  that  application  should  be  made,  and 
if  the  necessity  is  great  enough  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances  can  enlarge  the  number,  as  they 
have  recently  decreased  it.  The  fact,  however, 
that  not  more  than  one  or  two  have  been 
appointed  in  such  a  ward  for  years  shows 
apparently  that  there  is  nobody  from  that 
district  who  is  very  much  interested  in  obtain- 
ing the  office,  and  I  think  that  is  a  fact  to 
be  taken  into  consideration.  I  certainly  do 
not  believe,  however,  that  constables  who  have 
faithfully  and  long  performed  the  duties  of 
their  office  should  be  now  summarily  thrown 
out    of    employment. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  ask  un- 
animous   consent    to    make    a    statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — If  there  is  no  ob- 
jection,   the   gentleman   may   proceed. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  happen  to 
be  representing  a  ward  which  may  be  placed 
in  the  category  referred  to  by  some  of  the 
criticizing  speakers,  because  Ward  17  presents 
eight  names  for  constables  today,  where  the 
equitable  proportion  would  be  about  seven 
to  a  ward.  So,  in  my  particular  case,  there 
is  only  one  constable  above  the  equitable  ap- 
portionment decided  upon  in  the  Executive 
Committee.  I  think  all  these  eight  constables 
who  are  seeking  confirmation  at  the  hands  of 
this  honorable  body  should  receive  it  today, 
rather  than  being  held  over,  because  if  we 
do  not  take  such  action  we  are  likely  to  leave 
ourselves  open  to  criticism  not  only  by  the 
constables  involved  but  by  the  attorneys-at- 
law.  I  happen  to  be  an  attorney,  myself,  and 
we  make  use  of  constables  to  a  great  extent. 
Ninety-nine  times  out  of  one  hundred  a  con- 
stable, perhaps  doing  something  that  may 
seem  disagreeable,  is  merely  performing  a 
duty  that  he  is  supposed  to  perform.  It  may 
be  a  nasty  duty,  I  admit,  but  it  is  sometimes 
necessary  to  go  to  homes  in  order  to  summon 
people  into  court  on  various  complaints. 
Naturally  the  people  summoned  are  adverse  to 
the  constable,  and  criticisms  are  plentiful 
when  an  opportunity  is  given  to  come  before 
the    committee    and    make    complaint.     But    I 


understand  from  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee that  the  criticism  in  most  instances  is 
made  because  of  personal  animosity  on  that 
account  between  the  person  summoned  and  the 
constable;  and  we  find  in  most  instances  that 
he  is  simply  carrying  out  the  duty  imposed 
upon  him  under  the  law.  Certain  councilors 
here  think  they  should  be  entitled  to  a  certain 
number  of  constables.  I  believe  in  being  fair 
and  just,  and  if  the  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  Council  feel  that  each  and  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  is  entitled  equitably  to 
seven  constables  from  each  ward,  I  am  in 
favor  of  it.  But  in  the  Executive  Committee 
we  were  unable  to  come  to  an  understanding 
on  the  matter.  I  was  prepared  from  the  be- 
ginning to  yield  until  we  could  form  a  con- 
tact and  find  out  where  constables  were  needed 
the  most.  But  no  understanding  was  reached, 
and  we  are  now  confronted  with  the  proposi- 
tion that  unless  we  act  upon  this  matter  today 
the  city  will  be  without  constables.  It  is  true 
that  deputy  sheriffs  could  handle  the  work 
for  a  few  days,  but  at  the  same  time  unless 
action  is  taken  we  will  be  depriving  men  all 
over  the  city  of  the  opportunity  of  earning 
a  livelihood.  In  the  final  analysis  we  are  going 
to  appoint  these  men,  anyway.  So  I  am  in 
favor  of  going  on  record  for  the  eight  men 
on  the  list  in  my  ward,  along  with  men  from 
the  other  wards,  as  reported,  so  that  they 
can  then  go  ahead  and  give  the  necessary 
surety  bonds  and  be  able  to  act  as  constables. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  information.  I  wonder  if  this  might 
not  be  a  way  out — to  pass  over  the  first 
twenty  names  from  Ward  14,  keeping  them  for 
future  consideration,  with  the  idea  that  for 
the  present  at  least  that  would  represent  a 
fairer     distribution  ? 

Chairman  McGRATH— The  motion  to  lay 
on  the  table,  which  is  not  debatable,  will  have 
to  be  acted  upon  first.  If  that  is  negatived, 
then   the   report   is   subject   to   amendment. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  have  sat 
here  this  afternoon  and  listened  to  those  who 
have  been  talking  for  and  against  this  list 
of  constables.  I  would  like  to  ask  those  coun- 
cilors who  have  so  many  constables  in  their 
ward  whether  they  think  that  is  justice  to 
some  of  the  other  wards  ?  When  we  find 
thirty-one  constables  recommended  for  con- 
firmation from  one  ward,  and  eighteen  from 
another,  it  does  not  look  to  me  like  an  equal 
distribution  or  like  justice.  It  looks  like  a 
fight  between  the  attorneys  and  the  laymen. 
We  are  all  trying  to  get  employment  for  our 
constituents,  and  some  of  them  would  like 
employment  as  constables.  I  take  the  ground 
that,  in  all  fairness,  equal  distribution  is  the 
best  answer  to  the  question.  That  is  the  only 
solution  that  will  bring  about  a  proper  solu- 
tion. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  if  in  order, 
I  would  like  to  move  that  this  matter  be  taken 
from    the    table. 

Chairman  McGRATH— The  motion  to  lay 
on  the  table  has  not  yet  been  decided. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I 
would  ask  unanimous  consent  to  make  a  state- 
ment. 

Chairman  McGRATH— If  there  is  no  ob- 
jection,   the    councilor    may    proceed. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  am 
greatly  interested  in  what  Councilor  Cox  has 
stated,  that  he  has  been  trying  to  get  a  man 
in  his  ward  on  as  constable  for  four  months, 
and  has  been  unable  to  do  it  as  yet.  I  cannot 
understand  that,  Mr.  President.  There  must 
be  something  radically  wrong  with  his  candi- 
date, and  I  don't  think  the  other  members 
of  the  body  should  swallow  what  he  states. 
Certainly  the  Mayor  of  this  city  never  would 
refuse  him  !  I  cannot  understand  it.  There  is 
something  radically  wrong.  If  this  Council  is 
to  be  put  in  this  position,  I  think  it  is  a 
great  mistake.  The  councilor  cannot  tell  me 
that  he  is  unable  in  a  matter  of  this  sort  to 
gain  favor  with  the  Mayor  of  the  city.  Cer- 
tainly if  the  Mayor  of  this  city  has  refused 
to  send  in  the  name  of  his  man,  there  is 
something  radically  wrong.  I  don't  think  the 
members  of  this  Council  ought  to  be  made 
jokes   of.      Let  the   gentleman   take  the   matter 
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up  with  the  Law  Department,  investigate, 
and  find  out  what  is  the  matter.  Certainly 
something    is    wrong. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask    the    gentleman    a    question. 

Chairman  McGRATH — It  is  not  a  time  for 
questions  or  for  debate.  The  gentleman  from 
Ward    3    is   speaking   with   unanimous   consent. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  un- 
derstand from  Councilor  Roberts  that  we  now 
have  one  hundred  thirty-two  names  on  the 
list,  and  that  we  are  entitled  to  one  hundred 
seventy-five.  I  cannot  understand  why  we 
are  having  this  debate  or  why  we  should  have 
got  into  this  wrangle.  I  think  Councilor 
Murray  has  stated  it  pretty  well — it  is  a  row 
with  the  attorneys.  We  all  know  what  hap- 
pened, as  set  forth  in  the  opinion  rendered 
by  the  Supreme  Court, — that  the  Legislature 
has  not  a  right  to  interfere  with  admissions 
to  the  bar.  The  Legislature  will  probably  now 
take  this  matter  up  and  take  the  whole  thing 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  City  Council.  As  has 
been  very  well  stated  by  one  of  the  members 
here,  it  is  a  question  of  justice  to  everybody. 
It  will  certainly  be  a  pretty  hard  condition  of 
affairs  if  the  city  is  tied  up  without  the 
service  of  constables.  The  sheriff's  office  can- 
not take  care  of  the  matter,  because  the 
sheriff  has  already  gone  to  the  Legislature 
repeatedly  and  asked  to  be  relieved  of  serving 
process  beyond  a  certain  amount.  So  I  hope 
Councilor  Lynch  will  withdraw  his  motion,  and 
that  Councilor  Ruby  will  agree  to  withdraw  a 
few  men,  and  then  let  Councilor  Cox  find  out 
why  his  man  has  been  turned  down.  Let  him 
go  to  the  Law  Department  in  regard  to  the 
matter.  As  I  have  said,  something  is  radically 
wrong,  knowing  the  councilor  from  West  Rox- 
bury  and  his  affiliations  with  the  Mayor  of  the 
city,  knowing  his  close  contact.  Now,  what 
is    wrong  ? 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
the  query  as  to  why  my  man  has  not  come 
down,  I  will  simply  say  that  the  quota  of 
one  hundred  and  seventy-five  was  complete, 
and  that  as  a  result  my  man  was  eating  snow- 
balls. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  withdraw  my  motion  to 
lay    on   the   table. 

There  being  no  objection,  Coun.  Lynch's 
motion  to   lay   on   the   table   was   withdrawn. 

Coun.  LYNCH — I  now  move  you,  sir,  that 
the  names  read,  to  the  limit  of  seven  for  each 
ward,  be  placed  before  the  body  for  confirma- 
tion. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  I  think  the  proposal  made  by 
the  councilor  from  the  Back  Bay  (Coun. 
Curtis)  is  out  of  order.  I  don't  think  this 
Council  has  any  right  to  take  twenty  names 
off  any  list  and  then  pass  on  the  others.  It 
would  be  showing  preference  to  some  as  against 
others,  and  I  don't  think  we  should  do  it. 
I  don't  think  we  are  entitled  to  do  it  and  I 
don't   think    it   is    in    order. 

Chairman  McGRATH — The  Chair  will  say 
that  the  only  list  before  the  body  is  the  list 
submitted    by    Councilor    Ruby. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  if  in  order 
I  respectfully  move  that  the  list  as  presented 
by  Councilor  Ruby  be  voted  on  at  this  time 
by  roll  call,  the  vote  being  for  or  against 
acceptance. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  shouldn't 
there   be    reconsideration    first? 

Chairman  McGRATH — Reconsideration  was 
asked  for  and  granted,  and  then  came  the 
motion  made  by  Councilor  Lynch  to  lay  on 
the  table.  Councilor  Lynch,  however,  has  with- 
drawn his  motion,  and  we  now  have  the 
original  list  before  us  as  submitted  by  Councilor 
Ruby. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  move  to 
amend  the  list  by  cutting  out  the  following 
names,  there  being  thirty-one  names,  I  under- 
stand, from  Ward  14  and  eighteen  from  Ward 
12.  I  would,  therefore,  suggest  amending  the 
list   by   striking   out   the  following   names : 


(Coun.  Curtis  here  read  a  list  of  names 
of  appointments  from  Wards  14  and  12,  which 
he   moved    be    stricken    from    the    list.) 

Chairman  McGRATH — The  question  comes 
on  the  motion  to  strike  out  the  names  sub- 
mitted by   Councilor   Curtis. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  The  amendment  in  substance 
is  an  attempt  to  place  before  the  body  a 
proposition  that  originally  was  out  of  order, 
and  I  don't  think  this  Council  has  any  right 
to   strike  any   of   those   names   out. 

Chairman  McGRATH— The  Chair  will  rule 
the  point  of  order  not  well  taken,  as  the 
Council  has  the  right  to  strike  out  any  names 
it    sees    fit    to   strike    out. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  something  will  be  done  to 
clear  this  matter  up.  I  would  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  councilor  from  West  Roxbury 
(Coun.  Cox)  to  the  fact  that  on  March  14 
the  Mayer  submitted  the  appointments  of 
Robert  C.  Mains.  Charles  Gotlieb  and  Abraham 
I.  Weiss,  as  constables  ;  that  on  March  21  he 
submitted  the  names  of  three  others,  and  on 
March  7  some  others.  I  would  now  like  to 
find  out  the  reason  why  the  name  he  desired 
submitted  was  not  sent  along  also.  These  ap- 
pointments were  made  at  the  time  when  the 
councilor  says  the  quota  was  filled. 

Coun.  KELLY^Mr.  President,  one  of  the 
councilors  says  that  I  need  my  voice  for  "Al" 
Smith  tonight,  and  he  is  right,  and  so  it  is 
probably  well  that  I  should  now  not  devote  it 
at  length  to  something  of  perhaps  less  im- 
portance. But  it  is  nice  to  hear  the  councilor 
from  Ward  20  (Coun.  Cox)  practically  admit 
that  he  has  made  a  mistake  in  the  last  year 
or  two,  in  playing  one  end  a  little  too  well 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  don't  recall 
making  any  such  statement.  Regardless  of 
how   I  feel,  my  mouth   is  closed. 

Chairman  McGRATH — This  discussion  is  out 
of   order.      Councilor  Kelly    has   the  floor. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  sorry 
that  the  councilor  has  a  short  memory,  but, 
to  go  on  with  the  subject,  when  I  voted  to 
lay  on  the  table  I  had  an  idea  that  we  would 
have  sufficient  time  to  look  into  these  con- 
stables and  to  see  that  each  and  every  one 
of  them  was  worthy  of  reappointment  before 
voting  upon  the  names.  But  it  has  been 
brought  out  here  that  perhaps  the  city  at  the 
end  of  the  week  will  be  out  of  constables  un- 
less we  confirm  some  of  these  appointments 
today.  One  councilor  seems  to  insist  on  hav- 
ing one  third  of  the  number,  instead  of  one 
twenty-second  that  he  would  ordinarily  be 
entitled  to.  Well,  I  don't  blame  him.  He 
admits  that  it  is  for  political  expediency.  That 
is  a  phrase  that  is  being  used  quite  often 
these  times !  I  understand  now  where  the 
councilor  from  Ward  14  (Coun.  Ruby)  got 
his  votes  last  time !  He  has  almost  enough 
constables  in  his  ward  to  insure  his  election 
to  any  office !  But  I  want  to  say  that  I  have 
some  good  friends  in  Ward  14  today,  and  some 
who  are  not  in  Ward  14,  who  are  good  fellows 
and  who  are  entitled  to  serve  as  constables  if 
they  wish  to  do  so.  We  should  forget  political 
expediency  now  and  go  into  the  merits  of  the 
individuals  who  will  be  called  upon  to  serve 
the  process.  I  know  if  people  in  my  ward 
are  to  be  served  with  process,  to  be  summoned 
or  otherwise,  they  want  to  deal  with  somebody 
who  can  speak  the  English  language.  I  know 
that  is  the  way  I  feel  about  such  things — that 
such  an  officer  should  not  be  one  not  fit  to 
operate  a  junk  team.  These  men  are  agents 
of  the  law,  are  there  to  serve  process,  are 
agents  of  the  court;  and  I  dislike  to  vote 
on  names  in  this  way  without  an  opportunity 
for  investigation,  to  see  if  the  men  can  use 
the  English  language.  Only  two  weeks  ago 
one  of  my  friends  who  had  seen  better  days 
was  arrested,  taken  from  his  home  in  Dor- 
chester, in  town,  and  he  said  to  me,  "I  was 
ashamed  to  walk  along  with  the  gentleman 
who  arrested  me.  He  looked  as  if  he  belonged 
on  a  junk  team  or  as  if  he  were  just  out  of 
Charles    Street    Jail."      We   should    attempt    to 
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eliminate  that  type  of  man  from  our  list  of 
constables,  and  some  of  them  have  got  in. 
Certainly  anyone  who  cannot  use  the  English 
language  should  not  be  allowed  to  Ibe  a  con- 
stable, some  one  who  does  not  know  what  it  is 
all  about,  who  cannot  even  explain  what  he 
is  doing  to  the  person  upon  whom  he  serves 
process.  Such  persons  should  be  eliminated. 
Accordingly,  I  voted  to  lay  on  the  table  a 
number  of  constables  from  a  neighboring  ward 
and  some  others,  not  having  had  a  chance 
to  examine  into  the  list  and  fearing  that  some 
such  ones  as  I  have  referred  to  would  creep 
in.  1  believe  when  we  have  constables  we 
should  have  men  capable  of  serving  civil 
process.  But,  for  fear  that  the  city  will  be 
without  constables,  I  find  myself  in  a  position 
today  where  I  feel  that  I  must  vote  for  the 
names  submitted  by  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constables.  But  I  certainly  cannot 
see  my  way  clear  to  simply,  without  discrimina- 
tion, take  twenty  names  right  off,  because 
they  may  be  at  the  head  of  the  list  or  other- 
wise. You  may  thereby  be  taking  good  fellows 
off,  the  most  brilliant  of  the  thirty-one  in  this 
gentleman's  ward.  And  so  I  am  here  waiting 
for    suggestions. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  trust  sin- 
cerely that  the  councilor  from  Ward  5  will 
withdraw  his  amendment,  because  if  he  insists 
and  the  amendment  should  be  adopted  it  would 
perpetrate  a  great  wrong  on  constables  from 
my  district.  Is  a  man  to  be  penalized  because 
he  happens  to  come  from  my  ward,  or  because 
his  name  happens  to  begin  with  A,  B,  C 
or  D  of  the  alphabet?  That  is  not  fair.  Those 
men  have  been  appointed  sincerely  and  squarely, 
and  many  of  them  have  efficiently  and  con- 
scientiously performed  their  work  for  years. 
The  Committee  on  Constables  has  performed 
its  duty  well,  and  their  report  is  before  the 
body.  Now,  gentlemen,  is  a  man  to  be  penal- 
ized because  he  now  happens  to  live  in  a 
certain  ward?  That  is  not  his  fault,  is  not 
anybody's  fault.  When  these  men  were  ap- 
pointed they  might  have  lived  in  Ward  20  or 
in  Ward  19,  and  a  number  of  them  did  live 
in  other  wards  but  because  of  certain  domestic 
conditions  they  moved  to  Ward  14.  These 
men  did  not  all  live  in  Ward  14  when  they 
received  their  appointment.  Why  now  penal- 
ize them  because  they  live  there  now,  and  why 
should  I  be  asked  to  pick  seven  of  my  friends 
out  of  a  possible  forty-eight  ?  I  wish  that  they 
had  all  been  with  me,  but  I  never  hold  an- 
imosity against  any  man  on  the  day  after 
election.  If  a  man  who  has  been  against  me 
comes  to  my  home,  my  office  or  to  City  Hall, 
when  the  election  is  over,  if  I  can  befriend 
him  I  do  so.  I  hold  no  feeling  against  any 
man,  woman  or  child,  and  that  is  a  matter 
of  public  record.  I  do  not  hold  political 
grievances.  Sometimes  I  wish  I  did,  and  some- 
times I  wish  other  colleagues  did.  It  might 
be  better  for  ail  of  us.  But  I  trust  that  the 
councilor  from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Curtis)  will 
withdraw  his  amendment,  because  the  passage 
of  the  amendment  would  not  only  penalize 
my  sincere,  staunch  friends,  but  men  who 
have  served  process  as  constable  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  some  of  them  for  many  years,  with- 
out a  blemish  on  their  record  or  their  charac- 
ter. For  that  reason,  I  don't  think  the  amend- 
ment is  fair,  and,  therefore,  I  want  to  press 
with  all  good  feeling  and  seriousness  my 
original  request.  I  think  I  am  entitled  to  do 
so.  In  making  the  fight  for  those  men,  I 
merely  wish  to  say  that  some  of  them  have 
lived  in  other  wards  before  they  came  to 
my  ward  and  that  they  may  not  live  in  Ward 
14  now  for  any  length  of  time.  We  know 
how  transient  population  is,  how  it  changes. 
We  have  seen  the  trend  from  East  Boston  and 
the  North  and  West  Ends  to  the  South  End, 
Dorchester,  Boxbury,  Hyde  Park,  Allston.  We 
cannot  change  the  trend  of  population.  And 
it  is  not  my  fault  that  Ward  20  has  not  had 
its  quota.  I  cannot  understand  for  the  life  of 
me  why  our  colleague  from  Ward  20  (Coun. 
Cox)  has  not  been  able  to  have  his  men  ap- 
pointed constable  after  working  upon  the 
matter  for  three  or  four  months.  It  has  al- 
ready been  brought  out,  as  set  forth  on  the 
calendar,   that  constables   have   been   constantly 


appointed  here,  at  least  ten  or  twelve  men 
within  the  last  three  months.  So  evidently 
the  quota  had  not  been  reached  at  that  time. 
Now,  nobody  is  going  to  be  hurt,  nobody  is 
going  to  be  prejudiced,  because  of  the  action 
1  suggest.  If  certain  wards  have  not  had  a 
certain  number  of  constables,  it  is  because 
there  has  not  been  a  demand  for  them ;  if 
certain  groups  have  moved  into  my  ward  from 
Ward  17,  Ward  12,  or  other  wards,  they  ought 
not  to  be  penalized  on  that  account.  There 
is  no  fence  around  Ward  14.  It  is  a  part  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  if  a  man  has  been 
appointed  constable  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  has  been  confirmed  by  this  body,  why 
should  we  complain  because  he  happens  to 
live  in  Ward  14,  Ward  12  or  Ward  17?  I 
think  there  is  no  logical  rhyme  or  reason  in 
taking  that  position.  There  is  a  small  num- 
ber of  constables  in  certain  of  the  wards 
simply  because  men  in  those  wards  have  not 
asked  for  the  appointment.  An  examination 
of  the  records  of  this  body,  of  which  I  have 
been  a  member  for  seven  years,  will  show 
that  I  have  never  voted  against  the  confirma- 
tion of  any  proper  individual,  regardless  of 
where  he  came  from.  I  now  simply  ask  the 
same  courtesy  from  the  other  members  that 
you  have  asked  of  me  in  the  past.  And  I 
have  not  voted  against  improvements  for  your 
districts ;  nor  have  I  ever  refused  to  vote 
for  something — when  it  would  not  hurt  the 
city — that  any  one  of  you  gentlemen  have  ad- 
vocated in  this  body,  in  the  seven  years  that 
I  have  been  a  member.  I  have  tried  to  treat 
every  member  of  the  body  honestly,  fairly  and 
squarely,  showing  him  the  same  consideration 
that  I  would  like  to  have  him  show  me.  When 
any  man  not  qualified  for  a  position  is  ap- 
pointed by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  whether  he 
lives  in  my  ward  or  some  other  ward,  I  would 
be  the  first  one  to  oppose  confirmation ;  but 
where  men  have  honorably,  faithfully  and  effi- 
ciently discharged  the  duties  of  their  office 
for  years,  I  believe  they  should  not  be  thrown 
out.  I  say  that  none  of  you  gentlemen  have 
been  prejudiced  by  this  request  that  I  am 
making.  This  is  not  my  report,  it  is  the 
report  of  your  Committee  on  Constables,  the 
committee  which  you  have  appointed,  and 
they  have  performed  their  duty  faithfully.  I 
trust  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  5  will 
withdraw  his  amendment,  because  of  its  un- 
fairness, in  light  of  the  situation  as  it  exists, 
to    me,    if    not    to    anybody    else. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  move  the 
previous    question. 

The  question  came  on  the  amendment  offered 
by    Coun.    Curtis. 

The  amendment  was  declared  rejected. 
Coun.  CURTIS  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for    the   yeas    and    nays. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
make   a   statement. 

Chairman  McGRATH — The  gentleman  is  out 
of  order,  the  previous  question  having  been 
ordered.  The  question  is  on  the  amendment 
submitted  by  Councilor  Curtis,  and  the  clerk 
will    call    the    roll.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — -Inclosed  please  find  order 
authorizing  the  conveyance  to  the  Canterbury 
Development  Corporation  of  certain  land  de- 
scribed in  said  order,  situated  on  Blue  Hill 
avenue,  on  condition  that  the  said  Canterbury 
Development  Corporation  conveys  to  the  City 
of  Boston  a  certain  parcel  of  land  on  Harvard 
street  which  was  taken  by  the  widening  of 
Harvard  street,  and  on  further  condition  that 
the  City  of  Boston  is  released  from  all  damages 
caused  by  the  laying  out  and  taking  of  said 
Harvard  street,  and  also  released  from  damages 
incurred  by  the  said  Canterbury  Development 
Corporation  by.  the  discontinuance  of  a  certain 
portion  of  Blue  Hill  avenue  in  front  of  its 
property. 

I  beg  to  say  that  in  1894  Blue  Hill  avenue 
was  widened  including  that  portion  on  the 
westerly  side  thereof,  near  the  corner  of 
Harvard  street,  which  was  then  Back  street, 
and  deeds  to  two  of  the  three  parcels  of  land 
in  the  vicinity  of  Harvard  street  were  given 
to  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  owners  of  the 
said  parcels. 

In  January,  1931,  a  portion  of  Blue  Hill 
avenue,  near  Harvard  street,  was  discontinued 
and  the  said  two  parcels  of  land  of  which  the 
City  of  Boston  received  deeds  became  the  prop- 
erty of  the  City  of  Boston  in  fee  and  free 
from    any   public   easement. 

One  of  the  said  two  parcels  of  land  abuts 
upon  the  property  of  the  Canterbury  Develop- 
ment  Corporation.

Dear  Sir,— In  the  matter  of  the  exchange 
of  land  at  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Harvard 
street,  Dorchester,  about  which  William  Zakon 
called  on  his  Honor  the  Mayor  last  week,  this 
Board   has  to   report   as   follows : 

In  the  development  of  a  large  tract  of  land 
lying  between  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Canterbury 
street  by  the  Canterbury  Development  Cor- 
poration, represented  by  Mr.  Zakon,  Harvard 
street  was  widened  between  Franklin  Hill 
avenue  and  Blue  Hill  avenue  by  the  taking  of 
2,906  square  feet  of  land  of  the  Canterbury 
Development  Corporation.  This  land  was  re- 
leased to  the  city  without  compensation.  At 
the  same  time  a  strip  of  land,  containing 
7,855  feet,  forming  a  part  of  a  planned  circle 
at  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Harvard  street,  was 
discontinued.  The  title  to  a  part  of  this 
strip   of  land   was    in   the   name   of   the  city. 

This  circle  was  planned  when  Blue  Hill 
avenue  was  widened  in  1894,  thirty-eight  years 
ago.  The  circle  on  this  side  of  the  street  was 
never  constructed.  There  would  be  no  advantage 
in  constructing  it,  as  the  inner  line  of  the 
circle  was  at  the  base  of  a  high  embankment. 
In  fact  it  was  unwise  planning  to  put  a  circle 
at  that  point. 

The  Board  believed,  at  the  time  this  part 
of  the  circle  was  discontinued,  on  February 
27,  1931,  that  the  strip  would  revert  to  the 
Canterbury  Development  Corporation,  and  it 
believed  also  that  it  would  be  a  fair  exchange 
to  allow  the  Canterbury  Corporation  to  have 
this  land  for  the  land  taken  for  the  widening 
of   Harvard  street. 

With  the  city  owning  the  fee  in  this 
strip  it  was  necessary  to  get  the  authority 
of  the  City  Council,  with  your  Honor's  ap- 
proval, to  sell  this  land  to  Mr.  Zakon  and  his 
development   corporation. 

An  order  to  this  effect  has  been  prepared  by 
the  Law  Department  to  be  submitted  to  the 
City   Council. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  land  has  been 
unused  for  thirty-eight  years,  and  in  view 
of  the  further  fact  that  the  city  got  the  land 
necessary  for  the  widening  of  Harvard  street 
without  cost,  the  sale  of  this  strip  to  Mr. 
Zakon  and  his  associates  ought  to  be  for  a 
nominal  consideration.

Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  if  that  list  includes  the  bond  of  George 
E.    Sobol? 

President  GALLAGHER— Yes,  George  E. 
Sobol. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  at  the  request 
of  one  of  the  former  councilors,  may  I  ask 
that  that   bond   be   held   over   for   a   week  ? 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  know  for  what  reason  it  is  being  held  up  ? 
I  have  one  constable  from  my  ward  being 
held  up,  and  I  would  like  to  know  why  it  is 
proposed    to    hold  up    this    name? 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  it  is  not  my 
request,  but  that  of  former  Councilor  Robert 
Gardiner  Wilson,  who  was  in  a  short  time 
ago  and  said  he  had  some  sort  of  claim  against 
the  constable  that  he  felt  should  be  straightened 
out.  So  I  have  asked,  under  the  circumstances, 
that  this  be  held  up,  not  as  a  request  of  my 
own,  but  out  of  courtesy  to  the  former  coun- 
cilor or  to  any  citizen  of  Boston.  If  the  coun- 
cilor feels  that  the  name  ought  not  to  be  held 
up,  I  am  willing  to  let  it  go  by.  I  would 
simply  say,  however,  that  it  has  been  the 
custom  in  the  past  to  delay  action  on  these 
bonds  where  any  reasonable  request  was  made. 
For  that  reason  alone  I  have  made  the 
suggestion  that  action  on  this  bond  be  de- 
layed. If  the  councilor  from  Ward  17,  however, 
has  any  objection  to  its  being  held  up,  I  have 
no  objection  at  all  to  its  going  by.  I  simply 
repeat  that  such  courtesy  has  always  been 
extended  to  any  citizen  of  Boston  when  com- 
plaint has  been  made.  I  do  not  know  what  the 
complaint  is. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  have  had 
no  knowledge  of  who  asked  to  have  this  held 
up,  or  why,  and  I  don't  know  why  it  is 
proposed  to  hold  it  up.  I  do  not  intend  to 
vote  to  hold  up  anybody  unless  I  know  why 
it  is  done.  We  had  a  controversy  here  last 
week,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  to  delay 
action  on  these  matters  was  taking  the  bread 
and  butter  from  the  mouths  of  the  families 
of  these  constables,  and  now  we  are  asked 
to  have  a  particular  man  held  up  without 
the  reason  being  stated.  I  simply  say  that 
we  are  entitled  to  know  why  the  man  is  being 
held  up  and  what  is  going  on.  I  don't  think 
it  is  fair  to  any  man,  who  depends  on  his 
business  for  his  livelihood,  on  the  "say-so"  of 
some  individual  who  makes  a  complaint,  to 
hold  him  up  without  even  stating  the  reason 
for  doing  so.  The  complaint  should  have  been 
made  long  before  this,  and  if  any  individual 
has  a  private  suit  or  complaint  against  this 
constable,  it  should  have  been  presented  at 
the  proper  time  and  in  the  proper  channels. 
Certainly  no  such  action  should  be  taken  with- 
out knowing  why  a  complaint  was  made,  and 
what   it   was. 
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Coun.  RUBY— Mr.  President,  I  take  this 
step  only  because  it  is  the  easiest  step  for  all 
concerned,  plus  the  fair  step  to  take  for  the 
particular  applicant  in  question.  It  so  hap- 
pens that  the  applicant  in  question  lives  in 
my  ward.  I  do  not  feel,  after  what  went  on 
last  Monday,  like  holding  up  any  applicant 
for  constable  in  any  part  of  the  City  of 
Boston  ;  but  here  is  a  man  who  comes  in  here 
with  a  complaint  in  reference  to  a  certain 
kind  of  service  that  has  been  made.  Naturally, 
the  committee  feel  that  the  complainant  in 
question  is  entitled  to  a  hearing.  I  will  say 
this,  however.  If  the  councilor  has  no  objec- 
tion, I  will  try  to  get  in  touch  with  the 
gentleman  making  the  complaint  during  the 
recess,  so  that  the  thing  can  be  straightened 
out,  and  we  can  then  act  upon  the  name  after 
the  recess,  today.  I  don't  want  to  hold  any- 
body up.  But  we  have  here  a  request  made 
through  the  proper  channel,  and  I  want  to 
extend  every  courtesy.  For  that  reason,  and 
that  reason  alone,    I    made   the   request. 

The  bonds  of  all  except  George  E.  Sobol 
were  approved,  and  action  on  the  bond  of 
George  E.  Sobol  was  postponed  until  later  in 
the  meeting,  Coun.  Burke  not  objecting  to 
such    action. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  RUBY  called  up 
the  question  of  the  approval  of  the  bond  of 
George  E.  Sobol,  and  the  bond  was  then  ap- 
proved.

COMMUNICATION    FROM     FINANCE 
COMMISSION. 

The    following   was   received : 
City  of  Boston, 
The  Finance  Commission,  April  29,  1932. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  sub- 
mits the  following  report  in  regard  to  a  so- 
called  "alteration"  of  the  contract  given  to 
the  Silas  Mason  Company,  Inc.,  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  part  of  the  East  Boston  Traffic 
Tunnel. 

On  December  24,  1931,  information  was 
given  to  the  Finance  Commission  that  the 
Transit  Department  was  considering  giving, 
without  advertising,  to  the  Silas  Mason  Com- 
pany, Inc., — which  already  had  the  contract  for 
the  construction  of  the  under-water  section 
of  the  traffic  tunnel- — a  contract  for  another 
section   on   the   East   Boston   side. 

The  engineer  for  the  Finance  Commission 
consulted  immediately  with  the  chairman  and 
chief  engineer  of  the  Transit  Department  and, 
as  a  result,  reported  to  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion that  the  Transit  Department  was  nego- 
tiating with  the  Silas  Mason  Company,  Inc., 
over  a  contract  for  Section  C,  so  called.  The 
length  of  this  section  was  stated  to  be  350 
feet  and   the  estimated  cost  $350,000. 

The  reason  given  by  the  Transit  Depart- 
ment officials  for  this  negotiation  was  that 
very  elaborate  machinery  for  handling  ex- 
cavated material  from  the  tunnel  had  been 
erected  by  the  Silas  Mason  Company,  Inc.,  in 
close  proximity  to  the  line  of  the  tunnel  and 
that  it  was  felt  that  it  would  be  impossible 
for  any  contractor  but  the  Silas  Mason  Com- 
pany, Inc.,  to  do  the  work  called  for  in  Sec- 
tion C  without  interfering  seriously  with  the 
work  of   the  Mason   Company. 

The  commission's  engineer  reported  that  the 
Transit  Department  officials  stated  that  the 
unit  prices  of  the  "extension"  or  "alteration" 
of  the  contract  would  be  based  on  the  prices  of 
the  contract  between  the  city  and  the 
C.  &  R.  Company  for  doing  similar  work 
on  the  Boston  side,  known  as  Section  B.  At 
the  time  of  that  report  it  was  stated  to  the 
Finance  Commission's  engineer  that  no  ar- 
rangements had  been  made  and  no  plans  had 
been    completed. 

On  January  23  at  a  conference  in  the 
Mayor's  office  at  City  Hall  members  of  the 
Finance  Commission  were  informed  that  the 
Transit  Department  had  decided  definitely  to 
go  ahead  with  the  contract,  as  previously 
stated,  and  that  the  prices  would  be  about  the 
same  as  the  prices  paid  to  the  C.  &  R.  Com- 
pany for  Section  B  on  the  Boston  side  of 
the    tunnel. 

The  transit  officials  stressed  at  this  con- 
ference that  unless  the  work  called  for  in 
Section  C  could  be  done  by  the  Silas  Mason 
Company,  Inc.,  it  would  either  have  to  wait  a 
year  with  resulting  loss  of  time  and  interest 
charges  on  the  tunnel  bonds ;  or,  if  let  at 
once  to  some  contractor  other  than  the  Mason 
Company,  it  would  be  likely  to  result  in 
litigation  with  a  strong  probability  of  heavy 
damages   assessed    against   the   city. 

Under  date  of  January  25,  1932,  the  Tran- 
sit Department  executed  with  the  Silas  Mason 
Company,  Inc.,  what  it  called  "An  Alteration 
and  Amendment  of  Contract  V-8,"  which  was 
the  contract  for  Section  A.     The  total  of  the 
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prices  allowed  in  this  instrument  has  been 
figured  by  the  engineer  for  the  Finance  Com- 
mission   at   $276,481. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  repeatedly 
stated  as  its  opinion  that  contracts  for  a  sum 
in  excess  of  $1,000  should  be  advertised  as 
the  charter  amendments  of  1909  require,  and 
award  made  to  the  lowest  bidder,  unless  there 
is  some  strong  reason  for  doing  otherwise. 
The  commission  recognizes  that  occasionally, 
after  bids  have  been  obtained  by  advertising, 
circumstances  may  justify  the  award  to  other 
than  the  lowest  bidder,  but  the  commission 
believes  that  only  the  gravest  emergency 
warrants  award  of  a  contract  of  the  size  of 
this    one   wihout   advertising. 

In  the  case  of  the  traffic  tunnel,  the  Legis- 
lature in  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the  bonds 
for  the  project  outside  the  debt  limit  expressly 
provided  for  advertising  for  bids  for  any  con- 
tract for  construction  or  materials  by  includ- 
ing  the   following    section  : 

"Section  7.  No  contract  for  construction 
work  or  for  the  purchase  of  apparatus,  sup- 
plies or  materials,  the  estimated  cost  of  which 
amounts  to  five  hundred  dollars  or  more,  shall 
be  awarded  by  the  department  under  this  act 
unless  proposals  for  the  same  have  been  in- 
vited by  advertisements  in  at  least  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  city  once  a  week  for 
at  least  two  consecutive  weeks,  the  last  pub- 
lication to  be  at  least  one  week  before  the 
time  specified  for  the  opening  of  said  pro- 
posals. Such  advertisements  shall  state  the 
time  and  place  where  plans  and  specifications 
of  proposed  work  or  supplies  may  be  had  and 
the  time  and  place  for  opening  the  proposals 
in  answer  to  said  advertisements,  and  shall 
reserve  to  the  department  the  right  to  reject 
any  or  all  proposals.  All  such  proposals  shall 
be  opened  in  public.  No  bill  or  contract  shall 
be  split  or  divided  for  the  purpose  of  evading 
any  provision  of  this  section.  All  contracts 
made  by  the  department  hereunder,  where  the 
amount  involved  is  five  hundred  dollars  or 
more,  shall  be  in  writing,  and  no  such  con- 
tract shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  made  or 
executed  until  the  approval  of  the  mayor  is 
affixed  thereto.  Any  contract  made  as  afore- 
said may  be  required  to  be  accompanied  by  a 
bond  with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  depart- 
ment, or  by  a  deposit  of  money,  certified  check 
or  other  security  for  the  faithful  performance 
thereof,  and  such  bonds  or  other  securities 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  city  treasurer  until 
the  contract  has  been  carried  out  in  all  re- 
spects ;  and  no  such  contract  shall  be  altered 
except  by  a  written  agreement  of  the  con- 
tractor, the  sureties  on  his  bond  and  the  de- 
partment,   with    the   approval    of   the    mayor." 

It  should  be  noted  that  while  the  general 
charter  requirement  on  Boston  contracts  re- 
quires advertising  only  on  contracts  of  $1,000 
or  more,  and  gives  the  department  authority 
to  dispense  with  this  by  obtaining  the  Mayor's 
permission  in  writing,  this  tunnel  act  required 
that  contracts  of  $500  or  more  be  advertised 
and  included  no  provision  to  permit  the  Mayor 
to  waive  the  requirement  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

In  the  informal  discussion  of  the  matter  that 
took  place  at  the  Mayor's  conference,  neither 
plan  nor  price  having  been  discussed  in  de- 
tail, and  therefore  no  definite  information 
studied,  the  members  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion were  in  no  position  to  express  an  intelli- 
gent opinion  at  that  time. 

Subsequent  investigation  revealed  that  the 
prices  allowed  the  Mason  Company  for  the 
work  for  Section  C  (the  contract  without  ad- 
vertising) were  not,  as  announced  at  the 
conference,  substantially  on  the  basis  of  the 
prices  for  the  contract  for  Section  B,  which 
had  been  advertised  and  award  made  to  the 
C.  &  R.  Company.  The  Mason  Company  prices 
were  higher  on  the  majority  of  the  items, 
and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion's engineer  the  total  price  was  substan- 
tially higher  than   a  fair   price. 

The  Finance  Commission  requested  the  chair- 
man and  chief  engineer  of  the  Transit  De- 
partment to  furnish  the  Finance  Commission 
with  their  calculations  upon  which  they  de- 
termined the  prices,  and  were  finally  informed 


that  the  Transit  officials  made  none.  They 
admitted  having  had  only  the  figures  for  which 
the  Silas  Mason  Company,  Inc.,  offered  to  do 
the    work. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that  the 
question  of  the  propriety  of  awarding  the  extra 
work  to  the  Mason  Company  rested  on  the 
possibility  of  trouble  between  the  two  con- 
tractors, if  a  second  contractor  were  authorized 
to  undertake  the  additional  section.  After  the 
contract  for  Section  A  was  awarded  to  the 
Mason  Company,  the  Transit  Department  gave 
that  company  permission  to  erect  a  hopper 
over  Decatur  street  into  which  excavated  ma- 
terial would  be  carried  from  Section  A.  The 
location  happens  to  be  at  the  point  under  which 
Section  C  begins.  The  Transit  Department 
neglected  to  obtain  from  the  Mason  Company 
when  it  gave  this  permission  an  agreement 
protecting  the  city  against  claims  that  might 
arise   from    it. 

While  the  Finance  Commission  believes  that 
it  is  possible  to  construct  Section  C  without 
disturbing  the  plant  or  work  of  Section  A,  the 
job  would  be  such  a  delicate  one  that  there 
is  a  strong  probability  of  interference,  if  a 
rival  contractor  were  brought  on  the  job.  Be- 
cause of  the  neglect  of  the  Transit  officials  to 
protect  the  city  against  this  contingency,  it 
is  conceivable  that  the  city  might  be  made  to 
pay  out  in  litigation  whatever  it  saved  by 
competitive  bidding.  Giving  the  work  to  the 
Mason  Company  assured  completion  of  the 
whole  project  at  the  earliest  possible  date 
without  litigation.  The  time  of  completion 
has  an  important  bearing  on  the  ultimate  cost, 
because  the  earlier  the  job  is  finished,  the  sooner 
the  tunnel  tolls  will  take  the  burden  of  the 
interest  charges  on  the  bonds  off  the  taxpayers. 

However,  in  view  of  the  very  strict  require- 
ment of  the  particular  statute  that  governs 
this  case,  chapter  297,  section  7,  of  the  Acta 
of  1929,  the  commission  believes  there  is  great 
doubt  that  advertising  for  bids  under  any  cir- 
cumstances  could    be   legally   waived. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Finance  Commission  under 
date  of  April  6,  the  chairman  of  the  Transit 
Department,  in  replying  to  a  request  by  the 
Finance  Commission  for  a  statement  giving 
"reasons  for  disregarding  section  7  of  chapter 
297   of  the  Acts  of   1929,"   stated: 

"Section  7  of  chapter  297  of  1929,  the  act 
authorizing  the  construction  of  the  tunnel, 
provides  that  '  ...  no  such  contract 
shall  be  altered  except  by  a  written  agreement 
of  the  contractor,  the  sureties  on  his  bond 
and  the  department  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,'  all  of  which  was  done  in  this  in- 
stance." 

The  Finance  Commission  is  not  convinced 
that  the  clause  quoted  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Transit  Department  constitutes  a  justification, 
under  the  circumstances,  of  awarding  this 
$276,481  contract  for  Section  C  to  the  Silas 
Mason  Company,  Inc.,  and  believes  that  the 
legal  requirements  in  regard  to  advertising 
for  bids  should  have  been  complied  with,  even 
if  the  interests  of  the  city  might  possibly 
make  it  desirable  to  award  the  contract  to  a 
party  that  was  not  the  lowest  bidder.

But  some  few 
months  ago  we  held  a  public  hearing  on  the 
W.  P.  Nickerson  contract,  and  we  proved 
conclusively  at  that  time  that  Nickerson  was 
not  paying  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  to 
his  help.  We  now  find  out  that  he  has  sub- 
let his  contract  to.  a  Mr.  Ryan,  and  I  have  in 
my  possession  a  statement  from  Mr.  Henry 
Gammons  of  8  Fairmount  street,  Hyde  Park, 
who  testifies  that  he  has  worked  for  Mr.  Ryan, 
the  subcontractor,  receiving  $16  a  week  as 
against  the  $30  he  should  receive.  So  I  think 
there  is  no  question  but  what  the  contract 
has  been  broken.  Certainly,  if  the  Mayor  is 
sincere  and  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
is  sincere,  they  should  abrogate  Mr.  Nicker- 
son's  contract.

CLEANERS  ON  BOSTON  ELEVATED. 

Coun.   KELLY  offered  the   following: 

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  not  to  lay  off 
any  more  cleaners,  as  they  have  Ibeen  doing 
recently. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  order  will  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on   Rules. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  just  a  mo- 
ment. I  don't  like  that  attitude  you  are  taking 
on  such  a  simple  order  as  this,  and  one  of 
such  importance  to  the  people  of  Boston 
who  are  working  for  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway.  When  the  people  of  Boston  are 
being  assessed  by  the  trustees  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  for  a  deficit,  and  when 
these  burdens  are  being  placed  upon  the  tax- 
payers at  a  time  like  this,  I  think  a  member 
of  the  City  Council  has  a  right,  when 
he  knows  that  people  are  being  laid  off  by 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  who  should  not 
be  laid  off,  to  call  attention  to  the  fact.  I 
have  specifically  set  forth  in  my  order  the  fact 
that  these  cleaners  have  been  laid  off.  When 
we  ride  back  and  forth  in  the  trains  of  the 
Elevated  we  realize  the  condition  in  which 
the  windows  are  left,  that  they  are  not  washed 
as  they  are  supposed  to  be  every  single  night, 
at  the  Sullivan  square,  Medford  and  other  car 
barns.  The  result  is  that  people  from  every 
district  are  not  able  to  look  out  through  clean 
windows  on  the  train.  I  think  it  certainly  is 
some  of  our  business,  and  I  certainly  think 
if  I,  representing  in  this  body  the  taxpayers 
of  my  district,  am  not  to  be  allowed  to 
properly  call  such  matters  to  the  attention 
of  the  (Council  and  the  public,  there  will  be 
something  stirring  in  this  Council,  for  I 
will  have  my  say.  When  people  in  my  ward 
and  in  other  wards  of  this  city  have  got  the 
ace  or  are  about  to  get  it,  I  think  we  are  all 
interested.  We  want  to  have  men  kept  at 
work  who  should  properly  be  kept  at  work, 
cleaning  windows  of  the  Elevated  trains,  for 
example,  cleaning  our  streets,  and  so  on.     After 
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all,  this  is  simply  a  request.  We  are  merely 
asking  the  Mayor  to  ask  the  trustees  to  con- 
sider the  desirability  of  not  laying  off  these 
cleaners.  It  is  not  an  order,  not  a  command. 
There  is  certainly  no  earthly  reason  why  it 
should  be  referred  to  that  graveyard,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules.  So  I  hope  that  you  will 
reconsider  your  hasty  decision,  Mr.  President, 
and  allow  the  order  to  pass  under  suspension 
of    the    rule.

PLANS    OF    DR.     CHARLES     S.    SLOCOMB. 

Coun.    BURKE    offered    the    following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
discontinue  following  the  plans  submitted  by 
Dr.  Charles  S.  Slocomb  of  the  Safety  Depart- 
ment, Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  Public  Works 
Department,  because  the  expense  entailed  by 
placing  five  additional  police  officers  on  auto- 
mobile inspection  work  will  not  be  commen- 
surate  with   the   good   accomplished. 

Coun.  BURKE: — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  call  attention  to  the  fact — which  has  already 
ibeen  called  to  the  attention  of  the  public — 
that  Dr.  Charles  S.  Slocomb,  the  public  safety 
man  of  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  re- 
ceives $15,000  a  year  from  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  and  is  now  delving  into  the 
treasury  of  the  City  of  Boston.  He  has  made 
recommendations  to  our  Traffic  Department 
and  our  Police  Commissioner  looking  to  certain 
changes  in  the  police  regulations,  and  calling 
upon  them  to  place  five  additional  police  of- 
ficers to  handle  violations  of  traffic  ordinances, 
from  each  police  station.  If  the  City  of  Boston 
allows  that  sort  of  thing  to  go  through,  it  will 
mean  taking  five  patrolmen  from  each  station, 
thereby  lessening  the  protection  needed  against 
crime  in  these  days,  reducing  the  protection 
to  the  lives  and  property  of  the  people  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  Not  only  that,  but  it  may 
result  in  an  expenditure  of  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  dollars.  Starting  with  Station  15,  five 
patrolmen  have  been  placed  on  the  street  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  securing  convictions  against 
those  who  happen  to  violate  traffic  regulations. 
I  think  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
has  a  sufficient  number  of  men  in  the  depart- 
ment of  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  to 
handle  the  situation,  and  I  don't  think  the 
City  of  Boston  should  be  called  upon,  when 
money  is  so  scarce,  to  carry  on  work  that 
should  be  carried  on  by  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts rather  than  by  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  trust  that  the  order  will  be  passed  under 
suspension   of  the   rule.

REPORT  ON  POLICE  BOAT  "STEPHEN  J. 
O'MEARA." 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commis- 
sion be  requested  to  submit  to  the  Boston  City 
Council  a  report  on  the  police  boat  "Stephen 
J.  O'Meara,"  regarding  its  present  condition, 
who  is  responsible  for  the  same  and  other 
pertinent   facts. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  some  weeks 
ago  I  introduced  an  order  asking  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  to  request  the  Finance  Commission 
to  make  this  investigation  with  regard  to  the 
quarter  of  a  million  dollar  boat  accepted  a 
few  months  ago,  which  is  unable  to  run.  The 
Mayor  still  has  that  order  downstairs.  I  un- 
derstand that  the  Finance  Commission  are 
willing  to  look  into  the  matter  if  this  Council 
makes  the  request.  I  think  the  Council  will 
be  rather  surprised  at  the  information  that  will 
result.

PROCEDURE  IN  RE  EMPLOYMENT  OF 
VETERANS. 

Coun.    NORTON    offered    the   following : 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Soldiers' 
Relief  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  advise  the  Boston  City  Council  as 
to  the  procedure  he  is  adopting  in  the  matter 
of  veterans  formerly  employed  on  the  Gov- 
ernor square  job,  and  now  applying  for  aid 
from    Soldiers'    Relief    Department. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  under- 
stand that  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department 
dealing  with  men  who  have  worked  on  the 
Governor  square  project,  declares  that  they 
will  have  to  wait  so  many  months  before 
becoming  eligible  for  soldiers'  relief  from  the 
City  of  Boston, — the  idea  apparently  being,  in 
other  words,  that  while  working  on  the  tunnel 
they  should  have  saved  so  much  money,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Lydon's  schedule,  and  that, 
therefore,  rent  and  grocery  bills  for  the 
summer  months  should  be  taken  care  of  by 
the  individual.  I  think  the  Council  will  be 
interested  to  learn  just  what  procedure  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner  has  adopted  in 
regard   to    these   men. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


STREET   SWEEPINGS. 

Coun.    NORTON   offered    the   following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  have  picked  up  the  street  sweepings 
which  the  unemployed  make  into  piles  on  the 
various    streets    throughout    the    city. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  it  is  evi- 
dent that  there  is  not  the  coordination  that 
there  should  be  between  these  men  who  are 
working  on  cleaning  up  the  streets  and  the 
Public  Works  Department.  When  the  leaves 
and  so  on  are  raked  up  and  placed  alongside 
the  gutters,  they  invariably  stay  there  until 
they  are  blown  away,  with  the  apparent  ul- 
timate result  that  nothing  has  been  accom- 
plished. It  seems  to  me  an  absolute  waste  of 
time  of  the  men  who  have  been  doing  that 
work.  It  seems  too  bad  that  there  should  not 
be  a  little  constructive  leadership  from  the 
second  floor  in  matters  of  this  sort.  There  are 
men  looking  for  work  through  the  Public 
Welfare  who  have  worked  on  many  engineer- 
ing projects,  such  as  those  of  Stone  and  Web- 
ster, all  over  the  country,  and  who  would 
be  more  than  glad  to  do  some  real  constructive 
work — instead  of  simply  wasting  their  time 
in  useless  efforts,  in  front  of  their  homes  and 
those  of  their  neighbors.  Why  can't  they  be 
put  on  to  some  constructive  work,  in  connec- 
tion with  building  streets?  Why  should  they 
not  be  given  an  opportunity  to  do  some  of 
that  work,  instead  of  turning  it  all  over  to 
Tomasello,  Singarella  or  Matty  Gaddis  ?  And 
why  should  we  see  these  wonderful  roads 
built  in  places  where  no  such  roads  are  needed 
— out  by  Howard  Coonley's  home,  for  instance, 
where  perhaps  only  ten  automobiles  pass  down 
the  street  during  a  day  ?  These  men  in  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  could  work  on 
these  concrete  mixers  that  the  boys  are  so 
much  interested  in,  and  work  could  be  done 
on  streets  where  it  is  really  needed — not  putting 
six  inches  of  concrete  on  streets  that  are 
hardly  used,  fixing  them  up  so  that  they  would 
stand  the  traffic  of  Broadway.  If  there  is  a 
million  to  put  out  on  streets,  why  not  fix 
up  streets  that  are  needed  in  the  outlying  and 
suburban  wards,  and  fix  them  up  properly, 
not  overdoing  it  where  the  traffic  will  not 
warrant  it?  With  a  steam  roller,  a  few  tons 
of  rock  and  some  asphalt,  a  great  deal  could 
be  done  with  the  labor  that  is  available. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the    rule. 


PARTICIPATION     IN     BEER     PARADE. 

Coun.    NORTON    offered   the   following: 
Resolved,    That   it   is   the   sense   of   this   body 
that   it  looks   with   favor   upon  the  participa- 
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tion  of  various  organizations  in  the  city  in 
the  national  movement  for  a  so-called  Beer 
Parade   on    Mav    14    next. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  at  first 
blush  that  order  perhaps  seems  a  little  out  of 
place,  but  all  over  America,  I  understand,  a 
movement  is  under  way  to  have  such  parades 
on  May  14,  to  call  to  the  attention  of  people 
generally  the  folly  of  attempting  to  enforce 
the  prohibition  act.  We  are  one  of  the  few 
large  cities  of  America  that  is  still  attempting 
to  enforce  the  act,  so  far  as  beer  is  concerned. 
We  are  still  employing  a  large  percentage 
of  our  police  officers  chasing  around  trying 
to  get  convictions.  I  stated  here  at  the  first 
of  the  year  that  our  Police  Commissioner  would 
do  well,  instead  of  trying  to  enforce  laws  that 
are  not  enforceable,  to  direct  his  energies  along 
law  enforcement  in  other  lines,  spending  his 
time  on  rounding  up  real  criminals  and  not 
simply  men  who  are  trying  to  get  a  glass  of 
beer.  The  Mayor  of  New  York  will  lead  the 
parade  on  Fifth  avenue,  alongside  of  him  will 
be  Alfred  E.  Smith  and  other  national  figures. 
The  various  cities  of  America  have  been  re- 
quested to  interest  themselves  in  the  matter, 
because  there  is  only  one  way,  according  to 
men  who  have  studied  the  problem,  of  eventu- 
ally breaking  down  this  unenforceable  law, 
and  that  is  the  way  in  which  most  such  laws 
or  amendments  are  broken  down, — more  or  less 
through  nullification.  There  is  no  other  way 
in  which  it  can  be  done  without  years  of 
wrangling  in  Congress.  It  is  the  only  possible 
way   to   deal   with   the   prohibition   amendment. 

Resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on    Rules.

ADDITIONS,    ETC. 

Coun.  NORTON  called  up  assignment,  viz. : 
4.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $300,000  be, 
and  the  same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Buildings,  for  New  Police 
Stations  and  Additions  to  and  Improvement 
of  Existing  Police  Stations,  and  that  to  meet 
said  appropriations  the  City  Treasurer  be  au- 
thorized to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  re- 
quest of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness   of   the   city   to    said   amount. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that 
we  have  too  many  police  stations  already  in 
Boston.  The  police  stations  were  located  in 
the  days  when  we  had  the  horse  and  carriage 
and  policemen  on  foot.  In  my  home  in  Hyde 
Park  we  can  have  within  ten  minutes  police- 
men from  three  different  stations.  With 
motorization  conditions  have  entirely  changed, 
as  compared  with  the  old  days.  A  statement 
has  been  issued  bearing  upon  this  question 
by  the  citizens'  bureau  of  Milwaukee — -and 
Milwaukee,   Mr.    Prseident,   is   recognized  as   in 


many  respects  the  leading  American  munici- 
pality and  perhaps  America's  most  forward- 
looking  city.  Quoting  from  the  Buffalo  Munici- 
pal Research  Bureau's  study  of  its  police 
department,   they   say : 

"The  tendency  in  police  administration  is 
towards  centralized  administration,  with  cen- 
tralizaition  of  records  and  an  ever-increasing 
flexibility  in  the  organization  of  the  force. 
Not  only  are  most  forward-looking  cities  not 
increasing  the  number  of  precincts  in  pro- 
portion to  increase  in  population  and  exten- 
sion of  area  but  they  are  actually  reducing 
them.  New  York  City,  for  example,  has 
decreased  the  number  of  its  precincts  from 
eighty-one  to  sixty-nine  in  the  past  ten  years. 
Philadelphia  is  following  precisely  the  same 
course." 

Take,  for  example,  the  building  located  in 
Cleary  square,  Hyde  Park — students  of  munici- 
pal finance  and  of  municipal  problems  claim 
that  such  a  building  should  not  be  placed  near 
the  square,  but  on  a  back  street,  so  as  not 
to  take  up  valuable  assessable  property.  There 
is  no  reason  why  a  police  station  should  be 
located  at  the  corner  of  Father  Cummins  High- 
way and  Hyde  Park  avenue.  A  station  could 
be  located  at  a  central  spot  which  would  take 
care  of  three  police  stations — West  Roxbury, 
Hyde  Park  and  Station  19 — and  from  that 
station  there  would  be  no  point  which  would 
be  more  than  ten  minutes  from  any  home, 
so  far  as  police  protection  is  concerned.  But, 
as  a  result  in  the  past  of  this  idea  of  placing 
police  stations  in  Boston  at  so  many  points, 
Boston  probably  has  more  police  stations  to 
the  acre,  and  they  are  closer  together,  than  in 
any  other  city  of  the  United  States  or  of  the 
world.  There  has  never  been  any  plausible 
answer  to  the  question  why  there  should  be 
more  policemen  per  capita  in  the  City  of 
Boston  than  in  any  other  large  city.  Los 
Angeles,  more  than  ten  times  as  big  as  Boston 
territorially  and  having  twice  the  population, 
has  400  less  policemen  than  we  have  ;  and  still 
Police  Commissioner  after  Police  Commissioner 
will  come  here  and  tell  you  that  he  wants 
more  police  stations,  more  officers,  more  equip- 
ment, and  everything  else.  Boston,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, is  a  law-abiding  city.  That  is  admitted 
by  all  those  who  have  made  a  study  of  Boston's 
people.  We  have  here  a  preponderant  element 
of  Irish-Americans,  and  in  that  element  you 
do  not  find  the  Leopold  Loeb  or  the  torch 
murderers.  The  Irish-American  is  law-abiding. 
The  worst  thing  he  does  is  to  take  a  drink 
and  use  his  fists  ;  and  sometimes  he  may  take 
a  little  too  much  on  New  Year's  Eve  or  on 
the  occasion  of  other  celebrations.  But  our 
population  is  easily  handled.  When  you  go  to 
Paris,  London  and  other  large  cities  of  the 
world  you  will  see  that  the  police  officers, 
handling  cases  of  that  sort,  simply  push  them 
along  good-naturedly.  But  here  in  Boston 
we  are  heralded  to  the  world  as  a  city  of 
drunkards,  because  so  many  arrests  are  made 
of  simple  cases.  One  man  who  would  not 
sign  off  was  held  for  murder.  Just  think  of 
it !  Here  we  are,  one  of  the  most  law-abiding 
cities  in  the  world,  and  it  is  time  that  we 
stopped  this  stupid  duplication  of  police  sta- 
tions, particularly  in  these  times  of  motoriza- 
tion. Under  this  order  we  are  proposing  to 
appropriate  $300,000  this  year  for  this  purpose, 
when  no  one  knows  whether  there  will  be 
enough  money  to  feed  the  people  within  two 
months.  And  still  they  come  in  and  want 
more  money  for  police  stations.  It  is  all 
very  foolish,   Mr.   President.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC 
LANDS. 

Coun.  McGRATH,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  May  2)  that  Mayor  be  authorized  to  sell 
to  Canterbury  Development  Corporation  land  on 
Harvard  street,  near  Blue  Hill  avenue — that  same 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed,  yeas  20, 
nays  0. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  March  10,  1930)  that  Mayor  be  requested 
to  petition  Court  for  a  partition  of  flats  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  to  establish  the  ownership  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  the  flats  within  the  original  tidal 
area  of  South  Bay — recommending  that  same 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted ;  said  order  passed. 

3.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  November  9,  1931)  that  Mayor  be 
authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  to  Filippo 
Clemente,  upon  payment  to  city  of  $42.26,  a  deed 
to  land  in  rear  of  Foster  court — recommending 
that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed,  yeas  18, 
nays  0. 

4.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  March  30,  1931)  that  Mayor  be  author- 
ized to  sell  at  public  auction,  at  upset  price  of  one 
dollar  per  square  foot,  land  on  southeasterly  side 
of  Chestnut  Hill  avenue  and  on  northwesterly 
side  of  Academy  Hill  road,  in  Brighton — that 
same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  a  question  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands, 
through  the  chairman  of  the  committee.  I  would 
like  to  ask  in  regard  to  this  particular  piece  of 
property,  whether  it  is  an  upset  price,  how  many 
feet  there  are,  and  what  has  been  done  on  it? 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  I  would  say 
for  the  benefit  of  the  councilor  that  this  is  the 
second  time  that  we  have  had  this  same  order 
under  consideration.  There  are  66,000  feet  of 
land,  and  they  are  going  to  try  to  obtain  an  upset 
price  of  $2  a  foot.  When  the  matter  was  up  the 
last  time,  there  was  an  attempt  to  make  the  price 
$200,000,  but  there  was  no  offer. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  order  before  us 
is  in  regard  to  the  land  on  Chestnut  Hill  avenue. 
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Coun.  McGRATH— Oh,  I  see,  Mr.  President. 
There  are  14,000  feet,  and  the  price  proposed  is 
a  dollar  a  foot.  Knowing  existing  conditions,  I 
feel  that  they  will  have  to  cut  down.  In  all  these 
cases  an  upset  price  is  proposed,  in  which  case 
whatever  price  is  offered  must  be  above  the  upset 
price  we  establish. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  19,  nays  0. 

5.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  November  16,  1931)  that  land  at  Com- 
monwealth avenue  and  Chestnut  Hill  avenue, 
Brighton,  be  authorized  to  be  sold  at  public  auction 
by  Municipal  Auctioneer  at  upset  price  of  $2  per 
foot — recommending  that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
hear  from  the  chairman  of  the  committee  in  regard 
to  this  particular  piece  of  land. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  this  is  the 
same  piece  of  land  that  the  Council  has  had  before 
it  previously,  but  the  Council  at  that  time,  when 
it  was  proposed  to  sell  the  land  at  an  upset  price 
of  $2  a  foot,  saw  fit  to  make  the  upset  price  $200,000 
for  the  piece  rather  than  $133,000.  An  auction 
was  held,  but  there  were  no  bidders,  and  so  it  is 
now  proposed  to  reduce  the  amount  so  that,  if  the 
price  as  suggested  can  be  obtained,  $133,000  will  be 
received  and  placed  in  the  city  treasury.  Per- 
sonally, I  believe  that  this  price  will  have  to  be 
reduced  a  great  deal  before  anybody  in  the  City  of 
Boston  will  go  out  and  pay  that  amount  at  this 
time  for  vacant  land.  It  is  here  proposed  to  give 
the  city  an  opportunity  to  try  to  obtain  it. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  I  recall  the 
matter,  when  it  came  in  here  before,  the  councilor 
in  whose  district  the  piece  of  land  is  located, 
raised  a  serious  protest  against  allowing  the  City 
of  Boston  to  sell  it.  At  that  time  it  was  thought 
that  it  would  be  a  nice  place  for  a  playground,  and, 
as  I  remember,  there  was  a  tremendous  outpouring 
from  the  district  in  favor  of  the  land  being  kept  as 
a  playground,  and  against  having  it  sold  for 
possible  house  purposes.  I  understand  that  the 
place  was  being  used  as  a  child's  and  mother's 
rest.  At  that  time  I  voted  against  its  sale,  and  I 
want  to  be  consistent.  So  I  would  like  to  hear 
from  the  councilor  in  whose  district  it  is  how  he 
feels  about  it  and  how  the  people  of  his  ward  feel 
about  it. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  a  year  ago,  the 
12th  of  November,  this  matter  came  up.  At  first 
I  was  against  the  land  being  sold,  because  a  number 
of  people  there  objected  to  it.  But,  upon  finding 
out  what  their  objections  were  and  what  the  situa- 
tion was,  I  withdrew  my  opposition.  This  par- 
ticular piece  of  land  at  Chestnut  Hill  avenue  and 
Commonwealth  avenue  contains  66,000-odd  feet 
of  land.  I  understand  that  all  the  money  to  be 
derived  from  that  piece  of  property  is  to  be  spent 
on  Cleveland  circle,  to  put  that  particular  play- 
ground in  first-class  condition,  the  condition  in 
which  it  should  be,  as  good  as  any  in  the  city. 
For  that  reason  I  am  in  favor  of  disposing  of  this 
land.  It  was  never  used  for  a  mothers'  rest, 
Mr.  President.  It  is  a  bad  place  for  the  mothers 
and  children  to  get  to.  I  felt  at  first  that  it  should 
not  be  sold,  that  the  people  should  be  given  a 
chance  to  use  it,  but  since  then  an  arrangement 
has  been  made  in  the  vicinity  for  the  use  of  another 
piece  of  land  for  playground  purposes  by  the 
smaller  children.  Therefore,  I  am  willing  that 
this  order  should  be  passed  and  the  money  diverted 
to  Cleveland  circle. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  we  are  now  vot- 
ing on  one  of  the  most  valuable  pieces  of  land  in  the 
outlying  sections  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  recall 
distinctly  the  time  when  we  held  the  hearing  on 
this  particular  piece  of  land  and  I  remember  how 
the  chamber  was  thronged  with  Brighton  people 
objecting  to  it  being  sold.  It  is  a  very  curious 
coincidence  that  every  time  the  City  of  Boston 
wants  to  sell  a  piece  of  land  we  cannot  get  a  decent 
price  for  it,  but  that  every  time  when  the  City  of 
Boston  goes  out  to  buy  a  piece  of  land  it  pays 
anywhere  from  100  to  200  per  cent  more  than  its 
assessed  value.  I  contend  that  this  piece  of  land 
on  Chestnut  Hill  and  Commonwealth  avenues  is 
well  worth  much  more  than  the  price  proposed  for 
its  sale,  and  I,  for  one,  will  not  vote  to  sell  it  at 
this  price. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  just  one 
question  more  from  the  councilor  from  the  Brighton 
district.  What  assurance  has  he  that  the  money 
derived  from  the  sale  of  this  particular  piece  of 
property  will  be  used  to  improve  the  other  play- 
ground in  his  district? 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  the  act  specifically 
says  that  the  money  obtained  from  thiB  particular 


piece  of  land  is  to  be  used  for  the  improvement  of 
this  other  Chestnut  Hill  property.  Councilor 
Dowd,  at  the  hearing  we  held  in  regard  to  this 
matter,  wanted  to  know  whether  the  money  to  be 
raised  by  the  sale  of  this  land  was  to  be  spent 
immediately  or  in  the  future.  This  is  from  the 
record  of  the  hearing: 

"Coun.  DOWD— And  if  the  land  is  sold,  the 
money  received  would  be  all  used  in  that  way? 

Commissioner  LONG — It  would  have  to  be. 

Coun.  DOWD — Immediately,  or  fifty  years 
from  now? 

Commissioner  LONG — As  far  as  I  am  con- 
cerned, the  money  could  be  spent  in  a  week,  if  I 
had  the  authority  to  do  so,  on  land  around  Chest- 
nut Hill  Reservoir." 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  if  the  councilor  can  tell  me  that  he  has  the 
Mayor's  word  that  this  money  will  be  used  for 
this  particular  piece  of  land? 

Coun.  HEIN — I  have  the  Mayor's  word  and 
the  commissioner's  word. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  since  he  has 
the  Mayor's  word,  I,  being  a  gentleman  who 
happens  to  have  no  faith  in  the  Mayor's  word, 
am  going  to  vote  against  it. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  if  the  City  of  Boston  has  a  piece  of  land  around 
Chestnut  Hill  where  they  are  going  to  build  or  fix 
up  a  playground? 

Coun.  HEIN — Yes,  Cleveland  circle. 

Coun.  DOWD— The  city  owns  it  now? 

Coun.  HEIN— Yes,  25,000-odd  feet. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  ask 
the  councilor  from  the  district  whether  the  City  of 
Boston  is  going  to  spend  the  entire  amount  raised 
from  the  sale  of  this  66,000  feet  of  land  up  at  an 
upset  price  of  $2  a  foot  for  the  purpose  he  suggests? 
Do  I  understand  that  the  City  of  Boston  is  going 
to  spend  $132,000  raised  from  the  sale  of  this  land 
for  fixing  up  this  other  piece  of  land? 

Coun.  HEIN — Yes,  Mr.  President.  They  are 
going  to  spend  all  the  money  they  receive  from  the 
sale  of  the  land  at  Chestnut  Hill  and  Common- 
wealth avenues  down  at  Cleveland  circle. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  what  a  ridic- 
ulous argument  to  advance  to  this  Council  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  the  most  beautiful 
piece  of  land  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Why  not 
keep  it  there?  The  gentleman  from  Brighton 
(Coun.  Hein)  now  says  that  they  are  going  to  sell 
the  land  and  spend  the  money  on  another  spot. 
Why  sell  it?  Why  not  keep  it?  His  argument  is 
conclusive  that  we  should  not  sell  the  land. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  was  wonder- 
ing if  the  councilor  from  Brighton  a  year  and  a  half 
ago  was  not  against  the  selling  of  the  land? 

Coun.  HEIN — Yes;  but  it  is  now  proposed  to 
use  the  money  obtained  in  connection  with  Cleve- 
land circle. 

Coun.  NORTON— I  would  like  to  ask  the  coun- 
cilor why  he  has  changed  his  mind  on  this  matter? 

President  GALLAGHER — He  has  answered 
that  question  already,  I  believe  before  you  came 
into  the  chamber. 

Coun.  NORTON— Well,  Mr.  President,  I  may 
be  a  little  thick  in  my  understanding,  but  I  cer- 
tainly cannot  understand  why  he  has  changed  his 
mind. 

Coun.  HEIN — The  reason  for  selling  this 
particular  peice  of  land  is  to  use  the  money  down 
at  Cleveland  circle. 

Coun.  NORTON— Well,  Mr.  President,  I  am 
not  at  all  satisfied  with  that  answer.  I  would 
prefer  to  leave  the  land  as  it  is,  in  the  possession  of 
the  city,  for  use  as  a  mothers'  rest  and  as  a  small 
playground  for  children. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  as  one  who 
represents  an  adjoining  ward,  and  knowing  the 
different  routes  that  run  out  that  way  and  the 
number  of  people  from  my  ward  who  go  out  there 
a  great  deal,  I  think  absolutely  that  that  piece  of 
land  ought  not  to  be  sold.  It  is  a  beautiful  spot, 
and  to  sell  that  piece  of  land  and  put  up  on  it  a  big 
apartment  house  is  going  to  destroy  the  whole 
effect  of  the  district. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
where  the  City  of  Boston  is  going  to  get  off,  carry- 
ing close  to  $3,000,000  worth  of  land.  I  admit 
that  that  is  a  beautiful  spot.  But  the  city  is 
spending  thousands  of  dollars  on  a  rose  garden 
out  in  the  Fenway,  and  the  people  of  my  section 
would  certainly  like  to  have  a  playground  out 
-  there.  The  money  raised  from  the  sale  of  this 
land  will  be  used  for  that  purpose. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  raise  this  question  with  the  councilor.     He  is  so 
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much  interested  in  Boston's  finances,  why  doesn't 
he  show  a  little  interest  in  a  mothers'  rest  or  a 
children's  playground?  He  is  so  much  interested 
in  the  city's  finances,  where  is  he  when  the  con- 
tractors are  coming  in  here  and  getting  large 
amounts  from  the  city  in  connection  with  various 
projects?  How  does  he  stand  on  the  matter  of 
police  and  fire  stations,  in  which  the  builders  and 
contractors  are  so  much  interested?  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, the  police  and  fire  stations  in  Boston  today 
are  a  joke.  We  have  more  police  and  fire  stations 
for  our  area  than  any  other  city  in  the  world. 
Where  is  he  on  these  other  matters  upon  which 
large  expenditures  are  proposed  or  are  being  made, 
when  it  comes  to  looking  after  the  finances  of  the 
City  of  Boston? 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  there  has  been 
proposed  for  the  City  of  Boston  only  one  additional 
fire  station  and  one  additional  police  station,  and 
in  other  cases  they  are  simply  asking  for  replace- 
ments. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
that  long  before  Commonwealth  avenue  was  laid 
out  as  a  public  highway,  in  order  to  preserve 
Chestnut  Hill  and  the  reservoir  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  city  bought  some  millions  of  feet  of 
land.  Then,  when  Commonwealth  avenue  was 
cut  through,  there  was  left  and  is  still  left  on  the 
other  side  of  Commonwealth  avenue  1,300,000  feet 
of  land,  open  and  used  as  a  park,  with  an  auto- 
mobile drive  through  it  where  anybody  may  drive 
and  look  at  the  beautiful  expanse  of  water  on  that 
side.  This  66,000  square  feet,  as  against  the 
1,300,000  feet  left  on  this  side  of  Commonwealth 
avenue,  never  has  been  a  mothers'  rest  or  a  play- 
ground. It  is  simply  one  of  those  vacant  pieces 
of  property  of  which  the  City  of  Boston  has  so 
many.  If  you  are  interested  in  playgrounds, 
across  the  street  from  this  lot,  and  about  500  feet 
distant,  there  is  a  six-acre  playground  in  wonderful 
shape,  at  Cleveland  circle.  But  this  lot  in  question 
is  not  a  playground  or  a  mothers'  rest.  It  is 
simply  a  vacant  piece  of  property  on  Common- 
wealth avenue  for  which  the  city  has  absolutely 
no  use,  except  to  protect  the  man  who  came  in  and 
who  owns  the  apartment  houses  next  door  and  says 
it  is  easier  for  him  to  rent  his  apartments  if  they 
can  have  the  light  and  air  from  this  vacant  land. 
I  have  no  interest  in  the  question  of  how  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  will  vote  today,  but  if  they  are 
interested  in  having  this  space  kept  open  at  the 
expense  of  the  city  for  the  benefit  of  apartment 
houses,  and  not  bringing  in  any  cash  to  the  city, 
very  well.  But  let  us  not  get  the  erroneous 
impression  here  that  we  are  voting  to  preserve  a 
playground  or  a  mothers'  rest.  We  are  not.  We 
are  voting  on  the  disposal  of  but  66,000  feet  of 
land  in  this  lot,  when  across  the  street  there  are 
1,300,000  feet  owned  by  the  city  for  park  purposes, 
and  just  below,  within  500  feet,  a  six-acre  play- 
ground. I  wish  I  had  them  in  my  own  ward.  Of 
course,  if  the  Council,  knowing  the  facts,  wish  to 
vote  against  the  order,  they  can  do  so. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  my  only  feeling 
in  regard  to  the  order  is  this.  Why  sell  a  very 
valuable  piece  of  property  like  this,  at  a  time  like 
this,  when  it  can  be  used  as  a  mothers'  rest  or  for 
playground  purposes,  or  when,  if  we  should 
wish  to  sell  it  later  on,  we  can  get  a  much  better 
price  for  it?  Why  not  hold  onto  it?  There  are 
no  taxes  to  pay,  nothing  to  pay  in  the  way  of  up- 
keep. I  feel  that  we  owe  it  to  the  taxpayers  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  see  that  that  piece  of  land  is  kept 
in  trust  for  the  people  of  Boston,  because  we  know, 
unless  the  world  goes  into  chaos,  goes  into  bank- 
ruptcy, that  this  piece  of  land  two  or  three  years 
from  today  will  be  worth  twice  the  amount  it  is 
worth  today.  So  I  feel  that  we,  as  the  city  fathers, 
the  sole  custodians  of  such  property  of  the  city,  owe 
a  duty  to  the  people  of  Boston — even  regardless 
of  the  mothers'  rest  argument  or  the  children's 
playground  argument — not  to  sell  the  land  at  this 
time.  But  I  do  wish  to  say  that  nobody  can  tell 
me  that  children  are  not  playing  on  that  piece  of 
land,  because  I  have  gone  by  there  three  times 
within  a  few  days  and  have  seen  a  number  of 
children  eight  and  nine  years  of  age  playing  there. 
The  councilor  speaks  of  a  playground  across  the 
street,  500  feet  away.  Yes,  Mr.  President,  but 
children  crossing  that  thoroughfare  to  get  to  that 
playground  take  their  lives  in  their  hands.  I  do 
not  intend  by  my  vote  to  say  that  those  little  tots 
shall  cross  that  thoroughfare  and  thus  take  their 
lives  in  their  hands, — not  Kelly.  For  that  reason, 
and  the  reason  that  the  land  will  be  much  more 
valuable  within  a  few  years  than  it  is  now,  let  us 


keep  it  in  the  hands  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
present.     I  am  against  this  particular  order. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  ask 
the  councilor  who  has  just  spoken  what  occasion 
brought  him  out  there  recently  three  days  in 
succession? 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
the  gentleman's  question  why  I  have  been  out 
there  three  days  in  a  row,  I  might  inform  the 
councilor  that  less  than  three-quarters  of  an  hour 
ago  I  came  by  that  piece  of  land  and  happened  to 
see  a  couple  of  children  playing  there  then  during 
the  noon  hour.  Three  days!  Why,  I  perhaps 
spend  more  time  in  Ward  21  than  the  councilor 
from  the  district  himself! 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  how  ridiculous  it 
is  for  the  councilor  to  get  up  here  and  say  that  he 
has  seen  a  number  of  children  playing  out  there, 
and  to  speak  about  the  great  danger  they  are 
running  in  crossing  Commonwealth  avenue.  I 
will  simply  say  to  him,  when  he  tries  to  tell  us 
about  how  well  acquainted  he  is  with  my  ward, 
that  if  he  would  spend  more  time  in  his  own  ward 
he  might  accomplish  something.  The  children  do 
not  travel  in  the  way  that  he  says.  They  go 
down  Chestnut  Hill  avenue. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
rejected,  yeas  9,  nays  10: 

Yeas — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Englert,  Gal- 
lagher, Hein,  Lynch,  McGrath,  Power,  Ruby — 9. 
Nays — Coun.    Burke,    Cox,    Curtis,    Donovan, 
Dowd,  Fitzgerald,  Kelly.  Murray,  Norton,  Roberts 
—10. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  recon- 
sideration. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  believe,  as  a 
matter  of  parliamentary  procedure,  we  should 
extend  some  consideration  to  the  representative  of 
the  ward  interested  in  a  matter  of  this  kind. 
There  is  a  controversy.  I  sincerely  believe, 
personally,  that  the  land  should  not  be  sold,  I 
believe  that  it  should  be  held  until  conditions  are 
better.  I  do  feel,  however,  that  if  it  is  to  be  sold 
for  $133,000,  the  amount  received  should  be  given 
to  the  Public  Welfare  Department  or  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department,  instead  of  being  spent  for  the 
upkeep  of  another  playground.  We  need  the 
money  in  these  days  for  other  things.  I  trust  that 
reconsideration  will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  the  act  specifi- 
cally states  that  it  cannot  be  used  for  anything 
but  the  upkeep. 

Coun.  BURKE— What  act?  I  don't  believe 
that  any  money  taken  from  one  source,  in  this 
way,  should  be  put  to  another  source  in  such  a 
manner  as  we  are  told  here  is  proposed.  I  would 
ask  what  act  the  councilor  refers  to,  who  passed 
the  act  and  where  it  came  from? 

Coun.  HEIN — It  came  from  the  Legislature, 
Acts  of  1899.  chapter  274. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  Councilor  Hein  if  that  act  also  provides 
that  the  land  shall  always  be  used  for  park  purposes, 
cannot  be  sold  for  any  other  purpose? 

Coun.  BURKE— Well,  Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  read  the  act.  That  is  before  I  was  born, 
1S99. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  will  give  the 
gentleman  a  copy  of  the  act,  and  he  can  read  it 
himself. 

Reconsideration  was  refused. 

6.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  October  27,  1930)  authorizing  the  Mayor 
to  sell  land  on  northeasterly  side  of  Freeport  street, 
Dorchester,  at  public  auction  at  upset  price  of 
$39.500 — recommending  that  same  ought  not  to 
pass. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  after  the 
splendid  success  of  the  committee  on  that  last 
report,  I  want  to  say  that  I  hope  the  Council  will 
accept  the  report  that  has  been  filed  on  this 
Freeport  street  piece  of  land.  I  believe  the 
councilor  from  that  district  is  not  present  at  the 
present  time,  but  I  certainly  hope  and  trust  that 
the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  will  follow  along  with  what 
the  committee  has  reported  in  this  matter. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  rejected. 

7.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  October  19.  1931)  that  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  be  authorized  to  sell  at  public 
auction,  at  upset  price  of  $300,  parcel  of  land  on 
northwesterly  corner  of  Quinn  way  and  Centre 
street,  West  Roxbury — that  same  ought  not  to  pass. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  think  it  is 
only  proper  and  fitting  that  we  should  find  out  how 
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the  councilors  from  the  respective  districts  in  which 
these  lots  of  land  are  located  feel  in  regard  to  the 
matter,  and  I  would  ask  Councilor  Cox  if  he  will 
give  us  an  explanation  in  regard  to  that  piece  of 
land. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  Quinn  way  is  a 
short  street,  about  120-odd  feet  long,  running  from 
Centre  street  to  the  Billings  Field  Playground.  At 
the  corner  of  Centre  street  and  Quinn  way  the 
American  Legion  has  its  headquarters.  When  the 
city  put  through  Quinn  way  it  took  a  small  piece 
of  land  20  feet  deep  and  60  feet  long,  a  total  of 
1,200  feet,  and  this  is  the  land  that  it  is  now  desired 
to  sell.  I  oppose  the  sale  of  that  land,  for  this 
reason.  The  American  Legion  Post  has  a  very 
fine  setting  there  and  a  very  nice  building,  and  if 
this  land  should  be  sold  it  would  be  only  fit  for 
peanut  or  lemonade  stands  and  would  spoil  the 
beauty  of  that  particular  neighborhood.  It  is 
located  at  the  entrance  of  this  playground,  which 
has  cost  the  city  a  lot  of  money.  Therefore,  I 
think  the  city  can  afford  to  hold  it  and  should  hold 
it.  I  know  that  my  good  brother  would  not  wish 
to  vote  against  the  wishes  of  the  Legion. 

Report  accepted;  order  rejected. 


COMMENDATION  OF  DR.  HENRY  S. 
ROWEN. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  com- 
mends Dr.  Henry  S.  Rowen  for  his  unselfish  and 
disinterested  public  service  of  thirty-one  years  as 
a  trustee  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  The  best 
wishes  of  the  members  of  the  Council  go  with  him 
in  his  retirement  from  this  important  office. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


FLOUR  FROM  UNITED  STATES  FARM 
BOARD. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  call  upon  the  United  States  Farm  Board  to  ship 
one  hundred  thousand  bags  of  flour  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  be  distributed  to  the  needy  poor  by 
the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  know  that 
several  cities  and  towns  outside  of  Boston  have 
already  procured,  through  allotment,  flour  from 
the  Farm  Board  of  the  United  States,  and  my 
order  simply  asks  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  call  upon 
the  United  States  Farm  Board  to  send  to  the  City 
of  Boston  100,000  bags  of  flour,  to  be  distributed 
by  the  Public  Welfare  Board  to  the  poor  of  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   SOLDIERS' 
RELIEF. 

Coun.  NORTON,  for  the  Committee  of  Soldiers' 
Relief,  submitted  report  recommending  passage 
of  order  for  payment  of  aid  to  soldiers  and  sailors 
and  their  families  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
month  of  May,  1932. 

Report  accepted;  said   order  passed. 


CHELSEA  DIVISION  OF  EASTERN  MASSA- 
CHUSETTS STREET  RAILWAY. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  President  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  appoint  a  committee  of  five  of  its  members 
to  meet  with  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of 
the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives, 
with  reference  to  the  taking  over  of  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company  by  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  as  provided 
for  in  House  Bill  1345. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  order  will  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  that  this  matter  be  expedited.  It  has  to  do 
with  a  very  important  question  as  affecting  the 
citizens  of  Boston.  It  looks  as  if  at  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1932,  the  City  of  Boston 
will  be  called  upon  to  pay  over  a  million  dollars  to 
help  meet  the  Boston  Elevated's  deficit.  Here  is  a 
bill  which  I  understand  will  be  reported  out  of  the 


Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  tomorrow,  having  to  do  with  the 
expenditures  of  $100,000  in  taking  over  tracks  and 
rights  of  way  in  West  Roxbury,  and  also  taking 
over  the  division  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Street  Railway  now  serving  Chelsea  and  Revere, 
thereby  placing  on  the  City  of  Boston  a  very  large 
burden.  This  is  not  the  time  when  the  City  of 
Boston  can  afford  to  have  placed  upon  it  any  addi- 
tional railroad  debt.  The  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Street  Railway  Company,  I  understand,  pro- 
poses that  the  Commonwealth,  through  the 
Metropolitan  Transit  District  Commission,  pay 
over  to  it  $3,200,000  for  this  division.  Over  sixty 
per  cent  of  that  is  going  to  be  paid  eventually  by 
the  citizens  of  Boston.  I  wonder  why  it  is  that 
our  Corporation  Counsel  or  our  Mayor,  with  this 
important  bill  affecting  the  tax  rate  of  Boston,  has 
not  reported  to  this  body  or  any  other  organization 
here  interested  in  municipal  affairs  the  facts  in  this 
case?  Tomorrow,  I  understand,  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  will  hasten  to  report  out 
favorably  that  sort  of  a  bill,  along  the  lines  of 
House  Bill  No.  1345.  We  should  all  be  interested 
in  that  bill.  I  think  we  ought  to  know  how  much 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  is  to  pay  for  the  old 
tracks  out  in  West  Roxbury.  We  would  like  also 
to  know  the  chances  for  the  City  of  Boston  paying 
sixty  per  cent  of  the  expenditure  that  will  be  in- 
curred in  buying  over  this  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Division  in  Revere  and  Chelsea.  We  would  like  to 
know  where  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  lines,  this 
new  system,  are  going  to  run.  It  is  stated  that  the 
East  Boston  Tunnel,  or  Maverick  square,  is  to  be 
the  focal  point,  there  is  some  talk  about  one  of  the 
ferries  being  eliminated,  and  there  is  some  question 
about  how  it  is  going  to  affect  the  bringing  of 
passengers  into  Boston.  It  was  stated  before  a 
legislative  committee  a  short  time  ago  that  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  operated  with  a  deficit  last 
year,  although  I  understand  that  Eastern  Massa- 
chusetts officials  report  that  it  was  not  so  operated. 
If  not,  why  are  the  officials  of  the  Eastern  Massa- 
chusetts this  year  before  the  Legislature  looking 
for  financial  relief?  And  if  it  was  not  operated  at  a 
deficit  it  is  the  only  street  railway  I  know  of  in 
the  country  that  was  not  so  operated  last  year. 
It  is  important  that  we  understand  just  what  is 
being  consummated  at  the  State  House.  Under 
the  1931  Boston  Elevated  legislative  act  and  under 
the  1929  Metropolitan  Transit  District  act,  we  are 
going  to  be  forced,  if  the  proposal  to  have  the 
Elevated  take  over  that  section  of  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  goes  through,  with  the  payment  of 
over  sixty  per  cent  of  the  amount  that  will  be  paid 
for  that  section  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Railway.  In  other  words,  we  will  be  paying  the 
top  price  for  a  defunct  road.  I  ask  any  colleague 
who  is  interested  to  scan  the  bills  here.  There 
was  never  a  bill  more  skilfully  drawn  up  to  protect 
the  stockholders  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  than 
these  bills  here.  They  merely  give  to  the  Boston 
Transit  District  Commission  a  certificate  of  indebt- 
edness. All  other  indebtedness  takes  priority  over 
it,  and  it  will  simply  mean  saddling  a  debt  on  the 
district  served,  of  which  we  will  bear  over  sixty 
per  cent  of  the  expense.  Do  we  want  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  at  this  time?  We  all  know  what 
the  situation  is  in  regard  to  taxation  of  our  citizens 
this  year.  Should  we,  knowing  the  condition  of 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  knowing  their  condition, 
load  on  to  them,  in  the  interests  of  the  stockholders 
of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts,  this  defunct  road? 
If  I  may — although  I  understand,  Mr.  President, 
that  you  have  referred  this  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  under  the  order  passed  a  while  ago — I 
would  ask  suspension  of  the  rules  for  the  passage  of 
the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


INFORMATIONS   ASKED. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  can  the  Chair 
inform  me  whether  we  ever  received  a  reply  to  my 
order  of  six  weeks  ago  in  the  matter  of  investigation 
of  the  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial 
Union's  prices  and  charges? 

President  GALLAGHER — We  received  one 
reply  from  the  School  Committee,  in  which  they 
said  they  would  investigate. 

Coun.  DOWD — I  might  state,  Mr.  President,  for 
the  information  of  the  body,  that  after  I  raised  the 
question  it  appears  that  the  price  of  the  so-called 
sandwiches   has   been   reduced   from  six   cents   to

three  cents.  So,  regardless  of  what  reply  they 
make  now,  the  investigation  is  rather  late. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  also 
like  to  ask  whether  a  reply  has  been  received  from 
the  Finance  Commission  in  answer  to  the  request 
made  in  this  body  for  information  in  the  matter 
of  the  Silas  Mason  contract  on  the  East  Boston 
Tunnel,  whether  they  have  received  a  report  from 
Guy  C.  Emerson? 

President  GALLAGHER — A  report  was  re- 
ceived last  week,  and,  I  understand,  was  in  last 
week's  Cily  Record. 

Coun.  MURRAY — And  has  anything  been 
heard  in  regard  to  the  William  J.  McDonald  land 
in  East  Boston? 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  is  unable 
to  give  the  information. 


OBSERVANCE  OF  DORCHESTER  DAY. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  provide,  as  has  been  customary  in  former  years, 
two  thousand  dollars  for  the  observance  of  Dor- 
chester Day,  June  4,  1932. 

Coun.  KELLY —  Mr.  President,  it  is  customary 
in  connection  with  the  Dorchester  Day  celebration, 
to  allow  to  the  five  wards  of  Dorchester  the  magni- 
ficent sum  of  $400  each,  for  ice  cream,  candy, 
games,  and  prizes  for  contests,  and  so  forth.  Of 
course,  in  addition  to  the  five  wards,  there  is  a  part 
of  the  ward  in  South  Boston  represented  by 
Councilor  Lynch  included,  so  it  makes  the  amount 
a  little  under  $400  for  each  ward.  I  understand 
that  this  year  the  mental  genius  downstairs,  in  his 
false  economy  move,  he  is  going  to  deprive  the 
children  of  Dorchester  of  that  $2,000  worth  of 
enjoyment  on  Dorchester  Day.  I  claim  that  that 
is  false  economy.  I  hear  one  of  the  members  of 
the  Council  say  that  it  is  not  so,  that  the  amount  is 
to  be  allowed.  Well,  I  have  been  over  to  the  De- 
partment of  Celebrations  no  later  than  today, 
before  I  came  into  the  Council  Chamber,  and  they 
had  not  heard  about  any  allowance  for  Dorchester 
Day.  It  has  been  rumored  throughout  the  city 
that  the  $2,000  for  Dorchester  Day  is  to  be  dropped, 
so  that  something  more  can  be  given  to  some  pet 
contractor.  I  think  that  Dorchester  is  entitled  to 
even  more  than  it  is  usually  allowed  as  a  contribu- 
tion for  the  celebration  of  that  most  historic  day  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  Dorchester  Day,  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  June.  The  amount  is  very  small. 
I  know  that  last  year  I  spent  $240  out  of  my  own 
pocket  on  Ronan  Park.  The  appropriation  simply 
gives  the  children  of  the  neighborhood  a  chance  to 
get  a  little  ice  cream  and  to  compete  in  races  and 
that  sort  of  thing  and  get  little  prizes,  and  it  gives 
the  youngsters  a  few  lollypops.  Certainly,  in  a 
matter  of  this  kind,  I  don't  think  the  Mayor  is 
right  when  he  talks  about  economizing.  What  is 
he  going  to  do  on  this  matter?  Is  he  going  to  hold 
it  up?  We  may  adjourn  for  two  weeks  today, 
and  that  will  bring  us  to  the  23d  of  May,  and  Dor- 
chester Day  is  on  June  4.  I  think  he  is  trying  to 
pull  a  fast  one.  But  I  am  making  a  plea  for  the 
children  of  Dorchester,  and  I  know  that  I  am 
going  to  be  supported  by  others  from  the  Dor- 
chester wards,  and  I  want  to  see  the  Mayor  dare 
to  take  it  out  after  I  voice  my  opinion  here.  If  he 
should  do  so,  I  think  there  are  enough  philan- 
thropic men,  business  men,  men  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  district,  to  put  their  hands  in  their 
pockets  and  see  that  the  children  are  provided 
with  ice  cream  and  candy  and  games  on  June  4. 
I  am  sure  that  is  so  in  my  ward,  and  I  think  I  can 
say  the  same  thing  for  the  business  and  public- 
spirited  men  of  the  other  wards  of  the  district.  So 
I  have  introduced  this  order  today  and  I  ask  that  it 
be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules,  so  that  no 
fast  stuff  will  be  pulled.  Of  course,  I  know  what 
the  Mayor  has  at  the  back  of  his  head,  I  know 
that  he  is  not  feeling  so  well  just  at  the  present  time. 
But  I  will  gamble  that  now  the  Mayor  will  be 
willing  to  have  this  money  contributed  for  the 
celebration  of  Dorchester  Day,  and  will  say,  "I 
intended  to  do  it,  anyway."  That  auctioneer 
talk,  however,  does  not  go  with  me  at  all.  I  do 
think,  however,  that  this  is  a  matter  which  should 
be  acted  upon  in  time  to  have  a  program  arranged 
for  the  Dorchester  Day  celebration  in. the  five 
wards,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  my  order  will  pass 
under  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  ordinarily  I 
would  say,  "Give  this  to  the  children."     But  this 


is  not  a  year  for  spending  money,  I  don't  care 
whether  it  is  the  4th  of  June  or  the  4th  of  July. 
I  would  far  prefer  to  see  S400  given  to  each  of  those 
wards  to  put  some  clothes  and  shoes  on  the  chil- 
dren, and  to  put  some  food  in  their  mouths.  This 
is  not  the  time  for  the  expenditure  of  even  $400 
for  ice  cream  for  the  children.  I  think  there  are 
enough  people  in  Dorchester  to  get  together  in 
these  wards  and  raise  $400  for  the  purpose,  with- 
out expecting  the  city  to  appropriate  it.  Cer- 
tainly we  should  put  economy  into  practice  after 
all  our  effort  and  all  our  talk  in  regard  to  cutting 
down  expenses.  I  think  at  a  time  like  this  we 
should  go  slow  on  public  celebrations  of  any  kind. 
Our  problem  is  in  front  of  us.  There  are  at  least 
two  thousand  children  in  my  ward  who  could  well 
stand  a  pair  of  shoes,  there  are  four  thousand  more 
upon  whom  money  could  be  spent  for  a  little 
clothing,  and,  after  a  careful  survey,  there  are  two 
hundred  mothers  and  children  with  practically  no 
food  in  the  house.  If  you  look  at  cases  in  the  City 
Hospital  you  will  see  that  most  of  the  cases  there 
are  the  direct  result  of  malnutrition,  starvation, 
cutting  down  on  food.  It  seems  to  me  the  place  to 
start  economy  is  right  in  the  home  districts. ^  The 
serious  situation  now  confronting  our  people  is  now 
brought  home  to  everybody, — with  145,000 
telephones  taken  out  of  Boston's  suburban  districts 
in  the  last  five  months,  the  subscribers  being  unable 
to  pay  their  telephone  bills,  with  the  average  taxi 
driver  in  Boston  not  making  over  $10  a  week,  with 
the  department  stores  now  employing  salesgirls 
on  commission,  many  of  them  not  averaging  ten 
cents  a  day,  we  can  well  wonder  what  the  end  is 
going  to  be.  Jimmy  Gallagher's  splendid  orchestra 
in  the  Palais  D'Or  Restaurant  getting  whatever 
they  can,  a  few  dollars  now  and  then,  and  if  the 
orchestra  quits  the  place  closes.  And  next  year 
things  are  going  to  be  worse  than  they  are  this  year. 
A  study  of  world-wide  economics  proves  it.  I  have 
been  talking  along  this  line  for  the  last  two  years, 
and  some  of  the  boys  smile  when  I  started  in  and 
said  I  was  not  right.  But  God  knows  what  condi- 
tions will  be  next  year.  There  will  certainly  be  no 
ice  cream  celebrations.  Bands?  We  don't  want 
them.  I  want  money  not  for  these  purposes,  but 
to  feed  and  clothe  the  children.  Let  us  stop  these 
special  celebrations,  with  bands  and  ice  cream, 
much  as  we  would  like  to  give  pleasure  to  the 
children.  And  let  us  stop  these  contractors  getting 
special  favors  and  wasting  the  city's  money.  That 
is  the  first  thing  to  do.  Of  course,  I  realize  that 
we  are  pretty  nearly  helpless  so  far  as  the  con- 
tractors are  concerned,  but  this  is  certainly  the  time 
to  stop  appropriations  for  ice  cream  and  bands. 
Give  us  appropriations  for  bread. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  considerable 
that  the  councilor  has  said  in  his  remarks  is  correct. 
We  should  stop  foolish  expenditures  running  into 
millions  of  dollars,  but  in  the  majority  of  cases 
where  we  have  tried  to  do  so  we  have  been  unsuc- 
cessful. The  councilor  wants  money  given  for  food 
and  clothing  for  the  children,  furnishing  something 
for  them  to  eat  and  wear.  That  is  very  good. 
But  I  might  say  that  this  means  a  great  deal  to  the 
children  of  Dorchester,  this  Dorchester  Day  cele- 
bration. It  is  not  a  Hyde  Park  celebration,  and 
so  the  councilor  does  not  know  how  the  children 
of  our  district  look  upon  it,  with  their  opportunity 
to  enjoy  themselves  on  the  local  playgrounds, 
getting  ice  cream,  participating  in  games,  and  that 
sort  of  thing.  Their  little  hearts  are  looking 
forward  to  the  celebration  of  that  day,  as  it  has 
been  celebrated  in  the  past,  and  they  are  now 
expecting  it  in  a  few  weeks.  It  certainly  means 
a  great  deal  to  them,  having  their  games  and 
getting  a  little  ice  cream  or  a  few  lollypops, 
and  perhaps  enjoying  a  little  music.  There  are 
perhaps  30,000  men,  women  and  children  in  each 
of  our  respective  wards  who  will  be  given  a  great 
deal  of  pleasure  and  entertainment  by  the  $400 
granted  to  each  ward  in  Dorchester  for  the  cele- 
bration on  that  day.  Old  Dorchester  is  historic, 
the  first  part  of  Boston,  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
when  he  was  looking  for  votes  at  election  time, 
gave  plenty  of  credit  and  praise  to  the  good  people 
of  Dorchester.  But  he  is  now  not  looking  to  these 
good  people  of  Dorchester  to  help  him  get  into 
office.  "The  good  people  of  Dorchester!"  If  he 
thinks  so  much  of  them,  let  him  allow  $400  for 
each  of  the  wards  for  the  celebration  of  Dorchester 
Day.  I  don't  want  to  spend  too  much  time  on 
this  floor  in  representing  the  people  of  Dorchester, 
because  I  realize  that  there  are  other  members 
here  from  Dorchester  well  qualified  to  represent 
their  constituents  and  to  deal  with  any  opposition 
they  fear  to  the  celebration  of  that  day. 
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Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
what  started  all  this  controversy.  I  notice  that 
my  colleague  from  an  adjoining  ward,  getting  into 
the  sphere  of  economics,  has  told  us  about  the 
starving  children,  and  the  large  number  of  people 
in  his  ward  who  are  in  need  of  food,  clothing  and 
shelter.  Of  course,  the  same  thing  exists  through- 
out the  entire  City  of  Boston.  However,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  there  are  people  out  of 
work  and  in  need  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  I  find 
that  everybody  in  my  ward  who  is  in  need  and 
entitled  to  help  is  obtaining  it  from  the  Welfare 
Department,  and  if  they  are  not  it  is  my  duty,  as 
it  is  that  of  other  councilors,  to  see  that  they  get  it 
from  that  department,  if  they  are  not  getting  it 
elsewhere.  I  am  taking  care  of  people  of  my  ward, 
and  I  hope  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  is  doing 
likewise.  One  of  the  councilors  intimates  that  the 
Mayor  does  not  intend  to  appropriate  money  for 
Dorchester  Day,  and  I  said  in  that  undertone  that 
I  did  not  believe  it.  I  happen  to  know  that  there 
is  an  appropriation  for  Dorchester  Day,  and  I 
expect  to  be  chairman  of  the  Dorchester  Day 
Celebration  Committee.  I  have  talked  about  it 
with  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  with  the  treasurer, 
and  also  with  the  Department  of  Celebrations.  1 
understand  that  there  may  be  a  reduction  of  a 
small  amount  in  the  Dorchester  Day  celebration 
fund,  but  I  don't  think  any  of  the  councilors  from 
the  Dorchester  wards  feel  aggrieved  if  there  is  to 
be  a  slight  cut.  I  do,  however,  wish  to  see  a  small 
amount  of  money  given  to  Dorchester  for  this 
purpose,  and  I  feel  that  it  will  certainly  be  in  a 
good  cause.  Dorchester  is  the  biggest  and  greatest 
part  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  oldest  of  any 
part  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Hyde  Park,  which 
comprises  Ward  18,  is  a  recent  addition  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  the  city  has  gone  far  in  giving 
Hyde  Park  everything  it  has  asked  for,  and  which 
they  did  not  have  until  they  became  a  part  of  this 
city.  We  might  say  that  Boston  has  been  a 
great  godfather  to  the  people  of  Ward  18.  I 
know  almost  as  many  people  in  the  councilor's 
ward  as  he  does,  and  I  know  they  are  of  the  opinion 
that  Boston  is  a  great  and  wonderful  city  and  that 
they  are  glad  to  be  a  part  of  the  great  City  of 
Boston.  Dorchester  Day  represents  the  celebra- 
tion of  an  historical  event,  and  a  small,  picayune 
amount  of  $2,000  is  little  enough  to  appropriate 
for  the  celebration  of  the  great  day  of  the  greatest 
and  best  wards  in  this  city.  If  the  councilor  from 
Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton)  wants  to  take  drastic 
steps  to  tighten  up  the  holes  that  exist  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  I  am  with  him  100  per  cent,  but  I  am 
not  with  him  in  a  small,  picayune  thing  like  this, 
as  something  which  means  so  much  for  the  build- 
ing up  of  ideas  of  citizenship  in  the  minds  of  the 
children  of  my  ward. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
mean  to  get  into  personalities  here.  I  have  been 
here  for  three  years  and  we  have  had  some  very 
vigorous  contests,  in  which  I  have  not  brought  in 
personalities,  and  I  do  not  think  I  will  begin  to  do 
so  at  this  time,  because  the  moment  one  does  that 
he  shows  a  personal  weakness.  It  has  always  been 
plain  in  politics  that  personalities  never  get  one 
anywhere.  One  member  of  the  body  last  year 
who  used  to  engage  in  personalities  did  not  come 
back  this  year.  I  have  had  attacks  made  upon 
me,  but  in  answering  such  attacks  I  have  always 
tried  not  to  descend  into  personalities.  That  is 
always  a  bad  thing.  I  have  been  accused  of 
wandering  off  into  the  far  field  of  economics. 
What  a  terrible  charge  that  is!  What  is  economics? 
What  has  it  to  do  with  Ward  18?  Well,  economics 
is  certainly  a  most  interesting  study  today,  in  view 
of  the  conditions  we  find  confronting  us.  When 
we  see  concerns  in  our  district  that  are  thriving,  it 
is  certainly  a  heartening  thing  in  these  times. 
When  such  concerns  as  the  B.  F.  Sturtevant 
Company  are  doing  a  good  foreign  and  domestic 
business,  it  is  certainly  a  good  thing  for  the  people 
of  my  ward,  and  for  the  whole  City  of  Boston,  and 
when  they  are  not  doing  such  a  business  we  all 
feel  it.  As  far  as  Ward  18  is  concerned,  I  don't 
feel  that  anyone  in  my  ward  is  getting  enough 
from  the  City  Welfare  Department.  I  believe  it 
is  wrong  to  ask  a  man  with  eight  or  nine  children, 
besides  his  wife  and  himself,  to  live  on  .$12  a  week. 
I  don't  think  it  is  right  for  the  city  to  turn  over  a 
husband,  wife  and  several  children  to  private 
charity.  I  believe  there  are  hundreds  of  cases  in 
this  city  today  that  are  not  receiving  enough  from 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  I  am  certainly  astounded 
to  hear  that  in  my  neighboring  ward,  Ward  17, 
everybody  is  getting  enough,  that  everyone  is  weli 
taken  care  of,  that  everyone  who  is  unemployed  is 


sitting  pretty.  That  is  a  wonderful  condition, 
and  I  will  have  to  look  into  it;  a  remarkable 
situation,  when  any  one  in  this  body  can  say 
today,  in  these  days  of  depression,  that  every 
family  in  his  ward  is  being  taken  care  of.  That 
may  be  so,  but  if  it  is  so,  it  is  the  first  area  in  which 
I  have  heard  that  that  condition  existed;  and  if  it 
does  exist  there,  I  am  afraid  that  the  people  of 
Ward  18  have  a  very  poor  representative.  In 
regard  to  the  councilor's  statement  that  he  knows 
as  many  people  in  Ward  18  as  I  do,  I  think  no 
doubt  he  knows  three  times  as  many  people  in 
my  ward  as  I  do.  But  what  does  popularity, 
knowing  people,  amount  to.  There  is  a  man  in 
Everett  square,  Whitey  Allen,  who  knows  every- 
body. But  what  are  we  to  deduce  from  the 
statement  that  some  member  of  this  Council 
knows  more  people  in  another  ward  than  the 
representative  of  that  ward  himself  knows?  I 
grant  that  the  colleague  probably  knows  three 
times  as  many  people  in  Ward  18  as  I  do,  but  I 
would  like  to  have  him  tell  me  what  that  means. 
I  am  sorry  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  Council  on 
such  a  matter;  I  never  quite  got  on  this  bent 
before,  because  we  have  never  had  it  brought  up 
here.  Now,  regarding  the  statement  that  this  is  a 
picayune  matter,  let  me  merely  close  in  these 
words.  If  now  each  of  the  Dorchester  wards  is 
to  get  $400,  here,  tomorrow  Roxbury,  Charlestown, 
■South  Boston  will  want  the  same  and  later  on  all 
these  parts  of  Boston  will  probably  want  more 
still.  This  is  the  time  to  economize.  It  is  not  a 
time  to  spend  money  for  ice  cream,  band  concerts 
or  flags.  We  are  now  facing  a  question  of  raising 
money  so  that  people  may  have  something  to  eat. 
The  question  suggests  itself,  what  is  going  to 
happen  to  the  city  treasury  at  the  end  of  this  year, 
or  next  year?  Nobody  knows,  but  all  agree,  if  this 
depression  continues,  on  what  is  likely  to  happen. 
In  voting  against  an  appropriation  of  this  sort,  it 
is  not  with  me  a  personal  matter.  I  dislike  very 
much  to  have  to  disagree  with  the  Dorchester 
group.  My  ward  runs  down  almost  to  the  choco- 
late mills;  our  people  go  to  and  from  the  city 
through  the  Dorchester  area.  We  have  a  lot  in 
common  with  Dorchester  people.  At  the  same 
time,  in  a  year  like  this,  when  we  have  such  terrible 
economic  conditions  facing  us,  facing  every  home, 
it  is  not  the  time  to  spend  $400  in  individual  wards 
for  ice  cream  and  bands.  Pennies  make  dollars. 
We  may  have  facing  us  next  year  the  problem  of 
entertaining  a  Japanese  prince,  and  paying  $8,000 
for  his  hotel  bills.  It  is  tough  to  cut  down  on 
these  children,  but  if  we  are  to  be  consistent  we 
must  take  a  stand  and  stick  to  it. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  sorry 
to  think  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun. 
Norton)  has  a  feeling  that  I  have  viciously  attacked 
him,  that  I  have  descended  into  personalities. 
Let  me  say  that  I  enjoy  the  friendship  of  the 
councilor  in  another  organization.  I  know  what 
a  wonderful  orator  the  gentleman  is.  But  when 
he  says  he  never  viciously  attacked  anybody,  I 
would  like  to  have  him  or  anybody  else  tell  me 
what  viciously  attacking  people  means 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  I  have  no  desire  to  attack  the 
colleague,  and  if  he  feels  that  I  have  done  so  I 
would  most  humbly  ask  his  pardon. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
has  vigorously  attacked  pretty  nearly  every  head 
of  a  department  in  the  City  of  Boston,  including 
the  Chief  Executive  of  the  city,  on  the  floor  of 
this  Council,  and  I  would  refer  to  the  records  to 
prove  that. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  will  donate 
a  thousand  dollars  to  charity  if  the  councilor  who 
has  just  spoken  can  show  by  the  city  records  or 
otherwise  that  I  have  mentioned 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
have  the  gentleman  state  his  point  of  order  and 
have  the  Chair  rule  on  it.  I  would  like  to  know 
what  the  point  of  order  is. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  gentleman  will 
state  his  point  of  order. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  have  made  a 
request  that  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  (Coun. 
Burke)  name  the  men  whom  I  have  viciously 
attacked  on  this  floor.     Now,  Mr.  President, 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  believe  I  have 
the  floor,  now  that  the  gentleman  has  stated  his 
point  of  order. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  if  I  am  to  be 
prevented   from    replying   through   parliamentary 
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procedure,  I  shall  have  to  ask  unanimous  consent 
to  make  a  statement,  and  I  so  request. 

President  GALLAGHER— Councilor  Norton 
asks  unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  all  I  wish  to 
say  is  that  if  the  official  records  show  that  I  have 
viciously  attacked  any  city  official,  in  the  ordinarily 
accepted  meaning  and  connotation  of  the  adverb 
"viciously,"  I  will  donate  a  thousand  dollars  to 
the  Welfare  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Furthermore,  I  believe  those  official  records  will 
show  that  I  have  not  named  on  this  floor  more  than 
six  city  officials  whom  I  felt  had  not  been  repre- 
senting the  taxpayers  of  Boston — such  as  the 
Purchasing  Agent,  Superintendent  of  Supplies,  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  who  has  control  over  all  these 
expenditures,  the  Traffic  Commissioner,  and  so  on, 
not  more  than  six  all  told  out  of  twenty-five  or 
more;  and  if  an  examination  of  the  entire  list  shows 
over  six  names  that  I  have  ever  mentioned  in  that 
connection,  I  will  donate  to  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston  a  thousand  dollars. 
I  do  not  mean  to  be  stopped  in  the  next  two  years 
from  criticizing  what  is  going  on  in  this  city.  I 
mean  to  continue.  I  believe  in  being  fair  and 
liberal,  not  picayune  with  any  city  official.  But 
I  don't  mean  to  be  backed  down  by  any  of  the 
colleagues  whom  I  think  are  unfair.  I  have  never 
attacked  any  member  of  this  body  in  an  unfair 
way  and  I  have  never  made  an  unfair  attack  on 
any  city  official.  Every  attack  I  have  made  has 
had  to  do  with  the  business  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  with  the  city's  business  only.  Time  and  time 
again  I  have  told  colleagues  who  have  insisted  on 
making  personal  attacks  that  that  was  improper. 
I  have  not  made  vigorous  attacks.  I  ask  you 
yourself,  Mr.  President,  have  I  been  engaged  at 
any  time  in  vicious  attacks  on  anybody  here? 
Have  I  brought  in  personalities?  We  have  been 
through  two  stormy  years,  and  I  ask  you,  who  have 
served  with  me  in  all  this  time,  to  be  the  judge  in 
that  respect.  In  attacking  an  appropriation  of  this 
sort  for  Dorchester  Day  I  have  not  made  a  personal 
attack  on  anybody.  Personalities  have  nothing 
to  do  with  the  matter  in  question — except  as 
members  are  accused  of  indulging  in  personalities 
and  by  individuals  with  whom  they  dare  to  differ. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  just  a  word  in 
answer  to  what  the  gentleman  from  Ward  IS  has 
said.  He  has  probably  been  out  to  the  gymnasium 
and  got  a  lot  of  air  in  his  diaphragm,  and  he  is 
practising  here  before  he  goes  to  other  places  to 
make  orations.  I  do  like  to  hear  him,  because  he 
can  talk,  but  I  don't  like  to  have  him  offended 
when  I  disagree  with  his  ideas.  As  has  been  stated , 
we  do  belong  together  to  organizations  outside, 
however,  and  this  is  not  the  only  time  that  Tom 
Burke  and  Clement  Norton  have  been  on  opposite 
sides.  ■ 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  just  a  word  more 
on  this  order.  I  shall  be  very  brief.  I  put  in  this 
order  having  in  mind  that  the  customary  appro- 
priation in  previous  years  has  been  S2,000.  The 
councilor  from  Ward  17  informs  us  that  when  he 
was  in  consultation  with  the  Mayor  and  City 
Treasurer  he  found  that  they  were  contemplating 
cutting  it,  giving  us  something  but  cutting  the 
amount.  Therefore,  to  make  my  order  complete, 
and  not  desiring  any  further  debate  on  the  subject, 
I  move  to  amend  by  also  asking  the  Mayor  not  to 
cut  the  82,000,  if  such  a  cut  is  contemplated. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  order  as  it  now 
reads  asks  for  an  appropriation  of  82,000. 

Coun.  KELLY — Then  that  will  cover  it,  Mr. 
President.  I  would  move  to  amend  that  the 
§2,000  be  equally  divided  between  the  Dorchester 
wards.     I  think  that  ought  to  be  in  the  order. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  amendment  is 
out  of  order,  councilor. 

Coun.  KELLY — Well,  Mr.  President,  let  us  pass 
the  order  before  you  rule  that  it  is  out  of  order. 

The  order  was  passed.

COX — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  what  has 
happened  in  East  Boston  recently,  where  $107,000 
of  money  originally  appropriated  for  another  pur- 
pose was  spent  for  land  assessed  for  $26,000,  the 
city  being  forced  to  pay  four  times  the  assessed 
valuation,  I  want  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Council  to  the  fact  that  on  Wednesday  there  will 
be  a  hearing  before  the  Street  Commissioners  on 
the  taking  of  land  for  this  playground  in  my  dis- 
trict. The  hearing  is  advertised  as  concerning 
land  of  Edward  M.  Daly,  and  up  to  May  7  there 
was  no  such  person  on  record  as  owing  the  land. 
The  land  is  assessed  for  $10,900,  and  I  understood 
the  Mayor,  when  he  talked  of  those  interested  in 
this  thing,  to  say  that  he  would  not  pay  over  15 
per  cent  above  the  assessed  valuation  of  that  land. 
Therefore,  I  hope  that  if  this  land  is  taken  for 
playground  purposes  no  exorbitant  price  will  be 
paid  for  it.  You  will  recall  that  some  time  ago  we 
appropriated  $50,000  for  this  playground.  I  want 
a  playground,  but  I  don't  want  to  pay  any  land 
speculator  an  exorbitant  price  to  have  the  play- 
ground. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REINSTATEMENT  OF  GEORGE  L.  W.  REID. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,    That    the    City    Council    of    Boston 
hereby  favors  the  enactment  of  legislation  author- 
izing the  reinstatement  of  George  L.  W.  Reid  as 
a  member  of  the  Police  Department  of  said  city.

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ELECTION  OF  ASSISTANT   MESSENGERS. 

President  GALLAGHER  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  now  proceed  to 
the  election  of  an  Assistant  City  Messenger,  to 
fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  the 
late  Frederick  J.  Glenn. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  am  opposed 
to  filling  the  position  at  this  time.  I  feel  that  we 
have  competent  and  able  help  here,  and  enough  of 
them,  in  help  at  the  present  time. 

President  GALLAGHER — The  question  is  on 
the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  clerk  will  call 
the  roll,  and  each  member  when  his  name  is  called 
will  announce  his  choice  for  a  successor  to  Mr. 
Glenn  as  First  Assistant  City  Messenger. 

The  clerk  called  the  roll,  with  the  following 
result: 

For  William  J.  Walsh — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman, 
Burke,  Cox,  Curtis,  Donovan,  Dowd,  Englert, 
Fitzgerald,  Gallagher,  Gleason,  Green,  Hein, 
Kelly,  Lynch,  McGrath,  Murray,  Power,  Roberts, 
Ruby— 20. 

President  GALLAGHER— William  J.  Walsh, 
having  received  twenty  votes,v  has  been  elected  to 
the  position  of  First  Assistant  City  Messenger. 
(Applause.) 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  now  proceed  to 
the  election  of  a  Second  Assistant  City  Messenger, 
to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  promotion 
of  William  J.  Walsh. 

The  order  was  passed. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  a  rather 
amazing  situation  has  developed  since  we  agreed 
to  ballot  for  this  position  today.  A  former  mem- 
ber of  this  body,  who  was  a  candidate  for  the 
position,  talked  with  quite  a  few  of  the  members 
and  received  the  pledges  of  fourteen  members  of 
the  body  for  the  position.  We  all  agreed  when  we 
went  into  caucus  that  we  would  vote  for  the  one 
who  received  the  greatest  number  of  votes  in  that 
caucus,  and  within  three  minutes  after  that  vote 
was  taken  two  members  of  the  body,  reserving 
their  right,  refused  to  vote  as  the  caucus  vote 
dictated.  I  am  very  much  interested  to  find  out 
the  members  of  the  body  who  cannot  keep  their 
word.  Personally,  I  have  nothing  against  the 
young  man  who  received  the  greatest  number  of 
votes,  and  if  the  votes  are  the  same  as  they  were 
in  the  back  room  I  shall  be  the  ifirst  one  to  make 
the  number  eleven,  and  I  know  another  man  who 
will  make  it  twelve,  to  give  the  gentleman  the 
number  of  votes  required  to  get  the  position. 
But  I  think,  out  of  fairness  and  courtesy  to  the 
gentleman  who  served  in  this  body  for  six  years 
and  who  always  kept  his  word,  he  should  receive 
a  complimentary  vote.  For  that  reason,  Mr. 
President,  I  intend  to  vote  for  Michael  J.  Mahoney . 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  we  have  been 
called  into  caucus  on  this  affair.  Every  member 
of  this  Council,  I  don't  care  who  he  is,  in  the  last 
few  weeks  has  had  several  men  running  after  him 
for  this  position.  Pressure  has  been  brought  to 
bear  from  the  Mayor's  office,  not  only  in  the  matter 
of  the  candidate  balloted  for  today  but  the  candi- 
date mentioned  two  weeks  ago.  We  went  into 
caucus  and  solemnly  promised  that  the  man  who 
received  the  most  votes  would  be  the  man  elected 
on  this  floor.  I  can  say  truthfully  that  I  voted 
for  the  man  who  lost,  but,  regardless  of  that  fact, 
I  am  going  to  stand  today  by  the  man  who  won  in 
the  caucus,  as  a  result  of  which  another  man  for 
whom  I  did  not  vote  got  the  most  votes.  I  think 
it  is  absolutely  unfair  to  put  the  members  of  this 
Council  in  such  a  ridiculous  position,  asking  them 
to  vote  for  one  of  two  men,  both  of  whom  they 
know,  respect  and  admire.  I  think  it  is  absolutely 
unfair.  We  went  into  that  caucus,  twenty-two 
members,  and  agreed  to  support  on  the  floor  of  this 
body  the  man  who  was  there  nominated  by  secret 
vote.  For  that  reason  I  am  now  going  to  change 
my  vote  and  vote  for  the  man  nominated  in  the 
caucus. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  on  the  pre- 
vious vote  taken  I  voted  for  the  promotion  of  the 
gentleman  who  has  served  this  body  and  is  still 
serving  it,  who  has  served  this  body  loyally  for 
seven  years,  because  I  think  such  a  promotion  is 
like  a  step-rate  increase,  that  it  is  not  fair  that  a 
man  should  faithfully  hold  a  position  for  that 
length  of  time  and  not  be  promoted  when  the 
incumbent  of  the  higher  position  passes  away. 
Therefore,  despite  the  tremendous  need  for 
economy  in  the  city  at  this  time,  I  voted  that  Mr. 


Walsh  should  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Glenn.  I  am 
however,  unable  to  bring  myself  to  vote  for  any- 
body to  fill  the  position  now  left  vacant  by  the  pro- 
motion of  Mr.  Walsh.  I  think  it  is  necessary  for 
us  to  make  some  sacrifices  for  the  sake  of  economy, 
and  I  think  that  is  one  sacrifice  that  the  city  and 
this  body  can  well  make,  permitting  this  position 
to  remain  vacant  during  the  depression.  Even  if 
we  are  inconvenienced  to  some  extent,  I  feel  that 
it  is  a  sacrifice  which  should  be  made.  I  have 
before  me  an  editorial  that  was  published  in  the 
Boston  Post   of  a  day  or  two  ago,  in  which  it  says: 

"In  local  government,  the  situation  is  even 
worse.  Many  cities  are  virtually  bankrupt- 
Right  here  in  Massachusetts  there  are  several 
cities  which  cannot  pay  their  employees.  We  are 
drifting  into  an  impossible  situation  where  taxa- 
tion will  defeat  its  own  purpose.  Many  persons 
will  be  in  a  position  where  they  simply  can't  pay 
the  heavy  imposts.  Some  real  estate  owners  are 
in  that  position  now." 

So,  although  it  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  to  me 
not  to  be  able  to  vote  on  this,  and  I  would  like  as 
much  as  anybody  to  see  a  friend  get  the  position, 
I  feel,  nevertheless,  that  I  must  take  this  stand 
and  must  ask  the  body  to  excuse  me  for  not  voting 
upon  the  matter. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  as  a  new 
member  of  this  body,  and  dealing  with  something 
that  I  really  considered  a  pledge  of  honor,  I  was 
rather  confused,  as  were  other  members  of  the 
body,  before  we  held  a  caucus  today  as  to  whom  I 
should  vote  for.  I  wanted  to  vote  for  the  best 
man  attainable,  the  man  with  the  most  merit,  and 
the  members  to  whom  I  spoke,  including  the 
honorable  President  of  this  body,  thought  the 
fairest  and  squarest  thing  to  do  was  to  hold  a 
caucus.  So  the  caucus  was  held,  and  in  that 
caucus  it  was  decided  to  vote  for  a  particular 
individual.  If  the  result  does  not  go  through 
today,  I  would  feel  that  I  never  more  could  bind 
myself  to  any  caucus  or  executive  action  of  the 
body,  and  I  trust,  therefore,  that  the  original  idea 
will  be  carried  out. 

Coun.  BARKER — Mr.  President,  before  we 
went  into  caucus  I  had  an  order  that  I  was  going 
to  present  to  this  honorable  body  for  the  former 
member  of  this  Council  from  my  district, 
to  be  voted  for  on  the  floor  of  the  chamber.  We 
went  into  caucus  and,  of  course,  I  could  not 
present  the  name  there,  and  the  only  vote  cast 
there  for  the  former  member  of  the  Council, 
Timothy  J.  Donovan,  was  cast  by  myself.  I  am 
now  pleased  to  abide  by  the  vote  of  the  members 
today  in  caucus.  The  result  did  not  favor  my 
candidate,  who  evidently  had  no  chance  at  all, 
but  I  am  now  glad  to  reverse  my  vote,  in  favor  of 
the  candidate  who  won  out  in  the  caucus,  and  I 
trust  that  that  man  will  get  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  body. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  let  me 
state  that  I  agree  with  Councilor  Barker.  If  this 
thing  were  to  be  settled  in  open  meeting,  without 
a  caucus,  I  would  be  with  ex-Councilor  Donovan. 
I  think  these  secret  ballots  are  contemptible,  that 
they  do  not  have  any  place  in  a  democratic  body. 
I  recall  the  time  in  the  Great  and  General  Court  of 
Massachusetts  when  a  certain  gentleman  would 
have  become  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives if  the  ballot  had  been  in  the  open.  If 
it  had  been  an  open  ballot  that  man  had  enough 
pledges  to  be  elected  speaker  of  the  House.  I  refer 
to  the  Hon.  Martin  M.  Lomasney.  But  they 
adopted  a  secret  ballot,  and,  of  course,  he  was 
then  defeated  by  three  votes.  I  am  opposed  to 
that  sort  of  thing,  as  I  am  opposed  to  many  votes 
taken  in  executive  session.  I  think  that  such 
matters  should  be  threshed  out  here,  and  that  the 
time  we  waste  by  reason  of  not  having  more  direct 
action  is  deplorable.  I  wanted  to  vote  in  the  open 
here  for  Timothy  J.  Donovan,  but,  as  Councilor 
Barker  has  brought  out,  there  was  not  a  proper 
opportunity  afforded  in  the  caucus,  and  we  decided 
that  we  would  abide  by  the  secret  ballot.  If  the 
other  members  had  agreed  with  me,  we  would  not 
have  had  this  controversy.  I  want  to  place  myself 
right  and  as  in  full  accord  with  Councilor  Barker. 

Coun.  DONOVAN— Mr.  President,  I  agreed 
with  others  to  abide  by  the  result  of  the  caucus, 
voting  for  the  one  who  was  there  selected,  who 
received  the  highest  number  of  votes.  I  am, 
therefore,  going  to  abide  by  that  decision. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  feel  the  same 
as  some  of  the  other  councilors  who  have  spoken. 
I  have  always  been  used  to  going  into  a  body,  when 
such  an  agreement  was  made,  and  abiding  by  the 
result.     But  I  am  not  afraid  to  stand  here  and  vote 
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for  the  man  of  my  choice,  in  the  open,  feeling  at 
liberty  to  say  anything  I  wish  to  say.  However,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  we  made  an  agreement  to 
abide  by  the  vote  of  the  majority,  I  believe  that  we 
should  abide  by  the  decision  of  the  majority,  and  I 
am  going  along  with  the  rest  of  the  members. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  for  the  purpose 
of  straightening  this  matter  out  on  the  record,  as 
to  just  what  happened  in  the  caucus,  the  gentleman 
from  Roxbury  has  intimated  that  one  member  in 
that  room  changed  his  mind.  It  was  my  under- 
standing— and  I  was  present  there — that  two  mem- 
bers changed  their  minds  after  the  vote  was 
counted,  in  regard  to  voting  for  the  man  who 
received  the  largest  number  of  votes:  Because  of 
that,  and  because  of  the  fact  that  the  young  man  in 
whom  I  was  interested  as  a  candidate  for  the 
position  received  fourteen  pledges  for  it,  I  am  still 
asking  for  a  complimentary  vote  for  him.  It  will 
not  make  any  difference  in  the  result,  and  I  still 
ask  for  that  vote. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  my  thought 
in  the  matter  has  been  well  put  by  the  colleague 
from  the  Back  Bay,  Councilor  Curtis. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  being  a  fellow 
who  will  never  go  back  on  the  word  he  gives  to  a 
particular  individual,  although  I  have  the  highest 
respect  for  the  man  who  got  the  most  votes  in 
executive  session,  in  the  caucus,  because  of  the 
wish  of  the  man  who  perhaps  was  the  leader  of 
those  who  wished  to  see  the  ex-councilor  elected, 
I  am  willing  to  go  on  a  roll  call  without  prejudice 
to  the  man  who  probably  will  be  elected,  and 
wishing  him  all  the  luck  in  the  world.  But  on  the 
roll  call  I  am  going  to  stay  as  I  was  put.  It  is  dis- 
gusting to  me  to  see  a  man  who  has  been  in  politics 
for  twenty  or  thirty  years  stand  up  here  and  say, 
"I  would  have  voted  for  ex-councilor  Donovan  if 
his  name  had  come  out  in  the  open,  but  behind 
closed  doors,  upon  a  secret  ballot,  I  voted  for 
somebody  else."  That  is  one  of  the  most  dis- 
gusting remarks  I  ever  heard  from  a  councilor. 
And  for  that  reason,  and  because  I  don't  wish  my 
loyalty  to  be  questioned — I  would  rather  incur 
the  enmity  of  anybody  than  have  such  a  question 
raised — under  the  circumstances,  although  I  think 
probably  the  other  fellow  will  be  elected — so  it 
cannot  be  said  that  Kelly  changed  his  vote  in  order 
to  curry  favor,  I  am  going  to  stay  put,  at  least  on 
the  first  ballot;  and  if  the  other  man  gets  the 
majority  of  the  votes  on  the  first  ballot  I  will  be 
the  first  one  to  rise  and  move  to  make  the  vote 
unanimous.     I  am  going  to  stay  as  I  promised. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  as  one  of  the 
new  members  of  the  Council — and  all  of  the 
members,  I  believe,  agreed  to  be  bound  by  the 
caucus  held  this  afternoon, — I  want  to  say  that  I 
have  not  had  experience  with  these  caucuses 
before.  I  went  in  with  open  eyes  and,  like  the  other 
members,  agreed  to  be  bound  by  the  decision  of 
the  caucus.  I  think  the  older  members  at  the 
present  time  owe  us  the  duty  of  standing  by  what 
was  understood  to  be  the  decision  of  the  caucus, 
and  voting  here  for  the  person  who  was  successful 
in  the  caucus.  I  certainly  intend  to  be  bound  by 
the  agreeznent  I  entered  into  at  that  time. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  say 
that  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  who  has 
challenged  my  position  haB  no  right  to  question  me. 
1  stand  on  the  position  I  took.  I  am  not  Mr. 
Donovan's  sponsor.  He  has  a  man  from  his  own 
district  to  sponsor  his  cause.  But  I  stand  on  the 
agreement  I  made.  I  am  not  here  in  the  position 
of  battering  my  head  against  a  stone  wall.  If 
you  tell  the  truth,  you  know  that  I  opposed  the 
secret  ballot  in  there.  What  I  wanted  to  do  was 
to  have  the  thing  out  in  the  open.  The  whole 
thing,  in  my  opinion,  is  not  on  the  level,  not  in 
the  open.  I  stand  where  I  stood  in  the  beginning. 
I  was  prepared  to  vote  for  Mr.  Donovan  in  the  open. 
But  I  made  no  promise  to  vote.  It  was  my  wish 
to  have  the  matter  settled  by  open  ballot  on  the 
floor  of  this  body.  I  don't  want  you  to  question 
my  integrity  or  honesty.  The  members  of  the 
body  know  perfectly  well  that  I  wanted  to  vote 
for  Mr.  Donovan  in  the  open,  and  I  tried  to  get 
the  body  to  settle  the  thing  in  the  open.  Don't 
you  try  to  question  my  attitude  in  this  matter, 
referring  to  my  twenty  or  thirty  years  in  politics. 
I  will  leave  it  to  the  President  of  the  body  if  I  did 
not  want  to  have  the  thing  done  in  open  meeting. 
But  if  the  members  find  themselves  in  a  bad  box, 
it  is  not  my  fault.  I  ask  the  President  if  I  did  not 
ask  him  to  introduce  an  order  here  for  an  open 
ballot,  with  a  desire  to  have  the  matter  settled 
here? 


Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  personally  I  think 
a  lot  of  Roy  Green.  He  and  I  have  been  friends 
for  a  long  time.  But  I  also  think  a  lot  of  Mike 
Mahoney,  and  I  am  going  to  favor  a  roll  call,  so 
that  those  men  who  gave  their  word  not  alone  to 
Mike  Mahoney  but  to  their  fellow  councilors  here 
that  they  would  be  with  Mahoney,  those  men  who 
were  really  sincere,  will  have  an  opportunity  of 
voting 'for  Mahoney.  There  isn't  any  question 
about  the  election  of  Green,  and  it  may  seem  like 
small  politics  for  me  to  stand  here  at  this  time  and 
say  that  I  am  here  to  support  Mahoney.  But  I 
am  here  to  find  out  the  men  in  this  body  who  can 
be  relied  upon,  and  also  the  men  who  will  come  to 
you  and  tell  you,  "We  will  be  with  you,"  and  duck 
the  first  opportunity  they  get.  I  approve  a  roll 
call  on  this  matter. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  just  one  word  in 
answer  to  the  colleague  from  the  West  End  (Coun. 
Fitzgerald).  If  you  speak  about  men  finding 
themselves  in  a  bad  box,  that  certainly  does  not 
refer  to  the  speaker,  because  the  speaker  does  not 
happen  to  find  himself  in  a  bad  box.  Sometimes 
the  bad  box  applies  to  the  fellow  who  makes  such 
a  statement.  I  speak  with  the  utmost  respect  for 
the  men  who  are  candidates  for  this  office.  But  if 
a  man  gives  me  or  somebody  else  his  word  that 
he  is  going  to  do  something,  is  going  to  vote  in  a 
certain  way,  let  him  vote  that  way.  I  now  stand 
on  the  floor  of  the  Council  and  openly  brag,  if  you 
want  to  put  it  that  way, — and  I  have  not  heard 
anybody  take  issue  with  me, — that  I  never  made  a 
promise  that  I  went  back  on,  afterwards  changing 
my  stand.  But  you  can't  say  that  of  the  gentleman 
from  the  West  End.  I  have  seen  him  take  a 
position  on  one  day,  in  regard  to  taking  a  stable 
away  from  the  North  End,  and  the  next  week 
change  his  vote.  So  I  think  I  am  well  qualified  to 
get  up  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  and  criticize  a 
person  who  handles  himself  so  carelessly.  The 
gentleman  from  South  Boston  (Coun.  Lynch) 
evidently  has  some  doubt  as  to  just  who  did  trim 
his  candidate — because  there  was  trimming  done, 
I  understand;  and  I  am  going  to  vote  for  my 
original  choice. 

The  clerk  called  the  roll,  the  members  announcing 
their  choice  as  their  names  were  called,  with  the 
following  result: 

For  Robert  E.  Green — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman, 
Burke,  Donovan,  Dowd,  Englert,  Fitzgerald, 
Gallagher,  Gleason,  Green,  Roberts,  Ruby — 12. 

For  Michael  J.  Mahoney — Coun.  Cox,  Hein, 
Kelly,  Lynch,  McGrath,  Murray,  Power — 7. 

Not  voting — Coun.  Curtis,  Norton — 2. 

President  GALLAGHER — Twelve  votes  having 
been  cast  for  Robert  E.  Green  and  seven  votes  for 
Michael  J.  Mahoney,  you  have  elected  Robert  E. 
Green. 

Coun.  LYNCH— Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the 
election  be  made  unanimous. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  second  the 
motion. 

The  Council  voted  to  make  the  election  of 
Robert  E.  Green  unanimous. 


AMENDMENT  OF  HOUSE  BILL  1404. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  the  City  Council 
wait  upon  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  for  the  purpose  of  amending  sec- 
tion 4  of  House  Bill  1404,  so  that  the  last  phrase 
thereof  shall  read  "this  act  in  amendment  of  said 
chapter  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by 
the  Boston  City  Council." 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  I  realize 
that  the  hour  is  late,  and  I  am  going  to  be  extremely 
brief.  First,  I  want  to  say  that  we  have  an 
appointment  with  his  Excellency  the  Governor  at 
eleven  o'clock  tomorrow,  and  you  have  extended 
to  the  various  members  of  the  Council  an  invita- 
tion to  meet  with  you  at  five  minutes  of  eleven  in 
the  outer  lobby  of  the  Governor's  office.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  we  may  have  a  full  representation 
there,  as  I  believe  that  what  is  being  attempted 
in  this  case  is  simply  a  forerunner  of  what  will  be 
tried  in  all  such  cases — taking  away  from  the 
twenty-two  elected  councilors  of  the  City  of  Boston 
the  right  to  say  what  will  be  done  with  the  tax- 
payers' money  of  the  City  of  Boston,  placing  the 
whole  power  in  the  hands  of  those  not  elected  by 
the  voters  of  Boston  and  not  responsible  to  them 
for  their  action.  I  have  in  mind,  sir,  the  changing 
of  House  Bill  1404,  so  as  to  specifically  forbid,  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  City  of  Boston, — namely, 
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the  City  Council, — passing  upon  the  matter,  by 
the  simple  expedient  of  not  having  it  submitted 
to  us  at  all  for  acceptance.  I  have  in  my  hand  a 
little  item  from  the  Boston  Post  this  morning,  in 
which  it  says: 

"Raps  Loans  for  Court  House.  Real  Estate 
Exchange  Opposes  Big  Borrowing." 

And  it  goes  on: 

"The  court  house  bill,  now  pending  in  the 
Legislature,  should  not  be  passed,  the  exchange 
held,  because  conditions  have  greatly  changed  in 
the  last  few  years  and  the  need  for  a  new  building 
is  not  pressing  at  present." 

I  have  in  mind  further,  sir,  that  within  six 
months — last  December,  to  be  explicit — into  the 
lobby  of  this  Council  Chamber,  sir,  came  repre- 
sentatives who  told  us  that  in  order  to  properly 
protect  law  and  order,  in  order  not  to  impede  the 
wheels  of  justice,  it  was  necessary  for  the  members 
of  this  Council  to  pass  a  35,000,000  appropriation 
forthwith  for  extending  the  Courthouse;  and,  sir. 
when  we  put  to  them  the  proposition  that,  with 
70  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  building  to  be  paid  by  the 
City  of  Boston  and  30  per  cent  by  the  State  the 
same  proportion  should  be  applied  to  maintenance, 
they  favored  putting  the  thing  through  without 
that  protection  to  the  city  on  maintenance,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  that  maintenance  would  go  on 
continually  in  the  years  to  come.  That  is,  they 
wanted  to  force  it  through  without  any  such 
amendment.  It  went  back  to  the  Legislature, 
however,  and  in  both  branches  it  was  amended  to 
meet  the  suggestion  made  by  the  Council,  that  70 
per  cent  of  the  expenditure  for  maintenance  be 
borne  by  the  city  and  30  by  the  state;  and  then, 
when  that  had  been  done,  showing  that  the  Council 
was  right  in  its  suggested  amendment,  the  Real 
Estate  Exchange  came  out  openly  opposed  to  the 
Courthouse,  but  said  in  the  same  breath,  "We 
believe  that  the  52,500,000  or  $3,000,000  proposed 
for  the  widening  down  here  at  Hanover  and 
Merrimac  streets  should  be  passed  forthwith  by 
the  Legislature."  I  also  have  in  mind  that  they 
opposed  a  million  dollars  for  the  City  Hospital, 
and  that  the  same  Real  Estate  Exchange  appeared 
at  the  Legislature  this  year  and  fought  against  the 
use  of  funds  that  have  accumulated  in  the  Cemetery 
Department  and  are  not  being  used,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  taxpayers.  At  the  present  time  there  is  no 
benefit  to  the  taxpayers  coming  from  those  funds; 
but,  nevertheless,  they  went  on  record  against 
their  use  in  a  beneficial  way.  I  have  in  mind  the 
fact  that  the  same  Real  Estate  Exchange  went  to 
the  Legislature  and  opposed,  in  connection  with 
our  pension  system,  the  extension  from  thirty 
years  to  forty  years  of  the  time  allowed  the  city 
to  accumulate  the  pension  fund.  If  that  bill  had 
passed,  it  meant  a  decrease  of  25  cents  on  the  tax 
rate,  which  would  have  meant  a  saving  and  a 
benefit  to  every  small  owner  in  East  Boston, 
Dorchester,  Roxbury,  Hyde  Park,  every  section 
of  the  city.  But  when  a  plan  comes  before  the 
Legislature  proposing  to  take  about  a  million 
dollars  worth  of  property  and  pay  two  million 
dollars  for  it,  we  find  these  nonresidents  of  Boston 
at  the  Legislature,  as  appears. here  in  the  morning 
Post,  advocating  that  the  taking  be  made.  How- 
ever, sir,  when  5,500  homes  in  the  suburban  wards 
of  Boston  are  threatened,  are  in  danger  of  being 
taken  away  from  the  owners  who  have  invested 
in  them  the  savings  of  a  lifetime,  because  they 
cannot  pay  the  taxes,  we  find  this  same  Real 
Estate  Exchange  going  to  the  Legislature  and 
indorsing  a  bill  which  takes  away  from  the  duly 
elected  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston  the  power  to 
say  whether  it  shall  or  shall  not  be  passed.  We 
appropriated  a  tremendous  amount,  sir,  to  widen 
Cambridge  street  from  Seollay  square  down 
through  Bowdoin  square  and  across  the  bridge,  in 
Cambridge;  we  spent  a  tremendous  amount  on 
Charles  street,  linking  up  with  this  necessary 
development.  And  now  there  is  an  opportunity 
to  go  from  the  Plaza  and  this  entrance  to  the  East 
Boston  Tunnel  on  the  East  Boston  side  as  straight 
as  the  crow  flies,  by  way  of  Hanover  street,  to  the 
new  widening.  (Showing  tracings.)  This  is  an 
exact  tracing,  sir,  from  the  books  of  the  City  of 
Boston  showing  how  that  straight  line  goes;  and 
this  other  tracing  shows  this  zigzag  loop,  one  that 
the  Legislature  is  called  upon  to  pass,  in  order  to 
give  us  what  they  term  rapid  transit.  And  I  want 
to  say  just  one  more  word  on  the  floor  of  this 
Council  in  this  connection,  as  one  who  for  twelve 
years  has  qualified  as  a  downtown  real  estate 
expert,  that  the  last  auction  held  in  this  territory 
— to  give  an  idea  to  the  people  of  Boston  what 
properties  of  this  kind  are  worth — was  attended 


by  only  one  hundred  buyers.  We  know  what 
happens  in  these  things.  Take  the  old  Dupont 
Building.  It  is  assessed  by  the  City  of  Boston  for 
8125,000  and  at  open  auction  it  was  bought  by  the 
Tichnor  Company  of  Cambridge  for  S25.150.  If 
that  property  were  to  be  taken  in  this  widening 
they  would  receive  §137,500  for  property  that  they 
bought  for  §25,150.  We  are  seeing  a  spectacle 
now,  sir,  in  the  Legislature.  This  thing  had  gone 
through  the  House  without  one  dissenting  voice, 
sir,  as  I  understood,  until  today  I  learned  that  one 
representative  spoke  against  it.  It  was  going 
through  the  Senate  without  a  dissenting  voice 
until  a  senator  from  Melrose,  named  Goodwin, 
stood  on  the  floor  and  said,  "Let  us  look  it  over." 
When  it  was  acted  upon  in  the  House  there  was  a 
plan  on  file  referred  to,  it  being  6aid  that  this 
expenditure  of  §3,000,000  was  being  done  subject 
to  a  plan  on  file  with  the  Boston  Transit  Depart- 
ment dated  April  17,  1932.  But,  with  two  other 
representatives  of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  I  got  in 
touch  with  the  Transit  Department  and  was 
astounded  to  find  that  there  was  no  such  plan  on 
file;  and  today  I  find  that  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  has  altered,  amended  the  bill,  striking 
out  the  words  to  the  effect  that  the  plan  was  on 
file  in  the  Transit  Department.  Yet,  that  is  the 
way  the  thing  went  through  the  House,  voting 
away  §3,000,000  with  no  protest,  sir.  They  do 
not  dare  produce  the  plan,  they  cannot  produce 
the  plan,  because  the  plan  is  in  the  hands  of  a  lot 
of  real  estate  sharpers  who  won't  let  the  citizens 
know  what  is  proposed  to  be  done.  I  charge  that 
under  this  proposition  there  is  a  million  of  the 
people's  money  looted,  wasted.  I  say  to  you,  sir, 
if  there  was  ever  an  indignation  meeting  to  be 
called  in  this  city  it  should  be  called  now,  when 
men  coming  from  all  over  this  Commonwealth  are 
taking  three  millions  of  our  money  under  a  plan, 
supposed  to  be  filed  with  a  legitimate  department, 
which  was  never  so  filed.  So  I  hope  the  members 
of  the  Council  will  meet  with  us  at  five  minutes  of 
eleven  tomorrow,  that  we  may  go  into  the  office  of 
the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  and  fell  him 
the  whole  true  story,  believing,  as  I  do,  having 
confidence  in  him,  that  he  will  veto  this  bill  in  the 
name  of  5,500  taxpayers  of  Boston  whose  homes 
are  threatened. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
the  councilor  whether  the  Boston  Transit  Commis- 
sion has  approved  of  this  bill,  under  which  we  are 
going  to  pay  out  so  much  money? 

Coun.  McGRATH— I  will  say  that  I  went  to  the 
Street  Department,  I  went  to  the  Planning  Board, 
and  I  communicated  with  the  Transit  Depart- 
ment, on  Friday  of  last  week,  and  they  were  all 
in  absolute  ignorance.  They  neither  approved  nor 
disapproved,  because  they  didn't  know  the  first 
thing  about  it — and  I  had  two  councilors  as  wit- 
nesses with  me.  Apparently  it  is  an  orphan  child 
in  which  nobody  is  interested,  and  yet  it  is  going 
through  the  Legislature  unanimously. 

Coun.  NORTON— I  would  like  to  know  who  the 
city  officials  are  who  have  approved  of  such  a  bill, 
if  such  there  be.  I  am  interested  to  know  whether 
the  senatorial  or  legislative  committee  received 
the  approval,  simple  or  otherwise,  of  any  city  head? 

Coun.  McGRATH — And  it  is  my  purpose, 
councilor,  in  going  to  the  Governor  to  find  out  who 
has  been  favoring  it.  I  spent  all  Friday  and 
Saturday  morning  going  to  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives in  the  Legislature,  talking  the  thing 
over  with  a  number  of  them,  and  went  to  the 
Transit  Board,  the  Street  Department  and  the 
City  Planning  Department.  Nobody  knew  any- 
thing about  the  plans  or  who  drew  the  plans,  and 
the  only  person  who  seemed  to  know  anything  at 
all  about  the  plans  was  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
who  said  the  plans  had  been  drawn  at  the  instance 
of  Senator  Wragg,  of  the  Committee  on  Munici- 
pal Finance,  and  he  admitted  that  they  were  not 
on  file  at  the  Transit  Board.  But  he  said  that  at 
a  later  date  they  would  file  them,  sir. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
request  that  the  Corporation  Counsel,  Mr.  Silver- 
man, the  Transit  Commissioner  and  the  legislative 
agent  be  present  at  the  conference  we  are  going  to 
have  with  the  Governor  tomorrow. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  say  that  I  was  one  of  those  who  went  with 
Councilor  McGrath,  when  he  was  going  around, 
and  that  everything  he  has  said  is  the  bona  fide 
truth. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  foresaw  some- 
thing like  this  developing  probably  this  year. 
I  thought  it  advisable  as  far  back  as  January  11, 
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1932,  to  introduce  an  order  to  furnish  the  City 
Council  with  legislative  counsel  to  help  us  up  on 
Beacon  Hill.  I  knew  what  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
with  his  Corporation  Counsel,  were  going  to  do  up 
there.  A  bill  may  be  sent  in  here  and  it  may 
contain  a  reference  to  the  City  Council,  but  that  is 
all  camouflage.  They  then  go  up  there  on  the  Hill 
and  the  legislative  counsel  and  Corporation 
Counsel  get  to  work,  and  the  City  Council  is  pulled 
right  out  of  it.  If  we  had  counsel  to  represent  the 
interests  of  the  people  of  Boston  by  looking  after 
their  rights,  assisting  the  twenty-two  members  of 
this  Council  in  keeping  track  of  these  things  at  the 
State  House,  this  sort  of  thing  would  never  have 
occurred.  It  would  never  have  got  this  far.  It  is 
very  fortunate  that  the  councilor  from  my  neigh- 
boring ward  had  his  eyes  open  and  was  watching 
out  for  this  sort  of  thing.  But  I  say  that  the 
Committee  on  Rules  is  a  graveyard.  I  make  that 
now  as  a  positive  statement,  that  that  committee 
is  a  graveyard  for  good  orders.  We  have  estab- 
lished this  Committee  on  Rules,  on  motion  of 
Councilor  Curtis,  and  now  these  people  are  pulling 
something  over  our  eyes  at  the  State  House.  I 
now  ask  you,  Mr.  President,  to  request  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  to  call  an  immediate  meeting  and 
act  upon  the  matter  which  would  give  to  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  representation  through  counsel 
up  there  on  the  Hill.  The  Mayor  has  a  little  fellow 
up  there,  a  former  member  of  the  Legislature,  who 
is  getting  $5,000  a  year;  and  there  is  another  half- 
wit at  11  Beacon  street,  who  knows  about  as  much 
as  a  first-year  law  school  student,  running  up  there 
and  saying  that  he  can  control  the  members  of 
the  Legislature  and  get  them  to  do  this  and  that. 
The  result  is  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  not 


suffering,  the  Legislative  agent  is  not  suffering,  but 
the  Boston  City  Council  is  suffering.  So  I  think 
now  is  the  time  to  realize  that  a  grave  mistake  was 
made  in  sending  such  an  important  order  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules.  I  hope  the  strength  I  have 
been  exerting  in  that  direction  will  not  be  in  vain 
and  that  the  Committee  on  Rules  will  report  in 
favor  of  this  order  which  looks  to  the  interests  of 
the  City  Council  being  protected  at  the  Legislature 
through  counsel.  But,  thank  God,  Councilor 
McGrath  was  on  his  toes,  and  let  us  trust  that  we 
may  find,  with  the  aid  of  his  Excellency  the 
Governor,  that  this  injustice  will  be  remedied. 

The  order  was  passed. 

Coun,  NORTON— Mr.  President,  might  I  also 
suggest,  while  this  visit  is  being  made,  that  the 
situation  in  regard  to  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Railway  be  called  to  the  Governor's  attention  while 
we  are  conferring  with  him  upon  this  matter. 
I  understand  that  that  bill  is  about  to  be  reported 
favorably  by  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
authorizing  the  Boston  Elevated  to  take  over  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts.  That  involves  millions 
of  dollars  expenditure  at  the  present  time,  and  the 
deficit  that  we  will  have  to  meet  will  be  spread 
over  a  long  term  of  years.  Therefore,  if  in  order, 
I  would  move  that  the  body  also,  in  conferring 
tomorrow  with  the  Governor  on  this  matter, 
consult  with  him  in  regard  to  the  question  of  the 
faking  over  of  a  division  of  the  Eastern  Massa- 
chusetts Street  Railway  by  the  Boston  Elevated. 

Coun,  Norton's  motion  was  carried.

BATHING  FACILITIES  AT  TENEAN  BEACH. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  18,  1932. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  matter  of  improving  the 
bathing  facilities  at  Tenean  Beach,  w'hich  is  very 
largely  patronized  during  the  summer  season,  has 
been  before  the  city  authorities  for  a  number  of 
years.  An  opportunity  has  arisen  by  which  a 
parcel  of  land  on  the  south,  containing  approxi- 
mately  four   acres,   can   be   acquired    for  a   com- 


paratively small  sum  of  money.  The  accompany- 
ing report  of  the  City  Planning  Board  makes  the 
situation  clear. 

If  the  168.217  square  feet  of  land  on  the  south 
can  be  acquired  for  not  more  than  25  per  cent 
over  the  assessed  valuation,  it  appears  that  for 
this  amount,  and  the  further  sum  of  $5,000.  which 
it  is  estimated  would  be  necessary  for  developing 
and  improving  the  property,  the  city  would  obtain 
a  much-needed  extension  of  bathing  facilities  at 
this  point  at  the  relatively  small  expense  of  $16,000. 
I,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying loan  order.

Dear  Sir, — The  City  Planning  Board  has  con- 
sidered, at  the  request  of  your  Honor,  the  feasi- 
bility of  the  extension  of  Tenean  Beach  to  the 
south  by  means  of  the  acquisition  of  the  property 
now  assessed  in  the  name  of  Mary  J.  Clark,  and 
containing  168,217  square  feet  of  land,  the  assess- 
ment on  which  was  reduced  in  1926  from  $16,800 
to  $8,800.  or  approximately  5  cents  per  square 
foot. 

Tenean  Playground,  which  is  located  on  the 
south  shore  of  Dorchester  Bay,  about  2,000  feet 
north  of  the  Neponset  river,  was  established  in 
1914,  with  302,359  square  feet  of  land,  acquired 
from  George  Hamlin  for  $9,500,  or  3  cents  per 
square  foot.  In  1915  an  additional  76.451  square 
feet  of  land  were  acquired  from  the  same  source 
on  the  westerly  side  of  the  original  parcel,  at  a 
cost  of  $5,000,  or  6-J-  cents  per  square  foot;  aDd 
in  1928  the  city  added  326.500  square  feet  of  land 
on  the  southerly  side  of  the  original  parcel  at  a 
cost  of  $37,315,  or  lli  cents  per  square  foot; 
providing  a  total  area  of  705.310  square  feet  of 
land,  or  16.3  acres,  with  an  800-foot  frontage  on 
Dorchester  bay. 

About  one  quarter  mile  southwest  from  the 
Tenean  Playground  is  the  William  Garvey  Park, 
which,  with  a  strip  of  land  adjoining  it,  belongs 
to  the  City  of  Boston,  a  total  of  726,686  square 
feet.  Another  quarter  mile  south  is  the  Wood 
Playground,  of  134,900  square  feet,  and  north- 
west of  Tenean  Playground  is  450,734  square  feet 
of  land  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston,  acquired  by 
the  filling  in  of  Tenean  creek.  None  of  these 
recreation  areas  have  bathing  facilities. 

The  residential  area  within  a  one  quarter  mile 
radius  of  Tenean  Playground  contains  42  acres. 
The  population  was  about  1,800  in  1925.  In  1918 
a  bath  house  was  built  at  Tenean  Beach  with 
accommodations  for  634  men,  326  women,  320 
boys,  or  a  total  of  1.280,  which  could  be  extended 
to  accommodate  15.000  persons  a  day. 

Dorchester  in  1930  had  a  population  of  187,103, 
and  has  only  three  public  beaches  on  the  salt 
water.  One  of  these,  Coulter's  Beach,  is  very 
limited  and  has  a  small  capacity  bath  house.  The 
Boston  Health  Department  reports  that  the  water 
at  Tenean  Beach  is  excellent  from  a  standpoint 
of  cleanliness.  Not  only  the  people  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  patronize  Tenean  Beach  during 
the  warm  weather  but  people  drive  from  all 
sections  of  the  district.  The  Planning  Board  is 
advised  by  the  chairman  of  the  Park  Department 
that  they  are  unable  to  take  care  of  the  crowds 
that  patronize  this  area. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  beach  are  about  eighteen 
acres,  still  belonging  to  the  Hamlins,  fronting  on 
Tenean  street  and  Old  Colony  Parkway.  About 
one  half  of  this  is  upland  and  half  flats.  The  total 
area  is  796,459  square  feet,  which  is  assessed  for 
$94,500,  or  an  average  of  12  cents  per  square  foot. 
It  is  evident  that  an  extension  of  the  bathing 
facilities  at  Tenean  Beach  are  needed,  and  while 
the  desirable  extension  of  these  facilities  would  be 
to  the  north,  the  acquisition  of  this  property 
would  be  expensive  on  account  of  the  deep  water 
frontage  and  the  taking  of  land  which  is  evidently 
available  for  waterfront  commercial  or  industrial 
development. 

The  Clark  property  on  the  south,  while  it  is 
below  high  tide  level,  could  be  brought  up  to 
proper  grade  and  properly  surfaced  at  a  cost 
which  is  estimated  to  be  approximately  $5,000, 
assuming  that  at  least  one  half  of  the  fill  required 
to  bring  the  parcel  to  grade  would  be  secured  by 
the  deposit  of  city  ashes,  to  be  surfaced  with 
gravel.  A  proper  development  of  the  Clark  prop- 
erty would  also  involve  the  dredging  of  Pine  Neck 
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creek  for  some  distance  in  from  the  Neponset 
river  and  the  placing  of  the  dredged  material  on 
the  area  in  question.  By  such  dredging  there 
would  be  afforded  opportunity  for  an  extension 
of  the  beach  to  the  south  and  for  some  distance 
up  Pine  Neck  creek,  so  that  there  would  be  bath- 
ing facilities  at  all  stages  of  the  tide,  while  in 
addition  the  area  not  available  for  bathing  pur- 
poses could  be  advantageously  utilized  for  parking 
purposes. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  City  Planning  Board  the 
acquisition  of  this  land  at  approximately  its 
assessed  value,  with  the  necessary  development, 
will  afford  a  reasonable  extension  of  the  bathing 
facilities  of  Tenean  Beach  at  a  cost  very  much 
less  than  a  similar  extension  could  be  provided  to 
the  north  of  the  present  city  holding.

REPORT  ON  POLICE  BOAT. 

The  following  was  received: 

The  Finance  Commission, 

May  18,  1932. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen. — The  Finance  Commission  submits 
the  following  report  in  reply  to  the  order  adopted 
at  the  meeting  of  the  City  Council  on  May  2, 
requesting  a  report  on  the  police  boat  "  Stephen 
O'Meara." 

It  appears  from  information  given  to  the  Finance 
Commission  by  Police  Commissioner  Hultman 
that  this  boat  for  which  the  city  has  paid  $188,359 
is,  in  the  language  of  two  eminent  naval  architects, 
"a  most  inferior  plant  "and  has  between  forty  and 
fifty  defects  of  more  or  less  importance. 

The  contract  to  plan  and  design  this  boat  was 
given  to  the  firm  of  Munro  &  Munroe  131  State, 
street,  Boston,  in  the  last  year  of  the  Nichols  ad- 
ministration by  the  Police  Commissioner  at  the 
time,  Herbert  A.  Wilson. 

On  February  17,  1930,  while  Mr.  Wilson  was 
still  Police  Commissioner,  a  contract  was  awarded 
to  George  Lawley  &  Son  Corporation  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  vessel  on  the  plans  and  designs 
of  Munro  &  Munroe.  This  contract  was  approved 
by  the  present  Mayor  on  February  19,  1930. 


Nothwithstanding  that  the  contract  prepared  by 
the  architect  specified  in  detail  a  type  of  engine 
to  be  installed,  it  appears  that  shortly  after  the 
contract  had  been  executed,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  architect.  Police  Commissioner  Wilson 
agreed  to  a  change  in  the  type  of  engine.  Police 
Commissioner  Hultman  now  states  that  there  is 
no  record  in  the  department  to  indicate  that  the 
request  and  change  were  made  in  conformity  with 
the  terms  of  the  contract  and  that,  in  fact,  there 
was  no  written  specification  for  the  engine  that 
was  substituted.  Some  of  the  most  serious  of  the 
defects  found  by  the  Police  Department  in  the 
new  vessel  are  located  in  this  substituted  engine. 

It  appears  from  the  records  that  as  early  as 
May  7,  1930.  Police  Commissioner  Hultman  dis- 
covered that  the  type  of  vessel  being  built  would 
not  furnish  the  service  required  by  the  Police 
Department,  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  cancel 
the  contract  at  about  that  time,  but  that  the 
Police  Commissioner  was  unwilling  to  pay  the 
shipbuilding  firm  the  sum  of  $94,500  which  was 
asked  for  the  cancellation  of  the  contract. 

Between  this  time  and  March,  1931,  records 
furnished  the  Finance  Commission  by  the  Police 
Commissioner  disclose  only  that  there  was  a  dis- 
pute between  the  Police  Commissioner  and  the 
shipbuilding  firm  as  to  the  time  for  the  completion 
of  the  contract  and  the  Police  Commissioner  was 
anxious  to  assess  damages  of  S100  a  day  for  failure 
to  complete  within  the  specified  time,  but  was 
over-ruled  by  Mayor  Curley. 

The  vessel  was  reported  by  the  architect,  under 
date  of  March  3,  1931,  as  ready  for  acceptance 
by  the  city  and  two  days  later  the  shipbuilding 
company  appears  in  a  letter  on  file  as  strongly 
urging  the  Police  Commissioner  to  hurry  his 
acceptance  of  the  vessel.  Accordingly,  the  vessel 
was  accepted  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
contract,  which  required  a  guaranty  to  cover  the 
equipment  of  the  vessel  and  to  run  one  year. 
When  this  guaranty  was  about  to  expire,  the 
Police  Commissioner  retained  the  services  of 
Professors  Owen  and  Minot,  consulting  engineers 
and  naval  architects,  to  make  a  general  survey 
and  report.  On  the  basis  of  this  report,  the 
Police  Commissioner  notified  the  George  Lawley 
&  Son  Corporation,  which  furnished  the  bond  to 
guarantee  the  equipment,  that  he  would  hold  the 
company  and  the  bondsmen  liable  for  defects  in 
equipment  and  in  operation.  The  shipbuilding 
company  has  denied  responsibility.  The  Police 
Commissioner  has  stated  to  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion that  it  is  now  his  intention  to  notify  the 
Mayor  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  protect  the 
city's  legal  rights. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  sketched  here  the 
general  situation  in  regard  to  the  boat.  Inasmuch 
as  it  would  appear  that  there  is  likely  to  be  some 
litigation  in  regard  to  this  matter,  the  Finance 
Commission  does  not  feel  that  it  should  go  to  the 
expense  of  retaining  expert  opinion  to  determine 
the  responsibility  beyond  what  has  been  con- 
tained in  the  foregoing  report,  particularly  as  the 
city  is  already  fortified  by  the  opinion  of  naval 
architects. 

The  Finance  Commission  is  therefore  turning 
over  to  the  City  Council  a  copy  of  a  report  which 
it  received  from  Police  Commissioner  Hultman  on 
the  matter.

I  introduced  an  order  at  that 
time  asking  that  the  Mayor  allow  $2,000  for  the 
Dorchester  Day  celebration,  and  the  order  was 
passed  by  the  City  Council  without  a  dissenting 
vote.  I  now  want  to  have  the  Council  take 
judicial  notice  of  this  fact,  because  it  is  very 
important,  that  next  Monday  is  the  30th  of  May, 
Memorial  Day.  We  will,  therefore,  be  forced  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  that  is  a  holiday,  to  adjourn 
today  for  two  weeks,  in  other  words,  to  the  bth 
of  June,  which  is  two  days  after  Dorchester  Day. 
I  wish,  therefore,  first  of  all,  to  make  this  charge. 
The    Mayor,    although    this    order    was    passed 


unanimously  by  the  Council,  did  not  have  enough 
backbone  to  send  his  answer  up  here  today.     He 
felt  perhaps  that  I  would  stay  down  at  the  Boston 
City  Hospital,  but  I  made  sure  that  I   was  dis- 
charged at  twenty-five  minutes  past  one,  so  that 
I  might  be  here  and  say  a  few  words  on  behalf 
of   the   children   of   Dorchester.     I   claim,   first  of 
all,  that  it  is  a  very,  very  low  thing  on  the  Mayor's 
part  not  to  send  an  answer  back  to  us  telling  us 
whether  he  is  going  to  discontinue  that  celebration 
and,  if  so,  why.     I  have  been  in  conference  with 
Mr.   White,   across  the  hall,   in   the  office  of   the 
Department  of  Public  Celebrations,   and   he  tells 
me  that  the  Mayor  is  to  discontinue  this  particular 
celebration.     Mr.    President,    economy   is   of    two 
kinds,     real    and     false.     Depriving     these    little 
children  of  Dorchester  of  the  insignificant  sum  of 
$400  per  ward  for  their  Dorchester  Day  celebra- 
tion is  nothing  but  false  economy  and  an  act  of 
meanness  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor.     In  the  same 
breath  that  he  discontinues  the  historic  celebration 
in  the  oldest  part  of  Boston,  he  spends  ,$50,000 
for  a  new  antelope  house,   over  a  million  dollars 
for  an   airport,   half  a   million  dollars  for  a   golf 
course,    thousands    of    dollars    for    rose    gardens, 
thousands  for  entertainments  of  foreign   visitors. 
This  year  he  sought  permission  from  the  Legis- 
lature t  o  spend  $28,000,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money 
to  give  work  to  his  favorite  contractors.     He  seeks 
$3,000,000  for  an  approach  to   the  East  Boston 
Tunnel,  and  he  tells  the  children  of  my  ward  as 
well  as  of  the  other  four  Dorchester  wards  that 
they   cannot  have   their  ice   cream,   candy,   races 
and    baseball    games,    for    prizes,    doll    carriage 
parades,  and  so  forth.     I  remember  when  he  was 
campaigning  in  Dorchester  two  years  and  a  half 
ago,  for  the  office  he  now  holds  for  the  third  time, 
he  promised  that  he  would  be  the  children's  and 
taxpayers'  protector  if  elected,  and  the  people  in 
the  five  Dorchester  wards  gave  him  a  wonderful 
vote.     It  was  nothing  but  deceit  and  hypocrisy. 
We  have  all  just  seen  him  spend  approximately 
$1,000,000  in  an  attempt  to  have  his  candidate 
for     president,     and     the     delegates,     elected.     I 
wonder  if  the  real  reason  he  is  discontinuing  this 
celebration   is   because   the   people   of   Dorchester 
have   finally   got   wise   to   his   false   promises  and 
have  shown   him   in   my   district  last   November 
what  they  think  of  him  by  allowing  me  to  carry 
the  entire  fifteen  precincts,   when  he  did   every- 
thing in  his  power  to  defeat  me,  and  also  a  few 
weeks  ago,  on  the  presidential  primary,  on  April 
26,  they  again  repudiated  him  and  his  tactics  by 
sending  him  down  with  his  slate  to  an  ignominious 
defeat.     I   charge   now   publicly   that   this   is   the 
punishment  of  the  people  of  Dorchester  and  their 
children    for    their    recent    vote.     Shame    on    the 
Mayor    for    using     his    characteristic    vindictive 
moves  against   the  little  tots   who   have   harmed 
no  one  and  who  have  been  looking  forward  eagerly 
for  months  to  this  celebration  that  is  to  be  taken 
away  from  them.     If   the  Council   only  had   the 
power   to   override   the    Mayor's   veto   by   a   two 
thirds  vote,  the  same  as  every  Council  in  every 
other  city  in  this  country  has,   I  am  sure  today 
that  my  colleagues  would  be  unanimous  in  seeing 
that  the  people  of  Dorchester  received  fair  play. 
The  Mayor  may  think  he  is  pulling  a  fast  one  on 
the  people  of   Dorchester   who  did   not  vote  for 
his  ticket  on  April  26,  but  he  must  remember  that 
he   is   only   a   figurehead,    that   he   is   being   paid 
■$20,000  a  year  and  the  people  of  Dorchester  are 
helping  to  pay  him.     I  have  never  voted  against 
a   celebration   in   any   other  section   of   the   city. 
South  Boston  had  a  celebration  awhile  ago,  and 
there  was  no  question  about  that;  but  the  Dor- 
chester   Day    appropriation    is    to    be    eliminated 
entirely.     If   the  $2,000  were  appropriated,  inas- 
much as  it  takes  in  a  part  of  South  Boston,  there 
would  be  less  than  $400  a  ward  to  be  spent  for 
those  little  children;  and  yet  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
is  depriving  them  of   that  little  pittance  for  the 
five    Dorchester    wards    and    seven    precincts    of 
Ward    7,    by    this   cruel   decision    of    the   Mayor. 
So   I   am   now   introducing   this   order,    knowing, 
however,  that  the  Mayor  has  a  heart  of  ice,  and 
that  no  matter  what  words  I  may  say  they  will 
have    no    effect    on    his    heartless    nature.     I    am 
introducing    the   order,    however,    and    expressing 
my  feeling,  at  least.     He  thought  that  everything 
would    go   by   pretty   smoothly   here   today,    that 
I  would  not  be  here  to  take  issue  with  him.     But 
I  happen  to  be  here.     I  certainly  trust  that  he 
will  reconsider  the  decision  he  has  evidently  made 
and    will   allow   the   little   children   a   week   from 
Saturday,  on  Dorchester  Day,   to  have  the  $400 
spent  in  each  ward,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
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respective  councilors.  Four  of  the  councilors  who 
are  affected  have  gone  along  with  the  Mayor  on 
the  majority  of  the  measures  he  has  been  interested 
in.  So  he  cannot  claim  that,  because  I  happen 
to  have  opposed  some  of  his  measures,  the  whole 
district  should  be  punished.  The  councilors 
representing  the  district  are  willing  to  give  up 
Saturday,  going  to  their  respective  playgrounds 
and  taking  a  lot  of  abuse,  simply  to  bring  a  little 
happiness  into  the  hearts  of  the  little  ones,  and 
I  hope  the  Mayor  will  take  notice  of  what  I  say 
here  today  and  of  the  feeling  of  the  other  repre- 
sentatives of  the  district.  There  have  been  times 
in  the  last  few  weeks  when  he  has  had  placed 
before  him  what  I  have  said  very  quickly.  The 
words  have  hardly  been  uttered  before  they  were 
taken  down  and  placed  on  his  desk.  So  I  cer- 
tainly hope  that  in  the  next  two  minutes,  when 
the  Mayor  finishes  reading  my  remarks,  he  will 
change  his  decision  and  will  keep  his  campaign 
promises  made  to  the  people  out  there,  when  he 
came  before  them  two  and  one  half  years  ago  and 
said  that  whatever  action  he  took  would  be  in  the 
interest  of  the  people  and  of  the  children  of  the 
district.  I  now  ask  that  he  take  action  which 
will  enable  these  children  to  have  their  little 
amusements,  as  they  have  in  the  past,  to  have 
their  ice  cream,  play  their  games  and  get  their 
little  prizes,  a  week  from  next  Saturday. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  as  a  representa- 
tive of  one  of  the  Dorchester  wards,  I  merely  wish 
to  say  that  I  am  interested  in  this  matter  of  Dor- 
chester Day  celebration,  the  same  as  are  the  other 
representatives  from  that  district.  I  think  it 
might  be  well  for  us  to  ask  the  City  Messenger  to 
go  to  the  Mayor's  office  and  at  least  secure  for  us 
a  report  from  the  Mayor  as  to  why  he  will  not 
allow  the  payment  of  money  for  Dorchester  Day 
this  year.  We  expected  up  to  two  weeks  ago  that 
the  money  would  be  forthcoming,  and  that  the 
precedent  which  was  established  some  years  ago 
would  be  carried  out,  enabling  the  people  of  Dor- 
chester to  celebrate  Dorchester  Day  at  least  to 
some  extent  by  bringing  to  the  minds  of  the 
children  an  idea  of  the  importance  of  the  day.  I 
would  move  you,  sir,  that  one  of  the  messengers 
be  sent  to  the  Mayor's  office  to  secure  a  report  on 
the  order  which  was  passed  by  us  at  the  last 
meeting  with  reference  to  this  matter. 

The  order  offered  by  Coun.  Kelly  was  passed, 
under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 

President  GALLAGHER — Coun.  Burke's  mo- 
tion will  be  taken  up  in  executive  meeting.

of  Boston,  from  all  claims  and  demands  for  dam- 
ages caused  by  or  in  any  way  growing  out  of  the 
said  discontinuance,  approved  by  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Boston  January  28,  1931,  in  so  far  as 
the  property  of  the  said  Canterbury  Development 
Corporation  that  abutted  on  Blue  Hill  avenue 
prior  to  the  said  discontinuance  was  affected 
thereby. 

On  May  9,  1932,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  20,  nays  0. 

The  orders  were  severally  passed  on  one  roll 
call,  yeas  18,  nays  0. 


UNPAID   WATER   BILLS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  exercise  the  liens  on  property  where 
water  bills  have  not  been  paid  instead  of  shutting 
off  the  water. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  this  is  another 
matter  that  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  in 
connection  with  which  I  don't  think  the  best 
interests  of  the  people  of  Boston  are  served.  It  is 
a  fact  that  in  the  last  few  weeks,  and  this  is  true 
of  every  ward  in  the  City  of  Boston,  numerous 
homes  have  had  their  water  shut  off  due  to  non- 
payment of  water  bills.  It  seems  that  there  is  an 
ordinance  of  long  standing,  passed  many  years 
ago,  that  gives  that  power,  and  I  am  not  question- 
ing the  power.  But  there  is  also  a  statute  that 
gives  the  City  of  Boston  the  right  to  have  a  lien 
on  property,  arising  from  the  nonpayment  of  such 
bills,  take  precedence  over  any  other  lien.  So  I 
feel  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  should 
be  requested  to  exercise  the  liens  on  the  property 
of  the  people  not  paying  their  bills,  for  this  reason. 
Otherwise,  you  are  not  affecting  the  property 
owners  but  the  tenant.  You  will  find  that  there 
are  homes  with  three  or  four  children,  where  the 
water  has  been  shut  off.  The  tenants  do  not  own 
the  home;  they  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  pay- 
ment of  the  bills.  They  are  paying  their  rent. 
The  landlord,  no  doubt,  is  not  paying  his  taxes  to 
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the  City  of  Boston,  but  by  taking  the  action  that 
is  being  taken  it  is  not  the  landlord  who  is  suffer- 
ing, but  the  tenant.  Therefore,  in  order  to  com- 
pel the  payment  of  these  just  water  bills,  to  the 
payment  of  which  the  city  is  entitled,  I  think  the 
Council  will  agree  that  the  lien  on  the  property 
should  be  exercised.  The  city's  lien  is  first,  taking 
precedence  of  mortgages  or  other  liens.  So  I  am 
asking  that  this  order  be  passed. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


HOME   RULE   TO    CITIZENS    OF    BOSTON. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  favors  the  granting  of  home  rule  to  the 
citizens  of  Boston  with  reference  to  House  Bill 
1404,  which  is  now  being  considered  by  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governor. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  have 
introduced  this  resolve  in  the  interest  of  home 
rule  for  the  purpose  of  calling  the  attention  of  the 
citizens  of  Boston  once  again  to  the  bill  now  pend- 
ing in  the  executive  office  of  the  Commonwealth 
relative  to  the  widening  of  Haymarket  square  and 
Merrimac  street.  The  reason  why  I  refer  to  home 
rule  for  this  city  is  that  that  was  one  of  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Democratic  platform,  and  it  strikes  a 
responsive  chord  in  the  hearts  of  so  many  of  our 
people.  I  have  in  mind,  with  reference  to  the 
original  tunnel  bill,  when  it  was  presented  to  a 
former  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  a  Repub- 
lican Governor  of  standing,  Frank  G.  Allen,  that 
he  sent  it  back  to  the  Legislature  with  a  sugges- 
tion that  they  append  to  the  act  a  provision  that 
it  be  referred  to  the  Boston  City  Council  for  its 
acceptance;  for,  he  said,  the  taxpayers  of  the  City 
of  Boston  have  their  board  of  directors,  the  twenty- 
two  City  Councilors,  elected  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  passing  upon  expenditures  of  this  character. 
Therefore  he  sent  the  bill  back  to  the  Legislature 
and  they  complied  with  his  request;  and  in  due 
time  the  bill  came  down  here  and  was  considered 
and  passed  by  this  body.  I  say  that  if  former 
Governor  Allen  did  that  for  the  citizens  of  Boston, 
certainly  we  should  expect  the  same  consideration 
from  the  present  Democratic  Governor.  House 
Bill  No.  1404  is  now  in  the  executive  office  for  the 
Governor's  approval  or  disapproval,  and  I  think 
the  citizens  of  Boston  can  reasonably  expect  that 
they  will  now  receive  the  similar  consideration  at 
Governor  Ely's  hands  that  was  extended  to  them 
by  Governor  Allen,  and  that  Boston  will  not  be 
denied  home  rule.  There  is  one  unique  feature 
about  this  entire  measure,  as  it  strikes  me  —  that, 
although  this  appropriation  is  for  $3,000,000,  this 
is  the  first  measure  of  size  in  two  years  that  has 
been  considered  by  anybody  that  was  not  for  the 
relief  of  unemployment.  Only  those  now  well 
employed  will  derive  a  benefit  from  it,  and  they 
did  not  dare  to  use  the  cry  that  it  would  be  spent 
to  relieve  unemployment.  Let  me  say,  with  all 
due  respect  to  the  man  for  whom  I,  as  one  of  ten 
members  of  the  Council,  had  the  honor  to  sign 
when  he  was  a  candidate  for  nomination  for  the 
great  office  of  Governor,  that  there  have  been 
many  citizens  of  our  city  who  have  asked  me  if 
the  Governor  would  give  home  rule  to  Boston, 
and  I  was  forced  to  answer  that  of  course  he 
would;  that,  although  he  lives  in  the  western  part 
of  the  state,  when  he  came  to  the  boundary  lines 
of  the  City  of  Boston  two  years  ago  in  that  mem- 
orable fight,  he  was  60,000  votes  behind,  sir,  when 
he  reached  Neponset  Bridge,  Chelsea  Bridge, 
Cambridge  Bridge,  Mattapan  square,  and  Hyde 
Park.  The  citizens  of  the  rest  of  the  state,  in- 
cluding his  part  of  the  state,  had  defeated  him  by 
00,000  votes.  But  here  in  Boston  the  tide  of 
Democratic  votes  rose  to  meet  that  60,000  defi- 
ciency, and  the  large  vote  he  received  in  this  city 
resulted  for  him  in  a  splendid  victory  that  would 
otherwise  have  been  a  humiliating  defeat.  It  was 
the  loyalty  to  him  of  the  citizens  of  Boston  on  that 
day  that  made  it  possible  for  him  to  sit  several 
hundred  yards  up  the  street  under  the  gilded  dome, 
and  so  I  have  been  forced  to  answer  everyone  in 
my  community  who  has  asked  me  whether  I 
believed  Governor  Ely,  like  Governor  Allen,  would 
give  to  us  home  rule,  that  he  surely  would.  To 
those  who  were  doubtful,  I  have  been  forced  as  an 
elected  official  to  commit  myself  and  to  say  that, 
in  the  event  that  there  should  be  a  slip-up  in  this 
matter  and  the  bill  was  signed  without  giving 
home  rule  to  Boston,  I  will  have  a  committee  of 
ten  taxpayers  go  to   the  Supreme  Court  of   this 


Commonwealth  and  let  the  Supreme  Court  decide 
on  certain  features  of  the  bill.  I  simply  say  this 
to  allay  any  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  doubting 
Thomases,  knowing  that  one  of  the  basic  principles 
of  the  Democratic  party  is  home  rule.  I  believe 
that  tomorrow,  the  last  day,  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  will  do  with  this  bill  what  his  prede- 
cessor, Governor  Frank  G.  Allen,  did,  sending  it 
back  to  the  Legislature  and  saying  to  them  that, 
as  the  citizens  of  Boston  alone  must  meet  any 
deficiency  that  may  arise  in  connection  with  the 
operation  of  the  bill,  their  twenty-two  elected  local 
representatives  from  the  respective  wards  are  to 
be  considered  as  the  people  best  fitted  to  pass 
upon  the  question  of  its  acceptance. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


MICHAEL   J.   PERKINS   POST 
HEADQUARTERS. 

Coun.  LYNCH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That,  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  of  the  City  of  Boston  be,  and  he  hereby 
is,  authorized,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  in  form  satisfactory  to  the 
Law  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  lease 
for  post  headquarters  to  Michael  J.  Perkins  Post 
of  the  American  Legion,  for  the  term  of  five 
years,  at  an  annual  rental  of  one  dollar  a  year, 
the  building  at  Fourth  and  O  streets,  South  Boston, 
formerly  used  as  a  fire  station,  with  the  right  to 
cancel  said  lease  by  giving  thirty  days'  notice  in 
writing  of  its  intention  so  to  do.

APPROPRIATION    FOR    MATERIALS     FOR 
STREET   WORK. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $500,000  be,  and  the 
same    hereby    is,    appropriated,    to    be    expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
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Works,  for  the  purchase  of  materials  to  be  used 
in  resurfacing  streets,  the  work  to  be  done  by 
men  now  receiving  aid  from  the  Public  Welfare 
and  Soldiers'  Relief  Departments,  and  that  to 
meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be 
authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the 
request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  this  is  the  first  time  such  an  order  has  been 
put  before  the  Council,  but  I  have  been  informed 
by  the  Law  Department  that  the  City  Council 
lias  the  right  to  originate  a  loan  order.  Of  course, 
it  is  subject  to  approval  of  the  Mayor.  I  am 
putting  this  order  in  for  the  sole  purpose  of  attempt- 
ing in  some  way  to  alleviate  the  great  distress 
now  existing,  as  far  as  unemployment  is  concerned. 
I  sincerely  believe  that  the  Mayor  should  approve 
this  order,  and  allow  this  sum  of  money  to  be 
appropriated  and  given  to  the  Public  Works 
Department,  so  that  it  can  be  spent  by  them  in 
resurfacing  the  streets  instead  of  giving  work  to 
contractors.  It  is  my  opinion  that  if  this  is 
done  it  will  cut  down  the  amount  of  money  now 
being  paid  for  soldiers'  relief  and  for  public  welfare 
and  will  result  in  a  great  saving  to  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 


CONTINUANCE    OF    BOYLSTON    STATION 
LIBRARY. 

Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  not  to  discontinue  the  branch  library  now 
located  at  Boylston  Station,  Ward  19. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  do  I  understand 
that  there  has  been  a  new  library  built  in  the 
councilor's  district?

He  cannot  get 
one  in  his  ward,  and  so  I  suppose  he  will  vote 
against  this  order.

Report  accepted;  order  passed,  yeas  17,  nays  0. 

2.  Report  on  message  and  order  (referred 
May  23)  with  reference  to  an  appropriation  for 
the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau — recommend- 
ing passage  of  the  accompanying  new  draft,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  a  sum  not  in  excess  of  $5,000  be, 
and  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended  by 
the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Mayor,  in  the  prosecution  of  its 
duties,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  Reserve 
Fund. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  this  is  the  only 
agency  we  have  that  is  in  some  small  way  en- 
deavoring to  alleviate  the  unemployment  situation 
by  seeking  to  furnish  employment  in  different 
channels  to  those  who  need  it.  This  is  the  second 
time  that  a  proposed  appropriation  of  this  sort, 
for  this  department,  has  been  put  before  our 
body,  and  on  each  occasion  some  member  has 
seen  fit  to  move  to  amend  by  cutting  down  the 
amount  asked  for,  in  that  way  reducing  the 
possible  efforts  that  might  be  made  through  this 
department  to  secure  work  for  the  unemployed. 
I  think  we  should  give  the  department  the  money 
asked  for,  so  that  they  may  use  it  for  the  purpose 
intended,  instead  of  cutting  it  down  and  curtailing 
the  work  that  they  might  otherwise  do.  Either 
the  Employment  Bureau  of  the  city  is  a  good 
agency  that  the  city  should  have  and  should  en- 
courage, or  it  is  not.  If  it  is  a  good  agency,  let  us 
provide  the  money  they  ask  for  in  their  endeavors 
to  secure  work  for  people  out  of  employment.  I 
suggested  some  time  ago  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  by  the  Council  to  work  in  cooperation 
with  the  Employment  Bureau  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  a  contact  and  knowing  what  they  are 
doing,  with  a  view  to  assisting  them  in  their  work. 
I  am  now  going  to  ask  that  this  proposed  amend- 
ment be  defeated,  and  that  the  original  proposed 
appropriation  of  $30,000  be  granted. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  we  have  been  told  on  many  occasions 
by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  that  we  must  exercise 
strict  economy,  I  think  it  would  be  quite  the 
wrong  thing  at  this  time  to  give  to  the  Employ- 
ment Bureau  this  $30,000  asked  for.  When  we 
approach  that  department  with  a  view  to  obtain- 
ing employment  for  our  constituents,  we  are  told 
that  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  employment  for 
anybody.  I  certainly  do  not  see  what  possible 
gain  there  is  in  continuing  to  pay  salaries  to  that 
organization  if  they  can  place  nobody  in  positions. 
We  get  that  response  time  and  time  again, — that 
they  are  unable  to  place  anybody.  Then,  why 
give  them  this  ,$30,000?  Why  not  turn  the  money 
over  to  the  Welfare  Department? 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  am  thoroughly 
in  accord  with  the  remarks  of  the  councilor  who 
lias  just  spoken.  I  cannot  see  the  sense  of  the 
City  of  Boston  paying  out  its  money  to  maintain 
the  Employment  Bureau,  under  the  circumstances. 
I  understand  they  report  themselves  that  60  per 
cent  of  the  jobs  they  get  are  in  the  hospital.  I 
understand  that  a  man  who  is  sent  up  there  gets 
a  job  and  perhaps  holds  it  for  two  weeks,  and  then 
is  discharged.  I  also  understand  that  formerly 
the  entire  job  of  placing  men  at  work  in  the  hospital 
was  handled  by  one  person  at  the  hospital.  I  feel 
that  giving  this  money  to  the  Employment  Bureau 
is  a  waste  of  the  city's  money,  and  I  cannot  vote 
to  give  them  a  copper. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  are  we  voting 
for  the  committee's  report? 

President  GALLAGHER— Yes,  for   the   $5,000. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  17,  nays — Coun. 
Cox— 1. 
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3.  Report  on  petition  of  Marie  L.  A.  Murphy 
(referred  February  29)  to  be  paid  an  annuity  on 
account  of  the  death  of  her  husband,  Walter  P, 
Murphy,  late  member  of  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment,— recommending  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
241  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  an  annuity  of  one  thousand 
dollars  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Marie  L.  A.  Mur- 
phy, widow  of  Walter  P.  Murphy,  a  member  of 
the  Police  Department  who  died  on  February  2, 
1931,  from  injuries  received  in  the  performance 
of  his  duty;  said  annuity  to  continue  so  long  as 
said  widow  shall  remain  unmarried;  and  that  a 
further  annuity  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  allowed 
to  Gertrude  I.  Murphy,  daughter  of  said  Walter 
P.  Murphy,  born  July  11,  1924,  and  paid  for  her 
benefit  to  her  legal  representative;  said  annuity 
to  continue  during  such  time  as  she  is  under  the 
age  of  eighteen,  or  over  said  age  and  physically 
or  mentally  incapacitated  from  earning,  the  pay- 
ments to  date  from  May  1,  1932,  and  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  Police  Department, 
Pensions  and  Annuities.

That  chapter  203  of  the  Acts  of  1932, 
entitled  "An  Act  Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston 
to  Borrow  Money  for  Park  Purposes"  be,  and 
hereby  is,  accepted. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
state  for  the  information  of  the  Council  that  that 
is  an  act  which  has  been  passed  by  the  Legislature, 
authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to  borrow  money 
for  park  purposes.  It  in  no  way  entails  any  ex- 
penditure of  money,  the  idea  now  being  merely  to 
accept  the  act.  If  the  Mayor  later  sends  in  a 
loan  order,  that  will  come  before  the  Council  in 
due  course. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  move  reference 
of  the  order  to  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD — Mr.  President,  I  see  no 
reason  why  it  should  be  referred  to  Executive 
Committee.  It  simply  accepts  the  act,  and  if  any 
loan  order  is  to  be  submitted,  it  must  come  in  at  a 
later  meeting. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  sometimes  after 
we  pass  these  things  we  find  later  that  there  was 
something  in  connection  with  them  that  we  knew 
nothing  about.  I  think  we  should  know  what  the 
act  means. 

(The  act  was  read  by  the  clerk.) 


Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the 
order  be  referred  to  executive  meeting. 

The  motion  was  declared  carried. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  doubt 
the  vote  and  ask  for  a  roll  call. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  the 
City  Clerk  to  interpret  for  us  whether  we  will  get 
loan  orders  in  connection  with  this  proposed  loan 
if  the  act  is  accepted  by  us  and  signed  by  the 
Mayor  of  Boston. 

President  GALLAGHER— That  is  correct. 
The  Council  will  get  the  loan  order. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President.  I  don't  know  that 
that  is  the  only  thing  I  am  concerned  in.  It  is  not 
clear  in  my  mind  at  the  present  time  whether  we 
want  the  right,  so  far  as  the  city  is  concerned,  to 
borrow  this  money  for  parks.  I  would  like  an 
opportunity  to  think  the  thing  over. 

The  motion  to  refer  to  the  Executive  Committee 
was  lost,  yeas  8,  nays  9:

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  sincerely  be- 
lieve that  if  a  woman  is  married  to  a  man  who  is 
able  to  support  her,  and  is  now  working  for  the 
City  of  Boston  or  the  County  of  Suffolk,  she  should 
be  willing,  particularly  at  a  time  like  this,  to  give 
up  her  job,  making  place  for  some  unfortunate 
person  who  is  unemployed,  enabling  that  person 
to  secure  something  to  enable  him  to  sustain  life 
for  his  family  and  himself.  Therefore,  I  would 
ask  the  members  of  the  Council  to  pass  the  order 
under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  was  declared  lost. 
Coun.  BURKE  doubted  the  vote. 

The  rule  was  suspended  by  a  rising  vote,  and  the 
order  was  passed. 

LUCY  STONE  SCHOOL  AS  POST 
HEADQUARTERS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  in  the 
name  and  in  behalf  of  the  city,  to  lease  to  Post 
498,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  for  a  post  head- 
quarters, at  a  nominal  rental,  the  Lucy  Stone 
School,  Dorchester.

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INFORMATION   FROM   POLICE 
COMMISSIONER. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  advise 
the  Boston  City  Council  the  reason  for  his  accept- 
ance of  the  police  boat  "Stephen  J.  O'Meara." 
•  Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  this  boat,  the 
"Stephen  J.  O'Meara,"  has  been  recently  trans- 
ferred from  the  Police  Department  to  the  Institu- 
tions Department.  I  would  now  like  to  get  from 
the  Police  Commissioner  some  information  in 
regard  to  the  matter.  The  Police  Commissioner 
has  been  very  fair  about  this  and  has  turned  over 
all  his  correspondence  in  the  matter.  He  was  very 
helpful  to  the  Finance  Commission.  So  I  would 
like  to  ask  him  at  this  time  why  he  accepted  the 
boat.  On  November  12.  1930,  Commissioner 
Hultman  wrote  Corporation  Counsel  Silverman, 
as  follows: 

"The  Lawley  Company  and  the  architects  failed 
to  cooperate  with  the  Police  Department  in  pro- 
ceeding with  the  proper  construction  of  the  boat, 
and  I  felt  that  the  reasons  offered  by  the  Lawley 
Company  for  an  extension  of  the  contract  were  not 
sufficient,  and  therefore  made  the  request  that 
liquidated  damages,  S100  per  day,  be  collected. 
In  view  of  the  Mayor's  decision  that  liquidated 
damages  shall  not  be  required,  I  am  referring  this 
matter  to  you  in  accordance  with  instructions 
given  to  me  by  the  Mayor." 

There  is  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston 
officially  informing  the  Corporation  Counsel 
that  the  people  who  built  this  boat  did  not  coop- 
erate with  him.  If  you  want  to  see  any  example 
of  apolitical  boat  get  on  the  "Stephen  J.  O'Meara." 
Two  of  the  foremost  naval  architects  in  America, 
Professors  Owen  and  Minot  of  Technology,  called 
this  boat,  after  a  thorough  inspection,  "a  most 
inferior  plant,"  and  listed  over  three  pages  of 
major  defects  in  the  so-called  "new  boat."  In 
the  first  place,  the  hull  is  of  wood,  while  it  is  gen- 
erally recognized  that  steel  or  iron  are  very  much 
more  serviceable  than  wood  in  a  hull.  We  have 
here  over  forty  major  criticisms  by  two  of  the  fore- 
most experts  of  America  on  this  subject,  giving 
the  details  of  what  they  say  is  wrong  with  the 
boat.  Therefore,  I  respectfully  request  the 
passage  of  this  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


BOND    ON    POLICE    BOAT    "STEPHEN    J.

Ordered,    That    the    Corporation    Counsel    be 
requested,    through    his    Honor    the    Mayor,    to 
advise  the  Boston  City  Council  what  steps  he  has 
taken,  if  any,  to  collect  on  the  bond  filed  for  the 
police  boat  "Stephen  J.  O'Meara."

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
supply  the  Boston  City  Council  with  Chief  Engi- 
neer Guy  Emerson's  report  relating  to  the  con- 
struction of  streets  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
fiscal  year  1931. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  as  things  are 
going  the  streets  in  our  suburban  districts  will 
never  be  fixed  in  our  lifetime.  With  too  much 
spent  on  one  street,  putting  in  6  inches  of  concrete 
so  as  to  give  the  concrete  mixing  company  a 
good  contract,  there  will  not  be  sufficient  money  to 
go  anything  like  around  on  the  other  streets. 
Mr.  Guy  C.  Emerson,  the  engineer,  has  presented, 
I  understand,  some  reports  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mission in  regard  to  streets  constructed  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  I  would  like  to  get  Mr.  Emer- 
son's report  to  the  Finance  Commission  relating 
to  the  construction  of  streets  in  the  City  of  Boston 
for  the  fiscal  year  1931.  I  think  that  he  has 
something  interesting  to  say  in  the  matter.

take  some  tubs  of  ice  cream  and  get  33  cents  for 
every  tub  they  sold.  I  think  is  is  manifestly  un- 
fair to  have  a  thing  like  that  put  up  to  disabled 
veterans,  and  I  believe  that  there  should  be  an 
investigation  of  the  business  concerns  whom  we 
are  told  are  seeking  to  place  veterans  at  work. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


FERRY   REPAIR   CONTRACTS.

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
make  a  study  of  the  ferry  repair  contracts,  and 
to  report,  with  recommendations,  to  the  City 
Council. 

Coun.  NORTON— Under  date  of  May  16,  1932, 
as  set  forth  in  the  "Port  News,"  there  is  a  long 
article  which  purports  to  show  that  bidding  for 
ferryboat  contract  repairing  is  unfair,  and  setting 
forth  certain  details  in  support  of  this  claim,  also 
suggesting  that  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
study  the  system  of  ferry  contract  repairing,  so 
that  a  revised  system  may  be  devised  which  will 
be  fairer.

requested  to  report  its  findings  to  the  City  Council 
as  soon  as  is  practicable. 

Coun-  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  think  if  we 
were  able  to  disclose  to  the  public  what  has  been 
going  on  in  the  matter  of  options,  and  so  forth, 
on  property  taken  by  the  city  in  connection  with 
these  proposed  widenings,  it  would  be  very  reveal- 
ing; and  I  also  feel  that  it  would  be  interesting  to 
ascertain  the  truth  officially  in  regard  to  some  of 
the  things  that  are  being  said.  We  are  told,  for 
instance,  that  the  State  Street  Trust  inquired  as 
to  whether  certain  property  was  proposed  to  be 
taken,  and  was  told  by  a  city  official  that  it  was 
not  going  to  be  taken  by  the  city;  and  the  next 
day,  after  it  is  supposed  that  the  city  is  not  going 
to  take  it,  Abe  Litt  comes  in  and  secures  an  option 
on  it,  and  it  is  then  found  that  the  city  is  going  to 
take  it,  after  the  State  Street  Trust  Company  is 
pushed  out.  As  I  had  occasion  to  tell  Governor 
Ely,  this  sort  of  thing  has  become  shocking,  a  dis- 
grace, in  this  city.  The  city  stands  to  lose  enor- 
mous amounts  by  this  sort  of  thing.  I  understand 
that  $300,000  was  made  on  one  deal  alone,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Swift  Company  building  and 
Patten  Restaurant  building.

VETO   OF   ANNUITY   TO   WIDOW   OF 
CHARLES   F.    DOLAX. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith  without  my  ap- 
proval order  adopted  by  your  honorable  body 
under  date  of  May  23  providing  an  annuity  to  the 
widow  of  Charles  F.  Dolan,  a  former  member  of 
the  Boston  Fire  Department,  who  died  on  August 
27.  1931. 

The  report  submitted  by  Dr.  William  H.  Watters. 
Medical  Examiner  for  the  County  of  Suffolk,  and 
the  report  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  state  that 
the  death  of  Charles  F.  Dolan  was  not  the  result 
of  injuries  received  in  the  course  of  duties  but  due 
to  a  disease  of  the  heart,  and  under  the  circum- 
stances there  is  no  course  open  for  me  but  to  veto 
the  order  as  adopted  by  your  honorable  body.

Dear  Sir, — The  City  Council  in  meeting,  March 
28,  1932,  passed  the  following  order: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
open  up  all  school  yards  after  school  hours,  and 
on  Saturdays  and  holidays,  for  the  purpose  of 
allowing  local  children  to  play  therein.  This 
order  shall  not  be  construed  as  requiring  addi- 
tional supervisors  for  the  children,  but  is  for 
the  purpose  of  allowing  them  to  play  in  the  school 
yards  rather  than  on  the  streets,  with  a  view  to 
decreasing  the  number  of  small  children  who  are 
hurt  because  the  street  is  the  only  outdoor  spot 
in  which  they  can  play." 

At  the  time  the  Council's  order  was  received, 
the  School  Committee  had  not  reached  any 
decision  regarding  the  opening  of  playgrounds 
for  the  current  term.  It  has  now  been  decided 
that  the  need  of  playgrounds  this  year  is  perhaps 
greater  than  ever  and  consequently  all  of  the 
playgrounds  are  to  be  maintained.  They  are 
now  operating  on  the  basis  of  last  year's  schedule, 
and  that  being  so,  it  seems  to  the  School  Committee 
that  it  will  not  be  necessary  this  year  to  open  up 
school  yards  generally  for  unsupervised  play. 

The  School  Committee  has  several  times  during 
recent  years  considered  the  advisability  of  opening 
school  yards  for  unsupervised  play,  but  each  time 
has  been  convinced  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  do 
so.  The  greatest  objection  is  the  danger  to  the 
little  children  who  without  question  would  have 
to  give  way  to  the  older  boys  and  girls.  Particu- 
larly in  the  late  afternoons  and  evenings,  the  yards 
undoubtedly  would  be  used  by  the  older  boys,  to 
the  exclusion  of  the  little  children. 
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Furthermore,  the  committee  is  constantly  in  re- 
ceipt of  protests  from  property  owners  and  occu- 
pants of  houses  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  regu- 
larly established  playgrounds.  These  people  com- 
plain of  the  noise  and  the  frequent  trespassing  on 
their  property  of  the  children  drawn  to  the  play- 
grounds. Undoubtedly  the  complaints  would,  be 
greatly  increased  if  the  yards  were  opened  with  no 
persons  in  charge. 

In  one  congested  section  of  the  city  a  school  yard 
has  been  open  to  afford  play  space  for  the  children 
and  at  the  same  time  provide  a  passageway  to 
neighboring  streets.  It  is  quite  possible  that  it 
may  be  necessary  to  close  this  yard  because  of  the 
protests  of  property  owners  that  their  property  is 
being  damaged  and  that  they  are  being  subjected 
to  heavy  losses  because  they  are  unable  to  keep 
tenants;  all  of  which  is  blamed  on  the  school  yard. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  it  seems  to  the  School 
Committee  that  it  is  inadvisable  at  this  time  to 
comply  with  the  suggestion  contained  in  the  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  March  28,  1932.

000.  the  payment  of  which  cannot  be  de- 
ferred and  must  be  made,  and  at  the  present  time, 
even  though  we  have  utilized  the  shut-off  exten- 
sively, we  are  considerably  behind  last  year  in 
collections  so  far  and  should  there  be  a  deficit  in 
the  water  income,  the  balance  must  be  obtained 
from  the  tax  levy, —  so  that  regardless  of  any  lien 
orders,  if  the  shut-off  were  omitted  the  taxpayers 
who  pay  their  water  bills  would  be  obliged,  through 
additional  real  estate  taxation,  to  make  up  in  any 
one  year  for  those  who  do  not  pay  their  water  bills. 

The  lien  order,  more  particularly,  guarantees 
eventually  the  payment  of  water  bills  which  we 
formerly  lost  through  transfers  of  ownership  and 
other  devious  methods.

REPORT     OF    SPECIAL    COMMITTEE    ON 
CONTRACTORS. 

Coun.  DOWD.  for  the  Special  Committee  on 
Contractors,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  of  the  Special  Committee  of  the  City 
Council.  appointed  on  order  of  John  F.  Dowd  to 
conduct  hearings  on  contractors  as  individuals 
and  corporations  having  contracts  with  the  City 
of  Boston,  said  committee  appointed  by  the 
President  on  February  29,  1932.  Said  committee 
consisting  of  John  F.  Dowd,  Chairman;  Francis 
Kelly,  Leo  Powers,  David  Brackman  and  Clement 
Norton. 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Council, — 
In  compliance  with  your  order  of  February  29, 
your  committee  called  their  first  meeting  for 
March  2  in  Room  49  in  City  Hall.  Your  com- 
mittee invited  the  following  contractors  to  appear: 

Mr.  Moore,  contractor  for  the  removal  of  ashes 
and  garbage  in  the  West  Roxbury  section. 

Mr.  McHugh  of  East  Boston. 

Mr.  John  Coleman,  of  Coleman  Brothers, 
whose  concern  held-  the  contract  for  a  section  of 
Roxbury  and  practically  all  of  Dorchester. 


The  purpose  of  the  committee  was  to  determine 
the  following  facts: 

1.  Whether  or  not  these  contractors  were  pay- 
ing the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  which,  to  the  best 
of  our  understanding,  should  be  62J  cents  per 
hour. 

2.  Whether  citizens  of  Boston  were  being 
employed. 

3.  Whether  the  specifications  outlined  in  the 
contract  as  to  the  times  of  removal  of  ashes  and 
garbage  were  being  carried  out. 

4.  Whether  the  employees  were  being  worked 
more  hours  than  specified  in  contract. 

5.  Whether  or  not  the  receptacles  were  being 
handled  in  the  proper  manner  and  being  replaced 
as  contract  specified. 

Our  first  meeting  was  attended  by  over  three 
hundred  people  from  all  sections  of  Boston. 

The  first  witnesses  to  be  called  were  Mr.  Moore 
of  West  Roxbury  and  Mr.  McHugh  of  East 
Boston.  The  Chair  called  upon  any  individual 
having  any  complaints  against  these  contractors 
to  so  state. 

The  Chair  inquired  of  said  witnesses  whether 
or  not  they  were  abiding  strictly  by  their  con- 
tracts and  they  answered  in  the  affirmative. 

No  objection  was  raised  against  Mr.  Moore, 
and  the  only  point  raised  against  Mr.  McHugh 
was  that  in  some  cases  he  faued  to  replace  recep- 
tacles where  they  were  taken  from.  Mr.  McHugh 
assured  the  committee  that  if  such  conditions  were 
prevailing  he  would  correct  them. 

(Both  of  these  contractors  were  very  anxious 
to  help  your  committee  and  both  agreed  that  they 
would  furnish  your  committee  with  their  weekly 
pay  rolls  showing  the  addresses  of  their  employees 
and  the  amount  of  wages  paid  them.  The  com- 
mittee then  excused  them,  and  we  are  absolutely 
confident  that  both  these  contractors  are  unques- 
tionably carrying  out  all  specifications  in  their 
contracts.) 

The  next  gentleman  to  be  heard  was  Mr.  John 
Coleman,  of  Coleman  Brothers,  whose  contract 
calls  specifically  for  the  collection  of  ashes  (once 
a  week  and  of  garbage  twice  a  week).  For  some 
two  hours  your  committee  heard  complaints  of 
neglect  of  all  descriptions  from  residents  of  Dor- 
chester,—  so  many  citizens  were  present  to  pro- 
test that  your  committee  was  forced  to  adjourn 
this  meeting  until  March  9  at  the  Council  Chamber. 
Before  adjourning  we  had  on  record  the  sincere 
promise  of  Mr.  Coleman  that  he  would  attend 
this  meeting  and  present  to  your  committee  his 
books  and  pay  rolls  showing  his  list  of  employees, 
addresses  and  salaries  received. 

The  committee  held  its  second  hearing  on 
March  9  solely  to  investigate  the  Coleman  eon- 
tract.  The  largest  crowd  ever  to  attend  a  public 
hearing  in  the  Council  Chamber  was  present. 
Owing  to  a  ruling  by  the  Building  Commissioner 
because  of  the  condition  of  the  chamber  it  was 
impossible  to  accommodate  all  those  who  desired 
to  attend.  The  Chair  estimates  that  over  five 
hundred  citizens  of  Boston  were  present  to  protest 
at  this  public  hearing.  Councilor  Kelly  of  Dor- 
chester called  upon  the  various  persons  who 
desired  to  protest.  It  would  be  absolutely  of  no 
avail  to  include  in  this  brief  report  all  that  tran- 
spired, inasmuch  as  your  committee  have  attached 
to  this  report  a  stenographic  transcript  of  the 
entire  proceedings. 

As  chairman  of  your  committee,  it  is  simply 
my  duty  to  write  this  report  with  my  observations 
and  recommendations,  to  become  either  a  majority 
or  minority  report. 

May  I  therefore  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  the  following  facts  and 
evidence  which  are  contained  in  Volumes  1  and  2 
of  the  official  transcript: 

1.  Our  duty  is  simply  to  recommend,  as  we 
have  no  jurisdiction  over  the  executive  branch  of 
our  government. 

2.  This  contract  specifically  outlines  the  fol- 
lowing specifications  be  carried  out  in  the  contract: 

A.  Collections  of  ashes  at  least  once  a  week. 

B.  Collections  of  garbage  twice  a  week  during 
the  year. 

C.  Containers  must  be  placed  back  where  they 
were  taken  from. 

D.  Only  citizens  must  be  employed. 

E.  Prevailing  rate  of  wages  must  be  paid. 

3.  The  evidence  as  submitted  by  Dorchester 
citizens  shows  conclusively  that  every  clause  with 
the  exception  of  Clause  A  under  Section  Two  (2) 
has  absolutely  and  unquestionably  been  ignored. 

4.  The  testimony  of  Mr.  Post.  Division  Engi- 
neer, who  admits  that  the  collections  of  garbage 
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as  called  for  by  the  contract  are  twice  a  week,  and 
further  states  that  his  interpretation  would  be 
that  this  is  only  a  custom  and  is  not  being  enforced. 

5.  The  failure  of  Mr.  Coleman  to  appear  at 
this  hearing  with  his  pay  rolls  for  submission  to 
the  committee,  thereby,  I  contend,  insulting  the 
intelligence  of  the  members  of  this  government 
who  are  elected  by  the  people  and  who  supply 
the  money  for  this  contract — showing  conclusively 
that  even  to  his  own  mind  they  have  been  violating 
this  contract. 

6.  The  evidence  conclusively  introduced  shows 
that  this  concern  was  not  paying  the  prevailing 
rate  of  wages. 

7.  Despite  the  fact  that  thousands  of  our 
citizens  are  unable  to  find  work,  it  has  been 
openly  admitted  by  our  own  officials  that  aliens 
have  been  and  are  now  employed,  also  nonresidents 
of  Boston. 

8.  Concrete  evidence  that  in  only  a  few  sections 
of  Dorchester  have  containers  ever  been  placed 
back  and  in  several  cases  they  have  been  smashed 
and  never  replaced. 

9.  This  contractor  is  being  paid  by  the  city 
for  specifications  which  he  bid  on;  by  his  not  living 
up  to  this  contract  our  citizens  are  being  absolutely 
defrauded,  and  it  is  one  of  the  many  reasons  why 
our  taxes  are  so  high. 

10.  In  view  of  the  evidence  so  conclusively 
presented,  the  members  of  your  committee  signing 
herewith  make  their  final  conclusions  and  recom- 
mendations and  request  this  honorable  body  to 
accept  the  same  and  to  forward  them  to  our  Chief 
Executive  for  his  immediate  action: 

1.  That  because  of  the  manner  in  which  this 
contract  with  Coleman  Brothers  has  been  deliber- 
ately violated,  that  said  contract  be  abrogated  at 
once. 

2.  That  immediate  plans  be  made  to  place  this 
section  under  control  of  city  forces. 

3.  That  immediate  relief  be  given  the  people 
of  Dorchester  in  so  far  as  this  contract  is  concerned. 

4.  We  respectfully  request  his  Honor  to  act  at 
once.

BUILDING  OF   FRANKLIN   HILL  AVENUE. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  in- 
vestigate and  submit  to  the  Boston  City  Council  a 
report  on  the  building  of  Franklin  Hill  avenue. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  Franklin  Hill 
avenue  is  in  Ward  14,  is  constructed  at  a  cost  of 
over  $22,000,  and  there  is  not  a  house  or  building 
on  the  street.  I  pass  this  picture  around  to  those 
who  would  like  to  see  it  [doing  so).     I  understand 


that  it  was  done  in  order  to  help  a  real  estate 
company  out  there.  It  runs  from  the  site  of  the 
Jewish  Children's  Home  on  Canterbury  street 
around  through  to  Harvard  street.  We  have 
over  three  hundred  thirty-three  mudholes  in 
Ward  18  upon  which  the  taxpayers  have  paid 
taxes  for  years,  and  never  have  been  able  to  get 
a  sidewalk  or  street.  But  here  is  a  real  estate 
development  where  the  city  goes  to  work,  with- 
out there  being  a  building  on  it,  and  builds  beauti- 
ful sidewalks  and  a  beautiful  street.  There  is 
no  gas  and  there  are  no  electric  lights  there,  and 
when  the  time  comes  for  putting  them  in  the 
street  will  have  to  be  dug  up  again.  I  think  it 
is  wrong  to  build  these  streets  in  order  to  help 
out  individuals.  There  certainly  can  be  no  argu- 
ment that  it  is  necessary  for  purposes  of  traffic, 
because  the  traffic  there  is  very  small  at  best. 
It  is  back  of  Calvary  Cemetery,  and  there  is  not 
a  house  or  building  on  the  street.  Other  real 
estate  operators  have  had  to  pay  under  similar 
circumstances  for  the  building  of  the  street, — 
and  I  will  add  that  I  understand  that  the  gentle- 
man who  is  responsible  for  this  being  put  through 
was  a  contributor  of  $1,000  to  the  Mayor's  cam- 
paign fund.  I  don't  say  that  that  has  anything 
to  do  with  this  street. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  suppose  be- 
cause some  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
have  learned  to  attend  to  their  own  business  and 
the  business  of  the  district  which  they  are  privileged 
to  represent  in  this  body,  they  have  been  able  to 
fare  pretty  well  in  the  matter  of  improvements 
in  their  district;  and  I  had  rather  be  remembered 
as  one  of  those  who  looked  after  the  constituency 
in  his  own  district  and  was  able  to  obtain  improve- 
ments for  the  district,  than  one  who  went  around 
over  the  city  promiscuously.  I  have  always 
prided  myself  during  my  membership  in  the  body 
with  being  able  to  get  street  improvements  and 
street  construction.  This  street  being  in  my  dis- 
trict, I  might  remind  the  councilor  from  Ward  18 
(Coun.  Norton)  that  Calvary  Cemetery  is  a  mile  or 
two  away,  nowhere  near  the  street,  and  has  no 
connection  with  the  street  whatsoever.  This 
street  was  constructed,  I  think,  a  year  or  two  ago. 
At  that  time  the  particular  individual  or  group  of 
individuals  referred  to  by  the  councilor  from  Ward 
18  were  in  process  of  carrying  out  a  $2,000,000 
development  of  one,  two  and  three  family  houses, 
and  they  have  spent  thousands  of  dollars  in  the 
purchase  of  this  land.  At  the  time  of  the  con- 
templated development  it  became  necessary  for 
the  City  of  Boston  to  put  through  certain  drains 
and  sewers,  and  this  particular  corporation  con- 
tributed to  the  City  of  Boston  free  of  cost  the  land 
necessary  for  putting  through  those  sewers. 
Franklin  Hill  avenue,  with  the  construction  of 
Canterbury  street  to  three  times  its  present  width, 
now  in  process  of  construction,  makes  a  direct 
thoroughfare,  I  will  say  for  the  information  of  the 
councilor  from  Ward  18,  between  the  two  largest 
parks  in  Boston.  I  refer  to  Franklin  Park  and 
Franklin  Field.  The  Jewish  Children's  Home  is 
several  hundred  feet  away  from  this  street  and 
has  absolutely  no  connection  with  it.  I  make  that 
statement  lest  there  be  an  impression  that  the 
street  was  put  through  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Jewish  Children's  Home;  although  I  have  no 
hesitancy  in  saying  that  if  it  had  been  necessary 
for  the  convenience  of  the  Jewish  Children's 
Home  to  have  this  street  put  through,  I  would  be 
the  first  one  to  ask  for  its  construction.  Within 
the  last  few  weeks  part  of  the  very  land  which 
this  street  adjoins  has  been  taken  for  a  widening 
of  Harvard  street  at  the  corner  of  Blue  Hill  ave- 
nue. Of  course,  I  do  not  criticize  any  member 
of  this  body  who  has  hundreds  of  streets  in  his 
district  and  has  been  unable  to  get  them  fixed  up. 
But  I  do  say  this,  that  simply  because  a  street  is 
constructed  or  certain  improvements  are  made 
in  a  certain  section  is  no  reason  for  criticism  of 
that  fact  by  a  councilor  from  an  adjoining  ward, 
unless  it  is  going  to  help  him,  or  unless  he  feels 
that  something  is  wrong  with  the  construction. 
I  appeared  at  the  hearing  before  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners  in  this  matter,  as  I  do  on 
petitions  for  every  street  in  my  ward — and  I 
confine  myself  to  my  ward  only.  The  idea  of  the 
construction  of  that  street  two  years  ago  was 
because,  as  I  have  said,  it  would  make  a  direct 
thoroughfare  from  Franklin  Park  to  Franklin 
Field.  Canterbury  street  as  constructed  will  help 
to  relieve  a  lot  of  the  traffic  on  Blue  Hill  avenue, 
enabling  vehicles  from  the  direction  of  Providence 
and  Forest  Hills  to  go  down  Canterbury  street 
into  Franklin   Hill   avenue,    into   Harvard   streets

across  Talbot  avenue  and  to  the  South  Shore. 
From  that  point  of  view  it  is  a  very  important 
piece  of  street  construction,  and  the  result  of  such 
construction  is  always  to  encourage  the  develop- 
ment of  real  estate  and  building  of  homes  along 
the  line.  For  that  reason  I  felt  that  the  construc- 
tion was  proper.  I  wonder  if  the  councilor  has 
visited  that  particular  location.  I  cannot  believe 
he  has,  because  if  he  had,  he  would  have  seen 
some  things  that  he  apparently  has  not  noticed. 
If  he  has  not  visited  it,  I  would  call  his  attention 
to  the  fact  that  there  have  been  two  or  three  streets 
constructed  along  there  by  the  owners  of  this  land 
without  one  cent's  worth  of  cost  to  the  City 
of  Boston.  As  a  representative  of  that  district, 
I  believe  that  when  the  street  was  laid  out  it  was 
with  a  proper  purpose  in  view,  not  for  any  individ- 
ual's particular  benefit  but  for  the  benefit  of 
the  community  and  the  district  in  which  it  is 
located,  as  well  as  the  other  sections  of  Boston 
which  it  will  serve. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  am  inclined  to 
agree  with  my  colleague  from  Ward  18  (Coun. 
Norton).  I  think  it  is  a  crime  to  build  a  street 
through  a  swamp,  prairie  land,  when  there  are 
already  hundreds  of  streets  in  deplorable  condition 
which  should  be  fixed  up.  I  think  the  develop- 
ment itself  should  build  the  street,  and  let  the 
City  of  Boston  take  care  of  the  unaccepted  streets 
where  we  have  a  lot  of  homes. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  was  in 
error  when  I  mentioned  Calvary  Cemetery. 
What  I  had  in  mind  was  the  golf  course.  I  might 
say  that  this  street  cost  $24,478.58,  and  it  was 
completed  October  23,  1931.  There  was  no 
necessity  for  the  street,  except  that  it  was  desired 
by  William  Jakon,  who  contributed  $1,000  to  the 
Mayor's  campaign  and  who,  I  understand,  is  the 
moving  spirit  in  the  Canterbury  Development 
Company.  It  is  a  crime  to  spend  the  city's 
money  in  that  way,  putting  in  a  street  of  this  sort 
without  any  gas  or  electric  mains,  to  put  in  which 
the  street  will  later  have  to  be  dug  up.  It  starts 
nowhere  and  ends  nowhere.  If  it  were  a  fact 
that  the  Jewish  children  would  ever  find  a  use  for 
this  street,  I  would  not  object  to  any  proper  action 
being  taken  that  would  be  a  convenience  to  them. 
But  the  only  reason  why  I  mention  the  Jewish 
Children's  Home  was  because  of  its  being  in  close 
proximity  to  the  street,  indicating  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  might  I  say  just 
a  word?  I  do  not  want  to  differ  with  any  member 
of  the  body,  but  when  the  councilor  says  that  it 
starts  nowhere  and  ends  nowhere,  if  a  schoolhouse 
that  takes  in  1,400  or  1,500  children  means  noth- 
ing, I  might  agree  with  the  councilor  from  Ward  18. 
Also,  there  are  a  number  of  people  on  the  street 
and  there  are  apartment  and  other  houses.  I 
might  say  that  directly  across  the  street  is  this 
primary  school  to  which  most  of  the  pupils  in  the 
Jewish  Children's  Home  go.  The  street  was  not 
built  for  their  convenience,  but  it  does  serve  the 
purpose  of  preventing  children  from  crossing  Blue 
Hill  avenue,  the  most  dreadful  automobile  thor- 
oughfare that  I  know  of  in  Boston;  and  if  it  has 
accomplished  that  purpose,  I  believe  it  has  paid 
for  itself.  But  I  might  also  remind  the  councilor, 
with  all  due  respect  to  him,  that  Canterbury  street 
is  entirely  built  up  from  Blue  Hill  avenue  at  least 
to  this  street,  and  then  there  is  the  Jewish  Chil- 
dren's Home  and  other  private  homes  in  between, 
from  this  street  to  Harvard  street. 

Coun.  NORTON — There  are  not  over  ten  homes 
along  that  part  of  Canterbury  street  between 
Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Neponset  avenue. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want  to 
keep  this  debate  going,  but  I  would  like  to  know 
where  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  is  getting  his 
information.  He  is  telling  these  things  to  me, 
who  have  represented  that  district  for  seven  years, 
and  have  lived  in  it  for  twelve  years.  I  would 
remind  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  that  there  are 
a  number  of  houses  along  there,  that  there  is  one 
apartment  house,  I  believe  66-74,  that  has  about 
thirty-five  families,  and  going  along  there  at 
Canterbury  street,  on  only  one  side,  I  think  there 
are  over  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  families. 
I  think  I  am  underestimating  at  this  moment,  in 
giving  this  guess. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  the  records 
of  the  Street  Laying-Out  Division  or  the  Assessing 
Division  will  answer  the  question,  and  if  the  coun- 
cilor is  right  I  shall  be  glad  to  make  a  note  of  it 
at  the  next  meeting. 

Coun.  RUBY — Or  after  the  recess? 

Coun.  NORTON— Or  after  the  recess. 


Coun.  RUBY — That  is  better.  Perhaps  he  got 
his  information  from  the  councilor  sitting  next  to 
him  (Coun.  Murray). 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  have  here 
this  picture.  The  councilor  seems  to  feel  that  I 
may  be  repeating  information  stated  to  me  by  the 
good  colleague  on  my  right  (Coun.  Murray).  I 
may  say  that  I  would  be  glad  to  emulate  at  times 
the  mental  celerity  and  the  keen  flashes  of  men- 
tality displayed  by  that  councilor;  but  I  might 
add  at  this  time  that  what  he  said  to  me  was  not 
repeated  by  me  in  my  argument  on  the  floor.  I 
reserve  to  myself  the  right  to  decide  whether  I 
shall  be  the  mouthpiece  for  what  Peter  wants  to 
say  or  not.  The  councilor  from  Ward  14  (Coun. 
Ruby)  also  suggests  that  I  mind  my  own  business, 
that  I  stay  in  my  own  ward.  Well,  we  had  a  golf 
course  established  in  our  ward  and  about  every 
member  on  the  floor  discussed  it  and  was  interested 
in  it;  and  when  matters  have  come  up  concerning 
Councilor  Barker's  ward,  East  Boston,  there  has 
also  been  general  interest  and  discussion.  I  hope 
the  time  will  never  come  when  we  shall  not  dis- 
cuss situations  that  properiy  interest  the  whole 
citizenship  of  Boston,  when  they  arise  in  this  Coun- 
cil. We  always  have  had  that  right,  because, 
after  all,  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole  provides 
money  for  these  things.  So  I  don't  think  the  col- 
league was  right  in  taking  exception  to  my  calling 
attention  to  this  situation  in  Ward  14. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  NORTON  said: 
Mr.  President,  earlier  in  the  meeting  I  made  a 
statement  here  in  regard  to  the  number  of  houses 
on  Canterbury  street.  I  have  been  assisted  in 
obtaining  the  correct  information  from  the  col- 
league in  Ward  14  (Coun.  Ruby)  and  also  from 
Miss  Herlihy's  commission  downstairs.  I  under- 
stand that  there  are  about  thirty  apartment 
houses  and  other  residences,  from  the  records 
downstairs,  from  Blue  Hill  avenue  to  Neponset 
avenue.  I  said  that  there  were  ten.  I  was  114 
error.  Judging  from  what  I  have  found  from  the 
records,  there  are  two  hundred  or  more  voters 
along  there  and,  therefore,  I  was  wrong  in  my 
statement  that  there  were  only  ten  houses. 


EXTENSION   OF  ADAMS   STREET. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
investigate  the  extension  of  Adams  street,  from 
Dudley  street  to  Forest  street,  in  Roxbury,  and  to 
submit  a  report  in  said  matter  to  the  Boston  City 
Council. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  trust  that 
nobody  will  feel  that  there  is  anything  personal 
in  this.  Certainly  it  is  not  on  my  part.  This  is 
just  a  situation  that  has  developed  in  this  other 
ward,  where  there  seems  to  be  favoritism  again. 
This  is  an  awful  time  to  favor  anybody,  when  we 
don't  know  where  the  money  is  coming  from  next 
winter  to  feed  the  people,  and  God  knows  what 
will  happen  in  1934  and  1935.  You  know  I  have 
been  talking  for  years  of  the  situation  now  con- 
fronting us.  I  hope  to  God  I  may  be  wrong,  but 
a  world-wide  study  of  what  is  happening  scares  me, 
and  there  is  no  sense  in  trying  to  dodge  the  fact 
or  to  lull  ourselves  into  a  sense  of  security.  We 
should  certainly  stop  these  wasteful  expenditures 
of  the  city's  money.  Here  is  a  street  in  Roxbury 
that  commences  at  Dudley  street  and  goes  to 
Forest  street.  $26,550  is  now  going  to  be  spent 
on  it,  taking  in  sime  old  dilapidated  property 
belonging  to  a  favored  state  senator,  taking  his 
house,  and  some  land  over  a  side  street  that  is  now 
unavailable  for  anything  and  that  is  no  good, 
taking  his  back  yard  and  putting  him  on  the  street 
and  paying  him  well  for  the  old  building.  I  don't 
think  these  things  should  be  done  for  interested 
individuals.  I  understand  that  this  is  not  neces- 
sary. Here  we  have  these  two  things  that  I  have 
brought  up  today — the  $26,550  here  in  connection 
with  this  extension  of  Adams  street,  and  the  other 
expenditure  that  I  have  already  referred  to,  of 
$24,478.58,  to  put  through  in  fine  fashion  a  street 
that  is  unnecessary,  with  the  accompanying 
expenditure  for  sidewalks. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton)  has  now  come  into 
Ward  8.  Of  course,  I  am  sure  that  he  is  showing 
no  personal  animosity  in  coming  into  Ward  8, 
but  I  cannot  see  any  reason  why  he  should  object 
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to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  spending  a  few  thousand 
dollars  in  his  own  ward,  within  a  stone's  throw  of 
the  Tammany  Club.  I  might  say,  however,  for 
the  information  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  18 
that  at  the  time  of  the  hearing  I  sent  out  over  five 
hundred  letters  to  every  individual  on  Adams, 
Dudley  and  Forest  streets,  who  might  be  interested, 
and  on  the  day  of  the  hearing  Councilor  Dowd  was 
the  only  one  who  appeared  against  the  particular 
project.  I  understand  as  well  as  you  do,  Mr. 
Councilor,  that  we  have  no  right  whatsoever  to 
interfere  on  the  executive  end  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. We  all  know  that  all  we  can  do  is  protest. 
So,  I  repeat  for  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  that  I 
sent  out  five  hundred  invitations  to  the  people  of 
the  district  to  come  and  protest  against  this,  and 
not  one  showed  up.  I  was  the  solitary  individual 
who  appeared  at  that  hearing. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
congratulate  the  councilor  from  Ward  8  (Coun. 
Dowd)  on  trying  to  save  the  city's  money,  and  not 
spend  it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


NUMBER  OF  LIFE  GUARDS  AT  BEACHES. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  not  to 
reduce  this  year  the  number  of  life  guards  at  the 
beaches  maintained  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President.  I  understand  that 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  going  to  cut  down  the 
number  of  life  guards  this  year  from  seventy-five 
to  twenty-five.  If  he  does  that,  I  would  advise 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  close  up  the  beaches  dur- 
ing the  summer,  because  twenty-five  life  guards 
certainly  will  not  be  able  to  handle  the  millions 
who  will  patronize  our  beaches  this  summer.  I 
hope  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  reconsider  his 
proposed  action  in  this  matter. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


DORCHESTER   DAY   CELEBRATIONS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  children  of  Dorchester  were  not 
allowed  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  their  customary 
$300  per  ward,  to  be  used  for  ice  cream,  candy, 
music,  games,  etc.,  on  the  302d  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Dorchester,  Saturday,  June  4,  last;  and 

Whereas,  Such  deprivation  brought  untold  sad- 
ness to  these  children  (according  to  reports  in  the 
Boston  newspapers) ;  and 

Whereas,  South  Boston's  celebration  of  their 
historic  day  on  March  17  this  year  was  observed 
by  a  $4,000  allowance  by  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
Charlestown's  day  on  next  June  17  is  to  be  observed 
by  an  appropriation  of  at  least  $5,000;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  goes 
on  record  against  the  omitting  of  future  Dorchester 
Day  celebrations  and  in  favor  of  according  Dor- 
chester, the  oldest  and  largest  section  of  Boston, 
the  same  recognition  that  is  accorded  other  sec- 
tions of  Boston  in  the  observance  of  their  historic 
days. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want  to 
bore  the  Council  in  any  unnecessary  debate  or 
lengthy  statement  on  my  part  in  regard  to  this 
matter.  I  do  wish,  however,  to  remark  that  the 
people  of  Dorchester  are  up  in  arms  in  regard  to 
the  treatment  accorded  them  by  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  depriving  them  of  the  $360  per  ward  for 
Dorchester  Day.  They  have  no  objection  to 
other  parts  of  the  city — South  Boston  and  Charles- 
town — getting  suitable  appropriations  for  the  cele- 
bration of  their  historic  dayB.  Their  objection  is 
to  Dorchester,  the  oldest  and  largest  part  of  Boston, 
being  made  the  goat,  because  of  the  small  vote 
that  the  Mayor  received  for  his  delegates  recently 
in  the  contest  in  the  five  Dorchester  wards.  I  am 
here  to  protest  againBt  such  an  outrage.  I  want 
to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council,  on  behalf  of 
the  people  of  Dorchester,  for  the  two  times  when 
they  have  gone  through  in  behalf  of  the  people  of 
that  section  in  this  matter;  and  there  are  some 
letters  that  I  would  like  to  have  incorporated, 
without  troubling  to  read  them,  in  the  record,  so 
that  I  may  not  by  reading  them  waste  time  that 
might  be  given  to  more  important  matters.  The 
first  letter  is  one  that  I  wrote  to  the  Mayor  asking 
him   to   reconsider   his   previous   decision   and    to 


allow  the  appropriation  of  the  $2,000  for  the  five 
Dorchester  wards  and  seven  precincts  of  the  .South 
Boston  ward.  The  second  is  a  letter  asking  the 
Mayor  to  debate  the  matter  with  me,  and  the  third 
one  is  a  letter  addressed  to  Councilor  Clement  A. 
Norton  by  myself,  in  reply  to  statements  that  he 
made,  which  appeared  in  the  papers,  when  he 
injected  himself  into  this  matter  concerning  the 
Dorchester  district.  I  would  simply  suggest  to 
the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  (Coun.  Norton) 
that  he  allow  the  Dorchester  councilors  to  take 
care  of  Dorchester.  He  represents  Hyde  Park,  a 
section  that  is  very  large  in  area,  a  section  with 
which  I  am  familiar,  having  gone  through  it  many 
times,  and  I  think  he  has  all  he  can  do  to  take 
care  of  his  ward.  I  think  it  is  his  first  duty  at  all 
times  to  attend  to  the  affairs  of  the  Hyde  Park 
district.  He  may  come  back  and  retort  that  the 
members  of  the  Council  had  considerable  to  say 
about  the  Hyde  Park  golf  course.  Yes,  Mr. 
President,  but  the  amount  involved  in  the  Hyde 
Park  golf  course  was  over  a  half  million  dollars, 
while  the  amount  involved  here,  for  the  five 
Dorchester  wards  and  some  of  the  old  South 
Boston  ward — comprising  $185,000,000  of  assess- 
able real  estate  and  personal  property,  with  a 
district  comprising  close  to  200,000  people,  ap- 
proximately one  third  of  the  entire  population  of 
the  City  of  Boston, — was  the  insignificant  sum  of 
$2,000.  Therefore,  I  am  going  to  ask  that  these 
resolutions  be  passed  by  us  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  heartily  indorse 
these  resolutions  offered  by  Councilor  Kelly.  I 
might  say,  in  connection  with  Dorchester  Day, 
that  I  have  received  numerous  complaints  from 
the  mothers,  fathers  and  children  because  of  the 
fact  that  this  year  the  children  did  not  receive  the 
ice  cream  and  lollypops  that  they  had  been  receiving 
on  this  historic  day  for  some  years.  I  think  that 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  should  not  have  taken  away 
this  appropriation,  and  I  hope  that  next  year  he 
will  give  us  back  our  Dorchester  Day. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  prior  to  Dor- 
chester Day  I  took  some  of  my  time  trying  to 
secure  the  usual  appropriation  for  the  day,  and  I 
was  told  that  the  money  for  Dorchester  Day  had 
been  cut  out  this  year  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  was 
desired  all  the  money  that  could  be  raised  be  given 
to  the  Welfare  Department  and  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department.  I  regretfully  accepted  that  excuse, 
although  I  feel  certain  that  the  people  of  Dorchester 
feel  the  same  way  that  I  do  about  it.  However, 
the  people  of  Dorchester  are  always  willing  to 
have  as  much  money  as  possible  used  for  the  Wel- 
fare Department,  even  if  it  means  depriving  them 
and  their  children  of  certain  things  that  they  feel 
that  they  are  entitled  to.  I  might  state  that  in  my 
ward.  Ward  17,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Thomas  J. 
Roberts  Post  of  the  American  Legion,  we  had  a 
celebration  of  Dorchester  Day.  That  organiza- 
tion, with  the  aid  of  business  men  and  other  people, 
made  arrangements  to  put  on  events  such  as  have 
taken  place  on  the  day  of  the  celebration  in  the 
past.  They  had  races  for  children  in  the  morning, 
with  prizes  awarded  to  the  winner,  had  a  ten-mile 
road  race,  a  band  concert,  a  drum  and  bugle  corps 
competition,  in  addition  to  a  parade,  a  ball  game 
and  fireworks,  and  everything  possible  was  done 
for  the  people  of  Dorchester,  free  of  charge.  I 
want  to  compliment  Thomas  J.  Roberts  Post  and 
all  others  in  my  ward  that  made  that  sort  of  thing 
possible.  Twenty  thousand  people  participated, 
and  I  have  heard  many  reports  from  families, 
individuals  and  organizations,  saying  that  it  was 
the  greatest  and  most  popular  event  ever  put  on  in 
the  way  of  a  Dorchester  Day  celebration. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  unanimous  consent  to  include  in  the  record 
my  reply  to  the  councilor's  letter.  It  is  unfortunate 
when  we  argue  matters  of  economy  affecting  the 
interests  of  the  city  here,  matters  involving  the 
expenditure  of  money,  that  some  of  the  colleagues 
indulge  in  personalities.  We  have  enough  to  talk 
about  in  discussing  interesting  phases  of  the 
questions  that  come  before  us  without  descending 
into  personalities.  I  opposed  this  expenditure 
when  it  first  came  up,  and  for  doing  so  I  was 
dressed  down  in  a  personal  matter  quite  severely. 
I  have  got  used  to  that  sort  of  thing,  and  don't 
mind  it,  however.  It  is  all  in  the  game — we  have 
to  take  the  cold  plunges  as  well  as  the  nice  things. 
I  was  the  only  member,  I  believe,  to  object  to  it, 
and  I  objected  only  for  reasons  of  economy,  as  I 
objected  in  the  case  of  the  Dorchester  High  School 
where  we  had  paid  money  for  land  in  the  Roxbury 
section,  close  by,  and  I  saw  no  reason  for  buying 
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more  land,  under  the  circumstances.  We  are 
facing  an  appalling  situation,  and  we  are  talking 
about  appropriating  money  for  ice  cream  and 
lollypops  for  children  when  our  people  are  suffering. 
I  feel  that  this  is  no  time  to  make  a  dramatic 
appeal  for  ice  cream  for  children.  There  are  other 
things  more  important.  I  would  like  to  see 
SI, 000  spent  for  ice  cream  and  candy  for  the 
children  of  my  ward  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  but  I 
have  not  asked  for  it.  I  cannot  ask  for  $1,000  of 
the  city's  money  to  be  spent  for  ice  cream,  candy 
and  band  concerts  for  the  children  of  my  ward  at  a 
time  like  this.  I  like  to  have  people  like  me;  I 
dislike  to  have  my  colleagues  feeling  that  I  am 
picayunish  in  these  matters.  I  dislike  to  have 
thousands  of  veterans  saying,  "Look  at  the  position 
taken  by  Clem  Norton!"  It  is  not  in  my  heart  to 
take  this  censure.  I  wish  I  could  agree  with  the 
colleague  from  Dorchester.  But  there  have  been 
a  number  of  times  in  the  laBt  three  years  when  I 
have  been  in  the  minority,  and  I.  am  willing  to 
stand  in  the  future  for  what  I  believe  is  right, 
even  if  I  am  in  the  minority.  There  is  nothing 
personal  in  my  attitude  upon  this  matter.  I 
would  like  to  see  generous  appropriations  and 
expenditures  on  the  Fourth  of  July  and  on  other 
public  occasions  when  money  can  be  properly  so 
spent,  but  I  do  not  think  it  should  be  so  spent  this 
year.  I  don't  want  money  spent  in  my  ward  for 
celebration  purposes  on  the  Fourth  of  July  this 
year,  although  there  are  a  dozen  organizations 
that  would  like  to  see  it  done,  who  are  telhng  me 
what  they  would  like  to  have.  But  these  are 
times  when  we  must  tell  such  organizations  and 
people  generally  that  they  can't  have  it.  I  believe 
the  expenditure  for  March  17  should  have  been 
stopped.  I  am  opposed  to  having  money  appro- 
priated for  the  celebration  on  June  17,  in  Charles- 
town.  In  other  words,  at  a  time  like  this,  I  am 
against  all  unnecessary  appropriations.  I  think 
that  sort  of  thing  is  wrong  at  such  a  time,  when 
people  need  financial  aid,  when  people  cannot  pay 
their  taxes,  when  they  are  asking  for  help  from  the 
city  and  when  it  looks  as  if  things  were  going  to 
smash.  God  knows,  I  hope  we  will  never  be 
compelled  to  resort  to  the  Syracuse  diet,  on  9  cents 
a  day.  We  have  slashed  our  Welfare  once  and 
are  going  to  shortly  slash  it  again,  and  when  the 
end  will  be,  no  one  knows.  I  represent  a  manu- 
facturing section;  we  have  a  number  of  manufac- 
turing establishments  out  there.  They  are  closed 
down;  no  one  knows  when  they  will  open.  You 
say  that  $2,000  for  Dorchester  Day  is  nothing. 
but  I  would  like  to  stop  the  appropriation  for 
Charlestown,  on  June  17,  I  would  like  to  stop  the 
expenditure  on  the  Fourth  of  July.  Let  us  not 
spend  money  on  ice  cream  and  band  concerts, 
when,  God  knows,  men,  women  and  children  need 
shoes  and  food,  and  when  things  are  getting 
progressively  worse.  What  is  going  to  happen 
next  winter?  For  several  years  I  have  stood  here 
with  the  story  that  things  look  black  and  are 
going  to  get  blacker.  I  am  sorry  that  the  councilor 
thinks  that  my  position  on  this  matter  is  a  personal 
one.  It  is  not.  I  simply  thought  I  saw  a  good 
opportunity  of  bringing  to  the  people  my  side  of 
the  story — that  we  should  not  be  spending  a  nickel 
for  band  concerts  or  ice  cream,  with  the  present 
needs  of  our  citizens  and  the  demands  upon  the 
city  treasury.  I  myself,  for  our  ward,  have 
stated  my  position  to  the  Mayor  in  regard  to  the 
Fourth  of  July.  We  don't  want  the  money 
out  there  for  celebration  purposes.  The  whole 
idea  is  wrong.  I  am  sorry,  if  any  of  my  colleagues 
.  take  my  position  personally,  but  there  is  no  malice 
in  my  heart  and  never  will  be.  When  I  feel  that 
the  colleague  is  right  I  am  going  to  stand  with  him- 
Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  to 
hear  the  statement  of  the  councilor  as  made,  but 
there  are  some  things  I  should  say,  I  believe,  his 
statement  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  First 
of  all,  however,  I  think  I  should  pay  my  respects 
to  the  Thomas  J.  Roberts  Post  for  the  wonderful 
work  it  did  in  entertaining  the  children  at  the 
Dunbar  Avenue  Playground.  We  should  realize, 
however,  that  that  is  only  one  of  ten  or  twelve 
playgrounds  in  Dorchester,  although  happiness 
was  there  on  Dorchester  Day  morning  brought 
into  the  hearts  of  the  little  children.  The  Thomas 
J.  Roberts  Post  did  great  work,  but  it  could  not 
relieve  the  heartaches  of  all  the  children  of  Dor- 
chester who  were  deprived  of  their  ice  cream  and 
candy.  There  were  other  sections  that  were  not 
so  fortunate —  Rolland  Park,  Fields  Corner,  Ash- 
mont,  and,  Mr.  President,  your  own  section, 
Savin  Hill.  They  could  not  all  come  three,  four 
or  five  miles  down  to  the  Dunbar  Avenue  Play- 


ground to  partake  of  the  ice  cream  and  candy. 
The  reason  why  I  object  to  the  position  taken  by 
the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  (Coun.  Norton)  is 
this:  On  March  17,  South  Boston —  and  I  claim 
rightly  so  —  was  allowed  $4,000  for  the  celebration 
of  the  day  —  a  section  of  this  city  consisting  of 
two  wards,  where  the  Dorchester  district  has  over 
five  wards.  Why  did  not  the  councilor  from  Hyde 
Park,  who  claims  to  be  looking  after  these  expendi- 
tures for  celebrations,  raise  his  voice  in  protest  on 
the  floor  of  this  Council  against  the  appropriation 
for  March  17  in  South  Boston?  And  why  have 
you  not,  sir,  introduced  an  order  here  attempting 
to  cancel  the  appropriation  for  the  Charlestown 
celebration,  on  June  17.  in  a  section  that  comprises 
one  ward  and  approximately  but  45,000  to  50,000 
people,  with  real  and  personal  property  in  the 
ward  amounting  to  only  $45,000,000?  Mark  you, 
I  claim  that  Charlestown  is  entitled  to  an  appro- 
priation for  that  day,  and  that  South  Boston  was 
also  entitled  to  an  appropriation.  But  my  point 
is  that  Dorchester  is  also  entitled  to  consideration, 
and  that  if  one  of  these  sections  is  to  be  deprived  of 
an  appropriation  all  three  should  be  so  deprived. 
But  I  claim  that  the  position  of  the  Mayor  in  these 
matters  is  inconsistent.  He  wishes  to  spend 
$28,000,000  outside  of  the  debt  limit,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Legislature,  and  goes  up  there 
and  speaks  in  behalf  of  another  $40,000,000  pro- 
ject, and  he  deprives  the  children  of  Dorchester 
of  a  paltry  $2,000.  I  like  to  see  a  man  consistent, 
and  I  also  criticize  the  councilor  on  that  ground. 
If  he  wants  to  take  it  as  personal,  well  and  good. 
I  criticize  him  because  he  did  not  complain  about 
these  other  appropriations.  If  he  opposed  the 
March  17  celebration,  he  should  have  opposed  an 
appropriation  for  that  purpose;  if  he  was  against 
the  June  17th  celebration,  he  should  also  have 
opposed  that.  I  oppose  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
because  he  is  not  consistent.  He  is  not  consistent 
when  he  preaches  economy.  I  ask  him  to  be  con- 
sistent and  to  practice  what  he  preaches.  On  his 
loan  orders  that  have  had  any  semblance  of 
necessity  and  economy,  Kelly  has  been  with  him. 
But  in  this  matter  I  am  entering  into  the  contro- 
versy on  behalf  of  the  children  of  Dorchester  with 
the  Mayor  of  Boston.  Nobody  seemed  anxious 
to  defend  the  Mayor  of  Boston  the  last  day  I  spoke 
upon  this  matter,  with  regard  to  the  Dorchester 
Day  celebration,  but  Councilor  Norton  has  now 
come  to  the  defence  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 
He  now  seems  to  be  the  spokesman  for  the  man 
who  is  supposed  to  possess  some  oratorical  ability, 
with  that  auctioneer  voice  of  his.  I  certainly 
would  not  attempt  to  come  here  and  be  his  spokes- 
man; and  the  people  of  Dorchester  resented  the 
councilor  from  Hyde  Park  coming  down  and  at- 
tempting to  defend  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  I 
started  the  controversy,  ably  assisted  by  every 
councilor  but  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park. 
Therefore,  for  the  reasons  I  have  stated,  I  must 
take  issue  with  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park; 
that  I  merely  suggest  that  hereafter,  if  he  has  any 
spare  time,  he  consult  the  pages  of  Webster's  dic- 
tionary and  see  the  meaning  of  the  word  "con- 
sistency" and  that  he  take  judicial  notice  thereof, 
and  act  accordingly. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  the  hour  is 
getting  late,  the  day  has  been  a  warm  one,  and  I 
am  not  going  to  make  a  speech  this  afternoon.  I 
shall  keep  my  peace.  But  I  would  like  to  ask  the 
consent  of  the  body  to  have  this  letter  printed  in 
the  minutes.  [Here  submitting  a  letter  to  the 
clerk.] 

Chairman  McGRATH — Is  there  any  objection 
to  having  the  various  letters  which  have  been 
offered  incorporated  in  the  record? 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
hear  the  last  one  read. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  think  we  are 
entitled  to  hear  all  of  the  letters  read. 

The  statement  submitted  by  Coun.  Green,  as 
read  by  the  clerk,  is  as  follows: 

"  In  regard  to  the  17th  of  June  celebration  I 
wish  to  state  that  I  and  my  committee,  cooperating 
with  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  have  accepted  a  cut  of 
$10,000  in  the  appropriation  for  this  year,  realizing 
that  the  demands  of  the  Welfare  Department 
have  forced  the  Mayor  to  make  every  retrench- 
ment possible.  We  are  to  receive  the  sum  of 
$5,000  to  celebrate  a  holiday  which  is  known  to 
every  child  in  America  as  a  day  on  which  we  pay 
honor  to  those  who  made  this  country  of  ours 
possible.  This  day  is  not  to  be  compared  to  any 
local  celebration  which  has  no  place  in  American 
history  and  with  the  ranks  of  the  communists 
being  filled  daily  and  the  flag  of  red  being  unfurled 
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in  cities  throughout  the  country  it  seems  to  me 
an  improper  time  for  anyone  to  oppose  the  cele- 
bration of  a  day  that  makes  the  heart  of  every  real 
American  beat  faster.  It  may  interest  this  body 
to  know  that  over  three  quarters  of  this  sum  is  to 
be  paid  to  the  organizations  participating  in  the 
parade  and  that  a  very  small  sum  is  set  aside  to 
cover  all  other  activities.  This  day  was  fast 
becoming  a  forgotten  day  until  I  and  my  com- 
mittee took  hold  and  today  we  give  to  the  people 
a  celebration  worthy  of  the  town  and  the  city  and 
I  only  hope  that  in  the  future  that  this  celebration 
will  never  be  forgotten  if  only  for  the  patriotism 
that  is  fostered  in  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  my 
district." 

The  following  letter,  addressed  to  the  Mayor  by 
Coun.  Kelly,  was  read  and  ordered  included  in  the 
minutes: 

24  Topliff  Street, 
Dorchester,  Mass., 

June  2,  1932. 
Hon.  James  M.  Curley, 

Mayor  of  Boston. 

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor, — The  first  official  business 
I  wish  you  would  take  up  on  your  return  to  Boston 
is  the  contents  of  the  inclosed  letter.  With  the 
aid  of  many  friends  I  have  circulated  twenty-five 
thousand  of  these  inclosed  pamphlets  to  the  homes 
of  the  people  in  Dorchester. 

The  mothers  and  fathers  and  little  children  of 
Dorchester  are  up  in  arms  over  your  decision  to 
take  away  their  ice  cream,  candy,  games,  and  the 
music  by  the  boys'  fife  and  drum  corps,  etc.  I  am 
stating  this  to  you  as  the  result  of  many  letters  and 
telephone  calls  that  I  have  already  received,  as  well 
as  remarks  to  me  by  mothers  and  fathers  who  are 
infuriated  over  this  move  on  your  part  which  they 
term  false  economy. 

As  an  elected  official  from  the  central  part  of 
Dorchester,  and  in  behalf  of  all  the  little  children 
of  Dorchester,  I  am  going  to  ask  you  to  change 
your  decision.  Remember  the  old  saying  "It  takes 
a  good  man  to  admit  he  has  made  a  wrong  decision, 
and  then  to  have  the  courage  to  reverse  the  wrong 
decision."  It  isn't  too  late,  Mr.  Mayor,  as  I  am 
sure  the  Boston  newspapers  could  and  would  be 
only  too  glad  to  cooperate  with  the  people  of  Dor- 
chester and  notify  them  in  their  columns  of  your 
change,  and  that  the  different  councilors  could 
quickly  organize  a  committee  of  citizens  of  Dor- 
chester who  would  be  on  hand  to  see  that  the  affairs 
were  conducted  as  usual  on  Saturday  morning  at 
the  different  playgrounds. 

Remember  the  amount  involved  is  but  $360 
a  ward.  Please  reverse  your  decision  out  of  con- 
sideration for  the  little  tots  out  here  in  Dorchester 
who  have  been  looking  forward  so  eagerly  to  Dor- 
chester Day.  Let  them  have  more  than  disap- 
pointment to  remember  Dorchester's  birthday,  as 
it  is  entirely  within  your  power  to  bring  them 
indescribable  happiness. 

I  anxiously  await  a  reply  by  you  to  this  request.

The  following  letter,  addressed  to  City  Councilor 
Norton  by  Councilor  Kelly,  in  reply  to  statement  of 
Councilor  Norton  which  appeared  in  the  papers, 
was  read  and  order  incorporated  in  the  minutes: 
June  3,  1932. 
Mr.  Clement  A.  Norton, 
City  Councilor. 

Dear  Councilor, — I  was  flabbergasted  to  read 
in  this  morning's  papers  your  statement  and  to 
see  the  attitude  which  you  take  on  the  appropria- 
tion of  $360  per  ward,  to  be  used  in  each  of  the 
five  Dorchester  wards,  for  the  amusement,  enter- 
tainment and  providing  of  refreshments  for  the 
children  of  the  oldest  section  of  Boston  on  its  302d 
anniversary. 

You  talk  about  helping  the  unemployed  by  dis- 
continuing this  small  expenditure,  but  I  notice 
that  you  are  drawing  down  three  salaries,  one  from 
the  Federal  Government,  one  from  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  as  Superintendent  of 
Commonwealth  Pier,  and  one  from  the  City  of 
Boston  as  City  Councilor. 

The  law,  of  course,  as  you  are  perhaps  aware, 
allows  a  man  to  take  but  one  salary  from  each  one 
of  these  divisions  of  government,  otherwise,  I 
suppose  you  would  have  two  or  more  jobs  from  the 
Federal,  State  and  City  Governments. 

In  addition,  you  are  an  attorney  from  which 
you  derive  considerable  money  each  week,  making 
four  incomes,  while  men  in  your  ward  are  walking 
the  streets  unemployed  and  only  too  anxious  to 
have  one  position. 


As  I  have  only  one  job  and  that  is  as  the  people's 
representative  in  the  City  Council  and  which  con- 
sists of  assisting  people  to  find  employment  and 
helping  them  out  of  their  troubles,  I  think  that 
before  taking  issue  with  this  councilor  you  should 
place  yourself  in  the  same  class  which  he  is  in, 
namely,  one  position  with  one  salary. 

Furthermore,  you  were  elected  as  a  councilor  to 
represent  Hyde  Park  and  as  such  you  should  look 
out  for  the  district  which  elected  you  and  let  the 
Dorchester  councilors  take  care  of  Dorchester. 

You  showed  that  you  were  not  very  much  in- 
terested in  the  people  of  Boston  when  you  recently 
(I  suppose  following  the  example  set  by  the  Mayor 
of  Boston)  took  a  trip  to  Europe  and,  as  a  result, 
missed  many  important  meetings  of  the  City 
Council  while  I  was  a  regular  attendant. 

The  only  time  you  are  seen  at  City  Hall  is  for  a 
few  hours  on  Monday  afternoons,  and  I  can  safely 
say  that  you  have  never  attended  a  full  meeting 
since  you  have  been  elected  to  office,  but  I  suppose 
a  man  with  four  jobs  is  too  busy  to  attend  a  full 
meeting  on  every  Monday  and  is  so  busy  that  he 
can  never  be  found  at  City  Hall  during  the  week 
where  other  councilors  may  be  found  daily  doing 
favors  for  their  constituents. 

If  you  want  to  desert  the  "Three  Musketeers," 
as  reported,  all  well  and  good.  That  is  your  busi- 
ness. You  have  perhaps  succumbed  to  the  offers 
made  by  the  Mayor  that  have  also  been  made  to 
me,  but  which  I  refused  to  accept. 

You  failed  to  show  much  interest  in  the  people  of 
Dorchester  seven  months  ago  when  they,  together 
with  their  thirteen  civic  organizations,  were  unani- 
mously in  favor  of  having  the  new  girls'  high  school 
erected  in  the  central  part  of  Dorchester.  You 
voted  for  the  Grove  Hall  site  against  their  wishes 
and  said  that  the  erection  of  this  school  would 
help  the  unemployed  within  thirty  days,  but  to 
date  no  men  have  been  put  to  work. 

My  advice  to  you  is  to  mind  your  own  business 
in  the  future.  Let  Dorchester  and  its  people  take 
care  of  themselves. 

I  have  openly  challenged  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
today  to  debate  this  issue  with  me  on  a  public 
platform  in  Dorchester  tomorrow,  because  he  iB 
the  man  whose  action  is  the  cause  of  the  children 
of  Dorchester  being  unhappy  tomorrow. 

If  the  Mayor  refuses  to  discuss  this  outrage 
with  me  in  the  open  tomorrow  and  if  he  wants  to 
send  you  as  his  representative,  then  I  will  accept 
the  offer  which  you  make. 

I  hope  if  you  are  sent  as  the  Mayor's  agent 
that  you  will  do  a  better  job  than  you  did  a  few 
weeks  ago  on  the  Common  with  your  beer  parade 
failure,  bringing  people  from  all  parts  of  the  state 
under  the  guise  of  receiving  free  beer  when  there 
was  none  to  be  had  and  you  knew  beforehand  that 
there  would  be  none. 

It  is  a  poor  letter  that  an  intelligent  man  cannot 
learn  something  from,  and  I  hope  that  this  letter 
is  not  an  exception  to  the  rule.  Accordingly,  you 
should  learn  to  pay  more  attention  to  Hyde  Park, 
the  district  you  are  supposed  to  represent.

The  reply  of  Coun.  Norton  to  the  above  letter 
from  Coun.  Kelly  was  ordered  printed  in  the  min- 
utes, as  follows: 

To   the    Members   of    the    Boston    City    Council, 
June  6,  1932. 

I  am  sorry  that  Councilor  Kelly  of  Dorchester 
has  seen  fit  to  resort  to  bitterly  attacking  me, 
personally,  not  upon  the  issue,  in  the  matter  of  the 
City  of  Boston  paying  for  ice  cream,  lollypops  and 
band  concerts,  etc.,  for  Dorchester  Day.  A  few 
weeks  ago  Councilor  Kelly  introduced  me  to  an 
audience  in  the  Mather  School,  in  his  home  section 
of  Dorchester,  and  could  not  find  enough  kind 
things  to  say  about  me  in  his  introduction — how 
I  had  stood  loyally  by  him  on  the  floor  of  the 
Council  against  terrific  opposition,  etc.  I  had 
stood  with  him  so  often  that  the  gifted  sketch 
artist  of  the  Boston  Post,  Norman  Ritchie,  labeled 
me  along  with  Councilors  Kelly  and  Dowd  as  one 
of  "The  Three  Musketeers."  I  am  not  the  type 
that  can  hold  any  feeling  in  my  heart  towards 
anyone.  I  have  none  whatever  against  Councilor 
Kelly.  When  I  think  that  he  is  right,  I  will  be 
found  battling  with  him  on  the  floor  of  the  Council. 

I  objected  to  city  money  being  spent  for  ice 
cream  and  band  concerts  on  Dorchester  Day 
because  I  feel  that  this  is  not  the  year  for  such 
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expenditures  when  over  120,000  people  in  Boston. 
one  in  every  seven  are  accepting  some  form  of 
charity;  when  there  are  thousands  of  children  in 
Boston  in  need  of  shoes  and  clothes. 

It  is  true  that  the  sum  of  S2.000  is  an  insignificant 
amount,  but  the  city  spends  nearly  S100.000  a 
year  on  such  items,  and  a  start  had  to  be  made  to 
stop  it.  I  would  have  objected  to  money  being 
spent  for  the  March  17th  celebration  in  South 
Boston  if  this  matter  had  come  before  the  Council, 
but  it  did  not.  The  Mayor  has  the  power  to 
order  the  Director  of  Public  Celebrations  to  spend 
a  certain  amount  of  money  for  celebrations  without 
referring  to  the  Council.  The  only  reason  that  the 
Dorchester  Day  celebration  came  before  the 
Council  was  because  the  Mayor  had  refused  to 
appropriate  any  money  and  Councilor  Kelly 
brought  it  up  to  the  Council.  I  am  opposed  to  any 
money  being  spent  in  Charlestown  for  the  June 
17th  celebration.  Why  should  the  city  pay 
marchers  SI  apiece  for  marching  in  Charlestown? 
And  all  this  in  a  year  when  the  city  says  to  a  man 
and  wife  with  two  children:  "You  must  have 
three  children  before  we  can  help  you;  we  have 
not  got  money  enough  to  help  you  now.  Go  to 
the  Family  Welfare  Society."  Last  year  I  had 
$1,000  to  spend  in  my  ward  for  ice  cream,  lollypops 
and  band  concerts.  I  enjoyed  handing  ice  cream 
to  thousands  of  children.  But  this  year  I  would 
not  dare  ask  the  city  for  five  cents  for  ice  cream. 
Let  me  have  that  money  for  food,  shoes  and  clothes 
for  children  in  need. 

Never  in  Boston's  history  did  we  have  such  bad 
economic  conditions.  Business  concerns  such  as 
the  Crawford  Hollidge  Company,  the  L.  P.  Hol- 
lander Company,  in  business  for  over  seventy 
years,  and  hundreds  of  others,  failing.  Some  of 
the  employees  of  Boston  stores  are  now  being 
employed  on  a  percentage  basis,  the  New  York 
idea.  Congressman  Sirovitch  of  New  York 
produced  data  at  a  recent  Congressional  session 
showing  that  many  girls  working  in  the  New  York 
department  stores  were  paid  on  commission  only, 
and  did  not  make  10  cents  a  day  for  days  at  a  time. 
The  great  majority  of  the  independent  taxi  drivers 
of  Boston  are  making  less  than  $10  a  week.  Thous- 
ands of  men  and  women  in  Boston,  twice  as  many 
as  ever  before,  are  seeking  work,  and  are  willing 
to  work  for  little  or  nothing.  Chain  stores  employ 
strong  young  men  for  as  little  as  50  cents  a  day. 
The  great  majority  of  workers  have  been  slashed 
and  re-slashed  in  their  pay  and  put  on  part  time. 
Men  who  have  worked  forty  years  and  more  for 
the  American  Tool  and  Machine  Company,  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  car 
shops,  the  B.  F.  Stafford  Company,  the  B.  F. 
Sturtevant  Company  and  others  in  Hyde  Park, 
now  in  old  age,  are  let  go. 

If  I  thought  that  the  economic  situation,  the 
unemployment  question,  was  to  get  better  next 
year  or  the  year  after,  I  would  not  object  to  many 
of  these  expenditures,  but  my  study  of  world 
economics  leads  me  to  the  belief  that  prosperity  is 
not  "just  around  the  corner,"  but  that  the  way 
back  to  normal  times  is  still  a  long  way  off,  a 
matter  of  years,  and  nothing  is  to  be  gained  by 
refusing  to  look  at  the  facts.  When  I  look  at  men 
out  of  work  over  forty-five,  I  wonder  what  is  going 
to  become  of  them.  Chain  stores,  big  manufac- 
turers, today  want  youth,  young  men  who  are 
strong,  quick  to  learn,  who  are  not  out  sick  so 
much  as  older  men.  Young  men  who  can  do  more 
work  for  very  small  pay  than  can  older  men.  And 
then,  as  to  youth,  I  wonder  what  is  going  to  happen 
to  the  thousands  of  students  graduating  from  the 
Boston  schools  this  year?  Where  will  they  obtain 
work? 

I  cannot  agree  with  those  who  insist  that  this 
depression  is  liKe  other  depressions;  who  argue 
that  we  came  out  of  other  depressions  and  that 
we  will  likewise  come  out  of  this  one  shortly.  No 
great  student  of  world  economics  agrees  with  this 
view.  Montague  Norman,  head  of  the  Bank  of 
England,  an  outstanding  authority  on  world 
finance;  John  Maynard  Keynes,  one  of  the  leading 
world's  economists,  at  the  age  of  thirty-two  the 
representative  of  the  British  Treasury  at  the 
Versailles  Peace  Conference;  the  Pope  of  Rome,  ■ 
Pius  the  XI  th,  head  of  the  most  conservative 
institution  on  the  face  of  the  earth — the  Catholic 
Church— claim  that  this  depression  is  a  world 
economic  collapse  unparalleled  in  world  history, 
in  many  respects.  Pius  the  Xlth  calls  it  the  worst 
disaster  since  the  Flood,  in  his  latest  encyclical. 
Many  of  the  leading  German,  Japanese,  French 
and  American  economists  feel  the  same  way 
about   it.     I   have   confidence   that   America   will 


show  the  world  the  way  out,  but  whatever  the 
facts  are,  we  should  look  them  in  the  face  and 
prepare.  Last  year  over  5,000  homes  in  Boston 
were  sold  because  the  owners  were  unable  to  pay 
their  taxes.  This  year  8,000  or  more  homes  will  go. 
Not  a  building  in  Boston  is  paying.  Any  industrial 
plant  that  is  getting  by  is  fortunate.  The  first 
move  of  city  officials  should  be  towards  reducing 
the  taxes  so  that  rents  could  be  reduced.  Rents 
in  Boston  are  too  high.  Rents  cannot  come  down 
until  taxes  come  down.  This  year  we  will  boost 
the  tax  rate  to  unheard  of  heights.  Remember, 
Boston  now  pays  a  tax  rate  that  is  higher  than 
any  city  of  the  land  for  a  city  of  our  size.  We  are 
a  city  dependent  upon  commerce  and  industry 
and  the  power  to  tax  is  the  power  to  destroy. 

With  these  thoughts  in  mind,  I  have  opposed 
every  expenditure  by  the  city  that  I  believed  was 
unnecessary.  I  have  called  attention  to  favored 
contractors,  unnecessary  expenses  in  the  Purchasing 
Department.  I  have  opposed  the  idea  of  having 
the  city  build  rose  gardens,  rock  gardens,  pleasure 
roads,  yacht  basins,  playgrounds,  etc.  And  on 
this  line  of  reasoning  I  opposed  the  expenditure  for 
ice  cream  and  band  concerts  in  Dorchester  on 
Dorchester  Day  and  I  will  refuse  to  accept  $1,000 
from  the  city  this  year,  for  the  Fourth  of  July 
celebration  in  my  own  ward,  which  goes  for  ice 
cream  and  band  concerts,  etc.  Wholly  on  the 
grounds  of  economy  I  opposed  the  Dorchester 
site  for  the  new  High  School.  The  city  already 
had  bought  the  Roxbury  land  for  it.  The  distance 
between  the  sites  was  comparatively  short. 

Now  comes  the  unfortunate  part  of  this  whole 
controversy,  the  bringing  in  of  personalities.  I 
hesitate  to  dwell  upon  this  matter  but  it  is  neces- 
sary to  do  so.  When  I  opposed  Councilor  Kelly 
on  this  matter,  he  immediately  made  a  bitter 
public  attack  upon  me,  through  the  press  and 
handbills,  and  made  the  following  allegations: 

That  I  receive  an  income  as  an  attorney,  and 
draw  salaries  from  the  Federal  Government,  the 
State  and  the  City.  This  is  not  so.  I  never 
accepted  a  penny  from  a  law  client  in  over  ten 
years  of  practice  and  in  the  handling  of  over  eight 
hundred  matters.  I  only  took  the  cases  of  the 
poor.  If  I  am  wrong  on  this  then  I  have  sworn 
falsely  to  the  Federal  and  State  Governments  on 
my  income  tax  return  and  am  liable  to  a  jail 
sentence.  All  that  is  necessary  is  for  one  person 
to  step  forward  and  prove  that  he  or  she  ever  paid 
me  a  nickel  in  attorney  fees.  I  have  no  salary 
from  the  Federal  Government.  I  was  exempt 
from  the  draft  in  the  World  War,  was  in  Class  111, 
nevertheless  I  enlisted  for  Naval  Aviation  in  1917. 
After  an  accident  I  was  brought  to  the  Norfolk 
Naval  Hospital,  had  a  major  operation  performed 
and  was  awarded  $22  a  month.  I  did  not  collect 
this  for  a  long  period,  refusing  to  go  to  the  Siegal 
Building,  Boston,  to  fill  out  the  necessary  blanks 
for  the  United  States  Veterans'  Bureau. 

This  check  for  S22  a  month  together  with  my 
Council  salary  of  $2,000  goes  to  the  poor  of  the 
ward.  At  first  I  felt  that  I  would  leave  it  with 
the  City  Treasurer,  but  when  I  saw  the  misery, 
the  want,  the  unemployment  that  came  as  a  result 
of  practically  every  manufacturing  plant  in  my 
ward  closing  down,  I  felt  that  I  could  do  more 
good  with  this  money  spending  it  on  worthy  cases. 
When  the  Mayor  of  Boston  opposed  me  for  re- 
election last  November  every  home  in  my  ward 
was  notified  by  him  that  "Norton  is  drawing  two 
salaries."  The  secretary  of  the  leading  private 
welfare  organization  in  the  ward  gratuitously 
came  forward  with  the  statement  that  he  stood 
ready  to  show  to  any  impartial  citizen  that  "Norton 
spent  more  than  his  Council  salary  in  the  district." 
I  have  here  today  copies  of  my  coal,  shoe  and 
grocery  bills,  open  for  inspection.  No  one  has 
ever  appealed  to  me  for  aid  and  gone  away  empty 
handed.  My  Council  card  is  all  that  is  necessary 
for  a  resident  of  Ward  18  to  go  to  any  independent 
grocery  store  of  the  district  and  obtain  something 
to  eat.     The  same  with  shoes  and  coal. 

It  would  take  a  hard-hearted  man  to  see  the 
privation,  the  suffering  that  I  experience  daily  in 
my  ward,  by  people  who  keep  their  troubles  to 
themselves  and  only  send  for  their  councilor  as  a 
last  resort,  to  have  money  in  the  bank.  To 
hoard  money,  to  draw  two  salaries  while  hundreds 
of  one's  fellow  men,  women  and  children  were  in 
need. 

In  connection  with  this  allegation  by  Councilor 
Kelly,  it  should  be  remembered  that  many  men 
who  receive  salaries  in  public  life  also  practice  law 
and  have  a  second  income  on  the  side  and  there  is 
no  objection.     Some  of  them  have  three,  four  and 
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more  sources  of  income,  depending  upon  how 
many  private  business  enterprises  they  operate; 
how  many  "political  rackets"  they  are  in  on, 
such  as  being  on  the  rolls  of  political  contractors 
secretly;  selling  land  to  the  city,  collecting  on  the 
approving  of  contracts,  etc.  I  believe  that  I  can 
truthfully  state  that  I  have  never  taken  a  5-cent 
piece  of  graft  directly  or  indirectly  while  in  public 
life.  I  do  not  claim  to  be  an  "angel,"  having  all 
the  faults  and  weaknesses  of  the  average  human 
and  a  little  more,  but  I  do  cherish  the  opportunity 
of  making  a  small  contribution  at  this  vital  hour 
to  this  great  government,  to  this  great  city,  that 
has  made  it  possible  for  me,  the  son  of  poor  people 
who  never  had  the  opportunity  to  obtain  an  edu- 
cation to  advance  in  life,  who  knew  nothing  but 
slavery  and  work  from  dawn  till  darkness,  to 
obtain  an  education,  to  have  opportunities  never 
before  offered  to  children  of  the  poor. 

It  is  very  repulsive  to  me  to  have  to  discuss  such 
personal  matters  in  public,  but  Councilor  Kelly 
has  held  me  up  to  public  ridicule  as  one  who  is 
hoarding  money  while  my  people  are  in  need  of 
food  and  shelter. 

I  am  not  the  type  that  can  save  money.  I  like 
to  make  it  in  order  to  give  it  away;  to  assist  others. 
I  have  been  doing  this  since  I  was  fourteen  years 
of  age.  I  never  had  a  bank  account  in  my  life. 
If  I  have  had,  then  I  have  sworn  falsely  to  Federal 
and  State  officials  on  the  matter  of  dividends. 
Instead  of  hoarding  money,  I  owe  money,  am  in 
debt.  I  cannot  go  into  a  home,  look  at  children 
in  need  of  more  food,  more  clothing,  sit  down  with 
a  mother  and  father  who  have  not  slept  for  days 
worrying  over  losing  their  home  because  unable 
to  pay  their  bills  and  their  taxes  without  trying 
to  help.  At  the  present  time  I  am  paying  off 
notes  which  I  indorsed  so  that  certain  fathers 
could  pay  tax  bills.  The  records  of  Boston  banks 
and  loan  associations  will  prove  this. 

Councilor  Kelly  also  accuses  me  of  not  being 
on  the  job  at  City  Hall;  never  showing  up.  Well, 
what  councilor  has  been  more  active  at  City  Hall 
in  the  past  few  years  than  have  I?  He  also  infers 
that  I  made  a  pleasure  trip  to  Europe  in  the  balmy 
summertime.  The  trip  was  made  in  the  cold 
winter  months  —  over  and  back  in  eighteen  days 
—  in  order  to  clear  up  a  relative's  matter  in  Ireland. 

Being  termed  by  the  press  as  one  of  the  "Three 
Musketeers,"  certain  citizens  may  believe  that  I 
approve  of  the  personal  attacks  made  upon  the 
Mayor  by  Councilor  Kelly,  but  I  believe  that  it 
is  unfortunate  that  Councilor  Kelly  attacks  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  in  a  bitter  manner  at  times. 
Mayor  Curley  is  the  Mayor  of  our  city.  He  is 
entitled  to  a  certain  dignity  and  respect.  In 
some  respects  I  believe  he  makes  a  good  Mayor. 
As  a  child  I  toddled  after  him  to  hear  him  speak, 
and  marveled  at  his  dynamic  personality.  I  know 
of  no  one  in  Boston  who  makes  a  better  father  to 
his  family  than  does  he.  In  some  respects  he  is 
charitable  to  a  fault.  My  differences  with  the 
Mayor  have  been  only  on  issues  of  municipal 
government.  Perhaps  I  have  been  wrong  in  some 
cases.  It  is  human  to  err.  But  I  never  have 
resorted  to  a  personal  attack  upon  the  Mayor  or 
any  other  city  official  and  never  will.  There  is 
enough  to  talk  about  to  keep  upon  issues  alone. 
I  never  want  to  say  anything  against  the  Mayor 
but  what  his  own  children  can  read  and  this  can 
be  done  if  we  keep  on  issues  and  not  personalities. 
Councilor  Kelly  infers  that  I  have  "made  up  with 
the  Mayor,"  and  have  "sold  out"  the  "Three 
Musketeers."  I  am  just  as  I  always  was  and  will 
continue  to  be — criticizing  the  Mayor  when  I 
believe  that  he  is  wrong  and  approving  of  his 
actions  when  I  believe  that  he  is  right.  Just  today 
in  the  Council,  June  6,  1932,  I  have  called  atten- 
tion to  the  city  spending  over  $27,000  to  build 
Franklin  Hill  avenue  out  near  the  Franklin  Park 
golf  course  in  order  to  help  out  a  real  estate  com- 
pany, the  head  of  which  contributed  $1,000  to 
the  Mayor's  campaign.  There  is  not  one  house 
or  building  on  the  street,  yet  a  wonderful  road  and 
sidewalks  have  been  built.  But  because  of  this 
matter  or  because  the  Mayor  fought  me  for  re- 
election is  no  reason  why  I  should  bitterly  attack 
the  Mayor  personally  and  see  only  bad  in  every- 
thing he  proposes  to  do.     We  must  be  fair. 

I  objected  to  the  city  paying  for  ice  cream  and 
band  concerts  on  Dorchester  Day.  I  will  object 
to  the  city  spending  money  for  such  a  purpose  in 
my  ward  this  year  on  the  Fourth  of  July.  I 
would  have  objected  to  the  city  paying  for  the 
March  17th  celebration  in  South  Boston  if  it  had 
come  before  the  Council.  I  have  already  objected 
to  the  city  paying  $1  apiece  to  marchers  for  the 


June  17th  parade  in  Charlestown.  I  object  be- 
cause we  don't  know  where  we  are  going  to  get 
enough  money  to  feed,  clothe  and  house  the  poor 
of  Boston  properly  through  the  winter  of  1932-33 
and  I  fear  what  will  happen  by  the  winter  of  1933 
and  1934. 

On  the  question  of  including  in  the  minutes 
another  letter  from  Coun.  Kelly  to  Mayor  Curley, 
Coun.  LYNCH  said: 

Mr.  President,  if  in  order  I  move  you,  sir,  that 
that  letter  of  Councilor  Kelly  to  the  Mayor  be 
not  included  in  the  record. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Lynch's  motion. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  surprised 
to  hear  the  gentleman  make  the  motion,  because 
I  feel  that  this  is  a  letter  that  is  in  order.  It  is 
through  no  fault  of  mine  that  it  is  being  read  here, 
but  the  reading  is  at  the  request  of  another  coun- 
cilor; and  I  might  say  that  the  district  that  the 
councilor  from  Ward  7  (Coun.  Lynch)  represents, 
in  South  Boston,  is  in  part  affected  by  this  appro- 
priation of  $2,000  for  Dorchester  Day.  In  other 
words,  of  the  $2,000  that  would  have  been  spent 
for  Dorchester  Day,  the  five  wards  of  Dorchester 
would  have  received  $360  apiece,  and  seven  pre- 
cincts of  Ward  7,  represented  by  the  councilor, 
would  have  received  $200.  The  councilor,  for 
the  biggest  part  of  his  district,  had  a  celebration 
on  March  17.  He  heard  no  criticism  from  the 
councilor  from  Dorchester  in  regard  to  that,  and 
if  he  had  had  any  controversy  with  the  Chief 
Executive  of  our  city  with  regard  to  an  appropria- 
tion for  that  occasion  I  would  have  stood  with 
him  wholeheartedly.  I  see  no  reason,  therefore, 
why  he  should  not  now  care  to  listen  to  some  of 
the  statements  I  have  made  over  my  signature.  I 
think  the  members  of  the  Council  ought  to  be  fair 
in  this  matter.  Regardless  of  whether  or  not  they 
have  on  past  occasions  sided  with  the  Mayor,  they 
should  allow  these  different  letters  from  the  dif- 
ferent councilors — Green  of  Charlestown,  Norton 
of  Hyde  Park,  and  myself — to  be  included  in  the 
public  record.  They  are  matters  of  public  record. 
I  think  that  is  so  with  all  of  them.  I  know  it  is 
so  with  mine,  and  I  am  pretty  sure  that  the  letters 
coming  from  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  and 
the  councilor  from  Charlestown  have  been  released 
for  publication  in  the  press.  I  see  no  reason  for 
the  councilor's  motion.  The  Mayor  gets  enough 
protection.  He  has  done  enough  slamming  of 
this  Council  and  ridiculing  its  members  in  his 
career  as  a  politician,  but  when  he  gets  a  little  of 
his  own  medicine,  and  is  afraid  to  go  and  face  the 
music — as  he  was  last  Friday  night — he  gets  some 
spokesman  in  the  City  Council  to  come  to  his  aid 
and  request  that  statements  in  regard  to  him  be 
not  included  in  the  record.  I  think  in  view  of  the 
controversy  that  we  have  had  in  regard  to  the 
children  of  Dorchester,  the  whole  thing  should  be  a 
matter  of  public  record,  what  Kelly  did  for  Dor- 
chester as  well  as  what  the  Mayor  did,  not  a  one- 
sided but  a  two-sided  affair,  and  that  the  whole 
thing  should  be  in  the  record. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  Dorchester  has  accused  me  of  having  left 
the  "Three  Musketeers"  outfit.  I  am  sorry  that 
a  well-known  newspaper  cartoonist  saw  fit  to  give 
us  that  name.  I  don't  think  it  carries  much 
dignity. 

Coun.  COX — A  wonderful  story! 
Coun.  NORTON — Joe  says  it  was  a  wonderful 
story.  Well,  it  was,  but  when  you  bring  in  a 
comparison  of  the  three  members  here  with  that 
wonderful  triumvirate,  it  means  that  we  are 
united,  which  we  are  not.  In  the  minds  of  cer- 
tain people  there  is  an  opinion  that  I  have  left 
that  organization.  Well,  as  I  have  previously 
stated,  I  have  at  times  been  proud  to  be  numbered 
as  a  member  of  the  outfit,  but  I  don't  like  to  have 
it  understood  that  we  are  going  to  stand  together 
regardless  of  what  the  issue  is.  I  have  disliked 
very  much  some  of  the  personal  attacks  on  the 
Mayor  of  Boston.  I  don't  think  that  sort  of  thing 
gets  us  anywhere.  I  offered  $1,000  to  the  Welfare 
Department  if  anybody  could  show  where  in  this 
body  I  have  delivered  a  personal  vicious  attack.  I 
don't  think  I  have  ever  done  so.  If  I  have,  I  will 
apologize,  but  I  do  not  recall  any  such  case.  And 
I  will  not  do  so.  I  like  the  Mayor  personally.  I 
think  he  is  one  of  the  most  charitable  men.  I 
think  as  a  father  he  is  one  of  the  finest  fathers  in  the 
community.  But  I  beg  to  differ  with  the  Mayor 
merely  on  these  municipal  issues.  Of  course,  that 
does  not  mean  that  the  Mayor  may  not  be  right 
beeause  I  differ  with  him,  as  I  have  done  on  some 
occasions.  But  I  have  not  accused  him  personally 
or  made  vicious  personal  attacks  on  him.     It  is  a 
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sign  of  weakness  in  a  man's  case  when  he  resorts  to 
personal  attacks.  How  the  crowd  cheers  a  man 
who  attacks  others  personally,  but  the  crowd  has 
no  real  respect  for  the  man  who  stoops  to  per- 
sonalities, and  they  do  not  support  him  at  the  po'.ls. 
They  listen  to  him,  but  they  will  not  vote  for  him. 
Because  the  Mayor  has  seen  fit  to  take  a  position 
with  which  I  do  not  agree  does  not  give  me  the 
right  to  attack  him  personally.  I  don't  want  to 
say  anything  against  the  Mayor  personally  but 
what  his  own  children  can  read.  And  I  may  be 
wrong  in  matters  upon  which  I  differ  with  him. — I 
may  be  wrong  in  the  matter  of  taxes,  may  be  wrong 
in  the  matter  of  streets.  It  is  human  to  be  wrong. 
At  the  same  time.  I  shall  not  lend  myself,  and  have 
not  done  so.  to  personal  attacks  on  the  Mayor.  I 
desire  to  so  state  in  our  record.  And^  I  indorse 
none  of  the  personal  attacks  on  him.  We  differ  on 
issues  at  times,  and  on  issues  alone.  If  I  were  in 
trouble  personally.  I  don't  know  of  any  man  to 
whom  I  would  go  more  quickly  for  sympathy  and 
assistance  than  this  man  downstairs.  I  toddled 
after  him  as  a  child.  I  don't  think  there  is  any 
man  in  America  to  whom  I  would  rather  listen  in 
a  twenty-minute  patriotic  talk.  But  when  it 
comes  to  personally  insulting  men,  I  remember  a 
former  leader  and  councilor  from  Brighton  who 
told  me  once,  "I  have  at  times  read  over  what  I 
have  said  and  have  felt  ashamed  of  myself  because 
of  some  of  the  things  I  have  said."  So,  while  I 
may  personally  differ  with  the  Mayor  at  times,  I 
desire  to  stand  on  my  statement  in  the  record  that 
it  has  not  taken  and  never  will  take  the  form  of  a 
personal  attack. 

Coun.  Lynch's  motion,  to  have  one  of  the  letters 
of  Coun.  Kelly  to  the  Mayor  not  included  in  the 
record,  was  carried. 

Coun.  Kelly's  resolutions  were  passed. 


CONDITIONS  AT  SOUTH  BOSTON  BATHING 
BEACHES. 

Coun.  LYNCH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Health  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  in- 
vestigate and  report  on  the  unsanitary  conditions 
at  the  South  Boston  bathing  beaches  caused  by 
the  dumping  of  refuse  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Mile 
road,  so  called,  and  the  Calf  Pasture. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  have  presented 
this  order  for  the  purpose  of  again  bringing  to  the 
attention  of  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  City  of 
Boston  the  fact  that  right  here  in  City  Hall  there 
is  valuable  space  that  is  being  wasted.  I  have 
taken  the  opportunity  to  go  through  this  Hall  and 
the  Annex  and  find  a  great  deal  of  valuable  space 
that  is  not  being  used,  at  the  same  time  that  we 
are  having  departments  lease  rooms  outside  of 
these  buildings,  departments  that  I  feel  should  be 
centralized  in  City  Hall,  thereby  saving  rents  for 
the  city,  and  incidentally  enabling  us  to  save 
money  which  can  be  turned  over  to  the  Welfare 
Department,  where  it  is  sadly  needed.

FEES   FOR   OPENING    GRAVES   FOR 
VETERANS.

I  understand  that  there 
is  approximately  $100  a  year  involved,  and  that 
in  a  number  of  instances  the  relatives  of  the  people 
being  buried  there  are  unable  to  pay  the  small 
charge.  For  that  reason  I  am  introducing  this 
order,  attempting  to  secure  that  service  free  of 
charge. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  I  must  vote 
against  this  order,  because  I  don't  believe  in 
extending  free  service  of  this  kind  to  anybody  in 
this  way,  where  it  is  not  given  to  other  members 
of  the  community.  The  fact  that  I  am  dealing 
with  veterans  in  this  case  makes  me  particularly 
regret  that  I  have  to  take  this  position.

HUNTINGTON   AVENUE   SUBWAY 
EXTENSION. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  11,  1932. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  an  attested 
copy  of  chapter  306  of  the  Acts  of  1932  authorizing 
the  City  of  Boston  to  construct  the  Huntington 
avenue  subway  extension,  at  an  estimated  expense 
of  $8,500,000. 

All  of  the  public  bodies  that  have  studied  our 
transit  facilities  in  recent  years  are  in  agreement 
that  the  outstanding  requirement  is  the  removal 
of  the  trolley  surface  tracks  on  Huntington  avenue 
and  Boylston  street  from  west  of  Massachusetts 
avenue  to  Arlington  street  and  the  substitution 
therefor  of  a  subway  which  will  ultimately  connect 
South  Huntington  avenue  and  East  Boston. 

The  construction  of  the  present  portion  of  this 
subway  will  not  only  relieve  the  congested  transit 
situation  in  Roxbury,  Jamaica  Plain  and  Brookline, 
but  will  alBO  greatly  improve  traffic  facilities  by 
making  available,  upon  the  removal  of  the  surface 
car  tracks,  a  wide  and  convenient  traffic  thorough- 
fare almost  to  the  center  of  the  city,  with  a  con- 
sequent improvement  in  the  congested  conditions 
on  Commonwealth  and  Columbus  avenues. 

An  important  consideration  which  makes  it 
advisable  for  the  city  to  act  immediately  under 
this  act  is  the  fact  that  by  its  provisions  the  work 
can  be  prosecuted  to  a  great  extent  by  veterans. 
The  completion  of  the  Governor  square  subway 
has  thrown  a  great  burden  on  the  Soldiers  Relief 
Department  and  the  only  prospect  of  relief  for  the 
city  and  the  veteran  is  the  construction  of  new 
work. 

I  am  assured  by  the  Transit  Commission  that 
the  prompt  acceptance  of  the  act  by  the  City 
Council  will  enable  them  to  make  plans  and  pre- 
liminary investigations  at  once  and  they  will  be 
prepared,  upon  the  approval  of  the  act  by  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  and  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  to  start  construction 
work  on  a  day  labor  basis  within  three  months 
thereafter. 

I  consequently  urge  the  immediate  passage  of 
the  accompanying  order  accepting  the  act.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION  IN  RE 
OWNERSHIP   OF   PROPERTY. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  submits 
to  your  honorable  body  the  report  requested  in  the 
following  order  which  was  adopted  at  your  meeting 
on  May  23,  1932: 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  of  the 
City  of  Boston  be,  and  hereby  is,  requested  to 
investigate  changes  in  the  ownership  of,  and  the 
securing  of  options  to  purchase,  real  estate  along 
the   proposed   route   of    the   street   widening   con- 


templated in  connection  with  House  Bill  1404; 
and  that  said  commission  be,  and  hereby  is,  re- 
quested to  report  its  findings  to  the  City  Council 
as  soon  as  practicable. 

In  City  Council  May  23,  1932.     Passed.

The  commission  has  examined  the  owners  of 
record  of  the  parcels  within  the  line  of  the  widening 
of  Merrimac  and  Cross  streets  and  Haymarket 
square,  so  far  as  the  commission  could  determine 
the  parcels. 

The  commission  desires  to  point  out  that  the 
act  authorizing  the  improvement  definitely  fixes 
the  widening  of  Merrimac  street  between  Chardon 
and  Friend  streets  on  the  southerly  side  of  Merri- 
mac street,  but  within  this  length  leaves  it  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Transit  Department  to  con- 
struct a  street  between  80  and  90  feet  wide; 
on  Merrimac  street  from  Friend  street  to  Hay- 
market  square  and  on  Cross  street  from  Hay- 
market  square  to  Hanover  street  the  widening  is 
limited  to  80  to  90  feet,  but  the  act  leaves  it  to 
the  discretion  of  the  Transit  Commission  to  take 
land  on  either  side.  The  diameter  of  the  circle 
in  Haymarket  square  is  also  left  by  the  act  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Transit  Commission,  but  is  re- 
quired to  be  "substantially"  in  accordance  with  a 
plan  filed  with  the  Transit  Commission,  a  copy  of 
which  is  in  possession  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
attached  to  the  act  as  adopted.  This  plan  and 
copy  bear  the  name  of  the  City  Planning  Board 
of  Boston  as  the  maker.  It  has  not  had  the  appro- 
val of  the  Transit  Commission  which  has  decided 
that  it  must  make  a  new  survey  and  then  work 
out  a  plan  that  will  in  its  opinion  be  efficient, 
but  within  the  authority  of  chapter  287.  At  the 
present  time,  therefore,  there  is  no  definite  plan 
of  the  improvement. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  made  inquiry  of 
the  ownership  of  all  the  parcels  that  might  be 
within  the  plan  when  adopted.  It  has  found  that 
there  were  numerous  changes  in  ownership  in  the 
period  of  1925  to  1930,  but  there  have  been  no 
actual  changes  in  ownership  since  1930.  The 
commission  nas  learned  from  the  testimony  of 
owners  that  efforts  have  been  made  more  or  less 
continuously  since  1925  to  obtain  options  on  parcels 
in  this  vicinity.  Some  of  these  options  resulted 
in  changes  in  ownership,  and  others  were  allowed 
to  expire  without  consummation  of  a  sale  between 
1925  and  1930. 

Since  1930  the  commission  has  found  one  option 
taken  on  a  parcel  within  the  probable  lines  of  the 
improvement.  The  parcel  involved  is  numbered 
144  and  146  Friend  Btreet.  The  present  owner  is 
the  Canton  Institution  for  Savings  which  obtained 
it  by  foreclosure  on  December  15,  1930,  from 
William  J.  Holloway,  trustee.  On  April  6,  1932, 
the  Canton  Institution  for  Savings  made  an  agree- 
ment to  sell  this  parcel  on  or  before  July  6,  1932, 
to  Elizabeth  C.  Hyland,  the  broker  in  the  transac- 
tion being  William  Pease  O'Brien.

REPORT    OF    SPECIAL    COMMITTEE    ON 
PUBLIC  WELFARE  AND  RELIEF. 

Coun.  McGRATH,  for  the  Special  Committee 
on  Public  Welfare  and  Relief,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing: 

The  Special  Committee  on  Public  Welfare  and 
Relief  respectfully  submit  the  following  report, 
in  part: 

The  unprecedented  increase  in  the  past  three 
years  in  the  demands  for  various  kinds  of  public 
relief  found  the  city  departments  with  a  system 
and  methods  which,  while  efficient  enough  under 
ordinary  conditions,  were  not  apparently  designed 
for  indefinite  expansion,  and  in  no  condition  to 
properly  cope  with  the  tremendous  demands  caused 
by  the  present  depression  and  consequent  unem- 
ployment. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  the 
main  the  money  expended  for  public  relief  is  wisely 
expended  and  goes  to  persons  deserving  of  and 
entitled  to  relief,  and  that  the  proportion  of  unde- 
serving cases  is  not  alarming.  Whatever  faults 
are  to  be  found  are  mostly  attributable  to  defective 
machinery  rather  than  to  personnel. 

However,  whether  the  proportion  of  undeserving 
eases  is  large  or  small,  is  largely  a  matter  of  opinion, 
as  there  seems  to  be  no  practicable  way  of  checking 
up  the  various  forms  of  relief  without  the  adoption 
of  some  method  of  centralizing  information. 

Merely  to  mention  a  few  of  the  various  agencies 
involved  we  cite  —  public  welfare,  unemployment 
relief,  mothers'  aid,  old  age  pensions,  hospitals 
and  sanatoria,  infirmary,  abatement  of  taxes, 
soldiers'  relief,  government  pensions,  private 
charitable  organizations. 


The  first  step  along  the  line  of  proper  information 
was  taken  by  the  City  Council  last  year  in  obtaining 
a  statement  of  the  number  of  cases  aided  by  ward 
and  precinct,  and  the  committee  now  submit  a 
recommendation  which  they  believe  will  prove  of 
great  value,  not  only  in  the  matter  of  public 
welfare  payments,  but  also  in  the  business  of  many 
other  departments. 

The  committee's  proposal,  in  brief,  is  as  follows: 

The  establishing  in  the  Statistics  Department 
of  a  central  card  index  system  based  not  on 
names  of  persons  but  on  dwelling  houses  or  places 
of  habitation,  of  which  there  are  approximately 
ninety-five  thousand  in  the  city  limits. 

The  key  card  could  contain  the  ward,  precinct, 
street,  number,  type  of  house,  etc.,  and  the  sub- 
ordinate cards  the  names  of  all  the  residents  in  that 
particular  house,  their  occupation  and  employers, 
age,  prior  residence,  etc.  Most  of  the  information 
can  be  obtained  from  the  Police  List,  and  from  the 
different  departments  can  be  assembled  all  the 
information  from  the  various  agencies  cited  pre- 
viously in  this  report.  Not  only  would  any 
duplication  of  assistance  immediately  show  up, 
but  the  collected  information  would  be  of  great 
value  in  dealing  with  new  cases,  abatements  of 
taxes,  and  other  forms  of  assistance  rendered. 
By  including  in  this  dwelling-house  location  index 
the  disease  and  other  vital  statistics  the  city 
authorities  would  have  a  complete  picture  of  the 
conditions  in  every  precinct  of  the  city,  and  we 
believe  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  city 
the  collected  information,  which  should  be  obtained 
for  intelligently  dealing  with  such  problems  as  the 
proper    location    of    playgrounds,    the   eradication 
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of  slums  and  the  improvement  of  health  conditions 
in  various  centers  of  population,  would  be  in  a 
readily  accessible  form  for  future  use. 

The  committee  fully  realizes  that  it  is  unlawful 
to  make  public  the  names  of  those  to  whom  aid  is 
given,  and  unless  the  proposed  house  index  and 
attached  information  is  reserved  for  the  private 
use  of  the  departments  concerned,  and  safeguarded 
by  the  moBt  rigid  restrictions  from  ordinary 
curiosity  and  the  prying  impertinence  of  a  certain 
type  of  so-called  social  workers,  they  believe  its 
value  would  be  outweighed  by  that  disadvantage. 
The  committee  accordingly  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order,  and  also 
recommend  that  if  the  idea  meets  with  executive 
approval,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to 
issue  an  executive  order  directing  the  various 
departments  to  furnish  to  the  Statistics  Department 
the  information  it  may  require,  and  a  further  order 
that  the  collected  information  shall  not  be  open  to 
inspection  by  any  one  but  a  head  or  a  chief  clerk 
of  a  department,  or  other  person  with  the  written 
authority  of  the  Mayor.

I  would  like  to  find  out 
why  the  committee  arrived  at  that  decision. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  call 
upon  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Jitneys 
to  explain  the  situation. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  Chairman,  action  on 
the  report  has  not  been  reconsidered  yet.  I  don't 
think  debate  is  in  order  until  the  action  of  the 
Council  is  reconsidered. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  gentleman  sim- 
ply asks  for  information. 

Coun.  LYNCH — Mr.  President,  the  Committee 
on  Jitneys  gave  a  hearing  to  Mr.  O'Brien  in  regard 
to  this  proposed  permit.  He  was  the  only  speaker 
for  the  permit,  while  there  was  a  gathering  of  rail- 
road officials  and  also  some  members  of  the  Council 
who  appeared  against  granting  the  permit.  The 
committee  thereupon  voted  to  give  the  petitioner 
leave  to  withdraw. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  information.  What  bus,  if  any,  now  runs 
from  Brockton  to  Mattapan?  Is  there  such  a 
service? 

Coun.  LYNCH— Mr.  President,  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  has  a  bus  line  running  through 
there. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  in  order  to 
carry  on  this  service  it  is  necessary  for  the  peti- 
tioner to  secure  proper  licenses  from  each  city  and 
town  all  the  way  from  New  Bedford  to  Boston. 
I  am  looking  for  information  as  to  why  the  petition 
was  turned  down  here.  True,  I  was  present  at 
part  of  the  meeting,  while  Mr.  O'Brien  was  there 
and  persons  adverse  to  the  petition.  I  don't  re- 
member any  objection  stated  by  the  railway 
officials,  except  that  it  would  tend  to  destroy  their 
business  and  would  bring  about  a  condition  by 
which  the  railways  would  be  affected  by  jitney 
competition.  It  seems  to  me,  however,  that  we 
should  have  some  real,  legitimate  excuse.  If  the 
railway  officials  have  reasons  for  asking  us  not  to 
allow  the  petitioner  to  do  as  he  wishes,  we  should 
know  what  the  reasons  are,  and  if  it  can  be  shown 
that  this  would  be  detrimental  to  the  railways 
and  to  the  City  of  Boston  I  would  be  willing  to 
vote  against  the  petition  or  to  have  it  withdrawn. 
But  there  has  been  no  argument  on  the  floor  pro 
or  con  to  show  why  it  was  denied.  I  simply  want 
some  information  as  to  why  it  was  denied,  and  I 
desire  that  information  for  my  own  personal  use. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  BURKE  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  for  a  reconsideration 
of  the  acceptance  of  the  Jitney  Committee's  report. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  say  on  behalf  of  the  petitioner  in  this  case,  Mr. 
William  O'Brien,  that  he  is  a  resident  of  my  ward, 
a  man  whom  I  have  known  for  several  years.  He 
has  been  a  very  reputable  business  man  and  has 
not  conducted  a  bus  service  before.  I  can  vouch 
for  his  character,  and,  therefore,  I  feel  that  I  ought 
to  say  a  word  on  this  matter.  I  am  in  favor  of 
the  action  of  the  Council  being  reconsidered  and 
of  another  hearing  being  given  by  the  Committee 
on  Jitneys,  at  which  Councilor  Burke  and  myself 
might  be  heard. 

Reconsideration  of  the  acceptance  of  the  report 
was  refused.  Coun.  Burke  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays.

PAYMENT  OF  WITNESS  FEES  IN  SUFFOLK 
COUNTY. 

Coun.   BURKE  offered    the  following: 

Ordered.  That  the  Finance  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  investi- 
gate and  report  to  the  City  Council  with  reference 
to  the  methods  pursued  in  the  payment  of  witness 
fees  in  the  County  of  Suffolk. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  have  made 
an  investigation  of  some  of  the  conditions  that 
exist  with  regard  to  the  payment  of  witness  fees 
in  various  courts.  I  find  that  there  is  a  great 
deal  of  money  paid  out  of  the  City  Treasury  to 
witnesses  who  never  have  an  opportunity  to  testify, 
and  that  it  is  a  constant  drain  on  the  City  Treasury, 
Police  officers  and  others  conducting  cases  for  the 
Commonwealth  bring  in  witnesses  who  know 
nothing  about  the  case,  but  who  get  witness  fees. 
I  find  that  there  was  paid  out  for  witness  fees  for 
1931  in  the  Juvenile  Court  $302.30;  in  the  Boston 
Municipal  Court  $9,441.75,  and  in  the  Superior 
Criminal  Court  $60,591.80.  The  District  Courts 
are  paying  an  amount  commensurately  as  high 
as  the  amounts  paid  in  the  other  courts,  and  through 
personal  investigation  I  find  that  this  money  is 
being  paid  in  many  cases  to  people  not  needed 
in  the  prosecution  of  claims  and  cases.  I  feel 
that  there  is  a  leak  here  that  should  be  investigated 
and,  if  possible,  stopped. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


TRANSFER  FOR  LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL. 

President  GALLAGHER  called  up,  under  un- 
finished business,  No.  5  on  the  calendar,  viz.:

DECENTRALIZING    WELFARE     WORK. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  decentralizing  into 
various  sections  the  work  now  being  performed  at 
the  main  headquarters  on  Hawkins  street. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  find  that 
the  Special  Committee  on  Public  Welfare  Relief 
has  just  reported  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  money 
spent  for  public  welfare  is  wisely  expended  in 
Boston  today.  I  beg  to  take  exception  to  that 
statement.  The  committee  also  recommends  a 
card  index  system.  I  think  it  is  wrong  to  ask 
unfortunates  to  go  down  to  Hawkins  street  from 
the  different  outlying  sections — Mattapan,  Hyde 
Park,  Roslindale  and  other  parts  of  the  city.  I 
feel,  therefore,  that  the  work  should  be  decentral- 
ized, having  offices  in  various  parts  of  the  city, 
instead  of  compelling  everybody  to  go  down  to 
Hawkins  street. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


"ALTERNATIVE    METHOD"    IN     EAST 
BOSTON  TUNNEL  LAND-TAKINGS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  instruct  the  Law  Department  of  the  city  to  use 
the  so-called  "Alternative  Method"  in  the  land- 
takings  for  the  new  approach  to  the  East  Boston 
vehicular  tunnel. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  an  examina- 
tion of  the  names  of  those  who  have  options  on 
land  along  the  fine  of  the  new  tunnel,  the  $3,000,000 
affair,  is  revealing  to  say  the  least.  I  find  here 
on  the  list  our  old  friend  William  Zakon,  a  real 
estate  operator  who  had  Franklin  Hill  avenue 
built,  with  not  even  one  home  on  the  street.  He 
was  able  to  get  the  city  to  develop  his  land  in  that 
way,  and  we  now  find  him  clown  here.  Under 
chapter  80A  of  the  General  Laws  the  city  has  a 
right  to  say  to  a  property  owner,  "We  will  give 
you  so  much  for  your  land."  The  property  owner, 
we  will  say,  demands  more,  and  goes  to  court  and 
is  awarded  more  money.  The  city  then  has  the 
right  to  say,  "We  will  not  take  the  property;  it 
is  too  expensive."  The  city  can  then,  under  the 
so-called  "Alternative  Method,"  provided  for  in 
the  General  Laws,  say  at  any  time,  "We  don't 
want  your  land.  We  will  take  the  other  side  of 
the  street."  Even  after  a  jury  verdict  the  city 
has  the  right  to  say,  "We  will  not  take  the  land." 
But  under  the  plan  that  we  have  been  using  to 
date  in  this  city  in  land-takings,  once  the  city 
says,  "We  take  your  land,"  the  city  is  forced  to 
go  through  with  the  proposition.  The  owner 
may  go  to  court  and  get  an  award  for  $20,000  or 
$30,000  on  land  that  the  city  may  say  is  worth 
only  $10,000,  but,  although  the  jury  awards  many 
thousands  dollars  more  than  the  land  is  really 
worth,  the  city  must  pay  this  amount.  It  cannot 
back  out.  That  method  costs  the  taxpayers 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  a  year,  dependent 
on  the  amount  of  land  taken.  The  alternative 
method,  however,  not  the  method  used  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  is  used  in  practically  every  state 
of  the  Union  and  by  the  Federal  Government, 
and  it  is  the  method  that  the  real  estate  sharks 
are  afraid  of.  If  that  method  had  been  adopted 
down  around  Faneuil  Hall,  for  instance,  Abe  Lipp 
could  not  have  done  what  he  did  in  connection 
with  the  Swift  Company  building  and  the  Patten 
Restaurant  building,  when  he  made  a  profit  of 
over  $300,000.  Under  this  alternative  method, 
which  is  provided  for  in  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth,  the  City  of  Boston  can  at  any 
time  back  out  of  the  thing.  But  it  has  never 
been  used  here,  and  no  man  can  explain  why  it 
should  not  be  used.  With  the  spending  of 
$3,000,000  or  more  on  additional  street  widen- 
ings  for  the  East  Boston  Vehicular  Tunnel,  long 
before  it  is  opened,  we  can  expect  many  revela- 
tions in  the  near  future.  One  would  think  that 
with  $16,000,000  already  having  been  spent  on 
the  East  Boston  Vehicular  Tunnel,  that  was 
enough  for  the  time  being,  at  least  until  the  tunnel 
was  open  for  business.  But  no,  the  Legislature 
drafts  another  $3,000,000  for  street  widenings, 
land-takings,  and  so  forth,  for  tunnel  approaches. 
This  tunnel,  the  largest  project  ever  built  by  a 
New  England  city,  will  be  a  white  elephant  from 
the  start.  With  that  additional  $3,000,000  for 
tunnel   approaches    the   land   sharks   are   already 
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busy.     And    that   in   a    time   like   this,   with   the 
depression   affecting  all   our   people,   and   no   one 
knowing  when  the  thing  is  going  to  end.     I  have 
for  several   years   been   calling   attention   to   this 
threat  to  people  everywhere,  and   no  one  knows 
when  it  is  going  to  end,  and  every  day  it  is  getting 
worse.     No  one  can  tell  the  hardships  that  people 
will    have    to    undergo    next    winter.     We    have 
already  learned   what   has  been  going  on  in   the 
room  across  the  way  today,  between  the  Mayor 
and   the  department   heads,   about   the  desperate 
efforts  that  are  being  made  to  keep  up  the  Public 
Welfare  fund  so  that  our  citizens  may  not  go  with- 
out   the    ordinary   means   of   existence, — and    yet 
here  are  people  coming  in  and  getting  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars  in  this  way,  in  this  year 
of  years,  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Look  at  some  of  the  names  on  this  list,  some  which 
are  acting  as  straws  for  some  who  were  in  on  the 
Exchange    street    widening    steal.     Here,    for    in- 
stance,   according   to   the   report   of    the   Finance 
Commission    handed    to    the    Council    today,    is 
Elizabeth   C.    Highland,    who   owns    property    on 
this  route,  that  the  city  is  to  take.     I  don't  think 
poor  Elizabeth  knows  anything  about  the  situa- 
tion.    She   is   simply   a    "straw"    for   Abe   Lipp, 
cousin   of   John   Beck   of   Quincy,   a   favored  rea- 
estate  expert  for   the  present  and   past  adminis- 
trations.    Another   "straw"    is   Hyman   C.   Bass, 
a  brother-in-law  of  former  Assistant  District  Attor- 
ney William  Schell,  who  is  counsel  ofr  Abe  Lipp, 
Joe  Paul  and  others  in  this  group  of  land  sharks. 
May  E.  O'Brien  and  Frances  L.  O'Brien  are  also 
"straws."     The  list  is  largely  made  up  of  "straws," 
and  it  ends  up  with  our  beautiful  friend,  William 
Zakon.     This  sort  of   thing   is   particularly   crim- 
inal in  a  year  like  this,  when  we  don't  know  where 
we  are  going  to  get  money  to  feed  the  unfortu- 
nates, and  when  we  are  in  the  midst  of  a  situa- 
tion  which   will   very   likely  extend  into   1933   or 
1934.     Just  think,  Mr.  President,  of  squandering 
these  millions  of  dollars  of  the  taxpayers'  money 
in  a  year  when  no  one  knows  where  we  are  to  get 
enough  money  to  feed,  clothe  and  house  the  un- 
employed.    And  those  who  are  making  the  millions 
are  ones  who  have  rolled  in  wealth  for  years.     But 
the   alternative   method   will   throw   a   scare   into 
these  people,  at  least.     It  is  the  one  thing  that 
they  are  afraid  of.     There  is  now  an  opportunity 
to  adopt  that  alternative  method,  and  if  we  have 
enough  publicity  on  it  it  will  undoubtedly  be  used. 
Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want  to 
quarrel  with  my  neighbor  from  Ward  18  (Coun. 
Norton),  but  I  think,  for  purpose  of  the  record, 
any  man  in  this  body  should  at  any  time  welcome 
a  proper  correction  of  statements  that  are  either 
made  without  any  justification  or  are  made  through 
a    misunderstanding   of    the   facts.     The   member 
corrected   at   the   last  meeting   a  statement  that 
he  had  made  when  I  called  the  facts  to  his  atten- 
tion.    I   would  now  like,  in  view  of  the  remarks 
of  the  councilor  from  Ward  18,  to  say  just  a  word 
in  regard  to  William  Zakon,  whose  name  he  men- 
tions with  a  sneer,  a  man  owning  some  property 
which  happens  to  be  in  this  contemplated  location. 
Let  me  say  for  the  councilor's  information  that 
Mr.   Zakon  has  owned  that  piece  of  property  in 
that    section,    to    my    knowledge,    since    prior    to 
1918,  because  he  was  in  the  liquor  business  in  that 
very   spot,   owning   the  land.     Of   course,   if   Mr. 
Zakon  wanted  to  do  the  right  thing,  presumably, 
in   the   opinion   of   the   councilor   from   Ward   18, 
if  he  knew  of  the  contemplated  $3,000,000  project, 
he  should  have  sold  his  property  out  immediately 
to  someone  else,  and  he  would  then  be  all  right. 
But  the  fact  is,  Mr.  President,  that  he  has  owned 
that  property  since  those  days,  which  only  brings 
out  the  fact  that  the  councilor  ought  to  be  careful 
when  he  makes  statements  about  others.     I  don't 
think  the  councilor  from   Ward   18   wants  to   be 
unfair,  but  I  do  wish  to  state  the  facts  in  justice 
to  a  taxpayer  of  Boston,  as  is  Mr.  Zakon,  a  man 
with  whom  I  have  been  very  well  acquainted  for 
years,    and   of   whose   friendship   I   am   proud  to 
boast.     He  has  owned  this  property  probably  for 
fifteen  or  more  years.     I  say,  good  luck  to  him, 
if  he  has  been  able  to  hold  on  that  long.     I  have 
also  made  it  my  business  to  inquire  in  regard  to 
this  famous  Franklin  Hill  avenue,  which  happens 
to  be  in  my  district,  and  I  find  that  it  cost  the  City 
of  Boston  to  construct  that  street  to  which   the 
councilor  made  reference  last  week,  about  827,000; 
and    it   may   interest   the   Council   to   know   that 
the     Canterbury    Construction     Corporation,     or 
whatever  the  name  is  of  the  company  owning  the 
land  there,  was  assessed  a  betterment  on  account 
of  that  construction  of  close  to  $22,000.     So  when 


the  Canterbury  Construction  Company  pays  the 
$22,000  the  street  will  cost  the  City  of  Boston  only 
about  four  or  five  thousand  dollars,  minus  what- 
ever amount  may  perhaps  be  charged  up  to  other 
people  on  the  street  in  the  way  of  betterments. 
Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  there  are  no 
real  estate  sharks  here  but  what  got  the  property 
before  1925,  and  let  me  explain  why  that  is  the 
situation,  also  explaining  why  Mr.  Zakon  had  this 
property  so  long.  Many  of  these  "straws"  were 
pushed  in  at  the  time  that  the  real  estate  sharks 
thought  the  city,  in  1925,  was  going  to  put  through 
the  so-called  "Intermediate  Highway,"  at  the  time 
that  it  was  proposed  to  have  a  tunnel  with  a  bend 
in  it,  under  a  previous  administration.  But 
that  was  the  time  when  Frank  Goodwin  jumped 
on  it.  Of  course,  it  was  thought  at  that  time  that 
the  Intermediate  Highway  was  going  through  and 
that  this  tunnel  was  to  have  a  bend  in  it,  and  a 
number  of  the  boys  and  girls  were  in  on  it.  In 
fact,  the  thing  was  almost  through  under  a  previous 
Mayor,  in  spite  of  such  a  ridiculous  thing  as  a 
crooked  tunnel,  the  idea  being  to  take  care  of  some 
of  our  good  friends  here  who  rolled  in  millions 
and  had  plenty  of  money.  That  is  the  reason 
why  this  property  was  owned  so  long  ago.     Look 

at  the  list  here 

Coun.  RUBY — Can  the  councilor  from  Ward  18 
tell  us  when  Mr.  Zakon  acquired  the  property 
in  which  he  is  interested? 

President  GALLAGHER— Has  the  councilor 
such   information? 

Coun.  RUBY — My  information  is  that  his 
ownership  goes  away  back  to  the  time  when  he 
was  in  business  down  there.  That  I  am  sure  of, 
but  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  obtain  the  exact  dates 
and  furnish  them  to  the  councilor — just  as  I  was 
able  last  week  to  show  the  councilor  from  Ward  18 
that  he  had  made  an  unfortunate  statement. 
Similarly,  I  will  show  him  at  the  next  meeting,  or 
before  the  next  meeting,  that  Mr.  Zakon  owned 
the  property  there  prior  to  1918,  when  the  pro- 
posed building  of  an  East  Boston  tunnel  was 
unknown  even  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  18. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  sorry  to 
interfere  in  this  argument,  but  I  simply  want  to 
state  a  word  on  the  policy  of  taking  land  without 
proper  investigation.  In  my  ward,  in  connection 
with  the  Dunbar  Avenue  Playground,  in  1928, 
they  took  land  that  was  assessed  for  $12,500,  and 
the  land  passed  immediately  into  the  hands  of  a 
"straw  "  owner,  with  the  result  that  the  city  had  to 
pay  $67,000.  It  is  now  proposed  to  pay  $3,000,000 
or  more  for  land-takings  in  connection  with  the 
street  widenings  appertaining  to  the  East  Boston 
Tunnel,  and  I  say  we  should  make  every  possible 
effort  to  be  sure  that  we  do  not  give  money  to 
these  land  grabbers  and  parasites  who  jump  in 
whenever  land-takings  are  proposed  in  this  city. 
I  am  in  favor  of  an  investigation  of  that  sort  of 
thing,  with  a  view  to  preventing  it,  if  possible. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  colleague 
from  the  Dorchester  district  (Coun.  Ruby)  says 
that  last  week  I  was  in  error.  I  was.  There  is  a 
street,  however,  that  I  go  over  quite  a  little, 
named  Canterbury  street,  with  Franklin  Park  on 
the  right-hand  side,  a  street  out  by  the  golf  course 
and  in  the  burial  section,  near  the  graveyard.  I 
said  that  on  the  right-hand  side  there  were  but 
ten  houses  between  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Neponset 
avenue,  I  think  in  a  distance  of  about  a  mile.  I 
did  make  a  mistake  in  that  matter,  but  that  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  fact  that  the  street  I  was 
particularly  referring  to  at  the  time  was  the  only 
street  in  Boston  you  can  point  to  without  a  house 
or  without  a  building  on  it,  which  the  city  has  gone 
in  and  fixed  up  in  any  such  way.  It  was  fixed  up 
in  the  interest  of  a  real  estate  operator,  and  it  is 
interesting  to  know  how  a  real  estate  operator  can 
get  such  a  beautiful  street  put  through,  without  a 
house  on  it,  a  street  in  which  there  must  later  be 
put  electric  wires,  water  pipes,  gas  pipes,  all  that 
sort  of  thing.  But  you  have  there  a  good  deal  of 
land  belonging  to  a  real  estate  operator  who 
contributed  $1,000  to  the  Mayor's  campaign,  and 
who   has   a   street   run   through    there.     Now,   in 

regard  to  our  friend  Zakon 

President  GALLAGHER — The  question  is  on 
the  East  Boston  Tunnel  land  order. 

Coun.  NORTON— Well,  Mr.  President,  I  was 
simply  answering  the  colleague  in  regard  to  our 
friend  Zakon.  It  may  be  that  Zakon  owned  that 
building  for  some  time,  but  he  does  seem  to  have 
a  peculiar  pull  at  City  Hall.  I  would  like  to  meet 
the  gentleman.  He  got  that  street  through, 
without  a  house  or  home  on  it,  and  here  we  have 
him  on  this  tunnel  proposition,  the  last  on  the  list. 
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I  don't  know  how  it  happens  that  we  run  into  him 
on  Franklin  Hill  avenue  and  we  run  into  him  at 
the  North  End. 

The   order   was   passed   under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


YOUNG   MEN  IN  BOSTON  TEACHERS 
COLLEGE. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee  be 
requested  to  consider  the  matter  of  allowing  young 
men  to  enter  the  Boston  Teachers  College  as 
candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  under  no  obligation  to  employ 
said  male  graduates  in  the  Boston  schools. 

Coun.  NORTON^Mr.  President,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  we  have  thousands  of  teachers  here, 
young  ladies,  waiting  for  jobs  in  Boston.  Of 
course  it  is  impossible  to  increase  the  child  popula- 
tion in  our  schools.  We  have  here  a  splendid 
Teachers  College,  with  the  power  to  grant  Bachelor 
of  Arts  and  Master  of  Arts  degrees.  We  are 
taking  200  new  pupils  into  that  college  this  year, 
and  next  year  more  are  promised.  We  have  a 
staff  there  that  will  easily  take  care,  I  understand, 
of  double  the  number  of  applicants  that  we  have 
at  the  Boston  Teachers  College.  I  believe  this  is  a 
time  when  we  do  not  need  women  teachers  so 
much  and  that  we  should  allow  young  men  who 
would  like  to  enter  the  college  and  to  take  the 
degrees  to  do  so.  Therefore,  I  have  introduced 
this  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


USE   OF   "STAGGER"   SYSTEM    BY 
CONTRACTORS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider 
the  matter  of  requesting  contractors  performing 
city  work  to  use  the  so-called  "stagger"  system. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  we  have 
completed  the  Governor  square  tunnel  in  record 
time,  and  as  a  result  there  has  been  a  great  increase 
in  the  number  of  applicants  for  soldiers'  relief 
upstairs.  It  does  seem  as  though  the  so-called 
"stagger"  system  might  be  used,  and  that  we 
might,  so  far  as  possible,  put  men  instead  of 
machines  at  work.  We  all  know  what  happened 
on  the  golf  course.  I  believe  that  the  contractors 
of  the  City  of  Boston  should  be  requested  to  use 
men  and  eliminate  machinery  as  far  as  possible; 
also,  instead  of  employing  men  six  or  seven  days 
a  week,  that  they  employ  them  three  days  a  week, 
using  the  "stagger"  system.  That  is  the  system 
that  is  now  employed  in  some  of  the  leading 
municipalities  of  the  world. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INFORMATION  IN   RE   COLEMAN 
BROTHERS'   CONTRACT. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
furnish  the  City  Council  at  its  next  meeting  with 
the  following  information  regarding  the  contract 
of  Coleman  Brothers,  Inc.,  for  the  removal  of 
ashes  and  garbage  in  Dorchester: 

1.  Are  collections  of  garbage  made  from  every 
home  in  Dorchester  twice  a  week,  as  per  their 
contract? 

2.  Are  the  barrels  and  containers  being  placed 
back  in  their  proper  locations,  as  per  their  contract? 

3.  Is  this  firm  paying  the  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  to  employees,  as  per  their  contract? 

4.  Are  they  still  employing  noncitizens? 
Coun.   KELLY — Mr.   President,   I  don't  know 

that  I  need  to  comment  on  this  order.  I  want 
that  information  furnished,  and  I  think  one  week 
will  be  sufficient  time  for  the  Finance  Commission 
to  furnish  answers  to  the  Council  of  those  four 
specific  questions.  We  have,  sir,  a  concern  that 
obtains  approximately   $200,000  a  year  from   the 


taxpayers  of  this  city  for  this  work  done  in  Dor- 
chester and  other  parts  of  Boston.  I  claimed — 
and  I  proved  my  statement  on  t&e  floor  of  the 
Council  by  nonpartisan  witnesses  brought  before 
the  Committee  on  Contracts,  respectable  men  and 
women  in  the  Dorchester  district  who  crowded 
this  chamber  to  such  an  extent  that  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Buildings  was  going  to  call 
off  the  hearing,  due  to  the  crowd  of  people  who 
wished  to  testify,  that  certain  things  were  being 
done  which  were  not  in  accordance  with  the 
contract  and  which  were  not  right.  That  was  at 
the  beginning  of  March,  Mr.  President  and 
members  of  the  Council.  I  waited  long  and  very 
patiently,  until  finally  the  Committee  on  Con- 
tracts submitted  a  report  of  their  findings  to  the 
Council  last  week,  and  I  have  been  hoping  and 
waiting  for  the  Mayor  to  correct  this  particular 
outrage  on  citizens  of  the  Dorchester  district. 
Not  a  thing  has-been  done  up  to  today  for  the 
people  of  Dorchester.  They  still  inform  me  that 
their  garbage  is  only  being  collected  once  a  week 
and  sometimes  only  once  in  ten  days.  They 
inform  me  that  their  containers  and  ash  barrels 
are  being  thrown  back  on  the  sidewalk,  instead  of 
being  placed  back  in  the  back  yards  by  the  Coleman 
employees,  as  required  by  the  contract.  The 
employees,  also,  inform  me  that  they  are  getting 
but  $4.50  a  day,  and  are  working  over  eight  hours 
a  day,  when  the  contract  calls  for  the  payment  of 
62?  cents  an  hour  to  the  employees  for  an  eight- 
hour  day,  which  amounts  to  $5  for  an  eight-hour 
day.  They  also  inform  me  that  noncitizens  are 
working  on  the  job.  Now,  gentlemen,  we  have 
right  across  the  street  here  an  employee  of  the 
City  of  Boston  who  is  being  paid  $5,000  a  year  to 
expose  things  that  are  wrong  in  city  contracts  and 
otherwise,  and  whose  platform  for  Governor,  as 
issued  a  few  weeks  ago,  was  "a  lower  tax  rate, 
more  protection  for  the  taxpayers."  I  am, 
therefore,  asking  this  gentleman  across  here  at  44 
School  street  to  go  out  with  his  investigators  to 
the  Dorchester  district,  look  into  this  matter,  and 
Bubmit  his  answers  to  the  four  questions.  You  all 
saw  the  Dorchester  children  deprived  of  the  small 
amount  of  $2,000  a  week  ago  last  Saturday,  but 
here  is  a  contract  involving  close  to  $200,000  a 
year,  under  which,  as  a  result  of  the  contractor  not 
being  required  to  live  up  to  the  terms  of  the 
contract  by  giving  the  Dorchester  people  what 
they  are  entitled  to,  the  contractor  is  undoubtedly 
able  to  put  in  his  own  pocket  $75,000  that  should 
be  spent  out  there  in  better  service  for  the  residents 
of  Dorchester.  We  are  entitled  to  that  service, 
Mr.  President  and  gentlemen.  Therefore,  I 
inform  that  firm,  Coleman  Brothers,  that  if  within 
seven  days  they  do  not  correct  the  wrong  they  are 
doing  the  taxpayers,  I  shall  bring  a  petition  in  the 
Supreme  Court,  signed  by  ten  taxpayers  of  the 
Commonwealth,  to  correct  the  situation,  and  I 
know  that  the  courts  of  Boston  will  sustain  me  and 
will  compel  this  contractor  to  live  up  to  what  he 
contracted  to  do.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  has 
absolutely  refused  to  assist  the  people  of  Dorches- 
ter, the  contractor  has  absolutely  refused  to 
better  conditions  and  to  live  up  to  the  terms  of  his 
contract.  So  I  am  asking  these  questions,  to 
which  I  desire  an  answer,  and  I  may  have  to  resort, 
with  ten  taxpayers,  to  the  Supreme  Court  within 
the  next  ten  days,  because  the  people  of  Dorchester 
are  up  in  arms  against  the  present  injustice.  I 
hope,  therefore,  that  the  rule  will  be  suspended 
and  that  the  order  will  be  passed.

from  the  Dorchester  section,  where  there  were 
just  grounds  for  complaint,  have  been  ex- 
tremely   few. 

The     proposition     to     place     the     Dorchester 
district    upon    a    day-labor    basis,    in    substitu- 
tion for  the  contract  system,   would   make  nec- 
essax'y    an    increase    of    100    per    cent    in    the 
cost    of    collections    without    a    corresponding 
improvement  in  the  service  that  would  justify 
such   a    procedure   at   the    present   time.

on  Mcdonald  and  dyer  claims. 

The    following   was   received: 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
Gentlemen, — In  the  legislative  session  which 
recently  closed  there  were  enacted  two  bills 
by  which  the  responsibility  for  the  settlement 
of  two  alleged  claims  against  the  City  of 
Boston    was    referred    by    the    Legislature    to 
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the  City  Government  of  Boston.  Both  of 
these  acts  contain  the  provision  for  acceptance 
by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
before  the  acts  become  effective  and,  pre- 
sumably, both  will  appear  in  the  near  future 
before   the   City   Council   for   action. 

The  first  of  these  1932  bills  originated  in 
House  Bill  No.  839  and  by  the  signature  of 
the  Governor  became  chapter  226  of  the  Acts 
of  1932.  It  authorizes  the  payment  of  a  sum 
of  money  to  the  mother  of  one  David  Mc- 
Donald who,  the  bill  states,  was  killed  by  a 
police  officer.  This  tragedy  occurred  in  1927 
and  a  bill  was  introduced  into  the  Legislature 
of  1929  by  the  then  Senator  Joseph  J.  Mul- 
hern  to  authorize  the  payment  of  a  sum  of 
$5,000    to    the   mother   of   David    McDonald. 

The  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission 
at  the  time  as  a  result  of  a  request  by  the 
Committee  on  Cities  which  was  hearing  the 
bill,  made  an  exhaustive  investigation  into 
the  facts  leading  up  to  the  shooting  and, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion, he  made  a  report  to  the  committee  and 
later  sent  a  copy  to  the  Governor,  which  rec- 
ommended that  the  bill  be  defeated.  The 
shooting  resulted  from  a  dispute  started  pri- 
vately between  the  police  officer  who  was  not 
on  duty  at  the  time  and  the  young  man  who 
was  killed.  The  police  officer  was  tried  and 
found  guilty  of  manslaughter  by  a  jury  in 
the  Suffolk  Superior  Court,  and  has  served 
a  sentence  for  the  offence  in  State  Prison. 
After  having  received  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Commission  in  1929,  the  Senate  re- 
jected   the    bill. 

In  1930  the  bill  was  again  before  the  Legis- 
lature and  the  Finance  Commission  sent  a 
copy  of  the  report  made  in  1929  to  Governor 
Allen.  Subsequently,  the  act  was  rejected  by 
the  House.  A  copy  of  the  1929  report  to  the 
Committee    on    Cities    is    attached. 

A  report  was  not  requested  either  by  the 
Governor  or  the  Legislature  when  the  bill 
covering  the  same  matter  came  up  in  the  1932 
session. 

The  facts  in  the  case  being  the  same  today 
as  they  were  when  the  commission  opposed 
the  bill  before  the  Legislature,  the  commission 
now  recommends  that  the  City  Government 
refuse    to    accept    the    act. 

The  second  act  soon  to  come  before  the 
City  Government  for  acceptance  is  chapter  278 
of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1932,  which  au- 
thorizes the  city  to  pay  John  E.  Dyer  of 
Belmont  the  sum  of  $29,937.63  in  settlement 
of  an  alleged  claim  against  the  City  of  Boston 
for  construction  work  done  at  the  Charles 
Street  Jail.     This  act  has  many  objections. 

In  the  first  place,  if  any  sum  of  money  was 
due  under  this  contract  it  was  due  the  J.  E. 
Dyer  Construction  Company,  but  it  has  been 
decided  by  the  Superior  Court  and  the  Supreme 
Court,  upon  hearings  on  the  merits  of  this 
case,   that   the  City  of   Boston    is   not  liable. 

Further,  John  E.  Dyer  was  adjudged  a 
bankrupt  on  November  28,  1930,  by  the  Federal 
Court  as  the  result  of  a  voluntary  petition 
in  which  he  made  no  mention  of  any  claim 
which  he  individually  or  the  J.  E.  Dyer  Con- 
struction Company  had  against  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  petition  in  bankruptcy,  however, 
shows  that  there  was  a  total  of  fifty-nine 
creditors.  Under  the  terms  of  this  act,  no 
protection  is  given  to  the  creditors  in  the 
disbursement    of    the   money. 

For  the  reasons  that  the  Courts  have  de- 
termined that  there  is  no  merit  to  the  claim 
and  that  the  creditors  of  Dyer  and  the  Dyer 
Construction  Company  are  entitled  to  protec- 
tion in  the  payment  of  any  money  on  account 
of  an  obligation  to  the  J.  E.  Dyer  Construction 
Company,  the  Finance  Commission  recom- 
mends that  the  City  Government  refuse  to 
accept    this    act.

Coun.    KELLY    offered    the    following: 
Ordered,    That    his    Honor  the   Mayor   be   re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  allowing 
the  employees  of  the  different  city  departments 
to    elect   a    committee   of   five  fellow   employees 
to   confer  with   him  and  the  department   heads 
relative   to   the   new   arrangement  of   one,   two, 
and    three  day   contributions. 

Coun.     KELLY — Mr.    President,    I    have    in- 
troduced    this     order     because     I,     as     well     as 
every   other   member   of   the   Council,   have   had 
numerous    city    employees    approach     me     pro- 
testing against  having  money  taken   from  their 
pay   envelopes   without   permission.     Some   four 
months  ago  I   stood  right  where  I   am   standing 
now  and  made  a  statement  that  this  was  noth- 
ing   but    taxation     without    representation.       I 
understand  that  the  Mayor  had  a  hearty  laugh 
to   himself    when   he   heard   of   that   old   revolu- 
tionary   phrase    being    brought    back    into    life, 
although  he  can  quote  his  Shakespeare.     About 
ten  days  ago  a  judge  in  one  of  our  high  courts 
in    Boston   sustained   the    contention    of   one    of 
our   prominent   county   employees    against   hav- 
ing   pay    deducted    from    his    envelope    without 
permission  on   his  part.     So  that  shows  clearly 
that    it   was    nothing    more  than    taxation   with- 
out  representation,   that   it   was   an  illegal  act; 
and  the  Mayor  of  Boston  has  been  doing  these 
illegal   acts  during  the  past  four   months,   with 
the   assistance   of   his   little   stool   pigeon   down- 
stairs,  the   City    Treasurer,    Edmund    L.   Ddlan. 
Following  along  that   same   line   he   has   within 
the   last   week   decided   on   an   additional   reduc- 
tion   plan    all    along    the    line,    by    which    one 
day's  pay   per   month   will  be  taken   from   each 
person     drawing     up     to     $1,600     a     year,     two 
days'   pay  per  month   from  those   getting  from 
$1,600   to  $3,000,  and  three  days'   pay   a   month 
from    those    getting    over    $3,000.       There    are 
approximately,   Mr.    President,    22,000   city   and 
county  employees  drawing  pay  through  the  City 
Treasurer's    office.      Some    of    them    can    afford 
to   give   one,  two   or  three  days'   pay   a  month. 
I    know    that    they    can.      But   there    are    some 
of    them,    Mr.    President    and    members    of   the 
City   Council,    who   cannot    afford   it ;    and    just 
bear   in    mind   that   a   man   or    woman  working 
for  the  City  of  Boston  cannot  obtain  aid  from 
the   Public    Welfare   Department.      I    can    show 
you     a     woman     working     in     the    Sanatorium, 
getting  very  small  pay,  and  another  one  work- 
ing in  the  hospital  getting  but  $10.80  per  week. 
There    are    a    number    working    in    the    hospital 
getting    very    small    pay,    as    well    as    in    other 
departments,    and    in    many    of    such    cases    it 
would   be    a   rank    injustice   to    deprive    one   of 
those   individuals    of   a   day's    pay.      I    can   also 
show     you     cases     of     hardship     among    those 
getting    $1,600,    including    your    police    officers, 
who   have   recently   been    refused   the  additional 
$100    step-increase    which    they    were    promised 
when    they    came    to    work.       Those    men    are 
already    getting    less    pay    than    is    paid    police 
officers   in   other   towns  and   cities   nearby,   and 
in  many  cases  they  are  struggling  along  under 
very    difficult   circumstances,    not  only   support- 
ing  large    families    of    their    own    but    helping 
relatives.      From    those    men,    getting    in    their 
pay  envelopes   but   $29.40  per  week,  the  Mayor 
wants   to  take  two  days'   pay   per  month,   leav- 
ing   in    their   pay   envelopes    perhaps    $21,    and 
the    pay     envelope     comes     in     the    rent    week 
every   month    in   the   year.      I   say,   again,   that 
some  of  those  men   and   women   can  afford  this, 
but    others    cannot,    and    I     want    to    see    the 


men   and   women    in   the   ranks   of  the   city  and 
county   employees    given    an   opportunity   to    be 
heard.      Just    picture    the   Public    Works    Com- 
missioner   or    any    other    commissioner    saying 
to   a   city    employee    in    his    department,    and   a 
civil   service   man,    "You   must   give   up    one  or 
two   days'    pay    per    month,    you    have    nothing 
to    say    about   it."      That    is    the   sort   of   thing 
that    caused    our    Revolution.      That    was    what 
England      told      our      forefathers      here, — "You 
must   pay   so-and-so,   and   you   have   nothing  to 
say    about    it,    and,    while    you    are   taxed,   you 
will    have    nothing    to    say    about    how    things 
are    run    in    the    mother    country."      I    am    not 
surprised    to    see    this    position    taken    by    the 
czar   of    Boston.      He    has    shown    his    czaristic 
tendency    for   so    long  that    it    is    hard    for    him 
to   break   away  from   it   now.      But  I   want  the 
members     of    the     City    Council    to    remember 
that     we    are     still    Americans     and     that    the 
city  employees,   the   men   and   women   employed 
in    Boston    and    in    Suffolk    County,    still  stand 
against    taxation    without    representation.      My 
order  calls  for  every  department  of  any  size  in 
the    City    of    Boston    selecting    a    committee    of 
five   to    sit    in   with   the   commissioner   and   the 
Mayor   of   Boston   and   discuss    with   the   Mayor 
the   propriety   of   giving   up   one,  two   or   three 
days'     pay    per    month,    and    calling    attention 
to    certain    worthy    cases    where   it    should    not 
be  done.     Such  worthy  cases  can  be  brought  to 
the     attention     of    the    commissioner     and     the 
Mayor  by  such  a  committee,  by  those  fellow  em- 
ployees,   and    I    trust    that    after   such    a    con- 
ference  we  shall   not   see   done   again    what   has 
been    done    in  the    last    four   or    five    months    by 
the    Mayor    in    the    way    of    taking    pay    away 
from    the    city    employees    without    their    per- 
mission.    We   also   are   supposed   to   have   some 
authority   in   the  affairs  of  this   city.     We  hold 
the    bag    for    the    unemployed    of    the    City    of 
Boston.       You     and     I     know    that    when     the 
question    came    up    awhile    ago,    of    giving    up 
one    day's    pay    per    month    for    five    months, 
there     was     no     organization     in     the     City     of 
Boston    that   responded    more    quickly  than   the 
members    of    the    Boston     City    Council.       You 
know,   Mr.    President,   that   we   all  voted   to   do 
so,    the    twenty-two    of    us    here,    passing    an 
order    to    that    effect    introduced    by    yourself, 
Mr.     President,     allowing    the    City     Treasurer 
to   take  from  our   pay  envelopes   one  day's  pay 
per   month   for   five   months.      Now   we   are   no 
different  from  the  city  employees  in  the  ranks, 
— in    fact,    they    are    under    Civil    Service    and 
we   are   not.      What   is    good   enough   for   us  is 
good    enough    for    them,    and    they    should    at 
least  be  given   an  opportunity  to  grant  permis- 
sion  to    have   this    done.      They    should   be   en- 
titled   to    vote    upon    it.      Any    member    of   the 
Council    could    have   arisen    that   day   and   said, 
"No,    I    shall    not    vote    to    have    a    day's    pay 
per    month    taken    from    my    envelope."      But 
none    of    the    twenty-two    did    that.      They    felt 
that  they  could   afford  to  give  it  up,  and  they 
gladly    did    so.       But    some    of    the    city     and 
county    employees,    I    find    from    my    close    con- 
tacts   with    them,   are    not    able   to   do   so,    and 
they    resent   the    Mayor    of    Boston    having   the 
City    Treasurer    take    from    their    envelopes    a 
part    of    their   pay   in    this    way    without    their 
permission.      And    so    I    hope    when   the   Mayor 
gets   this    order — which   I   trust   will   be   unani- 
mously   passed    by    the     Council — he    will    call 
together    the    different    heads    of    departments 
and  have  them  disseminate  orders  among  those 
in    their    department,    giving    them    an    oppor- 
tunity to  elect  perhaps   a   committee  of  five  in 
the   sizable   departments,    and    perhaps    smaller 
committees    in   the   small   departments,    in   that 
way    finding    out    what    employees,    because   of 
family    conditions — having   perhaps    to    support 
an   old   mother,   father  or   other   relatives,   or  a 
brother   and  sister-in-law — feel   unable  to   allow 
this    to   be   done.      Such    employees    should   cer- 
tainly   have    a    right    to    be    heard,    and    under 
conditions  of  hardship  in  their  particular  cases 
should  be  excused.     I  trust  that  the  order  will 
be   passed. 

Coun.    RUBY — Mr.    President,   I    regret    that 
I    am    unable    to    agree    with    the   councilor    on 
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the  right.  I  think  conditions  are  such  at  the 
present  time,  in  Boston  as  well  as  in  other 
cities  of  the  country,  that  the  city  must  do 
something  along  this  line,  in  some  form  or 
another,  in  order  to  properly  safeguard  the 
interests  of  our  citizens.  If  I  am  correctly 
informed,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
if  some  such  action  is  not  taken,  will  be 
compelled  to  reorganize  the  budget  in  such  a 
way  that  may  mean  the  wholesale  discharge 
of  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  am  also 
informed,  I  believe  correctly,  that  action  of  a 
more  stringent  nature  may  have  to  be  taken 
by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  if  the  necessary 
means  are  not  raised  in  this  way.  It  is  his 
earnest  desire  that  we  shall  not  see  conditions 
in  Boston  such  as  we  see  at  the  present 
time  in  many  of  the  outstanding  large  cities 
of  the  country,  such  as  Detroit,  Chicago  and 
New  York.  I  understand  that  Boston  has 
taken  better  care  of  her  unemployed  than  any 
other  large  city  of  the  country,  and  the  en- 
tire credit  for  that  is  due  to  the  Chief  Execu- 
tive of  our  city.  We  may  all  have  different 
ideas  as  to  just  how  the  result  should  be 
obtained,  but  something  of  the  kind  should 
be  done,  and  the  burden  for  helping  out  in 
the  matter,  as  far  as  possible,  is  ours.  We 
are  in  a  position  where  $1,250, 000-odd  per 
month  must  be  distributed  for  the  relief  of 
unemployment  in  this  city  ;  and  I  must  agree 
with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  it  is  much 
better  to  ask  for  voluntary  contributions  than 
to  bring  about  a  reduction  in  the  salaries  of 
individuals,  as  the  method  at  present  being 
adopted  will  only  affect  the  present  salary, 
whereas  the  other  method  would  affect  the 
future  salary,  as  well  as  the  pension  system 
that  we  have  in  our  city.  Therefore,  such  a 
voluntary  contribution  system  as  is  being 
used  here,  while  it  may  be  a  hardship,  is, 
to  my  mind,  something  that  is  altogether 
necessary.  It  seems  to  me  perfectly  proper 
that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  or  the  City  Council, 
or  the  heads  of  departments  should  voluntarily 
request,  if  you  please,  the  contribution  of  one, 
two  or  three  days  a  month,  that  under  the 
circumstances  it  is  nothing  but  a  fair  request 
to  make  in  trying  to  alleviate  the  present 
situation  and  arrive  at  the  fairest  possible 
solution  of  the  problem.  There  were  many 
solutions  offered  last  week,  if  I  am  correctly 
informed,  varying  in  amount  from  voluntary 
contributions  of  one  day's  pay  per  month  to 
reductions  of  15  to  20  per  cent  from  the 
annual  salaries  received  by  some  of  the  officials 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  employees. 
The  Mayor  of  Boston  knew  that  he  had  to 
raise  a  specific  amount  of  money,  that  he 
must  have  $2,000,000  additional  for  the  rest 
of  the  year,  and  that  if  the  $2,000,000  were 
not  provided  it  meant  that  20,000-odd  families 
now  getting  aid  would  not  receive  enough 
money  for  their  barest  needs.  That  would 
certainly  be  a  very  unfortunate  condition  in 
our  city,  particularly  when  we  came  to  the 
worst  months  of  the  year.  I  am  told  that  an 
estimate  was  presented  to  the  Legislature  by 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  the  effect  that  if 
there  could  be  an  increase  of  $1  in  the  tax  rate 
he  would  be  able  to  raise  thereby  $2,700,000 
for  this  purpose.  But  that  legislation  is 
still  in  the  Committee  on  Rules  of  the  Legis- 
lature, 1  understand,  and  the  Legislature 
adjourned  without  taking  any  such  action. 
The  Mayor,  while  the  Legislature  was  in 
session,  asked  permission  to  do  something  of 
that  sort,  if  it  became  necessary,  but  his 
request  was  denied  !by  the  legislative  power  of 
the  Commonwealth.  We  are  different  from 
other  cities  in  the  Commonwealth.  We  can 
only  raise  what  we  are  authorized  by  legisla- 
tion to  raise.  There  is,  therefore,  no  other 
way  than  this  at  the  present  time  by  which  the 
Mayor  can  raise  the  necessary  money  except 
through  a  wholesale  contribution  by  city  em- 
ployees unless  action  is  taken  reducing  the 
wages  and  salaries  paid  to  employees.  Speak- 
ing for  myself,  I  would  be  the  last  man  in 
the  room   to   vote  for   the  reduction   of  salaries 


or  wages  of  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
because  I  certainly  have  not  yet  learned  or 
been  assured  of  the  fact  that  our  city  em- 
ployees are  overpaid.  A  man  who  works  in 
the  Public  Works  Department  at  $5  a  day 
is  working  for  the  lowest  stipend,  I  think, 
that  should  be  paid  to  any  human  being  ;  and 
chat  comprises  the  amount  received  by  the 
bulk  of  the  employees  of  our  city.  I  under- 
stand that  this  plan  was  arrived  at  as  the 
best  after  due  deliberation  with  the  department 
heads.  And  now  this  order  calls  for  a  com- 
mittee of  employees  of  the  different  depart- 
ments to  pass  upon  the  matter.  Our  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  has  sat  there  year 
after  year  delving  into  the  budget  of  our 
various  departments.  The  heads  of  those  de- 
partments, those  charged  with  the  duty  of 
being  versed  in  the  condition  of  the  depart- 
ments, come  before  us  evei-y  year  to  assist 
us  in  our  deliberations  on  the  budget.  Who  is 
better  able  to  sit  down  with  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  than  his  own  official  family,  the  de- 
partment heads  of  the  city,  the  executives 
comprising  the  official  family  ?  Do  we  want 
to  be  like  Chicago,  Mr.  President?  Today, 
if  I  read  the  newspapers  correctly,  the  city 
of  Chicago  owes  its  school  teachers  alone 
$20,000,000,  and  they  have  not  been  paid  for 
months.  Do  we  want  to  be  like  other  cities 
in  this  country  which  have  to  put  into  effect 
wholesale  reductions  of  salaries  ?  Of  course, 
we  do  not.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  has  gone  at 
this  matter  in  a  ^public-spirited  way  with  a 
view  to  taking  care  of  the  needs  of  the  poor 
and  the  unemployed  in  the  best  possible  man- 
ner, having  in  mind  the  interests  of  all  our 
citizens.  I  believe  he  deserves  the  highest 
praise  for  what  he  is  accomplishing,  because 
I  believe  he  has  done  the  best  that  any  human 
being  could  do  under  the  circumstances.  There- 
fore, Mr.  President,  I  shall  vote  against  this 
order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  just  a  minute 
or  two.  I  shall  make  my  statement  very  brief. 
I  think  I  understand  the  definition  of  "pay 
cut"  and  understand  perfectly  well  the  defini- 
tion of  a  "fair  contribution,"  and  I  cannot 
see  any  difference  between  the  two  in  the 
action  that  has  been  taken.  They  are  analo- 
gous. This  is  simply  a  pay  cut,  described  in 
a  nice  way  as  "a  contribution," — just  as  we 
have  had  other  words  that  mean  the  same 
thing  described  differently  by  different  people, 
— just  as  I  remember,  a  few  months  ago,  a 
word  uttered  in  a  different  way  that  meant 
only  one  thing,  referring  to  an  animal  so 
much  despised  by  the  human  race,  a  pole  cat, 
a  word  used  in  a  campaign  recently  by  the 
Mayor  of  Boston.  Of  course,  it  is  easy  for 
certain  members  of  the  Council  to  get  up 
here  and  speak  in  a  favorable  way  of  any- 
thing that  the  Mayor  wants  to  do,  to  support 
and  defend  the  Mayor.  They  argue  that  the 
Mayor  is  to  be  in  power  for  another  year  and 
a  half,  and  they  say,  frankly,  "We  don't  care 
whether  he  is  wrong  or  right.  He  is  right 
with  us."  Mr.  President,  the  people  of  our 
respective  wards  don't  send  us  here  to  take 
any  such  position  as  that,  and  I  certainly  in- 
tend to  rise  here  at  every  opportunity  I  have 
and  speak  against  things  that  I  feel  are  wrong, 
that  I  believe  are  not  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  .people  of  Boston  or  of  the  district  I 
represent.  The  previous  speaker  talked  about 
the  Mayor,  told  us  what  a  great  job  he  is 
doing  for  the  City  of  Boston,  how  he  is  trying 
to  help  the  unemployed.  Yes,  it  reads  beauti- 
fully in  the  newspapei-s,  wonderfully.  But 
with  us  who  know  the  gentleman's  trickery, 
who  know  his  desire  to  get  on  the  first  page 
of  every  newspaper  with  either  his  picture 
or  a  statement,  and  who  know  that  it  is 
difficult  to  get  a  repudiation  of  statements 
made  by  the  Mayor  made  by  someone  else 
holding  public  office  published  in  those  papers, 
it  is  a  very  different  thing.  Yes,  it  sounds 
wonderful,  what  he  is  doing  for  the  unemployed 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  It  sounds  wonderful 
to  the  man  who  is  trying  to  get  on  the  Public 
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Welfare  roll  to  read  the  great  speeches  of  that 
master  mind,  the  Mayor,  who  is  now  pro- 
posing to  take  one,  two  and  three  days'  pay 
out  of  the  city  employees  without  even  saying, 
"By  your  leave."  But  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
does  not  say  in  his  publicity  that  he  is  cutting 
the  pay  of  some  woman  at  the  City  Hospital 
receiving  but  $10.80  per  week.  Let  any  coun- 
cilor deny  my  statement-  But  he  can  come 
in  here  and  get  $3,000,000  to  spend  down  here 
around  Haymarket  square  to  swell  the  coffers 
of  real  estate  dealers  who  have  property  on 
their  hands  that  they  wish  to  unload  on  the 
city  ;  and  he  can  go  up  to  the  Legislature  and 
ask  to  borrow  $28,000,000  to  be  paid  for  by 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston  for  land-takings  and 
so-called  public  improvements,  without  having 
the  Council  even  given  a  chance  to  vote  on 
the  matter.  Those  projects,  Mr.  President, 
originated  in  the  Mayor's  office,  and  let  the 
Mayor  issue  a  repudiation  of  that,  if  he 
possibly  can.  And  the  Mayor  doesn't  say 
anything  in  these  programs  of  his  about  the 
Mohawk  Packing  Company,  or  about  his 
treasurer,  Edmund  L.  Dolan,  and  how  he  got 
a  half-million  dollars  from  the  City  of  Boston, 
as  proved  by  the  Finance  Commission  when 
they  were  forced  to  do  it,  through  getting 
exorbitant  prices  for  meat  and  vegetables  that 
were  not  up  to  the  required  standards.  A  few 
weeks  ago  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  intro- 
duced an  order  asking  for  an  investigation, 
showing  how,  in  connection  with  a  piece  of 
property  in  East  Boston,  an  individual  was 
allowed  to  take  $107,000  of  the  taxpayers' 
money  for  a  piece  of  property  assessed  for 
$26,000  when  everybody  throughout  the  com- 
munity is  willing  to  sell  his  property  at  even 
lower  than  the  assessed  valuation.  And  yet 
we  are  told  what  a  great  Mayor  we  have ! 
It  is  easy  to  play  up  to  the  man  in  power,  the 
easiest  thing  you  know.  A  man  without  a 
spine  can  do  that.  A  man  who  is  looking 
for  favors  can  do  it.  But  I  do  not  intend 
to  carry  on  as  a  public  official  in  any  such 
way.  We  have  seen  a  large  amount  spent 
recently  for  the  extension  of  a  new  road 
without  houses  on  it,  near  Franklin  Park, 
while  people  are  starving  on  the  streets  of 
the  City  of  Boston ;  and  then  it  is  proposed 
to  take  from  a  poor  widow  working  in  the 
City  Hospital  at  a  mere  pittance,  a  woman 
with  six  or  seven  children,  one  day  a  month 
pay  from  her  envelope.  She  cannot  go  and 
ask  for  assistance  from  the  Public  Welfare, 
because  she  is  told  that  she  is  working  for 
the  city  for  $10.80  a  week,  and  there  is  to 
be  a  deduction  from  that  small  amount  with 
which  she  is  expected  to  carry  her  family 
through.  Now  I  am  not  saying — and  I  specifi- 
cally want  this  made  plain  for  the  public 
records  and  the  press — that  the  city  employees 
should  not  donate.  No.  But  I  say  there 
should  be  certain  exceptions  to  the  rule  com- 
pelling them  to  donate,  because  we  know  that 
in  the  past  few  months  there  have  been  rank 
injustices  to  city  employees  in  the  matter  of 
deductions  from  their  wages.  I  say  that  if  it 
is  proposed  to  take  money  from  their  pay 
envelopes  they  should  be  heard,  they  should 
have  an  opportunity  to  be  represented.  I  don't 
want  anybody  coming  up  here  and  removing 
from  my  pay  envelope  $5,  $10,  $20  or  $30, 
or  even  ten  cents,  without  my  permission. 
I  don't  want  anybody  snooping  around  and 
taking  dollar  bills  from  my  pocketbook,  with- 
out my  consent.  That  is  the  reason  why  I 
say  there  should  be  no  taxation  without 
representation,  and  why  I  submit  that  there 
should  be  such  committees  taking  the  matter 
up  with  department  heads  and  with  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  agree  that  the  Mayor 
calls  his  department  heads  together  once  a 
month  and  sits  in  with  them.  But  we  know 
that  when  they  are  there  with  the  Mayor 
the  Mayor  simply  talks  with  himself,  argues 
with  himself,  because  the  department  heads, 
being  his  own  appointees,  men  who  owe  their 
job  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  do  not  dare  to 
contradict  him.  And  so  when  he  speaks  to 
the    department    heads    he    is    carrying    on    a 


conversation  with  himself,  which  he  seems 
to  be  able  to  do  very  nicely,  with  that  kind 
of  men  around  him.  He  does  not  want  around 
him  any  man  like  the  speaker,  because  the 
speaker  takes  issue  with  what  he  does.  He 
does  not  want  that  type  of  man  anywhere 
near  him.  He  is  the  czar  and  wants  to  go 
along  unmolested,  and  he  can  do  so  with  the 
department  heads,  none  pf  whom  would  dare 
to  get  up  and  make  a  statement  to  the  others 
denying  what  was  said  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 
If  any  department  head  would  dare  make  such 
a  statement,  I  would  certainly  like  to  read  it, 
any  appointee  of  James  M.  Curley.  But  no, 
they  won't  do  it.  Well,  they  are  in  power, 
and  good  luck  to  them  !  There  are  some  good 
men  among  the  department  heads,  but  the 
moment  they  are  appointed  department  heads, 
while  their  brains  may  work,  their  tongues 
have  been  tied,  and  they  have  been  told 
"Don't  open  your  mouth  against  the  man  who 
gave  you  this  job."  And  so  I  think  it  is  fair 
for  the  men  in  the  ranks  to  have  a  committee 
representing  them.  No  one  man  could  afford 
to  get  up  and  object,  and  it  would  be  an 
undue  hardship  to  expect  him  to  do  so.  But 
with  a  committee  it  would  be  a  different  thing. 
The  stories  of  the  employees  would  in  that 
way  get  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  through  their 
duly   elected   committees. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
care  to  dignify  the  statement  we  have  just 
heard  with  any  remarks,  because  I  do  not 
consider  it  at  all  necessary  or  that  they  warrant 
any  answer.  I  think  everybody  has  been 
vilified,  including  the  Mayor  and  the  heads 
of  departments  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  don't 
think  the  speaker  who  has  offered  this  order 
was  sincere.  I  am  going  to  vote  against  it, 
because  the  member  who  has  just  spoken 
knows  full  well  the  predicament  that  the  City 
of  Boston  is  in  today,  practically  the  position 
that  every  municipality  is  in  at  the  present 
time.  1  agree  that  some  of  the  city  employees 
may  grumble.  Of  course,  when  it  is  suggested 
that  employees  give  up  a  part  of  their  income, 
somebody  will  grumble.  The  minute  you  take 
money  away  from  people,  as  proposed,  some- 
one is  going  to  grumble.  We  have  tried  to 
maintain  salaries  in  the  City  of  Boston,  but 
we  cannot  give  the  employees  everything.  I 
feel  as  an  individual  that  any  employee  of 
the  City  of  Boston  is  in  a  fortunate  position 
today,  fortunate  in  that  he  has  a  steady 
position  and  that  not  one  man  jack  of  them 
will  deny  the  fact  that  he  is  sitting  pretty 
today,  in  that  he  knows  that  his  job  and  his 
pay  is  certain,  that  he  has  a  steady  position  ; 
and  I  feel  that  generally  speaking  the  em- 
ployees will  not  openly  oppose  giving  this  one 
day's    pay   a   month. 

The  order  was  declared  rejected.  Coun. 
KELLY  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the 
yeas    and    nays. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  question  first 
comes    on    suspension    of   the    rule. 

The  clerk  called  the  roll,  and  the  Council 
refused   to   suspend   the  rule,   yeas   2,   nays    16: 

Yeas — Coun.    Dowd,    Kelly — 2. 

Nays — Coun.  Barker,  Brackman,  Burke,  Cox, 
Donovan,  Englert,  Fish,  Fitzgerald,  Gallagher, 
Gleason,  McGrath,  Murray,  Norton,  Power, 
Roberts,    Ruby — 16. 

President  GALLAGHER — The  order  is  now 
referred    to    the    Committee   on    Rules. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  you  have 
referred  that  order  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 
May  I  be  so  bold  as  to  ask,  on  behalf  of 
these  22,000  city  and  county  employees,  that 
the  Committee  on  Rules  sit  today  and  act 
upon  this  particular  matter,  as  was  done  on 
an  order  introduced  sometime  ago  by  Coun. 
Burke  by  unanimous  action?  I  ask  you  to 
request  the  Committee  on  Rules  to  sit  today 
and  report  back  on  this  particular  order  one 
way   or   the   other   after   the   recess. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Committee  on 
Rules    will   take   notice.

DEDUCTION     FROM     OITY     COUNCILORS' 
SALARIES. 

Coun.    MoGRATH    offered    the    following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  author- 
ized to  deduct  two  days'  pay  each  month  from 
the  salaries  of  the  City  Council  members,  be- 
ginning   July    1,     until    otherwise    ordered. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  that  is  a 
peculiar  thing.  I  am  now  going  to  turn 
around  and,  because  it  affects  my  pocket, 
vote  for  this  order.  I  know  that  perhaps  it 
will  hurt  me,  a  man  with  only  one  job,  pos- 
sibly more  than  any  other  member,  certainly 
more  than  the  wealthy  members  of  the  City 
Council.  Two  days'  pay  does  not  mean  much 
to  some  of  the  sixteen  who  voted  against  the 
two.  Their  income  must  be  very  great,  per- 
haps most  of  it  coming  from  the  back  corner 
of  City  Hall.  I  know  that  they  can  well  af- 
ford to  pay  two  days  a  month  from  their 
salaries.  I  cannot  afford  to  pay  it  but,  in 
behalf  of  the  needy  of  the  City  of  Boston,  in 
behalf  of  the  people  who  have  to  go  down  to 
Hawkins  street,  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the 
order,  and  when  I  give  up  two  pays'  pay  at 
the  end  of  the  month,  $11.12,  it  will  be  money 
earned    honestly. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  as  a  mar- 
ried man  and  as  one  who  cannot  afford  to 
sport  an  automobile  to  drive  around  in,  I  am 
very  glad  to  give  to  the  unemployed  of  the 
city  two  days'   pay  .per  month. 

The  order   was   passed. 


TREATMENT    OF     CITIZENS     BY     PUBLIC 
WELFARE  VISITORS. 

Coun.    DOWD    offered    the    following : 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public 
Welfare  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  instruct  their  visitors  to  treat  the 
citizens  of  Boston  with  whom  they  have  deal- 
ings with  more  courtesy  than  is  their  present 
custom. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  for  the  past 
three  years  I  have  been  constantly  hammering 
on  and  talking  about  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
visitors  of  that  department  receive  the  poor 
unfortunates  who  perhaps  for  the  first  time 
in  their  lives  are  compelled  to  go  down  to 
the  Overseers  for  aid.  I  contend,  and  I  think 
rightly  so,  that  75  per  cent  of  the  visitors  are 
inhuman  and  contemptible.  They  do  not  know 
how  to  treat  the  ordinary  individual  who  goes 
there.  I  believe  they  should  bear  in  mind  the 
fact  that  they  are  paid  by  the  taxpayers  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  I  shall  read  to  you,  Mr. 
President  and  members  of  the  Council,  just 
one  paragraph  of  a  letter  1  have  received 
from  a  man  who,  for  the  first  time  in  twenty- 
five  years,  has  been  compelled  to  go  to  the 
Overseers  for  aid.  I  am  not  going  to  give  his 
name,  which  would  simply  mean  that  his  pay 
would  be  stopped  immediately.  But  this  shows 
the  type  of  visitor  we  have  in  the  Welfare 
Department : 

"That  same  day,  while  waiting  to  see  my 
visitor,  there  happened  to  be  a  young  girl 
getting  a  pay  card.  Evidently  she  was  not 
getting  enough  to  pay  her  rent,  which  was 
due,  and  the  visitor  up  and  asked  her  plainly 
why  she  didn't  get  it  from  the  man  whom  she 
spent  the  week-end  with.  We  all  heard — you 
couldn't  help  it.  Now,  if  that  isn't  the  height 
of  insolence.  Who  was  she  to  make  such  a 
statement  to  a  young  girl  ?  The  girl  started 
crying  and  walked  out  without  receiving  a 
solitary    cent." 

Now,  Mr.  President,  I  know  the  pressure 
that  those  visitors  are  under  at  the  Welfare 
Department.  I  know  that  there  are  some 
fakirs  down  there  receiving  aid.  I  know  there 
are  some  individuals  who  go  down  there  and 
are  very  insolent  to  the  visitors.  But  I  say 
to  you,  Mr.  President,  from  my  observation 
and  study  and  from  my  talk  with  hundreds 
and    hundreds    of    poor    unfortunates    who    have 


gone  down  there,  99  per  cent  of  our  citizens 
who  have  to  go  there  are  absolutely  insulted 
before  they  can  get  a  five-cent  piece,  and  the 
money  that  the  city  gives  them  there  seems 
to  have  a  taint  on  it  because  of  the  fact  that 
those  people  have  absolutely  got  to  get  down 
on  their  knees  and  beg  for  the  mere  pittance 
that  is  allowed  them.  Those  visitors  have 
pretty  good  positions ;  they  are  pretty  well 
taken  care  of.  Most  of  them  get  $1,600  or 
$2,000.  I  said  to  the  Mayor  in  a  communica- 
tion ten  days  ago,  when  he  started  the  in- 
vestigation of  those  receiving  pay,  "Mr.  Mayor, 
if  there  is  to  be  an  investigation  down  there, 
let  us  start  at  the  root  of  all  the  evil," — and 
that  is  what  I  am  touching  on  in  this  order. 
There  are  individuals  getting  $10  a  week  who 
should  get  $15  a  week,  and  vice  versa,  and  there 
is  favoritism.  We  have  seen  cases  this  year 
where  one  family  will  receive  two  tons  of  coal  a 
month,  while  other  families  have  been  lucky 
to  receive  a  ton  throughout  the  entire  year. 
So  I  say  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  to  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  that  it  is  not 
going  to  cost  anything  to  call  these  hard- 
boiled,  inhumane,  contemptible  visitors  before 
them,  and  inform  them  that  the  people 
going  down  there  for  aid  are  not  in  the  main 
bums,  that  they  are  decent,  law-abiding  citi- 
zens, for  the  first  time  in  their  lives  compelled 
to  ask  for  charity,  and  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston  are  paying  the  visitors'  salaries,  the 
same  as  they  are  paying  the  money  to  the 
unemployed.  God  knows,  those  unfortunates 
are  at  least  entitled  to  decent,  courteous  treat- 
ment,  when   they  apply  for  aid. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  the  Welfare 
Committee,  I  believe,  are  working  along  the 
lines  pointed  out  by  the  previous  speaker,  and 
I  suggest  that  he  withdraw  his  order.  We 
are  calling  the  visitors  before  the  committee 
during  the  next  few  weeks  and  intend  to  find 
out  just  what  conditions  are  down  there,  and 
if  the  councilor  will  be  patient,  we  will  try 
to  eliminate  any  possible  insulting  and  dis- 
courteous remarks  and  attitude  on  the  part 
of  the  visitors  towards  the  persons  who  are 
entitled  to  welfare  aid.  I  think  if  the  matter 
is  handled  in  that  way  we  can  probably  im- 
press upon  the  visitors  the  fact  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council  are  interested  to  the 
extent  that  they  will  not  countenance  any 
wrongful  action  on  the  part  of  the  visitors. 
When  concrete  cases,  such  as  have  been  re- 
ferred to,  are  called  to  our  attention,  we  can 
probably  take  some  action  that  will  result  in 
visitors  guilty  of  that  sort  of  conduct  being 
dismissed  and  somebody  else  being  put  in  their 
places,  so  that  people  applying  there  for  aid 
will    not   surfer    from   this    sort    of   thing. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  will  agree  to 
the  order  being  referred  to  that  committee, 
with  the  proviso  that  it  will  act  within  one 
week.  When  a  visitor  makes  such  a  statement 
to  a  young  girl  as  the  one  to  which  I  have 
called  attention,  certainly  some  action  should 
be  taken  promptly.  So  I  agree  to  the  coun- 
cilor's suggestion,  with  the  proviso  that  action 
be   taken    within    one   week. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  committee  will 
give    attention    to    that    request. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  don't 
believe  that  will  do  any  good.  The  real  trouble 
is  that  you  need  a  good  many  more  visitors. 
How  can  the  visitors  who  are  there  at  the 
present  time  handle  the  situation  ?  I  have 
talked  about  this  matter  time  and  time  again. 
The  only  way  to  act  is  to  decentralize  the  de- 
partment so  that  the  people  will  not  have  to 
go  down  to  that  house  of  horrors  on  Hawkins 
street.  Let  them  go  to  the  municipal  buildings 
in  Hyde  Park,  Dorchester  and  other  places 
about  Boston.  It  is  a  ridiculous  situation  to 
have  only  fifty  investigators  handling  over 
25,000  families,  and  with  over  one  hundred 
calls  a  day  for  food  alone,  where  people  are 
starving.  Why  doesn't  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
step   in  ? 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  oi» 
Public    Welfare. 


JUNE    20,    1932. 
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REQUEST    FOR    SPECIAL    SESSION    OF 
LEGISLATURE. 

Coun.   DOWD   offered   the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  call  upon  his  Excellency,  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  call  a 
special  session  of  the  Legislature  with  a  view 
to  providing  financial  relief  for  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  we  have  heard 
a  lot  of  discussion  this  afternoon  in  regard  to 
who  is  to  blame  so  far  as  deducting  pay  of 
city  employees  and  giving  it  to  the  Public 
Welfare  fund  is  concerned.  I  think  the  most 
contemptible  and  the  meanest  thing  any  city 
can  do  is  to  deduct  ten  per  cent  from  the  pay 
of  those  people  who  at  the  present  time  are 
receiving  only  starvation  wages  at  the  best. 
Where  a  man  or  woman  with  ten  children  is 
receiving  $15  a  week,  no  person  can  claim 
that  that  should  be  reduced  to  $13.50.  I 
believe  in  referring  these  matters  to  the  place 
where  they  belong.  I  have  made  here  a 
concrete  suggestion.  I  have  agreed  and  dis- 
agreed with  the  Mayor,  but  the  Mayor  in  this 
instance  is  not  to  blame.  He  has  done  every- 
thing he  possibly  could  to  have  the  Legislature 
provide  sufficient  money  for  the  City  of  Boston 
to  carry  on  until  January  1.  But  what  hap- 
pened ?  The  Legislature,  not  being  willing  to 
face  the  situation,  as  it  should  have  done, 
adjourned  without  providing  any  additional 
way  by  which  the  citizens  of  Boston  or  any 
other  town  or  city  in  the  state  could  provide 
money  for  this  purpose.  There  is  only  one 
way  in  which  the  City  of  Boston  can  cover 
itself,  in  so  far  as  financial  matters  are  con- 
cerned. If  the  Governor  of  this  great  state 
will  immediately  call  into  special  session  those 
legislators  who  adjourned  without  providing 
us  with  ways  and  means.  I  contend,  Mr. 
President  and  members  of  the  Council,  that 
the  Legislature  should  stay  in  session  until 
a  tax  is  put  on  somebody  which  will  provide 
the  necessary  funds,  no  matter  where  it  may 
fall ;  because,  after  all,  our  duty  is  first  to 
the  poor  people  of  Boston.  I  claim  that  you 
are  not  taking  care  of  them  when  you  say  to 
a  family  of  ten  people,  getting  an  income  of 
$15  a  week,  "You  must  get  along  on  $13.50  a 
week."  I  ask  you  if  there  is  any  individual 
here  who  could  bring  up  a  family  of  five, 
six,  seven  or  eight  children,  giving  them  cloth- 
ing and  food,  providing  rent,  light  and  every- 
thing else,  on  $13.50  a  week.  It  simply 
cannot  be  done.  If  a  slash  must  be  made, 
make  it  in  some  other  place,  not  slashing  in 
the  case  of  the  people  who  can  least  afford 
to  be  slashed.  I  am  hopeful  that  the  Governor 
of  the  state,  realizing  the  situation  that  we 
are  in  at  the  present  time,  will  see  fit  to  call 
a  special  session  of  the  Legislature  and  keep 
them  in  session  until  such  time  as  they  provide 
ways  and  means  for  the  cities  and  towns  of 
the  state  so  that  they  will  not  be  compelled 
to  cut  their  welfare  aid  one  cent,  or  if  they 
do  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  take  two  or 
three  days'  pay  out  of  city  employees  in  order 
to   obtain    the    necessary   amount. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the     rule. 


STREETS   TO    BE  CONSTRUCTED    DURING 
YEAR. 
Coun.    FISH    offered    the   following: 
Ordered,  That  the   Board   of  Street   Commis- 
sioners   be    requested,    through    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,    to    advise    th.e    City    Council    on    what 
streets    the    seven    hundred    fifty    thousand    dol- 
lars   appropriated    for    the    making    of    streets 
this    year    will    be    spent. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  $500,000  of  the  $750,000  is  going  to  the 
widening  of  Mercantile  street,  down  in  the 
market  section.  If  that  is  the  case,  Hyde 
Park    with    its    333    unaccepted    streets,    West 


Roxbury,  Brighton,  my  own  ward,  Jamaica 
Plain,  are  going  to  be  out  of  luck  for  streets 
this   year. 

Coun.  DOWD — I  remember  very  distinctly, 
as  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  sitting 
in  with  Mr.  O'Callaghan  of  the  Street  Board 
and  with  Commissioner  Rourke,  and  the  ques- 
tion being  definitely  asked  them  whether  any 
huge  sum  of  money  was  going  to  be  taken  out 
of  the  $750,000.  They  both  specifically  stated 
that  no  large  sum  of  money  was  to  be  taken 
out.  If  Councilor  Fish's  statement  is  correct 
— and  I  assume  it  is — I  say  that  we  should 
bring  Mr.  Rourke  and  Mr.  O'Callaghan  before 
our  Executive  Committee,  because  if  they  were 
lying  just  two  months  ago  I  think  the  members 
of   the  Council   ought   to   know   it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the     rule. 


WATER    PRESSURE.    ELM    HILL. 

Coun.    BRACKMAN   offered  the   following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  ask  the  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission to  make  a  study  of  the  advisability 
of  increasing  the  water  pressure  in  the  Elm 
Hill  section  of  Ward  12,  and  to  advise  the 
Mayor  of  its  findings  and  recommendations 
in    the    premises. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  a  really 
hazardous  situation  has  existed  in  high  sections 
of  Boston  for  several  years  past,  particularly 
in  the  Elm  Hill  section  of  Roxbury.  It  seems 
that  the  water  pressure  which  at  present 
exists  in  those  high  districts  is  not  ample  to 
carry  water  to  a  great  height  to  assist  the 
Fire  Department  in  extinguishing  fires  in  high 
buildings.  There  is  also  a  sanitary  hazard, 
inasmuch  as  during  the  last  few  years  in 
apartment  houses  in  the  Elm  Hill  section  of 
Roxbury,  where  one  tenant  is  drawing  water 
on  the  lower  floor  a  tenant  above  cannot 
secure  any  water  until  the  tenant  below  is 
through  using  it.  I  feel  that  the  only  way 
in  which  this  situation  can  be  remedied  is 
by  having  the  Metropolitan  District  Commis- 
sion do  something  to  store  the  water  at  a 
greater  height  than  Fisher  Hill  reservoir,  in 
order  to  give  such  sections  more  pressure. 
I  ask  that  a  study  be  made  of  the  matter. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the     rule. 


CROSSOVER     AT    SEAVER    STREET. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  make  a  crossover  on  the  street  car 
reservation  on  Seaver  street  for  the  park  road 
opposite    Humboldt    avenue.

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  respect- 
fully ask  for  a  few  moments  delay  before 
final  action  is  taken  on  this  matter,  until  we 
may  receive  from  the  stenographer's  office 
the  report  of  what  Mr.  H.  Ware  Barnum  said 
at  the  legislative  hearing  as  to  the  views  of 
the   Elevated    road    upon    this    bill. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  pending  the 
delay,  may  I  say  a  word?  I  dislike  very  much 
to  vote  against  anything  that  will  help  out  in 
the  unemployment  situation,  but  if  this  meas- 
ure is  economically  unsound,  it  is  going  to 
do  more  harm  in  the  end  than  good.  This 
is  a  matter  where  we  should  not  be  swept 
off  our  feet.  I  doubt  very  much  if  the  thing 
is  economically  sound.  We  see  railroads  and 
street  railways  dying  all  over  the  country. 
Other  methods  of  transportation  are  coming 
in,  and  in  my  opinion  are  coming  in  to  stay. 
If  this  money  has  to  be  spent,  I  would  rather 
see  it  spent  on  some  great  rapid  transit  pro- 
ject involving  underpasses  and  overpasses. 
Those  of  us  who  have  been  in  New  York 
lately  have  seen  the  marvelous  development  in 
Jersey  City  and  Newark,  with  steel  bridges 
and  so  on.  Some  such  project  as  that  would, 
I  believe,  be  more  sound  in  the  long  run. 
While  personally  I  would  like  to  vote  for  things 
that  would  put  men  at  work,  in  these  days, 
I  feel  that  under  the  circumstances  I  must 
vote   against    this    measure. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  as  I  would 
not  care  to  take  the  time  of  the  body  after 
the  report  gets  here,  perhaps  it  would  be  as 
well  for  me  to  make  a  statement  now  on  the 
bill. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question 
came  on   the   passage   of   the   order. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  am  in 
favor  of  placing  men  at  work.  I  represent  a 
ward  that  perhaps  has  more  poor  people  out 
of  work  than  any  other  ward  in  the  city,  a 
large  ward  geographically,  an  industrial  ward, 
containing  one  sixth  of  the  area  of  the  city, 
a  ward  larger  geographically  than  practically 
any  three  wards  in  the  city,  a  manufacturing 
center  and  a  home  center.  If  I  felt  that  this 
expenditure  was  going  to  place  men  at  work, 
I  would  favor  it.  But  the  procedure  which 
we  seem  to  be  adopting  this  year  is  similar 
to  the  one  that  Governor  Ely  proposed  in  his 
campaign  for  the  office  of  Governor, — spend 
money !  We  have  never  had  a  public  official 
in  power  who  made  such  a  complete  about- 
face  as  did  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth, 
in  that  respect.  He  found  that  expenditures 
of  millions  of  dollars  placed  comparatively 
few  men  at  work.  The  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  with 
an  immense  expenditure  of  money,  placed  very 
few  men  at  work.  Every  civilized  government 
in  the  world  has  had  the  same  experience. 
England  adopted  that  procedure  for  years, 
and  found  out  that  it  was  wrong.  Germany 
with  American   money  to   an   amount  of  many 
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millions  of  dollars,  from  1923  until  1929,  when 
the    stock    market    bubble    burst,    spent    more 
money  than  has  been  spent  in  any  like  period 
in  history,  building  roads,  gymnasiums,   public 
playgrounds,     public     improvements.     Germany 
found,    what    every    nation    in    the    world    has 
found   in   this   past   decade,    that  the   mere   ex- 
penditure of  millions  of  dollars   in  such  ways, 
instead    of    improving    conditions    was    merely 
harming    the    people,    sinking    the    nation    into 
debt    that    this    generation    will    not    live    long 
enough  to  get  out  of.     It  is  the  same  with  this 
proposition     before    us    today.     I    would    like, 
colleagues,  to   vote  for   this   order   if  I   believed 
it  represented   sound   economics,   but  I   do   not 
believe    a    member    of   this    body    who    may    be 
here  two  years  from  now  would  then  think  of 
voting   for   a   proposition   of   this   kind.     I   feel 
that    no    evidence    has    been    produced   by    any 
mind   in  the  world  to  prove  that  the  economic 
conditions  existing  in  this  country  and  through- 
out  the   world    today    are    going    to    get   better 
this   year,    next    year    or    the   year    after.     The 
i-eal    question    is    going    to    be,    How    are    we 
going    to    feed    our    people  ?      We    have    heard 
discussion     here    today     about    the    poor     em- 
ployees being  cut  down  10  per  cent.     We  know 
the  effort  that  his   Honor  the  Mayor  has  been 
making    to    relieve    distress.     I    do    not   believe 
there   is   a  more   charitable  man   in   Boston,   in 
many    ways,    than    the    Mayor.     We    all    know 
the   decision   he   took   awhile   ago   when   it  was 
suggested    that   the    mothers'    aid    be    cut.     He 
said,    "I    will   never    stand    for    a    mothers'    aid 
cut."     But   only    a    week    ago    last   Wednesday, 
when  he  looked  at  the  figures,  he  said,  "I  will 
have   to    agree    to    a    10    per    cent    cut   on    the 
mothers'    aid    of    the    City    of    Boston."     And 
he    did.     That    is    an    indication    of    conditions 
in    this    city.     The    problem    is,    how    are    we 
going     to    feed    men,    women    and    children — 
not   alone  this   winter,   although   you   will  hear 
the    cry    getting    ever    louder    and    louder,    but 
in  the  winters  of  1933  and  1934?     That  is  the 
problem,    and    I    don't    believe    a    man    in    this 
body   should    vote   twenty-one   and   a   half   mil- 
lions for  this  project — which  is  what  it  means 
to    the    taxpayers    of    Boston,    plus    interest — 
because  the   people  will   never   be   able   to   pay 
it.     What   condition   is  this  city   in   today  ?     In 
1930   we  collected   sixty  and   three-quarter   mil- 
lions  in  taxes.     In   1920  our   city  had  a  valua- 
tion,  personal   and   real   property,   of   one   and 
one  half   billions   to   be   taxed ;   in    1930   it  was 
claimed    that    there    was    a    total    valuation    of 
$1,970,000,000.      Rupert    Carven,   the    City    Au- 
ditor,   says    that   Boston    is    in   good   condition. 
Think    of    a    man    telling    you    today    that    any 
Massachusetts    city    is    in    good    condition.     We 
know    what    property   has   been    selling    for    in 
this  city,  as  compared  with  its  supposed  value. 
If   you   have   a   little   home  today   assessed   for 
$10,000,  you  know  that  you  would  be  lucky  to 
get   $6,000   for   it,    and    if    you    inquire   of   any 
bank   in   Boston  you  will  find   something  about 
the  losses  that  they  are  taking,  about  the  great 
shrinkage  that  has  taken  place  in  the  valuation 
of  Boston's  realty.    So  when  our  auditor  tells  you 
that  we  have  a  valuation  of  real  and  personal 
property    in    Boston    of    $1,970,000,000,    I    say 
that    we    havn't    a   valuation    of    $1,200,000,000, 
if     the    proper     assessments     were     placed    on 
that    property    today.      We    have    one    hundred 
people  a  day  going  to  the  Welfare  Department 
with    nothing    to    eat,    and    they    are    telling 
people,   "We  cannot  take  care  of  you,   and   in 
many   cases    we   will   have   to   cut   you   down." 
We  all  know,  and  it  has  already  been  referred 
to  today,  that  the  Mayor  has  had  to  cut  down 
the    mothers'    aid — a    terrible    thing    to    do,    but 
he  agreed  to  it.     We  had  this  morning   25,700 
families    on    the    rolls    at    Hawkins    street   and, 
as    I    say,    we    have    one    hundred    requests    a 
day   for   something    to   eat   at   Hawkins    street. 
The  normal  number  in  192S  was  six,  and  today 
we  have  over  one  hundred.     I  don't  know  what 
will   happen   when   we   have   a   much    increased 
number   on    the   rolls,    with   people   who   dislike 
to   ask   for   help    and   who   are   today  living   on 
their   brothers,   sisters   and   relatives.     Pride   is 
one    of    the    strongest    feelings    in    the    human 
heart ;   people   dislike  to   come   in    and   ask   for 
help  from  the  city.     But  the  time  comes  when 


they   are  forced  to   do   so,   and  I   look   forward 
with  a  great  deal  of  misgiving  to  the   coming 
winter    and    the    winter    after.     The    question 
is,   Where  are  we  going  to   get   enough  money 
to    feed    those    people?     Mr.     President,    there 
are    others    besides    veterans    to    be    considered 
in    Massachusetts    and    Boston,   today.     I   want 
the  veteran  to  have  everything  to  which  he  is 
entitled,    but    I    say    that    we    have    to    feed    a 
man   whether  he  is   a   veteran   or   not,   we  have 
to    feed   children  whether   they  are   veterans   or 
not.      The    question    is.    Where    is    the    money 
coming    from   to    do    it?      Up    to    February    27, 
1931,  the  Veterans  Bureau  in  the  Siegel  Build- 
ing had  paid  out  over  $31,450,000  on  veterans' 
adjusted  certificates.     What  has   become  of   it? 
Have   you   seen    one   ripple  of   prosperity   as   a 
result  of  that  over  $31,000,000  paid  to  veterans, 
every   cent   of   which,   according   to   the   survey, 
was  paid  to  the  grocer,  the  butcher,  the  cloth- 
ing  dealer,   the   landlord  ?     We   were  told   that 
if    that    were    paid    to    the    veterans    it    would 
mean  prosperity  in  the  community.     But  where 
is     the    prosperity     that    has     come    from     it? 
And    if    this    $8,500,000    is    furnished    today,    it 
will    mean   work    possibly    for    three   years    for 
less  than   2,000   men— and   that   $8,500,000,   Mr. 
President,    would    take    care    of    125,000    men, 
women     and     children      in     Boston     for    eight 
months.       Now,     Mr.     President,     the     Boston 
Elevated     Railway    in    the    last    three    months 
carried     fewer     passengers     than     have     been 
carried     in     any     three     months     in     the     last 
twenty-five   years.     Who   is   using  the   Elevated 
today?       For     the    first    quarter    of     1932    the 
figure    fell    off    5,5S5,000    as    compared    to    the 
first    quarter     of     1931.       The     figure    will    not 
reach     300,000,000     this     year,     and     the     last 
deficit     was     $1,965,000.       This     year     between 
$1,500,000    and    $2,000,000    will    have  to   be   as- 
sessed  on    cities    and    towns,    and   next   year    it 
will    be    greater,    due    to    the    Governor    square 
subway.      In    regard    to    the    very    matter   now 
before    us    for    action,    the    Huntington    avenue 
subway,    Mr.    H.    Ware    Barnum,    the    General 
Counsel    for    the     Trustees     of     the     Elevated, 
stated    before   the    Committee    on    Metropolitan 
Affairs    of    the    Legislature — and    we    have    be- 
fore    us     here     now    the     stenographic     report 
containing      his     statement — that,      while      the 
trustees   did    not   object   to    its    going   through, 
they    wished    it    understood    that    they    did    not 
believe  the  revenue  of  the  road  would  be  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  charges  on  this  tunnel — which 
will    be    $21,500,000,    spread    out    over    a    fifty- 
year  period.    In  other  words,  while  the  trustees 
were   willing  that  this   action   should   be  taken, 
they   desired    it    understood   that   the   taxpayers 
of  Boston  would  foot  the  bill ;  and  that  means 
a  serious  increase  in  a  tax  rate  that  is  already 
the   highest   in  the   land   for   a   city   of   300,000 
or  more  population.     Do  we  ever  give  considera- 
tion to  the  fact  that  there  is  hardly  a  business 
in    Boston   today  that   is   paying  expenses  ?      Do 
you   know   of   a   business   in  Boston   today   that 
is     paying?      Some    one    says,     "Bootlegging." 
No.     I  said  awhile  ago  that  Jimmie   Gallagher 
was   still  hanging   on.      Well,   Jimmie   hung   on 
for    five   years.      The   manager   said   if   he   quit 
he  would  have  to  go  into  bankruptcy.     But  he 
finally  had  to  drop.     Anyone  can  get  a  Checker 
taxicab  to  run  today  if  he  will  pay  25  per  cent 
of    what    he    gets.      All    the    department   stores 
get  all   the   help    they   want   on    a    10    per   cent 
basis.      One    out    of   every    three   wage   earners 
in   Boston   today    is   asking   some   philanthropic 
organization   for   something   to   eat.      And   here 
Boston    proposes    to    go    into    unnecessary    Ele- 
vated  subways,    in    a    year    when   the    Elevated 
will  carry  fewer  passengers  than  it  has  carried 
at    any    time    in    the    last    twenty-five    years. 
Here  we  are  proposing  to  give  away  $21,500,000, 
the    amount    that    the    people    of    Boston    will 
eventually     have     to     pay     on     this     proposed 
$8,500,000.      That    is    the    situation.      You    can 
call    that    an    economically    sound    proposition, 
if  you    wish !      Call    it    whatever   you    will.      If 
things  get  better  in  the  next  five-  years,  every- 
thing   I    have    said    here    is    wrong.      But    you 
cannot  avoid  an  accounting.     I  am  not  making 
a   dogmatic   statement   when   I   say   there  is   no 
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improvement  on  the  horizon  today.  No  fin- 
ancial or  economic  authority  claims  that  things 
will  get  better  tomorrow.  Now,  Mr.  President, 
I  am  interested  in  putting  more  men  to  work, 
in  properly  feeding,  clothing  and  housing  them 
this  winter,  and  later.  I  want  to  get  as  far 
as  possible  away  from  the  Syracuse  diet  of 
10  cents  a  day.  I  don't  want  to  have  to  meet 
the  Chicago  situation  here  in  Boston.  We 
know  the  situation  in  the  great  metropolis  of 
America.  The  subways  that  they  have  in 
New  York  are  an  issue  with  them,  a  very 
serious  problem,  which  neither  Mayor  Walker 
nor  any  other  official  of  the  city  is  able  to 
handle,  the  greatest  problem  they  have  con- 
fronting them.  Now,  see  what  this  is  going 
to  cost  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  There  will  be 
eight  and  one  half  million  dollars  in  bonds  for 
the  South  Huntington  avenue  subway,  the 
lowest  possible  rate  for  which  will  be  45  per 
cent.  That  will  mean  an  interest  payment  of 
$382,500  a  year.  In  fifty  years  that  will  mean 
interest  alone  of  $19,125,000.  In  addition,  it 
will  mean  setting  aside  each  year  one  half  of 
one  per  cent  in  a  sinking  fund,  which  ought 
to  mature  with  $8,500,000.  Taking  the  amorti- 
zation charges,  $42,500  a  year  in  fifty  years 
amounts  to  $8,500,000,  the  actual  payment  into 
the  fund  being  about  $2,125,000.  The  car- 
rider  will  pay  $19,125,000  in  interest  plus 
sinking  fund — one  half  of  one  per  cent  a  year, 
which  totals  $2,125,000  in  interest  and  sinking 
fund  charges,  making  a  total  cost  of  $21,250,000, 
The  $16,000,000  East  Boston  vehicular  tunnel 
will  amount  in  fifty  years,  on  bonds  authorized 
by  the  Legislature,  to  $42,500,000,  while  the 
$3,000,000  street  widening  for  tunnel  ap- 
proaches in  fifty  years  amounts  to  $7,500,000, 
— making  in  all  $47,500,000  which  must  be 
paid  in  tolls  or  by  taxpayers  on  the  $19,000,000 
for  the  East  Boston  tunnel  and  the  street 
widenings  and  approaches  in  connection  with 
it.  And  never  from  the  day  when  it  is  open 
will  that  tunnel  pay  for  itself.  You  hear 
some  one  say,  "Look  at  the  Holland  Tube!" 
Well,  that  tube  connects  one  half  the  United 
States  on  one  end  with  one  half  on  the  other. 
There  are  millions  of  people  in  Manhattan  who 
are  going  to  use  it  right  along.  A  boy  with  a 
flivver  pays  50  cents  as  the  minimum  charge, 
and  so  it  will  go.  But  are  you  going  to 
collect  50  cents  in  that  way  in  the  East  Boston 
tunnel  ?  Or  are  the  ones  who  are  going  to 
principally  benefit  be  the  land-grabbing  politi- 
cians in  connection  with  the  takings  and 
street  widenings — and  the  $3,000,000  on  paper 
for  the  street  widenings  will  really  mean 
$5,360,000.  Where  is  this  city  going  to  get 
the  money?  Judge  Corbett  of  the  Land  Court 
says  that  unless  we  get  the  tax  rate  down 
to  $28  here  we  never  can  prosper  industrially 
or  commercially.  And  where  are  these  taxes 
coming  from  ?  How  many  people  of  East 
Boston  are  going  to  pay  them,  and  how  many 
people  in  the  City  of  Boston  are  going  to  be 
able  to  pay  increased  taxes  ?  Reduce  taxes 
10  per  cent  this  year.  That  would  be  the 
popular  political  move.  It  will  take  us  some 
time  to  see  it,  of  course,  but  if  things  get 
progressively  worse,  what  is  going  to  happen  ? 
Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  we  have 
heard  many  arguments  here  from  our  able 
colleague  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton)  point- 
ing to  the  fact  that  there  is  a  very  serious 
situation  in  this  city.  I  don't  think  there  is  a 
man  in  the  Council  who  will  question  that 
fact.  But  any  person  even  slightly  familiar 
with  City  of  Boston  affairs  knows  that  it  is 
not  unnecessary  expenditures  that  are  taxing 
the  treasury  at  the  present  time,  but  the 
welfare  situation.  It  may  be  unfortunate 
that  the  Legislature  many  years  ago  forced 
on  the  city  the  obligation  of  caring  for  its 
unfortunate  and  needy,  forcing  the  city  to 
bear  the  burden.  At  the  present  time  we  all 
know  that  many  are  unemployed  in  Boston, 
the  same  as  in  Chicago,  New  York,  and  prac- 
tically every  other  city  of  the  United  States. 
Something,  however,  has  to  be  done.  There 
were  many  measures  advocated  at  the  last 
session    of   the   Legislature,    by    every   city   and 


town  in  Massachusetts,  looking  to  the  relief  of 
this  situation.  There  may  be  a  question  as 
to  what  is  the  best  way  to  meet  the  situation, 
but  the  Legislature  in  its  wisdom,  it  being 
one  of  the  last  things  it  did,  had  a  hearing 
before  the  Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs 
upon  this  tunnel  bill,  involving  as  we  have 
it  before  us  an  expenditure  of  $8,500,000. 
After  due  consideration  they  gave  authority 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  spend  this  amount 
of  money.  I  think  we  should  take  into  con- 
sideration the  fact  that  they  went  into  this 
matter  thoroughly  and  that  they  knew  about 
the  financial  condition  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
and,  knowing  the  facts,  in  their  wisdom  they 
thought  that  this  was  one  measure  that  might 
relieve  the  unemployment  situation  in  this 
city.  One  of  the  statements  of  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  18  was  to  the  effect  that  all  of 
these  projects  put  very  few  men  at  work ; 
but  I  believe  one  of  the  factors  in  the  prob- 
lem that  actuated  the  Legislature  in  acting 
as  they  did,  placing  the  work  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Transit  Department,  was  that 
it  would  put  at  least  2,000  men,  and  a  max- 
imum of  2,500,  at  work.  I  think  that  is  an 
answer  in  part,  at  least,  to  what  our  colleague 
said  about  this  not  putting  many  men  to 
work.  We  have  been  assured  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Transit  Department  that  probably  60 
per  cent  of  the  money  is  going  to  go  into 
the  hands  of  the  workers  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
No  one  contends  that  this  will  relieve  the 
whole  situation,  but  it  will  do  something  at 
least  to  help.  I  think  the  figures  of  Mr. 
Lydon's  department  showed  a  tremendous  in- 
crease in  demand  for  assistance  as  soon  as 
the  veterans  and  others  got  through  their 
work  at  Governor  square ;  and  I  also  under- 
stood Colonel  Sullivan  to  say  that,  while  a 
large  percentage  of  the  men  at  work  on  the 
job  will  be  veterans,  there  will  not  be  veterans 
exclusively  employed  on  the  job.  Those  who 
will  be  employed,  aside  from  the  veterans, 
will  be  those  who  are  eligible  from  the  Civil 
Service  list.  It  happens  that  this  tunnel 
passes  for  two-thirds  of  its  way  through  my 
ward,  and  I  think  I  might  say  a  word  as  to 
whether  or  not  it  is  necessary.  Any  one  who 
has  had  occasion  to  drive  through  Huntington 
avenue  or  the  adjacent  streets  knows  what  the 
traffic  situation  is,  and  can  guess  for  them- 
selves whether  the  work  is  necessary  in  the 
strict  sense.  Moreover,  it  will  put  2,000  men 
at  work,  and  will  do  some  good  in  that  way.  I 
feel  that  in  supporting  this  measure  the  City 
Council  will  be  doing  a  constructive  piece  of 
work,    Mr.    President. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  if  this  were 
to  be  a  contract  job  I  would  be  absolutely 
opposed  to  it.  But  it  is  not  to  be  a  contract 
job,  I  understand.  I  believe  that,  so  far  as 
possible,  day  labor  is  to  be  employed.  We 
are  faced  with  this  situation,  Mr.  President. 
Our  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  and  Public 
Welfare  will  spend  this  year  close  to  $14,000,000. 
This  tunnel  project  that  .we  have  before 
us  at  the  present  time  calls  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  $8,500,000.  East  Boston  tunnel, 
a  contract  job  costing  $16,000,000,  at  its  high- 
est peak  has  employed  700  men.  The  Gov- 
ernor square  job,  which  was  a  day-labor  job, 
costing  $5,000,000,  employed  1,500  men.  The 
head  of  the  Transit  Commission  today  in- 
formed us  that  if  this  bill  were  passed,  en- 
gineers would  be  placed  on  the  job  tomorrow, 
and  that  within  sixty  days  men  would  be 
working  on  the  job.  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent and  members  of  the  Council,  that  we 
have  an  opportunity  here  to  place  2,500  men 
at  work.  It  is  just  a  question  of  paying  out 
through  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  and 
the  Public  Welfare  Department  money  for 
which  we  get  no  return,  or  paying  this  amount 
out  through  the  Transit  Department,  and  giv- 
ing 2,500  men  an  opportunity  to  work.  After 
all,  what  men  in  Boston  desire  is  an  op- 
portunity to  work,  and  not  charity.  I  can 
well  understand  why  some  of  the  Council 
would  oppose  it  because  of  the  taxation  prop- 
osition, but  it  is  not  really  going  to  affect 
taxes,  because  when  you  simmer  the  thing 
down  to  the  final  analysis,  it  will  not  make 
a  million  dollars  difference  in  the  cost  to  the 
city    in    ten    years    if    this     work    is    not    put 
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through,  when  you  figure  the  amount  of  money 
that  it  will  save  the  Welfare  Department  and 
the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department.  So  I  see  no 
alternative  for  members  of  the  Council,  if  they 
are  desirous  of  trying  to  correct  the  present 
transportation  situation  and  also  furnish  2,500 
jobs  to  men  looking  for  work  at  a  time  like 
this,  than  to  pass  this  order.  If  it  were  a  con- 
tract job,  however,  I  would  be  absolutely  op- 
posed to  it,  knowing  how  contractors  handle 
such  jobs  and  how  they  employ  noncitizens 
and  nonresidents.  But  this  is  a  job  where 
Boston  men  and  citizens  are  going  to  be  em- 
ployed, and  only  those.  I  therefore  sincerely 
trust  that  the  members  of  this  Council  will 
give  an  opportunity  to  2,500  Boston  men  to 
go  to  work  and  earn  a  living,  not  accepting  a 
dole. 

Coun.  POWER — Mr.  President,  this  tunnel 
is  nothing  new  to  me.  When  the  councilor 
from  Hyde  Park  (Coun.  Norton)  says  it  is 
unnecessary,  let  me  call  to  his  attention  the 
fact  that  the  first  time  when  this  was  brought 
up  was  about  eight  or  ten  years  ago.  Two 
years  ago  in  this  Council  I  introduced  an  order 
to  accept  an  act  then  in  the  Legislature  to 
put  this  same  tunnel  through.  The  Legislature 
turned  it  down,  but  this  year  they  have  seen 
fit  in  their  wisdom  to  pass  it.  When  it  is 
claimed  that  this  tunnel  is  unnecessary,  that 
is  the  only  section  of  Boston  that  does  not 
really  have  rapid  transit.  When  you  go  to 
Park  or  Boylston  street  subways  to  go  out 
beyond  Huntington  avenue,  to  my  district,  the 
run  should  be  made  in  from  five  to  eight  min- 
utes. It  now  takes  three  quarters  of  an  hour 
to  an  hour  to  get  out  to  my  district.  Un- 
necessary? I  wonder  if  the  councilor  ever 
thought  of  the  health  of  the  people  jammed  in 
there,  of  the  stoppages  of  traffic,  of  the  delays 
for  three  quarters  of  an  hour,  when  people 
should  be  getting  through  in  from  five  to 
ten  minutes  ?  That  is  why  we  want  rapid 
transit.  It  has  been  positively  necessary  for 
eight  or  ten  years.  Now,  let  us  get  back  to  a 
little  economy.  The  councilor  stated  that  he 
had    studied    economics 

Coun.  NORTON — I  don't  know  why  the 
councilor  has  made  that  statement.  The  coun- 
cilor  has   studied   nothing   of   the   kind. 

Coun.  POWER — I  withdraw  that  statement,  I 
thought  I  was  paying  a  tribute  to  the  coun- 
cilor. 

Coun.     NORTON— Thank    you. 

Coun.  POWER — But,  anyway,  let  us  get  the 
economics  of  this  matter.  The  Kenmore 
square  job,  according  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Transit  Commission,  is  eight  months  ahead 
of  schedule.  Isn't  that  sound  economics?  Do 
you  know  of  any  other  such  jobs  throughout 
the  country  that  are  eight  months  ahead  of 
schedule? 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  that  is  good  economics,  to  finish  the 
job  eight  months  ahead  of  schedule.  If  I  had 
my  way,  men  would  be  put  on  for  three  days 
a  week,  and  instead  of  running  eight  months 
ahead  of  schedule,  I  would  have  the  boys 
going  along  for  three  years  more,  on  a  stagger 
schedule   plan, 

Coun.  POWER — Mr.  President,  the  coun- 
cilor talks  about  saving  on  the  finances  of  the 
city,  and  still  does  not  want  a  job  finished. 
He  wants  to  spend  more  money.  When  the 
councilor  speaks  about  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department,  the  men  get  $15  or  $20  a  week 
there,  the  veterans,  and  there  is  now  an  in- 
crease in  the  demands  on  that  department  by 
reason  of  the  layoff  on  the  Kenmore  square 
job.  When  the  men  are  not  working  there 
is  a  large  demand  on  the  department,  perhaps 
amounting  to  half  a  million  dollars  in  a  year. 
Now,  this  job  is  going  to  run  for  three  years. 
How  much  money  is  the  city  saving  by  paying 
out  funds  when  no  work  is  being  done  in  re- 
turn? They  are  paying  it  out  for  nothing. 
When  work  is  being  done  the  veterans  get 
money  through  being  paid  for  their  work. 
The  veterans  don't  want  money  for  nothing, 
but  want  work.  All  that  they  want  is  work, 
not  a  dole.  Now,  here  is  a  chance  to  give 
them  work,  and  why  not  give  it  to  them? 
Why    hold   up    this    bill?      Now   is   the  time   to 


build  anything.  The  chairman  of  the  Transit 
Commission  says  that  materials  are  now  from 
25  to  50  per  cent  lower  than  they  have  been 
at  any  time  for  years.  Isn't  it  economy,  there- 
fore, to  do  the  work  at  this  time?  Why  not 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  save 
money  in  that  way  ?  This  thing  was  necessary 
ten  years  ago,  and  we  can  build  it  more  cheaply 
today  than  ever  before.  If  we  can  at  the 
present  time  save  the  city  paying  out  money 
in  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department,  why  not 
go  ahead  and  do  so  ?  Let  us  cut  out  the  red 
tape    and    get    to    work. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  surely  this 
is  an  economic  question.  The  question  to  be 
decided  at  this  time  is  simply  whether  the 
passage  of  this  order  by  us  at  this  time  is 
economically  sound.  Some  people  may  feel  that  it 
is  not  economically  sound  to  spend  the  money. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  time  arrives  in  these 
matters  when  it  is  economically  sound  to  spend 
money.  Some  believe  that  we  should  not  spend 
money  to  relieve  the  depression  ;  others  be- 
lieve that  we  should  do  so.  But  I  am  asking 
this  question,  What  are  we  going  to  do? 
We  have  been  doing  a  good  deal  of  talking 
for  a  long  time,  but  the  City  Council  has  done 
nothing  to  relieve  the  unemployment  situation. 
When  I  say  that,  I  mean  that  we  have  been 
forced  to  stand  by  and  have  not  had  an 
opportunity  to  do  anything  to  relieve  the 
situation.  Here  we  have  an  opportunity  to 
place  2,500  men  at  work  for  a  considerable 
period,  and  when  I  asked  the  question  in 
executive  committee  of  Colonel  Sullivan  whether 
the  men  employed  would  be  veterans  or  non- 
veterans,  he  said  there  would  be  both.  That 
satisfied  me  that  it  was  not  exclusively  a 
veterans'  project,  that  others  would  be  allowed 
to  work  on  the  job  to  receive  money  to  help 
them  over  their  present  difficulties.  As  the 
councilor  from  Roxbury  (Coun.  Dowd)  said, 
it  is  not  a  contract  job,  but  a  day  labor  job, 
and  we  will  thereby  be  able  to  do  something 
for  Boston  people  who  are  out  of  employment. 
They  will  have  a  chance  to  go  to  work  and 
earn  an  honest  living,  and  to  keep  away  from 
what  my  colleague  called  "the  house  of  hor- 
rors" on  Hawkins  street.  I  know  of  many 
good  men,  who  have  been  hard  workers  all 
their  lives  and  who  have  had  no  recourse  to 
charity,  who  have  had  to  go  there  to  seek 
their  bread  and  butter.  I  think  it  may  well  be 
called  a  house  of  horrors.  Certainly,  when  I 
see  an  opportunity  during  my  term  of  office 
to  do  something  that  will  to  some  extent  relieve 
conditions  as  they  now  exist,  I  am  glad  to  do 
so.  I  introduced  an  order  awhile  ago  for  the 
discharge  of  married  women  whose  husbands 
were  working  and  who  were  able  to  support 
them.  I  hope  something  will  be  done  on  that 
matter.  The  order  before  us  has  the  support 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  the 
American  Legion,  the  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars  and  the  Veterans  of  the  Spanish  War, 
as  well  as  other  quasi  civic  associations  which 
are  trying  to  do  something  to  relieve  the 
unemployment  situation.  Unless  something  is 
done  it  will  grow  worse,  and  we  will  have 
3,000  more  men  on  the  pay  roll  if  we  do  not 
pass  this  order.  I  hear  the  cry  every  day, 
"Get  me  some  work,"  and  there  is  no  place 
where  I  can  help  the  men  to  get  a  job.  I  have 
to  answer,  "I  cannot  get  you  a  job."  Now, 
here  is  an  opportunity  to  put  2,500  men  at 
work  and  to  take  2,500  men  off  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  pay  roll,  sending  them  over  to  work 
on  this  tunnel,  also  building  a  tunnel  that  will 
be  useful  in  better  times  and  will  be  a  splendid 
thing  for  the  public.  We  are,  too,  building  it 
at  a  time  when  the  work  can  be  done  for  25 
per  cent  less  than  in  ordinary  times.  I  will 
say  to  my  colleagues  from  the  adjoining  ward 
(Coun.  Norton)  that  his  economics  are  dif- 
ferent from  mine.  I  believe  we  should  create 
work  and  do  everything  in  our  power  to  give 
work  to  the  unemployed.  Unless  we  do  what 
we  can  we  are  not  living  up  to  our  oath  of 
office,    as    I    understand   it. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  we  have  spent 
two    hours    in    the    ante-room    listening    to    a 
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discussion  of  this  matter,  and  I  suppose  unless 
something  is  done  to  bring  debate  to  a  close, 
we  will  spend  two  hours  more  here.  We  will 
talk  for  six  hours  and  not  a  vote  will  be 
changed  one  way  or  the  other.  Therefore,  I 
move    the    previous    question. 

President  GALLAGHER — The  question  is, 
shall    the    main    question    toe    ordered? 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  say  just  a  word.  I 
don't  want  to  prolong  the  discussion.  I,  too, 
believe  the  minds  of  the  members  are  made 
up.  But  reference  has  been  made  to  the  fact 
that  the  only  people  interested  in  this  legis- 
lation are  veterans  and  the  friends  of  veterans. 
I  think  every  member  of  the  body  has  received 
a  letter  from  the  Massachusetts  State  Federa- 
tion of  Labor,  signed  by  the  President  of  that 
body,  who  was  also  formerly  a  president  of 
this  body,  and  I  ask  that  that  letter  be  in- 
corporated in  the  records  of  this  body,  if 
there   is  no  objection. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  letter  is  here 
incorporated  in  the  minutes: 

Massachusetts  State  Federation  of  Labor, 
Boston,  June  20,   1932. 

My  dear  Councilman, — The  Great  and  General 
Court  has  enacted  a  bill  providing  for  the 
construction  of  a  subway  from  Park  street, 
Boston,  to  west  of  Gainsborough  street  in  Hunt- 
ington   avenue. 

The  Massachusetts  State  Federation  of  Labor 
in  conjunction  with  the  American  Legion 
urged   the  passage  of  this  act. 

We  trust  that  in  view  of  the  critical  situa- 
tion confronting  the  wage  earners  that  you 
will  give  favorable  consideration  to  this  meas- 
ure, to  the  end  that  substantial  benefit  and 
relief  may  be  given  to  the  unemployed,  in 
addition  to  the  large  savings  which  will  result 
by  eliminating  the  necessity  for  relief  payments 
due  to  the  employment  of  men  who  will  do  the 
work  on  the  project.

President  GALLAGHER — The  question  is  on 
ordering   the  previous   question. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  we  have  heard 
from  the  P  Q  man,  with  his  motion  to  shut 
off  debate.  Like  the  P  K  man  of  Wrigley, 
Curley  has  his  P  Q  man  here,  to  shut  off 
debate!  The  man  here  who  received  only  1.100 
votes  in  the  election  wants  to  shut  off  a  man 
who   received    6,000    votes. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  question  is  on 
the  passage  of  the  order,  and  the  clerk  will 
call  the  roll. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President.  I  don't  think 
anybody   objected   to   my   speaking. 

President  GALLAGHER— Councilor  Hein  ob- 
jected. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  simply 
wanted  to  bring  the  point  out  for  the  record. 
That   is   fine!

INVESTIGATION    OF    STATEMENTS. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  offer  a  verbal  resolution  to  the  effect 
that  we  make  an  investigation  into  the  dis- 
crepancies in  certain  statements  made  at  our 
Executive  Committee  meeting  with  the  state- 
ments   in    the   legislative   hearing. 

President  GALLAGHER — The  gentleman 
will    please    submit   his    motion    in    writing. 

Coun.    NORTON    offered   the    following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be 
requested  to  investigate  certain  statements  of 
Colonel  Sullivan  of  the  Transit  Commission 
before  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council 
on  June  20>  regarding  statements  of  H.  Ware 
Barnum    of    the    Boston    Elevated    Railway. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  the  chair- 
man of  the  Boston  Transit  Commission  seemed 
to  have  a  certain  intuitive  instinct  which  led 
him  not  to  leave  our  committee  room  after 
he  had  made  his  statement  and  after  the 
matter  had  been  laid  on  the  table.  He  made 
to  our  committee  a  statement  in  regard  to 
what  Mr.  H.  Ware  Barnum,  general  counsel 
for  the  trustees,  said  on  Beacon  Hill  before 
the  Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs  in  re- 
gard to  this  matter.  He  stated  that  Mr. 
Barnum,  speaking  for  the  trustees,  was  in 
favor  of  the  order.  I  now  want  to  read  to 
you  what  Mr.  H.  Ware  Barnum  says,  as  it 
appears  in  the  stenographic  report  of  the 
hearing.  He  said  that  the  trustees  were  in 
favor,  provided  it  were  understood  that  the 
Elevated  should  not  out  of  its  profits  or  re- 
turns pay  the  bill,  that  the  present  financial 
condition  means  that  the  car-rider  must  pay. 
Yet  Colonel  Sullivan  came  in  and  stated  that 
they  were  in  favor  of  it.  Colonel  Sullivan 
was  wrong.  There  is  the  stenographic  record. 
Now,  Mr.  President,  I  am  rather  poor  at  read- 
ing, but  I  cannot  find  anything  in  this  bill 
that  states  that  Colonel  Tom  Sullivan  and  his 
Transit  Commission  shall  resort  to  day  labor 
in  preference  to  contract  labor  on  this  job. 
Section  11  says  that  the  department  may  make 
a  contract  for  the  work  authorized  under  this 
act.  There  is  nothing  in  there,  in  so  far  as 
I  can  ascertain,  which  states  definitely  that 
day  labor  shall  take  precedence  over  contract 
labor.  This  is  another  illustration  of  how 
we  are  expected  to  do  things  here, — rushing 
through  in  a  few  moments  a  bill  that  will  cost 
the    taxpayers    of    Boston    $21,500,000. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that 
we  ought  to  go  slow  in  asking  the  Finance 
Commission  to  make  reports  in  matters  of  this 
kind.  I  clearly  understood  Colonel  Sullivan, 
the  head  of  the  Transit  Department,  to  say 
that  it  was  discretionary  with  him  under  the 
bill  whether  the  work  should  be  let  out  by 
contract  or  they  should  carry  it  out  in  the 
same  "way  as  was  done  on  the  Kenmore  sub- 
way. But  Colonel  Sullivan  stated  clearly  the 
intention  of  the  commission.  Of  all  men  at 
the  head  of  various  departments  of  the  city, 
I  think  he  measures  up  fairly  as  a  two-fisted 
gentleman,  and  as  a  man  who  in  the  past  has 
told  us  the  truth,  even  when  it  hurt ;  and  for 
us  to  invite  investigation  of  any  such  matter 
by  the  body  across  the  street  is,  I  feel,  tread- 
ing on  dangerous  ground.  A  lot  of  peculiar 
things  have  happened  on  this  bill.  We  have 
heard  the  gentleman  from  Ward  18,  who  made 
a  splendid  speeoii,  who  talked  a  lot  of  com- 
mon sense,  and  who  was  consistent,  and  we 
have  heard  from  the  gentleman  from  Ward 
5,  who  votes  as  he  believes  is  right :  but  we 
find  another  member  of  the  Council  who  says 
that  the  Mayor  snapped  the  whip  and  that 
certain  men  voted  for  it.  Well,  it  seems  now 
that  the  whip  extended  into  Ward  15,  Dor- 
chester !  So  a  lot  of  funny  things  have  hap- 
pened on  this  bill.  But  before  we  vote  as  is 
proposed  here  for  an  investigation  by  the 
Finance  Commission,  I  think  we  had  better 
go  pretty  slow.  I  think  the  colonel  callerf 
the  turn  just  as  he  saw  it,  and  I  am  not 
going  to  vote  to  investigate  him.  I  think  if 
there  is  any  difference  of  opinion  the  place 
for  him  to  come  is  before  our  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and   T  shall   be  glad  to  have  him   do  so. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  I  do  not  believe  it  is  within 
the   province    of    the    Finance    Commission   to 
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take  on  things  of  this  kind  as  a  part  of  their 
work.  Where  statements  are  made  in  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  that  is  a  matter  that  comes 
within  our  province,  and  we  have  a  right  to 
summon  any  person  making  such  statements, 
including  the  gentleman  who  has  been  referred 
to,  for  whom  I  have  the  highest  regard.  But 
I  do  not  think  it  is  in  the  province  of  this 
body  to  ask  the  Finance  Commission  to  in- 
vestigate matters  of  this  kind.  I  shall  vote 
against  the  order,  because  I  don't  think  it 
is    within    their    province. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
intend  to  inject  myself  into  the  debate,  but 
I  have  been  referred  to  here,  it  being  stated 
that  the  whip  of  the  Mayor  has  reached  into 
Ward  15  and  that  the  gentleman  from  Ward 
15  has  felt  it.  Let  me  say  in  answer,  for 
the  public  record,  that  I  am  glad  the  gentle- 
man from  Ward  13  (Coun.  McGrath)  admits 
that  the  Mayor  has  a  whip,  which  I  have 
always  contended,  but  the  whip  of  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  will  never  reach  into  Ward  15, 
because  the  councilor  from  Ward  15  votes  as 
he  feels  he  should  vote.  I  am  the  fellow  who 
last  week  was  the  cause  of  the  order  being 
laid  on  the  table  for  another  week,  as  I  wished 
to  find  out  how  much  money  was  going  to  be 
paid  for  wages.  I  did  not  vote  last  week, 
because  I  did  not  have  the  information  I 
wished,  but  I  did  vote  today  after  I  was 
assured  by  the  chairman  of  the  Transit  Com- 
mission that  approximately  65  per  cent  of  the 
money  appropriated  by  this  Council  would  be 
paid  to  the  workingmen,  both  veterans  and 
nonveterans.  I  rose  here  today,  when  this 
big  matter  was  under  discussion,  but  the 
P  Q  man  did  not  want  me  to  place  my  state- 
ment on  record,  giving  the  reason  why  I 
voted  for  the  order.  Before  I  had  a  chance 
to  state  my  position,  the  P  Q  genius  rose  to 
his  feet,  under  unfair  parliamentary  procedure, 
and  shut  me  off.  I  had  never  once  spoken  on 
the  floor  on  the  $8,500,000  bill,  and  I  was 
unable  to  place  on  record  the  reason  for  my 
vote.  So  it  was  evident,  through  the  action 
of  one  of  the  administration  boys,  that  the 
Mayor  had  snapped  the  old  whip — and  the 
councilor  from  Ward  13  (Coun.  McGrath)  has 
now  admitted  that  there  is  a  whip.  I  must 
congratulate  the  P  Q  boy  and  also  the  ad- 
ministration   boy    from     Ward     13. 


The  Council  refused  to  suspend  the  rule  and 
the  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules.

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
when  the  Council  adjourn  it  be  for  thi'ee  weeks. 

The    motion    was    carried. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  think  per- 
haps a  resolution  in  the  form  of  an  order 
that  I  will  suggest  might  be  propitious  and 
appropriate  at  this  time.  If  the  Chair  will 
accept  it,  it  will  be  as  follows :  "That  the 
unemployed  of  the  City  of  Boston  respectfully 
thank  the  Mayor  of  Boston  for  the  efforts  he 
made  while  sitting  on  the  second  floor  here 
today,  with  the  Council  in  executive  session, 
lo  have  this  order  relating  to  the  Huntington 
avenue  subway  passed."  Somebody  may  think, 
of  course,  that  that  resolution  is  not  in  order, 
but  I  recall  picking  up  yesterday's  paper  and 
reading  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  was  not 
going  to  take  another  trip  to  Washington 
today,  in  order  that  he  might  remain  here  in 
Boston  to  help  put  this  particular  project 
through,  and,  as  I  recall,  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
stayed  a  good  way  from  the  Council  Chamber 
today.  Now,  after  you  have  received  advice 
from  the  City  Clerk,  Mr.  President,  I  suppose 
it  will   be  ruled   out  of   order. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  order  will  be 
ruled    out   of   order.

Sir, — The  Finance  Commission  submits  the 
following  report  in  reply  to  a  request  made  by 
your  Honor  as  the  result  of  two  orders  passed  by 
the  City  Council  on  June  6,  one  asking  an  investiga- 
tion by  the  Finance  Commission  on  the  extension 
of  Adams  street  in  Roxbury  and  the  other  on  the 
building  of  Franklin  Hill  avenue. 

Both  of  these  improvements  were  undertaken 
under  the  authority  of  the  annual  "Making  of 
Highways"  loan  and  were  therefore  paid  for  from 
borrowed  money.  It  would  seem  to  the  Finance 
Commission  that  in  the  present  state  of  the 
finances  of  the  city  and  the  prospects  for  the 
immediate  future,  the  credit  of  the  city  should  be 
saved  for  improvements  that  have  more  merit 
than  either  of  these. 

The  Finance  Commission  bases  this  conclusion, 
so  far  as  Adams  street  is  concerned,  upon  this 
extract  from  the  report  of  its  consulting  engineer: 

"The  part  of  Adams  street  between  Hampden 
street  and  Dudley  street  is  one  of  the  older  streets 
in  the  Roxbury  district.  It  appears  to  have  been 
in  existence  as  a  public  way  as  early  as  1S36. 
It  furnishes  a  cross  connection  between  Hampden 
and  Dudley  streets,  but  is  very  little  used.  Hamp- 
den and  Dudley  streets  form  a  continuous  route  at 
their  junction  at  Governor  Shirley  square,  so  that 
practically  the  only  Dudley  street  traffic  passing 
through  Adams  street  is  on  account  of  vehicles 
desiring  to  reach  Dudley  street  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  its  junction  with  Adams  street. 

"The  proposed  extension  is  for  a  distance  of 
about  270  feet  southwesterly  from  Dudley  to 
Forest  street.  Forest  street  is  an  unimportant, 
strictly  residential  street,  extending  from  Vine 
street  to  Mount  Pleasant  avenue. 

"The  improvement  will  require  the  taking  and 
removal,  either  as  a  whole  or  in  part,  of  three 
wooden  apartment  houses;  Nos.  28  Forest  street 
and  311  Dudley  street  will  be  entirely  removed 
and  a  part  of  the  building  at  313  Dudley  street. 
There  will  be  taken  from  the  estate  at  26  Forest 
street  a  strip  of  land  88.4  feet  long  and  of  an  average 
width  of  1.19  feet;  from  the  estate  No.  2  Brodbine 
avenue  a  strip  62  feet  long,  with  an  average 
width  of  1.08  feet,  and  from  a  common  passageway, 
ownership  unknown,  a  strip  32.1  feet  long,  with 
an  average  width  of  1.02  feet.  The  following 
table  gives  the  owners  of  record  of  the  various 
parcels,  the  assessed  valuation  as  of  1931,  the 
areas  to  be  taken,  the  original  awards,  the  increased 
awards  so  far  made,  and  the  betterments  assessed:

The  total  costs  of  the  improvement,  as  indicated  by  figures  available  to  date,  including  construction, 
are  as  follows:

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"As  a  traffic  artery  the  extension  will  be  of  little, 
if  any,  value,  its  only  use  being  for  the  negligible 
amount  of  traffic  through  Adams  street  that  will 
pass  from  Hampden  street  to  Forest  street.  The 
traffic  on  Dudley  street,  if  going  southerly,  would 
naturally  reach  Forest  street  by  way  of  Mount 
Pleasant  avenue,  and  the  northbound  traffic  would 
be  by  way  of  Vine  street. 

"The  construction  of  the  street  would  render 
available  for  development  about  4,000  feet  of 
vacant  land  now  unoccupied,  between  the  rear  of 
the  houses  facing  Dudley  street  and  Adams 
street,  respectively. 

"As  a  disadvantage,  the  traffic  on  Dudley  street, 
which  is  one  of  the  more  heavily  traveled  thorough- 
fares of  the  Roxbury  district,  would  undoubtedly 
be  slowed  up,  on  account  of  an  additional  cross 
street. 

"As  at  present  planned,  I  see  no  benefit  in  the 
proposed  extension  to  warrant  the  expense  and 
inconvenience  to  Dudley  street  traffic  that  is 
involved." 

Franklin  Hill  Avenue. 

The  laying  out  and  construction  of  Franklin 
Hill  avenue  appears  to  the  Finance  Commission 
to  have  been  unfair  to  those  residents  of  the  many 
streets  in  the  city  that  have  been  built  upon  for 
many  years,  yet  which  have  not  yet  been  accepted 
and  constructed  by  the  city.  Franklin  Hill  avenue 
is  laid  out  across  a  hillside  through  a  vacant  tract 
of  land  and  is  part  of  the  development  intended 
by  the  real  estate  speculators  who  bought  into 
the  property  in  1930  with  the  intention  of  opening 
it  up  for  dwelling  houses. 

A  report  by  the  consulting  engineer  on  this 
street  stated: 

"This  is  a  street  about  1,450  feet  long  in  the 
Dorchester  district,  between  Canterbury  street 
and  Harvard  street.  It  was  built  during  the  past 
season  at  a  contract  cost,  not  including  land 
damages,  engineering  expenses,  etc.,  of  $14,682.63. 
The  area  was  4,269  square  yards.  Asphalt 
pavements,  granite  curbstones  and  artificial  stone 
sidewalks  were  laid.  At  this  date  not  a  single 
house  has  been  constructed  on  the  street.  It  is 
clear  that  the  Burface  of  this  street,  together  with 
the  sidewalks,  will  be  put  in  such  a  condition  as  to 
require  a  rebuilding  of  the  street  surface  and 
extensive  repairs  to  the  sidewalks  within  a  short 
period  after  abutting  buildings  are  completed. 
A  bituminous  macadam  pavement  on  this  Btreet 
would  have  been  in  all  ways  as  useful  as  the 
pavement  laid  and,  in  addition,  might  furnish  a 
satisfactory  foundation  for  a  hot-mixed  pavement 
to  be  laid  at  some  future  date,  thereby  saving  the 
cost  of  a  new  concrete  base." 

The  cost  of  the  street  to  the  city,  exclusive  of 
sewer  and  water  coats,  amounted  to  $27,728.58. 
Betterments  levied  total  $20,563.75,  which,  if 
eventually  collected,  will  make  the  net  cost  of  the 
improvement  $7,164.83. 

The    Finance    Commission    cannot    find    that 
public  necessity  or  public  convenience  prompted 
either  of  these  improvements.

Boston,  June  23,  1932. 
To  the  Finance  Commission. 

Gentlemen, — An  order  of  the  City  Council  has 
been  referred  to  me  for  investigation  and  report. 
The  order  is  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  furnish 
the  City  Council  at  its  next  meeting  with  the 
following  information  regarding  the  contract  of 
Coleman  Brothers,  Inc.,  for  the  removal  of  ashes 
and  garbage  in  Dorchester: 

1.  Are  collections  of  garbage  made  from  every 
home  in  Dorchester  twice  a  week  as  per  their 
contract? 

2.  Are  the  barrels  and  containers  being  placed 
back  in  their  proper  locations  as  per  their  contract? 

3.  Is  this  firm  paying  the  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  to  employees  as  per  their  contract? 

4.  Are  they  still  employing  noncitizens? 

The  Finance  Commission's  force,  under  my 
direction,  has  made  such  an  examination  as  con- 
ditions allow  at  the  present  time,  and  I  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  report: 

The  contract  in  question  is  one  of  the  five  con- 
tracts for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  city  refuse 
in  the  suburban  districts  which  are  made  annually. 
The  Dorchester  contract  in  question  was  publicly 
advertised  and  awarded  to  Coleman  Brothers, 
Inc.,  at  its  bid  of  sixteen  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety  (16,890)  dollars  per  month;  the  lowest 
of  the  seven  bids  received.  The  contract  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Acting  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  on  January  6,  1932,  and  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  on  January  16,  1932. 

The  printed  form  of  contract  is  one  of  the  stand- 
ard forms  that  are  prepared  so  that  its  general 
provisions  may  be  applicable  to  each  of  the  five 
suburban  districts  where  refuse  is  collected  and 
disposed  of  as  previously  stated. 

I  have  studied  the  contract  for  the  Dorchester 
district  and  find  that,  as  regards  the  provision  for 
collecting  garbage,  the  contract  is  not  entirely 
clear  in  its  provisions.  Page  20,  section  2,  (b)  con- 
tains the  following  provision: 

Garbage. — (b.)  The  Contractor  shall  once  a 
week  from  February  1,  1932,  to  May  1,  1932,  and 
from  September  1,  1932,  to  December  31,  1932,  and 
twice  a  week  during  the  months  of  June,  July 
and  August,  collect  and  remove  all  house  gar- 
bage from  the  buildings,  dwellings  and  yards  in 
the  district  as  described  herein,  except  in  the  Dor- 
chester district,  where  the  garbage  shall  be  col- 
lected twice  each  week  during  the  entire  year. 

From  the  wording  of  this  provision  you  will  note 
that  it  was  apparently  the  intent  that  the  con- 
tractor should  collect  garbage  once  each  week, 
except  during  the  summer  months  of  June,  July 
and  August,  during  which  months  the  garbage  was 
to  be  collected  twice  each  week.  On  further  read- 
ing you  will  note  that  the  Dorchester  district  is 
exempted  from  this  requirement  and  that  "the 
garbage  shall  be  collected  twice  each  week  during 
the  entire  year,"  that  is,  a  specification  has  been 
prepared  for  the  Dorchester  district  and  then  the 
Dorchester  district  is  exempted  in  part  from  its 
provisions.  The  intended  interpretation  of  the 
specifications  apparently  depends  on  the  ruling  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  as  outlined  on 
page  10,  Article  4,  of  the  contract,  as  follows: 

Article  4.  The  Contractor  in  carrying  on  the 
contract  shall  conform  to  all  determinations  and 
directions  of  the  Commissioner  relating  to  —  the 
proper  interpretation  of  the  specification. 

I  have  been  informed  by  the  Division  Engineer 
in  charge  of  the  Sanitary  Service  that  it  was  the 
intent  of  the  specification  that  garbage  should  be 
collected  once  each  week  in  the  Dorchester  district, 
except  for  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August, 
when  two  weekly  collections  are  to  be  made. 

As  regards  the  specific  questions  asked  by  the 
City  Council,  it  should  be  realized  that  the  col- 
lection of  garbage  and  other  refuse  cannot  be  at 
all  times  in  exact  compliance  with  the  specifica- 
tions and  rules  formulated  by  department  officials. 
Certain  matters,  such  as  weather  conditions, 
especially  in  the  winter  season;  the  existence  of 
frequent  holidays;  the  absence  of  residents  from 
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their  homes,  thereby  preventing  access;  and  similar 
matters,  upset  at  times  the  best  arranged  schedule 
and  prevent  the  following  of  an  exact  schedule,  and 
in  some  cases  necessitate  a  less  frequent  collection 
than  is  required  by  the  contract.  The  answers 
to  the  questions  submitted  by  the  Council  are 
therefore  made  with  the  reservations  necessitated 
by  the  above  outlined  conditions.  Answering  the 
questions  submitted  in  their  order: 

1.  Are  collections  of  garbage  made  from  every 
home  in  Dorchester  twice  a  week  as  per  their 
contract? 

As  previously  stated,  it  i3  my  information  that 
the  intent  of  the  contract  is  that  garbage  is  to  be 
collected  twice  a  week  only  during  the  months  of 
June,  July  and  August.  I  find  that  during  the 
present  year,  previous  to  the  first  of  June,  col- 
lections were  made  in  general  once  each  week. 
Probably  some  premises,  such  as  large  apartment 
bouses,  received  two  or  more  collections  a  week. 
Since  the  first  of  June  conditions  do  not  appear  to 
have  greatly  changed.  It  seems  certain  that  col- 
lections are  not  being  made  twice  a  week  from  every 
home  in  Dorchester. 

2.  Are  the  barrels  and  containers  being  placed 
back  in  their  proper  locations  as  per  their  contract? 

This  question  apparently  applies  to  both  garbage 
and  miscellaneous  refuse.  As  regards  garbage 
collection  methods  do  not  require  the  removal  of 
the  containers,  except  to  empty  their  contents  into 
the  buckets  carried  by  the  collectors.  As  regards 
the  garbage  containers,  they  are  being  placed  back 
in  their  proper  locations.  As  regards  the  barrels 
and  other  receptacles  for  ashes  and  miscellaneous 
refuse,  observations  made  by  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion's investigators  are  that,  after  being  emptied, 
they  are  placed  inside  the  property  line  of  the 
various  premises,  but  in  many  cases  are  not  restored 
to  the  original  locations  from  which  they  were 
removed.  For  example,  when  refuse  is  removed 
by  the  contractor  from  locations  in  the  rear  of 
premises,  the  empty  containers  are  not  returned 
to  the  locations  from  which  they  were  taken. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  it  is  provided 
in  the  contract,  page  20,  section  2  (a): 

The  Contractor  shall  once  a  week  throughout 
the  year  as  the  Commissioner  shall  so  direct,  col- 
lect and  remove  all  house  dirt,  etc.,  when  so 
placed  as  to  be  easily  accessible  on  the  level  of  the 
lot  on  which  the  building  stands,  which  have  been 
placed  in  suitable  receptacles.  .  .  .  After 
emptying  the  receptacles  they  are  to  be  returned 
to  the  place  from  which  they  were  taken. 

These  provisions  are  the  same  as  in  contracts 
for  several  years  past. 

It  seems  to  me  a  reasonable  interpretation  of 
these  provisions  that  the  contractor  is  required 
to  remove  refuse  from  easily  accessible  places  where 
the  barrels  or  containers  are  placed  by  the  occu- 
pants of  the  premises  and  that  he  is  obliged  to  return 
the  barrels  to  the  places  from  which  they  were 
taken.  From  premises  where  the  barrels  are 
placed  on  or  near  the  sidewalk  by  the  tenants, 
he  is  obligated  only  to  place  the  barrels  in  the 
approximate  locations  where  they  were  found. 

The  contractor  agrees  that  he  returns  the  barrels 
or  containers  only  to  a  position  inside  the  property 
line.  I  find  that  this  has  been  the  practice  for 
several  years.  In  many  cases  abutting  property 
owners  have  objected  to  the  contractor's  men 
crossing  their  lawns,  gardens,  etc.,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence have  chosen  to  place  their  rubbish  at  the 
curb  line.  I  also  am  satisfied  that  several  years 
ago  the  practice  of  not  returning  the  barrels  to  the 
locations  from  which  they  were  taken  was  decided 
on  by  the  then  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  A 
retired  supervisor  of  the  Sanitary  Service  has  in- 
formed me  that  his  instructions  from  his  superior 
officer,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  was  to 
have  the  containers  returned  by  the  contractor  to 
a  location  within  the  lot  line  of  the  premises  served. 
This  seems  to  be  another  matter  for  the  decision  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  under  his 
powers  as  interpreter  of  the  specifications,  page  10, 
Article  4. 

3.  Is  this  firm  paying  the  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  to  employees  as  per  their  contract? 

The  contract  provides  that  the  contractor  shall 
pay  to  mechanics  and  teamsters  not  less  than  the 
prevailing  rate  of  wages  in  the  same  trade  and 
occupation  in  the  City  of  Boston,  as  provided  by 
chapter  149  of  the  General  Laws,  modified  under 
certain  conditions  by  section  15,  page  12,  relating 
to  conditions  where  no  citizens  of  the  United  States 
competent  to  perform  the  work  in  question  can  be 
had  at  the  prevailing  and  customary  rate  of  wages. 
Again,  page  5,  Item  4A  of  the  contract,  the  con- 


tractor agrees  to  pay,  for  laborers  experienced  in 
the  class  of  work,  sixty-two  and  one  half  cents  per 
hour.  Many  of  the  contractor's  labor  force  have 
been  questioned  as  regards  the  rate  of  wages  paid 
to  them  and  all  are  in  agreement  that  they  are 
receiving  the  contract  rate  of  sixty-two  and  one 
half  cents  per  hour. 

4.     Are  they  still  employing  noncitizens? 

The  contractor  has  furnished  what  is  purported 
to  be  a  complete  Ust  of  his  employees  in  connection 
with  the  Dorchester  contract.  The  Ust  contains 
the  names  and  addresses  of  one  hundred  nine 
individuals.  It  is  stated  that  each  and  every 
one  of  the  employees  at  present  engaged  is  a 
citizen. 

I  find  that  the  president  of  the  contracting  com- 
pany has  no  personal  knowledge  in  the  matter,  but 
has  depended  on  his  superintendent  to  employ 
none  but  citizens.  The  superintendent  has  in- 
formed me  that,  for  the  greater  part,  he  has  a 
personal  acquaintance  with  the  antecedents  of 
these  employees  and  knows  them  to  be  citizens. 
In  several  cases  where  he  had  some  doubt  in  the 
matter  the  men  have  produced  citizenship  papers, 
so  that  he  is  now  positive  that  none  but  citizens 
are  on  the  pay  roll. 

I  have  attempted  to  verify  the  statements,  but 
data  is  not  at  present  available  for  a  complete 
verification.  About  fifty  per  cent  of  the  employees 
appear  as  voters  on  the  latest  available  list,  that  is, 
1931.  Recourse  to  the  City  Directory  has  proved 
of  little  value,  as  many  of  the  names  do  not  appear, 
including  some  of  those  that  are  on  the  voting  Ust. 
As  a  brief  iUustration  of  some  of  the  difficulties  en- 
countered, we  identified  Steve  Pike  on  the  con- 
tractor's pay  roU  as  a  voter  under  the  name 
Stephen  Pieczkowski,  and  C.  Bonbon  as  Carmine 
Buonopane. 

I  know  of  no  way  of  obtaining  exact  information 
regarding  aU  of  the  list,  except  by  requiring  all  of 
the  men  to  furnish  birth  certificates  or  citizenship 
papers.  This  might  be  done  under  the  authority 
vested  in  the  Finance  Commission.  Such  a  process 
would  require  a  large  expenditure  of  time  by  the 
Finance  Commission  and  the  loss  of  wages  for  at 
least  half  a  day  for  each  of  the  Coleman  Company's 
employees.  I  doubt  therefore  that  such  an  ex- 
pense would  be  justified. 

The  investigation  has  developed  the  pecuUar 
condition  that  none  of  the  city  officials  directly 
supervising  the  contractor's  work  have,  or  have 
ever  read,  a  copy  of  the  contract.  I  suggest  that 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested  to 
furnish  his  subordinates  with  copies  of  the  contract 
that  they  are  supposed  to  supervise,  together  with 
definite  instructions  regarding  its  uncertain  or 
ambiguous  provisions.

Gentlemen, —  I  return  herewith  order  of  the  City 
Council  of  May  23,  1932,  together  with  my  report 
in  the  matter.     The  order  is  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
make  a  study  of  the  ferry  repair  contracts,  and  to 
report  with  recommendations  to  the  City  Council. 
The  order  gives  no  information  regarding  the 
period  of  time  to  be  covered  by  the  requested  report 
and  necessary  investigations.  I  have  assumed 
therefore  that  the  intent  of  the  order  will  be  satis- 
fied by  a  report  covering  the  activities  of  the 
present  administration  at  City  Hall,  that  is,  for 
the  years  1930,  1931  and  1932,  so  far  as  figures  are 
available. 

During  these  years  ferry  repair  contracts  have 
been  comparatively  few  in  number.  The  large 
amount  of  money  expended  during  the  years  1926 
to  1929,  inclusive,  for  repairs  to  old  structures 
of  the  ferries  and  the  installation  of  new  structures, 
has  reduced  very  greatly  the  necessity  for  expendi- 
tures during  the  last  three  years,  as  compared  with 
previous  years. 

The  land  structures  of  the  ferries  are  in  excellent 
condition  and  the  boats  are  now  all  of  the  modern 
screw  type,  with  steel  hulls.  There  are  six  boats 
in  service,  the  oldest  having  been  put  in  service 
in  1912,  two  in  1921,  two  in  1926,  and  one  in  1931. 
The  greater  part  of  the  expenditures  under 
written  contracts  have  been  on  account  of  work 
done  during  the  annual  overhauling  of  the  ferry- 
boats on  account  of  the  requirements  incident  to 
the  annual  inspection  of  the  boats  by  the  United 
States  Steamboat  Service.  With  very  few  excep- 
tions, all  of  the  expenditures  made  for  repairs  in 
excess  of  the  statutory  limit  of  $1,000  have  been 
made  after  invitation  for  bids  by  public  advertise- 
ment in  the  Citi/  Record  and  the  award  of  contracts 
to  the  lowest  bidders. 

Competition  for  these  contracts  has  been  of 
necessity  of  a  limited  nature,  there  being  only  two 
companies  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston  equipped  to  do 
the  work.  These  companies  are  the  Richard  T. 
Green  Company  of  Chelsea  and  the  Bethlehem 
Shipbuilding  Company,  with  a  plant  in  East  Boston, 
Consequently  advertised  competition  has  been 
confined  to  these  two  firms. 

For  the  year  1930  the  work  included  five 
formal,  written  contracts  for  repairs  of  the  boating 
equipment  of  the  ferries,  and  two  contracts  for 
repairs  of  the  land  structures.  Of  the  total  five 
contracts  for  repairs  to  boats,  three,  amounting  to 
$15,611.40,  were  awarded  to  the  Bethlehem 
Shipbuilding  Company,  and  two,  with  a  total 
of  $13,726,  were  awarded  to  the  Richard  T. 
Green  Company;  a  total  for  the  repair  of  boats 
of  $29,337.40. 

Repairs  to  the  land  structures  consisted  of  a 
contract  to  the  Rendle  Corporation,  amounting 
to  $9,120.90,  and  a  contract  award  to  Louis  P. 
Steensen  for  painting  ferry  bridges,  at  a  cost 
of  $2,375,  or  a  total  of  $11,495.90,  making  a  total 
of  all  formal  contracts  of  $40,833.30,  All  except 
one  of  these  contracts  were  made  after  public 
advertisement  and  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder. 


The  exception  above  noted  was  the  contract 
for  painting  ferry  bridges.  This  contract  appears 
to  have  been  actually  awarded  to  the  second  from 
the  lowest  bidder,  at  a  price  $275  above  the  lowest 
bid,  although  technically  it  was  awarded  without 
advertising.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
explains  the  matter  in  a  letter  to  the  Mayor  under 
date.  June  3,  1930,  as  follows: 

"This  job  was  advertised  and  bids  opened 
May  26,  but  the  item  in  the  advertisement  was 
four  ferry  bridges,  while  five  were  intended  and 
included  in  the  specifications  and  contract  so 
that,  legally,  it  is  impossible  to  award  a  contract 
based  on  the  proposals  of  May  26. 

"The  low  bidder  submitted  $2,100,  with  65 
cents  for  the  hourly  rate  of  wages  for  laborers, 
while  the  second  low  bidder,  Steensen,  submitted 
$2,375,  with  an  hourly  wage  for  laborers  of  $1.37* 
which  we  assume  to  be  the  prevailii-g  rate  for 
skilled  painters." 

The  actual  principle  of  law  that  prevented  the 
award  to  the  lowest  bidder  is  not  made  clear. 
Both  bidders  must  have  made  their  bids  according 
to  the  terms  of  the  specifications,  and  on  the  form 
containing  these  specifications,  so  that  they 
undoubtedly  knew  that  five  bridges  were  to  be 
painted. 

In  addition  to  the  formal  written  contracts 
there  were  informal  contracts  not  advertised,  paid 
for  on  bills  in  amounts  between  $100  and  $1,000, 
submitted  according  to  orders  given  in  the  usual 
form,  aggregating  approximately  $16,189.07; 
of  which  $13,138.04,  or  about  81  per  cent,  was  paid 
to  four  contractors  as  follows: 
Walter  Doyle:  Thirteen  bills,  aggregat- 

ing. $3,638  01 

Bethlehem  Shipbuilding  Company:  Nine 

bills,  aggregating 5,686  64 

Included  in  these  bills  is  one  lor  82,761.10,  the 
exception  above  noted.  This  bill  was  for  emer- 
gency work  authorized  by  the  Mayor,  on  account 
of  a  collision  between  the  "  Daniel  A.  MacCormack" 
and  an  oil  barge. 
Richard  T.  Green  Company;  Four  bills, 

aggregating $1,637  79 

Kane  Brothers:  Five  bills,  aggrehating,  2,175  60 
These  bills  are  peculiar,  as  three  are  tor  exactly 
$444  and  two  are  for  $421.80.  These  bills  are  for 
sealing  and  cleaning  boilers,  etc.,  on  different  boats. 
They  are  made  up  according  to  the  number  of 
men  working  each  day  at  $5.20  per  day.  By 
what  seems  a  rather  strange  coincidence,  the  price 
arrived  at  for  three  different  boats,  requiring 
different  amounts  of  work,  was  exactly  the  same. 

In  addition  to  the  above  described  major  ex- 
penditures there  were  a  large  number  of  bills  less 
in  amount  than  $100  for  work  done  by  various 
contractors. 

For  the  year  1931  conditions  were  similar  to  those 
in  1930,  except  that  there  were  no  written  con- 
tracts for  repairs  to  land  structures.  Repairs 
were  made  to  five  boats,  with  a  total  aggregate 
cost  of  $35,704.60.  All  of  these  contracts  were 
awarded  to  the  Richard  T.  Green  Company,  the 
lowest  bidder  in  advertised  competition. 

In  addition  there  were  paid  on  account  of  bills 
in  excess  of  $100  and  less  —  except  in  one  case  — 
than  $1,000,  $19,154.07.  Of  this  total  amount, 
$12,102.70,  or  approximately  63  per  cent,  was 
awarded  to  four  contractors,  as  follows: 
Walter  Doyle:  Twenty  bills,  aggregat- 
ing     $4,984  51 

Bethlehem  Shipbuilding  Company:  Six 

bills,  aggregating 2,120  98 

In  this  list  is  included  one  bill  for  $1,026,  the 
exception  above  $1,000  previously  noted. 
Richard  T.  Green  Company:    Six  bills, 

aggregating $2,710  61 

Kane  Brothers:  Six  bills,  aggregating. . .  2,286  60 
On  account  of  what  may  be  another  coincidence, 
such  as  was  described  in  connection  with  the  bills 
for  1930,  this  firm  has  two  more  bills  for  exactly 
$444,  although  the  bills  are  for  work  done  on 
different  boats  and  involved  a  different  amount  of 
work. 

There  are  also  a  large  number  of  bills  less  in 
amount  than  $100,  on  account  of  work  done  by 
various  contractors. 

So  far  in  1932,  two  contracts  for  repairs  to  ferry- 
boats have  been  awarded,  both  the  lowest  bidder 
in  advertised  competition,  the  Richard  T.  Green 
Company.  One  of  these  contracts  has  been  com- 
pleted at  a  total  cost  of  $3,780.  The  total  bid 
price  was  $5,926,  or  $2,164  above  the  actual  cost. 
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The  City  Record  of  June  4,  1932,  contains  the 
remarks  of  Councilor  Norton  in  connection  with 
the  submission  of  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
under  consideration.  In  these  brief  remarks  he 
refers  to  an  article  in  the  publication  entitled 
"Port  News."  A  copy  of  this  weekly  paper  is 
hereto  appended.  The  inferences  to  be  drawn 
from  the  article  are  not  clear.  It  appears  to  have 
been  the  intent  of  the  writer  to  criticize  the  pay- 
ments made  for  work  under  the  various  contracts, 
especially  those  for  repairing  the  boats,  because 
the  amounts  paid  have  been  less  than  the  estimated 
cost,  as  calculated  from  the  prices  submitted  by 
the  bidders  for  the  various  items  regarded  as 
possibly  being  necessary.  I  fail  to  see  how  this 
matter  can  be  regarded  as  a  valid  source  of  criti- 
cism. The  methods  used  in  securing  competitive 
bids  are  those  used,  not  only  by  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, but  practically  universally  as  regards  English 
speaking  countries. 

A  list  of  items  is  prepared,  to  include  all  varieties 
of  work  that  experience  or  mature  judgment  may 
indicate  as  possibly  being  required  for  the  job  in 
question.  An  approximate  estimate  is  made  of 
the  number  of  units  probably  necessary  under 
each  item,  and  unit  prices  are  invited  for  each 
item.  The  purpose  of  this  estimate  is  only  as  a 
matter  of  comparing  the  bids  of  different  con- 
tractors and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  is  not  intended  in 
any  way  to  be  a  measure  of  the  actual  cost  of  the 
contract.  The  principal  object  is  to  assure  that 
the  total  price  bid  by  the  contractor  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  cover  all  the  items  and  additions  that  may 
be  due  to  unforeseen  contingencies  in  connection 
with  this  form  of  contract.  The  contracts  now 
under  investigation   contain  the  following: 

"The  following  amounts  under  the  items  stated 
may  be  required  in  doing  the  work,  but  are  given 
solely  to  show  the  basis  of  comparing  bids.  The 
City  is  not  in  any  manner  to  be  bound  thereby  and 
the  amounts  may  be  increased  or  diminished  at  the 
discretion   of   the   Commissioner." 

The  provision  above  quoted  eliminates  to  the 
greatest  degree  possible  the  manipulation  of  the 
contract  as  regards  claims  for  extra  work.  It  is 
intended,  very  properly,  to  protect  the  interests  of 
the  city  and  at  the  same  time  gives  an  equal 
opportunity  to  bidders.  There  is  no  reason  why 
the  City  of  Boston  should,  in  the  preparation  of  its 
contracts,  discriminate  against  the  interest  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  favor  of  prospective  bidders. 

The  old  argument  that  contracts  should  be 
awarded  to  taxpayers  is  again  brought  up.  The 
Finance  Commission  early  in  its  existence  adopted 
the  policy  of  free  and  open  competition  to  any 
person,  whatever  his  nationality  or  residence,  so 
long  as  he  was  competent  to  do  the  work  called  for. 
It  believed  that  the  financial  advantages  of  such 
competition  far  overweighed  any  sentimental  argu- 
ment regarding  the  exclusive  rights  of  local  bidders. 

This  policy  is  outlined  in  the  Finance  Com- 
mission's Reports,  Volume  XVI,  page  175,  which 
is  particularly  applicable  to  the  present  case,  as  it 
relates  to  a  ferryboat  contract. 

I  fail  to  find  any  reason  for  just  criticism  of  the 
methods  followed  in  awarding  contracts  by  the 
officials  of  the  Ferry  Division  during  the  period 
covered  by  this  report.  Appended  is  a  schedule 
giving  the  detailed  bids  for  the  various  repair  jobs 
on  ferryboats  for  the  years  1931  and  1932.  You 
will  note  that  the  bids  of  the  Richard  T.  Green 
Company  on  the  various  items  are  substantially 
lower  for  the  greater  number  of  the  items  than  the 
bids  of  the  Bethlehem  Shipbuilding  Company,  par- 
ticularly as  regards  Items  2  to  11,  inclusive.  For 
the  items  both  companies  seem  to  have  adopted  a 
standard  list  of  prices  which  they  have  submitted, 
with  few  exceptions,  without  change  in  the  various 
competitions. 

The  fact  that  the  Bethlehem  Shipbuilding  Com- 
pany has  not  seemed  to  take  advantage  of  lowering 
its  figures  below  those  of  the  Richard  T.  Green 
Company  for  the  items  in  question,  indicates  at 
least  a  not  very  active  competition  for  the  work. 
In  one  instance,  the  contract  for  work  on  the  ferry- 
boat "Charles  T.  Donoghue,"  November  30,  1931, 
under  Item  No.  12,  the  Richard  T.  Green  Com- 
pany bid  S300,  while  the  Bethlehem  Shipbuilding 
Company  bid  §1,075.  While  the  bid  of  the 
Richard  T.  Green  Company  seems  rather  low  for 
the  amount  of  work  outlined,  the  bid  of  the  Bethle- 
hem Company  seems  to  be  excessively  high,  per- 
haps intentionally  so.  In  any  case,  the  difference 
between  the  total  bids  is  but  $543  in  favor  of  the 
Richard  T.  Green  Company.  Had  the  Bethlehem 
Company  bid  for  this  item  an  amount  that  would 


involve  a  less  margin  of  profit,  there  is  little  doubt 
that  it  could  have  secured  the  contract  at  a  fair 
price. 

As  regards  the  adequacy  of  the  prices  for  work 
actually  performed,  it  appears  to  me  that  the 
prices  under  the  contracts  are  such  as  to  furnish  a 
liberal  margin  of  profit  to  the  contractors.  As  re- 
gards the  work  paid  for  on  bills,  this  work  is  en- 
tirely completed  and  there  being  no  schedule  of 
quantities,  it  is  impossible  to  determine  at  the 
present  time  whether  or  not  the  prices  have  been 
excessive.

Dear  Sir, — You  have  asked  me  to  report  to  you 
as  to  the  legal  and  moral  obligation  of  the  city  to 
make  payment  to  the  mother  of  David  McDonald 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  226  of  the  Acts  of 
the  current  year,  provided  the  same  is  adopted  by 
the  City  Council.     This  act  is  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  discharging  a 
moral  obligation,  the  city  of  Boston  may  pay  to 
the  mother  of  David  McDonald,  who  was  killed 
by  a  police  officer  of  said  city  on  August  fourth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  thirty-five  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
acceptance  during  the  current  year  by  vote  of  the 
city  council  of  said  city,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  its  charter. 

I  have  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
entire  situation  and  am  also  in  receipt  of  a  report 
on  this  .matter  made  by  the  Finance  Commission 
to  the  Legislature. 

It  appears  that  McDonald  was  killed  by  former 
Officer  Harrington  while  the  latter  was  off  duty 
and  was  returning  from  a  gathering.  The  evidence 
clearly  indicates  that  McDonald  was  killed  by 
Harrington  in  a  brawl  which  took  place  in  an  alley 
in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning.  Both  Harrington 
and  McDonald  had  been  drinking.  Harrington 
was  not  on  duty  and  was  not  engaged  in  protecting 
anyone,  nor  was  he  preventing  the  commission 
of  a  crime.  The  affair  was  a  private  quarrel 
between  the  two  men  and  had  absolutely  no 
relationship  to  police  service.  Harrington  was 
convicted  of  manslaughter  and  was  sentenced  to 
State  Prison.  There  is  neither  legal  nor  moral 
liability  upon  the  city  to  pay  any  money  to  the 
mother  of  David  McDonald.  Harrington,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  at  the  time  of  the  killing 
was  not  engaged  in  the  performance  of  his  duties 
as  a  police  officer  and  was  acting  as  a  private 
citizen.  The  city  should  not  be  called  upon  to 
make  any  payment  in  a  case  of  this  kind.

The  School  Committee  respectfully  reports  that 
jn  its  opinion  it  would  be  inadvisable  to  open  the 


showers  for  public  use.  There  iB  no  direct  entrance 
from  the  street  to  the  shower  baths;  consequently 
if  the  baths  were  open  it  would  be  necessary,  in 
order  to  safeguard  the  property  and  the  costly 
equipment  of  the  school,  to  provide  for  policing 
of  the  corridors  of  the  building.  Even  with  such 
policing  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  prevent  pilfer- 
ing and  damage  to  school  property. 

Furthermore,  the  school  baths  are  used  by  pupils 
under  careful  medical  supervision,  in  order  to 
prevent  the  use  of  the  baths  by  persons  who  have 
communicable  diseases.  Similar  supervision  would 
be  necessary  for  public  use,  in  order  to  safeguard 
the  school  children  who  will  use  the  baths  upon  the 
reopening  of  schools. 

The  School  Committee  could  not,  in  the  present 
financial  situation,  assume  the  expense  of  main- 
taining the  baths  for  public  use  under  proper 
conditions.

With  reference  to  the  advisability  of  making 
takings  of  property  by  the  so-called  "alternative 
method,"  as  provided  for  under  chapter  80-A  of 
the  General  Laws,  I  advise  your  Honor  that  this 
method  was  given  the  serious  consideration  of  this 
department  in  the  previous  administration.  My 
predecessor,  Mr.  Deland,  wrote  an  opinion,  dated 
June  27,  1929,  to  former  Mayor  Nichols,  in  which 
he  fully  discussed  the  entire  subject  matter  and  ar- 
rived at  the  conclusion  that  it  was  not  advisable  for 
the  city  to  adopt  the  "alternative  method"  of  tak- 
ing property  by  eminent  domain. 

I  am  quite  familiar  with  the  decision  rendered  by 
my  predecessor  as  I  made  a  study  of  the  situation 
at  the  time  the  matter  was  under  consideration  by 
him.  I  am  in  full  accord  with  his  opinion  and  must 
advise  your  Honor  that  in  my  opinion  the  alter- 
native method  of  taking  property  is  neither  satis- 
factory nor  practicable.

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  submit  to  the  City  Council  the  names 
and  addresses  of  persons  now  employed  by  the 
City  of  Boston  who  have  not  a  legal  residence  in 
Boston  or  are  not  legal  voters  of  Boston. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  the  time 
has  come  when  those  in  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the 
City  of  Boston  should  jealously  guard  the  rights 
and  the  welfare  of  our  citizens  who  are  paying 
taxes.  I  have  received  numerous  complaints  from 
people  in  the  city,  who  are  paying  taxes  here,  that 
there  are  many  people  employed  by  the  city  who 
do  not  live  here;  and  I  charge  today,  Mr.  President, 
that  there  are  over  a  thousand  people  working  for 
the  city  who  live  in  suburban  Boston,  making  their 
home  in  Maiden,  Medford,  and  various  other  towns 
outside  of  our  city.  This  is  grossly  unfair  to  the 
man  who  is  paying  taxes  here  and  who  cannot  ob- 
tain employment  at  this  time.  The  Mayor  of 
Boston  has  had  some  statistics  compiled  on  this 
subject,  having  asked  each  department  head  to 
submit  to  him  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of 
persons  working  for  the  City  of  Boston.  I  believe 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  those  names  on  file, 
and  that  they  should  be  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  so  that  future  action  may  be  taken.  I 
say  that  such  employees  are  working  for  the  city 
in  violation  of  the  City  Ordinance,  and  that  some 
effort  should  be  made  either  to  compel  them  to 
come  and  live  in  the  City  of  Boston  or  to  drop  them 
from  the  pay  roll.

GARBAGE   AND   ASHES   COLLECTION. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Be  it  ordained,  etc. 

That  chapter  39  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  be 
amended  by  adding  the  following  sections,  to  be 
known  as  Sections  11a,  lib,  and  lie. 
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lla.  The  collector  of  ashes  or  garbage,  upon 
determining  that  a  person  or  persons  have  per- 
mitted house  offal  and  other  refuse  to  accumulate 
upon  their  land  without  being  placed  in  proper 
receptacles,  shall  cause  a  notice  or  tag  to  be  affixed 
to  a  portion  of  the  premises  or  left  with  the  person 
or  persons  known  to  be  the  occupant,  owner  or 
agent,  and  a  duplicate  of  said  notice  or  tag  filed 
with  the  office  of  the  Health  Commissioner.  Said 
tag  or  notice  to  contain  a  warning  that  said  premises 
are  to  be  cleared  of  this  accumulation  of  refuse,  et 
cetera,  within  forty-eight  hours,  otherwise  sub- 
jected to  prosecution. 

lib.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Com- 
missioner to  assign  an  inspector  to  investigate 
complaints  so  made,  and  if  said  violations  are  not 
remedied  within  the  time  specified,  to  prepare  the 
prosecution  of  said  violation  in  the  same  manner  in 
which  other  violations  of  the  health  laws  are 
prosecuted. 

lie.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for 
each  offence.

UNDERPASS  CONTRACT  AT  BOSTON  CITY 
HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  advise  why  the  contract  for  the  under- 
pass at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  was  awarded  to 
the  fifth  highest  bidder,  which  was  twenty-three 
hundred  dollarB  above  the  lowest  one. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  these  days  of 
economy,  when  we  hear  so  much  from  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  about  how  he  is  going  to  do  everything 
possible  to  save  money  for  the  taxpayers — , 
incidentally  shutting  off  traffic  lights  at  midnight 
and  saving  the  huge  sum  of  $1,200  a  year  thereby! — 
we  have  a  chance  to  see  how  his  efforts  in  that 
direction  are  worked  out  in  connection  with  the 
bids  for  this  underpass  work  at  the  City  Hospital. 
We  have,  for  example,  the  bid  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Granolithic  Company,  $17,500;  that  of  A. 
Singarella,  $18,000,  and  surely  there  can  be  no 
question  raised  against  Singarella,  doing  the 
business  that  he  is  doing  and  has  done  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  carrying  on  a  number  of  large  jobs 
for  the  present  administration;  and  then  we  find 
the  United  Construction  Company,  a  reliable 
concern,  making  a  bid  of  $18,500,  and  another 
Singarella  concern,  J.  Singarella,  putting  in  a  bid 
of  $19,000;  and  then  last,  but  not  least,  we  find 
John  Bowen  bidding  $19,800  for  the  job,  or  $2,300 
more  than  the  lowest  bidder,  and  receiving  the 
contract.  I  say  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  and  I 
say  to  you,  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the 
Council,  that  this  is  absolutely  a  waste  of  money, 
and  that  the  only  reason  why  John  Bowen  got 
the  contract  was  because  he  paid  for  it  in  dollars 
and  cents.  That  is  the  reason  why  it  was  not 
given  to  the  lowest  bidder.  If  the  lowest  bidder 
had  the  job,  $2,300  would  be  saved  to  the  City  of 
Boston.  We  hear  a  lot  of  talk  from  the  Mayor's 
office  about  cutting  out  ice  cream  for  children  on 
Dorchester  Day,  about  cutting  out  a  thousand 
dollars  here  and  there,  cutting  out  ice  water,  and 
so  on,  but  there  is  no  attempt  whatsoever  made  to 
cut  out  the  dishonest  grafting  contractor  who  pays 
for  every  job  he  receives.  Therefore,  I  ask  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  why  he  is  not  consistent.  I  ask 
him  to  reply,  and  ask  him  to  tell  us  why  he  passed 
over  the  two  Singarellas,  who  have  done  and  are 
doing  so  much  business  during  this  administration. 
He  cannot  say  that  they  are  not  reliable,  because 
at  the  present  time  one  is  doing  a  job  at  Long 
Island  involving  over  $300,000,  and  one  is  doing 
a  job  on  the  City  Hospital  Laundry  amounting  to 
$250,000.  So  he  cannot  say  when  he  passes 
them  over  that  they  are  not  reliable  bidders.  And 
an  explanation  is  due  as  to  the  others  who  have 
been  passed  over.  I  reiterate  that  the  reason 
why  the  lowest  bidder  did  not  get  the  job  was 
because  he  did  not  pay  for  it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

PRICE  OF  REFRESHMENTS  AT   BALL 
PARKS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  ask  the  officials  of  the  Boston  National  and  the 


Boston  American  League  Baseball  Clubs  to  reduce 
the  price  of  their  refreshments  which  are  sold  in 
their  respective  ball  parks. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  is  rather  in- 
teresting these  days  to  go  to  any  of  the  baseball 
games  and  find  out  what  the  taxpayers  and  citizens 
of  Boston  have  to  pay  to  a  gentleman  by  the  name 
of  Stevens  who  has  a  concession  at  the  grounds  and 
who  is  reputed  to  be  a  millionaire,  for  refreshments. 
I  checked  up  on  it  very  carefully  yesterday.  I 
found  out  that  he  is  charging  for  a  tongue  sandwich 
20  cents,  for  frankfurters  15  cents,  for  tonic  15 
cents,  for  lemonade  15  cents,  for  a  bottle  of  near 
beer  25  cents,  and  for  a  hot  dog  15  cents.  Mr. 
President,  you  can  buy  these  things  at  any  beach 
resort,  and  just  as  good,  for  5  cents.  What  is  the 
cost?  One  cent  for  a  roll  and  one  for  the  hot  dog, 
and  still  they  are  charging  for  a  roll  and  a  hot  dog 
15  cents.  I  say  it  is  about  time  that  the  officials 
of  both  the  Boston  National  and  American  League 
require  Mr.  Stevens  to  meet  competition  and  to 
come  down,  the  same  as  every  other  individual  in 
business  has  had  to  come  down  during  the  last  two 
years.  We  all  realize  full  well  that  the  tonic  that 
they  sell  there  cost  them  about  2\  cents  a  bottle. 
Still,  they  charge  15  cents,  and  the  public  of  Boston 
have  to  pay  it.  Boston  has  always  been  known  as 
a  "sucker"  town  by  the  gentlemen  who  come  over 
here  from  New  York  and  Chicago.  I  am  now  ask- 
ing the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  step  in  and  see  that  the 
citizens  of  Boston  are  able  to  buy  refreshments  at 
both  league  ball  parks  at  a  fair,  reasonable  price. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


WORK    REQUIRED    OF    MEN    RECEIVING 
AID: 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
not  to  increase  the  number  of  days'  work  required 
of  men  receiving  aid. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  as  though  things 
were  not  bad  enough  for  those  poor  unfortunates 
who  are  compelled  to  go  to  the  Public  Welfare 
Department,  they  are  now  being  made  worse. 
Previous  to  this  week  those  receiving  $13  or  $14 
did  three  days'  work,  and  were  perfectly  satisfied. 
They  did  not  want  charity,  but  were  glad  to  work 
for  what  they  received.  But  new  orders  have  been 
issued  this  week,  to  the  effect  that  the  men  receiv- 
ing $13  and  $14  now  have  to  work  four  days  a  week, 
receiving  in  some  cases  $3.25  and  in  other  cases 
$3.50  a  day,  an  amount  below  the  prevailing  rate 
of  wages  being  paid  by  the  city  and  throughout 
the  state.  Those  receiving  a  grocery  order  of  $3 
are  compelled  to  work  one  day,  and  those  receiving 
$5  for  one  day  if  they  live  out  in  Hyde  Park  or 
Dorchester,  are  compelled  to  report  five  days  a 
week.  That  means  a  dollar  out  for  carfare,  from 
the  $5  per  week  that  they  receive.  I  think  it  is 
about  time  that  some  judgment  was  used  by  the 
authorities  running  the  Welfare  Department. 
No  one  can  tell  me  it  is  logical  that  a  man  receiving 
but  $5  a  week  should  spend  one  dollar  of  it  for 
carfares  in  going  down  there  and  reporting,  and  no 
one  can  tell  me  it  is  good  business  to  make  a  man 
receiving  $13  or  $14  a  week  to  work  four  days, 
thereby  depriving  him  of  any  opportunity  he  might 
possibly  otherwise  have  of  obtaining  a  position 
elsewhere  and  getting  off  the  pay  roll.  It  is  only 
fair  to  assume  that  a  man  working  four  days  a 
week,  and  continually  reporting,  has  no  chance 
whatever  to  obtain  another  position  or  to  do  any 
outside  work,  and  it  is  a  fact  today  that  there  is 
hardly  enough  work  to  keep  men  on  for  two  or 
three  days  a  week.  I  certainly  cannot  understand 
this  new  ruling,  therefore,  which  has  just  gone  into 
effect,  requiring  those  men  to  work  under  the  pre- 
vailing rate  of  wages,  for  $3.50  or  $3.25,  a  day.  I 
say  that  it  is  an  injustice.  I  say  that  those  men 
should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  go  out  and  look 
for  other  work,  instead  of  being  compelled  to 
report  down  there  continually,  as  they  do,  every 
day. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


WIDENING  ENTRANCE  TO  THE  FENWAY. 

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commissioners,  through 
his   Honor  the   Mayor,   be   instructed  to   make  a 
survey  of  the  cost  of  widening  the  entrance  to  the 
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Fenway  at  Westland  avenue  and  Hemenway 
street,  such  survey  to  include  the  cost  of  moving 
the  posts  back  of  the  sidewalk  so  as  to  increase  the 
visibility  and  improve  the  view  of  the  Fenway  at 
the  entrance. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


HOME   FOR   AGED,   WARD   2. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
taking  over  the  Home  for  the  Aged  on  Eden  street, 
Ward  2,  now  vacant,  and  opening  it  up  as  a  con- 
valescent home,  and  to  report  their  findings  and 
recommendations  back  to  the  City  Council. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


STAGNANT      WATER      NEAR      COLUMBIA 
STATION. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Health  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  advise 
the  City  Council  whether  the  unsightly  pond  of 
stagnant  water  in  the  marshland  adjacent  to  the 
Columbia  Station  of  the  DorcheBter  rapid  transit 
line  constitutes  a  health  menace. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


FOURTH  OF  JULY  WELCOME  TO  MAYOR. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  inform 
the  City  Council  if  any  of  the  taxpayers  of  Boston's 
money  was  spent  July  4  on  the  Common  or  else- 
where to  welcome  to  Boston  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
from  hiB  recent  visit  to  Chicago. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  also,  like  the 
councilor  from  Ward  8  (Coun.  Dowd)  have  heard  a 
good  deal  about  the  Mayor's  economy,  and  in 
that  connection  I  have  had  occasion  to  see  the  five 
wards  of  Dorchester,  on  their  historic  day,  Dor- 
chester Day,  deprived^  a  measly  $360,  which  would 
give  to  the  children  in  those  respective  Dorchester 
wards  a  little  ice  cream,  candy,  lollypops,  cups  and 
music.  I  have  been  informed, — and  I  think 
perhaps  correctly,  because  I  usually  am  informed 
correctly, — that  considerable  of  the  money  that 
was  allotted  to  the  July  4th  celebration  was  spent 
not  for  the  usual  celebration  of  that  day  on  Boston 
Common  and  otherwise,  but  for  a  little  private 
reception  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  the 
delegate  from  Porto  Rico,  who  arrived  here  from 
Chicago  on  the  evening  of  July  4.  I  would  not 
object  to  the  capital  of  Porto  Rico  welcoming 
back  its  new  citizens,  but  I  do  object  to  having 
one  penny  of  the  money  of  the  taxpayers  of  the 
City  of  Boston  spent  to  welcome  back  here  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  from  a  trip  which  he  was  told 
on  April  26  not  to  take  by  the  voters  of  this 
Commonwealth.  I  have  been  informed  that 
close  to  fifteen  thousand  of  these  Victory  Parade 
buttons  were  distributed  on  Boston  Common, 
buttons  made  by  the  Lopez  Badge  and  Novelty 
Company  of  3  School  street,  Boston.  As  I  look 
at  this  button  or  badge,  reading  from  left  to  right 
and  not  from  right  to  left  like  a  Chinaman,  the 
first  picture  that  greets  me,  at  the  left,  is  that  of 
Porto  Rico  Jim,  in  the  place  of  honor,  and  then,  in 
the  secondary  place,  comes  the  man  who  got  the 
Democratic  nomination  for  the  Presidency  of  the 
United  States.  Well,  that  is  pretty  good!  But  I 
certainly  object  to  the  money  of  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston  being  spent  for  any  of  this  foolishness  in 
honor  of  Senor  Jaime  Miguel  Staccato  Obligato 
Curley,  or  whatever  he  may  be  called  in  Porto 
Rico.  I  object  to  the  spending  of  the  money  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston  on  representatives  from 
these  foreign  countries  and  islands;  but  I  understand 
that  there  were  fifteen  thousand  of  these  buttons 
made,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  of  the  Council, 
and  looking  at  them,  you  would  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  this  Porto  Rican  was  nominated 
as  President  of  the  United  States.  Just  look  at  it, 
that  beautiful  picture  at  the  left!  I  would  com- 
mend it  to  the  gentleman  from  Ward  16;  perhaps 
he  would  like  to  look  at  it.  And  I  would  like  to 
have  the  Finance  Commission  look  into  the 
question   of   how   these   buttons   were   paid   for — 


although  I  understand  that  they  have  taken  a 
vacation  for  three  months!  I  would,  however, 
like  to  get  a  report  from  them  to  this  City  Council 
at  our  next  meeting,  letting  us  know  whether  or 
not  any  of  the  money  appropriated  by  the  taxpayers 
of  Boston  was  spent  on  this  private  enterprise. 
I  say,  let  the  Mayor  of  Boston  practice  what  he 
preaches.  I  say  that  this  was  a  carefully  laid 
publicity  stunt,  for  him  to  get  in  on  the  fourth  of 
July  celebration,  at  the  expense  of  the  taxpayers 
of  Boston.  To  bear  out  my  statement,  let  me  say 
that  the  convention,  including  the  duly  elected 
delegates  from  Massachusetts,  those  selected  by 
the  Democrats  of  Massachusetts  on  April  26  by  an 
overwhelming  vote,  met,  did  their  business  in 
Chicago,  and  left  there  Saturday  at  7.30  p.  m., 
arriving  here  Sunday  night.  We  were  not  like  the 
banana  king.  We  did  not  want  any  band,  any 
fireworks,  or  anything  else,  welcoming  us  at  the 
South  Station.  We  could  have  had  them  if  we  had 
wished.  We  had  in  that  delegation  the  biggest 
men  in  the  party,  in  the  state  and  city,  on  our 
train,  but  we  were  not  looking  for  advertising  or 
for  any  unnecessary  celebration  over  our  arrival. 
We  believed  in  practicing  economy.  The  Mayor, 
however,  deliberately  stayed  over  in  Chicago 
until  Sunday  night,  so  that  he  would  arrive  here 
Monday  night,  on  the  fourth  of  July,  and  partici- 
pate in  this  celebration,  because  he  knew  if  he 
came  here  at  any  other  time  the  only  ones  who 
would  be  waiting  for  him  at  the  South  Station 
would  be  a  few  pay  roll  voters.  Therefore,  in 
order  that  he  might  have  a  demonstration  to 
match  the  importance  of  the  banana  king  of  Porto 
Rico,  he  came  in  on  July  4,  on  the  holiday,  in 
order  that  he  might  have  the  dollars  of  the  tax- 
payers of  Boston  spent  to  welcome  him  home. 
And  he  issued  a  statement  in  Chicago  and  sent  it  to 
the  Boston  papers.  Just  see  it  (holding  up  paper) ! 
"Mr.  Roosevelt  wants  me  to  stay  over  and  confer 
with  him  another  day!"  That  was  his  reason  for 
not  coming  home  immediately.  Well,  I  happened 
to  talk  to  one  of  the  men  close  to  Roosevelt,  and 
he  said,  "We  don't  want  him  near  us.  He  will 
lose  us  votes.  If  we  confer  with  anybody  in 
Massachusetts,  we  will  select  some  of  the  leading 
Democrats  on  the  Smith  delegation."  Well,  I 
hope  the  Finance  Commission  will  not  go  on  their 
reported  three  months'  vacation  until  they  have 
given  us  this  information.  I  certainly  trust  that 
we  will  have  it  before  us  at  our  next  meeting. 
I  move,  Mr.  President,  that  this  order  be  passed 
under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of   the 
rule. 


CITY     UNEMPLOYMENT     RELIEF     FUND. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  City  employees  are  contributing  one, 
two  and  three  days'  pay  respectively  per  month 
to  the  city's  unemployment  relief  fund,  and 

Whereas,  it  would  work  no  hardship  on  the  tax- 
payers or  the  departments  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
allow  these  employees  one,  two  and  three  days  off 
respectively,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  hereby  goes  on 
record  as  favoring  the  adoption  of  such  a  system 
by  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  practically  all  the  members  of  the  different 
departments  have  consented,  as  we  are  told,  to 
contribute  one,  two  or  three  days'  pay,  respectively, 
according  to  the  amount  that  they  make.  I  under- 
stand, however,  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  it  is 
not  voluntary,  but  is  due  to  the  fact  that  they 
figure  that  some  harm  will  come  to  them  if  they  do 
not  contribute,  from  the  gentleman  who  is  known 
to  have  a  vindictive  temperament,  on  the  second 
floor,  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  Accordingly,  I  feel 
this  way  in  the  matter.  If  we  are  going  to  have 
these  people  contribute  one,  two  or  three  days' 
pay — if  a  poor  woman  working  six  long  days  in  the 
City  Hospital  and  getting  only  $10.80  a  week  for 
her  work,  for  example,  is  to  contribute  one  day's 
pay  a  month,  and  if  the  policemen,  firemen  and 
others  earning  up  to  $1,600  a  year  are  to  contribute 
two  days'  pay  a  month,  and  those  getting  more, 
three  days'  pay  a  month,  it  is  only  fair,  especially 
in  the  summer  months,  that  theBe  people  should 
get  one,  two  or  three  days'  vacation  per  month. 
I  would  not  introduce  such  an  order,  or  ask  to  have 
it  passed  in  this  Council  if  it  would  in  any  way  cut 
down  the  efficiency  of  the  department,  but  I  can 
take  you  to  any  department  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  show  you  and  gladly  show  you  that  in  many 
cases  one  man  can  do  the  work  that  two  are  now 
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doing.  I  say  that  in  all  fairness  to  them.  It  will 
mean  no  personal  inconvenience,  either,  to  their 
fellow  employees,  who  in  their  turn  will  be  glad 
to  help  out  if  they  in  turn  are  to  get  time  off.  No 
time  will  be  lost,  there  will  be  no  additional  expendi- 
ture of  the  taxpayers'  money,  and  it  will  mean  a 
contribution  to  a  worthy  cause. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  had  under- 
stood that  an  order  of  this  nature  was  to  be  intro- 
duced into  this  Council  by  some  member,  the 
logical  outcome  of  which  would  be  to  cut  down 
the  number  of  employees  working  for  the  City  of 
Boston.  But  little  did  I  believe  it  would  be  intro- 
duced by  the  champion,  so  called,  of  the  working- 
men  of  this  city.  This  is  simply  a  move,  sir,  in 
the  direction  of  cutting  the  working  force  of  this 
city  by  10  per  cent.  It  will  be  said  by  those  who 
are  looking  for  the  accomplishment  of  that  result 
that  this  will  prove  that  we  can  dispense  with 
the  services  of  those  employees  temporarily,  and 
therefore  can  dispense  with  them  for  good.  Realiz- 
ing that  this  is  a  move  to  cut  down  the  number  of 
city  employees,  I  heartily  oppose  it,  sir,  and  ask 
the  other  members  of  the  Council  to  do  likewise. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  hold 
the  same  views  as  the  previous  speaker.  I  hope 
the  order  will  not  pass  under  suspension  of  the 
rule,  but  that  it  will  be  defeated.  The  gentleman's 
intention  may  be  all  right,  but  it  is  a  move  in  the 
wrong  direction  and  I  am  opposed  to  it. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  let  us  see  if 
there  is  any  such  ground  for  opposition  to  this 
order.  Here  is  a  poor  woman  in  the  City  Hospital, 
working  six  days  a  week,  and  getting  but  $10.80  a 
week,  as  compensation,  and  she  is  expected  to  give 
up  one  day's  pay  per  month.  If  she  is  going  to 
give  up  one  day's  pay  out  of  twenty-six,  why  not 
get  one  day  more  out  of  twenty-six?  Is  there 
anything  wrong  with  that?  Is  the  councilor  from 
Ward  13  (Coun.  McGrath)  sincere  when  he  says  I 
am  trying  to  cut  down  the  number  of  employees 
working  for  the  City  of  Boston,  when  I  merely  pro- 
pose giving  that  poor  wpman  who  is  expected  to 
give  up  one  day's  pay  in  twenty-six  a  day  off  in 
twenty-six,  or  less  than  four  per  cent?  Is  that  an 
attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Council  to  cut  the  num- 
ber of  city  employees?  I  think  the  councilor  from 
Ward  13  is  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  there  is 
nothing  in  that  argument.  I  have  been  perhaps 
a  little  better  friend  of  the  city  employees,  and  can 
show  it  by  my  record,  than  he  has,  and  I  certainly 
don't  want  any  order  that  I  introduce  into  this 
honorable  body  misconstrued.  Of  course,  the 
active  brain  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  13  is  well 
capable  of  turning  the  meaning  of  any  order  around. 
But  if  I  had  any  such  intention  as  he  suggests,  I 
would  have  come  out  plainly  in  the  matter,  and 
would  not  have  beaten  around  the  bush.  I  think 
no  member  of  this  body  doubts  my  courage  in  that 
respect.  If  I  had  in  mind  the  reduction  of  the 
force  of  city  employees  by  10  per  cent,  I  would 
come  out  frankly  and  say  so.  I  would  not  go 
around  the  bush  to  do  it.  I  never  have  done  so  in 
any  previous  orders  I  have  introduced  in  this 
Council.  No,  Mr.  President.  This  is  a  legitimate, 
bona  fide  order,  and  it  cannot  be  twisted  into  an 
attempt  to  cut  the  number  of  city  employees  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  And  so  I  hope  that  the  poor 
widow  at  the  City  Hospital,  earning  her  little 
$10.80  per  week,  can  be  home  for  one  day  in  the 
month  with  her  children,  instead  of  continually 
sweating  away  at  her  $10.80  a  week  job.  I  cer- 
tainly hope  there  is  not  a  member  of  the  Council 
who  will  refuse  her  that  day  a  month  off,  or  who 
will  refuse  the  time  off  that  Bhould  be  allowed, 
under  the  circumstances,  to  other  employees  of 
this  city.  I  certainly  believe  there  is  not  a  mem- 
ber here  who  will  stand  up  and  vote  not  to  give 
that  poor  widow,  who  is  being  practically  forced 
to  give  up  a  day's  pay  every  month  to  the  Welfare 
Department,  one  day  off  in  return  for  the  day  she 
is  giving.  Any  action  of  that  sort  will  certainly 
not  result  in  the  force  of  the  city  being  cut  down  in 
any  way. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  would  re- 
mind the  councilor  who  has  introduced  the  order 
that  if  there  are  fifty-two  women  working  in  the 
City  Hospital,  if  the  terms  of  this  order  were  car- 
ried out  they  would  be  given  fifty-two  days  off  a 
month,  and  that  that  number  would  be  multiplied 
immensely  in  going  through  all  the  departments  of 
the  city.  Taking  six  or  seven  thousand  employees, 
for  example,  we  can  all  see  what  it  would  mean,  and 
that  it  might  very  easily  be  an  entering  wedge  for 
starting  a  cut-down  in  the  force.  It  would  be  just 
the  argument  that  would  be  used  by  these  people 
who   are  now  saying  that  the  city  is  going  into 


bankruptcy,  and  that  the  fact  that  the  order  could 
be  carried  out  would  demonstrate  that  such  a  cut 
in  the  employees  could  be  made.  I  trust  that 
Councilor  Kelly  will  take  to  heart  what  I  say,  that 
this  is  apt  to  mean  in  the  end  that  a  great  many 
people  will  find  themselves  cut  off  from  employ- 
ment by  the  city. 

(The  resolutions  were  read  for  the  information 
of  Councilor  Green.) 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  correct  just  one  statement  made  from  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  15  (Coun.  Kelly).  He  talks 
about  the  widows  at  the  City  Hospital.  I  was 
under  the  impression  that  widows  with  children 
received  a  pension,  in  the  form  of  mothers'  aid. 
Certainly  the  intention  of  the  law  was  to  keep  the 
mother  at  home  in  order  that  she  might  be  able 
to  care  for  her  children.  She  is  paid  by  the  Com- 
monwealth for  that  purpose,  so  that  she  may  at  all 
times  be  in  a  position  to  care  for  them.  So  I  don't 
think  this  is  going  to  affect  any  widow  who  has 
children  and  who  is  in  the  employ  of  the  City 
Hospital. 

The  Council  refused  to  suspend  the  rule,  and  the 
order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 


SIDEWALK   CONSTRUCTION. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Auckland  street, 
from  68  to  98,  inclusive,  Ward  15,  in  front  of  the 
estates  bordering  thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be  from 
3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from 
5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial 
stone,  with  granite  edgestones,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


LAND-TAKING,  MEDFORD  AND    BUNKER 
HILL   STREETS. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  take  property  at  the  junction  of  Medford  and 
Bunker  Hill  streets,  Ward  2,  for  the  purpose  of 
widening  the  street  at  this  point  in  order  to  elimi- 
nate the  hazard  caused  by  fire  apparatus  in  entering 
and  leaving  their  headquarters  directly  opposite 
this  junction.

PURCHASE   OF   PRISON-MADE 
COMMODITIES. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  petition  for  legislation  which  will  suspend 
General  Laws,  chapter  127,  sections  53  to  60,  in- 
clusive, which  deals  with  the  purchase  by  cities 
and  towns  of  prison-made  commodities,  during 
the  so-called  depression  period. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  under  the 
present  state  law,  cities  and  towns  purchasing 
certain  commodities  such  as  clothing  and  shoes 
for  institutions  connected  with  the  City  of  Boston 
are  obliged  to  purchase  prison-made  goods.  The 
situation  today  is  that  the  City  of  Boston  could 
purchase  much  cheaper  in  the  open  market  the 
commodities  which  it  now  has  to  purchase  from 
the  state,  Massachusetts  prison-made  goods.  I 
do  not  believe  there  is  a  member  of  the  Council 
who  will  not  agree  with  me  when  I  say  that  we  are 
more  interested  today  in  the  men  outside  of  prison 
than  those  in  prison.  We  have  to  protect  the  man 
in  business,  and  we  cannot  protect  him  as  we  should 
if  cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts  are  obliged 
to  purchase  prison-made  materials,  spending  more 
money  for  them  than  they  could  buy  them  for  in 
the  open  market.  I  hope,  therefore,  that  this 
order  will  pass. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SIDEWALK   CONSTRUCTION. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Fairland  street, 
both  sides,  from  Winthrop  street  to  Moreland 
street,  Wards  8  and  12,  in  front  of  the  estates 
bordering  thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to 
10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from 
5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial 
stone,  with  granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Whiting  street, 
north  side,  from  Warren  street  to  Winthrop  street, 
Ward  12,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon; 
said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the 
gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width, 
and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite 
edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196  of 
the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CONFIRMATION   OF   CONSTABLES. 

Coun.  RUBY,  for  the  Committee  on  Constables, 
reported  in  favor  of  taking  from  No.  1  on  the 
calendar,  under  unfinished  business,  and  confirming, 
the  following  constables  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
on  April  11,  1932: 

Abraham  M.  Hecht,  Russell  T.  Mann,  Samuel 
Weiner,  and  Joseph  Todisco. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Committee, 
Coun.  Cox  and  Green.  Whole  number  of  ballots, 
18;  yeas,  18,  and  the  appointments  were  confirmed. 
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HAYMARKET    SQUARE    AND    MERRIMAC 
STREET   TAKINGS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Transit  Department  be 
requested  to  offer  not  more  than  assessed  valuation, 
instead  of  10  per  cent  above  assessed  valuation, 
for  property  to  be  taken  for  the  widening  of  Cross 
street,  Haymarket  square  and  Merrimac  street. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  when  Mayor 
Curley  came  into  office  in   1930,   he  inaugurated 
a  plan  of  offering  land  owners    10  per  cent  above 
assessed    values    on    down-town    land-takings    by 
eminent  domain.     The   idea   was  to  try  to  force 
enough  land  owners  to  accept  that  offer  before  the 
takings  were  actually  made.     Of  course,  a  price 
that  was  10  per  cent  above  the  assessed  value  was 
a  very  much  better  break  than  the  city  usually 
obtained  from  jury  awards.     But  why  10  per  cent? 
Why  not  5  per  cent  or  20  per  cent?     Why  not 
offer  just  the  assessed  value  and  no  more?     That  a 
large  number  of  owners  accepted  the  10  per  cent 
offer  was  to  be  expected,  for  with  few  exceptions 
the  property  was  actually  worth  much  less  than 
the  assessed  value.     The  city  is  about  to  embark 
upon  a  $3,000,000  land-taking  and  I  assume  that 
it  will  continue  the  10  per  cent  plan.     The  situa- 
tion  has   changed  even   since   last   summer   when 
Cross  street  was  widened  on  the  other  side  of  the 
tunnel  entrance  under  the  10  per  cent  plan.     Ac- 
tual values  have  kept  going  downward.     Today 
it  is  an  acknowledged  fact  that  the  true  value  or 
market  value  of  property  in  the   North  or  West 
Ends  is  anywhere  from  50  per  cent  to  75  per  cent 
of  the  assessed  value.     There  is  another  element 
in  the  situation.     It  is  acknowledged  that  the  city 
must     reduce     assessed     values     quite     generally 
throughout  down-town  Boston  this  year.     Mayor 
Curley  himself  is  reported  to  have  admitted  pub- 
licly that  it  must  be  done.     The  question  is:   What 
will  the  Board  of  Assessors  do  as  regards  reductions 
on  the  property  which  will  be  taken  for  the  street 
widening?     Will   they   reduce    the   valuations   on 
these  properties  as  they  must  do  all  around  that 
area?     Or,  will  they  keep  the  high  valuations  in- 
tact on  the  theory  that  it  would  be  unfair,  after 
having  kept  the  valuations  at  a  high  level  for  so 
many  years,  to  bring  them  down,  now  that  the 
city   proposes   to   take   the   property   by   eminent 
domain   under   an  offer  based  upon  the  assessed 
valuation?     The  best  way  would  be  to  employ  the 
alternative    method    of    taking    land    by   eminent 
domain  which  the  City  Council  indorsed  recently, 
but  city  officials  are  afraid  of  that  method,  never 
having  used  it  before.     So  the  problem  is  what  the 
next  best  way  would  be.     If  the  city  is  going  to 
proceed    by    making    preliminary    offers    to    land 
owners  of  a  certain  per  cent  in  relation  to  assessed 
value,  and  whether  or  not  the  assessed  values  are 
going  to  be  reduced,  what  should  that  per  cent  be? 
Under  no   condition  should  it   be  as   high   as   10 
per  cent  above  assessed  values,  because  they  are 
so  much  higher  than  real  values.     If  those  prop- 
erties were    to  be  sold   to  private  parties  instead 
of  to  the  city,  the  price  would  be  much  less  than 
assessed  values.     Then  why  compel  the  taxpayer  to 
hold  the  bag  and  pay  far  in  excess  of  what  the 
properties    are    worth?     The    question    may    be 
asked:    Why  not  offer  the  owners  what  the  prop- 
erty is  actually  worth,  which  would  be  50  or  75 
per  cent  less  than  assessed  value?     There  is  no 
legal  obstacle  in  doing  so,  but  it  is  an  established 
policy   of   city   officials   that   the   city   is   morally 
bound  to  offer  not  less  than  the  assessed  value. 
The    Board   of    Street   Commissioners    made   this 
declaration  in  refusing  to  accept  an  appraisal  of  the 
Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  in  connection  with 
the  Dock  square  development.     The  only  objec- 
tion to  this  policy  is  that  it  places  the  interests  of 
the  individual  owner,  who  is  frequently  a  speculator 
or  an  option  holder,  above  the  interests  of     the 
general  public.     But  the  city  has  always  been  an 
easy  mark  in  its  dealings  with  contractors  and  land 
owners  and  city  officials  have  always  been  over- 
solicitous  to  preserve  the  interests  of  these  con- 
tractors  and   land   owners,   in   disregard   of   their 
duties  to  the  public  or  their  obligations  to  conserve 
the  public  funds.     So  my  suggestion  is,  that  the 
city  offer  no  more  than  the  assessed  value.     That 
would  save  from   $250,000   to  $300,000   over  the 
policy    of    offering    10    per    cent    above    assessed 
values.     The  owners  would  have  no  right  to  com- 
plain and  they  would  not  have  any  better  chance 
before  a  jury.     If  they  do  object  or  threaten  to  go 
to  court,  then  the  city  should  hold  off  until  they 
are  brought  to  their  senses. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


DECENTRALIZATION    OF   PUBLIC 
WELFARE   OFFICES. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  decentralize  its  offices. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  at  the  present 
time  people  going  from  the  outer  sections  of  the 
city  down  to  the  central  office  of  the  Overseers  of 
Public  Welfare,  are  under  a  serious  burden,  in  that 
out  of  the  few  dollars  per  week  that  they  may  get 
they  are  obliged  to  pay  out  a  considerable  pro- 
portion, a  dollar  a  week,  for  car  fare.  That  is  a 
serious  hardship  to  a  poor  man  who  at  best  is  get- 
ting only  three,  four,  or  five  day's  work  in  the  week 
and  receiving  but  a  small  amount  at  best.  I  am 
speaking  here  for  people  from  Hyde  Park,  Ros- 
lindale,  and  other  outlying  parts  of  our  city,  who 
from  the  small  amount  they  receive  from  the 
department  of  Public  Welfare,  have  to  pay  out  a 
dollar  a  week  for  car  fare.  It  seems  to  me  there 
is  no  reason  why  there  should  not  be  offices  to 
which  they  could  go  in  the  municipal  or  public 
buildings  in  the  different  sections  of  our  city. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CONTRACTING    FOR   OUTSIDE   HOSPITAL 
SPACE. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  contract  for  outside  hospital  space  to 
handle  the  cases  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  now  apply- 
ing at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  in  the  last 
six  months  our  City  Hospital  has  had  far  more  cases 
than  it  can  begin  to  handle,  far  more  tonsil  and 
adenoid  cases  than  it  can  begin  to  handle,  and 
certainly  something  must  be  done  to  help  out  in 
this  situation.  While  practically  every  hospital  in 
Boston  is  broke,  and  would  be  more  than  glad  to 
take  in  patients,  we  have  these  children  still  com- 
pelled to  depend  upon  the  City  Hospital,  which  is 
far,  far  behind  in  its  handling  of  the  cases.  If 
you  should  go  to  the  City  Hospital  today  for  a 
tonsil  or  adenoid  case,  the  chances  are  that  you 
would  be  told  to  come  a  year  from  today  to  get  the 
operation  performed.  That  is  wrong,  and  cer- 
tainly a  contract  should  be  made  for  -outside 
hospital  space  to  properly  handle  these  cases  which 
can  not  now  be  handled  at  our  City  Hospital. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INCREASED  STAFF  FOR  WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  adding  to  the  investigation  staff  of  the 
Welfare  Department  at  once. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  there  are  less 
than  fifty  investigators  in  the  Welfare  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  handling  26,000-odd  people. 
The  result  is  that  practically  every  bum  in  Boston 
has  his  Waldorf  restaurant  card.  That  was  the 
case  with  two  hundred  who  have  been  arrested 
for  drunkenness  within  the  past  eight  months,  and 
who  have  had  on  their  person  Public  Welfare  De- 
partment cards,  and  two  men  who  stuck  up  guns 
against  Montreal  officers  had  cards  from  the  Boston 
Welfare  Department.  Judge  Louis  Cox  com- 
mented upon  welfare  money  being  paid  to  these 
criminals  by  the  people,  and  those  same  men  turn- 
ing around  and  robbing  and  blackjacking  those  very 
people.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  not  a 
sufficient  number  of  investigators, — 49  investigators 
sufficient  number  of  investigators, — 49  investi- 
gators for  26,000-odd  people — and  therefore  you 
find  people  who  ought  not  to  get  relief  receiving  it. 
We  are  feeding  the  criminal  here,  and  helping  him 
along. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  simply  rise  to 
object  to  the  statement  of  Councilor  Norton  with 
reference  to  "bums."  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
people  who  go  to  the  Welfare  Department  today 
are  respectable  people  who,  for  the  first  time  in  their 
lives,  have  been  compelled  to  go  and  ask  for  aid. 
Therefore,  I  think  none  of  us  should  even  assume 
that  that  great  body  of  unfortunates  should  have 
the  word  "bum"  attached  to  their  names.  I 
resent  that  statement. 
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Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  would  say 
that  gust  three  weeks  ago  your  Committee  on 
Public  Welfare  introduced  an  order  into  this  body 
which  I  believe  will  have  a  much  more  far-reaching 
effect  than  if  we  employed  ten  times  the  number 
of  investigators  who  are  now  employed  in  our 
Public  Welfare  Department.  I  am  glad  to  say 
that  the  Mayor  has  seen  the  wisdom  of  that  order 
and  has  signed  it  and  put  it  into  operation,  and 
twice  this  past  week  I  have  been  upstairs  to  the 
Bureau  of  Statistics  running  over  a  system  which 
they  wish  to  inaugurate  and  which,  I  believe,  will 
go  a  long  way  towards  preventing  duplication  in 
the  giving  of  aid.  Two  minds  are  better  than  one, 
and  since  that  order  has  gone  downstairs  it  has 
resulted  in  a  card  index  system  that  shows  every 
habitation  in  the  City  of  Boston.  There  are 
95,684  of  them,  all  listed  by  card  index,  on  which 
are  put  their  name,  address,  ward  and  precinct, 
and  when  application  is  made  for  soldiers'  relief, 
for  example,  those  applying  for  aid  fill  in  the  ward 
and  precinct.  If  they  have  not  interest  enough 
in  the  community  to  have  that  information, 
the  responsibility  and  burden  is  placed  upon 
them  of  going  back  and  finding  out  just  what  the 
fact  is.  Then  they  will  obtain  from  the  Register 
of  Motor  Vehicles  the  name  and  address  of  every 
single  person  in  Boston  who  owns  an  automobile. 
It  will  appear  on  the  card,  for  instance,  that 
the  applicant  lives  in  a  three-family  at  such- 
and-such  number  Savin  Hill  avenue.  Then  it 
is  easily  ascertainable  who  resides  there.  Is  he 
the  owner?  Did  he  receive  an  abatement  of 
taxes?  And  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  there  are  $600,000,000  worth  of 
property,  as  shown  by  the  tax  bills  in  the  Assess- 
ing Department,  on  which  the  owners  have  asked 
for  an  abatement  running  to  33*  per  cent.  That 
is,  they  are  asking  that  $200,000,000  be  wiped 
out  by  abatement.  Of  course,  we  appreciate 
the  fact  that  the  great  percentage  of  that  is  on 
downtown  property,  and  that  that  would  not 
enter  into  the  matter,  because  such  property 
does  not  as  a  rule  include  places  of  habitation. 
But  by  this  system  where  there  is  such  abate- 
ment granted  on  habitations  in  the  Assessing 
Department,  it  is  easily  ascertainable,  and  that 
means  a  contribution  to  an  individual,  an  abate- 
ment, just  as  much  as  if  he  obtained  help  from 
the  Public  Welfare  or  Soldiers'  Relief  Depart- 
ments. Then,  we  now  find  that  one  third  of 
the  patients  treated  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
come  from  outside  the  City  of  Boston,  and  we 
found  when  the  budget  hearing  was  going  on  in 
this  very  chamber  that  it  is  costing  a  little  over  $33 
to  treat  a  patient  in  the  City  Hospital  and  that 
the  refund  we  get  is  in  no  instance  over  $24,  in 
some  instances  it  runs  as  low  as  $5,  and  in  some 
cases  there  is  no  refund  at  all.  We  find  that  the 
tonsil  and  adenoid  cases,  as  our  good  friend  has 
pointed  out,  are  increasing  by  leaps  and  bounds, 
that  the  number  has  gone  up  from  ten  to  thirty  a 
day, — and  one  third  of  those  come  from  outside 
the  City  of  Boston.  But  under  this  system  we 
will  have  a  reliable  record  from  which  we  can 
check  up  cases.  As  the  situation  has  been,  if 
you  live  in  Brighton  or  Dorchester,  and  have  a 
married  friend  in  Quincy,  who  has  a  child  who 
needs  attention,  that  child  would  register  from 
your  house  and  would  so  appear  in  the  records  of 
the  City  Hospital,  being  assigned  to  a  house  in 
the  city.  But  under  the  present  system,  under  the 
police  list  and  otherwise,  there  is  an  immediate 
check-up  on  that  house.  On  the  automobile  end, 
there  is  no  person  driving  an  automobile  for 
pleasure  alone  who  should  be  getting  money 
upstairs  or  down  below.  When  we  were  holding 
the  budget  hearings,  the  chairman  of  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  was  sitting  in  a  chair  here 
with  his  assistant  and  the  chairman  of  the  Public 
Welfare  Department,  Mr.  Hecht,  was  sitting 
there  with  his  assistant,  and  Corporation  Counsel 
Silverman  happened  to  be  in  the  room.  The 
chairman  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  said 
that  he  never  refers  t,he  list  of  applicants  upstairs 
to  the  Public  Welfare  Department  down  below; 
and  I  said  to  him,  "If  I  saw  a  reputable  man,  a 
physician  in  South  Boston,  during  the  March  17th 
parade  going  along  in  a  seven-passenger  pleasure 
automobile,  which  he  owns,  and  that  man  was  on 
soldiers'  relief  and  his  wife  on  public  welfare, 
would  you  say  that  that  condition  should  exist?" 
He  said,  "We  do  not  compare  our  lists."  The 
Corporation  Counsel  immediately  stood  up  and 
said,  "Do  you  mean  to  tell  me  that  where  a  person 
is  on  public  relief  and  on  soldiers'  relief,  you  do  not 
compare   the   lists   at   all?"     The   chairman   said, 


"Yes,  I  do  mean  to  say  that,  and,  so  far  as  I  am 
concerned,  we  never  will."  The  Corporation 
Counsel  immediately  stated  that  there  was  no 
reason  whatever  why,  under  such  circumstances, 
those  lists  should  not  be  compared.  Now,  I  am 
not  going  to  refer  at  all  to  the  remark  made  by 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Norton), 
which  met  the  objection  of  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  8  (Coun.  Dowd),  but  we  all  recognize  the 
fact  that  there  are  professionals  who  take  advantage 
of  situations,  and  who,  when  they  know  that 
there  is  no  central  card  index,  setting  forth  abate- 
ments of  taxes  or  aid  from  various  sources,  or 
ownership  of  automobiles,  obtain  what  they  can 
from  the  public,  thinking  that  nobody  will  be  the 
wiser.  It  is  all  very  well  to  say  that  some  of  these 
cases  amount  to  only  $5  a  week,  but  that  means 
$250  a  year,  and  these  amounts  are  very  much 
larger  in  many  cases;  and  they  have  been  obtained 
not  only  from  the  Soldiers'  Relief  upstairs  but  also 
from  public  welfare,  without  our  city  officials 
knowing  anything  about  the  duplication.  I  say 
that  the  time  has  come  in  our  city  where  the  people 
being  penalized  are  the  people  who  have  been  good 
citizens  enough  in  days  gone  by  to  accumulate 
a  little  money  so  that  they  might  own  a  home; 
while  the  man  who  has  made  no  attempt  to  accumu- 
late anything  walks  the  streets  as  free  as  a  sparrow 
and  cannot  go  hungry  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
because  we  take  care  of  our  poor  and  go  down  to 
Hawkins  street,  if  they  are  not  veterans,  or  upstairs 
if  they  are  veterans,  and  be  looked  after.  When  a 
married  man,  a  veteran,  comes  to  a  councilor  and 
asks  him  to  go  upstairs  with  him  to  get  some 
money,  and  says  he  comes  from  Ward  18  or  Ward 
20,  we  ask  him,  at  times,  "Are  you  married?" 
"Yes."  "Have  you  any  children?"  "Three." 
"Where  are  they?"  "They  are  at  home  with  my 
wife, — but  she  is  no  good,  and  I  want  to  get  the 
money  without  its  going  to  her."  The  councilor 
says,  or  should  say,  "No,  I  will  get  you  that  money 
when  your  wife,  the  mother  of  your  children,  is 
with  you."  I  say  that  the  time  has  ome  when  we 
must  stand  up  in  this  body,  on  behalf  of  the  people 
of  East  Boston,  of  Hyde  Park,  and  of  other  sections, 
who  own  a  home  and  are  threatened  with  the  loss 
of  that  home  because  of  the  increase  in  taxes,  by 
reason  of  increased  public  welfare  and  soldiers' 
relief;  when  we  must  take  a  stand  and  fight  for  the 
little  fellow  who  owns  and  maintains  a  home. 
And  so  I  say  we  can  properly  ask  the  outside 
charities  to  list  every  single  resident  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  whom  they  are  giving  aid,  with  the 
amount  that  is  being  given;  that  we  can  get  a 
list  of  state  employees  who  belong  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  who  they  are,  where  they  live,  and  the 
amount  they  are  getting;  the  same  with  city 
employees  and  with  Federal  employees,  veterans 
and  otherwise,  men  to  whom  possibly  pensions 
are  being  paid,  whether  as  war  veterans  or  postal 
service  veterans.  Then  you  will  have  this  informa- 
tion fastened  with  a  little  clip  and  can  open  the 
drawer  and  find  out  from  what  precinct  and  what 
ward  in  Boston  any  person  seeking  aid  comes, 
and  what  the  circumstances  are.  It  is  well  for  us 
to  have  such  information,  and  other  valuable 
information,  in  accessible  form.  For  instance,  it 
may  throw  light  on  the  cause  of  communicable 
diseases  in  this  city  if  we  get  information  from  the 
Health  Department.  We  find  that  in  one  house 
that  happens  to  be  in  the  Roxbury  district,  as 
shown  by  investigation,  there  has  been  nine  deaths 
in  six  years  of  tuberculosis,  a  three-family  house; 
and  it  appeared  that  there  was  a  dark  room  in 
which  lives  of  the  family  were  sacrificed  in  that 
way  because  those  rooms  did  not  have  access  to 
light  and  air.  Such  things  constitute  a  menace. 
We  talk  about  the  use  of  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund  as  a  means  of  rendering  aid  to  the  sick  in 
this  city;  let  us  also  consider  the  prevention  of 
these  diseases  in  the  first  place.  Let  us  obtain 
information  in  regard  to  possible  centers  of  infec- 
tion, whether  in  Roxbury,  the  North  and  West 
Ends,  the  South  End  or  elsewhere.  Let  us  find 
out  what  sections  breed  the  most  cases  of  com- 
municable diseases  and  what  is  being  done  or  can 
be  done  to  prevent  that  sort  of  thing — and  where, 
for  example,  it  may  be  desirable  to  have  additional 
playgrounds, — instead  of  picking  out  land  that 
may  seem  to  be  good  for  that  purpose  in  different 
parts  of  the  city,  selecting  spots  that  may  result  in 
wiping  out  pest  holes  that  breed  disease  in  our 
citizens.  I  say  if  all  the  councilors  would  put 
their  shoulders  to  the  wheel,  will  get  together 
with  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  gather  as  much 
information  as  possible,  we  will  have  a  record  of 
every   home   in   the   City   of   Boston,   divided   by 
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wards  and  precincts,  and  then  divided  in  half — 
this  half  comprising  houses  with  no  aid  of  any 
description  coming  in  and  this  side  covering  those 
where  there  is  aid  given.  Then,  if  there  is  dupli- 
cation, or  if  two  families  have  aid  and  the  third 
does  not,  either  through  soldiers'  relief,  public 
welfare,  tax  abatement  or  otherwise,  or  if  some 
are  getting  outside  aid  that  we  would  not  otherwise 
know  about,  in  the  way  of  government  pensions 
or  otherwise,  to  state  or  federal  employees,  not 
now  shown,  by  having  this  record  we  will  be  able 
to  act  accordingly.  But  you  cannot  overcome 
the  human  weaknesses,  and  no  matter  how  many 
visitors  may  be  put  on  there  is  bound  to  be  duplica- 
tion and  fraud,  with  some  undeserving  ones 
getting  aid  and  some  poor  families  who  are  deserving 
not  getting  it.  But  there  is  now  this  system 
being  installed,  which  will  be  of  immense  help  in 
all  these  cases,  by  which  we  will  be  able  to  get 
information  from  public  and  private  sources,  and 
thereby  being  able  to  start  a  campaign  that  will  be 
for  the  protection  of  the  taxpayers.  Through 
that  system  irresponsible  floaters  will  not  be  able 
to  come  in  here  simply  because  this  city  takes  such 
great  care  of  its  needy.  We  are  going  to  take  care 
of  our  citizens,  and  we  are  going  to  put  the  burden 
of  filling  out  the  cards  on  the  man  who  asks  for  aid. 
We  are  not  going  to  cut  out  one  deserving  case, 
but  with  less  money  than  we  are  now  spending, 
we  are  going  to  take  care  of  deserving  cases  that 
have  not  been  taken  care  of  up  to  date,  of  persons 
who  deserve  aid  and  have  not  been  getting  it. 
By  having  this  record  available, — of  soldiers'  aid, 
public  welfare,  abatement  of  taxes,  free  hospital 
treatment,  different  gratuities  or  pensions  of 
city,  state  or  nation,  we  will  have  a  complete 
check-up.  If  the  members  of  the  Council  will 
follow  up  this  splendid  movement,  I  think  it  will 
go  a  long  way  towards  cutting  down  the  immense 
amounts  that  we  have  been  spending. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with  a 
great  deal  that  the  distinguished  colleague  from 
Ward  13  has  just  said,  and  I  feel  that  the  system 
he  has  referred  to  will  be  of  immense  aid  in  carrying 
out  this  work.  But  I  do  feel,  also,  that  one  of  the 
crying  needs  of  the  city  is  for  more  visitors  in  the 
Public  Welfare  Department.  Even  with  this 
system  that  the  colleague  has  outlined,  it  is  going 
to  take  time  for  the  visitors  to  make  use  of  that 
system.  We  know,  from  experience  with  other 
organizations,  about  how  much  work  a  visitor  can 
do.  We  know  of  cases  where  a  person  goes  down 
there  to  the  Public  Welfare  Department  in  des- 
perate need,  and  the  overworked  visitor  cannot 
take  care  of  his  case  for  perhaps  two  weeks.  The 
case  load  of  the  visitors  there  is  three  or  four  times 
as  great  as  it  is  in  other  institutions  doing  similar 
work.  So  I  rise  to  say  that,  while  this  system  is  a 
great  step  in  advance,  there  are  other  things  needed 
even  with  the  system  in  effect.  We  certainly  need 
more  visitors,  and  I  hope,  therefore,  that  the  order 
will  pass. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  sometimes 
there  is  a  wrong  implication  as  to  what  a  member 
may  say  on  the  floor  of  this  body.  In  referring  to 
"bums"  I  was  referring  to  the  two  hundred  men 
who  have  been  arrested  in  the  last  eight  months, 
who  were  found  with  Public  Welfare  cards  on  their 
person,  and  was  also  referring  to  the  two  gunmen 
in  Montreal;  and  I  quoted  the  comment  of  Judge 
Louis  Cox  within  a  few  weeks,  in  regard  to  men 
who  had  such  cards,  when  he  spoke  of  these  men 
who  were  robbing  the  public  and  receiving  aid  from 
the  public  at  the  same  time.  I  stood  on  the  floor 
here,  when  Frank  A  Goodwin,  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Commission,  made  a  report  to  the  effect 
that  there  were  many  hundreds  of  persons  drawing 
relief  who  were  not  entitled  to  it,  and  stated  that  I 
felt  that  the  average  person  who  went  there  was 
entitled  to  it,  that  the  one  who  was  not  was  the 
exception.  I  am  not  saying  anything  derogatory 
to  these  people  who  are  obliged  to  apply  for  aid  to 
our  Welfare  Department.  Most  of  them  are  good 
people,  and  in  order  to  protect  those  people  I 
desire  to  have  additional  competent  investigators. 
Today  a  man  asks  for  relief  and  it  is  two  or  three 
weeks  before  the  visitors  can  get  around  to  the  case. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  system  referred  to  by 
the  colleague  from  Dorchester  is  fine.  But  this 
fundamental  defect  of  lack  of  a  sufficient  number  of 
visitors  is  wrong.  How  can  one  visitor  carry  a  case 
load  of  from  twelve  hundred  to  fifteen  hundred 
people?  Now,  Mr.  President,  the  Building  De- 
partment has  competent  men,  and  there  is  no  one 
building  today.  Federal  buildings  do  not  come 
under  our  inspection.  We  could  take  half  those 
inspectors  in  the  Building  Department,  competent 


men  who  are  familiar  with  the  sections  with  which 
they  deal,  and  they  could  help  on  this  investiga- 
tion work  for  the  time  being.  The  work  calls  for 
high-class  employees,  and  those  men  are  high-class 
men.  A  number  of  other  departments  could  today 
contribute  a  few  employees  for  this  most  important 
work.  One  of  the  most  important  things  that  can 
be  done  is  to  feed  the  people.  I  saw  last  week  a 
report  to  the  effect  that  the  normal  child  of  from 
two  to  thirteen  years  of  age  requires  a  quart  of 
milk  a  day.  There  are  15,000  children  in  this  city, 
I  understand,  who  are  getting  less  than  a  pint  of 
milk  a  week.  How  much  do  we  know  about  the 
unemployment  problem?  We  have  a  terrible 
depression  problem. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentlemen,  are  they  going  to  have  every 
house  on  the  street  listed,  whether  they  are  on 
welfare  or  not? 

Coun.  McGRATH — Yes,  every  place  of  habita- 
tion in  the  City  of  Boston,  whether  the  largest 
hotel  or  the  smallest  home,  will  be  on  the  fist,  with 
the  ward  and  precinct  given,  and  there  will  be  a 
division  between  those  getting  aid  of  some  sort  and 
those  getting  no  aid. 

Coun.  MURRAY — And  it  will  be  indicated,  so 
far  as  city  employees  are  concerned,  whether  they 
are  married  or  single,  and  will  also  find  out  if  they 
don't  live  in  the  city? 

Coun.  McGRATH— I  understand  that  they  will 
list  the  employees  and  the  amount  of  salary  they 
get.  I  don't  know  whether  they  will  include  the 
fact  whether  they  are  married  or  single,  but  they 
will  be  listed  to  show  just  who  is  in  the  family,  and 
it  will  be  pretty  easy  to  tell  then  whether  they  are 
married  or  single. 

Coun.  MURRAY — It  wouldn't  be  much  trouble 
to  state  whether  they  are  married  or  single,  and  in 
that  way  we  could  find  out  whether  John  Brown 
lives  in  Newton,  or  has  his  family  in  Newton,  and 
in  that  way  be  able  to  take  off  of  Boston  a  load 
that  it  is  now  carrying. 

Coun.  McGRATH— I  think  that  could  be  done. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


FERRY     SERVICE,     SOUTH     BOSTON     TO 
EAST   BOSTON. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Department, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,   consider  the  ad- 
visability of  operating  a  ferry  service  from  South 
Boston  to  East  Boston. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


LIABILITY    IN     TRUCK     REGISTRATION. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  advise  the  Council  regarding 
the  liability  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  matter  of 
registering  on  the  public  highways  of  Boston, 
through  the  Massachusetts  Registry  of  Motor 
Vehicles,  trucks  that  are  owned  by  a  private 
company  but  which  city  officials  register  at  the 
Motor  Registry  as  belonging  to  the  city. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  at  the  present  time  where  a  man  is  driving  a 
truck  that  may  be  owned  by  a  company  the  truck 
is  registered  in  his  personal  name.  That  is  prob- 
ably done,  in  some  cases  in  order  to  evade  the 
insurance  liability.  For  instance,  so  far  as  in- 
dividual driver's  registration  is  concerned,  here  we 
have  a  Ford  truck,  used  in  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment, C-22242,  registered  under  the  name  of 
Daniel  J.  Coughlin.  That  truck  belongs  to  the 
"Drive- Yourself"  company.  It  would  be  inter- 
esting to  find  out  whose  liability  is  involved  where 
a  person  is  injured  by  one  of  these  trucks. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CUTTING  DOWN  SCHOOL  REPAIR  COSTS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  cutting 
down  school  costs  by  having  custodians  and  their 
assistants  perform  certain  kinds  of  repair  work 
that  is  now  let  out  to  contractors. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  we  are  spend- 
ing this  summer  over  $9,000  to  fix  glass  in  schools. 
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The  salaries  paid  to  custodians  in  our  three  hun- 
dred and  eighteen  school  buildings,  valued  at 
$62,000,000,  are  over  8650,000;  and  our  alterations 
and  repairs  last  year  cost  us  SI, 635, 552. 81.  It 
would  certainly  seem,  sir,  as  though  some  of  those 
minor  alterations  and  repairs  at  least  might  be 
done  by  these  custodians  and  their  assistants,  and 
it  would  mean  a  considerable  saving  to  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

CHARLESTOWN  PROPERTY   FOR   SCHOOL 
PURPOSES.

Secretary  to  the 
Boston  School  Committee,  with  reference  to  your 
request  to  take  the  property  bounded  by  Charles 
street,  Charlestown,  for  school  purposes.  This  is 
in  reply  to  your  order  of  May  9,  1932.

Dear  Sir, — The  School  Committee  has  had  under 
consideration   the  following   order   passed   by   the 
City  Council  on  May  9,  1932: 

Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  take 
the  property  bounded  by  Charles  street,  Charles 
Street  place  and  Schoolhouse  court,  Charlestown, 
for  school  purposes. 

The  School  Committee  respectfully  reports  that 
prior  to  the  receipt  of  this  order,  the  School  Com- 
mittee had  been  urged,  in  the  interests  of  the 
people  of  Charlestown,  to  provide  additional  play 
space  for  the  Charlestown  section  by  the  removal 
of  the  Bunker  Hill  and  the  Thomas  Starr  King 
Schools. 

The  committee  also  was  urged  to  take  steps  to 
have  th«  Byam  soap  factory  removed,  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  a  menace  to  the  safety  and 
health  of  school  children.  It  was  stated  that  the 
Building  Commissioner  had  reported  that  the 
factory  was  more  than  one  hundred  years  old  and 
"in  dangerous  condition"  and  that  the  commis- 
sioner had  ordered  certain  temporary  safety 
measures.  It  was  also  stated  that  the  Health 
Commissioner  had  reported  that  the  factory  is  a 
menace  to  the  health  of  children. 

In  view  of  these  reports,  the  School  Committee 
asked  the  Corporation  Counsel  for  a  ruling  on  the 
committee's  rights,  assuming  that  the  statements 
made  regarding  the  factory  were  proven,  to  take 
appropriate  action  to  abate  the  situation  as  a 
public  or  private  nuisance,  as  the  case  might  be. 

The  Corporation  Counsel  now  has  reported  that 
he  conferred  with  both  the  Building  and  Health 
Commissioners;  that  the  Building  Commissioner 
reports  that  while  the  interior  of  the  building  needs 
some  repairs,  the  department  found  no  reasons  for 
condemning  the  building.  The  Health  Commis- 
sioner could  not  report  the  building  as  a  health 
menace. 

In  view  of  this  report,  the  Corporation  Counsel 
advises  that  there  is  no  action  that  the  department 
can  take  that  would  force  the  closing  of  the  fac- 
tory; that  if  it  is  the  desire  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  obtain  the  Byam  soap  factory  premises 
for  additional  play  space,  the  purpose  may  be 
accomplished  only  by  a  taking. 

The  School  Committee  respectfully  reports  that 
in  its  judgment  there  is  no  need  at  the  present  time 
for  the  additional  play  space  that  would  be  pro- 
vided by  taking  the  property  referred  to,  nor  is 
there  money  available  for  the  purpose. 


It  is  proposed  to  demolish  the  Thomas  Starr 
King  School  and  make  this  property  available  for 
play,  thus  substantially  increasing  the  present 
play  space  to  an  amount  that  in  the  judgment  of 
the  committee  will  be  ample. 

The  committee  therefore  respectfully  reports  the 
inadvisability  of  taking  the  property  suggested, 
bounded  by  Charles  street,  Charles  Street  place 
and  Schoolhouse  court.

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SUPPLEMENTARY    BUDGET 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 
The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  supplementary 
budget  recommendations  for  the  financial  year 
1932,  totaling  82,193,316.60.  This  total,  repre- 
senting a  reduction  of  $531,907.15  from  estimates 
submitted  by  department  heads,  is  divided  as 
follows:

Citt  Departments. 

The  supplementary  allotments  to  city  depart- 
ments are  made  from  the  unappropriated  balance 
still  available  within  the  tax  limit  of  $19,  granted 
by  this  year's  Legislature.  With  the  exception  of 
$26,571.52,  allotted  for  miscellaneous  purposes, 
practically  the  entire  balance  available  within  the 
tax  limit  has  been  allotted  for  welfare  and  relief 
requirements. 

Allotments  for  miscellaneous  purposes  may  be 
summarized  as  follows: 

An  additional  appropriation  of  $5,000  has  been 
granted  the  Boston  Port  Authority  for  the  conduct 
of  cases,  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission and  the  Shipping  Board,  in  which  the 
interests  of  the  city  are  affected. 

A  new  position  of  watchman-fireman  is  recom- 
mended for  the  steamer  "George  A.  Hibbard"  in 
order  to  safeguard  and  protect  the  investment 
which  this  vessel  represents  to  the  city.  The 
policy  of  detailing  inmates  at  Long  Island  to  watch 
the  vessel  and  maintain  adequate  steam  pressure 
in  its  boilers  while  it  is  tied  up  at  night  at  Long 
Island  has  not  proven  satisfactory. 

In  the  Police  Department  it  is  anticipated  that 
new  station  houses  covering  Divisions  1,  4  and  5 
will  be  put  into  operation  before  the  first  of  the 
new  year.  Due  to  a  change  of  location,  the  police 
signal  systems  of  these  three  divisions,  particu- 
larly the  cables,  will  have  to  be  completely  recon- 
structed. Due  to  the  age  of  the  cable  now  in 
service,  it  will  be  impossible  to  shift  the  old  cables 
to  meet  the  new  conditions,  and  have  any  possi- 
bility of  reliability  in  the  service  rendered  by  the 
signal  system. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  it 
will  be  necessary,  in  these  three  divisions  and  their 
connections,  to  lay  about  100,000  feet  of  new  cable 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $20,000.  An  appropria- 
tion for  this  purpose  is  included  in  the  supple- 
mentary recommendations. 

Because  of  the  increase  in  postage  charges,  the 
amount  originally  appropriated  for  this  purpose 
in  the  Treasury  Department  will  be  inadequate 
to  meet  the  mailing  requirements  of  the  depart- 
ment for  the  balance  of  the  year.  An  additional 
appropriation  of  $1,000  has  been  allotted  the  de- 
partment because  of  this  fact. 

Under  the  heading  of  welfare  and  relief  appro- 
priations, the  following  allowances  have  been  made: 

In  the  Child  Welfare  Division  of  the  Institutions 
Department,  additional  appropriations  of  $20,000 
and  $1,700  have  been  made  for  the  board  of 
children  in  the  care  of  the  department  and  for 
the  payment  of  doctors'  and  dentists'  bills  re- 
spectively. 

On  the  first  of  June  this  year,  the  number'  of 
children  under  the  care  of  the  department  repre- 
sented an  increase  of  12  per  cent  over  the  figures 
on  the  corresponding  date  last  year.  This  increase 
in  numbers  is  due  directly  to  existing  economic 
conditions,  since  the  department  has  experienced 
great  difficulty  in  finding  positions  for  the  older 
children  and  in  locating  free  and  wage  homes. 
In  addition,  the  age  at  which  crippled  children  are 
admitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  School 
has  been  extended  to  include  older  children. 
This  extension  has  increased  the  number  for 
whom  the  city  must  pay  board,  under  the  law, 
while  they  are  attending  this  school. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  tax  limit  bill  of  this 
year  $1  was  specifically  reserved  by  the  Legisla- 
ture for  public  welfare  appropriations,  in  case 
appropriations  included  within  the  original  budget 


should  prove  inadequate  to  meet  public  welfare 
requirements.  The  experience  of  the  first  six 
months  of  this  year  indicates  that  the  original 
amounts  appropriated  for  this  department  will 
not  be  sufficient  .to  meet  the  heavy  demands 
resulting  from  the  widespread  unemployment. 

Because  of  this  fact  the  entire  amount  repre- 
sented by  the  $1  authorization  within  the  tax  limit, 
namely,  $1,984,506.40,  has  been  utilized  in  this 
supplementary  budget  as  follows: 

Temporary  employees $25,000  00 

Office  supplies 18,000  00 

Care  of  dependents 1,387,506  40 

Mothers'  Aid 150,000  00 

Old  age  assistance 400,000  00 

Laundry  service  (Wayfarers'  Lodge)  4,000  00 

In  order  to  handle  the  number  of  applications  for 
relief  it  has  been  necessary  to  supplement  the 
regular  personnel  of  the  department  by  the  em- 
ployment of  temporary  clerks,  stenographers,  book- 
keepers, investigators  and  visitors.  It  is  evident 
that  the  amount  allotted  the  department,  in  the 
original  budget,  for  temporary  employees  will  not 
be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  for  the 
balance  of  the  year;  hence  the  supplementary 
allotment,  indicated  above,  has  been  made. 

Increased  postage  requirements  and  the  necessity 
for  the  printing  of  large  quantities  of  forms  and 
office  stationery  have  made  necessary  the  additional 
allowance  for  office  supplies. 

The  supplementary  amounts  allowed  under  the 
headings,  Mothers'  Aid  and  Old  Age  Assistance, 
should,  on  the  basis  of  present  requirements,  pro- 
vide sufficient  funds  to  meet  the  demands  placed  on 
the  Public  Welfare  Department,  under  these  head- 
ings, for  the  balance  of  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  appropriation  contained  in  this  budget  for  Care 
of  Dependents  will,  when  supplemented  by  the 
voluntary  pay  roll  contributions  of  all  depart- 
mental employees,  together  with  the  savings, 
recently  put  into  effect  within  the  department, 
afford  sufficient  money  to  meet  the  necessary 
disbursements  for  the  relief  of  the  unemployed. 

In  the  interest  of  sanitation  and  cleanliness,  a 
policy  of  daily  laundering  of  the  sheets,  pillow  cases, 
night  clothes  and  towels,  used  by  the  men  housed 
nightly  at  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge,  has  been  put  into 
effect  this  year  It  is  estimated  that  the  expense 
resulting  from  this  policy  will  require  a  supple- 
mentary appropriation  of  $4,000  for  the  balance  of 
the  year. 

In  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  a  supple- 
mentary appropriation  of  $81,478.03  has  been 
included  in  this  budget.  Additional  allowances 
for  temporary  employees  and  office  supplies  have 
been  made  and  the  balance  of  the  appropriating 
power,  remaining  available  within  the  tax  limit, 
after  all  other  departmental  requirements  have 
been  satisfied,  namely,  $79,578.03,  has  been  allotted 
to  meet  the  demands  for  relief  of  worthy  veterans. 

County  Departments. 

Out  of  a  total  of  $79,060.65  recommended  for 
appropriation  in  county  departments,  $75,225  has 
been  allotted  to  the  divisions  of  the  Superior  Court. 

Owing  to  the  policy  of  assigning  large  numbers  of 
cases  in  the  Civil  Session  of  the  court  for  trial  before 
masters  and  auditors,  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  make  a  supplementary  appropriation  of  $20,000 
to  meet  the  bills  which  may  be  presented  before 
the  end  of  the  year  for  such  services. 

In  the  Criminal  Session  of  the  court,  the  conduct 
of  the  Gallo  and  Industrial  Bank  cases  has  made 
necessary  supplementary  appropriations  for  tem- 
porary employees,  telephone  and  telegraph  charges, 
and  the  services  of  accountants,  other  experts  and 
jurors.  In  all,  $54,000  additional  has  been  allotted 
to  the  Criminal  Session  of  the  Superior  Court. 

An  appropriation  of  approximately  S3. 000  is 
recommended  for  the  central  courthouse  in  Pem- 
berton  square  in  order  to  rehabilitate  the  toilet 
facilities  in  a  large  number  of  jury  rooms. 

Minor  supplementary  allotments  have  been  made 
for  the  East  Boston,  South  Boston  and  Dorchester 
District  Courts  in  order  to  meet  expenses  resulting 
from  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  being 
handled   by   these   courts. 

I  submit  herewith  the  necessary  appropriation 
and  tax  orders  in  connection  with  this  supple- 
mentary budget  and  respectfully  recommend  their 
adoption  by  your  honorable  body

Gentlemen, — At  the  request  of  the  City  Treas- 
urer I  am  submitting  herewith  an  order  authoriz- 
ing a  §10,000,000  extension  of  the  amount  the 
city  may  borrow  in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the 
current  year.  Of  the  amount  already  authorized 
by  your  honorable  body,  namely,  S30,000,000, 
S24,000,000  has  been  issued,  leaving  an  available 
balance  of  S6,000,000  until  taxes  begin  to  be  paid. 

In  view  of  existing  conditions,  it  is  highly  ques- 
tionable whether  this  balance  will  be  sufficient  to 
meet  the  temporary  borrowing  needs  of  the  city 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  In  order  to  pro- 
vide for  any  contingencies  which  may  arise,  the 
City  Treasurer  deems  it  wise,  as  a  precautionary 
measure,  to  secure  the  additional  authority  cov- 
ered by  the  attached  order. 

As  pointed  out  by  the  treasurer's  letter,  the 
additional  authorization  requested  will  not  be 
used  unless  absolutely  necessary.  I  therefore 
respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  the  accom- 
panying order  by  your  honorable  body.

These  men 
come  in  as  professional  repeaters  and  vote  on  dead 
men's  names,  or  go  to  the  polls  five  minutes  after 
they  opened  and  vote  on  the  names  of  other 
citizens  in  the  district,  and  when  those  citizens 
appear  to  vote  they  are  not  allowed  to  do  so, 
thereby  being  deprived  of  their  constitutional  rights. 
Only  last  week,  one  of  these  men  who  three  days 
earlier  had  registered  from  another  precinct 
appeared  at  the  Election  Department  under  another 
name,  in  the  same  ward,  and  tried  to  again  register. 
But  the  Election  Commissioner,  or  a  clerk,  was 
familiar  with  his  face  and  prevented  his  getting 
away  with  it.     Before  there  was  an  opportunity 


to  detain  him,  however,  he  had  run  out.  Con- 
ditions in  Ward  9  are  such  that  in  any  election 
there  are  at  least  six  hundred  or  seven  hundred 
repeaters  brought  in.  Of  course,  I  have  a  selfish 
interest  in  presenting  the  order.  They  are  not 
going  to  steal  any  election  in  Ward  9  if  I  can  help  it. 
But  I  am  presenting  the  order  for  the  protection  of 
candidates  who  are  local  boys  and  who  are  entitled 
to  protection  in  the  ward.  These  hirelings  are 
paid  $10  apiece  by  the  powers  that  be.  It  is  not 
done  in  any  of  the  other  wards  of  the  city,  but 
simply  in  that  ward.  The  senator  from  that 
district  believes  his  prestige  to  be  so  great  and  his 
power  to  be  so  far-reaching  that  no  individual  will 
attempt  to  stop  him.  But  I  hereby  serve  notice 
on  him  and  on  every  repeater  who  intends  to  go  to 
Ward  9  in  a  local  contest,  any  contest  I  am  in,  that 
such  repeaters  will  not  be  allowed  to  vote  in  that 
ward.  I  have  never  been  a  copper  in  my  life,  but 
I  don't  like  this  practice  in  politics.  If  any  in- 
dividual is  interested  in  some  friend  and  wants  to 
go  to  another  ward  to  help  him  out,  I  have  no 
objection,  but  in  Ward  9  at  every  election  they  have 
700  or  800  repeaters  brought  in  in  this  way,  thereby 
insuring  the  election  of  anyone  in  whom  the 
senator  is  interested.  Therefore,  I  am  asking  the 
Election  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
look  carefully  over  the  names  registered  in  that 
ward,  and  to  make  sure  that  none  of  them  come  in 
from  other  wards  or  from  other  cities.  If  they  do 
that,  they  will  eliminate  probably  80  per  cent  of 
the  so-called  mattress  voters.  Can  you  imagine 
any  rooming  house  in  the  South  End,  with  three 
or  four  rooms,  where  they  have  twelve  or  fifteen 
registered?  Is  that  logical?  It  is  being  done, 
however,  and  nobody  so  far  has  dared  to  stop  it. 
Well,  I  dare  do  so  this  year,  and  I  dare  anybody  in 
Ward  9  to  use  professional  mattress  voters  at  the 
coming  election  in  November. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
objection  to  the  order,  but  I  do  believe,  in  the 
absence  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  9  (Coun 
Gleason)  that  we  should  at  least  give  him  an 
opportunity  to  say  something  on  behalf  of  his  ward. 
I  would  move,  therefore,  that  this  order  lie  over  to 
the  next  meeting,  in  order  that  he  may  have  that 
opportunity  to  say  a  word  in  this  matter  which 
interests  the  ward  he  represents  in  this  body. 

The  order  was  assigned  to  the  next  meeting. 


RELIST  WARD  9. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  relist 
that  section  of  Roxbury  known  as  Ward  9. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  this  order 
simply  asks  the  police  to  relist,  that  section, 
Ward  9,  and  the  relisting  will  show  'that  since  they 
made  the  list  on  April  1,  there  has  been  a  wide 
variation  in  the  numbers  and  names  of  people, 
who  have  evidently  been  migrating  to  Ward  9  in 
that  short  space  of  time. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  would 
ask  that  the  same  action  be  taken  on  this  order, 
that  it  be  laid  over  until  the  councilor  from  Ward  9 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  be  present  to  defend 
his  ward. 

The  order  was  assigned  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Council. 


YEAR'S  SUSPENSION  OF  METER  CHARGE. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  request  his  Excellency  the  Governor  to  request 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  suspend  the 
50-cent  meter  charge  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  order  just 
read  does  not  ask  that  the  meter  charge  be  entirely 
cut  out,  because  I  know  that  request  would  be 
practically  useless,  and  would  probably  be  so 
decided  by  the  Supreme  Court.  However,  in 
these  days  when  the  people  in  the  poor  sections 
of  Boston  hardly  use  40  or  50  cents  worth  of  gas 
in  a  month,  I  feel  that  it  is  not  fair  for  a  utility 
company  to  request  such  poor  persons  to  pay  50 
cents  a  month  simply  to  have  a  meter  placed  in 
their  houses.  I  am  therefore  asking  the  Mayor  to 
request  the  Governor  to  ask  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  to  suspend  the  meter  charge  for  at 
least  one  year. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


EXAMINATION   OF   WELFARE   BOOKS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  having  the 
books  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department  examined 
by  certified  public  accountants. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  much  has  been 
said  about  the  Public  Welfare  Department  and 
the  amount  of  money  that  is  being  expended  by 
the  department.  I  agree  that  people  who  do  not. 
properly  belong  on  the  roll  should  be  suspended. 
But  I  still  contend  that  the  basic  trouble  is  in  the 
organization  itself.  For  years  there  has  not  been 
a  certified  accountant  employed  to  go  over  those 
books.  It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  any  de- 
partment of  the  city,  even  if  it  spends  no  more 
than  $30,000  or  $40,000  a  year,  will  be  gone  over 
by  a  certified  public  accountant,  one  not  interested 
in  the  department.  But  here  we  have  a  depart- 
ment for  which  there  has  already  been  appropriated 
this  year  over  $7,000,000,  that  last  year  expended 
$3,500,000,  and  that  has  spent  over  $20,000,000 
or  $25,000,000  in  a  period  of  years,  and  no  public 
accountant  has  gone  over  the  books  to  verify  the 
figures  and  to  show  whether  those  receiving  aid 
have  received  the  money  they  are  supposed  to 
receive.  I  say  that  the  basic  trouble  rests  entirely 
in  the  organization  itself,  and  that  a  public  ac- 
countant, who  would  serve  the  taxpayers  in  the 
matter,  would  be  the  proper  person  to  employ — 
certainly  in  a  department  like  that,  which  will 
probably  expend  in  excess  of  $12,000,000  this  year. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


UNAUTHORIZED    DEDUCTION    FROM 
SALARIES. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  report  to  the 
City  Council  how  many  city  employees'  salaries 
he  is  deducting  one,  two  and  three  days'  pay 
from  without  having  signed  cards,  and  if  this  is 
being  done,  under  what  authority. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  shall  make  my 
remarks  very  brief,  but  some  time  ago  I  arose  on 
the  floor  at  this  Council  and  made  a  vigorous  pro- 
test against  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  through  this 
City  Treasurer,  reaching  into  a  man's  or  woman's 
pay  envelope  and  making  that  man  or  woman 
surrender  involuntarily  one  or  two  days'  pay. 
The  clerk  of  our  Superior  Court  had  nerve  enough 
to  carry  the  thing  to  court,  and  the  Court  ruled 
that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  the  City  Treasurer 
are  illegally  deducting  such  pay  from  employees, 
when  it  is  done  without  their  permission.  Of 
course,  in  order  to  stall  for  time,  the  city  appealed 
and  the  matter  is  now  before  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  no  doubt  considerable  time  will  elapse  before 
we  have  an  opinion  from  them.  But  I  will  wager 
any  amount  of  money  that  the  Supreme  Court  will 
sustain  the  Superior  Court  judge  before  whom  the 
case  was  tried.  We  heard  the  Mayor,  after  the 
decision  in  favor  of  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court, 
say  that  any  deductions  from  the  pay  envelopes  of 
city  employees  would  be  voluntary.  That  sounded 
very  good,  but  here  is  a  card  which  is  distributed 
among  city  employees,  which  they  are  asked  to 
sign,  and  it  is  put  up  to  them  in  such  a  way  that  no 
city  employee  can  afford  to  disregard  it,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  a  number  of  them  cannot  afford  to 
have  this  deduction  made  from  their  pay.  That 
applies  to  many  of  the  employees  in  different 
departments.  For  example,  there  are  a  number 
employed  in  the  City  Hospital  at  a  low  wage,  and 
we  have  the  men  in  the  Police  Department,  who 
have  not  been  given  this  year  the  $100  raise  that 
was  promised  to  them  when  they  entered  the  de- 
partment. The  same  holds  true  of  many  em- 
ployees of  other  departments,  due  to  the  fact  that 
they  have  all  they  can  do  to  support  their  large 
families,  possibly  brothers  and  sisters,  uncles  and 
aunts,  and  Btill  they  are  expected  to  sign  the  card. 
Therefore,  I  think  that  money  should  not  be  de- 
ducted from  their  salaries  without  their  agreeing 
that  it  may  be  done,  because  it  is  nothing  but 
taxation  without  representation,  which  was  the 
cause  of  our  forefathers  many  years  ago  entering 
upon  the  Revolution. 

Some  time  ago  I  introduced  an  order  asking  that 
the  different  departments  be  allowed  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  sit  in  with  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and 
the  City  Treasurer  to  discuss  this  matter.  But  to- 
day the  Mayor  is  not  giving  the  city  employees  a 


chance  to  refuse.  Therefore,  it  is  nothing  but 
taxation  without  representation.  Of  course,  the 
Mayor  said  that  the  deduction  would  be  voluntary, 
and  I  thought  possibly  he  meant  what  he  said — 
that  that  was  barely  possible,  although  it  is  not 
what  we  would  be  led  to  expect  from  him.  Of 
course,  he  is  always  living  up  to  his  customary 
practice  of  getting  newspaper  publicity.  He  is 
crazy  for  that.  He  positively  cannot  sleep  at  night 
unless  he  sees  his  picture  in  three  of  the  Boston 
papers  twice  a  day,  and  unless  four  or  five  columns 
are  devoted  to  him.  He  is  so  given  to  that  sort 
of  thing  that  he  had  to  call  up  the  photographers 
on  the  Chicago  Tribune  and  the  Herabl-Emminer, 
so  that  he  could  get  his  pictures  placed  in  the  paper 
as  long  as  he  was  in  Chicago.  I  have  been  in- 
formed, and  informed  correctly,  Mr.  President 
and  members  of  the  Council,  that  within  the  past 
few  weeks  many  employees,  whom  we  are  sup- 
posed to  protect,  are  being  obliged  to  submit  in 
the  City  Treasurer's  office  to  what  is  outright 
thievery,  having  one  or  two  days'  pay  taken  from 
them  because  they  would  not  sign  the  card.  We 
all  know  that  those  who  could  possibly  afford  to  do 
it  would  sign  the  card,  and  we  know  we  can  rest 
assured  that  those  who  have  not  done  so  are  those 
who  could  not  afford  to  give  up  the  one  or  two  days' 
pay.  This  sort  of  thing  is  not  right,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent. The  city  employees  are  entitled  to  some 
protection.  If  you  gentlemen  of  the  Council  do 
not  want  to  give  it  to  them,  that  is  your 
business,  but  I  have  introduced  this  order,  and  I 
ask  that  it  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule, 
asking  the  City  Treasurer  to  submit  to  us  the  names 
of  those  parties  who  have  not  voluntarily  con- 
tributed their  one  or  two  days'  pay,  but  who  have 
had  it  deducted  from  them  without  their  per- 
mission, as  I  believe  illegally. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SIDEWALK      ALONG      BOWDOIN    STREET 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Bowdoin  street,  east 
side,  from  Winter  street  to  Adams  street,  Ward  15, 
in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon;  said 
sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter 
adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be 
built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite  edgestones, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the  Special 
Acts  of   1917. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


FOUR-CAR  TRAIN  SERVICE, 
DORCHESTER. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be 
requested  to  restore  the  four-car  train  service  on 
the  Dorchester  Rapid  Transit  line  during  the  rush 
hours. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CALLENDER   ESTATE  FOR  PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
Quested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  place 
men  now  receiving  welfare  aid  at  work  in  grading 
and  putting  in  condition  for  a  playground  for 
children  the  old  Callender  estate  in  the  Harrison 
square  section   of  Ward   16. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SIDEWALK  ALONG  ASHMONT  STREET. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Ashmont  street, 
south  side,  from  Adams  street  to  Neponset  avenue, 
Ward  16,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon; 
said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the 
gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width, 
and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite  edge- 
stones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  1917. 

PaBsed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 
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COMMONWEALTH  AVENUE  AUTOMOBILE 
ACCIDENTS. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  furnish 
the  Boston  City  Council  with  a  list,  showing  the 
dates  of  occurrence,  of  (1)  all  fatal  automobile 
accidents  along  Commonwealth  avenue,  from 
Cottage  Farm  Bridge  to  the  Newton  line,  from 
July  15,  1931,  to  July  15,  19.32,  and  (2)  a  list  of 
all  other  automobile  accidents  for  the  same  locality 
and  during  the  same  period. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


LIGHTS     ON     CHARLESTOWN     HEIGHTS. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  install 
flood  lights  on  Charlestown  Heights  for  the  pro- 
tection of  women  and  children  who  have  occasion 
to  use  same  as  a  short  cut  to  their  homes  at  night. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ESTIMATED   TAXES   FOR   1932. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Auditor,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  furnish  the 
City  Council  with  information  concerning  his 
estimate  of  the  amount  of  taxes  that  will  be 
collected  in  Boston  in  1932. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President  [sending 
manuscript  to  the  clerk],  I  respectfully  request, 
so  as  not  to  unnecessarily  take  up  the  time  from 
the  Council,  that  this  statement  be  placed  in  the 
records.  Perhaps  I  might  say  just  a  few  words 
in  addition.  Our  good  City  Auditor  for  many 
years  has  been  championing  the  idea  that  our 
finances  are  in  wonderful  condition,  that  they  are 
like  the  rock  of  Gibraltar,  that  we  have  in  our 
City  Treasury  a  veritable  gold  mine,  absolutely 
inexhaustible.  But  last  Saturday  night  the  press 
of  Boston  carried  an  attack  by  our  auditor  on  the 
Hon.  Henry  L.  Shattuck,  who  perhaps  knows  as 
much,  if  not  more,  about  state  finances  than  any 
individual  in  Boston.  If  quoted  correctly,  our 
auditor  stated: 

"The  effect  of  an  excessive  increase  in  tax  rate 
cannot  be  estimated  at  this  time,  but  my  humble 
opinion  is  that  the  amount  of  uncollected  taxes 

for  the  year  1932" 

and  this  is  from  the  man  who  for  years  has  been 
proclaiming  that  our  treasury  was  as  strong  as 
the  rock  of  Gibraltar,  that  we  could  spend  untold 

millions  without  danger  of  getting  into  trouble, 

"that  the  amount  of  uncollected  taxes  for  the 
year  1932  at  the  end  of  the  year  will  be  staggering." 
And  he  approves  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  going  to 
the  State  House  with  hat  in  hand  to  get  them  to 
pay  over  to  the  city  some  dough. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Later  in  the  session  the  Council  voted,  on 
motion  of  Coun.  HEIN,  that  Coun.  Norton's 
remarks  submitted  to  the  clerk  should  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 


AIR-CONDITIONING   EQUIPMENT   AT 
HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  providing 
air-conditioning  equipment — cooling  apparatus — . 
for  certain  sections  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  hottest 
place  in  Boston  today,  the  warmest  spot  in  our 
city,  is  the  City  Hospital.  I  believe  if  we  had 
such  an  air  thermometer  as  I  understand  they 
have  in  New  York,  and  if  it  could  be  used  to 
measure  heat  conditions  in  different  parts  of  our 
city,  it  would  be  shown  that  that  is  the  hottest 
section  of  the  city.  I  believe  an  engineering  in- 
vestigation would  demonstrate  that  fact.  I  do 
not  understand  that  we  have  any  such  apparatus 
in  Boston,  although  it  might  be  put  up  to  the 
Institute  of  Technology  to  try  to  find  out  what 
our  relative  heat  conditions  are  in  different  parts 


of  our  city  —  taking,  on  a  hot  day  like  this,  for 
example,  the  area  here  about  School  street,  getting 
the  average  mean  temperature,  and  the  area  about 
the  City  Hospital  and  other  places.  I  believe 
such  a  test  would  show  that  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital, where  there  are  today  1,500  patients,  is  the 
hottest  section  of  the  city.  There  are  no  trees 
or  grass  there  to  hold  the  moisture  in  the  soil. 
Furthermore,  there  is  nothing  that  attracts  the 
heat  more  than  common  red  brick,  and  we  have  in 
the  City  Hospital  area  more  brick  buildings  than 
in  any  other  similar  area  in  the  city,  or,  in  fact,  in 
the  country.  The  sun  this  afternoon,  for  example, 
is  beating  on  those  red  bricks,  which  retain  the 
heat  long  after  the  sun  has  set,  and  if  you  will  go 
there  at  nine  or  ten  o'clock  tonight  you  will  find 
a  terrifically  hot  condition  in  the  wards, —  as  I  did 
a  short  time  ago,  when  I  was  visiting  there.  You 
will  find  patients  suffering  from  fever,  rolling  and 
tossing  in  their  beds  all  night  long.  I  was  about 
ready  myself  to  stay  there  after  my  visit,  I  felt  so 
used  up,  and  it  was  certainly  a  relief  to  get  five 
or  ten  minutes  away  from  the  hospital  and  enjoy 
the  cooler  air.  The  difference  was  very,  very 
noticeable.  We  have  in  this  country  today 
machinery  which  will  cool  off  such  buildings  as 
those  hospital  buildings.  There  are  cooling  en- 
gines which  will  do  it  and  thereby  relieve  those 
poor  patients,  suffering  so  greatly  in  the  heat.  I 
have  no  doubt  that  if  the  matter  were  put  up  to 
the  Institute  of  Technology  much  could  be  ob- 
tained in  the  way  of  relief.  Just  imagine  those 
poor  people  fighting  for  their  lives,  sick  with  fever, 
distressed  and  struggling,  in  times  like  these. 
There  in  that  red  brick  building  district  you  will 
find  at  midnight  the  hottest  point  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  yet  we  have  located  there  fifteen 
hundred  unfortunates.  We  should  at  least  at- 
tempt to  do  something  to  alleviate  their  suffering, 
as  science  has  shown  that  it  can  be  done.  The 
Institute  of  Technology  will  show  us  how  it  can 
be  done  for  a  small  amount. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


IRON   FENCE,   JAMAICA   POND. 

Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  erect 
an  iron  fence  along  Jamaica  pond,  near  the  Chil- 
dren's Museum,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
further  drownings  at  this  point. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  have  in- 
troduced this  order  because  on  the  shore  of  Jamaica 
pond,  at  the  point  I  have  reference  to,  the  land  goes 
down  abruptly  to  a  deep  part  of  the  pond.  Thou- 
sands of  people  go  over  there  to  the  Museum  every 
day  and  the  police  have  done  their  duty,  and  have 
done  well,  in  saving  many  from  drowning.  If  it 
were  the  other  side  of  the  pond,  it  would  be  easy 
to  wade  in  and  reach  people  who  are  in  danger. 
But  here  there  is  no  chance  to  do  so,  without  run- 
ning down  hill  at  that  point,  with  a  drop  of  15  or 
17  feet.  I  think,  instead  of  spending  money  for 
rose  gardens  and  other  such  things,  more  should  be 
spent  by  the  Park  Department  to  do  something 
that  would  help  save  the  lives  of  children. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  is  that  where  the 
councilor  goes  swimming? 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  when  you  get 
a  question  like  that  you  take  it  from  whence  it 
comes.     Where  there  is  no  sense  there  is  no  fear. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  would  suggest 
that  if  the  councilor  does  go  swimming  there  in  the 
future  he  can  roll  down  the  hill. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


STREET  SIGNS,  WARD  12. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works    be    requested,    through    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,  to  place  street  signs,  wherever  needed,  on 
the  posts  erected  for  that  purpose  in  Ward  12.

SUPPLEMENTARY   BUDGET. 

Coun.  CURTIS,  for  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, submitted  a  report  on  the  supplementary 
budget  recommendations  for  city  and  county 
departments  and  order  (referred  today)  that  the 
same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  CURTIS— Mr.  President,  on  behalf  of 
the  committee,  I  feel  that  I  should  make  a  short 
statement  in  regard  to  the  supplementary  budget. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  all  except  four  of  the 
items  are  for  the  various  welfare  departments  and 
the  county  court,  I  had  a  full  hearing  and  a  de- 
tailed explanation  from  the  Budget  Commissioner, 
and  in  view  of  the  information  we  obtained  we  felt 
that  we  could  properly  report  this  budget  today. 
The  items,  outside  of  public  welfare  sums,  are  as 
follows:  $5,000  for  the  Boston  Port  Authority, 
which  has  been  conducting  very  important  cases 
on  railway  differentials  and  such  matters  on  behalf 
of  the  city;  $571  for  a  new  watchman  for  the 
steamer  "George  A.  Hibbard."  It  has  been  the 
habit  to  have  that  service  performed  by  inmates 
of  one  of  the  institutions,  but  there  is  great  risk 
of  damage  to  the  machinery,  great  danger  if  the 
fires  get  low  under  the  boilers,  and  it  is  felt  im- 
proper to  continue  under  that  system.  So  it  is 
proposed  to  have  that  duty  properly  performed. 
Then,  in  the  Police  Department,  it  is  necessary  to 
appropriate  $20,000  for  equipment  in  the  way  of 
apparatus,  cable,  wire,  and  so  forth,  for  the  alarm 
system;  $1,000  extra  for  the  Treasury  Department, 
because  of  the  increased  postal  charges.  All  the 
other  items  in  the  budget  are  for  public  welfare 
expenditures  of  one  sort  and  another,  and  for  the 
courts.  For  the  Child  Welfare  Division  of  the 
Institutions  Department,  $21,700  is  allowed;  for 
the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department, 
Hawkins  street,  $1,984,506;  for  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department,  $81,478,  and  for  the  County 
Department  increases  of  about  $79,000,  of  which 
about  $75,225  are  for  the  Suffolk  Superior  Courts, 
recommended  by  the  judges,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that,  because  of  increased  litigation,  they  are  try- 
ing to  wipe  out  some  of  the  old  cases  and  catch 
up.  All  of  the  amounts  suggested  are  for  necessary 
expenses,  and  so  the  committee  after  careful  con- 
sideration recommends  that  the  budget  ought  to 
pass. 

Report  accepted,  order  passed,  yeas  IS,  nays  0. 


CONSTABLE    COMMITTEE   REPORT. 

Coun.  RUBY,  for  the  Committee  on  Constables, 
reported  in  favor  of  the  confirmation  of  Richard

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to  the 
councilor  I  will  state  that  Mr.  Lane  wrote  a  letter 
to  me  a  few  days  ago  in  which  he  explained  that 
the  bonding  company  satisfied  a  $300  claim  against 
Mr.  Whipple,  and  that  he  withdrew  any  objection 
he  had. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Com- 
mittee, Coun.

Here  in  City  Hall  I  understand  that  they  are  trying 
to  inaugurate  the  same  system,  which  eliminates 
help  to  such  an  extent  that  we  will  have  thousands 
of  girls  idle,  due  to  this  mechanization,  which  will 
also  place  an  undue  strain  upon  those  who  are 
obliged  to  use  it.  As  one  colleague  has  stated,  the 
Telephone  Company  has  here  installed  a  nerve- 
racking  apparatus  which  will  result  in  destroying 
the  nervous  systems  of  many  of  its  employees  and 
sending  them  into  our  institutions.  I  think  the 
City  Council  of  Boston  should,  in  so  far  as  it  can  do 
so,  try  to  call  a  halt  on  this  terrific  mechanization, 
which  is  adding  every  week  to  the  numbers  of  our 
unemployed,  and  that,  working  along  that  line, 
we  should  ask  to  have  the  dial  telephone  in  City 
Hall  taken  out.

CITIZENS  FOR  SCHOOLHOUSE  WORK. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  School- 
house  Construction  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  instruct  all  contractors 
on  schoolhonse  work  to  employ  none  but 
Boston  citizens   and  residents. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  know  it  is 
useless  to  introduce  such  an  order  at  this 
time,  an  order  similar  to  others  which  have 
been  introduced  in  the  past  two  or  three 
years.  But  things  have  come  to  a  bad  state 
in  a  great  city  like  Boston  when  Boston  men 
looking  for  employment  go  to  Cambridge, 
Somerville  or  other  out-of-town  cities  and 
towns  within  a  radiius  of  fifty  miles  and  when 
they  are  asked,  "Where  do  you  live?"  and 
say,  "Boston,"  are  told,  "We  are  very  sorry, 
but  we  have  work  only  for  our  own  people 
in  this  city.  So  you  will  have  to  go  back 
to  Boston."  But  here  in  Boston  the  School- 
house  Department,  for  example,  spends  thou- 
sands and  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
in  the  summer  on  contracts,  and  the  con- 
tractors hire  anybody  who  may  see  fit  to  do 
the  work,  whether  they  come  from  Lynn, 
Saugus  or  any  other  city  or  town  outside  of 
Boston.       As     a     result,     Boston     citizens     are 


compelled  to  go  for  aid  to  the  Board  of  Over- 
seers of  Public  Welfare.  That  is  one  reason 
why  such  a  great  number  of  men  are  appealing 
to  that  (board  at  the  present  time.  If  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  Schoolhouse  Commissioners, 
and  other  heads  of  departments,  would  advise 
the  contractors  who  receive  contracts  from 
the  city  to  employ  Boston  men,  or  if  a  clause 
were  put  in  the  contract  whereby  only  Boston 
residents  or  citizens  should  be  employed,  it 
might  help  to  lessen  the  load  on  the  tax- 
payers at  the  present  time.  I  see  no  logical 
reason  why  our  duly  elected  representatives 
do  not  take  steps  to  do  some  of  the  things 
that  other  towns  and  cities  are  doing.  But 
they  will  not  do  so.  Only  within  the  past 
week  I  have  had  no  less  than  sixty  men,  all 
citizens  or  residents  and  taxpayers  of  Boston, 
apply  to  me,  men  who  have  gone  to  this  job 
and  that  job  in  this  city  only  to  find  that 
nonresidents  of  Boston  are  being  employed, 
while  Boston  men  are  deprived  of  employment. 
The  Hoffman  concern,  that  has  the  job  for 
the  Airport,  employs  men  who  are  not  citizens 
or  residents  of  Boston,  and  they  do  not  pay 
the  prevailing  rate  of  wages.  I  say  to  our 
duly  elected  officials  that  it  is  about  time  that 
Boston  residents  were  taken  care  of  in  this 
city. 

The    order    was    passed   under   suspension    of 
the    rule.

The  members  re- 
assembled in  the  Council  Chamber  and  were 
called  to  order  by  President  GALLAGHER  at 
3.49   p.   m. 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORTS. 

Coun.  LYNCH,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted   the   following : 

1.  Report  on  order  (submitted  by  the  Mayor 
and  referred  today)  for  a  transfer  in  the 
Street  Laying-Out  Department — that  the  same 
ought    to    pass. 

Report  accepted  ;  said  order  passed,  yeas  17, 
nays    0. 

2.  Report  on  order  (submitted  (by  the  Mayor 
and  referred  today)  for  an  appropriation  of 
$25,000  for  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau, 
— recomending  the  passage  of  the  order  in  the 
accompanying    new   draft : 

Ordered,  That  a  sum  not  in  excess  of  $5,000 
be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
by  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Mayor,  in  the  prosecution 
of  its  duties,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the 
Reserve   Fund. 

Report  accepted  and  the  question  came  on 
the  passage  of  the  order   in   new   draft. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  original 
order,  sent  in  here  today  Iby  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  requested  the  City  Council  to  give 
$25,000  more  to  the  Municipal  Employment 
Bureau.  The  Executive  Committee  has  cut 
the  amount  down  to  $5,000.  I  have  steadily 
voted  against  providing  for  the  Employment 
Bureau  any  amount  of  money,  and  I  propose 
to  vote  in  this  case  even  against  the  $5,000. 
I  take  that  position  for  specific  reasons.  I 
can  recall  just  a  short  time  ago  when  Coun- 
cilor Burke  of  Dorchester  introduced  an  order 
in  this  body,  which  was  passed  without  a  dis- 
senting vote,  providing  that  the  positions  oc- 
cupied in  this  city  by  married  women  whose 
husbands  were  profitably  employed  should  be 
given  to  others  who  were  more  deserving.  The 
Mayor  of  Boston  sent  that  order  to  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  and  we  were  advised  by 
him  that  we  had  no  control  over  the  employ- 
ment of  married  women,  where  the  matter 
was  covered  by  Civil  Service.  But  here  we 
have  a  situation  that  is  not  even  covered 
by  the  Civil  Service.  I  do  not  need  to  state 
cases  to  this  Council.  I  have  already  mentioned 
specific    instances    on    the    floor    of    the    body, 
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and  they  appear  in  the  records,  particularly 
of  two  married  women  employed  by  our 
Municipal  Employment  Bureau.  The  husband 
of  one  of  those  women  is  in  the  employ  of 
the  Fire  Department,  and  both  husbands  re- 
ceive substantial  wages.  So  there  can  be  no 
real  valid  logical  reason,  even  though  the 
Corporation  Counsel  says  that  we  cannot  disturb 
married  women  who  are  protected  by  the  Civil 
Service,  why  the  situation  there  cannot  be 
dealt  with  and  why  there  is  not  control  over 
it.  Those  are  cases  which  the  Mayor  does 
have  control  over.  There  is  the  one  whose 
husband  is  in  the  Fire  Department,  and  the 
husband  of  the  other  woman  is  in  the  employ 
of  a  trucking  concern  and  receives  a  very 
comfortable  salary.  I  understand  that  one  of 
these  women  has  also  just  recently  placed  her 
son  in  the  employ  of  the  city,  at  the  Boston 
City  Hospital.  So  there  are  cases  where  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  can  dispense  with  the  serv- 
ices of  such  individuals  and  give  their  jobs  to 
somebody  who  needs  them.  We  have  contin- 
ually, of  course,  run  up  against  this  great 
question  of  nonresidence,  about  which  we  have 
talked  so  much  since  I  have  been  in  the  City 
Council,  where  we  are  told  that  we  cannot 
do  anything  because  there  is  no  stipulation 
against  it  in  the  contract.  But  we  have  here 
a  gentleman  on  the  pay  roll  receiving  $2,000  a 
year  from  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  and  not 
even  living  in  the  City  of  Boston.  His  resi- 
dence, according  to  the  New  England  Tele- 
phone book,  is  Reedsdale  road,  Milton  4276. 
And  so  I  say,  Mr.  President,  at  inis  time, 
that  I  will  not  allow  myself  to  vote  for  one 
penny  in  any  such  way  until  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  requires  everybody  who  does  not  live 
in  Boston  but  who  is  receiving  money  from 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  to  live  here.  I  can- 
not vote  for  such  an  order  so  long  as  there 
are  individuals  in  that  department  whose  hus- 
bands are  on  the  pay  roll  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment or  who  are  engaged  in  a  business  out- 
side from  which  they  receive  a  comfortable 
income.  I  don't  see  how  this  Council  can 
constantly  say  to  the  citizens  of  Boston,  "We 
approve  of  nonresidents  being  on  our  pay 
roll  and  we  approve  of  married  women 
whose  husbands  have  substantial  positions 
drawing  money  from  the  treasury  of  the 
city."  And  so  I  cannot  allow  myself  to 
vote  for  this  order,  for  those  reasons.  I  do 
not  desire  to  see  any  positions  abolished, 
particularly  in  times  like  these,  but  this  year 
we  have  appropriated  over  $40,000  for  this 
bureau  :  $40,000  would  prevent  400  homes  from 
being  sold  for  nonpayment  of  taxes.  One  of 
the  best  solutions  of  this  unemployment  prob- 
lem would  have  been  to  place  fifty  or  sixty 
visitors  down  in  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, where  they  are  needed,  and  where  they 
could  do  important  and  valuable  work.  But 
I  know,  and  you  all  know,  what  is  done  by 
this  so-called  bureau.  I  know  the  attitude. 
and  you  know  the  attitude  that  they  take 
towards  certain  councilors, — toward  myself, 
for  instance.  We  know  how  they  act  towards 
anybody     coming     from     Kelly's    ward,    Dowd's 

ward, 

A  VOICED — Or  Norton's  ward. 
Coun.  DOWD — Yes,  I  accept  the  amendment, 
— or  from  Norton's  ward.  There  are  some  in- 
dividuals there  who  do  some  work,  who  are 
sincere,  but  the  majority  of  them — particularly 
the  head  of  the  department — do  not  do  any- 
thing. The  head  of  the  department  simply 
steps  around  as  a  fashion  plate,  and  he  in- 
sults everybody  who  comes  there  in  dungarees 
or  overalls.  The  attitude  is  the  same  in  that 
respect  as  the  attitude  that  was  criticized  by 
the  Mayor  in  the  Public  Welfare  Department, 
that  employees  of  that  department  insulted 
certain  individuals  going  there.  The  Mayor 
finally  called  them  in  and  read  the  riot  act  to 
them  and  told  them  that  they  were  servants 
and  not  masters.  The  same  thing  applies  to 
this  Municipal  Employment  Bureau.  They 
are  servants,  not  masters,  and  should  treat  any 
individual  who  comes  in  there  looking  for  a 
job  properly.  If  they  cannot  find  a  job  for 
a  person  who  applies,  all  right.  But  I  say 
that  they   should  treat   them   as   people  have   a 


right  to  be  treated,  and  that  they  should  not 
send  them  on  a  wild  goose  chase  to  Brighton, 
Newton.  Watertown  and  other  places,  in- 
volving the  payment  of  a  20-cent  fare,  when 
there  is  really  no  prospect  of  a  position  being 
obtained.  Therefore,  Mr.  President,  I  am 
forced  to  vote  against  the  order,  even  as 
amended.  I  am  going  to  vote  against  a  man 
from  Milton  receiving  $2,000  a  year  from  this 
city ;  I  am  going  to  vote  aganist  the  employ- 
ment of  two  women,  the  husband  of  one  of 
whom  is  a  fireman  receiving  substantial  pay 
and  the  husband  of  the  other,  who  has  also 
placed  her  boy  at  work  in  the  Boston  City 
Hospital,  receiving  comfortable  compensation 
from  a  business  concern.  I  wonder  how  many 
councilors  could  go  down  to  that  Bureau  to- 
morrow and  get  an  individual  placed  at  work? 
No,  it  cannot  be  done.  Mr.  President.  Still, 
outsiders  come  into  this  city  and  get  work  on 
projects  that  are  being  carried  on  by  the 
municipality.  Of  course,  we  all  know,  gen- 
erally speaking,  that  there  are  no  jobs  to  be 
had,  but  why  hold  out  false  hopes  to  the 
people  of  Boston,  people  who  are  on  the  verge 
of  starvation?  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  President 
and  members  of  the  Council,  in  view  of  the 
results  following  the  passage  of  Councilor 
Burke's  order,  looking  to  the  removal  from 
the  city's  service  of  married  women  whose 
husbands  are  already  profitably  employed,  that 
this  is  no  time  to  allow  one  five-cent  piece 
to  this  Bureau — certainly  not  until  such  time 
as  the  Mayor  of  Boston  discharges  those  three 
persons  who  have  no  right  to  be  on  the  pay 
roll    of    the   city. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  am  in 
accord  with  many  things  that  the  councilor 
has  just  stated.  As  one  of  those  who  voted 
to  reduce  the  amount  proposed  in  the  original 
order,  $25,000  to  $5,000,  I  want  to  state  that 
I  have  been  throughout  this  session  and  am 
still  against  the  employment  by  the  City  of 
Boston  of  those  who  live  outside  of  Boston. 
But  I  do  not  believe  rejection  of  the  order  in  its 
present  form  is  the  means  by  which  we  can 
remedy  the  situation.  I  am  in  favor  of  giving 
the  Employment  Bureau  at  this  time  $5,000, 
going  on  record  here  as  I  did  in  executive 
session  in  favor  of  that  action,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  this  is  the  only  method  of  contact 
we  have,  the  only  way  in  which  we  can  do 
anything  at  all  for  the  citizens  of  our  districts, 
people  who  are  out  of  employment.  I  think 
the  amendment  by  which  we  reduced  the 
amount  proposed,  $25,000,  to  $5,000  should 
serve  as  a  threat  to  those  in  authority,  those 
in  charge  of  the  Employment  Bureau,  that  if 
they  cannot  show  us  that  they  are  earning 
their  salt  in  that  Bureau,  we  will  cut  them 
off  entirely ;  that  we  do  not  intend  to  ap- 
propriate a  lump  sum  of  money  that  will  be 
sufficient  to  carry  them  throughout  the  entire 
year,  but  we  have  given  them  a  comparatively 
small  sum,  enabling  them  to  carry  on  their 
work,  with  the  hope  that  they  will  in  time 
do  the  work  they  are  supposed  to  do  properly 
— that  is,  seek  employment  for  residents  of 
Boston  who  are  out  of  employment.  I  do 
not  think  that  that  particular  organization  is 
entirely  unworthy ;  I  think  it  can  be  made 
into  something  that  will  serve  a  real  purpose. 
I  think  the  idea  and  intent  of  the  Employment 
Bureau  is  a  noble  one,  that  it  can  be  put  to 
a  great  use.  But  I  simply  say  that  we  are 
serving  upon  them  this  threat  that  if  they  do 
not  produce,  if  they  do  not  show  the  Council 
that  they  intend  to  carry  out  the  work  they 
are  intended  for,  we  are  going  to  abolish  them. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  heretofore  I 
have  been  in  favor  of  granting  appropriations 
to  the  Employment  Bureau,  the  same  as  to 
every  other  department,  on  the  theory  that 
an  employment  bureau  is  a  most  important 
department  in  trying  to  alleviate  the  results 
of  unemployment  which  we  see  about  us  every- 
where today.  I  realize  that  we  have  no 
other  departments  that  attempt  in  any 
way  to  secure  work  for  the  unemployed, 
and  it  has  been  my  idea,  and  still  is,  that 
the  only  way  to  relieve  unemployment 
is  to  create  employment.  It  is  too  true 
that  I  introduced  the  order  in  regard  to 
married  women  whose  husbands  are  at  work 
and    earning    enough    to    support    their    wives. 
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At  the  time  I  had  no  knowledge  that  there 
were  women  employed  in  that  department 
whose  husbands  were  in  gainful  occupations 
and  able  and  competent  to  support  their  wives, 
i  certainly  hope  some  action  will  be  taken 
'o  cease  the  employment  of  women  whose 
husbands  are  working  and  able  to  support 
them,  in  connection  with  every  department 
il  the  City  of  Boston.  At  first,  I  thought  it 
was  a  collateral  issue  that  did  not  pertain  in 
any  way  to  the  appropriation  which  we  were 
asked  to  vote  upon  ;  hut  on  investigation  I 
rind  that  the  persons  referred  to  there  are 
non-civil  service  employees  and  that  they  can 
be  removed  summarily.  If  the  Mayor  has  the 
right  to  discharge  the  married  women  working- 
there  whose  husbands  are  fit,  physically, 
mentally  and  otherwise,  to  support  them,  he 
should  discharge  them  immediately  ;  and  if 
we  have  there  men  living  outside  Boston — 
either  in  that  department  or  in  any  other  city 
department — they  should  be  discharged  im- 
mediately. We  have  thousands  and  thousands 
of  our  own  citizens  who  are  looking  for  work, 
and  who  sorely  need  it,  and  we  should  at  least 
take  care  of  our  own  unemployed,  for  whom 
the  taxpayers'  money  is  being  expended,  before 
taking  care  of  the  unemployed  of  other  places. 
Now,  Mr.  President,  the  unemployed  must 
have  some  place  to  go  to,  after  all,  to  seek 
and  make  application  for  employment,  and 
this  is  an  agency  that  is  intended  for  just 
that  purpose,  to  try  to  get  jobs  for  people. 
We  all  know  how  difficult  it  is  for  anybody 
to  get  a  job  at  the  present  time.  We  all  know 
that  there  are  practically  no  jobs,  that  the 
big  corporations  and  small  corporations  are 
not  employing  help  at  the  present  time,  on 
account  of  the  depression.  But  we  should  at 
least  try  to  do  something,  should  have  some 
agency  to  accomplish  that  end.  There  are 
things  connected  with  this,  however,  which 
may  well  be  looked  into :  and  I  now  move 
that  the  matter  be  laid  on  the  table  so  that  we 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  examine  into 
the  conditions  that  exist  in  the  department. 
If  such  conditions  prevail  as  have  been  stated, 
I  shall  positively  vote  against  the  appropria- 
tion ;  if  not,  I  shall  vote  in  favor  of  passing 
a  complete  appropriation  for  the  department ; 
so  that  it  may  do  constructive  work,  with 
the  feeling  that  if  it  does  such  good  work  it 
will  take  off  the  pay  rolls  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare and  Soldiers'  Relief  Departments  many 
that    are    now   there. 

Coun.  Burke's  motion  to  lay  on  the  table 
was  declared  carried,  and  President  GAL- 
LAGHER called  for  motions,  orders  and  resolu- 
tions. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  a 
show    of   hands. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order,  that  the  Chair  has  already 
made   his   decision    in   the   matter. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  gentleman's 
point    is    well   taken. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  re- 
consideration. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will 
rule  that  the  motion  is  out  of  order  under  the 
rules.

Requests  have  been  made  by  the 
property  owners  abutting  the  park  on  other 
occasions  that  something  be  done  in  this 
matter,  and  on  each  occasion  the  Park  Com- 
missioner has  not  seen  fit  to  take  care  of 
the  existing  conditions.  Recently  we  had  a 
veritable     thunder     storm,     and     I     was     called 
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upon  to  go  over  there  and  see  the  conditions 
that  existed.  I  did  so,  and  I  saw  the  situation 
with  my  own  eyes,  in  Dorchester  park,  as  a 
result  of  the  lack  of  a  drainage  system.  Unless 
action  is  taken  immediately  to  correct  the 
present  condition,  large  lawsuits  will  be 
brought  against  the  City  of  Boston.  So  I 
ask  that  the  order  be  passed  under  suspension 
of    the    rule.

CITY    EMPLOYEES    WITH    TWO    JOBS. 

Coun.    BURKE   offered   the   following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  have  an  immediate  investigation 
made  to  determine  how  many  city  employees 
are  holding  two  or  more  positions,  and  that 
after  said  investigation  is  completed  he  take 
the  necessary  action  to  discharge  ail  em- 
ployees   holding    more    than    one    position. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  this  is  a 
sister  order  to  an  order  which  has  just  been 
passed  by  this  body,  and  I  am  putting  it  in 
at  this  time  with  the  hope  that  there  may 
be  an  investigation  which  will  result  in  the 
elimination  of  city  employees  holding  two 
jobs  at  the  same  time.  It  is  my  opinion  that 
in  times  of  distress,  such  as  these,  no  man 
should  be  allowed  to  hold  two  jobs.  I  ask 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  make  an  investigation, 
and  if  there  are  any  employees  holding  two 
jobs  I  hope  that  they  will  be  discharged 
immediately,  and  that  someone  who  needs  the 
work   will   be  put    in  their   place. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the    rule. 


CHARGE  FOR  FRENCH  TELEPHONES. 

Coun.    BRACKlMAN    offered    the    following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  call  upon  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission to  investigate  the  necessity  for  an- 
nual charge  of  $3  made  by  the  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  for  the 
use  of  hand  'phones,  or  French  'phones,  so 
called,    by    its    subscribers. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  it  is 
interesting  to  take  notice  of  the  ethics  of 
some  of  our  large  public  utility  corporations. 
The  New  England  Telephone  Company  at  the 
present  time,  for  example,  has  a  fixed  charge 
of  $3  a  year  for  the  use  of  a  so-called  French 
or  hand  telephone.  It  is,  in  effect,  one  method 
of  increasing  the  rate  without  actually  com- 
ing within  that  purview.  The  New  England 
Telephone  Company  has  collected  through  that 
means  practically  $2,000,000  in  the  past  year, 
by  charging  $3  a  year  for  the  use  of  each  of 
those  'phones.  The  public  are  entitled  to  the 
best  service  that  the  Telephone  Company  can 
give  them  without  adding  on  any  bonus  for 
the  particular  service.  This  hand  'phone  no 
doubt  is  an  improvement  on  the  old  method 
of  receiving  and  sending  calls  and  adds  to  the 
convenience  of  telephone  use,  because  in  the 
past  year  eight  per  cent  of  the  subscribers 
of  the  New  England  Telephone  Company  have 
subscribed  to  it,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  this 
$3  annual  charge  is  made.  I  ask  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  to  petition  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion for  a  hearing  on  this  matter,  because  I 
believe  it  is  unfair  to  the  telephone  users  to 
tax  them  this  $3  a  year  for  the  use  of  this 
telephone,  thereby  depriving  persons  who  are 
not  able  financially  to  pay  for  the  use  of  the 
'phone    of    the    best    service    obtainable. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the   rule.

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
start  suit  to  collect  on  the  bond  filed  for  the 
building  of  the  police  boat  "Stephen  J. 
O'Meara." 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  en- 
gineers who  were  called  in  by  the  Boston 
Police  Department  to  examine  this  boat,  the 
"Stephen  O'Meara,"  Owen  &  Minot,  considered 
one  of  the   best   firms    in   the   country   on   this 
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sort  of  thins,  stated  that  they  considered  the 
boat  "a  most  inferior  plant."  I  understand 
from  the  architectural  department  of  the 
Institute  of  Technology  that  there  is  no 
phraseology  which  can  be  used  which  is  more 
condemnatory,  in  a  matter  of  this  kind,  than 
to  say  it  is  "a  most  inferior  plant."  Now, 
we  have  had  a  communication  come  in  in 
regard  to  this  matter,  but  we  don't  hear  from 
Owen  &  Minot.  The  Police  Commissioner 
said  on  the  floor  of  this  chamber,  before  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  when  I  asked 
him  about  this  particular  boat,  and  why  it 
broke  down  on  its  trial  trip,  that  a  bolt  came 
off,    and    that    that    was    liable    to    happen    to 


any  vessel.  The  inference  was  that  that 
vessel  was  all  right ;  and  in  his  1930  report 
the  Police  Commissioner  called  it  modern  and 
up-to-date.  Mr.  President,  there  never  has 
been  in  the  past  year  a  clearer  instance  of 
wasting  the  taxpayers'  money  than  has  ap- 
peared in  the  case  of  this  particular  police 
boat,  and  an  attempt  is  now  being  made  to 
cover   up    that   fact. 

The    order    was    passed    under   suspension    of 
the   rule.

budget.  When  the  annual  appropriation  bill  was 
submitted  to  your  honorable  body  considerable  un- 
certainty prevailed  in  connection  with  the  interest 
rates  the  city  would  be  required  to  pay  during  the 
year  on  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
The  first  of  such  loans  issued  by  the  city  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  bore  a  5.75  per  cent  rate,  whereas 
in  June  of  this  year  a  loan  was  issued  at  1.64  per 
cent.  Because  of  this  wide-spread  in  interest 
rates  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  defer  the  computa- 
tion of  the  appropriation  necessary  for  such 
charges  until  such  time  as  an  intelligent  estimate 
could  be  made.  In  the  opinion  of  the  City 
Auditor  this  time  has  arrived,  and  at  his  request  I 
recommend  adoption  of  the  accompanying  order 
by   your  honorable  body.

VISIBLE   NUMBERS   FOR   PROPERTY. 

Coun.  KELLY  submitted  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  requiring  all  property 


owners  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  show,  in  a  con- 
venient position  at  the  front  of  the  buildings  owned 
by  them,  numbers  uniform  in  size  and  color,  of 
such  a  character  as  to  be  easily  recognized  from  a 
reasonable  distance  and  to  report  back  to  the  City 
Council  with  suitable  recommendations. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  at  first  this  may 
seem  like  an  order  of  trivial  importance,  but  due  to 
the  fact  that  I  have  had  occasion  to  have  many 
complaints  brought  to  me  about  people  being  dis- 
turbed from  their  slumbers,  tenants  as  well  as 
property  owners,  in  the  middle  of  the  night  by 
some  person  from  an  automobile  inquiring  "Is  this 
number  so-and  so?"  and  due  to  the  fact  that  many 
homes  in  the  City  of  Boston  are  not  numbered  at 
all,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  many  numbers  are  in 
places  where  it  is  impossible  to  see  them  without 
going  on  the  front  piazza  and  going  all  over  the 
front  of  the  home  with  a  match  or  flashlight,  I 
have  introduced  this  order.  Sometimes  these 
small  things  mean  so  much  for  the  happiness  of  the 
people  of  our  city.  Many  hours  are  wasted  by 
people,  visitors  as  well  as  residents  of  this  city,  who 
go  to  different  parts  of  our  city  and  are  unable  to 
find  a  number  or  a  house,  unless  they  happen  to 
know  the  particular  house.  My  order  suggests  to 
the  Mayor  and  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
that  they  get  together  on  a  small  sign  of  a  legal 
nature — I  understand  the  numbers  will  cost  but 
two  cents  apiece,  and  they  can  be  read  at  fifty 
yards,  being  about  three  inches  tall — and  that  each 
property  owner  be  instructed  to  place  these  num- 
bers in  front  of  his  home  in  a  uniform  position.  If 
necessary,  as  the  cost  is  only  two  cents  a  number,  a 
small  amount,  let  us  have  the  city  donate  the  num- 
bers to  the  home  owners.  We  have  made  a  vast 
improvement  on  our  street  corners  now  by  having 
uniform  street  signs.  We  have  not  had  half  the 
trouble  we  had  before  these  new  signs  were  put  up, 
and  if  these  small  numbers  were  put  on  the  front 
doors  of  every  house  or  on  every  piece  of  property 
in  this  city,  in  the  same  position,  many  hours  would 
be  saved,  and  no  one  would  be  disturbed  from  his 
night's  slumber  by  someone  inquiring  at  his  door, 
"What  number  is  this?"  So  I  accordingly  ask 
that  my  order  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  about  a  year 
and  a  half  ago  I  introduced  an  order  of  a  similar 
nature.  I  introduced  an  order  here  that  all  side- 
walks on  accepted  streets  be  numbered  on  the 
curbing,  and  I  think  if  that  were  done  it  would  help 
to  eliminate  the  conditions  that  the  councilor 
speaks  of,  because  all  houses  are  not  made  alike. 
For  instance,  some  houses  have  concrete  steps, 
others  wooden  steps,  and  others  side  entrances. 
But  I  think  if  they  numbered  the  curbstone  in  front 
of  each  and  every  house  on  an  accepted  street,  that 
would  eliminate  the  trouble  the  councilor  now 
speaks  of. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


FLOUR   CONTRACT. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be  re- 
quested to  investigate  the  recent  awarding  of  a 
flour  contract  by  the  Superintendent  of  Supplies 
of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  the  City  of 
Boston  bought  its  yearly  supply  of  flour  a  few 
days  ago,  awarding  the  contract  to  the  highest 
bidder.  It  bought  5,200  barrels  of  flour,  and  paid 
$3.73  a  barrel  for  it.  The  American  Flour  Com- 
pany was  the  low  bidder,  a  reputable  concern,  at 
a  bid  of  $3.49.  A  few  days  before  this  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  bought  flour,  22,500 
barrels,  for  the  lowest  price  in  the  history  of  the 
Commonwealth,  buying  their  flour  at  $3.34  a 
barrel,  after  receiving  seventeen  bids.  The 
Boston  American  today,  editorially  commenting 
upon  the  manner  in  which  the  Commonwealth 
bought  its  flour  at  a  low  figure,  giving  the  contract 
to  the  low  bidder,  states: 

"Whenever  you  find  seventeen  competitive 
bidders  you  can  safely  assume  that  these  astute 
business  firms  believe  they  are  not  in  a  game  of 
stacked  cards." 

We  had  three  bidders  on  a  contract  for  flour 
for  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  next  year.  The 
average  flour  concern  believes  that  the  situation 
that  now  exists  in  our  Supply  Department  is  a 
situation  of  stacked  cards.  Why  should  we  have 
three  bidders,  and  the  Commonwealth  seventeen, 
and  why  should  we  pay  $3.73  a  barrel  when  we 
could  procure  the  same  quality  of  flour  for  $3.49? 
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We  here'in'the  City  of  Boston.'in  aTyear  when  we 
cannot,  feed  the  poor,  when  we  are  reducing  the 
allowance  to  the  poor  right  and  left,  are  paying 
S3. 73  for  a  barrel  of  flour  that  we  could  buy  for 
$3.49,  and  that  the  Commonwealth  bought  for 
$3.34. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  want  to  be  recorded  as 
heartily  in  favor  of  this  order.  I  am  sick  and 
tired  of  picking  up  the  Boston  newspapers  and 
seeing  our  publicity-seeking  Mayor  in  some 
statement  that  he  has  issued  direct  to  the  re- 
porters— and  I  find  no  fault  with  the  reporters 
whatsoever,  because  they  are  supposed  to  take 
whatever  the  man  says  as  the  truth — I  am  tired, 
I  say,  of  seeing  these  published  statements  of  the 
Mayor  that  are  entirely  misleading.  When  this 
flour  was  bought  the  people  of  Boston  got  the 
impression  from  the  Boston  newspapers,  who  got 
it  from  our  publicity-seeking  Mayor  downstairs, 
from  his  own  statement,  that  the  greatest  thing 
in  the  flour  market  that  was  ever  done  was  accom- 
plished by  the  great  Curley,  and  flour  was  pur- 
chased when  it  was  at  its  lowest.  And  I  am  glad 
that  the  councilor  has  shown,  as  I  have  always 
contended,  that  the  State  Government  is  being 
run  honestly. 

Coun.  MURRAY— I  would  like  to  ask  the 
colleague  from  Ward  18,  does  he  know  of  any 
competitive  bidder  who  has  refused  to  bid  on 
flour  in  our  Purchasing  Department? 

Chairman  LYNCH — Is  the  councilor  able  to 
answer  the  question? 

Coun.  NORTON — Every  reputable  flour  con- 
cern in  Boston  would  like  business  today  like 
every  reputable  coal  concern  in  Boston  would 
like  business,  from  the  City  of  Boston,  the  greatest 
buyer  in  all  New  England,  I  think  the  average 
person  will  agree,  but  few  of  them  want  to  bid  at 
City  Hall  today  because  they  know  it  is  no  use. 
They  know  that  Max  Kline,  who  has  the  longest 
record  for  short  weight  in  the  history  of  Suffolk 
County,  will  supply  coal  when  every  reputable 
coal  dealer  has  been  turned  out.  So  every  re- 
putable flour  concern  knows  that  even  though 
they  do  submit  a  bid,  and  even  though  they  are 
the  lowest  bidder  for  the  very  sanie  grade  of  flour, 
they  will  get  the  same  treatment  that  the  American 
Flour  Company  got  when  it  bid  $3.49  a  barrel; 
that  is,  their  bid  will  be  thrown  out  in  favor  of 
the  company  which  charged  the  taxpayers  $3.73 
a  barrel. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
a  question?  Was  it  pastry  flour  or  bread  flour 
that  they  bought? 

Coun.  NORTON— Bread  flour.  I  wish  that 
question  were  asked  for  information. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  be 
recorded  in  favor  of  that  order.  I  understand 
there  have  been  hundreds  of  other  cases  of  a 
similar  nature,  and  I  cannot  see  why  the  City  of 
Boston  cannot  take  the  lowest  bidder,  if  it  is  a 
reputable  firm  and  the  bond  is  sufficient.  It 
seems  to  me  that  we  should  get  some  sort  of  an 
answer  on  this  type  of  case,  so  that  it  will  not 
happen  again. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CITY   EMPLOYEES   FOR    INVESTIGATING 
WORK. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  re- 
quested to  transfer  competent  city  employees  from 
municipal  departments  where  their  services  are  not 
now  essential  to  the  Public  Welfare  Division,  to  do 
the  investigating  now  to  be  done  by  the  Boston 
Police  Force,  in  reference  to  those  drawing  welfare 
money  from  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  there  is  no 
community  in  America  that  has  turned  over  its 
entire  welfare  roll  to  its  police  department.  I 
understand  that  here  in  Boston  we  have  less  than 
forty  investigators  actually  on  the  job  amongst 
120,000  people  who  are  drawing  some  form  of  rehef 
from  the  City  of  Boston  today — les3  than  forty 
actual  investigators — and  every  so  often  we  hear 
the  claim  made  that  someone  is  getting  money  from 
the  City  of  Boston.  I  believe  the  average  person 
drawing  money  from  the  Welfare  Department  of 
the  city  is  honest  and  honorable.  I  have  never 
known  a  time  when  so  many  good  people  that  want 
work  are  humiliated  and  are  forced  to  ask  for  relief. 
For  many  months  I  have  requested  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  to  take  these  employees  out  of  the  various 
departments  where  they  are  not  now  necessary. 


Why  do  we  need  seventy-five  inspectors  down  in 
the  Building  Department  when  there  is  no  building, 
according  to  the  official  United  States  figures  here? 
Why  do  we  need  the  various  inspection  forces  that 
we  now  have  in  the  various  departments  when 
their  work  has  been  cut  in  two,  or  cut  in  thirds'' 
Now,  Mr.  President,  if  we  put  on  this  work  about 
two  hundred  city  employees  that  are  competent — 
and  these  men  are  competent,  these  building 
inspectors  and  electrical  inspectors  are  competent 
men — they  can  go  out  and  do  that  work.  I  know 
of  nothing  more  humiliating  to  a  good  family  than 
to  have  a  policeman  visit  the  door  with  a  card, 
asking  questions  from  the  neighbors  regarding 
John  Smith  in  that  house.  I  wish  you  could  see  the 
fear  that  enters  the  hearts  of  the  elderly  people 
receiving  aid  from  the  Welfare  Department,  when 
they  are  told  that  a  policeman  will  call  on  them. 
Mr.  President,  there  is  no  need  of  sending  the 
Boston  police  officers  into  the  homes  of  these  re- 
cipients of  welfare  at  the  present  time.  That  work 
should  be  carried  on  by  a  competent  force  of 
investigators  who  should  go  into  these  homes,  not 
as  a  policeman,  not  as  one  seeking  criminal  informa- 
tion, but  with  a  kindly,  respectful  attitude. 
Two  hundred  investigators  down  there  can  perform 
that  work.  Now,  I  want  to  be  understood,  Mr. 
President.  I  am  anxious  to  protect  this  city  from 
the  professional  who  comes  up  in  court  here  with  a 
card  from  the  Welfare  Department,  the  boy  who 
in  the  daytime  draws  relief,  and  at  night  takes  a 
blackjack  out  to  hold  someone  up.  We  had  a 
couple  of  them  brought  back  from  Montreal  a  few 
weeks  ago,  and  Judge  Louis  Cox  commented  on  the 
fact  that  these  men  had  been  living  on  the  citizens, 
and  yet  had  been  blackjacking  them  at  night.  I  want 
those  men  eliminated.  But  they  are  only  one  in 
a  hundred.  Ninety-nine  out  of  one  hundred  of 
those  families  are  law-abiding  families.  There  is 
no  need  of  sending  an  officer  in  until  a  competent 
force  of  investigators  has  made  a  complete 
check-up,  and  then  if  they  find  something  wrong, 
that  is  time  enough  to  ask  for  the  assistance  of  the 
police.  But  as  for  giving  the  police  officer  a  full 
list  and  asking  him  to  go  in  and  find  out  about 
these  people,  that  is  wrong,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  RUBY — I  regret,  Mr.  President,  that  I 
cannot  agree  with  the  argument  of  the  councilor 
from  Ward  18,  because  I  think  that  today,  much 
more  than  in  years  past,  even  the  small  school  child 
is  being  educated  to  the  fact  that  the  police  officer 
is  not  one  whose  sole  duty  is  to  hound  the  criminal, 
or  one  that  they  should  fear.  Even  in  the  schools 
of  our  city  today  the  child  is  educated  to  the  belief 
that  the  police  officer  is  his  or  her  friend,  and  they 
are  instructed  that  when  they  are  crossing  the 
streets  they  should  secure  the  assistance  of  the 
police  officer.  We  use  the  police  officer  for  the 
listing  of  the  inhabitants  of  our  city  on  the  first 
day  of  April.  I  believe  that  the  work  that  is  being 
done  today  is  something  that  has  been  delayed,  in 
my  opinion,  to  the  detriment  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton— not  of  the  city  itself,  but  of  the  taxpayer  of 
Boston,  who,  as  a  last  resort,  is  being  forced  to 
share  the  burden  in  increased  taxes,  because  of  the 
tremendous  amount  of  money  spent  in  the  Welfare 
Department.  No  member  of  the  Council,  Mr. 
President,  has  any  regret  at  the  pittance  that  is 
being  received  by  the  unfortunate  unemployed 
family,  man,  woman  or  child.  We  are  interested 
in  ferreting  out  those  that  are  getting  aid  that  are 
not  entitled  to  it,  and  we  know  that  there  are 
hundreds  of  those  that  are  now  getting  aid  from 
the  Welfare  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
that  have  no  right  to  it,  and  because  of  the  increase 
in  the  amount  of  money  spent  it  has  become  neces- 
sary to  use  as  stringent  a  method  as  it  is  possible  to 
obtain.  I  believe  the  police  officer  knows  his 
respective  district  better  than  any  other  individual; 
I  believe  the  police  officer  in  Boston  is  that  kind  of 
an  individual  upon  whom  we  can  depend  for 
proper,  fair  and  impartial  information  and  investi- 
gation. I  had  hoped  six  months  ago  that  this 
matter  of  investigation  would  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Police  Department.  I  think  the  man 
that  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  this  special  de- 
partment is  a  credit  to  the  Police  Department  of 
this  city,  and  no  better  man,  in  my  opinion,  could 
have  been  selected  than  Deputy  Goode  to  head  this 
special  investigation  department.  Orders  have 
gone  to  the  different  divisions  for  the  captain  of  the 
division  to  choose  his  own  method  of  investigation, 
so  that  there  is  put  upon  every  captain  bf  the  police 
divisions  of  our  city  a  reliance  in  his  own  personal 
judgment  and  his  ability  to  properly  undertake 
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this  form  of  work.  I  think  the  Police  Department 
is  the  proper  department.  If  we  try  any  other 
method  certain  difficulties  might  be  encountered. 
The  question  of  civil  service  ratings  might  be  en- 
countered, and  there  would  be  a  long-drawn  out 
and  unnecessary  delay.  I  do  not  think  any  honest. 
God-fearing  citizen  of  Boston,  who  is  receiving  aid 
from  the  city,  even  though  he  may  be  in  a  humble 
and  unfortunate  situation  today,  has  anything  to 
fear  because  one  of  our  uniformed  police  officers  is 
making  this  investigation.  We  have  got  to  ferret 
out  those,  as  the  councilor  has  so  well  said,  who  are 
receiving  aid  during  the  day  and  then  going  out  and 
doing  their  regular  work  at  night.  We  have  no 
right  to  ask  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  to  take  care  of 
those  individuals.  No  person  who  is  working  to- 
day has  any  right  to  be  receiving  aid  from  the  City 
of  Boston  at  the  expense  of  the  taxpayer.  And  I 
think  the  methods  we  are  pursuing  now,  in  my 
opinion,  will  save  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  so  that  the  burden  upon 
them  will  be  lessened  a  great  deal,  and  I  trust  that 
the  order  will  be  defeated. 

Coun.  KELLY — The  reason  that  I  feel  that  the 
councilor  from  Ward  IS  has  introduced  a  very  good 
order  is  the  fact  that  the  Police  Department's 
budget  for  employees  is  very  short.  At  the 
present  time  they  are  something  closer  to  two 
hundred  men  under  the  ordinary  budget.  For 
economy  purposes  the  Police  Commissioner  and 
the  Mayor,  I  guess,  have  agreed  not  to  place  any 
more  men  on  the  Police  Force  within  the  near 
future.  I  contend  that  when  these  policemen  are 
taken  off  the  streets  and  placed  on  another  job  the 
taxpayers  are  not  getting  the  proper  protection 
they  are  entitled  to.  I  agree  further  with  the 
councilor  from  Ward  18  that  a  lot  of  people  do  not 
like  to  see  a  man  in  blue  outside  their  door.  Fear 
is  perhaps  the  first  emotion  that  overcomes  the 
mother,  father  or  anybody  else  that  witnesses  a 
police  officer  outside  the  door.  We  know  they  are 
going  to  do  a  good  job,  if  they  have  to  do  it,  but  I 
do  not  feel  that  they  should  be  taken  away  from 
other  work  that  is  much  more  important,  in  order 
to  do  this  kind  of  work.  I  think,  Mr.  President, 
that  easily  seventy-five  men  could  be  taken  from 
other  departments,  as  the  worthy  colleague  from 
Ward  IS  said,  that  are  not  doing  so  much  work,  and 
if  necessary  we  could  get  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission to  let  them  go  out  and  do  this  work. 
Another  thing  that  is  very  important.  I  admit 
that  this  department  is  under  the  fine  supervision 
of  Deputy  Superintendent  Tom  Goode.  They 
could  not  get  a  better  man  there.  And  perhaps 
they  could  not  get  a  better  group  of  men  to  go  and 
do  the  visiting  than  the  police  of  our  city,  who  are 
underpaid.  But  the  policemen's  hearts  are  not 
in  that  particular  kind  of  work.  They  do  not 
want  to  do  it.  And  when  you  are  doing  work  you 
do  not  want  to  do,  never  mind  how  good,'  never 
mind  how  humane  you  are,  you  are  not  going  to  do  a 
good  job.  I  know  from  personal  contact  with  the 
boys  in  blue  that  they  do  not  want  to  do  that  work, 
and  they  feel  they  should  not  have  to  do  it;  that  it 
belongs  to  some  other  department  of  the  city,  it 
belongs  to  someone  in  plain  clothes.  So  I  am 
heartily  in  favor  of  the  councilor's  order. 

Coun.  GREEN — Mr.  President,  I  was  goinf  to 
Buggest  to  the  gentleman  from  Hyde  Park  that 
this  order  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
until  we  can  get  an  opinion  from  the  Corporation 
Counsel  as  to  whether  there  are  any  civil  service 
complications. 

Chairman  LYNCH— Is  that  agreeable  to  the 
councilor? 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  if  he  would  be 
willing  to  allow  an  amendment  to  the  effect  that 
if  police  officers  are  used  in  this  work,  they  should 
be  required  to  dress  in  civilian  attire.  That  may 
eliminate  a  lot  of  complaints  we  have,  because  if  the 
police  officer  goes  to  these  homes  in  ordinary  street 
dress,  and  not  in  uniform,  it  will  take  away  the 
Btigma  of  having  a  police  officer  calling  at  these 
unfortunate  homes. 

Chairman  LYNCH— The  Chair  will  state  that 
the  order  is  only  a  request,  to  the  Mayor  and  has  no 
force.  It  is  just  a  means  of  focusing  attention  on 
something  which  the  councilor  believes  necessary 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  MURRAY— I  would  like  to  say  that  I 
think  one  of  the  members  of  this  Council  intro- 
duced an  order  about  two  years  ago,  and  I  think 
it   we  had  paid  attention  to  it  at  that  time  we 


would  not  now  be  waiting  for  the  horse  to  run 
out  of  the  stable.  The  councilor  from  Ward  13, 
I  believe,  introduced  an  order  that  a  list  of  the 
names  and  addresses  of  those  receiving  aid  be 
prepared  according  to  precincts,  in  order  that  the 
councilors  might  know  on  what  specific  streets 
they  were  getting  aid,  or  whether  they  were  entitled 
to  it,  or  whether  someone  was  getting  it  that  did 
not  deserve  it.  It  took  them  two  years  to  come 
around  to  the  conditions  they  are  now  working 
on  in  this  new  program  upstairs,  and  from  the 
information  I  have  received  this  program  is  going 
along  upstairs  very  well. 

Chairman  LYNCH— The  Chair  will  rule  that 
any  further  discussion  is  out  of  order.  The  order 
has  already  been  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  PRECINCT   OFFICERS. 

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
render  an  opinion  to  the  City  Council  as  to  the 
legality  of  placing  men  on  the  rolls  of  the  Welfare 
Department  at  work  at  the  polls  as  precinct 
officers. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — Mr.  President,  we  are  now 
on  the  eve  of  an  important  election,  and  whereas 
the  suggestion  was  made  some  time  ago  that  the 
Executive  Department  of  our  city  was  going  to 
reduce  two  of  the  precinct  officers,  one  Republican 
and  one  Democrat,  in  each  precinct  of  the  city, 
in  the  interest  of  economy,  I  do  not  believe  that 
they  have  paid  a  lot  of  attention  to  it  until  the 
present  time,  when  the  Election  Department  has 
already  set  the  wheels  in  motion  to  eliminate  one 
Democrat  and  one  Republican  from  every  pre- 
cinct in  the  city.  Although  I  know  we  are  all 
interested  in  economy,  I  think  we  are  all  as  much 
interested  in  having  the  election  tabulations  very 
accurate,  so  that  we  will  not  be  forced  to  incur 
additional  expense  later  on  in  tabulating  the  vote. 
Assuming  that  the  people  on  the  rolls  of  the 
Welfare  Department  are  in  each  instance  a  Repub- 
lican and  Democrat,  as  required  by  law,  and 
assuming  that  they  take  the  oath,  nevertheless, 
having  in  mind  the  fact  that  they  are  ordered  to 
go  down  to  the  various  polls  by  the  Welfare 
Department  to  do  this  work,  I  do  not  think  the 
oath  is  voluntary.  This  order,  therefore,  merely 
calls  upon  the  Corporation  Counsel's  office  to  say 
whether  or  not  that  is  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  law. 

Coun.  NORTON— We  have  on  the  rolls  of  the 
Welfare  Department,  I  understand,  hundreds  of 
competent  people,  bookkeepers,  civil  engineers, 
and  some  lawyers,  college  graduates,  and  these 
men  are  willing  and  want  to  work.  They  want  to 
feel  as  though  they  are  doing  something  for  the 
money  they  receive.  There  is  nothing  so  pitiful  as 
the  man  that  the  world  has  no  place  for;  who 
feels  that  there  is  no  job  left  for  him  to  do.  We 
have  on  those  welfare  rolls  hundreds  of  competent 
men  and  women.  The  Civil  Service  Commissioner 
allows  us  to  have  them  sweep  the  streets,  allows 
us  to  put  them  out  here  cleaning  this  street. 
Why  cannot  that  same  Civil  Service  Commissioner 
allow  us  to  take  those  competent  people  and  put 
them  down  there  in  that  Welfare  Bureau? 

Coun.  ROBERTS — I  would  respectfully  remind 
the  colleague  that  this  just  calls  for  an  opinion  as 
to  whether  or  not  such  action  is  legal.  If  such 
action  is  not  legal  it  is  possible  that  we  will  have 
a  contested  election  that  will  cost  the  city  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


NEW   MIMEOGRAPHING   MACHINE. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Messenger  purchase  a 

new  mimeographing  machine,  turning  in  the  old 

one  as  part  payment  therefor. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


SIDEWALK   ORDERS. 

Coun.  ENGLERT  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 

Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Elmore  street,  full 

length,  both  sides,  Ward  11,  in  front  of  the  estates 

bordering  thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to 
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10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from 
5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial 
stone,  with  granite  edgestones,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Boynton  street, 
between  South  street  and  Call  street,  Ward  11, 
in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon;  said 
sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the 
gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width, 
and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite 
edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196 
of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Coun.  GLEASON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Dilworth  Btreet, 
both  sides,  from  Northampton  street  to  Camden 
street,  Ward  9,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  St.  Botolph  street, 
Massachusetts  avenue  to  Gainsborough  street, 
Ward  4,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon; 
said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the 
gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width, 
and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite 
edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196 
of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Decatur  street 
(Bunker  Hill  street  to  Medford  street),  Ward  2, 
in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon;  said 
sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter 
adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to 
be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite  edgestones, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1917. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Vine  street  (Chelsea 
street  to  Bunker  Hill  street),  Ward  2,  in  front  of 
the  estates  bordering  thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be 
from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be 
from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artifi- 
cial stone,  with  granite  edgestones,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Sheridan  street 
(Centre  street  to  Chestnut  avenue).  Ward  19,  in 
front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon;  said  side- 
walk to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter 
adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to 
be  built  of  artificial  stone,  with  granite  edge- 
stones, under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ADDITIONAL  OFFICERS  FOR  STATION  14. 

Coun.  HEIN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  provide 
additional  officers  for  Division  14,  to  be  used  for  the 
protection  of  pedestrians  and  law-abiding  motorists 
along  Commonwealth  avenue. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  only  calling 
upon  the  Police  Commissioner  to  furnish  three  ad- 
ditional policemen  from  the  hour.",  of  8  a.  m.  to  10 
a.  m.,  and  from  4  p.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  With  147  acci- 
dents, as  I  said  before,  within  the  last  year,  and  six 
deaths,  as  reported  from  the  police  captain  of  that 
division,  I  think  it  is  about  time  that  we  have  some 
protection  out  there  for  the  pedestrians  that  want 
to  cross  Commonwealth  avenue. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  am  going  to  vote  for  the 
order — I  think  it  is  a  very  worthy  order — but  I  re- 
call that  the  councilor  who  just  spoke  was  not  so 
interested  in  the  protection  of  small  children  in  his 
district  when  he  voted  to  sell  a  piece  of  land  a  few 
months  ago  that  was  owned  by  the  city  and  used 
for  a  playground. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

Chairman  LYNCH  called  up  Nos.  4,  5  and  6  on 
the  calendar,  under  unfinished  business,  as  follows: 

4.  Ordered,  That  to  provide  temporarily  money 
to  meet  the  appropriations  for  the  financial  year 
1932,  the  City  Treasurer  issue  and  sell,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  amounts  as  he  may  deem  best, 
notes  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City  of 
Boston  not  exceeding  five  million  dollars  in  the 
total,  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  current 
municipal  year;  that  all  such  notes  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  be  dated  the  day  the  money  for  the 
same  is  received,  be  made  payable  with  the  interest 
thereon  within  one  year  of  their  date  from  the  taxes 
of  the  year  1932,  and  bear  interest  from  their  date 
until  the  same  are  made  payable  at  such  rate  as  the 
City  Auditor,  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  Mayor 
may  determine. 

On  July  25,  1932,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  18,  nays  0. 

5.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $65,000  be,  and 
hereby'is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  City  Hospital  Trustees,  for  Chil- 
dren's Pavilion,  furnishing  and  equipping,  and  that 
to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be 
authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  re- 
quest of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

On  July  25,  1932,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  20,  nays  0. 

6.  Ordered,  That  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  203  of  the  Acts  of  1932  the  sum 
of  $35,000  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Com- 
missioners, for  Park,  Vicinity  of  Nashua  and 
Leverett  Streets,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropria- 
tion the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from 
time  to  time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount. 

Ordered,  That  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  chapter  203  of  the  Acts  of  1932  the  sum  of  $35,000 
be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  for 
Park,  Vicinity  of  Nashua  and  Leverett  Streets,  and 
that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  isBue,  from  time  to 
time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certi- 
ficates of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount, 
the  same  to  be  issued  outside  the  statutory  limit 
o  f  indebtedness. 

On  July  25,  1932,  the  foregoing  orders  were  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  20,  nays  0. 


Coun.  NORTON— I  move  that  we  take  Nos.  4 
and  5  on  one  vote  and  No.  6  on  another. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  orders  Nos. 
4  and  5,  and  the  orders  were  given  their  second 
reading  and  passed,  yeas  18,  nays  0. 

Chairman  LYNCH— The  clerk  will  call  the  roll 
on  No.  6. 

Coun.  MURRAY — I  would  like  to  inquire  from 
the  councilor  from  the  West  End  what  the  order 
means.  The  reason  I  ask  is  because  sometime  ago, 
when  we  were  widening  Charles  street,  I  asked  the 
question  in  the  record  whether  any  land  was  to  be 
taken,  and  the  answer  at  that  time  was  "no." 
When  the  widening  started  they  took  a  hotel  and 
land  at  the  corner  of  Cambridge  street  and  Charles 
street.  At  that  time  they  promised  they  would 
take  no  land.  I  would  like  to  ask  the  councilor 
from  the  West  End  if  he  can  inform  me  what  they 
mean  by  "  vicinity." 

Coun.  FITZGERALD—There  is  no  land  to  be 
acquired.  The  land  is  already  owned  by  the  city. 
This  is  for  construction  purposes  only. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Where  is  the  "vicinity"? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— The  land  is  in  the 
vicinity  of  Leverett  and  Nashua  streets,  and 
borders  on  Leverett  and  Charles  streets. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Whom  is  it  owned  by? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— The  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Couldn't  they  go  and  take 
some  further  land  under  that  word  "vicinity"? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  would  like  to  have  the 
clerk  read  the  communication. 

Chairman  LYNCH— The  clerk  will  read  the 
original  order. 

(The  clerk  read  the  original  message  of  the 
Mayor  and  order.) 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— You  can  see  by  this 
order  that  there  is  nothing  about  land  mentioned. 
It  is  simply  for  construction  purposes.  When  we 
were   widening   Charles   street   it   is   true   that    I 
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understood  at  that  time  there  would  be  no  land 
taken,  but  land  was  ordered  taken  on  the  park 
side,  which  was  done,  and  deprived  the  people  of 
that  district  for  the  past  two  years  of  any  park 
facilities.  Later  on  this  Council  accepted  an  act 
of  the  Legislature  that  gave  them  power,  and 
something  went  through — evidently  everybody 
was  asleep — which  called  for  the  building  of  those 
circles  which  they  took  the  land  for,  with  which 
we  have  nothing  whatever  to  do. 

Coun.  MURRAY — I  am  glad  to  hear  the  in- 
formation received  from  the  councilor  from  the 
West  End,  because  I  noticed  that  one  of  the 
gentlemen  from  the  West  End  a  short  while  ago, 
on  that  $3,000,000  taking  at  Haymarket  square, 
did  not  give  us  the  information.  They  just 
passed  it  through  the  Legislature  and  did  not 
give  the  Council  a  chance  to  act  on  an  appropria- 
tion for  its  own  city,  thereby  taking  home  rule 
away  from  Boston.  Therefore  I  am  kind  of 
critical  of  anything  that  goes  to  the  West  End. 

Coun.  Mc'GRATH— I  feel  that  the  Council 
does  not  want  to  be  blinded  by  this  order,  because 
of  the  fact  that  it  was  this  Council  that  voted  the 
money  for  the  widening  of  Charles  street,  which 
widening  eliminated  a  playground  and  a  little 
park  down  there  adjacent  to  one  of  the  poorest 
sections  of  our  city.  Those  who  represent  wards 
in  East  Boston  and  in  Charlestown  and  in  Dor- 
chester and  South  Boston,  where  the  people 
within  walking  distance  of  their  homes  have 
bathing  facilities,  must  not  be  selfish  with  regard 
to  a  section  of  the  city  where  there  are  not  even 
bathtubs  in  a  lot  of  the  houses,  and  where  from  a 
health  standpoint  they  are  entitled  to  this  con- 
sideration. We  are  simply  in  this  order  replacing 
something  which  by  our  vote  we  took  away  from 
them,  that  little  park  down  there  adjacent  to 
the  West  End,  at  Charles,  Leverett  and  Nashua 
streets,  which  for  years  was  utilized  to  its  capacity 
by  the  residents  who  could  walk  through  there. 
It  is  in  that  section  of  the  city  where  they  have 
never  heard  of  race  suicide,  and  where  each  family 
is  so  large  that  they  cannot  afford  to  transport 
them  to  other  places,  and  here  adjacent  to  their 
homes  there  is  the  opportunity  of  enjoying  the 
breeze  from  the  Charles  river,  if  this  Council 
sees  fit  to  appropriate  this  money.  I  think 
the  reason  that  they  say  "  in  the  vicinity  of  Nashua 
and  Leverett  streets"  is  that  it  is  on  the  water  side, 
on  which  it  is  impossible  to  define  the  outline 
as  it  could  ordinarily  be  defined  on  solid  land, 
where  we  could  say,  "The  property  so-and-so." 
This  is  land  already  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston, 
this  is  land  that  in  the  past  was  used  for  a  park, 
and  now  in  part  is  used  for  the  widening  of  Charles 
street.  This  is  an  appeal  from  those  not  in 
politics,  but  from  those  in  the  crowded  sections 
of  our  city,  for  the  City  Council  to  replace  in  a 
very  much  needed  place  a  beach  and  recreation 
place  that  was  taken  away  from  them.  So  let 
us  not  make  the  mistake  of  voting  against  a 
thing  that  is  so  all-important,  not  only  from  a 
recreational  but  from  a  health  standpoint. 

Coun.  NORTON— I  agree  with  a  lot  that  my 
colleague  from  Dorchester  has  said  in  reference  to 
the  West  End  district,  but  I  think  it  is  wrong  to  be 
appropriating  money  for  playgrounds  in  a  year 
when  we  do  not  know  whether  we  are  going  to  get 
enough  money  to  properly  feed  the  children.  I 
think  the  first  consideration  is  to  give  the  children 
plenty  to  eat.  The  Boston  Health  League  says 
that  a  child  between  the  ages  of  two  and  twelve 
should  have  a  quart  of  milk  a  day.  There  are 
thousands  of  children  in  Boston  today  that  do 
not  get  a  quart  of  milk  a  week.  How  can  they? 
Our  cry  to  the  120,000  people  who  are  getting 
something  from  the  Welfare  Department  is  that 
we  have  not  the  money.  We  have  got  to  reduce. 
They  are  reduced  right  and  left,  and  now  we  are 
turning  the  cops  on  them.  I  wish  we  would  turn 
the  police  on  some  of  those  contractors  that  in 
one  smash  get  more  money  than  all  of  these  poor 
unfortunates  put  together  get  in  a  month.  I  wish 
the  City  Treasurer  would  adopt  with  regard  to 
some  of  these  contractors,  such  as  this  flour 
contractor  that  was  exposed  here  today,  the  same 
tactics  that  he  uses  when  it  comes  to  spending 
money  on  these  unfortunates  that  are  unemployed. 
Mr.  President,  how  can  anyone  in  these  days 
vote  money  for  a  playground?  I  do  not  want 
playgrounds  in  our  ward.  I  want  that  money  to 
feed  the  children,  the  mothers  and  fathers,  the  old 
and  young,  that  are  in  need  of  something.  This 
city  tells  our  unemployed  it  has  got  to  cut  them, 
they  have  got  no  money  for  them,  and  yet  here  we 
are  going  to  spend  thousands  of  dollars  for  a  play- 


ground. We  already  spend  on  our  Park  and 
Recreation  Department  more  than  any  other 
city  in  the  world.  We  spend  an  average  of  $2.76 
for  every  man,  woman  and  child,  in  our  Park 
Department,  and  the  city  nearest  to  that  expendi- 
ture is  New  York  with  76  cents.  We  have  more 
parks,  more  playgrounds  now  for  a  city  of  our  size 
than  any  like  city  in  all  the  world.  Those  figures 
were  brought  forward  by  the  Russell  Sage  Founda- 
tion last  winter,  when  they  made  a  survey  of  the 
amount  of  money  that  was  spent  by  the  munici- 
palities of  the  world  on  parks,  playgrounds  and 
municipal  recreational  facilities.  Now,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, this  is  not  .the  year  to  be  spending  this 
money.  No  one  living  ever  saw  a  year  like  this 
one,  and  God  knows  what  not  this  winter  but  the 
winter  after  will  bring  forth.  I  have  been  talking 
that  way  so  much  that  most  of  my  colleagues  are 
disheartened  at  the  bare  repetition  of  it.  The 
Federal  Reserve  Board  in  Washington  this  week 
reports  that  residential  building  in  America  last 
month  was  just  one  quarter  of  what  it  was  in  the 
same  month  a  year  ago.  They  report  here  in  the 
Federal  Reserve  District  of  Boston  that  the 
individual  debit  accounts  at  the  banks  for  April, 
1932,  are  off  over  $438,000,000,  as  compared  with 
the  same  month  a  year  ago,  and  remember  that  in 
1931  we  were  on  the  slide  then,  and  at  a  considerable 
velocity.  Senator  Samuel  H.  Wragg,  chairman 
of  the  Special  Committee  on  Municipal  Expendi- 
tures, in  a  radio  speech  over  a  local  station  a  few 
d  ays  ago  stated : 

"The  cost  of  carrying  on  governmental  activities 
is  far  greater  than  the  ability  of  people  to  pay. 
If  we  borrow,  we  shall  greatly  aggravate  the 
condition.  Borrowing  to  obtain  money  is  simply  a 
delusion  fathered  by  politicians  who  will  be  out  of 
office  within  a  short  time.  No  sincere  person 
believes  that  the  floating  of  repeated  bond  issues 
is  going  to  get  us  out  of  our  difficulties." 

And  listen  to  this  statement  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Special  Committee  on  Municipal  Expenditures. 
A  similar  statement  was  never  before  made. 

"We  are  soon  going  to  see  conditions  like  those 
in  Chicago  where  the  complete  collapse  of  the 
governmental  structure  has  caused  payless  pay- 
days. Within  a  month  or  two  you  will  see  these 
conditions  in  a  number  of  Massachusetts  cities 
and  towns.  This  is  no  pessimistic  picture.  It  is 
the  plain  truth,  backed  by  the  facts." 

Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  there  never  has  been  in 
the  history  of  this  Commonwealth  a  statement 
made  by  a  responsible  official  similar  to  the  one  I 
have  just  quoted  to  you  made  by  the  chairman  of 
municipal  finance,  who  perhaps  knows  more  about 
the  current  conditions  of  our  municipalities  than 
any  man  in  this  Commonwealth — Senator  Wragg, 
chairman  of  municipal  finance.  And  in  the  light 
of  these  conditions,  Mr.  Chairman,  every  building 
you  can  see  is  not  paying,  but  losing  money.  That 
hotel  on  the  corner,  for  instance,  and  the  same 
with  respect  to  every  hotel  in  Boston,  including  the 
Statler.  The  banks  are  worrying  as  to  where  they 
are  going  to  get  the  first  mortgage  of  $2,000,000 
and  the  second  mortgage  of  $1,000,000  out  of 
there.  You  can  go  down  and  take  the  Touraine 
tomorrow  if  you  will  pay  the  taxes,  the  highest 
taxes  in  all  the  world  of  any  city  with  the  same 
commerce  and  industry.  Now  we  are  going  to 
make  them  still  higher,  with  thousands  and  tens  of 
thousands  in  the  city  asking  for  something  to  eat. 
I  would  like  to  make  sure  that  next  year  we  will 
have  enough  to  feed  the  people  of  Boston — worthy 
people,  so  many  of  them,  who  are  pleading  for 
something  to  eat.  I  move,  therefore,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, even  though  the  old  Charlesbank  Gymnasium 
was  in  the  West  End  where  I  belong,  and  there  is 
rather  an  implied  contract  that  those  children  down 
there  should  have  a  playground  for  the  one  we  took 
away  from  them — I  move  that  this  order  be  re- 
jected. Even  with  those  conditions  confronting 
us,  Mr.  President,  we  have  no  money  to  spend  on 
playgrounds  in  a  year  when  we  are  faced  with  the 
problem  of  properly  feeding  the  unemployed. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— I  want  to  say  that  I 
agree  with  some  of  the  statements  made  by  the 
previous  speaker,  but  there  are  improvements  that 
we  cannot  stop,  and  I  want  to  say  for  the  benefit 
of  the  gentleman  who  quoted  the  Honorable 
Senator  Wragg,  for  whom  I  have  a  very  high 
regard,  and  with  whom  I  served  in  the  Legisla- 
ture, that  he  did  not  have  much  consideration  for 
the  unemployed  when  his  committee  voted 
$3,000,000  for  the  so-called  tunnel.  And  I  want 
to  go  on  record  now  and  say  here  that  I  was 
opposed  to  it  then,  am  opposed  to  it  now,  and  I  was 
opposed  to  the  methods  by  which  it  was  put  over. 
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But  Senator  Wragg  was  chairman  of  that  com- 
mittee on  municipal  finance  that  appropriated 
that  $3,000,000  for  a  proposition  which  at  this 
time  was  absolutely  needless,  and  could  have  well 
waited  until  the  completion  of  the  tunnel.  We 
cannot  stagnate  the  city.  We  have  an  eyesore 
there  on  Charles,  Leverett  and  Nashua  streets. 
The  honorable  gentleman  from  Dorchester  also 
stated  that  there  was  an  implied  contract  to  pro- 
vide the  children  with  this  playground.  Who  pays 
the  engineer  of  the  city?  We  must  have  something 
for  him  to  do.  This  city  might  be  able  to  prosper 
by  helping  out  our  hotel  situation  and  helping  out 
our  property  owners.  The  city  has  erected  a 
magnificent  structure  there,  and  they  are  also 
going  to  fix  up  a  place  for  parking  purposes  in 
order  to  take  care  of  those  people  who  come  for 
renewals  of  their  licenses.  I  think  you  will  recog- 
nize that  the  Public  Works  Building  has  got  to  be 
taken  care  of,  now  that  the  city  has  placed  it  there. 
I  am  opposed  to  spending  that  money  unless  it  is 
absolutely  needed,  but  it  is  a  proposition  that 
requires  the  taking  of  no  land.  We  do  not  want 
to  leave  that  an  eyesore  there  perhaps  for  years  to 
come  if  this  work  is  not  done  now.  I  sincerely 
hope,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  no  land  to  be 
taken,  but  the  money  is  simply  for  construction 
purposes,  in  order  to  give  back  again  to  the  people 
of  that  district  what  we  took  away  from  them — 
I  sincerely  hope  that  the  members  of  the  Council 
will  vote  for  this  proposition,  giving  to  the  people 
of  that  district  the  money  necessary  for  the  com- 
pletion of  that  park. 

Coun.  BURKE — I  want  to  make  a  statement 
before  I  vote  on  this  particular  order.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  this  particular  park  is  located  in  that 
part  of  the  city  where  it  is  badly  needed  for  the 
young  children,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  them  off 
the  street  and  putting  them  in  a  place  where  they 
can  be  taught  Americanism  and  taught  the  various 
games  that  they  should  know,  I  am  going  to  vote 
for  this  order.  Under  ordinary  circumstances,  I 
promise  you  that  I  will  refuse  to  vote  that  any 
money  be  expended  in  any  large  amount  for  any 
park  this  year.  I  know  from  investigation  that 
this  park  is  needed  in  that  section  of  the  city,  and 
for  that  reason  I  am  going  to  vote  yes. 

The  orders  were  passed,  yeas  18,  nayB — Coun. 
Norton — 1. 


REPORT    OF   COMMITTEE    ON    FINANCE. 

Coun.  RUBY,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  July  25,  1932)  for  a  loan  of  $600,000  for 
extension  of  water  mains — recommending  that  the 
order  ought  not  to  pass,  without  prejudice. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  rejected. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  July  12,  1932)  for  rescission  of  loans  for 
City  Hospital  and  park  and  children's  pavilion — 
recommending  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  CURTIS — May  I  have  a  little  explana- 
tion from  the  chairman  of  the  committee  or  the 
acting  chairman  as  to  what  this  order  is  about? 

Coun.  RUBY — May  I  state  for  the  information 
of  the  members  of  the  body  that  we  appropriated 
sometime  ago  I  think  $70,000  or  $75,000  for  the 
building  of  the  children's  pavilion  at  the  Boston 
City  Hospital.  The  Board  of  Trustees  have  now 
discovered  that  they  will  be  able  to  save  or  will 
be  able  to  build  that  building  for  $20,000  less 
than  the  amount  that  we  appropriated,  and  they 
desire  to  use  the  balance  for  other  hospital  pur- 
poses, and  for  that  reason  we  are  rescinding 
$10,000  within  the  debt  limit  and  $10,000  outside 
of  the  debt  limit,  so  that  this  money  may  be 
released  from  the  building  of  the  children's 
pavilion. 

Coun.  CURTIS — For  what  other  purposes  do 
they  want  to  use  the  money? 

Coun.  RUBY — The  communication  does  not 
so  state,  but  I  assume  that  when  we  rescind  the 
order  we  simply  put  the  money  back,  and  it  can 
be  used  on  another  loan  order,  properly  presented 
before  this  body,  at  which  time  I  assume  the 
hospital  trustees  will  give  us  the  information  with 
regard  to  the  purpose  for  which  they  desire  this 
money. 

Coun.  CURTIS— And  we  will  then  have  to 
appropriate  that  money  over  again.

SPECIAL  SESSION   OF   LEGISLATURE. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  immediately  get  in  touch  with  his 
Excellency  the  Governor,  urging  upon  him  the 
necessity  for  calling  a  special  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature for  the  purpose  of  passing  emergency  legis- 
lation granting  an  extension  of  time  in  which  to 
pay  taxes  to  home  owners  who  are  about  to  lose 
their  property. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  offering 
this  order  at  this  time,  hoping  that  proper  action 
will  be  taken  so  that  emergency  legislation  can 
be  passed  giving  the  property  owners  in  the  City 
of  Boston  who  are  about  to  lose  their  property 
because  of  their  inability  to  pay  their  taxes  an 
opportunity  to  have  an  extension  of  time.  We  are 
doing  all  we  possibly  can  to  help  in  the  welfare 
work  for  the  people  who  are  needing  money  from 
the  taxpayers  and  now  we  have  an  opportunity 
to  help  the  taxpayers,  the  people  who  own  homes 
and  who,  because  of  no  fault  of  their  own,  are 
unable  to  pay  their  taxes,  and  I  think  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  should  call  upon  his  Excellency 
the  Governor,  to  ask  for  an  immediate  session  of 
the  Legislature  so  that  proper  emergency  legisla- 
tion can  be  passed  allowing  these  property  owners 
who  own  property  in  the  City  of  Boston  an  exten- 
sion of  time  in  which  to  pay  their  taxes.  Unless 
we  do  this  we  will  be  grossly  unfair  to  the  people 
who  own  their  own  homes,  grossly  unfair  to  the 
citizens  of  Boston  and  every  other  town  and  city 
in  the  Commonwealth,  particularly  to  those  people 
who  are  endeavoring  and  have  endeavored  to  have 
a  home  of  their  own  over  a  long  period  of  years, 
and  who  have  not  been  able  to  pay  their  mortgages, 
and  who  are  not  able  to  pay  their  taxes.

APPROPRIATION    FOR      MUNICIPAL    EM- 
PLOYMENT    BUREAU. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  McGRATH  No.  10  on  the 
calendar  was  taken  from  the  table,  viz.: 

10.  Ordered,  That  a  sum  not  in  excess  of  $5,000 
be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended  by 
the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Mayor,  in  the  prosecution  of  its 
duties,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  Reserve 
Fund. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  is  needless  for 
us  to  go  into  the  facts  that  were  brought  forth  at 
last  Monday's  meeting,  in  so  far  as  the  employ- 
ment office  is  concerned.  I  made  specific  charges. 
I  know  that  if  I  were  the  head  of  any  department 
that  was  charged  with  any  responsibility,  and 
charges  were  made  against  my  department,  I 
certainly  would  make  an  attempt  to  answer  them. 
But  one  week  has  elapsed,  and  no  answer  has  been 
made  to  my  charges,  in  so  far  as  the  employment 
office  is  concerned.  Let  me  enlarge  on  those 
charges.  I  said  last  week  that  we  had  one 
living  in  Milton.  This  week  I  understand  that 
we  have  another  gentleman  who  is  living  in  Brook- 
line,  meaning  that  we  have  two  nonresidents  of 
Boston  holding  positions  not  geverned  by  the 
civil  service  that  can  be  removed  immediately, 
and  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  Boston  appointed 
to  take  their  places.  The  Mayor  has  stated  that 
he  agreed  with  the  councilor  from  Dorchester 
when  he  introduced  his  order  in  so  far  as  married 
women  were  concerned.  If  he  agreed,  then  he 
should  be  consistent  and  immediately  remove  them 
from  the  rolls.  We  have  also  brought  out  the 
fact  that  it  was  a  sort  of  family  affair  down  in  the 
employment  office;  that  unless  you  were  in  very 
close  with  some  individual  you  would  not  be  able 
to  get  a  position.  Let  me  present  to  the  Council 
for  their  consideration  the  following  facts.  We 
stated  last  Monday  that  one  married  woman  was 
employed  in  the  employment  office  whose  husband 
is  in  a  very  comfortable  position,  and  when  one  of 
the  councilors  went  down  to  get  a  position  for 
somebody  in  his  ward  he  found  that  her  son  had 
been  given  the  position.  We  find  another  em- 
ployee in  the  City  Hospital.  We  find  that  her 
father  is  on  the  lodge  gate  at  the  City  Hospital. 
We  find  her  sister  working  at  the  City  Hospital. 
We  find  her  brother  an  orderly  at  the  Haymarket 
Relief  Station,  and  we  find  a  brother-in-law  an 
orderly  at  the  East  Boston  Hospital.  That  family 
is  drawing  from  the  institutions  $04  a  week.  Now, 
is  it  possible  for  any  member  of  the  City  Council 
to  go  down  to  that  place  and  procure  a  position 
for  any  individual?  It  is  impossible.  The  tax- 
payers are  spending  $40,000  a  year  to  give  jobs  to 
the  families  of  the  employees.  We  read  a  short 
time  ago  about  the  Mayor  of  Boston  taking  auto- 
mobiles away  from  the  department  heads  and 
giving   them  to   some   of   these   people   who  are 


running    these    rackets.     Well,    there    were   some 
department  heads  that  needed  a  car,  and  needed 
it  very  badly.     The  employment  office  has  a  car 
running   around,   joy-riding    on   Sundays   by   the 
fashion  plate  who  is  the  head  of  the  organization 
there.     No  attempt  has  been  made  to  take   his 
car  away  from  him.     You  say  it  is  only  $5,000 
that  we  are  going  to  expend  before  the  year  is  out. 
They  have  already  had  $40,000.     This  has  been 
going  on  now  for  the  last  eighteen  months.     They 
came  up  here  for  large  appropriations  and  we  cut 
them   down.     Two    months    from   now   they    are 
coming  in  and  they  are  going  to  get  $5,000  more. 
The  members  of  this  Council  have  put  themselves 
on  record  in  so  far  as  nonresidents  are  concerned. 
They  have  said  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  "We  do 
not  want  a  nonresident  employed  on  any  contract," 
and  the  Mayor  refuses  to  act.     But  the  Council 
can  act  on  this  matter.     If  you  vote  today  this 
$5,000,  then  you  are  Baying  to  the  people  of  Boston, 
"  We  invite  nonresidents  to  come  into  our  town  and 
get  on   the   pay  roll  while  our  own  citizens  are 
walking  the  streets,   and  while  we  are  spending 
money  down  in  the  Welfare  Department."     Last 
week    in    the    Welfare     Department    widows     re- 
ceiving $12  and  $15  were  cut  to  $9.     Every  in- 
dividual was  sliced  there.     They  say  it  is  absolutely 
necessary,    and    we    must    accept    it.     But    what 
about   this   appropriation?     Is   it   necessary?     Of 
course  it  is  not.     Why,  in  that  employment  office 
down  there  we  have  the  champion  whist  players 
.  of  the  city,  because  they  play  it  constantly  down 
there,  and  do  no  work.     I  am  voting  against  this 
order  on  principle.     That  principle  is,  first,  that 
there  has  been  an  individual  on  the  city  pay  roll 
that  is  not  a  resident  and  a  taxpayer  of  Boston. 
I  charged  last  week  that  there  was  one  living  in 
Milton.     I  today  charge  that  there  are  two,  one 
living  in  Brookline  and  the  other  living  in  Milton. 
I  charged  last  week  that  there  is  a  woman  employed 
there  whose  husband  is  a  fireman  in  the  City  of 
Boston,    and    a    woman    employed    there    whose 
husband  is  in  the  trucking  business,  and  who  has 
placed  her  son  in  the   Boston  City  Hospital.     I 
am  charging  today  that  one  family  alone  has  five 
employees   in   the   city   institutions.     Now,   what 
are  we  going  to  do  about  it?     I  know  what  I  am 
going  to  do  about  it.     I  am  saying  to  the  people 
of  Boston  that  it  is  unfair  and  it  is  unjust,  and  for 
that  reason  I  myself  would  like  to  see  the  Em- 
ployment Bureau  abolished.     I  know   that  there 
are  some  real  people  down  there.     They  can  be 
taken  care  of  in  other  departments.     And  I  say 
to  the  members  of  this  Council  that  they  have 
gone  on  record  twice,  one  in  so  far  as  married 
women  are  concerned,  and  have  asked  the  Mayor 
to   discharge   them,    in   the   order   introduced   by 
Councilor   Bush.     The   Mayor  agreed,   but   came 
back  with  the  statement  that  the  civil  service  laws 
would  not  allow  it.     We  are  on  record  in  so  far  as 
nonresidents  are  concerned.     And  your  vote  here 
today  is  going  to  indicate  to  the  people  of  Boston 
whether   or   not   you    desire   these   conditions   to 
exist.     And  for  the  reasons  stated  I  am  going  to 
vote  against  the  $5,000  appropriation. 

Coun.  HEIN— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
councilor  from  Roxbury  is  misinformed  when  he 
makes  the  statement  about  the  gentleman  from 
Brookline.  I  have  in  mind  the  gentleman  he  is 
referring  to.  That  gentleman  has  been  a  resident 
of  Boston  all  his  life.  If  the  gentleman  wants  to 
go  down  and  look  on  the  voting  list  or  on  the 
police  list,  it  can  be  verified  very  easily.  Regard- 
ing the  five  members  of  one  family  that  he  speaks 
about  being  employed  in  the  city  institutions,  two 
of  them  are  in  my  ward,  Mr.  President.  They 
happen  to  be  this  young  lady  down  there,  and  her 
father,  working  at  the  City  Hospital.  Her  brother 
is  married  and  is  not  living  in  my  ward.  Her 
other  brother  is  married  and  is  living  in  Dorchester. 
So  as  far  as  that  one  family  is  concerned,  I  am 
glad  to  see  them  down  there  getting  a  living 
rather  than  being  on  the  Welfare  rolls. 

Coun.  MURRAY — I  make  a  motion  to  lay  this 
order  on  the  table  and  to  bring  those  people 
before  us  and  find  out  the  facts.  Don't  judge 
people  by  what  we  hear  and  say.  I  make  a  motion 
to  lay  it  on  the  table  and  bring  them  in  here  and 
hear  what  they  have  to  say. 

The  question  was  taken  and  the  Chair  declared 
the  motion  lost. 

Coun.  MURRAY — I  doubt  the  vote  and  ask 
for  a  roll  call. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  of  Coun. 
Murray  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  the  motion  was 
defeated,  yeas  8,  nays  9. 
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Coun.   BURKE — I   am   probably  as   much   in- 
terested in  this  particular  subject  matter  as  any- 
body on  the  Council  floor,  and  it  is  true  that  in 
so  far  as  regarding   the  employment   of  married 
women   whose   husbands   are   unable   to    work   is 
concerned,  I  am  absolutely  and  avowedly  against 
any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Mayor  or  anybody 
else  to  allow  any  married  woman  whose  husband 
is  sufficiently  able  to  support  her  to  continue  on 
the  pay  roll  of  the  City  of  Boston.     With  respect 
to  Kenneth   McDonald,   as   I   stated   at   the  last 
meeting  when  I  made  the  motion  to  lay  this  order 
on  the  table,  I  made  an  investigation  of  my  own, 
and  I  find  that  Kenneth  McDonald  is  registered 
and  paid  a  poll  tax  in  1931  and  1932.     In  1931 
he  lived  at  883  Huntington  avenue,  and  in  1932 
he  lived  at  309  Huntington  avenue.     In  addition 
to  that  I  checked  further  and  I  found  that  in  the 
town  of  Milton  Kenneth  C.  McDonald,  Sr.,  paid 
a  poll  tax.     I  also  have  a  statement  here  from  the 
election    commissioner   saying    that    Kenneth   E. 
McDonald,    Jr.,    registered    at    883    Huntington 
avenue,  and  his  name  is  borne  upon  the  voting 
list  of  Ward   10  for  the  year  1931.     I  remember 
distinctly   that  in   1932    the  same   Kenneth   Mc- 
Donald   was  a   candidate   for   the   office   of   City 
Councilor  in  old  Ward  24.     So  in  so  far  as  Mc- 
Donald is  concerned,  the  public  record  establishes 
the  fact  that  he  is  a  bona  fide  resident  and  citizen 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  for  that  reason  any 
information    that   comes   from    any    other   source 
can  be  rebutted  by  the  evidence  I  have  at  hand. 
In  addition  to  that,  I  .looked  into  the  matter  of 
Mrs.    Galvin    and    I    found    that    Mrs.    Galvin's 
husband   had   been   sick   for  the  last  four  years. 
I  found  this  information  as  a  result  of  personal 
observation  on  my  own  part,  and  on  account  of 
the  fact  that  her  name  was  mentioned  here  at  the 
last  meeting  I  wish   to  take  this  opportunity  of 
commending  a  woman  of  her  age,  in  the  afternoon 
of  life,  who  was  forced  to  go  out  into  the  industrial 
world  and  secure  money  enough  to  support  her 
sick  husband   and   herself.     With  respect   to   the 
other  married  woman,  Mrs.  Gallagher,  I  find  that 
her  husband  works  for  the  Boston  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  that  he  is    able   financially  to  support 
his  wife;   and  that  Mrs.  Gallagher  should  be  im- 
mediately discharged  from  the  city  pay  roll.     And 
I  understand  further  that  she  does  not  come  under 
the  civil  service,  and   the  Mayor  has  the  power, 
within   his  discretion,   to   take  such  action  if   he 
chooses.     On  the  other  hand,  we  have  an  Employ- 
ment Bureau,  and   I  am  for  its  continued  main- 
tenance, because  it  is  the  only  means  the  City 
of  Boston  has  instituted  for  the  purpose  of  secur- 
ing employment  for  the  unemployed    people.     If 
they   close    the   Employment    Bureau    it    will   do 
away  with  the  only  service  we  have  to  the  people 
who  are  unable  to  find  a  job.     Just  why  the  Mayor  • 
of  the  City  of  Boston  is  called  upon  to  do  away 
with    the    city    employment    office    because    one 
married  woman  is  working  in  that  department  it 
is    hard    to    understand.     Considering    the    vast 
number  of  people  who  go  to  that  office  looking  for 
jobs    and    looking    over    the    statistics    from    the 
statistical  department,  and  considering  the  num- 
ber of  applicants  who  have  received  work  over  a 
long  period  of  time,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  office  is  one  that  should  be  kept  in  opera- 
tion,  and   that  proper  steps  should   be   taken  in 
some    other    way    for    the    improvement    of    this 
situation,    rather    than    by    holding    up    money 
affecting  the  entire  organization  just  because  the 
Mayor  refuses  to  act  in  relation  to  one  individual. 
And  I  want  it  distinctly  understood,  when  I  vote 
in  favor  of  the  $5,000  appropriation  today,   that 
I   am   not  being  inconsistent    in  my   belief   that 
Mrs.  Gallagher  should  be  discharged  or  that  any 
other  married  woman  should  be  discharged  whose 
husband  is  able  to  take  care  of  her.     I  am  voting 
in  favor  of  the  appropriation  because  that  is  the 
only  institution   the  city   has  for  registering   the 
people  who  are  out  of  work.     And  I  have  found 
good   citizens  who  are  working  down   there  con- 
scientiously, trying  to  do  the  best  they  can.     We 
all  know  that  during  the  present  depression  it  is 
impossible  to  get  jobs.     We  all  know  that  we  have 
individuals  coming   to  us  personally   and   asking 
us  to  get  them  jobs,  but  unfortunately  we  have 
to  tell  them  we  don't  know  where  there  is  a  job, 
but  we  will  do  all  we  can  for  them,  and  if  we  find 
one  we  will  let   them  know.     I  defy   anyone  in 
this  group  to  tell  me  where  there  is  one  job  at  the 
present  moment.     If  they  did,  we.  would  have  500 
applicants  to  fill  it.     If  we  are  going  to  close  down 
an   organization   that  is   attempting   to   alleviate 


unemployment  conditions  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
just  in  order  to  enforce  a  principle  that  we  all 
believe  in,  then  I  think  we  will  be  unfair.  We 
should  work  diligently  to  secure  the  proper  legis- 
lation so  that  it  will  be  a  matter  of  law  and  will 
not  be  in  the  discretion  of  any  one  man  whether 
he  shall  appoint  a  person  that  should  not  be 
appointed.  It  should  be  on  the  statute  books  in 
the  same  manner  as  any  other  law.  It  should  be 
mandatory,  so  that  the  Mayor  will  have  no 
choice  in  the  matter,  and  when  anybody  comes 
in  looking  for  a  plum,  and  it  happens  to  be  a 
married  woman  who  has  a  husband  able  to  sup- 
port her,  he  can  say,  "  The  law  forbids  me  to  give 
you  a  job."  It  is  up  to  us  to  secure  that  legislation 
at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Perhaps  the  office  should  be 
kept  open,  as  the  colleague  from  Ward  17  has  just 
said,  but  in  my  opinion  the  amount  spent  for  that 
office  could  be  very  materially  reduced,  and  the 
only  way  this  body  can  secure  such  action  is  to 
vote  against  this  order  at  this  time.  We  all  know 
that  the  number  of  positions  available  and  the 
amount  of  work  that  office  can  do  in  finding  jobs 
for  people  is  very  little  in  these  times,  and  we  know 
that  there  are  other  organizations  which  are  doing 
that  work  in  this  city  now.  There  are  job-finding 
committees  and  organizations  which  have  been 
got  together  on  account  of  the  depression,  and  in 
my  opinion  that  is  the  one  place  where  there 
should  be  further  economies,  in  the  running  of  that 
Bureau,  and  for  that  reason  I  am  voting  against 
this  order. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— I  venture  to  say  there  will 
be  no  man  who  votes  against  this  order  who  favors 
the  total  abolition  of  the  Employment  Bureau. 
Unquestionably  it  does  some  good.  What  we  have 
got  to  do,  then,  is  to  measure  how  much  good  it 
does  for  the  amount  of  money  that  is  spent  by  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  do  not  think  anybody  means 
that  there  are  not  some  able  employees  down  there. 
I  am  voting  against  this  measure  to  manifest  my 
opinion  that  the  Mayor  could  well  transfer  some 
of  the  employees  of  this  department  to  the  Welfare 
Department  or  somewhere  else  where  there  is  a 
dire  need  of  employees,  and  for  that  reason  I  shall 
vote  against  it. 

Coun.  D'OWD. — May  I  reply  to  the  councilor 
from  Brighton  by  stating  that  it  does  not  matter 
to  me  where  this  group  in  one  family  lives,  even  if 
they  live  in  my  own  ward.  It  only  shows  con- 
clusively that  an  outsider  cannot  get  a  position  in 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  unless  he  is  on  the 
ground  floor  with  one  of  those  employees.  In  so 
far  as  the  gentleman  from  Brookline  is  concerned, 
as  long  as  the  councilor  has  brought  it  up,  I  know 
him  as  well  as  he  does,  and  he  lives  in  Brookline, 
with  the  exception  of  the  first  of  April  when  he 
registers  in  Boston  to  protect  himself.  And  the 
same  is  true  about  the  gentleman  named  McDonald 
that  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  mentioned. 
He  does  not  live  in  Boston.  Every  member  of  the 
Council  who  knows  him,  knows  that  he  does  not. 
He  lives  on  Ridgedale  road,  and  is  simply  another 
mattress  voter  who  comes  in  here  to  sleep  one 
night  in  order  to  protect  his  own  job.  It  is  only 
human  to  do  those  things.  If  I  were  in  the  same 
position  I  perhaps  would  do  the  same  thing. 
But  when  the  gentleman  from  Dorchester  talks 
about  this  McDonald  being  a  voter,  I  wonder  whom 
he  thinks  he  is  talking  to?  We  are  all  intelligent 
men  in  this  City  Council,  and  we  know  that  Mr. 
McDonald  voted  in  Boston  because  otherwise  he 
would  not  keep  his  job,  but  for  the  information  of 
the  councilor  from  Dorchester  I  will  ask  him  to 
take  a  ride  out  to  Ridgedale  road,  as  I  have,  and 
talk  to  him  personally  in  his  residence  there, 
both  personally  and  on  the  telephone.  I  know 
where  he  lives.  In  reference  to  the  other  voter 
about  whom  he  doubts  my  veracity,  I  will  say  the 
trucking  concern  in  which  they  are  interested  is 
still  doing  business.  It  matters  not  if  I  am  in 
business  and  I  am  sick.  If  the  concern  carries  on 
my  business,  then  an  income  is  coming  in  from 
that  business.  In  regard  to  what  good  the  Em- 
ployment Bureau  does,  90  per  cent  of  the  jobs  are 
in  city  institutions  and  on  city  jobs  of  contractors. 
If  they  were  doing  their  job,  why  don't  they  go  to 
the  contractors,  who  even  today  are  employing 
60  per  cent  aliens  and  nonresidents  of  the  City  of 
Boston?  I  have  been  in  the  employment  office  as 
much  as  any  individual  in  the  City  Council  during 
the  last  seven  years.  I  know  what  they  do.  They 
get  in  around  ten  and  they  insult  people  for  an 
hour,  and  then  they  go  to  lunch  for  another  hour. 
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and  every  afternoon  a  whist  game  starts,  and  any 
individual  who  goes  down  there  with  overalls  on 
or  who  looks  like  a  working  man  or  working  girl 
is  practically  insulted  by  this  man  who  walks 
around  and  rides  around  at  the  expense  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  that  automobile  that  the  city 
pays  for.  I  say  to  you  gentleman  that  it  is  a 
Question  of  whether  or  not  you  approve  or  dis- 
approve of  these  gentlemen  living  on  foreign 
territory  occupying  positions  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  say  it  is  not  right.  I  say  it  is  contemptible  for 
anyone  working  in  that  office,  who  is  familiar  with 
the  available  positions,  when  the  lady  in  charge  of 
the  hospital  says,  "Yes,  Miss  So-and-So,  I  have  a 

position   here  for   an   attendant" 1   say   it   is 

unjust  for  her  to  call  her  sister  or  sister-in-law  or 
her  cousin  and  place  her  to  work.  And  that  is 
exactly  what  is  being  done.  Every  councilor 
here  knows  that  people  go  down  there  daily,  week 
in  and  week  out,  month  in  and  month  out,  and 
they  get  the  same  old  answer,  "  No  positions." 
You  all  know  that  people  are  sent  to  Newton, 
Wollaston  and  Quincy,  looking  for  positions, 
paying  their  own  carfare,  and  when  they  get  out 
there  they  find  there  are  no  positions  to  be  obtained 
by  them.  I  will  agree  that  there  are  some  able 
employees  there.  Yes,  by  all  means  there  are. 
But  we  have  various  other  departments  where 
able  employees  can  be  taken  care  of.  We  talk  about 
economy.  The  Mayor  talked  about  cutting  out 
Japanese  paper  in  the  Police  Department,  and 
cutting  down  $1,200  for  ice,  and  cutting  down 
$1,200  on  traffic  lights.  And  here  is  a  crowd, 
40  per  cent  of  whom  are  nothing  but  political 
fakers,  who  do  not  do  any  work,  and  yet  they  are 
asking  this  Council  to  appropriate  over  $40,000  a 
year  to  maintain  them  in  soft  luxurious  jobs  at  the 
expense  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
You  all  have  your  own  opinions,  you  have  got 
your  own  God-given  rights,  and  I  have  got  mine. 
I  know  that  the  employment  office  does  not  do  one 
bit  of  good  for  any  individual  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  I  am  going  to  be  consistent  and  vote  against  it. 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  still  say  that 
this  one  particular  gentleman  that  he  has  been 
referring  to  does  more  work  down  there  in  that 
employment  office  than  the  whole  crew  of  them 
put  together,  with  the  exception  of  one  lady  who 
comes  from  my  ward.  The  books  in  the  Election 
Department  show  that  this  man  is  a  resident  of 
Boston,  and  I  defy  him  to  go  out  now  and  get  him 
on  that  Brookline  telephone.  He  may  go  out  to  see 
his  dear  mother  once  or  twice  a  week.  I  know  as  a 
matter  of  fact  that  he  lives  in  the  Back  Bay,  and 
has  lived  there  for  years.  Everybody  knows  he 
lives  down  there.  And,  Mr.  President,  the  lady 
he  refers  to  is  from  my  ward.  Her  father  works 
at  the  City  Hospital.  Thank  God,  we  find  two  of 
them  working  there.  Surely  I  should  be  able  to  put 
somebody  into  the  City  Hospital.  But,  Mr. 
President,  he  has  three  times  as  many  working  in 
the  City  Hospital  as  I  have  in  the  whole  City  of 
Boston.  I  do  not  trouble  the  Municipal  Employ- 
ment Bureau,  but  I  have  made  many  trips  down 
there  and  received  courteous  treatment,  and  I  have 
yet  to  find  a  card  game  going  on  any  time  of  the 
day  or  night. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  am  very  much  interested  in 
this  discussion.  I  shall  try  to  be  very  free  in  think- 
ing about  it.  I  was  considerably  impressed  just  a 
moment  ago  with  the  statement  by  the  councilor 
from  Ward  21  that  one  employee  he  had  reference 
to  was  doing  more  work  than  all  the  other  employees 
put  together.  There  are  perhaps  ten  or  fifteen 
employees  in  the  Employment  Bureau,  and  if  the 
statement  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  21  is  true, 
that  this  one  man  does  more  work  than  all  the 
others  down  there  put  together,  then  I  claim  on  his 
own  statement  that  the  department  should  be 
abolished. 

Coun.  MURRAY — I  am  going  to  vote  against 
the  appropriation.  After  hearing  the  remarks  of 
the  councilor  from  Brighton  that  one  lady  and  one 
man  do  all  the  work,  I  believe  they  can  hire  those 
two  for  $3,000  or  $3,500  a  year  and  do  without  all 
the  others,  so  I  am  going  to  vote  against  the  order. 

Coun.  McGRATH — When  this  order  came  in 
originally  several  of  us  felt  that  we  should  have 
a  check  made  on  the  Municipal  Employment 
Bureau  and  cut  it  down,  so  the  order  was  placed 
on  the  calendar  where  it  is  now.  I  think  the 
situation  that  confronts  us  is  this,  that  if  today 
we  voted  against  this  appropriation  to  carry  on 
that  department,  and  then  adjourned  for  a  period 
of  time,  every  member  of  this  Council  who  is 
friendly,  so  called,  with  the  administration,  must 


get  ready  to  accept  applicants  for  positions  in  the 
parlor  of  his  own  home.  Of  course  those  who  are 
not  friendly  will  simply  say,  "Well,  of  course  I 
am  unfriendly  and  there  is  nothing  I  can  do."  I 
make  no  criticism  of  a  man  being  unfriendly  to 
the  administration,  because  every  one  of  the 
twenty-two  members  here  is  elected  to  serve  as  he 
sees  fit,  and  as  a  body,  individually  and  collec- 
tively, I  think  they  do  very  well.  But  for  those 
who  enjoy,  if  that  is  the  proper  term,  the  friend- 
ship of  the  administration,  I  think  the  situation 
that  confronts  them  is  this:  Take  my  own  case 
last  winter,  when  at  a  certain  councilor's  home 
there  gathered  enough  people  to  break  the  front 
window  of  his  home.  If  he  did  as  any  citizen  of 
Boston  would  do,  call  for  police  protection  for 
his  loved  ones,  he,  being  in  politics,  would  immedi- 
ately be  called  a  copper,  and  regardless  of  how 
his  home  is  defamed,  he  has  no  right  to  protect 
those  who  live  therein.  Apparently  a  councilor's 
home  and  a  councilor's  wife  and  a  councilor's  own 
mother  in  certain  circumstances  and  in  certain 
circles  should  be  open  to  the  vilest  of  talk,  and  to 
insults  of  any  character.  There  is  at  least  one  pur- 
pose this  Bureau  serves,  and  it  does  serve  that,  be- 
cause on  the  morning  of  a  snowstorm,  in  Church 
street,  the  Boston  papers  reported — and  the  coun- 
cilors were  called  there  and  found  it  to  be  true — 
that  there  were  twelve  hundred  to  fifteen  hundred 
people  who  vented  their  spleen  on  those  city 
employees  of  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau 
instead  of  upon  the  heads  of  the  councilors  in 
their  individual  homes.  Perhaps  they  are  not 
securing  work,  but  I  know  a  little  girl  up  there 
named  Alice  Carter  and  I  know  another  little 
girl  named  Alice  Ryan,  and  they  are  as  hard 
working  as  any  two  girls  in  any  department  in 
Boston.  I  know  a  fellow  up  there,  John  Kelly, 
who  is  as  faithful  a  man  as  works  in  any  place  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  He  is  as  faithful  as  any  one 
of  the  twenty-two  councilors,  and  through  a  cir- 
cumstance over  which  he  has  no  control,  sir,  be- 
cause it  is  world-wide,  he  still  is  doing  more  than 
eight  hours'  work  a  day  there,  and  if  he  is  not 
securing  results  it  is  through  no  fault  of  his  own. 
But  we  too  are  in  a  similar  position.  We  are  the 
fellows  who  are  told  that  we  could  get  jobs  for 
people  if  we  wanted  to,  and  in  every  ward  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  if  I  may  divert  a  moment,  there 
are  political  factions,  and  the  way  the  game  is 
played  is  that  a  fellow  who  is  out  of  office  says, 
"Go  to  the  man  who  is  in  office,  and  if  he  is  on 
the  level  he  can  put  you  to  work.  If  I  was  in  the 
Council  I  would  put  one  hundred  men  to  work 
tomorrow,  or  if  I  was  friendly  with  the  Mayor  I 
would  put  them  to  work."  And  so  with  the  great- 
est depression  in  the  history  of  the  country, 
certain  men  who  are  unfriendly,  say,  "Johnny,  or 
Mrs.  Murray,  how  I  would  love  to  put  you  to 
•  work,  but  there  is  only  one  place  in  Boston  where 
I  can  go,  and  that  is  the  Mayor's  office,  and  I  am 
not  friendly,  so  I  cannot  render  a-service  to  you, 
my  constituents,  or  through  you,  to  your  home. 
So  it  is  in  this  year  of  depression.  But  still  have 
courage,  and  come  and  carry  the  banner,  and  take 
it  with  the  right  hand  on  this  side  of  the  chin,  and 
with  the  left  hand  on  that  side  of  the  chin  and 
attempt  to  serve  and  say,  'At  least  I  will  try.'  " 
And  that  is  why  we  get  that  many  cards  (indi- 
cating) from  noontime  until  now,  because  those 
in  both  Wards  15  and  13  who  wish  to  be  served 
say,  "I  have  been  told  by  a  man  in  your  ward 
that  if  you  wanted  to  do  it  you  could  do  it,  be- 
cause you  are  friendly  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor." 
I  have  no  objection  to  it,  Mr.  President,  because 
it  was  in  1914  that  I  was  first  elected  to  office, 
and  I  have  used  every  fellow  in  my  ward  who 
was  politically  against  me  the  same  way.  But 
it  differs  this  year  and  last  year,  because  of  the 
fact  that  there  are  so  many  more  out  of  employ- 
ment, and  so  the  old  game  of  passing  the  buck 
makes  it  a  little  more  severe  on  the  man  who  is 
in  office  and  is  attempting  in  part  to  serve,  from 
the  President  of  these  United  States  down  to  the 
lowly  city  councilor  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Today 
this  will  perhaps  only  get  ten  votes,  out  of  a  neces- 
sary fifteen.  1  will  not  ask  for  reconsideration, 
because  I,  too,  believe,  as  do  the  councilors  from 
Wards  4  and  5,  that  it  should  come  in  under  a 
new  order.  There  are  those  there,  as  the  councilor 
from  Ward  8  says,  who  should  not  be  there.  That 
is  true  of  every  business  house;  that  is  true  of 
every  department  in  every  branch  of  business. 
But,  also,  there  are  those  there  that  should  be 
there,  and  it  is  in  those  that  should  be  there  that 
I  am  interested,  and  so  if  this  receives  a  defeat 
today  I  will  let  it  sail  along  until  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  sends  it  back  in  a  different  form,  perhapB 
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taking  care  of  the  faithful  and  letting  some  of  the 
others  who  are  not  so  faithful  carry  on  for  them- 
selves. 

Coun.  BURKE — In  order  to  clear  up  the  argu- 
ment made  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  8,  I  would 
like  to  state  that  I  am  just  as  much  in  favor  of 
having  work  given  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  as  he 
is,  and  if  he  will  scan  the  records  he  will  find  that 
from  the  very  moment  I  took  office  in  here  I  have 
been  consistent  in  that  particular  kind  of  argument. 
The  words  that  he  used  seemed  to  convey  the  idea 
that  no   one  else  in  the  Chamber  wants  Boston 
citizens  to  work  on  Boston  work,  and  I  would  not 
want  to  let  that  thought  go  through  without  calling 
the  attention  of  the  President  and  the  other  mem- 
bers to  the  fact  that  in  making  those  statements  he 
puts  us  in  an  improper  light.     And  again  I  want 
to  state  that  if  there  are  any  changes  to  be  made 
that  should  be  made  in  the  Employment  Bureau  I 
would  be  one  of  the  first  to  ask  for  them.     There 
are   plenty    of   men    down   in    that   Employment 
Bureau  whom  I  know,  and   I   may  call  to  his  mind 
one  Peter  McDonald,  a  disabled  veteran,  who  has 
been  working  down  there  for  a  number  of  years, 
and  who  is  a  faithful  worker  and  performs  his  work 
in  a  proper  manner.     And  any  statement  made  on 
this  floor  trying  to  place  me  in  a  position  where  I 
am  not  in  favor  of  putting  citizens  of  Boston  on 
Boston   work   is   improper   and   wrong,   and   it  is 
wrong  in  so  far  as  the  other  councilors  are  con- 
cerned.    I  am  positive  there  is  not  a  man   sitting 
here  who  does  not  want  Boston  men  put  on  Boston 
work.     And  I   am    positive  there   is  not  a    man 
sitting  here  who  does  not  want  men  put  on  work 
who  are  entitled  to  the  work.     There  has  never 
been  a  vote  taken  on  this  floor  that  shows  there 
was  a  man  present  who  wanted  married  women  put 
on  jobs  who  had  husbands  able  to  work.     That  in 
itself  is  conclusive  proof  that  all  the  members  here 
believe  in  the  same  principle  that  he  believes  in. 
The  only  difference  is  that  because  he  wants  to  get 
back  at  somebody  down  there  he  is  attempting  to 
close  up  the  only  office  we  have  that  can  go  out  and 
get  work  for  the   unemployed.     Whether  or  not 
the  balance  of  power  in  so  far  as  the  Mayor  is  con- 
cerned is  great  enough  to  create  a  better  institution 
to  get  work  for  the  men  who  need  employment  is 
another  matter  that  should  be  considered,  but  I 
sincerely  hope  the  members  of  this  Council  will  see 
fit  to  pass  the  $5,000  appropriation  so  that  the 
innocent  victims  of  circumstances  who  are  in  no 
way  at  fault  will  not  suffer,  and  the  men  who  are 
seeking  jobs,  who  have  no  other  place  to  go,  will 
have  a  place  to  go  the  same  as  they  have  had  in  the 
past,  until  some  other  place  is  created  by  the  City 
of  Boston  to  take  its  place. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  simply  desire  to 
answer  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  by  saying 
that  if  he  is  sincere  in  his  desire  to  place  Boston 
residents  to  work,  then  there  is  only  one  way  for 
him  to  vote  on  this  order.  He  knows  as  well  as  I 
know  that  the  man  he  mentioned  does  not  live  in 
Boston,  and  I  say  to  him  that  if  he  is  sincere  he  will 
vote  against  this  order.  The  councilor  from 
Brighton,  who  evidently  is  friendly  with  the  gentle- 
man from  Brookline,  said  that  his  friend  did  more 
work  than  all  of  them  put  together,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one.  If  his  statement  is  correct,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  City  Council  he  can  do  nothing  else  but 
vote  against  this  order,  and  I  dare  him  to  vote  yes, 
when  the  roll  call  is  called.  Now,  in  so  far  as  the 
statement  that  I  have  got  an  ax  to  grind  with  the 
director  of  the  Employment  Bureau  is  concerned,  I 
have  no  ax  to  grind  outside  of  the  fact  that  I  know 
that  when  anyone  presents  Councilor  Norton's, 
Kelly's  or  Dowd's  card  there,  it  is  torn  up,  and  the 
people  living  in  our  wards  are  politely  informed 
that  they  cannot  apply  there,  despite  the  fact  that 
our  people  are  taxpayers.  In  reference  to  the 
councilor  from  Dorchester's  statement  in  regard 
to  being  friendly  or  unfriendly  with  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  it  makes  no  difference  whether  you  are 
friendly  or  unfriendly,  because  those  who  are  his 
friends  know  that  they  cannot  get  any  jobs  there 
anyway,  so  that  those  of  us  who  are  unfriendly  are 
perhaps  in  a  better  position.  But  still  I  know 
that  those  who  are  unfriendly  do  not  pass  the  buck, 
but  do  their  utmost  to  get  positions  for  anybody 
that  they  possibly  can. 


Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  in  reply  to  the 
councilor  from  Roxbury  I  will  say  this  much,  that 
there  is  no  councilor  or  anybody  in  the  City  of 
Boston  who  is  going  to  dare  me  or  tell  me  what  to 
do,  and  when  the  roll  call  comes  around  I  am 
going  to  vote  yes. 

Coun.    KELLY — I    have    observed    the    move- 
ments of  some  of  the  members  of   the  Employ- 
ment Bureau,  and  I  have  the  greatest  respect  for 
the   three  individuals   that  were   mentioned   here 
this  afternoon,  namely,   Miss  Carter,  Miss  Ryan 
and  Mr.  Kelly.     Kelly  is  no  relative  of  mine,  so 
I   am   not  defending   him   for   that   reason.     But 
Miss  Carter  is  a  young  lady  living  in  my  ward, 
who,   from   my   own   observation,   gives   the   city 
eight  hours'  work  a  day,  five  and  a  half  days  a 
week.     And    the   same  is   true  of   the   other   two 
employees.     But  I  have  observed   the  other  em- 
ployees    there    in     the    Municipal    Employment 
Bureau,  and  the  only  time  I  have  seen  them  hustle 
in  the  daytime  was  on  the  Monday  before  April 
26th,  when  the  big  boss  downstairs  sent  them  out 
and  told  them  to  spend  that  day  getting  votes  for 
Roosevelt.     The    only    time    I    have    seen    them 
hurry  was  for  a  month  and  a  half  last  November, 
when  the  Mayor  had  his  mind  set,  with  his  millions 
of  dollars  behind  him,  and  his  cronies,  et  cetera,  to 
defeat   three   gentlemen   in    this   Council.     Those 
members  of  the  Employment  Bureau  did  work  for 
one    month,    and    they    worked    day    and    night- 
pulling  door-bells  in  three  different  wards,  and  I 
don't  think  the  people  of  Boston,  the  taxpayers, 
want  to  see  any  more  money  go  to  those  people,' 
with  the  exception  of  the  three  that  I  mentioned', 
when  the  only  jobs  they   perform  is  to  go  out  for 
their    friend,    the    Mayor,    who    appointed    them, 
and  pull  door-bells,  and   threaten   the  employees 
at  the  City  Hospital  if  they  dare  vote  for  Dowd, 
Kelly  and  Norton.     That    was  done  last  October 
and  November.     The  taxpayers  of    Boston  do  not 
want  that  type  of  citizen  on  the  payroll,    carrying 
out    the    undesirable    wishes    of     the     Mayor    of 
Boston.     And  when  we  have  on  top  of  that  the 
admission  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward   21   that 
nobody  up  there  is  doing  any  real  work  except 
some  friend  of  his  that  allegedly  lives  in  Brookline, 
I  am  forced,  in  order  to  uphold  the  dignity  and  the 
respect  of  the  people  of  my  district  and  the  people 
of  Boston,  to  vote  against  this  sum  of  money. 

Coun.  BURKE —  I  would  like  to  ask  permis- 
sion to  make  this  evidence  that  I  secured  a  part  of 
the  record. 

President  GALLAGHER— If  there  is  no  ob- 
jection it  can  be  so  recorded. 

Coun.  NORTON — We  do  not  need  that  $5,000 
down  there  in  order  to  take  care  of  Kenneth 
McDonald  and  a  few  other  political  henchmen. 
There  are  some  good  people  down  there.  There 
were  some  good  people  connected  with  the  oil 
scandals.  It  is  too  bad  they  had  to  lose  their  jobs. 
But.  Mr.  President,  I  have  here  a  statement  from 
the  Congressional  Record  of  last  week — 

President  GALLAGHER— I  would  like  to  ask 
the  councilor  if  it  bears  on  the  point? 

Coun.  NORTON — It  does  bear  on  the  point, 
sir.  It  has  to  do  with  this  fact,  that  the  National 
Association  of  Health  Agencies  officially  reports 
that  the  cry  for  bread,  the  primitive  hungry  cry 
of  the  race,  rises  from  twenty  million  throats  to  a 
terrifying  crescendo.  We  have  in  our  city,  Mr. 
President,  enough  children  needing  milk,  so  that 
with  milk  at  10  cents  a  quart,  with  that  85,000 
we  could  just  about  give  them  60,000  quarts  of 
milk.  Now,  Mr.  President,  that  $5,000  can  go, 
in  my  estimation,  down  to  the  Welfare  Department, 
to  replace  the  S50.000  taken  away  last  month,  on 
the  cry  that  we  have  no  money. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 
The  order  failed  of  passage,  fifteen  votes  being 
required  in  favor.

GAS  METER  CHARGE.

Gentlemen, — I  am  forwarding  herewith  to  your 
honorable  body  the  reply  of  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  to  the  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  July  25,  1932,  which  order  is  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  request  his  Excellency  the  Governor  to 
request  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  suspend 
the  fifty  cent  meter  charge  for  a  period  of  one  year." 

For  the  benefit  of  the  Council  may  I  state  that 
the  Law  Department  only  recently  questioned  the 
legality  cf  the  meter  charge  before  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  which  ruled 
that  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  had  a  legal 
right  to  approve  such  a  charge. 

I  am  further  advised  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
that  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  meter  charge  is  a  proper  one  in 
certain  cases  as  it  requires  those  customers  of  gas 
companies  who  use  no  gas  whatsoever  to  bear  some 
of  the  burden  that  would  otherwise  be  imposed 
upon  those  who  do  use  gas. 

I  am  also  advised  that  there  have  been  repeated 

attempts  in  the  Legislature  to  secure  the  enactment 

of  bills  forbidding  the  imposition  of  a  meter  charge, 

and  all  such  attempts  have  been  met  with  failure.

SETTLEMENT  OF  CLAIMS,  WEST 
ROXBURY  EXPLOSION.

The  Corporation  Counsel  has  advised  me  that 
there  is  no  legal  liability  on  the  part  of  the  city,  but 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  sewer  construction  was 
being  done  by  a  contractor  and  for  the  city,  that 
to  some  extent  there  is  a  moral  obligation  on  the 
part  of  the  city  to  make  good  the  loss  sustained  by 
owners  of  property  in  this  district  who  through  no 
fault  of  their  own  have  been,  in  many  cases, 
rendered   homeless. 

At  my  request  the  Building  Commissioner  in  co- 
operation with  the  Law  Department  has  thoroughly 
investigated  every  case  where  damage  was  done, 
and  as  a  result  of  such  investigation  find  that  the 
probable  damage  will  not  exceed  $13,000. 

I,  accordingly,  am  recommending  the  adoption 
of  the  inclosed  order  so  that  payment  may  be 
made  to  those  who  suffered  damage  in  the  destruc- 
tion of  their  buildings.

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  an  appropria- 
tion order  in  the  sum  of  $15,000  to  provide  for  a 
continuance  of  the  activities  of  the  Municipal 
Employment  Bureau  for  the  balance  of  this  year. 
The  Employment  Bureau  of  the  city  has  been 
functioning  now  for  over  ten  years,  and  during 
this  time  has  established  contacts  with  employers 
of  labor  and  industry  throughout  the  city.  It 
would  be  a  mistake  in  my  mind  to  throw  the 
accomplishments  of  the  Bureau  into  the  discard 
by  refusing  at  this  time  to  furnish  the  funds  nec- 
essary for  its  continued  existence.  I  am  opti- 
mistic enough  to  believe  we  have  reached  the  end 
of  the  depression,  and  that  from  now  on  conditions 
are  bound  to  improve.  With  this  improvement 
opportunities  for  employment  are  bound  to  develop. 
Through  the  medium  of  a  free  employment  bureau, 
the  unemployed  man  and  woman  can  be  acquainted 
with  these  opportunities  without  any  expense  to 
them  as  individuals. 

According  to  statistics,  the  Municipal  Employ- 
ment Bureau  has,  during  the  depression,  placed 
at  work  almost  15,000  people.  This  is  a  splendid 
record,  especially  in  view  of  existing  conditions. 
With  a  betterment  in  conditions  the  Employment 
Bureau  will  be  in  a  position  to  render  even  greater 
service.  I  am,  therefore,  loath  to  have  its  activi- 
ties terminated  at  this  time.  I  respectfully 
recommend  consideration  be  given  to  the  attached 
appropriation  order  at  this  meeting,  and  I  trust 
the  members  of  the  Council  will  see  fit  to  approve 
the  order  as  submitted.

GARBAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Coun.   BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  investigate  the  effect  of  the  present  method  of 


disposal  of  garbage  upon  the'  bathing  beaches  of 
Boston,  and  to  report  said  findings  to  the  City 
Council. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN — Mr.  President,  my  pur- 
pose in  offering  this  order  at  this  time  is  the 
threatened  putting  out  of  existence  of  the  bathing 
beaches  in  Boston.  It  has  already  got  to  a  point 
in  New  York  City  where  the  sewage  and  garbage 
which  had  been  dumped  into  the  harbor  or  outside 
of  the  harbor  of  New  York  has  so  polluted  the 
beaches  that  the  health  authorities  there  have 
threatened  to  close  up  the  beaches.  I  am  firmly 
of  the  opinion  that  the  same  condition  might 
prevail  here  in  Boston;  that  the  dumping  of 
garbage  into  our  waters  outside  of  Boston  Harbor, 
for  disposal  purposes,  will  so  contaminate  our 
beaches  that  the  health  authorities  will  be  obliged 
to  close  up  the  beaches  and  prevent  our  citizens 
from  going  there  to  bathe.  I  think  that  if  this 
condition  is  found  to  exist,  or  there  is  a  danger 
that  it  might  exist,  some  other  method  of  disposal 
of  garbage  should  be  provided,  such  as  incinerators, 
and  I  ask  the  Mayor  to  investigate  how  far  that 
condition  has  gone  at  the  present  time,  so  that  we 
might  take  steps  to  prevent  it. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PURCHASE  OF  PROPERTY   FOR  FIRE 
STATION. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be 
requested  to  supply  the  Council  with  information 
concerning  the  recent  purchase  by  the  City  of 
Boston  for  a  fire  station  site,  of  a  piece  of  property, 
located  on  South  Huntington  avenue,  about 
opposite  the  Art  Museum,  which  was  assessed  on 
the  city's  books  as  being  worth  $36,000  and  for 
which  the  city  paid,  in  these  times,  $61,000. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  we  are  telling 
the  welfare  applicants  that  we  have  no  money, 
and  we  have  cut  down  the  amount  of  aid  and  have 
put  the  Police  Department  on  to  them,  and  here 
a  few  davs  ago  we  paid  a  real  estate  grafter  of 
New  York  City  $61,000  for  a  piece  of  land  that  at 
the  most  was  not  worth  over  $12,000. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  voted,  on  motion  of  Coun.  BRACK- 
MAN,  at  2.25  p.  m.,  to  take  a  recess,  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled  in 
the  Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
President  GALLAGHER  at  3.10  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  LYNCH,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  orders  (re- 
ferred today)  for  transfers  within  departmental 
appropriations — recommending  that  said  orders 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  orders  passed,  yeas  20, 
nays  0. 

2.  On  message  of  Mayor,  and  order  (referred 
today)  for  payment  of  $13,000  to  residents  of  Edge- 
mere  road,  West  Roxbury,  on  account  of  damages 
sustained  by  reason  of  a  dynamite  explosion  on 
June  30,  1932 — recommending  that  same  ought  to 

'  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  order  passed,  yeas  20, 
naysO. 

3.  On  message  of  Mayor,  and  order  (referred 
today)  for  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  for  the  Municipal  Employment 
Bureau — recommending  that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  propose  an  amendment  to  that  order,  reducing 
the  amount  to  be  appropriated  from  $15,000  to 
$5,000.  My  reason  for  that  is  that  I  do  not  feel, 
under  the  present  circumstances,  that  I  can  vote 
for  $15,000,  which  I  understand  from  the  Mayor 
will  be  enough  to  carry  on  the  work  of  this  Bureau 
during  the  rest  of  the  year.  I  do  feel  that  we 
might  appropriate  $5,000,  with  the  understanding, 
as  far  as  the  attitude  of  this  Council  goes,  that 
during  the  time  that  this  $5,000  is  being  spent 
some  effi  rt  will  be  made  in  behalf  of  those  in 
charge  of  the  Employment  Bureau  and  the  ad- 
ministration to  correct  the  evils  which  apparently 
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exist  in  the  Employment  Bureau  at  the  present 
time.  I  might  say,  Mr.  President,  that  in  execu- 
tive session  I  proposed  a  82,500  appropriation,  but 
upon  giving  it  serious  thought  I  felt  that  §2,500 
would  not  carry  the  Bureau  along  for  a  sufficient 
length  of  time  to  conduct  the  investigation  and 
complete  the  reorganization  which  I  believe  is 
necessary  there  at  the  present  time. 

The  question  came  on  the  amendment,  and  the 
amendment  was  adopted. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
order,  as  amended,  and  the  order  was  passed, 
yeas  17,  nays — Coun.  Dowd,  Fish,  Kelly, 
Norton — -4. 


INVESTIGATION,   PUBLIC  WELFARE 

BOARD. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Public  Welfare  Committee  of 
the  City  Council  be  requested  to  hold  meetings  as 
soon  as  feasible  to  investigate  conditions  now 
existing  in  the  Public  Welfare  Board,  especially  in 
respect  to  that  part  of  the  personnel  known  as 
visitors. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  although 
we  have  no  official  report  as  yet  from  the  Police 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  to  what  their 
investigation  has  revealed,  we  have  had  sufficient 
information  from  a  partially  official  report,  as  I 
understand  it,  to  reveal  a  situation  which  should 
be  looked  into  by  this  City  Council.  I  am  there- 
fore asking  the  Public  Welfare  Committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  to  investigate  the  personnel 
of  the  Welfare  Department,  I  feel  that  the  police 
of  Boston  are  doing  a  very  fine  job  in  their  investi- 
gation of  the  fraudulent  recipients  of  aid,  who  are 
defrauding  those  who  are  needy  and  who  could 
use  a  larger  budget  than  they  now  receive,  but  are 
unable  to  get  it  because  of  the  diversion  of  funds 
by  fraudulent  applicants  for  aid.  I  feel  that  it  is 
not  the  duty  of  the  Police  Department  of  Boston 
to  investigate  the  personnel  of  the  Welfare  Bureau; 
that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  look  into  this, 
as  we  have  the  power  and  the  right,  and  the  re- 
sponsibility rests  on  this  branch  of  the  government 
to  reveal  whether  or  not  those  people  so  employed 
are  performing  their  duties  as  they  should.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  most  of  the  visitors  now  em- 
ployed in  the  Welfare  Department  are  honest  and 
are  attempting  to  do  their  duty  the  best  they  can, 
but  there  may  be  some  who  are  not  so  scrupulous 
and  honest,  and  are  diverting  the  funds  of  the  City 
of  Boston  into  channels  where  they  should  not  go. 
I  think  that  if  the  Welfare  Committee  holds  hear- 
ings in  such  an  investigation  we  will  not  interfere 
with  the  Police  Department  of  Boston  in  the  least, 
Their  duty  is  not  to  check  the  personnel,  and  I 
understand  they  are  not  doing  it  except  indirectly 
where  it  might  appear  that  an  address  given  by 
an  applicant  is  revealed  to  be  an  address  not  in 
existence.  That  is  the  only  direct  connection  that 
the  Police  Department  has  revealed  between  the 
employees  of  the  Welfare  Department  and  the 
recipients  of  aid.  I  think  that  this  committee 
could  gain  a  lot  of  valuable  information,  and  that 
these  hearings  should  be  started  as  promptly  as 
possible. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  Chairman,  I  want  to 
say  that  the  Committee  on  Public  Welfare  held  a 
meeting  some  weeks  ago,  and  the  result  of  that 
meeting  was  that  they  passed  an  order  for  a 
central  card  index  bureau,  which  I  have  talked  on 
before  on  the  floor  of  this  Council,  which  is  now 
nearing  completion,  with  the  assistance  of  forty 
men  who  are  on  the  welfare  rolls,  who  ordinarily 
would  be  assigned  to  street  work,  but  because  of 
their  past  business  connections  are  assigned  to  the 
clerical  work  in  that  department,  being  men  who 
are  efficient  enough  to  be  carrying  out  what  I 
believe  to  be  a  wonderful  program  to  protect  our- 
selves against  another  situation  of  this  kind 
arising.  They  are  getting  around  the  law,  which 
says  that  the  name  of  an  applicant  cannot  be 
made  public,  which  has  always  in  the  past  ham- 
pered a  complete  investigation  of  one  of  these 
charity  departments,  by  listing  the  95,000  places 
of  habitation  in  the  City  of  Boston.  It  is  very 
reasonable  to  assume  that  as  soon  as  the  places  of 
habitation  are  listed  there  can  be  no  person  coming 
in  and  getting  aid  from  a  false  address.  They  are 
listing  on  each  of  these  cards  the  automobiles  that 
are  owned  —  not  by  the  applicant,  who  may  be 
the  father  of  the  family,  but  by  any  member  of  the 
family  who  is  living  at   home,  so   that  if  a  son 


living  at  home  with  the  family  is  driving  an  auto- 
mobile for  pleasure,  and  has  that  automobile  in 
his  possession,  the  records  will  immediately  show 
it.  That  information  has  already  been  asked  for 
some  weeks  ago  from  the  Registry  of  Motor 
Vehicles,  and  I  notice  that  yesterday  the  Registrar 
spoke  on  it.  It  also  will  list  every  single  com- 
municable disease,  and  show  the  places  in  the  city 
where  there  is  the  most  need  for  relief  work  from 
the  City  of  Boston  and  outside  agencies.  So  that 
committee's  first  meeting  was  a  very  successful 
meeting.  In  the  meantime  there  has  started  a 
police  investigation  that  apparently,  from  what 
we  read  in  the  newspapers  and  from  what  we  hear 
around  the  Hall,  is  going  along  very  rapidly  and 
making  some  disclosures,  and  as  we  have  so  much 
less  power  than  the  Police  Department,  in  the 
matter  of  forcing  witnesses  to  testify,  for  instance, 
I  think  it  would  be  interpreted  as  an  interference 
by  men  in  political  life  with  the  Police  Department 
if  we  undertook  an  investigation  of  our  own.  As 
I  said  in  the  executive  session,  since  the  time  that 
this  investigation  by  the  police  started  we  have 
called  no  meeting,  and  until  a  majority  of  the 
Council  should  instruct  your  committee  to  hold  a 
meeting,  as  chairman  I  would  not  think  of  calling 
that  meeting.  All  that  I  wish  to  do,  sir,  in  rising 
now  is  to  say  that  I  hope  this  order  will  be  de- 
feated, and  that  you,  Mr.  President,  and  the 
other  members  of  this  body  will  have  confidence 
enough  in  your  committee,  through  its  chairman, 
to  rely  on  them  to  do  what  they  believe  to  be  the 
proper  thing  to  do. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  Chairman,  ordinarily  I 
agree  wholly  with  a  great  many  things  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee  states,  but  in 
this  particular  instance  it  is  impossible  for  me  to 
understand  why  our  committee,  which  has  been  in 
existence  at  least  a  month  and  a  half  prior  to  the 
investigation  that  is  now  going  on  in  the  Police 
Department,  has  not  the  right,  and  the  absolute 
right,  to  call  the  personnel  of  the  Welfare  Departs 
ment  before  the  committee  for  the  purpose  of 
finding  the  facts  that  have  been  alleged  to  exist,  by 
recipients  of  aid,  by  the  newspapers,  and  by  the 
public  in  general.  In  order  to  correct  the  situation 
that  apparently  exists,  and  to  bring  forth  the  true 
facts  that  exist  at  the  present  time  in  respect  to 
that  department  or  those  workers  who  are  trying 
to  carry  on  the  work  they  have  undertaken  to  do 
in  a  proper  manner,  we  owe  them  the  duty  to  bring 
them  before  us  and  find  out  whether  or  not  any- 
thing is  wrong  in  that  department.  If  we  have 
men  and  women  in  that  department  who  are  not 
carrying  out  their  assignments  in  accordance  with 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  supposed  to  carry 
them  out,  we  should  know  about  it.  The  Police 
Department  has  no  right  absolutely  to  interfere 
with  or  question  or  cross-examine  the  personnel  of 
the  Welfare  Department,  unless  a  complaint  has 
been  made  against  them,  and  in  order  to  carry  out 
the  assignment  that  was  placed  in  this  Committee 
by  the  City  Council  some  month  and  a  half  before 
the  Police  Department  started  to  investigate,  we 
should  continue  on  in  the  even  tenor  of  our  own 
way,  and  attempt  in  some  way  to  correct  the  evils 
that  apparently  exist  in  that  department.  For 
instance,  the  morale  of  that  department  must  be 
wholly  or  at  least  partially  shattered,  as  a  result  of 
the  allegations  that  are  being  made  against  the 
workers  in  that  department.  In  addition  to  that, 
it  has  been  said  that  we  would  interfere  with  the 
Police  Department.  The  Police  Department  is 
investigating  only  the  people  who  are  receiving 
the  money.  We  will  be  investigating  the  people 
who  are  responsible  for  investigating  and  determin- 
ing how  much  money  the  others  should  receive. 
For  that  reason  I  find  it  impossible  to  agree  with 
the  chairman  of  my  committee,  and  I,  as  one  of 
this  Council,  agree  with  the  sentiments  of  the 
previous  speaker,  Councilor  Brackman,  that  the 
committee  should  function  immediately,  and  that 
we  should  do  everything  in  our  power  to  find  out 
just  exactly  the  conditions  that  exist  in  that 
department,  clear  the  reputation  of  the  workers 
down  there  and  increase  their  morale  as  it  should 
be  increased,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  show  the 
public  in  Boston  that  the  City  Council  will  not 
countenance  any  wrongdoing  by  anybody,  when  it 
comes  to  the  bread  and  butter  of  the  poor  people 
who  are  not  able  to  secure  their  own  living.  And 
I  sincerely  hope  that  the  Chairman  of  my  com- 
mittee will  reconsider  the  matter  and  make  arrange- 
ments for  a  meeting,  so  that  the  investigation  by 
the  City  Council  committee  can  go  along  simul- 
taneously with  the  Police  Department's  investi- 
gation. 
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CITY   COUNCIL. 


Coun.  GREEN  —  Mr.  President,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  when  this  vote  is  taken,  it  be  taken  by  a 
call  <>f  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr,  President,  of  course  it  has 
been  known  for  the  last  two  years  that  the  Welfare 
Department  could  not  continue  to  exist  the  way 
it  has  been  going.  It  is  simply  the  same  old 
story;  the  horse  has  been  stolen  from  the  barn 
and  we  are  attempting  to  close  it  now.  We  all, 
knew  what  was  going  on  two  years  ago,  when 
Councilor  Dowd  introduced  an  order  asking  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  to  send  in  there  a  corps  of 
certified  public  accountants,  and  if  he  had  done 
that  two  years  ago  we  would  not  find  ourselves 
paying  men  who  reside  in  garages  and  on  vacant 
lots,  and  even  paying  on  dead  men.  During  my 
experience  in  the  Boston  City  Council  we  have 
always  had  faith  in  any  committee  that  the  Presi- 
dent of  this  Council  has  appointed,  and  so  while  I 
have  constantly  fought  the  Welfare  Department  for 
two  years,  I  agree  with  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, that  while  a  police  investigation  is  going 
on  the  City  Council  has  got  no  right  to  step  in  and 
interfere  one  way  or  the  other.  I  know,  and  every 
individual  councilor  here  knows,  that  there  is 
laxness  and  carelessness  throughout  the  entire 
department,  but,  as  we  have  tried  to  do  on  several 
occasions,  we  have  asked  the  administration  to 
place  100  additional  visitors  to  work,  and  if  they 
were  placed  to  work  we  would  not  find  the  forty 
or  forty-nine  visitors  that  we  have  there  now, 
under  the  severe  criticism  that  has  been  made 
against  them.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  finally 
called  them  before  him  in  this  executive  chamber 
and  told  them  that  they  were  not  masters,  but 
simply  servants  of  the  people.  But  in  so  far  as 
their  honesty  is  concerned,  I  do  not  suppose  that 
there  is  any  visitor  there  that  is  dishonest,  and  for 
that  reason  I  am  going  to  support  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  in  his  contention  that  we  should 
not  call  a  separate  investigation  until  the  police 
have  investigated  and  presented  us  with  the  facts , 
and  when  we  have  the  facts  we  can  determine 
who  is  to  blame,  and  place  the  blame  on  their 
shoulders  where  it  belongs. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order, 
and  the  order  was  rejected,  the  vote  on  its  passage 
being  yeas — Coun.  Brackman,  Burke,  Kelly — 3, 
nays  17. 


DECENTRALIZATION,    PUBLIC     WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  appoint  an  unpaid  fact-finding  committee  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  the  advisability  of  es- 
tablishing branch  offices  of  the  Public  Welfare  De- 
partment in  the  various  sections  of  Boston;  to 
consider  the  feasibility  of  having  the  visitors  for 
each  district  work  from  the  local  district  office  in- 
stead of  from  the  central  office,  and  to  re-establish 
the  full  budget  allowance  so  that  each  family  on  the 
rolls  will  receive  an  amount  sufficient  to  meet  their 
needB. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  offering 
that  order  at  this  time,  with  the  knowledge  that  the 
order  has  previously  been  put  before  the  body  and 
unanimously  passed  by  this  body,  asking  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  appoint  a  fact-finding  com- 
mittee to  determine  the  advisability  of  decentraliz- 
ing the  Welfare  Department  and  placing  a  branch 
office  in  at  least  six  districts  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  have  had  a  lot  of  experience  in  welfare  work  during 
the  past  twelve  or  thirteen  years,  and  from  my  ex- 
perience I  can  readily  see  that  if  the  work  was  de- 
centralized into  districts,  it  would  allow  the 
visitors  out  in  the  field  to  have  knowledge  of  the 
people  with  whom  they  do  business,  and  I  believe 
that  if  that  unpaid  committee  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  would  make  an  investigation  they  would 
bring  back  a  report  in  the  affirmative  as  to  the 
advisability  of  this  plan.  In  addition  thereto,  as 
a  result  of  taking  the  unworthy  from  the  public 
welfare  rolls,  it  will  be  possible  to  have  some  extra 
money  to  reinstate  the  full  budget  allowance,  so 
that  the  people  who  are  receiving  aid  will  receive 
sufficient  to  take  care  of  their  wants. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ADDITIONAL  VISITORS,  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT. 
Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare 

be  requested,   through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 


provide  for  the  appointment  of  additional  visitors 
to  cope  with  the  influx  of  new  applications  that  are 
being  received  requesting  aid  from  said  depart- 
ment. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  that  order  was 
put  in  by  me  with  regard  to  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department  some  three  months  ago,  when  the 
committee  on  soldiers  relief  deemed  it  advisable  to 
have  additional  visitors  placed  in  that  department 
and  at  that  time  the  Mayor  found  it  practicable  to 
place  other  visitors  on  that  work.  Since  then, 
however,  the  work  has  become  current,  and  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Committee  advises  me  that  he  has 
sufficient  visitors  to  take  care  of  the  influx  of 
applications  in  his  department.  We  have  been 
told  that  the  numerous  new  applicants  of  the 
Welfare  Department  cannot  be  taken  care  of  by 
the  present  personnel,  and  for  that  reason  I  am 
offering  this  order,  asking  the  Mayor  to  place  in 
the  Welfare  Department  a  sufficient  number  of 
new  visitors  so  that  each  and  every  applicant  can 
be  properly  investigated  in  the  future. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


POLICE    REPORT    ON    PUBLIC    WELFARE 
INVESTIGATION. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  report 
to  the  City  Council  his  findings  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  his  investigation  of  public  welfare  cases.

FIRST  AID  EQUIPMENT,  BATHING

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  matter  of  conferring  with  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  regarding 
the  decentralization  of  the  office  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


REPORT,  BOSTON  FINANCE  COMMISSION. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  report  of  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission,  dated  August  5,  1932,  be  included 
in  the  official  City  Record. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  said  report  is  as  follows: 

August  5,  1932. 
Hon.  James  M.  Curley, 

Mayor  of  Boston. 

Sir, —  The  Finance  Commission  finds  it  necessary 
once  again  to  enter  its  protest  against  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  practice  of  awarding  contracts  to 
other  than  the  lowest  bidder  without  justifiable 
reason. 

The  commission  is  constantly  hearing  from 
contractors  and  merchants  that  they  are  being 
encouraged  by  the  city  to  disclose  their  prices  in 
public  competition,  yet  are  being  brushed  aside 
in  the  making  of  the  award  regardless  of  their 
position  in  the  bidding,  for  excuses  that  are 
distinctly  not  reasons. 


AUGUST    22,    1932. 
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Advertising  for  competition  and  then  dis- 
regarding the  result,  the  Finance  Commission 
believes,  will  make  no  progress  toward  the  goal 
of  a  successful  and  economical  purchasing  system 
which  the  Finance  Commission  recommended  to 
your  Honor  in  one  report  dated  November  7,  1931, 
and  in  another  dated  June  11,  1932.  On  the 
contrary,  it  tends  to  embitter  dealers  and  con- 
tractors against  the  city  and  its  agents,  and  thus 
deprives  the  city  of  the  benefit  of  the  cooperation 
that  is  necessary  to  obtain  the  best  results  for  the 
already  over-burdened  taxpayers. 

Two  recent  cases  that  illustrate  the  methods 
being  followed  are  the  purchase  of  traffic  signal 
equipment  by  the  Supply  Department  and  the 
purchase  of  flour  for  the  city  institutions.  In 
both  cases  wide  competition  was  sought  and 
obtained,  but  when  it  came  to  making  the  awards 
the  same  old  favoritism  was  shown. 

Traffic  Signal  Equipment. 

In  the  case  of  the  traffic  signals,  it  is  apparent 
that  a  group  of  city  officials  has  determined  to 
prevent  any  but  one  favorite  concern  from  getting 
any  opportunity  to  supply  signal  equipment  to  the 
city.  Almost  two  years  ago  the  Finance  Com- 
mission protested  to  your  Honor  against  favoritism 
that  had  extended  over  a  long  period  of  years  to 
the  same  concern.  The  reasons  given  to  justify 
paying  higher  prices  to  this  concern  than  the  same 
material  could  be  obtained  for  from  another 
concern  were  considered  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mission to  be  specious.  Notwithstanding  that 
protest,  the  administration  has  continued  to  shut 
out  all  other  competitors.  Between  January, 
1928,  and  February,  1932,  there  was  competition  six 
times  for  traffic  signal  equipment.  In  all  six  cases 
the  award  was  made  to  the  American  Gas  Ac- 
cumulator Company,  though  that  company  was 
the  low  bidder  in  only  one  case. 

On  June  7,  1932,  bids  were  received  from  five 
concerns  for  traffic  signals  for  an  extension  of 
Unit  2.  These  five  concerns  and  their  prices  are 
as  foflows:

General  Electric  Company 11,859  89 

Eagle  Signal  Corporation 9,211  00 

Signal  Service  Corporation 17,936  50 

Crouse  Hinds  Company 9,582  40 

Apparently  these  bids  were  rejected,  but  no 
statement  to  that  effect  and  no  reason  for  it  was 
given  to  the  bidders.  Almost  immediately  the 
contract  was  readvertised  and  bids  were  opened  on 
July  7  at  which  time  the  following  bids  were 
received:

General  Electric  Company 11,859  89 

In  the  above  bids,  the  Signal  Service  Corporation 
is  the  new  name  of  the  interests  formerly  referred 
to  as  the  American  Gas  Accumulator  Company. 
The  specification  on  which  these  bids  were  received 
required  under  Item  25  that  the  contractor  should 
submit  a  wiring  diagram  to  show  just  how  his 
apparatus  worked.  The  Signal  Service  Corporation 
to  which  the  award  was  made  was  the  only  one  of 
the  five  bidders  that  failed  to  comply  with  this 
specification.  Ordinarily,  this  would  mean  that 
the  bid  was  irregular  and  the  city  would  reject  it, 
because  it  offered  the  city  no  opportunity  to  check 
up  the  apparatus.  To  make  this  lapse  more 
aggravating,  the  Signal  Service  Corporation 
submitted  five  different  prices  for  complying  with 
the  specification,  with  absolutely  no  information 
as  to  what  caused  the  difference  in  the  prices,  or 
what  would  do  for  one  that  it  would  not  do  for 
another. 

These  prices  ran  all  the  way  from  $7,852  to 
$17,936.50.  The  wiring  diagrams  of  the  other 
four  bidders  became  public  property  with  the 
opening  of  the  bids  and  were  available  for  study 
and  inspection  by  the  city  and  the  public  at  large, 
thus  disclosing  how  each  of  the  companies  made 
up  its  apparatus.  The  Signal  Service  Company, 
filing  no  wiring  diagram  at  all,  was  allowed  to 
keep  undisclosed  its  method  of  wiring  which, 
coupled  with  the  fact  that  it  offered  five  different 


prices  for  doing  the  same  work,  made  it  impossible 
for  any  but  insiders  to  know  what  was  going  on. 

The  companies  represented  in  the  bidding  are 
all  of  major  financial  standing.  Each  agreed  in 
writing  to  file  a  certified  check  and  bond  to  guaran- 
tee that  their  apparatus  would  do  the  work  re- 
quired by  the  specifications.  Yet,  the  bid  of  the 
Crouse  Hinds  Company  of  Syracuse,  New  York  — 
a  large  manufacturer  of  signal  equipment  —  was 
rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  Traffic  Commis- 
sion's engineer  was  not  satisfied  that  the  apparatus 
to  be  furnished  would  work  for  the  City.  A 
similar  excuse  was  given  to  explain  the  rejection 
of  the  two  lowest  prices  for  which  the  Signal 
Service  Corporation  offered  to  furnish  the  appa- 
ratus. This  queer  decision  by  the  traffic  engineer 
will  cost  the  taxpayers  at  least  $1,200. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  this  con- 
tinued favoring  of  the  Signal  Service  Corporation, 
heretofore  known  as  the  American  Gas  Accumu- 
lator Company,  to  the  exclusion  of  other  responsible 
dealers,  constitutes  a  scandal.  The  commission 
cannot  understand  how  the  bid  offered  in  this  last 
competition  could  be  considered  since  it  lacked 
one  of  the  most  important  requirements.  The 
city  authorities  are  constantly  rejecting  bids  for 
less  cause. 

Flour. 
A  similar  set  of  circumstances  appears  in  the 
award  of  a  contract  for  5,200  barrels  of  flour  to 
the  Washburn  Crosby  Company.  In  this  case  the 
specifications  described  exactly  the  type  and 
quality  of  flour  wanted,  required  a  certified  check 
to  guarantee  the  bid  and  a  bond  to  guarantee 
compliance  with  the  contract.  The  quality  under 
any  bid  was  thus  assured.  Yet,  the  Supply  De- 
partment, on  your  Honor's  authorization,  awarded 
the  contract  to  a  concern  that  has  received  the 
bulk  of  the  flour  business,  but  whose  price  in  this 
bid  was  approximately  $1,000  higher  than  the 
lowest  bid.     The  bids  were  as  follows: 

Washburn-Crosby  Company $19,008  08 

Jacob  Thurman 18,928  00 

Star  &  Crescent  Milling  Co 18,498  48 

American  Flour  Company 17,966  52 

The  commission  considers  it  bad  enough  that 
the  taxpayers  should  be  deprived  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  save  approximately  $2,200  in  these  two 
cases  by  awards  to  the  lowest  bidders;  but  a  worse 
result,  in  the  commission's  opinion,  is  the  effect 
that  these  practices  are  having  on  legitimate 
dealers  whose  continued  competition  for  city 
business  is  necessary  to  assure  the  city  that  it  is 
obtaining  good  quality  and  fair  prices. 

The  commission  repeats  a  recommendation  it 
has  made  many  times,  and  now  much  more  neces- 
sary than  ever  because  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  public  at  large.  That  is  that  the  city  seek 
the  greatest  competition  for  its  business  and 
award  to  the  lowest  bidder  unless  there  is  real 
merit  in  a  reason  for  doing  otherwise. 

The  commission  believes  there  is  no  merit  in  the 
reasons  given  in  the  two  cases  reported  upon  above.

DISTRIBUTING   CENTERS   FOR   FOOD    IN 
CITY   BUILDINGS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  matter  of  conferring  with  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  relative 
to  the  establishment  of  distributing  centers  for 
food  in  city  buildings  located  in  various  sections  of 
the  City. 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  within  a 
year  and  a  half  we  will  start  rushing,  as  we  are 
going  to  start  rushing  very  shortly  on  the  decentral- 
ization plan,  on  distributing  centers  for  food  in 
the  various  parts  of  this  city.  We  cannot  escape 
what  other  municipalities  of  America  have  had  to 
come  to.  We  have  had  here  fishermen  off  the  Grand 
Banks  dumping  overboard  the  greatest  cargo  of 
mackerel  this  year  because  they  could  get  only  a 
half  a  cent  a  pound  for  it.  And  yet  we  have 
120,000  people  in  Boston  asking  the  city  for  some- 
thing to  eat. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 
Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  unanimous  consent  to  speak  on  that  order 
with  regard  to  the  transfer  of  500  city  employees 
to  act  as  investigators  in  the  Public  Welfare 
Department. 

President  GALLAGHER— There  being  no  op- 
position,  the  gentleman   may  proceed. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  there  is  no 
need  of  all  this  hullabaloo  over  the  Public  Welfare, 
and  an  investigation  of  the  investigators,  when 
you  ask  one  woman  there  to  take  care  of  400  or  500 
cases,  which  is  impossible.  We  have  20,000  city 
employees,  and  some  of  them  could  be  put  on  this 
work.  Our  building  department  is  80  per  cent  off 
from  its  1928  figures,  and  we  have  competent  in- 
spectors there.  This  talk  of  the  police  is  wrong, 
l'his  is  no  job  for  police  officers  to  be  on;  this  is  a 
job  for  trained  social  investigators,  and  the  police 
should  be  called  only  after  an  investigation  has 
been  made  by  a  trained,  sympathetic  worker  from 
that  department.  Mr.  President,  there  has  ap- 
peared in  the  press  a  statement  to  the  effect  that 
certain  politicians  have  been  interfering  with  the 
Public  Welfare  Department,  and  that  they  have 
even  gone  so  far  as  to  write  letters  asking  for  assist- 
ance from  the  Welfare  Department  for  some  of 
their  constituents.  I  would  like  to  say,  Mr. 
President,  that  I  have  written  more  letters  down  to 
that  Bureau  than  any  man  in  this  body,  and  I  have 
three  here  going  out  today,  and  a  copy  of  them  has 
gone  to  the  Police  Commissioner,  and  I  challenge 
him  or  the  Mayor  of  Boston  or  any  official  of  this 
city  to  say  that  I  am  doing  wrong.  This  is  an 
attempt  to  place  a  situation  on  the  shoulders  of 
the  members  of  this  body,  that  is  wrong.  Forty 
investigators  trying  to  take  care  of  over  100,000 
men,  women  and  children  in  Boston,  and  then 
you  men  ask  what  is  wrong!  For  a  year  I  have 
been  talking  here  about  this  situation,  and  yet 
some  of  you  sit  nonchalantly  and  grin.  Well,  we 
are  facing  a  situation  this  year  that  may  seem 
hard,  but  the  situation  next  year  will  be  com- 
mensurately  harder,  and  the  one  after  that  so 
much  harder.  There  isn't  a  sign  on  the  economic 
horizon  that  this  situation  is  going  to  improve.  I 
wonder  if  you  men  realize  the  position  we  are  in. 
Here  we  are  voting  money.  I  heard  one  councilor 
say  that  we  were  in  a  position  to  investigate  the 
investigators.  I  wonder  if  he  meant  to  say  that 
the  police  were  the  proper  ones  to  investigate  the 
recipients  of  public  welfare.  Those  police  should 
only  be  called  in  after  trained  workers  have  done 
their  work.  We  have  hundreds  of  workers  in  the 
city  departments  that  are  doing  nothing,  that  can 
go  down  there  and  assist,  but  we  will  never  have 
any  control  until  the  work  is  done  in  the  Charles- 
town  Building,  the  Hyde  Park  Building  and  the 
Dorchester  Municipal  Building,  the  workers  in 
those  buildings  taking  care  of  all  cases  in  their  own 
particular  area.  I  hope  no  one  in  this  body  ever 
has  to  go  down  to  this  house  of  horrors  and  stand 
in  line  for  four  or  five  hours,  looking  for  a  little 
pittance  from  the  City  of  Boston.  I  have  asked 
for  over  a  year  for  decentralization,  and  I  am 
telling  you  now,  my  colleagues,  you  are  going  to 
have  in  South  Boston,  in  Charlestown,  in  Hyde 
Park,  in  West  Roxbury — and  you  will  have  them 
within  a  year  and  a  half — these  stations  that  will 


distribute  food  to  the  people.  They  cannot  live 
on  the  amount  of  money  some  of  them  are  now 
getting.  I  am  writing  these  letters  and  sending 
copies  to  the  Police  Commissioner.  I  have  a  per- 
fect right  to  do  that  when  a  person  comes  to  my 
home  and  tells  me  he  is  hungry  and  wants  assist- 
ance. Here  is  a  man  with  four  children — I  am  not 
reading  any  names,  but  if  anyone  wants  to  see  the 
name  of  this  person  he  is  entitled  to  see  it — here  is  a 
man  with  four  children  who  owns  a  little  home. 
Two  of  his  children  are  sick.  They  have  asked  him 
to  leave  the  house.  He  cannot  eat  the  clapboards, 
he  cannot  eat  the  house,  and  he  cannot  get  a  dollar 
more  from  the  cooperative  bank.  What  is  he 
going  to  do?  Here  is  another  situation  here  of  a 
woman  who  came  to  me  with  two  Bick  children. 
Her  husband  left  her  a  year  ago,  ran  away.  She 
is  a  good  woman,  trying  to  get  by.  It  is  no  laugh- 
ing matter;  it  is  a  serious  situation.  I  figure  that 
we  have  400  or  500  homes  in  our  district  where 
they  are  not  getting  enough  to  eat  today.  We  are 
fighting  about  police  investigations  of  the  Welfare 
Department.  Suppose  that  perhaps  10  per  cent 
of  the  cases  down  there  are  wrong,  and  nine  out 
of  ten  cases  are  right,  for  every  case  in  the  Welfare 
Department  that  you  know  is  wrong,  you  know 
that  nine  are  all  right.  And  if  we  took  500  city 
employees  and  temporarily  transferred  them  to 
that  department,  and  put  them  in  the  East  Boston 
public  building  and  in  the  Charlestown  city  build- 
ing, we  would  eliminate  all  this  trouble.  There  is 
no  need  of  calling  the  police  until  after  a  thorough 
investigation  has  been  made  by  trained  investi- 
gators. The  police  were  never  meant  for  this 
work.  And,  Mr.  President,  the  truth  of  these 
remarks  will  be  in  the  record  of  your  court  con- 
victions. After  all  this  furore,  you  won't  be  able 
to  count  the  number  of  convictions  on  your  fingers. 

Coun.  GREEN — I  rise  on  a  question  of  infor- 
mation, Mr.  President.  I  would  like  to  ask  the 
genial  councilor,  my  colleague  from  Hyde  Park. 
I  believe  that  he  introduced  before  we  adjourned 
at  the  last  meeting  a  facsimile  of  the  same  order 
that  was  introduced  here  this  afternoon,  referring 
to  the  transfer  of  men  in  different  departments  to 
the  Public  Welfare  Department,  and  I  asked  for 
an  opinion  at  that  time  from  the  Corporation 
Counsel  as  to  the  legality  of  that  order,  feeling  that 
civil  service  complications  might  arise — 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  state 
that  the  order  is  simply  a  request  of  the  Mayor.

$10,000,000   LOAN   AUTHORIZATION 
ANTICIPATING   TAXES. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  31,  1932. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — At  the  request  of  the  City  Auditor, 
I  am  submitting  herewith  an  order  authorizing  a 
.$10,000,000  extension  of  the  amount  the  city  may 
borrow  in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  current 
year.  Of  the  amount  already  authorized  by  your 
honorable  body,  namely,  $35,000,000,  $31,000,000 
has  been  issued,  leaving  an  available  balance  of 
$4,000,000  until  taxes  begin  to  be  paid. 

In  view  of  existing  conditions,  it  is  highly 
questionable  whether  this  balance  will  be  sufficient 
to  meet  the  temporary  borrowing  needs  of  the 
city  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  In  order  to 
provide  for  any  contingencies  which  may  arise, 
the  City  Auditor  deems  it  wise,  as  a  precautionary 
measure  to  secure  the  additional  authority  covered 
by  the  attached  order.

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  the  request  of 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  provision 
was  made  in  this  year's  budget  for  the  creation  of  a 
staff  of  resident  medical  officers  at  the  Sanatorium 
at  Mattapan.  Lacking  housing  accommodations 
for  two  members  of  this  staff,  the  trustees  of  the 
hospital  this  week  opened  bids  for  the  construction 
of  a  duplex  house  on  the  hospital  grounds.

tax  limit  and  $10,000  without.

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  a  brief  report  in 
answer  to  an  order  of  the  City  Council  requesting 
that  the  Finance  Commission  furnish  the  City 
Council  with  information  regarding  monolithic 
linings  for  boilers.  This  report  is  not  intended  to 
cover  the  details  of  the  manufacture  and  use  of 
refractory  materials  for  use  in  steam  generating 
plants.  It  is  intended  to  give  information  regard- 
ing such  elementary  conditions  and  facts  as  may  be 
of  assistance  to  the  City  Council.  A  copy  of  the 
formal  order  of  the  City  Council  follows.

The  wording  of  the  order  calls  for  a  report  in  the 
matter  of  monolithic  linings  for  boilers.  Boilers 
are  not  ordinarily  lined,  as  anything  in  the  nature 
of  a  lining  would  interfere  with  the  transmission  of 
heat  from  the  fire  in  the  furnace  to  the  water  in  the 
boiler  and  lower  efficiency  of  the  boiler  as  a  gener- 
ator of  steam. 

The  intent  of  the  order  is  undoubtedly  to  obtain 
information  regarding  linings  for  furnaces  in  which 
the  fuel  is  consumed  for  the  transmission  of  heat 
to  boilers. 

The  conventional  material  for  furnace  linings 
that  has  been  used  since  the  development  of  the 
various  types  of  boilers  in  their  present  forms  is 
refractory  brick.  The  side  walls,  arches  and  bridge 
walls  of  the  furnaces  used  in  steam  generating 
plants  are  built  either  entirely  of  such  refractory 
brick,  or  built  of  common  red  bricks  which  are 
protected  from  the  intense  heat  of  the  fires  by 
linings  of  refractory  bricks.  These  methods  are 
practically  universal.  There  are,  however,  various 
proprietary  refractory  plastic  materials  that  have 
been  and  are  being  used  to  a  comparatively  small 
extent  in  place  of  refractory  bricks  to  make  what  is 
known  as  monolithic  furnace  linings,  that  is, 
linings  without  joints,  made  in  one  entire  piece  or 
sheet.  The  materials  of  which  such  linings  are 
composed  are  ordinarily  regarded  as  a  trade 
secret,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  material  is 
usually  fire  clay,  mixed  at  times  with  some  other 
refractory  material  or  chemical  to  give  increased 
strength,  better  insulation,  higher  fusing  tem- 
peratures, low  coefficient  of  expansion,  freedom 
from  adhesion  and  accumulation  of  slag  and  other 
desirable  properties. 

The  most  commonly  used  fire  bricks  are  made 
of  clay  of  which  the  essential  element  is  kaolin, 
commonly  known  as  china  clay.  The  clays  com- 
monly used  are  not  pure  kaolin,  but  contain  a 
small  percentage  of  impurities,  such  as  iron  oxide 
that  gives  to  the  bricks  their  characteristic  yellow 
or  brown  color  and  also  reduces  the  cost.  Ma- 
terials should  be  as  free  as  practicable  from  fluxing 
materials,  such  as  lime  and  magnesia  and  com- 
pounds of  sodium  and  potassium.  Silica  sand  in 
the  clay  also  tends  to  diminish  its  refractory 
quality.  The  best  fire  clays  are  obtained  from 
Pennsylvania,  Kentucky  and  Missouri. 

To  meet  especially  arduous  conditions  such  as 
unusually  high  furnace  temperatures  or  the  me- 
chanical abrasion  caused  by  the  impact  of  the 
particles  of  powdered  fuel,  other  refractory  ma- 
terials are  sometimes  used.  They  are  in  general 
more  expensive  than  ordinary  fire  clay.  Among 
the  most  common  are  bauxite  (aluminum  oxide) 
silica,  chromite  (chromic  iron  ore)  magnesia  and 
for  especially  severe  conditions  carborundum 
(carbon  silicide). 

The  assistance  of  manufacturers  of  refractories 
has  been  a  great  help  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report  and  they  have  shown  a  most  gratifying 
cooperation  in  furnishing  practical  information 
regarding  materials,  manufacturing  methods,  and 
the  merits  and  weaknesses  of  their  materials  under 
varying  conditions  of  service. 

I  find  that  there  are  many  firms  in  the  United 
States  manufacturing  materials  for  furnace  linings, 
both  brick  and  monolithic,  probably  in  excess  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty.  Many  of  the  Bmaller 
manufacturers,  however,  buy  their  raw  materials 
of  the  larger  companies.  Several  of  the  larger 
manufacturers  have  sent  their  representatives  to 
this  office  and  given  extended  interviews.  Other 
manufacturers  have  furnished  me  with  voluminous 
literature  issued  by  them  and  referred  me  to  still 
other  sources  of  information. 

There  has  been  a  practically  unanimous  agree- 
ment among  these  experts  that  fire  brick  is  and  will 
continue  to  be  the  standard  material  for  furnace 
linings.  Nearly  all  these  manufacturers  supply 
one  and  in  some  cases,  several  plastic  materials 
which  they  recommend  for  repair  work  under 
different  conditions.  Some  of  them  recommend 
their  materials  for  monolihtic  linings  in  small  and 
medium-sized  boilers,  either  to  be  used  for  the 
entire  lining  or  in  connection  with  fire  brick. 

They  were  all  in  agreement,  however,  that  the 
principal  use  of  such  materials  as  they  manu- 
facture suitable  for  monolithic  linings  is  for 
repair  work.     They  were  also  in  agreement  that 


the  cost  of  monolithic  linings,  except  in  exceptional 
cases,  is  greater  than  for  fire  brick  lining. 

The  essential  elements  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  the  various  plastic  materials  used  for  repairs, 
joints  for  brickwork  and  monolithic  linings  in 
boiler  furnaces,  are  in  general  the  same  as  used 
in  the  composition  of  fire  bricks.  The  texture 
and  refractory  properties  of  the  plastic  materials, 
whether  molded  in  the  form  of  bricks  or  used  as 
a  monolithic  lining,  are  substantially  the  same. 

The  processes  required  to  secure  the  finished 
material  are,  however,  different.  Whereas  fire 
bricks  are  molded  and  burnt  in  a  kiln  to  a  uniform 
hard  and  vitreous  texture,  the  monolithic  linings 
are  applied  to  the  interior  of  the  furnace  in  a 
plastic  state  and  hardened  by  the  effect  of  the 
fire  in  the  furnace.  The  fire  has  contact  only 
with  the  exposed  face  of  the  lining.  The  result 
is  a  lining  of  which  the  face  exposed  to  the  fire  is 
burned  to  a  hard  and  sometimes  vitreous  texture 
similar  to  fire  bricks. 

There  is,  however,  a  progressive  decrease  in  the 
hardening  effect  as  the  distance  from  the  place  of 
contact  with  the  flame  increases.  The  result  is  a 
lining  of  different  degrees  of  hardness.  In  the 
process  of  burning,  steam  is  formed  from  the 
evaporation  of  the  water  in  the  plastic  material 
so  that  cracks  and  other  imperfections  are  likely 
to  be  formed  in  the  process.  There  is  also,  prob- 
ably, a  decided  difference  in  the  strength  of  the 
back  part  of  monolithic  lining  that  has  not  been 
thoroughly  hardened,  aB  compared  with  the 
thoroughly  burned  face.  The  result,  especially 
on  the  side  walls  of  the  furnace,  is  to  secure  a 
weaker  structure  than  when  fire  bricks  are  used. 
This  is  of  special  disadvantage  in  furnaces  with 
high  side  walls  in  which  the  support  of  the  weight 
of  the  material  itself  becomes  a  serious  problem, 
especially  if  the  lining  becomes  softened  and 
weakened  by  the  high  temperatures  in  the  furnace. 

Other  similar  difficulties  inherent  in  the  method 
of  applying  and  curing  monolithic  linings  require 
the  greatest  care,  if  good  work  is  to  be  Becured. 
In  general  these  difficulties  do  not  occur  in  con- 
nection with  the  construction  of  fire  brick  linings. 

The  selection  of  the  material  for  furnace  lining 
in  a  power  plant  is  particularly  an  individual 
problem  depending  upon  the  existing  conditions 
as  they  affect  first  cost,  durability  and  efficiency. 

For  city  use  the  adoption  of  monolithic  furnace 
linings  would  still  further  complicate  the  problem 
of  securing  free  competition  under  publicly  adver- 
tised bids  for  proprietary  or  patented  materials. 
The  difficulty  of  preparing  specifications  for  such 
materials  and  the  objections  to  their  use  have 
been  pointed  out  in  numerous  reports  by  the 
Finance  Commission.  It  seems  undesirable  to 
still  further  increase  the  use  of  such  materials, 
unless  a  distinct  advantage  is  to  be  gained.  It 
seems  to  me  doubtful  that  any  great  advantage 
would  be  gained. 

As  previously  stated,  fire  bricks  are  the  usual 
and  almost  universally  used  materials  for  furnace 
linings.  Their  properties  are  well  known  and  free 
competition  can  be  obtained  as  regards  their 
purchase  and  installation  in  case  contract  work 
is  desired. 

In  cases  of  emergency  construction  and  repairs 
can  be  done  by  any  competent  bricklayer.  If 
monolithic  linings  are  to  be  adopted  for  use  in  the 
furnaces  of  the  various  power  plants  and  heating 
plants  in  the  city,  then  detailed  specifications 
should  be  prepared  so  as  to  secure  free  competition 
between  the  products  of  different  manufacturers 
and  suitable  guarantees  should  be  secured  to 
protect  the  city  not  only  as  regards  first  cost,  but 
as  regards  durability,  that  is,  cost  of  repairs  and 
efficiency. 

On  the  other  hand,  under  suitable  specifications 
as  above  outlined,  there  appears  to  be  no  serious 
objection  to  use  of  monolithic  linings  for  furnaces 
of  small  and  medium-sized  boilers.

REPORT    ON     LAND-TAKING     FOR     FIRE 
STATION. 
The  following  was  received: 

The  Finance  Commission, 
Boston,  September  12,  1932. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The     Finance     Commission     sub- 
mits  the   following   report   in   reply    to   an   order 
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adopted  by  the  City  Council  on  August  22,  request- 
ing information  concerning  the  taking  by  the  city 
of  a  parcel  on  Huntington  avenue  for  a  fire  station 
site. 

This  parcel  was  purchased  on  December  12, 
1923,  in  the  name  of  Mary  T.  Johnstone  of  Brook- 
line.  At  that  time  there  was  a  mortgage  of 
$25,000  running  to  the  Franklin  Savings  Bank. 

According  to  the  records  at  the  Registry  of 
Deeds,  Mary  T.  Johnstone  deeded  it  to  Page  Ham 
of  115  West  90th  street,  New  York  City,  on 
August  24,  1931,  at  which  time  the  mortgage  of 
$25,000  running  to  the  Franklin  Savings  Bank 
still  encumbered  the  property.  At  the  time  of  this 
transaction  Page  Ham  gave  a  mortgage  of  $13,400 
to  Mary  T.  Johnstone.  At  the  same  time  Page 
Ham  gave  another  mortgage  of  $55,000  to  James  A. 
Rigney  of  3  Church  avenue,  Rumson,  New  Jersey. 
None  of  these  morgtages  had  been  discharged, 
according  to  the  records  at  the  Registry,  at  the 
time  the  city  took  the  property,  July  21,  i932. 

The  valuation  on  the  property  when  Mary  T. 
Johnstone  took  title  in  1923  was  $36,300.  The 
valuation  remained  the  same  until  the  taking  by 
the  city. 

The  parcel  taken  backs  up  to  the  Wentworth 
Institute  property.  It  is  adjacent  to  a  large 
apartment  house  on  one  side  and  vacant  land  on 
the  corner  of  Ruggles  street  on  the  other.  It  is 
approximately  700  feet  beyond  the  Art  Museum 
on  the  opposite  side  of  Huntington  avenue. 

On  August  17,  1932,  the  City  of  Boston  paid  the 
sum  of  $61,570  for  the  taking,  or  approximately 
$2.75  per  foot.  The  land  adjoining,  which  an 
apartment  house  has  improved,  is  assessed  for 
approximately  $2  per  foot.  The  Wentworth 
Institute  land  in  the  rear,  which  is  also  improved 
by  a  building,  is  valued  by  the  assessors  at  approxi- 
mately 90  cents  per  foot. 

Actual  payment  by  the  city  was  made  to  C.  W. 
Griffin  of  Yonkers,  New  York,  as  assignee  and 
attorney  under  power  of  an  instrument  dated 
August  11,  given  by  Page  Ham. 

On  August  12  Secretary  Reardon  of  the  Street 
Commissioners  notified  the  Fire  Commissioner 
that  acceptance  of  the  award  made  in  the  order  of 
July  21,  1952,  for  the  taking  was  received  by  him  in 
care  of  Frederic  Pitkin  Smith  of  60  East  42d  street, 
New  York  City. 

Inasmuch  as  the  various  parties  to  this  taking, 
except  the  city  officials  involved,  reside  beyond 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Finance  Commission,  the 
commission's  information  is  confined  to  the  actual 
records  on  file  at  City  Hall  and  the  Registry  of 
Deeds.

INVESTIGATION  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Comission  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
immediately  investigate  the  personnel  and  con- 
ditions at  the  Public  Welfare  Department  and  to 
furnish  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  with  a  com- 
plete report  relative  to  same. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  it  is 
my  duty  to  endeavor  to  see  that  an  investigation 
is  made  of  the  personnel  and  conditions  of  the 
Welfare  Department.  Not  having  been  able  to 
get  a  committee  of  which  I  am  a  member  to 
function  in  the  matter  of  such  investigation,  I 
feel  that  it  is  important  to  have  the  Finance 
Commission  go  into  the  Welfare  Department  very 
carefully,  examining  into  conditions  in  the  depart- 
ment, particularly  in  reference  to  the  allegations 
that  have  been  broadcast  not  only  in  the  news- 
papers but  by  word  of  mouth  by  practically 
every  person  interested  in  the  government  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  Personally,  I  have  had  more 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  people  in  my  ward 
approach  me  in  the  matter,  on  the  street  and 
elsewhere,  desiring  an  investigation,  so  that  it 
may  be  made  clear  what  conditions  in  the  Welfare 
Department  are,  how  things  have  been  carried 
on,  and  in  regard  to  the  personnel,  to  determine 
whether  there  has  been  dishonesty  in  the  work. 
I  think  it  is  about  time  that  the  City  Council 
took  action  looking  to  the  removal  of  any  taint 
of  suspicion  that  may  be  placed  on  our  shoulders. 
Not  having  the  necessary  votes  for  the  order  which 
was  placed  before  the  body  at  the  last  meeting, 
and  not  having  been  able  to  secure  any  informa- 
tion of  any  nature  from  either  the  police  or  the 
Welfare  Department  in  regard  to  improper 
conditions,  if  such  exist,  I  feel  sure  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  will  want  to  have  themselves, 
first,  absolved  from  all  taint  of  suspicion,  and, 
second,  will  wish  to  have  the  honest  people  work- 
ing for  the  department  also  absolved.  A  great 
many  city  employees  and  a  great  many  people 
working  for  private  corporations  have  given 
unstintingly  of  their  wages  and  salaries  in  order 
that  the  Welfare  Department  might  be  able  to 
pull  through  the  year.  Without  doubt,  those 
people  wish  to  have  their  money  spent  as  it  was 
intended  to  be  spent.  They  do  not  wish  it  to  go 
to  persons  who  are  unworthy  and  they  do  not 
wish  to  have  it  handled  by  a  personnel  which  may 
not  properly  handle  the  money  which  they  so 
wonderfully  contributed  for  a  noble  purpose.  In 
addition  to  those  facts,  there  are  others  concern- 
ing which  we  should  be  informed.  We  should 
have  information  as  to  the  amount  of  money  that 
the  city  is  spending  through  the  Welfare  Depart- 
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ment  and  how  it  is  being  spent.  The  sum  being 
disbursed  has  already  reached  such  an  amount 
that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  pay  it,  and  certainly 
those  contributing,  and  the  members  of  the  City 
Council,  have  a  right  to  know  whether  it  is  going 
to  unworthy  persons.  I  saw  that  last  week  there 
was  a  man  receiving  payment  who  had  three 
cars  in  his  name,  a  man  in  Charlestown.  We 
want  to  know  how  that  sort  of  thing  occurs, 
how  it  is  possible  for  such  people  to  receive  money 
•from  the  department.  Other  cases  have  been 
cited  in  the  papers,  and  it  has  been  definitely 
stated  that  the  Police  Department  are  unable  to 
get  help  from  the  Welfare  Department,  because 
they  will  not  cooperate.  In  other  words,  while 
the  Welfare  Department  claim  that  they  are 
cooperating  in  every  respect,  we  are  informed 
from  some  sources  that  that  is  not  the  case. 
All  these  questions  can  only  be  settled  by  an 
investigation.  We  want  to  know  who  is  at  fault, 
if  there  has  been  a  failure  to  submit  the  proper 
data  to  the  Police  Department,  data  that  it  needs 
in  carrying  out  its  part  of  the  work.  Therefore, 
the  only  solution  seems  to  be  such  an  investiga- 
tion as  I  have  proposed  in  this  order.  This,  Mr. 
President,  is  a  matter  that  rests  entirely  on  the 
City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I,  for  one, 
am  going  to  insist  as  loudly  as  possible  upon  such 
an  investigation  as  I  propose  being  made  until  it 
has  been  accomplished.  I  feel  that  my  reputation 
as  a  member  of  the  City  Council  is  at  stake, 
because  I  have  heard  men  on  the  street  and  in 
public  places  blame  the  City  Council  in  the 
matter.  Therefore,  I  sincerely  hope  the  order 
will  be  passed  today,  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  I  am  in 
entire  accord  with  practically  everything  that  my 
colleague  has  said.  In  the  near  future  we  will  be 
asked  to  appropriate  more  money  for  welfare 
purposes,  as  I  understand  that  the  funds  now 
available  are  running  towards  the  end.  We  have 
appropriated  millions  to  date  and  we  have  no 
means  of  knowing  whether  those  moneys  are 
going  into  the  proper  channels.  I  think  the  order 
introduced  by  my  colleague  will  result  in  giving 
us  some  information  which  will  guide  us  in  the 
future,  so  that  we  may  know  whether  we  should 
vote  for  additional  amounts.  Therefore,  I 
certainly  hope  the  order  will  pass. 

The  order  wras  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

INVESTIGATION   OF   PUBLIC   WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT.

Gentlemen, — In  reply  to  the  order  adopted  at 
the  meeting  of  your  honorable  body  on  September 
12,  the  Finance  Commission  desires  to  make 
clear  its  position  in  regard  to  the  situation  in  the 
Public  Welfare  Department.  The  commission 
believes  that  considerable  good  can  come  and  is 
coming  from  the  belated  appreciation  by  the 
general  public  of  the  chaotic  conditions  in  that 
department.  Further  "piling  up"  of  investiga- 
tions, however,  should  be  avoided  until  correction 
is  made  of  fundamental  weaknesses  already  shown. 
In  the  twenty-two  years  of  its  existence  the 
Finance  Commission  has  given  more  attention 
to  the  workings  of  that  department  than  any 
other  in  the  city  administration.  At  times  the 
entire  staff  of  the  Finance  Commission  worked 
for  long  periods  there.  In  fact,  seldom  has  a 
month  passed  without  one  or  more  agents  of  the 
commission   looking   into   its   workings. 

The  commission  in  1922  engaged  the  services 
of  an  internationally  known  welfare  worker  to 
conduct  an  investigation  of  the  department. 
In  1925  the  commission  hired  one  and  then  another 
nationally  known  welfare  worker  to  head  a  division 
within  the  Finance  Commission's  staff,  the  duty 
of  which  was  the  education  of  welfare  employees 
of  the  city  in  the  science  of  their  work. 

In  1931  the  commission  made  a  general  survey 
of  the  methods  of  granting  aid  and  accounting  for 
it.  For  the  benefit  of  the  1932  Legislature,  a 
follow-up  of  the  report  of  1931  was  made  last 
February,  March  and  April.  The  constructive 
recommendations  that  interspersed  all  these  efforts 
fill  many  pages. 

It  can  fairly  be  said,  therefore,  that  the  Finance 
Commission  knows  the  conditions  that  exist  in 
that  department.  After  this  experience  the  com- 
mission said  in  its  1931  report  that  dependent  aid 
had  gotten  beyond  the  control  of  the  antiquated 
method  of  administration.  That  is  the  keynote 
of  the  present  situation.  The  department  is  not 
organized  to  control  it.  It  has  not  installed 
methods  that  can  control  it.  Responsibility  is 
shifted  back  and  forth  between  the  statutory 
unpaid  board  of  twelve  overseers  and  the  executive 
who  acts  for  the  Board,  but  actual  administration 
of  aid  is  by  visitors  or  case  workers  whose  judg- 
ment or  decisions  in  the  present  situation  cannot 
be  intelligently  checked. 

To  quote  from  the  1931  report,  "The  Finance 
Commission  cannot  condemn  too  strongly  the 
system  under  which  the  grants  have  been  made. 
The  widest  latitude  is  left  to  visitor,  clerk  and 
official  alike,  and  almost  anything  is  possible  under 
the  system.  .  .  .  The  commission's  investi- 
gators have  found  a  system  wide  open  for  fraud 
and  dishonesty." 

It  has  been  suggested  that  another  group  made 
up  principally  of  representatives  of  private  chari- 
ties be  given  the  responsibility  of  passing  upon 
reports  made  by  police  officers.  The  Finance 
Commission  believes  the  gathering  of  information 
by  police  officers  should  be  supplementary  to  the 
handling  of  the  cases  by  the  Public  Welfare  De- 
partment and  not  a  substitution  for  it.  In  all  ite 
reports  the  Finance  Commission  has  stressed  ths 
necessity  for  the  handling  of  aid  cases  by  persons 
trained  in  that  science.  The  police  officers  are  not 
so  trained  in  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion. Their  investigative  powers  should,  therefore, 
be  used  in  a  cooperative  effort.  It  should  not  be 
left  to  them  to  decide  whether  or  not  a  family  needs 
or  should  get  aid.  Nor,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Finance  Commission,  should  another  tribunal  be  set 
up  to  pass  upon  the  findings  of  the  police  officers. 
The  responsibility  for  running  this  municipal 
activity  is  now  spread  out  among  too  many. 
Adding  eight,  ten  or  twelve  more  to  the  number 
will  not  help,  but  will  only  make  a  bad  organization 
worse. 

The  commission  does  not  desire  to  belittle  the 
efforts  of  the  police  in  finding  racketeers  among 
the  recipients  for  aid.  The  commission  knows 
that  there  are  such  racketeers  because  it  found  in 
all  its  surveys  a  number  of  cases  of  personB  who 
had  bank  accounts,  equities  in  property,  sufficient 
means  of  support,  and  yet  were  on  the  city  charity 
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rolls.  These  cases,  as  they  were  found,  were 
turned  over  by  the  commission  to  the  executives 
in  the  Public  Welfare  Department,  or  to  the  Law 
Department  for  such  action  as  was  fitting. 

In  1,200  cases  taken  at  random  in  1931  the 
commission  found  about  eighty  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  its  agents,  should  not  have  received  aid. 
The  commission  also  led  to  the  return  of  con- 
siderable money  to  the  city  by  persons  who  offered 
to  repay. 

A  large  organization  like  the  police  force,  and 
with  the  prestige  that  its  ordinary  powers  give  it, 
is  therefore  necessary  to  discover  all  the  racketeers, 
and  this  discovery  should  be  a  help  to  those  com- 
missioned by  the  statutes  to  render  aid. 

The  Finance  Commission  firmly  believes,  how- 
ever, that  the  responsibility  for  determining  who 
should  get  aid  ought  not  to  be  so  further  diffused 
that  more  confusion  and  consequent  inefficiency 
will  result. 

As  stated  by  the  commission  in  its  1931  report 
to  Mayor  Curfey;  in  another  report  dated  January 
5,  1932,  urging  the  Mayor  to  file  a  bill  with  the 
Legislature  to  authorize  a  reorganization  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers;  and  in  its  report  to  the 
Governor  and  the  Legislature  under  date  of  May 
3,  1932,  the  placing  of  the  entire  responsibility 
of  running  the  Welfare  Department  in  a  single 
commissioner  of  extensive  business  training,  with 
a  trained  welfare  worker  aB  one  assistant  to 
supervise  scientific  case  handling,  and  an  office 
manager  of  considerable  experience  to  take  charge 
of  the  very  important  paper  work  necessary  is  the 
best  way  by  which  control  can  be  obtained  of  this 
most  expensive  feature  of  municipal  service. 

Constructive  action  in  this  department  and 
trained  investigations  by  it  are  overdue.  Outside 
surveys  are  taking  up  too  much  time  and  effort 
that  should  be  devoted  to  the  real  work  of  the 
department.

On  September  12,  1932,  the  foregoing  orders 
were  read  once  and  passed,  yeas  18,  nays  0. 

The  orders  were  given  their  second  and  final 
reading  and  passage,  yeas  16,  nays  0. 
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EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS.

INVESTIGATION     OF    PUBLIC     WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  BURKE  submitted  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Special  Committee  on  Public 
Welfare  of  the  City  Council  be  requested  to  investi- 
gate the  Public  Welfare  Department. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  BURKE  submitted  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
inform  the  City  Council  immediately  as  to  why  it 
refuses  to  investigate  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment and  also  to  submit  facts  and  figures  to  justify 
its  action. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  have  read 
the  report  that  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission sent  back  to  the  City  Council  in  answer 
to  an  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  last  week. 
There  is  a  diarrhea  of  words  contained  in  the 
report,  and  divers  reasons  are  given  why  an 
investigation  should  not  be  made  at  this  time. 
Notwithstanding  the  commission's  refusal  to  make 
the  investigation,  I  still  feel  that  an  investigation 
should  be  made,  and  I  have  therefore  submitted 
today  an  order  to  that  effect,  requesting  the  Special 
Welfare  Committee  appointed  by  the  president  to 
commence  on  their  investigation  of  the  Welfare 
Department.  I  think  that  such  an  investigation 
may  very  well  take  the  place  of  an  investigation 
by  the  Finance  Commission.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
I  think  it  will  be  better  to  have  that  investigation 


by  the  City  Council,  because  I  don't  think  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  is  sincere  in 
his  reaaons  for  refusing  to  have  the  investigation. 
I  feel  that  the  commissioner  is  attempting  in  some 
way  not  to  have  the  investigation,  because 
various  other  investigations  have  been  made  by 
the  same  commission  and  no  concrete  improve- 
ments have  been  brought  about  as  a  reBult.  I 
do  not  think,  therefore,  that  an  investigation  by 
his  department  will  bring  about  the  result  that 
we  wish  to  have  brought  about  by  investigation. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
the  statement  of  the  colleague  in  regard  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  not  being 
sincere. in  this  matter,  I  wish  to  say  that  in  every 
instance  in  which  I  have  requested  an  investiga- 
tion by  that  commission  the  information  sought 
has  been  brought  out  in  the  commission's  report, 
even  if  it  was  against  the  administration. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
intend  to  have  anything  to  say  here  today,  but 
I  must  take  exception  to  the  laBt  speaker's  re- 
marks. I  must  say  that  on  certain  propositions 
in  which  I  have  sought  information  I  have  not 
received  a  satisfactory  reply  from  the  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Commission,  who  receives  $5,000  a 
year  and  seems  to  devote  most  of  his  time  to 
state  politics  rather  than  looking  out  for  the  poor 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  One  of  his  principal 
activities  seems  to  be  in  the  line  of  helping  out 
the  present  administration.  I  must  say  that  in 
regard  to  the  ice  cream  matter,  which  I  brought 
up  some  time  ago,  he  was  very  evasive  in  his 
answer.  I  would  not  wish,  therefore,  to  have  the 
councilor's  indorsement  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Commission  go  on  the  records  unchal- 
lenged, referring,  as  it  does,  to  a  man  who,  next 
to  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  is  the  greatest  faker  in 
the  entire  state. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  BURKE  said: 

Mr.  President,  with  regard  to  the  first  order  I 
introduced,  pertaining  to  an  investigation  of  the 
Welfare  Department,  by  the  special  committee  of 
the  City  Council,  I  would  like  to  find  out  when 
that  committee  can  commence  its  hearings,  so 
that  no  time  will  be  lost. 

President  GALLAGHER— That  is  entirely  up 
to  the  committee. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
for  that  information  through  the  chairman  of  the 
committee. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  will  say 
just  as  soon  as  the  police  investigation  is  over  I 
shall  be  very  glad  to  have  a  meeting  called. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  in  introducing 
the  order  I  desire  an  immediate  investigation,  an 
investigation  having  no  reference  whatever  to  the 
police  investigation,  which  has  been  going  on  for 
some  time  past.  I  believe  there  should  be  an 
immediate  investigation  by  the  committee  of  the 
body,  and  for  that  reason  I  would  like  to  ask  the 
chairman,  in  view  of  the  action  that  has  been 
taken  here  today,  to  go  forward  with  the  investi- 
gation iznmediately. 


PURCHASE    OF    SUPPLIES    FOR    SUFFOLK 
COUNTY   JAIL. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
investigate  the  purchase  of  supplies  at  the  Suffolk 
County  Jail  and  to  furnish  a  report  to  the  City 
Council  as  to  the  feasibility  of  purchasing  said 
supplies  through  competitive  bids  instead  of  con- 
tinuing the  present  system.

I  think  it  should  be 
possible  to  place  them  on  the  same  basis  as  other 
departments  in  City  Hall,  which  at  the  present 
time  receive  supplies  through  the  Supply  Depart- 
ment. I  therefore  ask  that  the  order  be  passed 
under  suspension  of  the  rule.

NONSUPPORT    WARRANTS    IN    WELFARE 
CASES. 

Coun.  RUBY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
stop  the  practice  of  urging  any  married  woman  to 
apply  to  the  court  for  a  nonsupport  warrant 
against  her  husband  as  a  prerequisite  to  receiving 
aid  from  that  department,  particularly  in  cases 
where  the  husband  is  ready,  willing  and  anxious 
to  work,  but  cannot  find  it. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  this  order  does 
not  represent  alone  a  matter  of  opinion,  for  I  have 
personally  witnessed  in  the  last  ten  days  the 
situation  of  a  wife  with  two  or  three  children 
making  application  to  the  Welfare  Department 
for  aid  and  being  informed  that  before  she  and 
her  children  could  be  given  the  aid  a  prerequisite 
would  be  a  warrant  for  nonsupport  against  the 
husband.  I  have  been  in  the  Dorchester  Court 
in  the  last  ten  days  and  have  witnessed  two  cases, 
one  of  a  woman  with  three  or  four  children  who 
was  divorced  from  her  husband  and  was  com- 
pelled to  bring  the  husband  in  on  a  complaint  of 
nonsupport,  when  the  woman  actually  insisted 
that  the  man  when  he  was  able  and  could  support 
the  children  was  doing  so.  In  spite  of  the  fact 
that  she  absolutely  saw  no  reason  for  complaint 
against  her  husband  in  that  respect,  she  was 
compelled  by  the  Welfare  Department  to  ask  for 
a  criminal  complaint.  In  both  instances,  although 
the  Probation  Department  ought  to  protect  the 
complainant,  the  probation  officer  was  compelled 
to  advise  the  defendant  to  plead  not  guilty, 
because  the  probation  officer  was  convinced  of  the 
lack  of  guilt  on  the  part  of  the  defendant.  It 
ought  not  to  be  necessary  for  a  poor,  unfortunate 
woman  to  bring  a  complaint  of  this  kind  against 
her  husband,  if  he  is  willing  to  work  and  is  anxious 
to  support  his  children,  but  because  of  conditions 
is  unable  to  get  work.  A  complaint  of  nonsupport 
ought  not  to  be  a  prerequisite  in  that  sort  of  case, 
leaving  the  children  starving  until  the  complaint 
may  be  heard  by  any  justice  of  any  court  in 
Boston.  If  a  person  of  that  kind,  through  force 
of  circumstances,  is  found  guilty,  although  he  is 
willing  to  work  and  cannot  get  work,  of  course 
nothing  is  gained  by  the  Welfare  Department, 
but  it  is  made  harder  for  the  individual  to  ever 
get  work,  because  he  is  then  precluded  from  getting 
work  through  the  civil  service  or  other  proper 
agency.  Of  course,  if  a  man  is  negligently  and 
wilfully  refusing  to  support  his  children,  there 
should  be  insistence  on  the  complaint  of  non- 
support;  but,  other  than  that,  the  Welfare  Board 
ought  to  look  carefully  into  the  merits  of  each 
case  and  not  bring  such  a  person  in  to  answer  to 
complaint  of  nonsupport  unless  that  procedure  is 
justified. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ILLEGAL     COAL     YARD     ON     NORWELL 
STREET.

Ordered,  That  the  Building  Commissioner  and

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  I  hesitated  to 
bring  that  order  into;  the  Council,  but  I  find  it 
necessary  because  there  is  at  the  present  time  a 
coal  yard  on  Norwell  street  that  has  been  going  on 
for  some  time,  in  spite  of  a  ruling  that  the  coal 
yard  is  in  a  zone  area  which  does  not  permit  of 
that  sort  of  thing.  I  am  informed  by  the  Building 
Commissioner  that  this  coal  yard  is  being  conducted 
illegally,  but  in  spite  of  that  fact  the  Corporation 
Counsel  insists  on  not  taking  action.  There 
appears  to  be  a  conflict  between  the  Corporation 
Counsel's  office  and  the  Building  Commissioner. 
I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  we  have  as  able 
a  Building  Commissioner  as  can  be  found  in  any 
part  of  the  Commonwealth,  a  man  who  thoroughly 
understands  the  rules  and  regulations  appertaining 
to  his  department.  In  spite  of  that  fact,  the 
Corporation  Counsel  refuses  to  take  action  in 
regard  to  this  coal  yard  on  Norwell  street.  I 
therefore  ask  that  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to 
enforce  the  building  regulations  with  respect  to 
that  coal  yard.

Furthermore,  Henry  Daily  of  that  department  is  a 
man  who  has  had  nothing  to  do  with  this  particular 
transaction.  Mr.  Daily,  I  have  always  felt,  is 
one  of  the  most  courteous  and  obliging  men  whom 
I  have  met  in  City  Hall.  Ten  years  ago  the  late 
General  Edwards,  who  was  then  handling  the 
large  estate  of  the  late  Lotta  Crabtree,  stated  to 
me  that  he  felt  that  Mr.  Kelly,  the  head  of  the 
Assessing  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  was 
a  man  of  character,  standing  and  ability.  From 
the  information  I  have  at  my  command,  I  know 
that  neither  of  those  two  officials  are  connected 
with  this  act  of  vandalism  affecting  the  poor 
depositors  of  the  Medford  Trust  Company  bank.

NORTON— Mr.  President,  there  are  a 
number  of  men  in  this  city  and  state  who  would 
take  advantage  of  fishing  in  order  to  obtain  food, 
if  they  had  the  price  to  pay  for  a  fishing  license. 
New  York  has  already  passed  an  order  to  this 
effect,  and  I  think  it  might  be  well  to  consider  it 
here. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


TWELVE-CYLINDER    REQUIREMENT    ON 
FIRE  APPARATUS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  canceling  from  the 
specifications  when  buying  fire  department  appa- 
ratus, the  provision  demanding  twelve-cylinder 
automobile  motors. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  here  again 
we  have  an  instance  of  favoritism.  Few  men 
today  want  to  buy  a  twelve-cylinder  automobile. 
Would  you  buy  a  twelve-cylinder  automobile 
yourself?  You  can  get  around  just  as  easily  and 
quickly,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  as  shown  by  scientific 
engineering  automobile  experiments,  in  a  six- 
cylinder  car  as  you  can  in  one  with  eight  or  twelve 
cylinders.  Who  of  you  today  would  want  to  buy 
a  twelve-cylinder  automobile  or  truck?  And  so 
it  is  interesting  to  know  why  the  twelve-cylinder 
specification  is  contained  in  bids  for  apparatus  for 
the  Fire  Department.  In  New  York  they  use 
the  six-cylinder  engine;  in  Cleveland,  Detroit,  all 
the  leading  cities  of  the  country,  the  six-cylinder 
automobile  is  the  type  in  general  use.  Why  does 
Boston  ask  for  twelve-cylinder  cars?  Can  you 
get  to  a  fire  any  more  quickly  with  a  twelve- 
cylinder  car?  No.  But,  Mr.  President,  the 
reason  why  that  requirement  is  included  here  is 
that  the  American-LaFrance  Company  turns  out 
a  twelve-cylinder  car — although,  as  a  matter  of 
automobile    experience    for    many    years,    a    six- 
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cylinder  car  answers  all  the  requirements.  We 
have  two  companies  here  in  Boston  who  would 
bid,  and  who  would  make  a  low  bid,  if  that  twelve- 
cylinder  provision  was  not  included  in  the  speci- 
fications. One  is  known  as  the  Mack  Truck 
Company.  The  Mack  Truck  Company  has  been 
very  successful  in  bidding  for  and  furnishing  fire 
engines  throughout  America.  Another  company 
is  the  Ehrmann-Fox  Company.  Both  are  com- 
petitors of  the  American-LaFrance.  The  moment 
these   companies   are   allowed  to   do   so   they  are 

Prepared  to  put  in  bids  that  will  save  the  City  of 
oston  many  thousands  of  dollars.  But  for  them 
to  do  so  at  present  would  be  a  mere  waste  of 
time.  Three  weeks  ago  the  department  asked 
for  bids  for  twelve-cylinder  automobiles  for  the 
Fire  Department.  The  Finance  Commission 
objected,  saying  that  that  simply  meant  favoring 
the  American-LaFrance  Company.  The  twelve- 
cylinder  requirement  is  still  included  in  the  speci- 
fications sent  out  by  the  department.  Of  course 
under  the  circumstances,  for  other  companies  to 
bid  would  simply  be  a  waste  of  time.  The  bids 
are  put  out  in  that  form  merely  to  assist  the  Ameri- 
can-LaFrance Company  in  furnishing  its  cars. 
Experts  may  tell  you  that  in  order  to  unify  the 
Fire  Department  twelve-cylinder  cars  are  neces- 
sary. I  understand  from  experts,  on  the  other 
hand,  that  that  is  not  so,  that  all  that  is  necessary 
is  that  ycu  have  engines  in  the  Fire  Department 
that  will  produce  a  thousand  gallons  of  water 
within  a  certain  time,  or  that  will  handle  ladders 
of  50  or  65  feet.  The  six-cylinder  motor  car  gets 
there  just  as  quickly  as  the  twelve-cylinder  car, 
but  where  you  have  this  provision  in  the  specifi- 
cations the  six-cylinder  cars  cannot  compete. 
This  is  a  wrong  time  for  the  city,  in  the  specifica- 
tions it  sends  out,  to  do  this  sort  of  thing, —  a 
time  when  our  funds  are  so  restricted  that  the 
poor  of  our  city,  children  and  widows,  are  suffer- 
ing. Certainly,  with  things  as  they  are  with  us 
now,  and  as  they  promise  to  be  for  a  long  time  to 
come,  and  with  the  necessity  of  raising  money  to 
take  care  of  the  deserving  poor  in  our  midst,  it 
is  no  time  to  waste  thousands  of  dollars  in  extra 
expenditure,  to  help  out  companies  who  happen 
at  present  to  be  in  right. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ALLEGED   ATTACK   BY   WELFARE 
OFFICIAL. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Welfare  Committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  consider  the  advisability  of 
investigating  the  matter  of  the  alleged  attack 
made  upon  one  John  H.  Neas  of  Ward  18,  a 
recipient  of  welfare  relief,  by  an  official  of  the 
Welfare  Department. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  we  have 
heard  of  the  case  of  this  old  man,  feeble  and  sick, 
who  was  viciously  attacked  and  his  nose  broken, 
down  at  the  Welfare  Department.  I  wonder  if 
that  can  be  considered  by  anybody  fair  treatment? 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REPORTS    BY    FINANCE    COMMISSION. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be 
requested  to  furnish  the  Council  with  the  names 
of  and  number  of  reports  prepared  by  the  Finance 
Commission  this  year. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  there  have 
been  a  number  of  reports  which  have  been  issued 
by  the  Finance  Commission  during  the  year,  and 
I  would  like  an  opportunity  to  look  over  them, 
as  I  have  no  doubt  is  the  case  with  other  members 
of  this  body.  If  this  order  is  passed,  we  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  have  the  names  and  dates 
of  the  reports.  I  think  it  may  be  of  interest  to 
the  members  of  the  Council  to  get  this  information 
with  regard  to  reports  which  have  been  issued  by 
the  commission  during  the  past  year,  and  which 
we  might  otherwise  know  nothing  about. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


COOPERATIVE   BANK   MORATORIUM. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
the  enactment  of  the  law  sponsored  by  the  Home 


Owners'     Association     of     Springfield     requesting 
authority    from    the    Legislature    for    cooperative 
banks    to    waive    payment   for    one    year    on    the 
principal  of  good  mortgage  loans. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


LIST   OF   FIRE   DEPARTMENT   OFFICERS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested to  furnish  the  Council  with  the  number  of 
officers  in  the  department  under  each  officer 
designation  and  the  number  of  men  under  each 
officer. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


IMPROVEMENT   IN   WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  Committee  on 

Welfare  consider  the  advisability  of  recommending 

to  the  Mayor  and   Board  of  Public  Welfare   the 

adoption  of  the  following  "Five-Point"  program. 

1.  Reorganize  the  entire  department.  Appoint 
one  head  who  will  be  responsible.  The  Mayor 
asked  the  Legislature  to  grant  authority  to  do 
this.  It  refused  to  do  so.  I  appeared  in  favor 
of  the  Mayor's  bill.  He  should  again  request  this 
authority  from  the  Legislature.  In  the  meantime 
the  Mayor  and  Board  should  agree  on  a  one-man 
head  who  shall  have  all  authority  to  run  the 
department  and  who  will  be  responsible. 

2.  Immediately  install  an  efficient  system  of 
records.  The  Boston  Finance  Commission  has 
twice  called  attention  to  the  deplorable  condition 
of  the  records  as  well  as  the  Police  Commissioner 
of  Boston. 

3.  Every  person  now  drawing  relief  should  be 
asked  to  make  application  all  over  again.  Some 
time  ago  a  new  affidavit  for  each  applicant  to  sign 
was  put  into  use.  This  protects  the  city  in  event 
of  perjury.  But  before  this  affidavit  was  put 
into  effect  there  were  thousands  drawing  relief 
who  never  had  signed  it.  They  should  be  made  to 
do  so  at  the  earliest  date  so  as  to  protect  the  city 
in  event  of  fraud. 

4.  Decentralize  the  department.  Have  branch 
offices  in  various  sections  of  the  city.  Do  all 
investigating  and  pay  off  from  these  sectional 
headquarters.  Master  files  should  be  kept  at  the 
present  headquarters  on  Hawkins  street.  Every 
applicant  going  to  the  main  headquarters  at 
Hawkins  street  means  congestion,  confusion  and 
lack  of  efficiency.  It  means  also  that  a  man 
obtaining  $5  a  week  in  aid  must  pay  out  80  cents 
or  more  of  it  in  car  fare  going  to  and  from  head- 
quarters to  his  home  in  Hyde  Park,  Roslindale, 
etc.  Five  hundred  competent  city  employees 
should  be  transferred  from  departments  already 
overmanned  to  assist  in  this  welfare  work. 

5.  The  city  should  buy  groceries  and  coal  at 
wholesale.  This  system  must  eventually  come. 
We  must  look  facts  in  the  face.  A  larger  amount 
of  food  can  be  obtained  at  wholesale  prices  than 
is  now  obtained  by  individual  families  buying 
food  at  retail  prices.  Food  can  be  distributed 
from  municipal  buildings  strategically  located 
throughout  the  city,  such  as  police  and  fire  stations, 
schools  and  other  city  buildings.  This  will  tend 
to  eliminate  the  money  that  may  now  go  for 
liquor,  the  ball  game,  the  card  game,  and  is  sup- 
posed to  go  for  food  for  the  family.  More  people 
perjure  themselves  to  obtain  money  than  would 
to  obtain  food.  Rent  receipts  should  be  pro- 
duced. A  calory  food  value  table  is  of  no  use  if, 
say,  S10  is  given  for  food  and  $2  of  this  goes  fo  r 
liquor,  cards,  or  the  ball  game.  Children  are  then 
not  properly  nourished. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  this  is  nothing 
but  an  elaboration  of  what  I  have  suggested  here 
at  least  twenty  times,  and  we  will  get  nowhere 
until  something  along  this  line  is  done.  I  wonder 
why  it  is  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  a  responsible 
executive,  can  sit  here  in  his  office  in  City  Hall 
quietly  with  the  present  conditions  going  on  in  our 
Welfare  Department?  How  can  any  man  in  his 
position  allow  himself  to  be  lulled  into  a  sense  of 
false  security,  under  the  circumstances,  and  be 
possessed  of  the  idea  that  everything  •  is  fine? 
I  cannot  understand  the  mentality  that  will  refuse 
to  take  cognizance  of  conditions  such  as  we  have 
in  our  Welfare  Department  today.  Those  condi- 
tions, Mr.  President,  cannot  be  changed  too  soon. 
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If  you  were  Mayor  of  Boston  tomorrow,  it  would 
not  take  five  minutes  to  transfer  help  enough  to 
that  department  to  take  care  of  the  cases  that  have 
to  be  handled.  And  is  there  any  reason  why  they 
should  not  be  handled  at  different  points  in  our 
city  where  the  need  is  great  — in  South  Boston,  in 
East  Boston,  in  Charlestown,  in  Hyde  Park? 
Why  compel  men  to  spend  a  dollar  a  week  out  of 
the  few  dollars  they  get  from  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, for  car  fare,  going  down  to  that  "House  of 
Horrors"?  And  yet  we  sit  here  complacently, 
week  after  week,  with  this  condition  going  on 
right  before  our  eyes!  What  is  the  matter  with 
the  Mayor?  What  is  the  matter  with  Simon 
Hecht? 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  notice  that  the 
member  on  my  right  places  the  blame  with  the 
chief  executive  of  our  city,  asking,  "What  is  the 
matter  with  the  Mayor?"  It  might  be  well  to  ask 
"What  is  the  matter  with  the  City  Council?"  We 
had  here  a  committee  appointed  to  make  an 
examination  of  conditions  in  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment. I  introduced  that  order  here  earlier  in  the 
meeting  in  relation  to  the  matter,  looking  to  imme- 
diate action,  and  when  I  asked  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  when  the  investigation  would  be  made 
he  said  that  they  were  going  to  wait  until  the  police 
had  finished.  It  is  not  the  Mayor  who  is  sitting 
by  and  seeing  that  condition  exist.  It  is  the 
Council,  the  members  of  this  body,  elected  from  all 
over  the  City  of  Boston  and  bound  by  their  oaths 
to  protect  the  people  who  are  obliged  to  go  and  ask 
for  help  at  the  "House  of  Horrors."  Why  don't 
we  investigate?  The  newspapers  are  filled  with 
stories  of  robbery,  beating  up  of  individuals  and 
everything  else,  and  it  is  about  time  that  the 
matter  was  looked  into.  I  want  an  investigation. 
If  there  are  employees  down  there  who  are  not  on 
the  level,  who  are  not  square  and  honest,  let  us 
know  the  facts.  Let  us  have  the  morale  of  the 
organization  built  up  where  it  belongs,  and  let  us 
have  worthy  people  given  the  break  that  they  are 
entitled  to  under  the  law.  But  don't  blame  the 
Mayor  entirely,  or  the  commissioners  in  the  Welfare 
Department.  Let  us  blame  ourselves,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council  sitting  around  this  cham- 
ber. We  are  the  ones  who  are  responsible  to  our 
people,  and  we  should  have  an  investigation  that 
will  clear  the  matter  up,  right  away,  straightening 
this  whole  welfare  situation.  Let  us  give  the 
people  a  break  and  do  what  we  are  supposed  to  do 
as  members  of  the  City  Council.  I  have  heard 
this  body  frequently  referred  to  as  the  fathers  of  the 
city.  If  we  are  the  fathers,  let  us  take  care  of  the 
people  whom  we  are  supposed  to  look  out  for. 
Let  us  have  an  investigation  and  notify  people  to 
come  here.  Let  us  find  out  what  is  going  on,  and 
let  us  then  make  recommendations  that  will  cure 
the  existing  defects.  We  will  then  be  doing 
something  for  our  people  and  will  be  accomplishing 
something  worth  while  in  connection  with  this 
whole  welfare  situation. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  might  I  say 
that  the  committee  you  appointed,  of  which  I  am 
chairman,  has  met,  has  organized,  and  has  reported 
out  a  system  which,  while  we  do  not  wish  to  appear 
conceited,  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  only  complete 
and  constructive  system  that  has  been  put  forth 
in  this  matter  up  to  date.  We  decided  that  there 
should  be  something  done  which  would  be  really 
constructive,  that  there  should  be  in  this  city  a 
real  system,  not  something  that  might  be  influenced 
by  the  difference  between  Corporation  Counsel 
Samuel  Silverman  and  Leo  Schwartz,  the  legal 
adviser  of  the  Police  Department,  differences 
which  have  a  tendency  to  submerge  the  interests 
of  the  poor  of  this  city  while  their  controversy  is 
being  paraded  before  the  public,  but  a  system  to 
which  all  such  differences  or  immaterial  questions 
should  be  subordinated,  so  that  the  interests  of 
the  poor  people  who  are  supposed  to  be  the  bene- 
ficiaries shall  be  paramount  to  the  personal  dif- 
ferences between  two  highly-paid  officials  who 
talk  of  things  of  no  importance  while  forty  thousand 
people  in  our  city  are  stalking  the  streets  hungry. 
We  felt  that  some  action  should  be  taken  in  the 
interest  of  the  poor  devils  who  are  up  against  it, 
and  that  they  should  not  surfer  while  Mr.  Silverman 
and  Mr.  Schwartz  are  venting  their  spleen  against 
each  other.  Therefore,  our  committee  brought 
forth  a  program  listing  every  place  of  habitation 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  law  says  that  you 
cannot  make  public  the  names  of  individuals  who 
are  obliged  by  force  of  present  circumstances  to 
apply  to  the  Welfare  Department.  We  want  no 
stigma  attached  to  those  who  because  of  conditions 
prevailing  today  are  obliged,  through  no  fault  of 
their  own,  to  ask  for  aid.     And  therefore  the  ut- 


most care  must  be  given  in  furnishing  such  aid 
lest  a  stigma  be  attached.     You  can  call  it  welfare, 
you  can  call  it  by  the  most  endearing  terms,  but 
it  is  still  charity,  and  Long  Island  is  still  a  poor- 
house.     And  we  are  obtaining  further  information 
which   will   be   of  assistance   in   carrying   on   this 
work.     In  the  room   across   here   there  are   forty 
men  who  have  seen  better  days,  who,  instead  of 
sweeping    the   streets  —  and   many   of    them    are 
college  graduates  —  are  getting  together  the  most 
complete  data  in  a  constructive  way  —  not  some- 
thing to  figure  in  the  headlines  of  the  papers,  not 
something  for  tomorrow,  or  a  week  from  today, 
but  something  that  will  be  of  real  and  permanent 
value  in  handling  this  whole  situation.     They  are 
compiling    the    records    by    residences,    places    of 
habitation  —  95,081     places     in     all  —  from     the 
smallest   home   to   the   largest   hotel  in   the   city. 
They  are  going  to  have  a  record  that  will  not  be 
in  the  hands  of  the  Welfare  Board,  the  Corporation 
Counsel   or   the    Police    Department,    but   in    the 
hands  of  an  unbiased  board.     The  law  says  that 
you  cannot  give  names,  but  your  committee  found 
nothing  in  the  law  which  said  that  you  could  not 
give  places  of  habitation,  and  they  are  listing  those 
places  of  habitation.     Then  they  are  going  to  go 
to  Commonwealth  Pier  and  get  the  name  of  every 
automobile    owner,    putting    down    those    names, 
and  will  send  to  Washington  and  get  the  name  of 
every  man  on  record  as  rendering  service  in  the 
War,  of  every  man  that  appears  on   the  federal 
records,     postal    employees,     or     otherwise,     and 
propose  to  get  the  name  of  every  person  working 
on  a  salary  for  the  Federal  Government.     They 
are   then  going   to  the   State  House  and  get  the 
names  of  every  state  employee;  and  then,  for  the 
first  time,  are  going  to  the  assessment  Board  and 
find  those   getting   abatements.     If   they   find  an 
abatement   from    a    house    of   a   federal    or    state 
employee,  or  find  on  the  list  those  getting  a  certain 
yearly    income,    they    are    going    to    go    into    the 
question    of    why    such    people    should   receive   a 
weekly  payment  through  the  Welfare  Department. 
They  are  making  rapid  strides  and  their  work  along 
these  lines  is  nearing   completion.     If  the   Police 
Department    want    to    submit    records    they    can 
receive    them.     So    when    the    member    tells   you 
that  nothing  has  been  done,  that  we  sat  silently 
by  and  let  things  drift,   he  was  not  stating  the 
true  situation.     As  for  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  we  should  not  hold  him  too  strictly 
to  account  recently.     He  has  just  been  making  a 
state-wide  campaign,   through   which   he  received 
votes  from  a  great  many  people.     He  is  certainly 
a  man  of  some  standing  and  ability,  as  shown  by 
the  recognition  given   him   by   the   people  of  the 
state,  and  I  don't  think  we  should  get  after  him 
too  viciously  when  he  says  that  more  investigations 
would   be   only   for   the    purpose   of  covering   up. 
There  is  nothing  I  have  to  hide,  sir,  or  that  you 
have  to   hide;  knowing   the  twenty-two  members 
of  the  Council  as  I  do,  I  know  that  there  is  nothing 
they  have  to  hide.     There  is  nothing  for  them  to 
be  afraid  of.     Of  course,  we  are  all  misrepresented 
at  times.     We  are  naturally  being  watched  closely 
in    what    we    do.     Whatever    action    we    take    in 
regard   to    this    matter,    certain    papers    will   say 
that  we  have  done  it  for  the  purpose  of  whitewash- 
ing, that  certain  members  in  secret  session  would 
endeavor  to  keep  out  names  of  people  in  their  own 
section.     But   I   wish   to   state   here   that   I   have 
nothing  to  hide,  and  I  know  that  other  members 
of  this  body  have  nothing  to  hide.     The  committee 
is  honestly  working  along  constructive  lines,  lines 
that  will  prove  of  benefit  in  the  immediate  and  the 
distant  future,  and  they  should  be  helped  in  that 
work.     And  so  I  say  to  you,  sir,  don't  get  stam- 
peded.    There   are   thousands  of   families   in   this 
city  that  are  deserving,  and  the  fact  that  a  police 
officer  visits  their  door  does  not  make  the  pain  any 
less  acute.      I  say  to  every  member  of  the  Council, 
you   were  elected  to   take   care   of  the   people  of 
your  district,  and  if  there  are  worthy  eases  that 
you  know  of,  and  that  you  try  to  help,  don't  get 
scared  away  from  doing  it.     If  one  hundred  people 
from  your  ward  come  to  you  tomorrow  and  even 
suggest  that  they  are  hungry,  send  them  along, 
and    go    through    with    them    personally.     When 
worthy  cases  are  brought  to  your  attention  it  is 
your  duty  to  do  what  you  can,  your  sworn  duty, 
and  don't  get  scared  away  from  doing  it.     When 
we  stood  up  on  the  floor  of  this  Council  at  the 
beginning  of  our  term  we  took  a  solemn  oath  to 
perform  our  duty  as  we  saw  it,  to  protect  the  weak 
as   well   as   the   strong;   and   when   they   tell   you 
that  we  are  not  doing  our  duty  when  we  go  down 
there  and  try  to  get  help  for  those  whom  we  know 
are  in  need,  it  is  not  true.     I  will  go  down  there 
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today,  tomorrow,  and  every  day,  when  the  place 
is  open,  to  seek  help  for  cases  that  I  know  are 
deserving.  When  cases  are  not  deserving,  that 
is  another  matter;  but  I  say  that  you  and  I  have 
ways  of  finding  out  in  our  own  district  the  cases 
that  are  deserving  and  are  not  deserving.  If  you 
know  of  deserving  cases,  it  is  your  duty  to  interest 
yourself  in  the  matter  and  to  see  that  they  get 
the  assistance  to  which  they  are  entitled.  So  I 
am  not  concerned  with  adverse  talk  along  that 
line.  I  am  concerned  with  Sam  Silverman  and 
Leo  Schwartz.  I  am  sick  and  tired  of  the  way 
they  are  going  on  in  their  cheap  controversy,  while 
forty  thousand  people  are  walking  the  streets 
hungry.  And  while  they  are  talking  of  fakers  — 
and  there  are  fakers,  of  course,  on  the  list  —  they 
are  taking  it  out  of  the  hearts  and  bodies  of  worthy 
men  and  women.  Let  us  do  what  we  can  to  get 
the  fakers  off  the  list,  and  where  they  are  found 
let  them  be  prosecuted,  but  in  the  meantime  do 
not  do  irreparable  harm  to  a  single  soul  who  is 
justly  on  that  list.  And  so,  I  repeat,  your  com- 
mittee has  met,  sir,  and  the  fruit  of  its  work  can 
be  found  there  across  the  hall;  and  after  all  this 
froth  is  over  that  board  will  be  carrying  on.  They 
will  not  be  a  welfare  board  having  to  defend 
themselves  or  a  police  board  having  to  defend 
themselves,  but  they  will  be  an  unbiased  board 
that  will  have  compiled  records  such  as  have  never 
before  been  compiled.  In  the  meantime,  let 
members  of  the  City  Council  not  get  stampeded  or 
frightened.  Stand  firm  and  carry  out  a  worthy 
program,  one  that  should  be  carried  out.  Your 
duty  to  your  people,  also,  is  to  protect  them.  If 
you  find  the  police  saying  that  certain  ones  among 
them  are  not  right,  if  you  believe  they  are  right  go 
through;  and  while  that  constructive  work  is 
being  carried  forward  let  no  man  say  that  we  have 
been  lax  in  our  duty.  We  are  the  only  organized 
board  in  Boston  that  has  gone  forward  with  a 
constructive  plan,  and  after  these  other  boards 
have  been  forgotten  the  records  that  we  are 
compiling  will  stand,  and  will  stand  forever. 
Let  every  member  of  the  Council  be  proud  of  his 
committee,  and  let  its  investigation  go  on.  Let 
them  continue  to  obtain  the  information  that 
they  are  after.  And  when  you  hear  talk  of  our 
trying  to  hush  an  investigation,  you  will  know 
that  there  is  no  truth  in  it. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  appreciate 
the  work  that  is  being  done  to  take  care  of  the 
future.  I  am  a  member  of  that  committee  and 
I  realize  that  one  day  the  committee  met  for  half 
an  hour  and  that  another  meeting  was  called  for 
another  day,  and  that  since  then  the  committee 
has  never  functioned,  has  never  got  together. 
This  particular  work  being  done  over  here,  that 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  has  referred  to,  is 
constructive  work.  I  have  been  in  welfare  work 
for  thirteen  years,  and  have  handled  thousands 
and  thousands  of  welfare  cases  individually. 
But  what  I  want  is  an  investigation  of  some  of 
these  charges  and  allegations  that  have  been  made 
with  regard  to  certain  men  in  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, charges  that  have  been  made  about  improper 
conduct,  about  people  receiving  less  than  they 
were  supposed  to  receive,  about  certain  people 
having  been  beaten  up  and  abused.  I  think  the 
time  has  now  arrived  when  the  City  Council 
should  call  those  people  up  here  and  find  out 
about  certain  conditions  of  which  we  have  heard 
— not  being  told  about  what  is  going  to  happen 
in  four  or  five  years  from  now,  but  about  things 
that  are  actually  happening  at  the  present  time, 
when  people  are  needing  help,  not  in  the  future 
but  today,  not  next  week  but  this  week.  The 
system  is  wrong,  and  has  always  been  wrong. 
The  constructive  ideas  have  not  been  missing,  but 
no  cognizance  has  been  taken  of  them.  And  so 
I  say  it  is  up  to  us  to  function  as  a  committee  and 
find  out  what  is  going  on  and  make  recommenda- 
tions looking  to  the  curing  of  the  defects.  It  is 
all  right  for  some  one  to  get  up  here  and  say  the 
Police  Department  did  this  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mission did  that,  and  that  we  will  wait  until  the 
Police  Department  investigation  is  over.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  Police  Department  never  should 
have  made  an  investigation,  because  it  is  not 
Police  Department  business.  There  should  be 
independent  workers  handling  this  problem, 
people  who  understand  human  troubles,  who  know 
what  it  means  to  be  sick,  undernourished,  starv- 
ing, without  money  to  pay  your  creditors.  Men 
who  are  prosecuting  criminals  should  not  be 
brought  into  it.  These  people  are  not  criminals. 
It  is  also  up  to  us  to  find  out  whether  the  present 
personnel  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  is  what 


it  should  be,  in  handling  cases  of  this  sort.  And 
so  I  say,  regardless  of  the  set-up  of  this  committee, 
and  regardless  of  the  work  that  we  are  told  it  is 
doing,  something  else  needs  to  be  done.  The 
question  is,  What  is  being  done  now,  what  help 
should  be  given  and  is  being  given  now — not 
next  week  or  next  year?  We  want  these  people 
called  up,  people  who  are  responsible  for  the 
expenditure  of  our  money,  and  we  wish  to  find 
out  what  is  being  done  with  it,  to  find  out  whether 
there  is  any  graft  in  connection  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  work,  whether  men  with  houses 
and  with  automobiles,  men  with  jobs,  are  receiv- 
ing aid  from  the  city,  and  whether  others  are  not 
getting  it.  And  so,  I  repeat,  it  is  up  to  us  to  do 
it  now,  and  not  next  year. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
asks  me  why  I  prefer  that  the  Mayor  rather  than 
the  Council  should  step  into  this  situation.  Mr. 
President,  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  one  of  the  most 
powerful  mayors  of  any  city  in  the  world.  If  you, 
Mr.  President,  were  the  Mayor  at  this  moment, 
you  could  put  one  man  in  charge  of  that  department 
and  could  take  immediate  steps  to  change  the  whole 
administration  of  the  work.  This  is  the  first  time 
"  I  have  heard  that  the  Council  has  the  power  to 
clean  up  the  welfare  situation,  and  I  want  you 
to  tell  me  one  situation  in  Boston  that  has  ever 
been  cleaned  up  by  a  Council  committee. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  will  answer 
that.     I  didn't  say  clean  it  up.     I  do  say,  however, 

that  we  have  a  duty  to  perform 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  want  an 
answer  to  my  question,  and  not  a  speech. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  will  answer  it. 
I  said  that  the  City  Council  has  a  committee  duly 
appointed  to  consider  and  investigate  this  matter, 
and  that  it  is  now  the  duty  of  that  committee, 
acting  for  the  City  Council,  to  carry  out  its  duty. 
Its  duty  is  to  find  out  what  conditions  are  and  to 
bring  back  recommendations.  That  is  a  duty  for 
us  to  perform  as  the  City  Council  of  this  city. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  one  of  the 
brightest  and  ablest  men  who  ever  sat  in  our  body, 
Gardiner  Wilson,  took  it  upon  himself  a  year  ago 
to  do  what  he  could  to  remedy  the  situation  in 
the  Welfare  Department,  and  he  found  out,  after 
doing  an  immense  amount  of  work  and  familiarizing 
himself  with  the  subject,  that  what  he  was  able 
to  do  proved  to  be  but  a  transitory  job,  and  that 
the  whole  thing  was  thrown  out  of  the  window. 
We  have  no  power.  Talk  to  that  effect  is  only  a 
smoke  screen.  When  we  have  once  voted  the 
money  we  are  helpless.  We  go  on  voting  thou- 
sands and  thousands  of  dollars  for  the  Tomasellos, 
the  Singarellas  and  the  Sarsaparillas,  and  then 
we  have  nothing  further  to  say  in  the  matter,  and 
have  nothing  for  the  poor  fellows  who  really  need 
to  be  taken  care  of.  If  we  had  done  what  I 
have  attempted  to  do  in  the  past,  hold  up  appro- 
priations for  everything  except  hospitals  and  wel- 
fare, until  real  constructive  action  is  taken, 
something  might  be  accomplished.  If  you  will 
do  that,  you  will  quickly  get  some  action.  But 
we  are  now  simply  talking  about  the  bush,  when 
it  comes  to  the  question  of  really  remedying  the 
situation.  Over  the  Welfare  Department  we  have 
no  control  except  by  providing  the  money  once 
or  twice  in  the  course  of  a  year.  I  voted  against 
the  appropriation,  and  that  was  one  of  my  rea- 
sons. I  have  tried  to  stop  this  business  of  herd- 
ing starving  people  down  at  Hawkins  street,  when 
there  should  properly  be  places  established  in 
different  parts  of  the  city  to  handle  the  problem. 
We  are  now  told  very  eloquently  that  there  is  a 
system  of  card  records  being  prepared  over  in 
that  room  that  is  going  to  help  Mike  Murphy 
out  in  Readville  when  he  asks  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment for  something  to  eat.  Is  that  sort  of  thing 
going  to  solve  this  dire  emergency  in  which  we 
are  involved  today?  How  can  it?  No,  good 
friends,  the  problem  is  infinitely  greater  than 
that.  You  should  have  places  in  different  parts 
of  the  city  where  these  people  can  go;  you  should 
have  a  sufficient  number  of  investigators — not 
sixty-five — to  handle  26,000  or  more  cases.  In 
New  York,  with  100,000  cases,  they  have  two 
thousand  investigators  disseminated  through  cer- 
tain precincts.  If  we  had  the  same  proportion, 
we  would  have  five  hundred.  I  asked  last  year 
to  have  something  done  along  these  lines,  but 
nothing  was  done.  One  of  the  men  in  my  district, 
who  was  starving,  recently  went  across  the  line 
into  Milton  and  went  into  a  kitchen  looking  for 
food.  They  saw  him  and  rushed  to  the  tele- 
phone, and  the  police  came  and  put  him  under 
arrest.     They   said,     "What    are    you    here    for? 
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What  are  you  doing  in  this  kitchen? "  He  said, 
"I  want  something  to  eat,  and  my  children  are 
hungry."  That  was  one  of  eight  hundred  oases, 
with  nothing  done.  I  say  that  there  should  be 
quarters  in  the  Hyde  Park  Municipal  Building, 
with  a  dozen  city  employees,  paid  employees  from 
the  Building  Department,  Fire  Department, 
school  teachers,  headed  by  a  sympathetic  and 
competent  executive,  to  which  poor  unfortunates 
can  go  and  get  immediate  aid.  And  there  should 
be  such  places  in  East  Boston,  Charlestown, 
South  Boston,  Dorchester,  with  competent  organi- 
zations. There  are  two  hundred  families  in  my 
ward  who  do  not  speak  English,  who  draw  relief 
from  the  city,  and  there  is  not  one  person  who  can 
talk  their  language.  Is  that  sort  of  thing  right? 
Is  it  right  for  one  investigator  to  handle  600  cases, 
having  but  sixty-five  investigators  where  you 
should  have  five  hundred?  I  have  stood  here 
week  after  week  talking  about  the  situation  con- 
fronting our  people,  and  that  will  confront  them 
for  some  time  to  come,  and  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
has  the  power,  with  a  scratch  of  the  pen,  to  remedy 
the  entire  situation  in  two  minutes.  All  the  argu- 
ment here  is  simply  a  waste  of  time,  and  is  simply 
adding  to  the  confusion.  There  are  just  two 
things  to  be  done  when  we  are  dealing  with  unfor- 
tunates in  this  city  as  we  are  at  the  present  time. 
One  is  to  have  headquarters  in  East  Boston, 
Charlestown,  Hyde  Park,  and  South  Boston,  each 
with  a  corps  of  workers — such  as  they  have  in  New 
York,  Philadelphia,  Detroit,  and  Pittsburgh — to 
handle  the  situation.  Have  your  different  dis- 
tributing points,  and  have  a  sufficient  corps  of 
investigators  to  function  properly.  And  I  tell 
you  that  you  will  have  within  two  years  com- 
missaries— mark  me  well! — throughout  the  City 
of  Boston  to  distribute  food.  It  is  a  beautiful 
thing  for  the  Welfare  Department  to  determine  the 
number  of  calories  in  this  food  and  that,  and  the 
number  necessary  for  human  life,  down  to  the 
fourth  decimal  point,  carrying  it  out  by  logarithms, 
and  determining  the  amount  of  money  necessary 
to  feed  each  person  for  a  week.  But  as  far  as 
this  card  record  game  is  concerned,  when  you  have 
it  all  prepared  some  one  will  come  along  and  throw 
the  whole  system  out  the  window.  Nothing  is  to 
be  gained  by  these  smoke  screens.  Statistics 
will  not  solve  the  problem.  Have  your  branches 
in  East  Boston,  Charlestown,  Hyde  Park  and 
South  Boston,  have  your  school  teachers  go  to 
them  after  school  to  help  out  for  an  hour  or  two, 
say  on  Saturdays,  getting  information  from  them 
as  to  the  children  who  are  improperly  clothed  or 
fed.  Get  such  collaboration  and  cooperation  from 
other  city  employees  with  the  Welfare  Board. 
What  makes  the  Welfare  Board  so  obstinate? 
Why  do  they  persist  in  herding  people  from  all 
over  the  city  down  in  that  "House  of  Horrors"? 
Why  do  they  insist  that  a  man  in  Hyde  Park 
getting  $4  or  $5  a  week  shall  pay  out  a  dollar  a 
week  in  car  fare  getting  back  and  forth.  Week 
after  week  we  sit  here  and  offer  our  suggestions, 
and  nothing  is  done.  What  we  propose  is  of  no 
avail.  My  friends,  there  are  only  two  suggestions 
we  should  insist  upon.  First,  don't  vote  one  dollar 
of  money  here  except  for  hospitals  or  for  the  poor 
until    they    right    that    situation.     I    have    voted 


against  ice  cream,  I  have  voted  against  different 
things  where  I  felt  that  the  city's  money  was 
being  wasted,  because  I  have  felt  that  this  was  the 
important  matter  confronting  our  citizenship. 
I  have  stood  on  this  floor  and  shown  within  the  last 
month  how  thousands  of  dollars  of  the  city's 
money  was  being  squandered — for  instance,  in  this 
Hotel  Dunbar  case  where  certain  valuation  was 
increased  by  about  $60,000.  And  here  you  men 
vote  for  these  things  and  waste  the  city's  money. 
Why  can't  you  be  consistent?  This  afternoon  I 
have  called  attention  to  this  fire  engine  proposi- 
tion, where  money  of  the  city  is  being  wasted. 
We  do  have  power,  by  not  voting  for  appro- 
priations, and  we  can  refuse  to  vote  one  dollar 
here  until  that  situation  is  righted.  For  three 
years  I  have  sat  here  and  talked  on  this  same  line, 
have  followed  this  same  tangent.  I  claim  that 
next  year  economically  will  be  worse  than  this 
year  and  that  the  year  after  will  be  still  worse, 
that  there  is  nothing  in  the  economic  situation  as 
set  forth  by  world  economists  that  shows  the 
least  sign  of  sunshine  or  the  light  of  prosperity 
returning.  If  you  saw  a  lion  down  the  street, 
you  would  not  say  there  was  no  threat  there; 
if  you  saw  a  captain  going  out  to  sea  not  prepared 
for  emergencies  that  might  arise,  you  would  not 
say  that  he  was  acting  properly.  Why  don't  we 
prepare?  Isn't  there  one  chance  in  a  hundred 
that  I  may  have  been  right  in  the  last  three  years? 
Won't  you  give  me  the  benefit  of  that  chance? 
I  am  right  on  this.  The  problem  of  feeding  people, 
next  year  and  the  year  after  will  be  an  acute  one. 
You  will  think  that  next  winter  will  be  bad,  but 
wait  until  the  winters  of  1933  and  1934.  I  chal- 
lenge any  member  of  the  body  to  bring  in  from 
any  authentic  economic  source  information  tend- 
ing to  show  that  conditions  are  getting  better. 
What  is  being  done  in  the  way  of  business?  Practi- 
cally nothing.  What  improvement  do  we  see? 
Practically  none.  What  is  being  done  along 
shore?  Nothing.  The  men  loading  and  unloading 
vessels  have  very  little  to  do.  It  is  a  tremendous 
problem,  gentlemen.  Coming  from  a  section  that 
normally  has  more  machinery  than  any  other  six 
wards  of  the  city  put  together,  I  can  well  realize  how 
bad  the  situation  is.  A  man  of  over  fifty,  out  of 
work,  is  never  going  to  work  again,  in  the  majority 
of  cases.  What  are  those  men  going  to  do? 
There  isn't  much  we  can  do,  good  friends,  except 
to  try  to  keep  down  the  tax  rate.  We  can  do  all 
that  is  within  our  power  to  stop  the  squandering 
of  thousands  and  thousands  of  the  city's  money  in 
different  directions,  by  refusing  to  vote  money  for 
any  purpose  except  hospitals  and  welfare  until 
the  situation  is  righted.  And  I  now  make  this 
prediction,  that  within  a  year  you  will  have  the 
decentralization  of  the  work  of  the  Welfare 
Department  which  I  have  been  continually 
advocating,  but  not  until  thousands  have  suffered; 
and  within  two  years  you  will  have  commissaries 
distributing  and  doling  out  food  throughout  the 
City  of  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

BONDS  FOR  HIGHWAY  CONSTRUCTION.

The  city  has  received  notice  from  the  state  that 
in  November  it  will  be  called  upon  to  pay.  as  a 
direct  charge  for  the  construction  of  this  highway, 
an  assessment  slightly  in  excess  of  8129,000.  In 
order  to  meet  this  assessment,  I  submit  herewith 
a  loan  order  authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds,  in 
the  necessary  amount,  outside  the  statutory  limit 
of  indebtedness.

PURCHASE     OF     SUPPLIES     AT     COUNTY 
JAIL. 
The  following  was  received: 

The  Finance  Commission. 
Boston,  October  7,  1932. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — At  a  meeting  of  your  honorable  body 
on  September  26  an  order  was  adopted,  requesting 


the  Finance  Commission  to  investigate  the  purchase 
of  supplies  at  the  county  jail  and  to  furnish  a  report 
"as  to  the  feasibility  of  purchasing  city  supplies 
through  competitive  bids  instead  of  continuing 
the  present  system." 

With  its  limited  staff  the  Finance  Commission 
is  carrying  out  a  program  of  investigation  of  de- 
partments. It  began  two  years  ago.  Investiga- 
tion of  the  county  jail  is  included  in  that  program. 
Sooner  or  later,  therefore,  the  Finance  Commission 
will  make  an  investigation  of  the  jail  in  the  hope 
that  it  can,  when  it  finishes  the  investigation,  show 
the  authorities  there  improvements  in  methods  of 
administration  that  will  mean  savings  to  the 
taxpayers. 

The  Finance  Commission  does  not  feel,  how- 
ever, that  it  is  necessary  to  await  such  an  investi- 
gation to  report  upon  the  "feasibility  of  purchasing 
supplies  through  competitive  bids."  The  com- 
mission has  already  gone  on  record  many  times  in 
favor  of  open  competition  in  public  purchasing. 
It  knows  of  no  reason  why  the  county  jail  author- 
ities should  not  follow  the  system  that  has  been 
installed  in  the  Hospital  and  Institutions  Depart- 
ments for  the  purchase  of  foodstuffs,  which  was  the 
result  of  the  Finance  Commission's  recommenda- 
tion. By  this  system  the  quality  of  food  was 
improved  and  the  cost  greatly  reduced.  It  re- 
quires open  competitiona  and  Federal  inspection 
and  grading.

INVESTIGATION     OF     PUBLIC     WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  was  received: 

The  Finance  Commission, 
Boston,  October  7,  1932. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — At  a  meeting  of  your  honorable  body 
on  Sptember  26  an  order,  introduced  by  Coun- 
cilor Burke,  was  adopted,  requesting  the  Finance 
Commission  to  inform  the  City  Council  why  it 
refuses  to  investigate  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment. This  order  was  transmitted  to  the  Finance 
Commission  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  October  4. 
Meanwhile,  the  member  who  introduced  the  order 
had  sent  a  letter  to  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission  expressing  the  same  thought. 

The  chairman  replied  substantially  as  follows: 

From  a  reading  of  the  Council  minutes  and 
statements  issued  publicly,  it  would  appear  that 
the  purpose  of  Councilor  Burke  is  to  have  the 
Finance  Commission  investigate  the  cases  in  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  to  determine,  first,  if 
any  councilor  is  responsible  for  any  of  them,  and, 
second,  if  any  employees  of  the  department  are 
guilty  of  fraud  or  dishonesty.  Such  an  investiga- 
tion would  mean  the  examination  of  the  more  than 
25,000  cases  now  carried  on  the  list  and  of  thou- 
sands that  were  on  the  list,  but  have  been  dropped 
during  the  past  few  years.  This  would  be  a  task 
greater  than  the  size  of  the  Finance  Commission's 
appropriation  or  its  staff  would  permit.  The 
Finance  Commission  has  already  thoroughly 
investigated  the  Public  Welfare  Department  and 
has  established  that  the  department  is  badly  in 
need  of  reorganization  both  in  personnel  and 
method  of  administration. 

It,  therefore,  is  not  a  question  of  refusing  to  in- 
vestigate the  department.  The  Finance  Com- 
mission has  already  done  it  and  at  the  meeting  at 
which  this  order  was  adopted,  there  was  read  into 
the  records  a  report  from  the  Finance  Commission 
plainly  stating  these  facts.

I  only  wish  that  the  traveling 
Mayor  of  Boston  might  remain  in  Boston  and 
listen  to  the  observations  made  from  different 
quarters  in  this  city  looking  to  the  cutting  of  the 
city's  budget.

REPAVING   OF  PRIESING   STREET. 
Coun.  POWER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works    be    requested,    through    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,  to  repave  Priesing  street,  Ward  10,  with 
smooth  paving. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ABOLITION  OF  CONTRACT  WORK. 
Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  abolish  all  city  work  by  contract  for 
the  next  fourteen  months,  and  that  instead  plans 
for  such  work  be  drawn  by  city  engineers,  and 
the  work  done  by  day  labor  to  include  only  citizens 
of  Boston. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  one  of  the  most 
serious  problems  facing  the  people  of  Boston  at 
the  present  time  is  taxation.  During  the  past 
year  we  have  spent  over  $3,000,000  on  street 
construction  and  sewer  work.  At  the  present 
time  we  are  going  to  build  by  day  labor  a  tunnel 
costing  over  $8,000,000.  The  order  I  have  just 
introduced  calls  upon  the  Mayor  to  throw  out 
the  window  for  a  period  of  fourteen  months  all 
these  contractors  who  have  been  becoming  mil- 
lionaires in  the  course  of  a  few  months  and  give 
to  the  citizens  of  Boston  an  opportunity  to  go  to 
work.  I  don't  care  what  the  contract  is  or  what 
job  a  contractor  is  working  on,  if  there  are  fifteen 
men  on  the  job,  there  are  not  two  of  them  who 
can  speak  the  English  language.  If  we  can  build 
by  day  labor  the  Kenmore  Tunnel,  at  an  expense 
of  $5,000,000,  if  we  can  build  the  Huntington 
Avenue  Tunnel  at  an  expense  of  $8,500,000,  it  is 
safe  to  assume  that  we  can  build  at  least  three 
million  dollars  worth  of  streets  and  sewers  without 
giving  the  work  to  contractors.  If  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  is  sincere  in  a  wish  to  reduce  taxes,  he  can 
use  the  three  millions  spent  for  such  purposes 
in  putting  citizens  of  Boston  to  work,  taking  them 
from  43   Hawkins  street,   and   every   man   whom 


he  puts  at  work  will  help  reduce  the  expense  of 
the  so-called  Welfare  Department.  Therefore,  I 
am  calling  upon  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  if  he  is 
sincere  in  his  remarks  as  set  forth  in  the  Boston 
newspapers,  to  let  us  know  why  it  is  not  possible 
to  build  our  streets  and  sewers  by  day  labor, 
without  giving  them  out  to  contractors.  I  say  to 
you,  Mr.  President,  and  I  say  to  every  member  of 
the  City  Council,  that  it  is  about  time  American 
citizens  were  recognized.  I  went  over  to  Charles- 
town  this  morning  and  saw  three  streets  under 
construction  over  there,  and  I  now  want  to  reiterate 
what  I  have  previously  said  on  this  floor,  as  a 
result  of  my  visit  over  there,  that  where  there 
are  fifteen  men  working  on  a  job  for  contractors, 
there  are  not  two  who  can  even  speak  the  English 
language.  Every  member  of  this  Council  is  going 
to  come  up  for  re-election  within  a  year's  time,  and 
the  platform  you  will  have  to  stand  on  is,  what 
you  have  done  to  reduce  the  taxes  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  what  you  have  done  to  place  at  work 
citizens  of  Boston.  If  we  allow  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  to  go  on  as  he  has  been  going  on,  giving 
half  a  million  dollars  to  this  contractor,  $100,000 
to  that  contractor,  and  so  on  all  along  the  line, 
I  say  that  we  have  all  got  to  answer  to  the  people 
who  have  elected  us  for  that  course  of  action.  In 
closing,  therefore,  I  simply  ask  the  Mayor,  if  he  is 
sincere,  if  he  is  interested  in  the  reduction  of  the 
tax  rate,  if  he  is  interested  in  doing  something 
for  American  citizens,  to  take  action  which  will 
result  in  this  work  being  done  by  day  labor, 
reducing  the  expenses  at  Hawkins  street  that 
much. 

Coun.  BURKE. — Mr.  President,  at  the  first 
meeting  in  February  I  put  in  a  similar  order  to  the 
one  just  introduced  by  the  councilor  from  Rox- 
bury,  and  at  that  time  I  was  in  favor  of  doing 
away  with  contract  work,  so  called,  and  using 
day  labor.  During  the  meetings  of  the  budget 
committee,  when  the  question  was  asked  of  the 
Budget  Commissioner,  he  made  the  statement 
that  it  was  impossible  to  build  our  streets  and 
save  money  by  day  labor.  I  was  not  convinced 
by  the  statement.  I  still  am  in  favor  of  giving 
out  such  work  by  day  labor,  in  these  times  of 
unemployment,  thereby  giving  our  needy  citizens 
an  opportunity  to  obtain  work. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CONDITION  OF   SAVIN   HILL 
BATHHOUSE. 

Coun.  McGRATH  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  have 
his  engineers  investigate  forthwith  the  physical 
condition  of  the  bathhouse  located  on  Savin  Hill 
Beach'  It  is  evident  that  the  structure  is  in 
danger  of  collapse,  and  it  will  be  impossible  to 
open  it  for  the  bathing  season  next  year  unless  it 
is  thoroughly  renovated  or  a  new  structure  built. 


STATEMENT  BY  COUNCILOR   BURKE. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like 
permission  to  make  a  statement  in  regard  to  a 
matter  involving  the  City  Council. 

President  GALLAGHER — If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion, the  gentleman  may  proceed. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  assume  that 
you  are  familiar  with  the  fact  that  the  chairman 
of  the  Welfare  Committee  has  called  a  meeting 
of  that  committee  for  Friday,  and  at  that  meeting 
the  twenty-two  councilors  are  going  to  be  asked 
to  be  present.  For  that  reason,  it  is  not  necessary 
at  this  time  to  go  into  the  question  of  the  necessity 
of  an  investigation.  However,  let  me  say  at  this 
time  that  I  wrote  a  personal  letter  to  Frank  A. 
Goodwin,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission, 
under  date  of  September  23, 1932,  and  he  answered 
my  letter  in  the  press  prior  to  the  answer  being 
received  by  me  through  the  mail.  As  he  resorted 
to  subterfuge  in  his  answer,  not  really  covering 
the  questions  I  asked  in  my  letter,  I  think  it  is 
only  fair  that  I  should  at  this  time  on  the  floor  of 
this  Council  read  my  letter  and  his  answer,  so 
that  the  real  facts  may  be  known. 

My  letter  was  as  follows: 

Boston,  September  23,  1932. 
Mr.  Frank  A.  Goodwin, 

Chairman,  Finance  Commission. 

Dear  Sir, — Recently  I  read  an  article  in  one  of 
the  Boston  papers,  wherein  you  were  credited  as 
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saying  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  make  an 
investigation  of  the  personnel  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare Department  at  this  time  because  of  lack  of 
funds  and  because  of  the  fact  that  your  depart- 
ment recently  made  a  similar  investigation. 
I  would  appreciate  it  very  much  if  you  would 
forward  me  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  recent 
investigation  made  by  you  and  I  also  request 
that  you  inform  me  as  to  the  probable  cost  of  the 
investigation  requested  by  the  Boston  City 
Council  at  its  last  meeting. 

I  assume  that  you  are  aware  of  the  many  alle- 
gations made  by  various  individuals  and  organi- 
zations regarding  conditions  at  the  Welfare 
Department.  I  also  assume  that  you  are  aware 
of  insinuations  in  various  Boston  newspapers  that 
certain  members  of  the  City  Council  were  involved. 
Also  that  certain  individuals  working  for  the  City 
of  Boston  have  been  accused  of  dishonesty  in 
regard  to  the  dispensing  of  welfare  aid  to  recipients. 

As  I  understand  it,  the  investigation  now  under 
way  by  the  Boston  Police  Department  only  affects 
conditions  that  exist  in  respect  to  recipients  and 
in  no  way  contemplates  investigation  of  the 
personnel  of  the  Welfare  Department.  I  believe 
that  the  morale  of  the  employees  of  the  large 
percentage  of  honest  individuals  who  are  employed 
by  that  department  is  affected  by  these  allegations 
and  further  that  the  taxpayers  and  contributors  to 
the  recent  unemployment  fund  are  skeptical  as  to 
the  use  of  the  money  paid  by  them  and  whether 
the  money  is  being  used  for  the  purpose  intended. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  would  appreciate  it 
very  much  if  you  would  make  every  effort  to 
commence  investigation  immediately  so  that  the 
cause  for  complaints  if  they  do  exist  can  be  eradi- 
cated and  the  taxpayers'  money  can  be  spent  for 
the  purpose  intended.

In  answer  to  that  letter  I  received  a  personal 
letter  from  Frank  A.  Goodwin,  as  follows: 

"September  26,  1932. 
"Councilor  Thomas  M.  Burke, 

"Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  Boston. 

"Dear  Sir, — As  I  understand  your  letter  of 
September  23  to  me,  personally,  and  your  order 
and  speech  in  the  City  Council,  you  want  the 
Finance  Commission  to  investigate,  first,  the 
cases  in  the  Public  Welfare  Department  for  which 
City  Councilors  are  responsible,  and,  second,  the 
honesty  or  dishonesty  of  the  employees  of  the 
department." 

You  can  readily  see  from  the  statement  in  the 
first  paragraph  that  he  failed  utterly  to  answer 
what  I  asked  him  and  covers  it  up  by  this  reference 
to  my  questioning  the  honesty  or  dishonesty  of 
the  employees  of  the  department,  and  by  his 
reference  to  cases  in  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment for  which  City  Councilors  are  responsible. 

"Regarding  the  first,  it  would  seem  to  me  that 
we  could  do  one  of  two  things  to  establish  the  facts. 
We  could  bring  in  the  City  Councilors  and  ask 
them  to  give  us  the  names  of  the  cases  for  which 
they  are  responsible,  if  they  are  responsible  for 
any;  but  they  would  be  just  as  likely  to  give  you, 
as  a  City  Councilor,  this  information  as  they 
would  the  Finance  Commission. 

"If  they  did  not  give  the  information,  then,  the 
only  other  thing  we  could  do  would  be  to  investigate 
every  one  of  the  25,000  cases  of  the  department  to 
establish  whether  or  not  a  councilor  was  responsible 
and  if  it  was  a  justifiable  case.  To  undertake 
such  a  task,  you  know  as  well  as  I  do  that  it  would 
take  a  lot  of  time,  and  a  lot  of  money,  indeed, 
much  more  money  than  the  Finance  Commission's 
annual  appropriation. 

"On  the  second  point,  investigation  of  the 
personnel,  it  would  seem  to  me  that  exactly  the 
same  course  would  have  to  be  followed.  The 
Finance  Commission  has  already  been  into  that 
department  many  time  and  it  has  found  and  stated 
publicly  that  it  had  found  that  many  cases  are 
being  aided  absolutely  without  merit.  To  our 
mind,  it  does  not  make  any  difference  who  is 
responsible  for  it." 

I  want  to  say  right  here  and  now  that  the 
statement  made  by  this  man,  Frank  A.  Goodwin, 
holding  a  responsible  official  position  of  this 
nature,  is  absolutely  absurd.  No  matter  who  is 
responsible  for  it,  it  is  his  absolute  duty  to  find 
out  who  is  responsible  and  to  go  into  the  details. 
That  is  his  duty,  Mr.  President,  as  the  chairman 
of  that  commission,  and  he  has  not  done  it. 

"Regarding  the  employees,  in  the  time  in  which 
the     Finance     Commission's     investigators     were 


working  in  the  department,  dishonesty  among 
them  was  not  found,  but  as  the  commission  stated 
in  a  report  made  in  1931,  the  system  was  wide 
open  for  fraud  and  dishonesty.  I  do  not  think, 
therefore,  it  is  necessary  for  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion to  make  such  a  wholesale  investigation  anew. 
The  commission  has  already  proven  that  a  re- 
organization of  the  personnel  and  a  revamping  of 
the  system  of  aiding  is  absolutely  necessary." 

In  connection  with  that  report,  if  you  will 
remember,  they  had  an  unemployment  drive  back 
in  December  and  January  of  1931  and  1932,  at 
which  time  Chairman  Carl  P.  Dennett,  at  the 
head  of  that  unemployment  drive,  told  the  com- 
mittee from  an  investigation  made  of  the  Welfare 
Department,  that  everything  was  going  along  all 
right  in  the  department,  that  not  one  penny  was 
being  spent  except  for  worthy  purposes.  I  heard 
Mr.  Carl  P.  Dennett  make  that  statement  a 
dozen  times  at  meetings.  I  understand  that  a 
report  was  made  by  a  C.  P.  A;  and  as  the  result  of  a 
personal  investigation  everything  was  all  right.  I 
say  that  either  Carl  P.  Dennett  was  lying  to  the 
people  in  1931  and  the  first  of  1932,  or  Frank  A. 
Goodwin  is  lying  to  the  people  now.  This  whole 
thing  should  be  checked  up  and  corrected,  and  for 
that  reason  I  have  asked  permission  to  make  this 
statement.  I  want  to  say  that  I  have  been  down 
to  the  Welfare  Department  as  much  as  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  or  probably  any  person  in 
Boston  and,  to  my  mind,  the  greater  percentage  of 
the  personnel  are  good,  honest,  hardworking 
people.  I  want  to  compliment  the  chairman, 
Mr.  Hecht,  and  the  secretary,  Mr.  McCarthy,  for 
the  splendid  work  they  are  doing  there.  I  know- 
that  the  great  body  of  employees  working  there 
are  not  dishonest.  I  will  not  say  that  there  are 
not  men  anywhere  who  are  dishonest  and  perhaps 
spending  money  improperly,  but  no  stigma  should 
be  cast  upon  honest  people,  and  the  citizens  of 
Boston  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  know 
that  their  money  is  being  spent  for  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  intended. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  say 
just  a  word  at  this  time  in  view  of  what  the  coun- 
cilor has  stated,  In  the  first  place,  I  hope  the 
Council  are  not  going  to  take  Mr.  Goodwin  seri- 
ously in  any  report  he  issues  to  the  Council.  Let 
me  remind  the  Council  that  for  almost  three  solid 
years  Mr.  Goodwin  has  been  evasive,  he  has 
ducked,  he  has  been  in  collusion  with  certain  indi- 
viduals doing  business  with  the  City  of  Boston. 
But,  lo  and  behold,  one  month  before  the  recent 
election,  what  happened?  He  comes  in  with  a 
vicious  report  attacking  the  Mayor  of  BoBton  and 
attacking  department  heads.  I  wonder  if  Mr. 
Goodwin  thinks  he  is  kidding  the  people  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  wonder  if  there  is  any  collusion 
between  Mr.  Goodwin  and  other  gentlemen  in  so 
far  as  a  certain  election  which  is  going  to  take 
place  is  concerned?  I  wonder  why  Mr.  Goodwin 
does  not  make  a  report  on  the  $18,000  underpass 
to  which  I  voiced  my  objection.  Oh,  I  know  that 
this  last  week  he  objected  very  strenuously  to  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  signing  a  contract  for  a  $4,000 
job  for  Singarella.  What  is  behind  it  all,  Mr. 
Goodwin?  I  understand  that  one  of  the  coun- 
cilors at  a  recent  meeting  called  Mr.  Goodwin  a 
political  fakir.  I  would  go  a  little  farther  than 
that  if  I  could  use  the  proper  words.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  am  not  going  to  allow  myself  to  be  cajoled 
or  kidded  by  this  Mr.  Goodwin,  who  for  two  and 
a  half  years  has  sat  quietly  over  there  and  has 
allowed  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  robbed  to  the 
extent  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars,  with- 
out attempting  any  interference,  and  one  month 
before  the  state  election  comes  out  with  vicious 
reports  and  statements  against  the  Mayor  of  Bos- 
ton. I  hope  the  members  of  the  Council  are  not 
going  to  take  Mr.  Goodwin  seriously,  either.  I 
want  to  make  just  one  remark  in  regard  to  the 
Welfare  Department,  which  I  hope  the  committee 
will  consider  at  their  meeting  on  Friday,  and  it  is 
this.  I  think  nobody  living  in  Hyde  Park,  Dor- 
chester or  Roxbury  should  be  compelled  to  go  to 
the  Welfare  Department  to  get  a  prescription  for 
medicine,  and  when  it  comes  to  having  the  pres- 
cription filled  be  compelled  to  go  to  the  drug  store 
run  by  a  man  by  the  name  of  Willey,  in  South 
Boston.  And  who  is  Willey?  Willey  is  the 
treasurer  of  the  Welfare  Department.  And  then 
they  say  there  is  nothing  rotten  down  there!  Can 
you  imagine  anything  so  absurd  as  compelling  a 
man  living  in  Hyde  Park  to  go  down  to  the  Wel- 
fare Department  for  a  50  or  60  cent  prescription 
of  medicine,  then  being  obliged  to  go  to  701  Broad- 
way, Willey's  drug  store,  to  fill  the  prescription! 
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I  say  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  that  it  is  about  time 
that  he  prevented  members  of  the  Board  of  Over- 
seers using  that  department  for  their  own  financial 
benefit. 

Question  by  Councilor  Fish. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  GALLAGHER — If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion, the  gentleman  may  proceed. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  sometime  ago  I 
offered  an  order  here  that  the  Police  Commissioner 
upon  completion  of  his  investigation  of  the  Welfare 
Department  report  his  findings  to  the  City  Council. 
Now  that  the  investigation  is  over  I  would  like  to 
ask  you  and  the  City  Clerk  if  that  report  has  been 
received? 

President  GALLAGHER — No  report  has  been 
received. 

Coun.  FISH— Then,  Mr.  President,  I  ask  the 
clerk  to  notify  the  Police  Commissioner  to  forward 
the  report. 


REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    COUNTY 
ACCOUNTS. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD,  for  the  Committee  on 
County  Accounts,  to  whom  was  referred  October

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  do  I  understand 
that  in  the  last  half  hour,  since  we  started  our 
session  here,  the  Committee  on  County  Accounts 
has  met? 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  would 
state  that  I  polled  the  committee.  I  think  the 
order  the  gentleman  refers  to  related  to  the  East 
Boston  court;  this  is  the  South  Boston  court. 

Coun.  KELLY— Well,  Mr.  President,  just  to 
corroborate  the  impression  that  is  in  my  mind, 
didn't  this  communication  come  in  from  the  South 
Boston  court  today  —  or  have  my  ears  gone  bad? 

President  GALLAGHER — Yes,  the  communi- 
cation came  in  today. 

KELLY — Well,  I  understand  the  coun- 
cilor to  say  that  it  related  to  the  East  Boston 
court. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  South  Boston 
court. 

Coun.  KELLY — And  do  I  understand  the 
councilor  to  say  that  the  Committee  on  County 
Accounts  has  had  a  secret  meeting  here  while  the 
Council  has  been  in  session,/ 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— The  gentleman  from 
Dorchester  did  not  so  understand  me.  There  has 
been  no  secret  meeting  of  the  committee.  I 
stated  that  I  polled  the  Committee  on  County 
Accounts. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Ordered,    That   his   Honor   the    Mayor   be    re- 
quested to  compel  contractors  doing  city  work  to 
live  up  to  the  terms  of  their  contract  which  calls 


for  hiring  citizens  of  Boston  and  should  be  en- 
forced for  the  protection  of  the  people  and  tax- 
payers of  Boston. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


FLOWERS  FROM   CITY  GREENHOUSES. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  request  the  Park 
Commissioner  not  to  send  any  more  flowers  from 
our  greenhouses  in  the  names  of  fictitious  donors 
when  the  Mayor  arrives  home  from  any  extensive 
traveling. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  this  may  be 
a  matter  that  does  not  seem  to  amount  to  much, 
to  the  average  person,  but  to  me  as  a  member  of 
the  city  government,  appropriating  as  we  do 
thousands  and  thousands  of  dollars  to  main- 
tain the  rose  gardens  and  greenhouses  of  this 
city  under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Commissioner, 
when  I  am  informed,  and  informed  correctly, 
that  upon  the  occasion  of  the  Mayor's  recent 
homecoming  after  giving  his  auctioneer  voice 
considerable  exercise  in  the  western  part  of  the 
country,  it  seeniB  to  me  to  be  a  very  serious  offence, 
something  to  be  very  strongly  criticized,  when  he 
has  the  greenhouses  of  the  City  of  Boston  cleared 
of  all  good  looking  flowers,  to  be  made  into  bouquets 
and  to  be  sent  down  to  the  Back  Bay  Station 
where  he  was  accorded  an  unofficial  reception  by 
the  little  jockeys  who  follow  the  Mayor  through- 
out the  City  of  Boston.  We  all  know  that  he 
was  going  to  have  a  parade  on  that  particular 
day,  but  it  also  became  known  that  the  spectators 
of  that  parade  were  going  to  be  in  large  part  the 
honest,  God-fearing,  unfortunate  taxpayers  and 
rent  payers  of  Boston,  and  that  they  were  going 
to  express  themselves  with  that  part  of  their 
anatomy  commonly  knlwn  as  the  mouth  and  not 
through  the  contribution  of  flowers.  The  only 
time  when  I  shall  feel  that  it  is  a  propitious  occa- 
sion for  opening  the  greenhouses  and  cleaning 
out  the  flowers  for  an  appropriate  celebration  is 
when  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  finishing  his  last 
day  of  service  of  four  years  of  highway  robbery 
of  the  poor  people  of  Boston,  the  day  when  he 
goes  out  of  office.  I  think  upon  that  occasion 
every  taxpayer  and  rentpayer  of  Boston  will 
besiege  the  greenhouses  of  this  city,  to  take 
every  flower,  whether  mature  or  not,  whether 
decayed  or  not,  to  present  to  the  Mayor,  because 
it  will  be  one  moment  when  the  honest,  respectable 
people  of  Boston  will  desire  to  joyfully  relieve 
their  feelings  with  flowers,  real  or  artifical  and 
dead.  So  I  hope  in  the  future  this  sort  of  thing 
will  not  be  repeated.  Such  a  tribute  would 
never  be  made  to  the  Mayor  of  this  city  except 
by  three  or  four  of  the  favored  contractors.  I 
certainly  trust  that  after  we  have  appropriated 
thousands  of  dollars  to  raise  these  beautiful 
flowers  at  the  Franklin  Park  and  other  green- 
houses, their  beauty  will  not  be  wasted  in  any 
such  way.  We  do  not  want  to  see  them  dis- 
credited by  being  put  anywhere  near  the  Mayor 
of  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company  be  requested,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  allow  recipients  of  aid 
from  the  Public  Welfare  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  to  ride  on  all  of  their  lines  for  a  five  cent 
fare. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  we  have  heard 
a  lot  of  comment  from  time  to  time  about  recipients 
of  welfare  being  compelled  to  pay  carfare  in  going 
to  and  from  the  place  where  they  report.  I  feel 
sure  that  some  arrangement  could  be  made  with 
the  Boston  Elevated  so  that  there  might  be  proper 
identification  of  such  people  on  the  cars  and  they 
would  be  required  to  pay  only  a  five-cent  fare.  In 
that  way  at  least  some  of  the  money  paid  to  the 
recipient  of  welfare  would  be  saved  to  those  people 
so  that  they  can  buy  food  and  thereby  better 
carry  out  the  purposes  for  which  the  money  was 
intended. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  believe  that 
people  receiving  aid  would  not  want  to  have  such 
a  tag  placed  upon  them.  I  believe  that  order 
ought  to  read  that  the  Welfare  Department  allow 
the  carfare,  so  that  there  will  not  be  this  badge  or 
stigma  attached  to  the  recipients  of  welfare  in 
Boston  who  have"  occasion  to  travel  back  and  forth 
on  the  Elevated.  I  suggest  that  the  order  be 
amended  in  that  way. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  will  accept 
that  amendment.  It  serves  the  purpose  and  is 
perhaps  a  better  way  of  handling  the  matter. 

President  GALLAGHER— If  the  Councilor  will 
rewrite  the  order,  the  Chair  will  be  glad  to  receive 
it.

surer, State  Auditor,  Attorney-General,  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress,  Councilors,  Senators  in  the 
General  Court,  Representatives  in  the  General 
Court,  Sheriff,  Clerk  of  Superior  Court  for  Criminal 
Business  for  the  County  of  Suffolk;  also  to  give  in 
their  votes  "yes"  or  "no"  on  the  following  ques- 
tions: 

Question  No.  1. 
Law  Proposed  by  Initiative  Petition. 

Shall  the  proposed  law  which  defines  and  legalizes 
the  practice  of  chiropractics;  establishes  a  board 
of  registration  of  chiropractors  and  defines  the 
number,  mode  of  appointment,  tenure,  qualifica- 
tion and  compensation  of  its  members,  and  its 
powers  and  duties;  provides  for  the  preliminary 
qualifications,  examination,  certification,  original 
registration  and  annual  license  of  chiropractors  and 
regulation  of  their  practice,  and  defines  the  mode, 
subjects  of  and  fees  for  examination,  the  mode  of 
practice  and  penalties;  and  other  matters  related 
thereto,  which  are  chiefly  as  follows: 

That  chiropractic  be  "the  science  or  practice 
of  locating  and  adjusting  by  hand  the  malpositions 
of  the  articulations  of  the  human  spine." 

That  any  person,  with  one  preceding  year's 
residence  in  this  Commonwealth  and  with  degree 
from  a  qualified  chiropractic  school  received  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  the  date  when  this  law 
takes  effect,  may,  within  ninety  days  after  such 
date,  be  certified  by  the  board  at  its  discretion 
without  examination. 

That  otherwise  no  person,  except  a  member  of 
the  board  of  registration,  shall  practice  chiro- 
practic unless,  being  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  of  good  moral  character  and  graduated  from 
a  reputable  chiropractic  school  after  personally 
attending  courses  of  at  least  twenty-two  hundred 
sixty-minute  daylight  hours  given  to  persons 
qualified  to  graduate  from  a  public  high  school, 
he  shall  qualify  by  examination,  pay  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  dollars  and  be  registered  and  certified; 
except  that  any  person  licensed  in  another  State 
maintaining  standards  equal  to  those  of  this 
Commonwealth  may  be  registered  without  exami- 
nation. 

That  the  examination  be  scientific  and  practical 
in  character,  in  subjects  including  anatomy,  physi- 
ology, symptomatology,  hygiene,  sanitation,  chem- 
istry, histology,  pathology,  chiropractic  analysis, 
and  the  principles  and  practice  of  chiropractic. 

That  the  board  may,  after  hearing,  revoke  a 
certificate  for  cause.

That  the  board  shall  make  an  annual  report 
and  shall  keep  public  records  of  its  proceedings 
and  of  the  names  of  persons  examined  or  registered 
by  it  and  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  regis- 
tered chiropractors,  who  shall  pay  an  annual 
license  fee,  promptly  notify  the  board  of  any 
change  in  address  and  furnish  such  other  informa- 
tion as  the  board  may  require. 

That  the  board  consist  of  three  members,  resi- 
dents of  the  Commonwealth  for  three  years, 
graduates  of  a  chartered  chiropractic  school  having 
power  to  confer  degrees  in  chiropractic,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  council,  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

That  the  board  have  authority  to  administer 
oaths,  summon  witnesses  and  take  testimony 
and  adopt  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  per- 
taining to  their  duties,  and  that  they  pay  into  the 
state  treasury  fees  received  by  them,  and  that 
they  receive  compensation  and  reimbursement  for 
expenses  in  such  amounts  as  may  be  annually 
appropriated  therefor  not  exceeding  the  amount  of 
such  fees. 

Penalties  are  provided  for  practicing  chiropractic 
without  holding  a  certificate  or  for  using  the  words 
"Chiropractic  Practitioner,"  and  letters  "D.C.", 
or  any  title  or  letters  indicating  engagement  in 
such  practice,  or  for  buying,  selling  or  fraudulently 
obtaining  any  diploma  or  record  of  registration. 

It  is  further  provided  that  the  present  law  relat- 
ing to  the  registration  of  physicians  and  surgeons 
and  providing  penalties  for  the  unauthorized 
practice  of  medicine  shall  not  be  held  to  dis- 
criminate against  registered  chiropractors;  but  no 
chiropractor,  unless  registered  as  a  physician  or 
surgeon,  may  practice  obstetrics,  or  administer 
drugs,  or  perform  surgical  operations  by  the  use  of 
instruments,  or  hold  himself  out  as  and  for  other 
than  a  chiropractor,  which  was  dis- 
approved in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives by  a  vote  of  60  in  the  affirmative 
and  151  in  the  negative  and  in  the 
Senate  by  a  vote  of  13  in  the  affirmative 
and  21  in  the  negative,  be  approved? 

Question  No.  2. 
Law  Proposed  by  Initiative  Petition. 

Shall  the  proposed  law  which  provides  for  an 
additional  method  of  nominating  candidates  for 
nomination,  at  the  state  primaries  in  September, 
by  members  of  political  parties,  for  those  offices 
to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  of  the  Commonwealth 
at  a  state  election. 

It  provides  that  the  state  conventions  of  the 
political  parties,  in  each  state  election  year,  shall 
be  held  before  and  not  after  the  state  primaries, 
as  now,  namely,  not  later  than  June  15.  In  order 
to  elect  delegates  to  such  party  conventions,  party 
primaries  are  established  to  be  held  on  the  last 
Tuesday  in  April.  Among  other  things,  these 
state  conventions  may  endorse  candidates  for 
offices  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  and  to  be  voted 
upon  at  the  state  primaries.  Such  endorsement 
places  a  candidate  in  nomination,  at  such  state 
primaries,  without  the  necessity  of  filing  nomina- 
tion papers.  The  name  of  the  endorsed  candidate 
is  to  be  placed  first  on  the  ballot  and  against  his 
name  is  to  be  placed  the  words  "Endorsed  by 
(the  name  of  political  party)  convention"  in 
addition  to  the  eight-word  statement  now  author- 
ized by  law.  Candidates  endorsed  by  a  party 
convention  may  accept  said  endorsement  within 
ten  days,  and  having  so  accepted  may  not  with- 
draw. 

It  also  provides  for  the  election  of  district  mem- 
bers of  state  committees  and  members  of  ward  and 
town  committees  at  the  proposed  party  primaries 
in  April,  as  well  as  delegates  to  the  state  party 
conventions,  instead  of  at  the  state  primaries  in 
September,  as  now. 

It  also  provides  for  the  election  of  delegates  to 
national  conventions  (to  nominate  candidates  for 
President)  at  the  proposed  party  primaries  instead 
of  at  the  primaries,  now  specially  held  for  that 
purpose,  and  which  existing  law  requires  to  be 
held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  April  (the  same  day 
proposed  for  the  proposed  party  primaries). 

It  also  provides  for  certain  other  new  provisions 
of  law  and  certain  changes  in  existing  laws,  relating 
to  holding  state  conventions  and  party  primaries, 
the  number  and  election  of  delegates  to  state 
conventions,  the  number  of  members  at  large  of  a 
state  committee,  and  other  matters,  which  in 
more  detail  chiefly  are  as  follows: 

State  conventions  are  to  be  composed  solely  of 
delegates  elected  at  the  party  primaries,  and  the 
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number  is  to  be  one  from  each  ward  and  town  and 
one  additional  for  every  fifteen  hundred  votes  or 
major  fraction  thereof  above  the  first  fifteen 
hundred  votes  cast  at  the  preceding  state  election 
in  such  ward  or  town  for  the  political  party  candi- 
date for  Governor,  instead  of  a  number  now  fixed 
by  the  state  committee  of  each  party  (not  less  than 
one  from  each  ward  or  town)  and  certain  members 
designated  by  existing  law. 

The  time,  for  notice  to  the  State  Secretary  by 
aldermen  or  selectmen  of  their  determination  to 
hold  primaries  by  wards,  precincts  or  groups  of 
precincts,  to  be  March  1,  instead  of  August  1,  as 
now. 

The  names  of  candidates  for  election  for  dele- 
gates to  a  state  convention  and  for  district  members 
of  a  state  committee  to  be  arranged  individually 
by  alphabet  instead  of  in  groups  arranged  by  lot, 
as  now. 

Vacancies  in  the  office  of  delegate  to  a  state  or 
national  convention  not  to  be  filled  except  in  case 
of  a  tie  vote,  and  then  by  delegates  from  the 
same  district,  within  ten  days,  and  if  no  other 
delegate  or  if  not  so  filled,  then  by  a  state  com- 
mittee, rather  than  solely  by  the  remaining 
members  of  the  delegation;  and  statement  of 
fining  of  such  vacancy  to  be  filed  with  the  State 
Secretary. 

Seating  of  delegates  at  state  conventions  to  be 
in  groups  by  senatorial  districts,  and  order  of 
business  at  said  conventions  defined. 

Voting  on  candidates,  by  a  convention,  to  be 
by  roll  call  if  more  than  one  candidate  for  the 
office,  or  by  groups  of  delegates  unless  any  member 
of  such  group  objects. 

The  number  of  members  at  large  of  a  state  com- 
mitteeof  a  political  party  to  be  fixed  by  the  state 
convention  of  a  party  instead  of  by  the  state 
committee  as  now. 

The  existing  provisions  as  to  preparation  and 
fifing  of  nomination  papers,  objections  to  nomina- 
tions, preparation,  number,  substance,  arrange- 
ment and  form  of  ballots,  hours  during  which  polls 
shall  be  open,  opening  of  ballot  boxes,  canvass  and 
return  of  votes,  return  and  certification  of  votes, 
now  applicable  to  state  primaries  to  be  applicable 
to  the  proposed  party  primaries. 

The  power  of  a  state  committee  to  fix  the  num- 
ber of  district  delegates  to  a  national  convention 
to  be  continued,  but  the  date,  of  giving  notice  to 
the  State  Secretary,  of  such  fixation  to  be  March  1 
instead  of  on  or  before  the  third  Wednesday  in 
March,  as  now. 

The  power  of  city  and  town  committees  to  fix 
the  number  of  members  of  wrard  and  town  com- 
mittees to  be  continued,  but  the  date,  of  giving 
notice  to  the  State  Secretary,  of  such  fixation 
to  be  March  1  instead  of  August  1,  as  now,  which 
was  approved  in  the  Senate  by  a  vote  of 
21  in  the  affirmative  and  17  in  the 
negative  and  was  disapproved  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  by  a  vote  of  62 
in  the  affirmative  and  138  in  the  nega- 
tive, be  approved? 

Question  No.  3. 
Proposed  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States. 
Is  it  desirable   that   the   proposed   amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, — 

"ARTICLE  — 

"  SECTION  1 .  The  terms  of  the  President  and 
Vice  President  shall  end  at  noon  on  the  20th  day 
of  January,  and  the  terms  of  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives at  noon  on  the  3d  day  of  January,  of 
the  years  in  which  such  terms  would  have  ended 
if  this  article  had  not  been  ratified;  and  the  terms 
of  their  successors  shall  then  begin. 

"SEC.  2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least 
once  in  every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall  begin 
at  noon  on  the  3d  day  of  January,  unless  they 
shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day. 

"  SEC.  3.  If,  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning 
of  the  term  of  the  President,  the  President  elect 
shall  have  died,  the  Vice  President  elect  shall 
become  President.  If  a  President  shall  not  have 
been  chosen  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning 
of  his  term,  or  if  the  President  elect  shall  have 
failed  to  qualify,  then  the  Vice  President  elect 
shall  act  as  President  until  a  President  shall  have 
qualified;  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide 
for  the  case  wherein  neither  a  President  elect 
nor  a  Vice  President  elect  shall  have  qualified, 
declaring  who  shall  then  act  as  President,  or  the 
manner  in  which  one  who  is  to  act  shall  be  selected,

and    such    person    shall    act    accordingly   until    a 
President  or  Vice  President  shall  have  qualified. 

"SEC.  4.  The  Congress  may  by  law  provide 
for  the  case  of  the  death  of  any  of  the  persons 
from  whom  the  House  of  Representatives  may 
choose  a  President  whenever  the  right  of  choice 
shall  have  devolved  upon  them,  and  for  the  case 
of  the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom 
the  Senate  may  choose  a  Vice  President  whenever 
the  right  of  choice  shall  have  devolved  upon 
them. 

"SEC.  5.  Sections  1  and  2  shall  take  effect  on 
the  15th  day  of  October  following  the  ratification 
of  this  article. 

"  SEC.  6.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless 
it  shall  have  been  ratified  as  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  by 
the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the 
several  States  within  seven  years  from 
the  date  of  its  submission" — be 
ratified  by  the  General  Court?

Dear  Sir, — The  School  Committee  in  conference 
on  Monday  evening  of  this  week,  October  10, 
received  and  considered  the  order  passed  by  the 
City  Council  September  26,  1932,  requesting  the 
School  Committee,  through  your  Honor,  to 
proceed  with  the  erection  of  a  schoolhouse  on 
land  taken  for  the  purpose  at  St.  Andrew  road, 
Teragram   and   Saratoga   streets,    Ward   1. 

The  School  Committee  finds  that  this  land  was 
purchased  in  1923  at  a  time  when  the  school 
enrollment  had  been  increasing  annually.  It 
was  then  the  policy  of  the  committee  to  erect 
small  school  buildings  to  meet  growing  needs, 
but  the  committee  was  finally  obliged  to  abandon 
this  policy  on  account  of  the  expense  of  con- 
struction of  these  small  buildings  and  the  cost 
of  maintenance.  It  was  then  decided  that  con- 
struction should  be  postponed  until  the  needs 
of  a  district  warrant  at  least  a  thirteen-room 
building. 

The  committee  is  informed  that  conditions 
during  recent  years  have  not  warranted  the 
erection  of  a  thirteen-room  building  and  in  view 
of  the  pressing  demands  elsewhere  in  the  city 
it  has  been  found  advisable  to  allow  the  land 
to  stand  until  such  time  as  the  growth  of  the 
section  warrants  construction. 

In  some  sections  of  the  city  where  there  has 
seemed  little  likelihood  of  numbers  sufficient  to 
warrant  a  school  building  of  reasonable  size  it 
has  been  found  advisable  to  place  a  portable 
building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  very  small 
children,  and  the  School  Committee  now  has 
asked  the  superintendent  to  have  a  study  made 
of  the  Orient  Heights  section  to  determine  whether 
a  portable  or  two  portable  buildings  should  be 
provided.

TRANSFER     FOR     SOLDIERS'     RELIEF 
DEPARTMENT.

Gentlemen, — I  am  advised  by  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Commissioner  that  the  budget  appropria- 
tion for  relief  disbursements  of  his  department 
will  be  exhausted  at  the  close  of  this  month  and 
that,  on  the  basis  of  present  expenditures,  an 
additional  appropriation  of  at  least  $150,000  will 
be  required  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 

In  determining  the  budget  allotments  for  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department  for  the  year,  I  was 
influenced  by  the  possibility  that  the  acceptance 
of  the  legislative  act  providing  for  the  construction 
of  the  Huntington  Avenue  Subway  would  afford 
opportunities  for  work  to  many  of  the  veterans 
on  the  rolls  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department 
and  would,  therefore,  result  in  a  material  reduc- 
tion in  the  relief  expenditures  of  the  department. 
Unfortunately,  opposition  has  developed  to  the 
construction  of  the  subway,  thus  removing  the 
possibility  of  relief  through  employment  and 
making  it  necessary  for  the  city  to  care  for  unem- 
ployed veterans  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Act. 

During  the  month  of  September  of  the  current 
year  2,279  veterans  were  aided  by  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department,  representing  a  total  of  7,763 
individuals  benefited  through  the  relief  disburse- 
ments of  this  department.  The  total  amount  of 
aid  disbursed  for  the  month  was  $75,408.94, 
which,  when  combined  with  the  expenditures 
of  the  first  eight  months,  represents  $637,958.13. 

While  it  appears  that  the  amount  requested  by 
the  commissioner,  namely,  $150,000,  will  be 
required  for  the  relief  activities  of  the  department 
for  the  balance  of  the  year,  nevertheless  I  am 
unable  at  the  present  time  to  make  this  entire 
amount  available.  The  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner has  reported  to  me  savings  totaling 
$70,000,  which  he  feels  it  will  be  possible  to  effect 
within  the  budgets  of  his  various  divisions. 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  providing  for  the 
transfer  of  $70,000  from  the  appropriations  of 
the  Public  Works  Department  to  the  relief  item 
of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  and  I  recommend 
adoption  of  this  order  by  your  honorable  body.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  BLOCK  SYSTEM 
OF  ASSESSING   PROPERTY.

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  com- 
munication received  from  the  Board  of  Assessors 
in  which  they  set  forth  the  needs  of  an  additional 
S10,000  to  complete  the  block  system  of  assessing 
properties  in  Boston. 

This  work,  which  has  been  conducted  under  the 
direction  of  the  Assessing  Department  for  the 
past  two  years,  is  about  75  per  cent  completed 
and  the  sum  of  810,000  will  be  necessary  for  the 
remainder  of  the  present  year.  In  1929  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  the  performance  of  this  work 
by  private  agencies  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
§1,000,000.  This  project  was  rejected  on  the 
grounds  that  the  Assessing  Department,  with  the 
assistance  of  outside  engineering  and  architectural 
service,  could  conduct  the  work  and  complete  it 


for  a  sum  not  in  excess  of  S150.000.  The  work 
has  progressed  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner 
and  there  is  every  indication  that  it  wiD  be  com- 
pleted   within    the   amount    estimated. 

The  installation  of  this  most  modern  of  assess- 
ment systems  will  result  in  the  establishment  of 
an  equitable  system  of  assessing  property  values 
in  Boston.  The  importance  of  this  work  and  its 
early  completion  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasized 
and  I  accordingly  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  accompanying  order.

PRICES  CHARGED  BY  GOODWIN 
BROTHERS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
investigate  the  prices  charged  the  City  of  Boston 
for  materials  furnished  by  the  firm  of  Goodwin 
Brothers,  931   Bennington  street,   East  Boston. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  now  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  has  come 
out  of  his  sleep,  out  of  the  trance  he  has  been  in 
for  the  last  two  and  one  half  years,  and  has  decided 
to  investigate  some  of  the  contracts  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  I  merely  wish  to  say  that  the  first 
thing  I  desire  to  have  him  investigate  is  the 
prices  charged  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  firm  of 
Goodwin  Brothers,  of  931  Bennington  street. 
East  Boston.  It  may  be  interesting  to  the  people 
of  Boston  to  know  that  the  firm  of  Goodwin 
Brothers  is  composed  of  none  other  than  the  son 
of  Frank  A.  Goodwin,  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission.  It  is  very  interesting  to  know  the 
prices  that  they  have  been  allowed  to  charge 
during  this  administration,  and  I  charge  that 
business  for  the  firm  was  solicited  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Commission  himself,  when  he 
called  up  a  certain  head  of  a  department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  demanded  that  that  depart- 
ment give  its  business  to  his  son,  under  the  threat 
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that  if  they  did  not  do  so  he  would  immediately 
investigate  the  department  in  question.  And 
what  do  we  find?  We  find  that  Ford  batteries, 
which  you  and  I  can  go  to  any  place  today  or  a 
year  ago  and  buy  for  S3. 25,  are  charged  «p  to  the 
City  of  Boston  by  the  firm  of  Goodwin  Brothers, 
the  son  of  the  watchdog  of  the  treasury  who  is 
now  hollering  "Stop,  thief!"  while  his  own  son 
is  looting  the  city  treasury,  at  $7.30  to  $8.  That 
applies  to  every  such  battery  sold  by  them  to  the 
City  of  Boston.  Let  us  take  something  else. 
Take  the  Reo  battery.  We  can  obtain  the  best 
possible  battery  for  S4.75,  while  Frank's  son  is 
charging  $11  apiece  for  the  batteries.  I  wonder 
if  Goodwin  calls  that  looting  the  treasury.  Is 
Goodwin's  son  entitled  to  charge  250  per  cent 
more  for  goods  than  you  and  I  can  go  out  and  buy 
at  the  low  figure  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
Goodwin  boy  has  the  protection  of  the  adminis- 
tration and  his  father  holds  the  whip  over  certain 
departments?  Then  there  are  battery  boxes, 
the  boxes  that  batteries  come  in,  that  you  and  I 
can  buy  for  a  dollar  apiece  and  that  he  very 
modestly  charges  only  S3  apiece  for.  Then  there 
are  one-eighth  standard  plates,  bought  in  500 
lots,  for  which  Goodwin's  son  charges  12  cents 
apiece,  while  you  and  I  can  buy  them  for  7  cents 
apiece.  So  I  say  to  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission  that,  if  he  is  sincere, — and  I  trust  he 
is,  having  in  view  the  recent  statements  he  has 
made  in  regard  to  the  amount  paid  a  gentleman 
by  the  name  of  Beane  in  a  certain  land  deal, — he 
should  at  least  tell  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  why 
he  is  allowing  his  son,  under  the  name  of  Goodwin 
Brothers,  to  loot  the  treasury  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  he  has  been  doing  under  the  present 
administration. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  that 
the  name  of  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission has  been  brought  up  in  this  connection. 
I  am  glad  that  the  councilor  has  had  courage  to 
bring  in  this  order  with  regard  to  the  patronage 
that  is  being  received  by  Goodwin  Brothers  at 
the  hands  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  charter 
of  the  city  provides  that  the  chairman  or  any 
member  of  the  Finance  Commission  shall  not  do 
business  directly  or  indirectly  with  the  City  of 
Boston  and  if,  as  alleged  by  the  councilor,  this 
sort  of  thing  is  going  on,  in  violation  of  the  city 
charter,  certainly  some  steps  should  be  taken 
towards  investigating  his  department.  Of  course, 
it  would  be  most  absurd  to  ask  him  to  investigate 
his  own  department,  but  it  does  seem  as  though 
some  arrangement  might  be  made  whereby  the 
state  government  should  appoint  an  investigating 
body  to  look  into  such  transactions,  and  that  if 
such  activities  are  going  on  the  present  chatterbox 
should  be  at  least  relieved  as  chairman  of  the 
commission.  I  understand  that  the  Finance 
Commission  costs  the  City  of  Boston  §50,000  a 
year  to  run,  and  if  it  is  not  being  properly  run  it 
certainly  means  a  waste  of  money.  The  job  of 
the  chairman  of  that  commission  is  to  point  out 
how  money  is  improperly  or  erroneously  spent, 
spent  for  purposes  for  which  it  was  not  intended. 
Of  course,  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission— the  chatterbox,  as  I  call  him,  Mr. 
Goodwin — should  hardly  be  called  upon  to 
investigate  himself,  and,  as  I  understand,  we  have 
not  the  power,  according  to  a  decision  rendered 
by  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston 
to  our  body,  to  question  him.  I  am  not  accepting 
that  decision  as  authentic,  however,  because  I 
have  the  opinion  of  other  persons  just  as  familiar 
with  the  law  as  the  Corporation  Counsel  that  the 
City  Council  has  a  right  to  call  in  a  head  of  a 
department  and  question  him.  I  would  therefore 
like  to  have  the  matter  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  so  that  we  may  arrive  at  some  pro- 
cedure which  will  result  in  bringing  about  the 
investigation  desired,  an  investigation  of  Chatter- 
box Goodwin's  department. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  we  all  know, 
Mr.  Goodwin  is  very  anxious  at  all  times  to  get 
his  name  in  the  public  print,  and  can  apparently 
always  find  a  way  to  do  it,  and  if  the  sort  of  thing 
indicated  here  is  going  on,  it  certainly  is  a  matter 
that  should  decidedly  be  called  to  the  attention  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston.  Sometime  ago  I  made 
serious  charges  and  asked  for  an  investigation  of 
practical  larceny  from  the  City  of  Boston  of 
highly  cultivated  flowers  for  which  the  taxpayers 
pay  thousands  of  dollars,  which  are  intended  for 
display  on  our  playgrounds,  in  Franklin  Park 
and  other  places,  and  Mr.  Goodwin  answered  that 
nobody  pays  any  attention  to  Kelly,  Dowd  or 
Burke.     Of  course,  that  read  pretty  nicely  to  the 


average  ignorant  person,  possibly,  in  the  western 
part  of  the  Commonwealth — although,  I  don't 
say  that  the  average  person  out  there  is  ignorant, 
because  he  is  not.  But  there  are  a  few  ignoramuses, 
perhaps,  scattered  throughout  the  Commonwealth, 
to  whom  that  read  very  nicely.  I  have  been 
informed  thai;  shortly  after  the  new  Governor's 
Council  takes  office,  three  members,  if  elected, 
are  going  after  this  man,  charging  that  he  has 
been  connected  with  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and 
demanding,  on  behalf  of  the  taxpayers  of  Boston, 
that  he  be  removed  from  office.  We  saw  the  word 
that  he  sent  last  week  to  our  Committee  on 
Public  Welfare,  who  were  insulted  by  this  man 
who  draws  from  the  City  of  Boston  a  salary  of 
85,000,  supposedly  to  watch  over  the  affairs  of 
the  city;  and  yet  we  have  seen  here  for  close 
to  three  years  the  Finance  Commission  permitting 
Mayor  Curley  to  commit  absolute,  bona  fide 
larceny  from  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  while  he 
sat  there  like  a  mummy.  I  have  had  occasion 
to  refer  to  his  record  a  number  of  times  in  the 
last  two  years.  We  have  seen  this  little  titty- 
titty  combination  of  Curley  and  Goodwin,  going 
along  from  year  to  year.  The  thing  started 
fifteen  years  ago,  when  the  Mayor  appointed 
Goodwin  chairman  of  the  Street  Commission  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  we  have  been  witnessing 
for  the  last  three  years  the  camouflage  of  Goodwin 
acting  as  Finance  Commissioner  and  pretending 
to  criticize  the  Mayor's  administration.  Next 
year  we  will  probably  see  Goodwin,  the  partner 
of  Curley  in  crime,  a  candidate  for  Mayor  of 
Boston,  trying  to  step  in  and  loot  the  treasury 
of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  next  four  years.  I 
am  glad  that  the  councilor  from  Roxbury  has 
brought  this  out.  The  father  has  been  assisting 
in  looting  the  treasury  and  now  we  have  the  son 
looting  the  treasury.  Certainly  a  thing  of  this  sort 
represents   the   very   height   of   brazenness. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  if  what  has  been 
brought  out  by  Councilor  Dowd  is  correct,  I 
believe,  with  my  colleague  on  the  right,  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  should  be 
removed  from  office.  He  has  no  right  to  use  his 
office  for  the  benefit  of  his  own  family. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PILFERING  OF  FOOD  AT  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  proceed  immediately  to  stop 
the  pilfering  of  over  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
a  year  of  choice  food  articles  by  a  certain  group  of 
employees. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
really  serious  objection  to  any  employee  of  the 
City  of  Boston  now  and  then  taking  some  small 
article  that  is  of  no  use  to  the  city,  but  I  think  the 
time  has  now  come  when  a  certain  group  of  em- 
ployees— not  those  getting  $12,  $15  or  $18,  but 
employees  holding  high  and  trusted  positions  in 
the  Boston  City  Hospital — should  stop  their 
looting  and  pilfering.  There  is  a  group  of  four 
people,  and  if  the  Mayor  and  the  trustees  want 
their  names  I  will  give  them,  who  go  to  the  central 
kitchen  daily,  having  the  keys,  and  take  half  a 
dozen  articles  away  to  a  certain  place,  to  the  home 
of  a  foreman  in  the  Sanitary  Division  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  divide  their  loot,  and  it  does  not 
cost  them  a  five-cent  piece  to  live.  I  say  in  these 
days,  when  practically  every  individual  receiving 
aid  from  the  Welfare  Department  is  hardly  getting 
enough  to  keep  body  and  soul  together,  it  is 
hardly  the  time  for  such  an  outrage  to  be  perpe- 
trated on  the  City  of  Boston  by  a  few  employees 
in  this  way.  And  still  they  do  it  brazenly.  Only  a 
short  time  ago  they  drove  a  taxicab  up  and  went 
in  and  loaded  it;  and  they  do  this  sort  of  thing 
because  they  know  that  they  have  protection. 
They  have  been  caught,  mind  you,  red-handed. 
But  were  they  discharged?  No,  because  the 
political  powers  that  be  were  so  powerful  that 
those  knowing  about  this  sort  of  thing  did  not 
dare  to  discharge  them.  It  is  not  the  case  of  a 
thing  done  by  a  common  employee,  the  ordinary 
cleaner,  fireman  or  scrubwoman,  getting  $10,  $12 
or  $15  a  week,  but  by  some  who  are  higher  up, 
who  reach  out,  open  up  the  chest,  and  put  their 
loot  in  a  delivery  wagon  every  day,  by  which  it  is 
carried  to  a  certain  place,  the  home  of  a  certain 
individual,  and  the  spoils  are  there  divided.  I 
say  to  you,  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the 
Council,  if  there  is  one  thing  in  which  we  are  now 
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interested  it  is  saving  money  for  the  City  of 
Boston.  It  would  not  be  so  bad  if  these  individuals 
needed  it;  if  they  were  starving  we  would  not  be 
too  harsh  with  them.  But  when  they  get  good 
salaries  and  go  in  there  and  get  the  choicest  of 
meats  and  leave  the  second  grade  food  for  the 
patients  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  I  say  it  is 
about  time  that  something  was  done  to  stop  it. 
In  my  order  I  referred  to  the  amount  of  $25,000 
a  year  as  representing  the  value  of  what  was 
taken  in  this  way.  That  is  a  very  careful  and 
conservative  estimate.  I  feel  that  if  the  facts 
were  known  the  amount  would  be  nearer  $50,000. 
I  am  therefore  asking  the  Mayor  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees  to  put  a  stop  to  this  sort  of  thing 
immediately. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  think  after 
an  accusation  of  that  kind  by  a  councilor  here  we 
ought  to  have  a  committee  appointed  by  the 
President,  possibly  a  committee  of  all  twenty-two 
councilors,  and  bring  the  trustees  down  here 
before  the  committee.  Let  us  have  these  people's 
names,  let  us  know  who  they  are,  and  let  us  find 
out  the  whole  story.  Let  us  know  the  truth.  I 
would  therefore  move  that  this  matter  be  referred 
to  a  committee  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  McGRATH — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  Roxbury  has  made  some  very  serious  charges 
here,  and  I  believe  these  people  are  entitled 
to  their  day  in  court.  The  Council  has  a  Hospital 
Committee,  and  I  believe  the  councilor  from  Ward 
15  (Coun.  Kelly)  is  the  chairman  of  that  com- 
mittee. I  believe  that  committee  has  not  met 
so  far  this  year,  as  I  think  there  has  been  no 
occasion  for  a  meeting  of  this  kind.  Now,  these 
serious  charges  having  been  brought  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  8  (Coun.  Dowd),  I  believe 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  15 
(Coun.  Kelly)  to  call  his  committee  together  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment  and  take  this  matter 
up.  The  councilor  from  Ward  8  can  then  present 
the  names  of  those  who  have  been  guilty  of  this 
larceny,  according  to  his  story  to  the  Council.  I 
think,  personally,  that  the  proper  place  to  have 
this  matter  presented  is  to  the  District  Attorney's 
office.  I  do  not  believe  that  we  are  a  board 
constituted  for  that  purpose.  However,  because 
the  charges  have  been  made  on  this  floor  and 
because  there  is  such  a  committee  in  existence,  I 
suggest  that  the  charges  should  be  either  proven 
or  refuted.  I  would  therefore  move,  sir,  that  as 
quickly  as  possible  the  appropriate  committee — 
probably  the  Committee  on  Hospitalization,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward 
15 — be  called  to  consider  the  matter,  examine  into 
the  charges  and  make  a  report. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  order  will  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Hospitals. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  before  that 
reference  is  made,  I  want  to  say  that,  so  far  as  I 
am  concerned,  I  do  not  consider  this  a  matter  for 
the  District  Attorney.  If  this  were  a  case  of  an 
individual  taking  some  small  article  of  no  particular 
value  I  would  not  be  too  harsh,  but  it  iB  a  Berious 
thing  when  choice  meats  and  other  articles  in- 
tended for  the  patients  at  the  City  Hospital  are 
taken  in  this  way,  leaving  to  the  poor  patients  the 
second  grades  of  food.  Certainly,  when  this  sort 
of  thing  is  going  on,  some  action  should  be  taken. 
As  I  have  already  stated,  I  can  give  the  names 
of  those  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
but  don't  think  for  a  moment  that  I  am  going 
to  sit  in  with  a  committee  and  allow  the  newspaper 
men  to  get  the  names  of  the  individuals.  I  will 
give  names  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  two  minutes, 
and  will  be  glad  to  do  so  if  they  are  sitting  in  with 
the  Committee  on  Hospitals,  to  whose  investiga- 
tion of  the  matter  I  have  no  objection.  But  I 
do  not  believe  that  the  newspaper  men  should 
be  present. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
believe  we  should  hold  a  secret  session  in  a  matter 
of  this  kind.  I  would  insist  that  the  press  be 
present.  These  are  serious  charges  and  should 
not  go  unchallenged.  I  would  move,  for  the 
protection  of  the  twenty-two  members  of  this 
body,  that  when  any  hearing  is  held  there  be 
nothing  secret  about  it.  Let  us  have  every 
member  of  the  press  present  and  go  through. 
Either  put  up  or  shut  up. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  as  chairman  of 
the  Hospital  Committee  I  have  no  objection,  if 
such  is  the  desire  of  the  City  Council,  to  calling 
a  meeting  of  the  committee  on  Friday  of  this  week 
and  hearing  the  charges  pro  and  con.  The  matter 
of  procedure  at  the  meeting,   whether  it  shall  be 


public  or  private,  I  will  leave  in  the  hands  of  the 
committee.  They  may  proceed  as  they  wish,  and 
I  will  abide  by  their  decision. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  believe 
there  shd\ild  be  no  secret  meetings  of  committees 
of  this  Council  or  of  the  Council.  I  think  every- 
thing should  be  open  and  aboveboard.  That  is  the 
reason  why  I  first  made  my  motion,  with  the  idea 
that  the  meetings  should  be  open  and  that  every 
member  of  the  press  should  be  present.  Then,  if 
necessary,  the  matter  can  be  carried  further,  before 
any  authority  that  may  be  desired. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  matter  has  been 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Hospitals. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  BURKE  said: 

Mr.  President,  referring  back  to  that  matter  of 
the  proposed  hearing  before  the  Hospital  Com- 
mittee, again 

President  GALLAGHER — Does  the  councilor 
ask  unanimous  consent  to  address  the  body? 

Coun.  BURKE — I  ask  for  unanimous  consent, 
Mr.  President. 

President  GALLAGHER— If.  there  is  no  ob- 
jection, the  councilor  may  proceed. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  referring  back 
to  the  proposed  Hospital  Committee  investigation, 
there  were  some  statements  made  relative  to  hav- 
ing the  meeting  held  openly  and  publicly.  I 
believe,  however,  that  no  action  was  taken  along 
those  lines.  I  ask  permission,  therefore,  to  intro- 
duce an  order,  verbally,  that  the  committee  be 
instructed  to  hold  its  meetings  openly  and  publicly, 
and  that  representatives  of  the  press  be  present. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  thought  I 
made  such  a  motion. 

President  GALLAGHER— If  so,  the  Chair  will 
rule  that  it  was  not  put. 

Coun.  MURRAY — The  Chair  is  out  of  order, 
then. 

Coun.  Burke's  motion,  that  the  hearings  on  the 
matter  before  the  Committee  on  Hospitals  be 
public  and  that  representatives  of  the  press  be 
present,  was  carried. 


ROAD   TO   CASTLE   ISLAND. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  demand 
that  the  contrator  who  received  over  one  hundred 
sixteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  building  of  the 
road  to  Castle  Island  proceed  immediately  to 
construct  a  new  road  because  the  specifications 
and  the  contract  have  not  been  complied  with. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  case  some  of 
the  members  may  not  have  the  facts  in  mind,  a 
year  ago  a  certain  contractor  was  given  first 
$93,000,  then  $15,000  extra,  and  then  $7,000  extra, 
receiving  in  all  a  total  of  $115,000  to  build  a  road 
to  Castle  Island.  The  specifications  were  drawn 
up  and  the  contract  was  awarded.  I  would  like 
to  have  you,  Mr.  President  and  other  members 
of  the  Council,  ride  over  there  and  see  that  road 
today.  It  is  cracked  in  about  50,000  pieces, 
proving  conclusively  that  the  contractor — one  of 
the  few  favored  contractors,  and  now  a  candidate 
for  Mayor — did  not  properly  perform  the  job 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract.  I 
might  advise  him  before  he  runs  for  Mayor  to  at 
least  go  back  to  Castle  Island  and  fix  up  that  road 
in  accordance  with  specifications.  It  is  about 
time  that  these  contractors  lived  up  to  the  speci- 
fications of  their  contract,  not  putting  in  two 
inches,  for  example,  where  four  inches  are  required 
by  the  contract,  and  getting  away  with  it.  There 
is  certainly  no  reason,  when  the  City  of  Boston 
has  spent  $115,000  within  a  short  time  on  a  road 
of  this  kind,  the  roadway  should  now  be  found 
split  up  in  at  least  50,000  pieces. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


UNPAID   TAXES   OF   1931. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Collector  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  defer  the  sale  of 
real  estate  for  unpaid  1931  taxes  for  a  period  of 
six  months,  and  to  allow  partial  payment  on  such 
bills. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 
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CONSTRUCTION   OF  SIDEWALKS. 

Coun.  ENGLERT  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Burnett  street,  both 
sides,  from  3555  Washington  street  to  3585  Wash- 
ington street,  Ward  11,  in  front  of  the  estates 
bordering  thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to 
10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from 
5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial 
stone,  with  granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
make  a  sidewalk  along  School  street,  side  of  No.  36 
Bradlee  street,  Ward  17,  in  front  of  the  estates 
bordering  thereon;  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10 
inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to 
12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone, 
with  granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  196  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1917. 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ADDITIONAL     PAYMASTERS      FOR      PAY- 
MENTS  TO   VETERANS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Soldiers' 
Relief  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  have  more  paymasters  handle  the  distribution 
of  aid  to  recipients  twice  a  month  to  prevent 
veterans  waiting  four  or  five  hours  in  line  in  order 
to  receive  their  soldiers'  relief  for  themselves  and 
their  families. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  am  much 
interested  in  this  order  that  is  offered  by  Councilor 
Kelly,  referring  to  the  veterans  being  paid  twice  a 
month.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  poor  veterans 
frequently  have  to  wait  for  some  time  before  any 
attention  is  paid  to  their  requirements.  We  have 
this  wandering  Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  called  up  every  day  last  week 
and  couldn't  get  him  on  the  'phone.  Some 
persons  have  been  waiting  for  two  weeks  and  are 
not  able  to  get  in  touch  with  the  commissioner  at 
all.  There  is  nobody  there.  The  poor  veteran  has 
to  wait  until  the  commissioner  gets  back  from  his 
wanderings. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  did  not  intend 
to  have  anything  to  say  on  this  particular  order, 
but  the  reason  why  I  have  introduced  it  is  that 
two  weeks  ago  I  happened  to  see  the  line  down- 
stairs, and  stretching  clear  out  on  City  Hall  avenue, 
containing  the  men  who  were  waiting  to  be  paid. 

I  went  to  the  head  of  the  line  and  found  that  there 
were  two  paymasters.  I  saw  one  man  whom  I 
knew  about  three-quarters  of  the  way  back  in  the 
line,  and  he  said  he  had  come  there  at  nine  o'clock 
that  morning,  that  they  stopped  the  line  at  about 

II  or  11.15  and  told  the  fellows  then  to  come  back 
at  two,  and  that  that  was  the  procedure  they  were 
going  through  twice  a  month.  I  immediately  called 
up  and  checked  the  thing  and  found  that  that  was 
so,  that  those  men  who  were  not  paid  by  eleven 
o'clock  or  thereabouts,  regardless  of  the  fact  that 
they  had  been  waiting  since  nine  o'clock,  then  had 
to  stick  around  City  Hall  or  wherever  it  might  be, 
and  come  back  at  two,  and  there  was  then  the  same 
procedure  at  two  o'clock,  so  that  they  might  not 
be  paid  until  five.  I  think  that  sort  of  thing  is 
certainly  not  proper.  I  speak  as  a  nonveteran,  not 
prejudiced  in  that  respect,  but  a  friend  of  the 
veterans  although  a  nonveteran.  I  don't  think  it 
is  fair  to  treat  men  who  went  overseas  on  behalf 
of  people  like  myself  and  others  in  any  such  way, 
to  herd  them  down  there  and  make  them  wait  for 
three,  four  or  five  hours,  going  through  the  sort  of 
thing  they  have  had  to  put  up  with.  That  was 
my  reason  for  introducing  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  tfie  order. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  would  just 
like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact 
that  several  weeks  ago  we  discussed  this  matter 
of  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau,  and  at 
that  time  some  of  us  felt  that  there  should  be  some 
changes  made  and  some  economies  put  into  effect 
particularly  having  in  mind  the  fact  that  the 
Welfare  Department  needed  some  help  to  straighten 
out  their  situation,  and  these  men  might  well  be 
transferred  to  that  division.  Since  that  time, 
however,  not  only  has  nothing  been  done  to  change 
the  situation,  but  they  have  now  come  in  for 
another  $15,000,  which  the  committee  voted 
down.  The  only  way  to  effect  economies  is  to 
vote  these  things  down. 

The  Council  refused  to  pass  the  order  (fifteen 

votes  being  required  for  passage),  yeas  14,  nays  6:

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
for  a  reconsideration  of  the  vote  and  assignment 
to  the  next  meeting. 

Coun.   ROBERTS— Mr.   President,   I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.     Is  that  motion  proper  at  this  time? 
President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  it  is. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  we  have  just 
voted  upon  this  matter,  fifteen  votes  being  re- 
quired for  the  passage  of  the  order,  and  it  received 
one  vote  less  than  the  required  number.  Of 
course,  when  it  comes  to  reconsideration,  all  that  is 
necessary  is  a  majority  vote,  and  the  votes  are 
here  to  put  through  reconsideration,  and  when 
the  matter  comes  up  next  week,  of  course,  the 
boys  will  probably  have  got  their  instructions  from 
the  Mayor's  office  some  time  during  the  week,  and 
if  the  Mayor  wants  fifteen  votes  here  next  Monday, 
there  will  be  fifteen  votes  to  put  the  order  through. 
But,  Mr.  President,  we  have  defeated  the  order 
here  today  fairly  and  squarely,  and  I  don't  see 
why  reconsideration  should  prevail  or  why  the 
members  should  give  an  effort  to  reconsider  serious 
consideration. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  hope  the 
councilor  from  the  ward  adjoining  mine  does  not 
think  that  I  am  taking  instructions  from  the 
Mayor.  I  very  clearly  stated  the  reasons  why  I 
thought  an  additional  appropriation  should  be 
made  for  the  Employment  Bureau  when  the  matter 
came  up  before.  I  voted  for  an  additional  amount 
for  that  bureau,  and  my  reasons  for  doing  so  have 
not  since  changed.  I  feel  that  all  the  members 
here  will  think  it  entirely  proper  that  this  matter 
should  come  back  before  the  committee  and  that 
we  should  go  into  it  more  in  detail,  and  as  the 
result  of  further  consideration  we  may  be  able  to 
arrive  at  a  solution  that  will  be  for  the  benefit  of 
everybody  concerned.  Therefore,  I  hope  recon- 
sideration will  prevail  and  that  the  matter  will  be 
assigned  to  the  next  meeting. 

Coun.  Burke's  motion  to  reconsider  was  declared 
carried.  Coun.  KELLY  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays.

and  also  by  the  Welfare  Department.  They  say 
there  are  some  arguments  in  regard  to  the  matter, 
but  I  think  it  is  high  time  that  we  see  to  it  that 
women  and  children  in  the  City  of  Boston  today 
do  not  starve.  This  woman  and  her  seven  children 
are  starving:  I  know  that  to  be  a  fact.  I  cer- 
tainly think  something  should  be  done  about  it.

PROGRAM   OF   NATIONAL   ECONOMY 
LEAGUE. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  protests  against  the  present  program  of 
the  National  Economy  League  to  curtail  the 
payment  of  disability  allowance  and  hospitaliza- 
tion for  veterans  with  non-service  connected 
disabilities,  as  such  curtailment  wiil  result  in  the 
shifting  of  responsibiity  in  caring  for  disabled 
veterans  from  the  Federal  Government  to  the 
local  governments. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  Chairman,  without  ques- 
tioning the  worthiness  of  purpose  of  the  National 
Economy  League,  it  seems  to  me  that  their 
present  program,  which  they  plan  to  take  up 
soon  at  Washington,  proposes  to  curtail  the  pay- 
ment of  disability  allowance  and  hospitalization 
for  veterans  with  nonservice  connected  disabilities, 
and  this  program,  if  carried  out,  will  result  in 
shifting  the  burden  of  taking  care  of  the  veterans 
from  the  Federal  Government,  where  it  belongs, 
to  the  local  governments.  If  such  legislation 
were  enacted,  following  out  the  acceptance  of 
the  proposed  program,  it  would  cost  the  City  of 
Boston  probably  S8,000,000  or  $10,000,000  more 
than  it  is  paying  out  at  the  present  time,  because 
if  a  man  receives  compensation  from  the  United 
States  Government,  if  entitled  to  soldiers'  relief, 
the  amount  he  receives  from  the  national  govern- 
ment is  deducted  from  the  amount  he  would 
otherwise  receive  from  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Com- 
mission. In  other  words,  if  a  man  receives  §40 
from  the  national  government  and  is  entitled  to 
receive  $60,  the  $40  received  from  the  Federal 
Government  is  deducted,  and  the  man  is  paid 
here  only  $20.  Another  reason  why  this  respon- 
sibility should  not  be  shifted  from  the  central 
government  is  that  the  Federal  taxes  are  secured 
from  income  taxes  and  taxes  on  commodities, 
whereas  in  the  case  of  the  local  government  the 
money  is  raised  almost  entirely  from  the  real 
property  tax,  and  we  all  know  that  real  property 
is  now   taxed   locally   as  much   as  it   can   stand. 


Four  million  and  ninety  thousand  people  pay  in- 
come taxes  to  the  Federal  Government,  and  99 
per  cent  of  them  pay  taxes  on  an  income  averaging 
$4,000.  The  other  one  per  cent,  42,000  of  them, 
pay  $902,000,000,  or  on  an  average  pay  on  an 
income  of  $150,000  each.  I  say  if  this  program 
here  is  accepted  by  Congress,  it  will  simply  allow 
the  income  tax  to  be  reduced  somewhat,  a  tax  on 
those  who  on  the  whole  can  much  better  afford 
to  pay  it,  and  place  a  more  severe  burden  on  the 
local  taxpayers,  whom  we  all  know  at  the  present 
time  have  hard  work  to  pay  their  local  taxes. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  trust  that 
that  order  will  not  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules.  I  think  there  is  no  necessity  of  its 
going  to  that  committee,  because  it  directly 
affects  the  municipal  government  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  as  such  can  be  passed  here  under 
suspension  of  the  rule  without  reference  to  the 
Rules  Committee.  I  ask,  therefore,  that  the 
order  be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 

President  GALLAGHER— For  the  information 
of  the  councilor,  the  Chair  would  state  that  the 
motion  is  out  of  order. 

At  request  of  Coun.  GLEASON,  the  order  was 
read. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  order  has  been 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  GLEASON — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
for  a  roll  call  on  that  order? 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  wiU  de- 
clare the  councilor  out  of  order.

INSTALLATION  OF  HEATING  APPARATUS 
IN   STREETS. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  discontinuing  the 
issuance  of  permits  to  the  Edison  Electric  Illu- 
minating Company  to  open  up  the  streets  of 
Boston  for  the  installation  of  heating  apparatus 
which  will  result  in  loss  of  employment  to  stationary 
firemen  and  engineers. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  the  Boston 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  has 
secured  permits  from  the  City  of  Boston  to  install 
heating  apparatus  in  this  city.  It.  has  also  come 
to  my  attention  that  as  a  result  of  this  many 
firemen  and  engineers  have  been  taken  out  of 
employment.  For  that  reason  I  ask  a  suspension 
of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


LAY-OFF   OF  ELEVATED   CARMEN. 

Coun.   BURKE   offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  communicate  with  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
in  an  effort  to  have  the  trustees  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  prevent  the  further 
lay-off  of  carmen  in  the  employ  of  said  road. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  recently 
found  out  through  official  sources  that  500  men 
on  the  Boston  Elevated  have  had  their  services 
terminated.  It  is  my  opinion  that  during  this 
-  period  of  depression  the  Elevated  should  strive 
to  keep  the  men  at  work  as  far  as  possible.  We 
have  just  passed  an  order  introduced  by  one  of 
the  members  of  the  Council  for  additional  service 
on  particular  routes  in  his  district.  In  my  dis- 
trict additional  cars  and  buses  are  needed  to 
take  people  to  and  from  their  work.  For  that 
reason  I  am  asking  the  Governor  to  get  together 
with  the  Trustees  of  the  Elevated,  with  the  idea 
of  putting  men  at  work  and  preventing  further 
curtailment  of  the  employment  of  the  uniformed 
men. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule 


ASSESSMENTS   ON   SUBURBAN   REAL 
ESTATE. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  be  re- 
quested to  instruct  the  Board  of  Assessors  to 
reduce  the  assessments  of  all  real  estate  situated 
in  that  part  of  Boston  known  as  suburban  sections 
by  25  per  cent  of  its  present  assessed  valuation. 
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Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  most  of 
the  burden  placed  on  property  owners  today  falls 
on  the  class  who  own  their  own  homes,  or  small 
two  and  three  family  houses.  I  think  there  is  no 
question  in  anybody's  mind  that  property  in 
subvirban  Boston  in  most  cases  is  over-assessed 
to  the  extent  of  25  to  35  per  cent,  and  for  that 
reason  there  have  been  thousands  of  petitions 
filed  for  abatement  last  year  and  this  year.  I 
think  the  total  loss  in  suburban  real  estate  last 
year  amounted  to  $20,000,000,  and  I  think  this 
year  the  amount  will  exceed  that  to  a  large  extent; 
and  consequently  people  asking  for  reductions  are 
entirely  within  their  rights.  But,  because  of  the 
number  of  petitions  hied,  the  assessing  office 
is  unable  to  hold  a  sufficient  number  of  meetings 
to  deal  with  the  question,  and  therefore  no  relief 
is  granted.  I  think  the  Mayor  of  Boston  could 
well  recommend  a  cut  of  25  per  cent  on  all  suburban 
property  in  Boston,  and  that  in  doing  that  justice 
would  be  done,  because  the  properties  are  on  the 
whole  over-assessed  from  25  to  35  per  cent.  I  think 
the  time  is  now  ripe  for  such  action,  in  the  interest 
of  the  owners  of  suburban  property. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SIDEWALK,   GROVE   STREET. 

Coun.  COX  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  make  a  sidewalk  along  Grove  street  side 
of  5204  Washington  street.  Ward  20,  in  front  of  the

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  directing  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  appear 
before  the  Legislative  Committee  in  favor  of  the 
bill  authorizing  co-operative  banks  to  waive  pay- 
ment for  one  year  on  the  principal  of  good  mort- 
gage loans  as  filed  by  the  Home  Owners'  Asso- 
ciation.

WORK  BY   WELFARE   RECIPIENTS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  directing  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Public  Welfare  not  to  demand  that 
recipients  of  aid  whose  physical  condition  makes  it 
impossible  for  them  to  perform  physical  labor, 
without  hardship,  go  to  work. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  that  last  order 
is  put  in  because  of  the  fact  that  I  have  been 
advised  that  a  number  have  been  asked  to  per- 
form manual  labor  that  was  very  difficult  or 
practically  impossible  for  them  to  perform,  be- 
cause of  their  physical  condition.  It  is  all  right 
for  certain  kinds  of  cripples  to  do  certain  work 


for  which  they  are  fitted,  and  it  is  probably  true 
that  some  men  who  claim  that  they  are  unable 
to  perform  certain  work  are  able  to  do  so.  Such 
are  not  the  ones  I  have  in  mind.  But  a  case 
has  been  brought  to  my  attention  of  a  man  with 
one  leg,  who  for  six  months  has  been  sawing  wood.

Dear  Sir, —  I  am  in  receipt  of  an  order  from  the 
City  Council  that  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested to  demand  that  the  contractor  who  built 
the  road  to  Castle  Island  proceed  immediately 
to  construct  a  new  road,  because  the  specifications 
and  the  contract  have  not  been  complied  with. 

The  road  construction  in  question  consists  of  a 
two-inch  black  top  surface  on  a  six-inch  concrete 
foundation.  The  concrete  foundation  was  laid 
on  a  cinder  base  at  least  twelve  inches  in  depth. 
Underlying  the  new  road  cinder  foundation  is  a 
hydraulic  fill  composed  of  mud,  silt  and  soft  clay 
pumped  from  the  adjacent  harbor  bottom  in  1916 
and  1917.  This  underlying  hydraulic  soft  material 
is  at  least  fifteen  feet  in  depth.  Below  this  material 
are  the  original  mud  flats  that  were  abutting  on  the 
high  ground  of  Marine  Park  and  Castle  Island. 

The  hydraulic  fill  on  top  of  soft  mud  takes 
many  years  to  finally  consolidate,  and  there  is 
always  a  danger  of  settlement  in  such  character  of 
soil.  Naturally  the  best  results  cannot  be  obtained 
on  top  of  such  unstable  material. 

It  is  considered  good  practice,  however,  to  build 
roads  across  swampy  lands,  marsh  lands,  filled 
lands,  etc.,  but  it  is  further  understood  when  the 
roads  are  being  built  there  is  bound  to  be  a  settle- 
ment. 

The  Back  Bay  Fens  is  a  notable  example  of 
marsh  land  being  filled  in  for  development  pur- 
poses. In  fact,  all  the  roads  in  the  Back  Bay 
are  built  on  such  ground,  having  settled  and  are 
still  settling  today. 

The  road  as  built  was  constructed  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  and  specifications  of  the  contract. 
The  road  is  bound  to  crack  on  account  of  such 
underlying  conditions.  It  is,  however,  guaranteed 
under  a  maintenance  bond  with  the  city  for  a 
period  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  completion 
of  the  work.  Any  cracks,  settlements,  etc., 
that  mar  the  appearance  of  this  road  during  the 
next  five  years  will  have  to  be  remedied  by  the 
contractor. 

May  I   assure  you  that  the   city  received   full 
value  for  the  money  expended.     It  was  a  low  bid 
and  the  city  is  fully  protected  by  its  bond.

FINANCE    COMMISSION    REPORT    IN    RE 
SALE   OF  BATTERIES. 

The  following  was  received: 

"City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  November  12,  1932. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, —  In  reply  to  the  order  adopted  by 
your  honorable  body  on  October  24,  requesting 
the  Finance  Commission  to  investigate  the  price 
charged  the  city  of  Boston  for  materials  furnished 
by  the  firm  of  Goodwin  Brothers,  931  Bennington 
street,  East  Boston,  the  Finance  Commission  sub- 
mits the  following  reports: 

The  business  conducted  under  the  name  of 
Goodwin  Brothers  is  now  and  has  been  for  some 
years  owned  by  Mr.  Fred  Goodwin,  who  is  the  son 
of  Frank  A.  Goodwin,  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission.  Chairman  Goodwin,  therefore,  has 
not  participated  in  the  investigation  of  which  this 
report  is  the  result. 

Goodwin  Brothers  have  been  selling  batteries 
and  battery  parts  to  the  City  of  Boston  since 
approximately  1922.  Its  business  in  1931  with 
the  City  of  Boston  amounted  to  $4,658.58.  In 
1932,  for  approximately  the  first  ten  months,  it 
amounted  to  $1,742.71,  of  which  $246.46  was  for 
parts  and  $1,496.25  was  for  new  batteries.  Bat- 
tery parts  have  been  sold  to  the  Fire  Department 
and  to  the  Public  Works  Department. 

One  other  firm  in  the  ten  months  of  this  year  has 
received  approximately  two  and  a  half  times  the 


amount  of  business  in  battery  parts  from  the  city, 
while  Goodwin  Brothers  have  received  the  bulk 
of  the  new  battery  business." 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  We  are  not  asking  Chairman  Goodwin 
of  the  Finance  Commission  to  inform  us  in  regard 
to  what  other  firm  has  sold  to  the  City  of  Boston. 
We  have  requested  him  to  inform  us  in  regard  to 
what  Goodwin  Brothers  have  sold  to  the  City  of 
Boston. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  clerk  will  con- 
tinue. 

The  clerk  continued  reading,  as  follows: 

"New  batteries  are  seldom  sold  on  orders  of 
more  than  one  or  two  at  a  time  and  they  are  de- 
livered by  Goodwin  Brothers  any  place  in  the  city 
where  called  for  by  the  city.  New  batteries  pur- 
chased are  of  two  types,  the  so-called  Ford  type  and 
the  so-called  Reo  type.  The  Tinance  Commission 
obtained  one  of  each  type  recently  sold  to  the 
City  of  Boston  by  Goodwin  Brothers  and  turned 
them  over  to  one  of  the  leading  battery  dealers 
in  the  city  for  expert  opinion  on  the  quality  of  the 
battery  and  the  price  charged. 

The  Ford  type  battery  sold  to  the  City  of  Boston 
by  Goodwin  Brothers  is  the  13-plate  type,  with 
hard  rubber  case,  wooden  handles,  standard  plates 
and  size.  The  price  to  the  city  is  $7.30.  The 
price  to  the  city  by  either  of  two  high-grade 
battery  dealers  for  approximately  the  same  type 
is  $7.16;  but  that  battery  comes  in  a  composition 
case  and  the  expert  opinion  given  the  Finance 
Commission  is  that  the  hard  rubber  case  of  the 
Goodwin  battery  would  add  at  least  50  cents  to 
the  price  of  the  battery.  The  opinion  of  this 
expert  is  that  the  Goodwin  Brothers'  price  is  very 
fair,  and  a  very  high-grade  battery  is  delivered. 
In  addition,  the  Goodwin  Brothers  give  a  guaran- 
tee for  one  year,  whereas  leading  manufacturers 
give  but  a  ninety-day  guarantee. 

The  Reo  type  battery  sold  by  Goodwin  Brothers 
to  the  city  is  a  fifteen-plate  type,  standard  size 
plates,  wooden  handles,  hard  rubber  case,  price 
to  the  city  $9.75.  For  approximately  the  same 
quality  battery  sold  by  two  of  the  leading  manu- 
facturers, the  price  to  the  city  is  $11.96.  The 
expert  opinion  obtained  by  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion is  that  the  battery  sold  by  Goodwin  Brothers 
is  a  very  high-grade  battery  and  the  price  is  proper. 

The  bulk  of  the  batteries  sold  by  Goodwin 
Brothers  to  the  City  of  Boston  is  of  these  two 
types;  but,  in  addition,  Goodwin  Brothers  occasion- 
ally sell  to  the  city,  for  large  trucks,  a  seventeen- 
plate  battery.  One  sold  in  May,  1932,  by  Good- 
win Brothers  was  at  the  price  of  $14.  The  Finance 
Commission's  expert  who  examined  this  battery 
also  stated  that  it  was  approximately  similar  to  a 
type  sold  by  leading  manufacturers  for  $17.25, 
city  price.  The  prices  used  by  the  leading  manu- 
facturers as  the  city  prices  are  what  are  known 
as  fleet  prices. 

Furthermore,  the  Finance  Commission  desires 
to  point  out  that  it  has  found  on  the  record  the 
following  letter  written  on  May  8,  1931,  by 
Chairman  Goodwin  of  the  Finance  Commission  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Supplies,  which  was  pub- 
lished in  the  newspapers  at  the  time: 

May  8,  1931. 
Mr.  Philip  A.  Chapman,  Superintendent  of 
Supplies,  City  Hall  Annex,  Boston. 
Dear  Sir, — It  has  been  called  to  my  attention 
that  there  is  more  or  lesB  talk  about  the  purchase 
by  you  of  batteries  from  my  son.  Of  course  he 
was  selling  batteries  to  the  city  long  before  you 
became  superintendent,  for  about  ten  years,  I 
think,  but  the  fact  that  I  am  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Commission  may  form  a  basis  of  criticism. 
The  amount  of  business  he  does  with  the  city 
is  so  insignificant  that  I  suppose  I  should  not 
bother  about  it,  but  in  order  that  there  may  be 
no  cause  for  criticism  I  am  asking  you  to  give 
particular  attention  to  the  price  and  quality  of 
batteries  purchased.

Goodwin  Brothers  unless  the  prices  and  quality 
are  satisfactory. 

They  have  been  doing  business  with  this  depart- 
ment for  the  past  ten  years  and  I  see  no  reason 
why  they  should  not  continue  doing  business  as 
long  as  the  price,  quality  and  service  rendered  by 
them  is  maintained.

BETTER    LIGHTING    ON    MARLBOROUGH 
STREET. 

Coun.  CURTIS  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  provide  for  more  adequate  lighting  on  Marl- 
borough street,  Ward  5. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  in  connection 
with  this  order,  which  has  to  do  with  the  lighting 
of  Marlborough  street,  I  would  like  to  mention 
two  events  that  have  recently  taken  place  in  that 
neighborhood.  The  first  instance  was  on  Com- 
monwealth avenue,  between  Arlington  and  Berkeley 
streets,  Commonwealth  avenue  being  one  of 
the  most  traveled  avenues  in  the  district.  A 
woman  was  sitting  in  a  parked  automobile  waiting 
for  somebody  to  join  her,  and  a  man  came  up  and 
flourished  a  pistol  and  demanded  her  pocketbook, 
which  she  gave  up  without  question,  and  she 
then  continued  sitting  there  until  the  man  went 
away.  A  short  time  afterwards,  on  Marlborough 
street,  a  woman  came  out  of  a  house,  and  as  she 
started  to  get  into  her  car  a  man  of  the  same 
description  demanded  her  pocketbook,  which  she 
gave  to  him,  and  started  to  go  away  in  the  car. 
He  then  started  to  get  into  the  car,  saying  "I 
think  I  will  take  the  car,  too,"  whereas  she  held 
the  keys  of  the  car  and  made  an  outcry.  He 
thereupon  assaulted  her,  striking  her  in  the  face, 
and  finally  fled.  Her  lip  was  cut  and  a  tooth 
broken,  which  had  to  be  removed  that  evening, 
and  she  was  seriously  hurt.  I  believe  this  is  a 
very  serious  situation.  If  law-abiding  people 
cannot  go  about  the  district  on  their  business,  I 
think  the  matter  certainly  deserves  serious  atten- 
tion. If  that  sort  of  thing  is  to  continue,  citizens 
will  be  obliged  to  organize  for  their  own  protec- 
tion, and  I  should  certainly  be  very  sorry  to  have 
that  thing  become  necessary.  I  have  not  put 
in  an  order  requiring  additional  police  protection 
for  the  district,  because,  after  conversation  with 
the  Police  Commissioner,  I  believe  he  has  the 
seriousness  of  the  matter  very  much  in  mind. 
I  believe  the  police  squad  cars,  for  which  he  has 
been  very  strong,  are  a  very  good  thing,  and  I 
think  other  things  he  has  been  striving  for  will 
be  of  great  benefit.  As  a  result,  I  feel  that  we 
will  have  better  protection  in  the  district  than  we 
have  ever  had  before.  But  I  have  put  in  this 
order  asking  for  increased  lighting  facilities  on 
the  street.  Those  familiar  with  the  district 
know  that  we  have  more  antiquated  lights  on  that 
street  than  on  almost  any  other  street.  We 
have   the    old-fashioned    gaslight,    with    the    old 
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round  gas  bowls,  suspended,  and  have  only  one 
incandescent  light  there,  which  throws  out  a  very 
feeble  light.  So  I  urge  the  passage  of  this  order, 
under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of    the 
rule.

LOAN  FOR  CONSTRUCTION  OF  HIGHWAY. 

President  GALLAGHER  called  up,  under  un- 
finished business,   No.  3.  on  the  calendar,  viz.: 

3.  Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of 
section  14,  chapter  420  of  the  Acts  of  1930  the  sum 
of  $129,000  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated,  for  the 
construction  of  a  highway,  described  in  section  2 
of  said  act,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation 
the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from 
time  to  time,  upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount,  the  same  to  be  issued  outBide  the  statutory 
limit  of  indebtedness. 

On  October  24,  1932,  the  foregoing  order  was 
read  once  and  passed,  yeas  17,  nays  2. 

The  order  was  given  its  second  and  final  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  18,  nays  0. 


EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  LYNCH,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  petition  (referred  today)  for 
children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  to  appear  at 
places  of  public  amusement,  viz.: 

Edward  J.  Countie,  Municipal  Building  Hall, 
Roslindale,  November  17,  18 — recommending 
that  leave  be  granted  on  usual  conditions. 

Report  accepted;  leave  granted  on  usual 
conditions. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  orders 
(referred  today)  authorizing  transfers  within 
departmental  appropriations — that  same  ought  to 
pass. 

Report  accepted;   orders  passed,  yeas  19,  nays  0. 

3.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred today)  that  sum  of  $15,000  be  appropriated 
to  be  expended  by  Municipal  Employment  Bureau 
— that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted,  and  the  question  came  on  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  ROBERTS — Mr.  President,  it  is  with  some 
regret  that  I  feel  forced  to  vote  against  this  order. 
My  purpose  would  not  be  to  abolish  the  Municipal 
Employment  Bureau,  because  I  think  it  serves  a 
useful  purpose,  and  I  think  there  are  certainly  many 
gentlemen  employed  by  the  Bureau  who  deserves 
to  be  held  on  the  city  pay  roll.  I  think  they  earn 
their  money.  But  I  feel  that  one  way  in  which  we 
can   economize   is   to   reject  this  order. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  think  a  good  deal 
like  my  colleague  from  the  Back  Bay  in  regard  to 
this  matter.  I  understand  that  a  certain  employee 
of  the  department,  named  McDonald,  holds  two 


places,  one  as  an  insurance  broker,  and  one  in  this 
department.  I  don't  believe  that  people  should 
-be  carried  along  in  any  such  way.  So  I  am  opposed 
to  the  order. 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  we  ought  to  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  this  is 
a  similar  order  to  one  which  we  have  passed  on  two 
similar  occasions  this  year.  It  involves  an  ap- 
propriation to  continue  the  Municipal  Employ- 
ment Bureau.  The  Municipal  Employment 
Burrau,  like  every  other  bureau  of  the  kind, 
is  out  looking  for  work.  The  fact  that  they  can- 
not get  work  for  people  is  not  perhaps  entirely  their 
fault.  But  the  situation  that  faces  each  member 
of  the  Council  is  this,  that  they  are  either  going 
to  take  care  of  people  in  their  own  homes  or  there 
is  going  to  be  some  department  like  this  to  which 
they  can  be  turned  over,  a  department  whose 
function  it  is  to  endeavor  to  secure"  employment 
for  those  needing  it.  So  I  know  that  immediately 
upon  the  closing  up  of  this  Municipal  Employ- 
ment Bureau  there  will  be  twenty-two  employ- 
ment bureaus  established  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
one  each  in  the  home  of  every  city  councilor.  If 
there  is  only  one  job  a  day  secured  by  this  depart- 
ment, I  feel  that  its  efforts  are  in  the  right  direction, 
and  that  it  should  be  continued.  Certainly  at  a 
time  when  people  are  more  in  need  of  employment 
than  at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  country,  we 
should  not  throw  overboard  the  City  Employment 
Bureau.     I  hope,  therefore,  that  the  order  will  pass. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  am  of  the  same 
opinion  as  the  previous  speaker.  I  hold  the 
opinion  that  some  changes  might  be  made  in  that 
bureau,  the  same  as  practically  every  department 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  which  would  mean  improve- 
ment. At  the  same  time,  we  do  have  this  Employ- 
ment Bureau  whose  duty  it  is  to  attempt  to  secure 
work  for  the  unemployed,  and  I  believe  we  should 
have  such  a  place  to  send  men  looking  for  work.  I 
know  that  the  Employment  Bureau  has  secured 
for  me  twenty-five  jobs  in  the  past  month,  to  that 
extent  helping  out  men  and  women  whom  I  have 
sent  down  there,  and  I  feel  sure  that  if  the  other 
members  would  cooperate  with  the  bureau  in  the 
matter  of  helping  men  out  of  employment,  they 
would  be  glad  down  there  of  such  cooperation.  I 
have  made  an  investigation  of  the  charges  made  by 
various  councilors  and  have  found  that  most 
of  them  are  based  on  hearsay  evidence  and  connot 
be  proven.  For  that  reason,  and  for  the  reason 
that  more  men  out  of  work  the  more  men  will  have 
to  be  taken  care  of  on  the  rolls  of  the  Welfare 
Department,  I  think  we  should  continue  this 
bureau.  Then,  next  year,  we  can  delve  into  the 
matter  and  make  such  changes  as  seem  necessary.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   PARKMAN 
FUND. 

Coun.  ROBERTS,  for  the  Committee  on  Park- 
man  Fund,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  ordor 
(referred  today)  that  sum  of  $41,500  be  appro- 
priated from  income  of  George  F.  Parkman  Fund, 
to  be  expended  under  direction  of  Park  Com- 
missioners for  Common  and  parks  in  existence  on 
January  12,  1887,  maintenance  and  improvement 
of — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
hear  a  word  or  two  from  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  as  to  what  the  $42,500  is  going  to  be 
used  for. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  believe  the 
councilors  have  been  informed,  in  accordance 
with  the  practice  adopted  this  year,  that  the  entire 
amount  of  money  received  from  the  Parkman 
Fund  is  being  used  to  pay  the  Park  employees 
employed  in  the  parks  that  were  in  existence  at 
the  time  when  the  will  was  drawn,  and  we  have 
also  been  told  that  that  is  a  correct  and  legal 
practice  in  opinions  given  by  two  Corporation 
Counsels.  This  order  is  similar  to  one  passed 
two  months  ago  by  the  Council.  I  understand, 
further,  that  if  this  money  is  not  used  to  pay  the 
employees  of  the  Park  Department,  there  is  no 
other  money  available  and  will  not  be  enough 
for  the  next  pay  roll. 
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Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  last  year  we 
had  quite  a  vigorous  controversy  in  regard  to  this 
matter,  but  it  now  seems  that  courts  all  over 
the  United  States  have  been  interpreting  clauses 
similar  to  those  in  the  will  establishing  the  Park- 
man  Fund  in  a  more  liberal  way;  and  we  are 
now  accordingly  assured  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  that  it  is  just  as  correct  to  pay  from  this 
fund  the  salaries  of  the  men  doing  the  work  as 
it  is  to  buy  roses.  So  that  is  what  we  are  doing 
here  now.  It  is,  however,  rather  amusing  that 
there  should  be  this  sudden  change  of  idea  within 
a  short  time,  that  the  payment  of  wages  from 
this  fund  should  last  year  have  been  dogmatically 
deemed  absurd,  whereas  this  year  exactly  the 
opposite  view  is  taken  by  our  legal  adviser. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule,  yeas  20,  nays  0. 


PUBLIC  WELFARE  REPORT. 

Coun.  McGRATH,  for  the  Special  Committee 
on  Public  Welfare  and  Relief,  submitted  the 
following: 

The  Special  Committee  of  the  City  Council 
on  Public  Welfare  and  Relief  respectfully  submits 
the  following  report: 

Since  its  appointment  on  March  21,  1932,  the 
committee  has,  without  formal  meetings  or  undue 
publicity,  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Public  Welfare  several  recommenda- 
tions for  improvement  in  methods  and  corrections  of 
faults  in  administration,  and  these  recommenda- 
tions have  met  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Over- 
seers whenever  possible. 

In  addition,  the  committee  after  considerable 
inquiry  and  discussion,  submitted  a  report  on 
June  8  and  recommended  the  adoption  of  an  order 
providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  central 
bureau  index  in  the  Statistics  Department,  in 
which  should  be  collected  by  dwelling  house  lo- 
cations all  the  information  of  the  activities  of  the 
various  departments  of  the  city  and  state  con- 
cerned in  charitable,  hospital  and  health  welfare 
work.  This  order  was  approved  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  and  owing  to  the  intelligent  and 
energetic  work  of  the  chairman  of  the  Statistics 
Trustees  the  index,  which,  so  far  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained, is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  this  country, 
is  well  on  its  way  to  completion.  While  its 
value  remains  to  be  seen,  the  committee  feels  that 
with  the  proper  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the 
several  departments,  it  will  prove  to  be  the  longest 
step  forward  that  has  ever  been  taken  along  the 
road  of  constructive  improvement  in  welfare 
work. 

Meanwhile,  the  Public  Welfare  Department 
has  been  under  almost  constant  surveillance  by 
the  Finance  Commission  during  the  last  two 
years,  and  early  this  summer  at  the  request  of 
the  Mayor  the  Police  Department  undertook  an 
investigation  of  the  welfare  cases.  Presumably 
the  idea  of  this  investigation  was  that  the  various 
patrolmen  were  in  a  position  to  know  considerable 
about  the  families  and  individuals  on  their  re- 
spective beats,  and  that  they  might  furnish  the 
Welfare  Department  with  additional  facts  that 
would  be  of  assistance  in  passing  on  the  welfare 
cases.  Whether  by  misunderstanding  or  design 
the  police  investigation  assumed  an  entirely 
different  phase,  and  it  was  abandoned  when  it 
degenerated  into  a  contest  of  mutual  recrimination 
between  the  two  departments. 

Upon  the  abandonment  of  the  police  investi- 
gation of  the  welfare  cases,  the  City  Council 
adopted  an  order  requesting  your  committee  to 
investigate  the  administration  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare Department.  The  committee  held  a 
preliminary  meeting  to  which  all  the  members 
of  the  Council  were  invited,  and  requested  the 
attendance  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission,  and  the 
chairman  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare. 
Neither  the  Police  Commissioner  nor  the  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Commission  saw  fit  to  attend  the 
meeting,  but  Mr,  Hecht,  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Overseers,  appeared  and  submitted  to  an  extended 
questioning  as  to  the  methods  and  practices  of  his 
department.  He  assured  the  committee  and 
the  Council  that  the  Overseers  would  be  glad  to 
receive  and  give  their  best  consideration  to  any 
recommendations  or  complaints  submitted  to 
them  by  the  Council  as  a  body  or  the  members 
individually. 

At  this  meeting  the  question  was  raised  of  the 
right  of  the  City  Council  or  its  committees  to 
investigate  a  city  department  and  to  compel  the 


attendance  of  witnesses,  and  accordingly  the 
Corporation  Counsel  was  requested  to  give  his 
opinion  on  three  questions,  which  opinion  is  as 
follows: 

"October  25,  1932. 

"The  Special  Committee  on  Public  Welfare 
and  Relief  of  the  City  Council  has  asked  to  be 
advised  on  the  following  questions: 

"1.  What  power  has  the  City  Council,  or  a 
committee  of  the  City  Council,  to  investigate  the 
administration  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department? 

"2.  What  authority  has  the  City  Council, 
or  a  committee  of  the  City  Council,  to  compel  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission,  or  any 
member  thereof,  to  appear  before  it? 

"3.  The  appropriation  for  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  having  been  made,  what  further 
responsibility  has  the  City  Council  in  the  conduct 
of  the  Public  Welfare  Department  in  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  money? 

"In  answer  to  Question  1,  I  advise  the  Council 
that  it  has  no  authority  to  investigate  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Public  Welfare  Department,  for 
the  Amended  City  Charter  places  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Finance  Commission  the  power 
of  investigation  and  forbids  the  City  Council  from 
interfering  with  the  executive  and  administrative 
business  of  the  city. 

"In  answer  to  question  2,  I  advise  the  Council 
that  by  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  chapter  233 
of  the  General  Laws,  it  has  the.  power  to  summon 
witnesses  'to  attend  and  testify  and  to  produce 
books  and  papers  at  a  hearing  before  a  city  coun- 
cil ..  .  or  before  a  joint  or  special  com- 
mittee of  the  same  ...  at  any  hearing  before 
them,  as  to  matters  within  their  authority.'  This 
section  further  provides  that  'such  witnesses  shall 
be  summoned  in  the  same  manner,  be  paid  the 
same  fees  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties 
for  default,  as  witnesses  before  district  courts.' 
You  will  observe  that  this  provision  applies  to 
matters  within  the  authority  of  the  City  Council. 

"In  my  opinion  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission  or  any  member  thereof  or  any  other 
individual  may  be  summoned  before  the  City 
Council  to  testify  on  any  matter  within  the 
authority  or  jurisdiction  of  the  City  Council. 

"Section  9  of  said  chapter  233  provides  as 
follows: 

'  If  a  witness  who  has  been  so  summoned  and  paid 
or  tendered  the  proper  fees  fails  to  attend  in  pur- 
suance thereof,  the  presiding  officer  of  such  city 
council,  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  or  the  chair- 
man of  such  committee,  board  or  commission,  or 
any  such  commissioner,  may  issue  a  warrant  to 
bring  such  witness  before  them,  to  testify  in  the 
case  in  which  he  was  summoned.' 

"This  section,  in  so  far  as  it  authorizes  the 
issuance  of  a  warrant  to  compel  attendance,  has 
been  declared  unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  in  Whit- 
comb's  Case,  120  Mass.  118.  The  only  authority 
to  compel  attendance  after  summons  is  that 
contained  in  section  10  of  this  chapter,  which  is  as 
follows: 

A  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial  or  the  superior 
court,  upon  application  of  a  tribunal  authorized 
to  summon  but  not  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  and  the  giving  of  testimony  before  it, 
may,  in  his  discretion,  compel  the  attendance  of 
such  witnesses  and  the  giving  of  testimony  before 
any  such  tribunal,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent  as  before  said  courts.' 

"In  answer  to  Question  3,  I  would  advise  the 
Council  that  after  the  appropriation  for  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  has  been  made  by  the 
Council,  there  is  no  further  responsibility  upon  the 
City  Council  in  the  conduct  of  the  Public  Welfare 
Department  in  the  expenditure  of  money. 
Very  truly  yours, 

Samuel  Silverman, 
Corporation  Counsel." 

The  opinion  furnished  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  left  the  committee  and  the  Council  with 
no  alternative  but  to  abandon  the  proposed  investi- 
gation, and  it  was  so  voted. 

Particular  attention  should  be  given  to  that 
portion  of  the  opinion  which  makes  it  evident  that 
the  Council  having  once  voted  the  appropriation 
for  a  department,  is  not  only  under  no  duty  to  see 
that  the  money  is  properly  expended,  but  is 
violating  the  provisions  of  the  city  charter  if  they 
undertake  an  investigation  of  the  methods  of 
expenditure. 

This  situation  is  perhaps  the  most  outstanding 
example  of  the  many  outrages  perpetrated  on  the 
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citizens  of  Boston  in  the  revised  charter  of  1909  by 
the  so-called  reformers  in  their  needless  and  ill- 
advised  pursuit  of  that  passing  fad  called  centrali- 
zation of  authority. 

The  Council  will,  however,  continue  as  in  the 
past  to  request  the  Mayor  and  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments to  remedy  such  abuses  and  faults  of  ad- 
ministration as  the  members  may  discover  or  that 
may  be  called  to  their  attention. 

Two  particular  angles  of  the  situation  so  far  as 
the  connection  of  the  City  Council  with  the  Public 
Welfare  expenditures  is  concerned  seem  of  such 
vital  importance  that  the  committee  closes  the 
report  with  two  statements  that  we  feel  in  all 
fairness  should  not  only  be  printed  in  the  records 
but  also  published  in  the  daily  newspapers. 

First.  That  according  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel  neither  the  City  Council  nor  a  committee 
thereof  has  any  right  to  investigate  the  adminis- 
tration of  a  municipal  department  except  at  a  time 
when  an  appropriation  for  that  department  is 
pending  before  the  Council,  and  that  having  made 
an  appropriation  for  the  current  expenses  of  a 
department  the  City  Council  has  no  further  re- 
sponsibility for  the  conduct  of  the  department. 

Second.  That  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
in  their  relations  with  the  Public  Welfare  Depart- 
ment have  furnished  valuable  information  on 
Public  Welfare  cases  and  have  in  no  way  inter- 
fered or  suggested  improper  procedure  in  any  case, 
as  is  shown  by  the  following  verbatim  testimony 
taken  at  the  committee  hearing,  of  the  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Overseers,  Mr.  Hecht,  and  of  the 
secretary,  Mr.  McCarthy,  in  reply  to  a  question 
by  one  of  the  councilors: 

"Mr.  McCARTHY— I  will  say  now,  as  I  have 
said  before,  and  as  I  will  say  in  any  place  where  I 
am  asked  the  question,  that  no  member  of  the  City 
Council,  the  present  Council  or  any  prior  Council, 
or  no  member  of  the  Legislature,  has  asked  me  per- 
sonally to  do  anything  in  a  single  case  that  was 
not  a  proper  thing  for  me  to  do  down  there. 

"Mr.  HECHT— And  I  can  say  the  same  thing 
as  far  as  I  am  concerned. 

"Chairman  McGRATH— You  say,  Mr. 
McCarthy,  that  there  has  never  been  a  case  pre- 
sented to  you  by  a  councilor  that  in  your  opinion 
was  improper.  In  any  of  those  cases  that  have 
been  so  presented  to  you,  has  the  Board  found  later 
on  through  investigation  that  they  were  improper'.' 

"Mr.  McCARTHY — Never.  I  might  add  this, 
that  we  have  received  from  the  councilors  some 
very  valuable  information  in  regard  to  cases  which 
has  caused  us  to  close  them."

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  this  report 
is  signed  by  six  of  your  seven  members  of  the 
committee,  one  of  the  members,  I  believe,  simply 
having  a  slight  correction  to  make.  I  move  that 
the  report  be  accepted  and  printed  as  a  city 
document. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  am  the 
one  member  of  the  committee  who  was  in  favor 
of  everything  but  one  paragraph,  and  in  this 
connection  I  wish  to  say  that  the  hearing  we 
held  certainly  had  one  good  result.  I  had  had 
occasion  to  call  to  the  attention  of  Mr.  Kelly, 
Mr.  McCarthy  and  Mr.  Hecht  the  fact  that  cer- 
tain things  down  there  were  not  right,  but  they 
had  not  been  attended  to.  As  a  result  of  that 
meeting  they  have  been  adjusted.  So,  as  a 
result  of  the  hearing  given  by  the  committee  some 
good  has  resulted  and  some  things  that  were 
wrong  have  been  righted. 

Coun.  FITZGERALD— Mr.  President,  I  can- 
not let  this  opportunity  go  without  at  least  a 
word  showing  that  I  do  not  agree  with  the  opinion 
that  the  City  Council  has  no  power  to  investigate 
any  department.  I  cannot  let  that  opinion  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  be  brought  out  here  without 
any  question  in  this  body.  This  Council  has  all 
the  power  necessary,  if  they  want  to  use  it.  The 
Corporation  Counsel  is  absolutely  wrong  in  that 
respect.  When  there  is  any  question  of  mal- 
feasance or  misfeasance  in  any  department,  con- 
nected with  the  money  we  vote  for  the  depart- 
ment, we  certainly  have  a  right  to  investigate. 
There  is  not  the  slightest  question  of  that,  Mr. 
President.     That     opinion     of     the     Corporation 


•  Counsel  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  charter,  as  can  be  easily  found  by  anybody 
who  goes  into  the  history  of  the  thing  in  con- 
nection with  the  adoption  of  the  charter  and  the 
relation  to  the  departments  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  and  City  Council.  We  do  have  the 
power  of  investigation.  I  have  talked  with  a 
man  who  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  putting 
through  of  the  charter,  and  he  thought  it  was  a 
most  outrageous  thing  for  any  Corporation 
Counsel  to  attempt  to  get  away  with  the  idea 
that  we  have  not  power  to  investigate.  We  have 
power  to  investigate.  So  I  don't  want  them  to 
get  away  with  that.  If  we  haven't  at  times 
exercised  it,  that  is  our  own  fault.  But  this  body 
has  the  power  and  can  force  any  head  of  depart- 
ment or  board  to  come  in  and  subject  himself  to 
scrutiny,  and  if  we  find  any  malfeasance  or  mis- 
feasance we  can  report  it  to  the  District  Attorney's 
office.  I  know  what  Oliver  Stevens  said  in  the 
old  days  about  the  power  of  the  City  Council  and 
what  Arthur  Dehon  Hill  said,  and  the  charter 
was  then  in  force.  So  I  don't  want  to  have  the 
Corporation  Counsel  get  away  with  that.  We 
have  the  power. 

Coun.  CURTIS — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
that  this  body  can  accept  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee even  if  we  do  not  agree  with  everything 
that  appears  in  the  report.  All  we  are  expected 
to  do  is  to  accept  the  report  of  the  committee. 
Even  if  there  may  be  some  disagreement  among 
us  as  to  what  we  ourselves  or  certain  officials 
may  think  of  our  powers,  we  can  at  least  properly 
accept  that  report. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  as  one  of  the 
most  restive  members  of  the  committee  in  the 
matter  of  holding  those  meetings  and  investigating 
the  Welfare  Department,  I  would  like  to  take  the 
same  ground  that  has  been  taken  by  the  councilor 
from  the  West  End,  and  I  wish  to  say  now  that 
at  all  times  most  of  the  committee,  as  I  think  is  the 
case  with  most  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council, 
have  not  wished  to  relinquish  any  rights  they 
may  have  under  the  law.  Regardless  of  .the 
legal  opinion  promulgated  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  we  do  not  feel  that  his  decision  is  correct 
or  in  conformity  with  the  law.  In  support  of 
our  position  in  that  respect  we  have  the  opinion 
of  one  whom  we  all  respect,  to  the  effect  that  the 
City  Council  does  have  the  right  to  make  investi- 
gations. While  the  Corporation  Counsel  feels 
differently,  and  has  so  expressed  his  opinion,  that 
does  not  necessarily  bind  us.  Further,  it  is  ad- 
mitted by  everybody,  including  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  that  on  any  matter  that  is  properly  before 
the  body,  a  question  of  appropriation  for  a  depart- 
ment or  otherwise,  the  City  Council  does  have  the 
right  to  investigate.  I  can  see  no  reason  for 
taking  the  decision  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
seriously,  because  from  time  to  time  every  depart- 
ment must  come  in  here  for  appropriations.  There 
is  no  department  of  the  city  government  that  does 
not  necessarily  come  before  us  five  or  six  times 
during  the  course  of  the  year  in  connection  with 
its  needs,  and  it  is  admitted  by  all  that  in  that 
case  we  have  all  the  right  in  the  world  to  examine 
into  the  matter.  I  want  to  say  also  that  I  feel 
certain  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  the  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Commission  will  be  retired  to  private 
life  and  somebody  will  be  put  in  his  place,  from 
whom  we  can  expect  sincere  and  honest  reports, 
reports  upon  which  we  can  rely  more  than  we  can 
on  those  now  submitted  to  us.  Therefore,  as  one 
of  the  committee  I  feel  that  the  report  should  be 
accepted  as  it  is,  and  that  at  a  later  date  when 
matters  are  brought  before  the  Council  concerning 
different  departments  we  can  go  into  them  more 
deeply  than  we  have  at  times,  investigating  the 
situation  and  what  should  or  may  be  done  in  one  or 
another  of  the  departments. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  after  hearing 
the  learned  councilor  from  Dorchester  and  others, 
might  I  ask  that  this  matter  be  laid  on  the  table, 
so  that  the  legal  lights  of  the  Council  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  look  it  over  and  also  to  consider 
the  full  bearing  of  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel? 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
discussion  as  to  the  rigUtness  or  wrongness  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  let  me  simply  ask  why  it  is 
not  possible  for  us  to  accept  the  report  of  the 
committee,  leaving  out  the  finding  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel?  If  we  cannot  rely  on  an  opinion  or 
interpretation  of  the  charter  as  enunciated  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  to  whom  can  the  body  turn 
for  a  proper  interpretation  of  the  duties  of  the 
Council?     As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  am  still  looking 
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for  light  in  the  matter.  I  have  been  here  for  three 
years,  and  I  don't  know  yet  what  our  duties  are. 
We  act  on  matters  concerning  Congress  in  Wash- 
ington, on  beer,  on  everything,  from  things  hap- 
pening in  Skowhegan  to  national  affairs.  I  would 
like  to  know  what  actual  authority  I  have  after 
we  have  voted  to  pass  the  budget  in  January  or 
February.  If  we  have  no  other  function  or  pur- 
pose here  than  to  pass  that  budget,  I  think  we 
should  then  adjourn  and  go  about  our  business 
and  try  to  make  an  honest  dollar. 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  will  state 
that  the  acceptance  of  the  report  of  the  committee 
does  not  in  any  way  commit  the  Council,  that  it 
simply  discharges  the  committee. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  was  in  hopes 
that  the  committee  would  put  its  finger  on  what 
I  consider  the  vital  spot  of  the  whole  investigation. 
I  am  surprised  that  there  is  not  more  malfeasance 
or  misfeasance  in  this  department.  Here  we  have 
sixty-five  people  looking  after  these  many  thou- 
sands of  cases  all  over  the  City  of  Boston.  It  is 
impossible,  under  the  circumstances,  that  they 
should  be  given  proper  consideration.  I  wonder 
why  the  Mayor  of  Boston  does  not  see  to  it  that 
there  are  at  least  500  inspectors.  And  why  do 
people  drawing  but  So  a  week  have  to  continually 
go  down  to  this  central  office  and  pay  out  a  dollar 
of  it  in  carfare?  The  card  index  system  may  be 
all  right,  but  what  can  you  expect  with  only  sixty- 
five  inspectors?  Why  not  have  200,  300,  400  or 
500  of  them? 

Coun.  McGRATH— Mr.  President,  I  would  say 
in  answer  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  IS  (Coun. 
Norton)  that  during  all  the  time  he  has  been  ad- 
vocating the  decentralization  of  the  department 
down  there,  I  have  had  a  good  deal  of  sympathy 
with  his  idea  in  the  matter.  The  payment  of 
carfare  by  many  of  these  people  to  get  to  and  from 
the  Central  Office  seemed  to  be  unfair  and  to 
work  a  hardship  on  them.  The  committee  on 
Thursday  last  went  to  the  office  of  the  department, 
starting  first  with  the  application  department, 
and  spending  the  entire  afternoon  going  through 
the  routine  of  the  office.  We  were  told  then  by 
the  secretary — and  this  bears  upon  the  criticism 
of  the  councilor  from  Ward  18 — that  they  had 
started  on  a  decentralization  plan  to  the  extent 
that  this  week  all  applicants  for  aid  who  claim 
that  they  are  not  physically  fit  to  work,  instead 
of  having  to  go  to  the  Boston  City  Hospital, 
where  they  are  examining  on  an  average  of  eighty- 
five  a  day,  can  be  examined  in  the  local  health 
units  and  clinics,  and  in  certain  sections  in  munici- 
pal buildings.  I  think  that  is  a  start  towards 
decentralization  of  the  department  to  some 
degree,  and  I  know  it  is  going  to  help  a  great  deal. 
I  sympathize  much  with  the  statement  that  the 
councilor  has  so  often  made  on  the  floor  of  the 
Council. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  ordered  printed. 


BETTER  LIGHTING  FOR  ASHLEY  STREET. 

Coun.  BARKER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  install  better  lighting  facilities  on  Ashley  street, 
Ward  1,  between  Breed  and  Blackinton  streets. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


INVESTIGATION   OF  DISCHARGES, 
SUSPENSIONS,  ETC. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  communicate  with  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  in  an  effort  to  have  the  State  Board  of 
Labor  and  Industry  investigate  the  wholesale 
discharges  and  suspensions  that  are  said  to  have 
taken  place  since  the  election  on  November  8, 
1932,  also  the  rate  of  wages  and  working  hours, 
in  the  Ford  plant  at  Somerville  and  in  other 
factories  throughout  the  state.

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  the  Printing  Department  is  still  working  on 
this  list  this  morning,  that  it  is  proving  an  almost 
interminable  affair,  as  there  are  so  many  homes 
to  be  sold.  The  whole  force  down  there  was 
working  on  Armistice  Day,  and  it  will  mean  the 
largest  volume  that  the  City  Record  has  ever 
known.  It  will  also  mean  the  publication  of  the 
names  of  unfortunates  who  are  unable  to  pay 
their  taxes  through  no  fault  of  their  own.  I 
think  we  should  seriously  consider  holding  this 
thing  up  for  the  time  being,  with  the  large  ex- 
penditures that  are  being  made  by  the  city,  and 
having  in  mind  the  unfortunate  position  in  which 
many  of  our  taxpayers  are  being  placed  at  the 
present  time.  I  understand  that  this  will  be  the 
largest  volume  of  the  C  ity  Record  that  has  ever 
been  printed  in  Boston's  history,  and  I  think  it 
might  be  well  to  hold  the  thing  up  for  a  few  weeks. 
It  is  not  a  pleasant  thing  to  say  of  John  Jones  of 
Ward  23  or  John  Smith  of  some  other  ward,  and 
on  such  and  such  a  street,  that  they  are  unable  to 
pay  their  taxes,  It  is  not  pleasant  for  them  or  for 
their  families, 

Coun.  HEIN — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  for 
information,  if  this  list  must  be  published? 

President  GALLAGHER— Under  the  statute 
law  the  city  must  publish  it. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  does  the 
City  Clerk  know  what  the  state  law  says,  whether 
it  is  mandatory,  whether  there  is  any  specific  time 
limit  under  the  iaw? 

President  GALLAGHER— The  City  Clerk 
cannot  give  the  exact  language  of  the  law,  at  the 
moment,  but  he  states  that  publication  is  necessary 
before  property  can  be  sold  for  unpaid  taxes.  If 
the  councilor  would  like  to  have  the  matter  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee  for  a  dis- 
cussion, that  might  be  a  proper  disposition  of  it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ASSESSMENT  OF  EXETER  STREET 
THEATER. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  assessors  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  report  to  the  Council 
as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  a  fact  that  the  theater  and 
land  at  26  Exeter  street,  Boston,  is  assessed  for

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  it  seems  rather 
unfair  to  other  theaters  in  Boston  if  one  theater  is 
going  to  be  allowed  to  hold  meetings  one  hour  a 
week,  ostensibly  for  religious  purposes,  and  there- 
by escape  taxation — for  example,  in  that  way 
having  an  assessment  of  $275,000  thereby  reduced 
$100,000.  How  easy  it  would  be  for  any  theater 
in  Boston,  if  that  sort  of  thing  is  to  be  allowed,  to 
hold  occasionally  what  is  called  a  religious  meeting, 
and  thereby  have  its  assessment  reduced,  and  how 
unfair  it  is  to  the  other  theaters  of  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

MUNICIPAL  LIGHTING   PLANT  FOR 
BOSTON. 

Coun.  DO  WD  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  five  members  be 
appointed  by  the  President  to  consider  the  feasi- 
bility  and   advisability   of   erecting   a    municipal 
lighting  plant  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  this  order  calls 
for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  five  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
erecting  a  municipal  lighting  plant  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  For  years  the  Edison  Electric  Illumi- 
nating Company  of  Boston,  without  any  com- 
petition and  without  any  bids,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  they  have  no  competitor,  have  a 
monopoly  of  lighting  in  the  City  of  Boston,  have 
supplied  electricity  to  the  people  of  Boston  and 
to  the  city.  Communications  received  by  me 
from  different  cities  throughout  the  country  show 
that  in  those  cities  where  they  have  established 
municipal  lighting  plants — in  one  city  in  particular, 
not  as  large  as  Boston— the  city  obtains  its 
lighting  absolutely  free,  and  the  people  get  their 
lighting  50  per  cent  cheaper  than  the  people  of 
Boston  get  it;  and,  in  addition,  the  revenue 
derived  pays  for  the  upkeep  of  the  police  and  fire 
departments  in  that  particular  city,  whereas  the 
Edison  Company,  through  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities,  absolutely  refuses  to  give  a  fair 
reduction  in  rates  in  the  City  of  Boston.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  city  itself  pays  $2,000,000 
annually  to  the  Edison  Company,  and  whereas  I 
believe  the  Edison  Company  is  coming  before  us 
again  in  a  short  time  for  a  renewal  of  their  arrange- 
ment with  the  city,  I  have  introduced  this  order, 
looking  to  some  possible  action  by  the  people  of 
Boston  in  the  way  of  establishing  their  own 
lighting  plant.  If  such  a  lighting  plant  were 
established  there  is  no  question  in  my  mind  that 
we  could  do  as  other  cities  are  doing — get  the 
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city  lighting  absolutely  free  and  have  the  public 
pay  not  over  half  the  price  they  are  paying  now. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Edison  Company  has 
become  so  bold,  because  they  have  no  competition, 
that  they  feel  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  come 
before  the  Mayor  and  the  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  as  they  are  supposed  to  do  every  ten 
years.  Of  course,  it  will  cost  a  lot  of  money  to 
launch  such  a  project  as  this,  but  I  am  firmly 
convinced  that  it  can  be  done  through  a  bond 
issue,  which  can  be  easily  floated,  and  that  the 
City  of  Boston  and  the  citizens  of  this  city  will 
as  a  result  enjoy  a  big  reduction  in  the  amount 
that  they  are  paying  for  electricity.  So  I  am 
asking  that  such  a  committee  as  is  provided  for 
in  the  order  be  appointed  immediately,  a  commit- 
tee of  five,  to  look  into  this  situation. 

The  order  was  referred   to  the   Committee   on 
Rules. 


NO  ADDITIONAL   "VOLUNTARY" 
CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
not  to  ask  for  any  additional  "voluntary"  con- 
tributions from  city  and  county  employees  other 
than  those  which  they  are  now  giving. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  would  appear 
that  every  time  when  anything  happens  in  the 
City  of  Boston  indicating  a  need  for  economy, 
the  first  thing  that  some  of  these  organizations 
suggest  is  a  further  reduction  in  the  salaries  of 
city  employees.  The  men  in  these  organizations 
do  not  know  what  it  means  to  wait  until  pay  day 
for  your  salary  to  take  care  of  your  family  They 
come  in  here  and  advocate  openly  reductions  of 
from  15  to  20  per  cent  in  the  salaries  of  city  em- 
ployees. The  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  last 
year  gave  in  voluntary  contributions  51,800,000, 
and  this  year,  if  they  keep  up  as  is  proposed,  they 
will  give  82,670,000.  I  think  if  the  Boston  tax- 
payers understood  what  the  employees  of  the  city 
are  really  contributing  to  the  cause,  giving 
$2,670,000,  they  would  not  expect  them  to  make 
a  further  contribution,  as  suggested  by  some  of  these 
organizations. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


VACANCIES    IN    POLICE    DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  communicate  with  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  and  urge  upon  him  the  necessity  for 
filling  the  four  vacancies  for  captain  in  the  Boston 
Police  Department  by  the  Police  Commissioner. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  it  is  unfortunate, 
of  course,  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  has  no  control 
over  the  Police  Department.  We  have  four 
vacancies  in  the  position  of  captain  in  that  de- 
partment existing  at  the  present  time.  For 
reasons  known  only  to  the  commissioner,  ser- 
geants and  lieutenants  have  been  appointed, 
but  there  has  been  a  failure  to  appoint  captains. 
There  is  a  nigger  hidden  in  the  woodpile  some- 
where. The  commissioner  has  requested  the 
Civil  Service  Commission,  I  understand,  to  give 
a  new  examination  for  captains,  ignoring  the  fact 
that  there  are  already  men  on  the  list  who  may 
properly  be  appointed  to  such  positions.  I 
don't  know  who  is  on  the  list  for  captains,  and  I 
don't  care,  but  the  fact  is  that  there  are  men  on 
the  list,  and  that  in  spite  of  that  fact  a  new  ex- 
amination is  being  asked  for.  Certain  men  have 
been  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
as  qualified  for  the  position,  and  I  see  no  reason 
why  the  commissioner  should  not  fill  the  vacancies 
from  that  list.  God  knows,  the  city  is  unpro- 
tected enough  in  these  days  without  allotting 
important  vacancies  of  that  kind  to  stand  in  the 
Police  Department.  I  think  the  Police  Com- 
missioner should  fill  the  vacancies  immediately, 
or  give  reasons  for  not  doing  so. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CHARGES  OF  NEW  ENGLAND  TELE- 
PHONE AND  TELEGRAPH  COM- 
PANY. 

Coun.  ROBERTS  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,       That     the     Corporation     Counsel, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,   be  instructed  to 
file   a  complaint   with   the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission   of    the    Commonwealth    under    General 


Laws,  chapter  159,  section  24,  with  respect  to 
the  charges  made  by  the  New  England  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  in  the  metropolitan 
district  for  the  use  of  the  so-called  "French 
'phones,"  extensions,  and  other  charges  made 
for  service  which  the  said  company  chooses  to 
classify  as  additional  or  special  and  to  request 
the  said  commission  to  investigate  the  manner 
in  which  the  said  company  makes  charges  for 
extra  and  overtime  calls  in  the  several  exchanges 
within  the  city;  and  to  investigate  in  general  the 
regular  and  special  charges  of  said  company. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  with  the 
advent  of  the  so-called  automatic  telephone  and 
with  the  material  reduction  in  overhead  charges 
of  the  Telephone  Company,  as  a  result,  as  well  as 
through  wage  reductions  and  in  other  ways,  it 
does  seem  as  though  the  public  might  get  the 
benefit  of  such  material  decreases  in  the  operating 
expenses  of  the  company.  I  appreciate,  of  course, 
the  fact  that  such  hearings  sometimes  take  a  lot  of 
time  and  cost  a  lot  of  money.  My  order  is  aimed 
particularly  at  the  charges  of  the  Telephone 
Company  for  so-called  extra  services,  which  in 
my  opinion  are  not  hard  to  check  up;  and  I  believe 
it  will  not  be  difficult  for  the  city  to  establish 
before  the  commission  that  the  charges  made  are 
excessive.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  charges  set 
forth  in  the  schedule  of  rates  which,  I  understand, 
are  on  file  in  the  department  for  extra  service  are 
open  to  serious  question.  I  refer  to  such  services 
as  putting  in  extra  telephones  in  the  house  and 
the  changing  of  the  telephone  from  house  to 
business.  The  charges  made  by  the  company 
are  the  same  as  they  were  before  any  depression 
set  in,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  overhead  of  the 
company  has  been  materially  reduced.  Ap- 
parently, unless  somebody  makes  an  effort  to 
reduce  these  charges,  they  will  remain  the  same, 
whereas  the  public  are  entitled  to  a  reduction  as  a 
result  of  the  reduction  in  the  overhead  of  the 
company  at  the  present  time.  I  am  also  given  to 
understand  that  in  some  of  the  Boston  exchanges 
they  have  apparatus  to  check  the  calls,  that  are 
not  used  in  other  exchanges,  and  that  therefore 
some  of  the  Boston  exchanges  are  subjected  to 
unfair  discrimination.  I  think  this  is  a  matter 
that  should  be  gone  into  and  that  a  complaint 
should  be  filed. 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


NONRESIDENT  SCHOOL  TEACHERS. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request  the 
School  Committee  to  discharge  all  nonresident 
school  teachers  and  replace  same  from  eligible  fist, 
residents  of  Boston. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  understand  that 
possibly  there  are  1,500  nonresident  school  teachers 
in  our  Boston  schools,  and  that  approximately 
§4,000,000  a  year  are  being  paid  out  by  the  City  of 
Boston  in  the  way  of  salaries  to  those  people.  If 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  any  influence  at  all  in 
this  matter  which  so  vitally  concerns  unemploy- 
ment in  the  City  of  Boston,  a  chance  is  here  offered 
to  step  in  and  relieve  to  a  certain  extent  the  un- 
employment situation  in  this  city  by  appointing 
to  these  positions  our  local  school  teachers. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  through  the 
Chair,  if  they  had  a  hearing  with  reference  to 
Robert  V.  Hennessy? 

Coun.  RUBY — The  councilor  desires  that  name 
also  brought  up? 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Unless  there  is  objection. 

Coun.  RUBY — No,  I  have  no  objection  to  the 
name  of  Robert  V.  Hennessy  also  being  taken  up 
at  this  time.

I  think  there  is 
no  question  but  what  the  sheets  should  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  committee  for  examination  before 
we  have  our  open  hearings  on  the  budget,  and 
submitted  sufficiently  early  so  that  we  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  study  them.  I  believe  that 
we  should  have  such  sheets  before  us  at  least 
two  weeks  before  the  open  hearings.

LOAN  FOR   NEW   BOSTON-CHELSEA 
BRIDGE. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider  the 
advisability  of  conferring  with  the  Mayor  of 
Chelsea  relative  to  the  matter  of  whether  or  not 
it  would  be  advisable  to  apply  to  the  National 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  regarding  a 
loan  of  money  to  build  a  new  bridge  between 
Boston  and  Chelsea  under  the  so-called  "self- 
liquidating"  clause. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  the  chairman 
of  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation,  the 
Hon.  Atlee  Pomerene,  has  spoken  of  the  fund  at 
their  disposal  being  properly  used  in  carrying  out 
self-liquidating  projects.  It  seems  clear  that  the 
carrying  through  of  the  proposed  work  on  the 
so-called  Chelsea-Boston  Bridge  comes  properly 
within  that  term,  and  it  would  seem  that  tlie  thing 
could  be  accordingly  worked  out  so  that  at  that 
point  we  might  have  a  modern,  up-to-date 
structure. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


BORINGS  ON  LAND  FOR  SCHOOLHOUSES. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

That    the    Mayor   of   Boston   consider   the   ad- 
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visability  of  requesting  the  Superintendent  of 
Schoolhouse  Construction  to  buy  no  land  for 
schoolhouse  purposes  until  first  there  had  been 
opportunity  to  take  borings  to  definitely  ascertain 
the  quality  of  bottom  on  said  land. 

Coun.  NOKTON— Mr.  President,  I  under- 
stand that  it  was  the  policy  of  the  old  School- 
house  Commission,  when  it  was  proposing  to  buy 
land  for  schoolhouse  purposes,  to  first  make 
borings  to  ascertain  what  the  nature  of  the  bottom 
was.  I  spoke  to  the  engineer  of  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  some  time  ago  in  regard  to  that 
matter,  and  he  said,  "We  just  don't  do  that, 
that  is  all."  It  seems  to  me  that  in  buying  land 
near  Grove  Hall,  for  instance,  for  schoolhouse 
purposes,  without  first  ascertaining  whether  it 
would  cost  S10.000  or  $100,000  to  put  in  suitable 
foundations,  a  great  mistake  was  made. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


APPOINTMENT     OF     POLICE      OFFICERS. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  requesting  the  Police  Commissioner  of 
Boston,  in  the  interests  of  discipline  and  morale 
in  said  Police  Department,  to  appoint  the  higher 
officers  of  the  Boston  Police,  sergeants,  lieutenants 
and  captains,  from  the  Civil  Service  List  in  No.  1, 
No.  2  and  No.  3  order  as  their  names  appear  on 
the  list. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  one  of  the  other  councilors  has  introduced  an 
order  somewhat  along  this  line.  I  feel  that  we 
have  too  many  superior  officers  in  the  Boston 
Police  Department,  now,  taking  into  consideration 
the  area  we  cover  and  the  population,  from  a  study 
made  of  the  police  departments  in  other  cities. 
Nevertheless,  if  appointments  are  to  be  made,  we 
have  a  civil  service  list  that  has  been  well  estab- 
lished, and  I  think  when  that  list  is  resorted  to 
selections  should  be  made  from  it  in  1,  2,  3  order. 
If  that  were  done,  we  would  stop  such  contro- 
versies as  are  wrecking  the  Police  Department 
today.  I  believe  No.  1  man  should  be  first  taken 
from  the  list,  and  then  No.  2  man, the  same  as  in 
the  School  Department.  It  would  certainly 
relieve  those  in  charge  of  much  worry  and  care. 
Where  No.  3  is  picked  over  No.  1,  you  immedi- 
ately have  the  suggestion  of  political  influence, 
and  it  is  hard  to  remove  that  suspicion.  I  realize 
that  the  services  rendered  by  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioners or  by  Police  Commissioner  are  not 
100  per  cent  accurate  or  right.  But  they  are  the 
best  we  have  to  deal  with  at  the  present  time, 
and  certainly  all  that  is  possible  should  be  done 
to  remove  any  suspicion  of  favoritism.  While 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  has  notning  to  do  with  the 
Police  Commissioner,  it  may  be  that  if  the  matter 
is  properly  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Police  Commissioner  he  will  see  the  justice  of 
selection  of  men  in  the  order  of  their  standing 
on  the  civil  service  list;  and  certainly  it  will 
redound  to  our  credit  and  advantage  as  a  city 
to  have  a  Police  Department  where  the  highest 
officers  will  feel  that  they  have  not  been  subject 
to  prejudice  on  the  part  of  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner. It  does  seem  as  though  men  who  stood 
in  line  for  promotion  and  whose  records  are  high 
— the  Caseys,  the  Trainors,  the  Dorseys,  the 
Haggertys,  the  Thorners,  the  Careys  and  the 
McArdles —  should,  when  their  names  are  pre- 
sented from  the  Civil  Service  files  in  1,  2,  3  order, 
have  the  names  passed  upon  by  the  Police  Com- 
missioner in  the  order  in  which  they  are  presented, 
according  to  their  standing,  when  it  comes  to  a 
question  of  their  appointment  to  higher  positions 
in  the  department.  In  whatever  may  have  been 
said  about  Paul  Tierney,  nobody  has  ever  ques- 
tioned his  fairness  or  integrity.  He  has  submitted 
this  list  to  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston, 
and  the  commissioner  has  seen  fit  not  to  accept 
it,  but  to  ask  for  another  examination,  throwing 
out  names  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
states  should  be  taken.  I  believe  if  such  names  are 
not  taken  in  1,  2,  3  order,  it  will  create  a  feeling 
that  wiil  tend  to  disruption  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment today. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

WITNESS  FEES  IN  CRIMINAL  CASES.

BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  the 
County  of  Suffolk  is  obliged  each  year  to  spend 
considerable  sums  of  money  in  paying  witness 
fees  to  spotters  and  private  detectives  of  public 
corporations  that  bring  complaints  in  the  courts 
for  their  own  benefit,  and  then  secure  from  the 
county  witness  fees  for  such  private  detectives 
and  spotters.  I  think  where  these  corporations 
are  directly  interested  themselves  in  the  suit 
that  is  brought  and  have  as  witnesses  these  men 
who  are  receiving  salaries  from  the  corporations 
by  which  they  are  employed,  the  county  should 
not  be  obliged  to  pay  such  witness  fees.  A  de- 
partment store  detective,  for  example,  getting  a 
salary  from  the  Btore,  is  also  paid  by  the  county  a 
witness  fee  every  time  he  brings  a  person  into 
court,  and  for  every  continuance  that  is  had; 
so  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  we  find  that  we 
have  been  paying  out  a  good  many  thousands  of 
dollars  to  people  who  are  also  receiving  salaries 
from  the  interested  concerns.  I  hope  the  order 
will  pass.

BOSTON      APPROACH      TO      VEHICULAR 
TUNNEL. 

Coun.  DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Transit  Commission  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
inform  the  City  Council  when  work  is  to  begin 
on  the  approach  to  the  East  Boston  vehicular 
tunnel  on  the  Boston  side. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  some  six  or 
seven  months  ago  the  Legislature  in  their  wisdom 
passed  a  bill  under  which  the  City  Council  adopted 
a  loan  order  providing  $3,000,000  for  widening  the 
approach  to  the  East  Boston  Tunnel.  The  thing 
was  put  through,  as  I  understood,  under  the  guise 
of  relieving  unemployment,  and,  inasmuch  as  six 
or  seven  months  have  elapsed  since  the  passage 
of  the  order,  I  am  wondering  just  what  is  holding 
the  thing  up,  why  the  Transit  Commission  of  the 
City  of  Boston  has  not  proceeded  with  the  work. 
Is  it  because  certain  real  estate  dealers  in  this 
city  have  not  thus  far  been  able  to  procure  options 
on  the  land  where  the  takings  must  be  had,  and 
is  it  the  idea  to  tire  out  the  people  who  own  the 
property  so  that  they  will  give  options  on  it, 
before  the  work  will  be  started?  Here  was  some- 
thing which  we  were  given  to  understand  would 
put  at  least  200  or  300  men  at  work,  and  the  thing 
has  been  hung  up  all  this  time,  with  no  progress 
made.  The  money  is  available,  and  yet  nothing 
is  being  done.  So  I  have  been  wondering  if  the 
Transit  Commission  in  their  good  judgment  are 
delaying  because  of  the  fact  that  the  real  estate 
owners  are  holding  out  and  the  real  estate  opera- 
tors are  unable  to  procure  options  on  the  land 
and  buildings  which  will  enable  them  to  sell  the 
property  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  a  great  deal 
more  than  it  is  worth.  I  should  think  the  Transit 
Commission  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  if  neces- 
sary, would  take  the  land  and  buildings  by  emi- 
nent domain,  in  order  to  advance  the  thing  and 
place  some  200  or  300  men  at  work  immediately. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  understand  that 
the  chairman  of  the  Transit  Commission  has  been 
at  home  very  sick  for  the  last  two  months,  and  I 
Buppose  that  is  the  reason. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  hardly  think 
the  City  of  Boston  is  going  to  stop  functioning 
just  because  the  head  of  a  department  has  been  ill.

PAYMENT   TO   MATTHEW   CUMMINGS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following:

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  suppose  there 
is  no  need  of  my  saying  much  on  this  particular 
order,  except  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
Council  the  fact  that  on  November  19,  1932, 
I  directed  a  letter  to  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  asking  him  to  furnish  to  the  City 
Council  the  details  surrounding  this  charge  by 
Matthew  Cummings  of  8155,000,  a  bill  brought 
by  this  contractor  who  has  received  in  less  than 
three  years  from  the  City  of  Boston  under  the 
present  administration  the  enormous  amount  of 
$4,615,  937.  61  of  the  taxpayers'  money.  We  see 
this  favored  contractor  getting  this  sort  of  special 
treatment  in  practically  every  project  in  which  he 
is  interested.  We  see  him  getting  extras  from  the 
powers  that  be  in  this  city  with  absolutely  no 
opposition.  I  am  going  to  ask  to  have  included 
in  our  records  a  copy  of  the  letter  I  addressed  to 
Mr.  Goodwin  under  date  of  November  19,  1932. 
If  any  gentleman  in  the  Council  would  like  to 
have  it  read  at  this  time,  I  shall  be  only  too  glad 
to  read  it.  The  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission two  weeks  ago,  when  my  letter  was  brought 
to  his  attention,  made  the  statement  that  I  was 
twenty  months  late,  as  usual.  I  hope  I  will 
not  be  four  years  late,  as  Mr.  Goodwin  seems  to 
want  to  be,  in  transactions  involving  gifts  and 
gratuities  to  contractors.  I  hope  that  Mr.  Good- 
win will  take  judicial  notice  of  our  proceedings 
here  today  and  will  render  to  us  at  the  next  meet- 
ing a  complete  account  of  the  $150,000  paid  to 
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Matthew  Cummings  in  connection   with  founda- 
tions for  a  building  not  even  yet  completed. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with  the 
councilor  on  my  left  that  if  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
does  not  stop  issuing  these  gifts  to  contractors  the 
city  treasury  will  go  broke  before  long. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  this  is  not  the 
only  time  that  this  sort  of  thing  has  happened, 
so  I  hope  the  councilors  will  not  get  a  bit  alarmed 
with  the  idea  that  it  is  a  new  racket.  We  have 
had  this  racket,  what  may  be  called  the  foundation 
racket,  before,  and  if  you  will  look  into  the  matter 
you  will  discover  that  Matthew  Cummings  has 
got  more  out  of  the  foundation  racket  in  the  last 
four  years  than  any  others  have  received  in  twenty 
years.  I  arn  talking  of  this  foundation  racket,  now. 
There  is  the'  school  out  in  West  Roxbury,  and  if 
you  look  into  that  matter  I  think  you  will  find 
that  Cummings  got  8100,000  on  the  foundations 
of  that  school  alone.  He  was  stopped  on  the 
East  Boston  Courthouse  by  one  of  the  department 
heads,  and  it  became  the  subject  of  a  conference 
in  the  Mayor's  office.  He  was  to  be  given  $30,000 
for  the  foundation,  when  one  of  the  department 
heads  had  the  courage  to  say  to  the  Mayor  that 
the  foundation  was  all  right.  So  I  say  the  records 
will  show  conclusively  that  Cummings  has  col- 
lected more  on  foundations  alone  in  the  last  few 
years  than  any  other  contractor  has  received 
in  the  last  twenty  years.  The  councilor  says 
that  he  has  received  over  $4,000,000  from  this 
administration.  I  can  understand  that.  Other 
contractors  have  bid  with  the  idea  of  making 
money  on  the  erection  of  the  building,  but  Cum- 
mings doesn't  do  that.  He  figures  on  making 
money  on  the  foundation,  and  of  course  on  that 
basis  he  can  meet  their  figures  on  the  other  part 
of  the  contract.  On  two  schools  alone  he  has 
obtained  over  $200,000  on  foundations,  which 
proves  conclusively  that  a  new  racket,  the  founda- 
tion racket,  for  contractors  has  started  in  Boston. 
^Following  is  the  letter  submitted  by  Coun. 
Kelly  to  Frank  A.  Goodwin,  chairman  of  Finance 
Commission: 

November  19,  1932. 
My    dear    Mr.    Goodwin, — As    a    duly    elected 
member  of  the  city  government  I  feel  it  my  solemn 
duty  to  ask  you  to  do  your  duty  to  the  taxpayers 
and   investigate   the   recent   additional   allowance 
of  §100,000  which  the  School  Committee  voted  on 
Monday  evening  last  to  Matthew  Cummings  for 
the  new  Girls'  High  School  at  Grove  Hall  with 
former  Chairman  Joseph  J.  Hurley  raising  vigorous 
and  bona  fide  objection.     The  contract  price  for 
the  work  was  8865,000  and  then  it  was  increased 
to  8920,000,  and  no  one  seems  to  know  why.     And 
now  another  extra  of  8100,000  is  granted,  bringing 
the  total  to  81,020,000,  and  the  foundation  has  not 
even    been    partly    completed.     You    may    recall 
fourteen  months  ago   when   Dorchester  residents 
and  the  entire  thirteen  civic  organizations  of  Dor- 
chester openly  opposed  the  location  as  being  not 
central  and  suitable  for  this  school  which  would 
house  the  future  mothers  of  Dorchester  and  de- 
sired that  this  school  De  erected  on  land  that  was 
solid,   suitable   and   central.     Despite   Dorchester 
residents'  unanimous  protest  the  present  admin- 
istration ordered  the  school  built  on  the  present 
site  for  reasons  best  known  to  themselves,  which 
was  not  central  and  now  have  proved  that  the  land 
was   not   suitable   and   solid    (if    the   contractor's 
claims  are  correct).     Certainly  land  that  originally 
8865,000  of  the  taxpayer's  money  was  to  be  spent 
on  should  have  been  carefully  tested  as  to  its  fitness 
to  hold  such  a  building.     I  understand  this  land 
was  tested  but  still  this  building  was  allowed  to 
be  placed  there  by  the  powers  that  be  in  this  city. 
Can  you  tell  the  public  why  such  an  outrage  was 
permitted  by  you  without  exposure  to  the  public? 
Can  you  tell  the  people  why  the  pet  contractor  of 
the  present  administration,  Matthew  Cummings, 
who    received    84,615,937.61     (four    million,    six 
hundred    and    fifteen    thousand,     nine     hundred 
thirty-seven  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents)   in  con- 
tracts from  the  City  of  Boston  in  less  than  three 
years  is  allowed  extras  on  practically  all  his  con- 
tracts similar  to  this?     This  mess  shrieks  to  the 
heavens  for  an  immediate  investigation  by  you  in 
return  for  the  salary  of  85,000  a  year  which  you 
receive  from  the  people  of  Boston. 

These  are  the  things  that  are  going  on  every 
day  in  our  city  and  which  you  are  closing  your  eyes 
to  and  which  have  been  some  of  the  main  causes 
for  the  tax  rate  increase  for  the  past  three  years 
and  which  will  cause  further  increased  taxes  this 
coming  year  if  they  are  allowed  to  continue. 


You  might  also  remember  that  in  order  to  have 
this  act  accepted  by  the  Council  a  year  ago  that 
Mayor  Curley  and  E.  A.  Johnson  of  the  Building 
Trades  Council  promised  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  that  if  they  passed  this  act  that  work  would 
start  within  sixty  days,  which  should  have  been  at 
the  beginning  of  last  winter,  1931,  and  would 
give  work  to  hundreds  of  unemployed.  Believing 
the  false  promises  of  the  Mayor  and  E.  A.  Johnson, 
the  trustee  of  the  Boston  Elevated,  whom  I  termed 
in  public  as  a  common  and  notorious  labor  faker 
and  only  interested  in  having  the  school  placed  at 
this  location  in  order  that  practically  all  the  girls 
who  attended  this  school  would  have  to  pay  car 
fares  to  his  concern,  the  Boston  Elevated,  the 
Council  approved  the  act  a  year  ago.  The  Mayor 
of  Boston  did  not  award  the  contract  until  August 
31,  1932,  and  work  was  only  started  a  month  ago 
and  only  a  handful  of  men  are  now  working  on 
this  job  and  not  one  of  them  is  receiving  union 
wages  from   the   contractor. 

The  taxpayers  of  Boston,  and  especially  Dor- 
chester, want  to  know  what  has  become  of  this 
extra  $155,000  which  has  been  appropriated  to  the 
contractor  above  the  original  contract  price  and 
why  this  contractor  should  be  allowed  to  take  it. 
Heaven  alone  knows  what  other  enormous  amounts 
in  extras  will  be  added  to  this  contract  to  com- 
plete this  school  which  has  already  used  up 
$1,020,000  with  not  even  the  foundation  as  yet 
completed. 

Get  on  to  yourself  and  give  the  people  of  Boston 
some  return  for  the  fine  salary  you  are  taking  from 
them  each  year.  Bear  in  mind  that  from  reports 
that  I  have  heard  authentically  about  the  State 
House  and  no  doubt  you  have  heard  that  you  will 
not  retain  your  position  after  the  start  of  the  new 
year  when  the  Governor  and  the  incoming  Gover- 
nor's Council  will  chastise  you  by  forceful  removal 
from  your  present  office  on  the  grounds  of  gross 
misfeasance,  malfeasance  and  nonfeasance  of  office 
to  the  poor  overburdened  taxpayer  of  Boston. 
This  will  make  your  second  removal  from  a  major 
state  office  appointment  by  a  Governor  and  your 
last  as  no  other  Governor  would  dare  appoint 
you  to  any  position  involving  public  trust. 

Finish  up  your  three  years  of  worthless  service 
of  protecting  the  present  administration  by  at  least 
one  exposure  of  graft  and  corruption  that  exists 
from  beginning  to  end  in  this  contract.

ABOLITION  OF  SCHOOL  HOCKEY. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That    the   Boston   School   Committee 
be  requested,   through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,   to 
reconsider  its  recent  decision  to  abolish  hockey  in 
the  Boston  public  schools. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  just  a  week 
ago  tonight  the  School  Committee  in  its  wisdom, 
with  the  former  chairman  dissenting,  voted  to 
abolish  hockey  in  the  public  high  schools  of  Bos- 
ton, giving  as  the  reason  economy.  They  also 
threatened  the  possible  abolition  of  track  and 
other  sports  of  interest  to  the  coming  generation 
of  citizens  of  Boston.  I  claim,  coming  directly 
after  the  award  of  $150,000  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  extras  to  Mr.  Matthew  Cummings,  a 
pet  contractor,  in  connection  with  the  erection  of 
this  high  school  which  was  not  placed  where  the 
people  of  Dorchester  wished  it  placed,  in  a  central 
or  suitable  location,  this  action  of  the  School 
Committee  in  regard  to  hockey  is  nothing  but 
hypocrisy.  It  is  simply  an  effort  to  show  the 
public  or  an  attempt  to  fool  the  public  into  think- 
ng  that  the  School  Committee  are  trying  to  econ- 
omize in  expenditure  of  the  taxpayers'  money. 
Why  should  the  children  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  capital  city  of  this  Commonwealth,  be  de- 
prived of  an  opportunity  to  play  hockey,  the 
opportunity  that  is  given  in  the  high  schools  in 
the  smallest  town  in  Massachusetts  and  is  allowed 
by  the  school  committees  in  those  towns?  Why 
should  we,  with  such  a  professional  hockey  team 
as  we  now  have  in  Boston,  the  Bruins,  deprive 
our  youngsters  of  a  possible  opportunity  later  to 
become  members  of  that  team  or  some  other  teams 
on  the  circuit  through  the  training  that  they 
obtain  in  this  sport  in  the  schools?  Why  should 
they  be  deprived  of  the  opportunity  of  enjoying 
and  practising  this  health-giving  sport?  I  claim 
it  js  not  right  that  the  School  Committee  should 
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so  turn  down  the  children  in  our  schools,  those 
who  will  be  the  future  fathers  and  mothers  of 
this  city,  in  any  such  way.  I  claim  that  this  is 
something  which  will  affect  the  morale  in  the 
schools  of  Boston,  when  the  children  in  our  schools 
look  around  and  see  the  privileges  allowed  in  other 
schools  in  the  state  which  encourage  hockey  and 
such  sports  under  proper  supervision.  The  cost 
of  maintaining  the  sport  is  certainly  insignificant, 
and  it  seems  to  me  inconsistent  for  the  School 
Committee  and  the  present  administration  of 
this  city  to  take  such  a  view  in  regard  to  the  car- 
rying on  of  hockey,  at  the  same  time  when  these 
payments  are  being  made  to  favored  contractors 
of  the  Matthew  Cummings  type.  I  hope  that 
the  Mayor  when  he  comes  back  will  raise  his  right 
hand  and  have  the  five  members  of  the  School 
Committee  jumped  to  his  office  and  immediately 
order  them,  in  the  interest  of  our  school  children, 
to  reconsider  their  decision,  not  perpetrating  this 
outrage  on  the  poor  children  who  are  in  school 
at  the  present  time.  I  hope  that  the  Mayor, 
when  he  gets  back  from  his  forty-second  traveling 
jaunt  in  the  course  of  the  past  three  years,  will 
call  them  down  before  him,  with  that  magic  sway 
that  he  exerts  and  with  that  cultured  auctioneer 
voice,  and  demand  reconsideration  of  their  action, 
and  that  they  will  immediately  reconsider,  in  the 
interest  of  the  children  in  our  high  schools,  giving 
them  the  opportunity  that  is  given  in  every  other 
high  school  in  any  city  of  consequence  in  the 
state.  Let  us  give  to  the  children  the  chance  to 
which  they  are  entitled,  to  develop  themselves 
physically  in  the  practice  of  the  sport  of  hockey. 

Coun.  RUBY — Mr.  President,  while  I  may  not 
agree  with  all  that  the  councilor  has  just  said,  I 
do  believe  that  this  particular  order  is  properly 
before  us  for  consideration.  I  think  the  action 
taken  by  the  School  Committee  represents  a  poor 
economy.  Sometimes  we  think  we  are  acting  in 
the  interest  of  economy,  and  are  doing  something 
that  is  really  not  economy,  that  will  not  work 
out  as  a  true  saving.  I  do  not  believe  that  the 
School  Committee  today  are  in  such  dire  straits 
that  they  must  economize  on  athletic  sport  or 
recreation  which  will  merely  mean  a  saving  in 
total  cost  to  the  School  Committee,  as  I  under- 
stand, of  less  than  S500.  One  of  the  leading 
buildings  of  Boston  has  very  kindly  in  the  past 
offered  prizes  in  connection  with  these  hockey 
games,  and  they  have  been  conducted  in  a  way 
that  has  certainly  been  wholesome  and  beneficial 
to  those  in  our  schools.  I  think  the  School  Com- 
mittee in  their  good  judgment  should  see  the 
desirability  of  encouraging  this  form  of  recrea- 
tion and  athletics  for  the  children.  Personally, 
I  am  very  much  interested  in  athletics — in  hockey, 
basketball,  baseball  and  football — and  I  believe 
every  dollar  spent  by  the  city  in  such  ways  rep- 
resents as  good  an  investment  as  the  amount 
spent  for  the  ordinary  educational  purposes  in 
the  curricula  of  our  schools.  While  I  am  on  the 
floor  on  this  matter,  perhaps  I  might  add  that  I 
think  the  School  Committee  is  acting  very  un- 
wisely, in  my  opinion,  in  closing  up  for  one  month 
the  evening  schools  of  Boston,  in  order  to  effect 
economies  of  Sl.OOO  or  §1,200.  To  my  mind, 
that  is  not  economy,  or  is  a  false  economy — the 
cutting  off  of  an  activity  which  interests  15,000 
or  20,000  men  and  women,  giving  them  a  recrea- 
tional and  educational  opportunity  to  go  to  an 
evening  school  and  engage  in  certain  kinds  of 
work,  or  see  an  interesting  moving  picture.  To 
cut  off  that  opportunity,  to  my  mind,  is  not 
economy.  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  School 
Committee  in  their  wTisdom  will  see  the  impor- 
tance of  reconsidering  the  elimination  of  hockey, 
action  which  may  later  lead  to  the  elimination 
of  all  forms  of  recreational  sport  in  our  schools. 
As  one  who  knows  and  appreciates  the  value 
of  athletic  activities,  I  wish  to  record  myself 
as  strongly  in  favor  of  such  activities  as  con- 
ducted by  the  schools  of  Boston  today,  believ- 
ing that  they  are  in  the  interests  of  our  young 
people,  and  that  the  money  spent  for  them  is  spent 
wisely.  .

PROPOSED  CANCELLATION  OF  COLEMAN 
CONTRACT. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  cancel  the  present  contract  of  Coleman  Brothers 
for  collection  of  garbage  and  refuse  in  the  Dor- 


chester district,  on  the  grounds  that  this  contractor 
has  not  in  the  past,  and  absolutely  refuses  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  its  contract  with  the 
city. 

Coun.    KELLY — Mr.    President,    sometime    at 
the  first  of  this  year,  shortly  after  my  re-election 
by  a  tremendous  majority — and  I  am  only  mention- 
ing   that    because    of    the    remark   made    by    the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  when  I  handed  him  something 
at  a  public  hearing,  to  the  effect  that  I  was  making 
certain    remarks    for    campaign    purposes — I  en- 
deavored to  have  certain  action  taken  with  refer- 
ence to  this  refuse  disposal  matter  in  the  interest 
of   the    citizens   of   my    district.     It    was   shortly 
after   my   re-election.     I    had    been   in    office   for 
two   years.     I    then   asked   the    City   Council    to 
initiate  an  investigation  of  the  Coleman  Brothers 
contract,  on  the  ground  that  they  were  not  living 
up  to  their  contract,  although  they  were  taking 
from   the  taxpayers  of   Boston  one  quarter   of   a 
million    dollars    every    year    and    were    supposed 
under  the  terms  of  their  contract  to  collect  garbage 
twice    a    week   from    every    home   in    Dorchester 
every  single  week  in  the  year.     I  asked  the  Presi- 
dent  and   members   of   the   Council   to   grant   to 
me  a  hearing,   and  you   did,   Mr.   President  and 
gentlemen.     A    committee    was    appointed,     and 
before   that    committee    I    assembled   so    large    a 
crowd    of    home    owners    and    taxpayers    of    the 
Dorchester    district    that    the    Public    Buildings 
Commissioner    refused    to    allow    any    beyond    a 
certain  number  to  stand  in  the  Council  Chamber, 
because  the  weight  of  the  crowd  might  precipitate 
us  down  to  the  second  floor.     Therefore,  many  of 
the  home  owners  and  rent  payers  of  Dorchester 
had  to   wait  out  in  the   corridors,   which   it   was 
felt    were    safe    to    accommodate    thousands    of 
people,    until   they    were   called   to    testify.     The 
point  I  am  making  here  is  that  I  did  not  intro- 
duce  the   order   for   campaign   purposes,   because 
my    campaign    was   then    over.     I    merely    asked 
that  a   pet   contractor   of   the   Mayor   of   Boston 
comply  with  the  terms  of  his  contract,  the  same 
as  anybody  else  in  the  City  of  Boston  is  supposed 
to   do   when  he  signs   a   contract   with   the   city. 
After  I  had  presented  my  witnesses  and  they  had 
told  their  story,   the  committee  some  time  later 
reported   to   the   body — and   the   report    was   ac- 
cepted  and   forwarded   to   the   Mayor — that    the 
contract  should  be  canceled,  that  this  contractor 
was  not  living  up  to  his  contract  and  that  as  a 
result  of  his  not  doing  so  the  people  of  Dorchester 
were  suffering.     Now,  this  contract  is  to  expire, 
I  understand,  in  a  little  more  than  a  month,  and 
I  understand  that  a  plan  is  on  foot  to  continue 
it  on  the  same  ratio  for  the  month  of  January 
and  as   many  months   as  is   possible,    without   a 
further  bid.     I  am  asking  the  Mayor  of  Boston, 
if  he  is  sincere — which,  of  course,  I  know  he  is 
not,  but  there  are  a  few  people  living  in  Boston 
who  may  think  he  is  sincere — on   his  return   to 
Boston    to    immediately     cancel     this     contract. 
Here  is  a  contractor  who  goes  out  in  the   Dor- 
chester district  and  is  supposed  to  collect  garbage 
twice  a  week  from  every  home.     According  to  the 
complaints  and  the  testimony  of  reputable  Dor- 
chester  residents   of   the   five   Dorchester   wards, 
instead  of  making  the  collections  twice  a  week, 
he  is  making   them   at  intervals  of   ten   days   to 
two   weeks.     Also,   under  the   terms   of   the   con- 
tract, the  men  are  supposed  to  take  out  the  garbage 
receptables    and    place    them    back    where    they 
get  them.     Instead,   the  average  home  owner  in 
Dorchester,  if  he  wants  to  have  the  refuse  collected, 
has   to   roll  the  barrels  out  from  his  back  yard 
to  the  front  of  his  house,  has  to  leave  them  as  an 
eyesore  for  a  long  period  of  time  before  they  are 
collected,  and  then  has  to  take  them  back  again, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  contract  specifically 
calls  upon  Coleman  Brothers  to  go  into  the  back- 
yard, take  the  barrels  out  when  the  time  arrives 
for  collection,  and  then  return  the  barrels  to  the 
back  yard.     I  proved  conclusively  that  this  was 
not   done.     I   proved   through   former   employees 
that  he  was  not  living  up  to  the  contract,  either, 
in  the  matter  of  wages,  that  he  was  not  paying 
the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  62 -J  cents  an  hour, 
or  So  a  day,  S30  for  a  six-day  week,  as  he  was 
supposed    to    do    under    the    contract,    but    was 
paying  not  more  than  from  S20  to  S24  a  week, 
to  the  men  who  were  doing  the  work.     I  proved 
conclusively,  also,  that  he  was  hiring  noncitizens 
of  the  United  States  on  the  job,  and  that  they 
were   working   for   a   nominal   sum.     I   now   say, 
as  a  matter  of  public  record,  that  I  don't  believe 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  will   dare  cancel  this  con- 
tract, because  of  this  quarter  of  a  million  that 
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Coleman  Brothers  handle  every  year  loose- 
fingered  Jimmie  has  reached  out  and  taken  back 
a  large  amount  from  this  that  might  almost 
be  termed  murder  so  far  as  the  citizens  of  Dor- 
chester are  concerned.  The  people  of  Dorchester 
are  not  going  to  stand  for  this  sort  of  thing  much 
longer.  They  don't  care  who  they  will  butt 
their  heads  against;  they  don't  care  who  these 
officials  are.  They  have  reached  a  stage  there — 
and  I  think  my  colleagues  are  with  me  in  this — 
where  they  are  going  to  demand  the  service  they 
are  entitled  to,  comprising  close  to  one  third 
of  the  population  of  the  entire  City  of  Boston. 
I  am  asking  the  Mayor  to  cancel  the  contract 
and  give  it  to  a  contractor  who  will  live  up  to 
the  obligations  he  enters  into,  so  that  in  the  future 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston  will  get  what  they  are 
entitled  to  under  the  terms  of  the  contract.  I 
ask,  therefore,  that  the  order  be  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule.

INFORMATION  FROM  DEPARTMENTS. 
Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Assessors  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  inform 
the  City  Council  as  to  whether  buildings  taken 
over  by  the  banks  in  foreclosure  proceedings  are 
exempted  from  taxation  when  the  windows  are 
removed  and  the  house  is  boarded  up. 

Ordered,  That  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
furnish  the  City  Council  with  the  following 
information: 

1.  The  names  of  the  companies  from  which  this 
department  purchases  its  coal  for  distribution  to 
needy  families,  and  the  price  per  ton  paid  for  same. 

2.  What  provision,  if  any,  has  been  made  to 
furnish  oil  for  oil  burners  in  the  homes  of  welfare 
recipients? 

3.  The  names  of  the  companies  from  which  this 
department  purchases  this  oil  and  the  price  paid 
per  gallon. 

4.  How  much  money  is  spent  out  of  their  annual 
appropriation  for  coal  and  other  fuel  furnished  to 
welfare  recipients? 

Severally  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


EXTENSION    OF    NORTH    MEAD    STREET. 

Coun.  GREEN  offered  the  following:

Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  be  requested,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  establish  bus  service  on 
River  street,  Ward  17,  from  Pierce  square  to  the 
Boston  Sanatorium  and  return. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  the  purpose 
of  introducing  that  order  is  that  the  Boston 
Sanatorium  is  located  about  halfway  between 
Dorchester  Lower  Mills  and  Mattapan  square, 
and  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  patients  to  walk 
a  distance  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  We  all  know 
that  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  naturally 
have  shortness  of  breath,  and  that  being  obliged 
to  walk  back  and  forth  from  the  hospital  inter- 
feres with  their  health.  The  Boston  Elevated 
saw  fit  to  take  off  that  service  sometime  ago, 
and  as  a  result  there  have  been  numerous  com- 
plaints.

POWERS  OF  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS- 
Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  in- 
form the  City  Council  as  to  its  powers  and  duties 
as  County  Commissioners. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  there  seems  to 
exist  in  the  minds  of  a  great  number  of  people  who 
are  directly  connected  with  the  government  a 
doubt  as  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  City 
Council  when  acting  as  County  Commissioners. 
It  is  agreed  by  all  that  County  Commissioners  in 
other  counties  have  certain  functions  that  they 
have  a  duty  to  perform,  also  that  they  have  certain 
powers.  But  it  seems  that  in  Boston  the  fact  has 
been  entirely  forgotten  that  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  are  County  Commissioners.  For 
that  reason  I  am  asking  the  Law  Department  to 
submit  to  this  Council  a  brief  showing  us  exactly 
what  we  are  supposed  to  do  under  the  law  and  what 
powers  we  have  as  County  Commissioners  in  view 
of  the  office  we  hold.

BRANCH   LIBRARY,   WARD    19. 

Coun.  MURRAY  and  ENGLERT  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  lease  suitable  quarters  for  a  branch 
library  and  reading  room  at  Forest  Hills,  Ward  19. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  in  reference 
to  that  order  might  I  say  that  the  people  out  there 
have  been  for  twenty-five  years  looking  for  a  branch 
library,  and  that  in  that  section  they  have  to  walk 
from  a  mile  and  a  half  to  two  miles  in  either  direc- 
tion to  get  to  a  library.  Following  along  the  car 
tracks  also  makes  it  a  menace  to  little  children  and 
others  in  the  neighborhood.  I  suppose,  on  account 
of  the  depression,  that  we  cannot  have  a  building 
built  at  this  time,  but  I  trust  that  the  trustees  will 
be  at  least  able  to  lease  a  suitable  store  for  a  branch 
library  in  that  section.

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  at  the  last 
meeting  a  similar  order  was  placed  before  the 
body  and  passed,  pertaining  entirely  to  the  School 
Committee  and  to  school  teachers  who  teach  in 
our  public  schools  and  live  outside  of  Boston. 
Upon  investigation  I  find  that  not  only  does 
that  condition  exist  in  the  School  Department 
but  that  we  have  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston 
working  in  other  departments  of  the  city  who  are 
not  living  in  Boston,  but  who  simply  register  and 
vote  here  and  maintain  their  homes  elsewhere. 
I  think  it  is  only  fair  that  people  who  work  for  the 
city  should  live  in  Boston  and  spend  here  the 
money  that  they  receive  from  the  taxpayers. 

Coun.  MURRAY — Mr.  President,  might  I  say 
in  reference  to  this  order  that  we  have  had  already 
an  order  introduced  here  today  to  close  the 
Teachers  College,  because  of  the  fact  that  there 
are  already  so  many  living  in  this  city  who  have 
been  prepared  to  teach  in  that  college  and  yet 
who  cannot  obtain  jobs  here,  while  at  the  same 
time  there  are  1,500  teachers  in  our  schools  living 
outside  Boston.  So  there  is  the  situation  we  have 
confronting  us,  with  all  those  graduating  from 
our  Teachers  College  who  cannot  obtain  positions 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  while  many  who  are  teach- 
ing, live  outside  the  city.  I  think  a  city  that  is 
good  enough  to  work  for  and  obtain  wages  from  is 
good  enough  to  live  in,  and  I  hope  that  the  Mayor 
and  the  School  Committee  will  immediately  take 
action  looking  to  the  result  aimed  at  in  this  order. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  understand  that 

'   we   have   some   protection   in   the   matter   of   the 

ordinary  employees  of  the  city  who  live  outside 

of  Boston,  but  that  we  have  no  protection  in  the 

ease  of  the  nonresident  school  teachers. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  that  order  has 
been  put  in  with  the  object  of  changing  the  law 
so  that  we  can  legislate  in  the  matter  by  ordinance. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Mr.  President,  I  think  that 
this  order  hits  the  nail  right  on  the  head.  It  is  a 
fact,  I  understand,  that  we  are  maintaining  a 
Normal  School,  a  Teachers,  College,  and  turning 
out  graduates  who  do  not  have  a  chance  to  teach 
in  this  city,  while  many  who  are  teaching  live  out- 
side. I  do  not  believe  that  is  fair  to  the  people  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  In  other  cities  and  towns, 
they  employ  their  own  residents,  and  I  certainly 
think,  under  the  circumstances,  it  is  no  more 
than  proper  that  in  our  city  we  should  employ 
Boston  teachers. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  it  is  the 
easiest  thing  in  the  world  to  have  a  Boston  resi- 
dence. It  takes  only  five  minutes  to  obtain  it. 
We  all  know  what  Commissioner  Tierney  told  the 
Wragg  committee  in  that  respect — that  there  was 
no  way  to  get  around  it,  provided  the  declaration 
was  made  in  good  faith.  But  it  may  be  that  the 
situation  can  be  remedied  by  such  legislation  as  is 
proposed. 

Coun.  MURRAY— Well,  Mr.  President,  if  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  go  into  this  matter  in 
good  faith,  and  the  School  Committee  go  into  it  in 
good  faith,  we  can  find  out  where  these  people 
really  are  living,  and  then,  with  the  proper  legis- 
lation, we  can  do  something  about  it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Dear  Sir, — Replying  to  the  order  of  the  City 
Council  under  date  of  November  14  regarding  the 
theater  and  land  at  26  Exeter  street,  I  beg  to 
reply  that  this  building  is  owned  by  the  trustees 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Spiritual  Fraternity  and 
several  years  ago,  they  petitioned  the  Board  of 
Assessors  for  a  partial  exemption  of  this  property 
because  it  was  used  for  religious  purposes. 

The  entire  Board  of  Principal  Assessors  visited 
this  property  and  made  a  very  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  same  and  were  satisfied  after  such 
examination  that  the  exemption  requested,  was 
justified  and  that  the  owners  of  the  property  were 
complying  with  the  law  with  respect  to  the  occu- 
pancy and  use  of  this  building  in  so  far  as  a  portion 
of  the  property  was  being  used  for  religious 
purposes. 

The  hearing  given  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  was 
thorough  and  the  investigation  complete  and  the 
Board  was  satisfied  that  an  exemption  was  justified. 

A  claim  has  been  made  by  persons  having  a 
business  difficulty  with  these  owners  that  the 
assessors  were  improperly  exempting  a  part  of 
this  building  and  another  investigation  was  made 
by  the  assessors  and  the  first  assistant  assessor 
of  the  district  with  the  result  that  the  Board 
of  Assessors  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  portion  of  this 
building  is  being  used  as  claimed  by  the  owners 
for  reUgious  purposes,  meetings  being  held  in  part 
of  the  building  at  regular  intervals  and  while  the 
congregation,  according  to  the  reports  of  the 
treasurer,  is  small,  nevertheless,  there  is  a  com- 
pliance with  the  statutes,  which  in  the  opinion  of 
this  Board,  would  entitle  this  corporation  to  an 
exemption  in  part,  because  of  said  occupancy.

LANDS    AND     FLATS,    SOUTH    BAY    AND 
FORT   POINT   CHANNEL. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

Gentlemen,— The  land  and  flats  abutting  on 
and  included  in  the  South  bay  and  Fort  Point 
channel  were  included  in  the  town  limits  of  the 
towns  of  Boston,  Roxbury  and  Dorchester  and  by 
Colonial  ordinances  of  1635  and  1647,  the  owner- 
ship of  said  lands  and  flats  was  vested  in  the  towns 
named.  The  City  of  Boston  is  the  successor  in 
title  to  the  towns  of  Boston,  Roxbury  and 
Dorchester.  The  matter  of  filling  in  the  South 
bay  has  been  under  consideration  for  a  number  of 
years  and  in  1931  a  legislative  commission  reported 
in  favor,  the  Commonwealth  to  take  the  area  by 
eminent  domain  and  to  do  the  filling  and  make 
other  improvements  at  an  expense  of  perhaps 
84,000.000  of  which  the  city  would  contribute 
about  32,000  000. 

In  view  of  this  proposition  and  for  other  reasons 
it  becomes  of  great  importance  to  take  the  nec- 
essary legal  action  to  determine  the  boundaries  of 
the  land  and  flats  to  which  the  city  has  title.  The 
Law  Department  has  been  for  some  time  engaged 
in  the  preparation  of  the  case  and  has  reached  the 
point  where  it  seems  advisable  on  account  of  its 
complicated  and  technical  nature  to  employ  special 
counsel  and  obtain  expert  assistance. 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

be  made  without  careful  investigation  of  the 
particular  districts  and  conditions  to  which  it  may 
be  applied.

COLLECTION     OF     GARBAGE      IN     DOR- 
CHESTER. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  readvertise  the  bids  for  collection  of 
garbage  in  the  Dorchester  district  for  1933.  on  the 
ground  that  the  figures  submitted  by  Coleman 
Brothers  are  greatly  in  excess  of  the  figures  for 
1932,  and  also  that  clause  that  was  omitted  from 
1933's  contract  from  section  2,  Article  B,  which 
was  included  in  1932  contract,  namely,  "Except 
in  the  Dorchester  district  where  the  garbage  shall 
be  collected  twice  each  week  every  week  during 
the  entire  year" — be  included  in  the  readvertised 
contract. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  a  few  days  ago 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  saw  fit  to  award  the  col- 
lection contract  in  the  entire  Dorchester  district 
for  the  year  1933  to  Coleman  Brothers,  the  firm 
that  has  had  that  contract  for  several  years;  and 
the  Mayor  awarded  the  contract  to  this  concern 
despite  the  thousands  of  complaints  that  have 
been  brought  to  his  attention  that  the  concern 
was  not  living  up  to  the  terms  of  its  contract  for 
the  year  1932.  According  to  the  terms  of  that 
contract  they  were  supposed  to  collect  garbage 
twice  a  week  from  every  home  throughout  Dor- 
chester. You  will  all  remember  the  numerous 
home  owners  and  tenants  that  I  had  here  to 
substantiate  the  charge  that  the  collections  out 
there  were  not  being  made  twice  a  week.  And 
now  what  happens?  The  bids  came  in  the  other 
day,  and  we  saw  that  Coleman  Brothers  bid 
830,000  more  than  they  did  last  year,  practically 
to  a  penny, — in  other  words,  as  against  a  total  of 
S202.608  for  the  year  1932.  Coleman  Brothers 
bid  8232,956  for  the  year  1933,— and  they  were 
awarded  the  contract.  Also — and  this  is  a  thing 
about  which  I  am  making  very  serious  complaint, 
in  which  I  feel  I  have  the  support  of  every  honest 
individual  in  Dorchester — while  the  1932  contract 
called  for  the   collection   of  garbage   from  every

home  in  Dorchester  twice  a  week  every  week  in 
the  year,  what  does  this  year's  contract  provide 
for?  They  have  removed  from  it  the  provision 
that  the  collection  shall  be  made  twice  a  week,  a 
specification  of  Coleman  Brothers  contract  making 
it  only  necessary  to  collect  the  garbage  once  a 
week.  And  still  the  price  is  $30,000  more  than 
it  was  last  year,  or  a  15  per  cent  increase.  And 
yet  the  Mayor  has  the  audacity  to  sign  the  con- 
tract and  not  readvertise  those  bids.  Now, 
there  is  something  wrong,  when  that  concern, 
one  of  the  pet  contractors  under  this  administra- 
tion, can  take  that  contract  of  $302,000  for  1932, 
which  included  a  specification  that  the  concern 
would  collect  the  garbage  twice  a  week  from  every 
home  in  Dorchester,  and  in  1933  increase  its  bid 
$30,000  more,  with  a  provision  that  they  will 
collect  only  once  a  week,  and  still  be  awarded  the 
contract.  There  is  certainly  something  wrong, 
Mr.  President.  This  is  one  bid  which  should  be 
readvertised  if  there  is  any  sincerity  in  the  Mayor's 
remarks  that  he  is  interested  in  slashing  the  budget. 
When  we  hear  that  city  employees  may  have  to 
take  a  serious  cut  this  coming  year,  this  is  a 
matter  that  gives  the  citizens  of  Boston  some- 
thing to  think  about,  particularly  in  times  like 
these,  when  they  are  all  being  so  hard  pressed. 
Then,  Coleman  has  a  contract  under  which  he  is 
supposed  to  pay  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages, 
which  are  supposed  to  be  $5  a  day.  Yet  we  have 
men  working  for  him  on  the  contract  who  are 
tickled  to  death  to  get  $4  a  day.  And  yet,  with 
the  price  of  every  commodity  coming  down,  with 
oil  burners  installed,  and  with  a  reduction  in  the 
scale  of  living,  too,  so  that  there  is  not  as  much 
garbage  or  refuse  to  remove  as  there  was  last 
year,  we  see  Coleman  Brothers  getting  $30,000 
more  than  they  received  last  year,  getting  about 
a  third  of  a  million  dollars,  and  still  proposing  to 
collect  the  garbage  in  Dorchester  only  once  a 
week  as  against  what  they  were  supposed  to  do 
last  year,  collected  twice  a  week.  I  say,  if  there 
is  one  contract  that  the  Mayor  should  have  re- 
advertised  it  is  this  one,  and  I  move  therefore  that 
we  pass  this  order  under  suspension  of  the  rules, 
and  then  wait  and  see  what  happens. 

The  order  was   passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


ADVERTISING    OF  CITY   CONTRACTS. 

Coun.   DOWD  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Legislative 
Matters  of  the  City  Council  be  requested  to  peti- 
tion the  General  Court  for  such  legislation  as  may 
be  necessary  to  amend  the  City  Charter  of  1909, 
so  as  to  provide  that  all  contracts  of  $100  or  over 
shall  be  advertised  in  the  City  Record  and  open  to 
competitive  bidding. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  in  these  days, 
when  we  are  hearing  so  much  about  the  cost  of 
municipal  government,  I  have  thought  it  wise  to 
introduce  this  order  to  amend  the  City  Charter  of 
1909,  in  the  respect  suggested.  Under  that  City 
Charter  any  department  head  was  allowed  to  buy 
to  the  extent  of  $1,000  without  competitive  bid- 
ding. The  intent  of  that  provision  of  the  charter 
was  clear  enough,  but  we  all  know  how  the  Supply 
Department,  for  example,  defeats  that  intent. 
Week  in  and  week  out,  and  month  in  and  month 
out,  we  find  them  buying  goods  up  to  the  amount 
of  $999  without  competitive  bids,  when  if  the 
amount  were  $1,000  there  would  bave  to  be  com- 
petitive bidding.  The  state  buys  everything  by 
the  month;  the  city  buys  in  such  a  way  as  to  avoid 
competitive  bidding.  I  am  asking  the  Mayor  to 
ask  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  petition  the 
General  Court  to  amend  tne  charter  of  1909  in  that 
respect,  providing  that  for  any  purchase  of  $100 
or  over  there  shall  be  competitive  bidding. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CONSOLIDATION    OF    TRAFFIC    COMMIS- 
SION   AND    POLICE    DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  consolidating  the 
present  Traffic  Commission  with  the  Police 
Department. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  laBt  week  I 
noticed  an  article  in  the  papers  in  which  the  Mayor 
said  that  if  the  Traffic  Commission  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  Street  Laying-Out  Department  there 


would  be  a  saving  of  $50,000  a  year.  I  remember 
last  year  that  Commissioner  Hultman  made  the 
statement  that  if  the  Traffic  Department  were 
transferred  to  the  Police  Department  there  would 
be  a  saving  of  $150,000  a  year.  So  I  thought  that 
this  would  be  a  worthwhile  transfer.  Ever  since 
Mr.  Conry  was  made  the  head  of  that  Traffic 
Division,  I  might  say,  using  a  word  that  may  at 
times  seem  objectionable,  that  the  traffic  light 
system  of  Boston  has  been  putrid. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  agree 
with  my  colleague  from  the  adjacent  ward  in  the 
matter  of  transferring  the  Traffic  Department  to 
the  Police  Department.  The  police  have  enough 
to  do  to  take  care  of  their  own  work,  without  having 
to  handle  traffic  regulation,  as  would  be  proposed 
under  such  a  transfer. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

The  report  was  accepted  and  said  order  passed, 
yeas  18,  nays  0. 


FINANCE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  COX,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  order  (referred  August  8) 
for  a  loan  of  $20,000,  to  be  expended  under  direc- 
tion of  Institutions  Commissioner,  for  Steamer 
"Stephen  0'Meara,"  Alterations  and  Additions 
to — recommending  passage  of  order  in  following 
new  draft,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $30,000  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Institutions  Com- 
missioner, for  Steamer  "Stephen  O'Meara," 
Alterations  and  Additions  to,  and  that  to  meet 
said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be  author- 
ized to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  request 
of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order.  After  the 
clerk  began  to  call  the  roll,  Coun.  NORTON  said: 
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Mr.  President. 

President  GALLAGHER — For  what  purpose 
does  the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  NORTON— To  speak  upon  the  order. 

President  GALLAGHER — If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion, the  councilor  may  speak. 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  a  brand  new 
boat  has  been  lying  idle.  Nothing  has  been  done 
about  it.  While  I  opposed  a  more  expensive 
proposition  in  this  connection,  I  don't  know 
that  I  should  oppose  this  order  making  a  S30.000 
allotment  for  the  purpose.  But  we  do  have  here 
an  object  lesson  in  these  times,  of  buying  a  brand 
new  boat  that  is  unable  to  operate,  according  to 
Owen  &  Minot,  who  are  experts  in  this  matter. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  19,  nays.  0 


BETTER  LIGHTING   OF  STREETS. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  using  a  portion  of 
the  money  received  from  the  state  as  a  result  of 
the  gasolene  tax  for  the  better  lighting  of  streets 
in  the  outlying  sections  of  Boston. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  at  the 
present  time  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  any  addi- 
tional lighting  in  the  suburban  sections  of  Boston 
because  of  lack  of  appropriations.  We  have 
many  situations  where  districts  which  at  one  time 
were  populated  by  one  and  two  family  homes 
now  contain  on  the  same  plots  of  grounds  large 
apartment  houses  where  several  hundred  people 
live.  We  find  that  as  to  lighting  conditions, 
however,  there  has  been  practically  no  change 
in  those  sections,  with  the  result  that,  having  in 
mind  the  great  numbers  of  automobiles  that  are 
parked  in  those  sections,  the  situation  has  been 
continually  growing  more  hazardous,  as  far  as 
accidents  to  our  citizens  are  concerned.  Some- 
thing should  be  done  in  the  way  of  installing 
proper  lights  in  those  sections,  but  we  find  that 
we  cannot  get  them,  because  of  lack  of  money. 
I  think  one  way  of  raising  money  for  this  purpose 
might  be  through  the  gasolene  tax,  of  which  the 
city  receives  at  least  a  portion  from  the  state. 
There  is  no  reason  why  it  could  not  be  applied 
to  the  lighting  of  highways  as  well  as  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  road.  Therefore,  I  ask  the  Mayor 
to  look  into  the  situation. 

Coun.  ROBERTS— Mr.  President,  while  I  agree 
with  what  the  councilor  has  said  with  regard  to 
the  outlying  districts  of  Boston,  I  would  like  to 
add  that  the  same  thing  is  true  in  some  of  our 
bigger  streets  in  the  downtown  section,  such  as 
Tremont  street,  Columbus  avenue,  and  parts  of 
Huntington  avenue.  We  all  remember  how  on 
Huntington  avenue  a  member  of  the  Mayor's 
own  family  became  involved  in  an  accident,  and 
the  Mayor  then  said  that  Huntington  avenue  did 
not  have  proper  lighting  facilities.  I  would  like 
to  see  a  part  of  that  fund  applied  to  relief  of  the 
lighting  situation  in  the  whole  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  COX — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with  the 
councilor's  order,  but  I  think  it  might  be  possible 
for  us  to  have  much  more  adequate  lighting  if 
the  rates  charged  by  the  Edison  Company  would 
allow  of  it.  I  recently  read  in  the  papers  that 
the  Boston  Elevated  had  petitioned  the  Legis- 
lature for  the  right  to  furnish  light  and  heat  to 
certain  other  companies.  I  feel  that  if  the  Ele- 
vated were  to  enter  into  the  business  of  furnish- 
ing current  to  the  city,  some  of  the  deficit  we  have 
to  meet  in  connection  with  car  riding  would  be 
taken  care  of;  and,  also,  with  the  help  that  would 
be  thus  afforded  by  competition  of  the  Elevated 
with  the  Edison  Company,  we  might  be  able 
with  the  additional  money  we  would  have  available 
to  spend  to  properly  and  adequately  light  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  might  reply 
to  the  councilor  by  stating  that  the  Committee 
on  Municipal  Lighting  Plant,  on  the  suggestion  of 
Councilor  McGrath  of  Dorchester,  had  before  it 
Mr.  Barnum,  the  General  Counsel  of  the  Elevated 
Trustees,  and,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  committee, 
he  is  to  ask  the  trustees  whether  it  would  be  agree- 
able to  them  to  amend  the  bill  that  has  been 
introduced  on  behalf  of  the  trustees,  enabling 
the  road  to  furnish  current  to  other  companies  in 
the  district,  so  that  it  might  also  supply  current 
to  the  cities  and  towns  in  which  the  road  operates 
and  does  business.     We  are  presently  to  get  a 


report  in  answer  to  that  question.  I  feel  that  the 
only  way  in  which  Boston  may  be  able  to  get  the 
right  lighting  system,  to  which  its  citizens  are 
entitled,  is  by  the  erection  of  a  municipal  lighting 
plant,  of  which  this  Council,  through  the  com- 
mittee, has  started  an  investigation,  and  the  com- 
mittee proposes  to  carry  that  investigation  through 
to  a  finish. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  I  had  in 
mind  making  that  suggestion,  in  regard  to 
municipal  lignting,  but  I  think  the  matter  is 
being  well  handled  by  the  special  committee,  and 
I  am  perfectly  willing  to  foLlow  along  with  them. 
As  I  understand,  their  \iews  are  mine.  I  called 
up  the  Boston  Elevated  officials  today  in  regard 
to  the  cost  of  the  power  they  produce,  and  I 
understand  that  they  produce  it  at  one-tenth  of 
the  cost  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  current. 
In  other  words,  the  Boston  Elevated  makes  cur- 
rent at  8  mills  per  kilowatt  hour,  where  we  are 
paying  the  Edison  Company  in  Boston  7-J-  cents 
per  kilowatt  hour. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


TRENCH  ON  LAUREL  STREET. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  make  some  temporary  arrangement  to  fill  in 
the  trench  now  existing  on  Laurel  street,  Ward  12, 
during  the  pending  litigation  in  connection  with  the 
present  contract. 

Coun.  BRACKMAN— Mr.  President,  the  con- 
dition at  which  this  order  is  aimed  is  one  which  I 
do  not  believe  should  continue  to  exist.  A  con- 
tractor dug  up  one  of  the  streets  in  my  district, 
Laurel  street.  Practically  half  the  street  has  been 
dug  up,  and  because  of  some  litigation  which  has 
arisen  on  account  of  some  ridge  rock  that  they 
struck  on  the  street,  work  has  been  suspended, 
and  in  the  meantime  the  work  continues  in  that 
condition.  Fire  engines  cannot  get  up  and  down 
the  street  and  people  living  on  the  street  are 
unable  to  run  their  automobiles  up  and  down. 
That  situation  has  gone  on  for  several  weeks,  and 
I  believe  some  arrangement  should  be  made 
through  the  Public  Works  Department  to  tem- 
porarily take  care  of  the  situation. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

REPORT    OF    SPECIAL    COMMITTEE    ON 
MUNICIPAL   LIGHTING. 

Coun.  DOWD,  for  the  Special  Committee  on 
Municipal  Lighting,  submitted  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  reduce 
the  various  items  for  lighting  public  buildings 
and  schools  by  $250,000  and  to  use  that  sum  so  far 
as  possible  for  the  establishing  of  city  lighting 
plants  in  the  various  city  buildings. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  the  Committee 
on  Municipal  Lighting  submits  a  preliminary 
report  asking  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  slash  in 
next  year's  budget  from  the  lighting  cost  of  the 
present  year  the  sum  of  $250,000.  We  feel  that 
the  Edison  Company,  in  its  rate  of  7j  cents  per 
kilowatt  hour  for  all  public  buildings,  is  getting 
too  much  money.  We  are  also  asking  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  to  take  that  $250,000  and  use  it  for  the 
installation  of  plants  in  our  municipal  buildings 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  For  example,  we  have  had 
an  electrical  expert  go  out  to  the  Boston  Sana- 
torium, where  we  pay  $12,000  a  year  for  lighting 
the  institution,  and  make  a  report.  He  reports 
back  to  us  that  for  $5,000  an  electric  plant  can  be 
established  at  the  Sanatorium  which  will  supply 
current  at  4  mills,  or  four-tenths  of  a  cent,  per 
kilowatt  hour,  generating  light  and  power  for  the 
entire  Sanatorium.  If  that  is  carried  throughout 
the  City  of  Boston  we  will  save  $5,000,000  in  a 
ten-year  period  to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  Take, 
for  example,  the  Tremont  Building.  The  Edison 
Company  has  received  from  that  building  $18,000 
a  year,  and  by  establishing  their  own  plant,  at  a 
small  cost,  they  can  grind  out  juice  at  the  rate  of 
four  mills  per  kilowatt  hour.  So  there  isn't  any 
question,  if  the  Mayor  of  Boston  wants  to  do  so, 
that  we  can  save  every  year  from  $400,000  to 
$500,000.  This  Committee  on  Municipal  Light- 
ing was  appointed  four  or  five  weeks  ago,  and  in 
the  few  weeks  we  have  been  functioning  we  have 
obtained  an  enormous  amount  of  information 
showing  us  what  substantial  reductions  can  be 
made  in  the  cost  of  electricity  to  the  city.  I  might 
quote  from  Burns  &  McDonnell  of  Kansas  City, 
Missouri,  engineers  who  have  for  thirty-five  years 
specialized  in  the  designing  and  supervision  of 
light  and  power  projects,  giving  most  of  their 
attention  to  municipal  installations,  who  have 
designed  and  supervised  260  municipal  light  and 
power  installations,  and  have  made  investigations 
in  373  other  cities,  reporting  the  savings  that  can 
be  made,  and  who  say  that  the  minute  we  step  in 
and  say  to  the  Edison  Company  that  we  are  going 
to  stop  immediately,  that  we  are  not  satisfied  or 
content  with  what  the  company  is  doing,  or  with 
half  a  cent  or  a  cent  reducton  per  kilowatt  hour 
in  our  rates,  we  will  be  immediately  able  to  make 
a  really  big  saving.  And  so  our  committee  reports, 
taking  the  information  we  have  received 
throughout  the  country,  that  we  can  establish  our 
plants  in  every  school  building  and  every  municipal 
building  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  can  generate 
our  own  heat  and  power  at  four-tenths  of  a  cent 
per  kilowatt  hour,  as  against  the  7h  cents  that  we 
are  paying  today. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


DECEMBER    19,    1932. 
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MUNICIPAL  LIGHTING  PLANT. 

Coun.  DOWD,  for  the  Special  Committee  on 
Municipal  Lighting,  submitted  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston  construct,  or 
acquire,  and  maintain  within  its  limits  a  plant 
or  plants,  including  suitable  land,  structures  and 
machinery  and  other  apparatus  and  appliances,  for 
manufacturing  and  distributing  electricity  for 
municipal  use  and  for  the  use  of  its  inhabitants, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  164 
of  the  General  Laws,  and  acts  in  amendment 
thereof  or  in  addition  thereto. 

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  I  would  say  in 
connection  with  the  last  report  and  order  I  have 
submitted,  in  reference  to  a  municipal  lighting 
plant,  that  it  has  to  have  two  successive  readings 
and  passages  by  two  successive  City  Councils, 
that  of  this  year  and  of  next  year.  Accordingly, 
I  ask  that  there  be  a  roll  call,  understanding  that  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  is  required. 

The  orders  were  passed,  yeas  18,  nays  0. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  UNCLAIMED 
BAGGAGE. 

Coun.  BURKE,  for  the  Committee  on  Un- 
claimed Baggage,  submitted  report  on  petition  of 
Boston  Terminal  Company  (referred  today)  for 
leave  to  sell  unclaimed  baggage,  recommending 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Terminal  Company 
be  authorized  to  sell  at  public  auction  on  or  before 
February  1,  1933,  and  after  publication  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  sale,  according  to  law,  the 
articles  remaining  unclaimed  in  the  possession  of 
said  company  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  before  I  vote 
upon  this  matter  I  would  like  to  hear  from  the 
chairman  as  to  what  this  baggage  consists  of.  I 
would  like  it  itemized,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  the  parcels  and 
other  paraphernalia  which  the  Terminal  Company 
has  on  hand  comprise  many  articles,  too  numerous 
to  mention.  The  chairman  of  the  committee  did 
not  inspect  the  parcels  or  baggage  personally,  and 
for  that  reason  cannot  inform  his  colleague  just 
exactly  what  is  comprised.  I  might  say  while  on 
my  feet,  however,  that  it  would  be  a  good  idea 
to  inform  the  Boston  Terminal  Company  that  they 
should  advertise  in  the  Boston  newspapers  in- 
stead of  placing  their  ads  in  the  Chelsea  Gazette. 
I  wonder  if  the  advertising  is  placed  in  that  paper 
so  that  the  people  of  Boston  will  not  know  what 
is  taking  place? 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
explanation  of  the  chairman  of  this  important 
committee,  I  feel  that  we  should  lay  the  matter 
on  the  table  until  the  chairman  and  the  committee 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  go  over  there  and 
inspect  the  baggage  and  make  a  proper  report  to 
the  Council. 

Coun.  BURKE— Mr.  President,  I  should  like,  if 
possible,  to  have  the  councilor  from  Ward  15 
(Coun.  Kelly)  delegated  by  the  Chair  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
make  this  inspection. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President. 

President  GALLAGHER— No  debate  is  in 
order.  The  question  is  on  laying  the  matter  on 
the  table. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  declared 
lost,  and  the  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
say  in  answer  to  the  colleague's  suggestion  that  I 
be  appointed  on  the  committee  that  I  am  an 
ex  magna  cum  laude  member  of  that  committee, 
and  that  I  am  well  acquainted  with  tne  extensive 
duties  that  such  an  important  committee  has  to 
perform.  Therefore,  I  strenuously  object  to  the 
chairman  placing  this  report  before  the  body 
without  doing  what  the  chairman  or  other  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  did  when  I  was  on  the 
committee,  namely,  visiting  the  room  where  these 
articles  are  and  seeing  of  what  they  consist.  I  do 
not  think  the  Council  should  go  on  record  as  in 
favor  of  selling  merchandise  that  neither  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  nor  the  other  members  have 
inspected,  and  w7hich  they  cannot  tell  us  anything 
about. 


Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  will  the  colleague 
on  my  left  explain  the  meaning  of  "Magna  cum 
laude"?     (Laughter.) 

The  order  was  passed. 


UNCLAIMED  MONEYS  IN  BOSTON  BANKS. 

Coun.  MURRAY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  petition  the  next  session  of  the  General 
Court  for  legislation  to  provide  that  all  unclaimed 
moneys  in  the  various  banks  in  Boston  be  turned 
over  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  its  Old  Age  Assistance 
Fund. 

Coun  .MURRAY — Mr.  President,  I  might  say 
in  regard  to  that  order  that  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  are  now  in  the  Boston  banks  unclaimed, 
and  I  understand  that  there  is  little  if  any  money 
for  old  age  assistance  unless  it  is  furnished  through 
nuisance  taxes.  Therefore,  I  think  it  would  be  a 
good  idea  to  have  such  money  turned  over  to  the 
towns  or  cities  that  the  banks  are  in,  to  be  used 
for  this  purpose. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


TRANSFER  TO  PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPART- 
MENT. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  transfer  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the 
Public  Works  Department  in  order  that  two 
thousand  unemployed  men  may  receive  a  little 
money  before  Christmas  in  cleaning  up  the  streets. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  when  I  say  2,000 
unemployed  men  I  don't  mean  that  the  men  are 
to  be  taken  from  the  Public  Welfare  rolls.  I 
refer  to  such  man  as  married  men,  with  a  little 
property,  who  cannot  get  aid  from  the  Welfare 
Department,  and  who  might  be  put  on  the  streets 
and  earn  a  little  before  Christmas  in  this  way. 
I  don't  think  that  Mr.  Whiteside,  who  has  the 
Mayor  on  the  run,  would  have  any  objection  to 
spending  $10,000  in  this  way. 

The  order  was  pased  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PAYMENT   TO   SOLDIERS'   RELIEF  BENE- 
FICIARIES. 

Coun.  BURKE  and  Coun.  NORTON  offered 
the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
reque'sted  to  furnish  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Depart- 
ment with  sufficient  funds  to  pay  Soldiers'  Relief 
beneficiaries  an  amount  at  least  equivalent  to  that 
received  by  Public  Welfare  recipients. 

Coun.  BURKE. — Mr  President,  being  a  member 
of  that  committee  and  having  taken  it  up  with  the 
chairman  of  the  committee,  we  found  that  the 
beneficiaries  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department 
receive  less  money  than  the  beneficiaries  of  the 
Wefare  Department.  In  other  words,  for  a 
family  of  four,  husband,  and  wife  and  two  children 
beneficiaries  of  the  Welfare  Department  receive 
S10  weekly,  and  those  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department  but  S9  weekly.  In  the  Welfare 
Department  they  give  out  coal  in  addition  to  the 
amount  otherwise  received,  and  in  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  there  is  no  provision  for  supply- 
ing coal.  I  have  been  informed  by  visitors  and 
officials  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  that 
the  amount  of  money  there  is  insufficient  to  give 
the  recipients  sufficient  to  live  on.  So  I  am  here 
calling  upon  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  provide 
money  for  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department,  so 
that  the  beneficiaries  will  receive  at  least  as  much 
as  those  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


COAL   TO   SOLDIERS'   RELIEF 
BENEFICL4RIES. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Soldiers'    Relief    Commis- 
sioner be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  furnish  coal  to  recipients  of  aid  from  his  de- 
partment. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 
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OITY    COUNCIL. 


LIGHTING   OF   CODMAN   SQUARE. 

Coun.  BURKE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  relocate  the  lighting  system  at  Cod- 
man  square,  Ward  17,  so  that  better  lighting 
facilities  may  be  had  in  that  area.

Coun.  DOWD — Mr.  President,  do  I  understand 
that  the  councilor  from  Hyde  Park  wants  to  put 
the  City  Council  on  record  as  in  favor  of  higher 
rates  for  taxicabs  in  the  City  of  Boston? 

Coun.  NORTON — Mr.  President,  I  am  asking 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  advise  the  taxicab  interests 
of  Boston  that  he  is  in  favor  of  increasing  the  fares 
so  that  the  taxicab  drivers  may  earn  a  proper  day's 
pay. 

Coun.  DOWD— Mr.  President,  I  absolutely 
object  to  any  increase  in  taxicab  fares  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  If  this  order  proposes  to  place  the  City 
Council  on  record  as  in  favor  of  higher  taxicab 
fares,  I  certainly  am  not  ready  to  say  to  the  public 
of  Boston,  'Y'ou  will  have  to  pay  a  higher  rate  to 
ride  in  taxicabs."  I  say  it  is  unfair  to  the  public 
and,  after  all,  we  are  interested  in  the  public  and 
not  in  any  concern  that  is  running  taxicabs  in 
this  city.  For  that  reason,  I  am  opposed  to  voting 
in  favor  of  anything  that  might  mean  increased 
rates  of  fare  to  the  public  in  the  taxicabs  and  am, 
therefore,  opposed    to  this  order. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


TREATMENT   OF  YOUNG   MEN. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston  consider 
the  advisability  of  conferring  with  the  Police 
Commissioner  of  Boston  relative  to  the  matter  of 
working  out  a  more  lenient  police  policy  to  be  pur- 
sued towards  the  young  men  of  Boston  during  the 
present  economic  depression. 

Coun.  NORTON  (sending  a  paper  to  the 
Chair) —  Rather  than  take  the  time  of  the  body  to 
read  this  statement  in  regard  to  the  youth  of  our 
city,  I  would  ask  to  have  it  included  in  our  records. 
This  is  something  that  has  to  do,  in  our  economic 
depression  at  the  present  time,  with  standing  on 
street  corners. 

Coun.  BURKE — Mr.  President,  when  it  comes 
to  having  papers  submitted  to  the  body  without 
being  read,  isn't  it  true  that  this  year  some  motion 
was  acted  upon  in  the  body  to  the  effect  that  all 
papers  submitted  to  the  Council  were  to  be  read 
before  being  included  in  our  records?  In  other 
words,  isn't  it  clear  that  if  things  of  this  sort  are 
incorporated  in  the  record  without   being  read,  it 
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may  mean  injecting  matter  to  which  we  have  no 
opportunity  to  reply?  That,  it  seems  to  me,  is  a 
thing  that  is  not  right,  and  I  would  like  to  ask  for 
information  before  recording  my  vote,  if  such 
action  was  not  taken  earlier  in  the  session,  near  the 
beginning  of  the  year? 

President  GALLAGHER— The  Chair  recalls  no 
such  motion. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  if  there  is  any 
question  about  this,  I  would  ask  that  it  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  order  offered  by  Coun.  Norton  was  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 


TESTS   OF   SOIL. 

Coun.  NORTON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  arranging  with  the 
Department  of  Soil  Mechanics  at  the  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology  to  approve  all  land 
taken  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  building  thereon, 
in  so  far  as  the  quality  of  soil  below  the  surface  is 
concerned  for  said  building  purposes. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  we  have 
recently  had  a  case  out  in  Dorchester  where,  if 
borings  and  an  examination  of  the  soil  had  been 
made,  a  great  deal  of  money  would  have  been 
saved  to  the  city.  Of  course,  an  examination  of 
the  soil  and  of  conditions  beneath  the  surface 
should  be  made  before  buildings  are  torn  down 
and  other  buildings  erected  upon  land.  We  should 
certainly  learn  whether  such  conditions  are  proper 
for  the  erection  of  the  buildings  we  are  proposing 
to  build.  I  understand  that  under  powers  which 
have  been  granted  to  the  Institute  of  Technology 
in  the  past  it  is  understood  that  the  experts  of  that 
institution  will  cooperate,  where  desired,  with  the 
City  of  Boston  in  cases  of  that  sort,  where  the 
city  would  otherwise  have  to  pay  a  considerable 
fee,  and  that  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  one  of  the  finest  technological  institu- 
tions in  the  world,  can  be  asked  to  cooperate  with 
city  officials  in  ascertaining  just  such  conditions. 
I  understand  that  the  Division  of  Soil  Mechanics 
is  the  division  at  the  Institute  of  Technology  that 
has  to  do  with  borings  of  this  land,  and  that  would 
naturally  be  asked  by  the  Mayor  to  test  land  in 
the  case  of  takings  by  the  city,  upon  which  it  is 
proposed  to  place  buildings. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


FINANCE    COMMISSION    INVESTIGATION 
OF   GARBAGE    CONTRACT. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Commission  be  requested  to  investigate  imme- 
diately and  report  to  the  City  Council  with  refer- 
ence to  the  mysterious  and  suspicious  circum- 
stances surrounding  the  awarding  of  the  contract 
for  the  collection  of  ashes  and  garbage  in  the 
Dorchester  district  to  Coleman  Brothers,  Inc.,  for 
the  year  1933,  at  a  figure  $30,276  in  excess  of  their 
1932  contract,  figure  $202,680  representing  an 
increase  of  over  fifteen  per  cent,  as  compared  with 
the  reductions  in  prices  for  similar  work  in  the 
West  Roxbury,  Hyde  Park  and  East  Boston  Dis- 
tricts, where  contracts  were  let  at  figures  running 
from  six  to  thirty  per  cent  less  than  last  year. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President  and  members  of 
the  Council,  last  week  I  introduced  an  order  call- 
ing upon  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  readvertise  the 
bids  for  the  Dorchester  district  on  the  ground 
that  the  bid  of  Coleman  Brothers  was  outrageous, 
and  because  I  knew  that  the  contractor  to  whom 
the  contract  was  awarded  four  days  after  he  sub- 
mitted his  bid  on  December  9  was  a  particularly 
heavy  contributor  to  the  campaign  expenses  of  the 
chief  executive  of  this  city.  I  was  amazed  when 
I  went  to  the  Public  Works  Department  and 
looked  over  the  provisions  of  the  contract  to  find 
that  not  only  was  the  contractor  supposed  to  do 
less  work  during  the  coming  year  than  he  has 
done  in  the  past  year,  but  that  he  was  going  to 
receive  considerably  more  for  it.  In  other  words, 
from  the  contract  for  1933  was  removed  the  pro- 
vision which  has  for  years  been  in  the  Dorchester 
contract  that  the  refuse  should  be  collected  twice 
a  week  every  week  in  the  year — of  course,  neces- 
sitating much  less  work  by  Coleman  Brothers. 
This  would  naturally  presuppose  a  smaller  figure 
for  the  contract,  but  I  was  further  amazed  to  find 


that  a  considerably  larger  amount  was  allowed 
than  has  been  allowed  for  the  present  year  and 
that  the  stipulation  which  called  for  the  payment 
of  62 -|  cents  an  hour  to  labor  was  removed  from 
the  contract  from  the  coming  year,  so  that  Cole- 
man Brothers,  if  they  wish,  may  pay  to  the  help 
employed  by  them  as  low  as  20  cents  per  hour. 
Accompanying  those  two  changes  in  the  contract, 
from  which  you  would  naturally  expect  a  con- 
siderable reduction  in  price,  we  find  an  increase 
in  the  total  amount  for  the  coming  year  of  $30,000, 
or  15  per  cent  over  the  present  year.  What  do 
we  find  in  the  other  districts  of  the  city?  In  the 
East  Boston  district,  the  figure  submitted  for  the 
coming  year,  with  the  work  the  same  as  the  past 
year,  is  13  per  cent  less;  for  the  Hyde  Park  dis- 
trict, under  the  contract  for  the  coming  year,  the 
amount  to  be  paid  for  the  removal  of  garbage  and 
refuse  is  6  per  cent  lower  than  in  the  contract  for 
the  past  year;  in  the  West  Roxbury  district  it  is 
to  be  30  per  cent  lower.  On  December  5,  when 
the  bids  were  opened,  the  Mayor  of  Boston  saw 
fi  t  to  order  just  one  contract  readvertised,  namely, 
for  the  West  Roxbury  district.  As  compared 
with  the  figure  for  1932  in  the  West  Roxbury  dis- 
trict, $40,788,  the  original  bid  submitted  for  1933 
was  $32,280,  or  over  $8,000  decrease  as  compared 
with  this  past  year,  a  drop  of  a  little  better  than 
20  per  cent.  Still,  the  Mayor  of  Boston  orders 
that  contract  readvertised,  and  on  December  15 
got  a  still  lower  figure  of  $28,080  for  the  year 
1933,  or  a  decrease  of  $4,200  as  compared  with 
the  bid  of  December  5.  The  Mayor  of  Boston 
could  easily  have  had  the  Dorchester  contract 
readvertised  at  least  once,  as  he  did  in  the  case  of 
the  West  Roxbury  district.  It  took  only  ten  days 
to  do  so.  In  other  words,  in  the  period  elapsing 
between  December  5  and  December  15  he  could 
have  had  new  bids  submitted  on  that  contract, 
which  was  not  to  take  effect  until  the  first  of  the 
year.  That  he  could  easily  have  done,  and  he 
could  easily  have  acceded  to  the  request"  in  our 
order  of  the  last  meeting.  But  it  is  easy  to  see, 
gentlemen,  in  spite  of  his  many  claims,  that  he 
has  not  the  interest  of  the  people  of  Boston  at 
heart, — not  even  sufficiently  to  submit  an  answer 
to  our  order.  Therefore,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  contract  for  Dorchester  for  the  year  1933, 
regardless  of  the  fact  that  less  work  is  to  be  done 
by  the  men,  will  cost  the  city  15  per  cent  in  excess 
of  the  contract  for  this  past  year,  the  Mayor  has 
not  seen  fit  to  readvertise  it.  I  am,  therefore,  as 
a  last  resort,  forced  to  appeal  to  a  source  from 
which  I  do  not  expect  to  get  any  satisfaction — 
namely,  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion, across  the  street.  I  am  now  asking  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  and  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  partners  in  crime,  if  they  will 
look  into  this  particular  contract  and  explain  if 
this  contractor  is  allowed  this  outrageous  figure. 
I  claim  that  a  fair  amount  to  pay  under  this  con- 
tract for  the  coming  year  would  be  $140,000 
instead  of  $230,000.  In  other  words,  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  by  one  stroke  of  his  pen  could  have 
saved  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  over  $90,000  in 
this  one  transaction  alone.  If  that  is  not  graft 
and  corruption,  Mr.  President  and  members  of 
the  Council,  I  would  like  to  see  a  worse  case  sub- 
mitted by  any  member  of  the  City  Council. 
Some  time  ago  I  asked  the  Mayor's  partner  in 
crime,  Frank  Goodwin,  to  submit  to  this  Council 
— and  the  order  was  passed  unanimously — reasons 
why  the  city  should  pay  to  a  pet  contractor, 
Matthew  Cummings,  over  $155,000  for  extras 
that  might  be  termed  a  foundation  racket  in 
connection  with  the  new  Girls'  High  School  in 
Dorchester.  I  think  it  is  high  time  that  some- 
thing was  done  by  the  members  of  this  Council 
to  stop  awards  of  contracts  of  a  nature  similar  to 
this.  It  is  all  right  to  pick  up  a  paper  and  read 
how  the  great  actor  downstairs  on  the  second 
floor,  the  Shakespearean  boy,  says  he  slashed 
$20,000  or  $40,000  from  some  department,  when 
he  knows  that  it  is  simply  a  bit  of  acting,  where 
the  head  of  the  department  has  submitted  a 
figure  that  the  Mayor  can  cut  in  that  way  and 
get  newspaper  notoriety  to  the  effect  that  he  is 
slashing  the  budget.  We  know  that  it  is  simply 
an  artificial  attempt  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to 
try  and  impress  the  honest  and  respectable  people 
of  Boston  with  the  idea  that  he  is  attempting  to 
do  the  right  thing.  Here  is  a  case  where  he  could 
have  saved  to  the  city  $90,000  by  one  stroke  of 
his  pen,  and  yet  he  refused  to  do  it.  I  say  that 
the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  should 
get  on  to  himself  and  try  to  justify  the  payment 
of  the  amount  that  he  gets  from  the  taxpayers, 
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by  making  an  investigation  and  rendering  a  report 
on  just  such  cases  as  this.  I  trust  that  we  will 
receive  such  a  report  at  the  next  meeting  and, 
consequently,  I  ask  that  the  order  be  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  NORTON— Mr.  President,  talking  on 
the  order,  let  me  say  that  the  president  of  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  two 
months  ago,  speaking  to  the  incoming  class  at  the 
Institute,  said: 

"I  am  informed  that  in  one  of  the  great  munic- 
ipalities in  this  land  the  budget  requests  of  the 
departments  show  economies  totaling  only  a  frac- 
tion of  one  per  cent, — and  that  this  is  only  in 
supplies  and  not  in  pay  roll, — and  that  there  has 
not  even  been  any  reduction  in  such  departments 
as  garbage  disposal,  whose  amount  of  work  has 
shown  marked  reduction  during  the  depression. 
This  situation  I  point  to  as  illustrating  political 
dishonesty, —  not  the  type  which  is  punishable  by 
law,  but  which  is  failure  to  perform  according  to 
the  principles  of  high  moral  integrity  and  social 
service.  Such  acts  by  those  in  power,  whether 
due  to  selfishness  or  cowardize,  seriously  undermine 
confidence  in  our  government,  and  are  the  most 
dangerous  threats  to  its  stability.     We  hope  that 


you  have  and  will  further  develop  such  integrity 
of  character  that  you  will  act  honorably  when  in 
positions  of  responsibility  and  will  be  quick  to 
recognize  and  support  integrity  in  others." 

Mr.  President,  that  statement  is  peculiarly  ger- 
mane to  this  question  under  discussion,  the  presi- 
dent of  perhaps  the  most  famous  institute  of  this 
kind  in  the  world  alluding  specifically  to  such 
waste  and  corruption  as  we  see  in  the  awarding  of 
this  Boston  contract. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

VETO  OF  MUNICIPAL  LIGHTING  PLANT 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  31,  1932. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith  without  my 
signature  and  disapproved  your  order  passed 
December  19,  1932,  for  the  establishing  of  a  munic- 
ipal electric  lighting  plant. 

While  I  have  been  a  consistent  advocate  of  public 
ownership  of  public  utilities  and,  in  fact,  in  1906  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  voted  for  the 
erection  of  a  municipal  gas  and  electric  plant,  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the  matter  made  it 
necessary  for  me  as  Mayor  in  1925  to  disapprove 
an  order  similar  to  this,  for  the  same  reasons  which 
now  make  it  imperative  for  me  to  veto  the  present 
order. 

Chapter  164  of  the  General  Laws  describes  the 
conditions  under  which  a  municipality  may 
establish  a  lighting  plant,  and  in  the  case  of  a  city 
such  as  Boston,  where  electric  light  and  gas  com- 
panies are  already  established  and  serving  a  large 
portion  of  the  metropolitan  district,  it  requires 
no  great  study  to  make  it  evident  that  these  con- 
ditions render  it  practically  impossible  from  a 
financial  standpoint  for  the  city  to  engage  in  the 
business   of   manufacturing  gas   or   electricity. 

Even  if  the  city  were  in  a  financial  condition  to 
engage  in  this  enterprise  the  handicap  would  be 
too  great  for  its  success  until  such  time  as  the 
Legislature  sees  fit  to  amend  the  laws  so  that  a 
municipal  corporation  may  establish  a  lighting 
plant  without  being  under  obligation  of  purchasing 
existing  plants.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  an  order  from  the 
City  Council  that  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested to  flood  the  Parker  Hill  Playground  for 
skating. 

This  playground,  situated  in  Roxbury,  w'as 
constructed  on  probably  the  steepest  hill  within 
the  city  limits.  The  playground  is  constructed 
with  three  levels,  each  level  to  be  eventually  used 
for  different  types  of  playground  activities. 

The  upper  level  is  for  the  use  of  mothers  and 
children,  and  also  for  tennis  courts.  The  central 
level  is  to  be  used  as  an  athletic  field,  namely,  for 
football,  and  the  lower  level  is  to  be  a  children's 
play  area. 

All  of  these  areas  are  pitched  down  hill  with 
Parker  Hill  avenue.  It  was  never  the  intention 
of  the  department  to  utilize  this  playground  for 
skating  purposes  as  it  cannot  be  flooded  due  to  the 
slope  of  the  area. 

The  only  way  to  even  consider  flooding  it  would 
be  to  build  a  very  high  dike  which  would  not  be 
practical,  and  would  probably  be  tunneled  under, 
allowing  the  water  to  run  down  onto  Fisher  avenue.

"The  old  wooden  stable  is  in  a  dilapidated  con- 
dition; windows  all  broken  and  falling  out;  clap- 


boards and  shingles  falling  off;  large  hole  in  rear 
of  building;  a  fire  menace." 

Since  that  time  Mr.  Brooks  has  passed  away, 
and  his  widow  has  asked  a  representative  to  call 
at  this  office  and  request  a  little  time  in  order  that 
the  estate  may  be  settled. 

The  district  inspector  reports  that  on  an  inspec- 
tion on  December  20,  the  building  was  not  in  a 
dangerous  condition  and  not  liable  to  collapse, 
although  it  was  very  unsightly  because  of  windows 
and  other  openings  being  boarded  up.

Suffolk  County  Jail. 

The  customary  semiannual  inspections  of  the 
Suffolk  County  Jail  were  duly  made. 

Your  committee  finds  that  the  usual  wholesome 
and  sanitary  conditions  prevail  at  this  institution, 
and  feels  that  the  transfer  of  the  West  End  yard 
of  the  Public  Works  Department  should  be  effected 
as  soon  as  possible  so  that  the  temporary  and 
inadequate  vehicular  entrance  to  the  jail  from 
North  Grove  street  may  be  replaced  by  one  of 
permanent  and  substantial  construction. 

House  of  Correction. 
The  required  number  of  visits  were  made  by  the 
committee  to  the  House  of  Correction  during  the 
year,  and  conditions  at  this  institution  were  found 
very  acceptable.
